The firft is the great goodneffe pro- 
ceeding frdm your right noble difpofition , heretofore

CREB) Vee is the favour and zeal you beare to learning and profeflours 
ge! veers ae. of the fame, leading to hope of acceptance, and alacrity of 
mind. Eufebius (my firftauthor) was a reverend Father, of 

preat credit with Conftantinus Magaus the Emperour: Socrates was of Conftan- 
tinople, in great favour for-his profound skill: Euagrivs was Lieutenant of An- 
tiochin the time oftwo Emperours,and, as he teftifieth of himfelfe, preferred by 

them totwoother honourable offices. Diony fizs Bifhop of Alexandriawriting a 
book of Repentance, fent it to Conon Bifhop of Hermopolis, whoby repentance 
had renounced the idolatry of Pagans, and zealoufly cleaved tothe Ghriftian 
profeffion, as a fit reader of fo worthy atheame. Ov7zen writing of Martyrs, fear 
his treatife unto Ambrofe and Prorectetus minifters of Cafarea, fuchas had indu- 
red great affiction under Deci us the Emperour ; where they might have a view 
oftheir valiant and invincible courage. The Philofophers of Alexandriaiand 
Egypt, fuchasin thofe dayes excelled in prophane literature, wrote, great vo- 
lumes of their profound skill, and fent them unto the famous Philofépher and 
Chriftian dodtor oviger the great clerk of Alexandria. Of mine owfie part, not 
attributing unto my felfe any fuch excellency of wit and fingularity of gifts as 
taigned in the aforefaid writers, when had tranflated and ‘compiled into‘one vo- 
Jume thefe reverend, learned and honourable writers, Pchoughr good alfo to de- 
dicate them unto one no leffe reverend for'erave and faze counfell, nolette lear. 
ned for ftudy and yeading , and no leffe honourable for faichfalland. profitable 
fervice in his countrey and common-weal: How loever it Rand with my infertour 
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condition, be it lawfull for me (though not of worthinefle, at leaft wife of fa- 
your)to direét unto your Honour the lives of the Apoftles and Difciples of out 
Saviour: the martyrdome of Saints and fuck as ferved God in truth and upright 
converfation: the invincible courage and conftancy of zealous Chriftians : the 
godly fayings and {entences of true profeffours : the wifeand politick govern- 
ment of Commion-weales by Catholike Emperours and Chriftian Princes: the 
carefull overfight of the flock of Chrift by reverend Bifhtops and learned Pre- 
lates: the confutation and overthrow of hereticks , with the confirmation of 
the truth by holy Councels and facred Affemblies, and to fay the whole in one 
word, as the principall drift of mine Epiftle,to prefent unto your Lordthip thefé 
ancient Ecclefiafticall Hiftoriographers, to wit, Eufebiws, Socrates; Evagrius,and 
Dorotheus. Whofe hiftories are fo replenifhed with fuch godly doérine, that E 
may very well fay of themall, asalearned writer reporteth of Eufebius , thar 
they are ableto perfwade afhy man, be his mind never fo farre alienated from 
the ttuth, to become a zealous Chriftian. Wherefore (my good Lord ) feeing 
that (as Plato faith) running wits are delightcg with Poetry, as Aristotle writeth, 
effeminate perfons are ravifhed with mufick, and (as Socrates telleth us) hiftories . 
agree beft with ftayed heads: I prefent unto your Honour thefe Hiftories,agree- 
ing very well with your difpofition,and being the fruits of my travell and ftudy. 
Ruffinus faith, that he wrote his hiftorie to delight the Reader, to occupie the 
time,and to remove the remembrance of the calamities (meaning the perfecu- 
tion) which then lately had happened. As for Chriftian pleafure and godly 
delights; what can be more pleafant than the reading of the Ecclefiafticall hi- 
ftories? Touching thetime, I know it full well, you {pend it as it befeemeth 
your calling : to {peak of calamity, (unleffe we behold the mifery and lamenta- 
ble eftate of other Realmes and dominions) prefently there is given’no fuch oc- 
cafion. For it cannot be remembred that the {ubjects within this Realme of 
England had the Gofpell fo freely preached, Clerks fo profoundly learned, No- 
bility fo wifeand politick, all fucceffes fo profperous, as inthis happy raigne of 
our moft vertuous and noble Princeffe Queene Elizabeth, and therefore are we 
preatly bound to praife God for it. Yet if ye call to memory the corruption of 
Yate dayes, the blindneffe of fuchas would be called Gods people, the lamenta- 
ble perfecution of the Englifh Church, then may ye read them after calamity. 
But notwithftanding the premifes, itis not my drift to falve fuch fores, neither 
to provide medicines for {uch maladies. God of his providence hath ¢ontinual- 
ly been fo carefull over his Church, that his fervants were never left defolate. 
Though Elias complained that he was left alone , yet were there thoufands 
which bowed not their knees to Baal. S. Paul telleth us there is of Iffael a rem- 
nant left. Our Saviour, {peaking of his Church, though it be not of the great- 
eft multitudes, yet is it according unto his Epitheton, a little flock. And fureI 
am there may be found a righteous -4braham in Chaldea, a juft Lot in Sodom, 
agodly Daniel in Babylon, a devout Tobias in Ninive, a patient Job in Hufle, and 
azealous Nehemias in Damafco. There is found wheat among tares, graine in 
the huske, corric among chaffe, a kernell within the fhale, marrow within the 
bone, a Pearle within the Cockle, and a rofe among thornes. There was a Jo- 
nathas inthe Court of Saul to favour David: there was an Obadiah in the Court 
of —4chab to entertaine the Prophets: there was an 4 bedmelech in the Court 
of Sedechias to intreat for Jeremie : and inthe Court of Dzocletzan there were ma- 
ny young Gentlemen, namely, Petrus, Dorothens, Gorgonius, with many others 
2 which 
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which embraced the Chriftians, and fuffered death for the teftimony of Chritt, 
as your Honour may read in thefe Ecclefiafticall hiftories , which I have not 
therefore commende d unto youfor the remembrance of any calamity at all. But 
as for the Court of our moft gracious Queene (a fight both toyfull and comfor- 
table) where there reforts fo m: any learned Clerks fo many godly perfons, fo 
many grave hia {oma any vertuous Ladies, {o many honourable perfonae 
ges, having fo noble a head to governe them withall: There the Chriftian is no 
rare Phoenix, the godly i is no black Sw an; for the Gofpel lis freely preached, 
and the profel ffors thereof had in honour snl eftimation. Whereforein fo god- 
ly a place, to be {fo vertuoufly difpofed at vacant times, as to read thefe, or fuuch 
like ancient hiftories, will be a commendation unto your Honour, an increafe of 
knowledge,a confirmation of faith, amaintenance of zeale,and a lively behold- 
ing of Chritt Jetus in fais inerndepss Here you may fee the right Chriftian dif- 
ofition of noble perfonages, whereof fome have bid the Court farewell and 
all worldly dignities s, in the quarrell of our Saviour: other fome inc: amp have 
refufed fouldiers pay, and throwne away {word and girdle, fignes of warfare, 
rather than fweare againft Chrift: Others againe have written friend] ly sagt 
inthe behal Ife of theaffli@ed Chriftians , and thereby mitigated the fury and 
rage of perl ecuting ryrants : and others moreover with their owne h ands have 
buried the Martyrs, and both laid their necks to the ble ee and their bodies to 
the five,rather than they would fhrink one jot from the faith. Here you may be- 
hold the modefty and fhamefaftnefle of Chriftian maidens, the confta ancy of 
zealous women, the chaft minds of erave Matrons, the godly difpofition and 
wife government of Qucenes and Empreffe s. Here your Lord{hi ip hall find zea-

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God comforting us 1. Many now a dayes had rather read the Diall of] Princes, 
where there is much good matter: the Monk of Bury, full of good ftories : the 
tales of > Chaucer, where there is excellent wit, great reading, and good decorum 
obferved : the life of Marcus Aurelius, tate re there are many good morall 
precepts : the familiar and gold den Epittles of Anthony Gwevarra, where there 
1S porn golden wit and good penning: the ftories of king Arthur. the mon- 
ftrous fables of Garag. tua: the Pallace of pleafure,though there follow never 
{fo much difpleat ure after : i haa the Foxe: Bevis of Hampton: the hundred 
merry tales : : Skoggan : Fortunatus : with many other infortunate treatifes, and 
amorous toyes written in Englifh, Latine, French, Italian , Spanifh: But as for 
books of Divinity, to edifie the foule and inftrué the inward man, it is the leaft 
patt of their care, nay they will flatly anfwer, it belongeth not to their calling to 
occupie their heads with any fuch kind ofmatters. Itis to be withed, ifnot all, 
at leaft wife that fome part of the time which is {pent inreading of fuch anaks, 
(although many of tl 1em containe e notable m ae were beftoy ved in reading of 
holy eee or other fuch writings as difpofe the mind to fpirituall contem- 
plation. Cecilia, a Romane maiden of tight noble parentage, carried alwaies a- 
Bout her the new Teftament. Cyprian Bit fhop of Carthage would not fuffer one 
day to paffe without reading of Tertullian. _lfredus,t hough a king of England, 
compiled Pfalmes and Prayers i into one book, and called ita a Manuel, which al- 
waies he had about him. clfonfus had alwaies in his bofome the Commenta- 
ties of Cafar, he was alfo much delighted with the hiftory of Titus Livius, that 
(A 3) OM 
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ona time he commanded certaine Mufitians (yea very skilfull)to depart, faying, 
he heard amore pleafant harmony out of Livius. W herefore feeing you have 
obtained honour with them that be prefent , fame forthe time tocome , riches 
for your pofterity, an eftate for your fucceflours, reputation among ftrangers, 
credit amongft your owne, gladneffe for your friend, and that which paffeth all, 
afure affiance inthe goodnefle of God: think it not amiffe, feeing it agreéth 
with my vocation, that I exhort your Lordfhip, as you have begun well, and 
now hitherto continued , that you go on ftillin well doing, accepting this my 
humble duty and fimple remembrance. Let your vertuous difpofitionand right 
honourable calling be a protection and defence, that thefe ancient Hiftories be 
not blemifhed inthe hands of Zoylus fycophants, which, as Socrates faith, being 
obfcure perfons, and fuch as have no pith or fubftance inthem , go about moft 
commonly to purchafe unto themfelves fameand credit by difpraifing of others.

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AS Lam given to under ftand( good Chriftian Reader) there have been diver fe 
» which attempted to tranflate thefe ancient Ecclefiafticall hiftories, yet have 
Nes given over their purpofe, partly being difcouraged with the diverfity and 
lee corruption of Greek copies, and partly being di{mayed with the crookedne(fe 
of Eulebius /tile, which ws by reafon of his unperfect allegations, and laft of all, being 
wholly overcome with the tedious {indy andinfinite toyle and labour. The occafion that 
moved me to take fo great an enterpri @ in hand was, that Ivead them in Greeke unto an 
honourable Lady of this land,and having [ome leifure befides the lecture and other exer. 
cifes agreeable unto my calling, Ithought good to turne the private commodity unto a 
publike profit,and to make the Chriftian Reader of this my native counttey partaker alfo 
of thefe learned, zealous and pleafant biftories. When Itooke pen in hand,and conjider- 
ed with my (elfe all the circumftances of thefe Hiftories , and found in them ccrtaine 
things whi ch the authors peradventure mi ght havel eft wnwritten, but the interpreter in 
no wife untranflated, I remembred the faying of _Auguftine, Divinitatis eft non erra- 
re, It belongeth to the Divinity, or toG od himfelfe not toerre , and that thefe Hiftorio- 
eraphers were but men, yet rare and fingular perfons. Daily experience teacheth us , 
there 1s 20 garden without fome weeds, no meadow without | fome unfav oury flowers, no 
forrelt without fome unfruitfull trees , no countrey without [ome barren land , no wheat 
without fome tares, no day withent a cloud, no writer without fome blemifh, or that efca- 
peth the reprebenfion of all men. I am {ure there is no Reader fo fooli(h as to bucld upon 
the antiquity and authority of thefe Hiftories,as if they were holy Scripture : there is an 
hiftoricall faith which is not in the compaffé of our Creed ; and if you happen to light up- 
on any ftory that favoureth of ‘fuper tition,or that fecmeth impofsible,penes authorem fit 
fides,referre it to the Author ,take?t as cheap as ye find it remember that the Holy Ghoft 
faith, omnis homo mendax: If 0, peradventure the Reader too , then let the one beare 
with the other. Where the places did require, left the Reader [hould be (naredin errour, I 
have laid downe cenfures of another letter than the text 1 of, where the Author was ob. 
Seure,I have opened him with notes in the margine, where I found the flory unperfect, I 
have notedit with a ftarre, and fienified withall what my pen directed me nuto. Many 
Latine writers have imployed gveat diligence and labour about thefe Greek Hiftoriogra- 
phers,one tran|lating one peece,another another peece one interpreting one of the Authors, 
another tranflating almoft all,one perufing another correcting. Jerome turned Eulebius ; 
into Latine,but it 1s not extant, Rufhnus took upon hin to tranflate Eulebius ; of him a ae 
Jerome writeth in this fort:Ecclefiafticam pulchré Eufebius hiftoriam texuit,quid 
ergo de interprete fentiendum, liberum fit jam cuique judicium. Eufebius hath 
very well compiled the Ecclefiafticall in ftory, but as for the interpreter, every man hath 
tothink of him what himli fi.Beatus Rhenanus, 4 maz of great judgement faith thus - 
of Ruffinus: In libris 3 feverfis parum laudis meruit,quod ex induftria non verba 
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vel fenfum authoris quem vertendum {ufceperit appendat, fed vel minus vel pluf. 
culum tanquam paraphrafes, non velut interpres pro fua libidine plerumaue re- 
ferar.Rufiinus deferved but {mall praife for bis tran/lations becau fe of purpofe he took no 
jeed unto the words and meaning of the Author which he took upon him to tranflate, buy 
surerpreted for the moft part at his pleafure, by adding and dimiuifhi ng, more like a Pa. 
rapbraft,than atranflator. I find by perufing of him that he uttered ii few words, that 
which Eufebius wrote at large: that he tedious where Eufebius ts brief: that he ts ob. 
{cure where Eufebius # plan: that he hath omitted, where Eufebius os dark,words, and 
fentences,and pages and Epiftles,andin manner whole books Half the 8 book of Eulebi- 
us({ohath Mafculus too )andin manner all the 10 book he hath not once touched. Ruffi- 
nus wrote the hi ftory of bis time in two books, and erred foully in certaine things, as So- 
crates doth report of him. Epiphanius Scholafticus tranflated the Tripartite hiftory. 
Joachimus Camerarius giveth of him this judgement: Tantam deprchendi in tran- 
{latione non modo barbariem, fed etiam in{citiam ac fomnolentiam iftius Epi- 
phanij,ut mirarer wlli Greecorum non adeo alienamlinguam Latinam,fed ignora- 
tam fuam effe potuifle. 1 found inthe tran lation of this Epiphanius,not only fuch bar. 
barons phrafes but alforgnorance and palpable error,that 1 cannot chufe but marvell how 
any Grecian could be wnskilfull,not fo much ia the firange Latine tongue, asi gnorant in 
his own language. W olfangus Mutculus a learned interpreter bath tranflated the hifto. 
vies of Eulebius,yet Edwardus Godfalfus giveth of him thes cenfure. Hic autem {a- 
tis correctis exemplaribus, ut credibile eft, deftitutus, innumeris locis turpiffimé 
labitur. Eft porro adeo ob{curus,ut interpres egeat interprete,adeo falebrofus, ue 
lector identidem inhereat , adeo lacunofus,ut authores ipfi Greci hiftorie fu 
{ententias non fuifle expletas graviter conquerantur. This Mufculus,.s it is vey 
like, wanting perfect copies erred foully in infinite places. Moreover he ts fo obfcure, that 
the Tranflator hath need of an interpreter, fointricate , thatthe Reader ws now and then 
gravelled,fo briefe,that the Grecke Authors themfelues do grievoufly complaine,that the 
femtences in their Hiftories were not fully exprefjed. Though the reporter be partiall,bein 2 
of acontrary religion yet herein I find his judgement to be true, and [pecially tn hus tran. 
flation of the 1.0 book of Eulebius. Yet not I only but others have foundit Jacobus Gry- 
nexus 4 learned man, corrected many faults,explicated many places printed inthe marein 
many notes, yet after all thes his labour which dcferveth great commendation, there are 
Sound infinite efcapes,and for triall therof, I report-me unto the Reader.Chri ftophorfon 
(as for his religion,I referre it to God and to himfelfe, who by this time knoweth whether 
he did well or no) was a great Clark and alearned interpreter, he bath tranflated ‘nafiine 
well,yet fommtimes doth he additthimfelf very much to the Latine phrafe, and ts bariela. 
way with the found and weight thercof. If any of the former writers had done we ll, whe 
necded the later mnterpreters totake fo much paines? I would have all the premiffes,and 
what foever hath been fpoken of thefe Latine Tranflators by me(alth ough ont of'rhérk CBisp. 
geth another )to be taken,not that I accufe them of mine own head, but by beboldinz their 
doings,to excufe the faults that might efcape in this Engli|h tran|lation.I foundt be Greek 
copie of Butebins iv many places wonderfull crabbed, bis Hiftory ts full of allee atts, 
fayings,and fentences,and E piftles, and the elf {ame authority oftentimes alledeed to the 
confirmation of {undry matters, that the words are fhort, the fenfe obfcure, and hard to be 
tranflared.Y et the learning of rhe man,the authori ty of his perfon,and the anti guity of his 
time will cafe whatfoever may be thought anise to be welltaken. Socrates who followed 
Eufebius about an hundred and forty yeares after, and continued the Hiftory, wrote an 
eloquent and an artifici all ftile, he ufeth to alledge whole Epiftles, perfect fentences, and 
hath devered the Hiftory very plaine. Hs words ave fweet, his veine pleafant, and 
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his ipvention very wittie. Though the hiftory be large, his books long, and the labour 
great in writing of them, yet was I very mech recreated mith the [weetneffe of the work. 
Evagrius who began where Socrates left, and continued his pen unto the end of the firft 
fixe hundred yeares after Chri iff, os full of Dialects, and therefore in Greek not fo pleafant 
“asSocrates. Hehath many fuperititrous tories, which might very well have beene 
fpared. But in perufing of ira I would bave the Reader to note the creat change that was 
in bis time more thanin the dayes of the former writers,and thereafter to confider of the 
simes following the difference that t in thefe our dayes between the Church and the Apo. 
sHtolike times. The increafe,augmentation,and daily adding of ceremonies to ceremomes, 
fervice upon fervice, with other Ecclefidsticall rites and decrees > 5 not the increafe of 
piety and the perfection of codline(fe : for our Saviour telleth ws 1 the Go(pell, that to- 
wards the latter dayes love hall waxe cold,and iniquity [hall abound : but the malice 
and |pite of the divell,who with the change of time altereth( as touch as he may )the ftate 
of the Ecclefiast call affaires ana thrusteth dal 'y nto the Church one mifchiefe upon ano- 
ther. Moreover Evagrius being atemporall man,fiuffeth his Hiftory with prophane fto- 
ries of warres and warlike engines, of battels and bloudfhed, of barbarians and heathen 
nations. In defcribing the fituation of any {oile,the erection of buildings, and vertues of 
fome gpl perfon,he doth excell. Dorotheus Bifhop of Tyras and Martyr, whom I have 
annexed unto thefe former Historiograpbers, being well feen in the Hebrew tongue, and a 
great Antiquarie,wrote briefly the lives of the Prophets, Apostles ,and 70 Difciples of our 
Saviour. The faults that ave therein,I attribute them rather unto the corrupt copies, thin 
to any want of knowledge in him.Such things as are to be notedin him,I have layed them 
inthe Preface before his book. After all thefe tranflations (gentle Reader )notwithftanding 
my great travell and fiudy, I have gathered a brief Chronographie,with a fupputation of 
the yeares of the world from Adam to Chrift , beginning with Eulcbius , and ending 
ith Evagrius,and there thou mai ft fee the yeares of the Incarnation, the raigne of the 
Empérours, the famous men and Martyrs, the Kings of Indea, and high Priests of the 
Fewes in Ierufalem, from the birth of Chrift unto the overthrow of the City the Councels, 
the Bifhops of Ierufalem, Antioch, Rome, Alexandria, and all the herefies within the first 
fix hundred yeares after Chrift,d:vided into columnes, where the yeare of the Lord ftands 
right over against every one. The profit that nfeth by reading of thefe bi Xories, I am not 
able in few words to declare. Befides the workes of the Authors themfelves, they have 
brought forth unto us Sentences, Ep! itles,Orations, Chapters and Bookes of ancient Wri- 
vers ,fuch as wrote immediately after the Apostles, and are not at this day extant fave in 
them.Namely of Papias B1fhop of Hier apolss ,Polycarpus Bi [hop of Smyrna,P olycrates 
Bifhop of Ephefus, Dionyfius Bifhop of Corinth, Apollinarius Béfhop of Hierapolss, 
Dionyfius Bi fhop of Alexandria,Melito Bifhop of Sardis,Serapion Bzfhop of Antioch, 
Irenzus Bifhop of Lions, Alexander Béfhop of Ierufalé,Theoctiftus Bi hop of Cefarea, 
Anatolius Bi/hop of Laodicea,Phileas Bifhop of Thrmuis, Alexander Bifhop of Alexan- 
dria, Eufebius Bifhop of Necomedia, Theognis Bifhop of Nice, Athanafius Bz/hop of 
Alexandria, Gregory Bifhop of Nazianzum, Cyril Bifhop of Alexandria, Eufebius 
Bifhop of Dorilawm,Perer Bifhop of Alexandria, Gregorie Bifhop of Antioch,of Gaius, 
Cornelius, Julius, Liberius,Bz/hops of Rome.of the Councels,as the Synod in Palatina 
and Antioch,the Councell of Nice, Ariminum, E phe #8, Chalcedon and Conftantinople. 
Of learned Writers as Quadratus, Rhodon, Africanus, Miltiades, Apollonius,Max- 
imus,Macarius, Origen, Evagrius,and Simeon. If'we be di(pofed to fee the Emperors, 
their Decrees ,Epiftles,Conftitutions and Edi éts we may foon find them,even from Julius 
Cefar the firft, unto Mauricius the laft within the firft fix hundred yeares’, 
namely, Auguttus, Tiberius, Caligula, Claudius, Nero, Galba, Otho, Vitellius, 
| Vefpafian, 
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Thé Tranflator unto the Reader: 


Velpafian, Titus, Domitian, Nerya, Trajan, Adrian 3; Antoninus Pins, Vetus, 
Commodus} Pertinax} Didius Iulianus, Severus, Caracalla, Macrinus, Helioga- 
balus, Alexander, Maximinus, Gordianus, Philip, Decius, Gallus, Amilianus, 
Valeriarins, Glaudius,Quintilius, Aurelianus, Tacitus, Florianus, Carus, Dio- 
cletian avd\Maximianus,.Conftantius aed.Maximinus, Conftantinus Magnus 
and Licinius, Conftartinus, the younger, Conftantius. avd Conftans, Tulian the 
Apoftata, Iovian, Valentinianus avd.Valens, Gratian, Valentiianus the youn- 
eer, and Theodofius Magnus, Arcadius avd Honorius; Theodofius junior, Marti- 
anus, Leo, Zeno, Anaftafius, Iuftinus,Loftinianus, luftinus the fecond, Tibérius 
and Mauticius. We may fee the Bifhops, how they, governed, <Atinifters how they 
taught, Synods what.they decreed, Ceremonies how they crept into the Church, Heres

there behold.the valiant-wra ftlers, and invincible champions of Chrift Iefu, how can-we 
chufe but be ravifhed with Xeale, when we fee the profelfours of the truth torne in peeces 
of wild beafts, crucified, beheaded, froned, firfled, beaten to death with cudgels, fried to 
the bones, flaine alive, burned to alhes; hanged on gibbets, drowned, brained, fcourged, 
maimed, quartered, theirneckes broken, their legs (awed off , ther tongues cut, their - 
eyes pulled out, and theempty place feared with a {calding ivon, the wrapping of them 
inoxe hides with dogges and (nakes,and drowned ip. the (ca,the enjoyning of theme tokill 
one another; the gelding of Chriftians, the paring of ther flefhavith fharpe razors, the 
renting of their fides with the lufh of the whip, the pricking of their veines with bod. 
kins and famifhing of them to death in deep.and noy ome dungeons, It is a wonder to 
fee the Xeale of their prayers, ther charity towards all men, their comftancy 1 torment, 
and their confidencein Chrift Telus... Thefe be they whom Saint Tohn in his Apoca- 
Lyfe {aw in a vifion under the. altar, that were mattyrea for the Word of God, andthe 
teflimony of Chrift Iefus, which cried. with alowd voice, faying « How long tarieft 
thow Lord, holy and truc, to judge andto avenge our bloud on themthat dwell on the 
earth? . And long whitegarments mere given unto every one of them, and it was faid 
unto them, that they fooubd rest yet for alittle feafor, untill ther fellow fervants and 
their brethren that faould be.killed as they were, were fulfilled. The Angell telleth 
hime who they were that were arrayed in long white garments, and whence they came, 
faying : Thefe are they which came out of great tribulation, and have wafhed ther long 
robes, and made them white by the bloud of the Lambe, therefore are they in the presence 
of the throne of God, and ferve himday and night in his temple: and he that fitteth in 
the throne will dwell among them. They fhall hunger na more, neither thirft, and Ged 
[hall wipe away all teares from their eyes, Very. comfortable words. But the executio. 
ners, the tyrants and tormentors hearts were fohardened, that neitber voi ces from above, 
nor fignes in the ayre threatning vengeance and the wrath of God to light upon them,nei- 
ther the {weating of flones, nor the moufters that the earth brought forth, could mo lifte 
their fhony minds. The feaover-flowed the land : the earth opened and lefi danzerous 
gulphs « earthquakes overthrew their Townes and Cities: Fire burned their hex fes, yet 
would they not leave off their fury. They were (as Saint Paul faith) turned into are. 
probate fenfe, they ee villanie unpractifed, in theend many of them fell into frenfie 
and madneffe, they ran themfelves upon naked fwords, they brake their own neckes they 
hanged themfelves, they tumbled themfelves headlong intoriuers, they cut-their owne 
throats, and diver fly difpatched themfelves, This isthe viall full of the wrath of God, 
which the_A neellin the Revelation powred upon the waters, and the voice that follow- 
ed after may very well be poken of them:o Lord which art,and wa/t,thou art righteous 
and holy, becanfe thon hast given fuch judgements, for they have fhed out the blowd of 
Saints

saints and Prophets, and therefore haft thow given them bloud to drinke , for they have 


defervedit. The afore[ad Martyrs gave forth godly fayings, divine precepts for the po- 


feertty, ihey fealed their doctrine with their own bloud, they {pared not their lives upto 


the death : they are gone before, they fhemed ws the way to follow after: thefe (good 
Chriftian Reader) with other things are to be be een throughout thefe Hiffories. The 
Chapters in the Grecke werein many places very {mall if I fhould have followed thé 
Greek divifion, then had I left much waft paper: Ihave fometimes joyned two or three 
together [ome other times taken them as they lay,yet where I altered the divifion,I noted 
in the margent the number of the Greek Chapters. T here 1s no raigne of any Evsperour, 
no ftory almoft worthy the noting but thou baft in the margent the yeare of the Lord for 
the better under ftanding thereof. Whatfoever I found in the Greeke, were it good or bads 
that have I faithfully without any partiality at all, laid down in Englifh. Wherefore if 
ought be well done, give thepraife unto God. Let the panes be mine,and the profit the

j5, Usestus Bifhop of Cxfareain Palaftina, one that was very 
»¢p ftudious in holy Scripture, and a diligent fearcher together 
with Pamphilus Martyr ofthe divine Librarie, wrote infinite 
volumes, and amongft others thefe which follow. Of Evan-: 
gelicall preparation fifteene books,as preparativesfor fuch as 
were to learnethe doGtrine of the Gofpell. Of Evangelical] 
demonftration twenty books, where he proveth and confirm. 
eth the doctrine of the new Teftament, with a confutation of the adverfarie. OF 
divine apparition, five books. Of the Ecclefiafticall hiftory, ten books. Of 
Chronicall Canons a generall recitall, with an Epitome thereof. Of the difa- 
grecing of the Evangelifts. Ten books upon the Prophet Efay. Againtt Porphy. 
rius who wrotethen in Sicilia (as fomedo think) thirty books , whereof onely 
twenty came to my hands. One book of Zopicks. An Apologie or defence of 
origen, infix books. The life of Pamphilus, in three books. Of Martyrs certain 
other books. Upon the 150 Pfalmes very learned commentaries, with fundry 
other workes. He flourifhed chiefly underthe Empcrour Con/lantinus Magnus, 
and Conffantius his fonne, and for his familiarity with Pamphilus Martyr, he was 
called Eufebius Pamphilus.

sme He fucceflions of the holy Apoliles, together with the times from 
your Saviour unto us hitherto continued,and thofe things which are 
{aid to be done according unto the Ecclefiafticall Hiftory, what 
they are,how great,and who cecently have governed the Church; 
{pecially in the moft famous Provinces : alfo who in all ages have 
{et forth the heavenly doétrine,either by preaching or by writing: 
and againe,what men, how many, and when through defire of no- 
velty and-error, falling into extremities,have publifhed themfelves 
authors of knowledge, falfiy fo called, and cruelly rent afunder as 
ravening wolves the flock of Chrift ; moreover, what evils forthwith have falne upon the 
whole nation of the Iewes, becanfe of their confpiracy againft our Saviour: and againe, by 
what and how many meanes,and in what times the word hath been of the Gentiles impug- 
ned, and what fingular men in all times have paffed through bitter confli¢ts for his names 
fake,even by fhedding of their blood, and fuffering of torments:and befides all this,the mar- 
tyrdomes done in our time ; together with the mercifull and comfortable aide of our Savi- 
our towards every one lovingly exhibited. Idetermining to publith the fame in writing, 
willnot take my entrance from any other place,then from the firft difpenfation of cur Savi- 
our and Lord Iefus Chrit, But truly the circumftance it felfe even in the beginning craveth 
pardon,being greater then our ftreneth can fuftaine. 1 confeffe ind eed that which We pro- 
mife,to beabfolute, and that which we profeffe to omit nothing, to be a thing incompre- 
henfible : for we firft takine this argument in hand, endevouring to tread a folitary and un- 
troden way, praying that God may be our guide, and the power of our Lord.and Saviour 
our prefent helper and aider ; yet can we no where find as muchas the bare fteps of fuch as 
have paffed the fame path before us, having only {mall thewes 4nd tokens wherewith di- 
vers here and there in their feverall times have left unto us particular declarations as it 
Were certaine {parkles, whileft that they lifting their voices from farre and from above, 
from whence crying as out of acertaine watch-tower do direct us what way we ought to 
go,and how without errour and danger to order our talke. W hatfoever things therfore we 
think profitable for this prefent argument, chufing thofe things which of them arehere and 
there mentioned, ands it were culling and gathering the commodious and fit fentences of 
fach as have written of old, as flowers out of medowes bedeckd with reafon, we will en- 
devour in fhewing the way of Hiftory to compact the fame as it Were into one body; being 
alfo defirous to preferve from oblivion the fucceffions, althoughnot ofall, yet of the molt 
famous Apoftles of our Saviour,according unto the Churches moft notable and memofable. 
I fuppofe verily that I have taken in hand an argument very neceflary, becaufe [have not 
found any Eccle(iafticall writer which unto this day hath in chis behalfe employed any dili- 
* gence.I hope alfo it will be a very profitable worke for the ftudious, who intend to know 
the utility of this Hiftory. And of thefe things heretofore, when that I compiled certaine 
Chronicall Canons,I wrote an Epitome, but the more ample declaration thereof,I thought 
good to referve untill this prefent.And the beginning (as I faid) will I take from the dif- 
penfation and divinity of our Saviour Chrift, higher and deeper tobe con(idered, then that 
which concernes his humanity.For it is requifite for him that commutteth to writing an Ec- 
clefiafticall Hiftory,thence to begin,even from the chiefe difpenfation of Chrift,diviner then 
1¢ feemeth to many,infomuch that of him we are termed Chriltians, é .

; Cuar. I, 
eA [itmmarie recital of things concerning the dsvinity and humanity 
of our Lord and Saviour Iefus Chrift. : 


Or i, ga Ecaufe therefore the manner of the confideration in Chrift is twofold,the 
\EN one confifting as ahead on the body, by the which he is underftoed to be 
God’; the other rightly compared to the feete, by the which he Hath put 
on man,like unto us, f{ubjeé to paflions for our falvations fake : we thall 
make a right rehear{all of thofe things which follow, if we begin the de- 
Ti ~s. claration of the whole Hiftory from théfe two heads,which are the prin- 
cipall and moft proper pillars of this doétrine. In the meane {pace the auncientry and digni- 
ty of Chriftian antiquity fhallbe declared; againft them which fuppofe this Religion new, 
ftrange,of late;and never-heard of before : but to declare the generation, dign’ty, effence, 
and nature of Chrift,no {fpeechcan fulticiently ferve,fithens that the Holy Ghoft inthe Pro- 


, phets hath teftified: Hz generation who fhall be able to declare? For the Father no maw hath 


knowne but the Sonne, neither at any time hath any knowne the Sonne but the Father alone 
which begat bins. This light 'going before the world and all worlds, the intelle@uall and 
eflentiall wifedome, and the living W ord of God being in the beginning with the Father, 
who but the Father alone hath rightly Knowne ? whichis before every creature and work- 


manthip both of vifible and invifible things,the firft and only Sonne of God,chiefe Captaine - 


of the celeftiall, rationall and immortall hoalt, the Angell of the great counfell, and executor 
ofthe fecret will ofthe Father, maker arid worker ofall things together with the Father, 
which after the Father is caufe and aiithor of all things, the true and onely begotten Sonne 
of God,Lord,God and King ofall things which are created, receiving dominion and tule of 
the Father by the fame divinity, power and glory. For according to the myfticall theologie 
of the Scriptures concerning him : Jn the beginning was the Word,and the Word was with God, 
and Godwas the Werd. The [ame was in the beginning with God. All things were made by it,and 
without it noi bing was made that,was made. The fame doth Ao/es the moft auncient of all the 
Prophets teftifie : for defcribing by infpiration of the holy {pirit the fubftance and difpofiti- 
on of the univerfall world, he fheweth the framer and workman of all things, to wit, God 
to have granted to Chrift himfelfe and none other, that is his divine and onely begotten 
W ord,the framing of thefe inferiour things, For untohim,conferring about the creation of 
man,God aid (faith he) Let #5 make man after our owne image and likeneffe, And with this 
faying agrecth another Prophet, thus {peaking of God in liymnes,and faying : He /pake,and 
they were made : he commanded,and they were created. By which words he bringeth in the Fa- 
ther a maker, commanding as univerfall Captaine withhis Kingly beck : but the Word of 
God nextto him (not another from that which is preached amongft us) obferving in all 
things his Fathers ordinances, As many therefore from the firft originall of mankind as ap-= 
peared juft,godly,vertuous,and honeft livers,either about the time of Afofes that great wor- 
{hipper of the great God,or before him,as Abraham and his {onnes,or as many in the times 
following as were accounted jult, and the Prophets alfo which conceived of God withthe 
clenfed eyes ofthe mind, have knowne him, and have worfhipped him as the Sonne of 
God with convenient and due honor : but he not degenerating trom his Fathers holineffe, 
Is appointed a teacher of his Fathers knowledge unto all men, 


CGuap, II, 
That the Sonne of God appeared to the Fathers in the Old TeStament,and was trefent with 
the eternal Father at the creation of the world,he proveth by the teftimonies of the holy 
Scriptures: and fheweth bss divinity as well by his Apparitions, 


as by creating of, the world 


He Lord God therefore appeared as a common man unto Abraham ashe fate inthe 
oke-grove of A¢ambre. But he forthwith falling down u pon his face (although with 

the outward eye he beheld but man)worfhipped him'as God, and made fupplication 

unto him as Lord. W ith the fame words he confefleth that he knew him, when he faid: O 
Lord which judgelt the whole earth,wilt not thou judge rightly? For if no,reafon permit the un- 
begotten &immutable effence of the Almighty to transform himfelf into the likenes of ma, 
neither

neither againe the imagination of any, begotten fuffer to feduce the fights of themthat 
fee, neither the Scriptures to faine fuch things falfly: the Lord and God which judgeth the 
whole carth,and executeth judgement, being feene in the {hape of man; what other fhould 
be praifed (ifit belawfull tor me to mention the author of all things) then his onely pre- 
exiftent word? of whomit is faidinthe Pfalmes ; He fent forth hu Word and healed them; 
and delivered them out of all their diftrefje. The fame Word next after the Father A4ofes 
plainely fetteth forth,faying : The Lord rained brimStone and fire from the Lord out of hea- 
ven upon Sodeme and Gomorrba, The fame doth the facred Scripture call God, appearing 
aeaine uuto Jacob in the figure of man, and faying unto Jacob: Thy name foalk bee no more 
Tacob, bat [frael hall be thy name because thot hat wraftled and prevailed with God. At what 
time Zacob termed that place the vifion of Ged: faying, Ihave feene God face to face and my 
life is preferved. Neither is it lawfull once to furmife that the apparitions of God in the 
Scriptures may be attributed to the inferiour Angels and Minifters of God ; for neiti.er doth 


the Scripture, if at any time any of them appeared unto men, conceale the fame,calling them . 


neither God nor Lord,but Angels or meflengers, which may eafily be tried by innumera- 
bleteftimonies. This fame alfo doth Je/us the fucceflor of Ao/es call grand Captaine of 
the great power of the Lord, being as prince ofall fapernaturall powers;and of celeftiall 
Angels and Archangels, and the famous Het and wifedome of the Father, to whom 
* {econdarily all things concerning rule and raigne are committed, when as he beheld him 
inno other forme or figure then of man: for thusit is written: And it happened when 
Tofhua was in Iericho, he lifted ep his eyes, and beheld aman ftanding over against hiw, having 
a naked fword in bishand: and \ofhua comming anto hin, (aid, Art thou on oxr fide, or on oxr 
adverfaries 2 Andhe {aid unto him: I am chiefe Captaine of the hoast of the Lord, and niow 
am comse bither. And ofhua fell on bis face to the earth, and faid unto him: Lord what cons- 
mandeSt thou thy fervant ? Andthe Captaine of the Lords hoast faid unto lothua: Loofe thy 
Shooe from off thy foote,for the place where thou flandest an holy place, andthe ground ss holy, 
By thefe words thou mayft perceivethe very felfe fame, not to differ from him which tal- 
ked with (Mo/es.for there alfo the Scripture ufeth ‘the fame words: When the Lord faw 
that he came for to fee, God called him ont of the midde/? of the bufh, and (aid, Mofes, Mofes. 
And he anfwered, What sit? And he faid, come not hither, put thy fhooes off thy feete, for 
the place where thou ftandeft 1s holy ground, And he faidunto hin: Iam the God of thy father, 
the God of Abraham, the God of Ifaac, and the God of Tacob, And that it is acertaine effence 
living and fubfifting with the Father, and the God of all things before the foundations of 
the world were laid, ininiftring unto him at the creation of all creatures, termed the Word, 
and the wifedome of God ; befide thefe demonftrations, wifedome her felfe, in her pro- 
pet perfonby Satomon plainely and pithily {peaking, 1s to be heard: J (faith Wifedome) 
have fixeda tabernacle. Counfell,knowledge,and underftanding , Ihave by calling allared unto 
me.Throngh me Kings doe raigne,and P otentates putin prattsfe ju ft lawes. Through me might 
men and Princes are made much of. Through me Princes beare rule on earth, Tothis fhe adh 
deth: The Lordhimfelfe fashioned me the beginning of his waies, far the accomplifhing of ha 
workes Ihave beene ordained before the foundations of the world were laid, and from the begin- 
ming,or ever the earth was made, before the well-[prings flowed out, before the foundations of the 
monntaines were firmely ler, and before all hilles begat be me. When be {pread and prepared the 
heavens, I was prefent: andwhen he bound in due order the depth under heaven, Iwas by. I 
was fhe wherewith he daily delighted, rejoycing continually when be rejoyced at the perfect fini- 
ing of the world, That he was before all things, and to whom (thonghnot to all men) the 
heavenly word was declared, it follow eth that in few words we intreate.

“That old and auntient age of man 
could not attaine unto this mot wife and abfolute doctrine of Chrift, For the firft man 


being careles of the commandement of God, fell immediatly from this happy eftate into this

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mortall and frailelife, and changed’ thofe heavenly delights and pleafures of old for? this 
curfed earth. And confequently his pofterity,when they had re ecbrusag the whole world, 
and appeared farre worfe (one or two excepted,) embraced certaine favage and brutifh 
manners with this forrowfull life, and regarded neither Citie, Common-weale, Arts nor 
Sciences,and retained among{t them not fo muchas the name either of lawes or judge- 
ments; andtobe fhort,neither of vertue nor Philofophie > but living favagely in Wwilder= 
nefles, they {pent their time in feeding of cattell, corrupting the reafonable underftanding 
agreeable with nature, andthe reafonable feedes of mans minde,with their willful! malice, 
yeelding themfelyes wholly to all abhominations : fothat inthe end they infected each 
other, and flue each other, and fometimes they devoured mans flefh, They prefumed alfo 
to wage battell with God like Giants, determining and imagining in their minde to wall 
heaven and earth in one : and being moved through the madnefle of their minde they went 
about to conquer God the governour of all things, whereby they incenfed himagaing. 
themfelves, inthismanner : God the overfeer and ruler of all things, came upon then 
with flouds and fiery fames; as if they had beene a certaine wilde thicket, over-{preading 
the whole earth : alfo with famine and continuall plagues, with battell and thunderbolts 
from above he cut them off, and fubdued that wicked and moft outragious maladie of ‘their 
foules, by reftraining them with more fharpe punifhments and imprifonments, When 
this malice was now come to the height, and had {pread it felfe over all, overfhaddowing 
and:darkening the mindes of mortall men; as it were a certaine fooking {lumber Of.’ 
drunkenneffe, that firft begotten Wifedume of God, and the fame Word that was in the 
beginning with God, by his fuperaboundant loving kindueffe, appeared unto the inhabi- 
ters on earth, fometimes by vifion of Angels, fom etimes by hitnfelfe, as the helping 
power of God, unto fome one or other of the auntient worfhippers of God, -in no 
other forme or figure thenof man, for otherwife their capacity could not have com= 
prifed thefame, After that now by them the feede of piety was fowen and feattered 
amids the multitude of men, -and the whole nations which from the Hebrewes lineally 
defcended, had now -purpofed to preferre godlineffe upon earth : hee delivered unto 
them of old by his fervant ‘“Mo/fes, after (traite inftitutions, certaine figures and formes 
of a myfticall Sabbath and circumcifion, and entrances unto other {pirituall contem- 
plations, but not the perfect'and plaine myfteries thereof. When as the law’ was pub- 
lifhed and fet forth asa fweete found unto all men, then many of the Gentiles through 
the calme wifedome of the law-makers and Philofophers, changed their rude and bru- 
tith favagenefle into meeke and mild natures, fo that thereby there enfued amongft them 
perfect peace, familiarity and friendfhip.. Then againe to all men, and to the Gentiles 
throughout all the world, as it were now in this behalfe holpen and fitted to receive the 
knowledge of his Father, the fame Schoolemafter of vertue, his Fathers Minifter. in al} 
goodnefle, the divineand celeftiall Word of God, by man, with corporall fubftance nor 
different from ours,{hewed himfelfe about the beginning of the Romane Empire,wrought. 
and fuffered fuch things as were confonant with holy Scriptures, which forefhewed there 
fhouldbe borne fuch a one as fhould be both God and man, a mighty worker of miracles, 
an inftructor of the Gentiles in his fathers piety, and that his wonderfull birth fhould 
be declared, his new doftrine, his wonderfull workes, befides this the manner of his 
death, his refurrection from the dead, and above all, his divine reftitution into the heavens, 
The Prophet Daniel beholding his kingdome inthe f{pirit to be in the latter age of the 
world,though fomewhere divinely,yet here more after the manner of man, defcribeth the 
vifion of God : Ibeheld (faith he) untill the thrones were placed, andthe auntient of daies fate 
thereon, bus garments were as the white[uow, the haires of hisheadas pare wool, hi throne a 
flame of fire, his chariots burning fire, a fiery ftreame fiyded before his face,a thou(and thoufands 
miniftred unto him, the judgement was fet, and the bookes were opened, &c. Againe: And a. 
gine, after this I beheld (faith he) and behold one comming inthe clouds like the Sonne of man, 
and hee came unto the auncient of daies, and he was brought before him, andtohim was gi- 
ven principalitie, and honour,and rule 4 andall people, tribes, and tongues fhall ferve him, his 
power i an everlafting power which fhall not pale, his kingdome fhall never be deftroyed .Thefe 
things truly may be referred-tonone other then to our Saviour, God that was t e Word, 
being in the beginning with the Father; and named the Sonne of man by reafon of his 
whearnation in the latter times, . And becaufe we have in our commentaries compiled pro- 
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pheticall expofitions touching out Lord Tefus-Chrift, and thereinshave fhewed. evidently 
thofethings, which concerne him, at this prefent we will be content withthe premifes, '

That Tefies and the very name of C hrift from the beginning was both knowne and honored as 
mong the divine Prophets : that Chrift wag both a King, an High-Prieft, and a Prophet, 


Hat the name both of Je/ws and alfo of. Chri/t, among the holy Prophets of old wag 

i honored it isnowtime todeclare. A4ofés firft of all knowing the name of Chrift to 
be of great reverence and elorious,delivering types of heavenly things, and pledges 

and myfticall formes,according unto the commandement prefcribed, faying untohim, See 
thou do all things after the falhion that was fhewed thee in the mowat-naming man (as he law- 
fully might)an High-Prieft of God, called the fame Chrift’; and to this dignity of High- 
priefthood, although by a certaine prerogative excelling all others among men, yet becaufe 
of honor and glory he put too the name of (rift. So then he deemed Chrift tobe acertaine 
divinething, The fame Ao/es alfo;when(being infpired with the Holy Gholt )he had well 
forefeene the name of Je/u, judged the fame worthy of fingular prerogative : for this name 
of Je/# was not manifeft among men afore it was knowne by Mofes.Andthis name he gave 
to him frft, and to him alone whom he knew very well by type and figurative figne to re- 
ceive the univerfall principality after his death, His fucceffor therefore before that time not 
called Je/u, but otherwife,to wit, * Aufe,the which name his parents had given him:he was 
called Je/u,therby attributing to that name fingular honeur far paffing all princely {cepters, 
becaufe that the fame Je/us Nave was to beare the figure of our Saviour, and alfo alone af- 
ter Mofes to accomplith the figurative fervice committed unto him,and thought worthy to 
begin the true and moft fincere worthip. 440/és to two men after him furpafling all people 
in vertue and honour, attributed for great honour the name of our Saviour Jefe Christ, to 
the one as High-prieft, tothe other as principall ruler after him. After this the Prophets 
plainely have prophefied, and namely of 'Chrilt, and of the peevith practife of the lewith 
people’againtt him, and of the calling of the Gentiles by him.* Leremie faid thus: The \fpirit 
before our face,(, brift our Lord 1s taken in thetr-netssof whows we pake before, Onder the thadow 
of his wings we foall be preferved alive among the heathen. David alfo being amazed becanfe 
of his name,expoftulateth the matter thus : Why (faith he) have the Gentiles raged, and the 
people imagined vaine things? The Kings of the earth flood foorth, and the Princes afjembled to~ 
gether againft the Lord and against hrs Chrift.To thefe he addeth in the perfon of Chrift,fay- 
ing: The Lord {aid unto me,T howart my Sonne,this day have I begotten thee. Aske of me, and I 
Shall give thee the Heathen for thine inhevitance,and the ends of the earth for thy poffeffion.* The 
name of Chri/t therefore among the Hebrew’ hath not only honored thofe that were ador- 
ned with the High-priefthood,annointed with figurative oyle prepared for that purpofe;but 


alfo Princes, whom the Prophets by the precept of God have annointed & made figurative’ 


Chrifts :becaufe they figuratively refembled the divine Word of God, and the regall and 
princely power of the only and true Chrift governing all things, And moreover we have 
learned,certaine of the Prophets typically by their annointing to have been termed Chrijfs, 
Allthey had a relation unto the true Céri/?, the divine and heavenly W ord, the only High- 
Prieft of all,the King of all creatureés,& the chiefe Prophet of the Father over all other Pro- 
phets. The proofe hereofis plaine: for none ever ofall them that typically were anniointed, 
were they Princes,or Priefts,or Prophets, have purchafed unto themfelyes fuch divine pow- 
erand vertue as our Saviour and Lord lefus Chrift alone hath fhewed. None of them,how 
famous foever they were found among their owne, throughout many ages, by reafon of 
their dignity and honour, have beftowed this benefit upon their fubjeéts, that by their ima- 
ginative appellation of Chrift,they fhould by name be confecrated Chriftians indeed. Nei- 
ther hath the honour of adoration beenc exhibited by their {abjeéts unto any of them : nei~ 
ther after their deathhaththere beene any fuch affection, that for their fakes any prepared 
themfelves to die for the the maintenance of their honour : neither hath there been any tue 
mult among the Gentiles throughout the world for any of them :the power of the fhadow 
Wwasnot of fich efficacy in themas the prefence of the verity by our Saviour declared, which 
refembled neither the forme nor figure of any.; neither lineally defcended according unto 
the flefh from the Priests: neither was exalted by the might of men unto his Kingdome : 
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neither prophecicd after the manner of the auncient Prophets :neither obtained any prehes 
minence or prerogative among the Iewesi yet for all this, (rift being by the divine {piri¢ 
adorned with all thefe dignities, thoughnot in types, yet in truth it felfe, and enjoying all 
the gifts of thofe men (whereof mention is made) he hath beene more publifhed and prea- 
ched,and hath powred upon us the perfect ornature of his moft reverend and holy name,not 
leaving henceforth unto types and {hadowes fuch as ferve him,but unto the naked truth,the 
heavenly life,and undoubted doétrine of verity. His annointing was not corporall,but fpirj- 
tuall,by participation of the unbegotten Deity of the Father,the which thing €/ay declareth, 
when as in the perfon of Chrift he breaketh out into thefé words: The fpirit of the Lord is up- 
on me,wherefore he annointed me to preach glad tidings unto the poore,he lent me to cure the con 
trite in heart,to preach deliverance unto the captives,and fight unto the blind.Not Efay alone,but 
D avid alfo touching the perfon of (hrif lifteth up his his voice, and faith; T; hy throne (O 
God) lafteth for aye, the Scepter of thy kingdome ts a right (cepter, thou hast loved righteou/neffe 
and hated iniquity, wherefore God,even thy God hath annointed thee with the oyle of gladneffe 
above thy fellowes, Of the which the firft verfe termeth Chri/t; God, the fecond honoreth 
him with regall {cepter : thence confequently paffing unto the reft, he fheweth Chrift tobe 
annointed,not with oyle of corporall fubftance, but of divine,that is of gladneffe, whereby 
he fignifieth his prerogative and furpaffing excellency and difference, fevering him from 
them which with corporall and typicall oyle have beene annointed, And in another place, 
David declaring his dignity faith: The Lord [aid unto my Lord, fit thou on my right hand,tns 
til I make thine enemies thy foot-/toole, And,Out of my wombe before the day-ftar have I begot= 
ten thee.The Lord [ware.neither will it repent him, thou art a Prieft for ever after the order of 
Melchifedech, This Melchifedech in the facréd Scriptures is faid to be the Prieft of the nanff 
high God, fo confecrated and ordained neither by any oyle prepared of man for that pur- 
pofe,neither by fucceffion of kindred attaining unto the Prieft-hood, as the manner was 4- 
mong the Hebrewes. Wherefore our Saviour according unto that order, not of them which 
received fignes and fhadowes;is publified by an oath,( bri? and Prieft. So that the Hiftory 
delivereth him unto us neither corporally annointed among the Iewes, nor borne of the 
Prieftly tribe, but of God hinifelfe before the day-ftarre, that is, being in effence before the 
conftitution ofall worldly creatures, immortall; pofteffing a Prie{t-hood that never peri- 
fheth by reafon of age, but lafteth world without end. . Yet this is a great and an apparant 
argument of his incorporeall and divine powet, that alone of all men that ever Were, and 
now are,among all the wights in the world; Chrift is preached, confefled,teftified,and every 
where among the Grecians and Barbarians, mentioned by thisname, and hitherto among 
all his followers honored as King, had inadmiration above a Prophet, glorified as the true 
and onely High-Prielt of God, furpafling all creatures, as the Word of God, confifting in 
eflence before all worlds, receiving honor and worfhip of the Father, and honored as God 
himfelfe, and which of all other is is moft to be marvelled at, that we whichare dedicated 
unto him, honour him not with tongue onely,and garrulous talke of whif ering words,but 
with the whole affections of the minde, fo that w illingly we preferre before our lives, the 
te{timony ofhis truth, . |

‘That the Chriftian Religion ts neither new nor range, 


Hefe things therfore have been neceflarily placed by me in the begininiing of this Hi- 

ltory, left that any fhould furmife our Saviour and Lord Tefas Chrift to be a new up- 

— ftart by reafon of the time of his being in the flefh. Now againe left any fhould deeme 
his dogtrine new-found and (trange, delivered by one fo thought of; and nothing differing 
from other mens doétrines; let us in few words debate hereof, It is moft certaine, when as 
the comming of our Saviour Chrift was now frefh in the minds of all men,that a new nati- 
onneither {mall,nor weake, neither fuch as was converfant and ftuate in corners of foun- 
taines and well {prings,but of all other moft populous and mot religions fecure as touching 
anger,and of invincible mind,ayded continually by the divine power of God,at certaine fe- 
cret feafons fuddenly appeared, the fame T fay being beautified among all men by the title 
and name of Chrift:the which one of the Prophets forefeeing tocome to paffe, with the 
fingle eye of the divine {pirit, being aftonifhed fpake thus : ho hath heardfach things? or 
who hath poken after this manner? hath the earth travelling brought forth in one day? hath any 
nation 
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sation fprung up {uddenly and at ene time? Yin another place alfo he hath fignified the fame 
to come to pafle, where he faith : They thar ferve me hall be called after anew name, which 
foal be bleffed on earth, Although prefently we plainely appeare to be upftarts,and this name 
of ( briftians of late to have beene notified unto all nations - yet that the life and converfa- The life of 
tion of { briffians is neither new found neither the invention of our owne braine,but from Chriftians yery

eared they for the corporall circumcifion,no more doe we, neither for the obfervation of 
Sabboths, no more doe we, neither for the abftinence from certaine meates, and the di- 
ftinction of other things which (Mofes firt of all inftitated and delivered in fienes and fi- 
gures to he obferved ; no more doe Chriftians the fame now : but they perceived plainely 
the very Chrift of God to have appeared to Abraham, to have anfwered J/adc, and reafo~ 
ned with //rae/,that he communed with (Mofes, and afterwards with the Prophets, as we 
have fhewed before. W hereby thou maift find,the godly of old to have taken unto them~ 
felves the farname of Chrif, according unto that faying : Sve thar ye touch not my * (hrist, rae has 
neither deale perver fly with my Prophets. Itis manifelt that the fame fervice of God,inven-. is an naineis 
ted by the godly of ald about the time of Abraham, and publithed of late unto all the Gexa: j 
tiles, by the preaching of the doétrine of Chrift, is the firft, the eldeft, andthe auncienteft ; 
ofall. But ifthey objet; that Abraham a long time after received the commandement of 
Circumcifion, yet afore the rece thereof by the teftimony of his faith he was accounted 
righteous,the Scripture declaring thus of him: Abraham belecved God, and it was inaputed GER.LS. 
wuto mimfor righteouneffe, and being the fame before circumeifion heard the voice of God; ®°™+# 
which alfo appeared'untohim, The fame Cbrift then,the Word of God, promifed unto 
the pofterity following, that they thould bee juftified after the manner of e4brahams 
Juttification,faying : And all the tribes of the earth (hall be bleffed in thee, Againe,Thox fhale Rom.g. 
be 4 great anda populous nation, and all the nations on the earth foall be bleffediz thee. This is ash aS 
manifeft, infomuch that it is fullfilled in us : for he through faith in thé Word of God,and 
Chrift which appeared unto him,was juttified, whenas he forfooke the fuperftition of his 
Native countrey, and the error of his former lifé, and confefled the onely God of all, and 
worfhipped him with vertuous w orks, and not with the Mofaicall ceremonies of the law . 
which afterwards enfied. Vnto him in this cafe it was {aid , In thes fhall all the tribes andajy @°%:** 
the nations of the earth be bleffed. The fame manner of fanétimony was made evident by 
eAbraham in workes, farre excelling the words ufually exercifed among (briftians alone 
throughout the world. What then hindreth, but that we may confeffe the fole and the fame 
converfation of life,the fame manner of ferviceto be common unto us (after thetime of 
Chrif?) with them which have fincerely ferved God of old ; fo that we thew the fame to 

cneither new, nor ftrange, but (if it be lawfull to teltifie the truth) the auncienteft, the 


onely,and the right reftanration of piety,delivered unto us by the do@rine of Chriff, OF

Ow that we have conveniently propounded hitherto by way of preface this our Ec. *#¢ Grecke. 
clefiafticall Hiftory, itremaineth that we begin after a compendious fort from the 
coming of ‘our Saviour Chrift in the flefh. And that this may takeeffee@,we pray ra 
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the Father of. the word and the revealed Iefus Chrift our Lord and Saviour, the heavenly 
W ord of God,to be our helper and Jabourer with us inthe fetting forth of the true declara- 
rion thereof. It wasthetwo & fortieth yeare after the raigne of Aggujius the Emperor,and 
the eight and twentieth yeare after the fubduing of Laype, and the death of Antonius and 
Cleopatra,when laft.of all the Ptolomees in Egypt ceafedto beare rule;when our Saviour and 
Lord Iefus Chrift, at the time ofthe firft taxing (Cyrenius then Prefident of Syria) was 
borne in Bethlehem a city of Iudea,according unto the prophecies in that behalfe premifed, 
The time of which taxing under. Cyrenius, Flavius Tofephvs an antient Hiftoriographer an 
mong the Hebrewes maketh mention of, adding thereunto another Hiftory of the herefie of 
the Galileans,which fprang up abont the fame time, whereofamongft us allo Lake in the 
Acts of the Apoftles mentioneth, writing thus : After this man fiarted Hp one ludas of Gatile 
in the daies of tribute,and drew away many of the people after him,he alfo himfelfe perifoed and as 
many as obeyed him were {cattered abroad. The fame doth Jofephus ( before mentioned) in his 
18, Booke of Antiquities confirme thus, wordby word: Cyrenius (of the number of 
Confuls which enjoyed other principalities, and by the confent of all men fo prevailed,that he was . 
thought worthy of the Confulfaip, and counted great by reafon of other dignities ) came witha 
few inte Syria,fent for this purpofe by Cefar, that he Should have there the juri{dittion of the 
Genrilessand be Cenfor of their [ubftance. Anda little after: Iudas (faithhe)Gaslanites aman 
of the city Gamala,having taken unto him one Sadochus a Pharifec, became arebel, and affir- 
med together with this Pharifee, that thetaxing of this tribute inferred nothing but manifest 


mon, and not’ eryitude, andexhorted the Gentiles to fet their helping hand to the maintenance of their liberty. 
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And inhis fecond Booke of the warres of the Jewes, he writeththus ofhim: About that 
time a certaine Galilean, by name Iudas, [educed the people of that region, mifliking with thes, 
to wit that they [uftained the paiment of tribut unto the Romane empire,and under God that they _ 
fuffered mortall men to beare rule over them. So farre Iofephus.

That according unto the prefcript times forefhewed by the Prophets the Princes of the lewes 
which unto thas time by [ucceffion held the principality furcealjed,and that Hered 
the firft of the aliens became their King. 


\ 7 Hen Herod the firft of them which unto I/rae/ are counted ftrangers, received 
rule over the Iewifh nation, the prophefie written by AZofes in that behalfe 
was fullfilled, which {aid ; There fhall not want a Prince in Juda, neither a lea- 

der faile of his loines, untill he come for whomit was kept and referved, whom he pro- 

nounced to be the expectation of the Gentiles, Then were not thofe things come to an end 
which concerned this prophecy, at what time it was lawfull for this nation to be gover- 
ned by their owne Princes which lafted by line of {ucceflion, even from (Mofes unto the 
raigne of e4ugu/tus the Emperour, under whom Herod the forreiner became ruler over 
the Jewes, being granted unto him by the Romazes, who as Jofephus writeth, was by father 
an Idvmean, by mother an Arabian ; andas Aphricanus,one not of the vulgar fort of Hi- 

(toriographers writeth, by report of them which diligently have read his worke,the fonne 

of Antipater, andthe fame to be the father of one Herod Afcalonites, one of them which 

miniftred inthe Temple of Apsllo. This Axtipater being a childe was taken by Idumean 
theeves,among whom he remained, because his father being. poore was not able toredeeme 
him,and being bred and brought up in their manners, he became very familiar with Hyrca- 


_ gus the High-prieft of the Zewes. This Axtipater had then a fon called Hered, which rained in

the time of our Saviour, The principality of the Jewes being at this {tay, then was the expe- 
Cation of the Gentiles prefent,according unto the rule ef prophecy, when as theit Princes 
by fucceflion from A4ofes, ceafed to beare tule and toraigne over the people, - Before they 
were taken captives,&led into Baby/on.their Kings raigned, beginning from Saul who was 
the firft,& from David which followed. Before their Kings, Princes bare rule, whom they 
called Indges,beginning the governement after AZo/es and his fucceffor * Jefus, After their 
returne from Babylon,there wanted not thofe which governed the. people, wherein the beft 
ruled,and thofe few in nuinber.Priefts had the preheminence untill that Pomspey the Romane 
Captaine had by maine force beGegediand ranfacked Iexu{alem,poblutdd the holy places, by 
cntring into the San@tuaries ofthe Temple, and fending him which had continued the fuc- 
cellion ot Kings fromhis Progenitors unto, thattime: (eriffobu/us by mame) ‘Prince and 

ne Prieft, 


aa re 
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Prieft, Captive, together with his fonnes to Rome, committed the office of High-Prieft= 
hood unto his brother Hyrcanus ,{o that from that time forth the Jewes became tributaries 
unto the Romanes, Anon after that Hyrcanuzs(unto whom the fucceffion of the High-prieit- 
hood befell) was taken of the Parthians, Herod the firft forreiner (as I faid before) tooke 
of the Romane Senate and the Emperour Augu/fus the governement ofthe Jewish nation; 
under whom when as the prefence of Chrift was apparant, the falvation of the Gentiles 
long looked for,tooke effect, and their calling confequently followed according unto the 
prophecy in that behalfe premifed: fince which time the Princes and Rulers of /vda ceafing 
to beare rule,the {tate of High-prie{thood (which among them by order of fucceffion, after 
the deceafe of the former befell unto the next of blood) was forthwith confounded.Here- 
of thou haft /o/ephws a witneffe worthy of credit, declaring how that Herod, after that hee 
had received of the Romanes the rule over the Jewes, aligned them no more Priefts which 
were of the Prieftly race, but certaine bafe and obfcure perfonages ; the like did his fonne 
Archelausand atter bim the Romanes bearing rule,did the fame things again(t the Prieftly 
order. The faid Jo/ephus declareth,how that Herod fir(t hut up under his owne feale the holy 
robe of the High-Prieft, not permitting the High-Priefts to retaine it in their:proper cufto- 
dy.So after him Archelaus, andafter e4rchelausthe Romanes did the like. To this endare 
thefe things fpoken of byus, that we may fhew*what eftect (touching the prophecy of the 
comming of our Saviour Chrift Iefu) enfiied, But moft plainely of all other, the Prophecy 
of Daniel,defcribing the number of certaine weekes,by name unto Chrift the ruler(where- 
of wehave inanother place intreated) foretelleth, that after the end andterme of thofe 
weekes,the Jewi/h annointing fhould be abolifhed. This is plainely proved to have beene 
fulfilled at the comming of our Saviour Iefas Chriftin the fiefh. Thefe things I fappote to 
have beene neceflarily obferved of us, for the triall of the truth touching the times. 


Cuap, VIII, 
Of the difagreeing imagined to be among the E vangelifts about the 
Gencalogie of Chrift. 


N fo muchas (Afatehew and Luke committing the Gofpell to writing, have diverfly de- 
[veces unto us the Genealogie of Chrift, andof divers arethought to difagree among 
= themfelves, fo that almoft every one of the faithful, through their ignorance in. the 
truth, endevour to. comment upon thofe places: let us rehearfe a certaine Hiftory which 
came to our hands concerning the premifes, the which eA phricanus (of whom we men- 
tioned a little before) remembred in an Epiftle to Ariftides, writing of the Concordance 
ofthe Genealogie of Chrift, fet forth in rhe Gofpells, making therewith all a report of the 
wrefted and falfe opinions of others. . The Hiftory after his order of difcourfe, he hath 
in thefe words delivered to the pofterity. The name of the kindreds i I/pael are numbred, 
either after the line of nature, or after the rule limited in the Law, After the line of nature; 
as by fucceffion of the naturall feede ; after the rule in the Law, as by his fuccefion which 
£ave feerte unte his barren brother deceafed, * For as yetthe hope of the vefurrettion being 
aot made manifeft, they imitated the promifeta come with mortall re{urretlion, * left the name 
of the deceafed with his death fhould be quite cut off. For, of thems which came in by this kinde 
of generation, fome [ucceeded their fathers as naturall children, fome begotten by others have 
after others beenecalled ; yet of both mention is made, as well of them which-were begotten 
truely, as of them which were onely by name. Thus neither of the Gofpells ts found falfe, 
howfoever it doth number, be it according unto natureor the custome of the Law.T he kindred of 

Salomon and of Nathan wu fo knit tegether by reviving of the deceafed without iffue, by fecond 
mariages, by raifing of feede, fo that not without caufe, the fame perfons are pofted over to di= 
Verfefathers, whereof fome were imagined, and fome others. were their fathers indeed, both 
the allegations being properly true, though in Iofeph diverfly, yet exattly by defcent determi- 
ned, eAnd that.which I goe about to prove may plainely appeare, I will declare the orderly 
Secceffion of this Genealogy, making arecitall from. David by Salomon, The third frome the 
end is Matthan found, which begat Jacob the Father) of Jofeph, but from Nathan the 
Sonne of David de[cending according unto the Gofpell of Luke, the third from the end v 
Melchi, whofe fonne 4 Heli, the Father of Iofeph,For Tofeph #5 the Sonne of Heli,the Sonne of 
Melchi. Tofeph being the propofed marke to fhoote at, we muft foew how osther x her hw 
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FE vriving the pededree of Lacob frem Salomon, of Heli from Nathan, end firft how 
rapes. Heli being a0 sie ie their fathers, Matthan and Melchi, borne of divers 
kindreds, may bee proved Grandfathers to Lofeph. Matthan therefore and Melchi, mar- 
rying the fame wife, begat brethren by the fame mother, the law not forbidiing a widdow, 
either difmilfed from her husband, or after the death of her husband, to be coupled unto ano- 


| Matthanand = pher man. FirSt therefore Matthan defcending from Salomon, begat Iacob of Eftha, for 


Melchi hus- ph ap ss (aid to be her name. After the death of Matthan, Melchi (which  faidto have de- 
Banas one Scended from Nathan) being of the fame Tribe, but of another race, having married this wid= 
Dale, peal dow to his wife, begat Heli hes fonne. Thus doe wee finde Tacob and Heli of a different race, 
to wit: Mat- but by the fans: mother to have beene brethren, Of the which, lacob taking to wife his fifter 
than begat Ia- the wife of Heli, fxs brother being deceaffed without iffue, begat on her the third, te wit, 
cob: and Mel- lofeph, by zature andthe order of gencration unto himfelfe : whereupon it t written, Tacob 
eee begat lofeph, by the Law unto bis brother Heli deceaffed, whofe fonne Tofeph was. For 
Seth is Heli Tacob being his brother, raifed feed unto him: wherefore neither that genealogee which concer- 
onhis fitter eth him isto be abolifbed, the which Matthew the Evangelift reci:ing, faith, Tacob begat 
the wife of Tofeph, and Luke on the other fide, Whith was the fonne (faith he) as it was [uppofed (for 
5 begat L0- pe caddeth this withall) of lofeph, whichawras the fonne of Heli, which was the fonne of 
ee Melchi, And the word of begerting be overskipped with filence unto the end, with {ach are- 
Matth.r. citall of fonnes, making relation unto Adam which was of God 4 neither 1 this hard to be pro- 
Luke 3. ved, orto {mall purpofe propofed. The kin(men of Chrift according unto the flefh,either making 
apparant, or simply inftructing, yet altogether teaching that which is true, have delivered 
thefe things unto us, bow that the Idumean theeves invading the citie Afcalors in Paleffina, 
tooke captive together with other fpoiles out of the Temple of Apollo adjoyning unto the walles, 
Antipater, (onne to one Herod that was Minifter in that Temple. When the Prieft was not 
able to pay ranfome for his fonne, this Antipater was brought up after the manner of the Idu- 
means, and became very familiar with Hyrcanus the High-Prieft of the lewes, e4nd having 
beenein embaffage with Pompey ia Hyrcanus fread, he reftored unto hit the kingdome whic 
was taken from his brother Ariftobulus, affigned bimfelfe governour of Paleftina, and procee 
ded forwards in felicity, When this Antipater was envied for hus great felicitie, and was trai 
reron|ly flaine, there [acceeded him his fonne Herod, which at length of Antonius and Augu- 
ftus by decree of the Senate received rule over the Iewes, whofe fonnes were Herod, and the 
other Térarchs, Thefe things are common among the Grecke Hiftories. And when as 
unto that time the Genealogies of the Hebrewes, yea of themalfo lineally defcending of 
ears Profelytes, as eAchior the Ammonite, and Ruth the Afoabite, likewife as many as efca- 
theGenealo. Ped outof e£gypt, and mixt withthe J/raelires, were recorded among their auncient 
gics of the He- Monuments: Hered (whom the Ifraeliticall Genealogie availed nome being pricked 
brewes to inminde with the bafeneffe of his birth, burned their auncient recorded Genealogies, 
nake hirafelfe {uppofing thereby to derive himfelfe of noble parentage, if none other (holpen by 
a gentleman. publike records) were able to proove their pedegrees from the Patriarchs, or Pro- 
felytes, or fuch as were ftrangers borne, and mingled of old among the J/raelites, Very 
few ftudious in this behalfe doe glory that they have got unto themfelves proper pede- | 
grees or remembrances of their names, ‘or otherwife records of them, for the retaining 
of their aunciént {tockein memorie, whichthefe men mentioned of before have attai- 
ned unto, being called becaufe of their affinity and kindred with our Saviour after the 
name of the Lord, and travelling from the Nazarites and €ochaba, caltles of the 
Paralip. ewes, into other regions, they expounded the aforefaid Genealogie out of the booke of 
Chronicles, asfarre foorth as itextendeth, Howfoever then the cafe ftand, cither thus 
or otherwife, no man (in my judgement) can finde a plainer expofition. _Whofo- 
ever therefore he be that ruleth himfelfe aright, he willbe carefull alfo of the felfe fame 
with us, although yet he want proofe to preferre a better and a truer expofition, “The 
Gofpell in all refpeds uttereth moft true things. About the end of the fame epiftlehe hath 
thefe words‘ Matthan defcending of Salomon begat Tacob. Matthan deceaffed, Melchi which

ge de(cended of Nathan,on the (ame woman begat Heli : then were Heli and Iacob brethren by the 
idem. ~- mothers fide, Heli dying without iffae, Tacob raifed unto hsm feede by bégetting of Tofeph hw 


own fonne by nature; but Heli his fan by the law, Thus was Toleph (onne to both.

CHA PL TS 


Of the'flanghter of the Téfants by Herod, and the lamentable tragedse 
touching the terme and end of his life, 


Hen Chrift was bornein Bethlehem of Iewrie, according unto the prophecies, 
V V wd in the times forefhewed, Herod(becaufe of the W ifemen which came from 

Wo s¥ the Eaft, enquiring where the King of the Iéwes fhould be borne, they having 
feené his Starre, and therefore had taken fo great a journey in hand, to the end they might 
worfhip God which was borne) being not a little moved, f{uppofing his principality to be 
in perill, and his rile to go to wracke and ruine : he enquired of the Doctors of the Law 
among the Iewes,where they looked that Chrift fhould be borne. But when he imnderftood 
the prophecy of Aficheas. foretelling the birth of Chriftto bein Bethlehem, by and by he 
commandeth the fucking babes in Bethlehem and in all the borders thereof, as many as 
Were two yeares old and under (according unto the time that he had exa@tly enquired 
and knowne of the Wifemen) to be flaine, fuppofing thereby ‘as it was very likely) to 
deftroy Jefus in the fame perill,with his equals of the fame age, But the babe Je/# preven- 
ted this deceitfull pretence of his; being conveyed into etgypr ; his parents alfo being 
forewarned by the appearing of an Angell of that which fhould come to paffe: this the 
Holy Ghoft dothdeclare. Moreover, I thinke not amiffe to let the world underftand how 
that vengeance from above withall {peed fellupon Hered, becaufe of his bold enterpri- 
{es againft Chrift and the infants, while breath was yet in his body, fhewing as it were 
by certaine preathbles what was like to befall him after his death, And how he ftained 
his princely affairés (which in his owne cenfure feemed profperous) by his interchange- 
able domefticall calamities, that is, by the cruell Maughter of his wife, of his children, of 
his neareft kinsfolkes, and of his moft familiar friends : fo that it is impoffible to repeate 
the whole. The matter it felfe was fo fhamefull, that it exceeded every tragicall acuion; 
The which Jo/ephus hath profecuted at large in his Hiftories, how that for his confpiracie 
and craftié counfell which he intended againft Chrift and the other infants, an heavie 
{courge froin above apprehended him, vexing himto the death It will feeme pertinent to 
the purpofe,prefently to heare the words of the Hiftoriosrapher himfelfe in the 1 7.Booke 
of the Antiquities of the Iewes, defcribine the lamentable end of his life, in thefe words : 
Herods difeafe vexedhim more and more, Godexecuring juftice on him for the things which ke 
had impioufly committed, It was a (low or flacke fire, yet yeelding not fo great inflammation out- 
watdly ro the beholders, as vexation inwardly tothe internall parts: he had a vehement defire, 
greedily fer to take fomething.yet was there nothing that [ufficed bim. Moreover inward rotting 
of the bowels, and [pecially a grievous flaxe in the fundament, a moift and running hamour about 
his feete ; andthe like maladie vexet him about his bladder. His privie members putrified ingen- 
dring wormes which fwarmed out. He had a fhort and unfavorie breath ; he hada great paine 
sn breathing : having throughout all the parts of his body [uch a crampe, as firength was not able 
toendure. It was reported by them which were infpired from above, and to whom the gift of di- 
vination was granted, that God enjoyned the Prince this punifhusent for bis great impiety. 
Thefe' things the aforefaid Jo/ephus in his Commentaries hath made manifeituntous : and 
inthe fecond part of his Hiftories, the like he noteth-unto us,writing thus ? Fras that time 
forthifickneffe invaded his whole body, and brought him {ubjett to divers paffions. It was abot 
burning fever,an intolerable itch overrunning the outward parts of his body, acontinnall paine 
inthe fandament ,bydropicall (wellings in the feete, an inflammation of the bladder, putrifatlsen 
of the privities which ingendred fwarmes of lice. B efides this often difficult drawing of breath, 
with the crampe, contr atting the finewes throughout all the members of his body : fo that the 
wife men reported thele difeafes to be nothing elfe but {ure and certaine plagues or punsfoments. 
He, alshongl ftrugling with fo many fores, “yet for all that, wholy fet to fave he life, hoped for 
health, and fought after remedies. Paffing over Iordan, he ufed for helpe the hot bathes 
neare Calliroe, which ranne unto the lake Afphaltitis, which alfo by reafon of their fweetneffe 
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are potable, The Phyfitions there thought good that. his whole body fhould be Jupplied mith her 
ee saa c iets oe into avelfell full of hot oyle,bus eyes fo daxled and difolued themfelues., 
that he came out as dead, When the fervants, by reafou of thefe circumftances were fore traubled, 
he remembred his plague,and defpaired thenceforth of any recoverie at al, commanding withall

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miliar friends to receive great {ummes of money. And taking bis journey thence be camse to Hier;

; age throughout all I ewrie, he commanded them to be fout up into one

_ der ; I know (faith he) the Iewes will merrily celebrate as holyday the day of my death, yet may, 


Ibe lamented of others, and [oe have aglorious Epitaph, and folemne funerall, if that yore well ex 
ecute mine advice. Thofe men therefore which are kept in clofe prifon ( foulders being circumfpe. 
ELly fet on every fide )fee that you immediatly flay, as [cone as breath departethout of my bady, fe 
that thereby all Iewrie,and every houfe, will they nil they may rem mourne aaa lament my death. 
And againe, alittle after he faith; When as through want of nowrifhment, and griping cough 
joynedevithall,his fickeneffe fore increafed, and now being quite overcome, he conjeltured that hts 
fatall courfe was then to be finifhed, For taking an apple in his hand, he called for a kusfe (for he 
mas accu/tomed to pare, and (otecate ) then beholding on every fide whether any was realy to hén- 
der his enterprize, lifted up’ his right hand to “oe himfelfe violence. Befides this,the faine Hifto-: 
riographer writeth,* that a third fonne of his,befides the couple before flaine, afore the end 
of his life,by his commandement was put to death ; fo that Herod lett not this life without 
extreame paine.Such was the tragicall end of Herod,fuftcring juft punifhment for the babes 
deftroyed in Bethlehem, prattifed purpotely for our Saviours fake : after whofe death, an 
Angell came to Jo/eph in fleepe ashe remained in «£gypt, and commanded that he fhould 
returne together with the childe and his mother into Jewrie, inafmuch as they were dead 
which fought the childs life, Vnto thefe the Evangelift addeth, faying: When that beheard 
that Archelaus raigned in Indea in bis fathers ftead, be feared to goe thither ; and besug admonin 
Shed in hus fleepe from above,he departed into the parts of Galilee. Be

. What facceffors Archelaus left behinde him when that he hadraigned ten yeares 
after his Father Herod.How that Chrift fuffered not the fevexth yeare 
of Tiberius, 46 fome did write, for Pilate then did not 
governe Indea, 


Hiftoriographer doth teftifie, defcribing the manner ;that by the teftament of Herod 

his father(by the cenfure of Augu/tus Ca/ar he tooke to his charge the government 

ofthe Iewes: alfo how that ten yeares after he loft the faid principality, and that his bre- 
thren Philip and the yonger Herod,together with Ly/anias, governed their {everall Tetrar- 
chies. The fame Joféphus in his 18, Booke of Iudaicall Antiquities declareth, that about the 
twelfth yeare of the raigne of Tiberius, (after the feven and fiftieth yeare of the raigne of 
Auguftus)P ontius Pilate was appointed Preiident of Jewrie,in the which he continued wel- 
nighten whole yeares,unto the death of Tiserius,* Then manifeftly is the falfhood of them 

% reprehended,which of late have publifhed lewd commentaries againft our Saviour; where 
7* even inthe. beginning,the time after their {upputation laid downe, and being well noted,

For he began Chriftdid not 
about the Hish-prieft-hood of e4znas and continued unto the principality of Caiphas ; yet Cen full 
in this {pace there were not foure yeares fully expired: for the legall rites by his edi@ being ae 
_{h mannet abrogated,it followed,that the fucceffion of progenitors, by age and line unto 
that time ufually obferved, fhould thenceforth be ofno force, Neither were thofe things, 
which concerned divine worfhip,with due adminiftration executed : for diver{é feverally, 
executing the office of High-prieft-hood undet Romane Princes, continued notin the {aie 
above one yeare.fo/enhus {omwhere in his books of Antiguities writeth foure High-Priefts /ofeph.tib.18 
by fucceffion to have beene after e4nnas unto the time of C aiphas, faying thus: Valevins ANt4.cap.te 
Gratus ( Annanus being romoved) ordained Umael the fon of Baphus, High=PrieS#. And the janngs.

ga bis place. The yeare after,this Eleazar being rejetled, he committed the office of High Prieff- Eleayare 
hood to Simon the fon of Camithus. And hins (whe enjoyed this honor,no longer then one yeare) _ 
Tofephus, (which was alfo called C aiphas ) /ecceeded. The whole time of our Saviours prea- Mas 
ching;is fhewed to'have beene comprifed within the compaffe of foure yeares.Foure High- "epee BS 
Priefts alfo inthe fame foure Yeares to have béene ftom e4nnas to’ Caiphas, executing 
the adminiftration of the yeare'y Miniftery, The Gofpell doth very well fet forth 
Caiphas to beé High-Prieft that yeare inthe which the Paffion of our Saviour Chrift 
was finifhed, that the time of Chrifts preaching might not feeme to repugne with this 12,Apoltles.

Nic long after,the holy Gofpell reporteth the beheading of John Baptift: where- hae 


Godsbeginning to be about thirty yeares of age; came to the bapti{me of Joh», and began

withall Jofephus by nameaccordeth,making mention of Herodias with whom Herod 


married (being his brothers wife) putting away his owne wife lawfully married, 
which was the daughter of e4retas King of the Arabians. But Herodias being feparated 
from her husband which was alive, Herod (who for her fake flue John) warred againtt 
Aretas having ignominion(ly rejected his daughter.In the which battell(then being fought) 
Tofephus reporteth, all Herods hoaft to have utterly perifhed, and thefe things to have 
chaunced unto him,for the death of Tobn,malicioufly executed, The fame Tofephus when he 
had confeffed John Baptift, to be a very juft man, teftifieth alfo, thofe things which are re- 
corded of him in the Gofpell. He writeth further, that Herod was deprived of his king- 
dome for Herodias, and together with her, condemned, and banifhed into Vienna a city of 
France, and he further declareth in his eighteene booke of Iwdatcall eAntiquities whereof . 
lohn Baptift he writeththus, * .C ertaine of the Iewes were per[waded, that the hoaft of Herod ; This battell 
was utterly foiled, becanfe that God had juftly plagued him with thu punifbment, revenging : pee 
the death of Tohn,comsmonly cahedthe Baptilt : for Herod had laine him being a just man. This Je P ud lib. 
Tohn commanded the Iewes toimbrace vertue, to execute juftices one towards another, to ferve 18 capo. 
Godin piety, reconciling men by baptifme, unto unity. For afteg thy fort, baprifme feemed unto: Chap. 1. after 
hime a thing acceptable, if it were #fed not for the remiffion of certaine fins but for the purifying of the Grecke, 
the body the foule (I fay ) being cleanfed before by righteoufneffe: and whew as divers flocked to- 
gether (for they were greatly delighted in bearing of him) Herod fearing left that fo forcible’ a 
power of perfwading which was in bine, ould lead the people into acertaime rebeHion,he { ddl 
wt far better to bereave him of his life afore any novelty were by him pat in re then that c anes

Thus ohn becaufe of 
Herods /u/pition,was fent bound to Macharous the ward( mentioned of before ) and there behea- 
ded, When he had thus fpoken of Joba in the fame Hiftory,he writeth of our Saviour in this 
fort « There was at that time one Tefus,a wife man, if it be lawful to call him aman, a worker of 
miracles a teacher of thems which embraced the truth with gladnefle, He drem after bim many,as 
well of the Iewes as Gentiles. This fame was Chrift, And though Pilate, by the pudgement of the 
chiefe rulers,among ft ui delivered him to be crucified: yet there wanted net them which fromthe 
beginning loved him.He appeared unto them alive the third day after his paffionsas the holy Pro- 
phets have foretola.Not only thefe, but innumerable more marvellous things of him s and to this 
day the Chriftian people which of him borrow their names, ceafe not to increase. Now when as 
this Hiftoriographer, by blood an Hebrew borne;hath of old delivered in writing thefe and 
the like things,concerning Job Baptift,and our Saviour () hrift, what refuge or fhift, now 
have they,but that they be condemned for impudent perfons,which of their own brain,have 
fained commentaries, contrary to thefe allegations? And of thefe things alfo thas much,

and 70, Difciples. | 
wtHTe names of the Apoftles ave apparerit unto every one out of the holy £ vangelifis,but 
the catalogue of the 70,Difcipl¢s is no where to be found: Barnabas is faid to be one 
of the number whom the Ads of the Apoftles remembred,and no lefle did S.Pau/re- 
member him,writing to the Galathians. Among thefe they number alfo Softhenes whichto- 
sether with Paw/ wrote to the Corinthians. The Hiftory alfo of Clemens Alexandrinus, in 
the fift of his Hypotypo/eon affirmeth Cephas to be one of the 70.0f whom Paul faid: Whe 
as Cephas came to Antioch I withftood hing to his face, becaufe he was culpable. This Cephas 
was of the fame narne with the Apoffle. And Afatthias who of the Apo/ftles was cle&éd in 
the roome of Judas the traitor,and Bar/abas alfo, who is faid by the fame lotto have beene 
worthily preferred to be of the number of the 70.Difciples; allo Thaddeus whom Thomas 
by the commandement of Je/u fent to cure e4gbarus is counted one of the number; concer- 
ning whom I will forthwith declare a certaine Hiltory which came to my hands-Thou fhalt 
find by diligent obfervation; that there were more then 70. Difciples of our Saviour, for 
proofe whereof thou maift ufe the teftimony of Pawd,which faith: that after Chrifts refur- 
rection from the dead, He appeared firft to Cephas, then to the twelve, after then to more then 
five hundred brethren at once whereof (he faith) [ome to have fallen a fleepe, but more to have 
remained alive, at that time when he wrote thofe things, Afterwards to have appeared to 
Tames,which was of the Difciples,and one of the brethren of Chris#., Laft ofall, as though 
befides thefe,there were more e4poftles after the manner of the twelve (fuchas Pax/him= 
felfe was)he addeth faying: He was feene of all the Apojtles. But of this fo farre,

VV Hereas Eufebius ix the former chapter affirmed Cephas,to be one of the number of the

she truth ,thonght better to erre with Eufebius, by fajing that Cephas was rebuked by Paul,.and 
not Peter, rather then they world grant Peter (whom they terme the Prince of the eApoftles ) 
to be controlled of Paul, fuppofing hereby a president to enfue againft the primacie of the Pope, or 
Liking of thes opinion as a bare fhift to ftop the flanderous month of Porphyrus, which here tooke 
occafion to reprehen/ the Chriffians for their fedstion But let us confeffe the truth,and foame the 
divell The word; of Saint Paul are thefe : 67 SY naGe Téapos e1s Av mo escey yar m eoowrTOY ary a YTSHs 
when Peter came to Antioch, I withftood him to his face, e4nd alittle after: e.7my 7%.

but as many as belonged unto him, which promife not long after he performed, For after 

his re{wrrection from the dead, and afcention into heaven, Thomas one of the twelve Apo- Feces the 

files fent his brother Thaddeus, accounted among the feventie Difciples of Chrift, by divine F i i Wee ‘ 

in{piration,into the city Edeffa, to be a preacher and Evangelift of the do@trine of Chrift,by zdera, oo 

whom all things, which concerned the promife of our Saviour,were performed. Thereader 

hath an approved teftimony of thefe things in writing, taken out of the recorded monu- 

nents,of the princely citie Ed-(fa: for there are found enrolled in their publike regiftery, 

things of Antiquity,and which were done about «4gbarus time, yea and preferved unto 

this day. There is no reafon to the contrary, but that we mayheare the letters themfelves, 

copied out of their regiftery,and tranflated by us,out of the Syrian tongue in this manner,

Gbarus governor of Edefla,unto lefu the good Saviour, fhewing himfelfe in Ierufalem, Aebarits wri 
fendeth grecting.I have heard of thee ,and thy cuves which thou haft done, ‘without medi- teth to Chritt 
cines,and herbes For as the report goeth, thou makeft the blind to fee, the lame to goe, the 

leapers thou cleanfesfoule fpirits and divels thou caste/? out : rhe long difeafed thou refforeft to. Whar A phew 

bealth,and raifeft the deadto life. when that Ibeard thee things of thee; Livagined with my ee oh s 

felfe one of thefe two things : either that thou art Goa come from heaven, and doest thefe things : miracles, © 

or the Sonne of God, that bringest [uch things to palfe. Wherefore by thefe my letters I befecch 

thee,to take the paines to come unto me, and that thou wilt cure this my grievous malady »where- 

with I ans fore vexed.I have heard moreover, that the Iewes murmur againft thee, and go about 

te mifchiefe thee, have here alittle city and an honeft which well fuffice 2s both.Thefe things he 

Wrote after this manner, being alittle lightened from above, I thinke italfo not amifle to 

heare the letters of Je/u,fent backeto ef cbarus by the fame bearer, 


The Epiftle of our Saviour unto Agbatus, thengh briefe, yet pithy. 


Gharus, b/effed art thou, becaufethou hast beleeved jin me when thouawelf me not ; for 

at ts written of me that they which (ce me foall not beleeve in mice, that they which fee , 
wmenot may belecveandbe faved, Concerning that thow wrotest unto me, that I fhould 
e come

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come unto thee, I let thee underftand, that all things touching my me (lage are here to be ful- 
filled, and after the fulfilling thereof Iam to returne againe sae bim ia fent eh But after 
sy afomption I will (end one of my Difciples unto thee, ™ ay Shall cure thy malady, and 
restore lifetothee, and them that be with thee, Wnto thefe Epiltles, there were alfo thefe 
things added in the Syria# tongue:: when \elus was taken up, Tudas (which alfo ts 
called Thomas) fent unto him Thaddeus the A postle, one of the feventy, who, when he 
came, remained with one Tobias, thefonne of Tobias. When that the fame was fpread of 
hits, ‘andthat he was made manifeft by the miracles which he wrought, it was fignified unto 
Agbarus, and faid: the Apoftle of Tely ifcome, of whoin he wrote unto thee. Thaddeus by 
that time began, through the power of God, to cure every fore and fickueffe, fo that all men 
greatly marvelled, Agbarus hearing of the meighty and wonderfull workes which he wrought, 
that he cured in the name and power of cfu, forthwit h fufpettea the fame fe be he, of whom 
lefus had written, faying: After my afcenfion I will fend one of may Difciples unto thee, 
which hall cure thy malady, And when he had called znto him Tobias where Thaddeus ho- 
ted, he [aid unto him: Iheare fay, that acertaine mighty man come from Tern{alem, ts lodged 
with thee, and cnreth many in the name of Tefu. Who made anfwer, andfusd: Yea Lord,there 
tame acertaine ftranger and hosted at my houfe, which hath done wonderfull things, Towhons 
the King fata: Bring him unto me. Lobias returning unto Thaddzus, (aid unto him : Agbarus 
the governor [ent for me, andcommanded that I frould bring thee untohim that thou mayest 
cure his difeafe, Thaddeus anfwcrved: I goe, for it ts for his [ake that I ans fent thus mightily 
to worke. Tobias ftirring berimes the next day tooke with him Thaddaus,and came to Agbarus, 
As be came.even at bis entrance there appeared unto Agbarus in the prefence of his chiefe mena 
great ana ftrange fuew in the countenance of Thaddaus the Apoftle, at which fight Agbatus did 
Ctee TEUErENCE Unto Thaddezus,fo thar all they which were prefent marvelled, None of them faw the 
De hay Light [ave Agbarus alone which que [tioned with Thaddaus,and (aid: Art thou of a truth aDif- 
deus had with ciple of lefus the Son of God,which made me this promife: Iwill fend unto thee one of my Difci= 
Agbaius. plesswhich fcall cure thy difeafe,and foew life unto thee,and all thine ? To whom Thaddeus made 
anfwer:Becaufe thou haft greatly beteevedin the Lord lefu which fent me,therfore am I fent unte 
thee, but in cafe that thou beleeve in him as yet,thy hearty petitions according unto thy faith thon 
Shalt obtaine, To whom Agbarus faid: I have continued fo beleeving in him, that I could have 
found in my heart mightily to deftroy the ewes which crucified him, were not the Romane Em- 
pire a let unto my purpofe. Thaddeus faid againe: Our Lord andGod Tefus Chrift fulfilled the 
will of bis Father, which being finifoed, he ws afcended unto him, Agbarus anfwered: And I 
have beleeved in him and in his Father .To whom Thaddeus replied: Therefore in the name of 
Agbarus 18 cu- the felfe fame Lord lefu I lay my band upon thee. Which when he had done.he was forthwith cured 
sa Bhat sof hag malady, and delivered of the paine that preffed him fore. Agbarns marvelled at this, that 
eos even as it was reported unto him of Telu,fo in truth by hes Difciple and. Apoftle Thaddeus, with- 
ost Apothecary fiuffe and vertue of ber bes he was cured, And not onely he, but alfo Abdus the 
abdusishea Sonne of Abdus grieved with the gout, and falling at the feete of Thaddeus, recovered his former 
lcd of the gout health by the laying on of his hands.He cured alfo mairy other of bus fellow citizens working mar- 
cellos and miraculous things,and preaching the Word of God. To whom Agbarus [aid againe,: 
Thow Thaddeus through the power of God doeft thefe things, and we bave thee in admiration, .I 
pray thee moreover that thou expound unto me the comming of lelu, bow he was made man, his 
might, and by what power he brought {uch things as we heard to paffe. To whom Thaddeus : At 
this feafon (faith he ) Iwill be filent, though I am [ent to preach ths Word, but to morrow call 
together to my fermon all thy peeple and fellow citizens ; then will Ifhew unto them the Word of 
God and [ow the word of life, and teach the manner of hws comming, how he was made man, of bts 
meflage, and to what end he came,being fent from the Father. Moreover of his Miracles and my- 
freries uttered in this world,and power in bringing things to paffe. Befides this,bis new preaching, 
and how bafe flender and humble he feensedin ontward appearance. How he humbled him/elfe, 
and dredyand abated his divinity, what great things he fuffered of the Iewes , how he was crucified, 
andde(cended into hell,and rent that hedge and mid-wall never fevered before andraifedthe dead 
t hat of long time had flept : bow that he defcended alone, but afcended unto the Father accompa- 
nied with many : how that he fitteth in glory at the right hand of God the Father in heaven, and 
last of all how he {hall come againe with glory und power to judge both the quicke and dead.When 
the morning was come,Agbarus commanded his citizens to be gathered together, to beare the 
Sermon of Thaddeus, Which being ended, he charged that gold coyned and ancoyned foould be

given him.But be received it not ,faying:Infomuch that we have for{aken our own,bew can we re-~ 
ceive other mens? Thefe things were done the three and fortieth yeare : which being tran{Ja- 
ted word for word out of the Syria tongue, we thought not amiffe to declare in this place, 


The cenfure of the Tranflator, touching the aforefaid Epiftles, 


fit true or be it falle,thas there were (uch epiftles it forceth not greatly:as the effect and con. 

tents thereof ws not to be preferred before all other writing in truth, fo on the contrary, st 9s 
not ta be rejected for fal (hood and ‘forged fin ffe, lerome with ether grave writers, affirmeth {uch 
circhm tances to have beene,Eufebius whofe credit herein ts not {mall reporteth the fame to have 
beene taken out of their Records.in the city of Edefla,regiftred there in the Syrian tongne,and by 
him tranflated out of the Syrian into the Grecke tongue, Tidorus and Gelafius the first of that 
name ,Bifbop of Rome,about che yeare of our Lord 494 .together with 70,0ther Bifbops decreed, 
that the Church of God fuould receive the fame epifttes for no other then Apochrypha.One thing 
I may not here run over with filence,out admonifh the Reader of, how that late writers, namely 
Damafcenus,and that fabulous Hiftoriographer Nicephorus have added unto this History fa- 
Sulous reports bow that Agbarus,Governor of Edefla,fent hes letter unto Yefuand withall acer- 


taine painter which might view him well, and bring unto him backe againe the lively prtlure of 


lefusthe which painter{ as they report )being not able (for the glorious brightne(fe of his gracious 
countenance )to bring his purpofe to effet our Saviour himfelfe tooke an handkercher,and laid it 
to his divine and lively face,and by the wiping of hrs face, his pitlure was therein impreffed, the 
which he fent to Agbarus.Nicephorus patcheth other fables therunto:firft he [aith,thag the King 
of Perfia fent a painter unto leu, which brought unto him the pitlure of lefu, and alfo of Mary 
bis mother, Againe that the Edeflxans in the time of luftinianus the Emperor, being befieged and 
brought to [uch a narrow firait that there remained no hope of deliverance, b4t a prefent foyle 
and overthrow,inthe {ame lamentable plight to have run unto his pstlure for a refuge where (as 
they fay )they found prefent remedy. Beleeve it who wil.Eulebius,who fearchedtheir Records who 
baid downe the copie of the Epifiles, who rranflated faithfully all that he found there touching 
C hrift nesther [aw neither heard of any fuck thing : for he promifed tn the preface to his Hiftory, 
to omit nothing that fhould [eeme pertinent. If the other writers found it, why did not Eufebius 
jad it? Ifthe other writers thought expedient to publith the (ame,why did Eufebius omit it? N ay 
it was not there found at all,but forged. Therefore recount thers for fables The firft that reported 
them,was an hundred yeares after Eufebius, . |

Cuap. I, 
Of the ordaining of Difciples, after the afcention of Christ. 


oY N the former booke(by way of Proeme to our Ecclefjafticall Hiftory we have 


briefly intreated of the ancient principles of our doétrine, of the antiquity of 


ayy Evangelicall policic among Chriftians, of the divinity of the word of falvati- 
seta d 2 on,of his late a ppcaring among men,of his Paffion, 8 of the election of his A- 
~~ poftles, Now itremaineth thatwelook:into thofe thingswhich enfued after his 
affumption : which we may note,partly outofthe facred Scriptures,and partly out of, Pro: 
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The Ecclefiafticall Hitterie Lis.2s 
phane hiftories, knitting to our Hiftory thofe things which we have committed to memo- 
ry. Firft of all the Apoftlefhip is allotted unto Matthias, in the roome ‘of Ludas the 
Traytor, which (as itis manifeft) was one of the Difciples of the Lord; There Were alfg 
{éven approved men ordained Deacons, through prayer and impofition of the Apoftles 
hands, for the publike adminiftration of the Churches affaires joyned with Stephen, which 
firft after the Lord, as foone as he was ordained (as though he were appointed fot this 
purpofe) is ftoned unto death by them which flue the Lord; and for this caufe, as the firft 
of the triumphing Martyrs of Chrift, according to his name, he beareth a crowne, After 
him followed James, called the brother of Chrift, and counted the fonne of Lofeph. This 
Tofeph was thought to be the father of Crif?, to whom the Virgin was betrothed, who be. 
fore they came together, was conceived by the Holy Ghoft, as the holy Gofpell declareth, 
This James (who of old for his vertue, was firnamed J#/Pzs) 1s {aid to be the firft which 
occupied the Bifhops Sea at Terufalem, (lemens, in the fixth of his. Hypot ypofeon, Writeth 
thus: Peter (faith he) avd Iames,and John, after the alfumption of our Saviour, though they 
were preferred by the Lord,yer challenged they not this prerogative unto themlelves, but Appoins. 
ted James the luft Bifop of Terufalem. Thefame Clemens in the feventh of his Fly potype- 
feon, alfo maketh mention ofhim thus : The Lord after his refurrettion, endued with know. 
ledge James the Iuft, lohn, and Peter,’ They delivered the fame unto the reft of the eApoftles, 
the eApoftles afrerwards unto the feventie Difciples, of which number was Barnabas, There 
were two Tames, the one termed lult, which was throwne downe headloxg from the pin- 
nacle, ana brained with afullers club, the ether beheaded. Of him that mas called Toft, 
Paul made mention, (aying : I faw none of the Apostles (ave lames the brother of the Lord, 
Thofe things, which the Lord prontifed the King of the Ofroenians, then were perfor= 
ined, Thomas by divine infpiration fent Thaddews unto the city Edeffz, to be their prea- 
cher, and an Evangelift of the doétrine of Chrift, as alittle before out of the records we 
havealledged, But heafter his comming, having cured Agbarus, by the Word of God, 
and aftonifhed all them with his ftrange miracles and workes which hee wrought, 
brought them to the worfhipping of the divine power of Chrift, and ordained Diftiples of 
the dodtrine of our Saviour, From that time unto this day, the whole city of the Edeffzans 
being addicted unto the name of Chrift, fhew forth no {mall argument of the great good- 
neffe of our Saviour towards them. But thefe things may fuffice,taken out of their auncient 
hiftoricall records. Now letus returne untothe facred Scripture, The firft and the gtea- 
telt perfecution being raifed of the ewes again{tthe Church at Jera/alem, about the time 
of the martyrdome of Stephen, and all the Difciples,the twelve oncly excepted,being di- 
{perfed throughout Jvdeaand Samaria, certaine of them, as the holy Scripture beareth wit- 
neffe,came unto Phanices, and Cyprus, and Axtioch ; but thefe as yet durft not deliver unto 
the Gentiles the Word of faith,but fhewed it onely unto the ewes. At that time alfo Paul 
raged againft the Church, entring into the feverall houfes of the faithful, and giving forth 
precepts, thatbothmen and women fhould bee imprifoned. And Philip one of the or- 
dained Deacons with Stepheu.and of the difperfed, came to Samaria, and being plenteons 
as touching the divine power, firkt of all preached unto the inhabitants there the Word of 
God. The grace of God fo mightily prevailed with him, that he drew unto him by his. prea-’ 
ching Simon Magus with many moe. Simon at that time was fo famous,holding in awe them 
that were bewitched with his forcery, that they fuppofed him to be the great power of 
God.He was then fo amazed with the miracles which Philip wrought by divine power, 
that he came and grew fo farre forwards to mens feeming, that he diflembled even unto 
the baptifie that is through faith in Chrift. Which diffembling at this day is wonderfull in 
them that now wallowing in that moft deteftable herefie, tread the trace of their Fore-f4- 
ther,incroaching upon the Church, as a peftifent and noifome difeafe,infecting them which 
cannot roe difcerne the incurable and intractable venime, lyinghid within them. 
But diverfe of them(their impiety being revealed were throughly knowne and rejected,of 
wvhich number Simon himfelfe, being apprehended of Peter, received the fentence ofdatn- 
nation due to his defert. When that the preaching of Gofpel daily proceeded vvith increafe, 
came to paffe by reafon of fome domefticall ‘affaires, that there came from the land of the 
eAthiopians the chiefe governor of the Queene, vvhich after the cuftome of their countrey 
held the kingdome:for as yet the’people of'that country have to their Prince a Queene, He 
vvas the firkt of the Gentiles, vwhi i obtained of Philip the holy myfteries by the infpitation 
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of the haavenly word : he was made the firft frnites of the faithful throughout the world) 
andas it is reported after his retitne unto his native foyle, he preached the. knowledge of 
the univerfall God,which giveth life unto men, and the comming of our Saviour ; whereby 
the prophecy was fullfilled which faid ; ethiopia fhadl ftretch her hand before unto God, A- 
bout this*time Pav/the chofen veffell is declared an Apoftle not of men,neither by men,butb 
revelation of Je/us Chri/t.arid God the Father. which raifed him from the dead,and obtained 
this vocation,by a vilion,and a oice revealed from heaven,

heavens,was now made manifeft unto many, and the ancient manner among the 

reathen Princes had {0 prevailed;that if any novelty by any Were enterprifed,the 
fame forthwith fhould be fignified unto him that held the princely Scepter. left that he 
fhould be ignorant of any thing which wasdone : it came to pafle that Pilate made Tibe- 
viws the E mperonr privie of thofe things which concerned the refurretion of our Saviour 
Jefv, and were publifhed throughout Palestina, adding thereunto his marvellous workes, 
whereof he was credibly informed,and how that now after his refurrection,he was of tna- 
ny taken for a God. The report goeth,that Tsberins made relation thereof unto the Senate, 
which rejected his faying ;for no other caufe, but for that they had not firft approved the 
fame; the auncient cuitome obferved, that none fhould be accounted of the Rowsanes among 
the number of gods, unlefle he were canonized by the fentente and decree of the Sexare, 
which no doubt was done for this end, thatthe wholefome doétrine of the divine prea- 
ching, fhould not need the approbation and commendation of men. Though this matter tou- 
ching our Saviour was rejected ofthe Romane Senate, after it was dilated unto, them, yet 
T sberins referving unto himfelte his former opinion, conceived no abfurdity prejudic.alk 
unto the doctrine of Chvi/f. Thefe things Terru#ian, .a man well experienced in the Ro= 
mane lawes, and befides famous among them which flourifhed at Rome, inhis Apologie 
which he wrote for the Chriftians in the Romane tongue, and by tranflation writeth thus : 
And that we may reafon touching the originall of thele lawes, it was an auncient decree: that 
no god fhould be confecrated by the Emperour, tenteffe it were firft agrees upon by the Senate. 
The like dad Marcus A milius praétife, concerning a certaine Idol of Alburnus,azd thy maketh 
for us: that the Deitie ts wayed among ft you after mans will and judgement, Unleffe that God 
pleafe man,be zs not made God, So that by this decree, man must be gracious and favourable 
#nto God. Tiberius then.in whofe time the ( briftian name wasfpred abroad inthe world, when 
this doftrine was fignified unto himout of Palettina, (here it firft fprang.) communicated the 
fame unto the Senate,declaring withall, that this dottrine plealed him right well. The. Senate 
rejected it becaule they had not allowed the fame. Buthe perfevered in bis opinion, threatning 
them death, that would accufe the Chriftians, This was the wifedome of the divine provi- 
dence lightning his mind, ‘that the preaching of the Gofpell fhould pafle at the beginning 
throughout the world without let or hinderance. | |

PY the divine power, and helping hand of God, the wholfome doétrine, as it’ were 

Jfunne-beames, fodainely fhined throughout the world, and forthwith (accor 
ding unto the facred Scripture ) the found of the holy Evangelifts and Apoftles 
pafled throughout the whole earth, and their words wato the ends of the world, . So that 
throughout all cities and villages (after the manner of barne floores replenifhed) forth- 
withvery many, and the. fame very populous Churches. were eftablifhed ; . and they 
which by antient fucceffion were blinded, through old error, and'the rooted difeafe of fu- 
perftitions Idolatry, now at length through the power of Chrift,by the do@trine ofhis Dif 
ciples, together with the wonderfull workes wrought by them, were at liberty from their 
eruell Lords,& loofed out of their lothfome fetters,wholy abandoning the Idolatrical ae 
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fhip of many gods;confeffing one and the alone God,the worker of all things,and wot fhip- 
ping Him with the rites of true piety,through divine and pure Religion,grafted in the heart 
of man by our Saviour himfelfe. But the divine goodnelle, and grace of God {pread it felfe 
abroad among other nations, and firft ofall, Cornelius of (@/area in Paleftina, with all-his 
houfhold,by a divine vifion,and miniltery of Peter, embraced the faith of Chritt, aid many 
Grecians of Antioch,heard the preaching of thofe which difperfed themfelves at the toning 
of Stephen, when as at this time the Church of Antioch flourifhed and multiplied excee- 
dingly,and many Prophets of Jeru{alem(with whom were Pax/and Barnabas) frequented 
thither : and befides them;there was another multitude ot brethren there, fo that the Chri- 
(tian name the¥e {prang firft, as of a frefh and fertile foile,and e4gabws one of the Prophets 
then prefent, foretold them of the famine to come. Pauland Barnabas were cholen meflen- 
gers for the miniftery by the brethren.

How that Cajus Caligula, exiling Herod with perpetnall banifhment, created Agrippa 
King of the Iewes. The commendation of Philo Iudeus. 


Tberius when he had raigned about two and twenty yeares died: ( ajus fucceeding 
him,prefently co mmitted the principality of the Jewes unto Agrippa: and befide that 
. kingdome,he gave him the Tetrarchies of Phili pand Lyfanias, and not long after alfo™ 
the Tetrarchie of Herod, which Hered together with Herodias being condemned for diverfe 
crimes and enormities, was committed to perpetuall banifhment, The fame Hered was he 
which lived about the Paffion of Chrift: thefe things Tofephus doth witnefle. About this 
time Phile did flourifh, a man not onely excelling our owne men,but alfo fuch as pafled in 
prophane knowledge.He was by lineall defcent an Hebrew borne, inferior to none of them 
which excelled at Alexandria. But what labour and indultry he hath employed in divine 
difcipline,ard the profit of his native countrey,his workes now extant plainely do declare: 
and how far forth he prevailed in Philofophicall, and liberall arts of prophane knowledge, 
I {uppofe it not very needfull torepeate, But imitating the doctrine of P/aro and P -ythago- 
ras he is faid to have excelled alk the learned of his time, : 
Cuar. V. 
How Philo behdved him/elfe being fent in Embaffage for the Iewes unto 
Cajus the Emperour. 


Hat befell unto theFewesunder Cajas, this Philo hath written in five bookes : 

\ / wherin he fetteth forth the madnes of Cajus, how he proclaimed himfelfe god, 

: and befides dealt {pitefully innumerable forts of waies. Moreover what calamis 

ties happemed unto the Jewes th his time, though P hile himfelfe was fent in Embaflyetor 
his owne nation which inhabited e4/exandria,unto the city of Rome, andhow that he plea- 
ding for the lawes of his countrey people, gained nothing but gibes andjeltes, returning 
with great hazard of his life. Jofephws made mention of thefe things, inthe eighteenth book 
of his Iudaicak Antiquities,thus writing word for word. | When diffentson arofe among the 
Tewes and Grecians inhabiting Alexandria,oth parties feverally fent three legates unto Cajus, 
whereof Apion one of the legates for the Grecians of Alexandria,(bamefully intreated the ewes, 
with many opprobrions and blafphemous termes,adding this withall, that they defpifed the maye- 
Sty of Cxefar. And when as all they which were tributaries to the Romanes, dedicated altars and 
temples unto Cajus,andefteemed of him in all other refpects as God ; thefe lewes only difdaine- 
fully withstood this honour done unto him of men, and accuftomed to prophane: bis nanse. 
efter that Apion had thus (poken many and grievous things, to the end he might incenfe 
Cajus againft thems (as it was very like,) Philoone of the Iewes legates drew nigh, aman 
excelling in all things, and brether of Alexander Alabarchus, vot ignorant in Philofophie, 
and of ability fufficient to anfwer the opprobrious crimes lative to their: charge. But’Cajus 
excladed him, commanding him forthwith to depart, ana becaufe be was throughly ‘wso- 
ved, he feemed as though he went about to prattife fome mifchiefe towards'bim. Philobeing 
reviled, went forth, andunto' thé Iewes which were with him in company. he (aid: Weronght 
to be of good cheere : for by right God fuoutd'take eur part, fith Cajus is angry With Us. 
. ; Thus 
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Thus far Lofephus. And Philo himfelfe declareth at large, in his written Embaffie,the things 
whichtken were done, W hereof omitting many things, I will prefently touch that where- 
by ic may evidently appeare unto the Reader, what evills nat long after happened unto the 
Tewes for thofe things whiclrthey rafhly enterprifed dgainlt Chrift. Firlt of all, Seyanus in the Sejanas an 
city of Rome under Tiberizs in great credit with the King,endevoured with all might poffi- i Seg 
‘ble to deftrovall the Iewith nation. And Pi/ate in Indea,ander whom that villany was com- “>° a ges

vexed many with mani‘old and innumerable afflictions, but chiefly the nation of the 
a Tewes,which by few of his words may be gathered, writing thus: Se grievous (faith he) The cruelty of 
was the /ealing of Cajus Caligula towards all men,bat {pecéally againft the nation of the Iewes, fase sian? 
with whom be masgreatl 7 difpleafed,that among other cities beginning at Alexandria,he claimed 
unto bimfelftheir prayers ch fet up his oven pitture every where (for he that facceedeth others who 
are rejected, doth greatly advance himfelfe ) and dedicated the temple in the holy city (untill that 
time wndefiled,and free every way, )unto himfelfe and hrs proper u [e,tranflating and confecrating 
the nanse to new Cajus as a famous god, And infinite more mifchiefes which cannot be told, 
the fame Philo reporteth,to have happened unto the Jewes at Alexandria.in his fecond book 
of Vertues, And Jofephus agreeth with him,who likewife declareth all the miferies. of thefe 
men, to have had their original from the time of Pilate, and their rath enterprize againtt 
Chrift. Heare then what he fheweth in the fecond-booke of the Iudaicall wars,thus writing /9/e¢b. bed. 
word by word : Pilate being (ent from Tiberius,as Lieutenant, into Indea, covertly conveyed tudlth.2.cap.& 
by night into Terufalem,the vailed pictures of Cxlary which they call his Armes: 'w hich thing, 
whew day appeared,moved the Iewes not alittle... For they which were neareft unto them, at the 
fight thereof {ramped them with their feet, as if they had beene abrogated lawes. They judged 
it an hainous offence, that any carved Image fhould be erected in the city. But if thoucon- 
ferrethefe with the truth in the Gofpell,thou fhialt eafily perceive,how that not long after, 
the voice took hold ofthem which they pronounced before Pilate faying: We have no other John 19. 
king but Cafar.Moreover the fame Hiltoriographer reporteth another calamity to have eft. 
foones enfued the former, faying: e4fter this be raifed another tumult ; for their holy treafure zofeph, bell. 
which they call Corbon, was walted upon aconduit, reaching the (pace of three hundred fur= Iud.lib.rcap.2 
longs, This was the caufe of she commotion among the Iewes, and when Pilate was prefent at 
Terufalem,they came about hima,crying out unto him. But he forcfectng their tumult affigned cer- 
taine armed fouldiers, in outward fhew of apparel like unto the common people, which he min. 
gled with the multitude, commanding that no [word fhould be afed, but {uch of the multitude 
as clamoroully murmured (a figne being given from the tribunall feate) hecaufed to be beaten 
ta death with clubs, The lewes being thus foyled, many perifoed of their wounds, and many in Pilate plax 
their flight being troden under foot of their fellow citizens, died. At this lamentable flaughter the gacth the 
multitude being difconraged,was filent. Moreover Iofephus declareth innumerable more in- lewes. 
novations tohave happened at Jeru/alem, teaching how that from that time, feditions,wars, 
and often praétifes of mifchiefes inceffantly did vexe not only the city, but all Z#dea, untill 
at lengththe utter foyle (by their befieging under U2/pajaz) laid hold on them. Thus hath 
vengeance lighted upon the Jewes,for their horrible fact committed again{t Chrift.

Te isneceffary to know this alfo,how the {fame Pilate that was Prefident in the time of The death of 
Chr i under Cajus,of whofe time we made mention before, fell into fuch mifery, that Pilate. 
necellity conftrained him to ufe violence upon himfelfe, and became his own murtherer, 
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the jultice of God, as it feemeth beft unto his wifdome, not long Winking at his Wicked- ' 
ne(fle.Hereofithe Grecians are witnefles, which commit to memory im their Hiftories the 


Olympiads of times.

Claudy Anne Claudius the Emperor,fucceeded him,under whom a great famine affli@ted the

2 Cot 9. in the Aés ofthe Apoftles, the famine that fhould overfpread the world,came thus to paffe, 
Gal, 2. Luke inthe e4és fignifieth this famine to be under ( lansius {aying : that the brethren of 


the Church of Aatioch fent reliefe (every one after his ability) unto the faichfull inha= 
biting Jedea,by the hands of Paw/ and Barnabas,

nee they were both beheaded together. Then Herod,as the Holy Ghoft witnefleth, perceiving the 
Meier a: death of Izmes to have pleafed the Jewes,layed waite for Peter, whom, when he had taken, 
he caft into prifon,whofe death he had procured, had not the Angell of the Lord by divine 
apparition affitted him by night, miraculoufly loofing his fetters, and reftéring himto the 
office of preaching,

For immediatly after his privy praétiles againft the Apoffles (asit is in the Alls 
“= when he wasin Cefarea, upon an high folemne day, arrayed in agorgeons and 
princely robe,{peaking unto the people from his lofty tribunal feate,the plague of God(as 
meflenger of juftice apprehended him. And when as the whole affembly had fhouted to his 
praife,that to their hearing the voice of God and not of man proceeded from him,the Angel 
AGS Phe of the Lord(as the Scripture witnefleth {mote him,fo that he was confiimed of wormes,& 
miferably finifhed his mortall life. And that confent is worthy of memory which is found 
betweene holy Scripture in this miractlous fact, and the Hiftory of Jo/ephas,where he delis - 
vereth unto us a manifeft teftimony of the truth,to wit,in'the nineteenth booke of Iadaicall 
Lofiph. Antize Antiquities writing this miracle in thefe words: Now was the third yeare of his Lieutenant hip 
10 0.6a).7. thron chout all Iudea come to an end,when he went to (¢[area,which of old was calledthe tower of 
Straton.T here he publifoed (petacles, and ffage-playesin the honour of Czxfar, and ordained a 
Solemane feaft day for bes profperous affaires. Unto rhis feaft frequented the whole multitude of 
thofe which were chiefe in that province,and advanced to higheft promotion and dignity. The fe~ 
‘a ond day of thefe fpetlacles the king putting on a robe of filver wonderfully wrought, at the daw- 
ning of the day came tothe theatre, where his jilver robe by reflexe of the [uyne-lLeames yeelded [oe 
Lor geous a cliftering to the eye that the foining thereof feemed terrible, avd intolerable ro the ben 
bolders,F lattereps forthwith,one one thing and other an other thine, bolted out [uch fentences as 
turned in the end ro his confufion and faluring hits as god,they added theremithall,Be gratious for . 
though 


mg He enterprifes of the king againft the Apoft/es of Chrift,paffed not long unpunifhed, 
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though hitherto we have feared thee as man, yet henceforth we confelfe thee to be above mortal 
natare.T hele things the king rebuked not neither repelled this impious flattery. But when a litle 
after be looked about,he behela.an Angell hanging over his head.. The fame forthwith he {uppo- 
fed to be ameffenger of evill who before was of goodneffe. Sodainely he felt bimsfelfe pricked at the 
heart with extreame and vehement paine in hus bowels, and heavily beholding hus friends, faid: I 
which fecme ta fou a god; am now constrained to end the race of this life : fatall deftinie hath 
found fanle with you fond flatteries which of late you founded to my praife, lwhtch was faluted 
immortall,am now to be carried away, and ready to yeeld up the ghost. Tht deftinse no doubt ts to 
be borne withall which God hath decrecd.F or we have lived not miferably, but in that profperous 
eftate which w termed bleffed. When he had uttered thefe words he fickned more and more, Then 
was he carefully and circum|pettly carried wato the Palace : but the rumour was fpread abroad, 
aver all the countrey that without peradventure he would die fhortly. The multitude forthwith 
tagether with women.and children, covered with fackcloth after their country manner mate [ap- 
plication unto God for thei king fo that all founded of forrow audlamentation. The king lying 
in an high lodging, and bcholding the people proftrate apon their knees, contd not refraine 
fromteares. But after that he bad beene vexed, the face of five dates with bitter gnawing of his 
bowels he ended this life, being the fiftie and fourth ycare of his age and the feventh of his raigne. 
For the fpace of foure years he raigned under Ca jus Cefar, governing the Tetrarchie of Philip- 
pi chres yeares and the fourth yeare be governed that Tetrarchte whesh was Herods ; the other 
three yeaves he palfed under Claudius Cefar. I wonder that Jo/éphws and others doe alledge 
thofé things truely and agreeable to the divine Scriptures.. Butif any feeme to difagree a- 
mong themfelves touching the name of the king, the time it felfe, and the act done do de- 
clare him to'be the fame, {0 that either by the error of the writer, the name was changed, or 
that he had two names, as many others have had. :

All which circumftances tend to one effec, The greateft dif~ 
agreement that I (ee,zs in the mame, By perufing the Hiftories of Tofephus and Eufebius J ¢an= 
not perceive that there were more Herods, from the birth of C hrift ( which were kings of the 
ewes) unto the utter overthrow of Ier#falem,under Titus,and Vefpatian,( when as thesr kings, 
ant High-priefts were quite cut of ) then two. the firft : Herod the Idumean, who flew the in- 
faits. called al(o Herod the great. The fecond: Herod the Tetrarch called Herodes minor,who/e 
beginnings and endings the Reader may behold in the ( hrowograpbie printedin the end of this pre- 
Sent volame.Eufebius (4b.2,cap.4. alfo sn his ebronicon, and lofephws, 4 ntigu.lib.y 8.cap-I1,

Herod (being convinced together with Herodias was commanded to perpethall bauifoment and 
he appointed King of the Iewes,This Agrippa was King feven yeares foure under Cajus Caligu- 
la,and three under Claudius. ’ Of Claudius he obtained, befides bis other dominions as lofephus 
doth witne|fe ( Antig.lib.19.cap.5. the kingdome which Herod bis grandfather bad over Inden 
and Samaria,and with all the Tetrarchy of Lyfanias . His end and manner of death, Luke, Enfe- 
bius,and Tofephus have there defcribed to be verplamentable. The time very well agreeth, hes 
death to have beene in the fourth yeare of Claudius, Anso.Chrifts.46. though they asffer in the 
name, Luke only calleth him Herod,all other writers callhim Agrippa.Tet sn Jolephus( Antig. 
lib.19.chap.5.)Ifind,that this Agrippa bad to his brother one Herod. Agrippa (faith he ) begs: 
ged of Claudius for his brother Herod,the kingdome of Chatcts, Againe fofephus faith;there 
met Agrippa certaine kings, pariter & Herodes frater ejus;qui & ipfe Chalcidis habebat im- 
periuin ; and withall hus brother Herod, which allo was king of Chalcw, Lib.

Claudius wrote wate the prefident of Alexauitria.in the bebalfe of the ewes, fupplicantibus fibi.

I findmoreover 
mention made ,that this Herod furvived his brother Agrippa.lofephus writeth thus Antiqu. lib. 
20,cap.1.Herod the brother of the late deceafed Agrippa, then king of Chalczs, requelted of 
Clandiws Cafarauthority over the temple,the ordajning of Priefts,all which he obtained.e& 
little after it foloweth: Herod removed (anthara trom the High-prieft-hood,and fubftituted: 
Tofeph the fon of Camus. Moreover lofeph faith: Antig.lib.x 9.cap.7.that after the departure: 
of his brother;he confpired the death of Sylas.Thes ts all; that I find 10 have beene done by this 
Herod: Finally he died in his bed hts end being come without any manifest or knowne asfeale.To-; > 
fephus faich: Defunétus eft Herodes frater regis Agrippe majoris, o¢tavo anno Claudij 
principatus,cujus regnum, Claudius Agrippz juveni dedit.Herod the brother of king Agrippa 
the greater died the eight yeare of the raigne of Claudius, whofe kingdome Claudius affigned unto 
young Agrippa, Antiquit.ib.20,cap.§ bell. Ind.lib.t cap. 10,11, We may in no wife thinke that 
Luke erred herein he might peradventure meane this Herod, who bad ome doing in the temple, 
fome dealing among the Priefts,[ome authority over the lewes,who was carefull for them togethe? 
with hes brother Agrippa, But his end hath no affinity, with that of Luke,if we may credit lofe= 
phus,who no doubt( being a Tew then living )was moft skilful, beft feene in the lewifh affaires. 
Wherfore to reconcile this difagreement,let us call him Herod with Luke,and A srippa with Eu- 
febius and Iofephus, Nay left that we feeme contrary to our (elves, in taking contrary parts, let 
ss make them friends, and joyning their hands together, name the man Herod Agrippa, which. 
Eufebius meant.when he gathered the xmmaries of his chapters faying: os A yeinmas «0 Hed dvs 
Tas A’nesthus AadEus, how that Agrippa and Herod perfecuted the Apoftles. Eusebius alfa in the: 
latter end of the chapter, feppofeth the mame either tohave beene chan ged. by fome error of the 
writer or elle that he was Stovuccos, called aftertwonames. In as mach as hitherto in thts eur cen- 
Sure together with the other writers, we have layde downe the names of the kings which governed 
the Iewes fince the birth of Chrift: there remaineth yet one (which Eufebius Lib.2.cap.19, 
toucheth ) to be [poken of, that the Reader may find the Hiftory, laid downe in an ample, and pere 
fed manner, The amet Agrippa the younger or leffer. After Herod the Idumean the sreat 
which raigned thirty fenen yeares( foure only after the birth of Chri) (ucceeded Archelaus which 
continued king nine yeare's. The third after the birth of Chrift, was Herod the Tetrarch, who 
raignea foure and twenty yeares The fourth was Agrippa major=( touching whofe name his COnm 
troverfie arofe )whe raigned [even yeares,The fift an Athe lajt was Agrippa msinor.fan to the for~ 
mcr Agrippa,whom the Angell froke. This Neripparaigned fixe andtwenty yeares to the dew.

Indlib.5.cap.6, His laft end I findno where 
written. But tenching the kingdome,the rule, and the governement of the lemes, after the utter 
ntineandoverthrow of Iernfalem,with the confufion of the ewes: Vefpafianus wrote unto Tia 
berius\Maximus Lieutenant of Indea, that he foonld fell allthe land of the lewes,referving an= 
ya place called Ma(jada,unto certaine (ouldiers.Iofeph.bell.Iud.lib.7.cap.26.Now (gentle Reas 
der.) thon minift hereby note the wifdome and providence of God touching this wicked bro ode,that 
as Tofephus ( Antig.lid.1 8.cap. 11. )writeth:Inter centum annorum {patium,cunéta Herodis 
origo confumpta eft, within the compafe of one hundred yeares all the progeny of Herod wae 
rooted ont.

Nfo muchas Leke in the Acts,brought in Gamaliel, who (when confultation,was about 
Je repreffing of the Apoftles) faid: thatbeforethat time there arofeup one Theudas, 
‘®-which came to nought, and as many as hearkned unto him ; now therefore let us alledge 
the teftimony of Jofephus concerning him. He writeth in the place afore cited thefe words, ; 
when Fadus was Lieutenant of Indea, acertaine forcerer named Theudas, per[waded a great 
multitude to follow him unto the river Ierdan, bringing with them their whole (wbftance. For he 
reported bim/elfe to be a Prophet, and that at bis commandement the river foould devide it felfe 
parting in the midft.yeelding unto them afree paffage through, andin [o faying he feduced many. 
But Fadus (uffered not their fally to take effect for he fent ont atroope of horfemen, which appre~ 
hended them unawares,flae many,and tooke many alive : but Theudas him/elfe being taken.they 
beheaded and brought his head to Ierufalem. After this confequently Jofepkus reporteth of the 


famine, which was under Clandius,in this manner.

Of Simon Magus,and Helena a certaine witch hu yoke-fellow , a 

Frer the afcenfion of our Saviour into the heavens, the divell brought forth certaine 
men which called themfelves gods, who not only [uffered no vexation of you, but at- 


tained unto honour amougft yor, by name one Simon a Samaritan ,borwe in the village 
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GCiston who (under Claudius Cefar) by the art of divels through whows he dealt,wrought dive 
Eifh enchantments was eSteemed andcountedin your Regall citie of Rome for a god; and honou- 
red of you as a god, with a piliure betweene two bridges upon the river T ibris, having this Ro~ 
mane fuper[cription : Simoni deo fancto : Ze Simon the holy god, And in manner all the Sa- 
wmaritans,and certaine al(o of other nations do worship him acknowledging him for the chiefe god. 
end together with him one Helena, who at that time wandered to and fro with hits, which firft 
of all had her abiding in Tyrus a citie of Phoenicia at the receipt of cuftome, and was termed of 
him The principall under standing ,Thus far Iuftinus. Agreeable unto this is that of Irenaus in 
his firft booke againit Herefies, where he writeth of this man, and of his impious and dam- 
nable do¢trine,which at this prefent I thinke fuperfluous to recite: in as much as every one» 
that is difpofed, may eafily underftand the originall, the lives, the fond arguments, and the 
whole enterprifes of the grand heretickes of thefe latter times, which of purpofe are ae 
ly publifhed in the aforefaid worke of Irenaeus. This Simon we learne to have beene the firft 
author of all herefies,and they that of him hold this herefie unto this day, faining through pu- 
rity of lifethe chalt philofophie of Chriftians renowned among al men, put in ure againe the 
peftilent fuperftition of pi@tures, from the which they feemed once to be free, falling pro- 
ftrate before the pictures and carved Images of Simex and his gill Helena (mentioned be- 
fore) worfhipping them with incenfe,and facrifices,and {weete odours. They haveas yet 
certaine more deteftable myfteries, which are faid to amaze him that firft heareth the fame, 
& they have a written oracle among them, which bringeth aftonifh ment. Thefe men indeed 
are fo full of aftonifhment,extafje,and meere madneffe,that not onely they may not be come ’ 
mitted to writing, neither alfo with modefty be uttered of chaftlippes, fo much do they 
overflow in filthineffe and obfcenitie, For whatfoever may be imagined more foule then 
any filthineffe,the fame hath their damnable herefie furpafled: and indeed they delude poore 
wretched women with an heape of all kind of evils,

brought forth at that time this monfter Simon, a father and worker of ‘all fuch mif- 
chiefes,as a great adverfary unto the mighty and holy 4po/t/es, But the divine,and fu- 
perceleftiall grace fo fuccoured her Minifters, that by their prefence the kindled fame of 
Wickednefle was quenched,and all pride by them abated and humbled, which did fet it felfe 
againft the knowledge of God. Wherfore neither the ftriving of Simox neither of any other 
that then {tarted up,was able to withftand thofe Apoftolike times, Forshe brightneffe of 
truth, and the divine word,lately fhining from above, prevailing on earth and working in 
the Apoftles,vittorioufly overcame, and mightily ‘overgrew all things. But the aforefaid 
Sorcerer (having the eyes of his mind fuddenly ftricken as it were with fome divine illumi- 
hation, when he was manifeftly knowne to have malicioufl y dealt againft Peter the Apoftle 
in Inxdea) fled a long joutney by fea, fromthe Eaft unto the Wett,thinking by that flight ro 
live afterwards at his hearts cafe, And comming into the city of Rome, he was fo a, by 
that power which prevaileth in this world,that in fhort time he brought his purpofe tefach 
a paffe, that his picture was there placed with others, andhe honoured as agod. But this 
impicty did not long profper : for incontinently under the raigne of Clawdivs, the great 
Providence of the God of all things loving to mankind, guided unto Rome Peter that great 
and conftant Apoftle, chiefe ofall the’ reft for courage, againft this fo great acorrupterof 
Chriftian life,who like a valiant Captaine (fenced with the divine armour of God). tran- 
{ported from Eaft unto W eft,the precious marchandize of {pirituall brightneffe,the whole- 
fome doétrine,and light of foules, that is, the preaching of the glad tidings of the celeftiall

the minds of fuch as heard Peter,that they were not {ufhiced with once hearing, 
neither fatisfied with the unwritten doctrine that was delivered, but earneftly befought S, 
Marke (whofe Gofpell is now {pread abroad) that he would eave in writing unto them 
the doétrine which they had received by preaching ;neither ceafed they, untill they had per- 
fwaded him, and fo given an occafion of the Gofpell to be written, which is now after 
Marke.Itis reported,thatthe Apoftle underftanding of this by infpiration of the holy {pirit, 
was pleafed with the motion of thofe men,and commanded this Gofpell now. written to be 
read in the Churches. C/-mens inthe fixt of his Hypsrypofeon, reporteth this ttory. W ith him 
agreeth Papias Bifhop of Hierapolis in Afia,who {aith, that of this AZarke mention is made 
by Peter in his former Epiftle, which he compiled being at Rome, and of him the citie of 
Rome figuratively to be called Babylon, the which is fignitied when he faith: The Church 
which ws at*Babylon,eletled together with you faluteth you and Marke my {onne. 


V V Hen the heaverily word came thither, immediatly the po wer of Simon together

How that Marke firft of all others, preached unto the Ag yptians the 
knowledge of Chrift. ‘ 


the Gofpell which he wrote,and firft to haue fetled the Churches of Alexandria:and 

foa great multitude of beleevers jboth men and women at the firft meeting,was ga- 
thered together,by a certaine philofoplicall and diligent exercife,fo that Philo thought good 
to commit in writing unto us,their exercife, their conventicles, their diet, and all the other 
trade of their life.* It is reported that this Phi/o cameto Rome under Clamdizs, and had con- 
ference with Pcter,who then preached unto the Romanes. neither is itunlike, That Com- 
mentary, which we know to have beene compiled by him in his latter daies ,containeth ma- 
nife(tly the Canons hitherto conferved in the Church, Andin {o much as curioufly he hath 
defcribed unto us the lives of our religious men, it is very like that he did not only tee thofe 
Apoftolike men of his time,being by originall Hebrewes,and therefore obferved the ancient 
rites and ceremonies of the Jewes,but alfo allowed of them, as godly and honett. 


M Arke is faid firtt of all to have been fent into eZgypt,and there to have both preached

Eufebius reporteth ext of Philo,the lives the manners,the ftudies,the habitations. 
the alfensblies the judgement of the inter pretation of the Scriptures, 
of the religious men in egypt andthere abont, 
flours fring in his time. 


Irft of all this plainely appeareth,that Philo paffed not the limits of verity,in reporting 
Pree things which he wrote (either of himfelfe or from others) in that booke by 
himentituled: Of the life conten plative,or Wor fhippers, faying: That the men aid wo- 
men were called worthippers, either becaufe like cunning Phyfitians, they cured and heald 
fuch as came unto them of their malicious paffions:or els becaufe that religioufly they wor- 
fhipped the celeftiall God-head with pure and fincere worfhi».But whether he of hunfelfe 
gave them this nate for the aforefaid caufes, or whether atthe beginning they were {o cal- 
led,when as yet the name of Chriftians was not every where publifhed,t think itnot need- 
full curioufly to fift out. ¥ et firft of all this he witneffeth: That they renounced thesr (ub fiance, 
and they which profelfed Philofophy abandoned thesr owne proper goods, and fevered them= 
felues from all the care: of this life:and for {faking the cities they lived jolitarily in fields and gar- 
dens : they accounted the company of them which folowed she contrary trade of life, as #npro- 
C 2 fitable 
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fitable and hurtfull uatothem, who then lived thus (a8 it was likely) to the end, that with 

earne/t and fervent defire they might imitate them which led this propheticall life. For in 

the Adis of the Apoffles, whence no doubt this is rehearfed, it is written that all the 

Aas'4, Schollers of the: Apojtles fold their {ubftance and poffeffions, diftributing to every one 
| as neede required, fo that none wanted among them, For at many (faith the Text) ae 

had lands or hopfes, fald thems and. br inging thé price thereof layed it at the Apostles . feet, 

Philo ofthe — to this purpofe,. that feverally, every ones: want and necefliry might be-fupplied. The 
Ss ™ like doth the fame Philo teltifie, Writing this: In many places shis kinde of people liveth, 
ENE (for it behooveth aswell the Grecians as the B arbarians, to be partakers of thes abfolute good. 
nelle). but in el gypt in every Province (fo they terme them) they abound, and efpectally 

about Alexandria, From every where the beft withdrew themfelves (vs it were inte their 

wative countrey ) inte the foyle of thefe worfaippers, as amoft commodious place, adjoynmg 

to the lake of (Marie in alow valévery fit, both for the fecurity, and temperature of the ayre, 


Manfions, Afterwards defcribing jthe manner of their manfions, hee writeth thus of the Chur- 
Churches. -ches of that region: dnevery village there is a relioous houfe, which they call Semnion,

; and atMonastery, wherein they inhabiting doe celebrate the myfteries of honeft and hely 
cS. 


life, carying thither nothing, neither meate nor drinke, neither any other thin g neceffary for 
the fuftestation of the body, but the lawes andthe oracles of the Prophets, Flymnes, ana fach 
Like whereby knowledge and piety ws increafed and confummated. And alittle after" hee faith : 
Study ofholy 44 the time that us from morning to evening, 1 of them [pent in godly exercife ; for reading 
Scripture. the holy Scriptures, they meditate thereupon, handling alegorically the divine Philofophy of. 
their native countrey. And they fuppofe thofe fecret types which by figures are fignificd, to 
be made manifest by the expofition of the Scriptures. They have certaine Commenta- 
ries of atncient writers, who being ringleaders of their opinions, have left unto their 
pofterity monuments of many things allegorically handled, which they ufing as patternes, 
doe imitate the drift of their intent. Thete things feeme to have beene uttered by this 
) man, as though hee had beene an auditor. unto their expofitton of the Scriptures. “It is 
-alfo very like, that the Commentaries, which he reporteth to have beene among them, 
Were the Gofbels, and the workes of the Apoftdés, and certaine expofitions of the ancient 
‘Prophets, fuch as partly that Epijile unto the. Hebrewes, and alfo the other Epiftles» of 
Past doe containe. To bee fhort, that they newly compiled and collected Pfalmes;thus 
Plalmes and hee writeth: They contemplate not onely divine things, but they make grave canticles; and 
Hymnes. hymnes unto God in a more facred rime, of every kind of mceter and verfe, And many 
more things he declareth in thatbooke whichweehcere mention. But thof things {fee- 
med neceflarily {elected of him, which paint unto usthe fare and certaine: notes of their 
Ecclefiafticall converfation. But if any man fuppofe thefe things now fpoken of} not 
properly to appertaine unto the policieof the Gofpell, but to bee applied unto others 
befides thefe forementioned worfhippers, let him at leaftwife credit that, which out 
of his words wee will alledge, and no doubt if he judge indifferently, hee fhall finde an 
The centinen- fallible teftimony, For thus he writeth ; Firft of all, they place continencie in the mind, 
eyof the wor- % 4 certaine foundation ; next they build thereupon other vertues. Not one eateth, or dria 
thippers. keth before fiunne fer, adudoing the divine meditating of wifedome, to be a worke of light, 
Abftinence, and the curious feeding of the carkaffe, to be aworke of darkeneffe, giving unto the one the 
day, unto the other the leffer part of the night, Many thinke not upon meate, ua not iz 
whole three dayes,being ravifbed with a greater defire of knowledge then of foode, Many are 
fo delighted and examovred with the foode of wifedome, which abundantly, copioufly, and p len. 
tifully ministreth all kinde of learning, that they abftaine from meate twife aslong, and{carce 
tn ficce daies they receive their neceffary foode. Thefe words of Philo, in our Opinion, con- 
cerne (withoutall contradiction) our men. But if any man as yet ftifly gaine-fay, and 
looke to bee further perfwaded, let him credit more evident demonttrations, which 
hee fhall not finde among any others, fave onely the Chriftians, who ‘religioufly rule 
themfelves accordirig unto the Gofpell; for he faith : e-imong them of whome we peake, 
there are women to be found, whereof divers are elderly Virgins, vowing chaftitie, not by com. 
pelfion or neceffity, (asthe guwife and manner ts of holy Virgins among the Gentiles) bis 
Tocompell py agrhey voluntarily, for the zeale and defire they have to wifedome, with whofe company, 
SR tos thele women atgkainting themfelves, defpife corporal Luft, defirous not of mesrtall but img 
Scie mortall children, which {oly the amiable and godly mind of it selfe begetteth, And pila:

he fetceth forth the fame more plainly, For the iaterpretation( faith he) of the faeredScripturess 
areamong them Allegoricall and figurative.t or unto thefemen the whole Scripture feemeth like 
aliving creature. fotbat the externall hew of words, refembleth the fuperficies ofthe body, ana 
the hid fenfe or wnderfianding of the words, feeme in place of the foule, which their religion began 
ce contemplate,by the bebolding of names, asit werein aglaffe, obferving # palfing beauty with 
the bright beames of fining fentences. Whatneed we to adde unto thefe, how that they 
aflembled together, feverally men,and feverally women, and fo had their converfation:and 
what exercife they practifed among them? whichas yet are in ufe among us,and efpecially 
fuch as we have beene accuftomed to ufe in our faftings, vigils,and reading of divine Scrip- 
ture about the feltivall day of the blefled Paffions which the aforefaid author hath diligent= 
ly noted, after the fame manner as they are obferved among us,and delivered it in writing, 
bunefpecially defcribing the vigils of that great feattjand the‘exercifes therof, with hymnes, 
as the manner is among us. And how that one finging in verfe, and the reft giving diligent 
eare with filence, they all clofe inthe end,and fing with him the laft vet{e of the hymne,He 
hath written alfo, ‘how that on the forefaid daies, they lye.on pallets, tafting at all neither 
wine,neither any living creature,but their drink-was cleare water,and thei food bread with 
falt and Hyffope.He writethmoreover of their governement, Ifay.ofthem to whom the 
Ecclefiafticall Liturgies are committed, of their Deaconfhips, and of the prefidency of Bi- 
fhops,placed above all. But if any man be defirous to know thefe things exactly, let him re- 
paireunto the Hiftory of the aforefaid author. Now that Phi/o writing of thefe things, in- 
treated of the firlt preachers of the Gofpell,and the rites delivered them of the Apoftles of 
eld, itis mantfeft to every man.

The consmsendation of Philo, the catalogue of his workes, whereof many 
are notextant, 


His Pil flowed in words,he was deepe.of underftanding,highand profound in the 
contemplation of holy Scripture, he compiled .a diverfe.and. variable expofition of 
; the Scriptures, profecuting after his order and manner,as wellthe tract of the booke 
of Genes with the Allegories thereof, asthe dumme in the chapters, contained, laying 
downe the quettions incident and folutions to,the{ame, intitling his booke ; The qmcfti= 
ons and folutions throughont Genefis and Exodus... There are befides extant of his, feverall 
tracts of his Preblemes : namely, rwo.bookes of husbandry, as many of drunkenneffe, and 
certaine others, haying their proper and peculiar titles, whereof one.is:: . What the [ober 
tind prayeth or voweth ? alfo Of the confupion.of tongues, Of wandring and finding Of A fem- 
blies absut difciplive.Of that: who can be. heire of the goods of God? ox» What divifion 
can be of equals and contraries ? Of the three vertues, whereof  ALofes with others 
hath written. Moreover: Of them whole names are changed, andwhy they were changed : 
where he witnefleth himfelfe to have written againe and againe of teftaments, There is 
extant a volume ofhis, Of basifoment, and. Of the life of a perfect wife man, according unto 
righteoufncffe, Or: Of unwritten lawes. Againe: Of Gyants,oy : That the Godehead inet 
changed, Of dreames,whichaccording unto Mofes, are given-from above, five volumes. 
And this much of them which he wrote on Genefis, that came to our hands, We-have 
alfo knowne pon Exodus, five bookes of Queftions, and Of the tabernacle, and Of the tex 
commandements, and foure bookes of them which by. narnre of lawes may be referred unto the ten 
commandements. Of the (acrifices of beafts, what kinds of (acrifices there.be? of that : What 
rewards are fet forth unto the good and godly, inthe law: what pinifhments, and curfes to the 
wicked. There are found alfo certaine feverall bookes of his, as of Providence, and Of the 
ewes, of Politickes, and Of Alexander, and concerning that:T har brute beafts have reafon. 
Againe ; That he 4 a flave which ts wicked, and there followeth another booke: That he w 
free which 1s godly After thefe he wrote Of the life cantemplative, or wor hippers, whence we 
borrowed thefe things, which we alledged.concerning the. Apoftelike mens lives: The 
snterpretations of the Hebrew names inthe law.and Prophets, are attributed unto his indus 
ftry. This Philo comming to Rome in the,time of Cajus,wrote'a book of the Lmspiety of Cajus, 
‘Wittily cloaking it with the title.of vertue : which booke being ‘read before the Romane

nati i udius,was fo well thought of, that his bookes were chained in the’ 
Aas 18. Solon ys eaoes monuments. At the fathe time, when Pan/had gps com- 
afle,from Tensfalem to Iityricum,Clanains vexed the Jewes, when yl “ ah oe oh 
Anno Chrifti. Eartalne other Jewes were expulfed Rome,and came to rece Mates t ee a cir — 
es tion together with Pax/, who then confirmed the Churches whofe 8 an Pie a 
lately laid: whereof the holy Scripture in the Adts of the Apoftles, futticient y tnitructeth us,

6ib.30,00p.13- the Priefts, which Jo/ephus inthe twentieth book of Antiquities defcribeth,thus: There 
arofe diffention berweene the High-Priefts, and inferior Priefts and chiefe of the people 

at Iertfalem, Every one gathering unto bin a company of Ruffians and cutters, played the cape 

taine, they skirmilhed among themfelves, they vexed one another, they Jlinged one at another, but 

there was none to bridle thems : and the/e things freely were done in the citie, as though there had 

beene no Prefident.So impudent and paft all foame were the High-Priefts become,that they flucke 

net to fend.and take away from the barne floores,the tythes due nuto the inferior pricfts.fo that ix 

the end it fell out,that the priefts mere feene to perifh for poverty ; in {uch fart did the violence of 

thefe feditions perfons prevaile beyond allright and reafon, Againe the fame Hiftoriographer 
writeth,that at Jer#/alem, about that time there arofe a certaine multitude of theeves or 

robbers, which flue them by day that met them in the ftreetes, and fpecially on the holy 
daics,mingling themfelves with the multitude, and carrying weapons covered under their 
garments,they wounded the chiefe men, and when the wounded fell downe, they drew 

themfelves to them that were incenfed againft the theeves, and fo brought to paffe through 

rofepb.antt, the cloaking of their pranks,that they could notbe apprehended. To be briefe, he writeth 
libavcap.it. that Ionathas the High-Prieft was {laine of them firft, and daily after him many, and the 
feare to have beene greater then the calamity it felfe, becaufe that every man every houre 

looked for death, as in.warre, ae

geares,and preached the Word of God without impediment. The which being expired, fame O- Whereofreade 
eth that thee 4poftle (atter account made of his dotrine) returned unto the office of prea= the 25.Chap 
ching,aad afterwards when he came the fecond time unto the city, under the fame Empe- of this 2,Book, 
ror,to have beene crowned with martyrdome, When he lay in prifon he wrote the latter 
Epifile unto Timothie, inftructing him both of the account of doctrine that he made in his 
former ciptivity, and alfo of his death approaching nigh, Take hereof his owne teftimony, 
for thus he writeth: At my former appearance none affifted me.for all for{ook_me,I pray God thar > Tim,a, 
it be not laid to their charge. But the Lord affifted me,andjireng:hened me,that by me the prea 
ching foould be accomplifhed,and that all nations might heare. And was delivered ont of the Ly- 
ens mouth By thefe words he plainely fheweth that he was before delivered out of the Ly. 
ons mouth (meaning as it appeareth Nero.becaufe of his cruelty) that the preaching might. 
be fupplied by him. For he forefeeing in the {pirit that his death drew nigh,immediatly faith: 
Thave beene delivered out of the Lions mouth, And againe, the Lord will deliver me frome every 
evill worke, and andreferve me unto his heavenly kingdom : noting.his martyrdome to draw 
nigh,the which more evidently he forefheweth inthe fame' Epittle, faying: For Jams now 
ready to be offcred.and the time of my wy-ciffolving 1 at hand, In the fame latter Epiftle to 7i= 
mothy he declared Lek alone to be with him, but inhis former appearance and pleading, 
not one,no not Like to be with him,Wherefore itis plaine that: Leke wrote the Ads of the 
Apeft/es unto that time, knitting up his Hiftory with his abfence from Paw/, ‘Thefe things 
have we fpokento this end, that we may warrant the martyrdome of Paul not to have 
beene confummated when Lwke finifhed his Hiftory that is, when Pas#/came to Rome, It 
is very like thet the apologie of Paz for his do&trine, might have beene at the beginning 
fooner aecepted, when Nero was fomewhat milder in affection and dealing : but after thar 
he fell unto {uch outragious wiifullneffe,he was quicke with others for the dpo/tles fake,

ra up xg ghoft.And AL gefippus who immediatly fucceeded the Apoffles, repeateth 


the circumftance hereof exquifitely in his Gft booke, after this manner ; James the brother of * 


Chrift tooke in hand the government of the Church after the eApoftles, termed ajuft and perfect 
man of all men from the time of our Saviour unto us, For many other were called Lames befide . 
hins but this man was bely from his mothers wembe. He drankg neither wine, nor firong drinke, 
neither cate any creature wherein there was life.He Wis neither Soaven neither annotsted,netther® 
did he ule bath, Unto him alone was it lawfull to enter into the holy places 5 he nfed no woller 
vefrure,but wore a Sindone,and alone frequented be the temple, (0 that he was found proftrate on 
his knees praying for the fins of the people. His knees were after ihe guife of a camels knee ,bentm- 
wed and bereft of the fenfe of feeling by reafon of his continuall kneeling in (upplication to God, 
and petition for the people. For the excellency of his righteoufnelfe he was called Iutt, ad Oblias, 
which founde! by interpretation the bulwarke or defence of the people ia righteouf neffe,as prophea: 
cies do go of him when divers asked bim touching the herefies among the people, whereof we WEI 
tione | before, Which was the gate or doore of Ie(u,he anfwered : the fame to be the Saviour 5 by 
whofe meanes they beleeved lefusto be Chrift.. But the aforefaid herefies acknowleage neither. 
the refurretlion nor the comming of any judge, which fhall reward to every one according to hus 
workes.For as many as heleeved, they beleeved by meanes of lames, Whew many of the Princes. 
were perfwaded,there arofe atumult of the lewes,Scribes and Pharifees, faying: It w very dane 
gerous If? the whole people looke after this lelirs, as though he were Chrift : and being gathered 
together, they [aid to lames: We pray thee ftay thes people,for they erre in lefu,a though he were 


true Chrift.We pray thee per(wade this people,which frequent to the feaft of the Paffeover concer». 


ning Ielu,for vve all obey thee; yea vue,and all the people,teftific of thee, that thou art juft, and 
refpetteft not the perfon ef any man, per{wade therefore this mulritude, that they erre not in lefus, 
for the vvbhole multitude and vve,obey.thee: Stand therefore upon the pinnacle of the temple,that 
thou maift be feene aloft,and that thy word may be heard plainely of all the people; for becaufe of 
this Palfeover all the tribes are met bere together with the Gentiles, The aforefaid Scribes and 
Pharifees placed lames upon the pinnacle of the temple, and fhoutead unto him, and faid: Thou 
j#5E man, as vubofe commandement-uve all are here, in fo much as this people ts feduced after Ic- 
fus,vvhovvas crucified, declare unto us, vvbhich ts the doore or way of Ielus erscified ? And he 
anfwered vvith a loud voice ¥Whyuske ye me of Lefus,the Sonne of man.when as be fitteth at the 
right hand of the great power in heaven, and fra come inthe clouds of the aire ? When as be had 
per[waded many.fo that they glorified Goal at the reftimony of lames,and (aid: Hofanna ia the 
higheft to the fonne of David: then the § cribes, and Pharifees (aid among thenafelucs, We have 


done very ill,ix canfing [uch ateflimony of Telu tobe brought forth, But let us climeup andtake 


him,to the end the people being firicken with feare may renounce his faith. eAnd they foouted aya 
ing ,0,0,and the juft alfo is feduced,and they fullfilled the Scripture ,vuhich faith in Elay: Let us 
remove the juft,for he 1s a ftumbling blocke unto us. Wherefore shey Jhall gnaw the buds of their 
own works. They climed up, and threw Luftus downe hea tlong faying : let us ffone lames Iuttus; 
Aud they began to throw ftones at bint, for after hes fall he was not fully dead, but remembring 
hinfelfe fell on his knees faying:1 befeech thee Lord God,and Father forgive them, for they wote 
not what they do, And as they were a ftoning of him,one of the Pricfts,the fon of Rechab, the fon 
of Charabitn( whofe teftimony ts in leremy the Prophet ) cried out: Ceafe What do you? this jut 
man prayeth for you, Andone of chem that were prefent , taking a fullers club (with which they 
pounce and purge cheir clothes ) froke Iuttus on the head. and brained him, and (0 he [uffered mar~ 
tyrdome,whom they buried in that place. Hus pillar or pitture as yer remaineth hard by rhe tem= 
ple, graven thus: This man was atrue witnelfe both tothe Iewes and Gentiles, that Lelus was 
Chrift. Ana Velpafianus immediatly having overrun Indeafubdued the Jewes, Thefethings 
atlarge recorded by «4 ¢efippus, are corre{pondent to thofe which Clemens wrote. This 
Tames was {o famous and renouned among all men for his righteoufnefle, that the wife 
among the /ewes imputed the caufe of this fodaine befieging of Jerufalem after his martyr- 
dome (whichno doubt therefore hapned ynto them) to be for the prefumptuous offence 


pra-tifed againft him, Jofephws (ticked not to teftifiethe fame,in thefe words: Theferhings ©

Hf,| Dsfciples of our Saviour were difperfed throughout the world:7homas(as 
4 by tradition we receive)chofe Parthia: Andrew,Scythia; Iobn, Afia: where 
he made his abode,and died at Ephe/us, Peter is reported to have preached 
aN, tothe difperfed Jewes throughout Pontus Galatia, Bithynia,Cappadocia,and 
— Afiawho about his latter time,tarying at Rome ,was crucified with his head 
downwards,which kind of death he himfelfe defired. What fhall I fay of Paw/, which from 
Terufalem to Ilyricum filled all places with the Gofpell of Chrift,and at the laft fuffered mar- 
tyrdome at Rome under Nero ? Thefe things are manife(tly, and word by word declared by 
Origen,in the third tome of his Commentaries upon Gene/is.

Inus fir(t,after the martyrdome of Perer and Paw/, was chofen Bifhop of Rome. Paulin 
the end of his Epiftle whichhe wrote unto Timothy from Rome, in the falutation,ma- 
keth mention ofhim,faying: Eubilus faluteth thee,and Pudens, and Linus, axa Claudia.

a8 He Epiftle of Peter whichis called the firft, hath beene received without controver- 
fie. The elders of old without any doubting, have alledged this in their works:but the 
latter Epiftle we have learned not to beallowed. And yet becaufe it {eemed profita- 
ble,it was read of many amongft the reft of the Scriptures: but the 4s which are called 
Peters and the Gofpell under his name.and the preaching of bs publifhed under his name,with 
the Revelation termed his, are no where received as Canonicall Scripture neither hath any 
ancient or late writer alledged teltimonies out of them. But in the procefle of our Hiftory, 
We thought good to fignifie,together with the diligent annotations of fucceffions: what Ec- 
elefiafticall writers have flourifhed at feverall times : and what contrary allegations they 
ufed: and what writings they lawfully received: and what they rejected. But of the wri- 
tings attributed to Peter (whereof we acknowledge one Epiftle lawfully received, and ne- 
ver doubted of among the ancient Fathers )thus much fhall futhice, Fourteene Epiftles of Paul 
are manifeft and well knowne. But how that divers rejected the Epiftle which is unto the 
Hebrews alledging the contradittion of the Church of Rowe,that it was not Pa#/s,I think it 
requifite for to know : and what our Predeceffors hereof have thought, I will lay downe 
when occafion ferveth. The 4és which go under the name of Pas/,were never taken as un- 
doubted for his. And becaufe the fame Apoft/e in his Epiltle unto the Romanes {aluteth cer- 
taine, and amongft other Hermes, therefore appoint they the booke called Pa/fer to be his, 
whichhath beene gainefaid of many,therfore not to be numbred among thofe books which 
are for certaine.Others thought this booke very neceflary, efpecially unto them that have 
need of an elementall introduétion,but we haue knowne it to have beene publikely read in 
the Church,and alledged of many antient writers in their works. Let thus much be {fpoken 
of the holy Scriptures,as well of the generally received,as of the doubtfully ‘acct 
HAP.

Of the great famine that fell among the Iewes and their 
‘miferable eftate. 
Or the rich men to abide in the Citie( faith Iofephus was nothing but death. And suder pres 2o/epbus be! 

tence of their traiterows flight unto the enemy, they were laine for their fubpiance.T he madm tuddii.0.cop 

a. nelle of thefe feditious men inc eafed together with the famine, and both mifchiefes daily Ils 
dh a double fire waxeabot,' Food was no where openly. to be found: they rufhed into the hou- 
fes,and nsade fearch : if they found any, they beate them which denied it : if they found none, they 
tormented them as though they had with diligence hid it fromthem., The carkafes of the paore 
wretches declared whether they had foode or no. They which were of ftrong bodies fecmed to 
have abundance of meate, but {uch as pined away, were overskipped, for it was judged an abfard 
thing to (lay them which were ready to die for want of viltuals. ‘Many exchanged privily thesr 


wealth, the richer fort for aysca(ure of wheate, the poorer fort for ameafure of barley s then 

they hiding themfelves in the inner and feeret corners of their houfes, fome for mecre poverty, 

chewed the graines of rawe wheate, fome other fodde it, as neceffitie and feare conftrained 

them. There was no where any table covered. The meateas yetraw, was [natched from the 

coales. The meate was miferable,the fight lamentable ; the mightier fort abounded, the weaker 

Sort lamented, Famine exceedeth any dolefull paffion F or nothing fa yleth in this cafe fo much as 
Seamefaftnes;the thing otherwife reverenced is bere quite contemned; wives from their husbands, 

childven from their parents, and that which was moft miferable, the mothers (natched the meate 

from their infants mouthes, and when their deareft friends pined away in their armes, they pitied 

thems not (o much, as to give them one droppe of drinke to fave their lives. Neither yet efcaped The cruelty of 
they thus miferably feeding. For on every fide they were befet with feditious perfons, greedily {editious per 
bent upon their-[poile ; where they efpied any doore fhut. they conjectured ftraight, that there was fons together 
wmcate in preparing,and forthwith rufbing in, with the breaking open of the doores they violently with PARE 
tooke the bread even out of their mouthes. The old men were bu feted, if that eagerly they ende- i Mae : 
Vored to retaine their vittuals:the women were drawne by the hatre of the head,if they hid onght, 
of shat they had in their hands, No compaffion was had of the hoare headed, or of the tender [ackz 
lings.But the infants together with their nourifbment, whereat they hong and held fast,were lif~ 
bed tp and throwne downe to be erufhed againft the pavement, Towards them which to prea 
vent their affauls, did cate their meate aforehand (which was prejudicial to their ravening, ) 
they ufed more cruelty, as if they had beene injuredby them. They invented craell kindes of tor 
wsent for the fearching out of vittwals. They ftopped unto releeaee men the paljage of their 


priny 
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priny members with the graincs of the herbe Orobus : and pricked their fundaments with 

fharpe twigs : fothat horrible things to be beard of, were exercifed andfuffered, for to extort 

the confeffion of one loafe of bread, and knowledge of one handfull of meale: but the tormena 

rors themfelves tafted not of hunger, (that wever leffe cruell which us of necelfity, ) bur thus 

praétifing their rage, made provifion againft the dates following : and meeting them which ix 

the night feafoncrept out as farre asthe Romane watch, to gather pot-berbs and greene graffe, 
now being e[caped the enemy, them they fpoiled, And when as they had often made (upplicatt= 
on, and called the dreadfull name of God tohelpe, that at least wife they might bave feme por : 

tion of that which they had gotten with danger, nothing was granted; fo that at length st 

rofeph.bell.  feemsd gratefull unto thems that were (poyled, that they perifoed not with thesr vitiwals. Vnto 
“udlib.6cap. thefethings Jofephus addeth faying: All hope of fafety was denied the Tewes, together 
14, with ther pafjage excluded, and the famine increafing throughout their houfes ana fami~ 
lies, devouredthe people. The houfes were full of carkafes of women and children, and the 
crof[e-waies replenifhed with the carkafes of old men, Children ani young men wandering 
cameto the warket place like images, and every one fell downe where the fit tooke him, 
The weake were not able to burie their kinsfolkes, and therefore waxed faint b ry reafon of the 
multitude of dead men. And becanfe that every one doubted of hisowne life, many felt downe 
dead upon the carkafes that they buried, Many feeing no way but one, went and laid thems downe 
upon the beeres,to welcome death, Neither was there lamentation or weeping in thefe calami-= 
ties, for famine fupprefjed every ones paffion. They which were very loth to die, bebeld 
with drie cheekes the death of thofe which haftened out of this life unto ref?. The city was 
in dcepe filence, the night full of death, andtheeves more intollerablethen all thefe maiferies, 
They digged up houfes and tombes: they fpoyledthe dead: they tooke off the winding fheetes 
or coverings of the deadcarkafes : in amockage they tried the fharpneffe of their (words “pox 
the dead bodies. They launced certaine of them which lay along, and yet alive, for he 
trial of their fpeares. Such as prayed them to exercife their might and cruelty upon pets 
being weary of their lives, them they contersptuoufly referved for famine, Every one yeelding 
up the ghoft, beheld the Temple with immoveable and fteady countenance, forvowing that he 
left there behind editions perfons alive. They which firft by commandement received reward 
out of the pablike treafurie to bury the dead by reafon of the intolerable ftinch and great 
Titusforrow- ¥e[fe of the multitude, threw thems into a great trenchor pit. When Titus paffing by, (aw 
edat the mi- thetrench filled, and the notfomse putrefattion diftilling and ifluing out of the dead carkajes, 
ferable ight of ayd running downe the finkes, he fighed, and fivetched forth hus hands, and called God to wite 
ae Tens that nefje, that he was not the caufe of this calamity. Againe after a few lines hee addeth, 
Zofephus with faying: I cannot refraine my felfe, but that I breake out, and fignifie my gricfe: If the Ro- 
griefe uttered Manes were flacke in overcomming wicked perfons, I thinke verily that the city would either 
thefe words. fiwke at the gaping of the earth, or be drowned with adeluge: or after the manner of Sodome, 
Bell.a2udlib.€e be overthrowne with fire, It brought forth a brood farre more pernicious, then they are 
ribo ee i that fuffer this: and for their impiety all this people walloweth in deftruftion. And in the fe- 
sige ber + venth Booke he writeth thus, of them which perifhed by famine : The multitude was in- 
finite, the afflictions which did fall onthem cannot be uttered. In every hole, where there ape 

peared but afoadow or fhew of meate there was variance, fo that the deareft friends flrove 

among themfelves, one filly foule depriving another of his daily fustenance ana provifion, And 

left the dying fhould be thought to want, the theevesfearched them that were ready to die, lest 

peradventure any had hid meate in his bofime, and therefore feigned himfelfe to die, They which 

greedily gaped by rea{on of their want, wandeved andtrotted like mad dogges, faling upon deores 

like mad men, rufbing into the fame houfestwife andthrifein an houre, as men bereft of their 

wits. Neceffity made all meate that came to the mouth, enduring thofe things which were 

not fit, no not for the uncleaneft brute beats, At length they abftained not from girdles 

and fhoocs ; they eate the leatherne skinnes thas covered their targets. (Many eate chope 
hay, or minced graffe that was withered, other fome gathered fwept and {craped duft, and doung, 

felling the left meafure thereof for foure pence. But why fhonld I rehearfe, how famine [pa~ 

reth not things without life, unleffe withall I declare this worke of her, whofe like was ne- 

ver reported to have beene done among the Gentiles nor Barbarians horrible to be [poken of but 

Zolephlib.7. treme 10 the hearer I for mine own part would gladly palfe over this calamity with filence, left I 
cap.8. Sao nlAf Ceme to lay forth monftrons lees tnto the world, unlelfe I had infinite witnelfes in this be. 
balfe. For otherwife I fhouldrecempence my countrey with cold thanke, if Tfyould conceale the 
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rehearfall of fuch things as they (marted for. A certaine waman which dwelr beyond Iohdan 
called Maric,the dawghter of Eleazar of the village Barthezxor, which fi gnifieth Hy ff opesof wood 
kindved and great wealth, fled with thereft of the multitude anto Ierufalem, and there was be- 
freged. Where part of her fubftance, whish foe had procured anto her out of the region beyond 
Yordan, and canfed to be caried into the citie, thet tyrants tooke away: the yeft that was left for 
provifion of foots, the catchpoles rajhing in daily, (natched away, eA certaine gricvous indig. 
nation invaded this ily worsan, fo thar oftentimes foe provoked againft her feife (by railing 
and feoldine ) the eruell raveners, But when aa none of thems either moved with pittie,or pro- 
voked with anger, flue ber, and fhe laboured about feeking villuals and could no longer finde 
4ny, and famune had extred into ber bowels andinward parts,fuvious motions more then famine, 
inflamed ber mind fo, that fhe being ted with the heate of anger, and pinching or pining mecvefft- 
ty, offered violence unto nature. For taking her fonne inher armses, which was alucking, fhe (aid: 
O wretched infant for whom hall lreferve thee in thefe warres, in this famine, in this fediti- 
ous confpiracy ? Among the Romanes, if fo be that we foal live nnder them, there fhall be bon- 

dage: this bondage hath famine foregone: thefe feditious perfons do afflict us more grievoufly 
then both, Goto, be thon meate unto me: afury untothefe feditions men: afable unto the 
world: which yet alone hast not felt the Iemifh calamities. And immediatly with thefe words, 

he fle her child, and boiled him: being boiled, fhe eate halfe, the reft fhe faved, andhid fe- 
eretly, Anon the feditous company came in, ftamping and flaring, threatning prefent death 
unto her untelfe with [peede foe bring forth what meate fhe had prepared, She dnfwered, that 
She referved the better portion for them, bringing forth and foewing withall the remainder of 
ber little child. A fodaine horror and extafie of mind fo tooke chem, that they were aftonied 

at the fight thereof. But fhe fatd : This 1 my naturall fonne, and this ts the worke of mine owne 

hands: Eate.for Ihave eaten: be not you more tender then awomax, or proner to compaffion 
then a mother If you are fo godly, and miflike this my facrifice: I truly have eaten in your name, 

dud that which remaineth Ireferve for my felfe. Which when fue had faid, they all trembled 
at this horrible fatt,and (carce leaving ths meate for the mother they departed with great feare, 

In awhile after, this hainous offence was braced over the whole city, fothat every mas behol- 
ang before his eyes this affliction, was no leffe moved, then if the fatt bad beene committed againft 

himfelfe. But they that were preffed with famine,defired death earnestly aed happy were they ac- 

counted whom death (0 prevented,that they neither heard nor faw the great mifery that happened. 

Such were the rewards of iniquity, and impiety committed by the Jewes againft Chrift ard 
God. But it is requifite to add the true prophefie of our Saviour, declaring thefe things after 
this manner to be accomplifhed,

Oe be tothem which are with child and give fucke inthofe dayes, (faith ( brist) 

\ ) V but pray that your flight be neither in winter, nor on the Sabbath day, for then thal 
be great tribulation, [uch as was not froms the beginning of the world wate this 

tinge, neither foall be. When the Hiftoriographer had collected the number of them that peri- 
fhed by {word,and famine, he reporteth that it amounted to * 4 hundred and ten Myriads. 
Befides the feditious and theevifh raveners, betrayed one by another; and flaine after the 
winning of the citysand yong men high of ftature & comelines of body;that were referved 
fortheir exercife in triumph;of the reft of the multitude,as many as paffed the age of feven- 
teene yeares old, fome were fent bound to drudgery in eASgypr, others were fent into the 
Provinces, that being brought on their theaters; they might perifh either by {word or by 
wild beafts, Such as were under féventeche yeares old, were brought unto captivity, 
and fold ; the number of thefehee reporteth to have amounted temine Afyriads.\ Thete 
things happened after this mannef, in the fecond yeare of the raigne of Kepafan, * truely 
according unto the forefhewed prophefie of our Lord and:Saviour .[efus Chritt, ‘which by 
his divine power, as if theyhad beene then prefent, he forefaw,and-with the thedding of 
teares,as the holy Evangelilts teftific, hebewailed ». who alledge thefé his words then Mi 
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red to Terufalem : If thou hadft knowne (faith he)thofe things which belong unto thy peace,even 
Luke 19. at this day, thon wouldeft takeheede. But now are they hid from thine eyes, for the dayes fuall 
Luke 24. come upon thee, that thine enemies alfo foall caft a banke about theeand compalfe thee ronnd.and 
heepe thee in with vexations onevery fide.and make thee even with the ground, and thy children 
-alfo. Then faith he of the people : There foall be great trouble in the land, and wrath over all 
this people, and they fall fall through the edge of the [word, and. Soall be led away captive unto all 
nations and Iernfalem fhall be troden downe of the Gentiles, untill the time of the Gentiles be 
fulfilied. If any will conferre the words of C brift with the reft of thofe things that the Hie 
ftoriographer hath written concerning the whole waires, how can he but fall into admira- 
tion,and confeffe, that the prophefie and prefcience of our Saviour was wonderfull, and 
paffing naturall reafon ? Of thofe things which after the Paffion of our Saviour, (and their 
Luke 23. crying, when the whole multitude of the Jewes craved a theefe and a murtherer to be deli- 
vered) happened unto this whole nation, I thinke it not neceflary to intreate, But this is 
needfall to be noted, which commendeth the goodnefle of the providence of God,in defer- 
ring their deftruction,for the {pace of forty yeares after their prefumptuous rafhnes againft 
Chriftsin the which yeares, many of the Apoftles and Difciples, (James by name,their firft 
Bifhop,called the brother.of the Lord)as yet alive and abiding ‘in the city of Jer#/alem,have 
endured and continued as a moft {ure fortreffe for that place, God winking all that while, if 
peradventure they would repent,to the end they might be pardoned,and faved. And befides 
fo notable patience,how wonderfull fignes from above were exhibited,to happen upon the 
impenitent, which of the aforefaid Hiftoriographer are fer forth to perpetuall memory, and. 
are now tobe delivered of us unto the Readershands, I will therefore propofe what he:

He 
on the contrary (aying not a word for bim/elfe, ceafled-not to ery [everally unto theng that were 
prefent, the fame fong. The Magiftrates fappofing him to be poffelfed of a fanatical [pirit. as it 
was indeed, brought him ustothe Romane prefident, where he was f{courged, from top to toe fothat 
the bare bones might be feene, yet never intreated he for himfelfe, nor fhed a teare,bur at much as 
in him layslifted his voice anto lamentation,founding at every ftripe, Woe, woe, nnto Llerufalew. 
Another thing yet more ftrange the fame Hiftoriographer writeth, that acertaine Oracle 
was found inthe holy Scriptures,containing in it this fence:that there fhould one rife ont of 
their own region,which fhould rule the world, which lofephus underftandethto have beene 
inant by Ve/pafian > yet ruled he not the whole world but the Romane Empire, This Oracle 
may better be referred unto Chri? unto whom it was faid of the Father: Aske of me,and [ 
wih give thee the Gentiles for thine inheritance, and the ends of the earth for thy poffeifion, the 


found of whofe Apoff les went at the very fanse time throughout the earth, andtherr words ro the 
ends of the world, 


The Tranflator unto the Reader,*ouching the infinite number of lewes which 
perifhed in all the warres, betweene the Romanes and the 
lewes,diligently gathered out of Jofephus, 


Think it nor amit gentle Reader +o note here unto thee the infinite number of the Fewes which 
perifeed fren the beginning of the wars betweene the Romanes andthe Tewrs, that ts from the 
2t.yeare of Nero,and the 2.0f rhe Leutenant {rip of Florus, Anno Chriftt 68.00 of lofephus 
Tew, which was prefent in the wars) unto the overthrow of lerufalems, andthe burning of the 
Lensple by Vitus,the which Eulebius, in thefe former chapters bath partly mentioned, and partly 
emitted.T o the endwe may behold either the long-fuffering and goodneffe of God, for the amend 
ment of ovr lives by repentance, which winked [o Long at the wickednelfe of the/ée Iewes to provoke 
us: orels the ire, wrath, and heavie hand of God, ober imapenitent perfons,to tervifie us to feare 
his name, and tremble at his plagues. The land of Sodom: for their abhominabl jin was overs 
throwne with fire and brim Stone from heaven. The Lord him(elfe (aid : (Gen. 18.) That their fin 
Was exceeding stievous, Abraham pleading wsth the Angell of God (which came toceffroy 
them ) for pardon, conld not find tenjuft perfons, no pot in five cities : if they could have beene 
found all the reft had beene pardoned for their Jakes. } ofephus writeth of Sodowme thus. (b2ll Ind. 
4ib.5 6ap.5.) Ferra Sodomitica olimtam fractibus, quam fubftantia civiratum fortunata, 
nunc autem omnis exutta, atque habitatorum impietate, :filminibus confiagrafle _me- 
moratur, Deniqueadhuc in ea Divinireliquias ignis & oppidorum quinque vi- 
dere licet imagines,& renafcentes in fructibus cineres, qui colore quidem fant edalions ji- 
Miles, carpentrum vero manibus in fumum diffolvantar,& cinerem, The Land of Sodome' is 
kunowne of old to have beene fortunate both for freit and wealth of cittes but now to Lye all pare 
ched,and to bave bene burnt with lightnings, for the fin of theinbabitacts. Tobe fhort, as yet a 
man may there feercliques of the fire which God (ent, andtokens of the five citie’, and afhe} to 
{pring againe and grow inthe fruit, which in colour are hke unto the eatcable fruit, but bein 
plucked dovne in thehand of the gatherer, they are diffolved into fmoake ant ales. The ten 
Plaghes of A.gypt were very srievous, yet was the heart of Pharaoh and of the «A: gyptians (o 
hardwed, that they could not repent, fo that in feed ofthe falt teares of repentance, which 
Should have trickled downe their cheekes, tothe wafhing away of their fins,the tedfea was faine 
to open and to wipe away (uch monfters from of the face of the earth. God overthrew infinite na= 
tions; before the face of his ewne people (I meane the Tewes) to make a wayfor them into the 
hand of promife: yet forgot they all his goodnelfe, and benefits beffowed apon them, How fhane- 
full a thing w it for the fon to difobey hes father, for the'fervant todtthonour bis Lord ant mafter, 
for the pati-nt to caft off the phyfition, for the chofen people to forfake their prop-r and peculiar 
God ? This havethe lewes done, wherefore behold what happened anto them Tofephus writeth 
(bel Ind libsr.cap.13.) that in the 4 2.geare of the raigne of Neto, the +7 yeare of the raigne of 
King Agrippa;ia the mineth of ALay,and the 2. yeare of the Lieutenant hip of Florus, the lewes 
began torebel and to take armour acainft the Romanes rejetting the folemnity donein the temple 
bo the honour of Cxfar. The chiefe caufe that movedthem thereunto wih the craelty of Florus, 
Wherefore this Florus sto give the Tewes a tafte of hts authority for difpleature contcived against 
Some which reviled him, canfed fuch a flanghter at Iernfalem, that the number of the flatue : 
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to (xe hundred and thirty perfons, Tefephus ‘bello Iudaico, lib.2.cap.t4. eAgaine 
shrough wile sand deceit,this Florus raifed a great commotion at Ierufalem, to the flaughter of 
many. CAP. i4.The inhabitants of Cefarea fiue in one day all the Tewes which dwelled shere,above 
twenty thoufand in number ; all that fled Florus took. and imprifoned. The Iewes feeing thes; 
thought to revenge themfelves upon the Syrians, in which skirmifh there were flaine thirteene 
thoufand Iewes,and.all their [ubftance taken for [poyle beh. Iud, lib.2,cap.19- Other countreys 
in like fort (et upon the Iewes The Afcalonites flue two thou(and.The inhabitants alfo of Ptoles 
mais deftroyed tWO thoufand. The Tyrians imprifoned a great many and flue very many, The 
P ippinai and Gadarits fet packing the fouteft of them and watched the reft very narrowly. ars 
the Precurator of King Agrippa,flae feventy of the nobleft and fageft Tewes being [ent a Le- 
gates unto him lib.2.cap.20 The people of Alexandria flue fitty thoufand Iewes,cap.21.Ceftius 
vathered an hoaft,went into Indaa,he burned Zabulon,be took Ioppa,he deftroyed eight thoufand 
‘and forty perfons,cap.22, Cafsnnius Gallus,everranneth Galilee,be deftroyed in A {amon two 
thoufand,cap.2 3.7 be inhabitats of D amafcus deftroyed ten thonfand Iewes, which dwelt among 
them, lib.2.cap.25. T he Romane fouldiers under Antonius their captainc, took Afealon, and 
de/troyed ten thoufand Iewes : immediatly at another skirmifh in the fame place above cight 
choalaee hell.[nd.lib.3 cap.t.Vefpafian « fent from Nero into Indaa,he invadeth Galilee he 
taketh Gadara,be burneth the city and the villages round about, [sb,3.cap.5,6.T: he city Aphaca 
was taken by Titus, The five and twentieth day of Inne there were flaine fifteene thoufand 
Tewes,and two thonfand,a hundred,and thirty perfons taken captives.lib,3 .cap.11.Welpafi- 
antooke Samaria the .7.day of Iune,and flve eleven thoufand, and fixe hundred./46,3.cap.12. 
Vefpafian took Iotapata, fet al the caftles on fire, the thirteenth yeare of Nero, the furft of the 
Calends of Inly,be flue forty thoufand, he rooke athoufand and two hundred capteves./#b.3. 
€4p.13. Vefpafian tooke Toppa the fecond tinge.I he Iewes [eeing no way but one, flue themfelves, - 
and fell headlong into the fea, (0 that the (ea was imbrued with blood: the number of dead bedies 
which the fea threw up were foure thoufand.and.two hundred, The reft otherwsfe flaine there 
remained, not one to bring tidings thereof unto Ierufalem. lib.3.cap.15. Vetpafian befieged 
the Taricheans he flue in their city fixe thoufand and five hundred,he tooke many alive, whereof 
he commandeth athoufand andtwo hundred of the nobleft and elder fort of them to be flaine,be 
fent fix thoufand of the /uffter to Nero unto Iftmon.He fold thirty thoufand and foure hundred, 
perfons,befides thofe which he gave to K ing Agrippa : ths was done the fixt of the Ides of Sepa 
tember. Iofeph.bell.Ind,hib.3.cap.19. The city of Gamalabegan to rebel the one and twentieth 
of September, the city was taken the three and twentieth of Oétober, there were flaine therein 
foure thonfand : befide the fe, there was found other five thoufand, which had cast them/elves 
headlong,and broke their necks,not one of the whole citie left alive, but only twe women l1b.4., 
cap.3.Titus tooke the citie Gafcala, the inhabitants fled toward Ierufalem they were overtaken, 
two thoufand flaine,a/ three thoufand taken captives. And thus was all Galilee overrun, ané 
now to Indea.lib.4.cap.4. In Ierufalems there was {uch afedition and confpiracy among them-= 
felves, (which opened agap for the enemy tocome upon them ) that even inthe firSt bickering, 
there were found dead cight thoufand and five hundred Iewes, ib.4.cap.7 eA gaine the fediti- 
ous perfons among them called Zelota, by the helpe of the Idumaans, flue twelve thoufaud of the 
chiefe of the Ieweselib.5.cap.t .Vefpafian took Gadara and fixe thirty thoufand.Befides the/e the 
number was infinite that drowned themfelves: the anmber of the captives came to two thoufand 
and two hundred, 46.5 .cap.3. Vefpafian tooke Gerafion,and flue a thoufand young men, which 
had not fled, lib.5 cap.6. V efpafian now at length, after the death of Nero, Galba; Otho, and 
Vitellius the Emperor, 14 chofen Emperor,and goeth to Rome be committeth the warres in Indea 
to his fonne Titus, lib.s cap.ult. The mifery of the lewes in lerufalem waxed fo great.that the 
Sedition afiretime but one,was now become threefold,every one baving their captaine. Titus tayeth 
frege to the citie Lofeph beh. Ind.lib.6.cap.1 2.T heir eftate was miferable,the famine lamentable, 
the flaughter out of all meafure.Such as came out of the city were hanged on gibbets: [uch as fled 
away were taken: of the fugitives two thoufand had their bowels ript, to fee whether they had 
Swallewed up any gol /.lib.6.cap.15. Report came to Titus, that from the 1a, of Aprill untill the 
14.0f Inne,there were brought out at one gate of the city, fitteene thoufand one hundred and 
fourefcore Lewes, which died of famine, bell Iud.lib,.6.cap-ult. The temple w fet on fire, the 
PF fe[ts the » omen,and children, with other people which hid them/elves in vaults, in vas, and 
tm corners of the temple, which alfo were burnt to afhes,camse to {ixthoufand.lib.7 cap.1 1. Titus 
Boeke the city ; the foulddiers kided wusill they were weary. Titus commsanded all that were

armour to be flaine.Such as were old,weake,and feeble,the fouldiers difpatched. The yong lustre, 

and profitable, they flonet vp in a certaine place of the Temple for further confideration, Many 
were fold for a {mall price:there were many to be fold,but few to buy, All the theeves, robbers,and 
feditious perfons within the city he commanded forthwith to be difpatched. The chofen yong men 
of goodly bodies and tall ftature,he referved for trinmph.Seventeene thoufand of elderly yeares he 

fent boundsoxALgypt for flavery and drudgery. Many others throughout the provinces he allotted 
for fpectacles and teeth of wild beafts..As many as were under fixteene yeares of age were fold. Of 
‘fach as were faut up in the Temple for further confideration, during the time of this deliberation 
and difpofed order.there died twelve thoufand of famine, Iofeph bell. Ind.lib.7 cap.1 5,16, The 
number of the captives during the time of the warres,amountedto fouref{core and feventeene 
thoufand; The number of all that died during the fiegeawitbin Lerufalem, came to ten hundred 
thoufand, No marvel at all that the city could consprife fo many: for at the feaft of the 
Paffeever, Ceftius being Lieutenant of Indaa,fent Nero word, that the High Priests had nihm- 
bred at his requeft all that came to offer, which came to feven and twenty hundred thoufand. 
lib.q.cap.17. And fach was the wofall and miferable end of the Iewes lofephus morcover(lib.7. 
bell. Ind.cap.1 8.) wrsteth of lerufalem, that it was taken at fundry times before: his words be 
thefe: Terufalem was taken in the fecond yeare of theraigne of Fefpatian, the eight day of 
September : it was taken five times before, and then againe deftroyed. Afechaus King of 
che Egyptians : after him Autiochus: then Pompeyus : and after thefe Herod and Sefius took 
the city, and kept it.And before that time the King of Babylon by conqueft deftroyed it, a 
thouifand three hundredand threefcore yeares, eight moneths, and fixe daies after the buil- 
ding thereof, The firft founder of this citie was the moft potent Prince of the Cananites, 
called after his countrey language, The juft King : for {uch a one he was indeed. Therefore 
he fir ordained a priefthood unto God,and having firft built the Temple,he termed the city 
Ternfalem,which afore was called So/yma. Leobins King of the Iewes having vanquifhed 
the Cananites delivered the city to be inhabited of his owne people, the which was over- 
throwne by the Babylonians foure hundred threefcore foure yeares and three monethis af- 
ter. From Leobius the King,which was the firlt lew that raigned in it, unto the overthrow 
urider Titus there were one thoufand,one hundred, feventie and feven yeates. Yer for alt 
vhat,neither did antiqnity prevaile,ncither great riches profit,nesther the fanse difperfed through- 
out rhe whole world favour them,neither the great glory they put in their Relsgson helpe them at 
all,that the city foould not perifa. 7

us in fo grat ftead, for the furnifhing of this our prefent Hiftory: whence,and of what 

kindred he came: which circumftance he himfelfe fheweth,faying thus: lofephus the fon 
of Mattathias.a Prieft of Ierufalem, which himfelfe alfo at the firft impugned the Romanes, and 
was nece[jarily prefent at the finall end of their wofwll miferses, becanfe of the Iewes of that time. 
This man was famous,not onely among his owne nation, but alfo among the Remanes ; fo 
that at Rome he was thought worthy the honour ofa graven pidure, and the bookes which 
diligently he wrote,were thought worthy of the publike library. He wrote twenty bookes 
Of ludascall Antiquities. He teftifieth himfelfe (therefore worthy of credit) that he gathered 
in feven bookes the Romanes warres of his time,and.publifhed them both in the Greeke and 
Hebrew tongues, Certaine others worth the reading pafle under his namesfot example, 
twovolumes Of the antiquity of the Iewi/h nation, where heanfwereth eApion GrammaticHe, 
and certaine others, - which at that time impugned the Iewes, and endevoured to difgrace 
the countrey lawes of the lewifh nation; Inche firft he layeth downe the-number of the 
bookes of the Old Teftament, delivered by tradition, andreceived without gaincfaying of 
the Iewes,faying as followeth, } : oe otal

How Tofephus mseationed the bookes of the Old Teftament, and dsvers of his owne, 
is bookes of the haly Scripture ( faith he) are not innumerable among ft us, neither difa. 


greeing and diffenting one from an ather,but onely xecij. containing the circumftances of alt 

times, and worthy of credit.Five of the/é are Moles workes, containing the lawes, andthe 
State of twan,continued unto his death. he time of them contatneth little leffe then three thoufand 
yeares, The Prophets which lived after Mofes; comprifed in thirteene books the famous alts of 
their times,from the death of Moles to Artaxerxes, who after the death of Xerxes was K ing of 
Perfia.Ti he other foure containe Hymues unto God,and admonitions for the amendment ofmans 
life? From Artaxerxes unto our times,there are many things written,yet uot of fuch credit as the 
former ,inforuch as there isnot laid downe an exall fucceffion of rhe Prophets. It ts very Aappa- 
rant,what affection we beare nnta our Scriptives. For fo much time being paffed, yet none of ms 
dare prefume, either to add any thing thereto » orto diminifh any thing therefrom, or toalter an 
thing thereof, This being ingraffed in the Tewes, from their youth up,that they perfwade rhem.. 
Selves,thefe writings to be the dottrine of Gad, anddo perfevere in the fame, and willingly die in 
the guarrell,if need [a require. Thefe words Ihave thought commodioutly to have beene by’ 
us alledged out of his commentaries, This writer hath publifhed one other volume of no’ 
fmall account, intituled Of Reafon ruling, which fome have termed Machabees; becaufe it 
containeth the combats of the Hebrews, manfully fighting in the defence of their piety to- 
wards God, And about the end of the twentieth Bask Of Iudaicall Antiquities,  Tofephus 
himfelfe fignifieth,that he wrote foure books of the proper opinions of the Fewes. Of God. Of bis 
effence.Of the lames. And why according unto them,certaine things ave lawful,and certaine for= 
bidden, He mentioneth in his works other Treaties of his, It fhall feeme agreeable withor- 
der,if we recite thofethings which he wrote about the end of his Indica Antiquiries; that 
out allegations may the better be cofirmed:for he endevouring to confute Juftus T: iberianws, 
(who writing the Hiftory of that time reported many untruths,) among others of his cons 
futations,thus he faith, feared fa little thy.cenfare of. my writings that I exhibited my books tn 
ta the Emperors themfelves,mhen the deeds done were now frefh in memory. For my confcience 
bare me witnelfethat Ierred not,but delivered the truth having obtained their tePimsonics which 
I hoped for.eAnd to divers others I offered my Hiftory whereof fone were smployed in the wars ,as 
King Agrippa,and divers of his kinsfolks. And the Exeperor Titus himfelfe would have the cera 
taine knowledge of thefe wars delivered unto the world by my books only, commanding them to be 
peblifoed, with the priviledge of his own hand, King Agrippa wrote threefcore andtwo E piftles , 
wherein he teftifieth of the true Hiftory delivered by me.Two Epiftles he alledgeth, But fo far 
concerning Jo/ephis now we will proceedito that which followeth, >

Bout this time, John the Apo/tleand Evangelift, is faid to have beene banifhed into 

the Ile Parwos for the teftimony ofthe Word of God. Jrenaus in his fift booke a- 

gainft herefies writing of the epitheton of Antichrilt, laid downe in the Revelation 
of $ Jobx faith thus word by word of [ohn : If his pange ought publikely to have beene prea- 
ched,at that prefent tame: by him verily it was preached which wrote the Revelation. For it was 
not feene along time after, but welnigh in this our age, about the end of t he raigne of Domitian. 
Our religion fo fourifhed in the forefaid times,that the heathen writers,noting exactly the 
times, voachfafed to publifh in their Hiftories this perfecution, and the martyrdomes 
fuffered in the fame.

[effions they enjoyed,and what wioney they had, They anlwered : Bothwe have only nine thon. 
Sand pence, {0 that halfe that fureme fufficeth either of ws: yet this(umme have we vot in money, 
but in valued land, containing mot above xxix akers, ont of the whith we pay tribute, andrea 
leeve our (elves through our labour and induftry.Then fhewed they hin their hands for tefimony 
that they laboured themfelves, and the hardneffe of their bodies, andthe hard br awne of thei 
hands growne by continuall labour. And when as they were asked of Christ and hes kingdome, in 
what manner when,and where it fhould appeare ; they anfwered : that his kingdome,was neither 
worldly nor earthly but celeftiall and Angelicall,and that it fhould be at the Conlumsmation of the 
world,when that he comming in glory, foall judge the quicke and the dead, andreward Very mean 
according untohi works, After they had thus anfwered,the report goeth, that Domitian cons 
demned them not but defpifed thern,as vile and bafe creatures, and let them goe free, and frayed by 
hes eds&t the perfecution then raifed againft the Church. when they were gone,st ts (aid. that 
they were rulers over Churches,in fo much that inthe end they were martyrs, and of the line of 
our Lords and afterwards peace enfwing, the report goeth, that they lived natill the raigne of 
Trajan. So farre e£gefippus Tertullian allo reporteth the like of Domitiay.D omitian(faith 
he} fometinse affayed the like prattife, being a portion of Neroes ernelty, bat he having fome bite 
manity (as I fuppofe ) forthwith relented, calling home againe {uch as he had exiled.

“John, which remained there untill the time of Trajan, # arree teflimony of thi eApofio- 
licall tradition. Clemens withall, fignifieth the time, and addeth alfo an Hiftory ne- 
ceffary for fuch as delight in ,hone(t and profitable things : whereof alfo one Soxo- 
meenus hath made mention at large inhis commentaries : if thou reade it, thou fhalt 
finde it thus written. Heare a fable, and yet not a fable, but a true tale reported of 
Tohn the efpoftle : delivered unto us and committed ‘to memory. eAfter the deceafe of 
the tyrant, when he had returned to Ephefus, ont of the Ifle Patmos, being requefted, he 
went unto the countreys adjoyning, partly to confecrat Bifhops, partly to fet in order whole 
hurches, and partly to chufe by lot, unto the Eeclefiafticall function, of them whom the 
Holy Ghoft had affigned. When he was come #nto acertaine city notfarre diftant (the name 
whereof divers do expref[e) andamong other things had recreated the brethren, beholding 
a young man of 4 goodly body, gracious face, and fervent minde, he turned hw face anto 
hing that was Appointed chicfe over al the Bishops, and faid.: I commend ‘this young man 
wnto thy cuftoy, with an earneft defire, as Chrift andthe Church heare me witneffe, Wher 
he had received bis charge, and promifed diligence therein, he fpake ana protefted santo hime 
the felfe fame the feeond time, eAfterwards he returned to E phef1s. But the Elder taking the 
young man that was delivered unto himbrought him up at bowse,ceafed not, cherifbed him fiill,

and in proce(fe of time baptized him. He came at length to be foditigent and ferviceable,thar he 
made bim A phylatterve or livery garment figued with hey mafters Armes But this young man be- 


came very dsffolute and pernicsoufly accompanied him/elfe with themof his owne yeares, idle, 
diffolute, and acquainted with il behaviour, Firft they bring him tofumptnous banquets:next 
they guide hina in the night to freale andtorobbe: after this they require that he confent nnto the 
sonsmitting of a greater offence.

laughter, and murther, and extreame cruelty, Inthe meane while,neceffity [0 conftraining the 
Bifbop fent for lohn : be when he had ended and finifhed the caufe of his comming. Go to (faith 
he) O Bifbop,reftore unto us thy charge, 
the Church, whereof thou art head,bearing witne([e.T he Bifhop at the fir{t was amazed, fuppofing 
fome deceit tobe wroucht touching money which he bad not recesved,yet was bh 
Swer them, for that he bad it not.neither to miftruft lohn. But when Fohn had faid: I require the 
young man and the foule of our brother then the Elder looking downe,with a heavie countenance, 
Sobbing and fighing, faid: He ts dead.To whom ohn (aid : How ? and by what kind of death? He 
anfwered: He rs dead to God:for he ts become wicked and pernicious, and to be fort, atheefs. For 
he keepeth this mountaine over againft the Church,togethar with his affociates.T he Apoftle the 

‘vending his garment and beating his head with great forrow, faid: Fhave left awife keeper of our 
brothers foule: prepare me a horfe, and let me bavea guide, He haftened ont of the Church, and 


rode in poft: being come unto the place appointed be ts firaight waies taken of the theevifh watch; 


he neither flieth,nesther refifteth but excclaimeth x For this purpofe aame I hither, brings unto 
yotr Captaine, whointhe means (pace as he was armed, beheld him comming. But eftfoones 
when he (aw bis face, and knew thatit was ohn, he was ftricken with foame, and fled away. 
The old man forgetfull of bts yeares, with might purfueth him. flying, and erieth My fonne, 
why flyest thon from me thy father, unarmed and old ? O fonne tender my cafe, be not afraid, 
as yet there remaincth hope of falvation, I will undertake for thee with Chrift, I will die 
for thee, ifuced he, as Chrift did for us, Iwill haxard my foule for thine, trujt tome, C hrift 
sent me, But he hearing this, firft ftood tilt, cafting his countenance to the ground, next {Rooke 
of his armour, avon trembled for feare ana wept birterly. He embraced the old GAN, and 
comming unto him anfwered aswell as be could for weeping, fo that againe he -feemed to 
be baptized with teares, the fhaking of the hand onely omitted, The eApoftle when he bad 
promifed and provefted so procure for him pardon of our Saviour, and prayed, and fallen x ae

“! Ow let us make mention of the undoubted writings of this Apof/e, And fitht let there 

%| be no ftaggering at his Gofpell, which is well knowne of all the Charches undep 

~ heaven, And that it was fitly of old placed the fourth after the other three, by this 
reafon it fhall appeare. The divine and holy men, namely the . Apoftles of Chrift, leading 2 
pafling pure life, having their mind decked with every kind of vertue, ufed rude and fimple 
{peech, yet ofa divine and forcible power, which they had rec¢ived of Chrift, for they nej- 
ther knew nor endevored to publifh the do@rine of their mafter,with curions painting of 
words : but ufing the demonftration of the holy Spirit which wrought with them, and the 
onely power of Chrift, which brought miracles to perfection, they fhewed the knowledge 
ofthe kingdome of heaven to the whole world, being nothing carefull at all forthe wr- 
ting of bookes.And this they brought to pafic being occupied with a greater worke, and in 
manner exceeding the ftrengthof man. Paz/the mi ghtieft of all the reft in the fetline of 
words, and beft armed with the power of perfect fenfes, wrote but very fhort E piftles, 
whereas he might have layd downe infinite things,yea and fecrets,being rapt unto the third 
heaven,and beholding celeftiall things,yea brought into Paradife it felfe, and there thousht 
worthy to heare fecret myfteries, Neither were thereft of the Difciples of our Saviour,’ 
namely the twelve Apoffles,and the /evexty,with other innumerable,ignorant and unskilfull 
herein, And yet of all thefe,the Difciples of our Saviour, A4atthew, and Tohn,wrote Gofpels. 
Who(as report goeth) were conftrained thereunto, For AZatthew, when he had fr prea- 
ched unto the Hebrewes, and now pafling unto other people, wrote his Gofpell in his coun- 
trey language, fupplying by writing in his abfence, that which was defired inhis prefence, 
When Marke and Luke had publithed their Gofpels, lehn (fay they ) in all that {pace preas 
ched without writing, but at length was moved to write for this caufe. Itis reported that 
when the bookes of the three Evangelifts, were throughout the world, and came into his 
hands,he allowed them,and yeelded of them a true te{timony, wifhing that the declaration 


of fuch things had beene printed in their books, which were done at the firft preaching of 
Chrift. The Reader may perceive thefe three Evangelifts to have onely fet forth the doings’ 
of our Saviour,one yeare after the imprifonment and captivity of Joba the Baptift, which 
may be gathered by the beginning of their Hiftories. For after the xl. daies fafting, andthe 
annexed temptation, (WZatthew fheweth the time of the beginning of his Hiftory, faying: 
When he had heard that lohn was taken, he returned from Iudea into Galilee. And «Marke 
hikewife : after that (faith he) Iohn was taken;Jefus came into Galilee.And Luke alfo before 
he had mentioned the doings of Je/x, obferving the fame manner : Herod (faith he) procees 
ding in his hainons offences fhut ep lohn in prsfon. Iohn the Apoftle being for thefe caufes‘in- 
treated, wrote of the time which the other Evangelifts pafled over with filence,and there- 
in of thee 4s of our Saviour,namely which went before the imprifonment of Johz,which 
he partly fignified,w riting thus: 7 bé was the firft of the miracles which Iefus did:partly with- 
all mentioning the doings of Jehu the Baptift, who as then baptized in enon by Salem, 
Which is evident,whenhe faith: For as yet ohn was not caft into prifon.Iohn then in his Go- 
fpell, delivereth fich things as were done of Chrift before the com mitting of Jeha, The 
other three,begin with the mention of Johns imprifonment. Vnto him that reconcileth the 
Evangelifts thus they thall not feeme difcrepant,in fo much that the Gofpell of Zohn contai- 
neth the former doings of Chrift, the other the latter, lafting unto the end. -Therefore nor 
without caufe John paffeth over with filence the genealogie of our Saviour according unto 
the fieth,being afore amply laiddowne by A¢atthew and Leke.and beginneth with his divi-

And Jnstinws likkewile making mention, of Siasen,remembreth alfo this Menander, faying : 
We have knowne N enander,and the fame a Samaritane, of the village ( aparattea, the Difciple 
of Sunon,thronghly moved of divels,and abiding at Antioch, to have bewitched many with wa 
gical arts.per(wading hes followers that they fhould sot die, Andas yct there be divers which 
can teltifie the fame of him. It was the drift of the divell by the meanes of fuch Sorcerers 
cloaked under the name of Chriftians,to defame by magick the great myftery of godlineffe, 
and by them to choake the Ecclefiafticall doctrine, whichconcerned the immortality of the 
foule, and the refurrection of the dead. but fuch as embraced thefe faviours, have loftthe 
faving health of their foules. But when the {pite of Satan. could not make others fhake off 
their {incere affection towards Chrift, he linked unto himfelfe the wavering and wandring 
turne-coates, '

T Hefe the Elders properly called Ebsonites, that is poore men. For they were poore 
and abjeéts in delivering the doctrine which concerned Chrift, they judged him a 
» fimple and a common man,and for his forwardnes of manners found juttified only as 
man,and borne of AZary and her husband. Againe they thought the obfervation of the lay 
to beneceflary, as though falvation were not by faith alonein Chrift, and converfation of 
life corre{pondent to the fame.Other fome of the fame name have avoided the foule abf{ur- 
dity oftheir fpeeches,not denying the Lord to have beene borne of the Virgin,and the Ho- 
ly Ghoft : yet when they confefle him to be God,the Word, and wifdome before his incar- 
nation,they finke in the fame fin with their former fellowes, efpecially when as they bufily 
go about to fet up the corporall obfervation of the Law, Thefe Heretikes alfodé reject the 
Epiftles of the Apoftle Pawl accufing him that he fell fromthe Law, They ufc onely the Go- 
{pell which is after the Hebrewes other they paffe not for. The lewith Sabbath, and other 
ceremonies,they obferve alike withthe ewes, They celebrate the Sundaies, as we do, in re- 
membrance of the refirrection‘of our Saviour, From hence it came to paffe by reafon of 
their fancies, that they were called Ebionites, aname fignifying poverty. For by this name 
or title poore men are called ofthe Hebrewes. About the fame time, we learne there was 
one Cerithws an author of another herefie. (ajus whofe words we have before alledged, 
in the controverfie going under his name, writeth thus of him.

They boaft,that he was one of the Deacons, 
ordained together with Steven, by the Apa/t/es, to minilter unto the poore, Clemens 
' Alexcandrinus in his third book of Stromatéz reporteth thus of him.Z hz Nicholas ( faith he) 
having abeautifull woman to his wife, after the afsention of our Saviour, was accufed of 
geloufie,andto cleare himfelfe of that crime be brought forth his wife, and permitted hine that li- 
edto marrie her. But his followers fay,that their doing ts agreeable with that faying,that w: the 
fielh w to be bridled:and fo following that doing and{aying without all difcretion, they fin without 
all fhame,in filthie fornication. But I heare that Nicholas accompanied with none other then 
his proper wife, which was allotted unto him by wedlocke : and of his childr en,his daugh- 
ters to have continued virgins,and his fon to have remained uncorrupt. The cafe being thus, 
inthat he brought forth his wife (over, whom he was faid to be jelous). into the middeft of 
the Apoftles.it was to cleere him of the crime laid to his charge, and to teach the bridling of 
thefiefh, by containing and refraining voluptuous luft and Peetu would not(as I fup- 
pofe according unto the precept, ferve two matters, luft,and the Lord. They fay that Matthi-~ 
as after this manner taught, the flefh to be overcome and tamed, yeelding unto it not one 
jot which might tend unto pleafire, and that the foule hereby fhould take increafe, by faith 
and knowledge.Let this fuftice to be {poken touching them which then depraved the truth, 
and fodainely came to naught.

last day at the comming of the Lovd,when be (hall come froma heaven with glory to gat her all the 
Saints, Philip one of the twelve eApoftles, was buried at Hierapolis, and two of his daughters 
which led their whole life in Virginity, The third whofe converfation was direthed by 
the Holy Ghoft, refteth at Ephefus. e4ndlohn (which leaned on the breaft of our Savi- 
our, who being alfo a Prieft wore the garment pelatum,a martyr and adottor, Jrefted at E) eae :

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Thus much of their ends,In the Dialogue of Cajus mentioned before,Preclus (againft whom 
he propofed the queftion )teftifieth agreeable unto that before,of the death of Phitip,and his 
daughters,faying: After rhis the foure Propketeffes, the daughters of Philip, were at Hierapolss 
in Afia; their fepulcher 4s there ta beYeene,and their fathers alfo: fo farhe. Luke inthe Ads of 
rhe Apoftles, maketh mention of the daughters of Philip, dw elling at Cefarea in Iudea with 
their father, which were endued with the gift of prophecic,faying : We came to Cafarea,and 
entred into the honfe of Philip the Evangelift, which was one of the feven, and there made our aa 
bode. Fizzs Philip bad foure dar ghters which were virgins and Propheteffes. Thus much of the 
Apofiles, and Apoftolike times, and the things delivered unto us by holy Scriptures: of the 
Canonicall, and difallowed Scriptures, though read of many in many «Churches: of the 
forged,and farre from the Apoftolicall rule,as farre forth as we could learne. Now to that

pom, riumor went every where throughout the cities, that petfecution was raifed againft 
us Chriftians,through popular feditions, in the which welearned that Simeon the fon 
of Cleophas, the {econd Bifhop of Jeru/alem, ended his life with martyrdome. Hereofis | 
cE gefippus a witnefle,whofe words we have oft alledged, For he writing of certaine He- 
retikes,giveth us to underftand;how the aforefaid Simeon being then divertly by them accu- 
{ed tobe a Chriftian, was {courged for the {pace of many dayes, fo that the Iudge and his 
company,was marvelloufly amazed,& in the end he died a death agreeable with the paffion 
of Chrilt.But let us heare the Hiftoriographers owne words,Certaine ({aith he) of the He- 
rettkes accu(ed Simeon the fonne of Cleophas, that he lineally def{cended of the ftocke of David, 
and that he was a Chriftian, He fuffered martyrdome being az hundred and twenty yeares old, 
under Traj inthe Emperor and Atticus the (oxfull The fame cE gefippus veporteth, that his 
acctfers (enquiry being then made of fuch as came of the royall bloud among the Jewes) 
were found to have their original! of the royall lewifh tribe. Whofdever weigheth this 
with himfelfe,he will confefle,that this Sivseon was of them, which both heard and faw the 
Lord,in that he lived fo long a time.and in that the Gofpell maketh mention of Mary Clee= 
phas,whofe fonne we have faid before this Simeon to have been, Againe the fame Hiftorio- 
gtapher writeth,how that certaine others of the pofterity of fome one of them called the 
brethren of our Lord,namely Iude,were alive untill the fame time, yea after the teftimony 
ofthem which under Domitian were tried for the true faith of Chrift. Fer thus he writeth: 
They came and governed whole Churches ,as martyrs, being alfo of the kindred of ChriSt. When 
peace now had poffeffed the Churches, they rensained alive unto the time of Trajan the Emperor, 
untill the aferefaid Simeon the Lords cofingermane, the fon of Cleophas, being ill intreated of 
Heretikes accufed under Atticus the Confull,and often [courged, tolerated {uch martyrdome that 
all wondred, and the Confull himfelfe marvelled,how that he,bein gan hundred and twenty yeares 
old,was able to endure that bitter torment. To be fhort, inthe end he was by commandement crew 
cified. Vnto the aforefaid. the fame Hiftoriographer annexeth this :\ Cato thofe times the 
Church of God vemained a pure and uncorrupted Virgin. For fuch as endevored to corrupt the 
perfect rule and the found preaching of the word(if then there were any fach hid themfelves une 
to that time in fome fecret and obfcure place, but after that the facred company of the eApeftles 
was worne out and come to an end, and that Seneration was wholy fhent, which by fpeciall faveur 
had heard with their eares the heavenly wi/dome of the Sonne of God, then the confpiracy of detes 
rable error through deceit of fuch as delivered ftrange doftrine,tooke rooting, And becaufe that 
not ene ofthe eApoftles (urvived, they publifhed boldly with all might poffible.the dottrine of fal 
Shocd and impugned the open,manif ef and knowne truth. Thus of tacf- things hath this Hifto~ 
Hographer written. Now to that which followeth by order of Hiltory,

table Prefident made relation thereof unto the Emperour, being very much moved 

withthe number of martyrs,which fuffered death for the teftimony of their faith;figni- 
fying withall,that they committed no haynous offence,nor tranfgrefled any law,faving that 
they rofe before day, and celebrated Chrift with himnes as God : forbidding adulteries,and 
flaughter, with fuch other like abominable facts,{hewing conformity in all things agreeable 
unto the lawes, After which report, iit is written that Trajan commanded by edict, that the 
Chriftian nation fhould not be enquired for, but ifhaply they were found, they ought to be 
punifhed. By which edi,the vehement heate of that ericvous perfecution was fomewhat 
qualified, yet neverthelefic, there was {cope enough left for fuch as were willing to affli@ 
us,So that in one place the people, in another place the Princes and rulers of the regions 
layed waite for our men,whereby feverall perfons fuuffered martyrdome in their provinces, 
and fundry of the faithfull fundry kinds of death, without openor manifeft perfecution. 
Which Hiftory we have taken out of the latine Apology of Tertullian, whereof we have 
alledged fomewhat before, by interpretation thus: eAlthongh we have kpowne the inguifition 
diretted for us tobe inhibited, it was by reafon of Plinius Secundus Pre/ident. of the province, 
which having condemned [ome of the Chriftians, anddeprived fome others of their dignities was 
moved with the greatnelfe of the multitude, and doubted what was best tobe done. He made the 
Emperor Trajan privie thereof, /aying: that he found nothing in them that was imspions,but that 
they refufed the worfhipping of images S ignif ying this withall, that the manner of the Chriftsans 
was to rife before day,to celebrate Chrift as God: and to the end,their difcipline might feraitly be 
obferved, they forbid oedding of bloud adultery fraud traiterous dealing, andfuch like. For ans 
{wer hereunto, Trajan wrote againe: that there fhould be no iaquifition for Chriftians but if they 
were met with,they (honld be panifbed, And thus went the affaires of the Chriftians then, 


S O greata perfecution was raifed againtt us in fundry places,that P/inius Secundus a nom

Mong the Bithops of Rome,when as the aforefaid Emperor had raigned three yeares, 
A Clemens committed the Miniftery unto &vare/fus,and finifhed his mortall race, when 
he had governed the Church,and preached the W ord of God the {pace of ix, yeares, 
Cn ia pe SOE EE: 
How after Symeon,Iuftus faceceded, the third Bifhop of Ier#{aleus 
aud of the famous Bifbops then living 
in the world, 


one of that infinite number, which of the circumcifion beleeved in Chrift, was pla- 

ced in the Bifhops fea of Jeru/alem.And unto that time Polycarpus aDif{ciple ‘of the 
Apoftle lived in Afra, being placed Bifhop of the Church of Swyraa, by fach as faw the 
Lord,and miniftred unto him. At the fame time flourifhed Papias Bifhop of Hierapolis,a man 
paffing eloquent,and expert in the Scriptures, And Igua:éus likewife unto this day,among(t 
moit men famous,the fecond Bifhop by fucceffion after Peter ofthe Church of Antioch.The 
report goeth,that this Jgnatius was fent from Syria to Rome (for the confeffion of his faith) 
to be food for wild bealts, who pailing through Afia curioully guarded with a great troupe 
of keepers,confirmed the congregations throughout every ‘city where he came, with prea- 
ching of the Word of God and wholefome exhortations, and {pecially giving charge to 
avoide the herefies lately {prung and at that time overfiowing,and to cleave fredfaftly unto 
the traditions of the Apoftles, which, for the avoiding of error and corruption, he thought 
very neceflary to be diligently written. And being at Smyrna where Polycar pus was Bifhop, 
he wrote an Epiftle unto the Church of Ephefus,making mention of Oxefimsus their me 2 
3 another 


A Feer Symeon had fuch an end as before we have reported,a certaine Iew,called luftus, 
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another uhto the Church of Magnefialying on the river Meander making mention of Da- 
wsa their Bifhop. Another unto the Church of Trails, whofe overfeer then was Polybius: & 
befides.thefe Epiftles,he wrote unto the Church of Rowse, prefixing an exhortation, left that 
they refiing martyrdome, fhould be deprived of the hope layde up for them, But it may 
feeme necdfull, that we alledge thence {ome part of the words for proofe hereof, for thus 
he writeth : * From Syria (faith he) ato Rome,] ftrive with beasts , by (ea,by land,nights and 
dayes, fettcred among ten Leopards, that #,a band of [ouldiers,and the more bencfit they receive 
the worfe they become, thus exercifed with their injuries am the more inftrutted. yet hereby am 
I not justified. I defire to enjoy the beats preparedfor we, which I wift to fall upon me with fierce 
violence ; yea I will allure them forthwith to devoure me, that they abftaine not frow me, as they 
have left fome for feare untouched, If they as unwilling will not, {will compel them to fall upon 
me, Pardon me, I wote well what this frall availe m>. Nowde I begin tabea Difctple, I weigh 
neither vifible, nor invifible things, [o that I gaine Christ; let fire. gallowes viol-nce of beafts, 
brujing of the bones, racking cf the members, fiawsping of the whole body, and all the plagues in- 
vented by the mifchiefe of Satan light upon me, (othat Iwin Chrift Jef#. Thishe wrote from 
the 2forefaid city, unto the Churches before named. And being beyond Smyrxa,he wrote 
unto the Churches of Philadelphia, and Smyraa, and feverally to Plycarpus their Bifhop, 
whom he knew fora right Apoftolike man, commending,asa fincere and right Paltor ought 
todo, the congregation of Axtioch,praying him to be carefull of the bufinefle there,namely 
about the election ofa Bifhop inhisroome. This J¢zativs writing unto the Church of 
Smyrna, reporteth certaine words uttered by Chrift, which he found I wore not where : J 
know and beleeve that he was in the flefo, after the refurretlion ; for comming uxto thems which 
were with Peter, he [aid unto them: Come, fecle me, and know that | am not a [pirtt without bo. 
dy, and anon they felt him, and beleeved. Ireneus al{o knew his martyrdome,and remembred 
his Epiftles, writing thus : Even as one of our men condemned unto the beafts for the covfzffion 
of his faith faid: In fo much as I am the wheate of God, I am to be grinded by the testh of beasts, 
that Imay be found pure bread or fine mancher.’ And -Polycareus maketh mention hereof in 
the Epittle under his name unto the Phi/ippians,writing thus : J e/eech you all rat you be 
obedient, andexercife patience, which you have throughly feene, not onely in ble(fed Ignatius, 
Rufus axa Zofimus, but in diver(e of your felves,andin Paul with the reft of the eAvaftlesbei 1g 
perfwaded for certaine,that all thefe ran not in vaine, but in faith and righteou/nelfe, now refting 
them with the Lord in the place appointed due for their deferts with whous they uff-red togerher. 


They loved not :his prefent world, but hies thar died for our {nnes, androfe againe for or fakes, _ 


Againe he.addeth : Bork you,and Ignatius, wrote wnto me, that if any did travell unto Syria, be 
might convey thither your letters, of which I will be carcfull if fit opportunity be offered, whether 
I my felfe go or fend,that your bufineffe there may be difpatched. According unto your requeff, 
Ihave fent you the Epiltles of Tgnatius, beth unto ts written, and the others in my custody 
annexed unto this Epiftle, where you may gaine much profit. They containe faith and patience, 
and all manner of edifying inthe Lord. Thus much concerning [gnatius, whom Heres fuccee- 
ded in the Bifhopricke of Antioch.

the daughters of Philip )to have beene endued with the gift of prophecying.And ma- 

ny others alfo at the fame time flourifhed, which obtaining the firft ftep of Apoftoli- 
call fucceffion, and being as divine Difciples of the chiefe and principall men, builded the 
Churches every where planted by the Apoff/es:and preaching,and {owing the celeftiall feed 
of the kingdome of heaven throughout the world, filled the barnes of God with increafe. 
For the greater part of the Difciples then living, affected with preat zeale towards the 
Word of God, firft fulfilling the heavenly commandement, cifiributed their fabftance unto 
the poore : next taking their journey, fulfilled the worke and othice of Evangelifts, that is, 
they preached Chrift unto them which as yet heard not of the doctrine of faith, and publi- 
Shed carneftly the doctrine of the holy Gofpell, Thefe men having planted the faith in dandry 
new and ftrange places, ordained there other Paftors, committing unto them the tillage of 
the

the new ground, and the overfight of fuch as were lately converted unto the faith, pafling 
themfelves unto other people and countreys, being holpen thereunto by the grace of God 
which wrought with them ; for as yet by the power of the Holy Ghoft the y wre ought su 
ractloufly,fo that an innumerable multitude of men,embr. ced the Religion ot the ai ighty 
God at the firft hearing with prompt and willing minds, Infomuch that it is impuffible vo 


rehearfe all by name,when and who were Patftors and E vangelifis i the firft{uccerion afer 


the Apofiles,in the Churches {cattered throughout the world sit thall feeme {utticient onely 
to commit to writing and metnory,the nanies of fuch as are recoraed unro us by tradition 
from the Apest/es themfelves,as of /guarins in the Epiltles before ailes ged, anc ot Cémens 
mentioned in the E piftle which for undoubted he wrote unto the Corinthians in the pevton 
of the Remane Church, where he imitating very n uchthe Epittle written wito the * He- 
brewes and alledging thereof whole fentences word by word, manifeftly proveth, that this 
Epiftle was neither new, neither of late found: wherefore it feemed good to number 
among the reftofthe Apostles writings, W hen as Pax/ wrote unto the Hebrewes in his mo- 
ther tongue,fome afhrmethat Luke the Evangelift {ome other( which feemeth more agree- 
able)rhat Clemez: tranflated it,for both the Epiftle of Clemens, and that unto the Hebrewes, 
uicthe like manner of {peech, and differ not much in fence,

E have to learne that there is'a fecond epiftle of C/emens.yet not fo hotable and 
famous as the former,& we know that the eiders did neither ute,neither al.ecge 
it. Now divers havethruft out in his name certaine babling and tedious com- 


mentaries,containing the dialogues of Perer and Apien,whichnone at all or the e.ders have 
mentioned,neither do they obferve the fincere forme and rule of the Apoitolike doctrine. 


Cuap, XXXV, 
Of the writings and work:s of Papias. 


He undoubted writings of Clemens areapparent. We have {poken likewife of the 
writings of Jgnatius and Polycarpus. The writings of Papias are {aid to be five books, 
entituled, Zhe Expofition of rhe Lords Sermons.Of thefe (reneus reporteth, as written 
alone by this man,faying thus : Ts Papias the anditor of Lohn,the companicn of Polycarpus, 
of good antiquity teftsfieth tn the fourth booke of his writings for he wrote five. Thus tar /renaus. 
Papias himfelfe in the preface to his bookes fignifieth that he neither heard, neither faw the 
Mpoftles. but received the undsubted dogtrine of the faith of their familiars and Ditcipies, 
whenhe faith: Jt hall not feeme grievous unto me, tf that I compile in writing, and commit to 
memory the things which I learned of the Elders, and rememsber us yet very well, with their ex~ 
pofitions being fully certified of the truth thereof Neither am Iplealed with [ich as lay many 
things (as many are accu ftomedto do )but with fuch as teach true things: neither with ‘uch as 
repeate ftrange precepts, but with (uch as alledge the things delivered of the Lord for the injtra- 
ion of our faith, proceeding from truth it felfe. If any came in place which was afollawer 
of the eApostles, forthwith I demandedthe words of the Elders: what Andrew, what Peter, 
what Philip, what Thomas, or lames, or Iohn, or Matthew, or any other of the Lords 
Difciples: what Arifton, andthe Elder lohn, Dif iples of the Lord hadfaid. Ibeleeved ve- 
rily not to profit my [elfe fo much by their writings or bookes, as hy the authority of the perfons, 
and the lively vosce of the reporters, making relation thereof.Jt may {eeme worth the noting, 
that by thefe words we marke the name of John tobe twicerepeated. The firt numbred 
With Peter, James, Matthew, and the reftof the e4postl-s, fignifying Job» the Evange- 
Uff : the fecond with a different terme, without the catalogue of tie Apoftles, joyning him 
with Ariston and plainely calling him the Elder : that hereby the truth of the Hiftory may 
appeare,which declareth two of the fame naine to have beene in 4474 and two feverall ino- 
numents of them bothto beat Ephe/we, whereof both as yet beare the name of Loha, which 
may not lightly be paffed over ofus;for it is very like,that the fecond(uulefle ye are pleafed 
E with 
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with the firft)faw that Revelation,which beareth the-name of Johx. Papias then(of whom 
we f{pake before) confefleth himfelfe to have heard the words of the e4poffles of them 
which were their followersnamely of Ariftion and Iohn the elder, For oftentimes by men- 
tioning them,he alledgeth their traditions in his books.I duppofe thefe things to have beene 
{poken to good purpofe, Againe,to that which hathbeene already fpoken, I thinkeit not 
amifle to add out of the bookes of Papias, things very ftrange, whichhe reportethto have 
received by tradition. Before we have written how that Philip the Apoftle, together with 
his daughters,had his abode at Hierapolis s now we have to fignifie how that Papias remai- 
ning among{t them, reporteth a certaine Hiftory told him by the daughters of Philip, He 
Writeth that a dead man rofe to life ag aine, and moreover another miraculous thing to have 
happened to /a#/tus,whofe firname was Bar/abas, that he drunke deadly poy{on, and tooke 
thereby no harme,the goodnefle of God preferving him. The Hiftory of the e4é#s declareth 
of this /u/tws, how that after the afcenfion of our Saviour, the Apoffles fevered him toge- 
ther with AZatthias praying over them,that either of them might be allotted into the place 
of Iudas the traitor,to the complete number of the e4poftles:T hey apposuted two.lofeph cal- 
led Barfabas,by firname Iuftus,and Matthias. Certame other things the fame writer repor- 
teth, of the which fome he received by tradition and word of mouth, alfo certaine trance 
parables of our Saviour,mixt with fabulous doétrine, where he dreameth that the kingdome 
of Chrift fhall corporally here upon earth laft the {pace of one thoufand yeares,after the re= 
furrection from the dead, Which error (as I fuppote) grew hereof, in that he received nor 
rightly thetrue and myfticall meaning of the Apoftles, neither deepely weighed the things 
delivered of them by familiar examples. For he was aman of {mall judgement, as by his’ 
bookes plainely appeareth, Yet hereby he gave unto divers Ecclefjafticall perfons occafion 
of error,whichrefpected his Antiquity. Namely unto Jresews and others, ifthere be any 
found like minded. Other traditions be alledged of Aviftion,and Iohnthe Elder, unto the 
which we referre the {tudious Reader : yet one thing touching Afarke the E vangelift, the 
whichhe reporteth,we may not omit,for thus he writeth; The Elder ( meaning Iohn ) [aid : 
Marke the incerpreter of Peter,looke what he remembred,that diligently he wrote,not in. that 0v= 
der in the which the Lord [bake and did them. Neither was he the hearer, or follower of the Lord, 
but of Peter,who delivered bes dottrine not by way of expofition, but as neceffity conftrained : fo 
that Marke offended nothing,in that be wrote as he had before committed to memory. Of this one 
thing was he carefull,in omitting nothing of that he had heard, and in delivering that was falfe. 
So farre of Afarke. C oncerning (Matthew, he writeth thus; AZatthew wrote hes booke in 
the Hebrew ton gue which every one after hrs skill interpreted by allegations, P apias alledged te- 
ftimonies out of the firft Epittle of John,and Peter, He expounded a certaine Hiftory of a 
woman accufed before Chrift of many crimes, written inthe Gofpell after the Hebrewes, 
Of thefe things thus much we fuppofe to have beene neceffarily fpoken, and added unto 
that which went before.

He doétrine of our Saviour,and the Church of Chrift fo flourifhed,that daily it increa- 
fed,and was more and more furthered But the calamities of the Jewes grew fo great; 
that one mifchiefe enfued upon another. When the Emperor was now come to the | 

eighteenth yeare of his raigne,the rage of the Jewes was fo ftirred, that a great multitude of The rebellion 
their nation was deftroyed. For at Afexandria, and throughout the re{t of egypt & Cyren, and tumults of 
the Zewes(as iftthey had been poflefted ofa raging, feditious and fanaticall {pirit)fo beftirred 7° Ares ay 
themfelves, that they made an uprore among the Gentiles where they abode; and kindled cs iffatry 
fuch fiery fedition,that the yeare following they waged great wars, Lupus then being prei- 
dent throughout -£ gypt. In the firft battell the Zewes had the victory. Then the Gentiles fled 
to Alexandria, and as many Iewes as they found there,they tooke and executed, The Jewes 
Which wandred throughout (yren (aregion of «£gypt being deftitute of aide) fpoiled the 
countrey of corne and cattell,having one Lucas to their Captaine:againit whom the Empe- 
tor fent AZarcus Turbo witha ereat power of footmen and horfemen by land, and witha 
navie by fea,who neither in fhort {pace,nor without long and cruell wars,flue many Myri= * aan 
ads of the fewes not onely of them of Cyrene, but alfo of the e£gyptians which aided their iat Mt 
King and Captaine L#cas, The Emperor al fo fufpecting the Jewes which inhabited AZe/opo- fp jennie e 
tamsa,le{t that they traiteroufly fhould joyne with the other, commanced Lacius Qaincine 

to banifh themthe province:who having gathered an hoft,marched towards them,and joy- 

ning with them, flue.a great multitude of the Zewes there abiding, for the which fact he was 

appointed by the Emperor,prefident of Judea, Thefe things have the heathen Hiftoriogra-

For when the warres in the 
1 8.yeare of the Emperor Adrian; waxed hot about the towne Berhthera. (which was.very 
firong, and belonging to Jerufalem; neither farre diftant). the fiege lafting ong ek then was 
looked for,and the rafh raifers of fedition, by reafon of famine were readie to yetld upthe 
lat gafpe, and the author of this madnefle had received his defert (as Arifton Pellaus wri-

changed, for unto the honour of the conqucrour e£ Lins eAdrianus,it wa; called e+ lia And 
of the Church being gathered there of the Geatsles, Afarke was the firft Bifhop; after them 
of the circumceifion. Whenas the Churches of God now fhined 28 {tarres throughout the 
world,and the faith of our Lord and Saviour Je/us Cbrift flourifhed, Satan enemy to all 
honefty, as afworne adverfary to the truthjand mans health and falvation, impugneth the 
Church with all meanes poffible, and when he had firft armed himfelfé againft her with 
outward perfecution, now he ufed the aid of crafty Juglers,as fit inftruments and authors of 
perdition,to the deftruction offilly foules, Which juglers and impoftors bearing the fame 

nameand title, and in thew profeffing the fame doétrine with-us (by his fubtle invention) 

might the fooner {nare the faithfull in the flippery way of perdition : and under pretence of 
Packs them to the faith,to over whelme them inthe whirlepoole and deepe dungeon of 
damnation. Front AZenander therefore (whom before we termed the fucceffor of Simon) 

there {prang up a doubtfull, viperous, and twofold herefie, by the meanes of Satan, having 
two heads or captaines,varying among themfelves : Satarninus of Antioch, and Bafilides of 
Alexandria.w hereof the one throughout Syria, the other throughout «£'gypr;publifhed he- 
reticall and deteftable doctrine, Jreneus faith, that Saturninus for the moft part dreamed the 
fame with Afenander: but Bajfilides under pretence of more mytticall matters, enlarged his 
device infinitely,inventing monftrous fables, to the furtherance of his herefie. 


CHuaprp. VII; 
What heretikes, and Ecclefiafticad writers dived thea, 


Hen as many Ecclefiatticall perfons in thofe daies, ftrived inthe behalfe of the 
W truth,and contended with fure and certaine feafons;for the A poftolike and Eccle- 

fiafticall dodtrine : fome alfo have exhibited inftruction to the pofterity by their 
Commentaries,levelling at the aforefaid herefies, of which number one Agrippa Caftor, a 
ftout Champion, and a famous writer of thofe times, publifhed a confutation of Ba/iiides, 
difclofing all his Satanicall jugling, Having difplaied his fecrets, he reporteth that Bafilides 
Wrote 24.books upon the Gofpell,fayning unto himfelfe Prophets,whom he called Barca- 
bus, and Barchoph, and certaine others never heard of before: inventing thofe barbarous 
names to amaze the hearers withall: teaching that indifferently things offered to Idols may 
be eaten: that in time of perfecution, the faith with perjury may be renounced: comman- 
ding filence after the manrer of Pythagoras, for the {pace of five yeares, And {uch like heree 
fies of Bafilides the {aid writer hath plainely confuted, Irenaeus writeth, that inthe time of 
thefe two, Carpocrates lived,the father of the herefic,which the G aofticthold, who thought 
good not to publith the forcery of Simon privily, after his manner, but openly, glorying of 
charmed love drinks, of divellith and drunken dreames, of affiftent and aflociate {pirits, 
with other like gllufions. They teach farther that who fo will attaine unto the perfe@ion of 
their myfteries or rather abominable devifes,mutt work fuch facts,be they never fo filthy, 
otherwife can they not overcome(as they terme them) the {ecular potentates,unleffe every 
one pat his part after the fame fecret operation.So it came to pafle, that Satan reioycing in 
his diveNith {ubtlety,feduced many of them thus already fnared, whom he led to perdition, 
by the meanes of fuch wicked Minifters, and gave hereby great occafjon to the infidels, of 
blafphemy againft the divine do@rine, and {pred a great flander, in thatthe fame of them 
was brured abroad throughout Chriftendome. By this meanes it fell out often,that the inf- 
dels of thofe times conceived a wicked, abfurd, and fhamefill opinion of us,faying that we 
uted the unlaw full company of mothers,and {ifters: that we fed upon the tender infants and 
fucklings, But thefe reports prevailed not long, for the truth tried it felfe, and in time fol- 
lowing fhined as the fin-beames, For the fleights and fubtleties of the adver{aries turned to 
their owne confufion, while that new herefies daily {prong,creeping one npon another,the 
latter taking place,the former vanifhed away,and increafing into divers and manifold fects, 
changing now this way,anon that way, they were deftroyed. The brightnefle of the Catho- 
like and onely true Church, continuing al waics the fame, increafed and inlarged daily the 
bounds thereof, that the gravity, finc erity, liberty, and temperancy of godly conver{ation 
and Chriftian philofophy, fhined and flourifhed among all nations, both of thie Grecians and 
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Barbarians. Thus this flander flided away withthetime, and the doctrine famous amon 

us,and furthered of all men,fpecially for the piety and modefty, for the divine and myfticall 
rules thereof,took place ; fo that from that time unto this day; none durft note the fame of 
any hainous crime or infamy, as they durft before, which conipired againft us and the Chri- 
ftian faith. But the truth brought forth many in thofe daies which contended and dealt with 
the Heretikes,fome with invincible arguments,without the Scriptures: fome with mani- 
felt proofes and authority of Scripture,confuting their heretical] opinions, 1

oF gefippus. Ethis number was «£gefippus, whom we have before oftentimes alledgéd, one li 
C ) rine in the time of the Apoftles; who in five books wrote the fincere tradition of the 
Apoftles preaching ,fignitieth his owntime,.and making mention of {ich as in former 

times erected Idols,where he writeth thus : Zo whom they erected Idols and monuments and 

hallowed temples,it is well kaowne. Antinows the Servant of Adrianus Cefar,had a festival! tri- 

umph celebrated in eur daics called after his name, Antinous wraftling. T hey builded him @ citie 

after his name called Antinoia, they confecrated Priefts, anda pointed Prophets. At thé fame 

time Ieftines Martyr,an embracer of the true Phylofophy,well ftudied and exercifed in the 

luftinss A- — dottrine of the Gentiles maketh mention of the fame man,in his Apology unto Aateninus 
polog.pro Chri= writing thus: Jt foal not feeme inapertinent if that we propofe unto you,the remembrance of Anti- 
fitanis nous,and of that which they celebrate in his name;whom all do worfhip as it were for feare, when 
as they know well enough who and whence he was, The fame TJ, “ftinus maketh mention of the 

warres held againft the ewes faying thus : Iw the Indaicall warres frefh before your eyes, Bar~ 

cliochebas a eaptaine of the Iewifh rebellion, commanded the Chriftians onely to be grievonfly 

punifhed, unleffe they renounced Chrift ana blafphemed Ged, Inthe fame place he declareth, 

how that not rafhly,but after good advifement taken, he left paganif{me; and embraced the 

true and only piety. For my felfe (faith he) delighted with the dottrine of Plato, hearing that the 

Chriftians were led captives, neither fearing death, neither any torments which are accounted 

terrible, I thought it could not be, that this kind of mex was fubje@ unto malice and fer on pleas 

fure.For what voluptuous perfon, or intemperate, or delighted with devouring of mans flefh can 

- foembrace death.that he be deprived of his defire, and not rather endevour,that this inay alwaies 

laf that he be ableto deceive Princes,and not betray bimfelfe to death ? Moreover this Iuftinus 

writeth, how that Adrianus, receiving letters from Sereiires Granianus a noble Prefident, 

fignifying in the behalfe of the Chiftians, that it was very injurious that for no crime, but 

onely at the outcry of the people, they fhould be brought and executed; wrote againe unto 

Minutius Fundanus Procontull of Afa,and commanded,that none,without grievous crime 

and occafion,fhould be put to death. The copy wherof obferving the Latine phtafe,as much 

as in him lay,he added,prefixing theft few words : And when as we might jufPly require, by 

vertae of the epsftles of the moft vidorious and notable Cxfar Adrian your father that as he gra- 

cioufly commanded, fo fentence frould be given: yet we require not this as commanded by Adrian, 

but in as much as you know, that at the request of the people juftice 1s to be craved. We have an- 

nexed the copy of Adrianus his epiftle, tothe end you may underftand; we tell nothing but 

that whichis true. For thus he wrote.

what Bifbops there were of Rome and eAlexandria in the time of Antoninus. 


Fter that Adrian, ruling in the regall {cepter the {pace of one and twenty yeares, had 
A= the race of his naturall life, Antoninus called Pius, fucceeded himin the Empire, 
In the firft yeare of whofe raigne,-Telefphorus having governed the Ecclefiaftical Sea 
eleven yeares,departed this life,whom Hyginws fucceeded.. Irenaeus writeth, that this Te/e- 
horas was crowned at his death with martyrdome,and fignifieth withall,that in the time of 
the faid Hy ginus Kalentinus the inventor of his own herefie,and ( erdon author of that error 
Which AZarcion afterwards fucked,were manifeftly knowne at Rome. For thus he writeth,

The report of Irenaus, touching the grand heretikes of that time, with the fucceffion of 
the Bifnops of Rome, and eA lexandria. 
‘@ 7 Alentinus camse to Rome inthe time of Hyginus, he flourifoed under Pius, and continued 
V unto Anicetus. Cerdon likewife (whom Marcion /ucceeded) came under Hyginus the 
ninth Bifbop from the eApofiles. Whohaving protefted his faith, one while perfevered; 
another while taught privily , afterwards confeffed bis error: and fometime being reprehended for 
she dottrine which he had corruptly taught, he refrained the company of the brethren, This he 
wrote in his third booke again(t herefies. Cerdon taking occafion of error from [ach as were 
Simons aaherents abiding at Rome under Hyginus (the ninth by fucce[fion from the eApoftles ) 
taught * that God, preached of thelaw and Prophets, was not the father of onr Lord Iefus 
Chrift.He (aid moreover, that Chrift was knowne, the father of Chrift unknowne: Chrift was 
just.the Father good. After him {ucceeded one Marcion of Pontus, a foameleffe bla/phemer, 
which increafea this dottrine.Irenans dilating that infinite profundity of matter, invented by 
Valentinus, fubject to many errors,difclofeth openly the malice of the Heretike;being cloa~ 
ked and concealed,as it were a ferpent hid in his den, After this he remembreth one Marke 
by name, moft expert in magicall arts,to have beene in that time, For he revealing their 
prophane ceremonies, and deteltable myfteries; writeththus: Some prepare their wedding 
chamber, and accomplish the fervice to be {aid over them that are to beconfecrated with charmed 
words: and having thus done, they call it a [piriteal marriage, conformable to the celestial 
copulation, Some bring them to the water, andin baptizing fay thus: In the name of the un- 
kuowne Father of all things, inthe truth Mother of all things, and in him which de[cended upon 
Jefas, Some other pronotnce Hebrew words, tothe end the young converts might therewith 
be the more amazed. Butomitting thefe things, after that the fourth yeate of Hyginus was 
expired, Ps#s tooke the publike miniftery ofthe Church of Rome, At e4lexandria Marke 
is chofen their fhepheard; when Ewmenes had continued Bifhop there thirteene yeares, 
After (Marke had beene Bifhop ten yeares, Ce/adion fucceeded him inthe Church of Alex. 
andria, And at Rome, after the death of Piws;which departed the fifteenth yeare, Avicerus 
Was placed Minifter,under whom c4 gefippus fai-hof himfe'fe,that he came to Reme,where 
he remained unto the time of Eleutherins, But {pecially Infiniss at chat time, difpofing the 
heavenly doctrine, in a P hilofo phers attire, contending by his commentaries for the faith 
which he embraced,wrote a booke againit Marcion, whoat that preferit time lived; and 
was well knowne ; for thefe are his words. Marcion of Pontus at this prefent teacheth fach 
# hearken unto hina, to beleeve in acertaine god, greater then the maker of all things, who 
among all forts of wsen,( aided by the (ubtilty of Satan) hath {educed many, tobla[pheme, and 
to deny the maker of all things to be the Father of Chrift, and to.confelfe (ome other that foowld be 
Ereater then he, As many as come of him are called Chriftianseven aé it fareth with P hilofophers 
though they be not aldscted to the fame precepts in philofophie, yet. the name of 4 Philofopher 
s common teal, Tothelcheeaddeth: We have written a booke againft the herefie now 
raigning ; if you please you. may reade-it.. The fame J#finws hath valiantly es

"greeting. I kuow the gods are ‘carefull to difclofe burtfull perfons. For they pRnifh {uch as 
will not wor|hip them more grievoufly then you do thofe whom you bring in trouble, confirming 
that opinion which they conseive of you, to be wicked and engodly men. It ts their defire in Gods 
guarrell.rather to die then to live, Sothat they become conguerers, yeelding their lives untothe 
death rather then to obey your edicts, It fhall feeme very nectffary to admonifh you of the earth. 
guakes, which have and do happen among ws, that being therewith moved, ‘Je may compare op 
eftate with theirs They have more confidenceto godwards then you have.You during the time o 
your sgnorance,defpife other gods, contemmne the religion of the immortal God, banifh the Chrifti- 
ans which worfoip him,and perfecute them unto the death In the behalfe of thefe men,many of the 
provincial Prefidents have written heretofore unto our father of famous memory, whous he an- 
{wered in writing againe,that they were net to be longer molested,anleffe they had prattifed trea 
Son againft the Romane Empire, And many have given notice unto ws of the (ame matter, whons 
me anfwered as our father did before us. Tfany therefore hereafter be found thus bufied in other 
mens affaires, we command that the accled bee abfolute and free, though he be found fuch a 
HMeliton wrote 9”¢, J meane faulty, andthat the acenfer be grievoully punifbed.

afore(aid heretikes unto the Churthof God, preaching the one and onely truth received of the 
Apoftles, and delivered by the Church. Thore be yet alive which heard him reporting, how that 
ohn the D ifciple of Christ entring inte a bath at Ephe(us to baine himfelfe, and [pying therein 
the beritike Cerinthus;departed the bathunbained, and faid: Let us depart hence, left the bath 
fall, wherein Cerinthus the fworne enemy of the truth baineth himfelfe. And Polycarpns on A 
time mecting M arcion face to face which [aid unto him.Doeft thow know us ? anfwered : I knox 
thee forthe firft begotten fonne of Satan. So xéalous were the Apoftles and their Difciples,thar 
the communicated notin word, with the corrupters of the tratlhy, according nato that of Paul: 
Ejchew him that ts an. heretike,after the firft and (econd admonition, knowing that (uch a one ts 
perver{e,and condemned a finner by the teftimany of his owne confcience. There ts extant an Epi- 
fle of Polycatpus #xt0 the Philippians, very profitable for [uch as are carefull of their [alvati- 
onwhere they may kaow the true charatter of faith and the right rule of dethrine.So far Irewais, 
Polycarpus in the forefaid Epittle unto the Philippians (at this day extant) alledgeth teftimo- 
nies out of the former Epiftle of Peter. Whenthat Antosinus firnamed Piz, had ended 
twenty and two yeares in the Romane Empire, Marcus Aurelius Verusand Antoninus his

7 Hen Afawas troubled with great perfecutians, Polycarpus was crowned with 

V martyrdome, And I fuppofe it neceflary to penne in this our Hiftory his end, 

whichat this day is publifhed in writing. ThéEpiftle is inthe perfon of the 

Church where he was Prefident, unto the parithes throughout Pontus, :fignifying the cir- 
cumftance about Polycarpus,in this fort, 


The Church of God which ts at S myrna,unte the Church at Philomiliam.and unto all 
the congregations of the holy Catwolike Church throsghout Pontus, mercy, 
peace, and the love of Godthe Father, and of our Lord 
. Telus Chrift be multiplied. 


We bave written unto you brethren, of [uch as [uffered martyrdome,and of ble(fed'Polycarpus, 
who figned andfealedthe perfecution with bis owne blond. And before they make relation 
Of Polycarpus, they rchearfe the conftancy and patience of other martyrs,faying : The behol- 
ders were amaxed, [eging the flefh of the Martyrs vent with fcotrges, even.umto the inner veines 
and finewes,[o that the moft fecret entrailes of their bodies, their bowels, and inward privities 
were piteoufly to befeene.  Bebolding againe the harp facls of [ea fifa, and pibble ftones frawed 
under the Martyrs backes and brufed bodies, with every kinde of torment that could be deviled, 
Laft of ab they were throwne to be torne in peeses, and devoured of wild beafts. Specially they 
wrote of Germanicus, that he valiantly endured and overcame through the grace of God 
that corporall feare of death, grafted in the fraile nature of man. For when as the Pros 
confull exhorted him to relent,.admonithed him of his tender yeares; prayed him topittie 
his owne cafe, being now in the flowre of his youth: he without intermiffion, enticed 
the beafts to devonre him,yeaconftrained, and compelled, chat with fpeed hee: might bee 
difpatched of this cruell-and wicked \life. Which patience and conftancy of the bleffed 
Martyr,and of the whole Chriftian nation, the multitude of infidels beholding, fodainely 
ctyed out: Removerhe wicked, feeke out Polycarpus. And.whenthere:was a great tumult 
raifed by reafon of this clamour, a certaine ‘Phrygian, byname Qusntds lately come out 
of Phrygia, trembled at the fierce rage ofthe terrible beafts, and fhrinked at the fight of 
their grimme vifage, and betrayed his’ owne fafety withhisflacknefleof courage,“ For 
the fame Epittleteftifieth of him that he perfonally appeared ‘together with the reftibefore 
the barre,smore of rafhnefie then of any religion, and being taken, . hee publikely protefted, 
that none onght to intrude himfelfe among {uch men without good devotion,neither to:ins 
termeddle.in matters wherewith he hathnottode, But ofthefe-snen thus ones 
sR i paint FE 2 the 
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the renowned Polycarpus they write, that hee hearing the teport of this: cruell perfecu- 
tion, was nothing therewith moved, but retained the\immoveablé” tranquility of his 
mind, and continued ftill inthe city; untillatlength he was perfwaded through the petiti- 
ons of fuch'as. prayed him, to goe afide for afeafon; and to get him'to acertaine farme 
| place, not far from the city,where he abode'with a few occupied day: and night onély in 
iid prayer, making humble fupplications after his ufuall» manner , for the tranquility, 
and peace of all Congregations throughout the world, Being in prayer, three ddies be- 

fore hee was taken, and now: fallen afleepe, hee faw in a vifion by'night, the pillow 

under his‘head fet on fire, and fodainely ‘confuumed to afhes:, when hee awaked forth- 

_  Withhee interpreted this vifion untothem that were then prefent, plainely prognoftica- 
Polycarpu is ting, that it fhould come to paffe, that his life fhould beended, that his body fhould bee 


BSB burned for the teftimony of Chrift. They write further, that when the fearchers ‘were 
re martyr. Mow at hand, at the inftance and earneftintreaty of his friends, hee flected thence unto 
dome, another village, where incontinently the purfuers came, whichtooke two boyes of that 


place, and fcourged them untill‘one of them confefled the circumftance, and led them un- 
to the lodging of Polycarpus. When they had entred:in, they found him lying in an 
upper chamber, where he might have efcaped if ithad pleafed him. But he faid : The wilf 
ofthe Lord be fulfilled. Yor hee, underftanding of their pretence, as the report goeth,came 
downe, communed with them pleafantly and: chearefilly, fo that they which knew him 
not before, ftedfaftly eyed his comely age, his grave and.conftant countenance, marvelling 
that {uch adoe was made, fo much labour {pent, and that a man of fach yeares {hould bee” 
taken, He commanded the table forthwith to be covered, :meate to be laid on, requelted 
them to make merry, craved of themthe {pace of one houre for prayer ; that being gran- 
ted, he rofe up, went to prayer, {o replenifhed with the grace of God; ‘that fuch as were 
prefent,and prayed,hearing his devotion, were ravifhed,and many forrowed,that fo honeft 
ape ee and godly a father fhould die. After thefe things the Epiftle containeth in manner thefe 
he as ch Words following: #henthat he had sow endedhis prayer, with the remembrance of all fuch 
of Smyrna. . things as ever befell him, whether they were (mall or great, famous or infamous and alfo of the 
nniver[al and Catholike Church, andthe houre now fully ended, they (et him upon an alle, and 
brought him tothe city being ov the great Sabbath day.T here met him Herod the juftice of peace, 
and his father Nicetes,who receiving him inte their charict.perfwaded bin, Saying What barme 
& 8 to fay, Lord Cefar,to Sacrifice, and fo be faved? At the fir ft he anfwered nothing ,but wes 
they urged him he fasd: I will not condefcend unto your counfell. They perceiving be would not be 
perfwaded gave him very rough language,and tumbled hin down ont of the wagon,to the brufing 
of bis foins. But he as though he had been nothing hurt nor injured at al went bolt upright cheare- 
all, and apace towards the Theater, When he was come upon the Theater or ftage, a voice camse 
| downe from heaven (which by reafon of the great tumult was beard of few:) Be of good 
‘ cheare 0 Polycarpus, and play the man. The fpeaker no man faw, bat the voice was heard of 
many of 4s. Inthe meane time the multitude wasin arage, feeing Polycarpus brought forth, 
The Procon{ull demanded of him, whether he were that Polycarpus, becksing that he foould 
denie it, and{aying: Tender thine yeares, with (uch like per[wafions, Sweare by the fortune 
of Cefar, repent thee of that.ss paft, fay, Remove the wicked, But Polyearpus beholding with 
unmoveable countenance the multitude round about the fiage, pointing with the hand, and 
fighing, and looking up unto heaven, faid: Remove 6 Lord thefe wicked. When'the Procons | 
full urged, and {aid, Sweare, and I will let thee gee: Blafpheme and defie (hrist, Polycar pus 
an[wered: Fourefcore and fixe yeares have Ifervedbim, neither hath he ever offended mein 
any thing, andhow can I revile my King which hath thus kept me? The ‘Proconfull ftillurged 
andfaid; Sweare by the fortune of Cxfar. To whom Polycarpus : If thou require? this waine 
glory that I proteft the fortune of Cafar, as thou [ayeft fayning thou knowelf me not who Tam < 
Heare freely, I ama Christian, And if thor defire to know the dottrine of C1 hriftianity, Appoint 
the day; and thou foalt heare it: When the Proconfal faid, Perfwade this people, Polycarpus 
anfwered: Ihave veuch{afed toconferre with thee. For we are commanded to give to Princes 
and Potentates their due honour ordained of God; neither : preyadiciall to our religson, but 
asforthe furtous noultitude I will not deale with them, I judge them unworthy hearers of 
way purgation. To this the Proconfullfaid: Ihave wild beafts to devoure thee nnleferhow re 
pent.Polycarpus anfwered: Bring then forth, for it is determined amonft us. wot to paffe trons 
she better sntotheworfe by repentance : bxt werecount it a thing commendable, to ‘true from 
ou the 
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the thingthat 0 evsll to that which ts good andjuft, eAgaine the Proconfullfaid > Iwill gusset 
shee with fire if thow regard not the beafts, nor repent. Towhom Polycarpus an/wered: Thon 
threatneft fire for an houre, which lafteth a while and quickly ts quenched, but thou art ignoe 
rant of the everlafteng fire at the day of judgement, and endleffe torments referved for the wice 
ked.. But what lingereft thou ? difpacth as st pleafeth thee. Vetering thefe andthe like words, 
he was conStant and chearefall, and his countenance fo gracious, that not onely he was 
nothing moved therewith, but of the contrary the Procon{ull being amazed, commaunded 
the Bedle,in the middeft of the Theater,thrifé tocry:Polycarpus confeffeth himfelfe a Chriftian, 
At mbich faying, the multitude both of Iewes and Gentiles, inhabiting Smyrna, fhonted with 
agreat rage : This is that Doétor of Afia, the father of the Chriftians, the overthrower of oni 
gods, wha hath taught many, that our gods are not to be adored, To this they added another 
clamor craving of Philip Prefident of Afia, that he would let loofe a Lyon to devoure him.Who 
anfwered: That this was not lawful ,in [o much that the game or flage firiving of beafts was 
then finifhed. Then they cryed with one voice, that Polycarpus jhonld be burned quicke. 
For it behoved that the vijion fhouldbe fulfilled which he faw on his pillow, and praphecied of 
to [ach as pravedwith him at that prefent, faying: I muft be burned quicke, which was as 
foone done as fpoken. Therefore the multitude forthwith carried log ges of wood,and flickes out of 
their foops and boothes : but {pecially the Iewes ferved promptly ( after their wonted manner ) 
for that purpofe, The fiery pile being prepared, he unapparelled himfelfe, loofed his girdle, 
endevoured to pull off his foooes, which before he did not, for that the faithfull contended among 
themlelues who could foonest touch hw body at their farewell, For he was honored of al 
en for bis good and godly converfation, yea before his gray haires grew, In a foort while 
all things neceffarily required for the execution were applied. And when as they would 
have nailed him to the ftake, he faid: Nay.fuffer me even as 1 am.For he that gave me patience 
to abide this fire, will give me alfe an immoveable mind, to perfevere within this fieny pile 
without your provifion in faftening my body with nailes, When they had heara that, they 
ceafe from nailing, and fall abinding of him. His hands then being bound to hws backe, he 
like anotableramme, picked out of a great flocke, fit for an acceptable burnt facrifice unto 
Almighty God, 0 offered, faying s O Father of thy weltbeloved and bleffed Sonne Iefus Chritt, 
through whom we have knowne thee : O God of the Angels, and powers, and of every 
Living creature, and of all forts of jaf? men which live in thy prefence, Ithanke thee that thou 
haft gracioufly vouchfafed thisday and this houre, to allot me a portion among the nume 
ber of (Martyrs, among the people of Chrift, unto rhe refurretlion of the everlafting life, 
both of body and foule, inthe incorruption of the Holy Ghoft, among whom I fhall be received 
sa thy fight this day, as afruitfull and acceptable facrifice, as thou haft heretofore prepared, 
often revealed, and now fulfilled, moft faithfull God which canft not lye. Wherefore for all 
things I praifethee, I bleffe thee, I glorsfie thee, through the everlafting High-Prieftletus 
Chrift, thy wellbeloved Sonne, to whom with thee and the Holy Ghoft be ak glory world 
without end, Amen. When that hehad pronononnced thiseAmen, and finithed bis prayer, 
the executioners fet the pile on fire, The flame vehemently flafhed about, terrible to the 
fight, faewed no doubt of purpofe to {uch as were preferved to publifh the fame to the 
pofterity. For the flaming fire, framing it felfe after the forme of a vauls or faile of a fhip 
with the bluftring blasts of wind, compaffed the body of the Martyr within placed, as 
with a wall: and that which was inthe middeSt of the fame, was not as fiery, (corched,or burned 
flea, but as gold or filver tryed in the fornace, For it feemed to onr fenfes, a fragrant and 
fweete fel, as of frankinfence, or fome fuch like precious perfume. At length when the crue 
perfecutors perceived the fire not to confume his body, they called for a tormentor, and 
gavehim charge, to launce him inthe fide with a fpeare. Which when he had done, [uch 
Aftreame of bloud iffued out of his body, that the fire was therewith quenched, fothat the 
whole multitude marveled, fuch a preheminence to be granted, and difference to be jhewed 
berweene the infidels and the faithful and elett people of God, of which number this Po- 
lycarpus was one, a right Apostolicke and propheticall dottor of our time Bilbop of the 
Catholike Church of Smyrna. For al that he fpake, either 1 alreaty, or shall be hereafter 
fulfilled, But the envious, fubtle and malicious adverfarie of juSt men, feeing the glory of thes 
‘Martyr fo great, and hisunblamcable converfation froma the beginning to becrowned with ina 
corraption, andto receive an incomparable reward : procared that bis body fhoula perifh 
vious among us, for there were many that endevoured and fully purpofed to have beene partakers 
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of his bleffed body by buriall. But weany pricked forwards Nicetes the father of Herod, and his 
brother Dalces;to move the Procon(ull, not to deliver unto the Chriftians hes body, leaf that 
(faith be) they leaving Chrift, fall a worfhipping of him, Thi they (aid, when the Iewes 
egged and urged them forwards, which continually watched ws lest that we Snatched hing 
ont of the fire, being ignorant of this, that we cas never forfake Christ, which died for the 
The Chrifti-  /alvarion of the whole world, and that we can worfhip none other. For we wor [hip Chrift as the 
Be Sonne of God, the Martyrs we love as Difciples and followers of the Lord, and that worthily, 
renee his Mar. Jo” the invincible good love they beare to their’ King and mafter, whofe companions and Difci- 
tyts. ples we defire to be, When the Centurion perceived sthe [edition of the lewes, he cawfed the bo- 
dy to be laid in the middeft after their accuftomed manner, to be burned: So we gathered his 
bones, more precious then pearles, and better tryed then gold, and buried them in the place 
that was fit for the purpofe, where God willing, we being gathered together, she Lord will 
Why the pel graunt that with joy and glalnelje we wiay celebrate the birth day of his Martyr, both for 
Ae im ‘the remembrance of [uch as have beene crowned before, and alfo tothe preparation and ftir. 
<a "ring up of [ach as hereafter foall firive, Thus it happened unto Polycarpus that was martyred 
at Smyrna, together with twelve others out of Philadelphia, who onely among all the rest us 
fo remembred, that the Gentiles every where fpred hts fame farre and nigh. Such was the end 
of the blefled Apoftolike Polycarpus, publifhed in writing by the brethren of the Chirch 
of Smyrna in the aforefaid Epiftle, where is alfo contained the Martyrdome of fundry 
Metrodorus others that fufferedthen with Po/ycarpus, whereofone C4%Zetredorws, fufpetted of the 
burned, herefie of (Marcion, was burned with fire and confumed to afhes, And among the Mare - 
2 mee bur- tyrs of that time, there wasone Pioniue, very famous, who for his proteftations and 
ibagte liberty of {peech, and Apologie for the faith, both in the prefence of the people and 
Magiltrates, for his godly fermons, and comforting perfwations of fuch as fainted in 
perfecution: for his confolation unto fuchas wereimprifoned: for his exhortations un- 
tothe brethren reforting unto him: for his conftancy in his manifold and grievous tor- 
ments and affii@ions: for his patience in the fiery pile flafhing about: and laft of all, for 
Eu/ebins wrote his quiet death, is highly commended, and pubiithed to the praife of God; in that booke 
a book of Max of ours Which containeth his Martyrdomie, whereunto Ireferre the Reader. Alfothere 
tyrswhich is are extant other monuments of certaine Martyrs that fuftered at Pergamus a citie of Afa, 
not extant, as of Carpus,Papylus,and Agathonica a woman,who after their notable confeflions, fuffe- 
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ther booke in the defence of our doétrine, to the forefaid Emperors, was crowned 

with martyrdome ‘by the malicious meanes of Cre/éens the Philofopher, profefling 

qn life and learning the fect of Cynikes. For J#/tinus in open difputations and publike confe- 

rence had with this Philofopher, bare away the bell, which tended to the fhortning of his * 

life,and the haftening of his end. This thing did this famous Philofopher in his aforefaid 

Juflinu Mare Apologie forefce and fignifie in thefe words : I leoke for no other thing then this,that I be be- 
tyr Apolog.2. trated by [ome one of them called Philofophers, or knockt in the head with a club by Crefcens,no 
Philofopher indeed.but aprond boafter For it w not requifite to call him aPhilofopher,which ig- 

norantly reporteth, that the (hriftians are impious andirreligious, to the end he mayplenfe and 

flatter [uch as are over{badowedwith the mit of errour anddarkneffe. For sf he tmpigne the do~ 

ftvines of the (briftians having neither read nor known the fame then #s he fall of maliceand far 

worfe then Idivts, that fometimes beware they reafon not of unknowne matters, leaft-they (peake 

falfely: or ifhe have read them, he under ftandeth not the myftery and majefticall meaning there. 

of : or if he downderftand them he doth this,that he be not taken for [uch a one, and then ws he a- 

Laine farve more witked and {pitefull,the bondflave of vaine glory and bratijh feare.For I wold 

have you wellto underftand, and to recount my tale for truth, thar Ihave propofed certaine 

queftions, and demaunded certaine interrogatories of him, wherein I have fountand know 

right well, thar he knoweth nothing. And if report have nor browght thefe things to your

A T that time Zufinus of whom we made mention before,when hehad dedicated ano- 
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knowledge, I am ready Againe to consmunicate the fame unto you. eAnd this will bee A 
Princely worke for you to beare, If you knew both what I dewsannded, and what he an« 
fwered, yous would foone give fentence, that he 1 altogether ignorant t2 our dotlrine, Or 
if be knoweth it, be dareth not utter it for feare of his anditors, and hereby to be proved 
(as I faid before) no Philofopher, but aflatterer, contemning that which Socrates highly 
sfteemed. Thus farre lu/Pinus. And that hee was flaine according to his owne foretelling 
throughthe practife of Crefcens, Tatianus a man inftructed from his youth up in pro- 
phane literature; and praifed very much for the profit hee tooke therein, teftifieth 
in his booke againft the Gentiles, writing thus : The famous Philofopber Tultinus 
faid very well, that the Philofopbers then were to be likened to theeves, A little after 
hee faid:, Crefcens being newly compe unto that great Citie, paffed al men in that wunte 
tural and fbamefull finne of Sodome, defiling himfelfe with mankind, snferiour to no man 
in covetoufnef[e ; he taught that death was not to be feared, yet was he fo fearefull of it; 
that be procured Iultinus death, as it were for agreat evill, becawfe that he preaching the 
truth, reprehendedthe Philofophers as gluttoneus and deceitfull perfons. Such was the caufe 
of Iuftinus Martyrdome, eye 
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red before him, very pertinent for this our purpofe,writing thus : A ¢ertaine woman zeit ‘ie in hig 
there was married unto an busband that was wholy given unto lafcsnious life and lewae ie: eit 
ne(le, whereunto foe her felfe was intimes paft additted: but when fhe had learned the doétrine Png Hiftory 
of Chrift, fhe repented her of her former life, andembraced chaftity, and exhorted her husband of amanand 
likewife to repent, expounding xnto him the doctrine which threatued unio intemperate and his wife. 
beaftly livers everlafting punifhment of eisdleffe fire. But he continuing ftill in ha formser 
lewdneffe, by his anlawfull attions alienated bis wife from him. For fhe faid, that it was thences 
forth wnlawfull for her, to nfe company at bed and at boord with that man, who contrary une 
tothe law of nature, beyond allright andreafon, fought meanes to fatisfie bi filthy luff, and 
therefore would be divorced fromhim, But through the perfwafions of her friends, who cotn- 
Selledher, alittle while quietly to live together, that there was yet hope at length of his repen- 
tance, foerevoked her fentence, changed her mind,refrained her felfe, and continued with him 
3n wedlocke. But when her husband was gone to Alexandria, and there knowne to have prattifed 
fare more lewd atts, leaft that fhe fhould be made partaker of his wicked fatls and hainows 
offences, by continuing in his company at bed and boord in the bond of matrimony, fhe made 
a billof divorce (as we terme it ) and was [eparated and went away from him. Thenthis good fronia. 
man (when be foouldhave rejoyced that his wife which of old was flandered of her fervants, 
and accnfed of her lewduelfe : which of old was given to drunkenneffe, and all kinde of 
naughtinelfe, had now renounced her former life, andexhorted him tothe fame repentance with 
“her, whom fhe put away becaufe he kept other company) accufed her that fhe was a Chriftian, 
end fhe gave up afupplication unto thee (6 Emperour) humbly requesting ((aith luti- 
nus) that foe might firft difpofe of her houfsold affaires, and. after the difpofition and orden 
ring thereof, to anfwer unto that which fhe was accufed for, the which thing thou didde ft graa 
ctoufly grant. But he (her husband fometimes) having no colour nor cloake ta accafe his wife, 
turned his malice againf? Ptolomaus( who inftracted her in the (hriftian faith and endured tor- 
ments ander Vrbicius the Iudge) in this manner. He had to bis friend the Centurion, whom he 
perfwaded to ixaprifon Ptolomeeus 5 to intreate him roughly withall : andto demand of him if he 
were a Chriftian Which when Ptolomeus,one that was zealous for the truth no flatterer,n0 dif- 
Sembler, had confefjed himfelfe to be, the Centurion cast him into prifon, where he was long 
punifoed, Afterwards being brought before V rbicius of this onely he was examined : If he were 
4 ( hriftian. whofe con{cience bearing him witneffe of no crime, but in ajuft caufe, confelfed that 
he had preached the true and heavenly doétrine of Chrift. For he which devieth himfelfe to be 
that he is, either condemneth that which os in him by deniall, or knowing himfelfe unworthy

Ti hy Indiciall fens 
tences do become nesther Pius the Emperour, neither the P hilo( opher the (on of Cxfar, neither 
the facred Senate.V rbicius An |wering nothing to thefethings, faidto Lucius: eAnd tho [een 
wie |? to mee to be fuch a one. Lucius anfwered: Iam fo. And he commanded him forthwith to be 
brought forth to the place of execution.F or this, Lucius thanked him,ani [aid that by this meanes 
be fhould be delivered from {uch wicked mafters, and goe unto agracious God, his father and 
Kin ig. After this a third ftept forth. which fuffered the like. Inthe end Ju/tinus concluded with 
the rchearfall of that which we temembred before,faying ; And I looke for no other, then 
that I be betrayed by [éme one of them that are called Philofopberé,

Vftinws hath left unto the pofterity many monuments of his inftruéted mind and right un- 
[cetanding full of all kind of profit, unto the which we referre the ftudious readers,and. 
® withall we will nore fuch as came to our knowledge. Firlt’; A /upplication unto Anto- 
ninus Pius, and bu fonnes, and to the Romane Senate, in the defence of our dottrine. Againe : 
An Avology unto the {aid Emperors fucceffor,by firname, Antoninus Verut whofe time we — 
prefently do profecute, He wrote alfo against the Gentiles : where at large he difputeth ma- 
ny queftions,both of ours,and the heathenifh Philofophers doctrine: Of the nature of fpirits, 
altogether impertinent for this our prefent purpofe,He wrote another book alfo againtt the 
Gentiles, intituled A confutation or reprehenfion. After that Of the monarchie of God, col- 
lected not only out of the facred Scriptures, but alfo out of prophane writers. Next one in- 
tituled: P/altes. Another: Of the foule,as by way of annotation, alledging divers queftions, 
and many opinions of the heathen ‘Philofophers, deferring the confutation and his defini. 
tive fentence untill another place. Laft of all he wrote, 4 dialogue againft the Iewes; difpue 
ting at Ephefus with Tryphon, then a famous doctor among the Jewes, where he declareth 
how the mercifullnefle of God brought him to the knowledge of the true faith: how he 
diligently ftudied philofophy, andeearneftly fought after the truth, In that dialogue of the 
Jewes declaring their {pite again(t the doétrine of Chrilt, he inveyeth againt Tryphon thus : 
You have not onely hardned your [elves from repentance, but have (ent chofen men from Terufa- 
lem which foould paffe throughout the world, and pronounce : that therewas acertaineC. brifti- 
anherefie fprong up.flandering us, as the reft doe which know ws not, fo that hereby you proved 


your felves authors of falfbood, not onelyte your owne people, burto all other nations. Hee 


writeth alfo,how that unto his time the gift of prophecie flourifhed in the Church, He re- 
membred the Revelation of John, plainely affirming, that it was the Apoftles : he alledgeth 
many places ofthe Prophets,reprehending Tryphon, beeaufe the Iewes razed them out of the” 


fulpe@teth this Besze, It is reported he.wrote many other:things, well knowne to divers of the brethren,

By the report of gelippus, he declareth what uniforme confent in religion there was 
in that age and who of old were authors of fects and herefies, 


Gefippas in his five bookes of Commentaries which came to our hands,left unto the 
polterity a full remembrance of his judgement, where he declareth,that comming 
! to Rome,he met with many Bifhops, and found them all of one mind, and the fame 
doétrine. But letus heare the worthy report alledged by him touching the Epiftle of C/e- 
seus,written unto the Corinthians, faying : The-Church of Corinth remained in the pure and 
right rele of doltrine nnto the time of Primus Bishop there, with whom (meaning the Corinthi- 
ans )fayling to Rome] conferred,and abode many dates and was comforted very mtch by reafon of 
thems and their doflrine. Being come to Rome,l flayed.there ancill that Anicetus was ftalled Brfhop, 
whofe Deacon was Eleutherius,whom Sother fucceeded, and after bias Eleutherius. In all the 
facceffion and in every one of their Cities , it % no otherwife then the Law, and Prophets,and the 
Lordhimfelfe preached. The fame author reciteth the originals of the herefies in his time, 
writing thus : After that Tacobus Iuftus bad bcexe martyred,in (uch fore as Chrift him(elfe was 
pet to death : his uncle Simon Cléophas was chofex Bifhop, whom all preferred, becauf that be 
was the Lords (econd kin/man,wherefore they called that Church a pure virgin, for as yet the di- 
vel had not fowne there any corrupt feede of falfe dottrine. Bat Thebulis becaufe that be was not 
chofen Bifbop,went about to corrupt the (ame, being one of the [even heretikes among the people, 
whereof was Simon, of whom the Simonsani : and Cleobius, of whom Cleobiani, an! Dofitheus, 
of whos Dofitheani: and Gorthzxus, of whom Gorteani: and Masbothei, of whom fprong the 
(Menandrianifts: Mareionifts: Carpocratians: Valentisians: Bafilidians : and Saturnians, 
whereof every one hath (er a broach # proper and feverall opinion. Of thefe fprang the falfe chrifts, 
the falle prophets, the falle apostles, rending a funder the (burch with their falfe dottrine, dire= 
Eted againf? God,and Chriff or Saviour, The fame author defcribeth likewife the old here- 
fies of the Tewes faying : There were in the time of the circumcifion [unary (etks among the chil 
dren of Ilrael, varying in opinions, and fet oppofite again(t the tribe of Inda and Chrifts namely 
thefe: the E(feans, the Galileans, the Hemerobaptifts, the Mubotheans, the Samaritans, the 
Sad'uces the Pharifees. Divers other things he writeth of, the whicli have béene partly re- 
me nbred of us before, and applyed to their proper and peculiar places. Afterwards he ma- 
keth relation of the Gofpell after the Hebrewes and Syrians, and feverally of certaine He- 
brewdialests : and.that by meanes of the Hebrewes hee attained unto the Chriftian faith, 
witharecitall of other unwritten traditions of the Jewes,. Moreover eA gefippus, and yet 
not onely he;but alfo Irenaeus, with the whole.affembly and company of the Elders, Have 
termed the Proverbs of Salomon,wifedome it felfe,replenifhed with all kind of vertue and 
godlineffe ; and by occafion, reafoning of the Scriptures called Apochrypha, he faid,; that in 
his time;divers of them were publifhed by Heretikes. Buc now letus proceed to fpeake of

his divine and godly labout and induftry,not only to {uch as were under his charge,bue 

alfo to ftrangers, fhewing himfelfe mott profitable unto all people,by thofe Catholike 
Epiftles which he directed unto the Churches. Of which number is that Epiftle written by 
him unto the Lacedemonians : containing the right inftitution of Chriftian peace and unity, 
Moreover his Epiftle written untothe Athenians ftirreth the minds of faithfull mento the 
embracing of faith and evangelicall converfation of life :.and'reprehending the gainefayerg 
and defpifers thereof, he chargeth divers of them, that they were now in manner fallen 
from the faith:: although Paé/ius their Bifhop fuftered martyrdome inthe perfecutions of 
thofe times, He remembreth Qaadrarus the fucceflor of PzbLus in the Bifhoprike(after his 
martyrdome,) and teftifieth ofhim, that by his meanes they were united, and ftirted'to the 
faith.He fheweth moreover how that Dionyfins Areopagita( converted unto the faith bythe | 
Apofile Pax/,according unto that which is written in the Aés of the Apoftles) was placed 
the firft Bifhop of Athens, There is extant alfo anether Epiftle of his unto the Wicomedians, 
wherein impugning the herefic of Afarcion, he compareth it withthe right rule of truth, 
And unto the Church of the Gortinzeans, together with other Congregations throughout 
(veta,he writeth,commending Philip their Bifhop,for that the Church cammitted unto his: 
charge was beautified and bedecked by the teftimony of many vertues, warning them with- 
all,that they fhould avoid the wilfullneffé of perverfe heretikes. And writing to the Church 
of e-fmaftres together with the reft throughout Paatus.he mentioneth Bachilides. and E Lyi. 


Pi: we have to fpeake of D iony/iud who being Bithop of Corinth freely communicated 


fies at whofe inftant motion he wrote,and Galwa the Bifhop, interlacing expofitions of fin- 


dry places of Scripture. He ad monifheth them at large touching mariage and virginity :com- 
manding alfo to receive after repentance fuchias fell, how{oever it happened, either of pur= 
pofe, or by heretical perfwafion, Wnto thisthereis annexed an Epiftle unto the G2ofij, 
wherein their Bithop Pinyens is admonifhed not to charge the brethren with the gric- 
vous burthen of vowed chaftity, as a matter of neceffity, but to have cofifideration of the 
imbecility of many.Vnto the which Piaytws making anfwer, extolleth and commendeth 
Dionyfizs but withall exhorteth, that ftronger meate beitig delivered, he feed the flock coms 
mitted unto his charge with more abfolute and profound dogtrine, left they dwelling and 
continuing ftillin their milkie and weake exhortations, waxe old through negligence in 
childifh inftructions. Inthe which Epiftle of Pimytws the right. rule of faith,-and diligene 
care for the falvation of his flock,alfo wifdome and underftanding of holy Scripture, is lively 
{ct forth, Lat of all there remaineth an Epiftle of Diony/is unto the Romlanes, namely unto 
Soter their Bifhop,whereof if we alledge fome part it fhall not feeme impertinent, where 
he commendeth the Romane cuftome, obferved untill the perfecution of ourtime, writing 
thus : It hath beene your accustomed manner, even from the beginning diver fly to benefit all the 
brethren, andtofend reliefe throughout the city, fupplying the want of the peore, by refrefbing 
them in this [ort,and [pecially the want of the brethren appointed for flavifa drudgery and dig ging 
of mettals.You Romanes,of old de ret aine the fatherly affection of Rome, which holy Soter your 
Bifhop not onely obferved, but alfo augmented, miniftring large and liberall relicfe to the n[e of 
the Saints, embracing lovingly the converted brethren.as.a tather doth hes fons, with exhortati. 
on of holy dottrine.Here alfo he remembreth the Epiftle of Clemens written to the (orinthi- 
ans, fhewing the fame of ancient cuftome to have beene readin the Church: for'thushe . 
writeth: We have this day folersnixed the holy {unday, inthe which we have read your Epifle, - 
and alwaies will for inftruttions fake,even as we do the former of Clemens written axtows, The 
fame author reporteth of his owne Epiftles,thatthey were patched and corrupted, in thefe 
Words:Wheun I was intreated of the brethren to. write, lwrete certaine E piftles,. bat the meffens 
gers of Satan have fowen them with tares pulling away fomse things, and putting to other (ome, 
for whom condemnation ts laid xp. N 9 marvel rhen,thouch [ome cndevosred to corrupt the facred 
Scriptures of Ged.bhen as they went about toconnterfet (uch writings of (a /msall anthority.¥ et 
befides all thefe,there is foundanother Epittle of Dionyfiasto hryfopbora-a faithful Alter, 
_Where,as it was moft meete, he mittiftreth unté het {pitituall foode convenient for her cal 
ling.

C) FE Theophilus Bifhop of Axstioch before mentioned,there are found three books of é 
herefie of Hermogenes, wherein he alledgeth many te{timonies out of the Revelation 


of S,John.There are alf{o certaine other books of his intituled; Jx/titutions, But there is no- 


thing worfe then heretikes, which like tares then infected the true feed of Apoftolike do- 
rine: whom the Paftors of the Churches repelled from the flocke of Chrift, as if they had 
beene certaine favage beafts, partly by admonitions and exhortations unto the brethren,and 
partly by encountring with the heretikes themfelves:{ometimes difputing and queftioning 
with them face to face,to the utter overthrow of their trifling fantafies, and fometimes by 
their written commentaries, diligently confuting by way of reprehenfion their fond opi- 
nions. Among whom Theophi/ws together with others which then laboured againft them, 
was counted famous, who alfo wrote a booke levelling at AZarcion,the which we know to- 
gether with the reft,at this day to be extant. After the deceafe of this Theophilus, Mdaximi- 
nus being the feventh from the Apoftles, fucceeded him in the Churchof Antioch,

Bout this time AZe/ito Bifhop of Sardis, and Apolinarius Bifhop of Hierapolis flouri- 
Aiteisvio both wrote unto the Emperor of ‘Rome then raigning, feverall books and 

Apologtes,in the behalfe of our faith: .whereofthefe of AZelito his doings came to 
out hands: T1o books of Eafter.Of politike couverfation,and the Prophets. Of the Church, Of 
the Lerds day.Of the nature of man.Of the moldof man. Of the obedience of faith.. Of the fenfes. 
Moreover: Of the body and foule. AMo Of our regeneration,or new birth, Of the truth Of faith, 
and the nativity of Chrift Likewife a book of hiss Of prophecie. Of the foule and body. Of hof- 
pitality.Anda booke intituled : A key. Another; Of the dive Another: Ofthe Revelation of 
Saint John,and of God incarnate, Lat of all,a booke dedicated #xto Antoninus, Inhis book of 
Eafter he declareth the time when l'e-wrote it, beginning thus: Thefe things were written in 
the time of Servilius Paulus procon/ul of Afia,at what time Sagarisfuffered martyrdome,and the 


great ftirre was moved at Laodicea, touching the Sabbath, whichthen by reafon of the time fell * 


out.Of this book Clemens Alexandrinus made mentionina feverall trast which he wrote of 
Eafter.and purpofely(as he teftifieth himfelfe)by occafion,of Adelito his book.Inhis Apotocy 
unto the Emperour he reported the things pradtifed again: the Chriftians, writing thus: 
The godly . people grieved by reafon of new edits which were publifhed throughout Ajfia, and 
never before prattifednow {u ffer perfecution. For impudent Sycophauts, and greedy gapers after 
other mens goods, having gotten occafion through. thofe proclamations, openly rob and {porle, 
day andnightfuch as commit no trefpaffe at al, And after.a few lines he faith: If thisbe dong 
through your procuremsent,let it ftand for good, For the Emperour that ss pope, never putteth in 
prattife any unjuft rhing,and we willingly will beare away the honor of this death;yet this only we 
humbly crave of your Highnelfe,that you (after notice and triall had of the authors of thesconten- 
tion )do justly give fentence, whether they are worthy of death and punifhment, or of life and quia 
etnelle But if this be not your Majefties pleafure, and the new edift proceed not from your power 
and authority, (which were not Seemely to be fet forth against barbarian enemies) the rather

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we pray you, that you deppife Hs not: which are grieved and oppreffed with thes foamefull fpoile, 
Againe to thefehe addeth: The divine philofophy now in efhimation among ft us firft flourifued 
among the Barbarians. For wher ms it flowrifoed under the great dominion of Auguftus your 
forefather of famous memory, it fell out to be a moft fortunate fucceffe unto your Empwre. For 
from thenceforth the Romane Empire increafed and enlarged it felfe with great glory, whofe 
fecceffor now you are, greatly beloved; and have beene long wifhed for, and will be together with 
Chriftian relic 7° fonne continually prayed for. Retatne therefore this Religion, which increafed with the Em- 
cion began to pire, which began with Auoultus, which was reverenced of your anceftors before all other Relim 
Fe had phan Lions, This was a great argument of 4 good beginning, for fince that our dobtrine flourifbed, to. 
nifeftin the — gethet with the happie Empire then beginning, no misfortune befell antoit from the raigne of 
time of Augu- Aucutltus unto thy day: but onthe contrarie all things glorious and Gladfome as CUCTIO MAN Win 
fae then hed Ointly of all others, Nero and Domitian, through the per[wafion of certaine envious and di- 
L1ULE VWaS is i ’ neue ° ° pn : , 
Homie ppitefull perfous, were difpofed to bring our dottrine into hatred: from whom the flander of 
flattering perfons that was raifed against the (hriftians, [prong up after a brutifh manner, Bur 
your godly anceftors corretted their blindignorance,and rebuked oftentimes by their E, piftles their 
fandrie vajh enterprifes. Of which number, Adrianus your grandfather ws knowne to have writs 
ren,both unto Fundanus Procon/ull and prefident of Afia,and to many others. eAnd your father, 
(yours, Ifay, in that you governed all things together with him) wrote unto the cities ih our 
behalfe,as ento the Larifleans, Theflalonians, Athenians, azdto all the Grecians, that they 
Shouldinnovate nothing, neither prattife any thing prejudiciall unto the Chriftians. But of you we 
are fully perfwaded to obtaine our humble petitions, in that your opinion and fentence 1 cora- 
re(pondent unto that of your predeceffors yea and more gracious and far more religious. Thusas 
ye reade, he wrote in the forefaid booke. And in his Proeme to his annotations of the Old 
Teftament, he reciteth the tatalogtie of the bookes of the Old Teftament, then certaine and 
canonicall (thé which neceflarily we have annexed) writing thus : Meliton znte the brother 
Meliton wri- — Qnefimuis fendeth greeting: Woereas oftentimes (you being enflamed with earneft xeale towards 
teth Dee our doctrine ) have reque/ted of me,to [elect certaine annotations ont of the Law and Prophets, 
Ui a aig concerning o#r Saviour, and our whole religion, ana againe to certifie you of the funsme of the 
Scripture of bodkes contained in the OldTeftament, according unto their number and order of placing, now 
theQld Tes at length I (being mindfull heretofore allo of your petitions )have beene carefull to performe that 
flament. you looke for, knowing your endeavour,your cave and induftrie in fetting forth the dottrine of 
faith, marching forwards with love towards God and care of everlafting [alvation, which you 
preferre before all other things. When that [travelled into the Eaft, and was there where thefe 
things were both preached and put in prattife, I compiled in order the books of the Old Teftament, 
fach a were well knowne,and [ent them anto you, whofe names are thefe:The five books of Mofes: 
Genefis, Exodus, Leviticus, Numeri,Deuteronomium, Then Iefus Nave,the indges,the booke of 
Ruth, foure books of Kings, two of Chronicles, the P falmes of David, the Proverbs of Salomon, 
the booke of Wifedome,Ecclefiaftes the Canticles Tob, Efay axd leremy the Prophets,One booke 
of the twelve Prophets, Daniel, Ezechiel, Efdras, Vpos the which we have written fix bookes of

rye E meatic that Tatianws, whofe tehtimony alittle before we have alledged tou- 
WW. ching the renowned Ia/tinus, whom alio we have reported to have beene the 
Martyrs difciple. The fame doth /reneus declare in his firft booke againft herefies, 

writing of him and his herefie thus: Oxt of the Schoole of Satyrninus and Marcion fprang the 
Heretizes whom they call Encratits (that w to fay continent perfons ) whe taught, that mariage 
was to be Abhorred, contemning the ancient foape- and mold of man framed of God, andfo by {ew 
quele,reprebending him that made the generation of man and woman, Againe they have comman- 
ded abftinence from living creatures, for fothey call them, foewing themfelves ungratefull te- 
wards God, which made all things for the ufe of man. They deny that the firft man was faved, 
And this blafphensy lately [prong up,one Tatianus being original thereof: who whileft that he 


was the auditor of Juftinus, revealed no [uch thing, but after bus Martyrdome, falling from the. 


Church, and being puffed up with prefunptuous eftimation and felfe opinion of Dottorjhip, as 
though he paffed all other, invented anew forme of doctrine, He dreamed of certaine invifible 
worldswith the Valentinians, preaching of matiage, corruption and ormication,as Marcion and 
Saturninus had done before, calling into controverfie of himfelfe the (alvation of eA dam. This 
doth Iresens write in the place before cited; and a little after thus ; Ome Severus revived the 
fore(aidherefie, “and became an author unto his followers, fo that of bim they were cahed Seve- 
riawi. Thefe receive the Law, the Prophets, and the Gofpels : they expound names of hol 

Scripture,as pleafeththem beft : they revile the Apoftle Paul: they reject his Epiftles: they 
deny the Ads of the Apoffles. Their firft author was Tat iavws, who patched together,I wot 
not what kind of mingle mangled confonancy of the Gofpels, and termed it Diateffaron, 
which as yet is to be feene of many, Some’ report that he prefumed metaphraftically to al- 
ter the words of the Apoftle, correéting as it were the order of the phrafe. He left in wri- 
ting untothe pofterity a great number of Commentaries, but of all the reft that booke of 
his againft the Gentiles, is recounted famous, and taken for the be{t, and moft profitable ; 
where mention is: made of the former times, with a bold proteftation, that AZo/es, and the 
‘Prophers among the Hebrewes were farre more ancient, then the famous men among the 
Geatiles, And of thefe things thus farre.

Nder the raigne of the famie Emperour, when herefies increafed, acertaine man in 

Mefopotamia.by name Bardefanes,being very eloquent and skilfull in logick,publifhed 

in writing in the Syrian tongue, Dialogues together with other books, again(t Mar- 
cion and other grand heretikes:the which certaine learned men(whereofhe had thena great 
number to his difciples,his gift of utterance did fo pafle) tranflated from the Syrian into the 
Greeke tongue: of which books,that dialogue intituled of Deffinie,and dedicated unto Anto- 
ninus the Emperor ,is of great force. The report goeth,that he wrote many other books, by 
dccafjon of the perfecution raifed in thofe times. This’ man was firft {chooled by Valestinus, 
but afterwards reprehending and condemning his fabulous dreames, he transformed and 
altered himfelfe of his owne accord, and embraced the founder fentence, and yet notwith- 
Rtancing he was not altogether cleare of the filth of the former herefic. About this time, Se- 
ter Bifhop of Rome departed this life.

moft ample wife,containing not’onely hiftoricall narration, but alfo enterlaced with do- 
Crihe ; nevertheleffe we mind not now to omit any thing that ioe feeme pertinentunto

containeth a policy gratefull unto God, moft peaceable. warres forthe quietneffe of the 
foule,for the truth of confcience rather then triall for our countrey, for godly favour rather 
then worldly friendfhip, It containeth the’valiant conftancy of champions, buckling and 
wraftling for the truth, che mof vidtorious fortitude and triumphs again{t fiery fiends of 
hell,the upper hand of our invifible adverfaties ; to be fhort, it pronounceth for all chefe, 
crownes of everlafting memory. |

The greatneffe of this our tribulation, the furious rage of the Gentiles againft the Saints, and 
what things the bleffed martyrs have uffered, we are not able exattly to expreffe by word, or 
comprehend in writing. For the adverfary endevoured with all his might, foewing tohens of his 
preparatives and difpofed entrance to perfecution, and paffing throughout all places, acquainted 
and inftrntted hes limmes to firive againft the fervants of God: (0 that we were not onely bania 
Shed our houfes ,bathes and consmon market places:but altogether every one of ws ftraightly chars 
ged not to fhew hus face. Yet the grace of Goa withftood him, delivering the weaklings, and cons 
trariwie upholding certaine others, as fare andimmoveable pillars, which through their fuffe. 
rance were able not onely to repell the violence of the defpitefull adverfary, but alfote provoke 
him, patiently abiding all kind of flander and punifoment. To be fhort, accounting great torments 
bot a fmsall trifles they haftened unto Chrift declaring as trath ts that the paffions of thele prefent 
times, are not worthy of the glory which fhallberevealed untous. end first of all, they bare 
mantully all fach vexations as the multitude layed upon them: as exclamations fcourgings drags 
409s, (poyling, ftoning, fettering, and the like, whatfoever the heady and favage multitude 
accuftomed to prattife againf? their profeffed enemies, Next, being led unto the open market 
place, and examination had, they were condemned in prefence of the people bythe Tribune

and the other chiefe potentates of the city, andcaft into prifon, untill the Prefidents consming, 


efter that, when they were brought before the Prefident, which had exercifed all kins of 


extream: cruelty againft us, Vetius Epagathus one of the brethren (having fallnsffe of love 
towards God and man, whofe converfation was (o perfet, although ayoung man, that hee 
was thought comparable with Zacharie the Priest, for he walked unblamecably in all the 
command-ments and ordinances of the Lord, and very ferviceably towards his neigabours , 
having great xeale and fervencie of the [pirit of God: ) allowed not of the fentence unju|tly pro. 
nounced againft us, but with vehement motion required, that andicnce might be given him 
to pleade for the brethren, alledging that we had committed no impiety. Which being de- 
nied hin (for hewas anoble man) of fuch as compaffed the tribunal feate, and of the Prefi- 
dent r jetting this yuft petition, an onely demanding whether be was a Chriftian : he confe[- 
fedit with alondvoice, and lo he was received into the fellow {hip of the Martyrs, and called 
the x fdvocate of the Chriftians. For he having the Spirit which is the Comforter, in greater 
aboundance then Zacharie, declared the fullneffe of love that was in him, in that be (pared not 
his life in defence of the brethren. He was and wthe'rrue Difcsple of Chrift, following the 
L imbe Ww Lither foever be CoG bh, The other foremartyrs ftirredap b this example, haften theije 
felves unto UM ‘tyrdome, and are become livelier, and readizr, accomplifhing the confeffion, 
of Martyrdome with all chearefaullneffe of mind. There were certaine others found wnready, 
leffe exercifed, and as yet wecke, not of abslity to beare the burthen of fo weighty a combate, 
(in number ten) which fell through the frailty of the flefo, to our great heavineffe and forrow- 
Full laventation, quailing the chearefullneffe of others, which were not as yet apprehended, 
but accompanied thet Martyrs what torments foever befell them, and fevered not themfelves 
from thom. Then trembled we all for feare, an! that greatly, becanle .of the uncertaintie of 
confelfions : being not terrificd with any torments, but carcfull for the end, left any foould fal 


from the faith, Daily there were apprehended -fach as were worthy to fulfill the number of

wards , fayned againft ws, and reported, that we nfed the feaftings ef Thieftes, and the ince St 
of Oedipus, with divers other crimes, which may neither godlsly be thought spon , neither 
with wsodeftie be uttered, neither without impiety be beleeved, Thefe things now being 
bruted abroad , every body was move! and incenfed againft us, in fo much that they 
which for familiarity fake ufed moderation before, now were exceedingly movea and mad 
with us, Then was that faying of our Saviour fulfiled, to wit: The'iime wil! conte. whey 
as every one that flayeth you, fhall thinke that therein he oth Ged good fervice, Tven fufferea 
the holy ‘Martyrs [ach torments astongue cannot expreff2. edud Satan alfo provokea thesas 
with all might poffible, that they frould utter (ome blafphemie. Great wis the whole rage both 
of veople, Prefident, and fouldiers fet against Sanctus Deacon of the (barch of Vienna: and 
again Maturus,. lately baptized, yet a notable warrier : a againft Attalus a‘Pergamenian, 
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Blanding a who was alwaics apillar and fortreffe for our faith: and againft Blandina, a woman, by whoms 
woman, Chrift foewed, that thofe. things which ix the fight of men appeare vile, bafe, and contemptible, 
Toa ee deferve great glory with God, for the true love they bare towards him indeed, without boasting 
in foew. For when aswe all quaked for feare, yea ana her carnal miftref[e (which allo was one 
of the perfecuted Martyrs) was very carefull left that peradventure at the time of her anfwer, 
Blandina by rea/on of the frailty of the flefh, fee foould not perfevere conftant s Blandina was fo replee 
fheweth great %ifbed with grace from above, that the execntioners which tormented her by turnes from 
patienceinhes gorning to night, fainted for wearinelfe, and ceaffed, confeffing themfelves overcome: and 
BORED ES. that they were no longer able to plague her with any more punifsments: marveling that as 
yet fhe drew breath, having her whole body rent in peeces, and the wounds open: they con= 
feffing withall, that one of thofe torments was of force Jafficient ro coft ber her life, much more 
fo many, andfo great. But this blefed woman, like a noble wraftler, was renewed at her con- 
Blandina con- felfion, for as oft as foe pronounced: Lama Chriftian, neither have we committed any evil: 
fefleth her lelfe “pe was yeoreated, vefrelhed, and felt no paine of ber punifhment, Sanctus alfo bare nobly 
ae el and valiantly, yea above the nature of man, all {uch vexations, asman could devife. When 
Sanflustheweth #6 the wicked in compaffe , by reafon of his great paffions and torments , had well 
great patience, hoped to have heard fome undecent and wuncomely fpeech ont of his mouth, his constan- 
cie was [o great, that he uttered neither hts owne name, neither his kindred, neither the 
ete conrel: countrie whence he was, nor whether be were bond or free, but unto every queftion he anfwered 
feth himfelfe a 2% the Romane tongue: I am aChriftian. Thus confeffed Me oftex in fteed of all ether 
Chitian: things, of his name, and (itie, and kindred; meither could the Gentiles get any other language 
of bim, Wherefore the Prefident andthe tormentors were fiercely fet againft him. end when 
as now there remained no punifoment unprattifed, at length they applied ante the tendereft 
parts of hisbody, plates of Braffe glowing het, which fried, feared, and feorched his body, 
yet he remained unmoveable nothing amazed, and constant in his confeffion, being firengthened 
and moistencd with the deaw which fell from the’ celefiall fountaine of the water of life, 
gihing out of the wombe of Chrift. His body bare witneffe of the burning. For over all 
vis body his flefs was wounded, his members befcarred, his finewes foronke, fo that the 
naturall fhape and ontward hew was quite changed, in whom (brift Suffering, obtained 
unfpeakeable glory, conquering Satan, and leaving anexasmple for the instruction of others, 
that notorment is terrible where the Father 1 beloved, no lamentation loathfome where 
Chrift is glorified. “When as the wicked tormentors afew daies after, had brought hin to the 
place of torment, and well hoped, that if they punifhed him now (having his whole body 
puft up with felling and feftered wounds, fo fore, thar it might not be touched, no not 
with the leaft finger) they foould overcome him, and prevaile: or if that he diedintorment,. 
they foould terrife the reff, and {o warne them to take heed : none of all thefe happened 
unto him, but beyond all mans expectation, in the latter torments his body was released 
of the paine, recovered the former fhape, and the members were reftored to their former 
ufe, fo that thefecond plague through the grace of Chrift, was no gricvous maladie, but a 
a prefent medicine.eAgaine Satan going about blafphemoufly to flander ws, procured Biblis a wos 
Biblisawo- — mgan (one of them which had fainted before) to be brought foorth, fuppofing her frayle and 
Sa Poe! fearefull mind now tobe quite altered fromthe Chriftian opinion, and confequently through 
"her blafphemous deniall, to be in danger of damnation, But fhe at the very hore of tor- 
wsent, returned unto her felfe, and waking as it were ont of adead fleepe, by meanes of thefe 
penifoments temporall, confidered of the paines eternal én hell fire, and unlooked for, cryed 
out unto the tormentors, and faid: How conld they devoure infants, which were not [uffered to 
fucke the blond of brute beafts? Therefore when fhe confelfed her felfe a Chriftian, fhe was appoina 
ted to take her chance among the (Martyrs. When that thefe tyrannicall torments were taken aq 
way of Chrift, through the patience of the bleffed Saints, the divell invented other mifchiefes, 
to wit: the imprifoning of the Saints in deepe and darke dungeons, fettering of them inthe flocks, 
firetching their feete unto the fift boord chinke, with other punifbments, which furious miniffers 
full of divellifh rage, are wont to put in ure and prattife upon poore prifoners.So that many were 
frifled and ftrangled in prifon, whom the Lord wouldhave fo to end thes life, and to fhew forth bis 
glory. For the Saints being [o fore weakened with grievous torments, that though all medicines 
Many ofthe 678 minifired unto them, yet life feemed to themunpoffible, rentained faat up in clofe prifon, 
Martyrs died - 4/itute of all mans aide, but comforted ofthe Lord, and confirmed in body and mind, fo that 
in prifon, they flirred up and comsforted the rest. The yonger fort that were newly apprehended, uae 
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bodtes had not before tafted of the lafh of the whip, loathed the clofenelJe of the prt on, and 
were choaked up wit! h ftinch, But bleffedPothinus to whom the charge of the B ifhop »s Sea of 
Lions was committed, being above foure/ce ve and tenyeares old, weake of body, Vaan able 
to draw breath, becaufe of the imbecilli ity of natures being frrengthened with the cheerefuallnef 
of the fpirit, for the conceived joy of m partyrdome which he defired, was brought foorth 
before the tribunall feate, fas int in body sofa that he was old and ficklse, hus life being for this 
pee" referved, that Chrift by the meanes ar it might trinmph.He was carried of the fouldiers and 
es oid “bapope the sribanall, {eate, accompanied with the Potentates of thecitie, andthe whole 
multitude, diver fl y foouting as — eee ene Chrift ; he hath given a good tiflinony. end 
being demannded of the d Prefident shows the God of the C briftians, he anf (wered: If thou be- 
come ¢ worthy thor hall auderftand.

ry. Attalus alfo a famous man, was earnestly called for of the people unto punifament, who ben 
ing ready, and of acleare confcience, came forth. For he being notably excreifed in the Chri- 
rian profeffion, was alwaies a witneffe and defender of thetruth. Therefore when he was led 
about the Theater, with afcrols before him, wherein was written in the Romane tongue: This 
#s Attalus the Chriftian: and the people badraged againft him, the Pvrefident knowing that 
he was a Romane, commanded him'to beimprifoned, and clofely kept with the other prifoners, 
concerning who be had written unto Cxflar, and expetted an anfwer, But the time paffing be- 
tweene was neither vaine nor fruitlelfe, for the infinite mercy of Chrift Iefus onr Saviour fhined 
3% the world through their patience. The dead were by the living revived : the Martyrs profited 
{ich as were no Martyrs, the pure virgin and mother the Church was greatly comforted and 
chersfoed, when as fhe recovered and received for living, fitch as before fee bad lost as un- 
timely births and deadfruit, For many which before had fainted, by their meanes were reftored, 
regenerated, ftirred up afrefo, taxght to proteft their faith, and now being quickned, and 
frrengthened, having tafted of bie which wil not the death of afinner, but os mercifull unto the 
penitent, they come forth before the tribunal feate, realy to anfwer unto the interrogatories 
of the Prefident. end becanfe that Cxfar had commaunded by writing, that [uch as confeffed 
themfelves Christians, fhould be executed, andf{uch as renounced fhould depart the frequented. 


Solensnity (which by reafon of the concourfe of the Gentiles from every countrey, was at the - 


beginning very populous) he brought forth from prifon the blefled confeflours into the opex 
fpethacle and prefence of the people, to be (cornefully gafed upon, and when he had Aagaine made 
inquifition of them, as many as he found to be priviledged perfens of Rome, thofe he beheaded, 
the reft he threw to be rent alinder and torne in peeces of wild beafts. Chrift was greatly glam 
rifiedin them, which at the first denied, and at laft, beyond all the expectation cf the heathens 
boldly confeffed their faith.T hey feverally were examined,to be fet at liberty, but after confeffion 
they were coupled to the number of the Martyrs, But they taried without, which had no graine 
of faith, no feeling of the wedding garment, no Sparkle of the feare of God, but rather through 
their wicked converfation,, blafphemed the way of God, as fonnes of perdition, All the other 
were coupled to the Chriftian congregation: and at the time of examination,Alexander a Phry- 
giaw borne,profeffing Phylicke having dwelt in France many yeares, aman well knowne for bis 
great xeale to Godwards, and boldneffe of (peech (for he was not without Apoftolike grace) 
ftood hard by the tribunall feate, and nigh the examined perfons, exhorting them to boldneffe 
of confelfion, by fignes and tokens: fo that by bis forrowing and fighing, by his hopping and 
skipping to and fro, he was de(cried of the ftanders by. And when the peoplein compajfe had 
taken inevill part, that they which before hadrecanted, @gaine did confeffe, with one confent 
they cryed out againft Alexander, as author thereof, And when the Prefident had urged him,and 


demanded of bim what he was,he anfwered: Iam a briftian: for which anfwerthe Prefident 


allotted himunto the beafts, of them to be rent in peeces and devoured. The next day a ters 
together with Attalus he 2s brought forth, (for the Prefident to gratifie the people, delivered 
hina unto the beafts, to be bayted the fecond time.) Andwhen thefe had tafted of all the tor. 
ments provided for them in compaffe of the {caffold,and fuffered great paine,in the eud they were 
put to death, Of which number Alexander nor once fighed, neither uttered any kind of {peech, 
but inwardly fron the heart talked with God. Attalus burning inthe {calding iron chaire, glow. 
ing hot, fothat the favour of his broyled body filled their noftrels, faid unto the multitude 
inthe Romane tongue: Behold this that you doe is to devoure men: butwe neither devonre 
men, neither commit any other hainous offence, And being demaunded what name God had, 
he anfwered: God us not called after the manner of men. After all thefe things, upon the laft day 
of the (peétacles, Blandina, together with Ponticus, (a young man of fifteene yeares of age ) 
was brought forth (which thing was daily ufed, to the end they might behold the torments 
ofthe ref?) whous they compelled to [weare by their Idols names, But they conftantly perfevea 
ring in their opinion, and contensning their Idols, fet the multitude in [ach arage againft thems, 
that they neither pittied the yeares of the young man, nor {pared the womankind, but plagued 


Ponticusof the thew with all kind of penifbusents ufed in their Theaters, urging them now and then to 


{weare: which when they could not bring to paffe, Ponticus being incouraged of the fifter ws 
| prefence

prefence of the Pagans, who then beheld how fhe exhorted and confirmed the young man: 
afer that be had faffered all kind of bitter torments, yeelded ap the ghoft. Laft of a bleed 
Blandina, like a noble mother having exhorted ber children, and fent them before,as Conquerors 
nuto the King pondering with her felfe all the punifoments of ber children, hastened after them, 
joying and trinmphing at ber end, as if fhe had beene invited to awedding dinner, and uot to be 
caft among wildbeajts. After fcourging, after buckling with wild beafts, after the broyling 
of her body as it were in a frying pan, at length fhe was wrapped in anet, and tumbled before Blandina be. 
a wild bul, which fanned and toffed her with his hornes to and fro, yet had fhe no feeling of all headed. 
thefe things, her mind being fixed and wholy fet upon the conference which fhe had with Chrift, 

andinthe end foe was beheaded, the Pagans themfelves pronouncing : that never any woman 

was heard of among them, to have [uffered fo many and fo great torments, Neither did 

their cruelty and rage againft the Christians (0 ceafe, For the favage and barbarous Gen= 

tiles,being provoked by a furious and beaftly fiend, could not quiet themfelves, but that their 

furious rage prattifed another kind of malicious fpite upon the dead carkafes: neither were they 

pleafed in that they were overcome, and veia of naturall feeling and fenfe, but proceeded fur= 

ther, like brute beasts, both Prefident and people were furioufly provoked, profecuting us with 

Like hatred, that the Scripture might be fulfilled, which (aith: He that is wicked,let him be wicked Apocal, 22.

Vch were the calamities which happened unto the Church of Chrift under the faid 
Emperour, whereby we may conjecture by all likelihood, what befell unto them in 
other Provinces, Neither fhall it be amiffe, ifout of the fame Epiftle wealledge fur- 
ther teftimony,concerning the mercy and meckenefle of the forefaid Martyrs, written in 
this manner: They were fuch followers of (brift( who when he was in the forme of God, thought i¢ The French 
no robbery to be eguall with God ) that being fet in {ach glory, they faffered torments, neither ™<? Hr 
once nor twife but often and againe,being taken fromthe beasts having the print of hot yrons and eee 
skarres, and wounds in their bodies, neither cated they themfelves (Martyrs neither permitted phil.s, 
others fo toterme them: butif any of us fo named them incur Epiftles, they foarply rebuked 
ws, they attribused the name of martyrdome with full mind unto Chrift, wha was the faith- 
fall 
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ato, full andtvue Martyr, the firft fruits of the dead, andthe guide unto life. They called to mind

ofChriftis tz. 22eir miferable torments which ended the race andcourfe of thes life with bleffed martyrdome, 
therto beter- faying : They now are Martyrs, whom Carift vouch{afed to recerve unto him by confeffion, 
medauzeoy -andthrongh the palfage of this perfecuted life, to feale their martyrdome among the number 
cemnnen of the bleffed Samts, bet we are meane, and bafe, and humble confeffours, They befeeched

Pather for their fakes, they craved life and he granted it them, which life they communicated 
to their ncighbours : and fo they pajfing as conquerours in all things, embracing peace, aud pew 
ing the fame nnto ws, departed thi life with peace, and pofted unto the heavenly and celeftiall 
paradife : leaving no griefe behind them unto the mother,no [edition or warre unto the brethren:

foretaid cpiftle onely on bread and water, When he had determined with himfelfe fo ro liveinprifon, it was rem 
wtit thusalfo vealedanto Attalus after hes firft conflict onthe Theater, that Alcibiades did not not well,in 
of Alcibiades. that he ufed not the lawfull creatures of God, andalfo gave an occafion of doubting unto others, 
Hereof when Alcibiades was per[waded,he ufed all things indifferently, and praifed God. For 
they were not deftitute of the grace of God, bat had the Holy Ghoft for their director, Of thefe 
Montanus, things thus much. When as Aontanus, and eAlcibiades and Theodorus then frefh and firft of 
Theodorus and alf,of many throughout Phrygia, were thought tobe endued with the gift of prophecie,(for 
a erie many other miraculous operations, wrought by the divine power ot God in many places, 
falfe prophets, perfwaded them that thefe had alfo the gift of prophecie)and becaule of them,fedition was 
** raifed: againe,the brethren inhabiting France, Jaid downe in writing, their godly and Ca- 
tholike cenfiure of them,and withall, alledged fundry Epiftles of the holy Martyrs that {uffe- 
red among'them, which(being in clofe prifon)they had written unto the brethren,through- 
out Ajiaand P hry gia,in the which alfo they called and provoked Elensheriws then. Bifhop 
‘of Rome,to the defence of the Ecclefialticall peace. 


CHAP. 
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Cuap, IIII. 
The Martyrs in France commend Irenaxus Bijvop of Lions, by thesr Epsftls 
uato Eleutherius Bifhop of Rome, 


the forefaid Bifhop of Rome; as their owne words declare inthis manner : Father 

‘Eleutherius,we wih you health in all things and alwaies in God. We have requefted Ire- 
nzus or brother and fellow labourer, to deliver yor thefe letters, whem we pray you to accept of, 
as a xealous follower of the will of C hrift.F or if we under frood that any mans degree yeeldea forth 
and delivered righteou{neffe unto the graduate, namely as being minifter of the Church, as this 
man is,we would have chiefly commended this in kim. To what end fhould Inow out ofthe 
fame Epiftle,rehearfe the catalogue of Martyrs,I meane of thena which were beheaded, and 
of them which were devoured of wild beats, and of them which died in prifon, and the 
number of thofe confeflors, who then as yet lived? For if any man be difpof ed at large to 
reade hereof,let him take in hand my 400k of Martyrs,where the collection thereof is plain- 
ly to be feene. Thefe things were thus done in the time of eAntoninns the Emperour. 


! Te: fame Martyrs highly commended Irenaus Minifter of the Church of Liows, unto

How that Godin great neceffity fent raine at the faithful Christian (ouldiers prayers, 
unto the hoaft of Marcus Aurelius ax Heathenifo Emperour. 
Iftories do record,that when his brother Afarcus Aarelius the E mperour,warred de 
H gaintt the Germans and Sarmatians, his hoaft was ready to perifh with thirft;fo that 
he wift not what to do ; and that the fouldiers of the legion called Adclitina, moved 
againe and againe with faithfullneffe towards their Prince, bowed downe upon their bare 
knees(as our accuftomed manner of praying is)in the midft of the army,turning them tothe 
enemies,and made application unto God. When as this fight feemed ftrange unto the ene= 
mies,there was fhewed a farre more ftrange {pectacle,to wit,lightening, which put the ene- 
mies to fight and ouerthrow,and withall a fhowre of raineto refrefh the army,which wel- 
nigh perifhing with thirft, powred out their prayers before the high throne of the Ma Jelty 
of God, This Hiftory is reported by fuch as favoured not the Chriftian faith, yet were care- 
full to fet forth the things which concerned the forefaid perfons, It is alfo written by our 
men.And of the heathen Hiftoriographers themfelves the miracle is mentioned, but not ex= 
prefly to proceed by the meanes of our men; yetour writers as friends and favourers of 
the true do@trine,have delivered fimply and plainly in deed as it was done, W hereof Apolli- 
narius is a witnefle of credit, who reporteth that this legion(by whofe prayers this miracle 
came to paffe) wasfrom that time forth called by the Emperour in the Romane tongue af 
ter a peculiar name,the Lightening legion. Tertullian alfo a man worthy of good credit, dedi- 
cating an Apologie in the Latine tongue, unto the Romane Senate,in the defence of our faith 
(whereof we mentioned before) hath confirmed this Hiftory with a mightier and more 
manifeft proofe, For he writeth, that the moft prudent Epiftles of AZarcus,are yet extant, 
wherein he himfelfé teftifeth,that warring with the Germans, his army welnigh perifhed 
through the {earfity of water, but yet was faved through the prayers of the Chriltians: He 
faith,that this Emperour threatned them with death, which went about to acctrfe them. 
Vato the forefaid things he addeth : what manner of lawes are thefe againt ws? impious, uns 
jaft,cruch, which neither V efpatian obferved, although conqueror of the Iewes : which Trajan 
partly fruftrated,commanding the inguifition for the Chriftians to ceafe : whsch neither Adria- 
nus,although bufying himfelfe with every matter,neither he which was called Pius,confirmed, But 
weigh of this every manas pleafeth him, we will profecute that which followeth by order 
of Hiftory. When Pothinus of the age of fourefcore and ten yeares, had ended this life, to- 
gether with the other martyrs in France, Irenaeus {ucceeded him in the Bifhoprike of Lions: 
whom we have learned in his youth to have beene the auditor of Polycarpus. This fame 
Irenaeus inhis third book againtt herefies, rehearfeth the fucceffion of the Romane Bifhops 
unto Elentherius whofe times prefently we profecute, and reciteth the catalogue of them, 
as if it were his fpeciall drift, writing in this manner. A

poltles graftedin his mind and painted before hes eyes, Neither was he yet alone, fer there lived a 
that tine many which wereordained by the Apostles. Inthe time of this Clemens there wag 
railed no {mall [edition among the brethren at Corinth, wherefore the Church of Rome wrote una 
tothe Corinthians a worthy Epiftle, reconciling them unto peace, and renewin @ their faith and 
tradition lately received of the Apoftles, A little after he {aith : efter thus Clemens, (uccecaled 
Evareftus ; after Evareftus, Alexander : after Alexander, 


Apoftles. Afterwards Telefphorus, which was gloriotfly crowned with martyrdome, Hin fol 


lowed Hyginus: then Pius: after him Anicetus, whons Soter succeeded, Now Eleutherius was” 


the twelfth Bifbop from the Apostles.The fame order, the fame dottrine, and tradition of the eA 
poftles traly taught in the Church,continued unto this our time. q 


Cuap, VII, 
How unto that time miracles were wrought by the faithfull. 


Hefe things Ireneus(agreeable unto the Hiftories mentioned before) hath laid downe 

in thofe five bookes which he wrote to the fubverfion and confutation of the falfly 

- named {cience,to wit,of Heretikes ¢ and againe inthe fecond book of the fame’argue 
ment,he fignifieth how that unto his time, examples of the ftrange and wonderfull power 
of God, were feene flourifhing in certaine Churches,faying : They are far from raifing of the 
dead as the Lord and his Apoftles did, through prayer . and.as many of the brethren many times, 
and oftentimes the whole Church of fome certaine place,by reafon of [ome urgent canfe, with fa- 
Sting and chaft prayer.hath brought to paffe, that the pirit of the dead returned tothe body, and 
man was by the carneft prayers of the Saints, reftored to life againe, A little after he faith : Bue 
if they fay the Lord wrought thefe things fantaftically, wewill lead them unto the prattifed exe 
amples of the Prophets, and prove out of them, that they all prophecied of him after this manner, 
and that thefe things were done indeed, and that he was the onely Sonne of God. Wherefore in his 
name they that be his true Difciples, receiving grace of him, bend their whole wight to this end, 
that every one, after the quantity of the talent received, doe benefit the other brethren. Some 
Soundly and truly expell divels, fo that they being delivered of their evill [pirits,embraced the 
Saith,and were received into the Church: others have the foreknowledge of things to come,they 
fee divine dreames, and propheticall vifions : others cure the difealed and fickly and reftore thems 
to their health,by their laying on of hands.Now according to our former faying,the dead were yaia 
fedto life againe,and lived together with us many yeares.For the gracious gifts of the Holy Ghoff 
are innumerable, which the (burch dif, per(ed throughout the whole world havi ag received, aif~ 
pofeth daily inthe name of Iefus Chrift crucified under Pontius Pilate, to the benefit of the Gena 
tiles : feducing none neither felling them to any at any price; for as fhe hath received thems freely, 
fo freely fhe beftoweth them. Againe,in another place Ivenaus writeth: As we have heard of ma= 
ny brethren in the Church which had the gift of prophecying, which were able through the holy 
GhoS to fpeake with fundry tongues: which couldreveale the fecrets of men where it [o behoved, 
and expound the darkemyfteries of God. Thus much of the diverfity of gifts, which flourifhed 
among the worthy men unto that time, .

ES as inuchas in the beginning of this our Treatife, we have promifed in their feverall 


B. places, to alled ge the teftimonies of the ancient Ecclefiafticall elders and writers, which

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they have written to our knowledge, and delivered to the pofterity touching the canonical 
Scriptures of both the Old and New Teftament :, now we will endevour to performe the 
fame, And beginning with Jrenaus, \ firft of all let us {ee what he hath written of the New 
Teftament,his words are thefe; Matthew delivered unto the Hebrewes the Hiftory of the Go- 
fpell,written in their owne tongue, When Peter asd Paul had preached at Rome, and planted 
the Church, after their departure Marke the Difciple and interpreter of Peter al/o, delivered us 
in writing uch things as he bad beard Peter preach, end Luke accompanying Paul, comsprifed 
in one volume the Gofpell preached of him, After thefe, lohn the Difciple of onr Lord,which alfo 
leaned on his breaft, publihed a Gofpell unto the pofterity remaining at Ephefus. This hath 
he written in his third book, And in the fift of the fame argument he reafoneth of the Reve 
Yatton of S.Iobn and the calculation of Antichriftsname: Thefe things being thus when as in 
all irwe and ancient copies, this number ts laiddowne: ana they alfateftifie the fame which (aw 
John with their eyes sand the word it felfe teacheth us,that the xnmber of the beajts MANE, ACCOY= 
ding to the uumbring of the Gentiles, 1s declared by the letters exprefjed in the wordtt felfe, (A 
Jitle beneath of the fame thus he faith.) 7e donbt nothing of the name of Antichrift, of the 
which we affirme fure and certainely.For if his name at this prefent were openly to be publifhed,no 
doubt it had been done by him which pronouncedthe Revelation. Neither was the Revelation feene 
long ago,but welnigh in this our age, about the end of Domitiansraigne. Thus muchhe {aid of 
the Revelation of Saint Joby, He hath made mention of the firft Epift /e of Iohn, citing thence 
many teftimonies, Alfo of the former of Peter, And he not onely knew,but allowed ofthe 
booke of Hermes,intituled Paftor faying: That writing hath very well pronounced which (aith, 
Before all things beleeve there 1s one God, which hath created and made perfet all things, ee, 
He hathufed alfo certaine fentences felected out of the book of Ws/dome of Salemon,where 
he faith : The fight of God bringeth incorruptien, incorruption draweth a man unto God, He cis 
teth the works of fome one Apoftolike Elder, whofe name ke paffeth over with filence,yet 
approveth his interpretation of holy Scripture. Moreover he remembred Ju/tinus Martyr, 
and Ignatius alledging their writings for teftimonies.He hath promifed to confite ALarcion 
ina {everall volume. But of the tranflation of the Old Teftament by the Seprwagints, heare 
What he writeth,in thefe words: God then was made man.andthe Lordhivsfelfe hath faved us, 
£iving us a Virgin for afigne,not as [ome fay which prefume to interpret the Scriptures : Behold 
a damfell hall concesve and bring forth a fon,as Theodotion the E pheftan, and Aquila of Pontus 
tranflated, which were both lewifh profelites, whom the Ebionites following, have taught that 
Chrift was borne of lofeph asd Mary. After a few lines he addeth faying: Before the Romane 
Empire grew to be of {uch force,when as yet the Macedonians held Afia, Ptolomaus the fonne of 
Lagus fully minding to ere& a library at Alexandria,and to replenish the (ame with all {uch good 
bookes as were extant, requefted of the Iewes inhabiting Ierufalem, that they would fend him 
their bookes tranflated into the Grecke tongue. They(forafmsuch as they were as yet [ubject unto 
the Macedentans ) fent unto Prolomeus [eventy elders from among them, very skilful in their 
bookes, and both the tongues,Go1no doubt difpofing this thing after his pleafwre. Ptolomeus for 
trials fake, fearing, if they conferred to gether, they would conceale the truth revealed in their 
bookes, commanded them feverally every man by himfelfe to write bis tranflation, and thisin 
every booke throughout the OldTeftament. When as they all cause together in prefence of Pto- 
lomezus,and conferred their tran(lations one with another, God was glorified, and the S criptures 
divine in decd were knowne. For all they from the beginning totheending, hadexpreffed the 
Sfelfe lame thing, with the felfe (ame words, and felfe fame fentences, Sothat the Gentiles then 
prefent, prenounced thofe Scriptures tohave beene tranflated by the inStintt and motion of the 
Spirit of God. Neither may it feeme marvellows unto any man that God brought this to paffe.for 
when as inthe captivity of his people under Nabuchodonofor, the Scriptures were perifhed (the 
Lewes returning into their owne regioz, after feventy yeares, in the time of Artaxerxes

7 much as in me lay, Idifputedin the Church the fpace of many daies againft them and their fe 
tanus foments Verall objeétions ; fo that the Church rejoyced, and was thereby confirmed ia the truth: but 
at‘Ancyrain the contrary part yet repined, anil the gaine-ayers were very forrowfull. and when the Elders 
Galatia. of that place required of me in the prefence of our fellow minifter Zoticus Otrenus, that I would 
ee Otte» Jeave them in writing [ome commentary of [uch things as were uttered against the adverfaries 
ofthe truth, at that time Idid it not, but promifed that I mauld jhertly,through the helpe of the 
Lord, write fomewhat thereof unto them. Thefe and the like things laiddowne: inthe Pro- 
eme : in the proceffe of his booke he writeth thus : #herefore the original of them3and their 
aeieie new found opinion againft the (burch of God,was after this fort. There 8 acertaine village in 
Monta. Myfia(aregion of Phrygia called Ardaban,where hiftories record,that firft of alone Montanus 
alate convert,in the time of Gratus Proconfull of Afia, puftup with an immoderate defire of pré= 
macie, opened a gapfor the adver[ary to enter into hina : and being mad and fodainly effrangea 
and bereft of hw wits, waxed furious, and publifbed flrange doftrine, contrary to the tradition,

Teftamsent, neither fall they be able to glory of Agabus, of Iudas, of the daughters of Philip, 
of Ammias the Philadelphian, of Quadratus, either of any other, which may any thing availe 
them. Againe he writeth: If that (as they fay )after Quadratus,and Ammias the P hiladelphian, 
the[e womeg of Montanus /ucceeded in the gift of prophecie, let them fhew who afterwards fuc= 
ceeded Montanus and his women, For the Apojtle thinketh good that the gift of prophecy 
foouldraigne in every Church even unto the end: but now for the fpace of thefe fourteene yeares 
fince Maximilla died,they are able ro fhew us not one. So farrehe. This Miltiades whom he 
remembreth,left unto us in writing other monuments of his labour and induftry in the holy 
Scriptures,as well in the bookeshe wrote againft the Gentiles, as alfo in the books againtt 
the lewes, fatisfying and confuting in two bookes their feverall arguments and opinions, 
Afterwards he wrote an Apologie of the Chriftian Philofophy which he embraced, dedica- 
ting it to the Potentates and Princes of this world. 


\Cuar. XVI, 
Apollonius and hu judgement of the fame herefie. 


7 O be briefe,this Phrygian herefie was confuted by Apollonius an Eccle’afticall wria 
j ter,who then (I fay at that time )flourifhed in Phrygia:he publifhed a feverall book a- 
" gain(t itshe refuted their prophecies, accounting them for vaine lies : he plainely opes. 
ned and revealed the converfation of {uch as were principall and chiefe patrons of this he- 
refic of Montanus:he wrote inthis manner : Bus what kind of new Dettor this is, his worker. 
and doclrine do declare .T hes ts he which taught the breaking of wedlocke: this he which prefcria 


bet lawes of fasting : this is he which called Pepuza and Tyminm (pelting parifhes of Phrygia) 
Terufalem,to the end he might intice all men from every where to frequent thither sthts w he which 
ordained tole-gatherers andtaxers of money : this is he which under pretence and colour of obla 
tions hath cunningly invented the art of bribing:this 1s he which giveth great hire unto the prea- 
chers of his dottrine, that by feeding of the paunch his prophecies may prevaile. Thus much of 
(Montanus, And immediatly of his Propheteffes he writeth: We have fhewed befere, thefe 
ficft Prophetelfes, from the time they were filled with their falfe fpirit, to have forfaken their hts. 
bands. How foamefully then doe they lie,calling Prifcilla a virgin? He addeth, faying: Dorh not 
the whole Scripture forbid,that a Prophet should receive rewards and money? When I fee a prom 
phetelfe receive gold and filver,and precious garments,how can I chufebut deteff her? Againe,of 
another he faith: edd befides thefe, Themifon al/o inflamed with the burning thirft of cove 
tonfnelfe, tafted not of the tart cognifance of confeffion before the tyrant, but fhifted hinslelfe one 
of fetters with much moncy, And when as therefore he fhould have humbled himfelfe, yet he all in 
brag gery, as if he were amartyr, after the example of the Apoftle, wrote a (-atholike E piftle, 
very prefumptuon|ly, to instruct them which beleeved better then himfelfe, and toexhort them 
to ftrive for the new dottrine together withhim, andto revilethe Lord, and his Apoftles, and 
bis holy Church. Againe, {peaking of one of their highly efteemed Martyrs, he writethin 
this fort: Andthat we trouble not our felves with many, let the Prophetelfe tell ws roiching 
Alexander who called himfelfe a martyr, with whom fhe hath banqueted, whom alfo many doe 
adore, whofe thefts and other hainous crimes which he fuffered for I will not prefently rehearfe,for 
they are publikely kuowne and registred: whofe finnes hath he pardoned ? Whether doth aPro= 
phet yeeld theft wnto atMartyr, or a (Martyr an immoderate defire of gathe ring unto a 
Prophet ? For when as (hrift commaunded: You foall not polfeffe gold, neither filver, neither 
two coates: thefeox the contrary (eeke after the poflefion ofunlawfull [ubftance, We have de- 
clared, that they, whom they call Prophets and (Martyrs, have extorted money, not onely of the 
rich,but of the pcore, the fatherlelfe, and the widowes. But if they pleade innocency, let thens 
flay and joyne with.os iniffue in the fame matter, upon this condition, that if they bee over- 
throwne at leaft wife from henceforth they will ceafe to commit the like finne againe. The frwits 
of Prophets are to be tried, The tree is to be knowne by his fruit, And that the cafe of Alex= 
ander may be knowne of fuchus defireit: hee was condemned at E phefus by Amilius Frontinus 
Laeutenant, not for his profeffion, but for prefumptuous and bold enterprifed theft, be- 
ing a lewd perfon. eAnd then with a falfe pretence of Chriftian profeffion , feducing the 
Jasthfull of that place ,.hee was pardoned aud fet at libertic. But the Congregation 
re a 
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dice and to carde ? tit feemely for a Prophet to be an wfurer?. Let them an{wer me whether thefe 
be lawfull.or unlawfull I will prove thefe to be their prattifes. Chis Apollonsds sn the fame book 
fheweth the time of his writing, to, be the fortieth yeare fince AZontanns invented this falfe 
and forged prophecie. Againe he declareth how that Zoticus( mentioned before by the for- 
mer Author) went about at. ‘Pepusa, toreprehend and.confute the faired prophecie of 
(Maximila, andthe {pirit which wrought inher: but yet was forbidden by fuch.as fa- 
voured her folly. He remembreth one Thrafeas aMartyr of. that time...* He declareth as 
received by tradition, that the Lord commanded his Apoftles not to depart from Jera/alem 
untill the twelfth yeares end. Healleadgethteftimonies out of the Revelation, ay id repor- 
feth how that SaintJobn raifed at Ephe(us by the divine power of God, one that was dead 
colifeagaine, Other things ha writeth by the which hee hath fully confuted, and over- 
throwne the {ubtle fleight of the forefaid herefie, Thefe things out of Apoonins.

Bifbop of Hierapslisin Afa..Inthis Epiftle of Serapion there are fub{criptions oF many

Whe rfore Synods 
and meetings of Bifhops were tummoned, where all with oneaccord ordained an Ecclefis 
afticall deeree;which they pubdlifhedby their E piftles unto all, Churches :that upon no other 
then the Sonday the my(ery of onr Saviours refurrectionsfhotald.be celebrated, and that on 
that day,and no other,cbe fatting-ufed before Eafter fhould have.an end, Their Epiftle is at 
this day extant, who at that time for this caufe aflembled together in Paleftina, of whom 
Theophilus Bifhop of (e/area and. Narci{us Bifhop of Jerufalsm.were chiefe. At Rome likes 
wife there was a Synod-gathered together for the fame caufeyo€ the which Vidor their. Bi- 
fhop.was PreGdent. Againe there was another of the Bithops.at Pontus, where Palas as 
the moft ancient did governe. Another. of the Bifhops threughout France;which Jreneus did 
overfee. Tobe fhort, another ofthe Bifhops. throughour..@ ffreeza and the cities therein 
eontained,and f{peciallyof Baxchius Bifhop of Corinth wish.many others, all which with 
one and the fame fentence and judgement, ordained the fame.decree, and their uniforme

at the laft day,when the Lord fhall come.from heaven with glory; and reftore.all the Saints to jay: 
Philip oneof the twelve Apoftles, now lying at Hierapolis, and bis two daughters who kept 
thmfelves virgins all the dates of their lives, the third alfo after the endof her holy converfa- 
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boih a Martyr and aD ottor pepe at Ephefuss Moreover Polycarpus Bifbop of Siejrua,anda 
Martyr. Thrafeas anEunsenian,both a Bifhopand a Martyr, flepe at SmyrnaWhat foall Tfpeake 
of Sagaris, both a Bifhop anda Martyr,lying at Lacdicea? Alfa of bleffed Rapyrius, and Melito 
an Eunuch, who was ledand guided in ali things that be dia bythe Holy Ghoft, and now refteth 
*Chap.25.af- at Sardis, waiting the meffage from heaven, when he foall arife from the dead, * eAlll thefe celea 
tertheGrecke. byaredthe feaft of Eafter according unto the Gofpell, in the foureteenth moone, fwarving ne 
where, but obferving the rule of faith, Tobe foert, and IPolycrates, the mcancft of you all, 
doe retaine the tradition of my forefathers, of which alfo I have imitatea fome, For there 
were fever Bifhops before me, and Lam the eighth, which almuies have celebrated the feaft of 
Eafter on that day in thewhich' the people removed the leaven from among them, I therefore 
(my brethren) which now have lived threefcore and five yeares in the Lord, have conferred 
with the brethren throughout the world, andhave read, andover-read the holy Scripures, yet 
will not be moved at'all. with thefe things which are meade to terrifie us, For my Anceftors and 
Akts 4; Elders bave faid,thatwe ought rather to obey God then men. Afterwards he {peaketh of the 
: Bifhops that confented, and fubf{cribed to his Epiftle, after this manner : J conldrepeare'the 
Bifbops which were prefent, whore -you requefred me to affemble, whom alfo Ihave affembled 
together, whofe names if 1 foould write would grow uyto agreat namber ; they have wifted mea 
fimaple foule.and a man of {mall accompt, and have confented tothe Epifile, They alfo know that 
I beare not this gray hatre in vaine but dlwaiss have had my converfationsn Chrilt leu,

{Kos of Lions. they count aday. Neither began this variety of fafting in our time,butlong before, throsigh thems 
Uiftor Bifhop who then bare rule,and as it ts very likely, through their double negligence, they defpifea and ala 
of Rome, seved the fimple and common ouffome retrained of old, Yer for all thiswere theyat.wnity one 
with another, and as yet we vetathe it : ‘for this varisty of falting commendeth thennity of fart h, 
After this he adjoyneth a certaine Hiftory, which Fwilballedge ‘as peculiarly incident to 

this place.They (faith he) that were Bifbops before Sorter, of that fea which now thou goverseft, 

J meane, Anicetus,Pius, Hyginus, Telefphorus avd Xyftus, neither did (o obferve it themfelves, 

neither left they any fuch commatndement unto the pofterity, and yet they, ( though not ober 

_ ving the fame cuflome ) were at tnity with them which reforted unto them from other Churches, 

and did obferve the fame, although their obfervation was contrary to the minds of [uch as ob= 

ferved it not. Neither was the like ever beard of,that any man for {uch kind of fafting was excom-= 

municated : but the Bifhops themfelves which were thy predeceffours, have fent the. Eucharist 

wnto the brethren of orber Churches that obferved acontrary cuftome, end Polycaxpus being 

at Rome in the time of Anicetus,they both varied among themfelves about trifling matters; yet 

were they foonereconciled,and not a word of this mater. Neither was Anicetus able roiper{wade 

Polycarpus that he Jhould not retaine that which he had alwaies obferved with Iohn the Difei- 

ple of our Lord andthe reft of the Apoftles.with whom he bad beene converfant: neither aid Poly- 

carpus per/wade Anicetus to obferve it, buttoldbim, that hee oaght to obferve the ancient cu= 

ftome of the Elders, whons he facceeded, Thefe things being at thes point, they conmiswicated 

one 
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one with another. And inthe Church * Anicetus granted the Eacharift unto Polycarpus for rea 
verence he owed unto him, and in the end they parted one from another in peace,and all (uch as re- 
tained contrary obfervations throughout the whole univerfal Church, held faft the bond of love 
and unity. Thus Trenews not-degenerating from the etymologie of his name, paffing all other 
in the gift of reconciling the brethren,practifed for the Ecclefiafticall peace, He wrote not 
onely to Viétor but alfo to fundry governors of divers other Churches, in feverall Epiftles, 
concerning the faid controverfie.

The cenfure of the Bifbops of Paleftina touching the (aid controverfie of Eafter with 
the repetition of the bookes of certaine Ecclefiasticall writers, 


He Bifhops of Paleftina (mentioned alitle before) Narciffis, Theophilus, and with 

them (a/fius Bithop of Tyrw#s, and Clarus Bifhop of Ptelemazs, together with other 

Bifhops in their company, when they had reafoned at large touching the celebration 
of Eaffer,and the tradition delivered unto them by fucceffion from the Apoftles: in the end 
of their Epiftlethey write thus : Sewdout with [peed the copies of our Epiftle throughout the 
parifhes,that we bc not charged with their error, which eafily are brought to (nare even their own 
Soules We fignifie unto you, that at Alexandria they celebrate the feaft of Eafter upon the [elfe 
fame day with us, Their Epiftles are brought anto us ,andours unto them,that we may uniformely 
and together folemuixe this holy feaft, Befides thefe alleagéd and tranflated letters and Ept- 
(tlés of Jrenaus there is extant another book of his, very learned and neceflary, againft the 
Gentiles intituled of knowledge: another unto Marcianus his brother, intituled A dec/aration 
of the Apoftles preaching:and another book of divers traéts whete he maketh mention of the 


Epi(tle unto the Hebrewes,and the Sooke of Wifedome, called Salomons, whence he alleageth 
te{timonies, Thefe are the works of Ireneus which came to our knowledge. W hen Cowmo- 
dus had been Emperor 1 3.yeates,and Pertinax after him not fully the fpaceo r {fix moneths 
Severus fucceeded himin the Empire, There are referved at this day in many places many 
notable works ofdivers Ecclefia(ticall perfons, whereof thefe came to our hands: The ( om- 
mentaries of Heraclitus upon Paul. Afaximus of that common quettion in heretikes:mouthes: 
whence evill proceeded: and whereof thts [abftance was made.Candidus of the creation or worke 
of the fixe daies. Appiow of the { ument.Sixtes of the refurreGion, And acertaine tract 
All-which writers time doth not permit, neitherisit 
sca 
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Mong thefe bookes there is found a volume written againit the herefie of Artemon, 


which P anlus Samofatenus in our daies endevoured to revive : wherein is contained 
® a narration worthy to be publifhed among thefe our Hiftories, which are here and 
there diverfly collected. When this booke had confuted the faid prefumptuous herefie, 
which affirmed (Uri/# to be a bareand naked man, and that the authors thereof had gloried 
ofitas an auncient opinion,after many lines and leaves, tothe confutation of this blafphe- 
mous untruth, he writeth thus; They affirm, that all our aunceftors, yea and the Apostles 
themfelues were of that opinion, and taught the fame with them,and that thes their true dotlrine 
(for fothey call it) was preached and embraced unto the time of Victor the thirteenth Bshop 
of Rome after Peter, and corrupted by his fucceffor Zephyrious. The peradventure might feeme 
to have fome likelyhood of truth, if it were not oppugned firft of all by the holy Scriptures, next 
by the bookes of fundry men long before the time of Victor, which they publifved against 
the Gentiles, inthe defence of thetruth, and in confutation of the heretical opinions of their 
time. Imeane lultinus,Miltiades,Tatianus and Clemens,with many others, in all which workes 
Chrift % preached and publifhed to bee God. Who knoweth not, that the workes of Treneus, 
Melito and all other Christians, doe confelle Chrij? tobe both God andman? Tobe fhort, how

Flow them w it pofftble, according unto their report, that our annceftors unto the time of Vitor 
frould have preached fo, when asthe E celefiafticall cenfure for fo many yeares is pronounced 
for certaine, und kuowne unto all the world? And how can they chufe but be albamed, this tra 
Theodorus a truly to report of Victor, when as they know for faret y that Victor excemmunicated Theodotus 
tanner and 2 g Tayner, the father and founder of this Apostacte, which deniedthe divinity of Chrifty because 
phen that he firft affirmed ( brist to be but only man If Victor (as they report )had beene of their bla 
pheraorss opinion,how then could he bave excommunicated Theodotus the exther of that herefie? 
And Fiéter was thus affectionated. But when he had governed the Ecclefialticall funtion the 
{pace of ten yeares, Zephyrinus {ucceeded him about the tenth yeare of the raigne of Severus, 
ey i ns . The fame author which wrote the aforefaid booke againft the founder of this herefie, decla- 
rh A li reth a certaine Hiftory that was done in the time of Z ephyrinus after this manner: Therefore 
Ano Domini totheend I may advertife divers of the brethren, I will rehearfe a certaine Fiftory of or time, 
203. which (as I{uppofe ) sf it had beene in S odome, they would have fallen to repentance, There was

by vifiaas For God and our Lord telus Chrift, full of mercy and compaffion, would not that the 
witneffe of his paffions [ould perifh out of the Charch. endfor that he was alto gether caveleffe 
andnegligent in marking the vifions from above,being now as it were hooked with the [weet baits 
of primacie, honour, and filthy luecre, whereby thoufands doe perifo, at length he was Seourged 


God fendeth by an Angell of the Lord, and fer the [pace of awhole night chaftifed not a litle, fo that whenhe

Ofthe perfecution under the Emperour Severus. 


Hen Severus perfecuted the Church of God, there were every where famous 
martyrdomes of fuchas ftreve for godlinefle s but efpecially at Alexandria, 
Gi whither chofen champions out of egypt and all T: hebazs (as unto a mofk no- 
(93 table Theater of God) were brought, and after a moft patient {ufferance of 
as findry torments and divers kinds of death, were crowned of God with gar- 
lands.of immortality.Of this number was Leonides(called the father of @rigen)there behea- 
ded, who left his fon very youngsand of tender yeares:who, how he was difpofed and afte- 
éted towards Chriftian Religion from that time forth,it ffallnotbe at this time unfeafona- 
bly written, {pecially for that he is famous and ‘erowned thronghout the whole world, 
Some man will fay,it is no {mall peece of worke to paint in paper the life of this man, and 
that it will require a whole volume to it felfe + buat this prefent cutting off many things, 
ufing as much brevity as may be, we will runne ovet certaine things which concerne him, 
felected out of their E piftles and Hiftories,which were His familiars,whereot fome lived in 
our time,and reported certaine things ofhim. Tobe fhort, we willdeclare fuch things as 
“fhallfeeme worthy of memory, and that were done of himi even from his cradle. Severus 
had governed the Empire ten yeares, Letus governed Alexandria and the reft of eEgypt, 
ane Demetrius after Inlianus had newly taken upon himthe oeverfight of the congregations 
there, : Ps

Origen defirons of Martyrdome,was in great danger, and being delivered he profe|fed 
Divinity at Alexandria with earneft fiudse,and lea a marvellous honeft life. 

Hentheheate of perfecution was very vehement,and an infinite number of per- 
\ V fons were crowned with Martyrdome Origen being yet very young bare in his 
mind afervent defire of martyrdome,fo that he hazarded himéelfe often,and co- 
veted voluntarily to thruft himfelte into that dangerous combat. * Yea narrowly did he ef- 
cape, for it had coft him his life,had not the divine & celeftiall providence of God ftaied him 
by meanes of his mother,to the further commodity & profit of many .She.at the firft intrea- 
ted him with many words to tender her motherly affection : but perceiving him to be more 
vehetnently incenfed: and kindled, know ing his father tobe Kept in clofe prifon, and wholy 
minded to {nfter Martyrdome,fhe conftrained him to remaine at home,hiding from him all 
hisapparell, Hethenbeing ableto do no other thing, more prompt in mind than ripe in 
yeares,could not reft,but wrote unto his father:a letter,in the which he exhorteth him thus: 
O father; faint not, neither imagine amiffe becanfe of us, Let this be the firft token of the in- 
duttry and finceré mind of Origenin his childhood towatds Chriftian Religion, fet forth 
in

in this out Hiftoty;For he being of archild trained up and exercifed in holy Scriptures; fhews) 
ed ‘then no {mall fignes of the doétrine of faith, His father furthered him nota little toghey 
knowledge of them, when.as befides the ftudy of liberall arts, he inftructed him in thefeynop, 
as the lefler part. For firft of all before the exercife of prophane litsrature,he inftructed him 
in the holy Scripture, and demanded ofthin daily a certaine taske of that he learned and rey 
hearfed. And this trade was not unprofitable for him being a child,but he grew thereby unto 
fuch facility and promptneffe; that he contented not himfelfé with the bare and cafuall Teas 
ding of the words; but fought farther, fearching the perfect and profound underftanding 
thereof; fo that divers times he would fet or gravell his father,demanding of him what was 
meant by this and that place of holy Scriprure.But his father checked him to his face th out- 
Ward fight,admonifhing him not to fearch ought above the capacity of his yeares,and.more 
then the plaine lettergave tounderftand: yet to himfelte he rejoyced greatly, yeelding unto 
God the author ofallgoodnefle hearty thanks for that he had made him the father of fich a 
{onne. The report.goeth, that the father oftentmcovered the breatt of. his {on in his fleepe, 
and folermnely kiffed it, as if the Holy Ghott had taken there the inner part for his privie 
clofet,and thought himfelfe ha ppy of fuch an oft-{pring, »Thefe and the like things they re- 
member to have happened unto Origen being yet a child. When his father died a Martyr, 
he was left an Orphan ofthe yeares of {eventeene with his mother and other children his 
brethren, to the number of fixe: his-fathers fabltance being confifeated to the Emperours 
treafurie,the want of neceflartes pinched him,together with his mother and brethren,he ca- 
fteth his care upon the divine providence of God,he ts received and refrefhed of a certaine 
matron which was very richsand alfo religious, which harboured in her houfe a certaine-man 
of Antioch,a notable heretike,of the fect then freth at Alexandvia, one that was accepted of 
her for her fon and deare friend, Origen then of. neceffity ufing his company, fhewed forth 
manifelt proofes of his cleaving faft unto the right and true faith: for when asan infinite 
multitude not onely of heretikes,but alfo of the true faith, frequented unto Paulus ({0 was 
he called) for he was counted.a profound anda wife man,he could not be per{waded to be 
prefent with him’at prayers,’ but obfervedthe Canon of the Church froma child, and 
cetefted (as he witnefleth himlelfe in a certaine Place) the doctrine of heretikes, “He was 
of his father'abfolutely inftrn@ed in the prophane learning of the Gentiles, but after his fa. 
thers death he auplien: a littlemore diligently the fudie of Rhe-oricke ; and having before 
meanely applied humanity, now after.the death of his father he {o addicted himfelfe unto 
it, that in fhort {pace he got fuffieiency to ferve his turne, both tolerable for the time, 
and cotre{pondent to his yeares: For he being idle at {choole (as he himfelfe in a -ertaine 
place reporteth) when as none accupied the roome of'catechizing at e4lexand Yes 
caufe that every one was faine to fic away By reafon of the threatning thunderbolts of 
perfecution,divers of the Gentiles came to hint to heare the preaching of the Word of God: 
Whereof he faith the firt to have beene' P/#tarch,who befides that he lived Well, was crows 
ned with martyrdome. The fecond was Heraclas the brother of Plutarch, who aftethe 
had profited very much, and fucked at his lips the juice of Chriftian Religion and heavenly 
Philofophie, fucceeded Demetrius im the Bifhopricke of Alexan ‘ia, Origen went now 
on the eighteenth yeare when ‘he catechized fin the {choolé of Alexandria at whattime 
he happily profpered whileft that under Aquila Lieutenant of Alexasdria, inthe heate of 
perfecution he purchafed unto himfelfe a famous o inion arhong all the faithfull, inthathe 
chearefully embraced all the Martyrs, not onely of his acquaintance, but fuch as wetéunte 
him unknowne.He vifited not otiely fuch as were fettered in deepe dungeons and clofeim- 
prifonment, neither onely fuch as looked for the laft fentence of execution, butafter iudge- 
ment given and fentence pronounced, hee was prefent with the Martyrs, boldlyoacs 
companying them to the place ofexecution, putting himfelfe in great perill oftentimes; 
boldly embracing,. kiffing and faluting them, fo that oncethe furious rage of the fond mul. 
titude of the Gentiles had ftoned-him to death, if the divine power of God had not mar- 
velloufly delivered him, The fame divine and celeftiall grace of God at other times,againe 
and againe, fo oft as cannot be told, defended him, being affaulted of the adverfaries y be« 
caufe of his noble hardineffe and prompt mind to publith the dodtrine of Chrift.So extreme+ 
ly was hee dealt withall of the infidels, that: fouldiers were commaunded to. watch 
about his houfe, becaufe of the multitude that ‘came to bee intruded of him in the Chris 
ftian faith, The perfecution daily prevailed, and was fo vehemently bent againft him; 
; that 
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that he could no where paffe fafely throughout Alexandria, but often changing lodgings, he 

wasevery where purfued, becaufe of the multitude which frequented unto him for inftru- 

Gtions fake, For his workes exprefled the moft notable rules of the moft true and Chriftian 
Philofophy.They fay,as he taught fo he lived, and as he lived fo he taught. Wherefore the Origen ashee 
divine powet of God {pecially prevailing with him, an infinite number were ftirred up by tughe he li- 
his zeale, When he perceived many Difciples to frequent unto him, and that the charge of 277d 38 be 
the Schoole was now by Demetrius the Bifhop commatted unto him alone, he fuppofed the — - 
reading of humanity to be out of feafon, and transformeth the Schoole as altogether unpro 

fitable by reafon of prophane literature and humanity oppofite unto facred letters, tothe 

exercife of godly difcipline. Againe after good advice taken for neceflary provifion,he fold Origen fold his 
the prophane writers which hée had diligently perufed and lay by him, enjoyning the buy- et phy 
er,to pay him daily foure halfpence of the fet price, wherewith he contented hifelfe.And °°°°*" 

this philofophicall trade continued he the {pace of many yeares, cutting off from himfelfe 

all occafion of youthly concnupifcence. For throngh the whole day he rooke no {mall labour 

inthis godly cxercife, and the greater part of the night alfo he {pent in meditating of holy 
Scripture,and iti his philofophicall life, as much as lay inhim, he ufed fafting, taking his reft 

at cértaine temperate times of the yeare,not on his bed,but very warily onthe bare ground, 

Specially above all other places, he fuppofed the fayings. of our Saviour in the Gofpell to 

beobferved, which exhorted us not to wéatetwo coates, neither fhooes, neither to care 

forthetime to come with agreedy or covetous defire, For he endured cold and nakediefle 

more cheerefully then became’ his yeares, and fuftered fuch extreanie need and neceflity, as 

greatly amaved his familiar friends, and offended many that willingly would have {upplied 

his want and neceffity,for the painefullnefié they {aw him take,in fetting forth the heaven~ 

ly doétrine of Chrift Tefus our Saviour, But he being givento patient fufférance,pafled ma- 

ny yeares without the wearing of fhooes, joyhing naked foot ro bare ground. And he is 

faid moreover for the {pace of many yeares to"have abftained fiom wine, and other fach 

like, (neceflary fiterance onely excepted;) fo that hevanin great danger,le(t thac through 

weakenefie of limmes and fainrneffe of body;te thould deftroy and cat away himfelte. This Origen had 
philofophicall trade offite being wondred at of others, ftirred up a preat many Difeiples ™*y follov- 
to imitate the like trade and ftudy : fo that of the Centiles and Infidelsj:andalfo of thelear- “ 
ned and wife,and the {ame not of the meaner fort, a great number became zealous and ear- 
neft followers oFhis do@triue : in fo much that>(the heavenly W ord of God taking deepe 
roote in their faithfall minds) they continued (tedfakt during the perfecution of that tume,fo 
that fome of them were apprehended and fuffered martyrdome.

of all after great and greevous torments, terrible to be {poken of,together with her mother 
Marcella (he was burnediwith fire,and confumed to afhes. The report goeth that Aguilathe 
judge commanded her.whole body to be {courged over, and that very fore, and threatned 
her,'e would deliver her body fhamefully to be abufed of Fencers andruffians: and that af- 
ter fhe had muzed a while with her felfe, and they demanding an anfwer, to have faid{uch 
things as pleafed not the Gentiles, and therefore immediatly after fentence pronounced, ta 
have beene taken and led of Bafiisdes (afouldier of authority among the hoft) to execution, 
When the multitude moleftedher fore, {pitefully handling her with opprobrious termes; 
Bafilides reprefied and rebuked their railing {peeches, pitying her very much, and practifing 
great curtefie towards her.

Hercules accufew him of theft, it was not [os but his confcience pricked him that be could fin/ no 
reft.Even fo Bafilides, with divers others baving fre(h in memary the martyrdome of Potarmizna, Ba filide ss 
and the villany they prattifed againft her,dreamed of ber .their confctence pricking thens,aud bea- 
ving thems witnelfe of the fatt,to their repentance and converfion, Sothat foe appeared wot (after 
the letter ) but her martyrdonse was acorzic-unte their con{cicace crowning thens with garlands 


of heavenly glory if haply they would repent.

Origen geldeth é 
igdelie taine act, which expreffed the thew of anunperfeét fenfe and youthly hardinefle,but 
a notable example of faith and chaftiry. He underftanding fimply and childifbly the 
Mat. 196 faying of the Lord: There be fome which make themfelves Eunuches far the kingdome of heavens 
fate: and withall purpofing to fulfill the words of our Saviour, for that he being young in 
yeares preached and made manifeft, not onely to men, but alfo to women, the mylteries of - 
God, fought meanes to cut off all occafion of wantonnefle and the flander of the Infidels, 
practifed upon himfelfe to performe the words of our Saviour, carefully minding to con- 
ceale from his familiar friends this fact of his, But it was unpoilible to cloake and cover fo 
Demetrius Bix greata matter, which thing when Demetriws Bifhop of that place underftoad, he wondred 
thep of ‘Alex- at his bold enterprize, yet allowed of his purpofe, and the fincerity of his faithfull mind,bid- 
canon: sh. ding him be of good cheere,and continue the office of a Catechizer. Though Demetrius was 
another while then of that mind,yet not long after,feeing Origes luckily to profper,to be highly efteemed, 
mifliketh ,. | Teverenced,renowned,and famous among all men,he was pricked withfome humane pafli= 
through envie, on, fo that he publifhed abroad unto all the Bifhops throughout the world, the gelding of 
AL ni ee + Origen as amoft foule and abfurd fact. Yet the beft accepted and worthieft Bifhops through- 
The Bi apes out Paleffina,to wit, of (e/area and Jerufalem, becaufe they had found him worthy of dig- 
of Cefarea & ity and great honour, made him Minifter through the laying on of hands, Then when he 
Ierufalem al- came to great eftimation,and was well accepted of all men, and got no fma}l commendati- 
lowed of Gri- on for his vertue and wifedome, ‘Demetrius having no other thing to charge him withall, 
aan Ge accufed him of the old faét done ofa child,and for company was not afhamed to accufe fuch 
ham Miniitcrs as advanced him unto the order of the Miniftery.Thefe things were put in practife within a 
while after, From that time forth Origen without let or hinderance fulfilled the worke he 
had in hand, preached at Alexandria day and nightth¢ Word of God unto fuch as frequen= 
oN meee ted unto him, applying his whole mind unto holy Scripture and the profit of his difciples, 
Was cteated When Severus had held the Imperiall Scepter the {pace of eighteene yeares,his fon* Ante- 
Emperour ninus facceeded him. And of them which manfully perfevered in the perfecution of that 
Anno Dom. — time,ard after confeffion and findry torments and confiicts,by the providence of God were» 
213. delivered,one was Alexander whom alittle before we fignified to have beene Bifhop of Je- 
yufalem, Hebecaufe he perfevered conftant inthe confeffion of the name of Chrift, was

much greeved, Narciffus commanded fuch as had charge of the lights,fpeedily to bring unto 
him water cGrawne up out of the next well: that being done,he prayed over it,and badthem 
peure tt into the lamps with fervent faith towards God: which when they had fulfilled,the 


nature of the water beyond all reafon and expectation, by the wonderfull power of God, 


was changed into the quality of oyle. And they report farther, that a {mall quantity thereof 


for miracles fake was referved of'many of the brethren’ a long while after, even unto this 
our time. Many other notable things worthy of memory they report of this mans life, wher- 
of this is one:certaine leud varlets feeing the conftancy and uprightneffe of his life,could not 
brook neither away with it, fearing that if through his meanes they were attainted, there 
was no other way but execution : therefore they in confcience being privy to infinite lewd 
practifes,prevent the fame,& charge him witha grievous accufatid, Afterwardsito perfwade 
the hearers the fooner,they confirme their accufations with othes, The firlt {wore: If [ lie let 
me¢.be burned, to afhes. The fecond: if I report not thetrath let my whole body be tormen- 
ted and walted- away with fome cruell difeafe, The third : if I beare falfe witnefle let me be 
{mitten with blindnefle.Bur forall their {wearing and ftaring,not one of the faithful belee- 
ved them,the chaftity and upright converfation of Narciffus {o prevailed among al men.He 
took grievoully their defpightfull dealing, and becanfe that of old he had been of the philofo- 
phicall fee, he fled and forfooke his Church, and hid himfelfe privily in defert and obfcure 
places for the {pace of many yeares. Yet the great and watchfull eye that jultly avengeth, 
would not permit fuch as had malicioufly pra@iifed this kewdnefle, to have perfect reft, but 
{peedily and {wiftly compafled them in their owne craft, and wrapped them in the fame 
curfes they had craved unto themfelves if they lied. The firft therefore without any circum- 
fance at allin plainedealing, had afiall {parkle of fire fallen inthe night uponthe houfe 
where he dwelt,» whereby he, his houfe, and his whole family by fire were confumed to 
afhes. The fecond was taken with the fame difeafe from top to toe which he had wifhed 
unto himfelfe before, The third feeing the terrible end of the two foraier, agi fearing the 
inevitable vengeance of God that j u(tly plagueth perjuréd perfons, confeffed unto all men 
their compacted deceipt and pretended mifchiefe againftthat holy man, and did {o punith 
him{elfe with forrowtull mourning,and wept fo long and fo much, till he loft bothhis eyes, 
And fuch were the punifhments of falfe witneffes arid perjured perfons.

Fter the departure of Narci(fs, when it was not known where he remained ,the Bi- 

fhops of the bordering Churches ordained there another Bifhop: whofe name was 

Dios, whoin(atter he had continued but a {inall {pace) Germanion tucceeded,and after 
Germanion,Gordius,in whofe time Narcif[us fhewed himfelfe againe,as if he had rifen from 
death to life,and is intreated of the brethren to enj vy his Bifhopricke againe, being much 
marvelled at for his departure, for his philofophicall trade of life,and e{pecially for the ven- 
geance and plagues of God powred upon hisaccufers, And becaufe that for his old yeares 
and heavie age he was not able to fupply the roome, the divine providence of God through 
a vifion by night revealed unto him,provided Alexander Bitho» of another province, to be 
Narcifius his tellow helper, in difcharging the function due unto the place.

Of Alexandet Biftop of Ierufalem and A{clepiades Bifbop

40r this caufe therefore (as warned by a vifion from above) Alexander who afore was 
Bifhop of Cappodocia, took his journey to Jers#/alem for prayer fake,and vifiting of the 
Places there : whom they of Jerufalem receive bountifully, and faffer not to returne 
home againe.and that did they according unto the vifion which appeared unto them in the 
night,and plainely pronounced unto the chiefe of them, charging them to haften out of the 
gates of their city, and receive the Bifhop ordained of God for them, This they did through 
the advice of the bordering Bifhops, conftraining him of neceffity toremaine amone¢ them. 
[2 AlexandeF 
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Alexander himfelte in his Epiftles(at this day extant )againit the Antinoites, maketh mention 
of this Bifhopricke in common betweene him and Narciffus, writing thus about the latter 
Alexander Bi- end ofan Epiftle : Nareiflus greereth you, who governed this Bifhopricke before me, and now, 
fhopof I:rula- pejng of the age of an hundred and fixteene yeares,prayeth with me,and that very carcfully for the 
ee ning Sette of the Church and befeecheth you to be of one mind with me, Thefe things went thenafter 
SN this fort. When Serapion had departed this life, A/clepiades was {talled Bifhop of Anticch, 
‘Ajclepiades. and conftantly endured the time of perfecution. Alexander remeimbreth his election ,wriing 
to the Church of Axtioch after this manner : Alexander the fervant of the Lord, andthe prin 
Alexander Bi- foner of lefus Chrift, unto the holy Church of Antioch fendeth greeting in the Lora, The Lord 
Ree. eafed and lightened my fetters and imprifonment when that I heard Afclepiades, a man well pras 
Caen eel <  &tifedin holy Scripture,by the providence of God, for the worthine|fe of hes faith,te have beens plas 
intiock: ced Bifbop of your Church, This Epiftle he fignitieth in the end to have beene fent by Clemens, 
This Epiftle I have fent unto you my mafters and brethren by Clemens a godly Minister.a man 
both vertuous and well knowne,whom you have feene, and {ball know, who alfo being here prefent

There are ao of the fame number bookes of his entitled : Difpofiti- 
ens or Informations,where by name he remembreth his matter Pantenus expounding his in- 
terpretations and traditions, Thereis extant another book of his of exhortation unto the 
Gentiles.and three books entitled rhe Schoolemafter,and another thus : What rich man can be 
faved?

W iththefe he min- 
gleth the opinions of Philofophers,fitly entitlin= it for the matter therein contained, booke of 
Jivers dottrine, He alledgeth in the faid book teftimonies out of writers not allowed as out 
of the book called the Wi/edome of Salomon, le[us Sirach, the Epiftle tothe Hebrewes, Barnar 
bas,Clemens, Inde. ite remembreth the book of Tatianus againft the Gentiles,and of Calfia- 
‘yusas if he had writen a Chronographie, Moreover he remembreth Philo, Ariftob ulus, lofe- 
phus, Demetrius, Ev polemes Jewith w riters ; and how that all they pronounced in their wri-

Clemens Bifop of «4lexandria of the Canonical Scripture, Alexander Bifvop 
of Iernfalem,of Clemens and Pantenus. Origen commeth to Rome 
in the time of Zephyrinus, 

He Epiftle unto the Hebrewes he affirmeth to be Panis for indonbted, and therefore 

written in the Hebrew tongue for the Hebrewes fakes, but faithfully tranflated by 

Luke,and preached unto the Gentiles, and therefore we find there the like phrafe and 
manner of {peechwhich is ufed in the Ads of the Apeftles, It is notto be mifliked at all,that 
Paul ax Apo/fle isnot prefixed to this Epiftle, For (faith he) siting unto the Hebrewes, becaufe 
of the s opinion they conceived of him, very wifely be concealed his name, Left that atthe firjt 
he foould difmay themAgaine he faith: For even as Macarius the‘elder (aid; For fo much ws the 


Lord bimfelfe was the nee flenger of the Almighty, and [ent unto the Hebrewes > Paul for mode- 
fries fake being the Apoftle of the Gentiles, wrote not himfelfethe Apostle of the Hebrewes, part- 
ly for the honor dite unto Chrift, and partly alfo for that bee freely and boldly being the Apoftle 
af the Gentiles wrote unto the lewes. Afterwards of the order of the Evangelitts according 
unto the tradition of the elders,he writeththus ; The Gofpels which containe the genealogies, 
are placed and counted the firji.T ne Gofpel afier Marke, was written upon this occafion.* When 
Peter preached openly at Rome. and publijhed the Gofpell by rote, many of the auditors inivea- 
ted Marke being the hearer and follawer of the eA poftle a long while, and one that well remem- 
bred his words, to deliver thensin writing (ach things as he had heard Peter preach before, Which 
thing when he had fignified to Peter, he nett her forbad him neither commanded him to do it.Loln 
last of all.fecing in the other Evangelifts the humanity of Chrift fet forth at large being intreated 
of his friends and moved by the Holy Ghoft, wrote chiefly of bys divinity. Thos farre Clemens Bi- 
fhop of Alexazdria. Againe the forelaid Alexander in a certaine Epiftle unto Origen,wri- 
teth how thar (Vemens and Paxtenus were become his familiar friends,after this mariner. : 
This as you know very well, was the will of God, that our friend/bip begun even from our progent- 
tors fhonld continue and remaine immoveable yea and become more fervent and ftedfaft.We take 
them for our progenitors,who going before, have taught us the way to follow after.with whom af- 
ter a while we [hail be coupled,I meane bleffed Pantanus my Mafter, and holy Clemens Majfier 
alfowhich did me much good, and if there be any other fuch, by whofe meanes I have knowne you 
throughly for my Mafter and brother So farre Alexander, But Adamantius ({o was Origen 
called)writeth in a certaine place,that he was at Rome when Zephyrinus was Bifhop thefe, 
for he was very defirous to fee the moft ancient € hurch of the Romaneswhere after he had 
continued a little while, he returned to Alexandria, executing moft diligently the accutto- 
med office of Catechizine, when as Demetri alfo Bifhop of eAlexanarta ufed all meanes 
poffible together with him, to the end he might profit and further the brethren,

The Commentaries of Symachus are at this 
day extant, wherein he inveyeth again{t the Gofpell after Matthew, endevouring to-eftablith 
and uphold the forefaid heretical] opinion, Thefe works of Symachves, together with other 
tranflations of holy Scripture, Origen reporteth himfelfe to have found witha certaine wo- 
man called J#diana,which faid that Symachus delivered her them to keepe,

ig hero A was enlightened with the truth, which fhined as the fun beames, and embraced the 
“aohapeal found doétrine of the Church, together with many other learned men which refor= 
ted unto him, When the rumor was now cvery where bruted abroad of the fame of Origen, 

they came to try the truth of his dodtrine, and to have experience of his utterance in prea 

ching. Heretikes alfo very many,and Philofophers {pecially of the moft famous, whereof 

not 
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‘nota few gave diligent eare and attentive heed, and were inftrutted of him, not onely in 9" igen eek 
divine but alfo in prophané literature. As many-as he perceived towardly and fharpe wit- ee : 
ted,he led them unto philofophicall difcipline, expounding unto them Geometry and Arith- ae he Gabel 

metike with the other liberall arts. Again{t the abiurd opinions settee eit he alledgeth and fimple to 
Philofophers authorities,and expounded them, confidering feverally of them as by way of ftudy them. 
commentarie: fothathe was renowned, famous, and recounted among the Gentiles tora 
gteat Philofopher. He pet {waded alfo unto the ftudy of the liberall arts,. many of them

What divers men thought of Origen, 


He heathenifh Philofophers who then flourifhed are witnefles approved of his 

good purpofe and indultry in this behalfe, in whofe Commentaries we finde often 

mention made of this man, whereof fome have dedicated their bookes unto 
him, other fome have delivered up their workes unto him, as unto the ceniure of 
their mafter. But what fhall Ifpeake of them, when as Porphyrivs hunfelic, then in 
Sicilia, {triving and ftrugling again{t us with his bookes, endeyouring to contute holy 
Scripture, remembred the interpreters thereof ? and being not able to charge, neither 
to impugne to any purpofe our doctrine, any kind of way, now voide of reaton, he fell 
to railing fpeeches and flandering the expofitors. Ot which number namely he goeth ‘ 
about to accufe Origen, whomhe reporteth to have knowne of achild, yet through his 
unadvifed forgetfullneffe he comumendeth the man, fometime reporting truly, when-as he 
could not otherwife chufe : fometimeuntruly, thinking thereby to deinude others: and 
whileft that now he accufeth him for being a Chriftian, anonhe painteth forth, and won- 
dreth at his fingular gift and excellency in philofophicall difcipline. Heare himtherefore, for 
thus he writeth : Many being defirous to findout, wot the smperfetlion and impsety of Lewife Porphyvias an 
Scriptures byt the vefolution have turnedthem/elves unto expofitions not coherent and wwterpre= fe opiiea

#6 Written in his third booke againft the Chriftians truly reporting of this mans exercifes and prec biti 
fundry kindes of knowledge, butuntruly, in that he faid he fhould degenerate from the ans to em 
Gentiles, Porhow canhe pronounce the truth, whenas he practifeth to write againtt the allegorically. 
Chriftians ? 
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Chriftians ? He faith that Aumonins from leading a good and a godly life,fell into heathes 
nifhidolatry, Forthe doctrine of Chriff which Origen veceived of his forefathers, the 

Porphyrius fame he retained,as we have largely declared before. And e+ mmonius allo( contrary to bis 

SwiGidi’ 4. Teport) kept ftilland retained the found and uncorrupted philofophy of'God, even unto his _ 

pin aaiey laftend, as his Commentaries at this day beare record,which he left behind him. Naniely 
the famous work entituled : The agreement of Motes and \cfu, and other tracts, whatfoever 
other men have found written. Thefe things are laid down to the commendation of Origen, 
againft the flanderous mouth of that defpightfull man.and of the great skill of Origew inthe 
Grecians difcipline and doétrine:touching the which, when he was reprehended of fomeé for 
his (tudy therein,he defended himfelfe in a certaine E piftle, writing after this manner.

abroad of the perfettion of my learning and dottrine, heretikes, and [pecially fuck

thus ofhim- be [aid ont of Philofophie for the confirmation of the trath, Thi have I done firft of all after the 
felfe for his example of Pantenus, who profited a great many before my time, andhdad fingular shill and 
ran An pluto: knowledge therein. Secondly, after the example of Heraclas, sow a Adinifter of the Church of 
oe Alexandria,whom I found with a profeffour of Philofephy which was hismafter five yeares bea 
forel applied my mind to the rudy of their [ciences. Who alfoin times paft ued the common 
and ufuall attive,now laying that a ide,he tooke the Philefophers habite,the which he retainerh ab 
yet, and cealeth not unto this day with cavneft labour and induftry to reade over the P hilofophers 
bookes, Thefe things hath he written to the clearing of himfelfe for his ftudie in prophane 
writers,When as at that time he continued at Alexandria, there came a certaine fouldiet 
from the governour of Arabia, with letters unto Demsctrins Bifhop of that Sea, ahd unto 
him who then was Lieutenant of «£gype ,requefting them with all {peed to fend Origes un- 
to him,which might communicate unto him fome part ofhis dodtrine. Origen then being 
fent of them,taketh his voyage into Arabia. Not long after,when he had accomplifhed the 
caufe of his journey,he returned to Alexandria. In the meane while there was raifed fucha 
{edition in the Citie,and the warres being fo hot, that there was no being for him there,he | 
left Alexandria, and forefeecing that he could be fafe no where in alle £gypt, he went into’ 
Paleftina and remained at Cafarea,where he,was intreated by the Bifhops of that province, 
_ to difpute in the open Church,and to expound holy Scripture, being as yet not calledto the 
a Cer miniftery. Which may evidently appeare by that which 4/exander Bifhop of Ierw/alem.and

Of the famous writers in Origens time, and how the Emperonrs 
mother fent for him. 


“Here flourifhed at the farnetime many other learned and profound Ecclefialticall 
perfons, whofe Epiftles writing from one to another,are at this day to be feene, and 
foundreferved in the library builded at Jern{alem by eA lexander, who was Bifhop 
there at that time; from whence we have compiled together the fubltance.of this our pre- 
fent Hiftory.Of this number Beryllus(befides his Epiftles and Commentaries )hath left unto 
the pofterity fundry monuments of his found faith, for he was Bifhop of Boftra in Arabia, 
Likewife Hippolyrxs Bifhop of another place, There came alfo into our hands the difputati- 
on of Caj#s a notable learned man, had at Rome inthe time of Zephyrinus, againft Proclus a 
patron of the Phrygian herefie : In the which (to the confutation of the temerity and bold 
enterprife of the contrary part in alledging of new found Scriptures) he maketh mention 
onely of thirteene Epiftles of $.P.a#/,not naming the Epiftle unto the Mebrewes in the num- 
ber, For evento this time divers Romanes have thought that Epiftle not to be Paxds, 
*When:dsteninus had beene Emperour feven yeares and fix moneths, /acrinus {ucceeded 
him in the Empire,and after this A4acrinus had departed this life in the firlt yeare of his 
raigne,another «4ntentnws tooke the Fmperiall Scepter to rule over the Romanes,in the firlt 
yeare of whofe Coronation Zephyrinus Bithop of Rome died, when he had governed the 
Ecclefiatticall Sea the {pace of eighteene yeares;whom Califtws {ucceeded: who continuing 
the {pace of five yeares,left the Church to Vrbanus, Againe after that Antoninus had beene 
Emperour foure yeares full,he died, in whofe:roome Alexander immediatly followed : at 
what time Philerus fucceeded Afclepiades inthe Church of Aatioch. Then Afamea the Ein- 
perours mother,a woman moft godly and religious (when the fame of Origen was {pred 
farre and nigh,fo that it came evenunto hér éares) thought her felfe a happy woman, if fhe 
might fee him and heare his wifedome in holy Scripruréywhich all men wondred at.W her- 
fore remaining at Antioch, the fent of her gard for bim;whoalfo came,and after that he had 
continued there a while,and publifhed many things to the glory of God, and of the power 
of the heavenly dodtrine, he returned againe unto his accuftomed Schoole. 


CHAP. XXII, 


The catalogue of Hippolytus werkes Origen beginneth 


to comment: 


T that time Hippolytws amonglt many. other of his monuments, wrote a booke of 
A Eajter, where after fupputation of rimes laid downe, he fet forth acertaine Canon 
of Eafter,comprifing the compafle of fixteene yeares, ending the raigne of the Em- 
perour Alexander in the firit yeare. Of his other workes thefe came to our knowledge: Of 
the fixedaies creation: Of the things which follow the fix daies workes. Againft Marcion, Vpon 
the Canticles of Salomon.V pon certaine peeces of Ezechiel Of Eafter. Againft all berefes. With 
many others, the which thou fhalt find extant among other men. About that time Origen be-

Bout this time Origen publifhed Commentaries upon €/ay, after wards upon Exechiel: 
A of the which upon the third part of the Prophet €/ay,unto the vifion of the fourefoo= 

ted beafts in the wildernefle, there came unto our handsthirty Tomes. And upon the 
Prophet Ezechie/ inthe whole five and twenty, thawhich he wrote being at Athens, He 
began to comment upon the Casticles, fo that thereupon he finifhed five bookes, and after- 
wards returning froin Ce/area he made them out ten books, W hat need we prefently tore- 
cite an exact catalogue of his workes,for it requiretha feverali volume ? whenas we have 
run them over inthe life of Pamphilus, who {uffered martyrdome in our time * where we 
(commending the life of Pamphilus, his earne{t and great {tucy) have made catalogues and 
indexes for the library which he builded gathering together both the workes of Origen and 


alfo of other Ecclefiafticall writers ; where ifany man be difpofed, he fhall readily find all,

clefiafticall canon, He was not afraid to fay, that our Lord and Savicur, before his in- 
carnation, had no teing according unto the circum{cription of a proper and fevered fub- 
ftance,and that hz had no proper divinity,but only his fathers divinity,dwelling in himtelfe, 
When as by reafon of this matter. many Bifhops had dealt with him by conterence and dif- 
putation, Origen alfo amongft others was {ent for, who conferred with him at the firft to 
underftand the ground of his opinion, which being underftood, and perceiving him not to 
beleeve aright,he rebuked him, perf{waded him with reafons, convicted him with manifeft 
proofe,reftrained him with true dodtrine, and reftored him againe to his former found opi- 
nion. The acts of Beryilus the Synods fummoned for his fake,the queftions moved by Origen 
unto him,the difputations held in his owne congregation, with all the other circuiltances 
thereunto appettaining are at this day extant. And infinite other things have our elders re- 
membred of Origen, all which I pafle over as impertinent to this our prefent purpofe. Such 
things as concerne him and are neceflary to be knowne,may be gathered out of the Apology 
the which we wrote in his behalfe, together wit"P amphilus Martyr (a wan that flourifhed 
in Our time) againft contentious quarcllers.

Fter that P/ilip had beene Emperor feven yeares, D ecins fucceeded him,who becaufe 
of his grudge towards Philip,raifed perfecution againft the Church,in the which per- 
fecution Fabianus Bifhop of Rome was martyred,whom Cornelius did fucceed.In P a- 
Letina Alexander Bifhop of ferufalem when he hail the fecond time endured confeffion for 
Chrifts fake before the tribunall feate of the Prefident of Cé/area, is caftinto prifon, where 
after a notable and famous teftimony of his true faith, given before the judgement feate of 
the Lieutenant,he ended his mortall life: after whom AZazabanes was chofen Bifhop of Je- 
wfalem, And Babylas likewife Bifhop of Antioch,(even as Alexander Bifhop of Jern/alem) 
after hehad rendred an account ofhis faith, died in prifon, whom Fabius {ucceeded. But 
what things and how great they were which hapned to Origex in that perfecution,and how 
he died, the fpitefull divell deadly purfuing him with his whole troope, ftriving again(t him 
withall might, and every kinde of fleight that poffibly could be invented: and {pecially a- 
gainft himabove all the reft which then were perfecuted todeath : and what and how great 
things he futtained for the do@rine of Cirift: imprifonments and torments of body, {ccur- 
ging at iron ftakes, ftinch of clofe prifon : and how that for the {pace of mariy daies his fecte 
lay ftretched foure {paces afunder in the ftockes : and how that conftantly hee endured the 
threats of fire,and all that the enemy could terrific him with:and what end he made after the 
Iudge had wrought all meanes poffible to fave his life : and what {peeches he uttered, very 
profitable for fuchas need confolation : fundry of his Epiftles'truly, faithfully and curionfly

of God. Long before that the perfecution under Decius prevailed, Sabinus fear the purveyer of 
corne ta feeke me, for whofe comming I remained at home three dases, But he fearching all pla 
ces, high-waies,rivers and fields, where he conjectured that I either hid my felfe or paffed by, was 
I wot not how blinded, fo that he found not my boule. He litle thought that I continued at 
home in that heate of perfecution, et length with great difficulty (God no doubt dilpofing my 
departure) the fourth day, I and my children, together with many other brethren left the City, 
And that our departure was caufed by the divine providence of God, the fequels declare, where- 
tn peradventure I ftood unto many in good fteat, A litle after he reporteth the cafualties 
which happened after his flight, inthis fort; About Sunne fet Iwas led by the fouldiers toge- 
ther with my company, unto Tapofirts, bar Timothy (4s Gedwoull) was neither prefent, nor 
taken, At length when he came, he found the houn/e dcfolate, the fervants keeping it, but he per- 
ceived that we were taken and gone. Againeafter afew lines: Aadwhat a wonderfull chance 
was thar? Iwill truly report it yous > One met Timothy 4y the way as he fledyand (ceing him trou- 
bled and difquieted in minde; demanded of hims the caufe of hus fo quicke fpeede, who forthwith 
opensth unto hin the whole matter. The which when the paffinger had learned, he paffeth by and 
Seth fill on bis journey, which wasto a banqueting bridehoufe (* the manner was at [uch mee- 
tings to watch all nig ht ) and being come thither, he told the guests attable, all that he had heard 
by the way, They all together headily, as it had beene a made match,rofe ny .and with all [peed 
perfued us with aclamorous tumult: and when the fouldiers which guarded us fled away ,they 
fel upon us as we lay in our beds, I(God knowes) atthe firjt tooke thems for theeves, and bee 
Caufe [thought their comming was toreb and fpoileyas I lay in my naked bed | wrapped me in the 
Sheete and reached them the ret of my bedding, But they comwanded meto arife and gu ickly to 
depart.Then under ftanding their drift, I cried out, praying and be{eeching them that they would 
Suffer us to be gone, (fthey would benefit me at ali «I prayed them to prevent fach as would bring

. do very well know they rufhed out violently, I truly then caft my felfe proftrate upon the pave- 
ment, they tooke me by hand and foot, they lugged me foorth and carried me away. There fol- 
lowed after [uch as can teftifie all thefe things namely,Gajus, Fauttus, Peter and Paul; which led 
“ eae lodging, andlaid me upon the bare backe of an Affe; Thus Dionyfius wrote of 
umf{elfe.

Dionyfius Bibop of eAlescandria reporteth the couftancie of [uch as were 
martyred at Alexandria ander Decius. 


Dionyfizs unto —IHe fame Dionyfius in his Epiftle unto Fabius Bifhop of Axtioch,defcribeth the fiindry 

Fabius Bithop torments of them which fuffcred martyrdome at Alexandria under Deciws, writing 
of Anttoch. thus: Tha perfecution was not begun by the Emperours Editt, but one whole yeare be= 

fore, For there camse unto this City a certaine fonth{ayer and inventer of mifchiefe,whe moved 

and ftirred up the whole multitude of the heathens againft ws, and excited them to defend the fu- 

perfistion of their native foile : by whom they being thus provoked, and having wou to their 

fide fach as were of power and authority, to perpetrate all impious atts, they perfwaded thems 

felves that the onely worfoip of divels and our laughter, was piety it felfcs Firft then they appre- 

hendacertaine Miniiter whofe name was Metras, and command him to utter blafphemie, who 

for difobedience therein 1s beaten with clubs, his face andeyes they pricked with fiarpe quils, 

aftermards they led him forth into the fuburbs and ftoned him to death, A ‘caine, they bring into 

Suinta ftoned *¢ temple of Idols a faithfull woman named Quinta, and confirained hér to worfbip, who con- 

te death. trarying and abhorring their Idols, hadher feere bound together, and by them trailed and lugged 

all along the ftreets, which were paved with fharpe fones, and withall being beaten againft mila 

Stones and fore feourged, foe was brought foorth tothe fame place, andexecuted. which being 

donesthey all with one accord violently rufe into the honfes of the reli gions, and every one of the 

wicked leadeth the headie multitude unto their weighbours boufes whoms they knew to be godly 

ana well difpofed ; and they deftroy, fpoile, Peale andbeare away the precions jewels: but the 

vile, the bale, and the wod en fluffe,they throw out into the freete,and burne it to afbes:fbewing 

foorih thereby arefciablance or fpettacle of acitie taken and ranfacked by the enemie, But the 

brethren gave backe, and withdrew themfelves afide.taking in good part and very chearefully the 

loffe of their goods, much like uyto them of whom Paul hath teftified. Neither doe remember 

any (one onely excepted) of them which were apprehended, unto this day that denied the Lord. 

Apottoniais Furthermore they laid hold upon the elderly and renowned virgin Apollonia,they beat her ehecks, 

burned. and knocke out all the teeth in her head, Over againft the (itie they prepare a pile, and threaten 

to burue her quicke, unlelfe fhe would together with then utter blafhhemie, But fhe lingring a 

litle while as though fre would take further deliberation, fodainly leaps into the fire, and ts confi- 

Serapion was weedto afves. Tobe jhort, they laid hold upon Serapion, who continued in his one hone, whom 

throwne down they vexe with fiundry grievous and bitter torments, brufing all the members of bus body, and 

ane he necke throwing him downe headlong from an upper chamber. There was no way left for us to palfe, no 

broken, not the common high way, ner any by paffage, either by day or night ; they cryed ont all, and ex 

claimed every where, there was uo other cheice but either to utter blafphemy, or to be drawne 

and burned at the ftake, eAnd thefe things (the more is the pitie )endured too too long.But in the 

ena this {edition and civil warre overtooke the feditious perfons themfelves, and turned apon 

them the felfe fame cruelty which they before had prattifed upon us. So that for alittle feafon we 

refrefbed our febves, their fury wherewith they raged against us being (omewhat abated: but a 

while after, the alteration of the Imperial fcepter was made knovene tnto us, which afore time 

ot was very favourable unto us, but now threatned great mifchicfeto enfue.For the Emperors edit 

Decius againft is proclaimed, and that moft dreadfull faving of our Saviour prognofticated long ago now taketh 

the Chriftians. TY Ke Sh, gate 4 aa ee Al de b 

Wat 2a: place, that if it were poffible the very eletl themfe ves foould be offen ed, L doe tremble and 

quaxe for feare,fome forthwith of the mightier fort flie away, doubting what would befall them, 

Some of their owne accord are carried away with their worldly affaires, fome are per[waded by 

their neighbours, and being caked by their names, are prefent at their profane and impious fa- 

erifices : fome waxed pale and trembled, not as though they wowld facrifice, bur like to becouse 

facrifices

facrifices andoblations to the Idals, fo that the whole multitude in compaffe derided them + for 
they feemed manifeltly to be timcrous, both todte, and alfo to doe [acrifice: fome went ftoutly 
znto the altars and affirmed boldly,that they were never Christians of whom the Lord hath moft 
traly Foret ol: I that (uch foould haraly be | aved. Sonse other there were that beld with both fides :

Some fled, and [ome were taken, whereof divers endured fetters and imprifonment. Other [ome 
after long imprifomment, before they came unto the tribunall feate renawnced their faith: fome 
others after they hadfioutly endured torments, intheend dented Chrijt. But others that were 
bleffed and valiant, as pillars or bulwarkes of the Lord, being ftrengthened by him, and ftout 
in protefting their faith, having gotten unto themfelves worthy conftancy and courage /uffi~ 
cient, became renowned martyrs of the kingdome of heaven, The first was lulianus a gowtie 
man,not able either to fiand or foe, he was brought foorth by two which bare himon their 
Joonlders, whereof the one afterwards fell fram the faith, but the other called Cronion, whofe 
frname was Eunus,together with the old \ulianus, confelfed and acknowledged the Lord (as it 
was meete ) with a perfect and found faith. They were both layed upon Camels, ana fcourged 
aloft, and in the end being throwne into the flafhing fire, they were burned to afhes, in pre- 
Sence of the people which compalfed them round about. When as they were brought focrih, a 
certaine fouldier rebuked (uch asreviled them, wherefore they exclaimed againft him, /o that 
thes valiant warriour of the Lord was brought foorth to fight, who after thar he had ficatly be~ 
haved bim/elfe1n that great skirmifh for the Chriftianfaith,was beheaded. After hiws another, 
by nation a Libian, by appchation and bleffing the true Macar, was often admonifbed by the 
Ludge to denie Chrift and renownce hts faith, and for not confenting unto it, was burned quicke, 
efter them F pimachus and Alexander, when they had beene long punifhed with ferters, tor- 
mented with fharverazors and bitter [courges, were throwne into a fierie pile, togerhe r with foure 
women, Atmmonarion a/fo a holy virgin, whom the Iudee grievoully tormented, for that [he 
foretol! him phe would obcy him in nothing (which indeed fhe performed) was brought foorth 
toexecution, The veft as Mercuria avery honeft matron, and Dionyfia avery fru:tfell woman 
for child bearing. (the which children wotwithftanding fhe preferred not before the Lord) when 
they had confounded the Iudge, whichufed all kind of per{waftons, and now was of the women 
overcome, after they were fo tormented that they were paft all feafe and feeling, they were be. 
headed with the (word: but Aimmonarion palfed them all, notably enduring all kind of torment. 
Heron alfo and Ater, and \fidorus being et gyptians, together with Diolcorns a young man of 
fifteene yeares old,were committed. Firft of all the Indge tooke the young manin hand w th faire 
fpeeches, as thou ch he wereeafie to beintreated, afterwards with tormenis, a though he were 
foone terrifie’; but he for all his per{walions would neither bow at bis flatteries, nor breake at 
his threats. cy hadendured the moft cruel] rending and disjointing of their bo- 
be burned with fire, but Diofcorus he fer at Liberty, wondering 
at hes gracious countenance which gave a gliftering fhine, and the wife anfwers whicb procec= 
ded out of hus mouth; faying, he would grant hina longer {pace to repent and remember hime 
felfe, for his render veares fake. So that even at thts day the soft renowned Diofcorus remai- 
meth among 1s, waiting | OF a larger and longer combat, Nemefion a//o ax cL gyptian us acculed 
of theft. whereof after he had openly purged himfelfe before the Centurion, ay mine he % accu- 
fed of Chriftianity, wherefore be was hound and brought before the Prefident. But the wsost 
cruell and unjult In’ge delivered bine among the theeves,to be twife more srievoully tormented 
and vexed, making him thereby the more bleffed and hononrea after the example of C brist, 
There flood bcfore the tribunall feate certaine fouldiers: Amon, Zenon,Ptolomeus, Ingenuus, 
and together with thens old Theophiltis, who (when any of the Christsans came to heare the fen- 
tence or judgement, andnow was ready to fhrinke ) fo firugled that they were ready to burst 
within them/elves they nodded with their countenance; and beckened with their hands, exhor- 
ting thensto conftancy with all fignes and geftures of the body. The which when the f 
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in compallehal perceived, before that any laidhands on them, preventing their doings, they 
Shep foorth before the barre and proclaime themfelves to be Chriftians : [o that the Prefident and 
his affiftants were amazed, and the Chrijtians upon whom the fentence had paft, were thereby 
emboldened to fiffer, and the Iudges marvelloufly afraid, Thefe therefore departed from the 
tribunal feate very chearefill,ana rejoyced inthe teftimony of their faith, God glorioufly tréam-= 
phing i thew;

meusbred by the Ethnicks, whereof for example fake I will rehear{e one. If{chyrion deing 

a Noble mans hired fervant, and by office his Steward, was commanded by his Mafter 
to do facrifice, and when he obeyed not, he was contumelion fy reviled, The heathen master [eet 
bis Chriftian fervant fo conftant, perfifting in hus former opinions, taketh a great cudgel in hes 
hand, and beates his body and bowels till breath departed, What fhall I fay of the multitude of 
them which wandcr in the defert and waft mountaines, confumed with famine and hunger, and 
cold, and difeafes, fpoiled by theeves, and devoured of beats, whofe blefledneffe and vittories 
they that remaine alive ave able to teftifie? Of thefe alfo I will aledce one for example.T here was 
one Cheremon 4 very old man,Bifbop of a City called Nilus who together with hus wife fled un- 
to the mountaines of Arabia, andreturned home no more, nor could ever afterwards be feene, 
Ard though they were often fought for of the brethren, yet could neither they nor their carkafes 
ever be found, Many alfa in thefe monutaines of Arabia were taken captives of the barbarous Sas 
racens, whereof fome were hardly ranfomsed for great [ummes of money, [ome not as yet, no ne— 
wer unto this day appearedeAnd thefe things (brother ) I write notin vaine,but that thou mayeft 
underftand what and how great evills and mifchiefes have happened among us, whereof they 
know more, which among all others have felt moft. And after afew lines againe he writeth 
thus: The Martyrs themfelves which lived among ft us, now affociates with Chrift, ccheires of 
his kingdame and partakers of his judgement, in that they fhall judge together with him, have 
received againe certaine of the brethren which fwarved from the faith, and fell to offer facrifice 
ynto Idols ; and beholding their converfion and repentance, knowing for [urety that they were 
te be received, in fomuch as God will not the death of afinner, they embraced them, retained 
them,and made thems partakers of their prayers and trade of life. But what do ye aduife 16 my brea 
thren concerning [uch ? What have we to doe inthis cafe ? Shall we be of one and the fame minde 
with them? Shall we retaine their fentence andfavour, and fhall me tender fuch as they have pi= 
tied ? or fhall we reject their cenfure, and fit in ju gement upon their fentence ? Shall werequite 
kindneffe with injury? Shall we d:ftroy order ? Shall we provoke Golagainst us? Thefe things to 
good purpofe hath Diony/ius mentioned touching them which fell in time of perfecution.

* them,yea thoughthey performed all that appertained unto true converfion and right 
confeflion of the faith: became himfelfe the author and ringleader of his own hereticall fed, 
to wit,of {uch as through their {welling pride do call themfelves Puritanes.W herfore there 
was a Synod gathered together at Rome of threefcore Bifh ops, befides many Minifters and 
Deacons. Againe, there met feverally many paftors of other provinces, determining what 
was to be done in this cafe : where by uniforme confent of all,it was decreed,that Novarus 
together with fuch as {welled and confented unto this unnaturall opinion,repugnantto bros 
therly love,fhould be excommunicated and banithed the Church,and that the brethren fallen 
through the infirmity of the fleth in the troublefome times of perfecution, fhould be received 
after that the falve of repentance and medicine of confeffion were applied unto their mala- 
dies, There came to our hands the Epiftles of ( ornelius Bifhop of Rome written unto Fabiss 
Bifhop of Antioch,touching that Synod held at Rome ,fhewing therein what was decreed by 
all the Bifhops of Ita/y & Affricke and of other provinces, Againe,other Epiftles of Cyprian 
in the Romane tongue with the fub{cription of diverfe other Bithops,wherein they fhewed 
their confent in this behalfe ; that {uch as (hrinked were tobe upholden and cured: and that 
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e tana a Prieft of Rome. puffed up with pride againtt fuch as fell in time of perfecu-

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according unto juftice, the anthor ofthis herefie together With his adherents, was to be ba- 


nifhed the Catholike Church. Vnto thefe there was annexed another tpilile of Corzelins of 


the Synocs decrees, Againe,another of the caufe that moved Novatzs thns to fall from the 
Church, whereof it will not be amifle here to alledge {ome part, thatthe reader may under- 
ftand what manner of manhe was. And to the end he would certifie Fabius of Nowvatzes his 
difpofition, (0 nelins writeth thus : [ give thee to under ftand,that this jolly Novatus bong: a of 
vldafter a Bijpapricke, andto the endhe mi:bt conceale this hrs peevith defire, ufed thy cloake 
of arrogancie.

Maximus one 
of or Miniffer: and Vrbanus who by confeffing of their faith procureduntothemfelves rwife a 
noracle name and eftimats on omong us : againe Sidonius and Celerinus, who through the good- 
neffe of God endured conjtanrly ail kind of torments, confirnsing the weukenelfe of the flefh by the 
firength of has faith, ani valiantly overcame the adverjary : the{e men when they had confidered 
better of bins, and perceived his guile and snconftan-y, his pergury and falfood, his ixhemanity 
and [up icious bead, returnedunto the holy Church, revealed and derefled unto many Biops, 
and Elders, and lay people which then were prefent, all his fleights and divellifh (ubrilties. the 
which of long time they bad concealed weeping and wailing that they had belceved ibis deceit 
fall and malicious monfter.and that they had forfaken the Church,vea although it was but alirle 
wisle. Againe after afew lines in the fame Epiftle he faith: #« have fecne in him ( wolbelo- 
wed brother )a wonderfull alteration and {adden change in a fbort (pace. This good man when he 
had protested with certaine dreadfull athes,that he never coveted any Bifoopricke fuddenly aste 
were by certaine jugling feats he ft -pped foorth a Bio. This law-maker and protector ef the 
Ecclefafticall (cience,when that he prefs mptuoully endevored to challenge unto bimsfelfe the ti- 
tle of a Bifhop not grantea untohim jrom above, chofe 
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partakers of his herefie, whom he might fend to a certaine corner or leffer part of Italy, and thence

to die, was baptized inthe bed where he lay, if-ut may be termed abaptilme which he received. 
For be obtained net after his recovery that which he fhould have done accor ling unto the caron 
of the Church, to wit, Confirmation by the hands of the Bifhop. Info much then as he obtdined 
trot that, how came he by the Holy Ghoft ? And againe alitleafter he faith + He being loth to 
die, and cefirous of life, inthe timeof perfecution denied himlelfe to be apricsh. When he was 
iutreated by the deacons, and admonifhed to come foorth out of the houfe wherein he hadin~ 
clofed hins[elfe,and to minifter unto the neceffity of the brethren which wanted, he was (0 farre 
from yeelding tothe Deacons, that he went Away and departed in achafe, faying that he would 
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no longer play the pricft but addifebimfelfe nnto another trade of Philofophy. And againe to 
this he annexeth that which followeth: Th# good man forfooke the Church of God, wherein 
he was baptized, and where alfo he tooke priefihood upon him, by favour of the Bifhop which 
through the laying on of bands alotred him thereunto, and (though all the Clergy, yea and many 
ef the Laity with/tood st, becaufe st was not lawful to admit into the Clergy any that had beene 
baptized in bed as he was requested that he might be permitted to allow onely this one. Another 
ee see: infolency of this man paffing all the former,he reporteth thus: When he diftributed the oblates 
aN es ‘ ak onyand delivered to every man part therof,he added this withall(con|training the filly foules before 
deliyered into they received of hus oblation, to [weare, holding both their hands together, not loofed before they 
their hands, badthus fworne, Iwill ufe their owne words ) fweare unto me by the body andblood of eur Lord 
Rot popt in Jefus Chrift spat thon wilt never for fake me, and flie unto Cornelius, The wretched man tafted 
their mouths. yor of rhe Bread before he had vowed unto bine, and inftea! of thar when he receiving the Bread 
fhould have (aid Amen, he anfwered, Fwsll not goe unto Cornelius, Againe alittle afterhee ~ 
faith : New that thou mayest under ftand, that he ws all bare and forfaken, rejelted and left of the 
Molesa martyr Grethren,who daily returne unto the Church whom bleffed Mofes( a martyr who of late endured 
; amono{t us amarvellons and notable martyrdome, being alive and perceiving hws temerity and 
arrogancy ) did excommunicate, together with five other priests, which fevered themfelves with 
him from the Church. Inthe end of the Epiftle he reciteth the catalogue of Bifhaps, who at 
their being at Rome condemned the mad fantafie of Nevatus, writing both their names, and 
the provinces where they governed. He citethalfo the names and Cities of, {uch as were 
abfent,and had fubfcribed by their letters. Thefe things hath Cormelias fignified by his let- 
ters unto Fabius Bifhop of Antioch,

Tonyfins alfo Bifhop of Alexandria in his letters to the aforefaid F abius, who ina mane 

] i= yeclded to the {chifme, wrote many things of repentance, painting forth their 

patience which lately had beene martyred at Alexandria, W hereof omitting many 

things,this one {trange act worthy of memory we have thought good to publifh in this our 

DionyfuaBi- Hiftory : for thushe wrote: Jwsi certifie thee (faith he) of thes one example which happened 
sis of Alex-  gryong ft ws. There was one Scrapion dwelling among #4, afaithfull old man, which of along 
Fabiac Bithop time lived without reprehenfion : but being tempted in perfecution, fell from the faith. He in- 
ot Antioch, treated very often that he might be recesved againe, but none gave eare Hnto him, for he had 
done facrifice: and falling into adangerous difeafe, lay [peechleffe and benummed of all bis fen- 

fes the [pace of three daies ; the fourth day after, being fomewhat recovered, he called unto him 

a nephew of his, his daughters fonne, and (aid untohin: How long (6 way [onne ) doe ye withhold 

me? I befeech yor make haft and abfolve me quickly : Call unto me one of the Pricfts ; the which 

as foone as he had fpoken be was (peechleffe againe.

N of Rome. Becaufe that he pretended the caufe of his fall,and the occafion why he em- 
braced that apoftafie and {chifme,to rife through the perfwafion of certain brethren, 
as ifhe were thereunto compelled by them, marke how he writeth unto him: Dionyfius #- 
to the brother Novatus fendeth greeting. If thou waft conftrained againft thy wil (as thon faieff ) 
thou wile declare the (amse,if thon returne willingly. Thon fhowldest have Juffered any thing ra~ 
ther then to rend afunder the Church of God, Neither i this martyrdeme which 1s fuffered for 
not fevering and dsviding the Church, of leffe glory then that which 1 toherate/ for dewiall of [a- 
crifice unto divels.Yea in my yndgement, it 18 of farre greater glory. For im the one, martyrdome # 
fuffered for one foule,in the other for the univerfal Coarch, But if thom either perfwa‘e the bree 
thren,or conftraine them torcturneto unity, this notable att wsil be farre greater then the fault 
shat went before,and the one will not be inspnted, the other wil be commended. If thou cant not 
per[wade the rebelliots and difobedient, fave at leaftwi/e thine awne foule, Idefire thy health in 
the Lord, and thy embracing of peace and unity.

1 layeth downe his cenfure of fuch as fell, and defcribeth meanes to correct vices.OF 
- 2 the fame matter there isextant an Epittle of his unto Geneon Bifhop of Hermopelss, 
and an ‘exhortation unto his flocke of Alexandria, Among thefe there is another written unto 
Origen,of martytrdome, Likewife he wrote of repentance unto the brethren of Laedicea, 
whofe Bifhop was Thelymidres, and to the brethren throughout e4rmenia, whofe Bifhop 
was (Veruzanes.Moreover he wrote unto Cornelius Bifhop of Rome,approving his Epiltle 
againtt Novatws:where he reporteth that he was called of Elem Bifhop of Tar/us in Cilicia 
and other his companions: Firmilianus Bifhop of (appadocsa, and Theotts/tus Bithop of Pa- 
leftina,to mecte them at the Synod held at Antioch,where divers went about to eftablifh the 
{chifine of Novatus He addeth befides, how he fignified Fabius there to have deceafed, and 
Demetrianus to have fucceeded him Bithop of Antioch.He wrote of the Bifhop of Jeru/alems 
thefe words: The renowned Alexander died in prifen, There is extant another Epiftle of Dis- 
ny fires unto the Romanes,delivered by Hippalytus, Againe he wrote another of peace and re= 
pentance. Another unto the confeflors which cleaved unto the opinion of Novatus. Againe 
other two Epiftles unto firch as were converted unto the Church, Andto many others he 
wrote very profitable tracts for the ftudious Readers to perufc.

The Lamentation of Origen. 


In the bitter affliction and griefe of minde, Igoe about to fpeake unto them which hereafter 
foall reade methus‘confufedly and without order, furtoully difpofed to fit wpom the tribunall 
feate of (hrift togerber with the Saints in heaven : andhow cas I [peake when asthe tongue 
istyed, andthe lips dare not once move or wagge? the tongue doth not his office, the throte 
is dammed up, all the fenfes and snftruments are polluted with iniquity, But I will proceed 
on, andfirft Iwill fall to the ground on my bare knees, and make mine humble (upplication une 
toallthe Saswrs and bleffed of God, that they will helpe me, fillie wretch, which by reafon of 
the fuperfluity of my finne dare not crave ought at the hands of God, O ye Saints and blef- 
fedof Gol, with waterifreyes andwet cheekcs, fokedin dolour and paine, I befeech you to 
fall downe before the mercy feate of God for me milerable finner, Wo ts me becaufe of the 
forrow of my heart: wo 1 me that ney foule us thus afflifted : wo ime that amcompaffed thus 
on every fide, and fhut up in my finne, and that there ts no healthin me: wo 4% me O mother 
that ever thon broughteft. me foorth. for askilfull Lawyer to be overthrowne in his unrighteous 
dealing ; for areligious man to fall into cxtreame impiety ; wo 1s me O mother which brougha 
teft me foorth, arighteous man to be converfant in unrighteou{weffe: an heire of the kingaome 
of God, but now an inberitour of the bingdome of the drvell: aperfect man, yet a prieft found 
wallowing in impiety: aman beavtified with honour and dignity, yet in the end blewmifhed 
with fhame and tgnominie: aman befer with many evils an! choked with infamous doings : 
wo 1s me O mother which broughtelt me foorth as an high and lofiy turret, yet [udaenly tur- 
ned downe tothe grount: as afrurtfull cree, yet quickly withered: as aburning Light, yer 
forthwith darkened: as arunning fountaine, yet by and by dried up. Wo ume that ever I 
was bedecksd with all cifis and graces, and now feeme pitifully deprived of al. But who 
will minifter moifture unto the temples of mv head, and who will give ftreames of teares #nto 
weine eyes, that I may bewatle my felfe in thi my forrowfull plight ? eAlas O prieft-hood, how 
Shall Ibewaile thee? AlasO  Miniftery, hew fall [lament thee? O all you my friends, 
tender my cafe, pitie my perfon,in that lam da ngeron/fly wounded, Pitie me O all ye my friends, 
in that Lam now become an abjelh verfon. Psise me O ye my friends, in/that Dam now with 
ferrow come to nought, SPitie me O ye my friends, in that I have new troden under 
foot the feale and cognifance of my profeffion, and joyned in league with thedsvell. Pitie 
me O ye my friends, in that Lam rejetted and caf? away from the face of God: it w for my lewd 
life that I am thus polluted, and noted with open fhane. Bewaile me whom the eAngels have 
bewailed: bewaile me, whom all the Saints have bewailed: bewaile me, whom ever 
man hath bewailed : bewaileme O all yethe nations under heaven,inthat I am fallen from 
my glory. The Lordhath made and engrafted me afruitfull vine, but in feead of pleafant clu- 
fired grapes, brought foorth pricking thornes, Bewaile me alfo, for that in {tead of grapes 

I brought foorth brambtes, But let the well-fpriags of teares be ftirred up, and let my cheekes 
be watered, let thems flow upon the earth and moiften it, for that I am foaked in finne, and 
borne in mine iniquities. I fee my prieft-hood lament over me, I (ee all yoy forrowing over me, 
f fee the Spider over my feate building his cobwebbe, I feeand behold my felfe al ferrowfull and 
penfive , every creature forreweth at my cafe, for that I was wont heretofore to powre out 
praifes nto God for thems all. eA laswhat have I felt, andhow am I fallen? Alas how am I 
this come to nought ? There % no forrow comparable unto my forrow, there ts no affitétios

mercy upon me, and raifeme up from out of the mure of corruption, for the puddle thereof 
hath even choked meup. Wo is me that fometime was apearle, gliftering in the golden gar- 
land of glory, but now throwne intothe duff, and troden in, the. myre of contempt, Wa ts 
me, thatthe fale of God now lyeth inthe dunghsll. But how great fireames of lamentations 
Shall wine and nurifie: mine, humble heart? Now I will adirefle my,felfe, andtarne my talke 
tento God, Why -haft chou lifted: me up, andcaft. me downe 2?

But now you doe all fee and perceive, the Prophet David hath faut the doore of my 
mouth, I was conftrained of the holy Bifbops to breake out into [ome words of exhortation, 
and taking the booke of Pfalmes in my hand, I prayed, and opened: and I lighted upon that 
fentence the which I am afoamed torepeate, yet compelled to pronounce: Unto the ungedty 
Jaid God; why doef} thow preach raylawes, and takeft my covenant in thy mowih ? But be- 
waile me, and lament this my bitter forrow. Bewasle me, which amin like cafe with the repro= 
bate Iewes, For that which was [aid unto them by the Prophet, now foundeth alike in mine 
eares, What halt Ldoe, that am thus befet with many mifchiefes? Alas, O death, why docft 
thou linger ? to wit: that thou mayeft fpite and beare me malice. O Satan,what mifchicfe hast 
thou wrought unto me? How haft thou pierced my breaft with thy poyfoned dart ? Thinkefe 
thon that my ruine will availe thee any thing at all ? Thinkest thon to procure unto thy felfe café 
and reft, while that Lam grievorfly tormented? Who table to fignifie unto me, whether my 
finnes be wiped and done away? whether that I have efcaped the paines whsch greatly I feared ? 
Who isableto fignifie unto me, whether againe I foall be coupled and made companion with 
the Saints? O yethe Saints of God, for that I am wot worthy to heare the meffage of them 
that bring [uch tydings (but prefumingfarre worfe prathifes ) have heard the terrible threats 
ofthe Evangelifts. Alas, O the bofome of Abrahamrhe which Iam deprived of.. Alas, that 
LT became partaker with the rich man of his condemnation in the horrible pit, and partner of: 
his thsrft, in the bitter place full of ali forrow and beavinefe. elas O father Abraham, sn- 
treate for me, that Ibe not cut off from thy coafts, the which Ihave greatly longed after, yet 
not worthily becasue of my great fiane. But O Lord I fall downe bcfore thy mercy feate, have 
mercy upon me which mourne thus ont of meafure, which have greatly offended, which have 
foedsmany falt and bitter teares, whofe miferable cafe every creature hath lamented, Wh 
haft thou broken downe my hedge and ftrong holds? The wild Boare out of thewood bath de» 
frroyed me, and the wild beaft of the field hath eaten menup. Rid mee O Lord from the rearing 
Lyon. The whole affembly of Saints doth make interceffion auto thee for me, which am an un- 
profitable fervant, The whole quire of Angels doe intreate thee for me, which have grievon|ly of~ 
fended : that thou wil: fhew mercy. unto the wandring fheepe , which ts (ubjett to the rending teeth 
of the ravenous Wolfe.Save me O Lord out of bs mouth : {uffer me not to become the facrifice of 
fin, but let downe upon me thine holy Spirit, that with his fiery countenance he may put to flight 
the crooked fiend of the divel! : that I may be brought home againe wnto thy wifedome: that the 
Fill of finne written againft me may be blotted ent: that my lamentation may ceaffe in the eve- 
ning, and receive joy in the morning. Let my faclkloth be reut alunder,and gird me with joy and 
gladneffe, Let me be received againe into rhe joy of my God: let me be thought worthy of his 
kingdome. through the prayers and interceffion of the Saints, through the earneft petitions of the 
Church, which forraweth over me, and humsbleth her felfe unto Ie(us Chrift ; to whom with the 
Father andthe Holy Ghoft,be all glory and hononr for ever and ever. e4men.So farre Origen.

Hen firft ofall Cyprian Bifhop of Carthage thought the heretikes no other Way tobe 

admitted and purged from their error,then by Baptifme. But Steven thought good 

that nothing fhould be innovated, prejudicial to the tradition prevailing of old: for 
which caufe he was greatly offended with Cyprian.

aac aD ys in his time, writing thus :.Jn good footh (brother ) I fiand in need of advice and coun~ 
Bithop-of fell, and I crave your opinion, for that acertaine thing happened unto me, wherein I feare leaf 
Pome: Tbe deceived. When the brethren were gathered to gether, a certdine man,to all mens thinking 
of the faith, an ancient Minifter, of the Clergy before my time, and as 1 fappofe before bleffed 
Heraclas, be ing pr cfent when [ome were baptized, and bearing the interrogatories aud ane 
fwers, came unto me, weeping and wailing, and falling proftrate before my feete, confelfed 
and protefted, that the bapti{me wherewith he was baptized of the beretikes was not the true 
baptifene, neither bad it any agreement with that which # in uve among ss but was full of im- 
piety and bla{phemies, He {aid he was fore pricked in con{cience, yet durft not prefume to lift 
up his eyes nto God, for that he was chriftened with thofe propbane words and ceremonies. 
Wherefore he prayed that he might obtaine this moft fincere purification, admiffion, and grace: 
the which thing I durSt not doe, but toldhim, that the daily cormmsunien many times minifired,

raight fuffice him, When he hadheard thankefgiving { oanded in the Church, and he himfelfe 
had fung thereunto Amen : when he had keene prefent at the Lords table,and bad ftretched forth 
bis hand to receive that holy food, andbad communicated, and of a long time had beene partaker 
of the boy and blowa of our Lord Iefus Christ, Idurft not againe baptize him, but bad him be 
of good cheare, of afure faith, and boldly to approch unto the communion of the Saints. Bathe 
for all this mourneth continually ,borrour withdraweth him fromthe Lords table; and being in= 
treated, har lly ts perfwaded'to be prefent at the Ecclefiafticall prayers. Thereis another Epi- 
tle of his, and of the congregation under'his charge, unto Xy/ws and the Church of Rome, 

_ whereatlarge he difputeth of this queftion. Againe there is another under his name, tou- 
ching Lucianus unto Dionyfius Bifhop of Rome. But of thefe things thus much,

How Valerianus rated perfecution againft the 
Chriftians, 


Hey that ruled the Empire with Gallws, enjoyed it not full two yeares,but were des 
prived of this life ; and Valerianus together with his fonne Galienns {ucceedethin the 
Empire,What Diony/ive wrote of him, itmay be gathered by his Epittle unto Her- 
mrammon, where he faith : -* It wasrevealed anto lohn,for a mouth was given unto him (faith 
he) to urter proud {peeches and blafphemies, and powerwas given him, ana two and forty 
morneths, Both things ave wonderfullin V alerianus, and we have to confider how that above all 
bis predeceffors he was difpofed at thefirft. gentle towards all the men: of God, mecke and friend. 
ly minded,. For there was none of all the Emperoursbefore hie-forcurteous and friendly affetted 
towards themno northey which openly were counted Christians. Ee at the firft embraced our 
awsen moft familiarly, moft lovingly.and that openly, :. (o-ahusin'pallace was replenifhed with 
profeffar's of the faith, and accounted for the (shurchof Gods Rutothe master and ruler af the 
egyptian: forcerers fynagogne; per{waded him afterward to flay and perfecute thofe fincere 
menand Saints of God; as adverfaries andimpugners of their moft impure and dete, fable forces 
ries (for the godly then prevailed fo much, and doe prevaileat this day, that being prefent, and 
with their countenance onely blowing the contrary, and refifting agit were with alittle beech, 
Scattered the bewitchings of thofe deteftable divels ).he brought to paffe inspure ceremonies, exe- 
érableenchantments and abbominable facrifices + be made a flaughter of miferable children ; he 
facrificed the [onnes of infortunate parents: he fearched thebowels of the newly borne babes, 
foiling andrending afunder the fhaped creatures of God, as if by faech bainons offences he foould 
become fortunate. Againe after a few lines he faith: Macrinus.offeredup vento them gratu- 
latory gifts and prefents far good lucke of the hoped Empire,’ For before st was commonly bla- 
xed that he fhould be created Emperoury he re{petted wot the confonancie of reafon, neither the 
publique or common affaires but was {ubject unto the curfe of the Prophet, faying : Wo be unto 
theus which prophecie after their owne hearts defire, anadrefpecinot the publique profit, He 
under toad not the univer[all providence and wifdome of him which ws before all, in all, dnd above 
all'wherefore he is become adeadly foe unte the Catholique and Chriftian faith, He outlawed 


and banifoed him|elfe from the mercy of God: and as he fled farthe/t from the Church, fo bath: M 


he anfivered the etymology of his name,Againe hefaith: Valerianus was by. bis me anes driuen 
and siven over unte (uch reprochfullnelfe and abhominations that the faying of Efay was verified 
in him : Andthey ({aithhe ) chofetheirowne waies and abhominations, which their [eules lu- 
fed after, and I will (elec them their owne illufions, and recompence them their owne finnes. 
This Emperour was madde, and doting over the Empire otherwifethen became his Mayjefty, 
not able by reafon of his maimed body, to weare the Lmpersall robes, brought foorth two fonnes, 
Followers of the fathers impiety. In.them was that prophecy manifeft, where God promifed to 
panilh the fins of the fathers upon the children unto the third and fourth generation of fuch as hate 
him .He pawred his inapious defires (whereof he could not be fatisfied ) upon the pates of bes fannes ; 
vith overunto them his malice and{pite againft God, So farre Dionyfims writcth of Ya- 
Crianus.

with others: he fuaftered for his confcience God-wards, his words do. teftifie where he 
inveyethagainkt Germanus one of the Bifhops whichat that ume backbited him, his 
words are thefe:, Lfeare me leaft that of neceffity I fat into great foolifonelfe and temerity,den 
claring the wonderfull pleafure of God in our behalfe. * Info much as its commendable to. cone 
ceale the fecrecy of the K ing, and glorious to publif abroad the works of God, foorthwith then 
Iwill fhew the wilfakneffe of Germanus, J came ante AE milianus 2OE alone, for there ACCOMP ANI = 
ed me my fellow Ainifter Maximus,and the Deacons Faultus,Eufebius, Cheremon, Ado there 
came with us one of the brethren of Rome, all which then were prefent, A milianus [aid not unto 
me {pecially, Raife no conventicle : for this mould bave beene {uperfluous, andthe last of all, he 
having recourfe unto that which wu firf.. Ha fpcech was not of making noconventicles, bug 
that we fhould be no Chriftians at all, and commaunded me toceaffe henceforth from Chriftiae 
nity, For he thought, that if I altered mineopinion, divers other would follow me, J made hing 
anfwer neither tnreverently nor tediou(ly: That we ought to obey Godrather then men, Fe 
T fpake with open protefiation: Iworfbip Ged, which zw ouely tobe worfhipped and none other, 
meither will 1 be changed, neither ceafe henceforth from being a Chriftian. This being fait, he 
commaunded us to depart to.acertaine village adjoyning upon the defert called Cepbro.» Now 
heare what ts recorded to have beene (aid of esther parts :when Dionyfius,4ad Fauftus avd Maxj- 
mus,a@nd Marcellus,and Cheremon were brought forth, Amilianus fate in the Prefidents roome, 
LT have fignified (faith he) bywordhere untoyou, the clemencie of our Lieges and Lords the 
Empereurs towards you. They have granted you pardon, fo that you returne unto that which 
nature it felfe bindeth you unto, fothat you adore the gods which guard this Empire, and forges 
thethings which repugne nature, What anfwer make youunto thefe 2-1 hope you will not uns 
Lratefully refufe their clemency.snfemuch as they councelt you ta the better, Dionyfius anfwereds 
ell men doe not worfhip alk gos; but feverall men feverall gods, whous they thinke good to 
be worfhipped. But we worfoip andadore the one God the worker wf all-things, who commit 
ted thes Empire unto the moft clement Emperours Valerianys and Galicnus, unto whomal/owe 
powre sxceljant prayers for their-raigne, that it may profperoufly continue, Then A. milianus” 
the Prefident faid: What ler is there I befeech you, but that naturally you adove that your god 
( ## fe much as he ts a God) together with thefe our gods? IMonyfius anfwered: We worfhip 
#0 other God. To whom Hmilianus the Prefideut faid: I fee you are altogether unthankefull, 
jou perceive not the clemency of the Emperours, wherefore ye foall not remaine inthis C trie, 
but fhall be fent iato the parts of Libia, untoaplace called Cephro. This placebythe com- 
mandement of our Emperours, [have picked ont for you, It fhall not belawfull for you and 
others to frequent Conventicles, weither to have recour[e (as they call them) unte Church. 
yards. If any of you be not found in that place which Ihave appointed fer you, or in any (ona 
wenticle,let himunder his perill. There frall not want (ufficient provifion : depavt therefore whi- 
ther ye are commanded, But he conftrained me, although fickly, to depart with fpeed, defers 
ring wo not one day, how then could I raife or not raife a Conventicle? Againe after a few lines 
he faith : Truly we are not abjent, no not from the corporall congregation of the Lord: for F 
gather fuch as are inthe City, as if I were prefent, being indeed abfent in the bedy, but prefeut 
inthe [pirit.. etud there continued with us in Cephro a great congregation, partly of the bre- 
threnwhich followed us from out of the (ity, and partly of them which came from eLgypt 
end there God opened unto me a doore unto his Word: yet at the beginning we fuffered perfe- 
cation and floning, but at the length not afew of the Painims for[aking their carved Images were 
converted. For unto fuch as before had not received, then first of all we preached the Word of 
God. eAndin fo much as therefore God had brought us among them, after that the minifterie 
was there completed,be removed us nnto another place : for Kxnilianus wowld tran[port 4s unto 
more rough places of Libia, ashe thought, and gave commandement, that all from every where 
Should repaire unto Maredta, where he allotted unto Jeverall wen, the feverall villages of that 
place, and commaunded that we chiefly among all the reft, fhould be prevented in our journey. 
For by taking us up by the way the refi would eafily follow after, But I hearing we muft depart 
irom

from Cephro, and knowing not the place whither we were commanded to gee, neither rémeme 
bred [that ever afore Iheardit named, for all that tooke my journey willsugly awd chearefully. 
But when I underftood we muft remove tuto Colluthio, how Iwas then affected, my companions 
doe know very well. eAnd here Iwill accufe my felfe. For at the firft I fretted, and tooke it very 
grievoufly, If places better knowne and more frequented had fallen unto our lor, it fhowld never 
Kare grieved me, But that place whither fhould repaire,was reported to be deftitute of al brother. 
| pand friendly confelation,[ubjett to the trouble{ome tumult of travellers and violent invafion of 
| pPheeves.” et Ttooke no [mall comfort in that the brethren told me it was nigh to a Citte. For 
 Cephro brought me great familiarity with the brethren of Egypt, fo that our congregation in- 
creafed. But there I fuppofed it might fall ont (for that the City was nigh) that we foouldenjoy 
the prefence of familiar, friendly and beloved brethren, which would frequent unto us and refresh 
ws,and that particular conventicles in the farther uburbes might be raifed, which indeed came 
to-paffe. Againe of other things which happened unto him, thus he writeth: Germanus per- 
adventure glorieth ii confeffions,and can tell a long tale of the afflittsions which he endured, 
But what can be repeated on our behalfe ? fentences of condemnation ,confifcations profcriptions, 
fpoiling of (ubftauce depofition of dignities, no regard of worldly glory contempt of the praifes die 
unto Prefidents and Con(uls threatnings of the adver/aries, the [uffering of reclamsatsons perils, 
per(ecutions erroursgricfes, anguifoes, and fundry tribulations which happened unto me under 
Decius and Sabinus,and hitherto under Aamilianus, Now I pray you where appeared Cerma- 
nuts? what rumour ts blazed of him ? But peradventure I bring my felfe into great follie for 
Germanus/ake. The fame Dionyfins inhis Epiftle unto Domitiws and Didymus, made men- 
tion againe of them who then were perfecuted, faying: It hall feeme fuperfluous to recite 
the names of our men, in that they were many, andto me unknowne, Notwithftanding take shi 
for certaine. There were min, women, young men, old men, virgins and old women, fouldiers 
andiimple men, of all forts and fetls of people: whereof fome after ftripes and fire were crowe 
ned vitlors, (ome after (word, fome other in [mall time (afficiently tried, feemed acceptable fa- 
crifices unto the Lord. Even as hitherto it hath appeared to fuffice mse,becanfe he bath referved 
me unto another fittime knowne unto bimfelfe, who faith: In atime accepted have Iheard 
thee, andin the day of falvation have Thotpenthee. end becaule you are defirons to tnders 
fland of our affaires, I will certifie youin what fbate we fland, Youall heard, how I, and 
Cajus, and Fauftus,Peter and Pant,when we were Yed bound bythe Centurion.( aptaines ,Sonldi- 
ers and fervants, certaine men inhabiting A lavebta, rufred ont, fet upon us and drew us away 
by violence, although we were not willing to follow them, But Itruly, and Cajus, and Peter, 
alone among all the reft, deprived of the other brethren, were fout up in a clofe dungeon, diftant 
three daies journey from Paretoninm,in the waste defert and noy(ome conntrey. Afterwards he 
faith : In the City there hid them(elves certaineof the brethren which vifited us fecretly,of the 
Ministers, Maximus, Diofcorus, Demetrius, Lucius, and they that were more famous in the 
world, as Faultinus and Aquila, thefe now wander Iwote not where in -Agypt. . And of the 
Deacons there remained alive after them which died of difeafes, Yauttus, Euiebius asd Chere- 
non, God ffrengthencd and inftrulted thes Enfebius from the beginning to minifter diligently 
unto the confelfors in prifan, andto burie the bodies of the bleffed martyrs, not without great 
danger, And yet unto this day the Prefident ceaffeth not cruelly to flay fome that are broughe 
forth: toteare in peeces other fome with torments: to confkme other with imprifonment and 
fetters, commannding that none come nigh them, and engtiring daily if any [uch men be ate 
tainte/, Yer for all that God refrefbeth the afflitted with chearefullnel[e and frequenting of the 
brethrey, Thefe things hath Diony/ims written in the aforefaid Epiftle, Yet have we to un- 
derftand, that this Eu/ebius whom he calleth’ a Deacon, was ina while after chofen Bifhop 
of Laodicea in Syriayand Maximus whom he calleth a Miniter, fucceeded Diony/ivs in the 
Bithops Sea of Alexandria: and Fauffous who then endured confeffion with him,was refer- 
ved unto the perfecution of our time, a very aged man having lived many dai¢s; at length 
among us was’ beheaded and crowned amartyr. Such were the things which happened 
unto Dionyfinein thofe daies. |

Emperour in wyto Dionyfius,Pinna, Demetrius, together: with the reft of the Bifbops, (endeth greeting. The 
fs chin. of benefit. of our gracious pardon.we command to be publifocd throughout the whole world, that.they 
Be NUNS: licks ava depained in.banifoment, depart the places-iwhabited of Pa gaus, For the execution 
whereof, the copie of this our Edsel (hall be your difcharge, leaft any goe about to moleft you: axa 
this which you now way lawfully put in ure,was granted-by us long ago. Wherefore Aurclius Cy> 
renius ear high Conftable, habbin his keeping the copie which wedelivered unte him, There is

There is a certaine dignity among the Romanes called the Centurions vine, the which who- 

foever doth obtaine,is called a ( enturion, When the roome was voide, the company called 

Marinus to this degree ; Marinus being preferred, another came before the tribunall feate 

and accufed him,aftirming that ir was not law full by the ancient lawes for him to en Joy that 

Romane dignity, becaufe he was a Chriftian; and facrificed not unto the Emperours,

and chat it was his turne next to come in place. The judge being very much moved with this 
(his name was Achajrs ) firltdemanded what opinion AZariniws was of : and when he faw 
him conftantly confefling himfelfe to be a Chriltian, he granted him three houres {pace to 

deliberate. This being done, Theotecnus Bifhop of (e/area calleth untohim AZarinw from 
the tribunall feate, taketh him in hand with exhortations, leadeth him by the hand into the 
Church fetteth him downe in the Chancell, layeth his cloke afide, fheweth him the fword 
that hung by his fide, afterwards pulleth out of his pocket the New Teftament, fetteth it 
over againtt the fword, and bad him chufe whether of thofe two he preferred or liked belt, 
for the health of his foule. When he immediatly ftretching out his right hand, had taken up 
the boo“ of holy Scripture ; Hold fat then, faith Theotecnus unto him, cleave unto God, 
and thou fhalt enjoy the things thou haft chofen,being ftrengthened by him,and go in pzace. 
Afterhe had returned thence, the crier lifted his voice, and called him to appeare at the 
barre,the time granted for deliberation being now ended, Standing therefore at the barreshe 
gave tokens of the noble courage of his faith, wherefore in a while after, as he was led, he 
heard the fentence of condemnation,and was beheaded.

Of the favour which Attyrius a noble man bare towards the Martyrs, 


the Martyr,tooke up his body,layed it on his fhoulders, being arrayed in gorgeous and coftly 
attire,and provided for hima moft noble funerall. Infinite other things are reported by his 
familiars to have beene done of him,whereof divers lived unto this our time, 


Cuap. XVI, 
Aftyrius by his prayers repreffed and bewrayed the juggling and deceipt of Satan, 


thorough the power of the divell never afterwards appeared,which alfo feemed in the fight 


of the beholdersa notable miracle. Affyrius ona time being prefent at the miracle, percel- 
ving that many at the fight thereof were amazed, pitied their erroneous eftate,lifted his eyes 


prayed Almighty God in Chrift Iefus his name,that Satan the feducer of

Which when he had praied(as the report goeth) forthwith the facrifice {wam on the top of

wont to adore [uch asof old time had benefited them,with the fe thing up of their pictures for 39 1Ne 
meuts, inrememsbrance of them, Touching the miraculous operation of the herbe, we may alfure 
our felves that it proceedeth neither by vertue of the pitture,neither by the prayer of the other,bea 
sng both.dumbe pictures but by fome fecret per miffion of the wifedome of God. Either to reduce the 
infidels at that time'to the belicfe of the ftory,or to admonifh the Chriftians that health was tobe 
looked for onely of Chrift and no other Advecate, After the death of Eufebius,Sozomenys( hb.s. 
Lcclefiaft iift.cap.20,) reperteth that ulian the ApoStata tooke downe the image of Christ, and 
Set up bis owone in the (ame place, which with violent fire that fell from heaven, was cleft afunder 
an the breaft the head broken off with the necke, and fticked in the grownd, For Julian hadtakew 
downe the Image of Chri, not to withdraw the people from idolar ry, but in malice and de[pite of 
that new religion anderetted up his owne image,tothe intent the people fhould worfhip st, purpo/e= 
ly to deface Chrift (even aé they do now that willingly breake Gods commandements to maintaine 
and upheld their own traditions, )\Therefore God firake Julians image from heaven with lighte- 
ning and rent it in peeces,fothat there remained of it( as Sozomenus writeth )reliques long after, 
This God did not sthat he was plealed with the fetting up of piiures but in token of hts wrath and 
difpleafure againft Tulian, for commstting fo defpitefull a deed, .

aL: aching the truth of this Hiftory, we may not doubt but that there was {uch atowne, fuch 


He Bifhops Sea of Lames who firft by our Saviour and his po/#les was placed Bifhop

long preferyed, as nto this time preferved, which thing the brethren there ordinarily fucceeding, 
and continted ave manifeftly fhewed unto all men.

The one of them he entitled to F/avius, the other to Domitius and 
Didymus where he expounded the ( anon continuing the {pace of eight yeares;allowing the 
feat of &sfterto be celebrated at no time but after the fol(titiall Spring. Moreover he wrote 
another Epiftle unto his fellow Minifters throughout e4/exandria, Againe unto others fe- 
verally when the time of perfecution was now at hand, 


D Tonyfins befides the aforefaid Epiftles, wrote at that time alfo fuch Epiftles as are ex-

Dionyfius writeth ef the fedition in Alexandria, 


that city was fo troubled with fedition and civill wars, that it was unpoffibic for 
him to vifitall the brethren throughout the city, which were devided into both 
the feditious parts. And againe, upon the feaft of Easter, as ifhe had beene in exile, he fent 
unto them his Epiltles,even out of Alexandria. Afterwards he wrote another Epiftle of Ho- 
lydaies unto Hierax Bifhop of e#gypt,where he. maketh mention of the fedition raifed at 
Alexandria in this fort: It ts no marvell at all, if it be grievous for metoconferre by Epistles «" AK 
with shem which are farre distant, when as even with my felfe, it 1 become impoffible for me to dee & fone 
confule with my felfe.and to conuferre mith mine owne proper fowle,For | am conftratned to write pierax Bi thop 
Ante mine owne bowels,my companions and confenting brethren,citizens of the fame C hurch,and, of Egypt. 
how my writings may be conveyed untothem, (eemes very difficuls. Aman way eafier take hus 
journey ,I fay nor without the compalfe of thefe coafts, but from Eaft unto Weff, thes travell from 
Alexandria it felfeto Alexandria.F or the mid way of thts city ts more unpafivle and Hnvaca/ia 
rable then that vaft andcroffe wildernefle which the Ifraclites wandered in the continuance of 
bwo generations,andthen the fea;which dividedst felfc,and walled them in compal]e,deepe and pem 
wetrable, inwhofe high way the et gyptians were drowned: the calme and quiet foores re- 
femsbling oftentimes the red fea, for the flanghters committed xponthem, The flowd that releea 
ved thecutie, feemed fometime drier and noifemer then the dvieandftony wildernef{e, where 
Trael paffing, thirsted fo much that he murmured againft Mofes, and the drinke by the power 
of God (which onely worketh marvellous things) guphed out of the high recke : [ometime agains 
st fo overflowed, that the whole regionin compafje, both way and field, were a flote, and threate 
ned the violence of mighty waters, even (uch as were in thetimeofNoah, This flood continually 
flideth being polluted with blond,and flanghter,and drowned carkalfes march like that whichinthe 
» time of Mofes was changed for Pharaohs fake into-bloud andputrifaction, And what other floas 
can purifie thi wave,when all things are to be cleanfed with water? And how can the occan (ea, 
being wide and vaft, compaffing the whole world, fealon the bitternele of this fea? How can 
the flould ranning ont of Paraii{e, whofe fountaine ts fourefold,inta the which it 1s devided,flom 
into one heape and wafh away this fred blond? end when can the aire be purged of thee oi 
fome and contagious vapours? Such fumigations are lifted from ofthe earth,fuch winds from out 
of the fea,fuch ayre from ont of floads, fuch exbalations froms ont of havens; as if certaine ptrin 
fied iffue diffilled ont of rotten carkaffes, asad rsingled it [elfe with all the foure elements, And as 
jet they wonter andengnire, whence proceede thefe continuall plagues and grievous difeafes : 
whence ;wocceds thefe infetLions which prevaile among us : whence come these fundry and ma- 
uifold deftreElions of mortall men: and wherefore this great. city cannot containe henceforth 
as many citizens, if they were numbred from the cradle to dotage, as heretofore it hath bred (as 
they call ibem) gray heads, There were in times past {o many from forty to feventie, as now the 
umber of all forts cannot anfwer: andofthemalfo whe heretofore from fourteene to fonrefcore 
yeares were affigued and allotted for diftrihution of publike reliefe, Againe they which were young 
in fight behaved themfelves like elderly men, And though they fee mankinde without intermiffion 
to diminilh and confume from off this earth, they tremble not, though their general rooting owt 
ant acfrattion increafe and prevaile daily. 


VA i Hen as now peatein.manner prevailed,he returned to Al/exandria,where againe 
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Cuar. XXI, Chap. 22. after 
Ab Said the Greek, 
Of the plague at Alewandria, andthe humanity which the Chriftians 
fhewed unto the heathen. 


Eafter now drew nighhe wrote letters unto the brethren, and mentioned thofe Dionyfiu Bi- 
lamentable affli@ions in thefe words: Other men thinke thefe remes not fit for any fnop of Alex: ' 
feaft,so more are they indeed, and-yet not thefe onely, but others alfo whatfocver,not onely of the ane 7 he a 
reff, but allo if any feeme moft pleafant unto them. Now all s replenifoed with lamentations, brechrenin 
every man dosh nething bat mourne and bowle throughome the city, by reafow of the multitude oAypt, 
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V V Hen the noifome infection had overtaken thefe civill watres, and the fealt of

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ofdead carkalfes and the daily dying, As it % written of the firkt begotten of the -&gyptians, fe 
ff A pepe, bs ts rest eee is no houle where a dead carkaffe 1s not found, and traly not 
without caufe, For the calamities which happened before were grsevous and intollerable, and firft 
provoked us, And we alone, though bantfhed from she company of all men, and being ae 
over to death, yet neverthelelfe at that time celebrated the feaft, And every place of Leer l af 
flittions, (eemed unto us Jolemue and commendable, the field, the wilderneffe, tbe Saip, is inne, 
the prifon. But the moft joyfall feaft the bleffed (Martyrs did celebrate, trinmphing in ies 
Afterwards there enfued warres and famine, which together with the heathen we endure fuffe- 
ring alone thesr injuries towards ws, and partakers with them accordingly of thesr private malice, 
and miferie s which they fuffered. eA gasne, we were cherifhed with the peace which Chrift Sent, 
for our fakes. But after that they and we had breathed a litle thys pestilent calamuy befell,a thing 
more terrible wuto them then any-terrer, and more lamentable then any calamity: avd ( Ms Abra 
taine Hiftoriographer of their ewn reported )which alone exceeded the hope and expetlation of all: 
yet of ws not fo connted,but anexercife and triallinfertour to none of she rest. Yet for ak that ie 
[pared not us,but\t lighted farre heavier in the necke of the heathens, Againe, after a few lines 
he writeth: Zany of owr brethren,by reafon of their great love and brotherly charity,fparing nor 
themfeives cleaved one to another,vifited the ficke without warinelfe or heed taking and attended 
upon them diligently, cured them in Chrift, which coft them their lives, and being full of other 
mens wmaladses,tooke the infe Bion of their neighbours.andtranjlated of their owne accord the fore 
rowes of others upon themfelves, cured and confirmed other ficke persons, and died moft wil 
lingly themfelves fulfilling indeed the common fayixg, that onely freendfhip ws alwaies tobe re~ 
tained, and departing this life they feemed theoff-(conring of others. In this fort the beft of our 
brethren departed this life whereof [ome were Minifters ,feme Deacons,in great reverence amon 
the common people, fo that this kind of death, for the great piety and flrength of, ‘faith, may feeme 
to differ nothing from martyrdome. ‘For they tooke the dead bodies of the Saints, whofe breafts 
andhands and faces lay upwards;-andclofed theireyes, hut their mouthes, and joyntly with one 
accord being like affectioned embraced them,wafhed them,and prepared thesr funerals and a litle. 
while after they engoy the likethemfelves. For the living continually traced the fteps of the dead. 


, But among the heathen all fell out onthe contrary, For (caree bad the peftilence taken place 


among them, but they diverted themfelves, and fled from their moft loving and deareft freends, 
they threw thens halfe dead sato the\ fireets, the dead they left unburied to be devoured of dog ges, 
to the end they might avoid the parraking and fellow fri of death, which forall that they deviled 
they could not efcape, After this Epiftle,when the city enjoyed peace, he wrote unto the bree 
thren in «’¢ype touching Holydaics, And afterwards other Epiltles againe. There is extant 
an Epi(tle of his of the Sabboth: another of exercife. Againe writing unto Hermsamsmon and 
the brethren ingypt, he'maketh mention at large of the malice of Decius and his fuc- 


ceffors,and of the peace granted under Galienws. There is ng caufe to the contrary; but that 
the Reader may be made partaker thereof, :

which is inbeaven. And yet neither in the fecond, nor in the third Epiffles commonly ux- 
der bis name,notwith/tanding the fhortne|fe thereof %s bis name prefixed, but without name, wrote 
himfelfe an Elder, The author hereof was not content after once naming himfelfe ro profecute the 
Apocalypt. garter he had in hand,bur againe repeateth and faith : Llohn your brother and partner in tribe- 
lation, and in the kingdome and patience of Te(u, was inthe Ile of Pathmos for the Word of Ged 
Apocalyp.22. and the teftimony of Iefu, And about the end he writeth thus: Happy t he that keepeth the 
words of the prophecse of this beoke, and I John heard and faw thefe things, Wherefore we have 
to beleeve that one lohn wrote the/e things according unto this his faying, but what Lohn he was 
it is uncertaine, He named not himfelfe, as in fundry places of the Gofpell, the Difcsple 
beloved of the Lord, neither him which leaned on his breaft, neither the brother of lames, neither 
himfelfe which [aw andheardthe Lord, No doubt he would have uttered. one or other of thefe, 
haa 
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bad he beene difp ofed to reveale him/zife, He layed downe not one of thefe, but called himfelfe 
our brother and partner, the witnelfe of elu, and happy becaufe of the vifion and hearing of the 
Revelations. I] [uppofe there were many of the fame name with the 4, poftle lohn, who for the 
love they bare unto him, and for that they had him in admiration, and imitated his steps, would 
be loved alike of the Lord; and therefore ufurped this name, even as Paul and Peter are often 
repeated of faithful writers. There us another John in the Aéls of the Apofiles, whofe firname 
was Marke, whom Barnabas and Paul tooke together with them, of whom he faith afterwards, 
they hadlohn to their Miniffer. Andwhether this were he that wrote the Revelation, I dare not 
affirmse For it 2 not recorded that he came with them nto Ajia : but when they loofed (faith he ) 
from Paphos, they which accompanied Paul came to Perga tx Pamphilia, And lohn departed 
from them,and returned to Tertfalem: But I take him to be fome other of them which were in A fia, 
The report goeth,that there are two monuments at Ephefus, and either of them Leares the name 
ef Iohn.

that we faw, and fhew unto you the everlasting life which was with the Father, and appeared un- 
to us, which we [aw and heard that declare we HNLO Yor. Her he ftays th, and {warveth not froms 
the purpofe, but throughout all the feverall Chapters incalcateth all the names, whereof (ome 
briefly T wi repeate. He which diligently readeth, (hall often find in both, life, often Might, dehore 
ting from darkneffe, very oft truth, grace, joy, the Sich and blopd of onr Lord, jedgeme nt, remi(~ 
fron of finnes, the lowe of God towards mu, a commandment to love one another, that all the 
commandements are ton he kept, reprehenfiow of the world,” the ditell and A ntichrift : promife 
of the Holy Ghoft, adoption ef Ged, faith every where required of ns, every where the Father 
and the Sonne : and if throughout all, the chara&er of both were noted, the phrafe of the Gofpell 
and Epiftle fhall be found altogether one, But the Revelation far differech from both, refembleth 
not the (ame, no not in one word, neither hath it Any one fillable correfpondent to the other wri- 
tings of lohn.For the Epiftle( I will (ay nothing of the Gofpell never thought upon,neither made 
any mention of the Revelation, neither thd Revelation on the other fide of the Epiftle, when as 
Paul gave us aninkling, or fomewhat to underftand in his Epiftles of his revelations, yet not ine 
tithag thems fo, that be would call them revelations. Moreover by the phrafe thereof we may 
perceive the differcnce betweene the Gofpell.the E piftle, andthe Revelation, For they AYe Write 
ten fo artificially according unto the Grecke phrafe, with most exquifite words, fillogi{mes, and 
Setled expofitions, that they feeme farre from offending,ix any barbarous terme, folaci(me, or ig- 
#orant error at all.Por the Evangelift had( as it appeareth both the gift of utterance and the gift 
of knowledge, foralmuch as the Lord had granted him beth the grace of wifedome and [cience. 
As for the other, I will not gainelay,bet that hefaw a revelation,and that allo he received fcience

«7 Ithuniforme confent of .all the\Bifhops then:gathered together, they wrote an 
VV Epiftle: unto Dionyiss Bifhop of Rome and \Afaximus Bifhop of Alexandria, 
and fentit abroad. into all provinees,in the:which they revealed unto the world 
their.great labour and induftry, the perverfe.variablenefle of 2 awlus, the reprehenfions and 
objections propofed again{t him, his. converfation and trade of living : whereof for memo- 
ries fake [think it not ainifle toalledge fome part ‘for the pofterity, which is thus written : 
Fnto Dionyfius and Maximus, .andall our fellow Bifbops, Elders and Deacons throughout the 
world,andto the whole univerfatand Catholike (arch under heaven > Helenus, Hymenzus, 
Theophilus, Theotecnus, Maximus Proclus, Nicomas, A milianus,Paulus, Bolanus, Protege- 
nes,Hierax, Futychius, Theodorus, Malchion, Lucius, with all the other Bifnops,who with us in. 
babit the bordering cities, and overfee the nations, together withthe Eldersana Deacons, and 
holy Churches of God,to the belo~ed brethrenin the Lordfend greeting. Vato this falutation af- 
tera few lines they addedasfolloweth:' We have cited hither many Bilhops fromfarre, to 
Salve ant cure this deadly and poy[oned dottrine,as Dionyfius Bifbop of Alexandria,and Firmili- 
anus Bifhop of Cafarea in Cappadocia,men bleffed in the Lord, whereof the one writing hither ro 
Antioch vouch/afed not once to falute the author of error :for he wrote not to bis perfon,but to the 
whole congregation.the copie whereof we have here annexed.’ But Firmilianus came rife, and 
condemns this firange doffrine, aswe know very well, and testifie whith were prefent, together 
with many other befides us: for when Paulus promifed to recant, andthis man beleeved and hoped 
he would redreffe and prevent this occafion without all contumely. and reproch which might ree 
dound unto the true doltrine, hedeferred andpo ted over bis opinion from time to tine, being [e~ 
duced no doubt by him which denied bis God and Lord, and{warved from the faith be held ar the 
begining. This Firmilianus in bes journeyto Antioch came as far as Tar[us,having expersment 
i%.Chrijt of his malicious fpive,wherewith he dinied God;but whileft we affemble togetler,whileft 
we fummon bins, and waite for is comming he departed this life, Againe,of the life of Samofa- 
tenus and his converfation, they write thus in the fame Epitle: After that he forfooke the 
Ecelefiafticall canon, he fell unto unlawfull and forged dottrine, Neither tit béhoveable for 
16. now tajudze of an aliene,neither to fhew haw at the firft he was poore, and nothing bequeathed 
him of bss parents, and that neither by art, trade or exercife he attained unto the abundance 
of wealth which he enjayed, but with lewd alts andfacriledge, by injurious and tyrannical oppre/- 
Sion of the brethren, whom he made-to tremble for feare, with bus guilefull gaine and wily promife 
of hired patronfoip,oy which fubtilty and Aeceit he gained fo much, that he procured the givers to 
be liberall,to the end they might be delivere! from their adverfaries and fo heturned godline fe ix- 
te gaine, Neither need we te declare how that he being puffed wep with pride u[urped [ecular digui= 
ties; and would rather be cate! awarlike captaine then a Bifhop of the Church, walking ftately 
through the fireets and market place,reading letters, and withall openly inditing , maintaining a- 
bout him a creat troupe to guard his perfon, [ome going before and [ome comming after fo that our 
faith and religionranto great [pite;flander and hatred by reafon of hus [welling prite-and haugh- 
tydifdaine, Neither will we rehearfe the monftrous ficments which he fained, his glorious brags, 
the uglefome foettacles he devifed to amaze the minds of the fimpler fort. He made for himfelfe 
A lofty feate and high throne, not like the Difciple of Chrift, but fevered in fhew and title, after 
the manner of the princes of this world,{msiting the thigh with the hand, pouncing the foot/toole 
with his fect. If any extolled him not as the ufe ws upon theaters, with clapping of their hands with 
fronting and hurling of their cappes: if any alfo both of men and women had not skipped to and fro 
With bufie bodies and undecent obey/ance:if any as in the howe of God had behaved them(elves ho- 
ne fily and decently, tha fame be checked and all tobereviled, He inveyed without all yea(on 1 
the open affemblies againft theexpofitors of holy Scripture, which then were departed toreft.; 
bragging of himlelfe more like a fophifter and forcerer then a Bifhop, The Pfalmes fungin the 
Church to the landof our Lord Ie(us Chrift,he removed, counting them new found figments of 
late writers .in flead whereof ,in the midft of the Church upon the high feaft of Eafter he {uborned 
certaine women which founded ont (onets to his praife,the which if any now heard,hus haire would 
ftand flaring on bis head. He licenced the Bifoops and Minifters of the adjoyning villages and 
CM 4 cities; 
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cities, which honored him, to preach unto the people. He ftaggereth at confeffing with “5, that the 
Sonne of God defcended from beaven, And that we may borrow fomewhat of hat which hereafter 
3 to.be fpoken of sit fhall nos be barely avouched, but proved out of the commentaries publifoes 
by ws unto the whole worldfpecially where he (aith,that Chrilt Tefus % of theearth, They which 
Sound ont his commendation, anaextoll bim among the people, affirme this wicked and moft dete. 
fable varlet to bé bean Angel that came downe ftom heaven. Neither forbidderh he thee things, 
but flandeth arrogantly te the things [poken of him, What hall ] (peake of bas’ entertainement 0 

afleciated and clofely kept women, as they of Antioch terme thems, and of the Elders and Deacons 
which accompany him, wherewith wittingly hecloaked this and Jundry other hainous. incurable 


and well knowne offences, to the end he may withhold them alfa faulty together with him in those 


things the which both in word and deed he offendeth in daring wot to accufe him; infomuch as they 
them/elves are guilty in their confciences of the fame crime -F cr. he inricheththem, whereparihe 
4 both beloved and honored of them that gape after the like gudgeons, We know beloved bri baa 
that aBifbop and the whole order of priefi hood ought to be a patterne of good works unto the Coa 
Hon people ; neither are we igmorant of thts, that many are faken becaufe of the clofely heprwok 
men,and many againe are fabjetl to. fulpition and flander. Wherefore admit that-he committed no 
lewd wantonnelfe with them, yet Should he have feared the fwfpition and furmife which ariferh 
thereof,left that either he fhould offend any, or bolden any t othe imitation of fatewd ian ibaa 
For how can he reprehend and admonish another that as it written he ule nolonger the Compa 
ny of anether woman,and that he take heed he fall not which now abftaineth fromone, and in freed 


_ thereof retaineth iwo luftier andlivelier peeces. at bomeand if hetravell any whither, he leadeth

them mith hins being alfo [et upon the full and delicate pleafure: for which canfe; all do fobberand 


mofatenus was figh Secretly, trembling at his power aud tyranny and dare not accufe him, But thefe things( as we 
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have faid before )are of fuch importance, that they would caufe a cathelske perfon; were he never 


fo deare afisend unto 4,0 be foarply rebuked,As for him which fek fromthe myftery of our faith, 


and defcried the deteftable berefie ef Artemas ( nothing amiffe if now at length we name the fae 
ther of the ue we thinke bim never able to render accounts for 643 mifchievous alts, Agairieas | 
bout the end of the Epiftle they write thus 3. * Wherefore neceflity confiraining us foto doe we 
excommunicated the fworne adverfary of God, which yeelded net a jot, and placed in his ¥oonte 
Domnus,4 man bedecked with al gifts required in a Bifhop,.fogne to Demetrianus of worthy me- 
mory,.the predeceffor of Paulus,and him as we are per/wa.led by the providence of God,we ordained 
Bifbop,and certified you towrite. unte him, to the end ye likewife might recesve frome him againe 
letters of fr ic edly confent andamity. Now let Paulus write unto Artemas,. and let the complices 
of Arteinas communicate with him. But of thefe things thus farre. Paslus together with his 
right faith was deprived alfo of his Bifhopricke,and Domnws (as it iswritten before) fiic- 
ceeded him,being chofen by the Synod Bifhop of Antioch.And when Pasi would not de-. 
part the Church, neither voide the houfe,the Emperour Aurelianus being befought,decreed 
very well, and commanced by. edict, the houfe theuld be allotted for fychas the Bifhops of 
Ltaly and Rome, with uniforme confent in doétrine appointed for the place, After this fore 
Was ‘Paulus with great fhame banifhed the Church by fecular power, Andthus wasi4eree 
fanus then affected towards us,but in procefie of time he {o eftranged himfelfe,that Welnigh 
through the lewd motion of fome men,he moved perfecution againftus,and much talke was 
blazed far and nigh touching him,* But when hehad raifed perfecution againft us, and now 
welnigh fub{cribed toa publike edict prejudiciall to our affaires, the jut judgement of God 
overtooke him,and hindred his pur pofe,cramping(as it were )his knuckles,making manifeft 
unto all men,that the princes of this world have never any, power to practife ought againtt 
the Church of God,unileffe the invincible might of God,for difcipline and converfion of his 
people, according unto his divine and celeftiall wifedome, grant licence to bring any thing 
about,in what time it fhall pleafe him bef. When Aurelianus had held the imperial] Scep= 
ter the {pace of fixe yeares,” Probus fucceeded him. And againe,after fixe yeares Cares came 
in his place together with Carinns and Numerianuns his fonnes. Againe,when thefe had eén= 
tinued fcarce three yeares, Diocletianus was chofen Emperour ; and by, his meanes they 
Were promoted,under whom perfecution and the overthrow of the Churches prevailed, A 
little before the raipzne of this Discletian, Dionyfius Bifhop of Rome dicd,. when he had go= 


_.verned the Churchnine yeares, whom Fe/sw fucceeded.

mad man, was armed and inftructed with a divellifh opinion, through the perverfitie 

of his mind,the divell and.Satan the adverfary of God, leading and procuring him to 

the perdition of many foules. He was in tongue and trade of lite very barbarous, by nature 

poflefled and frantick,he practifed things correfpondent unto his wit and manners,he prefu- 

med to reprefent the per{on of Chri/?, he proclaimed himfelfe to be the comforter and the 

Holy Ghoft,and being puffed up with this frantick pride, chofe as ithe were Chrs#,twelve 

partners of his new found doctrine, patching into one heape talfe and deteftable doctrines, 

of old,rotten and rooted out herefies, the which he brought out of Perfia, for no other then 

deadly poifon into the world, whence that abhominable name of CWaniches hath had his 
original, 


A ‘ Bout that time AZanes (after the etymology of his name) inno better taking then a 


Cuap, XXXi.

Of the Bifbops, Minifters and other famous men flourifbing at that tine in the 
Church of Rome, Antioch and Laodicea. 


Vcha fained name of falfe {cience fprung up in thofe times, in the which after Fe/ix 
S had governed the Church of Rome five yeares, Emtyehians fucceeded: who continuing 

fcarce ten moneths, committed his Cleargy unto Cajas, in this ourti.ne ; andfifteenc 
yeates after A¢arcellinus followed, whom alfo the perfecution overtooke.In the Church of 
Antioch after Donsnus facceeded Timems:after him in our time Cyrille was chofen Bithop, 
under whom we remember one Dorothess then Minifter. of the Church of Axntioch to have 
beene a very eloquent and fingular man.He applied holy Scripture diligently, he {tudied the 
Hebrew tongue, fo that he read with great skill the holy, Scriptures in Hebrew. This man 
came of anoblerace, he wasexpertinthe chiefe difcipline of. the Greesans, by nature an 
Eunuch,fo difpofed from his nativity, For which caufe the Emperour for rareneffe thereof 
appropriated him, placing and preferring him to the purple robe in the city of Tyr, We 
heard him our {elves expounding holy Scripture with great commendation in the Church of 
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God. Tyrannus facceeded (, yrillus inthe Church of Antioch,.in whofe time the {poile of Tyrannus. 


Churches was very rife.&#/ebins which came from Alexandria,governed the Church of La- 
edicea atzer Socrates. The ttirre about Paulus Samofateaus was the caufe of his removing, for 
whofe fake he went into Syria,where of the godly he was hindred that he could not returne 
home againe,becaufe he was the defired jewell and hoped ftay of our religion, as by the te= 
fiimony of Disny/is hereafter alledged fhall manifeftly appeare. Anatolins fucceeded him, 
the good (as they fay) after the good, who alfo was of Alexandria, For his eloquence and. 
skillin the Grecians difcipline and philofophicall literature,he bare the bell among al! the fa- 
mous of our time: he excelledin Arithmetike, Geometry, Aftronomy; Logicke, Phyficall 
contemplation,and Rhetoricall exercifes; for which his excellency he was chofen modera~ 
tor of Ariftotiles Schoole by the citizens of Alexandria. They report at Alexandria many 
other famous acts of bis, {pecially his behaviour at the fiege of Pyruchinm, where he obtai- 
neda fingular prerogative of principality :of whofe doings one thing for example fake I wil 
rehearfe, W hen vituall (as they fay) failed fuch as were befieged, and famine prefled them 
foret then forreine enemies, this fame Anarolixs brought this device to pafle, Whereas the 
one part of the city held with the Romane hoaft,and therefore cut of the danger of the ficge, 
he gaue information to Ex/ebixs, who then was at A lexandria (it was before his de parture 
Into Syrig& converfant among them which were not befieged, in great eft Aare &c £5 
dit with the Resan captaine,how that fuch as were befieged almoft perifhed for amined ¢ 
being made privie to their mifery by the meflengers of Anatolins craved RaReoos aS | e 
mane captaine for fuch as left and forfooke the enemy:which {uite when he ha ope 
communicated with Azatoliss.He forthwith accepting of his promife,affembleth toget cs 
the Senate of Alexandria, & firt requetteth of them ail, that they will joyne in league je 
the Romanes.When he {aw them all {et in a rage at this his requelt, he faid : But yet in this 


I fuppofe you will not refit, if Icounfell you to permit fuch as(tand youinno Reais 
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old men,and old women,and children to depart the cityjand to repaire whither pleafe them; | 
for to what purpofedoe we retaine thefe among us now ready to yeeld up the ghoft? to 
what purpofe doe we preffe with famine fich as are maimed and wounded in body ? when 
as menonely, and young men; are to berelieved and retained, and provifion of neceflar 
foode is to be found for them which keepe the city with contirmall watch and ward.When 
helad perfwaded the Senate with thefe and the like reafons, firlt of all he rofe and pro- 
nounced, that all fuch of what age foever as were not. fit for feats of armes, were they men 
or Womensmight boldly paffe and depart the city,affirming that if they would remaineand 
linger in the city like unprofitable members, there wasno hope of life, they muft needs 
perith with famine. To which faying the whole Senate condefcended ; fo that hedelives 
red from danger of death in manner as many as were befieged,but {pecially thofe that were 
of the Church, Againe;he perfwaded to flight all the Chriftians throughout the city $ not 
onely fuchas were within the compafle of the decree, but infinite moe unger colour of 
thefe,privily 2rayed in womens attire : and carefully he provided that in the night feafon 
they fhould convey themfelves out at the gates; and flie unto the Remaxes campe, where 
Eufebius entertained all them that were aftiicted with long fiege, after the manner of a fa- 
ther and phyfition, and refrefhed them with all care and induftry. Sucha couple of paftors, 
orderly fucceeding one another, did the Church of Laodicea (by the divine providence of 
God )enjoy,who after the wats were ended came thither from Alexandria, We have feene 
many peeces of efuatolius workes, whereby we may gather how eloquent he was, how 
Jearned in all kind of knowledge. {pecially in thofe his bookes of &a/ter;whereof at this pres 
fent it may feemeneceflary that we alledge fome portion of the Canons touching Eaffer : 
The new Moone of the firfemoneth'and the firftyeare ({aithhe) compriferh the originall com- 
paffe of nincteene yeares, after the eEgyptians the fixe and twentieth day of the moncth Phame- 
noth:after the Macedonian’ the two e& twentieth day of the moneth Dyftros:after the Romanes 
before the cleventh of the katends of eAprill. The Sun ws found the xevj.of Phamenothte have 
Afcended not onely the firft line,but alfo to have paffed therein the fourth day.T his fection,the firft 
twelfth part, they terme the Equinettiall fpring, the entrance of moneths, the head of the cirele, 
the fevering of the planets courfe.’ But that fettion which foregoeth this, they terme the last of 
the moneth,the twelfth part, the lal twelfth part, the end of the planets courfe. Wherefore they 
which appointed the fir -moneth for the fame purpofe, and celebrated the feaft of Eafter the 
fourteenth day after the fame calculation, have erred in onr opinion not alittle. And this have 
we got alledged of our owne braine, yentt was knowne of the Iewes of old, and that before the 
comming of Chrift,and chieflp-by them obferved, The {ame may be gathered by the teftimonies of : 
Philo, lofephus,Muf xUS, and yet not onely of them, but of others farre more Auncient, to wit, 
of both the firnamed Agathobulus, Schoole-maffers unto the famous Ariftobulus, one of the 
feventy that were fent to tranflate the facred and holy Scripture of the Hebrewes unto the gra- 
e10#S princes Ptolomezts Philadelphus, and his father, unto whom he dedicated his expofitions 
npon the law of Moles, All thefe in their refolutions upon Exodus have given us tounderftand 
that we ought to celebrate the feaft of the Pafchall Lambe proportionally after the Equinottiall 
pring, the firft moneth comming betweene, and this to be found when the Sisnne bath paf- 
fed the firft folare felion, and as one of them bath termed it, the figwifer circle, Ariftobulus. 
hath added, that it es neceffary for the celebration of the feaft of Eafter, that not onely the Sunne 
but the Moone alfo have paffed the Equinoctiall fection. Infomuch as there are two Equinottiall 
Setions, theone in § pring time, the other in Autumne, diftant diameterwile one from the\ orher, 
and the day of Eafter allorted the foureteenth of the moneth after the twilight : without all faile 
the (Moone fhall be diameterwife oppofite to the Sune, as ye may eafily perceive in the full 
(Moones : fo the Sunue fhall be in the (ection of the Equinottiall (pring, and thet Moone nece([a~ 
rily in the E quinottiall Autumne.Iremember many other proofes partly prebable,and partly laid 
dawne with anncient afjertions, whereby they endevour to perfwade that the feaft of Exfter and of 
Sweet-bread, ought ever to be celebrated after the Equinothall ‘[pace, Ipaffe over fundry their 
proofes and arguments, whereb »y they confirme the veile of Mofes law to be removed and done a- 
way and the face now re vealed, Chrift himfelfe, the preaching and paffions of Chritt are to be be- 
held, Anatolius left behind him unto the pofterity, fundry expofitions and precepts of Exoch, 
fhewing that the firft moneth after the Hebrewes, fell ever about the Equinoétiall fpace, A- 
Sane, Arithmeticall introductions comprifed in ten books, with divers other monuments of 
mls duuigence and deepe judgement in holy Scripture, bestecnus Brfhop of C4fareain Pales 


fine 
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| /fiaa was the firft that created him Bithop, and promifed that he thould fucceed him in that 
_ fea after his death,though both they governed that Church but a fhort while. For he paffing 
| tothe Synod fummoned at Antioch again{t Paulus, came to the citie of Laodicea, where by 
reafon that E#/ebivs their Bifhop was dead, the brethren there ftayed him. After the death 
of Anatolius, Stephanus wasthe laft Bifhop of Laodicea ot all them that went before the Stephanus Bi- 
perfecution, amanvery famous for his philofophy and knowledge in the Grecians difci- thop ot Laodi« 
pline, yet notlike affectionated towards the faith in God,as the heate of perfecution in pro- ¢**- 
cefle of time did prove,fhewing this man rather a timerous ahd fearefull perfon then a true 
_ Philofopher‘Por whenthe Ecclefialticall affaires were like to be in great hazard under him, 
yet were they upholden by God himfelfe the Saviour ofthe whole world. For as {oone as Theodotma 
T heodot was proclaimed Bifhop of that Sea, he expreffed the true etymologie of his name Phyfitian and 
and title of his office, Firft he practifed the phyficke of the body, next the cure of the foule, bihep of Lap~ 
having no peere for the curtefie of his perfon, fincerity of mind, compaffion and care to saat 
helpe fuch as ftood in need. His diligence was great about holy difcipline, and fuch a man 
he was as is defcribed of us, At Ce(area in Paleftina, when Theorecnus had played the part 
efa good diligent Bifhop, and ended his mortall race, Agapins {ucceeded, whom we have Agapiis Bi- 
knowne to have laboured diligently, to have governed prudently,and diftributed liberally, thép of Cxfa4 
but efpecially to the poore, In his time alfo we have knowne Pamphilus avery eloquent ™*!n Palefti- 
man,in life a true philofopher, made Minifter of that Church, whofe life and linageif we 5". 
fhou'd declare, a {mall volume would not fuffice, Yet have we penned in a particular and le i 
peculiar volume his whole trade of life, in what {choole he was trained, his wraftlingand =~" 
combats fuftered at fundry confeffions in the time of perfecution, and how laft ofall he re- 
ceived the srowne of martyrdome, He was the famonfeft man‘of that time. Of therare 
men of our time among the Minifters of Atexandria,we knew one Pierins: am ong the Bi+ 
fhops of Portus one Meletivs. Pierius was proved a {pare man of life, and fingularin Phi- Piéerize a'Minie 
lofophy,fpent and worne in the contemplation of heavenly things, famous for his expofiti- {tet of Alexans 
ons and preaching unto the people, WAeletivs, whom the learned did terme the honey of a sus Bi 
“ttica,was fucha manas may be counted abfolute for all kinde of knowledge, His Rheto= thop eg sine 
ricall eloquence paffed,and one may fay that by the benefit ofnaturehe was bornea Rheto- | 
rician. And ifany weigh his other knowledge and skill, and have tafted but alittle thereof, 
befides his profound Logicke; he will count him both paffing wittic and moft fage. Whofe 
life was alfo correfpondent to his learning. Wehave knowne this man feven yeares toge- 
ther,for that he came to Pa/e/tina in the time of perfecution.In the Church of Jernfalem, aba > amitos Be 
ter Hymenews( mentioned alittle before) Zambda was placed Bifhop : after his death Her- thop ofleuite 
xson the la{t of them which went before the perfecution of our time,who enjoyed the Apoe Jem. 
ftolike fea, which unto this day isthere continued, At Alexandria after ALaximus who fuc- Hermon Bithop 
ceeded Diovyfius and continued Bifhop cighteene yeares, followed Theoxas.in whofe time aha 
Achillas was made Minilter at Alexandria together with Pieris, and tooke the {choole of of ries ee 
Divinity to his charge, and practifed the moft rare worke of Philofophy, thelively conditi- Achidas and 
ons of Evangelicall converfation, When Theonas had beene Bifhop of Alexandria cleven Pierius Mini- 
yeares, Peter came in place, and continued there twelve yeares, three yeares before the per~ fers of Alex- 
fecution, the reft of his life he led more ftrait and feverally, but yet generally he cared for pais th 
the common profit of the Church, and for this caufe the ninth yeere of the perfecntion he o¢ Alexan te A 
Was beheaded and crowned a Martyr. _ beheaded. 
Hitherto have we intreated of the fucceflion of Bifhops, from the birth of our Saviour 
unto the overthrow ofthe Oratories,which lafted five and thirty yeares:now confequently 
the conflicts of fuch as manfully (trivedin our age for the truth, who and what men they 
Were,as farre forth as came to our knowledge, we mind to pen for the pofterity to come.

Hiftory of Eufebius Pampbilus, Bifhop of 
Cafarea in Paleflina. 


Cuap. I. 
Of the peace and profperous fucce[Je of Chriftian affaires befere the perfecam@on 
. raifed by Dioclefian, 


’a aHe fucceffion of Bifhops fromthe Apoftles unto our time, we have hitherto 
és comprifed in the feven former books, in this eight book prefently in hand,we 
wih purpofe to pen unto the pofterity, the famous acts worthy of memory,done in 

0 the/é our daies. And even here let our preamble enter into his purpofe. How 
\asyy great,and what manner of glory and liberty,the do@trine of piety duc unto Al- 


mighty God, preached in this world by Chrift, hath obtained before the perfecution of our 
time,among all mortall men bothGrecians & Barbarianszit requireth a greater labour to des 
clare,then cafily for the worthineffe thereof may be accomplifhed of us, Wehave fufficient 
tokens thereof,in that the clemency of the Emperors towards the Chiftians. was fo increa- 
fed,to whom alfo they committed the governement of the Gextiles,and for the great favour 
they bare to our doétrine, they granted liberty and fecurity to: the profeflors of Chriftian 
Religion, What fhall I fay of them,who in the very pallace of the Emperors,and inthe pre- 
fence of Princes lived moft familiarly? which efteemed of their Minifters fo highly, that they 
granted themin their prefence freely to deale in matters of Religion, both by word and 
deed;together with their wivesand thildren,and fervants:and not only this,but alfo permit- 
ted them to glory and boaft of the liberty of their faith; whom alfo they deemed worthy of 
more credit and far better eftimation then their fellow fetvaiits. Of which number Dororhe. 
#s was one among all the reft beft accepted and beft trulted, for which caufe_he was in the 
greatelt credit with Princes and Prefidents,and with hima! fo therenowned Gorgonins,*and | 
as many other together with thefe as have beene honoured:and reverenced for the glad ti- 
dings of the kingdome of heaven. After which forta san might thenhave feene the Bifhops 
of al Churches in great reverence & favour among all forts of men,é& with all Magiftrates, 
Who can worthily defcribe thofe innumerable heapes and flocking multitudes throughout 
all cities and famous affemblies, frequenting the places dedicated unto prayer ? becanfe of 
which circumftances, they not contented with the old and:auncient buildings (which could 
not receive them)have throughout alll cities builded them from the foundation wide & am- 
ple Churches, Thefe things thus prevailed im proceffe of time, and daily increafed farre and 
niyh,fothat no malice could intercept,no {piteful fiend bewitch,no wight with fubtle fleighe 
hinder at all, as long as the divine and heavenly hand of God upheld and vifited his people, 
whomas yet he worthily accepted. But after that our affaires through too much liberty,eafe 
and fecurity degenerated from the naturall rule of piety:and after thatone purfned another 
with open contumely and hatred: and when'that we impugned our felves by no other then. 
our felves, with the armour of {pite, and:{harpe fpeares of opprobrions words, fo that Bi- 
fhops againft Bifhops;and people againft people, raifed fedition: laft of all, when that curfed 
hypocrifie and diflimulation had {womme even to the brimme of malice, the heavy hand of 
Gods high judgement,after his wonted manner (whileft as yet the Ecclefiafticall companies 
affembled themfelves never the lefle) began foftly by alittle’and a little to vifit us,fo that 
the perfecution that was raifed againft us tooke his firft originall from the brethren which 
were under banner in campe. When as we wete touched with no fenfe ot feeling thereof, 
neither went about to pacifie God, we heaped fin upon fin, thinking like carelefle epicures, 
that God neither cared neither would vifite our finnes. And they which feemed our fhep- 
heards, laying afide the rule of piety; practifed contention and {chifme among then 
and 
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and while{t the} aggravated thefe things that is,contention,threatnings,mutuall hatred,and 
_enmity,and every one proceeded in ambition much like tyranny it felte, then, I fay,then the 
 Lord,according to thefaying of Jeremy, Alade the daughter Sion obfcure,and overthrew from 
above the glory of Ifract,and remembred nos hes footftoole i the day of his wrath.T he Lord bath 

drowned all the beanty of I{rael,and overthrown all his ftrong holds, And according unto the 

Prophecies in the Plalmes : He bath overthrown and broken the covenant of his fervant, and 

prophaned his Santtuary, cafting it on the ground by the overthrow of his Churches, He bath 

broken down all bis wals he hath laid all his fortreffes inruine. eAfll they that paffed by {poiled 

him, and therefore he 1s become arebuke unto his neighbours, For be lifted up the right hand of 
| bis enemies, and turned the edge of his {word, and aided him not in the time of buttell, but canfed 
his dignity to decay,and cast bis throne down to the ground,the daies of his youth he fhortened,and 
above all this he covered him with foame,

Li thefe aforefaid were in us fulfilled, when we {aw with our eys the oratories over- 
Ay vrown down to the ground,yea and the very foundations themfelves digged up,the 

holy and facred Scriptures burned to afhes in the open market place, and the Paftors 
of the Churches,fome fhamefully hid themfelves here and there,fome other were ignorni- 
nioufly taken.and derided of the enemics,and according unto aaother Prophecy ; Shame us 
powred upon the pates of their Princes, he made them wander in the crooked and unknown way. 
Yet is it not our drift to deferibe the bitter calamities of thefe men which at length they 
fuffered , neither is it our intent to record their diffention and infolency, practifed among 
them before the perfecution, but only to wrice fo much of them, whereby we may jaltifie 
the divine judgement of God. Neither have we purpofed to mention them which were 
tempted, fore with perfecution,or altogether fuftered fhipwrack of their falvation,and wil- 
lingly were {wallowed up in the deep gulfs of unconftant waves, but only to graffe in our 
hiftory fuch things as firft of all may profit our felves, next the pofterity in timeto come. 
We will proceed then,and paint forth the happy combats of the blefied Martyrs.

T was the nineteenth yeare of Dioclefians raigne,and the moneth Dyftres, after the Ro- 
Jans, cores feaft of Gaffer then being at hand, when the Emperours Proclamations 
were every where publifhed, inthe which it was commanded: That the Churches 
fhould be made even withthe ground, the holy Scriptures by burning of them fhould be 
abolifhed, fuchas were in honour and eftimation fhould be contemned, and fuch as were 
of families, if they retained the Chriftian faith, fhould be deprived of their freedome. And 
fuch were the contents of the firft Edi@. Butin the Proclamations which immediately fol- 
lowed after, it was added : That the Paftors throughout all parifhes, firft {hould be impri~ 
foned, next, with all meanes poffible, conftrained to facrifice, Then,I fay,then,many ofthe 
chiefe Governours of the Churches induring (and that chearefully) moft bitter torments, 
Shewed examples of moft valiant and noble conflicts many others fainting for feare, at 
the firkt onfet were quite difcouraged: all the reft tried the experience of fundry tormenits : 
one fcourged from toptotoe : another tortured and launced with more intolerable paine: 
fome failed of the purpofed end : fome.other were found conftant and perfect : one was 
drawne to the foule and filthy facrifices, aud difmified as if he had done facrifice, whenas 
in very deed he had not; another, when he had neither approached wor touched ought 
of their deteftable offerings , and fuchas were prefent affirmed, that he had facrificed, 
departed with filence ; patiently fuffering this falfe: accnfation : anotker halte dead ; 
was born away,being thrown of them for dead. Againe, there were fome proftrate upon 
the pavement,trailed and Ingged all along by the feet, and recounted for facrificess. One 
reclaimed, and with a lowdvoice denied that ever he facrificed :: another lifted up his 
voice and confeffed himfelfto be a Chriftiap,and gloried in the faith of that gladfome ale 
ae N a another 
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another againe protefted, that he had neither facrificed, nor ever would do facrifice, Thefe — 
were beaten on the face,and buffeted on the cheeks,their mouthes were {topped bythe fol- 
diers hands, an whole band being appointed for the purpofe, which violently thraft them 
out at the eloores.So the enemies of the truth triumphed,ifat leaft wife they might but feem 
to bring their purpofeto effect. Buttheir purpofe prevailed not againft the blefied Mare 
tyrs of God, whofe conflicts no tongue can futhciently declare,

sk Were many to befeene which bare fingular good will and affection to the fer- 
vice of almighty God, not onely in the time of perfecution, but long before;“when 
peace prevailed. For of late, I fay of late, at the firft the chiefe Governour ftarting 
Up,as it were,out ofa profound drunkenneffe, levelled at the Church privily and obfeurely, 
(fince the time which paffed after the raigne of Decius and Ualerianus ) and waged battell 
with usnotfuddenly , but firft aflailed only the Chriftians which werein camp. By this 
means he thought he could eafily {nare the reft, if that firft he conquered thefe, Arid hére 
might you fee many of the fouldiers defirous to lead a private and folitary life, fearing they 
fhould faint in the fervice of almighty God. For when the Captaine (whofoever he was’ 
firt went about to perfecute his hoft, and to try and fift as many as were brought unto him 
throughout every ward,and to give them in choice eitherto obey and enjoy their dignity, 
or to refift,and of the contrary be deprived: many of the fouldiers which were of the 
kingdome of Chrift,without any delay or doubt,preferred the faith of Chrift before the fae 
vour and felicity they feemed toenjoy. And now one or two of them very heavily noton- 
ly contemned their dignities, but alfo indured bitter death for their conftancy inthe fervice 
of God,becaufe that the Captaine as yet exercifed his malice by little and little: and though 
he durft {hed the bloud of a few innocents, yet ftaggered he at the multitude of believers, 
fearing (as it is moft like) {uddenly to give battell unto all, and that univerfally. * But 
when he took in hand more maniteftly to perfecute the Church of God, it cannot be told 


or exprefled with tongue, how many,and what manner or fort of Martyrs were to be feem 
throughout all cities and villages. i

Ne of 2 jcomedia , no obfcure perfon,but according unto the account of the world,

lifhed in Nicomedia.being moved with zealeto Godwards, and fervency of faith, 
took into his hands,and tare ia pieces the prophane and moft impious proclamation, patted 
to an open and publike poft,in the prefence of boththe Emperours , and of him whicha- 
mong the reft was moft honourable , and was the fourth perfon inthe Empire, But he 
which firtt practifed this noble at,indured(as it is moft like) the penalty of fo bold an en- 
terprife,retaining a valiant and invincible mind unto the laft gafp, 7 


Cuap. VI.

L] the renowned men that ever were cither of the Grecians or Barbarians,commena 
A# for noble prowefle and fortitude, are not to be compared to the divine and fas 
“mous Martyrs of this our age. Ifpeake of them,who, together with Dororheus, 
being the Emperours pages, in chiefeft credit with their Lords, and were no leffe unto 
them than deare and naturall fonnes, yet counted they thofe reproaches , calamities; and 
new-found torments for the truthin Chrif, greater riches than the glory and pleafure of 
this prefent life. Ofthefe for examples fake, I will propound one, with theend he made, 
that the Reader may conjecture by his hap what befell unto the reft. One of the aforefaid 
noble men was brought forth at AC icomedia into the open aflembly,and enjoyned to facri- 
fice, who (toutly refufing, commandement was given that he fhould be hoifed up on high 
naked,and his whole body to be fcourged, and.the fleth rent in pieces with the lath of the

whip,untill he being overcome,{hould be inforced to yeeld unto their facrifice, ‘When that 


he had indured thefe torments,and perfifted conftant,and the bones lay all bare,they powre: 


Vinegar mixt..with falt into the feltred wounds and bruifed parts of the body. When he 
had overcome alfo thefe torments,and rejoyced greatly thereat, a grecdiron with hor bur= 
ning coales is prepared, and that which remained of his body, was laid thereon to be broi- 
led, a flow fire being made under, to confume it by little and little,left death fhould quickly 
deliver him ofhis paine. So that they which had the charge of the fire, would releafe him 
of no part of his paine, unlefle he promifed to yeeld in the end unto the Emperors decree, 
But he holding fafthis former opinion, overcamethem, and yeelded up the ghoft in the 
midft of thofe torments. So valiant(as you heare)was the'martyrdome of one of the Em- 
petours pages, correfpondent unto his name, for he wascalled Peter, The things which 
appened to the reft were nothing inferiour to thefe, the which; according to our former 
promife, we will leave untouched,adding only this to that which went before, how. that 
Dorotheus and Gorgenins , with many others of the Emperours family , after fundry tor- 
Ments,ended their lives on the gallowes,and bare away the garland of victory, At this time 
alfo was Anthizsus Bithop of NX icomedia beheaded for the Chriftian faith, and with hima 
great multitude of Martyrs. For I wot not how inthe Emperours pallace at DN icomedia, 
{ome part of the houfe was all on fire, and when the Chriftians were taken in fufpition to 
be the authors thereof, by the Emperours commandement the whole troupe generally of 
all the godly there at that time was executed , whereof fome with {word were beheaded, 
fome others burned with fire: where alfo by the fecret and divine providetice of God (as 
the report goeth ) both men and women skippéd’and leaped into the flaming fire. Another 
company the Sergeants {et ina boat,andthrew into the deep fea. The Emperours pages,af- 
ter their death decently buried, and refting inthetr graves, were digged up, and by the 
commardement of their Lords.caft into the fea,left any adored them in their fepulchers, and 
took them for gods,as they dreamed of us. And fuch were the practifes in the beginning of 
the perfecution at Nicomedia, But ina while after , when that fome in the region called 
Afélitis, and asainefome others. in Syria were found ready torebell, the Emperour come 
manded all the Paltors. throughout every Church to be imprifoned and keptin hold. The 
{peace of the piactifes was fo cruell to behold, ‘that it exceeded all that thereof may be 
fpoken. Infinite multitudes were every where inclofed, and the prifons of old appointed 
and ordained for murderers,diggers up of fepulchers,and riflers of graves,werethenreple- 
nifhed with Bifhops,Minifters, Deacons,Readers,and Exorcilts, fo that thére was no room 
in the prifon for fuch as were condemned for hainous offences. Againe,when the former 
Edicts had taken place, there followed others,by vertue of which, fiuch as facrificed were 
fet at liberty, and fuch as refitted were commanded to be’tormented with a thoufand kind 
of torments. But who is able here alfo.to number the multitude of the Martyrs:in all. places? 
{pecially throughout e-4frick, and among the Afoores throughout Thebacs and Egypt, from 
whence paffing into other cities and provinces,they fatfered glorious martyrdome.

E have knowne diverfe of thefe to have flourifhed in Pale/tina, and fomeo- 
W thersin Tyrus of Phanicia, whofe infinite ftripes who would not be amazed 

to behold? And in their ftripes. marvellous conftancy , and after their, ftripes 
their fudden bickering with ravening beafts , andin that bickering their valiant courage 
in withftanding the force of fierce Libbards , the rage of Beares , of wild Boares, and 
Bals , provoked with hor burning irons? At the doing of all which we were prefent 
out {elves, and {aw with our eyes the divine power of our Saviour Jefus Chrift 
(for whofe fake they fiffered thefe things ) prefent and manifeftly aiding thefe Mar- 
tyrs. Neither durft thefe raverting beafts of a long time.draw nigh and approach unto 
the bodies of the blefled Saints, but ranged about, and devoured fuch as fet therm 
On without the ring , touching by no,meanes among all the reft the bleffed champions ; 
though their bodies were bare,’ thoughthey provoked them with the ftretching forth of 
their hands , as they were commanded. Andif fometime violently they fellupon them : 

RT i aean gantiee: tea 9 her a Pains me nr "they 
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The Ecelefiafticall Hiftorie Lie.8, 
they retired back againe,as if they had been repelled by divine power from above: which 
continuing along time,brought great admiration unto the beholders. When the firft beat 
ranged about to no purpofe, the fecond and third beaft were let loofe at one and the 
fame Martyr, The fufferance of thofe Saints was to be wondred at, and their conftancy 
firm and immoveable in their freth and green bodies, For then might aman have feenea 
young {tripling under twenty yeares of age, ftanding ftill without any holding , fededaal 
forth his hands informe of a croffe, making earneft {upplication unto God witha fetled an 
immoveable mind,not wagging himfelfe at all, or pointing any whither from his ftanding 
place, yea though the beares arid libbards breathed out prefent death, and were now ready 
to teare his flefh in peeces with their teeth,yet I wot not how, as if their jawes had beene 
glued together,they recoyled back againe. Againe, ye might have feen others, in number 
five,thrown at the feet of a fierce bull, which tofled into the ayre, and tore in pieces with 
his hornes fuch as {tood without the ring, and left them as good.as dead: onely the holy 
Saints he had no power to hurt with his furious and cruel) threats, though he threw up the 
earth with his feet, and fanned the ayre with his hornes , though he were provoked to 
fiercenefle with fearing irons, and fomed out prefent death, yet by the divine providence 
of God he was pufhed back. When that this beaft could nothing prevaile againft the holy 
Martyrs,others were let loofe; at length after fundry bitter torments and violence of wild. 


beafts,all were beheaded, and inftead of {till earth and quiet fepulcher, they were throwne 
into the furging waves of the feas, , |

rt He like bickering had they of Tyrus in E¢ypt,the which they fuffered for the fervice 
ofGod. Then wouldeft thonhave marvelled at their martyrdomes, fuffeted upon 
their owne native foile where infinite both men, women, and children, for the falva- 

tion procured by our Saviour Iefus Chrift , cohtemning thistranfitory life, have indured 
fundry kinds of torments: Whereof fome after maiming,rack ing and fcourging,and thou- 
fands of other vexations (horrible to be heard of ) vere GATT to afhes, others drowned 
in the feas, others manfilly laid their necks to the block, others hanged on the gallowes, 
fome as hainous offendors,fome other far worfe, tied to the tree with their heads down- 
ward,and fo long befet with a watch till famine had bereaved them of their lives. 


CHa Pe IX. 
The confiancy of the Martyrs throughout Thebais, 
Ty) Vt no fpeech can fufficiently declare the punifhments and torments indured of the 
B Martyrs throughout Thebas, having their bodies torne in pieces with fhels of fea- 
fifh, in ftead of the tallants of beafts, the women tied by the one leg were litted 
intothe ayre, and their heads downewards, witha certaine engine of wood, and there 
hanged all bare and uncovered, yeelding unto the beholders a fowle, filthy, cruell, and un- 
naturall {pectacle. Againe, others ended their livesupon boughs and branches of trees. 
They linked together with certaine inftraments, the tops of the boyfterous and mightier 
boughs, and tied them unto either of the Martyrs thighs, afterwards loofing the boughs.to 
{pirt and {pring into their erowing place, fuddenly rent afunder the members of their bo- 
dies, for which purpofe they invented this paine. Allthefe mifchiefs continued not afew 
dayes, or for a fhort {pace, but the terme of many yeares, Sometime more than ten,fome 
other time more than twenty were executed, one while not under thirty, another while 
welnigh threefcore, Againe, at another time,an hundred in one day, of men, women, and 
very young children,after the bitter tat of fundry kinds of torments, were put to death, 
We our felves,being then prefent at the execution,faw with our eyes a gteat multitude, 
whereof fome were burned, others beheaded, untillthe {word became blunt, and the tor- 
mentors wearied,fo that others came in place, and executed by turnes, Where we beheld 
alfo the noble cheare and countenance,the divine power and valiantneffe of mind,in fuchas 
builded thetr faith on Iefus Chrift our Saviour, As foonas the fentence was pronounced, 
and Judgment givenupon the former,there ftepped forah others and ftood at the barre,pro- . 
telting their faich,and publifhing themfelves tobe Chriftians, not fearing at all the wei 
neue 
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nefle of manifold and fundry torments, but with invincible minds,laying. their whole truft 
and confidence upon God, joyfully, merrily, and chearfully took the alt fentence of con= 
demnation, finging Pfalmes and hymnes,and thank{giving unto God,even tothe laft gafpe, 
Thefe were truly to be wondred at . butthofe were e{pecially to be admired, ho being 
renowned for their riches, nobility, honour, eloquence,and Philofophy, yet preferred be- 

fore all thefe, the piety and faith in our Lord and Saviour Iefus Chrift : of which fort Phi- Pbiloromus 
loromus agovernour of Alexandria of no {mall account, put in truft with Wwalghty tratrers govermour of 
of the Empire, being guarded after the Roman dignity and honour, witha troupe of foul- Alexandiia 
diers to his traine,was daily {ifted and examined. Suchaonealfo was Phileas Bi fhop of p. h He A of 
the people of Tm#ite,a famous man for the politick government of his countrey, for the Thicuie ber 
overlight of the publike lyturgies and ftudy of Philofophy. Thefe men, though they were headed, 
intreated of many their kinsfolks,and otherwife their familiar friends, of many of the chief 

Rulers, and laft of all,of the Iudge him felf,that they would tender their own cafe, that they 

would confider their calling, that they would pitie their wives and children: yet could not 

they for all the perfwafion of fuch great perfonages, be brought (by preferring this pre- 

fent life to contemne the faith of Chrift,and to renounce his lawes » but with conftant and 
Philofophicall minds, yea rather divine, induring all the threats and contumelies of the 

Indge, ended their lives withthe lofing of their heads, 


CHAP. X, 
The teftimony of Phileas towching the conftancy of the Martyrs of eAlexan- 
dria, andthe cruelty of the enemics, 


Orafmuch as we have faid that Phileas was famous for his skill in prophane litera- 
ture,let him be broughta witnefle of himfelfe to declare what he himfelfe was, and 
withall what Martyrdomes happened in histime at e4/exandria, who will defcribe 
the fame more exadtly than we ufe to do, which we will take out of his owne words, wri- 
ting unto the Thasustams inthis manner ; For as muchas al thefe things are publifhed in ho- Tivswaie «et; 
Ly Scripture for patternes,examples, and monuments for cnr learning : the bleffed ALartyrs eu, “his ae 
which lived among us, lifting up the eye of their mind, and bebol ing with cleare fight the wni- file out of pria 
verfall God,fetled their minds to indure any kind of death for the fervice and religion due nnto {on unte his 
Ged,and held faft their vocation,knowing that the Lord Iefws for our fake tooke the nacure of flock. 
man upon him,tothe endhe might cut off wholly all finne,and atd us to enter into everlafting life, Philip.2, 
For he thought it xo robbery to be eqnall with God, but made himfelfe of no reputation,taking on 
bim the forme of afervant,and was foundin bis fhape asman, He humbled bimfelfe, and became 
obedient unto the death,even the death of the croffe, Wherefore the bleed Martyrs of Godre- 
poled Chrift in their breftsb:ing defirous of more excellent gifts,indured not once,but [ome of thers 
twice. all paime and punishments that could be invented.and all the threats of foulders prattifed | Tohiac 
againft them,either by word or by deed, with aninvincible courace, excluding feare, by reafon of 
the fulneffe of love, whofe manhood and valiantnelfe in all their torments what man is able with 
mouth to expreffe ? And becaufe it was permitted and lawfull for every man to torment them as 
him pleafed beft : [ome [mote them with clubs and cudgels, fomewith foarpe twigs, fomewith 
whips, fome with leatherne thongs, [ome other with whipcord, The fpettacle was pitifull,both for 
the variety of torment, and [uperfiuity of malice, Some with their hands ticd bebind them were 
ftretched along, and racked in every joynttbroughous the body, and as they hung andlay inthe 
racke,the tormentors were commanded to torment all their bodies over: not plaguing them as 
theeves are commonly handled with the only renting of their fides, but they had the skins of their 
bellies, and their fhins, and of their eye lids razed all off withrugged hoofs, with the talents and 
clawes of wild beafts, Some were [een to hang by the one hand at an hollow vault, and to indure 
that way far more bitter racking of the joynts and members, of the body. Some were tied to pillars 
and their faces writhed backward to behold themfelves thesr feet ftanding them inno ftead: but 
they violently wagging by the waight and payfe of their bodies, were thus grievoufly tormeted, by 
realon of their frretching andhard binding in bouds, Thas they fuffered not only while they were 
examined , ee whileft the Prefident dealt with them,but throughout the whol day, And when that 
he paffed from the former unto the latter,he gave his wsinifters charge to over-fec them behind, if 
that peradventure any of them being evercome with the grievors torments did yeeld, He com- 
eomnded alfa f shes sh eae anger of death by reafon of cold,that their fetters bonds fould 
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to be laid on the ground , to be lugged and trailed all along to get 


them beat, They had not one fparkle of compaffion on us, but thought of duty they foould thus 
be affetted,and furioully rage agains #5, 45 though we had been no living creatures. Wherefore 
our adverfaries invented this fecond paine, and addedit to the former punifaments, After ftripes 
they were laid inthe ftocks, and their feet ftretched foure paces or holes afunder , fothat of ne- 
ceffity they must lie on their backs, having no feeling of their bodies by reafon of the wounds 
which the ftripes printed in their members. Others being throwne along upon the pavement, lay 
powdredin the duft in extreame paine, a more pitcous and lamentable fpettacle unto the behola 
ders than the torment it [elfe bearing tn their bodies diver(e wounds diverfly invented, The café 
franding thus fome died in sorment,and confounded the adverfaries with their patience: forse 
halfe dead and fhut in prifon, after afew daies died of thetr paine: the reft by carefull provifion 
sere comforted, and after certaine continuance of imprif onment, became more con{tant. When 
they had given them in choice, either to touch the deteftable facrifice, and ‘fo to be at eafe, and 
enjoy among them their curfed liberty, or not to facrifice and change life for death, with all fpeed 
voluntarily they imbraced death.For they were skilfull in thofe things which coucerned them in 
holy Scripture. He that facrificeth to frange gods ( faith he ) foall be rooted ont from av ong thes 
conle: and, Thou foalt have no other gods but me. Such are the words of a true Philofo- 
pher and godly Martyr, which he wrote from prifon to his pari{aioners afore the Iudge 
pronounced the fentence of condemnation upon him, rehearfing unto them the {tate he 
ftoodin, provoking them to march forwards, and to hold fatt the profeffion of faith in 
Chrift after his death, which then was at hand. But to what end do Iufe many words, and 
alledge the confiicts of the blefled Martyrs throughout the world, invented one after ano- 
ther, {pecially of them which were purfued to death,not after the publike lawes, but with 


deadly hatred ¢

and compaffed in both men, women,and children which called upon the name of 

Y the Lord,they fet all on fire,and burned them to afhes. "For with one confent all 

the inhabitants thereof,the Lieutenant,the Captaine,the whole Senate,and the people,eve- 

ry one protelied themfelves to be Chrittians, and could by no ediéts be brought to adore 

idols or carved images, And there was alfo another renowned for Roman dignity, whofe 

name was Axaatlus by linage comming of anoble houfe in Italie, and for all his vertue in 

great credit with the Emperours,{o that he governed with great wifdome and uprightneffe 

the common-wealth,and waightieft matters ofthe Empire : but above all, he was famous 

for religion and faith in Chri(t,fo that inthe adminiftration and governing of the common- 
wealth he indured torment,and was crowned with Martyrdome. 


Wo the fouldiers had befieged a city in Phrygia wholly inhabited of Chriftians,

happened in Arabia: fome tormented with the breaking and bruifing of their legs,as 

it happened in Cappadocia,fome hanged by the feet and their heads downwards, with flow 
fire fet under and finothered to death with choking fmoke,as it hapned unto the brethren in 
Mefopotamia: fome others had their noftrils flit,their ears bored,their hands maimed,their 
members and paits of their bodies drawn afunder and unjoynted,as it happened at Alexan- 
dria, To what end fhall Trenew the memory of them which were burned at ‘Antioch, hot 
burning coals laid under,not quickly to difpatch them, but with lingring paine to torment 
them ? And of others which ¢ ofe rather to burn their hands, than they would touch their 
abominable facrifices the experience whereof fome going about to avoid, before they were 
apprehended and fallen into the hands of their adveriaries, threw themfelves down head- 
; ay ae ; long 


eR O what end fhall I by name recite the reft,or rehearfe the multitude of men , or de-

long from the tops of houfes, and thought better fo to preventdeath, than to fiftaine the 
torments of their malicious enemies. A certaine matron alforenowned for her vertue and 
integrity of life, andamong all them of Antioch, famous forher great riches, noble linage, 
and eftimation, had brought up two daughters,that were virgins,im the feare of God, which 
paffed all other in brightnefle of beauty and youthly comlinetie. Thefe, becaufe they were 
greatly {pited and envied, though they hid themfelves, yet they were found out, and when 
at length with much ado they underftood of their being among forrainers, they cited them 
to appeare with {peed at Antioch in their proper perfons,and beet the place of their abode 
witha band of fouldiers, compaffing them asit were with anet. This matron feeing her 
felf and her daughters plunged in great perill byno means poflible to be avoided, pondered 
with her felfe the punifhments enfuing: and that which was moft grievous of all, the abu- 
fing of their bodies fhe admonifhed in no wife to be fuffered, no, not once to fink into their 
eares,and faid further, that if they committed their foules as bondflaves unto Satan, it were 
a thing more intolerable than any death or deftruétion: yet there remained one remedy for 
alljand that ({faid fhe)was to flic unto the Lord for refuge. After deliberation, with unitorm 
confent they laid down what was to be done, they appardlled themfelves gorgeoutly, and 
took their journeytowards Avtioch. Inthe mid{t of the way, when their guard fevered 
themfelves,as abont to ferve nature, they caft themfelves into the flouds that {lided thereby, 
& drowned themfelves. Thefe heathen idolaters threw into the,fea another couple of Az- 
tiochian virgins,renowned for all vertues, true fiters,of noble linage,of good life,of tender 
yeares,of goodly beauty, of honeft minds,of godly converfation,of wonderfull difpofition, 
as though the earth could no longer beare them. Such were'the tragedies at e4ntioch, In 
Pontus they fuffered punifhments horrible to be heard of, whofe fingers of both hands 

were pricked under the tender nailes with fharp quils : others had hot boyling lead pow- 
red ontheir backs , the moft neceflary members of their bodies maimed : others indured 
fhamefull,intolerable,and {uch torments as may not be told, in their privy members, and in 
the fecret bowels of their bodies, fixch as thefe noble and law full Judges excogitated, for 
tokens of their fharp wit anddeep wifdome. Daily alfothey found out new torments, 
contendiiig one withanother who fhould excell in {pitefull inventions and additions of 
torment.’ This calamity was extreame and out of nieafure cruell, And when as theneetorth 
they difpaired ofincreafing their mifchiefe, and now were wearied with {laughter, and 
eotten their fill of bloudthed, voluntarily they mitigate their rage, they practife cuctelie ; 

their pleafirre (forfooth) is henceforth to punith with death no longer, Itis not requifite 
(fay they ) that the cities fhould be ftained with blond, ifluing out of our own bowels, that 
the moft noble Empire of the Cefars {hould be blemifhed: and defamed with the title of 
cruelty, the Emperour bimfelf being well known for clemency and benignity; yea rather 

the gracious goodnefle and clemency of the Emperours highnefle is to be ftretched forth 
and inlarged towards'all men, that they be no more punifhed with death. They deemed 
theif cruelty aflwaged,and the Emperours clemency-to fhine, in that they commanded our 

eyes to be plucked out,and the left leg to be unjoynted. Such was their clemency and miti- 

Gation of cruelty towards us. Wherfor e by reaton of this cruell curtefie, ic may not be told 

what number and infinite multitude of men having their right eyes pulled out,and the emp- 

ty places feared with hot burning irons, their left legs fawed afunder inthe hams,and feared 

likewife,were condemned to the quarries and mines throughout the provinces, to the dig- 
ging of metals,not for commodity and profits fake, but for affiiction and mifery.. And be- 

fides all this, they were led forth to fundry kinds of torments which may not be rehearfed, 
whofe valiant aés alfo cannot be deferibed. When the holy Martyrs fhined thus through- 
out the world in thefe their afiGions,the beholders wondred at their patience and noble 

courage: and not without canfe; for,they expreffed and fhewed forthunto the world, {pe- 

cial and manifelt fignes of the divine and unfpeakable power of our Saviour working by 

them. Te were too lonig,yea impoffible to number themall by their names.

He was the firlt whofe ti- 
ties, pictures, with all that feemed to fhew forth his honour, were overthrown, fornoo- 
ther than the armes of an Emperour that was moft prophane and impious.

The diffimuled love of “Maxentius towards the Chriftiaus , bis 
horvible offences and cruelty, 


raigne diflembled our faith egregioully, creeping into credit by flattering the peo- 

' ple of Rome,and therefore he commanded his commonalty to ceafe from perfecu- 
ting of the Chriftians, whereby he might pretend afhew of piety, and feem tra@table and 
more benigne than his anceftors were before him. But in proceffe of time he was not ine 
deed found the fame which mentook him for, and hoped he would be, for he fell into all 
kind of enormities, omitting no hainous offence, how deteftable and Jafcivious foever it 
Were, unaflayed : committing adultery and al! kind of lewd’ wantonneffe; fending home 
againe unto their husbands the loving {poufes and lawfull wives, taken from them by force; 
after he had ignominion(ly abufed them. And thefe prefumptuous practifes he exercifed 
not only upon the obfeurer fort, but dealt thus opprobrioufly with the moft renowned of 
the Romane Senators, Wherefore all, both high primats and inferior people; trembling 
for feare of him, were oppreffed with his intolerable tyranny, yet neither by filence, nei- 
ther by fuffering this grievous fetvitude, could they be free hit the bloudy {laughter and 
Imbrued murder of this tyrant. Vpon light occafions fundry times delivered he the people 
unto the fouldiers which were in compaffe to be flaine,and an innumerable multitude of the 
Romane people in the midft of the city, he offered to the {word and {peares, not of Barbari- 
ans and Scythians, but of his own proper foldiers, It may not be'recited what flaughter of 
Senators he procured, craftily fedliing after their fubftance, of whom an infinite number 
he exectited for fundry caufes and fained crimes, This was the drift and mark this mif 
chievous tyrant thotat, He applied himfelfe unto the Qudy of Magicall arts . For inchant- 
Ment he opened and ript the bowels of burdened women great with child, he fearched the 
intrailes of new borne babes, he flue lions, and after a fecret manner conjured divels , and, 
indeavoured to with{tand the wars then approaching. For he fully determined with 
himfelfe to be crowned conquerour by means of thefe arts. "This Afaxentivs therefore 
practifing tyranny at Rome, oppreffed the commonalty with fuch hainous offences as may 
not be told, fo that they were pinched with fo great penury of neceflary victuall,as the like 
cannot be remembred in this our age to have happened at Rome.

M Aximinus the Eaftern tyrant ofa long time ufed means to conceal his malice againft 


i l:: fonne Maxentins which exercifed tyranny at Rome ; in the beginning of his 


his brother, and his fecret friendfhip towards the Roman tyrant, butin the end he 

was efpied,and fuffered punifhment due to his defert.It was wonderfull to fee how 

he committed things alike and corre{pondent unto the prattifes of the Romane tyrant, nay 
he far paffed himin malice and mifchiefe, Thechiete(t inchanters and M agicians Were in 
ereatelt credit with him, and becaufe he was a man very timerous and wonderfully rooted

Lawes as they thought good,and obfervedthe fame, affe mblingimdiverfe places great mt ltiteedes 
of people. Wherefore when as our Edstt was proclaimed, that they foould retnrne unto ithe ordi 
nances of their Elders, diver(e landing in great danger, felt the penalty thereof, and many being 
troubled therefore, indured ak kinds of death, And becaufe sy Hpi many as yet to perfift in 
the fame madnelfe, neither yeelding due worfbip unto the celeftiall gods, neither regarding the 
God of the Chriftians, having refpett unto our benignity and godly cuftome, pardoning all men 
after our wonted guile, we thongbt good in this cafe to extend our gracious.and favowrablecle. 
wsency,that the ( hriftians may be tolerated againe,and that they repaire againe the places where 
they may meet together ; {o that yy do nothing prejudiciall topublike order ana difcipline, We 
wecane to prefcribe unto the Indges by another Epiftle what they foal obferve. Wherefore as this 
our gracious pardon deferveth, let them make interceffion unto thesr God, for our health, for the 
Common-weale, andfor themfelues , that in all places the affaires of the publike wealemay be 
fafely preferved,aud that they themfelves may live fecurely in their owne houfes: Thefethings 
after our abilitie we have trauflated in this fort out of the Remane language into the Greeke 
tongue.

preters refed here] perufed by my felfe the whole fragment to fee whether I conld gather any jufe 

caufe tothe contrary,but that it frould be turned into Englife: I found the doctrine (ound, the bie 
flory pleafane the ftile artificial, and far more curious than in the former books. The phy afe fae 
voured of the Latine; (and nd forcé:for Eufebius was well feen in both ) the periods long, though 
not often ufed throughout hes hsfteries,yet in others his works very rife and common.T ough this 
fragment be found more curious and artificiall than the reft,no marvell at all for mens gifts do not 

Serve them at at times alike If this rule weve obferved,and poixed in the ballance void of all pare 

tiality there would not befo many peeces. fomany Tratis, andfomany learn works of ancient 

Writers,contemned and renounced,by reafonthat the phrafe in [ome point feercth to arfer or fall 

from the wonted grace. The learned Clerke Anthonie Guevarra was ufedtofay: That at fome 

timessand at [owns exereiles his meraut ry would oe [0 ready, his wits fo frefh,and his skill [o excel- 

lent -.at he could divi ie a haire,and (weepa grain: at other times he wifbed to himfelf not onh 
five,but ten fenfes which we commonly callwits. Some things there are to be mifliked withallin 
this fragment:firft that it is out of order placed:next,that there are fentences and periods writer 
by Eufebius in the former 18 chaptews.repeatedin thts fragment. ouching the repetition,be that 
4s acquainted with Enfebius will confelfe.that oftentimesin many places be repeateth one thing, 
though not upon the {elf (ame occafion.meither in the felf fame order,nvither with the (ame wows 
Tena made mention of hs book of Martyrs,and of the books he wrote of the life of Pamphilus 
p93 Mf sf every book. He reporteth the Self. [ame martyvdoms in divers books Jundry places, As! 
fafa ce pagan et

28.Zanthicus, Defius,Dius, Dyftros,Panemus, Apellzus, Audinzus,Peritius,&c Sohath be done 
in funiry other places of his Works, and namely cap. 3 of this 8,b00k, Secondly,the Author of this 
fragment was in Paleltina,e faw with hy cyes the martyrdome (uffered at Cxfarea crorher plan 
ces. He was Cap.22,in the company of Apphianus,in one houfe with him at Palatina a litle before 
he fuffered.He fawcap.27. the miracle at Cxfarea, when the poftes and ftones in the Areet /weat 
drops of water. He faw andheard cap,30.lohn the Martyr who was a blind man.preach andexa 
pond the Scriptures with great commendation. This reafon is confirmed by that which Eufebius 
wrotein the 3.cap.of this 8 book, where he faith : Itis not our drift to defcribe the confidts of 
fuch.asftrived throughout the world (we leave that for others neither exactly to paine forth 
unto the pofterity all that happened: but onely the things we faw with our eyes, and-were 
done in our prefence, Thirdly, the Author of thes fragment was a familiar friend of Pamphilus 
she Martyrshe writeth of bine cap.25 hus: Of which number was Pamphilus, of all my fami- 
liars;my deare(t friend. Aud cap 29. he extolleth him unto the skies, 8S, Hierome wrireth,that 
becanfe of his familiarity with Pamphilus,he was called Eufebius Pamphilus, Fourthly,the An 
shor of this fragment as it ts cap.29 wrote the life of Pamphilus in 3,b00ks:(0 bath Enfebius'¢s- 
Seffed of himfelf ia (undry places, eS. Hicrome in his life writeth the fame of him,wherefore Eu- 
febins was the author of this fragment. Fiftly the faid Author cap.19. maketh mention of rhas 
which Eufebius wrote cap.14.cap.30.He maketh mention of that which Enfebius wrote( cap, 
2, ) as written by bim/elfe, therefore it zs like Eufebius wrote this fragment. The fixt reafon thas 
meoveth me to annexe this as part of the booke,w the frortnes of the booke: for if we end at the v8, 
Chapter where the fragment beginneth,the book may feeme to be no booke but rather an entrance 
or beginning of a book. Eufebius in the beginning of this 8.booke,cap.2.promifedto write of Adars 
tyrsitbinke ft thou (gentle Reade) that he would be fo briefe,e make fo fhort aTreatife where oca 
cafion was miniffred to write not one booke onely but rather 3 bookes,if he were difpofed( omitting 
nothing ashe promifed lib.1.cap.t.touching the Martyrs of bis time) to write of all the ort 
domes (uffered under Diocletian, Maximinian & Maximinus, La/? of all this fragesent enierh in 
very good order:He promifeth to difcourfe of Maximinus the tyrants recantation, the which Eu- 
{ebius performeth in the booke following For looke how the 8.book enderh,with the Janse the ninth 
beginneth, Therefore Eufebiys was the aathor of this fragment. 


Cuary. XIX. 
How the foure Emperors Diocletian, Maximinian,Maximinus & Conltantius esded their lives: 


T He author of this former Edie not long after bis forefaid confeffion being rid of that 
his lamentable plight,departed this life. He is reported to have been the chiefe author 
of the calamity which befell unto the Chriftians during the time of perfecution: anda 
good while ago, before the hurliburly raifed by the reft of the Emperors,to have gone about 
to pervert the Chriltians which lived in warfare: but above all,fuch as were of his own fa- 
mily,to have deprived fome of their martiall dignity and renowne:to hate intreated fome o- 
thers reprochfully without all fhame. Moreoverto have pérfecuted fomeof themtothe 
death, and laft of all to have provoked the other his fellow: Emperors to perfecute all Chri- 
ftendome:the ends of which Emperors, if I pafled over with filence,I fhould greatly offend, 
The Empire being divided into 4. parts,foure {everall Princes bearing rule,they two which 
Were firft proclaimed Emperors,and preferred in honor beforethe reft, having not raigned 
fully two yeares after the perfecution, depofed themfelves ( * as we have faid before) and 
ledthenceforth the reft of their lives privately after the vulgar fort of men, having fuchan 
efidas followeth : the firft having gotten the chiefe honour due to the imperiall {cepter and 
primate by creation,afterlong,¢reat and grievous difeafes, confumed and walted away by 
little and little and fo died. The fecond, fecondarily ruling the Empire, being priviein con- 
fcience to many his lewd and mifchievous practifes committed in his life time,hanged him- 
felfe by the procurement ofa wicked {pirit which led him thereunto, The later of them two 
whichimmediarly {ucceeded thefe, whom we have termed the aathor and ringleader of the 
whole perfecution, fuffered {uch torments as We have mentioned before. Con/tantius who 
went before him,. by vertue of his prerogative in the impetiall dignity, being a moft be- 
Higne, a moft mild and curteous Emperour (as I faid before) led a worthy lrfe,during his 
Whole raigne,not onely becanfe that in other things he behaved himfelfe moft courteonfly 
and moft liberally towards all men, but alfo in that he was no partner withthe enemy inthe 


perfecution raifedagainft us, nay rather he maintajned and preferved fuch as were godly

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-nion.He neither rifled nor deftroyed the holy Churches neither practifed an 
poe aS prejudicial to the Chriftian affaires: he obtained an end both blefled and 
thrice happy:he alone in his kingdome(to the comfort of his naturall fonne and fucceffor in 

Coafrantine. — the Empire,a Prince in all things both moft fage and religious) en joyed ancble and a glori- 
ous death, His fon forthwith entring into his raigne was by the fouldters proclaimed chiefe 
Emperor and Augujfus, whos mitated and that diligently his fathers {teps; as a patterne of 
piety,to the embracing of Chriftian Religion.Such an end at feverall times had the aforefaid 
foure Emperours. Of the which;he alone mentioned a litle before, together with other his 
Imperiall affociates, publifhed: unto the whole world by his written Edict theaforefaid

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Cuapr, XX, Wok 
Of the Martyrs in Paleftina. 
Anno Donint N the ninteenth yeare of Diocletians raignein the moneth Z anthicus, which the Rowmsanes 
Jan Aprill,the Featt of Eaffer then drawing nigh, Flavianw ‘being Governor of Paleftina, 
the Emperours Edicts were every where proclaimed, wherein it was commanded; that 
the Churches fhould be deftroyed, holy Scriptures fhould be burned, fuch as were ofcredit 
fhould be contemned,and that fuch as leda private life, ifthey retained t! e Chriftian profef= 
fion, fhould be deprived of their freedome.And fuch were the contents of the fir Edi@:but 
in the proclamation which immediatly followed after, itwas added,that the paftors throughs 
out all congregations fhould firlt be imprifoned,next, with all meanes poffible conftrained to 
factifice. To be fhort, the firft ofthe Martyrsin Paleftma was Procopins, who before-he had. 
been any while imprifoned,tepping forth at the firft jumpe before the tribunall feate ofthe 
Prefidents, and being commanded to do facrifice unto their gods, made anfwer : thattohis 
knowledge there was but one orilly God,to whom (as the {elfc fame God had commanded) 
he was bound of duty to facrifice.And whenas they commanded him to offer facrifice forthe 
profperous {tate of the foure Emperors,he recited a certaine verfe out ofa Poet which plea- 
Procopisbe- {ed them not,for the which immediatly he was beheaded,the verfe was.this : 5 ne 
headed. Not wsany Lords availe us here let one beare rule andraigne, oth 
This wasthe firlt {pectacle exhibited at Cefareain Pa/e/tina,the 8.day of the moneth Defim, 
before the 7.0f the Zdes of Tune called of the Rowsans the 4.day of the Sabath.A fter him there 
fuftered many of the inhabitants of the fame city, & of the chiefe governors of the Ecclefia- 
fticall affaires, who endured & that chearefully moft bitter torments,and gave the adventure 
of moft valiant enterprifes. Other fome fainting for feare were quite difcouraged at the firlk, 
All the ret tried the-experience of fundry torments. One {courged fromm top to toe,another 
racked untill his ribs brake afinder in the {queefing bonds,by reafon whereof it fell out that 
fome had their hands {truck off, and thus together they enjoyed fuch an end as befell unto 
them according unto the fecret wifdome and judgement of God. One was led by the hand; 
& lugged to the altar,& his hands violently ftretched to touch their deteftable factifices, and 
in the end fet go for a facrificer. Another,when he had neither approached, nor touehed,and 
fuch as were prefent affirmed that he had facrificed, ‘departed with filence, One being halfe 
dead, was borne away,being thrown of them for dead,the fame was tormented with bonds 
& reckoned among the facrificers. Another lifted his voice,& protefted that ke had not yeel- 
ded at all; the fame was beaten on the mouth,and conftrained to keepe filence, by the force 
of many hands which {topped his breath,and violently excluded him when he had not facri- 
ficedat all.And foit pleafed them well, ifat leaftwife they might feeme to bring their pur- 
pofe to effet but for all their mifchievous devices the blefled Martyrs of God only bare a- 
Alpbew bes Way the victory, Againe,the 1 7,day of the moneth Dius, after the Romanes the 15. of the 
pig Sis vs K alends of December, Alphans & Zachaus after they had beene lafhed with whips,& man- 
eae gied with razors,after racking & grievous torments therein, after fundry queftions deman- 
Romanus frit Ged of them,after they had lyen in the ffocks many daies & nights, their feet ftretched foure 
had his tongue {paces afunder, lat of all when they had freely confeffed and boldly pronounced, that there 
pullce out, Was but one ony God and one King & Captaine over all,Ze/us Chrift (as ifherein they had 
tong Nive ies b’afphemy or treafon )they were in like manner beheaded eyenas the Martyr men- 
tioned a litle before.M Oreover the Hiftory touching Romanus the martyr, wha fuffered the 


in prfon,laft ; ; : 
Ofer ontoh fameday at Antiechis worthy of memory. He wasborne in Paleftina, he was Deacon and 
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ftifled to death Heats the Church of (efarea,& as it fell out being in Antioch at theruine & defolation 
of the churches,& beholding with his eyes great multitudes both of men, women & childré, 
flocking 
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flocking unto the altars & off-ring facrifices to the Idols,fuppofed it was his duty in no wife 
to. wink thereat; wherefore he being moved with fineular zeale of the {pirit of God, drew 
nigh unto them, exclaimed again{t them, & fharply rebuked them, Who for fo bold an enter- 
prize was apprehended, & t{hewed himfelfe a valiant witnefle or teftifier (ifthen there was 
any fuchin the world ot the truthin Chrift, For when the Judge threatned him death with 
flafhing fire that confumeth to afhes, he of the contrary embraced his offer moft willingly, 
with chearefull countenance and gladfome courage,and withall,is brought unto the place of 
execution. Being bound to the flake, while the officers threw fagots about him,and fuchas 
were appointed to kindle the fire,waited for the Emperors watchword and pleafure( who 
then was prefent )he fhouted unto thein from the ftake,faying: where I pray youis the fire? 
the which he had no fooner {poke,but the Emperor called him unto him,to the end he fhould 
fuffera new and {trange kind of torment,to wit,that his tongue might be plucked cut of his 
mouth,the which he conftantly endured,& thereby declared at large,how that the divine po- 
wer and grace of God, never faileth them which {uffer for godlinefle fake,but alwaies either 
eafeth their labours,& flaketh their griefes,or elfe granteth courage & might to endure patis 
ently unto the end. This bleffed Saint as foone as he had underftood of their new devifed tor= 
ment, being valiantly di{pofed, never ftaggered thereat, but voluntarily put out his tongue, 
and yeelded the fame, which was filly inltructed in the W ord of God, unto the tormentors 
hands. After which torment he was clapt in prifon,and there punifhed a long time:at length 
when the twentieth yeare of the Emperors raigne was now expired,at what timea gencrall 
pardon was proclaimed, that all prifoners fhould be fet at liberty,he alone lying in the ftocks, 
and his feet ftretched five {paces afunder, had his necke compafled witha halter, and thus in 
prifon {tified to death : fo that hereby according unto his defire, he was crowned with mar- 
tyrdome. This man although he {uftered out.of the bounds of his native foyle,yet being a Pa- 
laftinsan by birth,is worthy to be canonized among the Martyrs of Pa/a/fina.Such were the 
tragicall affaires of the Church in Paleftina the firft yeare of the perfecution, which was 
chiefly bent againft the prefidents of our doétrine, and Bifhops of the Church of God, 
Cuar. XXI. sites 
Of the Martyrs which [uffered in Cafarea the fecond yeare of the perfecution under Diocletian, 
and of the alteration of the Empire. , 

He fecond yeare now being come,when the perfecution raifed againft us waxed hot; 

and the proclamations of the Emperours were newly come to the hands of Vrbanss 

the Lieutenant of the Province, wherein it was generally commanded,that both men, 
women and children throughout every city or village, fhould be conttrained to facrifice and 
offer incenfe to Idols: Timotheus of Gaza in Paleffina having endured infinite torments,and 
laft of all being bound to the ftake, and environed with a flacke and flow fire, gave forth a 
worthy tryall of his zeale Godwards through patient fufferance inall the bitter punifhments 
laid upon him,and in the end bare away the garland of victory wfually granted to all the va- 
liant champions which wraftle for piety and the fervice of God. At the fame time Agapsns 
and Theelaalfo (which lived inthis our age) fhewed the worthy conftancy of their noble 
mainds,when as at the commandement of the Iudge they were tlirowne at the feet of wild 
beatts,to be either devoured or torne in peeces. What man is he that either beholding with 
his eyes the things which enfued,will not fall into admiration.or lending orily the bare eare 
Unto the recitall of them, will not be aftonied thereat? For when as the Ethnicks folemnized 
their publike fealts and celebrated their wonted {pectacles,among{t other merry newes and 
gladfome wifhes;it was commonly noifed abroad, that the Chriftians lately condemned to 
Wild beafts,made all the {port and finifhed the folemaity. This report being far and nigh, and 
every where bruted abroad,yong ftriplings to the number of fix,wherof one was of Pontus, 
by name Timolaus; the fecond of Tripols a city in Phanicia called Dionyfius: the third by 
name Roran/os fub-deacon of the Church of Dso/polis: the fourth Pasfis: the fit Alexander, 
both E ‘gyptians:the fixt Alexander(of the fame name with him that went before )of the city 
Of Gaxa Joyning hands and hearts together (fignifying thereby the feryentlovethey owed 
fo martyrdome) went with {peed unto Prbanus, who alitle before had let loofe the rave- 
ning bealts to rend the Chriftians in peeces, and freely protefted the Chriftian faith, decla- 
ring by this their promptneffe and willing minds,as it were abfolutely furnifhed to give the 
onfet of what adventure foever,that ftich as glory in the title, in the worthip and fervice of 


the great God,Creator of the whole world,have not to tremble at the fierce rage of ead 
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and favage beafts. Whereupon boththe Prefident and the people fell into great admiration, 
and the confeffors were forthwith claptin prifon, Not long after there were other two 
Arapius bee — committedto take their lots among them : whereof one by name Agapixs, had before that 


headed. time yeelded an accompt of his faith, by fuffering of many and grievous torments: the other 
Dionyfius be- by name Dionyfius, who carefully provided for the corporall reliefe ofthe Martyrs. All thefe 
headed. in number eight,were in one day beheaded in the city of Cé/area,the 24. day of the moneth 


Dyftros that 1s,the ninth of the Calends of April. About that time two of the Emperours, 
whereof the firft enjoyed the shay ater of honor, the fecond was next which governed 
the Empire, embraced a private trade of living after the vulgar fort of men, and the {tate of 
the publike weale immediatly began to decay.Ina while after the Romane Empire was divi- 
ded ,the Emperors among themfelves one againft another fought great and grievous battels, 
neither was that tumult and fedition ceafled; before that firft of all peace was re(tored and 
eltablifhed throughout all the parts of the world which were fubject to the Romane Em- 
pire.For when as peace once appeared againe, much like Sun-beames fhining after a miftie 
and darke night,the publike ftate of the Romane Empire was againe eftablifhed, the bond of 
amity lined againe,mutuall amity and concord retained of old was againe recovered, But 


of thefe things we will intreate hereafter more at large, when more fit opportunity fhall 
ferve, now let'us proceed unto that which followeth. 


Cuap. XXII. 
Of Apphianus tbe artyr. 


| Aximinus Cafar who by maine force intruded himfelfe into the Empire, laying 
M wide open unto the whole world manifelt proofes of his deadly hatred and impiety 
7 towards God,as it were naturally growing in his flefh and graffed in his bones,per- 
fecuted us more vehemently and more genetally then the other his {uperiour Emperours, 
Wherefore when as trouble and tumult, and no fimall confufion hanged over onr heads, and 
fore were here and there {cattered, indevouting by all meanes pollible to avoid the peril 
enfiing,and that a grievous commotion had now overrun the countrey:no tongue can wor- 
thily declare,nor {peech fufficiently expreffe,the divine love and mi} of faith,wherewith 
Apphianuts —_Apphianus the blefled Martyt of God yeelded an ‘account ot his profeflion: who fhewed une 
to the citizens of (z/area,afiembled at their fpectacle or facrifice in the porch of the temple, 
alively figne or token of the fingular zeale he bare Godwards,when he was not at that time, 
no not xx.yeares old. He continued along timéat Beryros in Phanicia, applying his mind to 
the (ludy of prophane literature, for he came of fuch parents as flowed in worldly wealth Ie 
is incredible how he overcame all youthly affeGtions, and drowned all his wildotes in fo vi- 
cious and fo corrupt a city:and how that neither by reafon of his youthly ower lately flou- 
rifhing in his greene body, neither by reafon of his company and acquaintance with youthly 
mates,he fixcked the juice, neither fwallowed the fops of lewd and wanton conver fation ¢ 
but embracing temperance,led a reverend life,peculiar to Chriftian Religion,in modelty, foe 
briety and godlineffe, Ifin cafe we be conftrained to mention his countrey, and to honour 
the fame for bringing forth fo valiant a champion to wraftle in the campe of this world un- 
__ derthe banner of Chriff.tru'y we will performe the fame,neither without good cohfidera- 

Pogas of Lyci® tion For whofoever knoweth Pagas, no obfcure city of Lycia, it was there that this young 
man was borne.He after his returne from fchoole, and the ftudy of prophane literature ap- 
plyed at Berytos, not pleafed with the converfation of his father ( who then governed the 
whole countrey) neither with the converfation of his kinsfolkes with whom he lived, bes 
caufe they framed not their lives after the rule of piety : being pricked with the inftiné and 
motion of the fpirit of God, and inflamed with a‘certaine naturall, nay rather celeftiall and 
true love of fincere wifdome,catt in his mind to confider of weightier matters, then this fain 
ned and counterfeit glory of the world beareth us in hand. Laying afide therfore all the fweet 
baits of fiefhly pleafure, he forfooke and fled away privily from his friends and familiars, 
not weying at all the want of neceflaty provifion,but cafting his whole care and confidence 
upon God,wasled no doubt by the divine fpirit,as it were by a {tring into the city of Cefaq 
rea, where the crowne of martyrdome, being the reward of codlineffe, was prepared for 
. pela Be ace that he lived among us, he profited in holy Scripture, during that {hort 
ua lIvlitec ife,more then any man could think, and practifed fuch difeipline as tended to 
godly lite preparing a perfect way to die well. But touching the end he made,who itis that 
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beholding the fame with fingle eye will not be aftonied ? and how{cever againe he bedif- 
pofed,which onely by fame and hearefay attaineth unto the knowledge of his fetled mind, 
his noble courage, his immoveable conftancy, and above all, his faithtull trutt and indevour 
whereby the tokens of unfained godlineffe,and fervent {pirit appeared which paffed all the 
reach of mans reafon,how can he chufe but wonder thereat ? for when as inthe third yeare 
of our perfecution under the raigne of ALaximinus, the fecond hurliburly Was raifed againft 
us, and the tyrants letters then firft of all were brought to Vréanus, charging all the people 
of what degree or calling foever, that they {hould facrifice unto their gods (the M agiltrates 
alfo throughout every city bufily applying themfelves to the fame) and that the beadles 
throughout all the city of Cefarea, {hould by vertue of the Prefidents edi&, ftummon the fa~ 
thers, the mothers and their children to appeare at the idols temple, and thatthe Tribunes 
fhould likewife out of a fcrole call every one by his name: (by reafon whereof there was 
no where bnt heavinefle,fobbing,and fighing,) the aforefaid Appbsanus (letting not one to 
under{tand of his purpofe, unknowing unto us which accompanied with him in one houfe, 
unknowing unto the whole band of the captaine, came chearefully unto Vrbanus the Prefi- 
dent as he was a facrificing, and boldly without any feare at.all,took hold on his right hand, 
and ftayed him forthwith from doing facrifice, exhorting him alfo both wiftly and gravely 
with a certaine godly proteftation and cheerefullnefle of mind, thenceforth to ceafe and be 
no more feduced: faying moreover, there was no reafon that he fhould def{pife the one and 
the only true God,and offer facrifice to idols and to divels.Such an enterprize the young man 
took in hand,being provoked thereunto(as it {eemeth unto us )by the divine power of God, 
founding in the eares of all mortall men by this his fact: that the Chriftians which rightly. 
do challenge that name, are farre from falling away fromthe fervice due unto God the aue 
thor of all goodnefle, fo that they not only fuffer and valiantly endure threates, and plagues, 
and punifhments, which commonly chance unto them, but thenceforthalfo pleade more 
boldly, and yeeld an account of their faith more freely, their tongue neither ftutting, nor 
ftamimering for feare; yea and if it may any kind of way come to paffe,they dare revoke the 
perifecntors and tormentors themfelves from their blind ignorance and conftrains themto 
acknowledge and embrace the one only God, Immediatly after,he of whom I {peake(as it 
was moft like to happen unto fo bold an enterprize) was haled of the Prefidents traine,as of 
favage beafts furioully raging again{t him, and tormented over all his body with infinite 
ftripes,the which he patiently fuffered; and for a while was clapt in prifon : where for one 
Whole day and night he was pitcoufly tormented,with both his feet in the ftockes f{tretched 
farre afander,the third day he was brought forth before the Iudge.And as foone as they en- 
joyned him to facrifice, he refiftedand {hewed forththe great patience ingrafted in his 

e fuffering of all terrors and horrible punifhments: fo that the executioners rent 
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mind,for the fufterin: 
his fides with the lath of the whip, not once or twice, but often even unto the bone and in- 
Ward bowels, lafhing him alfo on the face and the neck,untill that his face was {wolen with 
the print of the ftripes, fo that they which aforetime knew him well, and difcerned him by 
his countenance,thenceforth mifled of their mark,and knew him not at all. When they faw 
he would not yeeld for all thefe manifold and {undry torments, the executioners at the com- 
mandeiment ofthe Prefident, wrapped his feet in flaxe oyled all over, and fet the fame a fire, 
whereof how great and what grievous paine he furffered,I am not able to expreffe, Itranne 
over his flefh,it confumed the fame,and pierced unto the marrow bred within the bones, fo 
that his whole body larded and diftilled munch like unto dropping and melting wax. Yet 
there was breath left and life remaining for all thofe torments ,the adverfaries and executio- 
ners thernfelves were wearied at his wonderfull patience, which farre exceeded the com- 
mon hature of man:and after all this the fecond time he is caft into prifon. Three daies after 
he is brought azaine before the Indge, and being found freely to confeffe the fame faith as 
aforetime,although by reafon of his wounds he was ready to yeeld up the ghoft, yet was he 
throwne into the furging waves of the feas. If we fhould make relation of the miracle 
which immediatly followed, peradventure fuch as {aw it not with their eyes, will give no 
credit at all thereunto,and though we perfwade our felves, that men will hardly beleeve it, 
yet there isnoreafon to the contrary, but that we committo memory, and deliver in wri- 
ting the Hiftory as it was indeed, infomuch as in manner all which inhabit Ce/area are wit- 
hefics to the fame, There was not a child in Ce/areabut was prefent at this {trange {pectacle. 
As foone as they had planged(asit pleafed them beft)that holy and blefled Martyr of Chrift 
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in the deepe gulphs of the maine fea, there arofe upon a fudden fucka forme (not after the 
wonted manner of weather and fuch a noife in the ayre(not only over the fea,but over the 
whole land) which fhooke both the earth and the whole city, with the violence and force 
An Estth- thereof : and together with this wonderfull and fudden earth-quake, the {ea caft up before 
ae the gates of the city the Martyrs carkaffe,as if it had beene of ftrength not futticient to beare 
foholy aburthen, Such were the circumftances touching blefled Apphianns, who fuffered 
martyrdome on good Friday,that is, the fecond day of the moneth Zanthicus, the 4, of the 
Nones of April, . 
Cuap. XXIII. 
The martyrdome of V\pianus and defius, 


Ulpianus He fametime of the yeare, and in manner on the felfe fame daies, in the city of Tyr 
yrnpped int an there was.a young man by name Vipianws, who after moft bitter ftripes and grievous 
Beas ias Se lathes, was wrapped together with adogge & a ferpent in a greene oxc hide,and caft 
ee uke * into the depth of the fea. And therfore I thought good to place himthe next Martyr in order 
fnake,is drow- of Hiftory unto Apphianus. Not long after, e£defms, not onely brother in God, but alfo by 
nedin the fea, birth and bloud naturall brother by the fathers fide unto Apphianus fuffered like brotherly 8 
in manner the felfe fame torments with him:after infinite confeffions of his faith, after long 
fettering and {tocking, after fentence pranounced of the Prefident, condemning him to the 
mine pits and quarries in Paleftina, after his holy trade oflife, led under the Pluloforhicall 
habit, being far more profound in prophane literature,and better skilled in Philofcphie then 
his brother,at length hearing the Iudge give fentence upon the Chriftians in the city of 4- 
lexandria,and raging again{t them beyond all reafon,fhamefully intreating fomtimes grave, 
fage, and fober men, fome other times delivering chaft matrons and confecrated virgins to 
brothell houfes,to the end they fhould be beaftly abufed:he enterprized the felfe fame thing 
Series the which his brother had done before.And becanfe he could in no wife away with thofe horri- 
Rarer ble offences, he went boldly and couragionfly unto the Indg ¢, and told him to his face of the 
Apphianus the filthy and fhamefull aéts he had done both by word and deed. For which bold reprehenfion, 
martyr is he fuffered fundry biteter torments with great conftancy and patience. And lalt of all he was 
drownedia — throwne into the fea,enjoying the lixe end with his brother.So farte of -4de/ime And thefe 
che {¢a. things (as I faid before Jenfued not long after, :

g N the fourth yeare of the perfecution which plagued us fore, andthe twelfe Calends of 
December the twentieth day of the moneth Dis being Friday, and inthe fame city of 

™ Cafarea, Such an a&t was committed in the prefence of ALaximinus the tyrant (who then 

celebrated his birth day with royall {pectacles and fumptuous maskes together with the 

people) as may be thought worthy a memory,and the printing in marble And becanfe the 

cuftome then prevailed, that fandry fhewes(how foever it fell out at other times )in prefence 

of the Emperors fhould be exhibited with princely port & majefty,to their great delight & 
pleafure,and that variety full of new and ftrange devices befides the cammon & ufuall man- 

. ner fhould then be miniftred,fo that fometimes bealts which were fet out of India, eAthion 
j pea and other places were let loofe in compafie of the theater: fome other times men with 
lewd & wanton geftures,delighted the beholders wonderfully ,& the Emperor alfo himfelfe 

made fport and paftimesit behoved that a notable fpectacle full of admiration fhould fhine in 

that gorgeous and princely fhew,And what thinke you was that? A Martyr and awitnefle 

oro ewe Religion,brought to the ring, & ready to wraftle for the fole & fincere fer- 

ce OF GOd, by name Agapius, whom (a little before) we have reported to have beene 

throwne together with 7 heela at the feet of wild beafts. He being brought out of prifon, 

ta linked With malefadtors to paftime and {port the people : when that he had openly run

peror,no doubt being ‘pBoint ae us is aN brought forth in prefence of the Em- 

Bat unt his Difciples(to wit, hey fh that fit time,that the faying of our Saviour forefhewed 
B4at1o, sidislr Heahtye fae Wit,7 tey foould be brought before Kings and Princes to witnelfe of bin) 
gut trity be fulfilled in him Firkt of all heis brought forth together with a malefador and 
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wicked varlet,of whom the report went that he murthered his matter. Afterwards this var- 
let who of right fhould have beene devoured of wild bea{ts, was pardoned by the bounti-= 
fillnefle and clemency of the Emperor, ever in manner after the example of Barrabas the 
murtherer, whom the Jewes begged of Pi/ate,condemning Chri ,whereat the whole thea- 
ter rejoyced & fhowted,becaufe that he wasnot only gracioufly pardoned by the Emperor, 
but alfo reftored to honour and treedome. But this taithfulland godly champion firft of ail 
is called upon of the tyrant, next intreated to revoke his opinion, he is promifed to be fet at 
liberty:of the contrary he plainely pronounceth,and that witha loud voice,that he was dif- 
pofed,and would willingly fuffer,and that with all his heart, all the torments and plagues 
that fhould be laid upon him, not for any horrible or hainous crime committed by him, but 
for Gods caufe,and 1n his quarrell who was the Creator of all things. The which he had no 
fooner fpoken,but it came to pafle: for there was a Beare let loofe at him,the which he met 
face to face, and yedlded himfelfe willingly to be devoured. Laftall, while asyet he drew 
breath he was ca{t into prifon, where he continued one whole day, the third day he had 
ftones tyed to his feet,and himfelfe throwne into the depth of the fea,Such was the martyr- 
dome of Agapius, 

i Cuap. XXV. 

The martzrdome of Theodofia a virgin, of Domninus and Auxentius: 

the death of Vrbanus the Prefident. 


He perfecution being now continued unto the fift yeare,the fecond day of the moneth 

Zant hicus,to wit,the 4.0f the Nones of April, the felfe fame Sunday being the refur- 
rection of our Saviour,and called the feaft of Laffer, againe Theodofia a virgin, amo- 

deft and Chriftian maid of Tyr#s,who had never yet {eene the full terme of 1 8.yeares,came 
to certaine prifoners in Csfarea (tanding at the bar, which with conftancy protefted the 
kingdome of (ori/t.both lovingly to falute them,and alfo(as it is very like) to intreate them 
to remember her after their departure unto the Lord,. The which when fhe had done (as if 
hereby fhe had committed {ome hainous and horrible offence) the catchpoles haleher, and 
prefent her before the Pregdent. He forthwith like a mad man bereaved of his wits, icour- 
geth her bare fides with bitter and grievous lafhes,renteth with the whip her white breafts 
and tender dugs unto the bare bones. Inthe end this holy virgin hardly drawing breath, yee 
patient and chearefull enough for all thefe punifhments, was throwne at the commande- 
ment of the Prefident into the waves of the furging feas,After wards having ended witb her, 
he takes the other confeffors in hand, and condemneth them tothe digging of mettals in 
Phanos of Paleftina, After thefe things the 5. day of the moneth Divs, after the Romanes in 
the Noxes of Novensber, the fame Prefident inthe felfe fame city condemned Si/vanwe 
(who then was Miniter, and had freely protefted his faich, who alfo in a while after 
was chofen Bifhop, and died aMartyr) together with other confeffors, after their 
great conftancie in defence of Chriftian Religion, tothe fame drudgerie and digging of 
mettals, Firlt he commanded their knees fhould be unjoynted and fawed off, afterwards 
feared with hot iron, and then fent to the quarries. The fentence was no fooner pronoun- 
ced tipon thefe, but he chargeth that Domuinuws (a man very famous among the inhabitants 
of Pa/e/fina,tor his infinite proteftations of the Chriftian faith, and his liberty of {peech in 
the behalfe of our Religion) fhould be boundto the ftake, and burnedto afhes. © After 
whofe condemnation, the fame Indge, a fubtill inventor of mifchiefe, and devifer of crafty 
fleights contrary to the dotrine of Chrif/t, found out fuch punifhments as never were heard 
ofbefore,to vexe the godly withall, He gave fentence that three of them fhould buckle, Iuft, 
and buffet dne another.He delivered Auxentins a grave,godly,and good old man,to be torne 
in peeces of wild bealts.Otherfome,of mens cltate,& of great ftrengthshe gelded,& condem- 
Ned to the quarries. Againe,others he tormented grievoufly,& chaftifed with imprifonment 
and fetters, Of which number was Pamphilus, of all my familiars my deareft friend, a man 
who among all the Martyrs of our time, excelled for every kind of vertue. Firft Vrbanns 
madeatriall of his gift of utterance and skill in Philofophicall difcipline, ‘next he enjoyned 
him to facrifice,whom when he perceived to be altogether unwilling,& not at all to weigh 
ofhis thundering {peeches, being throughly moved with boyling choler and burning heate 
of furious race, commands that forthwith he fhould be grievoully and bitterly tormented, 
Wherefore the mercilefle and moft cruell Prefident, mangled the tender fides of the 
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bleffed Martyr with the long incifion of fharp razors: at length having his fill,and as it were 
afhamed of his fat,commanded he fhould be kept in the noyfome ftinch of the lofe prifon, 
where the reft of the confeflorsremained. But what manner of reward Vrbanus was like 
to enjoy after this life, by the juft judgement of God and vengeance like to light upon him, 
for fo great cruelty and tyranny practifed upon the Saints of God and blefled Martyrs of Jem 
fs Chrift,we may ealily gather by the plagues which happened unto him in this life, which 
Were entrances or preambles unto eternall punifhments in the life to come,For not long afa 
ter this villany exercifed upon Pamsphilws, vengeance from above eget ona fudden to take 
hold upon him( while as yet he governed )in this fort. He who lately being placed in an high 
and lofty throne pronounced fentence and gave judgement he who a litle before was guara 
ded with a troupe of fouldiers : he who governed all the country of Paleftina: he who was 
hayle mate and lived cheeke by jole with the Emperor : even he who was of his fecrecie, 
and companion at meate : the fame,by the Juft judgement of God,in one night was not on- 
ly deprived ofall fo great a port and dignity,fhamefully and reprochfully handled in the pre- 
fence of all them which afore time had reverenced him with princely honour, proved a ti- 
merous and a cowardly caytiffe, fo that he whined like a child and -cryed for helpe of the 
whole nation which he had ruled: but alfo found Aeximinus an heavie friend, a fore and 
cruell Iudge(on whom heretofore he boldned himfelf,yea bragged and boafted,apon whom 
he builded, who alfo was in great credit with him,becanfe of the cruelty he fhewed unto the. 
Chriftians ){o that after great fhame and ignominy (being conuinced of hainous crimes and 
horrible treachery) he was of him condemned todie, But this bythe way. Opportunity 
hereafter will ferve, with more leafure largely to intreate of the ends of the ot! er wicked 
{pecially of fiuch as (trived againft us, and alfo of ALaximinus, together with his adherents, 
Cuar. XXVI. | 
Of divers confelfors that were tormented The martyrdome of two wemen that 
were virgins and of Paulus. 
N the fixt yeare of the perfecution when the ‘ftirre was great, andthe fmoke thereof 
waxed hot in acertaine village of Thebars called Porphyris (fo named by reafon of 
‘the veine ofred marble which there did grow) there was a great number of confeflors, 
of the which a hundred (three onely excepted) men, women, and children togethet 
with their tender fucklings, were fent to Fitmilianus Prefident of ‘Paleftina who lately 
fucceeded in the roome of Urbanus. The which confeflors, when they had protefted their 
faithin Chrift, and truftin God the.Creator and author of all goodnefle, he commanded 
(and that through the advice of the Emperout) that not onely their left legs fhould be 
{awed afunder in the knee finewes and all; with ahot glowing faw, but alfo their right 
eyes to be ftickt on the point ofa bodkin,the apple,eye-lid and all to be quite digged out,and 
{eared to the inner veines with an hot fealding iron : laft of all, they fhould be condemned 
to the mine pits and quarries within the fame province, for further mifery and greater af- 
fiction, Neither was it enough for him to behold with his eyes, thofe which indured fuch 
torments, but he would alfo fee before his face fuch as out_of Paleftina (mentioned a 
little before) he had enjoyned to Tutt one with another, being neither releeved at the Em- 
perours ee a charges, neither trained in any fuch triumphant exercifé, or brought 
shear bemeremponuccomtas They Niniied tis not only oo she Emgeros 
aa alhek oa ne Emperour (Maximinus himfelfe, yeelding forth fignes 
t valiant con{tancy in Chrift Iefa, both by faffering of huno 
ments, all which they fuftained th the sforefaid and. Genes Gen eA oe

men) 
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men)laying before her the felfe fame mark of virginity,to fhoot at with the former maidens 
though in beauty fhe excelled not, though in countenance {hee feemed abject, yet in mind 
was fhe valiant, (hewing greater courage within,then beauty without : mifliking therefore 
with his cruell dealing, out of the midft of the throng, fhe cryed out unto the Iudge: How 
long doeft thou thus cruelly torment my fifter ? He boyling for anger, bids them forthwith 
lay hold on her : then was {he brought to pleade for her felte,who in plaine words,and free- 
ly profeiling the reverend name of our Saviour Je/x.is firft with faire {peeches allured to fa- 
crifice,the which when fhe refufed, with force they drew her to the altar. Then fhe beha- 
ving her felfe after her.valiant courage; falling nota jot from her former mind, {tood bolt 
upright,fhouldred the altar,kicked and ftamped it with her feet,turned it upfide downe,and 
overthrew the altar,the fire,the fagot,the {acrifice and all downe to the ground. Whereup- 
onthe Indge much like a furious beaft, boyling with choler & fierie heate of toming wrath, 
gave out charge,that fhe fhould have more ftripes laid on her fides,then any other aforetime, 
and could have found in his heart for very madnefle, to teare her flefh in’ peeces with his 
teeth. Before this raging tyrant could have his fill,he commanded that this woman together 
with the other (the which the called her fifter) fhould be throwne into the Bathing tire, fo 
that their fieth might broyle,and their bones burne to afhes.Of the which we have to under- 
ftand,that the firt was of Gaza.the fecond of C2farea.by name Falentina,and well knowne 
of many. The martyrdome which immediatly after the holy and thrice happy Pavéus {uffe- 
red,I am not able for the worthineffe thereof fulficiently to declare, At the felfe fame mo- 
ment,together with the women,and with the one and the fame {entence,he being condem- 
ned to die,requefted of the executioner (when his head was now going to the blocke, and 


ready to be chopt ut that he would grant him alitle {pace to remember himfelfe,: the 
which being obtained, firft of all witha cleareand audible voice, he prayeth unto God, that 
his felow Gentiles the Chriftians might te reconciled unto his favour: he humbly requefteth 
that peace anditiberty might be re(tored unto them : then for the Jewes he prayeth,that they 
might have grace to turne wholy unto God by the meanes of Chrift : afterwaras going on 
ftillin his prayer,herequired the fame for the Samaritans : to be {hort,he craved that all na- 
tions wallowing in error and ignorance,{o blinded that they could not feethe glorious Goz 
{pel of the Son of God,might at length be gathered together into one fold,and embrace true 
Religion and godlinefle. Neither did he forget (by contemning or depriv ing them ot his 
prayer) the filly multitude which was round about him. Laft ofall (O the wonderfull and 
unfpeakable mildneffe and patience of the Martyr) he prayed ynto Almighty God, for the 

Judge which conde:med him to death, for the Emperors alfo,and for the executioner which 
was ready to {trike ofFhis head,(in the hearing of him.and all fuchas were prefent)that this 
their hainous offence might not be laid to their charge. With thefe and the like petitions,be- 
ing innocent, not deferving death at all, he moved all that were about him to fob and figh, 
and to fhed bitter and falt teares: he for all that, preparing himfelfe to die, laying moft wil- 
lingly his head on the blocke, and his bare necke to the fharpe edge of the gliftering {word, 
was martyred the 25. day of the moneth Pazemus, to wit,the 8. of the Calends of Aagu/f. 
And fuch were the happy ends of thefe blefled Martyrs:

The punifoment of an hundred and thirty confeffors. The martyrdome of Antonius ; 
Zebinas,Germanus,and Ennathas.a woman, The ftrange miracle reproving 
the bardn: {fe of mans heart. 


Ot long after there were 13.0.valiant champions out of the country of Egypt,prote- 
fting their faith in Chrift and Religion Godwards, which at the commande went of 
Maximinus faffered in Egypt it {elte the like torments of eyes & legs, with the other 

mentioned a little before,of the which number fome were condemned to the mine pits and 

quarries within P a/e/tina,the reft to the mettals in Cilicia. ‘Wherefore together with thefe 
hainous and horrible trecheries practifedagaintt the noble and renowned Martyrs of Chritt; 
the great heate of perfecution was aflwaged,and the flame thereof(as it feemed unto us) by 
reafon of their holy and facred bloud, was quenched,.and now pardon, and freedome, and 
liberty was granted unto the confeffors of Thebass, who were opprefled with drudgery 
in the digging of the mettals growing in that region : and we poore filly Chriftians, went 
about to recreate our felves in this calme feafon of quiet peace:but he(as the divel OP 
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whofe hand it lay toperfecute us, I wot not how, neither by what motion, Was againe 
throughly and wonderfully incenfed againft the Chriftians. Therfore upon a fodaine the let- 
ters of Maximinus were fent to raife perfecution againft us, into all and every of the Pro- 
vinces, Whereupon the Preiidents and the grand captaine of the Emperors whole holt, gave 
out commandement,by writs,by epiftles,arid publike decrees unto the wardens throughout 
every city,unto the governors and rulers of garrifons,unto auditors, and recorders, that the 
Emperors edict with all {peed might take effect:and charged moreover ,that with all celer1- 
ty they fhould repaire and build againe the Idoll groves, and temples of divels, lately gone 
toruine:and alfo they fhould bring to pafle,that men and women,their houfholds and fami- 
lies their fons and their fervants, together with the tender {ucklings, hanging at their mo- 
thers breafts,fhould facrifice,and in very deed taft of the facrifices themfelves: that the vidu- 
als bought and fold in the market, the meate inthe fhambles, fhould be defiled and {tained 
with thefe impure oblations: and that there fhould be porters afligned for the bathes,to fee 
that fuch as purged their filth,and bained themfelves within, fhould afterwards without pol- 
lute themfelves with thofe deteftable and curfed facrifices, Thefe things being come to this 
paffc,and the Chriftians being (as itis moft like) altogether difmayed at thefe fad and for- 
row full plunges wherewith they Were held:andthe Gevtiles. and E thnicks themfelves com. 
plained of the intolerable, abfurd, and tootbo fhamefulla dealing (for they were cloyed 
with too much cruelty and tyranny) and this lamentable feafon hanging every where over 
our heads:the divine power of our Lord and Saviour againe gave unto thefe his champions, 
fuch valiant courage of mind, and infpired themas it were from above, that (+ eing neither 
compelled,nor forced to yeeld an account of their faith) they fhould voluntarily offer them=. 
felves, fet at nought, tread downe, and ftampe under foot, all the terrors and threats which 
the enemy could devife, Three therefore of the faithfull Chriftians linked together in one 
mind, leapt unto the Prefident as he facrificed, and with a loud voice exhorted him to re. 
forme himfelfe, to revoke his error, and to leave his folly, affirming there was none other 
God but he, who was the author and finither of all things ;’ and being demanded who and 
what they were, boldly made an{wer,that they were Chriftians. Whereat Firmilianws be- 
ipg vehemently moved, without any more adoe or farther punifhment, commanded forthe 
with they fhould be beheaded, Of the which the firft was a Minifter by name Axton, the 
fecond Zebinas,of E leutheropolis the thitd Germsanus. Thefe circumfances which concerned 
them were done the 1 3.day of the moneth Dius.to wit,in the Ides of November. The felfe 
fame day a certaine woman called Ennathas of Scyshopolis, bedecked with the gliftering 
flower of glorious virginity, came thither together with thefe Martyrs, fhe offered not her 
felfe voluntarily as they did,but was by force drawne and brought before the Iudge, Wher= 
upon after (tripes, after grievous and reprochfuil torments, which the I udge enjoyned her 
to endure, a certaine Tribune by name A4axis, whofe office and charge was at hand, aman 
as inappellation,{o in condition very wicked : and as otherwife he was impionfly and per- 
nitionly given,fo was he in body big fet and wonderfull ftrong,in behaviour beaftly and too 
too crvell,and among all fuchas knew him,noted for an infamous perfon : this wicked Tri- 
bune without the authority of the higher power,tooke in hand this blefled virgin, put offal] 
her apparell,fo thar her whole body (faving from girdle downewards), was feene all bare : 
this maid he led throughout all the city of Cefarea, and with great pleafure lathed her with 
whips, (he was delighted with the found of the lath) throughout all the market place and 
the open ftreets, Who ftanding at the bar.(after all thofe infinite torments) where the Prefi- 
dent ufed to pronounce fentence, fhewing forth the great conftancy of her mind in the de- 
fence of her faith,the Tudge commanded fhe fhould be burned quicke, But he proceding in 
cruelty, and daily increafing his favage woodneffe againft the Saints of God, pafled the 
bounds of nature,thamefully forbidding the fenfelefle carkafles of the holy Saints to enjoy 
folemne buriall, and thereforehe commanded that the dead coarfes fhould be kept day and 
night above ground,to the end wild beafts might rent them in peeces, So that ye might fee, 
for the fpace.of many daies, no finall number of men, obeying this.crnell and unnaturall 
com mandement.And moreover,fome watched diligently ,kenning from towerts,cafements, 
anahigh places. (as if hereby they had done unto God good fervice) left the dead carkafles 
way. Wherefore the brutith beafts, the ravenous dogsy 
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brufed bores of the bleffed Martyrs,fottat they which aforetime were eagerly bent again{t 
us, now confefled plainely, that they never {aw a more cruell act, or a more horrible fight 
then this was,and bewailed not onely the mifery and lamentable ftate of fuch as were thus 
afflicted, but alfo their owne cafe, and the ignominy redounding thereby unto nature, the 
comimon parent of all. This {pectacle of mans fleth, not in one place devoured,but piteoufly 
{cattered every where, was fubject to every mans eye, round abont the wals of the towne, 
and exceeded all that thereof may be {poken,and every lamentable and tragicall fhew.Some 
reported they {aw quarters, whole carkafles, and pecces of bowels within the wals of the 
city. While this continued the {pace of many daies, fuch a miracle was feene as followeth, 
‘When the weather was calme,and the ayre cleare,and the clouds under heaveni( which com- 
paffe all) banifhed away, the pillars of the city upon a fudden, which held up the great and 
common porches, {wet or tather powred out:many drops of water much like unto teares : 
the market place alfo and the ftreets( when as there fell not a drop of raine) 1 wot not how 
neither whence,foked with moifture and fprinkled drops of water : fo that immediatly the 
rumor was bruted abroad in every mans mouth; that the earth being not able to away with 
the hainous and horrible offences of thofe daies, powred ont infinite teares after a wonder- 
fall fort: and that the {tones and fenflefle creatures bewailed thofe deteftable mifchiefes,re- 
proving man moft juftly,for his {tony heart,his cruell mind void of all pity and compaffion, 
But peradventure this Story will feeme fabulous and ridiculous unto the pofterity, yet not 
unto fuchas then were prefent,and were fully perf{waded with the truth thereof. 


Cuarp. XXVIII. ; 
The martyrdome of Arcs,Promus,Elias,Petrus, Apfelamus, and A{clepius a Bi/hop 
of the epinson of Niarcion. 


“tHe 14.day of the moneth Appelens which next enfiied,that is about the 19.0f the Kae 
x lends of Janvary,certaine godly men, travellers outiofi Egypt, (their-journey was into 
Cilicia,minding to find {ome reliefe at ( ¢/area for the'confeflors which there abode) 
were taken of the watch which fate at the gates of the citys and fearched incommers, OF 
which men, fome received the felfe fame fentence as they had before, whom they went a- 
bout to relieve,to wit,the pulling out of theireyes;the maiming of their limbs and left legs, 
Three of them yeelding forth a marvellous conftancy.at the'confeflion of their faith, ended 
their lives with divers kinds of torments at 4/ea/on where they wereapprehended.One of 
them whofe name was Aves; was throwne into a great flaming fire and burned to afhes: the 
other two, whofe names were Promus and Elias, had their heads (trucken off from their 
fhoulders, The 1 1.day ofthe moneth Amdizans.that is about the third [es ct Iansary, Petrus 
called alfo Ap/elamus,a wor fhipper or religious man, borne in the village Avea which borde- 
red upon Eleutheropolis,being very often intreated by the Judge and his affiftants,to remem- 
ber himfelfe,to pity his cafe,and to tender his youthfull yeares and flourifhing age:contem- 
ned their per{wafions,and caft his whole care upon Almighty God, preferring that before 
all other things,yea and before his proper lifezand at Ce/ares tried by fire his faith in Chrift 
Tefu with a noble and valiant courage, much like unto moft pure gold, Together w ith him 
one A/clepivs a Bifhop (as men faid) of the herefie of AZarcion, with godly zeale (as he 
thought )but not that which is according unto knowledge,departed this life in the felfe fame 
burning fire, And thus much of them. 


Cuap, XXIX. 
Of 12, Martyrs that fuffered together in one day with Pamphilus, and of the 
martyrdome of Adrianus and Enbulus. 


Ime now draweth me away to paint forth to the pofterity that noble and glorious 
aA theater of Martyrs which fuffered together with Pawsphilws, whofe name ] doe al- 
waies honour and reverence. They were twelve in number, and thought worthy not 
only of the propheticall,or ratker the Apoftolike gift, but alfo the number of the A poftles of 
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whom P amphilus M inifter of the Church of Ce/area was principall;a man very famous,for Parnphitus, 


fundry his vertues throughout the whole race of his life: fingular, in defpifing and contem~ 
ning this prefent world : bountiful for liberality beftowed upon the poore: wonderfull, in 
neglecting the care of ‘tranfitory things: excelling in behaviour and Philofophicall trade of 
living ; moreover, pafling all the men of our age, for fervent zeale and earnelt atc holy 
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Scripture : marvellous conftant in all his doings and ee as EB os te 
dhelpe fuch as were of his kin and familiar acquaintance, Other his vertues and v, lo- 
ak ea ired a longer Treatife,we have lately and largely publifhed in a peculiar 
eee il ~dochis life aid divided into three bookes. Therefore fuchas are defirous 
Meret Sates : te ne his vertuous life, wee referre thither, and prefently wee mind 
only to STEMS {uch things as concerne the Martyrs which fuffered Spee tian? eee 
with him, The fecond after Pamphilus that came forth to wraftle was the reverend hoare- 
headed Valens, Deacon of the city of «£/ia, a grave Father in every mans eye, and greatly 
skilled in holy Scripture, if then there was any fuch in the world, he was fo expert therein, 
that if he heard any parcell thereof by any man alledged, forthwith was he rae ) Tote to 
repeate it,as if he had read it out ofa book, The third was Pawlus, a man wonderfull zealous 
and fervent in the fpirit,borne in the city Jamnia where he grew to great fame,before mar- 
tyrdome he endured the {corching & fearing of his flefh with hot irons, ard paffed through 
a worthy combat at the confeflion of his faith the martyrdome of thefe was deferred by 
reafon of their continuance in prifon two whole daies. Inthe meane while came the bre- 
thren of E¢ype which fuftered martyrdome together with them. Thefe E gyptians when they 
had accompanied the confeffors of (:/icia unto the place appointed for the digging of met- 
tals returned home againe, In their returne they were taken of the watch which kept the 
gates of (¢/area( which were barbarous and rude groomes)and examined who they Were, 
and whence they came, When they could not conceale the truth they were:laid in hold,as if 
they had been hainous trefpaflers,and had committed fome horrible crime, In number they 
were five, which were brought before the tyrant, and after examination,clapt in prifon, The 
third day being the fixteenth of the moneth Peritius after the Romanes, about the fours 
teenth ofthe Calends of AZarch, thefe together with Pampbhilus and the reft of his compani- 
ons( mentioned a litle before by commandemét were brought before the Tudge. This Indge 
firft of all trieth with fundry and manifold torments, with new and ftrange devices, the in- 
vincible conftancy,and valiant mind-of the Egyptians:and withall he demanded of the chiefe 
and principal in this combat;what his name was then, when as in ftead of his proper name, 
he had named himfelfe unto him, after fome Prophet or other (for this was their manner, in 
ftead of the idolatrous names-which their parents had given them, to: chufe themnew 
names, they called themfelves after the name of Elias, Teremias, Efay, Samuel, and Daniel, 
and exprefled not onely in word,but in works themfelves, the very true God of I/rael, hid 
from the lewes according untothe proper etymology of their names. ) Firmilianus hearing 
fuch an appellation of the Martyr,weighed not at all the ferice and fignification of the word, 
but fecondarily asketh of him what countrieman he was, He fatis fying the interrogatory, 
giveth a fit name unto the former anfwer,that his countrey'was Jeru/alem’, meaning in very 
deed the felfe fame whereof Paul {pake: That Terufalem which ts above ts free, which xs the 
mother of ws all, Againe,in another place: Yearecome unto the mount Sion, andto the city 0 
the living God, the celeftiall Lerufalem : for it was this that the Martyr under{tood, Firyilia-. 
wus being earthly minded, enquireth earneftly and curioufly where this city was, ii-whae 
country it lay,and withall tormented him grievoufly,to the end he fhould confefle the truth. 
This Martyr having his hands wrefted, and tyed behind him, his feet withcertaine new and 
ftrange kinde of engines ftretched afiinder, avouched conftantly that he told him the truth, 
Afterwards when the Iudge demanded of him againe, what he was, and where that city 
was fituated,made anfwer : that it was a countrey which only belonged to the godly : that 
none other fhould be partaker thereof fave the godly alone:and that ir was fituate.ealtward, 
where the Sun in the morning {preadeth abroad the bright beames of his light. In uttering 
thefe words he entred into fo divinea cogitation within himfelfe, that he forgot the tor- 
mentors which laid himon on every fide,and feemed to perceive no fenfe or feeling of the 
paine and punifhment,as ifhe had beenea ghoft without fieth,blood,or bone. The Inudge ca- 
{ting doubts with himfelfe,’ and greatly difquieted in mind, thought the Chriftians would 
bring to pafle,that the city mentioned by the Martyr,fhould rebell and become enemy unto 
the Remanes:he beganto fearchand diligently to enquire,where the region (by report Eaft- 
ward \{hould be, Laft of all, when he faw this young man after bitter & grievous torments, 
with immutable conltancy to perfevere tedfaitly in his former faying: he gave fentence 
that his head fhould be ftricken off from his fhoulders, Such was the mortall race of this mife- 
rable lite, which this blefled Martyr didrun, The reft of his companions, after the like tor- 
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ments, ended their lives with laying their heads on the blocke, In the end Fsrmilianus 
though in manner wearied, and frultrated of his purpofe, yetnot fatisfied to the full with 
thefe infinite torments,and their terrible execution, turned himfelfe unto P amphilus and his 
companions. And though he had experience fufhicient heretofore of their invincible conftan- 
cy in defence of their faith, yet againe he demandeth whether atlength they would obey 
and yeelduntohim. W hen he was refolved of their laft anfwer, which tended to martyr- 
dome,he gave fentence they fhould be tormented and punifhed alike withthe former mar- 
tyrs. Which being done, a young man,one of the fervants of P amphilus, fo well brought up 
and inftructed, that he might very well feeme worthy the difcipline and education of fo 
worthy a man,as foone as he perceived that fentence was paft upon his mafter,cricth out in 


the midft of the throng and requefteth that his mafters carkafle together with his compani-_ w: 
ons, after the breath was departed their body, might quietly be buried in their graves, The « 


Iudge being affected not like unto a man, but to a moft favage beaft, tendered not at all the 
young mans youthly yeares, but forthwith demanded of him whether be were a Chrilttan, 
who when he athrmed plainely that he was, boiled with anger, asf his heart ‘had beene 
ftickt with a knife and charged the tormentors they fhould lay on him the weight of their 
hands,and the might of their (trength. After that he was enjoyned to facrifice,and-had refu- 
{ed,the Iudge commanded that without all compaffion he fhould be fcourged unto.the bare 
bone,unto the inner and fecret bowels,not as ifhe were a man covered withfiefh and com- 
paffed ina skin, but a picture made of {tone or wood, or fome fenflefle metall.In which kind 
of torment, continued along time, when the Iudge perceived that he uttered no language, 
neither gave forth to underftand that he felt any paine,and {aw that(his body being in man- 
ner fenfiefle, {pent with lafhes and confumed away) he tormented him in vaine,he continu- 
ed (till hard hearted and void ofall humanity, and decreed forthwith that his body fhould 
be burned by alitle and a litle with a flow and flacke fire. This young man being the laft 
of them whichafore the martyrdome of Pumphilus “(who was his bodily mafter) entred 
into this dangerous skirmifh, departed this life before him, becaufe the tormentors which 
executed the reft feemed to bee very flow?’ Then might aman have feene Porphyrins. (for 
that was the young mans name) after triall in every kind of exercife, earnettly and wholy 
bent witha wonderfull defire, asthe manneris of men, to obtaine the valiant and facred 
victory : his body all powdred with duit; yet gracious in faith and countenance, haftening 
to the place of execution for all his affections with upright and noble courage, replenifhed 
no doubt with the {pirit of God ¢ attired in the philofophicall habit,after his wonted guife, 
to Wit, wearing a garment after the manner’ ofa cloake which covered onely his fhoul- 
ders, telling his mind to his farniliars by fienes with amodeft and mild {ptrir, continuing 
ftill, yea when he was bound to the (take, his glorious and eladfome countenance:and more- 
over when the fire flafhed about with great diftance, and waxed extreme hot rotind about 
hin, ye might have feene him with his breath on either fide drawing the fame unto him : 
and after thefe words when as the flame firft of all touched his body, which with loud voice 
he founded out (Je/us thow Son of God (uecour and helpe me )to have fuffered conftantly with- 
out any murmuring at all,all thofe marvellous and extreme torments,even to the lalt gafpe. 
Such was the affiiction of Porphyriws, whofe end Seleuchus aconfeffor and a fouldier 
fignified unto Pamsphilus, who as the author of fach a meflage deferved, was without 
delay thought worthy to take’ the fame chance together with thofe Martyrs. For as foane 
ashe had certified him of Perphyrius death, and taken his leave and farewell of one of the 
Martyrs, certaine fouldiers lay hands uponhim, and bring him before the Prefident, He 
as ifhe went about to haften his journey, and to joyne him a wayfaring companion with 
Porphyrizs unto the celeftiall Paradife, commandeth forthwith that he fhould be beheaded. 
This Seleachus was borne in (ppadocia, and preferred to this great honor before all the 
youth of the Romane band, and before them which were of great crédit and e(timation a- 
mong the Romaxes, he excelled all the reft of the fouldiers in youthly favour, in ftrength,and 
goodly ftature of bodyshis countenance was gracious,his {peech amiable,he paffed for come-= 
ly making, for big fetting,for faire liking & fit proportion of the whole body:he was famous 
at the beginning of the perfecution for his patient fuffering of ftripes in the defence of the 
faith, and being deprived of the warlike dignity which he enjoyed,became a zealous follow- 
er of the worfhippers or religious men,he fuccoured & provided with fatherly care and over- 
fight for the fatherleffe,the fuccorlefle,the widowes, & fuch menas were vifited with great 
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mifery and affi@ion, Wherefore God being rather delighted with fuch like faerie of 
mercy,and workes of charity,then with {mokie incenfe and bloudy oblations, called him of 
his goodnefle, unto this glorious and renowned garland of martyrdome. This was the tenth 
champion of the number mentioned before, which fuffcred death in one and the delfe fame 
day, whereby (as it appeareth) the great and beautifull gate of the kingdome of heaven bes 
ing fet wide open by the meanes of Pamphilus his martyrdome, mace an cafie paflage both 
unto him and the other his cumpanions, tothe attaining of perfect pleafure in the celeftiall 
Theodulus U- yaradife.Theodalus alfoa grave anda zealous father,one of Firmilianus the Prefidents fami=- 
citied, ly, and in greater credit with bimthen all the reft of his houfhold.partly for his hore head 
and great ycares (for he was a great grandfather) and partly for the fingular good will and 
affection borne alwaies towards him, treading the fame fleps Selenchws had done before 
him,and committing the like crime with him,ts brought before his matter Firmilanus-the 
Prefident to pleade for himfelfe ; who being incenfed with greater rage towards him then 
the reftof the Martyrs, delivered him inthe end to be crucified, which kind of martyrs 
dome after the example of our Saviour he {nffered moft willingly. Yet becaufe there wan- 
gulioags bur. ted one which might fupply the twelith roome among the M artyrs tehearfed before, Julia» 
Soy aus came forth, Who comming from farre, abd as yet not entred into'the wraftling place,as 
fooneas hee had heard by the way ashe came of their death andhappy ends, forthwithhe 
conveyed him {traight unto the noble fpeGacle and theater of Martyrs, andas foone as he 
faw with his eyes the blefled bodies of the Saints lying all along upon the ground, he wag 
tickled with inward joy, he embraced them feverally, and faluted them after the beft mans 
ner: which when he had done, the catchpoles and executioners apprehended him.and pre- 
fented him before Firmivianus, who after he had-executed fich things as were correfpone 
dent unto his cruell nature, commanded he fhould be laid upon a flowand flacke fire, and {6 
burned to death, Judianus triumphed and leapt for joy, and with aloud voice gave great 
thankes unto God, who vouchfafed him worthy.fo great a glory and reward, and inthe énd 
he was crowned with martyrdome. He was by birth of Cappadocia,in life and converfation 
holy, faithfulland very religious,and befides his fame in other things,he was abundantly ine 
{pired with the {pirit of God, Such was the .traine of them which were tormented, andh 
the goodneffe of God crowned Martyrs inthe company of Pamphilus. Their holy and happy 
carkafles were kept above ground by the decree of the wicked Prefident, foure daies and 
toure nights to be devoured of the beafts of the field, and of the foules of the aire. But when 
as miraculoufly neither.beatt, neither bird, neither dog drue nigh unto them, againe by the 
grace and goodneffe of Almighty God,they were carried away fafe and found, and commits 
ted totheir graves with folemne buriall after the Chri(tian mann er. Furthermore when the 
Adyianus be- cruelty practifed again(t us was bruted abroad and rife in every mans mouth, Adrianus and 
ing Exbalw of the country Afanganaa,taking their j ourney towards Ca/area.to vifit the reft of 
stad ° the confeflors, were taken at the gates of the City, and examined concerning the caufe of 
their voyage into that country. Afterwards freely confefling the truth, they were brought 
before Firmilianss,who without any more ado or farther deliberation,after many torments 
and infinite {tripes,gave fentence that they fhould be tornein peeces of wild beats, Within 
twodatesafter, being the fifthday of the moneth D yfiras about the third Noses of Afareh, 
when the citizens of Cz/area celebrated their wa kes, upon the day of revels Adrianus was 
tbrowne at the feet of a fierce Lyon, afterwards (laine withthe edge of the {word, andfo 
died. Exvbulus the third day after,abont noone, in the felfe fame-Nones of March, being the 
feventh day of the tnoneth Dyffres, when the Iudge intreated him earnefily to facrifice unto 
the Idols,whereby he might enjoy their freedome according unto law and order, he prefers 
reda glorious death for godlinefle fake, before this fraile and tranfitory life: after he was 
torne and mangled of wild beatts,he was flaine (as his fellowes before him’) with thé edge 
of the {word,and being the laft,he fealed with his bloud all the happy confliéts of the bleffed 
Martyrs of Ce/area, But it thall feeme worthy the noting, if at length we remember after 
cries raogngees Wi ects ake od on hole wicked ag 
the wicked ty- gelionfl § ty yrants themtelves,. For Firmilianus who frowardly and contu. 
7 Mehoully raged againtt the Martyrs of Chrift,{affering extreame punifh ment together with 
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Cuap, XXX, 
The pastors of the C burches for their negligence in executing of their office, were punifbed from 
above.The martyrdome of Peleus, Nilus, Patermythius, The panshment ef Silvanus 
and Yohn.The beheading of nine and thirty Martyrs in ene day. 


Churches,and after what fort the juft judgement of God revenger of fin(in ftead 
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V ( y Hatin the meane time was feeneto fall out againtt the Prefidents and paftors of 


of fhepheards over fheep,&the reafonable fiock of Chritt the which they fhould 
have wifely & advifedly governed) made them not only keepers of Camels, a kind of beatt 
void of reafon,by nature crooked and ill fhapen :but alfo the Emperors horfekeepers,& this 
he did for'a punifhment due to their deferts: moreover what contumelics, what reproches, 
what diverfity of torments they fuffered of the Emperors Prefidents & Magillrates at fun- 


dry times for the holy ornaments and treafure of the Church,what pride and ambition raig~,, 


ned in many of them,how rafhly and unlaw fully they hancled divers of the brethren: what 
{chifines were raifed among the confeffors themfelves, what mifchiefe certaine feditious 
perfons of late ftirred up againft the members of the Church which were remnants;whilelt 
that daily with might ana maine(as commonly we fay) they indevoured to excogitate new 
devices one after another: how that unmercifully they deftroyed and brought all to nought 
with the lamentab'e eftate of bitter perfecution,and to be fhort,heaped mifchiefe upon mif> 
chiefesall thefe atorefaid I mind to pafle over with filence,fuppofing it not to be our part(as 
[have faid inthe beginning of this book) either to rehearle or record thein,.in as much as I 
am wholy bent & carefully minacd to ov erflip &conceale the memorial of them. Yet if there 
be any laudable things, any thing that may {eeme to fet forth the. W ord of God,any worthy 
act,or famous doings flourithing ia the Cl 
to difcourie of thefe,to write the{e, often to inculcate thefe in the patient cares of faithfull 
Chriftians,and to fhut up this boox with the noble acts of the renowned Martyrs,and with 
the peace which afterwards appeared and fhined unto us fromabove. When the feventh 
yeare of the perfecution raifed againft us was now.almoft at an end, and our affaires began 
by alitleand as it were by ftealth, to grow unto fome quiet fate,eafe and fecurity,and now 
leaned unto the eight yeare,in which no {mall multitude of confeffors aflembled themfelves 
together atthe mine pits in Palestina, who freely occupied themfelves in the rites and ce- 
remonies of Chriftian Religion, fo that they transformed their houfes into Churches: the 
Prefident of the Province being acruelland a wicked man (as his mifchicvous practifes a- 
gain{t the Martyrs of Chrift do prove him for no other) made-a voiage thither in all the 
haft,and hearing of their doings, their trade of life and converfation,mace the Emperour by 
his letters privie thereunto, painting forth in the fame, fuch things as he thought would dif- 
grace,difcredit and defame the good name of thofe bleffed confeffors. Whereupon the ma- 
fter of the mine pits & metals came thither, and by vertue of the Emp idement, 
(ho at Cypres, 
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"feparateth the multitude of confeflors, {o that thenceforth fome fhould con 
{ome other at Lidanws, and others alfo in other places of Paleftina, and cammanded 
that all. fhould be weatied and vexed with fundry toiles and labour. Afterwards he picked 
out foure of the chiefe of them, and fent them unto the fndge, ofthe which two of them 
were called Peleus and Nilws,Bifhops of e£gypt, the third was a Minilter, the fourth an- 
nexed unto thefe was Patermythius, arman wonderfully beloved for his fingular zeale t 
wards all menon Gods behalfe. All which the Iudge requelted to renounce Chrift and his 
Religion, who when they obeyed not,and feeing him/fclt fruftrated of his purpofe,gave fen- 
tence that they fhould be tied toa ftakeand burned to afhes. Other fome againe of the con- 
feffar's being not fit for that labour & fervice;by reafon either oftheir heavie-old age, or un- 
profitable members,or other infirmities of the body, were releafed and charged to dwellina 
{overall & folitary place.Of which number Silvanus Bifhop of Gaz was the chiefe, who 
lively expreffed unto all the world,a godly thew of vertue,& anotable patterne of Chrifti= 
anity, This man from the firft day of the perfecution,& in manner unto the laft,during all the 
{pace,was famous for the fundry and manifold conflicts he fuffered aftet infinite exaiminati- 
ons,and referved uato that very moment, to the end he being the laft, might feale up with 
his bloud all the conflicts of the Martyrs (laine in Paleftina, There were releafed, and par- 
takers with him of the fame affi@ion, many e£gyptians, one was Lohn : who alfo in 
fame and renowne excelled all the men of our times. who.although he was blind before, 
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ret the tormentors were fo cruel, fo fierce, and. fo rigorous, that for his great conftancy in 
profefling thename of Chrift,they maimed his left leg witha burning faw(as the other cons 
feffors were ufed before and feared the apple of the eye bereaved already of fight, with an 
hot {calding iron, Letno man marvell at all at his good converfation and godly life though 
he were blind, becaufe his manners deferved not fuch admiration as his gift of memor ‘ 
where he bad printed whole books of holy Scripture;not in tables made of {tone(as the ho. 
ly Apoftle faith neither in the hides of beafts,parchment or paper, which moth corrupteth 
and the time weareth away, but inthe flefhly tables of the heart, that is, in the prudent me- 
mory and fincere underftanding of the mind: fo that when it feemed good unto him,he was 
able out of the clofet of his mind,as it were out of a certaine treafury of good learning,to al- 
ledge and repeat the Law and the Prephets fometimes the Hiftories,at other times the &van- 
geliftsand works of the Apoftles, I confefie truly that when 1 firft faw the man ftand in the 
ntidft of the congregation and affembly, and heard him recite certaine places of holy Scrip. 
tlire, I’ wondred at him. For as long as I heard his voice found in mine eares,fo long thoaghe 
4s the manner is at folemne meetings that one read out ofa booke:but w hen I came nea- 
rer unto him,arid {aw the truth as it was, all others ftanding about him with whole,open and 
fottnd eyes,and him ufing none other but only the eyeand fight of the tnind,and in.very deed 
uttering many things muchlike unto a Pro phet,' and excellirig in many things many of them 
which énjoyed their fenfes found and perfect, I could not chufe but magnifie God therefore, 


,and marvell greatly thereat. Me thought J faw lively tokens and evident arguments, that he 


was a man indeed not'after the outward appearance, or flefhly eye of man, but according 
unto the inner fenfe and fecret underftanding ofthe mind, the which expreffled in this man, 
though his body were maimed and out of fafhion,,greater power of his inward gifts, God 
himfelfe reaching unto thefe men (mentioned before,and continuing in feverall places,exe- 
cuting their wonted trade of life in prayer and fafting, with the reft of their godly exercifes) 
the right hand of his mercy and fuccour, granted them through martyrdome to attaine unto 
an happy and bleffed end. But the divell, enemy and {worne adverfary of mankind, could no - 
longer away with them, for that they were armed and fenced againft him with pat con- 
unually powredunto God,but went about (as he imagined) to vexe them, and to cnt theny 
off from the face of the earth, For God had granted him that might and power, that neither 
he in no wife could be kept back from his wilful] malice and wickedneffe:neither thefe men 
for their manifold and fundry confli€ts fhould be deprived of their reward and glory.Wher- 
fore by the decree of the molt wicked Emperor ALaximines there were in one day nine and 
thirty martyrs beheaded, Thefe were the martyrdomes fpiffered in Paleffina during the 
whole terme of eight yeares,and fuch was the perfecution raifed againft us, which firft began 
with the ruine and overthrow of the Churches, and increafed daily more and more by rea. 
fon the Emperors at fundry times renewed the fame, whereupon alfo it fell out that there 
were manifold and fundry torments of valiant champions wrattling for the truth in Chrift, 
and an innumerable multitude of martyrs in every province, reaching from Lybsathrough- 
outall «-£eypt,Syria and the Eafterne countries, and every where even unto the confines of 
Llyricum,and the coafts adjoyning to the forefaid countries,as all Italy, Sicilia, France, and 
the Westerne countries,and fuch as reach tinto Spaine, Manritaniaand Affricke: where they 
Were not perfecuted fully two yeares.but quickly through the mercy and goodnefle of God 
obtained peace and tranquillity, becaufe the divine providence of Almighty God, for their 
faith and innocencies fake,pitied their lamentable eftate.For that which from the beginning 
Was not remembred to happen in the Romane Empire,came now in the end to pafle amongft 
us,beyond all hope and expetation, The Empire was divided into two parts becaufe of the 
perfecution raifed againft us. And though in fome part of the world the brethren enjoyed 
peace, yet in other regions and countries they endured infinite confli@s andtorments, But 
when at length the grace of God fhewed his loving,mercifull and favourable countenance, 
and watchfull care over usgthen I fay, then the governors and Magiftrates,even they which 
aforetime raifed perfecution again{t us, remembred themfelves fomewhat better, altered 
their mind,and fung a recantation, quenching the fiery flame of perfecution flafhing among: 
us,with more circumfpet decrees and milder conftitutions inthe Chriftians behalfe. Now 
ictus record unto the pofterity the recantation of Maximinus the tyrant. 
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Crap, I. 
Though Maximinus went wot ferioufly about to fuccear the Chriftians and to mitigate the perfe- 
cution,yet it profited, and Sabinus pablifbed abroad bes letters in the behalfe of the 
Chriftians, fo that peace was reftored, 


@ @ His recantation being fet forth by the commandement ofthe Emperors, was 
v4 publifhed every where throughout A/a and all the provinces thereof, which 
being fo done, A4aximinus the Ealterne tyrant, molt impious of all, and chiefe 
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heey the written edict, commanded his Lieutenants by word,of mouth, that they 
fhould ceafe the warres againft the Chriftians, And becanfe he durft no other way contra- 
di& the higher power,he began to imagine how to conceale the decree already proclaimed, 
and to provide left it were made manifeft unto the countries of his dominion,and by this ad~ 
vice commanded his inferior magiltrates by word and not by writing, that henceforth they 
fhould perfecute us no more, But they certified one another of this cammandement by let- 
ters,and Sabinus who then among them was in higheft dignity, certified by epiltle written 
in the Latine tongue,the feverall Prefidents throughout the provinces, of the Emperors de- 
cree,by tranflation thus: The majefty of our Lords and moft noble Emperors hath decreed now a 
good while ago with great care and devotion,to induce the minds of all mortall men unto the holy 
and right trade of living, to the endthefe alfa which have ahenated themfelves from the Romane 
manner,fhouldexhibit ane worfhip unte the immortal gods: bat the frubbornnelfe of fome,ce thesr 
moft ob/tinate mind fo farrefifted,thatithey could not be withdrawne from their purpofe byany jut 
reafon,nor terrified with any torment that was laid upon them, Forafmuch therefore ast fetoue 
by this necanes that many put themfelvesin great peril,the majefty of our Lieges and moft pxiffant 
Emperors,after their nable piety (judging it a thing far from thew moft noble purpofe, for {uch a 
eaufe to caft men inte fo great danger ) gave me in charge,that with diligence I fhould write nnto 
your wifedome: That if any of the Christians be found to ufe the religion of bis own fect, you nei 
ther grieve nor moleft him at all,neither thinkany man for this canfe worthy of punifnment wher 
as it appeareth in fo long a tract of time, they can by no meanes be induced to furceafe from [isch a 
pertinacie, Your induftry hath therfore to write to the Lieutenants, Captaines and Conjtables of 
every city and village, that they paffe not the bounds of this Edstl, to prefume any thing contrary 
to the fame. The Prefidents throughout the provinces,having received thefe letters, thinking 
this to be the true meaning of the Emperor inthefe letters contained,declare forthwith by 
their epiftles the Emperors decree unto the Lieutenants,Captaines,and fuch as governed the 
country people.Neither were they fatisfied with fending of letters only,but rather by doing 
the deed it {elfe to bring about the Emperors will, brought forth and fet at liberty, fuch as 
they held captives in prifon for the confeffion of Chriftian Religion,yea releafing them alfo 
which for punifhments fake were committed to the mine pits, and digging! of mettals, for 
they being deceived thought this would pleafe the Emperour. Thefe things being thus 
brought to pafle,immediatly after the fim-beames of peace fhined brightly,as if it had been 
after adark or mifty night. Then might a man have feene throughout every city,congregau~ 
ons gathered together,often Synods & their wonted meeting celebrated. At thefe things the 
incredulous heathen were much difmayed, and wondring at the marvellous (trangenes of fo 
great achange, cried out, that the God of the Chriftians was the great and onely true God. 
Some of our men which faithfully & manfally endured the combat of perfecution; enjoyed 
againe their liberty among all men : but other fome weake in faith, of abject mindsin the 
ftorme of perfecution sgrecdily haftened unto their falve,and fought of fachas were tong . 
P 3 found; 
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found,the right hand of falvation,and defired the Lord tobe merciful unto them, Againe the 
noble champions of godlines being fet at liberty from the atfli€tion they {uffered in the mine 
pits,returned to their own home,pafling throughout every city with valiant and cheerefull 
courage with unfpeakable j oy,&replenifhed with inexplicable liberty of mind.So that both 
in their voyage and returne the y went on lauding God in fongs & Pfalmes throughout the 
hiohwaies,market places,and frequented aflemblies. There mighteft thou have feene them 
whoa litle before after moft grievous punifhments were fettered and banifhed their native 
{oile,to receive and enjoy their proper honfes, witha cheerfull and merry countenance. in fo 
much that they which afore time cried out again{t us,now re joyced together with us at this 
wonderfull fght,happening beyond all mans expectation.

er-4 He tyrant enemy to all honelty, and chiefe adverfary ofall the godly, whom we faid 
to have bortie rule in the Eafterne parts, not well brooking thefethings, permitted 
-& them not to continue in the fame ftate, no not fixe whole moneths, W herfore he put- 
reth inure every mifchievous praGife to the overthrow of peace ane! tranquillity ; firit by a 
certaine pretence he goeth about to barre us our liberty of meeting in Churchyards,next by - 
{ending certaine malicious mzn, he incited and provoked ‘againft us the citizens of Antioch, 
that ctey fhould beg of him for a great benefit,that he would permit no Chriftian at all to 
dwell within his dominions. This he aflayed to effect by others,the author of all which mif- 
chiefe was Theotcents ,who folicited the caufe,and egged them of Antioch forwards: aman 
he was of authority,an inchanter very fpitefull; and farre from the fignification of his name, 
who then was Lieutenant of that City, é

His Theotcenss therfore when he had vehemently impugned us, and procured every 
: kind of way that the Chriftians fhould diligently be fought out of their dens, and ap- 
prehended:as hainous robbers : and had devifed all meanes to the end we fhould be 
charged and accufed, and had beene the caufe ofdeathto an infinite number : at length he 
erecteth an Idoll of Jupiter,as of the god of ftiendfhip, with certaine inchantments and for- 
ceries,dnd inventeth thereunto impure céremonies, execrable facrifices, and deteftable obla- 
tions,and caufeth report to be made unto the Emperor of the {trange things the Oracle fee- 
med to utter, This Theotecnus alfo being a flatterer (which he faw pleafed the Emperonr) 
raifed a wicked {pirit againft the Chriftians,and faid, God fo commanded, that the Chrifti- 
ans {hould be banifhed out of the City and the liberties thereof, for that they were rebels 
and traitors to the crowne. |

Maximinus againe ras/eth perfecution by his decrees, 


K Hen that Theoreenus firlt of all had done this of his own accord,all the other Mas 
/ giftrates inhabiting the cities of his dominion promulgated the like fentence: and 
when as the Prefidents throughout the provinces faw this pleafed the Emperor, 
they egged the fubjects alfo to do the like ; and the tyrant very prompaly confented by his 
refcriptunto their ordinances, fo that againe the heat of perfecution was blowne againft us, 
and Idoll priefts were ordained by thé decree of A¢aximinns throughout every City and 
village.and moreover high prie(ts which {pecially excelled in policies, and pafied others in 
all things, who alfo were zealous followers of their religion, and beftowed great labour a= 
bout the fervice ofthem whom they worfhipped, Wherefore the Emperours fuperftition 
and idolatricall mind was againe as it were freh incenfed again(t us : andthat I may utter 
the whole in few words, he broughtall his dominion, both M agiftrates and inferiour fub« 
jects,to practife every kind of mifchiefe for his fake again(tus, and to thinke they required 
ae fully,and fhould have great favour as many as defired to obtaine any benefit at his hand, 
if they opprefled us with flaughter,and executed certaine new mifchietes againt us. 
CHAP, 


Lis.9, of Eufebins Pamphilus. 
| CHa?’ V. 
The heathens goe about to defame Christian Religion, fayning blabhemies against the a€}s of 
Chrift and Pilate,and with certaine womens confeffion extorted from them 
by the governours of Damafcus. 


Gaine they forge certaine acts as of Ps/ate and our Saviour, full of blafphemy againgt 
y4s Chrift,the which by confent of the Emperor they fend abroad throughout his domi- 

nions,commanding by their letters, that the fame throughout all places both city and 
country fhould be expounded, & delivered to the youth by Schoolemafters,to be committed 
to memory in {tead of their theames. Thefe things being thus brought to paffe,a certaine ru- 
ler of the hoft,whom the Romazes calla Captaine,drew fromthe market place of Dama/cus 
in Phenicia, certaine infamous women, and brought them by threats of torments to that 
pafle,that after a regifter of record was fhewed,they fhould confefle themfelves fometimes 
to have beene Chriftians, and privie to the wicked and lafcivious acts which the Chriftians 
committed among themfelves at their folemne ‘meeting on the Sundaies ; and what other 
things foever it pleafed him they fhould utter to the flander of our Religion, the which 
words were regiltred,copied, and fent to the Emperor, who alfo commanded the fame to 
be publifhed every where, in every place and city. 

Cuap. VI, 
The confufion of the Captaine of Damafcus : the commendation of certaine Martyrs, 
and the places where they flourifbed, 


Vt this Captaine in a while after procured his own death with his proper hand, & fuf- 
B fered punifhment due for his malicious defert. Then againe banifhment & grievous per- 

fecution was raifed againft the Chriftians,and againe the Pretidents of feverall provin- 
ces began cruelly to ftirre againft us, {0 that divers of them which excelled in the doctrine of 
Chrift efu,bare away the inevitable fentence of death.Of which number were three Chri- 
ftians in Emifa a city of Pheexicia,who of their own accord profefled Chriftianity,and were 
delivered to be devoured of ravening beafts:Among thefe alfo was Si/vanus a Bifhop,farre 
ftriken in yeares, having executed the function of the Ecclefiafticall miniftery the {pace of 
forty yeares full. About that time Petrus who notably governed the Churches of Alexdn- 
dria,excelling all other godly Bifhops for his vertuous life and godly exercife of preaching, 
for noother caufe then you heare,without hope of any reward, firddenly and unadvifedly by 
the commandement of Maximinus was beheaded: and together with him after the fame 
manner, many +<gyptian Bifhops were executed, Againe Lacianusa notable inan, for his 
continency of life, and for his skill inholy Scripture highly commended, beingan Elder of 
the Church of Axtioch, was brought to Nicomedia, in which city the Emperor then abode. 
And after he had exhibited unto the Emperor(enemy to all goodnes) an Aps/ogy indefence 
of the doctrine which he taught,and according to the which he governed, was caft into pri- 
fon,and fhortly after executed. This ALaximinus in fhort {pace exercifed fo great tyranny & 
cruelty towards us,that the latter perfecution feemed farre more grievous then the former, 


Cuar. VII. 
The Ediét of Maximinus agsinft the Chriftians andthe calamities which enfued after the 
publifbing thereof,and daunted the braggerse of the tyrant. 


N the midft of every towne(which before was never feene)the decrees of cities and be- 
Je: them the copies of the imperiall edits engraven in brafen tables were nailed up, 
And children in {chooles founded every day Jefus and Pilate, and other things, which for 
farther contumely were invented.It feemeth very expedient for this place to annexe the co- 
py of the edi& which Afaximinus nailed to pillars, fo that the infolent and arrogant temeti- 
ty of this man,his {pite towards God, his evident contumacy, and againe the vigilant jultice 
of God again(t improus perfons,which immediatly overtooke him, according to the celefti- 
all wifdome, may be revealed; wherewith he being pronoked,though he imagined not mif- 
chiefes very long againft us, yet at that time he confirmed them with publike edicts : the 
copy whereof was thus: 
The copy of the Refcript of Maximinus, ratifying the decrees pablifeed againft ut,and 
borrowed of that which was nailed to a poft at Tyr, 
ett length the weaks refiftance of mans mind,laying afide and [eattcring all obfcurity and iA 
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of error which hitherto poffeffed the wits as well of the smpions as of miferable men, wrapped in 
the pernicious darkneffe of ignorance bath beene able. to dsfcerne, that the (ame ts governed by the 
providence of the imswsortall gods embracing goodnes,which thing may not be expref[ed,bow accep 
table, how pleafing and gratefull st was unto us,and how great a triall it fhewed of your godly will, 
when as alfo afore time every man knew your difpofed diligence and piety towards the smnsortall 
gods, whofe faith is made manifest, not by naked and frnitleffe words but by firme and wenderfall 
works:wherefore your city may jH[ily be called the feate of the immeortall gods and by many CHAM 
ples it és apparent how fhe flourifheth having the celeffiall gods prefent with her, For behold, Jour 
city laying afide all the things which (pecially concerned her, and defpifing the things that-chicfly 
frould have beene fought for her wealth, when as She perceived that curled Vanity againe to creep, 
and like contemned and covered fparkles of fire,by blowing againe to fend forth mighty flames,smea 
mediatly without further deliberation you having recourfe unto our grace, as unto the metropoa 
Litane of all divine worfbip,have made [upplication for remedy and aid:the which found minds ws 
manifeft,the gods for your trefty fervice have ingraffed in you. He therfore,[ meane the moft high 
and mighty love, whe rileth your moft renovened city, tothe end he might deliver your coun 
trey gods, your wives, your children, your houfbolds, goods and bones from all corruption,hath 
infpired your minds with thvs wholfome counfell hewing and declaring how exceHent and notable 
a thing it 1s to embrace the religion and facred ferwice of the immortal gods with due worfhip, 
Who may be found fo bereaved of al his wits, which cannot underftand this shing to happen unto us 
by the favourable care of the gods, that neither the earth denieth the feed foee received fruftra 
ting the hope of the hushandman by vaine expetlation: neither & that lbew of wicked warre on 
earth firengthencd withows offence: meither doth the noifome temperature of the aire difpatch 
with death the corrupt bodies: neither ts the fea ({wolne with importunate winds ) overflowne the 
banks:neither do the ftornses which fal downe unlooked for, irre up pernitious tempeftss neither 
3s the earth which ws fofterer and mother of all, drowned in her owne bottomeleffe gulfes by terria’ 
ble earthquakes:neither the mountains fetled on earth (wallowed up by rending of the earth afun- 
der : all which evills, yea greater then thefe, who knoweth not often to have hapnea heretofore ? 
Yet all thefe things came to palfe, becaufe of the mecre folly of thofe wicked men, when as that 
Sramefak {pet overfoadowed their minds, andwelnigh as I may fe fay, prevailed every where. 
Againe a little after he addeth: Let them behold the wide and broad field, the flourifhing corne, 
and overflowing eares, the pleafant medowes clothed with herbes and floures, moiftened with 
Showers from heaven,and the weather become temperate and calme.A gaine,let all rejoyce,becanfe 


the mi ight of the moft potent and ftardy Mars # pacified through your fervice, facrifices and were 


Soip. Let them rejoyce becaufe that therefore conftantly -we enjoy quiet peace, and as many as left 


that blind error,and returned unto the right and best mind, may the rather be glad for that they 
ave delivered from that fudden florme and grievous difeale,cbencefarth attained unto the weet 
nelfe of a pleafant life. Bat if they perfift in that execrable vanity,our will &pleafure is( according 
to your requeft that they be fevered and banifbed farre from your city and the bordering regions, 
that your city by this meanes after your laudable induftry being made free frem all impurity way 
bufi ly occupte her felfe according unto her difpofed mindin offering of facrifices with due honeur of 
the immortall gods, And that yon may threughly underfiand how gratefull your requeft in this 
behalfe hath beene unto us(yea without intreaty or great {ute ) our most prompt mind to promote 
good indevors hath voluntary granted unto your devotion, that what gift foever of our bounti~ 
neffe ye lift,ye crave st of ws in confideration of this your godly purpofe : and that this thing may be 
accomplifoed forthwith, aske andhave, which being done, fhall be a perpetuall te/Rimony unto your 
caty of piety towards the insmortall gods, and foali be a proofe unto your fennes and pofterity,bow 
that ‘yor have beene worthily rewarded by our goodneffe, for this your defire to leade a right life, 
‘When thefe things were nailed to pillars throughout every province,they bereaved us of all 
hope of better fucceffe ae muchas liethin man, fo that wellnigh according unto the divine 
faying of Chrift.The ele th themfelves(if it could poffisly had beene offended at thefe things But 
when as in manner the hope of many lay for dead, immediatly while they were yetin their 
Beep: which were authorifed to publith in certaine places the aforefaid Edi&,God the de+ 
1 cr of his Church, not only refifted the infolent outrage of thistyrant, but fhewed unto 
ie world his celeftiall aide in our behalfe, For (howers & raine in winter {eafon ceafed front 
oe saan (treames in watering the carth:and famine unlooked for oppreffed them:after 
ah if the Sein Sao a certaine gtieuous difeafe in forme of a botch,termed for the 
fervent burning thereofa Carbuncle, This {preading it felfe over the whole body,broughe 


fuch 
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fichas were therewith infected into doubtfull danger of their lives, but {pecially taking 
them about the eyes,it blinded an infinite number, both of men, women and children, More= 
over there arofe warre betwixt the tyrant and the Armenians ,who unto that time from the 
beginning were friends and fellowes of the Romanes, Thefe Armenians when as they were 
Chriftians and carefull about the fervice of God, the tyrant (enemy to God) endevoured to 
conftraine them.to do facrifice unto Idols and divels, and in(tead of friends he made them 
foes,in ftead of fellowes enemies. Thefe things fodainely meeting together in one and the 
fame time,have quelled the boafting of the prefumptuous tyrant again{t God,;wherewith he 
gloried that neither famine, nor peftilence; nor warre, fell in his tume, for that he carefully 
worthipped idols,and impugned the Chriftians, 


Cuap,. VIII. 


Of the grievous famine and peftilence inthe time of Maximinus, and of the godly affettion 
whieh the Chriftians fhewed to their heathen enemies. 


Hefe things running in a heape and together,contained forefignes of his death, For he 
together with his army was fore vexed with the wars again{t the Armenians,and the 
reft I meane the inhabitants of his cities, fore pined away with famine and peftilence, 
fothat one meafure of wheate was fold for two thoufand and fifty Attikes, An infinite num- 
ber died throughout the Cities,but more throughout the countries and villages,fo that now 
the fundry and ancient demaines of husband men were in manner quite done away, for that 
all fodenly through want of food and grievous malady of the peftilence were pertfhed.Ma- 
ny therefore {ought to fell unto the wealthier fort, for molt flender food, the deareft things 
they enjoyed. Others felling their pofleffions by peeces, fell at length intothe miferable 
perill of extreme poverty ; others gnawingthe {mall fhreded tops of greene graffe, and 
withall confufely feeding on certaine venimons herbes, ufedthem for food, whereby the 
healthy con{titution of the body was perifhed and turned to poyfon. Divers noble women 
throughout the cities; driven to extreme needand neceflity, went a begging into the coun- 
trey, fhewing forthby their reverend countenance.and more gorgeous apparell,an example 
of that ancient and free manner of feeding + certaine others whofe (trength was dried up, 
tottering too and fro, nodding and fliding much like carved pictures without life, being not 
able to ftand,fell downe flat in the midft of the {treets,groveling upon the ground, with their 
faces upward and ftretched out armes, making humble fupplication that fome one would 
reach them a little peece of bread : and thus lying in extremity, ‘ready to yeeld up the ghoft; 
cryed out that they were hungry, being onely able to utter thefe words, Others which fee- 
medto be of che wealthier fort, amazed at the multitude of beggers, after they had diftribu- 
ted infinitely,they put on an unmercifulland fturdy mind, fearing leaftthey fhortly fhould 
fuffer the like need with them that craved. Wherefore in the mid{t of the market place and 
throughout narrow lanes, the dead and bare carkafles lay many daies unburied and caft 
along which yeelded a miferable {peétacleto the beholders. Yea many became food unto 
dogs, for which caufe chiefly fuch as lived, turned themfelves to kill dogs, fearing left they 
fhould become mad, and turne themfelves to teare in peeces and devoure men, And no lefle 
truly did the plague {poile every houfe and age,but {pecially devouring them whom famine 
through want of food could not deftroy. Therefore the rich,the Princes,the Prefidents,and 
many of the Magiltrates,as fit people for a peftilent difeafe (becanfe they were not pinched 
With penurie) {uffered a fharpe and moft fwiftdeath. All founded of lamentation,through- 
outevery narrow lane, the market places and ftreets, there was nothing to: be feene but 
Weeping together with their wonted pipes and the reft of minftrels naife. Death after this 
fort waging battell with double armour, to wit, with famine and peftilence, deftroyed in 
fhort fpace whole families, fo that the dead carkaffes of twoor three were feene borneto 
the grave at one funeral. Thefe were recompences for the bragging of Maximinus and the 
Ediéts which he publifhed againftthe Chriftians throughout - cities, when as by manifeft 
tokens it appeared unto all men how ferviceable and godly the Chriftians were in all things, 
For they alone in fo great an overflowing of mifchiefe, fhewed forth true compaffion and 
ftudious curtefie, every day fome bufily occupied themfelves in curing and burying the 
dead, whereas infinite were other wife defpifed of their owne friends : others gethering 
together 
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together throughout the whole city into one heape arid place,the tienes sh Pes He 
were in great danger by reafon of famine, diftributed bread unto all : to the en A: cy might 
make that benefit manifelt and famous unto all men, whereby they might glorifie the God 
of the Chriftians,and confeffe that they alone were godly indeed,and found by their works 
to be the only worfhippers of God, Thefe things being thus brought to paffe, the great and 
celeftiall God defender of the Chriftians, which by the aforefaid calamities fhewed his 
wrath and indignation againft mortall men, becaufe they had vexed tis above meafure, made 
the bright countenance of his providence towards Us, placable and comfortable, 16 that 
thereby peace fhined with great admiration untous, like light unto fuch as fate in darke= 
nefle, and made manifeft unto all men that God himdfelfe is the continual] overfeere of our 
affaires which chatifeth his people and exercifeth them with calamities fora {eafon,yet af- 
ter {ufficient correction appeareth againe traGable and merciful unto fach as truft in him,

godly of a moft godly man, and gracious in all things, being raifed up by the 

higheft king the God and Saviour of all, againft thefe moft impious tyrants, 

waging battell with them by law of armes, andaflifted with the aid of God, overthrew 
miraculoutly Maxentins at Rome,and foiled him utterly. (Maximinus alfo in the Eaftli- 

vinga little after Waxentius, died a molt fhamefull death, which was procured by Licinni- 

#s, who as yet had not raged againft us. But the forefaid Con/tantine, who was chiete in ho- 

nour and poffeflion of the Empire, tendering the Romanes eftate, whom the tyrant oppref= 

fed, made fupplication unto the celeftiall God and his word, even to Iefus Chrift the Savi- 

our of the world; for aide and fuccour, tothe end he might deliver unto the Romanes the 

liberty they enjoyed from their forefathers, and girded himfelfe to bartell together with 

his whole hoft, while that WMexextins in the meane {pace trutting more in his magicall arts, 
then in the good will of his fubje@ts, durft not march forwards to meete him, no not out of 

the towne wals,but fortified every place, every coa(tand citie with innumerable multitudes 

of armed fouldiers, infinite garrifons full of {leight placed here and there on every fide 

throughout all Jta/y and the other countries of his dominion. ‘Wherefore ( onftastine 
the Emperor being aided from above,fet upon the firft, the fecond and third band of the ty=_ 

rants hoft,valiantly overcame all, ‘and fo conquering the chiefe part of Jtaly, draweth now 

nigh to Rome, And left he fhould be conftrained for the tyrants fake to aflanltthe Ressanes, 

God brought forth the tyrant himfelfe very farte’ without the gates of the City, as ifhe had 

beene bound with certaine chaines,againe confirming and manifefting that ancient power 

of his again{t wicked men(which many accounted fabulous and incredible, but the faithfull 

efteemed certaine, and by Scripture warrantable) vifibly to be feene both of the faithful 
and infidels after 2 wonderfull manner. Even astherefore in the time of Mofes and that an 

Ex0d, 1 ge cientand godly nation of the Hebrewes,he overthrew the chariots of Pharaoh and his hoft in 
the fea,and drowned the chofen horfemen and fouldiers inthe running (treames of the red 
ica: fo A¢axentius and his armed fouldiers and whole troope, defcended like a ftone plun= 
ging into the depth of the water, when as he went about to fly away from the power'of God 
(by whom Conftantine was affifted and to paffe over the water,the which he had carefully 

Pir. Wherfore chon allo snight kage been Ged; Et hat npr on ed ged an 
ight h aid, ath made a pit and digged it,and ts fallen in 

tothe pit that he made. His mifchiefe fall be upon his own head, ant bis crvelty foall fall upon bis 
owne pate. For the bridge which was made upon the river being overthrowne, the paflage 

was hindred, and the boats forthwith together with the men in them funk to the bottome : 

and firlt ofall the moft impious tyrant himfelfe,next his guard which were with him,accor-= 
ding to the forefaying of holy Scripture, plunged like lead into the depth of the running 
ft reame. So that this victory being happily obtained by the helping hand of God, the felfe 

fame which of old was faid by them which were with AMofes the great fervant of God; a- 
is, gaint the impious tyrant,(though not in word,yet in deed) might have been fung & faid af- 
Exod.15. ter this Jort: Let us fing anto the Lord,he is Llorionfly magnified he hath overthrowne the hor [ech 
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V V Herefore (onstantine whom we have termed Emperor, fonne ofan Emperor, 
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rider in the fea, he 1s become my helper and defender.fo that I perifa not, And who is like unto thee 
6 Lerd among the gods, who ts like unto thee? ‘Glorified in the Saints, wonderfull, and glorioufly 
bringing firange things to pajfe. When (onffantine for thefe and fuchlike things had given 
thanks to God the chiefe prince and author of victory in thefe.his travels,he came conqueror 
to Reme, where immediatly he was joyfully received of all the people, both men, women & 

_ children, Senators and other noble perfonages with great honour and fhouting.Bat he as one 
having the fervice of God engrafted within him, not moved with thefe triumphant accla- 
mations, neither puffed up with praifes,yet privie well inough to the aid of God,comman- 
ded immediatly that the banner of the Lords paffion thou'd be fet upon the right hand of his 
pidure:' fo they fet itup inthe moft famous place of Rome, holding in his right hand the 
wholefome figne of the Croffe,in the whichh¢ commanded this {uper{cription to be ingra- 
ven in Remaxe letters : In thes wholfome figne, the true cognifance of fortitude, [ have delivered 
our (ity from under the tyrants yoke,and have fet the Senate and people of Rome at liberty, ren 
froring them to their ancient honour andrenowne.Moreover whenas Constantine hi mfelte.and 
alfo Lscinnius the Emperour together with him, (who as yet was not fallen to tyranny 
and madnefle,whereof afterwards he was guilty) both together pacified God the author of 
all goodnefle : with one mind and will they make.a law in moft abfolute and ample wife in 
the behalfe ofthe Chriftians : they fend notice alfo unto Mamipninas who as yet ruled in the 
Eat, how wonderfully God wrought with them, and of the. victory againtt.the tyrant and 
the law it felfe,and the friendthip hyddcritically he pretended towardsthem, But helikea 
tyrant when he knew thefethings, became very forrowfull s. and left he fhould {eeme to 
yeeld unto others, or be thought todiflemble, for feareof them which had ordained this 
law,as of his owne accord and authority he gave forth untothe Preftdents of his dominion 
this edi@ neceffarily inthe behalfe of the Chriftians, wherein craftily again{t himfelte hee 
faineth the things that never were done by him, 
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‘A copy of Maximinus the tyrants Epiftle in the behalfe of the ( briftsans. 


Tovins Maximinus Anguftus ante Sabinus fendeth greeting I hope it # well knowne unto your Maximinus in 
wifedome,and to all mortall men, our lieges and Lords Diocletian and Maximinian, esr fathers, the behalte ot 
to have notably decreed,when as they [aw in manner all men laying afide the fervice of the gods, *** Chiittians. 
joyning themfelves to the Chriftian nation : that as many as fevered themfelvesfromthefervice ~ 
of the immortall gods, fhould be called againe to the religuon of the gods with undoubted panes ne Hal eee 
and punifbments. When firft of all I happily came into the East, and underftood of many macn Ce ae as 
which might have profited the Common-wealth,and were banifeed by the Inages for the aforefaid fie, 
cauife, Lgave this to every Indge in charge: that none of them thenceforth foould deale feverely 
with them of their provinces, but call them backe with faire fpecches and exhortations unto the 
worfhip of the gods. When thefe things then according unto our will were accomplifhed, it fell 
out that none of the Eafterne parts was either banifbed or found obftinate, but by reafon that no- 
thing ws grievoufly or feverely pratlife/ againft thems, they might be revoked unto the fervice 
of the gods, When at the laft yeare profperoufly I came to Nicomedit, and there made my abode, 
the citizens of Nicomedia came unto me, together with the images of their gods, cra ving earneft- 
by thatin no cafe I fhould permit fucha nation to inhabit their countrey. But foralmuch as I knew 
wery many men of that religion to dwell in th fe parts, 1 framed them an anfwer in this fort: that 
J liked well of their petition,but Lfaw that all did not requeft the fame. Wherfore if any continued 
in thatifuperftition, (our will was) that every one should be left to follow the free purpofe of nis 
will, fo thar if they wonld acknowledge the fervice of the gods, in like fort they fhoula enjoy the 
Same City together with the citizens of Nicomedia; and the other Cities alfo which made the 

like requeft unto me, that not one of the (briftians might dwell among them.[t was needful that 
T foould anfwer them friendly and lovingly, the which all the ancient Emperours obferved,and 
of the gods themfelves approved, thromgh whom all mortall men and the governement st [elfe of 
the Commonwealth doth ftand.It pleafed us then to ratifie [o great areqneft made unto us in the 
bebalfe of the fervice of their high god. Wherefore though chiefly heretofore alfa we have writ- 
ten unto your wifedomse and commanded the like, that nothing feverely were done again|t thems 
of the province which went about tofuccour {uch anation, but fhowld patiently be obeyed, and 


shat they foould[uffer contumelies & vexations neither of the officials neither of any other what- 
Hie foever;

foever, Ihave thought good by thefe my letters to admonife your prompt wsind, that with faire 
ppeeches and exhortations you bring them of our dominions to acknowledge the carefull provi- 
dence of the gods, Wherefore if any of his owne accord thinke good to acknowledge the Service 
of the gods, fruch a one 1s worthy tobe embraced : but if fome will cleave to their peculiar religion, 
let them do it at their free will and pleafure. Your wifedome hath therfore to obferve that which is 
decreed of us, thatnone henceforth have this power given to opprefje with contumelys, ratlin 
feeeches and fhaking troubles, our loving fubjetts fithens as tt ts written before, it beboverh 108 
rather with faire [peeches and wild exhortations to revoke thems unto the [orvice of the immortal 
gods, Andro the end this our commandement be knowne of all ovr provinctals,our will t, that yon 
publife by proclamation diretted from yonr felfe,that which 1s commanded by us.When Maximin 
nus being conftrained of neceffity and not of his owne accord,had commanded thefe things, 
for all this he was not of all men thonght true in his dealing,or worthy of trult, becanfe that 
aforetime after the like grant, he had fhewed himfelfe a turne-coate and of adeceiptfull 
heart. Therfore none of us durft gather aSynod together;or meddle with publike affaires, for 
thefe letters licenced not this,but commanded that we fhould not be atflicted with any vio- 
lence or contumely, it commanded not that conventicles {hould be made, that Churches 
thould be built,or the reft of our wonted ceremonies fhould be retained, although Con/tan- 
tine and Licinnins princes of peace and piety, had written unto AZaximsssus that he fhould 
erant thefe things,and permitted the fame unto all their fubjects by Ediéts and decrees.But 
this moft wicked man wouldnot thus much have remitted his tyranny,had he not by divine 
judgé ment beene compelled and brought at length againft his willto this paffe.For fucha 
trouble befell unto him as followeth, 
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Maximinus wageth battell with Licinnius,and is overcome, be rageth ag ainft his enchanters, bee 
publifbeth an Edict in the behalfe of the Chriftians,at length dieth miferably. 
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worthily he had challenged unto himfelfe, but went about his affaires otherwife 

then became him;through want of skill,being void efa moderate mind required 

inan Emperor, and unadvifedly puffed in mind with overflowing arrogancie and pride, he 

prefimed to waxe ftately again{t his fellow Emperors, farre excelling him m linage and 
learning,in worthinefle and wifedome, but {pecially againft him which paffed all other in 

wifedome and piety towardsthe true God, and to challénee unto himfelf:the majefty of the 

Maximinus  chiefe Emperour,He became fo furious and mad,that he broke the league made with Licine 

wageth battell mis,and raifed an irreconcileable war.In fhort {pace therfore,with all might he moléfted in 
Ne ue anima. manner every city,and having gathered all his hoft together,and mmuftred a multitude of ma- 
von thoutand, BY” Mytiads of fouldiers,he marcheth to battel,and directeth the forefront of his band againft 
him,trufting in divels whom he took for gods,and was arrogant becaufe of his infiaite mul- 
titude of armed fouldiers, But in the skirmifh it felfe he is de(titute of Gods helpe, and God 
the one andthe onely aider and fuccourer ofall men,giveth the vitory to Licinnivesand firft 
of al the force of armed fouldiers wherin he trufted Riek him,afterwards being left alone, 
deftinte of all company, forfaken of his fonldiers,which fled unto the conqueror,the unhap- 
py man put off quickly the imperiall attire,indeed not becéming hts perfon,being timorous, 
cowardly, & effeminate, and joyning himfelfe to the multitude fiieth away;and hiding him- 
felfe in fields and villages, he hardly efcaped the hand of the eneiny,: while by all meanes he 
fought to fave hislife,herein notably approving the holy Scripture, and fhewing that to be 
Pial.33. the truth where tt is faid: There ts no king that can be [avedh y the multitude of an hoft neither 
vs any mighty man delivered by much firength,A horfe 2s counted but a vaine thing tofavea man, 
neither fhall he deliver any man by bis great firensth, Behold the eye of the Lord ts upon them that 
feare bim,and upon fach as truft in hes mErCY, that he may deliver their foules from death. After 
this fort the tyrant fubject to moft vile fhame and reproch,came to his own coalts and domi- 
nions,and firft ofall being (triken with rage and madneffe, he flue many priefts and prophets 
of their gods, whom before he'had fufpected,and by the procurement & truft of whofe ora- 
cles he had taken armour upon him to wage battell, as inchanters and deceivers, which alfo 
had villanoufly betrayed his perfon, Afterwards when he had glorified the God of the 
Chriftians, 


Wi Hen ashe was no longer able to fuftaine the greatnefie of the Empire,which Uls 
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Chriftians, and ofdained a molt perfect andabfolute decree in the behalfe of their likertys 
fuddenly vexation ended his life;fo rbat i remained no'time afterwards for him to deli- 
berate : theaw which he publithed was thus 
The Copyiof Maximinus the tyrants'conffitution in the ‘ehalfe of the Chriffians, 
tranflated from the Latine into the Greeke tongue,

The Emperor Cxlar Valerius, mighty, Lord of G ermany, Lord of Samaria, gracious, Chap. 10. i 
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aken away,by our letters fent w into the. Pre fidents throughous 
every Province of our dominions the last yeare we have He Git That ifany were di holed to 
cleave unto fuch ceremonies or to addift themfslves unco the obfervation of that religion,it mighe 
be lawf wll for them without offence to follow their owne will, asi that hey foartld be Lind dred or 
Jerbiddee ! by xo man. Our pleafure was moreover, that withont feare ana ‘Ad fufpition, they fhould 
ufe that fervice which plea; fed every man be/f.’ Nevertheleffe ye cannot be ienora nt of this, that 
certaine Indges defpifed our decrees, and made onr [ubjetts uncertaine ee Eiaitts, andto hate 
pons ‘feb purpo ¢, that they might the longer abide in thofe rites which Sa f th én better, 
That therefore hereafter all fuppition, dosbt,andfeare way be yemooved, we have decreed to pub. 
life this Eaiét oO it may appeate manifelt unto all men, thar it me be bel. laf I for thems as 
many as will folow that opinion and religion, by this or gracious gift tand lettcrs pattents, as 
every one lafteth: and 13 delighted, fotoufe iar religion which bim pleafe th, and after his owne 
mannerto exercife the fame, Be fides this allo permit? tted unto thems, that they may build fia es 
Ppriperfer the Lord. Laff of allthat this our gift may be the greater ,we have v ouchfafeato de- 
eree that allo’; thatif any houfe or mannors heretofore belongin 1g unto the Coriftians tit he by the 
commuandement of our aunce Ba hy have paffed unto tie Crowne , either prefently exjo yea by 
pee city or otherwi ife fold or gt ven to Any man for areware d, all tk hele we have commanded the y 
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prety'aud p rovidence in thes E hale, Thefe words of the tyrant,not one yeare bei ing fully paft, 

foillowe “ithe ediéts which againft the Chriftians were ingraven in villars, And to wh ce a

When 
that as yet he burned more vehemently then the boyling baths are Wont.out of the inward 
clofets of the marrow, his eyes leapt forth, and paffling their bounds left him blind. Buthe 
breathing as yet in thefe torments,making his confeflion unto the Lord, called for death,and 
at length confefling himfelfe to have fuffered thefe things juttly and inftead of revengement 
for the madnefle he prefumed and practifed againlt Chriff ems, gave up the Ghoft, _

After the death of Maximinus, the Chriflian affaires began to be in better eftate, The executors 
of Maximinus tyranay are punifoed. Conltantine and Licinnius 
are proclaimed Emperours, 


7 Hen Maximinus had thus departed this life, who alone remained of all the ty- 
W rants,the utter enemy to all piety and godlinefle: the Churches through the grace 
of Almighty God were builded againe and erected from the foundations: the 
Gofpell of Chrift Jefus fhining unto the clory of the univerfall God,received greater liberty. . 
then aforetime:but the impiety of the enemies to godlineffe was fubje@ to extreame fhame 
and ignominy.For the faid (Maximinus of all che Emperors was declared by publike edi@s 
to be the chiefe and moft deadly enemy, the moft impious,the mot ignominious, and aty- 
rant that was abhorred before the face of God, And what monument foever of letters ftood 
throughout every city to hisor his childrens honour, they were partly rubbed. ont and 
throwne fromaloft unto the pavement,and partly fo flubbered and darkened'with ablacke 
colour, that they became unprofitable for publike fight. Likewsfethe pictures, as many as 
wercerected to his honour,being throwne downe after the fame fort,and defaced,were ex- 
pofed tothe laughter and derifion of {uch as would ufe them ignominioully and contemp- 
tuoufly.Afterwards all the enfignes alfo of others that were enemies to piety and Chriftian 
pete were taken downe,all the perfecutors as many as favoured Afaximinus Were exe- 
cuted, {pecially fuch as by him were honoured in the head cities, and tothe end they might 
flatter him,hat:d more deadly our doétrine and religion: of which fort of people Peucetius 
was one,whom before all other he efteamed for mott honorable, moftreverend, and ofall 
his friends beft beloved,twife and the third time Confull, and had appointed him the chiefe 
governour in all his. affaires ; next was Calcianus enjoying the authority of every degree 
and office, who alfo having fhed throughout Egypt the blond of an infinite number of Chri- 
(tians, was of great fame: befides many others,through whom chiefly the tyranny of Afaxi- 
minis prevailed and took increafe, Moreover vengeance lighted upon Theetecnus, not for- 
getfull of the things he had committed again(t the Chriftians, who became famous becaufe 
of the image and idoll he erected at Autioch, and was alfo made prefident by (Waximinus. 
Licinnius atter his comming to Antioch, to the end he might find out the inchanters which 
had fouly deceived him,punifhed with torinents the Prophets and Priefts of the late ereGed 
image.amd made inquifition in what fort they cloked that deceit. When as they being driven 
by torment could net conceale the truth, they revealed the whole myftery tobe a deceit 
Wrought by the fubtilty of Theetecnus. Wherefore he rewarded all with punifhment due 
for their defert,and fir(t of all Theoteenus himfelfe, afterwards the other companions of in- 
chantments, when he had firft diverfly tormented them, he executed to death. After all thefe 
the next turne lighted upon the children of (Mfexinsinus whom he had made companions of 
the imperial honor,ofthe pictures and publike enfignes, Latt ofall the kinfmen of the tyrant, 
who aforetime by their infolency opprefled all men, together with the aforefaid tyrant 
ae Bee une with utter fhame, For they received not the difcipline, neither 
“new they nor under{tood the admonition which in holy Scripture faith: Pwr not your truft 
in Princes,wor in any child of man for there 1s no helpe in them. irhen phate of wan goesh 
forth he fhall returne againe to his earth in that day all bes thoughrs and devices Shall periph. The 
impious perfons after this fort being taken away, the Empire {tood very ftable and yoid of 
adil caofte ic deere los, ee men (hn before al ings hey 
apa ea wisi est aac one O on sey tally poffeffing benefits and graces from 
towardsGod.b < hie ; uc and of godlineffe, piety and thankfullneffe of mind

Of the dedication of the T emples then every where celebratedand their 
folemne Orations and Sermons. 


is, to wit, the celebrating of the dedi=- 


cations throughout the cities,and confecrations of oratories lately builded : the mee- 

ting of Bifhops, the comming together of them which being farre fevered afunder, : 
dwelt in forreine countries, the love of nation towards nation, the knitting together of the 
members of Chrift meeting together in one harmony. So that according to the forefhew= 
ing of the Prophet, fignifying myftically before the thing which fhould come: Bone was 
joyned to bone, joint to joint, and whatfoever other thing the faying of the Prophet; though 
darkly yet truly,foretoldus. Oac power of the divine fpirit wrought in all the members : 
all had one mind, and the fame readirieffe of faith : the celebration of the divinity among all 
was one.Moreover the orderly feruice of fuch as governed the Churches and publike mi- 
niftration of the holy things appointed of them for the purpofe : comely rites and ceremo- 
nies ofthe Churches were celebrated, here with pfalinodies and other fongs of praife delj- 
vered us from above, there with.divine and myfticall miniftration, as the fecret pledges of 
the Lords paffion were folemnized,and with all men and women of every ag¢, with all their 
power,with cheerefull mind and will, in prayer and tha:ckefgiving, honoured God the au- 
thor of all goodnefle. To be fhort,the governours of the Churches as many as were pre- 
fent, with folemne Sermons every one as muchas in him lay, fet forth: and extolled the fo- 
lemne meeting andaflemblies, There went up into the pulpit one among alk che reft,coun- 
ted very faze,expert in the Word of God,wellexercifed in preaching, who chofe a parcell 
of Scripture, difcourféd at large as it were in the gathering together of the members and 
whiting of the congregations, whom many learned clerkes and famous Bifhops heard with 
quiet and attentive cate, This preacher therefore in the prefence of Pan/inws a Bifhop that 
paffed all other for rare and fingular gifts, by whofe meanes and procurement alfo the fa- 
mous temple of Tér#s in Phearcia was built with molt gorgeous furniture, uttered this 
Sermon in {uch fort as followeth. -

A folemne Sermon sn praife of the building of the Churches, but exprefly 
direlled unto Paulinus Byhop of T yrus, 


the heavenly crowne of glory,with the facred ointment & prieftly attire of the Ho- 

ly G hott: and thou the ornament of the new holy temple of God, which art honored 

of God himfelfe with wifedome of ancient yeares,yet haft brought to pafle noble deeds and 
enterprifes with frefh and flouri{hing vertue,to whom God himfelf preferver of the whole 
world hath granted this great honour, that thon fhouldft build & repaire on earth this bonfe 
unto Chrift the only and firft begotten word, untobis holy and noble Spoufe, whom one 
may very well call cither anew Befeleel,chiefe builder of Gods tabernacle,or Salomon, king 
ofa new and ‘nore mighty ler#/alem,or elfe a new Zorebabel,who haft purchafed far ofeas 
ter glory unto the temple of God then it had before; and O you the fucklings of the holy 
} flocke

flock of ‘Chrift,the houfe of good literature,tke {choole of wifdome,thetonettand godly au= 
dience of piety:it was law full for us of old to land God with hymnes and fongs,which have 
heard out of holy Scripture,the marvellous wonders of God,and the miraculous bonntifulle 
nefle of the Lord fhewed towards mankind, being to this end inftru&ed, that we fhould fay: 
O God we haveheard with our eares, our fathers have declared unto us the workes thow baft 


wrought in thew dates of old: but now have we learned it not by hearing, neither by rehear~ ° 


fall and rumor of the high arme and heavenly. hand of our God and highking, but by deedes, 
and (as I may fay) with the eyes themfelves, beholding the things written of old to be cer- 
taine and true, we may fing another hymne of victory, and to good purpofe fhoutand fay : 
Like ai we have beard fo have we leene, in the city of the Lord of hofts, in thecity of oxr Ved: 
in which city (not this lately builded and ereéted unto God )which és the ( herch of the living 
Ged, the pillar and grouna of alltruth, whereota certaine other teftimony of holy Scripture 
reporteththus ; Glorious things are fpoken of rhce, d thon citie of God. In fo much as thet 
We are gathered by the benefit of Alinighty God)through the grace of the only begotren,un- 
to this Church, let every one of us here prefently afleinbled together, praife and laud God, 
and withall cry and fay ; Iwas glad when they (aid nto me, we will goe wp thto the houfe of the 
Lord. And againe : Lord Ihave loved the beanty of thy honfe, and the place where thine honor 
awelleth. And not onély he which fitteth, but alt gether, with one fpirit and with one miiid 
honouring the Lord,let us fing andfay: Grrar ts the Lord and worthy to be praifed in the ciry 
of our God even upon his holy bill, For he truly is great, and his houfe eréat, high, wide and 
beautifull in comparifon of the fonnes of men. Great is the Lord which alone doth wonderful 
things, great w the Lord doing great things, unfearchable things, glorious andexcellent rhing®, 
whereof there sno number, He # great changing moments and times, removing and orddining 
things raifing the poore out of the du/t, and! fring the needy ons of the mire, be hath depofed’ the 
mighty frows their feates, and exalted the meeke out of the earth, he hath filled the hungry with 
goodshings, and hath broken the armes of the proud, And thus (not onely tothe fatthfull, but 
alfo to Infidels) hath he confirmed the memory of things rehearfed of old who is Lord of 
all, the maker of the whole world, the Almighty, the moft excellent, the orié and thé only 
God, which doth wonderfull and great things, ‘unto’ whom we obediently do fing anew 
fong,evenuntohim which alone doth marvellous'shings, becanfe his mereyendureth for ever : 
which [mote great kings, and flue mighty kings becaufe his mercy endureth forever: becanfe that 
wher wee were brought low, the Lord was mindfull of ws, and delivered us from our enemies, 
With thefe praifeslet us not ceafe to celebrate Ged the univerfall father; but alfo the fe: 
cond Perfon,author of all goodnes exhibited unto us,the bringer of the knowledge of God, 
the teacher of true piety,the rooter out of the wicked,the difpatcher ofall tyrants, the go- 
vetnor of our whole life, let us (whofe cafe was lamentable) honour hifsy founding ¢ontt- 
nually with mouthand mind, I meane our Saviour Tefu. For he alohe the onely molt excel- 
lent Sonne of the moft excellent Father, according unto the will of his Father, wherewith 
he loved man, moft willingly like a cunning Phificion, for the health of thé patients, tooke 
upon him our nature,which lay as it were ina bottomeleffe pit of petcition,the beholding of 
whom in this cafe was very grievous, and the handling unpleafant :' and of the miferies of 
other he heaped unto himfelfe great miferies ; he faved not onely fuch as were ficke with 
fore botches and feltred wounds,but alfo fuch as lay among the'dead,he Hiimfelfe by himfelfé 
hath delivered us from the moft darke dungeons of death. ‘There was‘ndt{o much powet 
given to any other in heaven, which could without let, and undoubtedly minifter falvation 
to{o many catawaies, but he alene tooke upon him our perdition, fubjedl to many grievous 
palfions, he alone tooke upon bim our troubles, hee alone tooke upon bins the punifbments due 
for our impiety, and when he found us not onely halfe dead, but already even ftinking in the 
Staves and fepulchers themfelves,preferved us heretofore,and now alfo by the carefullneffe 
of his good will,beyond all other mens expectation,yea and ours too,and by the great abun- 
dance of his fatherly goodneffe ts become our quickner our Day-ftarre, our great Philition, 
out King and Lord, the Chrift of God. Whenall mankind was buried in the cloudy night 
of profound darkneffe, by the wilinefle of feducing divels, and the wotking of {pirits hatés 
full to. God he alone appearing unto us wirh the Sunne beames of his heavenly light, loofed 
the knotty fetters of our fins : butnow afterthat for fo ‘oteat favour and bountifullneffe, 
{pite being etieved with all goodneffe, and the divell himfelfe bufily going about all mif- 
thicfe, ready to burft for griete, hath raifed cruell war againft us with -alk his deadly mig )

everla{ting memory they faltened his vertues and victories againft the wic ‘h 4 ae 
midft of the city which had dominion upon earth unto the imperiall armes; : lat < us 
Chrift our Saviour alone of all the men from the. beginning of the world, yea of the head 
Princes of the whole world was honoured not as acommon king crowned of men, 
but ‘adored as the naturall Sonne of the univerfall God, and God himfelfe. And not 
without jult caufe, For what Prince of all them that ever were, brought fo much 
power, that by the appellation of his name he fhould fil the eares and mouthes of all 
mortall men throughout the whole world ? What King hath ratified fo godly and fo 
wife lawes decreed by him, that they might fufficiently and durably bee read to the 
hearing of all men from the ends of the earth to the bounds of the whole world of Whe 
hath wiped away the barbarous and favage manners of the Gentiles with his loving and 
tractable lawes 2, Who ever fince the beginning of the whole world, being impugned of 
all men hath fhewed power paffing the reach and ftrength ofman, fothathe feeraed daily 
to fiourifh and throughout all his whole life to waxe young ? Who hath ordained and plan- 
ted a nation not heard of from the firft beginning,not fecret in fome corner of the earth, but 
throughout the whole compaffe under heaven? Who hath fo fenced his fouldiers with 
the bright armor of godlineffe, that they were found in their fighting again{t their adverfa- 
ries of courage harder then the Adamant ftone ? What King after his deceafe fo gover= 
neth, and watreth, and erecteth fignes of victories againft the enemies, and filleth every 
place, coaft, and countrey, as well of the Grecians as Barbarians, with his princely pal- 
laces and confecrated temples ? as thefe ornaments and dedicated jewels of this temple 
are gorgeous, which being royall and notable indeed, are worthy of wondering and ad- 
miration, andas it were certaine and manifeft tokens of our Saviour (for now alfo, hee 
fpake the word andthey were done, he commanded and they were created, for who will with- 
ttand the beckning of the Word of God the fupreme King and governor of all? ) which 
require {peciall reft and convenient leafure, that they may diligently be confidered and _ex- 
pounded, whereof alfo proportionally the readinefle of the workemen is to be weighed, in 
prefence of him whom we celebrate with divine praifes, which confidereth the {pirituall 
temple of usall, and beholdeth the houfe builded with lively and growing ftones,which 
being foundly and fecurely laid upon the foundations of the Apoftles and Prophets, hath 
Tefus Chrift himfelfe to the corner ftone, whomthe wicked head builders of mifchiefe have 
rejected, not onely of that building which now is ancient and hath no longer continuance, 
but alfo of that which prefently confifteth of many men, But the Father hath allowed 
him for head ofthe corner of our common Church, both then and now alfo, There- 
fore this lively Church of the living God builded of our felves, I doe call the chiefe 
veltrie ferving forthe Word ofGod, whofe inwardchancels not feene of many, holy in 

| | deed 


ules which he caught in his 
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deed and moft holy places, who by beholding of them ever durft prefume to explicate ? 
yea who could behold the inner parts of the hallowed porches, but the onely great High- 
Prieft of all, to whom onely it is lawfull to fearch the fecrets of every reafonable foule ? 
Peradventure it may bee poffible for fome one or other of his equals to enjoy the fecond 
place next after him, to wit, for the Prefident and Captaine of this warfare, whom the 
chiefe and great High-Prieft himfelfe hath ordained a fhepheard of this your holy flocke, 
enjoying the fecond honour ofthefe holy things, taking in charge your people by lor 
and appointment of the Lather as his fervant and interpreter, like anew edaron or 
¢Melchifedech, likened unto the Sonne of God remaining and preferved by him for ever 
by the prayers in common of youall. Vnto this man therefore onely be it lawfull next 
after the chiefe and greateft High-Prieft, ta fee and tobehold, if not the chiefe things, at 
leaftwife the fecond clofet of the inner contemplation of your foules, when he hath ex- 
adtly fifted every one of youby experience and prolixity of time, and when as with his 
owne induftry and care he hath ii (tructed youallin honefty and the doétrine which is ac- 
cording unto godlineffe, and hath beene made mighty above all others to fet forth with 
workes agreeable to his calling, that do&trine which by ayde of the divine power kee 
hath gotten, The chiefe therefore and our creat High-Prielt, the whings which hee feeth 
the Father doe, the (ame Iskewife (faith hec) doth the Sonne: but this’ man fecondarily 
even himfelfe beholding with the cleare eyes of the mind, the firkt asa teacher whatfoever 
things he faw him doe, nfing as it were the firft fi amed patternes, the portraiture of them 
as muchas lay in him to the like refe mblance,as a workman he wrought the things which 
you fee with your eyes, diftsring not a jot from that Befelee/, whom God himfelfe en- 
dued with the {pirit of wifedome and under(tanding;and other induftrie and skilfull know- 
ledge, whom be called and ordained the workinan of the building of the Temple by formes 
of the celeftiall types. After this fort this man, garnifhing and beautifying whole Chrift; 
the W ord, the wifedome and light in his mind, it may norbe told with what courage of 
mind, with what plenteous and unfatiable power ofthe mind, and with what great libe- 
rality of you all, and earneftly contending with largenefie of gifts, leatt by any meanes 
youfhould flide away from his purpofe : he hath ordained this mo(t renowned and moft 
excellent Temple of the high God, as aviGble patterneagreeable with nature, refembling 
the better invifible Temple. This Quire, worthie to bee {poken of, though firft of all 
it were covered through the wiles of the adverfaries, with the finke of all filthinefle, he 
defpifed not, neither yeelded he unto the cruel] fpite of them which were authors of that 
mifchiefe, for if his pleafure had beene to have pafled unto fome other place, (a thoufand o- 
thers had beene eafily fought in this city ) he had found great eafe of his labour, and had 
beeneridde of fo muchbninefle. But firtt of all he (tired up himfelfe to this work,next,all 
the whole people being fetled withreadineffe, and madeof allas it were one will, firtt he 
tooke this labour in hand, to the end that he might {pecially reftore her that was deftroyed 
by the enemy, which aforetime had endured great travels, and before our time the fame 
perfecution which we fuffered,I meane the Church like a mother deprived of her children, 
he thought good that fhe altogether with us fhould enjoy the magniticencie of onr gracious 
God, For as much as the great fhepheard hath vouchfafed to gather into one fold his chil- 
dren, the beafts and wolues being driven away, and every fort of cruell favage 
creatures put to flight, the jawes of the Lyons he hath broken, as the holy Scrpture doth 
teftific, hee hath alfo moft juftly reftored againe the very fold of his flocke, that hee 
might ffill the encmy. and avenger, and refit the rebellious enterprifes of the wicked 
5 a God. And now they “are not hated of God, no more were they then. But 
after that in fhort fpace they molefted, and were alfo molefted themfelves, they 
fuffered punifhment due for their defert, and were utterly defiroyed themfelves ; 
their friends and familics, fo that the Prophecies written of old: in holy Scripture 
they have in very deed confitmed, where among other things the holy Scripture 
truly pronounceth thefe things of them: The wicked have drawne. their [w era, bended 
sheir bow that they may {hoot at the poore and needy, and flay the pure of heart. Ibeir [word 
Shall pierce their awe heart, and their bow foall bee broken. And againe : The remems- 
brance of thems is perifhed with afound, andthesr name halt thou wiped away for ever and ex 
ver, Ana when they were in maifery they cryed unto the Lord, but there was none to deliver 
thens, and he beard them not, They fumbled andfell, but we rofe and ftand ap. And ehis

commandement according unto the providence of the Father fhe was chaftiled ( Wherathe 
Lord loveth he chaftifeth, he [courgeth every child whom he receiveth ) and after cue Aneae 
{ure being converted; fhe is commanded to rejoyce from above, and now flourifhechiike 
the Lilly,and breatheth unto all men an holy {weet {melling favour, For (faith he) the mater 
Shall flow in the defert they(to wit)which are holy,of.the faving FOBnNa LES of NEM birch, And, 
now that whicha while ago wasdefert,is turned to marifh, and the wel-{pring of theqva& 
ter of life iffued out into thirfty land. And to fay the truth,the hands before loofle are ftreng~ 
thened,thefe works alfo which we prefently behold, are great and famous tokeng.of the 
wonderfull power'and handy work of God. Moreover the knees of old withered and Wea~ 
kened,having recovered their ftrength and wonted paces, do enter the right.and high way 
of divine knowledge, ‘and haften unto the.flocke of the high fhepheard, But if their 
inindes have beene’amazed withthe threates of fundry tyrants, neither hath the-word 
of falvation contemned the cure of them, but healing them notably, leadeth them urite 
heavenly comfort, fayine, Comfort your felves ye faint hearted, be Strong and feare ote 
And becaufe it behoved this wildernefle wrought for God to enjoy thefe benefits, this our 
new and palling Zerobabel, indued with that readineffe of mind he is of,to give eare,obey= 
ing the fayings of the Prophets, ‘after that bitter captivity and abhomination of defolation, 
defpifed not this dead carkafe, but before all things pacifying God the Father with pray= 
ers and fupplications together with the confent of you all: and takmg him for a helper 
and fellow worker which alone quickneth the dead, raifed her being fallen; after that he 
had purged and cuted the mifchiefes which were wrought : and ‘gave her aftole, ‘nor 
wherewith fhe was clad of old, but that which fhe learned againe of holy Seri pture, which 
teftifieth thus : And the Larter glory of his houfe fall paffe the former, Wherefore enlarging 
this quire with farre greater roome, he hath fortified the outer compafle of the whole buifs 
ding with a walli thatit might be a moft fafe hedge of all the whole worke: next he hath 
erected a great porch, reaching very high ealtwards unto the Sun beames, fothat untothem 
which ftand afar off without the hallowed wals, it yeeldetha cleere thew of the artificial 
worke contained withinthem; and withall turning, or entifing the countenance of forrai- 
nets touching the faith unto the firft entrance, . fo that none pafle by, which is not pricked 
in mind firft with the remembrance of the former defolation paft, next with the fehtof 
this wonderfull worke (unto fich as were hoped and withed for) apricke peradventure 
to draw men,and by the beholding thereof'to entice men to enter in: themalfo who alreas 
dy are entred within the gates he {affereth not with foule and unwafhed feerto draw nigh 
unto the inner parts of the moft holy places. For making afeparation with great diftance 
betweene the temple it felfe and the firlt entrance,he hath beautified this place on every fide 
with foure overthwart porches, and after the forme of a quadrangle hee compafled them 
abont on every fide with high ‘pillars, the diftance betweene he hath: (hue with lattice like 
: nets, 
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nets, made of wood and meafured after the breadth of the place; the middle he left void, 

that the bright skte might be’ feene, and that it might yeeld the aire tempered with the 

bright beames of the Sunne, Hither hath he brought pledges of. holy purgations, to Wit, Welfprings, 
fountaines lying over again{t thetemple, which withgreat plenty of water give mganes cockes, ot 
of wafhing unto fuch as enter into the holy cloifters, And this place in which all that goe conduits, 
in {tay frito wath themfelves, as it yeeldeth beauty and glory, fo is ir afit manfion for 

them to reft'in who areto be inftructed in the principles of faith,. Moreover to beautifie 

thefe things with great variety of workes to delightthe eyes, hee mace large doores in- 
tothetemple, with many galleries made within. And. againe he placed three gates on Gates. 
the South fide, whofe middle diftance on both fides he made to excell, both by reafon of the 

bignefle and breadth thereof, the whichalfo he notably fet forth with bowes of braffe, 

linked with iron and fandry kinds of carved worke, and fubhituced them unto it as gar- 
| ding fonldiers unto a qneene, Afterthis manner he added thefame number of porches un- porches 
to the ealleries on either fide of the whole temple,, and over from above he invented fun- aiedourca: 
dry falls of greater lights unto the w hole houfe, andthe fetting out or front of them he 

hath diverfly wrought over with carved timber, _Butthe princely pallace he hath fortified 

with more precious and more gorgeous ftuffe, ufing for this more picnteous liberality of 
expences, It feemeth unto me herein a thing fuperfluous,to defcribe the length and bredth 

of this houfe, thefe gorgeous ornaments, the unfpeakable ereatnefie, the gliftering fhew 

of the worke, the height reaching unto the heavens, and to extol with fpeech the precious 

Cedar trees ‘of. Lifanus banging over, the which holy Scripture hath not pafled 

over withfilence, faying : The trees of the Lord will rejoyceyand the Ceaars of Libanus which pol.sog. 
the Lord hath planted. To what end {hall I intreate more curioufly of the moft wile and 

chiefe devifed difpofition of the building, and againe of the excellent ornature of every fe- 

verall part, when as the'teftimony of the eyes themfelves pafleth and exc ludeth that know- 

ledge which pierceththe eare? But this man having finifhed the temple, and the moft high 

feates for the Prefidents honour, againe having placed the underfeates in a pafling good or- 

der, and lat of allthe’ moft holy place, the Altar being fet in the middeft: againe he fo com~ 

pafled thefe things with wodden railes wrought up to the top w ith artificiall carving, that 

too many might not. come therein, yeelding a wonderfull beauty to the beholders. Net- 

ther hath henegligently paved the floore. This he gorgeoully bedecked with marble tone, The foore ot 
and now. confequently he tooke in hand the utter, parts of the temple, he builded feates and pavement. 
goodly yles.on either fide very artificially, and joyned them to the temples fide: he beat 

out windowes and coupled them to. the doores of the middle temple, the which things 

alfo our Salomon an earneft maintainer of peace and builder ofthis temple hath brought to 

affe, for fuch as yet want the facrifice and {prinkling done by water and the Holy Ghoft. 

Sothat the prophecy above mentioned, confifteth no longer in words, butis accomplifhed 

in deed it felfe.. For now, asitis molt true, The latter glory of thy houfe paffeth the for 

mer. For itbehoved and moft meete it was, in fo much that the Lord had beene in agony 

and tad onceembraced death for her, and after his paflion, the foule body (which for 

her fake he put on) being tran(lated unto brightneffe and glory, and the fleth it felfe after 
diffolution, led from corruption to incorruption ; that fhe in like manner fhould enjoy 

the gracious goodnefle of our Saviour. Although fhe bad promifes of the Lord himfelfe 

of farre more excellent gifts,and defireth inceflantly to obtaine a greater glory of new birth 

at the refurreétion of the incorruptible body, together with the eliftering brightnefle of 

the Angelicall quire above in the heavens and pallaces of God, with Iefus Chritt himfelfe 

the chiefe benefactor and Saviour in the worldto come: yet in the meane fpace, inthis 

prefent life, (he which of old wasa widow and folitary, now adorned by the grace of God 

with thefe foures, and become indeed like the lillie, according to the faying of the Pro- 

phet,fhe hath put on her wedding robe, andis compafled about with a crowne of beauty, 

and as it were inftructed by E/ay to dance for joy.Let us heare of her how fhe offereth with 

reverence,thankfgiving unto Godthe king, with the voice of praife, when fhe faith: Let my 

foule reyoyce inthe Lord. For be hath put upon me the garment of falvation, and couerd me Elay'6s.

Where we fhould behold the truth thereof fhewed in workes themfelves, Whetefore be. 
caufe the brideeroome, the Word of God hath thus {poken unto the Spoufe his moft hol 
Church, very well hath this chiefe folemnizer of the mariage raifed and reftored this defert, 
lying after the manner of a dead carkaf‘e, deftitute of all hope of man, by the common pray- 
ers of yon all; and true hanes ftretched forth at the commandement of the univerfall King, 
and by manifeftation of the power of Jefiis Chrift : and being raifed;hath ordainea her fach 
a one as he had learned by the defcription of holy Scripture. This miracle then pafleth, and 
is above meafure to be wondred'a*, of them {pecia.ly which only make thew of outward 
things. For the renewings of that divine and reafonable ftruéture in the foules of men, which 
the Sonne of God himfelfe according to his owne image made like unto God inall things, 
that is, a nature incorruptible, incorporeall, reafonable, free from earthly matter, in it 
felfe a {pirituall eflence, exceeds all the chiefe and firlt {pirituall types belonging unto God, 
W hich at the beginning ordained, that it fhould be of that which was not, and madeunto 
himfelfe and to the Father, an holy Spoufe, and a moft facred temple, which he theweth 
manifeftly when he faith = Iwill dwell in them and walke among them, Iwill be their God, 
and they {hall be my people. And indeed the mind-of man was perfect and purged,and fo pre- 
pared from the beginning, that it might beautifie the heavenly word, and fruétifie in it 
felfe ; but by envie and the motion of the malicious divell,of it owne accord it became fub- 
ject to paffions and fer on malice, that being forfaken of God, and deftitute of his helpe, 
and unarmed, it was expofed and left to the fnares of them which ofold envied the falvation 
thereof:.and overthrowne by the terrors and fleights of invifible and fpirituall enemies, hath 
fallen with fuch a fall as may not be recovered, {o that not one ftone of vertue cleaved to a- 
nother init,but Tay al proftrate upon the earth and dead bereft of the naturall underftandi 

of God, Andthat being fallen which was made after the likeneffe of God, novifible wild 
boare out of the wood rooted it up, but fome pernicious divell and fpirituall wild beafts, 
which have fet it on fire with paffions, as with fierie darts of their malice, and burned 
with fire the true Sanétuary of God, and throwne to the earth the dwelling place’ of his - 
mame, and troden it, thus miferably lying overcaft with a great heape of earth, without an 
hope of falvation, But the holy word of falvation, carefull hereof, according to the good- 
nefle of bis moft gracious Father, revenged him of the finners with punifhment due for 
their defert, Firft therefore by taking away the lives of the moft impious and pernicious of 
all, the moft grievous tyrants hated of God, he purged the whole world, by the induftry of 
the molt godly Princes:next, he brought into the open face of the world,men well knowne 
of him, dedicated and confecrated unto him of old in godly life, and proteéted b 
hum, thonghin feeret, (the troublefome times drawing nigh) and honoured them fat. 
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ciently with plenteoufneffe of his {pirit,and by mearies of thefe hatly clenfed the foules a li- 
tle betore infected and opprefled with all kind of impious decrees, with reprehenfive lef- 
fons of Dilcipline,as it were with delving irftraments, and all your minds being garnifhed 
and made glorious he hath delivered unto this moft wife captaine and beloved God: who 
otherwife prevailing in jadgement and induftry of invention, knowing and difcerning the 
difpofition of the foules committed to his charge,from the-firlt day, as] may fay, that he be- 
gan to.build, bath not as yet re{tedjone while framing in youal eliftering gold,another while 
tried and purified filver,and precious ftones, to the end he may accomplifh afrefh in you by 
works themfelyes the {acred and myfticall prophecie which is thus read: Behold Iwill make 
thy walls of precteus ftone,and thy foundations of Saphyres, thy bulwarks of Lafper, thy gates of 
Chriftall,and thy borders of chofen flones.Thy children fhall be tasght of Ged, I will give all rhy 
children plenteoufnelfe of veace,ana in righteou[neffe foalt thou be grounded, Therefore building 
in righteoufnefle,he hath aptly fevered the power of the Whole people, by fome compri- 
fing the onely outward wall,he hath fortified thé fincere faith, But this people being many 
and great,is not fufficient to the building of amore excellent work. Vnto fome he com mit- 
ted the entrances of the houfe giving them in charge to watch the doores,and to euide fuch 
as enter in, who not unworthily are fhewed to be the porches of the temple.Some he hath 
firmely fer about the inner court with chiefe pillars,after the manner of a quadranele,and to 
the chiefe bulwarks he hath referred the Scripture ofthe foure Evangelifts, Againe,fome he 
hath coupled with fortreffes on either fide about the princely pallace, which as yetare novi= 
ces in the faith,they both increafe and profper,yet fet farther off from the inward holy con= 
templation of the faithfall.Of thefe hath he taken the incorrupt foules,purified with the di- 
vine fountaine after the manney of gold, and others hath he fet up with pillars, far mightier 
then thofe outward,out of the inner writings of myfticall Scripture,and fer them forth live- 
ly to minifter light. The glorions dogtrine of the high and fpreme king,thatis, ofthe one & 
only God, hath adorned the whole temple with one porch,and the fame ve ry notable, Hee 
hath attributed the fecond beautifull brightneffe unto the power of Chrift,and to the power 
of the Holy Ghoft,and every where vntothe power of the Father,as for the re(t he hath ex= 
prefled the excellency of every truth both plentiful and manifold throughout the whole 
houfe, and on every fide he hath builded a great; a princely and a noble honfe full of light 
throughout, with lively feafoned, {ure,and chofen ftones of the foules, He hath beautified the 
Inner and utter parts with the moft flourifhing attire of continency and temperance, info= 
much as they confift not only of foule and mind,but alfo of body. There are'alfo in this tem- 
ple thrones & infinite underfeates and rece ptacles in all rhofe foules wherein the graces of 
the Holy Ghoft bave their abode, fuchas of old appeared unto them which had their conver- 
fation with the hely Apoftles,of whom alfo clozen tongues. were feene as if they had beene fire, 
andrcfted upon each one of them. But whole Chrift himfelf hath fatened his feat in him which 
governeth all,in others fecondarily next after him placed,rateably as every ones capacity can 
comprife the divifions of the power of Chrift and his ho! y{pirit, The under-feats are both 
Angels and foules of certaine men, even of fich as are committed unto every one for inftitu- 
tion and cuftodies fake. The noble, the great and onely altar,what other thing is it,then the 
moft holy place & the fincerity of the Priefts foule which is common to all,at the right hand 
of which altar ftandeth the great High-Prieft of all, /e/ws himfelfe the only begotten Son of 
God, which directeth unto the Father of heaven & the univerfall God, that fweet {melling 
perfume,the unbloudy & {pirituall facrifices of prayers, received of all with (wift eyes and 
firetched out armes,& firlt of al he himfelf with adoration,& alone exhibiteth due honor un- 
tothe Father, & next praycth that he will be unto us all pacified & gentle,firmely & for ever, 
US great temple, which is in the whole world under the fun,the great workma of all,even 
the word of God hath ordained, & againe he hath finifhed upon earth this f{piritual likenes of 
them which clime over the fame circular forme of the heavens,that the Father might be ho= 
nored & Worfhipped through him of every creature & reafonable thing on this earth:again, 
he hath made the fypercele(tiall hoft and the fhewes of thefe things thereto befeene : tobe 
thort,that Terufalé which they cal new, & Siow the celettial mount & firpernatural city ofthe 
living God,in which infinite troupes of Angels,& the Church of the firft begotten whichare 
written in heayen,do honor with fecret & unfearchable praifes, our maker and the generall 
prince of all, whomno mortal man can worthily fet forth; For'the eye bath not feenejand the 
care hath not heard, neither hath the heart of man conceived the things which God prepared far 
thens 
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them that love him.\Whereof we now partly being thought wortby,both men, worheh, and 
children,all together as well {mallas great, ,with one {piriteand with one foule, let us Rot 
ceafe with thankes giving, to celebrate the author of {o great Lenefitsbeflowed bpon Us, 
Which bath-mercy gt all our finues, and cureth all’ our, maladies, which hath redeemed our life 
from deffruétion, be crowneth us in love and mercies, and filleth our defire mith gocdneffe, For 
be hath not dealt with us according unto our finnes, neither rewarded us according Hnto oar int- 
quities for looke how farre the Eat w from the Weft fo farre hath he fet Onr finnes from us Ant 
even, as afather tendereth his fonnes, [0 hath the Lord: tendered Sach as feare him. » Pondering 
therefore in onr minds the{e things alwaiesi hereafter, andfetting before our mind the ‘au- 
thor and folemnizer of this prefent feaft, -of this. joyfull.and renowned day, yea day and 
night, every houre, and as I may fay; unto theilalt gafpe, embracing and revereneitig \him 
with all the might of our mind, andinow rifing,, let us hu mbly befeech him with the great 
voice of our earneft defires, that he kéepe and defend ns in his {heepe-fold unto the end; 
and that he alwaies governe the peace which he himfelfe hath granted, ‘never tobe broken, 
alwaies immoveable,in Chrift lef{u our Saviour, to whom be glory world without end.

CHAP. V. 


Lhe Edits of Conftantine and Licinnius touching Chrifian Religion 
and the liberty thereof, | 
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O toonow, let us proceed on and annexe the copies of the imperiall Editts of Con 
gy fantine & Licinnius tranilated out of the Romane into the Greek tongue,as followeth: 
" Weying with our felves, that of old the liberty of Religion was not tobe hindred, and that’ 
F atitcinto the fee had licence after his mind and will, we have prefently commanded that every one foal 
Greek andour 2404/¢ the holy affaires at his pleafure,and that the Chriftians fhall retaine the faith of their for- 
of theGreeke er opinion and wonted fervice.Bat in as much as manifold and different opinions do rife byrea= 
into Englith, fon of that Edict in. the which fuch a licence and liberty was prantedwe have thought goodto lay 
downe plainely the things whereby peradventune divers of thens were reftrained from [uch an tbe 
fervation. When as with profperous fucceffeI Conftantine E mperor, and I Lictiinius Emmercur, 
came to Adshaine,. and enquired of the things which made for the commodity and profit of the 
Commonewealth,. thefe among ft many other things feemed expedient, yea before all other'we 
perpofedto decrec, wherein the reverence and fervice due to God 1s comprifed, that 1 to fay, by 
the which we might grant unto the Chriftians altogether free choice toembrace what fervice and 
ceremonies plealedthem beft, to the end the divinity of the celeftiall affatres now every where 
received, might in fome part be pleafing unto usandtoall our (ubjelis, Then according unto 
ihts our pleafure we have decreed with found and moft right judgement, that liceuce and libert 
be henceforth denyed unto none at all,of chujing or following the Chriftian [ervice or Religion, 
but that thus liberty be granted unto every one, to add tt bis mind unto that Religion which be- 
thinketh fit for him, tothe endthat God may grant unto us bis wonted care and “goodneffe, lt. 
mas necellary for us to fignifie unto thee thes our pleafure, tothe end the opinions contained in 
our former letters fent unto thy wifedome ix the bebalfe of the (hriftians,may altogether be taken 
amayand that the opinions which feeme very foolifh and farre from our clemencies liking may be - 
cut off And now whofoever freely and firmely ts thus difpofed to retaine the ( briftian religion let 
hing doit without all mole(Pation or grievance, Thefe things bave we determined 0 fignifie fully 
unto thy carcfullneffe,that thou maift know us to have oranted unto the Chriftians free and abou 
lute licence to retaine their owne religion : and becaufe that we have granted abfolute liberty to 
fe Ofer obfervance and veligionsif (o pleafe any it manifeff ly availeth for the tranquillity of our 
times that every one ha ve liberty t0 chufe and worship what God pleafeth him bef?. This have we 
‘ ne,le/t ought of our doings feeme prejudicial unto any fervice or religion: and this, befides o- 
ther pecially we thought good to decree concerning the Chriftians, that they enjoy their plas 
ces where afore time they were accuftomed to frequent, whereof in our former letters fent unto 
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in their names for recompence, let them have recourfe unto the Leeutenant and Iuadge of the 

place, that confderation be had of them by our benignity :.all which, without any delay thor 
fralt by thine induftry requireto be granted axtothe Chriffian focsety, Ank, becanfe the faid 
Chriftians are knowne, not only to have enjoyed the place of their meetings and aflemblies, but 
allo certaine others peculiar, not to every one privately, but belonging by right anto their whole 
feciety:s fee that thos command all thofe according unto the-decree mentioned before, to be réffo= 
tednut othe Clriftians, that ts to every their fociety and Synod, all delay fer apart, obfervin ig ins 
she meane time the aforefaid manners thatifany (aswe have faid) restore them without recei- 
vingofreward; they may allure themselves Yo [xffer:no damrmage through our gracious bounti- 
FullucffecTn all the(e afore/aid/eethou employ great induftry in the bebalfe of the faid Chriftian 
fockety, to the end thes onr Decree may [peedily take place, and that x this behalfe ye provide by 
ourclemency for the common and publike peace andtranguillity. By this meanes as ws afore/aid, 
the goodue feof Godtowards us the which we bave diverfly tried already, fhall continue at ull 
timesimmoveable, And tothe end the drift of this our conftitution and goodne [fe maybe made 
manifest unto all mer, it fhallbe expedient that thefe our writings be every where proclaimed, 
andbrought anto the knowledge of all our loving [abjets; left that that the conftitution of this 
oun gractous caodnelfe be bid from any man? . :

We greete thee welbeloved Anilinus, ‘The order of our Gracious gooduelfe s this, We will 
thatthe things which belong anto ethers by vight be net onely not hindered, but alfo with [peed 
réflored.

rants f{uitice Licianins better to advife himfelfe. Who while he enjoyed a profpe- 

rous raigne, and the fecond honour next afterthe Emperour Conftantine the Great, and 
was highly reverenced for hisattinity and kinred with Conftantine. laying afide the exam- 
ple of good Princes, heimitated the wickedneffe and impiety of cruell tyrants : and whofe 
tragicall lives he faw ended before his face, thefe mens manners would he follow, rather 
then continue in the favour and friend{hip of the'better, Wherefore being moved againtt 
his deare friend in all things with the prickes of envy, he raifed againtt him a) wicked and 
grievous warre, neither tendering the lawes ofhature, nor mindfull of protetted othes, 
neither of bloud, nor of the covenants paffed betweene them, Yet the renowned Empe- 
rour, that he might thew him the tokens of true friendfhip and hearty good will, difdai- 
ned not at his kinred, neither denied his company in honorable wedlocke with his fitter : 
yes he vouchfafed to make him partaker of his fathers kiared and imperiall blond ; and to 
efhort, he had granted him as to his alliance and fellow Emperour, authority over the 


whole # mpire,and committed unto him no {imall part of the nations fubject to the Romane 
Empire for togoverneand rule. But he practifing the contrary, invented daily all kind 
of wiles again{t him that was of higher power, and devifed all fubtle fleights to recom 
pence his deare friend evill for good. W hetefgre in the beginning to cloke his confpiracie, 


he fained friendfhip,and often inthe meane {pace cuilefully and deceitfully by his laying of 


waite he hoped eafily to bring to paffe that which he defired, But God being the friend, fas 
vourer and keeper of Coaffantine,brought to light the waite laid for him in fecret. For the 
power and ftrone armour of piety is of great force, both torevenge the enemy, and to pre- 
ferve it felfe ; fo that the mo%t godly Emperour being ftrengthened therewith, efcaped the 
manifold {leights of the curfed enemy, But Licinnius when he perceived that his feeret con® 
{piracy framed not after his mind, for that God revealed unto the godly Emperor al his guile 
and deceipt, when he could no longer clokehis rebellion,heraifed open warres : and with» 
all when he purpofed to give battell unto Co#/Fantine, he went about to impugne Almigh- 
ty God hi nfelfe, whom he knew to ke worfhipped of Conftantine Afterward he endevou- 
red fecretly and by litle and litle to impugne the Saints under his dominion,who never mo- 
Icfted nor endamaged his Empire,ncither hurt himany kind of way at all, And to bring 
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this to paffe,he was pricked and ftirred to do mifchiefe of his proper malice borne ie 
Wherefore neither laying before his cyes the remembrance of them which perfecute the 
Chriftians before him, neither of them whom Le had chaftized and executed for comimitting 
of impiety, but renouncing his right wits he embraced open madnefle, and purpofed toim. 
pugric in {tead of him that was holpen,God bimfelfe the helper of Cenfantine.and frit obaly 
he banifhed all tht Chriftians from his Court,depriving himfelfe (filly wretch)of their pray- 
ers \which they made unto God for him,the which alfo they were wont to make for all men 
aftertheir country perl elevates ards he commanded that the fouldiers appointed in the 
Citysfhould:be deprived and fpotied of their honor and dignities;umlefie they would facri= 
fice unto:divels:But thefe were {mall things inref{pect of the greater. To what end fhould] 
rehearfe the things which the eras of God commitred feverally and by peeces ? how the 
moft unjultimadeunjult lawes, who by his in junctions gave commandement that no charity, 
by any inan fhould be extended towards them which were afflicted in rrifon, neither coms 
pafli fhould be had o them which in fetters were like to perifh with famine? Neither 
was it lawfull tor any to be honelt, or to practife charity towards their kinsfolkes, whom 
they were bound to pitie even by the law of nature. Anc that law was indeed. moft fhame 
full.and cruell, and far ftom a good nature, unto the which there was a penalty arinexed, that 
{uchas had thewed compaffion, were punithedalike with them unto whom they had beené 
meretfull. and fuch as had fhe wed any kindnefle towards them, were fettered, imprifoned; 
and punifhed alikerwith the affli@ied, Such were the con{titutions of Licizuius, To what 
purpote fhall I repeate his innovations touching mariage and dead men, whereby he prefue 
med to abolith the ancient lawes ofthe Romanes, welland wifely ordained, and brcught in 
certaine barbarous and cruell lawes, indeed Wery unju‘t and unlawfull, and infinite deceipts, 
the which he déwifed againft the nations fubjeét to his dominion, and fundry taxes of gold 
and filver furveying of lands, gainful penalties upon the land of thofe which then lived not, 
but were deceafled long before. And tobe fhort,the enemy of all goodneffe devifed for this 
caufe certaine abjurations againft them which had-done no evill: and maki ng away of noble 
andihonett perfonages, whofe youthly and:tenderiwives being fevered from their kusbands 
he delivered to fervants of his'to'be contumelionfly and fhamefully handled,and many mar- 
ried wives;virgins and maidens,hath he fhamefully abufed(thongh he were now (tricken if 
yeares ) to the fatisfying of his lecherous, and: beaftly lutt, To what end thall I nfe mans 

Wotds in this matter, when as the exce fie of his later doings, made the former which were 
{inall;to {eeme in 4 manner nothing? Wherfore his later madnefle afaulted the Bifhops, and 
fowthat they were worthippers of Almighty\God,he took them for enemiesto his doin Sy 
whom as yet he invaded not openly for feate.of the fuperiour,but fecretlyand déceipéhull F 
and {luc through wiles divers of the belt approved governors. The manner ofthe flaughter 
heufed was ftrange and never heard of before, his practifes. about Amafa and the other Cie 
ties of Pontus.exceed all example of cruelty : where he overthrew fome of the Churches of 
God even to the pavements, and fhut up others, left that any in them fhould. affemble after 
the wonted manner,& performe the fervice due unto God. Neither was he per{waded that 
they:in them prayed for him, becaufe he was of 'a corrupt confcience, but thought that we 
made fupplication unto God,& did all for the godly E:operor Conftantine:and for this caufe 
he brake out intoa firious rageagaintt us.. ‘Nioreover the flattering Prefidents fappofing in 
this behalfe to gratifie the mifchievous tyrant, tormented {ame of the Bifhops as lewd per= 
fons are punifhed, led them forth,and punifhed without caufe fuch as bad committed no evi, 
as iftthey had beene murtheters :| whereof fome endured a {trang e ceath, their bodies cutdq 
many {mall peeces, as butchers.do ufe, and after this crizell and horrible {pectacle, throwhe 
into the bottomeiof the {ea to become food for fifhes, While thefe things were a doing, a= 
gaine the fight of godly men began, and-eftfoones the fields, the deferts, the woods ard 
mountaines receive the worfhippers of Chrift,;> When ‘thefe things 1m this fort prevailed 
with the wicked tyrant, he thought thenceforth to raife perfecution deaintt all, and had 
"roagh« his:parpofeto pafle(for there wasnoshirg to hinderhim from his haitions offerice} 
Hoicffc that God which fighteth for the foules ofhis fervantsjbad {peedily reverted his thee 
licious enterprize,and had brought forthwith a mighty arme in defence of the quarrel; his 
fervant Ccnffantine, a defender of all the godly, asit Were agreat lisht in a darkeand 
thicke miftie’ nighr. iF is 
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Conttantine having overcome Licinnius,enjoyed the Empire alone, favoured 
the Chriftians, and reftered peace, 


Herefore God from above granted unto this man, this worthy fruit of godlinesfe, to 
wit,victory and trophies againtt Wicked perfons, and brought fubject the ungracious 
tyrant,together with all his counfellers and friends, even eroy cling at the teet of ( on- 
fiantine, For when he was fallen into extreame folly,the g godly Emper our and furtherer of 
Chriftian Religion perceiving that he was no longer to be ‘borne witha lw free this matter 
wifely, and ming li ng the feverity of Juttice wit hthe clemency of his nature, thought beft 
with voluntary mi ind, to deliver from injar y {uch as were opprefled byt the Cras And to 
the end he might fave many, he went about to cut off a few hurtfull and peftilent pepoy: 
For whenas Conffaative in times paft had ufed clem ency and pitied him who ii wortl hy 
of'no compaffion at all,thereby Licinnius enjoyed no great commodity, for that he forfooke 
not his malice, but or athtr increat ed his rage againft the nations fab ojetuntohim: fo that 
now. there remained no hx ape of fatety to them that were opprefled by this favage beaft, 
Wherefore the de! fe ie of piety, yoyned the hatred of evill with the love of goodnefle,a and 
together with his fonne Cri (pus the moft humane Lmperour, he went forth to battell, and 
ftretched forth his helping hand to all that were opprefled.Thefe therefore together,the fa- 
ther and the fonne,ufing for their ¢ guide and helper,God the fupreme King,an nd the Sonne of 
God the Saviour of 4 eee whole world having both on every fide {cattere dt e armies of the 
enemies of God, and all the adver {aries in that conflict by the po ower of God (ey enas they 
wifhed) being foiled and overthrowne, they got an eafic and fpecdie victory, Immediatly 
then they which yefternight and the day before breathed out prefent death, and threatning 
thunderbolts of fiery perfecution, were no more remembred,no not fo much as once name d: 
their titles and honors had deferved fhame and ignominy : and Licimnins h imfelfe finffered 
the felfe fame things alike,the which he faw w ith his eyes tochance unto the wicked tyrants 
his predeceflors.For he admitted no correction,neither advifed himfelfe by the | es of his 
kinsfolks, a treading with them the fame path of impiety, 1s brough t by ult judge 
mre the fame downfall. And thus was this man ove erthrowne.Conffa ntane then being 1g renow 
ied for every rare vertue and godlinefle, being alfo chiefe con querour, together with hi 


‘ee Cripus the m tt god lly Emperourylike unto his father in all things, t ooke ane Eafterne 
and the Romane Empire,of old time one,and brought all fubject to their pF e,from the. ei 
throughout both parts oe the world, North and South, even to the fartheft place o if the Weft. 
All feare of them by whom they were afore time oppreffe d being taken away, anc viped 


from off the face of the earth,they celebrated folemne and roy all feafts. All was r eple ufhed 
withthe bright beames of Joy and gladnes,and they whic hafore time full fadl y beheld ba 
other now do it with gladfome countenance & ch eerfull eyes:and above all,they hot ee 
the fupreme King,next “the godly Emperour,together with his fonnes, beloved af God (as 
they were inftructed) with dances and hyn nnes, throughout townes and countries. More- 
ver all old injury was forgotten, neither was there mention of any mans impiety at all but 
the enjoying of prefent profperity, and the expectation of goodneffe to come, T he conftitu- 
tions of the victorious Emperor fullofclemencie, and lawe es containing manifelt tokens of 
bountifullneffe and true piety, were every where proclaimed. Thus therefore all tyranny 
beit ng rooted out, the E mpir e fal ling -only to Con ft antine and his two fonnes,w as pr efe erved 
firme and free froma! lLenvy,who,wiping away alli eee of their predeceflors in life, and 
€nioying merily all the benefits bett ftow ed from above,have fet forth 1 by their lawes decr ccd 
In the behal fe of the Chriftians, the {tudy of vertue, and love,and piety towards G 30d, wit 
thankfullneffe of mind.

23 N fo much that I fndnor in any one writereither ancient or 
a otherwife howfoever, a fifficient Treatife or ample dif- 
©  courfe of the’ life and Hiftory of Socrates Scholafticus, I 
~€ thought good for the Chriftian Readers fake to cull here 
and there fuch proofes as may bring him the better acquain- 

ted with this learned Hiftoriographer, left thar upon the fud- 
den he conceive of him any flaifter opinion or mifliking noe 
knowing either who, whence,or what doctrine ne wrote of, eer 
Idogather by his owne Hiftory, that helived in cherime of Dama/us Bithop of isp ny 
Ronte,ind Agurifhed in che time ot Chryfastome Bithop of Conftantinople,abour 
fourehiindred and twelve yeares after Chrift,Of this opinionis Yolaterran,where Volater.tib.rg. 
he writeththus: Socrates wrote the Eccléfiafticall Hiftory unio thé time of Chryfo- rid fae 
Rome, when as it 15 moft like be flourifhea himfelfe. But his owne words in my judge- 

ment are plainer, where the tumeis exa ely laid downe,in this fort: Our whole H- Socrat.tibe7: 
frory (faith he) being devidid into feven Lookes, comprifeth the compaffe of one hundred ‘4p.47- 

and forty yeares beginning atthe first ycare of the wo hundred anc firft Olympiad, when 
Conttanrine was proclaimed Emperour,and ending in the fecond y care of ¢he three bru- 
dred and fift Olympiad, being the feventcenth Confulfhip of s heod ofiustbe Em; 
Theodorus Zuinger calleth Socrates, Piste senfem presbyterum, Minifter of Pitoriain rheod zyis, 
Tealy : and Pvlatirrancalleth no: him, but Socemenus (wholived about thattime, Velsrer. 
and wrote in like fortthe Ecclefiifticall Hiftory) Misifter of Piftoria. [do noe 

fee how either of them beitg Grecidns, could be Minifter of any the Larine or 

Welt Churches. Sozomennswas of SalaminaanUehard by Athen’, where hee 

wrote his Hiftory inthe Greeke tongue : Socrates was of Conftantinople, which 

Volaterran doth confcfle nay his owne words dotettific the fame, where he wri. 

teth in this fort: Z of mineowne part (faith Secrates) info much as Lleade my Life here Socrat libs. 
at Constantinople, where | was borve, bred, and brought up, ne marvel though Lwrite °%P-23 
more at large of the fansows ais done withiathis City, partly feeing that Ifaw nwt of 

them with wine oyesand partly alfa for that they are more famous, andthought far wore 

thier of memory then many other atts. Nicepboras that fabulous Hiftoriographer Niceph lib °6 
doubteth not to flander him withthe hereticall (e@ of Novatian,when as no lach cap.13.tib 18 
thing can be gathered by the workes of Socrates. Ele dreamerh that in fom uch as ae nae as 
he had familiarity wich, and commendeth divers of the Novatian Bifhops for cap: 
many their rare ayd fingular vertues, therefore without all peradvencure (1 aith Sh ile 
he) he wasa Novatian, I readechat ovzgea wasof along time in one houteto- Wear 
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gether at bed and boord with an old heretike whofe name was Paulus. I {eethat 
sw(btib7.  Enf{cbins highly commendeth the heretike Tarianus for his book againft the Gen- 
cap.23. tiles, he extollethalfo Bardefanes the Syrian, who was a Valentinian heretike, I] 

find that Diosy/ius Bithop of Alexandria reverenced wonderfully the perfon of 

Nepos the Chiliaft,he doubted not to affirme that his foule was in reft. Yetas we 

may inno wile call Origen an heretike for his familiarity with Paulas, neither Ey. 

febins a Tatian or Valentinian for commending of T. atianus and Bardefanes, neither 

Dionyfins a Cinliaft for extolling of Nepes,no moremay we call Socrates a Nova. 

tian for his familiarity with Avxanon, and praifing of the Novatians. Wherehe 

commendeth the Novatians,where he maketh report of W4#xanon, where alfo 

socratibs.  heexcofethhimfelfe,his words arethele: I have learned moreover (faith Socrates) 
CAP.D. that Eutychianus « man of fincere religion flourifhed about that time,who though he were 
of the Novatian [ect,yet did be many Prange things.Jwill reveale him that reported me bis 

Socratlihx doings westher will I cloke or conceale that tall, though therefore [may feeme to incurre 

cs Sei Sifprtion or the reprebenfion of divers perfons. It was Auxanon a prieft of the Novatian 
Cbarch.Inanother place hecommendeth the Novatiansfor embraciag the Ni- 

cene Creed,for joy ning withthe true Chriftians againft the Arian keretikes;who 

would not in like fort commend them for che fame ¢ He faith further,that almoft 

they had beeneat unity withthe true Catholikes, had not the fault beene in the 

Novatians themfelves, What other thing isthis, then commending of them for 

Socrat.tit.r. Welldoing,and reprehending of them forill doing? is he thereforero be termed 
cop 5.liha, & Novatian? This Nicephorus {ticked not in like fortto call Eu/ebsus an Arian,who 
bs so as it is well knowneunto the whale world,was atthe Councellof Nice, wrete 
the Creed,and condemned 4rins withhisowne hand. Sure Iam of this, that 
touching the Hiftery this Wicephorws hath patched tegether out of Ew/ebins,Socra- 
es, Evagrius,and other ancient writers, ifevery bird tooke her feather from him, _ 
there would be nothing left of his owne part but fables. T7stemhemins wrote reve. 
rently ofthis author,inthis fort: Socrates by birtha Grecian, learned and an eloquent 
wan, a notable Historiegrapher, of great fame by reafon of bis profound skill, wrete ave 
lame containing the Ecclefaficall Hiftery, from the raigne of Conftantinus Magnus. 
the first Emperour of that name,nnto the raigneof Theodofius Juicer] find by tranfla. 

ting of him, the doctrine found, the ftile familiar, the ftory faithful: in 
commending he obferveth a meane,inreprehenfion modeft, - 
in confutation earneft,and zealous in defence of :

Deena (NV ebins firnamed P amsphilus comprifing wholy in ten books the Ecclefiafticall 
b \ Caan) | Hiftory continued the fame unto the time of CorsFantine the Emperor:in the 
cA "which times the heate of perfecution kindled by Diocletian again{t the Chri= 
iftians was quenched. The fame author writing the life of Conffantene, pafled 
& ‘over very lightly the practifes of Ariws:for that he chiefly endevored to pnb- 
=~ lith the praifes of the E mperout and exquifitely to fet forth with mayefty of 
words the fpeech wherewith he might highly commend him, rather then diligently to de~- 
feribe the aéts of that time, We therefore,purpoling'to write the things which happened in 
the Church fince that time will begin where &w/e4sus left,not minded with curious and lof- 
ty ftile,but plainely to fet forth onely the things which either we have found faithfully re- 
corded,or elfe have beene thewed unto us by fuchas faw them with their eyes. And inas 
much as it feemeth very neceflary for our prefent purpofe,. to mention the manner how 
Conftantine the Emperour became a Chriftian, we will fpeake fomewhat thereof, and here- 
hence take our beginning.

Hen as Diccletianand Maximinian, by firname Herculins; had by uniforrhe con 
VW fent depofed themfelyes of the Emmperiall {ceptersand embraced. private kind of 

life: whenas allo AZaxcimianus othterwile called Galerius,raigning together with 
them had taken his journey into Jra/y, and appointed two Emperors, Afaximinus to rule the 
Eaff,and Severus to governe Italy, Canftantine is openly proclaimed Emperour in Briraine 
to fucceede his father Confiantizs,. which died the firft yeare of the two hundred feventy 
and firtt Olympiad, the five and twentieth of J#/y. But at Rome (Maxenrins the fonne of 
(Maximianus Herculius is chofen of the pretorian{ouldiers, not to governe the Empire, 
but rather to prattife tyranny. Not long after, Hereslins inflamed againe with defire of 
rule, went about,to difpatch his fonne : Maxentins, but thefonldiers hindered his purpofe; 
in the end he diedat Tar/usacity of Cilicia, Severus the Emperour which was fent to 
Rome by Galerius Maximianus to take < Maxentins , was ofthe fouldiers betrayed and put 
todeath,  Lalt of all ALaximianus Galerius-being chiefe Emperour, afcer he had crowned 
Emperour Licinnius , by originall a Dane,his old fellow fouldier and fa miliar triend,depar- 
ted this life, <AZaxencsus in the meane while handleth the Romances ill-tavouredly, he op- 
preffeth them,and theweth himfelfe rather a tyrant then an Lmperour towards them, he 
farre pafieth the bounds of fhamefaftnefie, abufing the {poutes ofnoble perfonages, flaying 
many with the fword,and putting in ure other fuch like lewd practifes.( o#/tantine the Em- 
Perour being certified hereof, deviled with himfelte which way poflibly he might rid the 
Romsanes fromunder this grievous yoke of fervitude,and difpatch the tyrant ont of this life. 
Deliberating thus with himfelfe, he foreca{ted alfo what. god he were beft to call upon for 
ayde to wage battell with the adverfary, He remembred how that Discletian which who- 
ly dedicated himfeife tito the fervice of the heathenith gods,prevailed nothing thereb y,alfo 
he perfwaded himfelf for certaine.that his father ConfPantine who renounced the idolatry of 
the Gentiles led amore fortunate life : mufing this. doubefully withhimfelfe, and taking his 
Journey with his fouldiers I wot not whither, acertaine-vifion appeared unto him, as it 
was ftrange to behold, fo indeed incredible to be {poken.of. About noone, the day 
fomwhat declining, he faw inthe skic a lightfome pillar, in forme of a crofle, sige 
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The Ecclefiafticall Hiftorie Liew 


thefe words (vere ingraven: /#'this overcome, The whichvifion fo amazed the Empetor,that 
he miftrulting his own fight demanded of them that were prefent, whether they perceived 
the vifion:which when all with one confent had atfirmed,the wavering mind of the Empe- 
ror was fetled with that divine and wonderfull fight, The night following in his fleepe he 
{ceth Chritt faying thus unto him: frame to thy felte the forme of a crofle after the example 
of the figne which appearéd unto thee,and beare the fame agani(t the enemiés asa fit banner 
or token of victory. He being fully perfwaded with this oracle,commandeth the victorious 
figne of the crofle(which as-yet 1s referved inthe pallace‘of the Emperour) to be made,and 
therewith proceedeth in his affaires with greater courage and promptnefle of mind. And 
joyning with the enemy right over againtt R ome about, the bridge commonly called Bulbia, 
he got the victory,for ALaxentius being drowned in the river,died Je was the feventh ycare 
of his raigne when he overcame Maxentins After thefe things whenas Licinzius his telloyy 
Emperor and-his: brother inlaw, having maried hie fifter Conftantia, led his lite mthe Ealt 
C:nftantine enjoying ample benefits received at :he hands.of. God, fhewed himifelfe Prat! 
full in offering of thanks and'praifes unto the author of all. goodnefle. . His practifés' were, 
thefe:to deliver the Chriftians from per{ecution,, to callagaine the exiled unto theit hative 
foile : to fet at liberty fuch.as were in prifon : to reftore againe the goods confifeated*; to. 
build againe the Churches that were. overthrowne: all which things he accomplithed with. 
great promptneffe of mind... In the meane while Dioclerian who had refigned. the E nipirey 
departed this life at Sa/ona city.of Dalmatia, - . Pied ig oc odiaah

How Conftantine favoiring'the Chritians, and Licinnius perfecuting thems! 
: ‘wage bAttell ane againft the other. ave! 


Cc Onftantine the Emperor fixing his whole mind upon fuch things as {et forth, the glory

of God, behaved himfelte in all things as a Chriftian, erecting Chur ches:ftom the! 

ground,and adorning them with goodly & gorgeous confecrated monuments: mores 
over fhutting up the temples of the heathens, and publifhing unto the world (in way of de- 
rifion) the gay images gliftering within them, But Licinnins famous among them for his 
fond opinion in gentilifme,hated the Chriftians, whom though he durft not openly a 
cute for feare of Con/fantine the Emperor,yetin fecret he menaced and difpatched many of 
thém: but in proceffe of time heendévoured openly to afflid them.’ ‘This perfecution was 
provinciall, for it was kindled there onely where Licinnixs made his abode, After thefe’ 
things,practifing in other thingsal{o the part of'a tyrant, being fully perfyaded that°Con- - 
fantine was not ignorant hereof, and knowing’ full well chat he was ercatly offended with 
him for it,he hafteneth to cleare hi infelfe, flattering and faining to joyne with him in leagne’ 


oF friendfhip,binding himfelfe with an oathnever to perpetrate any tyrannicall a,and not 


only fw earing ,but'withal) forfwearing bimfelfe’: for he ceafled not from tyranny, neither 
relented from railing again(t theChriftians the erievousfttorme of perfecution, He forbad the. 
Bifhops by decree, that they fhould not confer at all with the Gentiles, tothe end the religi-” 
on of the Chriftians might neither take roote, nor be raifed at all. Then was the perfécution’ 
rife in every mans mouth and in deepe filence, fecret in word yet open in deed, The perfe- : 
cuted members of Chrift endured intolerable paine of their bodies,and fiiflained sréat lofle 
of their tubltance, *'W hereby he iincenfed greatly the Emperor Conffantine acaintt him, fo’ 
es théy breaking the league of fained friendfhip which was betweene them,became dead- 
ly toes. Not long after they waged battell, and meeting oft by fea and by land,in the end at

CHap, III, 


The contention betweene Arius and Alexander Bifhop of Alexandria, and how that Alexander 
deprived Arius with his complices of the miniftery, 


Frer Peter Bifhop of Alexandriawhich fuffered martyrdome under Diocletian, 

A Achillas fucceeded. in the Bifhopricke, After Achillas, eAlexander in the time of 
3 the aforefaid peace was chofen Bifhop : who leading a quiet and a peaceable life 
brought the Church unto an unity, and onacertaine time in preience of the Priefts which 

were under him,and the reft of the Clergy, he entreateth fomewhat more curioufly of the 

holy Trinity and the Vnity to be inthe Trinity, Aris then being one of the Prictts placed in 
order under him,a man very skilfull in the fubtelties of fophifticall Logick,fulpecting the Bi- 
fhop to have brought into the Church the erroneous doétrine of Sabedius the Affricke, and 

being kindled with the defire of contention,fet himfelfe oppofite againtt the opinion of Sa= 
bellius the Affricke.and as it feemed directly again{t the allegations of the Bifhop,faying: If 
the Father begot the Son,then had the Son which was begotten a beginning of eflenceshere- 
by itis manife(t that there was atime when the Son was not, and the coniequent to follow 

neceflarily that he kad his effence of nothing; * When hehad with his ftrange kind of do- 
ctrine concluded and laid downe this pofitionshe provoked many to reafon hereof, fo that of 
a finall {parckle a great fire was kindled. For this noyfom peltilence beginning from the 

Churches of Alexandria {pred it felfe throughout all Egypt, Lybia, andthe upper 7 bebas, 
yea pafied moreover through the reft of the provinces and cities. Many other alfo em- 
braced the peftilent opinionof e4rizs, of which number chiefly Enfebias (nothe of Ca- 
farea) but another which aforetime was Bifhop ofthe Church of Berytws, bus then craf- 
tily crept in tobe Bifhop of Nicomediaa city of Bithynia,clave faft untobim. W hich things 

when e4lexander had both heard and feene done wit his eyes, was very much moved 
thereat,and {ummoning together a connfell of many Bifhops, he depriveth Arius and {uch 
as favoured his opinion of the Prieftly order: and wrote unto the feverall Bifhops through- 
out the cities in this manner, 


The Epiftle of Alexander Bifop of Alexandria, 


Churches wherefoever, In (0 much as we are commanded by holy Scrsprure to retaine 

the bond of unity and peace, it ts requifite that we write and fignifie one to another 

the things that feverally happen among us tothe end that if one fuffer or one rejoyce, we all may 
Suffer together or rejoyce together. Now in our Charch there are rifen certaine men which tran|- 
Lrelfe the Lawes: which impugne Chrift; which leade men inte Apoftafie: whom a man may right- 
by [uppofe and justly terme the forerunners of Antichrsst.I was difpofed truly to be filent,and not 
toblafe atall fo hainous an offence, if peradventure by any meanes poffibly this blemish might 
have beene wiped away from among them which alone fel fromthe Church, leaft that flraying 
abr oad inte ftrange places,it might infett with the filth thereof the eares of fimple and filly fonles. 
Butinas much as Evulebius now Bishop of Nicomedia, {uppofing the whole fate of the Church 
tobe under his jurs(dittion, and feeing with himlelfe that he 1s to be charged of none for lea- 
ving the Church of Berytus, and for that he greedily gaped after the Church of Nicomedia, 
Andin that he 2s become the patrone and ring-leader of thefe eApoftata’s going abort to publifo 
letters into all provinces, highly extolling them, that he may plunge certaine of the ignorant fort 
tbo an extreme pestilent herefie, altogether contrary to Chrift himfelfe: I thinke it neceffary 
(feeing the like ts written in [ome part of the law) nolonger to be filent, but to declare unto 
y9% allthe whole matter, whereby ye may not onely knaw them which fell from the truth, 
but allo their deteftable doctrine and the circumstance of their herefie, and al(o if peradven- 
tare Tufebius do write unto.you that you give no care unto him, For be having concealed for 
4 feafon his old feftered corraption of mind, and now difpofed to renew the fame, fayneth to 
further their caufe by his Epiftles, bur in very deed he foeweth plainely that thefe his practifes be 
directed to the furtherance of his owne canfe, Such asfell from the (burch were thefe A fies 
S Achillas, 


Te the well beloved and moft reverend brethren, fellow Minifters with us throughout the 
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The Ecclefiafticall Hiftorie | Lie. 


Achillas, Zithales,Carpones, 4 fecond Arius, Sarmates, f uzojus, Lucius, Juliarus, Menas, 
Helladius, Gaius, and rogetber with them alfo Secundus asd Theonas whic h Sometime 
were called Bifhops, The things which they publifhed abroad contrary to hely Scripture were 
foch: That Gad was not alwaies a Father,but that there was ome time when he was 20 Father: 
and that the trord of God was not from everlafting . but had bis beginning of nothing, For that 
God which is, made him which was not, of that which isnot, for which caufe there was atime, 
when he was not. That the Sonne was acreature,ana made, neither like unto the Father in {ub- 
flance, neither the trae Word of the Father by nature, neither his true wifedcme, but made me- 
raphorically the Word andthe wifedome, and the fame to be made by the proper Word of God 
and by the wifedome which vs in Godin the which God made all things and him too. For which 
canfe he 1s of achangeable and divers nature a al other reafonable creatures be, Th hat the 
Word is ftrange, diverfe and fevered from the wifedome of God. That the Father cannot be Cita 
preffed by the Sonne, thatthe Senne knoweth not the Father fully, neither abfolutely, neither 
can perfellly difcerne him. And that the Son perceiveth not the [nbftance of the Father as be ts, 
bus that he was made for our fakes, that God by him as by an inftrument might create us, and, 
that he bad not beene, had not God beene moved to create 1s. One at that time demanded of 
them whether the Word of God could be changed as the divell was changed? and they were “noe 
afraid to an[wer: Yea,it may be. For that he ts of a changeable nature and begotten, he  muta- 
ble, Arius therefore awd his adherents which utrered thefe things and impadently avouched 
them together with all fuch as favour the like fond epinions, we together with other B ifbops of 
egypt and Li bya in number well nigh a bundred, meeting fer the fame purpofe, have pronouns 
ced to be held of all men for accurfed. Eufebius and hes adherents endevour to mingle falfehood 
with the truth, and piety with impiety but they fhall not prevaile, for truth gettethehe vitlom 
ry, and light bath no fellowfhip with darkeneffe, no agreement between Christ and Belial, 
Who ever heard of the like prattifes ? and who prefently if he heard the like wonld not won- 
der as at flrange things, and ftoppe bis eares left the dregges of (a detestable adottrine foould 
annoy the fen/e of hearing ? What man hearing Iohn affirming : Inthe beginning was the 
Word, will nor forthwith condemne thefe which fay: there was atime when he was not 2 er who 
és it when he heareth in the Gofpell: the on¢ly begotten Son and by him were all things made, 
that will not deteft thefewhich affirme that the Son w one of the creatnres?and haw can he vefewe 
ble the things which were made by him? or how can the onely begotten (as their opinion is) 
be numbred with all other living creatures ? or how ts he made of nothing when the Father faiths 
My heart hath'endited a good matter, And:Before the morning in the wombe have I begot- 


tenthee?Or how es he in (ubftance different fiom the F ather, being the perfect image & bright. | 


neffe of the Father? And when as he himfelfe faith: He that hath feene me,kath feene alfothe 
Father.Or how can it be if the only Son of God be the word or the wifedome,that there was a time 
when that he was not? It 1 as if aman would fay:God fomstime wanted both word and wifde me. Or 
how ts he changeable and mutable,when as he reporteth of bim/e/f:1 am in the Father, e the Fa= 


ther 1s ia me, A//o,I and the Father be both one. And by the Prophet Malachie a//o: Confider ° 


me that I am God,and am not changed, And although thes faying may be referred unto the F ae 
ther hinfe Ufyet prefently it u applyed more aptly unte the Son,for in that he was borne e became 
man.he ts not changed at all,but as the Apoftle writeth,tefus Chrift yelterday night,and to day, 
and he is the fame for ever. What therfore led them (I be(eech you ) unto fo erroneous and dete. 
stable an opinion for to fay be was made for us, when. as the Apoftle writeth: For of himand by 
him are all things? No mwarvell at alljin that they falfely reportedsthe Son not fully and perfetbly 
to know the Father,for when they had once determined with themfelves to warre againf? Chrift, 
they utterly rejelted the words of our Lord,where he faith: as the Father knoweth me, (faith 
the Son) {0 do 1 know the Father. /fthe Father knoweth the Som unperfettly,then 0s it manifeft 
that the Sonne knoweth the Father snperfectly alfa, Bat if thes be imp-ery and open blalphemie, 
and that the Father knoweth the Sonne perfectly and fully, then doth it follow, thateven as the 


Lather knoweth bis owne Word;fo the Word knoweth bis owne Father, whofe Werd hew, Bue: 


whem as at fundry times we convinced them with allegations ahd expofitrons ont of the {a- 
cred and heavenly Scriptures, for all that,they againe changed them/elves like unto the chaneee 
ling and diver fly befpotted bealt Chameleon, wrefting with all might poffible tolight upon heir 
Own pater the faying of the wife man:W hen the ungodly pet{on commethto extreame impie- 


ty then he difdaineth, And though many herefies fprang before their time, which exceeding 


out of mealure in impudency, fell out as length for all that into extreame folly : yet thefe 
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men, which cndevour with all their glofes to take amay.the divinity-of the Word, craming meerer 
unto the tim: of aAntichrift, doeinmanner declarethofe hercfies, im comparifon of the smepiety 
of their bla!phemous opinion, tobe inthe right truth. Wherefore they were eccommunicated. prin and hie 
and banifoed the Church,and pronounced to be held of all wen for accurfed.: And though: wee complices ae 
tooke their fall heuvily.[pecially becaufe thar fometime they (upped the (meet jnyce of the Eccles communicated 
fiaftical dotirine, and naw are faken from the lame: yet we marvel not great/y at them, for the 
like happened heretofore not onely to Hymeneus and Philetus, dwt alfo before them tnto Judas 2 Tima. 
which was the Difciple of our Saviour, afterwards atraytor andan Apoftata.. Neither are we 
hereof ignorant or unmind{ull.Fer our Saviour hath forewarned: Take heed,leaft any deceiveyous Mar 24, 
For many will comeinmy name, faying: I am.and the time ts now at hand, aud they wik deceive 
many, go not after them.eAnd Paul when he had learned thefe things of our Saviour, wrote: that , Tim. 4. 
in the latter times fome foall fall from the found faith,and foall give care unto [pirits of errar and 
dottrines of divels; oppegning the truth, Now therefore in as much as or Saviour Iefas Cbrift 
hath commanded the fame, and fignified the (ame allo unto men by hes Apoftle, and we truly heas 
ring their impiety with our eares, not without juft caufe, have (as we faid before) prinaunced 
this kind of mn foraccurfed, and proclaimed openly that they.are cat off from. the Catholicke 
Church,and farre from the right faith, And we have certified your holineffe, welbeloved arid moft 
reverent brethren which are joyned with us in the fame fellow/hip of the publike miniftery, that 
af peradventure [ome of them overboldly prefame to prefent themfelves before you, ye Live no 
heed unto them, neither be perfwaded by Eufebius, neither by any other whofcever that shall 
write unto you in their behalfe. For it behaoveth us that be Chriflians, to efchue all fuch as open 
their mouthes againft Chrift,and (uch as are alienated in minde from him, as enemies of God and 
rotten fheepe,corrapting the fenfe of mans minde,and that we bid uot fisch kinde of men, (as Saint 
Tohn hath commanded) no not fo much as God [pecdée, leaft tharwe become partakers of their 2 ohne 
offences. Salute them which are among you, brethren: the brethren with us falute you alfa, 
When e4lexander had writtenthefe letters unto the Bifhaps every where throughont the 
feverall cities, this peftilent infection hereby was the more feattered abroad, becaufe that 
thofe unto whomthefe letters were directed, beganne to burne among themfelves with 
the fparkles of contention and difcord, For fome condefcended and. fubfcribed unto the 
letters: fome others withall might impugned them. But fpecially among all the reft; 
Enufebius Bithop of Nicomedia was provoked to the {chifme and diflention, for thae 
eAlexander had often in his letters chargedhimby name, And at that:time Ea/ebins was 
able to doe much, becaufe thatthe Emperour then made his abode at Nicomedia, where 
Diocletian alittle before had builded a princely pallace. For which caufe many Bifhops 
favoured the opinion of Eufebiss, Buthe ceafed not to write unto Alexander, that hee 
would let paffe the controverfie raifed betweene them: that he would admit againe Arius 
and his adherents into the Church ; and others alfo throughout the cities he exhorted that 
they fhould by no'meanes condefcend unto the drift of Alexander,, Whereby there arofe 
every where no {mall tamult, . For thena man mighthave feene not onely the prefidents 
and chiefe rulers of the Churches, inveying one again{t another with {pitefull: and oppro= 
brious termes: butalf{o the lay multitude fevered afunder into two parts, the. one favouring 
the one fide,the other the other fide.. Wherefore :the cafe became fo hainous andfhamefull, 
and in fo lamentable a plight, that the Chriftian Religion was. openly derided of all men; 
even in the publicke theaters and folemne {pectacles.. The inhabitors of Alexandria conten» 
dedvery childifhly;yea without all modefty, aboutthe\chiefe points of Chriftian Religion; 
they fent alfo legates and Embafladours untothe Bifhops throughout the the:other provin- 
ces, who fevering chemfelves unto fides,raifed the like contehttton.Ahe Meletians who not 
long before were cut off from the Church, joyned themfelves with the e4rians. T thinke ic 
expedient to note what kind of menthey are, Udedetius Bifhop of acertainecityin Agypt. The Metecian 
befides fundry other caufes, {pecially for that in the timesof perfecution he had renounced heretickes 
the faith and facrificed to Idols, was deprived-of his Bifhoprickeby Peter Bithop of Ales joyne wish the 
andria,which {ufered Martyrdome uider Diocletian. Who being:deprived,and favoured-of ae Me 
many for all his fod doings, became the ringleader of ‘the herefieamong them, whoin \ ooo. 
eEgypt,ofhim unto this prefent day are called Adefetians,and havinginoyult canle orcloke y.3 by Perer 
to defend his doings; in that he prefuined to feparate bimfélfe from) the Qhirch, Anadeé:a Bithop of 
fleeveleffe anfiwer: faying that he was greatly injured; wherefore he brake out untorayling Alexandtis, 
{peeches and reviled Peter. Anidas foone as Peter; in that heate-of petlecution; kad aided 
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his life with Martyrdome,he potted over his opprobrious termes and rayling {peeches to the 
painting of Achillas who fucceeded Peter inthe feate of Alexandria, And laft of all he level- 
led the piercing darts of {pitefull language ‘at eAlexander, who after the death of Achillas 
was there placed Bifhop. While this tumult and diffention was tofled too and fro, the opi- 
nion of Arius was called into controverfie, then (Welerivs with his complices tooké part 
with Arivs,and together with him con{pired again{t the Bifhop. But they unto whom the 
opinion of Arivs {eemed abfurd approved of Alexanders fentence touching Arius, and af- 
firmed the condemnation pronounced againtt fuch as were of that opinion,tobe juft and ace 
cording to right, But Ea/ebiws Bifhop of Nicomedia, and as many as favoured the fond opi- 
nion of Arias,wrote unto Alexander that he fhould revoke the deprivation and digraduas 
tion paft,and admit into the Church,fuch as were excommunicated & excluded the company 
of the taithfull,and that they maintained no deteftable doctrine at all. So then when of either 
fide letters were brought unto v#lexander Bifhop of e4/exandria, the letters of both fides 
were gathered together into one,e4rims tooke fuch as were in his behalfe, Alexander ga- 
thered the contrary. Here occafion was miniftred unto the hereticall fects of the e4rsans; 


Arians, ‘ agen’ : : : 

Eunomians,  Eunonsians, and Macedonianswhichin thefe daies difperfe themfelves abroad, todefend 

Macedonians. their damnable doétrine. For every one feverally alledgeth for proote and teftimonie of his 
opinion, the Epiftles of {uch as are of his owne fect. ° 

Chap.7. in Crap, IIII, 
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How Conftantine the Emperour being carefull for the concord and unity of the Church, 
fent Ofjus a Spaniard ynto Alexandria to reconcile Alexanderand Arius; 
writing alfoan Epiftle unto beth the parties. 
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this fchifmeto be his owne calamity, Forthwith therfore he went ferioufly about 

: to quench the heate of difcord kindled among them, : and fent letters untoiA4lexd 

tie a tae anderand Arius by a man worthy of credit, whofe name. was Ofius Bifhop of Cordubaa ci- 
age pee *" ty of Spaine ; this man the Emperour loved entirely and highly honoured, Some part of 
which letters I {uppofed not impertinent for this place, which are wholly alledged by Ewe 

febins in his books of the life of Conftantine. 


VW Henthe Emperour was certified hereof, he was wonderfull forry, and fuppofed 
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Conftantine the puiffant the mighty,and noble Emperour, nto Alexander 
and Arius fendeth greeiing, 
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The Eviftleot : tereby I gather the sriginall ground of this controverfiey in that thow Alexander hast de- 
Cc onffantine manded of the Elders touching acertaine place of holy: Scripture, yearather touching a cer- 
unto Alexan- taine vaine peece of a queftion, what every ones opinion was: and thon Arius haf anddvifedly 
ote rai blazed abroad and fet abroach that which thou fbouldest not at the firft have conceived, and 
HeatBooke ct having conceived tt, thou fooulde|t have paffed it over with filence, Whereby this difféntion w 
Eusebius of the Tien among you, the wonted affembly of the Church hindered, the molt devout people diverfly 
life of Conjlan- diffracted into either fide, and rent afsnder, being afore time one body compatted together in har- 
tine. monica unity, Wherefore let either of ‘you, pardoning each other, like of that which your fel= 
low Minifter not without caufe exhorteth you unto : and what is that? that you neither objet 

at all, neither anfwer any objettion that concerneth [uch matters, For {uch queftions as no law or 
Ecelefiafticall canon necellarily defineth, Lut the fiuitleffe contention of Idle braines fetteth a= 

broad, though the exercife thereof availe for the fharpening of the wit, jeronght we to retaine 

them within the inner clofer of our minde. andnot rafply to broach thems inthe publicke affembly 

of the vulgar people, neither unadvifedly to grant the common fort the hearing thereof. For 

bow many be there that can worthtly explicate and fufficiently ponder the weight of fo grave, 
fointricate,and fo obfcure amatter ? But if there be any fuch that per /wadeth him/elfe able eapily 

to compalfe andto attaine unto it, hew many parts are there, (I befeech you) of the multitude 

whom he can Sufficient ly inStruk therein? and who is there in fifting out fo curious a gueffion, 

that can well paffe the perill of plunging in error ? Wherefore in {uch cafes we muft refraine from 

verbal difputations, leaf that either we by reafon of the imbecillity of our wit, cannot explicate 

onr 
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eur mind, either our auaitors when we teach by reafon of their dull capacity cannot compre- 
hend the curiow drift of our dottrine, whereby the people of neceffity incurreth the danger 
either of blalpheny, or the poyfoned infettion of difeord, Wherefore both the rash obj: ion; 
andthe unadvifed anfwer (being caufe of the hereticall [etts of the Arians, Eunomians, and 
of as many a favour the like folly ought, each one of each other crave pardon. Neither wu there 
eccafion miniftred to contend about the chicfeft commandement in holy Scirpture, neither 
£8 there fprung any new opinion touching the feruice of Ged ; for you retaine the one and the 
fame fentence in fubfiance of faith, fo that you may eafily embrace the uniforme confent of uni- 
ry andconcord, For it tw not well that for your contention about flender matters and tri- 
fling toyes, fo great amultitude of the people cf Gad through your negligence foould be at {uch 
difcerd among themfelves, Yea it uw fuppofed not onely not well, but altogether intollerabie, 
And that in few words I may lay before your eyes louse prefident hereof, I will reafon with you: 
Te arenct tinorant asl fuppofe, that the Philofophers agree among themfelves,al joyntly pi s- 
Feffe one title and name of difcipline, yet for all that, they vary and difagree in [ome edde di 
nion which feverally they hold, who though they diffent by reafon of their feveral opinion, 
yet becan[e of tneir compatted prefeffion, they joyne hands and hold together like birds, 
If then the cafe bee thus, why mayit not bee thangbt more expedient, thar wee wearing the 
cognizance of the moft mighty God, even for the Chriftian Religion the which we profeffe, 
fiould be at peace and unity among our felves? Bat ler us weigh more diligently and confider 
snore deepely with onr felves what I {hall now fay: whether it be right or reafon that for lighe 
and vaine contention about words, one brother fhould diffent from another, and the renow- 
ned peace by pestilent difcord through us which fpite one another for flender and unnecefjam 
ry matters, fbould thus miferably be prophaned and rent ia peeces, Thefe pratlifes are rather po. 
pular, andfarre more agreeable with the yout hly rafineffe of greene heads, then with the fobrica 
ty of the grave and Prieft ly perfonages, Wherefore of our owne accord let us pus to flight the 
temptations of the divell. And in as much as our Lord God Almighty the Saviour of all men,bath 
_gracioufly given abroad of hw common light anta all, therefore be it awfulluntome (I befeech 
you) as much asin you lyeth, that] being aided with the helping hand of his providence, may 
happily bring my purpofe to good effect, and that.allo Imay leade hes people, partly with often 
calling upon them, partly with the diligent overfight of their dife, and partly alfo with foarpe 
admonition,to mutuall love and amity one with ansther,eAnd fering that(as I {aid )there ts but 
one faich among you, one confent of profeffion, one tra le of life and order of law, the which 
with murwall confent of the minde linketh and compatteth into one the whele body with rhe 
feverall members of the (ame: that therefore, which through your difcerd moved no {mall 
flirre among you, for that it concerneth not any weighty [ubftance of allour Religion, there zs 
no realon why it fhould breed any divifion at all in minde, or difcord in dottrine, Andthws doe 
J fay, not tocompell you inthis light and fond queftion, of what fort foever it be, altogether 
to condefcend unto the fame fentence, and though you diff/nt among your [elves about amat- 
ser of (mall importance (far neither truly are we all in all things like minded, neither have we 
alithe fame nature and gift ingraffed inus ) neverthelel[e for all that, it may coms to paffe that 
the facred unity may foundly and inviolably be retamed among you, and one confent and fel 
bow /hsp conferved betweene all, But touching the providence of God let there be one faith a- 
mone all, one confent of mind, and one opinion concerning God, And as tonwching the flighty 
and fubtle fifting out of thefe vaine queftions, though you agree not altogether in one, yet foould 
youhave limited thena within the bounds of your capacity, and laid them up within the fecres 
clofer of your minde, Let the common lincke of amity, ler true faith, let the honour due unto 
God, and the reverence of bis law, dwell for [ure and certaine among you, joyne hands together, 
be friends one with another, render unto the whole multitude of the people their wonted fa- 
mailiarity, and purging your minds of the [pot of contention, embrace ye againe one Another 
after the me ft loving aud friendliet manner, F or oftentimes when enmity u banifhed, amity 1 of 
mse deleEtable force among friends. Let me therefore enjoy the daies in peace and the nights 
without molefation, that the pleafure which rifeth of the pure light of concord and quict life may 
henceforth inviolably be conferved. If it otherwife happen, it behoveth us to fob and figh, and to 
Shed many a falt teare. For it cannot be that henceforth we leade the reft of our life in peace and 
tranquility : for it cannot be that the people of Ged (Imeane that people whichjoyntly with us 
es ryed to the fervice of God) as long as they thus injustly and dangeroufly difagree one from 


anorver, doc line peaceably: or howcan i inthis cafe quiet my felfe ani fettle my confcsence ? 
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eAndthat you may perceive the great gricfe and forrow I conceive in my ehh f 
befeech you give eare unto me. Of late as I came into the city of Nicomedia, bedi p ue 
fedinminde {peedily to travell towards the Eaft, and when I haftened ite aid an fe at 
paffed the greater part of my journey, fothat now I feemed in manner to be with you, tydings 
hereof conftrained me to alter my minde, least that I frould with mine eyes behold the things 
which I verily fuppofed my felfe not able totolerate with mine eares. Touching that which rea 
maineth, fee that with your peace and concord ye make plaine and fet wide open the way for in 

journey intothe Ealt, the which you have fhut with your debate and difcord, kindled of the one 
againj? the other. eAnd bring fpeedily to paffe that I may percesve not onely you to bold together, 
but alfo the whole multitude of the lay people rejoycing, an d let us all joyntly render thankes ( as 
our bounden duty requireth )anto God Almighty with convenient laud and praife, for the publick 
peace, the common unity, and liberty of all men. \ Oe

Conftantine the Emperour [ummoneth the Nicene councell st was held 
at Niceaa( ity of Bithynia.for the debating of the controverfe 
about the feaft of Eafter,and the rooting out 
of the herefie of Arius, 


Hough the Emperours letters contained a wonderfull exhortation full of grave 

and fober counfell, yet the poyfon of diffention had taken fuch roote, that neither 

the induftry of the Emperour, neither'the credit of the meffenger which brought 

The meffenger the letters could fuppreffe it, For neither e4lexander, nor Arius, tempered the mad- 

was Ofis Bi-  neffe of their contentious minds for all the Emperours letters, There was moreoverino 

fhopof Cordu- frail contention'and a greattumult among the vulgar fort, before the which there was 

pau epams* another peftilent kinde of fedition, fcattered abroad into certaine particular ‘provinces, 

which greatly molefted the quiet ftate of the Church: to wit, the fchifme about the time 

of the celebration of the feaft of Eafter, which then had onely poffefled the Eafterne parts, 

whileft that fome curionfly obferved the Indaicall celebration of the feaft, fome other the 

generall cuftome and manner of’ the Chriftians throughout the world. And while they 

thus contend about the feaft, they communicate neverthelefle one with another,and accom- 

plifh the folemmnity with bitter contehtion of mind. Whentherefore the Emperour faw 

ashe the Church vehemently toffed by reafon of both thefe troublefome tumults, he fiammo- 
The firft genc~ Sed a generall councell, and cited by his letters h he Bith 

Ae eee g , and ct y his letters from every where*the Bifhops to 

Nice. appeare and meet at Wicea acity of Birhynia. So that many Bifhops out of many 

Eujeb.lib 3.de provinces and cities came thither, of the which Exu/ebius called Pamphilus in his third 

vita Confe. booke of the life of CosStanrine writeth thus: There were gathered together into one 

the chiefe Minifters of Goa inhabiting allthe Churches throughout all Europe, Affricke.and A- 

fia: there was one facred Senate framed as it were by the handy worke of God, which alfo recet- 

vedinto the bounds thereof both Syrians and Cilicians, and [uch as came from Pheenicia. Egypt, 

Arabia,P alepina,T hebars,Lybia, and Mefopotamia : there was alfo in this Synod tbe Bifhop of 

Perfes.ncither was the Scythian abfent from this company.P ontus ,Galatia,Pampbilia, Cappado- 

cia, Afia,and Phrygia,miniftred chofen men frons amore ft them. Moreover the Thracians, Aa- 

cedonians, Achaians, Epirota; and they whofe dwelling was farre diftant came thither’: of the

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But thus one thing fayled. them, for alt they that met there, were not of the Miniflers of Gods 
The number of Bifhops in this afjembly was three hunded, and. over, but of Priefts, Deacons, 
eAcolytes, and others which accompanied them, the number could not bee told, Ana of 
the Minifters of God, fome for their {age and fober [peech, fome for their gravity in life, 
and patience. in adver ity, fome other for their trade of living as meane betweene both, were 
highly commended. There were of the/e not afew, whofortheir old yeares and ancient dates 
were greatly honoured : other fome. im the flower of their youth, for foarpneffe of wit, gave 
a gliftering fhine: certame others were late pratlitioners and. novices in the Adiniftery. Vato 
all which the Emperour commanded that all neceffaries, large' and liberal food for {uftenance 
faould daily be winiftred. And fo farre out of Exfebius touching that aflembly, When the 
Emperour had finifhed the triumph folemnized. in remembrance of his victory again 
Licinnius, he tooke his journey unto Nicea. Among the Bifhops there aflembled, 
Paphnutius Bifhop of the upper Thebazs, and Spyridion Bifhop of Cyprus were recoun- 
ted famous. Butthe caufethat moved us to rehearfe them, hereafter fhall be thewed. 
There were prefent alfo many of the Laity, which were skillfull Logicians, ready tode- 
fend each other parr, Ex/ebius Bifhop of Nicomedia (as have laid before) Theegnes and 
(Mares maintained the opinion of Arius, This Theogns was Bifhop of Nisaa, and Afarss 
Bithop of (haleedox x city of Bithynia, Againkthefe Athanafivs Deacon of the Church 
of Alexandria, rove imantully, this Athanafive did Alescander the Bithop bighily efteeme, 
and therefore there enfied great envie againithim, as hereafter fhall be declared. Betore 
the Bifhops met together in one place, the Logicians bufied themfelves prepounding a- 
gain(t divers others certaine preambles of difputation, andowhen divers were thus drawne 
to difputation, and allured as it were by. baite, a Lay man one of the number of conteflors, 
ofafimple and fincere mind fet himfelfe againtt the Logicians;\and told them thus in plaine 
words ; that neither Chrift; nor his Apoftles had» delivered: unto us the art of Logicke, 
neither vaine fallacies; but an open and plaineimind-to. be preferved of uswith faichand 
good workes, Thewhich when hehad f{poken, allthat were prefenthad him in admirati- 
on,and held with hisfentence. Then the Logicians after 'théy had heard the pure words of 
plaine-truth, quieted: and fetled themfelv es aright; So that: at length by. that meanes the 
ftirre raifed by oceafion of Logick,was wholly fupprefied. The'day after al the Bithops met 
in one place, after them came thé Emperour, being come he ftandeth inthe middeft, neither 
wouldhe firftfit downe,betorehe had beckned tothe Bifhops todo the fame, So great are- 
verence of perfon and fhamefaftnefle of minddid the Emperour (hew unto thofe grave Fa- 
thers, After that all were filent,as the opportunity of the time did reqnire, the E mperour as 
he fate in his feat madean oration unto them,exhorting thesi'to embrace unity of mind,con- 
cord, and agreement, wherein alfo he councelled them to remove from their minds. all pri- 
vate malice and grudge, whichthey did owe one towards another, For divers of them had 
accufed each other,and: put up the day before unto the Emperor libels one again{t the other, 
But he exhorted them earneftly to apply themfelves unto thepurpofed. bufinefle, which was 
the caufe of their aflembly, and commanded the libels to be burned: joyning. withall,this 
onely faying : that Chrift commanded him that looketh for forgivenefle, to forgive like- 
wife his brother. | Whenthat he had largely intreated of concordiand peace to be prefer- 
ved.among them, he referred unto their difcretion to difcerne tore exquifitely of the prin- 
ciples of Chriftian Religion, evenas the felfe fame Eu/ebiss reporteth in his third booke of 
thelifeafC onftantine, whofe allegation may prefently {eeme-very. comrmnodious.

The things which he wrote were after this manner, /t zs very Like (well beloved) 
that the atts concerning the Ecclefiafficali faith concluded inthe great an/famow: councell held 
at Nice,came heretofore to your knowledge, {pecially in that fanee (preadeth her (elfe abroad fafter 
then the truth curiouply tried orhandled of ws: yet that the truth may not onely be embraced of 
you by hearefay, Ihave thought neceffary to fend unto you in writing, firft that forme of faith 
which Lechibited tothe Councell, next the other publifhed by the Bsfoops, where they have an- 
nexed and added certaine things to ours.The forme of owr faith which then was readin prefence of 
our moft holy Emperour,and then approved for found and cert aine was sn this fort. As we have re- 
ceived of the Bifops our predeceffors, both when we were catechized, as alfo when we were figned 
with the feale of baptifme : as we have learned of holy Scripture: as we have bcleeved being prieft, 
and preached being Bifhop,evenfo now al/o belceving we have made mansfeft our faith unto yews 
which ts this. We beleeve in one God the Father Almighty, maker of all things wifible and invift- 
ble,andin onze Lord \efus Chrift the Word of God,God of God, light of light, life of life, the onely

Touching all which we firmely proteft, that we are of thy mind,that we are of 
this opinion, and bave heene.and that we mindto perfevere in thes faith until death do fever ana 
part afunder body and foule, holding for accurfed all cankered. berefies the which godleffe pers 
fons have fowen inthe world, andthat you may fully per[wade your felves of us that we have 
heretofore beleeved and |poken unfainedly and from the heart touching all the premifes, prejently

When they had prefcribed this forme of faith, me ceafed not 
diligently to demand of them, haw they unaerflood that fentence, To be of the fubtance of the 
Father, axd that: To beofone fubftance withthe Father, wWherezpon there arofe ob je Ein 
ons andrefalutions, [o that the right fence of the forefaid fentences mas curionf'y [ones ont. 
They faid that,to be Of one {ubftance, fignified notling elfe.then to be of the ke Jebpot 
to be asa part of the Father. This feemed unto us very well to agree mith the expojitéon of that 
bleffed dottrine which teacheth the Sonne tobe of the Father, yet not to ve part of bes fubfiance. 
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Wherefore we accorded with hes fentence, meisher rejetied we the clause Mf one fobfance, 
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becaufe that peace was placed before omy eyes as A marke to bebold, and moreover we bad ‘peciak 
care not to fall from the faith, In like manner we approved, Begotten,not made. Fer Made 
they counted a common word with other creatures which were made by the. Sonne, that rhe 
Sonne had nothing ia him which refembled or was like unto them, and for that canfe he — 
not acreature like unto tho[e which were made by him, but of afarre more excellent fubfiance 
then any creature is framed, the which holy Scripture declareth to be begotten of the Father: 
in as much as no mortal natire can either by word expref[e, or by thought comprehend or at 
TheSou to be taine unto the manner of this generation. In like fort alfo that claxfe, ‘The Sonne to be of'one 
onefudftance {ubftance withthe Father, was /ifted and allowed, to be underst ood after no corporal manner, 
with the Fas weirhor fg have any likelihood with mortall living things, neither to be by divifion of fubfrance, 
ther, neither by (ebtion or parting afunder, neither by mutation of the F athers effence and power; that 
the unbegotten nature of the Father was farre from all thefe things.

Before Aris — divers ancient Bifbops and writers of great learning andrenowne to have mentioned this clan[e 
time the claufe OF one fubftance, ix ferting forth of the divinity of the Father and the Sonne, So farre of 
a 60F ies the faith publifbed inthe councell of Nice, Wherennto we all condefcended, not rafhly and uns 
knowne. advifedly, but according unto the fentences fet forth in the prefence of the moft godly Emperomr, 
which were difcuffed, and by common affent approved for the canfes afore alledged, And with. 
all we thought good to ratifie the forme of curfe publified after the expofition of the faith, 
becaufe that it forbiddeth that no man doe acquaint himfelfe with forreine [beeches andunwrit- 
ten languages, whereby in manner al confufion and difeord ts drawne and crept into the Church, 
For when as the facred Scripture maketh mention no where of any fuch fentences,to wit : That 
the Sonne of God had hus Peginning of viothing, and that there was a time when be was not, 
and {uch like (entences, it feemed net agreeable with reafon, either in words to talke of them, 
or in deed totcach them, Vato which notable decree we have fublcribed, although heretofore 
we never accuftomed neither acquainted our felves with fuch fpeeches, Thefe things (wek 
beloved) wehave neceffarily fent unto you, not onely to certifie you of the cenfure concluded 
of 4s after our curious fifting and advifed alfent, but alfo to let you underftand, that while at 
the firft the diverfity of reports written unto you offended ws not alittle, we perfifted in one and 
the fame mind (as it was moft meete) evento the laft houre, But afterwards with {mall adoe, 
weembraced without any difquietnelfe at all (uch things as were not offenfive, when as we with 
tratlable mind fought out the fence and under ftanding of the words which were then in contre- 
verfie, and found them altogether agrecable with the things contained in the forme of faith 
publifoed by us our felfe, Thefe things Eufebins Pamphilus did fend in writing unto Cé- 
farea in Paleftina,

shat above all things it behoved me of duty to forefee, that in the moft holy ant facred alfensblies 
of the Catholicke (burch under heaven,there should one faith fincere love and charity, eniformse 
confent and agreement touching the veligson and fervice of Almighty Ged, unviolably be re- 
pained, Bur fithence that the fame could by no other way or meancs be compalfed, neither in any

Churches fron the foundations, are either througo negligence gone to decay, or through 

feare of the danger that was like to enfue, have beene leffe repaired then they jhould have beene, 
yea unto this prefent day, by reafon of the grievous malady of {pite, and great tyranny exere;- 
Sed upon the Saints of God, and the fervants of our Saviour Iefus Christ: fonow liberty being 
reftored anto all men, and that dragon and per{ecutor Licinnius being foyled, and the derettion 
of Ecclefiafticall affaires removed from the difpofition of the vulgar (ort, by the providence of 
Almighty God avdthe vigilant labour of our minifrery, I fuppofe that the power and might of 
Ged #8 made manifeft unto all men, and that they. which fell by reafon of feare, or incredulity, or 
other infirmity whatfoever, in as much as now they acknowledge the true Godin deed, will repent 
‘and returne nnto the true and right way, Wherefore what Charches foever thou dof? governe, om 
ether places, where other Bifbops, Priefts, and Deacons of thy acquaintance doe overfec; our 
wills, that thox admonifh themat, that withwatchfull eye the buildings of the Churches be 
locked unto: totbeend that [uch as ftand may be repaired, and alfo be enlarged, or elfe where 
neceffity fo conftrainzth, they may be erctled al new fromthe foundations. Looke what things 
are neceffarily required for building, fee that either thou thy felfe, or [ome other in thy namesde= 
mand thew of the Lieutenants, or rulers of our provinces, For. we have fignified ante thems by 
our letters, that with alicelerity and promptne(fe of minde they {hall fupply the want of fuch 
things as thine holinelfe doth prefcribe. And thus well beloved brother, I commit thee to the tuiti- 
on of Almighty God. Thefe things the Emperor wrote for the building of the Churches, unto 
the Bifhops ofevery province, and what feverally he wrote unto Exfebixs Bifhop of Ce- 
Sareain Palaftina for the copying ofholy Scripture, it may.eafily be gathered by thefe ler- 
ters ot his as followeth. Conftantine the puiffant, the mighty and the noble Enperour, ‘tnto 
Exfebius Bifhop of Cafareas fendeth greeting. In fo much that inthe * exty which x called after 
okr name, there inhabiteth a great multitude of men (our Saviour left, and God the Father, of 
his providence fending increafe thereunto ) which embraceth the most holy Gharch, tothe end all 
the Ecclefiafticall affaires, may in the fame place daily increafe more eee move, we have thought 
good, that more Churches fhould be eretted and builded there. Wherefore accept with loving 
heart, what our will and plealure ts,We have thought good to fignifie unto thy wifedome, that 
thon (houldeft prepare fiftie volumes, or copies.of holy Scripture, written in parchment, which 
foal be both legible, handfome and portable, and that thow command moreover, that they be 


written of skilful Scriveners, exercifed in the art of penning .Oxr will ts, that the volumes come 


prife thofe beokes of holy Scripture, whofe penning ana ufethow thy felfe foali thinke moft ne- 
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ceflary toavaile for the edifying of the Church, Our Highneffe hath fent letters anto our head 
Treafurer that fhe fhould minifter all neceffaries for the-provifion of thefe books. It ts thy partthen 
ro overfee with fpeel, that thefe wratten copies be made ready. Aoreover by vertue of thefe our 
letters (as right reqnireth ) we give thee liberty to rake up two common wagons, for the convey~ 
ing of them thither, for fo the written copies fhall the fooner be brought unto us, and fo much the 
better if ove of the Deacons be putin truft therewith. Who when as he cemmeth in place,foall finde 


the proofe of onr hiberality. God keepe thee in health well beloved brether: 
Another Epi(tle unto Macarius,

to Macarius towards us, that no tongue ts able for the worthineffe thereof, fufficiently to exprelfethi 
A tocalers prefent miracle : for, that the ple'ge er monument of hrs moft bleffed paffion, which of late lay hid 
crue Saviour 1” the bowels of the earth the {pace of fo many yeares, fhould at length be revealed unto the 
foundthere, fervants of God, being fer at liberty, after conquering of the common and generall enemie, 


andthe buil- jp farreexceedethall humane fenfe, and capacity of mans wit, For if all the fages,and wifeft fore

ding oh _. of men throughout the world, affembled themfelves together, and parpofea to reafon and ena 
ice In tnat treat hereof, without doubt they couls not, for the worthineffe thereof fatosfie with any CIYCHM<-

france,no,not the leaft point thereof. The faith annexed unto this miracle 1s of [uch force, and fo 
farre exceedeth the fenfe and capacity of mans nature, asceleftiall and divine things doe paffe 
humane and worldly affaires, Wherefore this ts alwaies my principal and enely marke to fhoote 
at, that even as the true faith revealeth her felfe daily by new and ftrange miracles: foall our 
minds with all modefiy, and uniformeveadimelfe, fhould be fixed and more prone, tothe obfer- 
vation of the most holy aud bleffed Gofpell, (Moreover thu alfo (the which I thinke every man 
knoweth well) I would have thee fally afuredto be my chiefe care, that the (aid holy place, (the 
which by the consmandement of Godwe have purged from the foule weight of the filthy Idols, 
overlaid therewith as it were with a moft grievous burthen: the which place allo we know tohave 
beene recounted holy in manner from the beginning of the world, and afterwards alfo to have 
jeelded more evident proofes of oline|fe, by firring up againe the faith of the paffion of our Sam 
VioHnr, as it were from oxt of darkencffe into light) be beautified with goodly and gor geors bxil- 
ding. It ws requifitethat thy wifedome doe caft with my (elfe,and fet in order this worke,and care- 
fully provide neceffaries for all circumptances,to the end that not onely the (anttuary may excell 
for beanty all thereft where(oever; but that alfo the other parts thereof may be (uch, as foall 
farre*palfe inexcellency of building, all the principall Churches throughout every city. Teer= 
tifie thee further, that touching the makin ig ap of the walls, and the curious workemanfhip 
thereof, Ihave charged our friend Dracillianus who governeih divers other coafts, and alfo the 
ruler of your province, Our grace hath charged them,that what artificers what workemen,what 

other things foever phall feeme expedient for the building, they fould learne of thy wifedome, 

and forthwith be fent thither for the provifion thereof, Concerning the pillars, and ovher parts 
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of the temple to be made of marble, looke what thon (uppofest fittest. both for the majefty of the 
workemanfhip, and continuance of the building, taking with thy [elfe good advifement therein, 
that thon certifie us thereof by thy letters, torheend that we underftanding by thy letters what 
you bave need of, may from every where convey the fame thither unto you. For it beheveth. us 
to garnifp andfet forth with great majefty, the bead and chiefe place of the whole world. Our 
willts befides, that thou certifie us,what thine opinion is, whether it be betterto have the roofe 
of the [antluary embored archwife, or wrought after fome other kinde of artificial cunning. 
Eade archwife,. then may it finely be gilded all over. It refterh then that thy bolinéffe, 
unto whofe prident confideration (4 it is premifed ) me havevreferred the whbte,. ave “certifi ‘ws 
with all heede, what workemen; what artificers, what provifion ye fhall bave need of : “and adfa 
shat-bhou fignifie unto ws thy mind, touching the marble, and pillars tobe made thereof, avdthe 
Siheene roofe;sfthankind of worke pleale thee beft.God keeperhee in health well beloved brother, 
Ni mel wrote alfo folemne and large Epiftles againttedrigs andliis compl ices pthe 
£ his follna , Lae, Senge hy in every city to be blazed: abroad: taunting him “bitterly 
ayia, y,and skoffing wi \ netled him more fharply. * efides he wrote letters unto'the 
omesians, wherem he inveyed againkt Eufebins and T beooms Hechareed Eufebins with 
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fubtle treachery and lewd behaviour: and not only that" he had infected himfelfe withthe 
noyfome filth of 4 riani{me, but alfo in the * tyrants behalfe, wrought treafon againtt him, 
and after the manner of a rebell refifted hisenterprifese ‘Wherefore he exhorted them to 
chufe another Bifhop inhis.roome, The which Epiftlesof his,becaufe that they are fome- 
what long,I thought good preféntly not to troublethe, Reader withally in fo much as fuch 
as are defirous thereof,may eafily and at pleafure both find and perufe:them, And of thefe 
things thus much. | fon

How- that the Emperour Conttantine,cahed Acefius.a Novatian Bifoop 
sntothe councell of Nices 


..§ / wherein he applied himfelfetothe maintenance of peace, And becaufe he greatly re 

-, {pected the unity and concord iv Ecclefiafticall affaires, he fummoned Acefins Bifhop 
of the Novatian fe to the councell, And after the determination of the councell touching 
the faith was both laiddowne imwriting, and ratified with the feverall fubfcriptions of all 
their-hands,the i mperour demandeth of Acefius, whether he would aflent unto the fame 
faith,and alfo unto the-canon concluded upon touching the. obfervation of the feaft of Ealter, 
Who made anfwer::The councell (O Emperor) hath concludedjand decreed no new thing: 
For I have learned of old that ‘even from the beginning and in the Apoftolicke times them 
felves,the felfe fame faith was retained, and the fame time for the celebration of the feaftof 
Eafter was obferved:Againe,whenthe Emperor demanded of him, the caufe why he feve- 
red himfelfe fromthe communion of the faithfull; he alledged for himfelfe fuch things as 
had happened under the raigne.of Deciws,and-abiout the perfecution of that time,and alfohe 
brought forth the precife obfervation of.avertaine fevere canon,to wit,* That fuch as after 
Bapti{me,through frailty of the feth,had fallen unto that kind of finne which holy Scripture 
termeth the fin usito death,thould not be partakérs.of the holy myfteries, but exhorted: unto 
repentance: and that they fhotild waite for remiffion of fin to proceed, not of the Priefts 
but of God hiinfelfe, who both caniand is of ipower fufficient to remit fin. The which when 
Acefius had uttered,the Empérour faid unto himagaine : Provide thee aladder (O Acefizs) 
and.clime alone into heaven. ; Thefe things, did neither Eu/ebins Pawspbilus, nor any other 
writer once make mention off but.] my felfe learned it * of one that was.of no fimall credit, 
of great yeares, and fucha one as rehearfed the'things he faw done inthe councell. W heres 
by I conjeature the felfe famé to have happened unto fuch as herein have beene filent, the 
which thing divers Hiltoriographers have practifed. For thefe men overskip many things,

fit opportunity is offered to performe the fame. This P aphnutius was Bifhop of a certaine 
-city in the upper Thebass, fo vertuousand fo holy aman, that ftrange, miracles: were 
wrought by him.He had one of his eyes pulled out in the time of pérfecistion. Wherfore the 
Emperour had him in very great reverence, and fent for him at fundry times, to come unto 
his {umptuous pallace. The empty place of the banifhed eye,he was wont to kiffe, Sogreat 
a reverence and honor did the Emperour Conflantine fhew unto ancient: and hoiy Fathers, 
Andthis is one thing which Thad to fay of Paphnuries, Another thing alfo I will report 
which came to pafle through his advice,both profitable for the Church,and honourable for 
Ecclefiatticall perfons, The Bithops thought good to bring a new law into the Church; to 
wit,that they which wereof the Clergy (1 meane Bifhops, Priefts, and Deacons) fhould 
thenceforth not company with their wives, the which they had. coupled unto them 


being lay men, . When as. they went-about to reafon hereof, and -to confult among 
re ars themfelves

Heb.1 3 perturbation and frailty of the flefh: and that peradventure likewife every of their wives 
could not nor brooke fo rare arule of continency prefcribed unto them, He termed the 

company of man and wife,lawfully coupled together;chaltity : andthatto feeme futicient 

enough for fuch as had entred into holy orders, being fingle men,thenceforth( according un< 

to the old Ecclefiafticall tradition}to live afingle life : and not to feparate ary man afunder 

from his wife,which he had maried being alay man. Such{peeches ufed Paphnwtius, when 

he himfelfe had never beene maried, and (as I may jaftly avouch) never knew what wo- 

mans company meant, For of achild heled a ftraite life in the company of the religions 
worfhippers,and excelled all others infame (if then there was any fuchinthe world) for 

continency of mind,and chaft behaviour. To conclude,the whole councell then affembled of 
Ecclefiafticall perfons,yeelded unto the fentence of Paphnwrins, w holly ending all contros 

ver{ie that might rife in this behalfe, and permitting liberty unto every man at his owe 

pleafure, to reframe as him lifted the company of the maried wife, So far of Paphwwtine; 

*Chap.12.in  * And that I may fay fomething of Spyridion,he was fo holy, and fovertuous 4 fhepheard of 
the Greeke. _cattell,that he feemed worthy tobe appointed a fhepheard of men, He was Bithop of Tris 
Spyridion. mithovs acity of Cyores who when as there he executed the fun@ion of a By fhop, yet for 
his fingular modefty,he kept alfo a flock of fheep, And although many notable thihgs areres 

ported of him,yet left we feeme to digrefle too farre fromthe purpofe,we will content our 
felves with the relation of one ortwo ofhis famous ads. Theeves on acertainé me about 
midnight brake into his fheepecote, and by ftealth went about to convey. away fome of His 
sheepe,but God who kept the {hepheard faved alfo the fheepe : for the theeves with acere 
taine invifible kind of force,were held faft bound unto the fheepcote,Atthe dawning of the 
day Spyridion came to his fold, and fecing the hands of the theeves tied behind themi, forthe 
with underftood the circumftance, and by prayer which he made unto God looted ther 
hands,and exhorted them carne(tly to get their living,not with the {poile of other mens ibs 
ftance,but with the {weat of their own brows. Yerinthe end he gave to them a fat wether, 
bidding them farwell in this fort: I give you this, left itrepent you that ye have laboured alf 
night in vaine,One of his doings was this. The other in this fort, He had tohis daughter @ 
virgin,endued with her fathers piety and holineffe,her name: was Jrene, in whofe cuftody a 
2 ae of déare and familiar friend left a precious jewel!;fhe weying the charge of this jewell hid it 
nee jn the groand,and in a while after departed this life. Then came the owner, and feeing that 
the maid was dead,he went about to entangle the father, fometimes charging and threate 

ning him with foule meanes,fome other times intreating him with faire words. The old man 

weying the loffe of his friend as muchas his ow ne,got him unto the fepulcher of his daughs 

ter,praying unto God,that now before the time he would vouchfafe to fhew unto him the 

promifed refurreétion,the which hope of his failed him nothing atall. For the maid revived, 

and came to the prefence of her father, which alfo,as foone as fhe had revealed unto him the 

place where the jewell lay hid,vanifhed away out of his fight. Such men there flourifhed in 

many of the Churches of God,in the time of Conftanrine the Emperor. Thee things I both 
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Ruffinvs bift heard with mine cetes,many of the Ifle of Cyprus reporting to be crue, and alfo I read it ina 

ib. a.cap. 5. ni elaheaery of Ruff nus aPricft, written in the latine tongue, whence I have borrowed 
theie and fundry other things which I will hereafter alledge, 

Chap.13. after .

Have learned alfo that Ewtychianws a man of Gncere religion, flourifhed at that time,who 
though he were of the Novatian Sef yer did he many ftrange things,nothing inferior unto 
‘the acts mentioned a litle before. I wilreveale him that reported unto me his doings,nei- 
ther will I clokeor conceale that at al,thoueh therfore may incurre the danger of fin; ition 
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orthe reprehenfion of divers perfons. Tt was Awxanon, a priclt of the Novatian Church 
who having lived many yeares, went being a very young man unto the Connced of Nice to= 
gether with cefims, thattold meall the things which happened unto Acefivs, of whom I 
| {pake before, It was even he that lengthned his daies, and continued his veares from that 
timeunto the raigne of Theodofins the yonger, and rehearf{ed'unto me being a very young 
man,ailthe famonsacts of Eatychiagws, And though he ran over many gifts of the grace of 
God beftowed upon him, yet reported he of him one notable thing which happened in the 
raigne of ( onflancine the Emperor,which was thus, One of the guard whom the Emperour 
calleth ordinary,as foone as he was once fufpected of traiterous confpiracy,fled away. The 
Emperour being through'y moved with indignation again(t him, gave great charge and 
commandeiment,that wherefoever he were taken, there immediatly he fhould be executed, 
He was found about O/ympus in Birhynia,and fertered with cruell and grievous bonds inthe 
parts of O/ympus,chen clapt in prifon,In thofe parts Eurychian had his abode, leading a fo- 
litary life,curiag many of their grievous maladies,both outwardly in body, and inwardly in 
their mind. With him this 4zxanox had his converfation,being as then a yong {tripling who 
afterwards lived many yeares,and learned under him the monalticall trade of living, They 
flock about Evtychianus that he would releafe the prifoner,and intreat the Emperor for him 
(for the miracles wrought by Excychianus were famous,and being bruted abroad, they came 
to the eares of the Emperor )he eftfoons with a willing and prompt mind promiteth that he 
will take his journey to the Emperor in his behalfe, But whilft that the prifoner endured 
extreame tormesits,by reafon of the intollerable fetters wherewith he was fa{tned, the foli+ 
citors of his caufe informed Exrychianns that death becaufe of his bitter punifhment, would 
prevent both the execution enjoyned by the Emperour, anid the fupplication that was to be 
made for him. &urychianus then fent unto the keepers of the jayle,requefting them to lofe the 
man.And when they had anfwered that the deliverance of the prifoner would be the great 
danger of their lives, Eutychianws together with Auxanos,went {traight way unto the pri- 
fon, W henas the keepers being intreated;would not open the prifon,the gift of God enclo- 
fed in the breft of Butychianus, revealed it felfe with greater brightnefle in the world. For 
the gates of the ptifon voluntarily fet themfelves wide open, yea when the keyes were ab- 
{ent and tied to the keepers girdle. Moreover when Eatychianws and Aaxanen entred in,and 
all the beholders were now aftonifhed,the fetters of their own accord fell off the prifoners 
feet. Thefe things being don, Etychianus and Anxancn take their journey together,towards 
the city which of old was called Bizantiwm, afterwards Conffamtinople, Eutychianns forth= 
With got him unto the Emperors court,and purchafed pardon for the prifoner, For the Ems 
pcror without delay (for the great reverence he owed unto Eetychianus) granted him his 
requeft with a willing mind. This was done ina while after, At that time the Bifhops which 
met together at the Ceuncell of Nice as foone as they had difpatched, both other things, and 
alfo laid downe in writing the decrees( which alfo they call canons already concluded upon, 
every one returneth unto his owne city, I think it very expedient to lay downe in this place, 
not only the names of the Bifhops,aflembled at Nice,which among al the reft were moft fa- 
mous(I meane fuch as I could learne by records )but alfo the province and place where eves 
ry one governed,together with the time of their aflembly. There was prefent at this coun- 

cell : Of'us Bithop of C orduba : Viton.and Vicentins prielts : Alexander Bifhop of e£ gypr : 

Enftathius Bifhop of great Antisch: Macarius Bifhop of lerufalem : Harpocration, Cynon, 

With others: whofe name are feverally and exquifitely cited by Athaxafins Bifhop of A/ex- 

andria.in his book entituled Sywodicus.* Touching the time when this councell was fummo- 

ned,as it appeareth by chronicles of record,it was in the confulfhip of Pawlints & Iulianus, 

the eleventh kalends of Inne, to wit: the xx. day of May.the 336. yeare after the raigne of 
edlexander king of Afa-edonia, Thus was-the councell broken up, which being doue we 

have to learne that the Emperor departed into the Eafterne parts,

How that Eufebius Bifhop of Nicomedia, and Theognis Bifbep of Nice, being exiled 
for Ariasifme.after they had given a booke of their recantation andre~ 
entance were refered to their former dignity. 
Viebius and Theognis {ent a litle booke unto the chiefe Bifhops, wherein they fhewed 
their penitent minds for their wilfall folly: wherefore by the Emperors commande 
ment they were not onely called home trom banifhment, but alfo reftored to the go- 
. T 4 vernement 
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vernment of their Churches :- removing from their, dignities fuch as were fubftituted in 
their roomes,to wit, Amsphion removed by Enfebivus and Chraftius by Theognts, The copie of 
the recantation we have here laid downe as followeth: e4 Ithough it was our part heretofore 
being condemned by your holineffe, not to have muttered, but quret ly tohave borne whatfoever 
your wiledome both godly and religionfly had decked: yet becanfe it feemed a fhamefull thing, that 
with our filence we fhould canfe others to conceive an ill opinion of us, and fo to condemne ws fop 
devifers of falfhood: therefore have we fignified unto you our affent touching the deter mination of 
thefaith: andhaving diligently weyed and examined with. our felves the force and Signification 
of the claufe, Ofone fubftance, we wholly addict our felves to the embracing of peace and unis 
ty, never henceforth to intangle our felves inthe [nares of error, And partly to the end we might 
provide for the peaceable fecurity of the Church of God, we have laid wide open before you 
the fecrets of our minde: partly alfothat they, which to mans feeming fiould ‘yeeld to our cen. 
fure and judgement, might inthis behalfefettle and confirme them/felves,we have Jublcribed 
to the forme of faith which the holy ajjembly hath laid downe. We prote/t unto you woreos 
ver in that heretofore we fubfcribed not to the condemnation or accurfing of Arius, it was not 
becan[e we mifliked with that forme of faith; but becaufe we could nat be fully per[waded that 
he was ach a kind of fellow as report went of him: [pecially when as by fuch things as pris 
vately past by Epiftles betweene us, and alfa by his owne proteftation pronounced with hes ownp 
lippes in our prefence, we were fully per[waded that he was farre from that hinde of difpofition: 
If that then that facred Senate and holy affembly will give any credit unto our words; we have 
fully purpoled and-determined with our felves, not to impugne by Gainefayine, but by affens 
ting and prompt mindes, to ratifie thofe canons which your fincere and religtous prety bath 
already concluded, eAnd by this owr booke of fubmiffion we doe feale our confent therein, nob 
fer that we are grieved with exile and banifoment, but that most willingly we would nor ones 
ly. abandon herefie, but alfo avoid, yea the fufpition thereof. And if that you will vouchfafe us 
Jour prefence, youfball find indeed as you readeiby word, that we will Subcribe unto ‘yous 
decrees, For as much as it pleafed your wonted goodneffe to call before you, and curteon)y to 
sntreate the ringleader of this[etk, it feemes farre out of order, when as be being guilty was [ent 
for and anfwered for himfelfe, that we with filence foonld condemne our felves, Lev it nob 
Grieve you then, as it becommeth your reverend fatherhood, to put our moft religious Empereur 
sn remembrance of us,to prefent our humble {ute unto him, and fpeedily to determine what ‘your 
difcreet wifedome thinketh bef} touching this our eftate, This was the recantation of Eu/ebius 
and Theognis, By which circumftances Idoe con jecture, though they fubfcribed’ unto the 


forme of faith decreed by the councell,yet that they wouldinot condefcend to the renoun. | 


cing Of e4rivs: and that e4rizs before this time was fent’for, And for all that it Was

7 Ot long after, Alexander Bifhop of Alexandria having run the race of his mortall 
yy life,died,and Athanafizs is appointed to governe the Church in his place.

Thus 
plaid the children on that day inthe which the Church of Alexandria accuftometh to*cele- 
brate the memorial of Peter fomtime there Bifhop and martyred. Atithat time (as it fell 
eo ee fer Bifhop of Alexandria palling by, beheld the whole order and difcourfe of 
the play, e fent for the child ren-£0 come unto him,and demanded of them, what part every 
one handled in the play,cathering hereby fomething to be forefhewed and prognofticated 
unto them all, Which being done;he charged they fhould- be brought up inthe Chives and 
' ) : nurtured 
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nurturedin good learning, but above all Arbanafivs. Whom when he'came to ripeneffe of Alexander Bi- 


veares, he made Deacon,and brought him tn his company to the councell of Wice for to-aid 
himin difputation.T hefe things hath Ruffinws written in hisHiftories of Athanafius Neither 
is it unlike but that thefe circumftances might be, for it is moft true, that many fuch things 
have oftentimes heretofore come to pafle. Thus much by the way of Arhanajiws. /

as(after the wonted guife)he had celebrated the twentieth yeare of his raigne,with- 

out all delay or tariance, he turned himfelfe wholly to t'-¢ building of-Churches, the 
which he brought topaffe, as well in other cities, asin that city which he called after his 
name, but of old bare the name of Byzantinm, This he enla rged exceedingly, he environed 
with great and goodly wals,he beautified with glorious building, and made her nothing in- 
ferionr to the princely city of Rome,calling her after his own name Conftantinople. He made 
moreover a law,that fhe fhould be called the Second Rome, The which law is ingraven ina 
{tony pillar,and referved in the publike pretorie,nigh the Emperors martiall picture, In this 
city he ereCted from the foundation,two Churches, calling the one,of Peace, the other, of the 
Apofties, He increafed not only (as I faid before) Chriftian a ‘aires, but altogether rooted 
outthe rites of the Gentiles, He caried away the images out of the Idoll groves, and tothe 
end they might fet out the city of Conffantineple, they were to be feene abroad inthe open 
market place. He environed about in the open aire,the threefooted treftle (upon the which 
the Prie(t of Apolle in Delphos was wont to receive his oracle) with a grate. Peradventure 
fome men will count the recital of thefe things altogether impertinent,{pecially in as much 
as of late in manner all men have either feene them with their eyes, or heard of them with 
their-eares, At that time the Chriftian Religion {pred it felfe farre and nigh. For under the 
raigne of the Emperour Conftanrine, befides the profperous affaires of many other things, 
the providence of God fo provided,that the'faith in Chrift fhould take great increafe, And 
although Eu/ebins Pamphilus hath fet forth the praifes of this Emperoury ‘with a large and 
lofty Qile: yetin my opinion, I hall nothing offend if that after my fimple manner, I fay 
fo methinig to his commendation. 


T He Emperor,after the ending of the councell,lived in great tranquility. And as foone

though with much ado; throughthe helpe of God fhe found it, Andawhy it was fo harda 
tater to find,I will declare.in few. words. Ewen as they which embraced the faith of Chrift 
highly eftcemediof the fepulcher and monument after his pa flion:fo on the contrary, fuch as 
abhorred Chriftian Religion,heaped inthat place much earth, and raifedigreat hillocks, and 
builded there'thetemple of Venus .and having fupprefied the remembrance of the place,they 
fetup her Idoll, This have we learned of old to be true. But whenas the Emperors mother 
wasmade privie hereunto, fhethrew downe the doll: the diggeduptheplace: {he caufed 
the great heape of earth to be hurled afide.and the filthto be removed: fhe finds three crofles 
inthe grave, one, Lmeatie that bleffed, upon the which Chrift fuffered : ‘other two, on the 
which thetwo theeves ended their lives... Together with which crofles the table of Pilate

Emperours mother was not alittle penfive. The which forrowfull heavineffe of hers; Af 
carins Bifhop of Iern/alem, not long after affwaged, for he made manifett by his faith thar 
which afore was doubtfull and ambiguous.He defired of God a figne, and obtained hig fute, 
The figne was this: there was a certaine woman of that coaft, which by reafon of her lon 

and grievous difeafe, lay atthe point of death. As fhe was yeelding up the ghoft, the Bitho 

laid every one of the croffes upon her, being fully perfwaded, that fhe fhould recover her 
former health, if chat fhe touched the reverend croffe of our Saviour, which in deed failed 
him not, For when as both the crofles which belonged not unto the Lord, were laid to the 
woman,the continued nevertheleffe at the point of death: butas foone as the third (which 
in very deed was the Croffe of Chrift) was laid unto her, although fhe feemed prefent] to 
leave this world,yet leaped fhe up,& was reftored to her former health. After this fort wag 
the croffe of Chrift found out. The Emperours mother buiided over the {epulcher a-good] 

and gorgeous Church, calling it New Ierzfalems, right over again{t that old and walt Jerts/gu 
tem, The one halfe of the croffe the lockt up in a filver cheft,and left thereto be feene of fuch 
as were defirous to behold {uch monuments,the other halfe fhe fent unto the Emperor, The 
which when he had received, fuppofing the city to be in great fafety, wherein it was kept, 
compaffed it with his owne pi@ure which was fet up in the market place at Conflantinople 
(fo called of Con/fantine)over a mighty pillar of red marble. Although I commit this to wie 
ting, which I have only learned by hearefay,yet in manner all they which inhabit Constantia 
nople,a‘irme it to be moft true. Moreover when Cox/hantine had received the nailes, wheres 
with the naked hands of Chrift were faftened to the tree (for his mother had found thefeal- 
foin the Sepulcher of Chrilt,and fent them unto him) he canfed bits for bridles,helmets and 
head-peeces,to be made thereof,the which he wore in battell. The Emperour furthermore 
made provifion for all {uch neceflaries as were required to the building of the Churches,and 
Wrote unto Adacarins the Bithop,thar with all diligence he thould farther the building, The 
Emperors mother as foone as fhe had finiflaed the Church,which the called New Terufalen 
builded a fecond, nothing inferiour to the fitk,at Berh/ems,in the hollow rocke, where Chri 
was borneaccording unto the flefh, alfo a thirdupon the mount where Chrift afcended un- 
to the Father.

not needfull to commit to writing for the pofterity. For itis not our drift to declare the 
other famous acts of the Emperour, but only thofe which appertaine unto Chriftian Religi= 
on,and {pecially the eftate of the Churches. W herefore in as much as the famous acts of the 
Emperor,tend to another purpofe, and require a proper anda peculiar kind of handling, 1 
leave thein for others, which both know, and can fufhiciently difcourfe thereof. I of mine 
owne part, would never have laid pen to paper, if the Church had beene at unity and 
concord within it felfe, For where there isno matter miniftred to write,there the writer 
feemeth to be fond, and his travell fruftrate,But inas much as the fabteltie of Sophifters fond 
quirkes, and fallacies of Satan, depraved in thofe daies the Apoftolicke and fincere Chara- 
cter of Chriftian Religion,fevered alfo, and as it were unjoynted the members of Chrift, I 
thought good to fay fomething of them, whereby the Ecclefialticall affaires, may not fall 
into the duft of oblivion, For the knowledge thereof is much fet byamong moft men, and 
fetleth for experience,the mind of fuch a oneas is well feene therein.

Pou od thereunto by the example of CVetrodorus the Philofopher, who ‘aforetime had throughly 
yeares after travelled that country.  AZeropius then,taking with himtwo young men, that were his pe. 
Chrift, (ins; which alfo were skilfull in the Greek tongue,took fhip, and failed tothe fame country, 


and when as he had enjoyed his full defire,and now againe longed to be at home,being pins 
ched with want of neceflary food,he arived at a place,where there was a fure and a fafe' has 
ven. It fell out,at the very fame time, that the league concluded betweene the Romanes and 
the Judians was broken. The Indians then laid hands upon the Philofopher,and {uch as failed 
with him,and flue them all, the Philofophers two young cofins onely excepted. The child 
dren they pittied,becaute of their tender yeares,and being faved,they are given fora prefent 
unto the King of Z# tia. The King liking very well of their young countenances,made the one 
whofe name was «td: (ius his cup-bearer, to attend upon his cup at the table: and the other 
whofe name was Frementius, he made mafter of the Kings rolles. Not long after the King 
died, leaving behind him a fonne that was very youtie,and the Scepter of his kingdome unto 
his wife,manumiling alfo -€defins and Framentiis,’ The Queene being very carefull over 
this young Prince, requéfted them both to také the guard and government of him, untill he 
came to lawfull yearesand mans eftate, The young men,according unto her requeft, dili- 
gently apply themfelves about the Princes affaires, but {pecially Framentius, who was in 
chiefeft authority. This Framentius enquired earneftly of the Romane Merchants, which did 
trafhique in that country, whether there was any Chriftian in that company. When hé had 
found certaine,and fignified unto them his companions eftate and his owne,he prayed them 
to chufe unto themfelves feverall places, where after the manner of the Chriftiats they 
sught poure out prayers unto the living God, In proceffle of time, Framentius builded a 
Church for prayer, And thofe Chriftians joyne unto themcertaine Indians, whom they in- 
ftructed ‘in the principles of the faith. W hen asthe Kings fonne came to full yeares, Framen-~ 
tits Ste Edefius refine up unto himhis kingdome the which they had prudently governed, 
and crave licence of him for them to depart unto their native country.But when as theking 
and his mother earneftly intreated them to tarry and could not prevaile,being very defirous 
Co vifit their native foile,they take their leave,and bid farewell, «A’defius went to T yrs for 
to fee his parents and kinsfolkes, Frumentius got him to Alexandria, and opened the whole 
matter,and all the circumftances unto Athanafizs who a few daies before, was there jtalled 
Bifhop. He told him what happened in his journey,that there was good hope,that the Indi 
aus Would receive the faith of Chrit. He prayeth him to fend thither a Bifhop, and withall 
en, ce Clergy men, and thathe fhould not make light account of fuch as might eafily be 
was confecrae’ pe ought to fave their foules, Athanafius pondering with himfelfe, what preparation was fit- 
ted Bithop by teft for his Voyage,made Framenrins himfelfe Biffrop, and faid, that he knew none fitter for 
Athanafius,& this funtion then himfelfe, And the matter was thus ¢oncluded.

-are,having their original of the Iberians which inhabit Spaine, This woman being a captive, 
and having her conver fation with Barbarrans,gave her felfe wholy to godlinefle. For the 
exereifed very much the difcipline of continencie, fhe ufed a fevere kind of abftinence, and 
alwaies applyed her felfe to fervent prayer, T he which thing when the Barbarians percei- 
ved,they wondered at the ftrangenefle of the ac. It fell ont that the Kings fon of very ten= 
der yeares, fell into a dangerous difeafe, The Queene (after that country manner) fent the 
child unto other women for phyfick,to try if experience had taught them any medicine that 
might cure that malady. But when the nurce had caried the child about unto every woman, 
and could purchafe remedy 0 fnone, at lengthhe is brought unto the woman that was cap-= 
tive. She in the prefence of many women,although fhe laid thereunto no falve or remedy in 
the world (for of truth fhe knew none) yet took fhethe child, laid her fackcloth upon 
him,and faid onely thefe words: Chrift which healed many,will alfo heale this infant. W hen 
the had uttered thefe words, and prayed unto God for aide and affiftance, the child forth- 
with recovered, and thenceforth enjoyed perfect health. The fame of this att was 
bruted abroad among allthe Barbarian wives, andscame at length unto the Queenes 
eare, fo thather name was famous and the captive woman much {poken of. In a 
while after the Queene her felfe fell ficke, and this fimple woman was fent for. Shere- 
finfed to goe, left that peradverture fome violence, contrary to the modefty of her nature, 
were offered unto her, The Queene then is conveyed unto her, She practifeth the like as fhe 
had dorie before untothe child. Forthwith the Queene is rid ofher difeafe, fhe thanketh the 
woman. But the woman anfwered:it isnot my doing,but Chrifts the $on of God,and maker 
of heaven and earth,She exhorteth the Queene to, call upon him, & to acknowledge him for 
the true God. The king marvelling that this malady whichraigned among the Iberians was 
fo foone cured, made inquifition who healed his wife, and commanded the captive woman 
‘thould be bountifully rewarded. W ho made an{wer; that fhe wanted no riches, but eftee- 
med godlinefle as great trea{ure, and that the King fhould receive a precious Jewell,if that 
he would acknowledge that God whom the profefied. W iththefe words fhe fent back the 
rewards. The King laid up thefe f.yings in his breaft. The next day after as the King wenta 
hunting, fich a thing happened. The hils and forrelt where his, game lay, were overcalt with 
darke cloudes and thicke mift,the game was uncertaine anddoubtfull, the way fropt ana in-

tricate. The King being athis wits end, not knowing what was beft in this cafe to be done, 
called earnefily upon the gods which he accuftomed to ferve. But when his calling upon 
them ftood him in no fteed.it came to his mind, to thinke upon the God of the captive wo- 
man,unto him he turnethand crieth for helpe. As foone then.as he had prayed untohim, the 
cloud was diffolved, and the mitt {cattered it felfe and vanifhed away. The King wondring, 
returned home joyfully and cold his wife all that had happened. Immediatly he {ends forthe 
captive woman:when fhe came, he demanded of her what God it was whoni fhe ferved ? 
She fo inftrusted the /berian King, that he publifhed abroade the praifes of Chrilt. For he 
embracing the faith of Chrift by the meanes of this devout woman,made proclamation that 
all his fubjects fhould come together, To them he rehearfed the manner of his fons curing, 
the healing of his wife, and what happened unto himas he went a hunting. He exhorted 
them to ferve the God of the captive woman. They preach Chrift to both fex, the King to 
men,and the Queene to women. As foone as he had learned of the captive woman the forine 
and fafhion of Churches whichthe Romanes ufed, hecaufed a Church to be builded, and 
eave charge, that withall {peed provifion fhould be made for building. . ‘To be fhort, the 
houfe of prayer is erected. As foone as they went about to lift up the pillars, the wifedome 
of God even inthe worke it felfe,fetled the minds of the people, anddrew them to Chrift. 
It fell out that onz of the pillars remained immoveable, and could by no device be remo- 
ved, the ropes breake, and the engines cracke in peeces, the workemen defpairg, and re- 
turne every man to his home, Then the faith of the captive womaa madeit felfe manifeft, 
For in the night feafon when no man perceived, fhe came unto the place, and continued in 
prayer all night long, by the divine providence of God the pillar is winded up in che aire 
over the foundation, and there hangeth levell wife, without either prop or butrefle. At 
the breaking of the day, the King being acarefull man, not forgetful of his bufineffe, 
came to fee the building, and beholdeth the pillar hanging in the ayre levell over his place, 
He wonderethat the fight, and all that faw it were aftonifhed. Ina little {pace after, be- 
‘fore their faces,the pillar came downe,and faftened it felfe in his proper place. ii Bereupon

they all fhouted,the Kings faith is held for true, and the God of the captive woman was ex. 
rolled with praifes, Thenceforth they (tagger not at all, but with chearfull minds they raife 
the reft’of the pillars,and in a while after they finifh the building, After this they fend Em 
bafladors unto Con/tantine,requefting league thenceforth to be concluded betweene them 
and the Romanes, they crave a Bifhop and Clergy men toinftruct them, protefting their fin. 
cere and unfained beleefe in Chrilt.R«ffinus reporteth that he learned thefe things of Bach. 
rius, who fomtime governed the Iéersans,after wards comming unto the Romanes was made 
captaine over their fouldiers in Paleftina: and in his later dates he ftood the Emperor Theow 
dofius in great {teed in the battell which he gave to Afaxximsus the tyrant) Thus did the Jberj= 
ans receive the Chriftian faith in the dayes of Constantine the Emperour, *

Of Antonie the Monke, and Manes the Hereticke 
and bis originall, 


He fame time lived Antony the Monk in the deferts of e£¢ypt. But inas muchas 4=' 
thanafius Bifhop of Alexandria,hath lately fet forth in a feverall volume, intituled of 
his life, his manners and converfation, how openly he buckled with divels, how he 
over-reached their fleights and fubtle combats, and wrought many marvellous ahd ftrange 
miracles, I thinke it fuperfluous of my part to intreat thereof, The daies of Confantine 
have yeclded great plenty of rare and fingular men, * but among the good wheate tares are 
accuftomed to grow, and the fpite of Satan is the {worne enemy of profperous affaires, 
For a little before the raigne of (onftantine, a counterfeit religion, no other in fhew then 
the fervice of pagans, mingled it {elfe with the true and Chriftian Religion, no otherwife 
then falfe Prophets are wont to rife among the true Prophets of God, and falfe Apoftles 
among the zealous Apoftles of Chrift. Then went Aanichess about covertly to bring into 
the Church of God the doétrine of Emspedecles the heathen Philofopher, of whom Ex/ebins 
‘Pamphilus made mention in the 7, Booke of his Ecclefiafticall Hiltory, yet not exquifitely 
handling his doings. Wherefore looke what he omitted, that I fuppofe neceffary to be fupe 
plied ofus, for fo we fhall foone learne both whe and what this Afanicheus was, and alfo 
by what meanes he prefumed to practife fiich lewd enterprifes, A certaine Saracen of Scy= 
thia had to his wifea captive,borne in the upper Thebass, for whofe fake he fetled himfelfe 
to dwellin Egypt: and being well feene in the difcipline of the eEgyptsans, he endevoured 
to fow among the doctrine of Chrift,the opinions of E mpedocles and Pythagoras, That there 
were two'natures(as Empedocles dreamed one good,another bad:the bad enmity :the good 
unity. This Scythian had to his diftiple one Buddas,who afore that time was called 7 erebyn= 
thus which went to the coalts of Babylon inhabited of Perfians, and there publifhed of him- 
felfe many falfe wonders: that he was borne ofa virgin,that he was bred and broughtup in 
the mountaines ; after this he wrote foure books : one of Myfteries : the fecond he intitled 
The Gofpelt: the third, Thefauree: the fourth, 4 fammary He fayned ona time,that he would 
worke certaine feats, and offer facrifice, but he being on high,the divell threw him downe, ' 
fo that he brake his necke and died miferably, His hoftefle buried him, tooke all that he: 
had, and bought therewith a ladde of feven yeares old, whofe name was Cxbricus, This; 
y oman after that the had made him a freedenizon, and trained him up in learning, not 
as mines dieth, and gave him by legacy all the goods of Tereb;nthus, the bookes alfo which 
ene sees being the Scyehians difciple, Which things whenthis free denizno Cubricus 
: ae n he conveyed himfelfe forthwith into Perfia, He changeth his name, and in teed 
t #>ricus he cals himfelfe Manes, The books of Buddas otherwife called 7; crebynthus, 
e a se Bare as his own doings,unto fuch as were {nared with his folly. The titles of the 
rH : ee 3 gav a Bat or colour of Chriftian Religion, but in truth it felfe the do@rine 
soot a oF paganifme. For (Manes as he was indeed a wicked man, taught 
sees oe ; many gods: he commanded the Sunne to be worfhipped : he was a 
eh 2 ae nt deftinie : and denied free will in man, He faid plainely the foules 
isa Oat ae into another, following herein the fond opinions of Evspedocles, Py- 
ig Oras , we gyptsans, He would not confefle that Chrift was borne, but {aid that 
he

he had:the forme or figure of'a manHe rejectedithe Law and Prophets, and called himfelfe 

the comforter,alk which things are farre trom the:true and right faithot the Church of God; ! 
In his epiftleshe was not athamed to intitle himfelf'an.A poftie, Burhis lewdand {hamelefie 

leafings were recompenced with‘due punifhiment,and that for this canfe. The King of Perjia 

his fonne fell intoa dangerous difeafe, the father ufed allaneanes poflible to reftore his fon 

to his. former health, Being told of Adanes,and per{waded that his feats were farre from fal- 

fhood.and legerdemaine;fent for him by the name of an Apoftle; hoping with himfelfe that 

by his meanes his fondhould recover. Being come he takes the Kings fon in hand with for- 

cery.and witcheraft ;.the King feeing his fonne already gone,and departed uncer his hands, 

commanded the forcerer fhould be clapt in prifon; and provided execution for him, but he 

brake prifon, fled into Afe/epotamia,and fo fhifted for himfelfe, The King hearing thache 

wasinthote coa{ts, made himto beapprchended, flaied him alive, tooke his skinne, filled it 

fallof chaft=;and hanged it at the:gates of the city... Thefe things we reportto be molt true 

and faithfully alledged by us out of the booke intituled, The difpuration of Archelaus Bifhop 

of Cafcharum a city in ALefopotamia, This Arche/aus reporteth that he difputed with him 

face to face, and there layeth downe all that wewrote before of his’ life and converfation, 

Thus as (1 {aid before )it falleth outin all ages, that the {pite'of Satan willnot {uffer godli- 
hefle to have good fucceffe, but fends forth fuch lewd varlets ‘to entrap the fimple people. 

But what is the reafon thereof, why our loving and mercifull God permits firch lewdnefle, 

whether it be to trie and fift the rrue doftrine of his Charch and to cut off the vaine con- 

ceits and opinions which may have of religion: or whether it be forfome other caute 
whatfoever,as it is hard to determine thereof, fo few words wil not fuiice, neither is pre- 

fently fit opportunity and occafion miniftred to'difcourfe of that matter. Itis not verily the 

marke we {hoote at;exquifitely to entreate of divers and variable opinions and fentences of 
men,neither to fearch out the fecret and hid myfteries of the providence and wifedome of 
God;but truly as muchas in us lyeth, to fet forth the Ecclefialticall Hiftory. And becaufe 

we have reported after what fort the curfed opinions of the CManichees {prang up’ a'litle 

before the raigne of Conftantine, now let us returne to difcourfe of the times incident to 
this our purpofed Hiftory.

How that Eufebius Biftep of Nicomedia, and Theognis Bifuop of Nice,remembring them/[elues 
after their recantation,wrought all the {pice they could tooverthrow the faith efiablifhed 
in the Councel of. Nice,and ought meanes to mi chiefe Athana; ius Of the coun- 
cel fummoned at Antioch, which depofed Bultathius,about wham there 
arofe {uch afedition in Antioch as deftroyed in 
manner the whole city. 
Vfebius and Theognzs returning from exile, received'their former dignities, removing

(as I {aid before){uch as were placed in their Seas. They were in great reverence and 

* eftimation with the Emperor,and enjoyed great liberty,tor that they had forfaken the 
curfed and cankred opinion of Arizs, and given themfelves to the true and right faith, Bur 
thefe men for all chatabufedtheir liberty, and made moreftirre in the world chen ever was 
efore, Two things drove them thereunto «ithe deteftable herefie of Ariza ,whichheld their 
minds of'a long time,and the ceadly hatred they bare unto 4thanafius, Because he valiantly 
Withftood them as they difputed.in the Councell of Nice, firkt of {pite they chalenge his de- 


Steciand vocation,faying; he wasno fit man-for the roome of a Bifhop, next thar he was 
elegted by unlawfull perfons,” Butalthough he cleared: himfelfe of thofe opprobrious and 
anderous reports. (his upright converfation was fuchy ke could not be removed fromthe 
Bifhops Sea of A/ewanaria)and conténded earneftly for the faith decreed by the Ce#ncell of 
Nice: Ewfebins Bifhop of Nicomedia endevoured with might and maine, through wiles and 
fubtlety todepofe Athanafius, and to bring Arius into Alexandria, For by this meanes he 
thought beft to rete out of the Church the faith of Homoufien, to wit, Of one ubftance,vati- 
fied of the councell, and to plant the peftilent do&trine of Ariss. And as at fome times he in- 
treated him by letters and faire words: fo on the contrary, at other times he went about to 
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terrific him with threats.But when ase4thanafins would in no wife yeeld,he fought to per. 
{wade the Emperour, that of his wonted clemency he would give Arius the hearing, and 
pardon him,that he might returne unto A/exandria,But what trechery he practifed to bring 
this his purpofe to effe@, I will fhew in another place. Afore that thefe things were fully 
come to an end,there arofean other hurlyburly in the Church: For the members themfelves 
brake afunder the peaceable and quiet bond of the Church, £x/ebins P amphilus reporteth, 
that immediatly after the breaking up of the Councel,a civill diffention arofe throughout alf 
Egypt the caufe he hath concealed, whereby he was of divers {ufpected of double dealing, 
He was thought with filence to have overskipped the caufes; for that he had determined 
with himfelfe not to fub{cribe unto the decrees of the Nicene (Comncell.But as we have lear- 
ned manifeftly by divers epi{tles the which Bifhops wrote privately one to another after 
the Councell the claufe of One fubstance,troubled exceedingly their minds,and whileft that’ 
they fifted and fearched out the fenfe and underftanding thereof, even unto the quicke, they: 
raifed civill difcord among themfelves, fo that their concluGons feemed nothing elfe, bue' 
combats in the night and darkeneile, or blindfolded babling, It feemed that neither fide un- 
derftood wel the caufe that made them to revile each other, For fach as rejected the clanfé of 
One fubftance, (thinking verily that they which received it, went about to eftablith againe 
the herefie of SabeHins and Afontanus) called the true profeflors, blafphemous perfons,as if 
they had gone about totake away the iubftance of the Sonne of God, Such as on the conitra- 
ry cleaved unto the canon of One fubftance, thought their adverfaries brought in the fervice 
of many gods, & abhorréd themas furtherers of Paganifme.Moreover Ea/tathins Bifhop of 
eAntioch tharply rebuked Ewufebius Pamphilus, as though he had gone about to.corrupt the 
Nicene Creede : but Enfebius Pamphilws both cleared himfelfe of that lander, andalfo char= 
ged Exftathius with the herefie of Sabellivs. And foall the Bifhops wrote invectives one a- 
gainft the other,as if they had beene deadly foes. W hen as both parts faid, that the Sonne of 
God had his being together with the Father,and was in the Father,and confeffed the Vnity 
to bein Trinity : yet (I wot not why, nor wherefore) they could not agree among them- 
felves,nor fet their hearts at re{t.* Wherefore there was a Councell fummoned at Antioch, 
where Euftathivs,for favouring the herefie of Sabedlins more then furthering the Canons of 
the Nicene (Conncell,was depofed, but divers do report that there were other matters of no 
{mall importance, and leffe honefty, laid to his charge, as caufes of his deprivation, yet doc 
they not openly rehearfe them.For it isthe manner among Bifhops, to accufe them that are 
depofed,to pronounce them for wicked perfons, yet to conceale the particular faults. Geore 
ges Bifhop of Laodicea in Syria,one of them that rejected the claufe of One fubfiance,in his 
book of the praife of Eu/ebins Emsifenus writeth himfelf to have reported,that the Bifhops 
depofed Exftarhins the Sabellian heretick, Cyrus Bifhop of Zerrhea being his accufer.But of 
this En/ebins Emifenus we mind to fpeake in another place.Gzorgivs writeth,that Ex/ftathins 
the Sabellian accufed by Cyrss,& againe ( yrus himfelf convicted of the fame herefie,to have 
beene both removed out of their Bifhopricks, But how cant be that Cyrus, being himfelfe 
infected with the foule herefie of Sabef/ius fhould accufe Euftarhins of the fame? Therefore 
it feemeth that €4/tarhins was depofed for {ome other caufe, After this there was kindled 
in Antioch fucha fiery flame of {edition, that in manner the whole city was therewith tur- 
ned upfide downe. The faction was twofold:the one went about to tranflate Enfebins Pan 
philus Bifhop of Cefarea in Paleftina,to Antioch: the other would needs bring againe Ewe 
frathins. The common fort of people,fome cleaved to this fide,fome to that fide. The whole 
garrifon and band of fouldiers was fo devided and fet one again{t the other,that if God, and 
f the alleageance they owed unto the good Emperor, had nut beene called to remembrance, 
they would lamentably have murthered each other, For the Emperor by his letters appeas 
fed the tumult and fedition that was raifed amongltthem. But Eu/ebizs refuted to be their 
Bifhop, and therefore the Emperor did highly commend him, The Emperonr wrote unto 
him of that matter,he praifeth his minde,and pronounceth him happy, for that by the report 


commendhim, Of all men he was worthy to be Bifhop,not of one city,but of the whole world, The fea of

Antioch is faid to have wanted a Bifhop the fpace of eight ycares together, But at length,by 
the meanes of fuchas endevoured to overthrow the Nicene Creed, Enphronius was made Bis 
fhop. And thus much fhall futhice touching the Councell held at Antioch, for the depofition

Of the meanes that were wrought to call Arius home,and how Arius delivered unto the Emperor 
bw recantation in writing craftily fable cribing unto the Nicene Creeae, 


M mediatly afters&#/ebins who a litle before had left the Bithoprick of Berytws,8 at that 
prefent was Bithop of Nicomedia,{trived with might and maine,together with his conte= 
&® derats to bring againe Arizs into Alexandria,But how, and after what fort they brought 
their purpofeto pafie, & the meanes they ufed to per{wade the Emperor to call before hin 
Arias and Eaxoins: now I think it be(t to declare. * The Emperor had to his fitter one Cos- 
ftantia the was the wife of Licinnixs, who fomtime was fellow Emperor with ( onftantine, 
but afterwards for his tyranny was put to death. This Conftantsa had great acquaintance and 
familiarity with a certaine prieft of the Arian fet, whom fhe made very much of. W ho 
through the per{wafion of Ex/é6ivs,and other his familiar and deare friends, made {ute un- 
to her in the behalfe of 4rizs, fignifying thatthe Synod had done him injury, and that he 
was not of the opinion he was reported to be, Conftantia hearing this, beleeved the prictt, 
but durft not make the Emperour priuy thereunto, It fell out that Conftantia Was vitived, 
with great fickneffe,fo that the Emperor came very oft to fee her, When the woman per- 
ceived her felfe to be dangeroufly fick,and waited forno other then prefent death,fhe com- 
mends unto the Emperour this prieft,fhe praifeth his induftry, his godlinefie, his good will 
and loyalty unto the mperiall fcepter. In a fhort while after fhe departeth thislife, The 
pricft is in great authority with the Emperour : and creeping every day more and more n= 
to better eftimation,breaketh the fame matter unto the Emperour as before unto his filter : 
that avizs was of no other opinion then the councell had decreed : and if he would vouch- 
fafe him his prefence, that he would fubfcribe unto the canons : and that he was fallly accu~ 
fed. This report that the prieft made of Arias,feemed very ftrange unto the Emperour,who 
gave againe this anfwer: If (faith he) Arias be. of that mind, and (as you fay ) aereeth with 
the faith confirmed by the Councell, I will notonely give him the hearing my felfe,but allo 
fend him with honour to Alexandria, When he had thus fpoken,immedjatly he wrote unto 
him as followeth, 


The Epistle of Conftantine the Emperour unto the hereticke Aritts. 


Conftantine the puiffant,the mighty,andnoble Emperour. Notice was given now 4 good while 
agoe unta thy wifedome, that thou feouldeft repaire unto our campe, tothe end thou mighte/t en- 
Joy our prefence, wherefore I cannot but marvell why thou cameft not with {peede, according 
unto our will, Now therefore take one of the corsmon wagons,and make haft to our campe,toat una 
derflanding our clemency ,and the care we have over thee, thow maicft returne to thy native coun- 
try,God keepe thee well beloved Written the 5 of the kalends of December. This was the Epiftle 
which the Emperor wrote unto Arivs.I cannot verily but wonder at the marvellous ende- 
vour and entire love the Emperor bare unto piety and Chriftian profetfion.For it appeareth 
by the epiftle that the Emperor admonithed Arivs oftentimes to recant,and therefore now 
doth he reprehend him,for that he being oft allured by his letters, made no {peedy refor ma- 
tion of himfelfe, Arius in a while after the receite of the Emperors letters,came to Conftan- 
tiaople: there accompanied him &vzoins who had beene Deacon, whom Alexander depofed 
the felfe fame time together with the other Arians. TheE mperor bids them welcome,& de- 
mandeth of rhem,whether they would fubferibe unto the Nicene Creede: they an{wer the 

Emperour that they would doe it with a good will, The Emperour bids them quickly Jay 
downe in writing their Creede. * They frame their recantation, & offer it up unto the Em- 
Peror,in this forme.Unto the mof? vertaous,and our moft godly lord and Emperor Conttantine: 
Arius Euzoius.W¢ have laid dowue in writing (noble Emperor )the forme of our faitheven as 
Jour godly and fingular zeale hath given usin charge:we do proteft that boob we our [elves es all 
they that be of our fide,do belceve as followeth: We beleeve in one God the Father Almighty, aid 
in bw Sonne our Lord Telus Chrift, begotten of him before all worlds, God the Word, by whorns 
all things were made both in heaven and earth, who came downe from heaven, and was made 
man,whofeffered,rofe againe,and afcended into heaven, and shall come againe to judge both the 
guickeaal the dead, And we beleeve in the Holy Ghoft, the refurrettion of the flefo,the life of the 
world to cone,the king dome of heaven, the ove Gatholiche Church of God feattered farre and

W Hen that Ariss had perfwaded the Emperor in fuch fortas we faid before, he re- 
Athanafius 
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found Athanafius to be guiltleffe,and fent him away with honor, writing alfo to the Church 

of Alexandria.that their Bilhop was falfely accufed before him, But I think beft,and with 
more honefty a great deale, to paffe over with filence the fundry kindes of {landers Eufebius 
togerber with his adherents invented afterwards again Athanafius, left that the Church of 
God be blermifhed and flandered of them whichkave their mindes farre eftranged from the 
religion and taithin Chrilt Tefus. For the things committed to writing, are wont to bee 
knowne ofall,and therefore it was our part to comprife in few words fuch things as requi- 
red a feverall trad. But neverthelefle 1 thinke it my duty, in few words to declare out of 
what fountaine thefe falfe accufations iffued,and whence fuch as forged them had their ori- 
ginal. Maredres is a country of Alexandria, in it there are many villages,and the fame well 

peopled : within the fame alfo there are many Churches, yea of great fame, all which are 

under the Bithop of A/exandria,within the jurifdiction of his Sea and Bifhopricke, In this 

Mareores one I{chyra(for fo they called him) practifed privily fuch a kind of offerce as de- 

ferved a hurdred kinds of death. For when as he had nevertaken ordets,he called himfelfea 

Minifter, and prefumed to execute the function of a prieft, Who when he was taken with 

the manner fed away privily, and got him Rraightto Nicomedia, to the faction of Eufceb'ns 

as a fare and fafe refuge. They, for hatred they owed unto Athanajius entertained him for a 

prieft, and promifed to make him Bifhop, ifhe would accufe e4thanafus, {o that hereby, I 

meane by the falfe reports of I/chyras they took occafion to lander Athanafices, For Ifchyras 

blazed abroad, that upon a fodaine they brake inupon him, and dealt with him very contu- 
melioufly : that A/acarius beate the altar with his heeles, overthrew the Lords table, brake 

the holy cup,and burned the bleffed Bible, They promifed him for thefe his malicious accu- 

{ations (as I faid before) a Bifhopricke,for they were fully perfwaded, that the crime laid 

to Macarius charge was of force fufficient, not only to difplace Afacarius that was accufed, 

but alfo to remove Athavafius who had fent him thither. This lander was compafied againft 
him ina while after. Afore that time the complices of €#/febive had forged .again{t him ano- 
ther accufation, full of {pite and cankered malice,whereof I will prefently intreat. They got 
I wot not where,a mans hand: whether they flue a man and {troke of his hand, or cut off the 
hand of adead man,God knoweth alone,and the authors of this trechery : this hand the Bi- 
thops of Aielerius {e& bring forth, in the name of Arfenins,and protelt that it was bis hand: 

the hand they bring forth,but Arfeniws they hid at home. They fay moreover ,that Athanafins 

ufed this hand to magick and forcery. And although this wasthe chiefelt thing that was laid 
to e4thanafius charge: yetas it falleth outin fach kind of dealing, other men charged him 
with other things.For they which {pited him unto the death; went then about to worke alk 
meanes poffible to mifchieve him. W hen thefe things were told the Emperor,he wrote un- 
to Dalmatins the Cenfor,who was his fitters fonne,and then abode at Antioch in Syria:thac 
he fhould call {uch as were accufed before the barre ;_ that he fhould heare the matter, and 
execute the oftenders.He fent thither Eu/efins and alfo Theogas, that Athanafins might be 

tried in cheir prefence, Arbanafins being cited to appeate before the Cenfor,fent into Egypr, 

to feek out Arfenixs.for he underftood that he hid himfelf, But he couid not take him,becaufe 
that he fed fron placeto place. Inthe meane while the Emperour cut off the hearing of 
Athanajius matter before the Cenfor, for this caufe, * He called a Synod of Bifhops for to 

confecrate the teinple which he had builded at Ier#/alem. The Emperor had willed the Bi- 
fhops affembled at Tyras, to debate together with other matters the contention raifed a- 

bout Athanafius,to the end(all quarrells beingremoved) they might cheerefully folemnize 

the confecration of the Church,and dedicate the fame unto God. Conffantine went now on 

the thirtieth yeare of his raigne. The Bifhops that met from every where at Tyr#s,being ci- 

ted by Dionyfies the Senator,were in number threefcore, AZacarsus the prielt of Alexandria 

being fat bound with fetters and bolts of yron,was brought thither by the fouldiers.¢ 4rha- 

sales would not come to TZ yr#s, not difmayed fo much with the flanderous reports that 

were laid to his charge (for his confcience accufed him of nothing) as he feared greatly, left 

thar they fhould bring in fome innovation prejudiciall to the decrees of the Nicene Coun- 

cell. Bor becanfe that the angry lines and threatning letters of the Emperour moved him not 

alittle (for he had written unto him, thatifhecame not of his owne accord, he fhould be 

brought thither wich a vengeance )he came of neceflity unto the Councell. 
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Chap. 29. after Crap. XXI. 
the Greeke, How Arfenius(whefe hand they faidhad beene cut off ) was found ont, and brought before the 
barre,to the confufion of Athanafius acexfers, which then fled away for foame: and bow 
that Athanafius being otherwife partially dealt withall of the councell, 
appealed unto the Emperor, 


he quite forgetting the lefions given him by thofe falfe accufers that bribed him for — 
the purpofe, came thither as it were by {tealth, to know what newes there were in 
thofe coafts, It fell out that the fervants of Archelaws a Senator, heard fay in a certaine tips 
ling houfe,that Arfenixs whom they reported to have beene flaine, was there and hid him- 
felfc in a certaine houfe of the towne. When they heard thefe things, and eyed well the an. 
thors of this report,they reveale the whole matter untotheir lord and mafter,He forthwith 
laying all delayes afide,fought out the man,being fought found him, being found he laid him, — 
faft by the heeles, and bids Athanafius be of good cheere: that e4rfenius was come thither 
alive. Arfenius being in hold, denieth himfelfe to be the man. But Paplws Bifhop of Tyrua, 
who knew him of old,aitirmed plainely thar he was Arfenius indeed, Thefe things being 
thus rightly difpofed by the wifdome and providence of God, Athanafius not long after is 
called before the councell, in whofe prefence the accufers bring forth the hand, and charge 
him with the hainous offence.He behaveth himfelfe wifely and circum{pe@ly, and deman= || 
deth firft of them all that were prefent,& alfo of his accufers: whether any of them did ever 
know Ar/enins?When that divers of them had anfwered, that they knew him very well, be 
caufed Arfexius tobe brought before them, with his hands covered under his cloke,andthen 
againe demandeth of them: Is this fellow that Arfenius which loft hishand? At the fight of 
the fellow,fome of them that were prefent( except them that knew whence the hand came) | 
were aftonied : fome others thought verily that Ar/enius wanted a hand, and gave diligent 
eare, to fee what other fhift Athanafius had to fave himfelfe. But he turning up the one 
fide of Arfenius his cloke, fhewed them one of his hands. Againe when fome did furmife 
that his other hand was cut off, Asbanafiue at firft paufed a while, and in fo doing brought 
their minds intoa great doubt: but inthe end without any more adoe he cafteth upon his 
fhoulder the other fide of his cloke: and fheweth them the fecond hand,faying unto all chat 
beheldit: Youfeethat Arfenins hath two hands,now let mine accufers fhew unto youthe | 
* Chap.zo.in place where the third had was cut off.* This trechery of theirs touching Arfenius,bemg thus ° 
the Greckes _ come to light, the dealing was fo fhamefull, that the accufers could not tell which way to 
ee ies turne themfelves, Achaab otherwife called Jannes,the accufer of Athanajius,crept by ftealth 
arate from the barre,thruft himfelfe among the throng,and privily ran away. Thus did Athanafius 
face cieare himfelfe of this flander,ufing exception againft no man. For he doubted not at all,but 
that the very prefence of e4rfenivs would aftonith the flanderers, to their utter fhame and 
* Chap 31. in Overthrow.” But for the Wiping away of the crimes laid to AZacarius charge, he tooke the 
Greeke, benefit of the lawyufing {uch exceptions as were lawfully prefcribed for the defendant. And 
firft ofall he excepteth againlt Ex/ebivs and his adherents,as open enemies,faying: bylaw it | 
Was not permitted for enemies to be judges, Secondarily he requireth that they fhew unto — 
him, whether I{chyras the accufer had law fully received orders and priefthood,for fo it was 
laid downe in thebillofenditement. But the judges confidered nothing of thefe circume 
ftances : the law proceedeth againlt Afacarius.W hen the accufers were to feek for proofe, 
the fute is delaid y pon this confideration, that certaine chofen men fhould go in commiffion 
to Mareétes,and there (it upon this matrer, When that Arhanafins perceived {uch as he had 
excepted againft,to have beene pricked inthe commiifion (for Theogus, Alaris, Theodorus, 
Macedonins, Valens, and Vrfacius were fent he exclaimed that there was deceit and double 
dealing in the handling thereof.He pronounced that it was open wrong,for to keepe Afacae 
vis the Prieft in fetters and clofe prifon,and to fuffer his aceufer to accompany {uch judges 
as were knowne to be his profefied enemies. He faid moreover, that it was for no other 
eo i Sante raegete aes the doing of the one fide might be knowne, the other unknowne’: 
as nee » the ot et condemned, When that e4thanafius had founded out thefe 
panes an ; entences: when that he had both called the whole affembly to witneffe,and al- 
=? Opsned this lamentable plight before Dionyfins the Senator, andno man pitied the cafe : 
: he 


Te divine providence of God brought to paffe, that Arfentus alfo came to Tyras, For 
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he privily conveyed himaw2”s Such as were fent into Mareétes recorded ohely the ads of 
one (ide,and looke what theaccuier f¢ported, the fame.was judged to be molt true,* When 
as Athanafias was gone, and had taken his: journy to the Emperor; he was firft of all con- 
demned by the councell, the party being abient and the caufe unknowne, Next,when as the 
dealings in AZaredtes were joyned with thefe,they agree upon his depofition:many flanders 
are contumelioufly fathered upon him, at the recital of the caufes which moved them to de= 
pofe him: butnota word of the flanderers, for they pafled them over with filence that of 
malice falfely accufed bim,and were fhamefilly foiled themfelves. Arfenins who afore was 

reported to have been {laine,is now entertained of them, And he who afore time Was coun- 

ted a Bifhop of the Adeletian {ect,even then fubfcribed to the depofition of Athanafius, and 

called himfelfe Bifhop of Hypfépo/ss.And that which feemeth incredible, he that was faid'to 

- have died under the hands of dshanafins.is now alive, and depofeth Atkanafias,

| How that the councell affembled at Tyrus removed to lerufalemsand celebrated the dedication of 
she new lerafalem, at what time the Arians were admittedto the communion, ednd 
how that the Emperor by hes letters cau(ed the counces [ummoned at Tyrns, 
to mecete at (onftantinople,that in hss prefence the truth touching 
Athanafius cau/e might the more narrowly 
be fifted out, 

Mmeéediatly after thefe things,the Emperorsiletters came to the Coticell, fignifying that 
Jos all {peed, his will was they fhould repaire to Jer#/alem;Therfore the Bithops laying 

all other matters afide,do leave T° yrus and take their journy to Jer#/alem.A folemne featt 
is there held for the confecration of thofe placesy* Arius with his confederates is adinitted 
into the Church. For the Bifhops faid, that in that behalfe they would fatisfie the Emperors 
letters, whereby he had (ignified unto them that he allowed very well of the faith of Ariss, 
and &axos#s. The Bifhops alfo wrote unto the.@hurchof Alexandria,that they fhould banith 
from among them, allrancor, {pite, and malice, and fettle their Ecclefiafticall affaires at 
peace and quietnefle, They fignified moreover by their letters, that Arias had repented him 
of his.herefie:that he bad acknowledged thetruth : that thenceforth he would cleave unto 
the Church : and that therefore they hadinot without good caufe received him,and by the 
confent of them all exiled e4thanafins, Ofthe felfe fame things likewife they wrote unto 
the Emperor. While thefe things were in handling, there came eftfoones other letters from 
the Emperor unto the councell,fignifying that Arhanafixs was fled unto the Emperour him- 
felfe,and that of neceffity they mult meete at Conffantinople about his matters, The letters 
{ent fromthe Emperour were written as followeth : 


Conttantine the puiffant, the mighty andnoble Emperour, unto the Bifbops 
affembled at Tyrus, fendeth greeting. 


Erily [know not what matters your affembly, through tamult and tronblefome ftirre hath 
V decreed:me thinkes the truth it felfe ow have in manner fubverted, by meanes of your hura 
| lyburly and kindled heate of contention, For whilef? that you profecute your priny fpite 

and hatred one towards another, the which you will leave in no wife unprathifed, you feeme to 

neglect the fervice of Gor, and the furtherance of his truth, But [truft the divine providence of 

God will bring to paffe, that after the proofe of thi peftilent contention,it may wholy be banifbed, 
that we may allo perceive whether your councell and affembly. hath had any care of the truth, 
and allo whether you have decided the matters called into question, and given fentence without 
partiall fanour and poifoned malice, Wherefore my will ts,tbat with all [peede you all repaire unto 
me,to the end you your felves,by no other then your felves, mayyeeldanesxquifite account, The 
caufe that moved me to write this unto you,'and to fummon you bither by my letters, you may 
learne by that which followeih. As Irode in my wagon unto acertaine place within the city and 
bappy vile called after my name Conftantinople, Athanafius the Bifhop together with certaine 
other Pricfts in his company, met mein rhe middeft of the ftreete upon afodaine, and unlooked 
Sor, which amazed me not alittle, I take God to witnelle whofeeth all things, that I could not 

have kuowne biwa at the firft fight, had not fome of my traine (when that I gave diligent care’ 
therea 
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being mavied,banifbed AtYhanafins intoFrance.

He aforefaid letters of the-Emperor fet the whole councell together by the cares, fo 

that divers ofthem returned hometethetncities;But Eu/ebins Theoguas Mark.Patros | 
| philus, Vrfaciw, and Valens gotthemtdo Cenftantinople, they reafow'ho longer of the 

broken cup, or the table that was overthrowne. or of Arfenius that was faidtobe murthe- 7 

red: but they fraimé themfelves to forge outanother accufation, They informethe Empe- 
Athanafius is Yor,that Athanafim threatned he would cafe that no cornefhould be conveyed from Alex 
os by the andiix (as they then uled) to Constantinople : and that e4damantins, Annubyon, Arbathion 
ans. and Perer that were Bifhopssheard it out of Arhanafises hissowne mouth.But then truly the 
accufation is like robe heardy.when the acenfer carrietheredit with bis perfon, The FE mpe- 
me ror was wonderfully movedsat'this,and tooke great indignation againtt Athanalim, exiled 
a * Satta he him,and cominanded that he fhould abide in F*aace, Some report that thé Emperour did it 
cap. the fF this policy,.*:to fee:whether with his abfence he could reduce the-Charch' to unity and 
epiftle of Con, Concord.

He Bifhops then being affembled-at Conftantinople depofed alfo Afarcellus Bifhop of 
the leffer Galatia,for this caufe. Theré-wasone Afterius in Cappadocia,that profeffed 
chia umanity,, & leaving that,embraced the faithin Chrift: wrote books therofwhich unto 
by “y ate extant The peftilent dogtrine of Arius is provedont.of thé,to wit,that Chrift is’ 
no 
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no otherwife the power of God, then the locufts and flies are {aid in A4o/es to proceed from 
the handy work of God,and other {uch lewd reafons. This Afterius Kept company with Bi- 
fhope,and {pecially of the damnable fea of Arius, He frequented unto their afiemblies; for 
he longed after {ome Bifhopricke or other, But becaufe that in the time of perfecutien he 
had facrificed unto Idols, he was not admitted to execute the funtion of a prieft, he wan- 
dreth and rogueth throughout Syria, fhewing the books he had written, Afarcelius under- The P 
ftanding of this, going about to fet himfelfe againlt Affersus, fell himfelfe into the contrary Martethas 
herefie. For he was not afraid(even as P aa/us Samofatents faid before )to affirmethat Chrilt : 
was buta bare and naked man. The Bifhops that met at Jeru/alem, hearing of this, madeno 
account of A/ferivs .becaufe he was alay man: but ¢ Marcellus who was of the Clergy they 

called to an account for that booke he had written. When they perceived that he maintained 

the opinion of Paulus Samofatenus sthey charge him to recant.He with fhame enough pro- 

mmiferh'to burne the booke:but whenas the councell was diffolved in haft(for the Emperor 

had called the Bifhops to Conftantinople ) againe they reafon of Afarcellus at Conftantinople, 

before Eufcbiss and the other Bifhops then prefent. As foone as AZarcellus refuted to per- 

forme his former promife, that is to fire the book which he had unadvifedly framed, the Bi- 

{hops then prefent depofe him of his Bifhoprick,and fent Ba/lius inhis roome to be Bifhop 

of Ancyra. Enfebivs moreover wrote three books again{t his pamphlet, and confuted his 

Wicked opinion, AZarcellas after that recovered his Bifhoprick againe in the councell held 

at Sardsceswhere he faid,they underftood not his booke,and therefore fulpected him that he 

favoured of the opinion of Pawlus Samofatenus, But what opinion we may conceive of this 

man,we will declare in another place,

7 Hile thefe things were a doiag,the thirtieth yeare of Constantines raigne was exe _drins raifeth 
pired. Arizes with his company returning to Alexandria, fet the whole city onan fedition ia 
uprore, The citizens of e 4/exandriatooke very grievoufly, that not only Aring Alexandria, 

with his confederats were reftored:but alfo that Athanafiue their Bifhop was condemned to 
banifhment. When the Emperour underftood of the perverfe mind and corrupt purpofe 
of drins.he fends for himagaine to Conftantinople, there to render an accompt of the tu+ 
mult and {edition he had raifed a freth. At that time Alexander who alitle before fucceeded 
Motrophanes inthe Bifhoprick of ConStantina ple, governed that Church. This e4/exazder 
proved himfelfe a religious,a godly and devout man in the quarrell then betweene him and 
e-dris, For when e4rs4s caine,and the people was devided into two parts, and a great tu- 
mult raifed in the city, whileftthar {ome maintained the Nicene Creed, and the fame to 
remaine firme and ftable, others aftirmed the opinion of Ari#s to be lawfull and agreeable 
with the truth, e4lexan ‘er caine forth into this great heat of difputation, {pecially becaufe 
that Eu/ebivs Bifhop of Nicomedi:had given out great threats, that without all peradven- 
ture he would work his deprivation unleffe he would admit Arivs and hts company tothe 
communion,But 4/esxander feared not the depofition fo muchas the abrogatio of the Nicene 
Creed,which they endevoured with all might poffible to overthrow. For when hetooke 
upon him the patronfhip of that councels decrees, he fuppofed it was his bounden duty to 
forefee left the canons and decrees of that councell fhould any way be impaired. W herefore 
Being now buted with this controverfie,he laid afide the quirks of logick.and fled for aid & 
affitiance mito Almighty God:he gave himfelfe to contiuuall fafting, and left no prayer un- 
repeated, Sucha kind of fervice and devotion he folemnly embraced. He got him into the 
Church of Peacc( for {o they called the Church) he locked in himfelfe,and finifhed fach kind 


of ferviceas pleafed him belt : he got him tothe Altar, and downe he fell on his bare knees 


before the communion table, praying unto God with teares that trickled downe his cheeks: +), e prayer of 
in waich kind of order he continued many daiesand many nights, He called for helpe at the Wecandén fod

When he 
had taken his leave and departed out of the Emperonrs hall, he paffled through the micft of 
the city with great pompe and pontificality, compafied and accompanied with the faction 
and trairie of Ev/ebius Bifhop of Nicomedia,that waited upon him.As foone as hecame nigh 
Conffantines market (for fo was the place called) where there {tood a pillar of red marble, 
fadden feare of the hainous faults he had committed tooke e4rivs and withall he felt a great 
“rhe miferable laske:Sirs (faith e4rizs) is there any cranght or jakes nigh ? when they told him that there 
endof Arig Was one inthe backe fide of Con/lantines market hee got him thither Rraight. Then hee 
the hereticke, was taken with fainenefle, and together with his excrements he voideth his guts: agreat 
(treame of blood followeth after : the flenderand {mall bowels {lide out : blood together 
with the fplene and liver, gutheth out,and immeaiatly he diech like adog. Thofe Jakes are 
to be feene unto this day at Con/Pantinople,behin, (as I faid before) onftantines market and 
the porch hambles, All paflengers as many {I fay) as goe by, are wont to point at the place 
with the finger, to the end they may call to remembrance, and in no wife forget the mife- 
rable end of Arizs that died in thofe jakes. This being done,terrot and aftonifhment amazed 
the mitids of Ex/ebins his confederates that followed him. The report thereof was bruted 
abroad, not only throughout the whole city, but in manner (as I may fay) throughout the. 
whole world. The Emperour by this meanes cleaved the more unto Chriftian Religion,and 
faid that the Nicene (reede was ratified and confirmed to be true by the teftimony of God

Tie fickneffe, the Baptifme, the death and funerall of Conftantine the great, 


and leaving Conftantinople failed to Helenopol#s ufing for his health the hot bathes that 

were nighthe towne, When that he fickned more atid more, he deferred baining of 

himfelfe,left Helenopolis.and got him ftraight to Nicomedta. Abiding there in a certaine ma- 

nour without the towne walls,he was baptized in the faith of Chrift:in the which baptifme 

he greatly rejoyced, made his laft will and teftament, appointed his three fonnes heires of 

Thedeathof the Empire, diftributed to them their feverall inheritances, as he had in his healths time,he 
Conftantine bequeathed to Reme and (onStantinople,many famous monuments; he putteth the prieft (by 
Se, whofe meanes Aris was called from exile,of whom we fpakea little before ) in trutt with 
4 18. ‘his tetament, charging him to deliver it tono mans hand,fave to his fon Conftantius, whom 
Ehap, 40. after he had made Emiperour of the Eaft, His will being made, and his life lafting a few daies 
dhe Greeke. after, he died.

the Emperors and prielts fhould be bereaved of the Apostles reliques, The Emperor (ox-

y| Kiffinus who wrote the Eccléfiatticall Hiftory im the Jatiti¢tongue, was very 
much deceived in the tintes, * for he thought that the perilland dangers 
which Athanafius {tood in,happened unto him after the'death of the Empe- 
ror Conftantine, He was ignorant of his banifhment into France,and of ma- 
ny other miferies that hapned unto him. But we imitating his opinion'and 
cenfure in cifcourfe of the Ecclefiafticall affaires, have written the firft and 
fecond book of our Hiftory.Prom the 3.u4td the 7.book,by borrowing fome out of Rx ffi- 
nus: by picking and culling orherfome out of fundry other writers :' alfo by laying downe 
fome thing we learned of others, who as yer be alive: we have fet forth the Hiftory in a 
mott abfoluteand perfec manner. But after that by meere chance, the workes of Athanafius 
came to our hands; where bothhe complaineth of the mifety he endured, and alfodeclareth 
after what fort he was exiled through the flanderous faction of Eu/ebins Bifhop of Nicomen 
dia: wethought farre better torattribute more credit unto him, who {uffered thefe things, 
and to others who faw them with their eyés; then to fuch'as conjeQure and gueffe at them, 
and {o plunge thetnielves inthe pit of error, Moreover, by fearching diligently the epiftles 
of findry men wh> lived at that time, w+ have fifted ont‘ (as muchiasin us lay) the truth ir 
felfe, Wherefore we have beene conftrained'to repeate againe,fuch things as we mentioned 
inthe fir and {econd book of our Hiftory,and ‘have annexed thereunto out of Rv fines. fich 
Hittories‘as were agreeable uiitothe trath, Not onely that;but this alfo is to be underftood, 
how tharin the firft edition of thefe our bookés, we laid'downe neitherthe deprivation of 
Arius. nox the) perors epiftles: but explicated in few words without ‘figures of Rheto- 
ricksthe matrer wetook in hand, lett the tedioufheffe ofalong Hiftory fhould tire the loving 
Reader,When as for the caufeiabove mentioned,it behoved us fo todo( Theodorts molt holy 
prictt of Godyyerhow (tatheend the epiftles may be kniowne in forme and fafhion as the 
Emperors wrote them :/aid the'things alfo which Bifhiops in fandry Councels have publi- 
frrediunto the world while they laboured daily tofer forth more *exquifite decrees and 
con{titutions to the turtheraiicéof Chriftian Religion) we have diligently added to ‘this our 
latter edition fuch things as:we-thoucht fit for the purpofe. The which welhave truly per for- 
medin the firft book arid ‘in the {e@cond now imhand wemind to do no lefle.

After the death of the Emperour Conftantive, Exfebins Bithop of Nicoisedia and 

Az heegnis Bifhop of Nice: {uppofing now they had gotten a fit time, endevouted 

| with all might, poffible, to wipe out of the Church of God the Creed containing 

the claufe Of one (wbftance, and to fettle in the roome thereof the deteftible herefie of 

Arius, But this they knew full well they could not bring to paffe if Athanafies came a 

gaineto Alexandria, They went about tocompaffe their drift very craftily, ufing the Prieft 

(by whofe meanes we faia before Arius returned from exile) as an inftrament to their pur- 

pofe. But the manner of the handling thereof,I thinke very neea full tobelaiddowne. This 

Pric{t prefented unto Consfantins the Emperours fonne, the laft will and teftainent, and the 

bequeathed legacies of the Emperor deceafed,He perceiving that to have beene laid downe 

in his fathers will which greatly he defired, (for by the Willhe was Empetor of the Eas 

fterne part. made very much ofthe Prieft,granted him great liberty charged him to ufe his 

Onerotten _ pallace freely and boldly at his pleafure. After this liberty w as granted him by the Empe- 
fheepeinfe. . rour, he forthwith acquainted himfelfe with the Emprefie, with the Euhuchs and Chame 
Geth another. berlaines.At the {aie time there was an Eunach, by name Eu/ebivs,chicfe of the Emperors 
chamber,who through perfwafion of this lewd prieft became an Arian,and infected alfo the 

other Eunuchs of his company. And notouly thefe, but the Empreffealfo through the ens 

ticement of the Eunuchs and the advice of the prieft,fell into the peftilent herefie of Ariss In 

a whileafter,the Emperor himfelfe called the {ame opinion into controverfie, and fo by li- 

tle and litle it was {pread every where, And firft the Emperors guard took it up, Next it oce 

cupied the minds of the multitude throughout the city. The Emperors Chamberlaines even 

in the very pallace it felf, contended with women about the opinion, in every houfe and fa- 

mily throughout the city they brauled and went together by the eares. This infection fpread 

it felfe quickly over other countries and regions: andthe eontroverGe much tike a {parkle 

of fire rifing of {mall heate, or {cattered embers, -kindled the minds of the hearers with the 

fiery flame of difcordand diffention. For every one that defired toknow why they made

P~ Hortly after,the election of Pau/us moved the Emperornota little at his comming to 
S Conftantinople:for {ummoning together an afl embly of Bifhops which favoured of the 
\ filthy finke of Arius he procured the depofition of Panlus: and caufing &x/ckims ot Ni- 
comedia to be tranflated thither, he proclaimed him Bifhop of Conftantinople. Thefe things 
being done,the Emperor got him to Antioch, * Yet Exfebius for all this, could not fet his 
heart at reft,but rolled (as we commonly fay) every ftone to bring his wicked purpofe to’ 
pafle.He fummoneth a councel at Antioch in Syria,precending the dedication ofthe Church 
Cwhofe foundations Conftastine the father of thefe Emperors had laid : after whofe death 
Con/tantius his fon ten yeares after the laying of the firft tone, finifhed the building Jand as I 
may boldly fay the truth,to the overthrow. and fubverfion of the faith of One fubjiance, Vn- 
to this Synod there came out of divers provinces, Bifhops to the number of feurefcore and 
ten. But ALaximus Bilhop of Jerufalem, who fucceeded Afacarius,would not come thither, 
{uppofing verily that if he came he fhould be conftrained to fubfcribe unto the deprivation 
of Athanafinus, Neither did Julius Bifhop of Rome fhew himfelfe there, neither fent he any 
to fupply his roome: when as the Ecclefiltafticall Canon forbiddeth, that any conftitution be 
thruft into the Church, without the cenfure.of the Bifhop of Rome,Tobe fhort,the Councel 
met at Antioch inthe Confulfhip of WWarcellus and Probinus where Conftantius the Empe= 
ror was prefent. It was the fift yeare after the death of Cenffantine father unto thefe Em- 
perors, Placitas was then Bifhop of e4xtioch, for he fucceeded Exphronins, But the confes 
deracy of &u/ebius fide employed their chiefe labour and induftry, falfly to accufe e4thana« 
jfiws : and firft they charge him with the violating of their Canon,to wit, that he thruft hime 
felfe againe to execute the funétion of Priefthood, without the admiffion and confent of a 
generall councell. For they complaine that after his returne from exile, he rifhed into the 
Church upon his. owne head, Secondly,that ar his returne when the tumult and {chifme was 
raifed,many were flaine.Moreover,that he caufed fome to be {courged, {ome other to hold 


their hands at the barre: they alledge alfo fuch things as were pleaded again Athanafius

ry tHe report and fame of the fedition at Conftantineple,came to the cares of the Empes 
I ‘for Conftantieu who then abode at Antioch:he commanded Hermogenes the captaine, 
ore that was taking his journey into the coats of ‘Thracia, to take Conftantinople in hig 
way,and to thruft Pas/us their Bifhop out of the Church, > He comming into the city,dit 
quieted the people not alittle; while he went about by force to banifh their Bifhop, Iminie- 
ciatly the multitude of the people was up, they prepared themfelves to aide their Bifkop? 
As fiérmogenes proceeded and laboured together with his fouldiers to: fet him packing, the 
multitnde being on an uprore, rafhly and headily ’(as ic happeneth in flich ahurliburly): fell 
upohim. They fire the houfe over his head, they pull him out by the cares, and put hima 
déath. This was done when both the Empefors were Confuls; to wit, thethird Confulfhip 
of Conftamtins and the fecond of Con/tans, At what time (‘onftans overcametthe Frenehthen; 
‘made truce,and.concluded a league betweene them and the Romanes.(on/Pantius the Empe- 
ror hearing of thedeath of Hermo, nes,took his horfe,left Antiech,and got himto Conftan:

Was his fathers donation daily given unto them) For unto that time the city of ConfPanrivoL 
ple received about eight hiindred tl oufandimieafures of graing; that was caried thither ‘from 
ettexandria,, TheEmperourde! trred to nominate! ALacedonias their Bifhop, for hewas 
wonderfully incenfed;:not onely againtt him, inthat he was chofen withouthis advice’ aid 
counfell;but.alfo irthat through the ftirre arid tumult raifed betweene himand Paulas; not 
oncly Hermogenes his captaine) but alfo manyother befide were flaine, “After he had given

municated by their decree and cenifure, it were not his part to intermeddle, neither to fit in 
judgement upon their fentences For wheiras Ke hadremoved Novatas.ouvof the Church 
of Rome, they neither ret fted neither cOntraried his ¢ oings.:: This ineffe@ was that which 
the Bithops ot the East wroreunto u/s Eithop of R ome, Butinias muchas at the com- 
ming of -4thanajins into Alexangria,there Was great {tirre and tumults raifed by Georgins 
the -4riax, (for the report goeth that by his meanies there was much harme, murther and 
manflanehter, committed) avd that the. drsans charged A thanafius withthe fedition, as if 
he hadbeene the-caufe and author. of all thofeimitchiefes 4 Ithinke irneedfull withas much 
brevity.as nay be,prefently tofayfome what hereof. . Although Godalone,whois the trie, 
judge;knoweth the cerrainty'thereof's yet is.it hot unknowhe unto wife and difcreet men, 
thar fuch things moft commonly fall out, wherethe- people are at difcord and difléntion 
among themfelves..: Whereforethe aceufers of -4thanahus did him wrong,’ and charged 
hiin injutioufly, «sand, Sabiaas even the great patron of Aacedonias his herefie, if that 
he, had deepely weighed with hunfelfe how great and what grievous mifchiefes the Ariaus 
went about to practifeagaink drhanafusyand al {uch as cleaved ftedfaftly uvto the’ Creed 
containing the claufe of One (ehftance » or what hainous crimes and heavie complaints the 
Councels affembled about e4rbana/ivs his caute, exhibited ‘again{t him’: >or. what horrible 
devices the grand hereticke «Macedonins praGiled againtt all the Churches of God? ® cérs 
tainely he fhould:have either rune them ever with filence,or if that he-had:once opened his — 
m uth, he fhould have uttered fach things;as would have tended to the detection of fuch 
fhamefull and reprochfulldealings. Now hathhe winked at ail this, and:blazedvabroad 
the flanderous crimes thofebeaftly men charged «4thanafins withall, But he faithnot’a 
word of (Macedonians the ringleader of thofe-heretickes, whileft he indeayoreth toons 
ceale-his horrible practifes aiid tragicallacts:, And that whichis moft of all to be tnarvels 
led. at, he reporteth not illofthe Asians whom he abhorred. Moreover;he hath netonceé 
remembred the election of ALaredonims’ whom he fucceeded. For if he had but oncespened 
his mouth to difeourfe of himshe mutt needsdhave painted usto the world his divellifty dea 
lings, and lewd-behaviour; evenias the circumftances of that clection doe plainely fee torth:

S foone as the Emperor Gan/tantius remaining at 4atioch had underftood that Pax/us 
A yet againe-was placed inthe Bifhops Sea of © onf-amtinople:he took great difpleafure, 
and was fore incenfed againft them; He gave out acommiffion unto Philp the Prefi- 

dent, who was of greater authority thenall-the other his Lieutenants,’ and called the fecond. 
perfon inthe Empire,to remove Pazlus.and to appoint Afacedonias in his ftead. Philip then, 
fearing the rage and tumultiof the multitude, circumventeth Pau/usvery fabrilysecovettly 
concealeth the Emperors pleafure.He faineth the canfe of his comming té befor the comme 
affaires, of the.cityshe gets him (traight unto the publicke bath called Lenxippus 2 he'fends 

thence one unto, Pas/us.that fhould honorably falute him,& will him:n any wife to repaire’ 
untothe Emperors Lieutenanti As foone ashe came, the governor éptnéd unto him hislord 
the Emperors.cammandementy The Bithop taketh patiently his fentence,although unjuftly 
decreed againtt him, But the governor (landing in great feare of the furious rage of the mul+ 
titude,and fuchas ftood in compaffe abouthim (for many by réafonof the fufpitious rumor

flacked unto the:publike bath) gave commandement, that one of the back windowes of the 
bath fhould be opened ;that Paw/us {hould be let downe at the faid window intoa fhip reas 
dily appointed for the purpofe, and thence.be conveyed toexile. Thegovernor had coms 
manded him, that he fhould faile thence ftraight to The(falonica the head city of ALacedonia, 
(for thence his aunceftors came.)and there make his abode:that it was law full moreover for 
him, freely and without danger to frequentthe cities of Jyrium : but he would in no wife 
give him leaye'to come nigh the countries of the Eaft.. Tobe fhort, Pasdws thinking litle or 
nothing ofall this,is both deprived his Church,banifhed the city, and forthwith brought to 
exile, Péhelip the Emperours deputy got him with {peed from the publicke bath into the 
Church, Vacedonius accompanied him (for it was fo concluded before ) fitting by his fide 
in the wagon, in the face of the whole multitude : the fouldiers guarded them with naked 
{words, fo that the multitude in compaffe was amazed thereat, and {tricken with fiidden 
feare, Allrantothe Church, fuchasdefended the Creed containing the claufe of Oxe (xb- 
france flocked, to the Churchas wellas the Arian heretickes. Afloone'as the governor toge- 
ther with Macedonins was now come nighthe Church, amarvellous great feare amazed 
both the multitude and the fouldiers themfelves, There was fo great a multitude gathered 
together, that there wasno paflage for the governor to leade (Macedonius,‘ the fouldiers 
were faine tothruft the people of this fide and that fide, but.the throng was fo great,and the 
roome fo narrow,that they could not give back neither recoile, The fouldiers fuppofing the 
uicitude had fet themfelves againft them, and of fet purpofe ftopped their walke, that the 
Governor might have no paflage thereaway,drew their fwords, let fly amongft them, and 
aid on luftily. The report goeth,that there fell about three thoufand,one hundred,& fifty per- 
fons,whereof fome were {laine by the fouldiers,fome other ftifled in the throng,and crufhed 
todeéath. But Afacedonias after all chefe famous acts, as if he had committed no oftence,as 
ifhe were innocent and guiltleffe touching all this hainous and horrible flaughter,is ftalled in 
the Bifhops feate, more by the cenfure of the governor, then the Canon of the Church, 
Thefe were the meanes that AZacedonias and the Arians ufedto clime by flaughter and mur- 
"ther to be magiftrates in the Church. About that time the Emperor builded a goodly Church, 
now called the Church of wifedome, and joyned ituntothe Church called by the name of 
Peace ,the which being of {mall compafie,his father afore him had both in bigneffe enlarged, 
and in beauty fet forth and adorned, Now, were they both environed with one wall, and

the poore within the Church of Alexandria. This they faid that Athaxafies had fold,&turned 
tohis ownlucre & gaine. The Emperor taketh their flanderous report for truth,and threat- 
nethhim with death. 4+hanafins then underftanding of the Emperonrs.high difpleafure a- 
gain(t him,fled away,and hid himfelfe ina fecret and obfcure place, Lats Bifhop of Rome 
heating the moleftation and injuries the Arians offered A:hanafizs:and now having received 
theletters of &4/ebius, who-lately.had depaxted this life,nnderftanding of the place where4- 
thanafius hid bimfelf,fent for him, willing him to repaire to Rome, At the fame time he recei- 
ved letters fromthe Councel aflembled at ¢ntiocb,and other letters alfo fent unto him from 
the Bifhops of Egypt.which plainly affirmed,that all fuch crimes as Athanafius was charged 
Withall,were meere falfe. Wherfore Juliws by fending of contrary letters,anfwered at large 
the Bifhops which aflembledsat-Aztioch, and firtt he fheweth what griefe and heavinefie he 
conceived by theirletters: fecondly, that they had tranfgreffed the Canon of the Church, in 
not calling him to the Councell, ‘in fo much that the Canon commandeth, that no decree be 
thruft upon the Church without the cenfure of the Bifhop of Reme:moreover,that they had 
covertly corrupted the faith: alfo that they had concluded by maine force & double dealing, 
fach things as of late they had lewdly handled at. Zyrus,.in, that, they of fpite had procured 
the relations of onc fide onely to be regiftred at, Mareéres.: and that their forged teenies

pr te in his letters unto the Bifhops aflembled at Antioch, W e would have laid downe 
here the epiftles unto /#/éws, and his unto others, were it notthat the length of their wri- 
tings and the tedionfneffe of their difcourfe, perfwaded usto the contrary. Sabinus the fa- 
yourer of (Macedonius his fond opinion (of whom we {pake before) though in his booké 
intituled The collection of Conncels, he omitted not the epiftle of the Bifhops affembled at 
eAntioch unto Tnlizs yet laid he not downe the letters of Julins unto them againe. It was 
his accuftomed manner foto do : for what epiftles foever were written by any Councels, 
cither altogether difanulling, or at left wife paffing over with filence the claufe of One fub- 
france.them he carefully cited and collected diligently : but fuchas were of the contrary, 
"them of fet purpofe he overskipped, ;

Paulus Bithop ( Ot long after Pass lus leaving Theffalonica, fained he would go to Corinth, and got 
pie pak es N him ftraighe into Ita/y, There both he and Athanafine joyntly do open their eftate n= 
i i gs oee mde tg the Emperor. The Emperor;whofe dominions were the countries of the Weft, 
efteeming of their injuries as his owne adverfity, wrote unto his brother, requefting him in 
his letters,to fend unto him three men that might render afore him jult caufes of the depofis 
tion of Paulus & Athanafius. There were fent unto him Narciffusthe CiliciansTheodorus the 
Thracian, Marts the Chalcedonian,and Marcus the Syrian. A fcer their comming they would

gether.with the Father and God of God, For this us he dntewhom the Fat Head ey Hie 
man after our owne image and fimilitude : who appeared in his proper perfon unto the fat wigs 
ald, gave thems the law, [pake by the Prophets: laft of all became man, made manifelt ba Father 
nntoall menund rasyneth world without end. Neither doe we beleeve that Christ received hes 
divinity of late. but that he was perfelt from all REGIE and like boda: the Father in all things, 
Such as confouna the Father, the Sonne, and the Holy (yhoft. Ana impioully imagine three names 
in one thing andsn one per[omy not without juft canfe ee habe them the Chure h, becaufe they 
appoint the Father, who ws incomprehenfible and impatible, by incarnation te be both compre. 
henfible and patihlec Of which herefie are the Patropafiians,fo called of the Romanes, but of us 
Sabellians, We kyo of certainty the Father which fent-hy Sonne to have continued in the pro. 
per nature of bis letnatable divinity : the Sonne whith was fent to have accomplifbed the di O-= 
Jedorder of bis incarnation, In like manner {uch as fay ina piowfly and blalphemoufly that ( hrift 
was begotten neither by the counfell, nor by the will of the Father, aitributing to God the 
Father acounfell tyed to meceffity, and an effence entangled with the want of free will, fo that he 
begat the Sonne of compulfion : then first of all we hold for accurfed creatures, and far eftranged 
from the truchin Chrift : becasue they prejume to publifo [uch dottrine of him, both contrary to 
the common notions and underftanding we have of God, and aljo repugnant with the fence and 
meaning of the facred Scripture infpired from above. Weknow that God # of hiw-owne power, 
and that he enjoyeth his free will, and we beleeve godly and reverently that he begat the Sonne 
of his owne accord and free will. We beleeve and that godly, which us (poken of hime: The.Lord 
made me the beginning of biswaies, for the accemsplijiing of his workes, yet we wnderftand net 
that he was (o made as other creatures and other things were framed : for that 05 teapiows and far 
from the faith of the Catholike Church, to liken the Creator unto the creatures which be fraped: 
or to thinke that hehad the like manner of begetting with other things of different nature, The 
holy Scriptures do informe ws onely of one onely begatten Sonne, nnfainedly and truly begotten. 
Moreover when as we fay that the Sonne hath bus being of bimfelfe, that he liveth and /ubfifterh 
in like fort with the Father: for all that we fever him not from the Father,neither do we imagine 
corporal wife certaine (paces and diftance berweene their coherencie : for we beleeve that the 
joyne together without pane or distance pur berweene, and that they cannot be fevered afunders 
fo that the Father comprifeth as it werein bis bofome the whole Sonne, andthe Sonne ts joyned 
an fastened to the whole Father, and refteth continually enely in his Fathers lappe. We beleeve . 
furthermorein the abfolute perfect and moft bleffed Trinity : and whenwe call the Fa her God, 
andthe Sonne God, in [o doing we (ay not there be two Gods, but one God of équall power ana 
divinity, and one perfect conjunction of raigne : and even as the Father bearethrule,andiexercia 
Seth authority over all thingssandover the Sonne : fo we fay that the Sonnets (ubjeEt unto the Faq 
ther, andthat he governeth hefides him immediatly anduect after bim al things whieh be mades 
and that the Saints by the will of the Farber.receive the grace of the Holy. Ghoft abundantly pows 
ved uponthem Thus the holy Scriptures have inftrutted us,to dirett our talke of the monarchie 
tn Chrift. After rhe aforefaid briefe and compendinus forme of faith, we have beene conftrained 
tocxp! cate and difcour/e of the/e things at large:not that.we are difpofed vaincly and arrogantly 
taconten!: but-toremove out of the minas of (uch men as kwow 15 not, all fond {ufpition and 
furmife concesved of our cenfure and opinion otherwife then truth 1: and that moreover all the 
Bifbops of the Weft may eafily perceive not onely the flanders of {uch asmaintaine the-ce » ¥ar 
opinion hut alfathe Ecclehafticall and Chriftian faith of the Bi hops inhabiting the Eaft, confir- 
med out of the man'fo/} and unwrefted tehimanies of holy Seripoure.the which the adver[avies are

the proclamation,and the leyfure of Athanafins continuing at Romz and expecting the mee- Saath then: 
ting of the councell,there ran a whole yeare and fixe moneths.A fter that the Bifhops of the fore they dit- 
eaft came to Sardice,they would not come into the prefence ofthe Bifhops which inhabited femble and 
the weft, but fent them this meflage, that they would not talke, neither reafon with them) faine excules, 
unleffe conditionally they would barre Athanajis and Paalus their company. But when 
Protogencs Bilhop of Sardice,and Ofius Bifhop of Gordubaacaty (as I faid betore ot Spaine, 
could in no wife brooke that Paw/us and, Athanafrus fhould be abfent, the eafterne Bifhops 
forthwith depart,and comming to Philippi'a city in Thracia, they afflemblea private coun- 
cell among themfelves,and begin thenceforth openly to accurfe the. Creed containing, the 
claufe Of one (ub/tance : and to fow abroad in writing their opinion,that the Sonne was not 
of one fubftance with the Father.But the affembly of Bifhops which continued at Sardice, The ats of 
firft condemned them which fled from the hearing of their caufe; next depofed fromtheir the coun cell 
dignities the accufers of Athanafius : afterwards ratified the Creed of the Nicene Conncell, of Satatces 
and abrogated the hereticall opinion which (aid: that the Sonne was ofa different fubftance 
from the Father: la(t of all {et forth more plainely the claufe Of one fabftanee,for they wrote 
letters thereof, and fent them throughout the whole world. Both fides were pleated with 
their own doings,and every one feemed to himfelfe to have done right well:the Bifhops of 
the eaft,becaufe the wefterne Bifhops had received fuch as they. had depofed: the Bifhops of 
the wer. becanfe the ealterne Bifhops being depofers of others,had departed before the hea- 
ting of their caufe : the one, for that they maintained the Nicene Greed: the other,for that pays Bifhop 
they went 7),out te condemne tt, Their Bithopricks are reftored to Paw/ss and Athazafius, of Conftanti- 
likewifeto 2zZercellus Bifhop of Ancyrainthelefler Galatia, who alitle before (as we faid nople; stance 
inour firtt book) was depofed, who alfo then indevoured with all might. ro difprove, and Letacia 
confute the fentence pronounced againft him, faying, that the phrafe,and manner of {peech onvéll 4 Bie 
whi. she ufed in his booke, was not underftood, and therefore to have beene fufpected by hop of Ancy- 
thena.as if he maintained the herefie of Paulus Samofatenus Yet we may not forget that €#- ra, are by

ly to lay downe in few words what of truth we may thinke ofhim. Firk ofall he was both 
refent at the Councell of Néce,and {ubfcribed tinto the claufe of Oxe fub/Pance. In his third — 
Eu(e.devita Book of the life of Conflantine, he hath thefe words.of that Councell: The Emperor deals fa 
Conftantini farre with thens for the reducing of them nnto concord and wnity, that be left thers not untill he 
lib.3. had brought them to be of one minde and of one opinion touching all that aforetins: was called 
isto controverfie, fothat with one voice they al embraced the faith decided in the Cosncell of 
Nice If Enfebius then, mentioning the Councell fammoned at Nice, do fay that all quarrells 
and queftions were there ended,and that all were of one mind and of one opinion, how is it 
that {ome dare prefume to charge him with the {pot of Arianifme ? The Arians themfelves 
alfo are fowly deceived if they take him for a favourer of their opinion. But f ome man pers 
adventure will fay,that he feemed to {mell of Arianifme, in that he ufed oftentimes in his 
bookes this phrafe, By Chrift. Whom I anfwer,that not only he,but alfo other Ecclefiatticall 
writers,yea andthe Apoftle himfelfe, who was never once fufpected to be the author of an 
lewd opinion,ufed this phrafe before them.-who wrote fuch kind of fpeech,& fundry other 
forts of fentences, for the lively fetting forth and expreffing of the order and manner of our 
Saviours humanity. But what'€#/ebss thought when Arins ee that the Son wis a crea- 
ture,and to be accounted as one of the other creatures, now underftand, for in his firft book 
Euseb. lid.r. againit Marcellus he writeththus: He alone, and none other ts both called, and ts indeed the 
contra Mar- ly begotten Sonne of God. Wherefore they are worthy of reprehenfion, which are not Albae 
cele: medtocallbim acreature,andto fay that he began of nothin 7 ab other creatures did. How fhall 
he be the Soune, or after what fort may he be called the onely begotten of God, when as he hath 
(as they fay) the fame nature with other creatures, and is become one of the vilgar fort of men, 
towit, having the like beginning with them, and being made partakers with thems of the creation 
which ts of nothing 2 But the holy Scriptuves( I wts')teach us no fuch things of him, And againea 
little after he faith : Whofoever then [aithy that the Soune was begotten of nothing, or that the 
principall creature began of nothing : he'attribureth unto bins unadvifedly the onely name of 
Sonne, but in very deed and in truth he denitth him'to be the Soane, For he that a begotten of 
nothing,can in no wife be the true Sonne of God; no more can any other thing that hath the like 
beginning, But the Sonne of God sruly begotten of the Father him/elfe.is ta be termed the onely 
begotten, and the well beloved of the Father Add f foal be be God, For what other thing i the 
bud or branch of God, then that which refemblerk the begetter?The K ing u (aid to build of make 
A City,buet not to beget a City: and fo he ts faid' to beget a (onne,but not to bxild or make afonne, 
Lnrefpett of the worke he wrought, he not caledaFather, but a cunning workeman ; and inte. 
fhett of the Sonne he begat, he 1 not called a workeman but a Father, Wherefore the God of al 
unsver[ality ts worthily to be called the Father of the Sonne, yet the framer and maker of the 
world. Although it be once found written in a certaine place of holy Scripture: The Lordmade 
me the beginning of hes waies, for the accomplifiing of his workes, yet (as lam minded immes 
diatly to interpret) it behoveth us to {can narrowly, andto fift out with diligence the (ence and 
under ftanding thereof, and not after the manner ef Marcellus, with one word to Shake the chiefe 
principles of Chriftian Religion. Thefe and many other fuch likereafons, hath E ufebius alled~ 
zed in his firft booke again{t Afarcel/us, to the confutation of his opinion. In his third booke 
Eu/eb.lib.3. ¢ hath expounded how this word ‘ae or Created isto be underftood,as followeth:Thefe 
contra Mar- ‘things being after thes fort it remaineth hat we confider of this fentence : The Lord made me the 
cekun. beginning of his waies for the accomplifuing of bis workes: which isno otherwife to be taken, 
then the other things we expounded before.For in cafe he fay that he i$ wsade,h: (aith it not as if 
he becamse fomerhing of nothing: or that he was made after the felfe fame manner with other treas 
tures of that which ts not,( as [ome have lewdly imagined ) bet that he had being and living, that 
he was,and fubjiftedbefore the fou»dations of the world were laid, and therefore appointed by hue 
Father who is Lordof all things, the »>ince of all this univer(ality : fo that the word Made in thas 
place ws no otherwifeto be taken, then Appointed, or Ordained. ‘Peter al/o the Apoftle callech 
(a Pet.2. Princes and Magiftrates plaine creatures,where he faith:Sabmit Jour [elves unto every humane 
creature, for the Lords fake, whether it be unto the king ,as unto the chiefe head, either nuto rua 
bers, as fent of him, And the Prophet alfo: Prepare thy felfe (faith he) Terisfalens, vo call upon thy 
God, for behold he ferterh the thunder.he foapeth the [pirit ee “eweth wato men his Chrift. He ute 
mn derftanderh not this word Shapeth,es sf the [pirit were made oF at which wnot. For God then 
made not the {psrit when he fhewed by him hes Chrift unto all waen, (be was not then nevly pres 
claimed undey heaven, for he wae and [ubfifted before)” but he fens with "at time the eApoftles 
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wereaffembled tozetber : when the found in the likenelfe of thunder came downe from heaven, ds 
_ af ithad bene the comming of a mighty winde, and filled them ali with the Holy Ghoft: awd thus 
he foewed hts ( brift wnte all men, according nto. the prophecie which faid: Behold he fetteth 
the thunder, he fhapeth the [pirit, and foeweth hus Chriff unto men, laying downe the word {ha- 
peth, for fendeth or erdaineth, and the word thunder én another fenfe, for the preaching of the 
Goppell. David alfowhen he faid: Create in me acleane heart 6 God :he [aid it-not, as though 
be wanted a heart,but he defired a pure heart to be put in him and made perfect, In like fenfe alfo 
ss that (poken : that be fhould create two into one new man, that ts: he foomldcouple. See like~ 
wife this, whether it may be taken after the [ame manner : to put on the new wan which x creas 
| tedafter Goa. efgaine: If there beany new creature in Chrift : and fuch like phrafes the which 
with diligent [earch we may find inthe holy Scriptures, Adarwell not then if the Scripture mee 
| taphorically doe wfe thts kinde of peech : The Lord made me the beginning of his waies : made, 
thar w appointed, Thefe were the reafons of Eufebims in his books againft Afarcellus and:cis 
ted of usto the end. that the mouthes of fuch asunadvifedly doe {lander him, ‘and contumelie 
oufly report of him,may therewith be ftopped, They arenor able to prove (although the 
words of the order and manner of begetting be nfually and commonly found throughout his 
workes) that he affigned unto the Sonne of God a beginning of teflence : although that he 
was a great follower and favourer of Origens works, where, whofoever canattaine unto 
the fecret and hid fenfe of Origens books, he thall finde every where, the Son to have beene 
begotten of the Father. Thus have we ufled digreffion,to rid Eu/ebsas out of the flanderous 
mouthes of fu‘picious heads,

When the councell of Sardice decreed that Athanafius and Paulus frould be reftored to their 
Bifhoprickes, and Con{tantius the Eafterne Emperour would not admut thers:the 
Ewoperonr of the Weft threatned him with warres, fo that Conftantius 
being therewith afrasd,wrote for Athanafius aud fent 

him to Alexandria, 


at Philippi acity of Thracia, in their feverall councells had decreed fuch things 

as feemed good unto themfelves,they returned every man to his owne home. The 

Eaft and Welt Churches were now devided, the {pace or diftance fevering their com- 
munion afunder, was the mount betweene [Myriam and Thracia called Tifucis * for fo 
farre every of them among themfelves, though they differed about the faith, yet the 
quarrell being laid afide, they communicated together, beyond that, there was no com- 
munion of contrary parts. For fuch confufion, fuch ftirre, and fach divition raigned then in 
the Chutch. Immediatly after, the Emperour of the Weft parts of the world, certified 
his brother Constantins, of the things decided in the Councell of Sardice : and requelted 
him to fee Pa#/us and . Athavafius placed in their Bifhopricke. But when Conffantins de- 
ferred from day to day his brothers defire, the Emperour of the Weft gave his brother m 
choife, either to reftore Paulus and e4thanafivs,and fo account of him as his friend ¢ or elfe 
to heare the proclamation of open warre, and fo find him as his deadly foe, The letters he 
fent by the Embaflador unto his brother were thefe: There remaine here with me Athanafius 

and Paulus,who us [am credibly given to underftand. are perfecuted for picties fake, If that thon 

wilt promile me to reftore them unto their feas, and to punife feverely [uch as bave injured them, 

Iwill fend the parties themfelves unto thee: but if thou wilt not accompli|e this my will and pleas 

Sire, kuow for (urety that my [elfe will come thither an1 maugre thy beard, reftore them to their 
proper feas,* When the Emperour of the Eat had undetftood of this; he was wonderfull 

penfive and fad he aflembled together many of the Eafterne Bifhops: layeth before them 

the choife his brother gave him : demandeth of them what was beft in this cafe to be done. 

They make anfwer,that it was farre better to reftore againe Athanajius,then to raife deadly 

and mortal warres, Wherefore the Emperor being conftrained of neceility, fent for Arha- 

nafieeuntohim.tnthe mzane while Con/tans the Emperor had fent P2x/#s honor ably,toge- 

ther with two Bifhops, with his owne letters, and with the letters of the Councell for the 


more furety, unto Conftestinople, When Athanafius feared.and doubted, whether he as we

tries, Although we have lingered now a great while frons fending our letters, whereby we might 
fignifie unto thee the concealed fecrecy of our mind. hoping that of thine owne accord thou would 
vepaire unto us ,and with humble [ute crave remedy and redreffe of thine injuries: yer nevertheleffe 
(feare peradventure hindering thee of thy purpofe ) we fent prefently onr gracious letters unto 
shy grave wifedome, that with all celerity tho come unto ws: whereby thou fralt fatésfe thy 
longing defires, thou foalt have triall of our wonted clemency, and berestored to thine owne ea 
and native [oile F or to this end I have intreated my Lord and brother Conftans,the pwiffant and 
noble Emperour, that he woul : licence thee to returne unto us, whereby thou mighteff by the 
meanes of ws both enjoy thy countrey, and have this token for tryall of our fingular clemency and 
good will towards thee.

ene of thems unto thee,that thou fhouldf baften unio our court and after thy comming into our prec 

Sence without delay returne into Alexandria, And for as much as it 1s now a great while ago fince 
thon receivedlt our letters, and aft deferred thy journey, therefore now alfo we thought gocdto 
prt thee in remembrance that without delay thon come unto us_and [o thon (balt poffe(ie the liber@ 
ty of thy country.and thy long wifhedeafe and quietneffe. Andthat thou mighte/t fully per/wade 
thy felfe of all the premifes,we fent unto thee Achetas the Deacen,of whom thou fhali under ftand, 
both what our purpofe #8; and alfo how that thy hearty defires foal prevaile, Athanafius 
being at 4qwileia (for he had removed thither from Sardice) received thefe letters. Thence 
he went in poft to Rome, fhewed the letters to Bifhop /«/ius : and recreated very much'the 
Church of Rome. For ( oxffantius the Eafterne Emperor feemed to be of the fame faithand 
opinion with them, whenhe fent for Athanafius home. Julius certified the Clergy and 
layty of Al: xandria in his letters of e4thanafius as followeth. 


The Epiftle of Jv/ins Bifhop of Rome,unto the priefts and people of Alexandria, 


Julius Bifop of Reme unto the Prie/ts,Deacons, and well belovedbrethren, the people inhabi= 
ting Alexandria fendeth gresting inthe Lord] do greatly rejeyce with you( welbeloved bretbré) 
that he aceforth you may behold with yory eyes, the fruit of your faith, For that ts to be feene 
an my brother and f-llew Bifbop Athanafius, whom God hathreSored unto you, partly for 
bis fincere and godly life, and partly alfo by the meanes of your prayers, Hereby it may eafity be 
conjeclared what pure and fervent prayers you have alwaies powred nto God, For when you caln

led to remembrance the heavenly promifes, and the entire affection you beave unto them,all which 
yt learned of my forefaid brother : you under ftood plainely, and through theright faith inorafied 


ae your minds you mere fully perfwaded, that Athanafius (whows in your godly minds, you beheld 


prefent ) fhould not alwases be abfent; and continually be fevered from OH Wherefore I need. not 
to ufe many words anto you. for whatfoever I faythe fame hath your faith prevented:and what[on 
ever commonly you all heartily defired, the (ame through the grace of Godt now fully come to 
palfe. And that I msay repeate the fame againe: Ido greatly rejoyce with you, that you have contia 
nned [0 firmely andfo ftedfaftly in the faith, that by no meanes ‘youcould be withdrawne from it: 
Moreover I do wo leffe rejoyce at my brother Athanatius,who notwith{tanding the manifold calaa 
mities and (undry miferies he endured, yet remembred almost every honre your entire love and 
great longing for bim, eAudthough for afeafon he feemedto be abfent from you in body, yet lie 
ued he alwaies as if he bad beene prefent with you in the pirit.I thinke verily (well beloved bree 
thren )that all the temptations and paines he enduyed,are not void of their praife aud commenda- 
tion: for by this meanes both your faith and his hath beene knowne and made manifest anto the 
whole world. iIfhe had not beene tryed with (uch great and lamentable temptations, who ever 
would have thought fo flayed acenfure to have refted in your minds, or fo fervent love and 
Affection to have faltened your minds upon fo notable a Bifhop : or that he was the man that 
excelledin {ach rare gifts, by the meanes whereof he ts nsade partaker of the hope which ts laid » 
Sor usin heaven? Wherefore he bath attained unto a notable teftimony of his faith, not onely ix 
thus life but in the life to come.For by the patient fufferance of much adverfity by fea and by land 
he trampled andtrod underfoote all the malicious treacheries of the Arians Oftentimes by reafon 
of the adver{aries [pite, he flood in great haxard of his life, yet made he no account of death: but 
Sor all that,through the grace of Almighty God, and the power of our Lord Iefus Chrift, he efcac 
ped their hands, whereby he conceived good hope, thatinthe endhe fhould quit him of his ade 
verfarses, and be reftored to the comfort of you all, and beare away together wsth you the vitto- 
rious garland, of good works and well doing: ‘in that he ts already famous even ta the ends of the 
worlds bighly commenaed for his good life: renowned for his free and conftant perfeverance si

he was toffed ro and fro with the tormes of per [ecution,and intangled with the (nares of his mali~ 
cious adverfaries, you mitigated his griefe andforrow, by (ending unto bin tokans of your faith 
fullandfervent minds towards him. When that Ithink with my felfe,and caft in my mind the con 
ceived joy of you all at his returne:the flocking multitude full of religion and godlineffe:the folewne 
feat of face per(onfalfembled together: what kinde of day the veturne of my brot her nto Jon 08 
like tobe: Tcannot chufe but conceive wonderfull joy, Specialty for that the [chifme and difeord 
which raigned heretofore is now plucked up by the roots: for that. bes honorable returne according 
7nb0 your owne hearts defive. hath replenifned you with incredible joy and gladneffe. So that the 
J9y for the greatne({e thereof hath reached unto vs, to whom it 1 given from aboves to have ate 
quaintance andfamiliarity with foexcellent aman.It feenseth good that we end onr epiftle with 
& prayer.God A lmighty,and hts Sonne our Lord and Saviour Tefis, give you alwaies of hus grace, 
and grant you of his mercy the reward of (0 noble a faith,the which you have frewed towards pe 
Bifhop with [o worthy atefFinsony:that both you and yours, weay not onely in thes world “- . 
an the life to come, enjoy farre more excellent gifts, which nesther eye hath feene, nor eare ei 
beard neither the heart of man conceived the things that God prepared for them which a ins, 
through our Lord Ie(us Chrift, to whom with the eAlaighty God, be glory for ever ana ever, 
Amen.Godhave youin his tuition well beloved brethren, Athanafius having got thefe letters, 
came into the Ealt. Constantive the Emperor, although at that time he received, are ah af 
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finely, yet giving eate unto the crafty fleights of the defpitefull Arians ,* went about to 
ale Wavreatoning with him in this fort: "Alshough thon art reftored unto thy Bifhopricke 
by the decree of the councell and our own determination: yet becaufe there arein A lexandria Cer. 
taine people differing in opinion from thine, and fevering themfelves from thy communion, my re- 
grelt es that thou permit them one Church for themfelves, Athanafivs made anfwer unto his 
requeft very wittily and faid : O Emperor it lieth in thee to do as pleafeth thee beft:to command 
andexecute the commandement I alfo will crave of thee another thing for recompence, my hange 
ble reqieft 1s that thom grant st me. When the Emperour made anfwer, that with moft wil- 
ling minde he would condefcend thereunto, Arhanafins immediatly faid: Adine humble fute 
4s that I may obtaine that which thon woulleft have had at my hands. to wat,that thon wilt grant 
‘one Church throughout every city for (uch as communicate not with the Arians. Fhe Arians per- 
ceiving that the requett of 4thanafivs was not unreafonable, made anfwer, that it behoved 
them to deferre the matter unto another time, and confider better of it. They hindred not 
the Emperor, but fiffered him to do that which pleafed him beft. W herefore the Emperor’ 
reftored e4thanafius, Paulus, Marcellus, Afclepas Bifhop of Gaza, and Lucius Bifhop of 
Adrianopolis,every one tohis owne Bifhoprick againe. Thefe two hindmolt wereadmit- 
ted by the councell of Sardice: Afclepas for that he fhewed records, whereby it appeared 
that both Eu/ebins Pamphiles and fundry others underftood fully of his cafe, and reftored 
himtohis dignity ; Lacivs for that his accuters fledaway. By the Emperors edict they all 
received their owne feas, the cities were com manded to entertaine them with willing and 
cheerefull minds. At 4cyra there was no {mall ftirre, by reafon that Bafiliws was removed! 
and (Marcellus reftored inhis place, fo that the adverfaries took thereby occafion to flander 
Marcellus againe. The citizens of Gaza received Afelepas willingly At ConStantinople, Ma- 
cedonius for a feafon gave roome unto Paxlus, and had feverall meetings and conventicles: 
at acertaine Church of the city. But as touching Athanafins, the Emperor fent letters unto 
the Bithops, unto the Clergy and Laity of e-4/xandria, that they fhould receive him both’ 
lovingly and willingly. He commanded moreover by his letters, that fuch acts as were re~ 
corded againft him in their courts and Synods,fhould be blotted out, His letters inthe be- 
halfe of both the aforefaid are thefe. ‘

(as I {aid before) unto the clatife of One (ubjtance, But Athanafius travelling by Peleufinm, 
the ready way to Alexandria,preached in every city where he came, and exhorted them to 
efchue the Arians and to embrace {tchas confeffed the faith of One fubffance. And in divets 
of the Churches alfo he ordained M inifters,which gave occafion unto the adverfaries for to 
accufe him againe,that he prefumed to make Minifters in other mens provinces; So farte of 
the things which happened then unto the renowned Athanafins. 


Cuap, XX, 
Of Magnentius and Bretanion the tyrants, and of the death of Conftans the 
Wefterne Emperonr, 


whereof I will brietiy intréate, and run over fuch things as Thave determined with m 

felfe to lay downe. After the death of (onftantize who builded Conftantinople, his three 
fonnes (as I have faid in my firft book) fucceeded him in the Empire.Of which number we 
have to underftand that Conftantine fo called after bis fathers name,was one,and raigned to- 
gether with the reft ofthe Emperours, whom the fouldiers flue after he had raigned a very 
little while, And as Conftanti#s commanded not he fhonld be flaine, fo againe forbad-he not 
the laughter. But how that Covfrantine the yonger,breaking out into the borders of his bro= 
thers dominions,lott his life whilef?t he fought hand to hand withthe fouldiers, I have often 
mentioned before, After whofe death there arofe warres betweene the Perfans and the 
Romancs. where Conftantius had but ilfavoured fucceffe. For the campe being pitched in the 
hight time,about the bounds of the Romane and Per /ian dominions, the Perfian holt feemed 
then to prevaile, and for atime to have the npper hand. Then alfo the Ecclefiaticall aftaires 
Went very troublefome,for there’was great contention in the Church about Athanafius.and 
the claute of One /ubfiance, Thefe things being at this point, 27Zagmentius the tyrant became 
a rebell in the welt parts of the world,and through treafon procured the deathof Conftaus 
the Emperour which governedthe Welt; and then abode in France, This being wrought, 
there enftied great and grievous wars, Magnentius the tyrant invaded all Jeal/y. fubdued 
Affricke and Libya,and tooke all France. Moreover at Sirminm a city of /Ayrium there was 
another tyrant fet up by the fouldiers, whofe name was Bretanion.At Rome alfo there was a 
great {tirre. For Nepotianus Constantius filters fonne, having got hima great troope of fen- 
cers and {word players, afpired unto the I miperiall {cepter, but the captaines of Magnentivs 


difpatched him, C7Lagnensins in a little while overran and fubdued all the W eft parts of 
the world. .

when ke perceived they would not yeeld, and that they defpifed the burning heate of that borrible 
fire: he ftripped thems frarke naked: be buffeted them about the head and face,fo that of a long 
while after they were fearfe knowne of their owne friends, Moreover be rooke forty per(ons, and 
plagnedthem with anew hind of torment never heard of before, Thesr backes and fides were fa 
fcourged and rent with Palme twig ges newly pluckt of the trees, having on their pricking knobs, 
shat divers becaufe of the fiunsps that fucke in the flefh of their backes, were conftrained cfter 
times to repaire unto Surgions : other (om: not able to endure {uch terrible paine, died of their 
wounds, AS many of the men as remained yet alive, together with the virgins were exiled, and 
led by the fouldsers to Dafis. The dead carkaffes not yet fully cold, were denied the friends of the 
deceafed:being throwne here and there,and lying unburied(for that liked them beSt )the fouldiers 


- bid them as if they had not beene faulty in committing [uch horrible crimes. This did they,

having their minds over[hadowed with the furious rage of frantick herefie. And when a the deare 
friends and familiars of the dead, rejoyced at the bold protestation of their faith, yet forrowed ben 
caufe their carkaffes were not covered with earth, the favage impiety and beaftly cruelty of thefe 
fouldiers revealed it felf with greater foame andinfamy Moreover they hanifh forthwith certaine 
Bifbops of Egypt and Lybia:namely Ammon, Thmuis,Caius,Phil on,H ermes,Plinius,Pfenofie 
ris, Nilammon, Agathon, Anagamphus sMarcus,Dracontius,Adelphius, Athenodotus,e fecond 
Ammon, and of the priests they banifhed Hierax and Diofcorus. Théfe being bereaved of their 
native [oile, they handled (o roughly, that fome of them dicd by the way ,fome other in exile never 
returning againe, They put to death above thirty Rilhops. They followed the freppes of wicked 
Achaab, imploy'ng all their care and induftry for the rooting out of the truth from off the face of 
the earth. Thefe were the practifes of Georgius at Alexandria, by the report of Arhanafins, 
The Emperour marched forwards with his holt to Jdyrivm, tor thither of neceffity was he 
conftrained to go,and there it was that Bretanion was proclaimed Emperor. As foone as he 
came to Sirminm truce being made,he came to parlee with Bretanion, Inthe meane while 


he endevoured to win againe the fouldiers,which had refufed him for their Emperour. Af 


ter he had fodone, they proclaimed (o#stanrius alone, boththeir Augufims, their King and 
Emperour,In this their proclamation there was no mention of Bretanion, who feeing him- 
felfe betrayed, fell downe proftrate at the Emperours feete and craved for mercy. Conftan= 
tits taking from him his princely {cepter and purple robe, lifted him up by the hand very 
curteonfly, and exhorted him after the calling of a private man to lead a quiet and peaceable 


The clemency Jife. He faidmoreover, thatit was fitter for anold man fuch as he was, to embrace a trade

bited in the Greeke tongue by AZareus Bifhop of Arethufa: two others in the Latine 
tongue,agreeing neither in word nor in compofition, neither in fenfé nor in fentence, either 
with themfelves,or with that which the Bifhop of Arethu/a wrote in Greek, One of the 
Latine formes I will here lay downe immediatly after the Greeke forme of Marcus, The 
other afterwards rehearfed at Sirmium, Iwill referre tohis proper place, Yet have we 
to underftand that both were tranflated into the Greeke. The forme which Afarc#s wrote, 
‘was as followeth:We beleeve in ene God the Father Almighty, Creator and mater of all things, ede 
Of whom all fatherhood 1s named in heaven and in earth: and in bts only begotten Son our Lord apnea 
defus Chrift begotten of the Father before all worlds:God of God, light of light by whom al things ted by hiseon 
were made both inheaven,and in carih,be they vifible or invifible things : who i the Word, the Bithop of Are« 
wiledome the tree light,the life : whoin the latter daies was incarnate for our fakes: borne of the thofrunto the 
holy Virgin, crucified, died, rofe againe the third day from the dead, afcended into heaven, fit 7 eb Il of 
teth at the right hand of the Father, and foall come againe at the end of the world to judge the “ns 
guicke andthe dead, andts reward every one according unto his workes, whofe kingdome fhall 
have no end, but continueth for ever and ever, For he fhall fit at the right hand of the Father, 
Hot onely while this world laftcth,but alfoin the life to come.

{cend and to fub{cribe uitro thefe things, promifing to reftore him unto his Bifhopricke a- 
gaine,if he would recant and renounce the felfe opmion he had invented of hts own braine, 
and thenceforth promifé to cleave unto theirdo@rine. He refufed the conditions, and pro- 
voked them todifputation.A certaine day was appointed for the conference, the Emperor 
commandeth the Bifhops then prefent to beat it there came thicher alfo at the requeft of 
the Emperor nota few Senators. The aflembly being met,Bafilins who then was Bifhop of 
Ancyra took Photinus in hand:the notaries penned all they {pake, While they reafoned one 
with another, the difputation waxed hot,and in the end Photinus had the foile and was con- 
demned to banifhment, From that time forth he lived in exile,and wrote in the Greeke and 
Latine tongue(for he was well feene in both)a book againtt all herefies,eadevouring there- 
into publith his owne opinion.So farreof Phorinss We have yet tounder(tand that the Bi- 
fhops.aflembled at Sirmium, milliked themfelves with the forme of faith laid downe in the 
Latine tongue,for after the publifhing thereof, they fpyed contradictories therein. Where- 
fore they went about in all the haft to call in all the copies,and when as divers were conceze 
led, the Emperour by his edict gave chargethat all fhould bebroughtin, and fuchas hid 
them fhould be punifhed. But no threats or cruelty could recover the things once blifhed fo, 
becaufe they had run through many hands,

: Hereas we have made mention a little before of O/ius Bifhop of Corduba,that he 
W was con(trained to fhew himfelfe at the Councell of Sirminm I think it requifite 
now to fay fo newhat of thac matter. Althougha while before, through the lewd 
practifes ofthe Arians. he had beenc in exile :-yet then, at che {ure and proctirement of the 
Bifhops which afflembled at Sirmisns,it fell out that the Emperor cited him,purpofing with 
himfelfe to perfwade him, or by foule meanes to conftraine him, to be of the fame opinion 
with the affembled Bithops, andin fo doing their faith fhould feeme ito cary with it great 
forceand credit. To this end he was drawne againft his will (as I faid before) unto the 
~ Councel.Bur when‘as this old father wouldin rio wife fubferibe unto their faith they fcour= 
ged his fides,and {er his membersuponthe rack, So that inthe end by compulfion he gave 
is affent,and fub{cribed unto the formes of faith which then were publifhed. Thefe were 
the acts at Sérmings,and thus werethey ended,

with ALagnentius fhould have, But ALagnentins as {oone as he took the princely éjr 

of Rome, executed many of the Senators, and difpatched not a few of the common 
multitude.When the captaines of Conftantins had gathered a great army of Romane fouldj- 
ers they marched toward him : he then left Rome and got him to France. There were sian 
skirmifhes,one while this fide,another while that fide had the upper hand. At length (Aaga 
nentius was overcome at the caltle of Admr/ain France, inhe got him, and kept it a while, 
where fuch a ftrange thing as followeth is reported to have come to pafle. Magnentins x0. 
ing about toanimate his fouldiers,now altogether difcouraged with the foile & overthrow 
they had taken,got him up into an high feate. The fouldiers after the accuftomed honor done 
unto the Emperours, minding to found fortunate fucceffe unto (Magnentins, by forcé asit 
were,their lips wagging before their minds,they turne their good wifhes unto Conftantins, 
for they all with one mouth proclaimed,not A¢aguentins but ConStantins, Auguftas. Mag. 
nentins fuppofing this to be a figne of misfortune, conveyed himfelfe forthwith out of the 
ca{tle,and fied into the furtheft parts of France. The captaines of Conftantius purfued after 
him earne(tly.Againe they pitched their campe ata place called AZiltofeleuens,where Mag- 
nentius being overthrowne,ran away alone, and got him to Lionas acity of Fraxce, three 
daies journey fromthe caftell of Afurfa. Afagnentsus comming to Lions, firt of all he flue 
his mother,next his brother whom he had created Ca/ar, lat of allthe became his own mure 
therer, This was done the fixt confulfhip of Casftantins, the fecond of Conftantins Gallus, 
the fifteenth day of Avgu/t. Not long after Decenins another brother of Magnentius hanged 
himfelfe, And although A@agnentins the tyrant had {uch an end, yet the Common-wealth 
Was not without great trouble and tumults,. |For immediatly there ftept up another tyrant 
whofe name was Silvanus, and molefted the quiet eftate of the Common-weale in France, 
but the captaines of Conffanrixs difpatched him quickly out of the way.* When thefe things 
Were come to an end,there arofe other civill wars in the Eaft,for the Jewes inhabiting Dye. 
ed/arcain Paleftinatooke armour againtt the Romanes,and invaded the bordering régions, 
But Gallus called alfo Conftantins, whomthe Emperour Coxfanrins had made Cedar, and 


C Onftantius the Emperour remained at Sirminm, waiting what end the battell waged 


fent him into the Eaft,came thither witha great.power, overcame the Jewes in battell,‘and. 


made the city Diocafarea even with the ground.* When Gallus had brought thefe things to 
pafle,being {wollen and puffed up with the'pride of good fucceffe and profperous affaires he 
could no longer containe himfelfe within hisbounds : but forthwith being inflamed with 


tyrannicall motion,turned his mind againft.Comfantivs, fo that Conflantius not long after 


efpied him out and perceivedhis drift. He had executed of his owne abfolute authority Do. 
mitianus who was prefident of the Eaft,and the great treafurer, not making the-F mperour 
privie unto his doings. Wherefore Confrantius was fore incented againft him.He bein 

wonderfully afraid, yet of force came unto him, (onftantins hearing of his comming,that he 
was now inthe W efterne parts of his dominions, to wit, in the Ile of F lavona, caufed his 
head to be taken offhis fhoulders, In alittle while after, he appointed Iudianuzs the brother 
of Galus,Cefar and fenthiminto Frasce againft rhe barbarians - Gallus whofe name was

ror which raigned then with his fraud and fubtilty. This was the caufe that made Actins fe 
_ ver himfelfe from the Arian fet. Untill that time Aetivs was knowne not only for an here- 
tick,butalfo fora great patron of the peftilent doGtrine of e4ri#s. When he had got fome 
{mack of learning at Alexandria, he leftthat city, and went to e4ntioch in Syria where he 
had beene borne,and there was he made Deacon by Leontius then Bifhop of Antioch, In 4 Leontine Bie 
Short while after; he was able to amaze fich as reafoned with him,with his fubtle quirks of thop of Ans 
fophiftry. This did he by the meanes of e-4riftorles Elenthes,(for fo is the book intituléd)for tioch. 
whilft he difputed, unwittingly could he frame fuch captious and fophifticall propofitions,as 
his own capacity could notdiflolve: the reafon was, becaufe he had not learned 4rs/orles The Greeke 
drift offuch as were cunning and learned Logicians.For Ari/Pot/e,againtt the fophifters who a he 
then derided and abufed philofophy, wrote fuch akind of reafoning, forthe whetting of iad the tpeets 
young mens wits, difplaying their behaviour and overthrowing their fophifticall fallacies all titte of 4- 
with witty reafons and well couched fubtilties. The Academicks that comment upon Plate riffotles predi- 
and Plotinus works,do miflike very much with fach things as Ariffot/e hath fo argutely and aa pets L4

unskilfull was he in holy Scripture : for he had'nothing inhim, fave a fubtle kind of reafo+ a 
ning quarrellous and contentious languages,fuch as may eafily be found in the rude,ighorant rth ena 2 
and unlearned : he had read over the ancient writers, {uch as publifhed commentaries upott Bare, 
holy Scriptures,and condemned (/emens, Aphricanus, and Origen, fage men of fingular lear- 
ning for unlearned perfons: the epiftles which of fet purpofé he had patched and {tufted 
with litigious trifles and fophifticall conclufions,the fame he fent unto the Emperour Com wry serine 
ftantius,and to fandry others ¢ And therefore was he called the Atheift And although he af was called an 
firmed the felfe fame things with Arivs.yer of his owncrue not attaining unto his intricaté Acheift. 
and captious manner of reafoning,was he counted for an Arian hereticke. W hereforé being 
excommunicated out of the Church, yet would he feeme as though of his owne accord he 
had fevered himfelfe from their communion.Ofhim therefore as originall of this errour the 
eActians had their appellation,but now are they called Eanomians.For in a little while after Zanomins the 
Ennomins bis Scribe,who fucked of his filthy finke of hereticall doctrine, became a ringlea- hereticks 
der to this fect. But of Eaxomis in another place.

¥ thattime there met in Jta/y not very many Bifhops out of the Eaft,for heavy age and 
long journeys were lets,fo that they could not come: but out of the Weft there came The councel} 
above the number of three hundred Bifhops. The Emperors edict was proclaimed that. ofillaine, 
the councell fhould be held at A4ihaine. When the Bifhops of the Eaft came thither, firft of 
all they require,that fentence by their generall confent fhould be pronounced againit Atha 
nafins thinking verily thereby to (top all gaps concerninghis returning any more to Ales 
andria, After that Panlinus Bifhop of Trevere in France: Dionyfins ms, of Alba an head 
city of Italy, 8cufebius Bifhop of VerceBe a city of the Lygurian Tralians had perceived that. 
the Bifhops of the Eaft bent al their might to enact a decree againtt Athanafius for meta

{tian religion fhould be cancelled by the meanes of their deceitfull and fraudulent trechery , 
that the crimes laid to Athanajius his charge were falfe reports and meeré flanders:and that 
they had invented fuch things to deface the true and catholick faith. W hen they had ended 
thefe loud {peeches,the councell brake up. * The Emperonr underftanding of this comman- 
ded them forthwithto exile and banifhment, and determineth with himfelfe to fammop a 

enerall-councell, to the end after citing of the Eafterne Bifhops into the weft countriés,he 
might (if it were poffible )bring them all to embrace unity and concord.But after better 4d- 


~ vilement taken with himfelfe, he faw it was avery hard matter to compafie, by reafon of

the farre countries and long gourneys,and therefore ke commanded the Councell fhonig be 
devided into two parts: the Bifhops then prefent to aflemble at Ariminuma city of italy : 
the Bifhops of the Ealt to meete at Nisomedia acity in Bithynia, Buthis purpofe tookeng 
profperous fuccefle : for neither of the Councels agreed within themfelves, both was des 
vided into fundry factions, For neither couldthe Bifhops which met at _Ariminum in ftaly 
agrec among themfelves, nor the Bifhops of the Faft among themfelves, forehey raifed a 
new f{chifme at Seleucia a city of Lfanria,but how all this came to pafle, [ will hereafter re. 
hearfe in procefle of our difcourfe,if that firtt 1 fay fomewhat of Eadextws. Inthe very fame 
time, Leontins,who preferred Aetins the heretick to the degree of Deaconthip, having de- 
parted this life, &doxins Bifhop of German,ciaa city of Syriathen being at Rome, thought 
it hightime for himto returne into the Eaft': he dealeth doubly with the Emperour for [is 
cence to depart with f{peed, alledging for himfelfe that the city of Germaniciaftood in great 
necd of his helpe and ghoftly counfell, The Emperout little thinking what ferches ke Had 
in his head, gave him his pafport, He through the fute and furtheranceof the E inperours 
chamberlaines, left his own city,and crept through wile and fubtilty into the Bifhopri¢k of 
Antioch: he endevoureth toreftore Aerivs againe into the Church: and goeth about ro fame 
mona Councell of Bifhops, and to make him Deacon againe, But his lewd drift was long 
in bringing about, becaufe the hatred owed unto eferivs was of more force to repell him, 
then the hearty good will and furtherance Exdoxivs ufed to reftore him.But of this wé need 
no more words, Of them whichaflembled at «friminum, the Eaterne Bifhops not men= 
tioning the bufineffe about » 4thanafins, fignified that the caufe of their’ comming wasto 
difcourfe of other matters. Urfacins and Valens, who at the firft were Arians, and -afrer- 
wards exhibited a recantation unto the Bithop of Rome, fubferibing (as I faid before) unto 
the claufe of One fub/tance,ftood them in great {teed, for thefe two continually cleavéd anto 


the ftronger & furer fide, There came alfo totake their part Germanins, Anxtntius,Demophiz 


bus sand ( a:s.In the aflembly of Bifhops then prefent, when divers men would have divers 
things enacted, Vrfacius and Valens affirmed that all formes of faith laid downe in fimes 
paft, were thenceforth to be cancelled, andthat thenew forme of faith publifhed a litrle 
before at the councell of: Sirminm, was to be confirmed; "When they had fo'faid they 
gave fortha (heete of paper which they had in their hands, toberead. The fecond Creed 
written before at Sirminm, and {upprefled there (as I faid before) read alfo at erimia 
xum, and tranflated ont of the Latineinto the Greeke tongue, was laid downe in thefe 
Words: This Catholicke faith was publifhed at Sirmium, in ithe prefence of Conflantias our 
Lege Lord, Flavius Eufebius, and Hypatius renowned Confuls, the eleventh K alends of Tune. 
We beleeve iv one oncly true God, the Father eAlmighty, Creator and maker of all thines, 
and in one onely begotten Sonne of God, who wus before all worlds, before all beginnings, 
before all times that may bee imagined: and begotten of God the Father without any paf= 


fon, before ak comprehenfible knowledge, by sebom both the world and all things were made: 


one onely begotten, begotten of the Father alone, God of God, like wnto the Father which bee 
gat him according unto the Scriptures : whofe generation no man hath kuowne fave the Father 
which begat him. Him we Know, his onely begotten Sonne, tobave comedowne from bean 
ven atthe Fathersbecke, to banifh and wipe away finue: to have beene borne of the V; irgin Ma- 


ry: to have beene converfant with the Difcipler:to have fulfilled according unto his Fatherswil 


all bis meffage, tobave beene crucified, to have faffered and died: tohave defcendedinto bell: 
and there to have dilpeled all things, at whofe fight the porters of hell gatesitrembled: tobave 
vélen againe the thir day:againe,to have accompanied with his Difeiples, andafser forty daies 
wereexpired.to have alcended into heaven, where he fittech at the right hand of the Father, and 
foal come againe atthe lagt day with the glory of iis Father, toreward everyone according and 
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sohe worker. And we beleewe in the Holy Ghoft,whormthe only begotten Sov of God,lefus Cbrift 
himlelfe, promifedtofend mankindthe Comforter, asit a writtten: I oe Unto my F ather, and, 
J will pray my F ather tofend you another Comforter.the [Perit of truth: he hak take of wine sand 
foall teach and lead you in all things,\T he word Subltance being ‘finsply laid downe of the fathers, 
and unknowne of the ignorant people, giving. unto. many great canle of offencesin {o:wanch us it ze 
not found in haly Scripture, we have thought goodto abanden ity and henceforth (peaking of God 
to wake no mention of the werd Subltance, becaufe the facred Scriptures have not once remewss 
bred che fubftance of the Sox, or of the Holy Ghoft, We fay that the Sonne ts like the Father in all 
things, and that becatfethe Word of God hath affirmed and taught it w. Whenthefe things 
were read, fuch.as were not pleafed withthe circumftancesand contents thereof, rofe up 
and faid : We came not hither.as though we'wanted faith and beleefe (for we retaine that 
faith which we learned from the beginning) \but we are come to with{tand novelties, if 
ought be practifed prejudicial unto the fame, If thofe thinigs which you have now read,nei- 
ther favour nor tend tothe eftablifhing ‘of novelty,accurfe and renounce the herefie of Arius, 
in {uch wifeasthe old and ancient canon of the Church hath banifhed all hereticall and bla- 
{phemous dogtrine,. Itisapparent unto the whole world, what tumults and troubles the 
blaifphemous opinion of Arivs hath raifed,ever:unto this day,in the Church of God; This 
ofter was nét accepted of Vr/acins Valens ,Germianins, Auxentins Demophilus and Cains sand 
thereupon the bond of unity retained inthe Church of God,was broken afunder. For thefé 
mencleaved unto fuch things as the councell of :Ariminum had decreed ; the other confir- 
med the canons of the Nicene Cotncell, and derided the contents of the creed that was read 
in their prefence, but {pecially Arhanafies, fo that by occafion thereof he wrote untochis 
iriends after this manner : What availeth it(-Ebe[eech you) unto the ( athotike Church for the 
fortherance of piety and godlinellenow to propofe queftions of the faith? and to intitle their creed 
with the names of the Confals which then were in office ? for Urfacius,V alens,and Germanins; 
have wrought that mhich was never done nor heard of among the:Chriftians When they had writ= 
ten {uch things as they thought necelJarily to be beleeved of them,they laid domnethe Confals the 
moneth and the day that it might eafily Appeare unto all wife men, their faithnot to have beene 
before the raigne of Conttantius. Every one of them having vefpeét unto their owue heretical do= 
Brine, have laid dewne their feverall cenfures. Furthermore when they take pen in band to pro- 
eounce wharthey thinke of the Lord, they name unto them/elves:another Lordy to wit, Conftan- 
tins. For itis he that opened them the gap untoimpiety. And while they denied the Sonne of God 
to be eternal! (forthe fe'exemies of Chrift fell into (ich outragrous inspicty:) they intitledthe Exse 
pever Sempiteruall: But peradventure they tooke eccafion toregister the namies of the (onfuls,by 
example of the holy Prophets,who noted unto.us the time they lived in. Lf they prefume to alledge 
then. aa Prefident totheir doings, they are fonly deceived, and-bewray very wauch their own ig- 
norance and folly, For though the Prophets made mention of the times they lived in, as we reade 
in Efay and Ofeas; who lived in the daies ef Ozias, Joathan; Achaz, and Ezechia ; as we-teade 
42 Jeremy, who prophecied inthe daies of J ofia : as we reade in Ezechiel and Daniel, who floste 
rifbed under theraigne of Cyrus.and Darius : and as we find in other prophecies, revealedunto 
the warld at other times : yes were not they the fir/t founders of the fervice of God and /acredreli- 
Sionrlt. was lone before their times, it was from everlafting, it was before the foundations of the 
worddwere laid, the which verily God him(elfe, by Chrift bathprepared for us, The tinses when 
their faith had ber original, theydid not fignifie, for there had beene faithfull menlong hefore 
them: but thefe were the dais when fuch promifes of God, and prophecies of things to come were 
preached by them, The promifes verily concernedchiefly the incarnation of our Saviourithecire 
cumstances thereof, and [uch things as were annexed thereunto, fignified plainely the things that 
fhontd happen both to Tewes andto Gentiles, Moreover in the afore/aid (pecified times their faith 
(461 (aid before) bad not her firft foundation and beginning, but the Prophets themfelves : for 
theyiliving then, forelhewed [uch things to conse, But thefe our Sonth{ayers; mcither writing of 
frariess nor propbecying of things tocome, doe write, This Catholicke faith was publifheds 
adding temediatly thereunto, the names of the Confuls, the moneth of the yeare, and the.day of 
the weeke.Even as the holy men of old have deelared both the times of the matters they wrote of, 
andthe yeares of their owne miniftery : (0 thefe men have noted unto us\the dajes when their faith 
firft-bezan.T would to God they bad onely written their own béleefe,for now they haveaffigned an 
ersginall or beginning of their faith, and they fall aveafoning of ityas if'it bad never beene heard of 


before.T hey write not, Thisis our belecfe,but in this fort; This Catholick faith:was furkiieg. 
‘aa m9 Wheres 
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prherefore their bold and prefumptnous enterprife bewraieth their barren ant witlefe braines 

- and their newfound faith ws no other wife in plaine words then the Arian hercfie. So they wrote, 
shen they began to beleeve, from that time forth they determined to reveale their faith in no othep 
fence then w- reade in Luke the Evangelift:T here was given ont then acommandement from Ay. 
Luke 2, uftus Caxfar, hat the whole world frouldbe taxed. That commandement was not given before, 
ee Phan rook place from thofe dates forth.and Was publifhed by him which wrote it. So whew tbefe 
men do write: This faith isnow publifhed,they frew their-error newly invented and not to’ have 
been before, but if they add the word Catholick,they plunge themfelves unwares in the hereticajt 
Aile of the Cataphryg jans: fothat they. fing after their note, The Chriftian faith was revealed 
unto us, The Chriftian faith began of us. 4ze as they tooke Maximilla and M ontanas for their 
Lord, fo thefe men in fieea of Chrift have chofen Conftantuus. Lf the faith began in thofe dajessin 
the time of their Con{ul (hi ps.what forall become of the ancient F athers and bleffed martyrs? What 
foall become of thems whom thefe men themlelves inStrutled in the faith, and departed this life bea 
fore th-fe Con(uls? How phat they raife them from the dead,to root owt of thesr minds ther former 
religion andto plant afrefh their late invention of faith ? They are fo fenfleffe and fo void of un- 
derftanding that they can do nought elfe fare forge out fained canes ithe which being as they are 
both fond flender an ‘pon flippery foundarions may ealily be confuted and overthrowne,” Thefe 
were the contents of A:hanafius his Epiftle the whichhe fent unto fome of his familiar 
friends ,the {tudious may at their pleafure examine it withthemfelves, and know throughly 
fach things as he hath difcourfed of both {ubtlely and fubftantially. We have only alledged 

a portion thereof, left we fhould feeme over tedious. Touching the premifes we have mores 
over to underftand that the councell depoled Valens, Vrfacius, Auxentius,Germanins (Caius, 
aiid Demophilus becaute they refufed to renounce and accurf2 the herefie of Arius, Wheres 
fore taking their depofition impatiently, theyrun unto the Emperour, and fhew him the 
forme of faith that was read in the Councell. The Councell alfo wrote unto the Emperor an 
epiftle, wherein they fignified uato him whatthey had decreed, the which being tranflated 

out of the Latine into the Greek tongue is.ufually read as followeth ; 
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The Bifhops According unto ihe commandement of God, and the editt of your graciows Highneffe, we have 
aflembledat —\¢borghs good to ratifie with our confent.fach canonsas of ol did concerne the (briftian faithFor 
TabARane we bave met together out of all the cities throughout the Weft parts of the world, to the end the 
che eae faith of the woft holy and Cathelicke Church may be.the more famous and the adverfaries theres 
wereconden- of the better knowne, After deliberation and good advifement taken it feemed beft unto ws firme= 
neddowwite dy te retaine, andin retamning to hold faft unto the end that faith which hath beene continned hia 
thus unto the gherto from time-out of memory,which hath beene preached of the Prophets, Evangelifts,and Aw 
els a _—— poftlesthrengh the grace of our Lord Iefus ( hrift, who ss the prote tor of your Enspire, and the 
onfeantinss : . : 
conferver of your bcalth. It (eemedvery abfurd nay we thought it an hainons ofence,to alter ought 
of the things that were rightly and reverently decided: but {pectally to intermeddle with the canons 
of the Nicene Councel, focxquifitely handled, and fe throughly fifted out by the aid and fwccour 
of your father of famous memory the Emperor Conftantine: the fage dottrine and grave cen[ures 
of which counced pierced the eares and hath beene printed in the minds of all people: by whofe ene= 
by force it came topaffe that the herefie of Arius was foiled and overthrowne, by whofe meanes 
alfa not onely this but all other rotten herefies whatfoever are rooted out. What may well be added 
thereuuto,it 1 doubtful to take any thing therefro ts dangerous, If either be permitted, there will 
enlue thereof fuch liberty,that every one will [ow (uch lewddottrine as pleafeth him bef. Wheres 
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§ 3 fore Urfacius and Valens being of Late infettead with the pestilent herefie of Arius, and theres 
a fore ju(tly banifhed-our communion, they did not onely repent them of their fond dealing, their 
i. conference yeelding manifet teStimony and accufing them of the fame, tothe end they might ae 
3 ‘a gaine be made partakers of the (ame communion, but alfo as their owne writings doe beare wite 
a neffe, they craved pardon with humble and earncft pe'itions, fo that in the end all theirlewd bes 

| x . haviour, all their corrupt learning was forgiven andforgotten, Thefethings were done at what 
Zz. What credit & tome the conncell of Adillaine was heldin the prefence of certaine priefts of Rome, But when 
o lS ey we call to remembrance how that Con{tantine the Prince,worthy of noble praife among all poste. 

f cence be “  ritysimployed great labour and indufry for. the curions fiftin g and true knowledge of the Nicene 

: Nice, Creed s it fecmed unto ds. ashing contrary toa reafon to renew any thing thereof, cr toinnos 
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vate any thing prejadicall to the fame after bis deceale, who firft was baptized, then departed thes 
life, and now refteth in joy : and to make light accompt of (0 many ble[[ea confelfors and martyrs 
who framed and furthered thts dotirine, who allo. according unto the anvient purpofe of the Ca- 
tholicke Charch were fo per[waded, and perfifted in the fame unto their lives end, Whofe faith 
God the Father through our Lord Iefus Chriff, hath continued unto the yeares of your imperial 
raigne, by whofe helpe your kingdome ss enlarged, and your felfe become Lord of all thcfe 
eur countries and dominions, But of the contrary thofe miferable men and bewstched 
winds, carried away with a furions kinde of motion, have gone. about.to proclaime themjclves 
authors and preachers of wicked doétrine unaer colour of well doing, and to overthrow the right 
fencerity of the trath, For as foone as the conncell at your commandement ract together, they laid 
wide open their concealed fraud and covered deceit: as foone as alfo they perceived Germanius, 
Auxentius,asd Caius, who had bronght difcord and diffention into the Church ef God,to bein all 
refpetts like affellioned with them, they affayed thronah wiles and wilfull affemblies to establife 
[ome novelty: whofe dettrine and opinion, though but one in name, yet tn number it far exceeded 
the heape of all bla(phemies, Bur when as they faw they would not cleave unto their opinion, nor 
conde(cend unto their lewd prathifes, they tranfported themfelves into our fide, asif they had deo 
termined to (ubfcribe unto the contrary doftrine, But not long after their cankred minds were 
kuowne well enough, Wherefore that the quiet eftate of the Church may not be toffed with fuch 
waves of troublefome diffention:that all be not (et on tumsults and uprores:it feemed very neceffae 
ry untous toratific the decerces confirmed of old, inviolably to conferve them,and to forbid thee 
men our communion: For thts canle have we fent legates. with onr letters unto your Majefty, of 
whos you may underftand the mind and meaning of the conncell: whore allo. we have charged, 
firft of allto prove the manifest srath by authority and teftimony of old and ancient lawes wifely 
decreed,and to open unto your indifferent cenfure and juft fentence, not (as Urfacius and Valens. 
affirmed) that quictne(fe foou!d enfite, of the canons lawfully decreed and advifedly decided fhould 
be overthrowne. (fer how can they pleade for peace, which have broken afunder the bond 
of unity?) but that difcord and debate foould arifethereof, not onely in other cities but alfoin 
the Church of Rome, Wherefore me humbly requeft your Mayjefly of your gracious favour 
and wonted clemency, to accept this our meffage, that you permit no novelty to creepe into the 
Church of God to the contumely of {ach as already are departed this life : but that you grant ws 
licence and your lawfull favour, firmely to perfevere in thofe things which eur anceftors have de~ 
creed,in as much as it ts evident anto all men, that what foever they ded it was throuch well advt- 
fed counfell, prudent confideration and the aid of the Holy Ghoft, For the ianovations f thefe 
men do graffe in the minds of the faithfull incredulsty in the minds of the nofaithfull cruelty, Alfo 
we humbly requeft your bighneffe that the Bifbops which wander in far and forraine region? orice 
votlly afflicted by reafon of great yeares and the mifery of want ana neceffity, may by your fafe 
condséh returne home from exile, tothe end the Churches remaine got d:falate and defiitute of 
their Bifhops being thus far afunder. Laff of alt our humble fute is unto your majc/iy,that nothing 
be either éimpinifoed or added unto the old and ancient decrees: bur that all what/oever have beene 
obferved unto this day through the godly procurement ef your father, may henceforth be of farce, 
Strength and vertie: ani that hereafter there may rife no moleftation unto ws about thofe things, 
that you fuffer us not to be banifned our charches:but that Bifbops may be refiant with their flock, 
that they may enjoy peace and tranquility for prayers and devont fervice of God: that they may 
pray continually for the prefervation of your health, your Empire, and profperotts eftate,the which 
God of his goodneffe long continue. Our legates will informe you of the fubferiptions andthe Bi- 
foops names: they are alfo of learning fuffictent,to let you underft and by testimontes of holy Scripa 
ture,all the circumftances of the decrees, Thefe things the councell wrote and jent unto the 
Emperor by certaine Bifhops.But //rfacsus and Valens preventing their comming, reviled 
and diferedited the councell with the Emperor,fhewing unto him a patched forme of faith, 
which they had brought in their pocket:the Emperor in fo much he was aforetime infected 
with the Ariax opinion, began w onderfully to {tomacke the coun cell, ‘and to advance into 
honour and eftimation /r/acins and Valens, Wherefore the Bifhops that were fent by the 
councell waited very long about his court, yet could they get no anfwer ofhim. At length 
by other meffengers the Emperour wrote unto the councell in this manner.

Although it 5 not unknowne unto your holineffe, that we have alwaies great 
care and confideration of the divine, the reverend,and facred Religion of ¢) brift: yet had we as ‘yer 
no leafure to talke with the tmenty Bifbops whom. your wifedomes fent in embaffie unte ws. For 
we have hitherto beene wholy occupted about the expedition we made againft the Barbarians, 
And requilite it (as you know very well for him that will deale in matters of religion,to be void. | 
of all care and troublefome affaires. Therefore we have willed the Bifbops to waite for our cone 
ming at Adrianopolts, fo that when we have rightly difbofed the common affaires of the publique 
weale, we may then give care and weigh diligently afterwards fuch things as they fall lay before 
25 In the mcane while let it not grieve your wifedomes to expect their returne,that after their den 
parture hence and the bringing of our an[wer unto you, ye may finifo and conclude frch things as 
Shalt be for the ufe and furtherance of the Catholicke C burch, When the Bifhops'had received 

Therefcript 1 thefe letters,they wrote back againe unto the Emperour in this fort: bave received your 
Pt ahs ee Majefties gracious letters (moft godly E mperor )whereby we gather you had not [ufficient leifure 
abe = ie (by reafon of the nece(fary bufinelfe of the Common-weale )to give our legates the hearing: moore 
Emperor Con- over that you give us in charge to waitefor their returuc, untill that your bighneffe of your wifes 
flantius, dome hath decpely weighed the things we have decreed and laid downe acrecable unto the cas 
nons and conftitutions of our anceftors,.

Wherefore we humbly befeech you of your wonted cles 

mency to vouchfafe the reading ofthefe our fivsple letters, andtotake in good part [ach things as 

wehave enjoyned our legates. Your clemency morcover kuoweth as well as we, how heavy and 

how lamentable acafe it i fo many Churches in the time of this your moft bleffed raigne to be be- 

reaved of their Bifhops, And therefore we are hunsbly to crave againe and againe (moft holy Em- 

peror )that before the fharpe and nipping fealon of winter (if it [o feeme good unto your bighneffe ) 

yor will licence.ns to returne home unto our Churches, tothe end we may poure out together 

with the people ovr accuftomed prayers unto God the Father Almighty,and tovor Lord and Sa- 

viour Chrift, his onely begotten Sonne,for the prefperous eftate of your raigne, even aswehave 

acchftomed in tines paft.and yet ceafe not to do, After they had written thus, and continued 

there a whilelonger, when as the Emperor vouchfafed not to anfwer them, every one re- 

turned tohis owne home, The Emperourbecaufe he had purpofed with himfelfe to fow 

the efrian opinion throughout every Chruch, and endevoured with might and’ maine 

every where to preferre the fame, tooke hereby occafiomat the Bifhops returne, to bring 

about this hainous: offence : and faid, that in contempt and def{pite of him, contrary to 

his will they had diflolyed the councell. Wherefore he gave Vrfactus authority, freely 

at his pleafure to practife all: mifchiefe again{t the Churches of God: and commanded 

him moreover, to fend into thé Churches of Italy the forme of faith that was read inthe 

eine Bi, © Cuncell of Aréminums : and fach as would not fab{cribe unto the fame fhould be depofed, 
a? Bix and others placed in their roomes. Firft-of all Libersus Bifhop of Rome, as foone as he | 
Be 4 Rome denied his hand thereunto was exiled by Vrfacizs:and Felix Deacon of the Church of Rome, 
Felix Bithop addicted unto the efrian opinion, was of the fame Vrfacius by maine force and Violence 
efRomeag _ preferred to the Bifhopricke,. Wherefore’ all the Wefterne parts of the world by reafon 
Arian. of thefe new devifes, wereat great difcord and tumults, while that fomewere by forcedes. 
pofed and fent to exile, fome other fubftituted in their roomies « thefe things were wrought 

4 ae, by vertue of the Emperours edicts fent into the Welt countries, Liberivs not long after 
fhopofRome Saal called home from exile, recovered his Bifhoprick againe, becanfe that the people of 
rellored a. ome was onanuprote, and thrutt Fe/ix out of the Church, fo thatthe Emperour was 
gaine. conftrained againft his will to agteethereunto, Urfacius having played fuch pranks in Italy - 
Thecouncel! 25,Pleafed him belt,took his journy into the Eaft, and got himto the city of Nice in Thracia, 
Sibiiccin There after he had.continued a long while, he called a councell, and went about to ratifie 
Thracia,cale the forme of faith that was read at Ariminum,and tranflated(as I faid before )into the greeke 
ledbyVr/acius, tongue : to publifh and fet forth the fame with glorious titles,as agreed upon by a generall 
veryfubtilly, cowncell, calling itthe Nicene faith, tothe intent that thereby, in ufing the name of Nice 
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he might {nare the ignorant,the rude and fimple people, For they thought verily that it was 
the fame forme of faith, which of old was confirmed at Nice,a city of Bithynia,buctheir for= 
gcd pretence was no long furtherance unto them: for ina fhort while after their trechery 
was revealed,and the authors thereof derided for their labour.So far of {uch things as were 
done inthe Weit.

The crneliy of Macedonins the Arian,andtumales railed by him at 
Conftantinople and elfewhere. 


and direct our pen into the Eaft,and there firft begin with the Arians.The Arian Bi- 

thops being pufted up with pride and confidence they put in the Emperours edicts, 
prefumed more boldly to bring their purpofes to effect, but in what fort they fummoned 
thecouncell I will afterwards declare, when that firft I have run over their lewd pra@ifes 
before the councell. Acaciws and Patrophilus as {oone as they had depofed Maxinsus Bifhop 
of Ierafalem placed (yrillus inhisroome, CAacedonius went about utterly to overthrow 
the countries and bordering cities of Con/tantinople,ufing his fervants and minifters as fit in- 
ftruments to the defacing of the Church of God, He made Eleufizs Bifhop of Cyzicum: 
Marathonins Bithop of Nscomedia, who aforetime had beene Deaconunder Macedonius 
himfelfe, andvery carefull about the affaires of men and women that were addicted unto 
mronatticall and folitary life. But now heare how AMacedonins went about to overthrow the 
| countries and cities within the province of Conftantinople, This man afpiring (asI faid be- 
fore unto the Bifhoprick,plagued infinitly fuch as were determined to perfevere in the opi- 
nion contrary to his,&thrutt out of the church not only fiich as in the councel feemed to vary 
from him;but alfo the Novatiaxs (for he knew of furety that they embraced the creed con- 
taining the clanfe of Oxe fubftance) and cruelly tormented them, Agel/ivs their Bifhop was 
faine to fly away to fave his life. Many excellent and notable men were then apprehended, 
and grievoufly plagued, becaufe they refufed to be partakers of theit commution: yeaafter 
torments they were conftrained by force to communicate with them. For they ftretched 
wide open and gagged their mouthes,they popped in the mifteries: {uch as were thus hand- 
led took it far more gticvous thenall the other torments. They trailed women and children 
by maine force into their communion, If any refufed or gainfaid their doings, immediatly 
they were {courged, after (tripes inprifoned, and intheend compelled to endure more bit- 
ter torinents. Whereof I will alledge one or two examples,whereby the woodnes and cru- 
elty both of ALacedonius and alfo of others who at that time were renowned and famous for 
fuchlewd feats, may evidently appeare unto the whole world. Of the women that denied 
fo communicate withthem,fome were laid along in chefts,and at the lids their brefts fawed 
off: fome other had their paps burned with fearing irons glowing hot and with egs laid 
thereunto that were rofted fo hard that they {calded for heate: Thefe new kind of torments 
hever heard of beforeamong Pagans & Ethnicks were practifed of thefe men which profef= 
ed Chriftianity. Thefe things I my felfehave heard Auxanon (of whom I fpake in my firlt 
book)report,being a very old man:who though he was a priett of the Nowatsax Church,yer 
fuffered he very muchofthe Arians, before hehad éntred into orders.. He reported how 
that together with Alexander Paphlagon, wholed avery (traight and fevere kind of life, 
(after a fame fort with him )he was imprifoned,fcourged & endured many torments:that 
Alexander after the grievous lathes of the whip died in prifon, and was buried nigh the fea 
fhoreon.the right hand as ye.go to Byzantiz haven,called (eras,by interpretation an horne, 
where there is a Novatian Church bearing thé name of Alexander,. They deftroyed at the 
comandement of Afacedonius not only other Churches in other cities,but alfo the Novatian 
Church within the city of Conftantinople nigh the figne of the Stork, But why I made men- 
tion of this feyerally at this time,as I heatd with mine own eares of Anxanon an old gray 
_ beard,now I am about to declare, By the commandement of the Emperour,and the cruelty 
of Macedonivs.it was proclaimed that the Churches of fach as embraced the creed contai- 
fing the clanfe of One fubftance, fhoyld be thrownedowne; évehto the foundations. This 
law being joyned with the violence of ALacedonives -proceeded to the overthrow alfo of this 
Church ; fuch.as were appointed to bring thefe feates to pafle,bufily occupied their braines 
and promptly difpatched them. I: cannot chufe. but greatly marvell at the N ratte 
: ect, 


| N Ow that we have fufficiently difcourfed of the weft Churchesjlet us turne our talke 
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The Ecclefiafticall Hiftorie Lis.2, 
felt,td fee what fingular affe@tion they bare unto their Church: and what charitable mind 
fachas then were depofed by the e4riaus, but now enjoy their Churches in peace, fhewed 
towards them. For as fooneas the Contmifflioners for the fuppreffing of Churches had gi: 
ventheonfet, immediatly a great number of Novatiaws, and divets others which maintai- 
ned the doctrine of One fubjtance, pulleddowne that Church, removed it to another place, 
and there erected it againe. The place is fituate right over again{t the city, and at this day 
called Syca, itis the thirteenth portion of the City of Conftantinople. The Church wasre- 
moved in avery fhort {pace, by reafon fo great a multitude of people with great good will 
and promptnefle of minde fet to their helping hands. For one caried the tiles, another the 
ftones; the third the timber,others conveyed other fluffe into Syce, The women alfo and the 
children were a furtherance to the building, for they thought their'prayers would be the 
fooner heard, and to profit themfelves very much, in that they employed their labour and 
induftry to the confecration of building untothe Lord. In that fort the Church of the Nos 
vatians was tranflated to Syca, but after that; Con/tantins beingdead, In/ianus the Empes 
ror commanded that the place where the Church aforetime had beene builded fhould be gi- 
ven to the Novatians, the people againe in fuch fort as before, went about the building of 
the Church, and the tranflating of the ftuffe into the place where it ftood at the firft; and bes 
ing built far more gorgeous then it was at the firft, they called it after the name of there- 
furrection, That Church (as I faid before was the third time built in the raigne of #lanus, 
At that time both the true Catholicks and the Novatians were alike handled. And becaufe 
the true Chriftians abhorred the temples where the Avians frequented, they reforted toge. 
ther with the Novatians unto three other Churches (for the Novatians had fo many Chur- 
ches. permitted them in ghat city) and there they devoutly ferved God together : little 
there was to the contrary but that they had beene linked together inthe bond of unity and 
concord, had the Wovatians not refufed to retaine their old mind, from the which they had 
fallen, Butas touching other matters each embraced other with fuch (ingular affection and 
entire love, that oné was ready to hazard his. life for the other, They were moleftedto- 
gether, not onely at Conftantinople, but alfo in other cities and provinces. Ina while af- 
ter Elenfius who lately had beene placed Bifhop of ( yxécum, imitating the fteps of CAZace- 
donivs, armed himfelfe againft the Chriftians, afflicted them every where, and tormen- 
tedthem grievoully, he made the Nevatian Church which was at Cyzicum even withthe 


Macedmiasan Qtound: and Macedonius gave the lalt ftroke and finall conclufion to the hainous offences

Chriftians, 


which he committed; For uhderftanding’ that there were many both at Paphlagonia 
and Mantivium of the Novatian opinion, which could by no meanes commodioufly be 
removed by Hcclefiafticall authority, he procured that foure bands of fonldiers at the 
Emperours commandement fhould be fent into Paph/agonia, to thé end the inhabitants 
might be terrified with the great fhew of gliftering armor, and thereby brought to em- 
brace the Ariaw herefie. But fuch as inhabited AZantinium, being kindled with anearneft , 
zeale towards Chriftian Religion; went againft the fouldiers with cheerefull minds and 
Valiant courage : after they had muftred together a great hoft,they all marched forwards to 
battell: fome had takenin their hand long hedging-bils,fome axes, fome other met by 
chance with rufty armour. When they joyned together and came to handigriping, many 
of the Paphlagonians were beaten downe, the fouldiers (few onely exepred) were flaine 
every one, Althoughthere be many of the Paphlagonians which prefently can report the 
fame,yet have I heard it of a cértaine husbandman of Paph/agonia, who had beene prefent 
himfclfe atthe skirmifh, and borne away many blowes. And though (Wacedonsus had 
Wrought many fuch notable feats (as he thought) in the behalfe of religion, where flaugh-. 
ter,and battell,and bondage, and civill diffentions fellout': yet that hainons offence of his 
procured unto himand that moft juftly, great hatred, not oyely among them which then 
bare away incurable wounds, ‘(he being the canfe thereof ) but alfo among his own fami- 
liar and deare friends, fo thatthe Emperout alfo had him in difpleaftire, and alienated his 
mind from hit, partly for this thing, and partly for another caufe,which was as followeth. : 
He went about to pull downe the temple where the tombe of the Emperour Contautine

This was no fooner done, but the mul. © 
titude of'the contrary fide ran thither in all the ha(t,they fet themfelves one again(t another, 

and without any delay they went together by the eares.So great a flaughter was committed, 

that the body of the Church was aflote with ftreames of blood, and yet not only there, but 

alfo from the Church porch unto the ftreet, the way was all blood and dead carkafles tof. 

fing one another. When the Emperour underftood of this wofull and lamentable cafe, he. 

was wonderfully incenfed againtt Afacedonins, partly for thathe murthered fo many men, 

and partly alfo that he durft prefume without his confent to tranflate his fathers bones, Af- 

cer that he had committed the government of the Wefterne dominions unte Lulian( whom 

lately he had made Ce/ar) heturned into the Ealt, But how Afacedonins in a fhort while 

after was deprived of his Bifhopricke, and received fo {mall a punithment for fo great an 

offence,I will declare in another place, .

"__ ™ that the Bifhops {hould meete at Nicomedia in Bithynia, yet the great carthquake Wels, é 
which fhookethe countrey and overthrew Nicomedia, was a let,fo that they could nor"? ~7""3°3: 
affemble there. This came to paffe in the confulfhip of Tarianus and Cerealius the eight 
and twentieth of Auguft, They confulted to remove the Councell-into the city of Nice 
which was not farre of, but altering their fentence they appointed to meete at Ta/ a city 
of Cilicia. Neither yet could th ey all agree upon that,and therfore they aflemble at Seleucia 
a city of I/auria called Rough. Thefe things were done in oné and the fame yeare when Ex- 
{bins and Hypatins were Confuls, The number of Bifhops which met there was a bundred 
and three{core. Thete was alfo with them one Lednas a man of great authority and'fame in. Lednas 
the Emperorscourt: in whofe hearing it was commanded by the Emperonts edi@, they ¥. 
fhould reafon of the faith, Lavirieins allo captaine of the garrifon in J/awria, was comman- E4#ricta. 
ded to fupply and. minifter unto the Bifhops whatfoever they wanted, -The Bihops béing 
met together the eight and twentieth of Sestember dif puted to and fro, their difputation 
was laid downe in writing by publike notaries. For there were Scriveners prefent of fwift 
Penning and great exercife, ready for tonote their obje@tions, refolutions, and what other 
thing foever wasuttered, All which things areat large fet forth in'the booke of Sabin, 
intituled the colle@ion of councels,where the ftudious Reader may perufe them at his plea- 
fre : but I for my part will therefore run over briefly the chiefe points thereof. The fir 
(day of their aflembly, Leésas commanded that every onefhould freely propofe what plea- 
{cdhimbeft, But they that were'ptefent affirmed it was not lawful to call any thing into 
 queltion before they:came whofe prefence was required in the Councell,) For (Macedoni- 
#4 Bifhop of Conftantinople, B afileus Bilhop of Ancyra, and fundry others were looked for 
of the councel: who miftrufting their canfe,and fufpeéting they thoukd:-be accufed of hainous 
stumes,abfented themfelves of fet purpole. WVacedonins pleaded ficknefle for himfelfe: Pa- TheAsen 
brophilus that he was fandblind, troubled with dropping and bleare eyes’; and by reafon of thee pri 
the aforefaid caufes that of neceflity they were con{trained to ftayin the fubtrbs of Selenéia: felyes.wich 
The relt alledged other caufes of theit abfence; And when Lednas faid they might propofe excufes, 
_ queftions for all they were abfent, the Bifhops anfwered, that it was not meete any thin 
Mhouldbe reafoned of, before they had firft diligently examined the lives & converfation of 
fuchas Were accufed, For Cyridlus Bifhop of Lerufalem,€uftathins Bifhop of Sabaftiain Ars 
menta,and divers others had hainons crimes laid to theincharge, Wherfore there was great 
Contention betweenethemthat were prefent,whilet the one part would fir examine their 
Jives,and the other part reafon and que(tion of the faith, . The doubtfull and darke fentence 
ofthe Emperor was:caufe of that hurliburly. For the letters which he wrote unto the C ous 
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ell commanded one while onething, another while another thing firfttobehandled, The 
variance that rofe among them that were prefent fo divided them, that it miniftred occaf. 
on unto the councel of Se/ewcia to part themfelves into two factions:unto the one fide there 
cleaved Acacius Bifhop of Cefareain Palaftina, Georgins Bifhop of Alexandria, Vrfaving 
Bifhop of Zyr#s,Eedoxius Bilbop of Antioch together with thirty others: of the other fide 
there were Georgius Bifhop of Lacdiceain Syria, Sophronins Bifhop of Pempejopolis in 
Paphlogonia,Elenfins Bithop of Cyxscum, together with many others. When that fide pre- 
vailed which firtt would have had them reafon of the faith, the complices of Acacéus motio- 
ned that the Nicene (reed fhould be abrogated, and that anew forme of faith was to be laid 
downe:the contrary part(being more in number )approved all other things of the councell 
of Nice,the claufe of Gue /ub/fance onely laid afide, And whenas they had thus brawleda- 
mong themfelves from morning to night, at length Silvanus Bifhop of T arfus cried out a- 
mong them,that it was not cheir part to lay downe,a new forme of faith,but to retaine une 
violably that which was decided at Astisch at the dedication ofthe Church, Hehadno foo. _ 
ner {poken,but the confederats of Acacius rifing up got them'away and the other fide brin 
forth the Creed concluded upon at e4ntioch:: they reade it, and immediatly the Councell 
was diflolved. The day after meeting together at the Church of Selewcia, they barre the 
doores,and ratifie with their fub{criptions the forme of faith that was .read the day before, 
Intheir (teed which were abfent,their readers and Deacons fubfcribed, for they had fignifie 
ed before,that they would by their Deputies approve the aforefaid Creed, 
Chap, 40. after 
tke Greeke.

How that Acacius ef Cafarea rehearfed another Creed in the ( ouncel of Selestcsa: al/o how that 
he and his Complices after the Emperours returne out of the Weft met at ( on 
ftantinople and procured the Councell of eAriminum to be ratified, 
adding thereunto of their owne, 


Cacivs and his complices found great fault with thecanons of that Councell,becaufe 
Atte {ub{cribed when the Church doores were fhut, For (faithe4eacius) the things — 
which are done in-huckermucker, as they ought not to be approved, ‘fo are they not 
void of fafpition. This he faid becaufe he caried inhis pocket another forme of faith ready 
tobe offeredup. He read it inthe prefence of Laarscius and Leénas that were noble mens — 
and bent his whole might to have onely the fame confirmed. Thefe things were done the 
{econd day of the councell, and nothing befides. The third day Leénas went about to calf 
both parts together, at what time “Wacedonins Bifhop of Conftantinople, and Bafilsms 
Bifhop of e4nzcyra were prefent. When both thefe men met together and prefented 
themfelves, to wit of the contrary fide unto eAcacius, his’ confederates would not fhew 
their faces inthe councell, but faid that itywds requifite they fhould bé banifhed theiaffem- 
bly who of late had beene depofed and thenalfo wereaccufed, After much adoe, when 
this fide had the upper hand, they that were accufed left the Councell, in whofe roomes 
e4cacins together with his company fucceéded. Then Lednas {tood up and faid that Acacias 
had prefented unto him abooke: yet knew they not that it was a forme of faith,’ which 
confuted fometimes privily, fometimes openly ‘and plainely the opinion of the contrary 
fide. When that all made filence and gavediligent care, thinking nothing leffe then that it 
had beene a forme of faith : at length Aeacius read his Creed or faith, with a certaine pres

The creed being read, Sophreniue Bithop of 
Pompeiapolis in Paphlagonia, ftood up and fpake againft it in this manner, for I will ufe his 
own words: /f that the new devices and daily invention of your braine be laid downe for Creeds, 

‘ ss cannot otherwife fal ont but that foortly we fhall.be found without one graine of faith, Thefe 
as I have learned were the words of Sophronivs. In my opinion ifthat his anceftors andfuch 
as lived then with him, had fo fetled their minds as touching the Néceme councell, all 
this {tirre and tumults had quite beene taken away,all this hurlyburly, this rafh andunadvj- 
fed fedition had never raigned inthe Church.But to what pafle thefe things are now come, 
let them judge thatcan better difcerne and give fentence thereof. When they had reafoned 
to and fro of this matter,and of themthat were accufed,and brawled together a long while, 
at laftthe councell brake up. The fourth day they affembledagaine,and a frefh they chide one 
with another,In circumftance oftalke Acacius gave forththis verdit following: If the Ni- 
cene Creed was once altered of old.and afterwards oftenswhat can you fay to. the; contrary; 
but chat prefently anew forme of faith without any prejudice at all, may be eftablithed of 
us? whereunto €/cafius made anfwer: We are not now come to this aflembly for to learne 
that which we learned before: neither to receive the faith whichwe have not received be- 
fore: but to walke in the faith of our forefathers, and not fall from the fame unto our lives 
end. This was Eéufius anfwer unto Acecius, calling the Créed of dztiach, the faithof the 
fathers.Buta man may here reply and fay thus: Elexfius how callett thou {uch as affembled 
together at Aatioch fathers,and yet denieft their anceftors tobe fathers? For the Bifhops of 

Nice and the eftablithers of One fubftance, ought more properly tobe called fathers, partl 

for that they were more ancient, and partly alfo becaufe the: Bithopsafiembled togethe-at 
Antioch were confecrated and promoted by them unto the'reverend office of prielthood, If 
the Bifhops: which aflembled at, Antioch were found to be fuch.as cut their fathers thretes, 
thefe men of their progeny,without good advifement do tread the trace/of murthercrs, And 
how (I befeech you) do they-allow of theirele@tiag and laying on of hands asi{uthicient and 
lawfull,whenas they cancell their faith,and-abrogate theirs canons forunpetfect and corrupt 
doftine?. Ifthey bad not the Holy Ghoft,. whichlightethnpon every one that entreth into 
holy orders: thefemen received not the funGion of priehood.For-how could they receive 
of them which had. it not to give ?., Thefe things in my opinion may-very well be urged a~ 
gaint Eleufins;A caine there arofe another controverfie among them: for when as the com= 
Phices.of Acacixs had affirmed inthe creed read before therii, that the Son of God waslike 
unto the Father,they demand wherein the Son-waslike untothe Father? Acacias maketh 
aniwer.: that the Son was like unto the Father not iri fubftance; but only in will and mind. 
Bur theyjon the contrary fide affirmed plainely thatihe was in {ubftance like unto the Father.’ 
They reafoned all that day of this queftionseteacéus being futticiently confuted, aie they 
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; , im the reafon Why in his books he had Written and avouched the Sonkei Sit 
ae a0 ats Ne rise Eater : wi now denied that the Sonne was of One Jubftance Withthe 
ee nines Pater ? made thisanfwer : No'man chat everwas, eitherof old time, orof late dai =p is 
sheycloked the ann to be tryed by the bookes which he wrote, Aftet they had diligently fifted out this 
poyfon of their queftion of beth fides and could not agree thereupon, Leévas rote up and diflolved the coun 
hee cell’: this was the end of the couricell which was held at Se/ewcia. The next day after When 
rine, they made fute for proroguing of the Councell, he would not fit with them againe, bat told 

them flatly that the Emperot had fent himto be prefent at an uniforme and peaceable coun. 
cell,but in fo much that divers of them be at ditcord and debate amorig Sete I cannot 
away (faith he) with your company.Go your Wwaies thetefore,dally and brawle ye at home 
in your owne Churches, This being done, the con{piracie ‘of Acacius fuppofing now they 
had got their defired excufe,abfented themfelyesjand would not fhew their faces againe be. 
fore the councell. The other fide met againe at the Church, and cited Acacius with his com- 
Cyritus Bithop Pany-to appeare before them for to decide Cyrilus matter who was Bifhop of Ternfalems, 
of Jerufalem Here we have tolearne, that this:Cyrilus had been= accufed before,  ( why Tam not able 
was an Arian, to fay and depofed from his Bifhoprick,and being often called to purge himfelfe,he abfen- 
and depofed ted himfelfe the whole {pace of two yeares,thinking thereby to efcape,and the crime to be 
pyc hee forgotten, As fooneas he was depofed he fentan appeliation in writing untothe depofers, 
Some appealing from them unto the Judges of the higher ‘court, ‘Con/fancius the Emperor admits 
ted his appellation, Cyrillas was he. that firfvof all and alone gave forth a prefident prejudi- 
ciall unto the practife of the Ecclefiatticall canon, as'if the'matter had beene ‘decided before 
lay Judges, At length he came to Seleuciato have his caufe heard,and therefore the Bifhops 
fent for Acarius and his company, tothe end they might not only heare Cyrillas canfe, but 
alfo examine fuch as were accufed and had fled unto the fa@tion of Acacins. But in the end 
Acaciwsan = when they had oft cited themand they appeared not, they depofed Acacius himi{elfe, alfo 
Atianwith his Georgins Bifhop of Alexandria,OUvfacius Bifhiop of Tyrus,Theodorus Bifhop of (7 hateraphon 
Resipany. de> 5 city of Phrygia, Theodofive Bifhop of Pheladelphiain Lydia, Evagrius Bifhop of the Ile 
poled. Mitylene, Leontins. Bifhop of Tripo/ in Lydia, and Eudoxius who firft had beene Bifhop of 
Germanicia, and afterwards crept by wiles into the Bifhopricke of Antisch in S yrsa, lalt of 
all they depofed P.atrophilus tor difobedience and ftubborne behaviour. D orothens the Prieh 
had accufed him,they cited him,but he appeared not. Thefe onely were depofed. They pro= 
ceeded further and excommunicated Afferius,Eufebius, Abgarus, B afilicur, Philusy Philedi- 
us,Euthychins, Magnus, and Euftathins, and decreed they fhould remaine in that ftate untill 
they had anfwered for themfelves and cleared them of the crimes laid to their charge, 
When they had brought thefe things to that paffe, and fent letters unto the Churches of 
fich as were depofed, certifying them what they had decreed in their behalfe, they ordaine 
Anianus Bithop of Axtiochin Eadoxins roome, whom the faction of Acacius apprehended 
and delivered to the hands of Leéwas and Latricius, they forthwith ferd him to exile, * This 
being done, the Bifhops which ordained e4nianus, made a long plea, and difcourfed at 
large before Lednas and Lauricins again(t Acacins and his confederacy, where they fienihed 
in plaine words, what extreame wrong the cenfure and fenterice of the councell fuftained. 
But when as they prevailed nothing,they tooke their volage unto Conftantsnople for tocer= 
* Chap.41.af- tific the Emperor what they had decided in the councell.: * The Emperor was then come 
serthe'Greeke. thither from the welt,and had taken away the office of Proconfulfhip, and in fteed thereof 
ordained at (onftan:inople a certaine governement the which he endowed’ with the title of 
honor :but Acaciu: had prevented’ them arid laid grievous accufations to their charge before 
the Emperour, perfwading him thar their forme of faith wasin no wife to be admitted: 
Wherefore the Emperour being gticvoufly incenfed againft them, determined to cut them 
off: he made a law,that as many'as: were Magiltrates and bare office in the common-wealth, 
fhould be brought backe againe to embrace a popular and private kind-of life, For of 
the Bifhops fome were called to:governe the Common-wealth.: {ome were Senators 
The Bithops and counfellers: fomeother were Prefidentsiand Lieutenants of provinces. While this ftirre 
then were Ma- raigned, 4cacius and his complices. remained at Conftantinople, and calling unto them the 
ere ne Bifhops of Bithynia they held there another councell, They were all fifty in number, AZaré 
ats Pateee * alfo Bifhop of Chalceon came unto them: they confirmed the fotme of faith'that wasread 
Common, At e-Friminum at whofe beginning and title the-Confuls were written, I would thinke it'a 
wealth, {uperfluous thing to repeat the fame here, had not they added thereunto oftheir owrie: but 


in 
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in fo much they have written and annexed fomething of their own braine,it is requifite that 
werehearfe it againe. They wrote as followeth: We beleeve in one God the Father Almighty, 
of whom are all things : audinthe onely begotten Sonne of God,begotten of the Father before all 
worlds,and before all beginning : by whom all things were mane both vifible and invifible : the 
one onely begorten,begorten of the Father alone : God of God, like unto the Father which begat 
bim, according wato the Scriptures: whofe generation (asvholy Scripture doch witnelfe) no mian 
knoweth but the Father alone which begat him,This onely begotten Son of God,we know to have 
beene [ent from the Father to have come downe from heaven asit 1 written: to bave beene con- 
verfant with his Difciples : and after the accomplifbing of his me(Jage according unto the will of 
bis Father, to have beene cracified, dead, and buried : to have defcendedinto hell: at whofe pre= 
fence the infernal power trembled: tohave rifen againe the third day from the dead; and againe 
to have accompanied his Dijciples: and after forty daics were expired to have beene taken up ina 
toheaven,where he fitteth at the right band of the Father: and fhall come at the general refura 
reltion with the glory of the Father,toreward every one according unto his workes, end we bea 
leeve in the Holy Ghoft,whomthe onely begotten Sonne of God himfelfe, oar Lord and God pro- 
wifed tofend mankind a Comforter, as it 1s written; the fj pirit of truth, whorg allo he fent after his 
afjumption intoheaven.T he claufe of one (ubStance bcing of divers fimply taid downe ,becan{e the 
ignorant people underftoed it not.gave great occafion of offence It feem:d good therfore,in as much 
as there was ne mention thereof in bely Scripture quite to take it away.and henceforth not to reas 
fox thereof, becaufe the Word of God hath no where remembred the [ubftance of the Father, and 
of the Sonne.For the [ubftance or (ubjiftencie of the Father of the Son.and of the Holy Ghoft. may 
not once be named or realoned.of, We therefore as we are taught by boly Scripture do affirme,that 
the Sonne is like the Father, ell herefies what[oever, either heretofore condemned, or lately 
{prang up, if they be found contrary to thes fasth, let them be held for aceurfed. Thefe things as 
you fee were then decreed at (on/tantinople, Now having at length run over the confufe 
multitude of Creeds and formes of faith, ‘let us once againe briefly repeate the nuinber of 
them, After the Creed that was laid downe by the Nicene Councell,the Bifhops framed two 
others at Antioch. when they aflembled tothe dedication of the Church. The third was made 
in France of the Bifhops which were with Narcifz,and exhibited unto the Emperor (on- 
fiantine, The fourth was fent by Exdexivsunto the Bifhops throughout /ra/y. Three were 
publifhed in writing at Sirminm, whereof one being glorioufly intitled with the names of 
Contuls,was read at Ariminum.The eight was fet Forthat S-/eucia,and procured to be read 
by the complices of Acacivs, The ninth was given abroad with additions at Conftantinople, 
there was thereunto annexed,that thenceforth there fhould be no mention made of the fub- 
ftance or fabfiftencie of God. W hereunto Viehilas Bithop of the Gothes, then firlt of all fub- 
fcribed:; forunto that time he embraced the faith eftablifhed by the councell of Nice, and 
was an carneft follower of 7 heophilus {teps, Bifhop of the Gothes, who had beene at the 
Nicene Councell,and {ub{cribed unto the Creede. But of thefe things thus much,

How that after Macedonius was depofed,Euioxius was made Bifvop of ( onft antinopte: 
and of Evftathinus Bibop of Sebaftia, 


,  Cacius and Endoxivs together with their fa@ion made foule tamults, and great ftirre 
Ae Conjftantinople fully parpofing toremove from their Bifhopricks fome of the con- 
: trary fide. And here alfo we may not pafle over with filence,how that both parts in- 
vented caufes of deprivation,not for piety and religion fake,but of private malice &quarrel- 
lous {pite: for though they varied in the faith, yet in depofing one another they charged not 
each other with their beleefe: but fich as were of «Acacius fide, tooke the Emperonts dif- 
pleafure (who purpofed among divers other to revenge him of Afacedonius) as a fit occafi« 
on,and fir(t they depofe Mfacedonins from his sn partly for that he had beene the 
caufe of great flaughter,and partly alfo becattfe he admitted into the communion a certaine 
Deacon that was takenin adultery. They removed Elen/ins Bifhop of Cyzicwm for bapti- 
zing One Heraclivs a facrificing priet of Hercules at Tyrus, who was know neto beagreat 
conjurer,and preferring him tothe order of Deaconfhip: they deprived Baf/im otherwife 
called Bafillas;whowas made Bifhop of Ancyra in Afarcellus roome,for that he cruelly rors 


mented and imprifoned a certaine man, becaufe he forged (landers;’ aad diferedited divers 
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perfons,and la(tly for molefting the quiet eftate of the Churches in Affrick by his Epiftles : 

they falpended Dracentims for leavit'g Gallaviay and removing to Pergamus : they difplas 

ced moreover NeénasBithop of Seleucia, where the councell was held : Sopbronins Biffiop 

of Pompeiopols in Paphlagoma : E lpacistes Bifhop of grees in Macedonia : Wites Bifhop 
* Chap4z.ia of ler/alem.and many mo; for fundry other caufes, Neither had Eufbachins pace 
the Greeke.  SebaStia in Armenia licence permitted him to-purge himfelfe, becaufe thata little before he 
Eufrathiu was had beene depofed-by Exlavins his‘owne naturall father;:>who'was Bifhop ‘of C “fared tr 
nor fulfered 0 C45) adocia for apparelling bimfelfe in fuch Weed-as was not decent for the dignity and or- 
ipese gh AR den of priefthood.In this Ev /Pathivs roome, Afeletiw (of whom I mind hereafter to {peake) 
bie Ts was made Bifhop. Moreover Z ufbathius was afterwards condemned by the councell held 
hainous andfo. ar Gangrasthat was {ummoned forthe hearing of his matters, becaufe that after his former 
well knowvne. depolition in the councell of Cefarea, he had attempted many thi ngs contrary to the canons 
and cuftomes of the ( burch, He forbad mariage; and fet forth precepts of abftinency, He 

parted afunder divers that were coupled together in wedlock,and perfwaded fuchas refrai- 

ned the'Churches and.publike aflembly,: to raife conventicles ‘and brotherhood in their pri- 
vate houfes, He took fervants from their mafters-under colonr of réligion He himfelfe ufed 

the Philofophers habit,and conftrained his followers to ufe.aftrange kind of attire, He ¢ays 

fed the womento be thaven. Hie forbad the accuftomed and prefcribed fafting daies, ‘and 

commanded abltinency on the Sondayes.. Heabhorred the prayers that were made in maz 

ried mens houfes, He detefted the offering and the communion.of the maried prieft, who 

when he was a lay.man had lawfully coupled him’elfe in the bond of wedlock4, This Enfas 

thivs when he haa taught and fet abroach thefe and many other fuch lewd precepts, was (as 

I faid before)depofed by the councell held at Gangrain Papblagonia, and his doétrine accure 

fed. But thefe things were done.a good while after, W hen that A/4acedon‘us about that'time 

was removed, Exdoxins {uppofing the Sea ef Axtioch to be farre inferioutzinto the Bifhos 

pricke of Conftantinople,was proclaimed Bifhop'of Conftantinople by Acaciws-and his adhes 

rents,who madelawes,and put them in practife,contrary to their owne formerdecrees. For 

after the depofition of Dracentius they made Exdoxivs Bifhop of Conftantinople, who now 

the fecond time had tranflated himfelfe from on Sea unto ancther, ‘and in fo doing they 

were found farre contrary. to themfelves. After this they ratifie the forme of faith that was 

read at Ariminum, together with additions'and gloffes, asa very abfolute thing, and fend it 

abroad intothe whole world, commanding that -wliofoever refufed to fubferibéunto thé 

fame,fhould by the vertue of the Emperors proclamation be condemned to perpetuall bas 
nifhment. They fignified this their parpofe untoom~any of the Eaft Churches which maintaja 

ned the fame hereticall opinion with them, and to Patrophilees Pithop of Scythopolts, who 

from the councell of Seleucia got him ftraight to hisowne city. When Eadoxins was fetled 

Bifhop of the noble city of (on tantinople,the great Church called after the name of Wi/é 

dome, was honoured with the folemne featt of dedication, inthe tenth Confulfhip of (on. 

eas flantius the third of Iulianus ( efar, and the fifteenth cay of the moneth of February, Eu 
And ieolig doxius being ftalled in his feat,gave this out for the firft fentence, which at this day is rife in 
fentenceof | €Very mans mouth; the fon is religious the father irreligious. Wherefore when the tumult 
Eudoxiu. and {edition arofe by occafion of thefe words: Let this faying (daith he) nothing grieve you 
at all,for the father is irreligious in that he worfhippeth none: the fon is religious in that he 

worfhippeth the father, When he had thus interpreted his mind; the contentious multitnde 

quieted themfelves, and in fteed of the hurlyburly, the whole Church was feton laughter, 

His fond faying unto this day is counted a famous jelt. The authors oferror and {chifine oc= 

cupying their braine about {ach trifling quirks, about fach fond and frivolous words, have 

broken afunder the bond of unity and concord retained in the Church of: Géd, The Coun=

) Ow it remaineth that according unto our former promife,we fay fomewhat of AZz2 
‘etius, This man after thedepofition of Eu/tarhins (as I faid before) was firft chofen 


*_* Bithop of Sebastia in Armenia, afterwards he was taken thence,and tran{lated tothe 
Bifhoprick of B er@a acity of Syria. After hehadbeene at the councell of Se/encia, and 
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fab{ctibed unto the forme of faith which the faction of e4cacius had framed, and exhibited 
unto the councell, immediatly he turned to Berea, The Axtsochians after the fummoning of 


the councell at Con/tantinople,under{tanding for certaine that Exdoxius had made light of 


their Ckurch,and for great lucre crept into the Bifhopricke of Con/famtinop/e,fent to Berea 
for Afeletins and made him Bifhop of Axtioch, He ina good while after is comming med- 


led not with high matters and my(teries of faith, but delivered only unto his auditors » fuch 
things as concerned manners,good life and godly converfation: yet in continuance of time, 
he expounded them the faith and the claufe of One /ubjfance, The Emperor hearing of this, 
commanded him to exile,and gave charge that E#zoim (who aforetime had beene depofed 
together with e4rius) fhould be ftalled Bifhop of Antioch, But fuch as bare good wail and 
great affection unto Adeletins (laying afide for altogether the Arian opinion, and confede- 
racic) began to meet privatly, and had their particular conventicles ; whenas they which 
alwaies had cleaved unto the faith of One fubStance, refuted their communion for two cau- 
fes,partly for that. ALe/erives had beene made prielt by the Arians, and Bare f alfo for that 
his followers had beene baptized of them. Thus the Church of Antioch leaned unto that fide 
which agreed with it felfe.But the Emperor hearing that the PerGans had proclaimed war 

againtt the Romanes,got him in all the halt toe Antioch,

Of the herefie ef Macedonius, 

Acedonins being banifhed the city of Conftantinople,and taking very impatiently the 
M fentence pronounced againft him,could by no meanes quiet himfelfe,burt got him un- 
to the contrary fide,unto {uch as had depofed Acacins at Selewcia together with his 
complices: he dealt with Sophromsus and Eleufius by meflengers, that they fhould firmely 
addi& themfelves unto the forme of faith fer forth at Antioch,afterwards confirmed at Se= 
leucia: he requefted them earneftly to callit after that famous and renowned title,the Faith 
of one (ubftance, Wherefore there trequented unto him many of his familiars, together with 
fundry others who after his name are now called Macedonians: there reforted unto him di- 
vers others alfo,who at the councell of Se/ewcta were foes unto the fa@tion of Acatius, who 
alfo at the beginning maintained, both publickly and privatly the faith of One [wbftance, but 
now tread the fame underfoot. This Afacedonsus though he affirmed that the Sonne of God 
was like unto the Father,as well in fub{tance as in all other things: yet avouched he thar the 
Holy Ghoft had not thefe titles of honour, but rearmed him their fervant or drudge, The re- 
port goeth that ALacedonins was not the firlt founder of this blafphemous opinion, bit A42- 
rathonius who long before his time had beene Bifhop of Nicomedia, and thereupon fuchas 
maintained that opinion, to have beene called Marathonians, Unto thefe mens company it 
wasthat Euftathizs (who for the caufe above {pecified left Sebastia linked himfelfe, When 
(Macedonius denied that the Holy Ghoft was equall and partaker of the God-head which 
isin the bleffed Trinity. Exjtathius made anfwer: I of mine owne part (faith hec) 
doe not minde to call the Holy Ghoft God, neither yet dare I prefiime to terme hima 
creature, Wherefore firch as embrace the faith of One fubftance, do call thefe men apsuuer- 
pees by interpretation, deadly foes unto the divinity of the Holy Ghoft. But how it com- 
meth to pafle that Helefpont is full of thefe Afacedontans, I will difcourfe when fit occafion 
is miniftred. The faction of »Acacius endevoured with all might againe to call a councell at 
Antioch, for it repented them that they affirmed the Son inal things to belike unto the Fa- 
ther. Wherefore the yeare following in the confulfhip of Tamrus and Florentins they aflem- 
ble together at Axtioch in Syria, at what time Ewzoins governed the Church,and the Empe- 
tour alfoabode there. Many of them after their mecting call into queftion fuich things as 
they had decreed in times paft : they affirme that the claufe of likeneffe by the councell of 
Ariminum and the councell held at Con/tansémeple,is quite to be abandoned, and not once to 
benamed againe : they cloke their opinion no loner ie pronounce with open mouth,that 
the Son was altogether unequall, ‘and unlike the Father, not onely in fubftance, but alfo in 
will,and alfo that he had his being (as Arixs dreamed) of nothing.Such as then alfo were at 
Antioch of the fe of Actins, intangled themfelves in the {nares of this peftilent opinion. 
Therefore befides that the Arians were called évoyort which fignifieth, that the atirmed 
the Sonto beunlike the Father: they were ofthe Astiochians, who defended the faith of 
Oxe fubftance.andthen were devided for the forefaid caufe of Aelesivs called Exoncontéos 
Aa 3 fignifying’ 
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. The Ecclefiafticall Hiftorie Lie.2, 


fignifying they had affirmed the Son of God to have had his being ofnotbing, When they 
were demanded wherefore they conftantly afirmed in their Creed, that the Son was God 
of God,and now durft prefume to fay that he was unlike the Pather,and had his being of no- 
thing: they went about to blearé their eyes witha ridiculots kind of fallacie, Whereas we 
aftirmed({ay they )the Son to be God of God,we meant it in th at fence as the Apoftle wrote 
where he faid, that all things were of God, Therefore the Son is of God in as muchas he is 
included in the word all. And for this caufe we laid downe in our Creedthe claufe ¢ accor= 
ding wato the Scriptures, The author of this lewd and fond glofle was Georgins Bifhop of 
Laodicea, who being ignorant and unskilfull in {uch kind of phrafes, perceived not how 
Origen in times paft had plainely interpreted fuch figurative kind of {peeches contained in 
the Epiftles of Pax/, The followers of Acacius thotigh they were juftly charged with capti 
ous fophifticall dealing,yet wey ing neither the flander rifing thereof} nor the fentence Pros 
nounced againft them, repeated there the forme of faith which they hadrehearfed at Con- 
ftantinople:this being don,cvery one repaired tohis ownehome. Georgius after his returne 
to Alexandria (for there after the departure of Athanafius who then hid himfelfe in fome 
obfcure place,he was placed Bifhop)vexed very fore,and punifhed extrea mely fuich as were 
of the contrary opinion, and plagued the people of Alexandria which hated him as a toade, 
ee Herenius was chofen Bifhop of lerz/alem in (yrillus roome.Whom Heraclius fucceeded,af- 
Cyrillus. ter him Hilarius, after all Cyridlus returned to ler#falem, and recovered the Bifhopricke 
againe.

Bout that time there fprang up anew herefie,the occafion was as followeth, At Lao- 
A diceaa city of Syria there were two men, the father and the fon of one name,for both 
: were called Apollinarius whereof the one I meane the father wasa prieft, the other, 
that is the fon was a reader, Both were profeffors of humanity. The father taught Grammer, 
the fon Rhetoricke, The father being borne at Alexandria, firkt kept fchoole at Berytus, afs 
terwards removing to Laodicea, he got hima wife, on whom he begat Apolizarins, They 
both flourifhed at Laodicea in the time of Epiphanivs the Sophi(?.and having great familiart- 
ty with him,they were very much in his company. Theodorws Bifhop of that Sea, fearing 
greatly le(t by their familiarity with him, they fhould fall from the faith,and embrace paga- 
nifine,forbad them his company. Fhey made no account of the Bifho ps commandement,but 
kept {till company with Epiphanivs. In procefle of time Georgius the fucceflor of Theodor ws 
having oft aflailed, and feeing he could byno meanes féparate them from Epiphanius, ex= 
_ communicated them both, hoping by that punifhment ,to perfwade them to the contrary, 
era But the yonger Apellinarius {tomaking this dealing, put confidence in his painted figures of 
cauteth herege, “etorick,and invented a new opinion,the which at this d ay after the name of the author, 
is called the herefie of Apodinarius Some do affirme that they fell not ont with Georgias for 
the aforefaid caufe, but for that they heard him preach ftrange and contradi Ctory doétrine : 
affirming fometimes the fon to be like unto the father as in the councell of Seleucia, at other 
The herefie of tes Maintaining the herefie of Arivs, and fo for trifling and light oceafion to have fallen 
Apolfinarius. from the Church, Whilft that no man gave eare unto them, they endevoured to eftablifha 
new kind of do@rines firtt they taught that God the Word tooke manliood according unto 
the order of incarnation withont foule : againe recanting the fame, they affirmed hetooke 
foule, yetnot the minde or reafon (being the higheft and chiefeft part of the foule) but that 
God the W ord was fhut up,ineluded,and comprifed in man,in place of the mind, Onely in 
this their followers do vary fromthe Chureb, As fot the Creed containing the clanfe of One 
fubftance to bein the bleffed Trinity,they ftedfaftly cleave unto it. But will heare ceafe and 
defer the difcourfe of both thefe A poliinarivfes notill another convenient place, 
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Hereniz.

Of the death of Conktantius the Emperor, 


Hile the Emperor Conftantins remained at Antioch, Iulianus (2far had muchado 

in France with many barbarous nations.After that he had got the upper hand the 

fouldiers did fo love him that they proclaimed him Emperor. ( on/tantius hearing

intoa dangerous difeafe. Wherefore being firlt baptized of Exzoivs he made expedition td 
give him battell, And comming as far as Afop/us wels, betweene Cappadocia and ( ilicia, by 
reafon of the gteat thought and forrow he conceived of his unlucky affaites, he fell into an 
Apsplexia,and thereof prefently died, inthe Confulfhip of Taurus and Florentivs, the third 
day. of November ,the fir(t yeare of the 285 .O/ympiad.Conftantius lived five and forty yeares, 
he ratened thitry eight,that is thirteene together with his father, and five and twenty after 
his fathers death, This fecond book comprifeth the Hiftory of fo many yeares, '

Hen theE mperor Conftantinshad departed thislife in the bordets of (‘icia,the 
AA chird of November, within the Confulthip of Taurus & Florentius Iutianus the 
A, eleventh of December following, & the fame confulfhip,leaving the weft parts 
of the world,came to Conffantinople, & there was proclaimed Emperor.Now 
T& therfore in as much as I have determined with my felf to difcourfe of this Em- 

peror Zvlian, a man paffing cloquent,let none of his friends look at my hands for curious & 
lofty ftile,as though it behoved my pen to countervaile the excellency of the perfon. But.fee- 
ing our drift is otherwife bent,namely to deliver to pofterity in writing the true hiftories of 
the Church, we will follow according unto oiit former promife, a lowly and foft kind of 
phrafe,correfpondent unto the capacity both oflearned & unlearned readers. W herfore en- 
tring todifcourfe of him we purpofe to proceed in this order, after our preamble hath ufed 
a litle digreffion,to lay downe his kindred, his bringing up, and the manner how he attained 
urito the Imperial crowne.Cox/tantine the Emperor who changed the name of Byzantium, 
ndtermed it Conftantinople had two brethren by one father,bat by divers mothers,the one 
was Dalmatius the other Con/tastius, Dalnsatius hadafon ofhisowne namé: Com Stantins 
alfo had two fons,Gallus and Iulianus, When as after the death of (on/fantinoples founder, 
the yonger Dalmatins had beene flaine of the fouldiers,thefe ot phanes likewife bereaved of 
their natural] father ,efcaped narrowly the unlucky ficcefle of Da/marius for they had been 
cut off & difpatched,had not fickneffe and difeafes (as it was thought incurable) faved Galvs 
life,and youthly age of eight yeare old preferved Ju /sanus alive, and kept him from the ty 
rants clawes, But after that the Emperor was appeafed, and his fury withdrawne from ra= 
ene again(t them, Gallus was trained up under fchoolemafters at Ephe/ws in Ionia, where 
their anceftors had left either of them greatlegacies. Julianus alfo being come to the ftature 
of a fpringall, gave himfelfe to learning in the cathedrall Church of Confhantinoples where 
there was a free {choole,he went in fimple and meane attire,and was taught of Afacedonivs 
the Eunuch,He learned Grammer of Nicocles the Laconian,and Rhetorick of Ecebolius the 
Sophift,who then was a Chrittian. The Emperor (on ftantins provided very well,lett that by 
having an Ethnick to his malter(for I#/ianns wasa Chriltian from his cradell)he fhould falk 
to the fuperftitious Idolatry of Pagans. When ‘hehad profited very much in good difci- 

- pline and godly literature,the fame went of him among the people, that he was a man both 
able and fit to governe and beare office in the Common-wealth. The which thing 
afterwards being rife in evety mans mouth, difquieted the Emperout not 4 little;

Wherefore he canfed him tobe removed fromthe princely city of Conftantinople into Nicou 
media,and charged him not to tread in the {choole of Libanins the Syrian Sophift. Libanins 
then was expelled by the fchoolematters of (7 onftantinople,'and kept a {choole at Nicomedias 
who powred out the poyfon of his cankred ftomack again{t the {choolemafters in a certaine 
book which he publifhed againft them, And though Ivlianus was therfore forbidden ta fre. 
quent Libanws leffons, becaufe he profefled paganifine and heathenith literature: yctyfor all 


~ that,was he fo in love with his works,that he procured them fecretly & by ftealtb,& perufed 
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them with great labour and diligence, When he had taken good fucceffe and ereat profit in 
Rhetorick,it fell ont thar AZaximns the Philo fopher,not the Byzantian the father of Enclides, 
but the Ephefian,came to Nicomedia:whom the Emperor Valentinianus afterwards found to 
be.a conjurer,and.recompenced him with prefént death, But that(as I faid before) fell after. 
wards,At that time there was no caufe that drave him thither but the fame of Ja/ian.OF this 
man it was that /#/san learned the precepts of philofophy: but as for religion he had fiich a 
matter as inflamed his mind toafpire unto the imperial {cepter, W hen thefe things came uns 
tothe Emperours cares. Julian now muzing betweene hope and fearefull hatred, how he 
might be void of fufpition, who of late had beene a true Chriftian, but now an hypocritical] 
diflembler,fhaved himfelfe,and counterfeited a morkith life. For all that privily he applyed 
heathenifh and philofophicall difcipline, but openly he read holy Scripture, fo that he was 
made reader in the Church of Nicomedia. Thus craftily under cloake of religion did he ap- 
peafe the furious rage of the Emperor incenfed againtt him. Thefe things did he of feare, yet 
not difpairing of hope, for he fticked not to tell divers of his familiar friends, that it would 
be ahappy world ifhe were made Emperor, When it went thus with him, Gaus his bro 
ther was created Ce/ar,who taking his Journey into the Eaft, came by Nicomedia for'co {ee 
him. But Gallus in a while after being flaine, immediatly from that time forth Ju4ants was 
had in great fufpition of the Emperor,and thereupon commanded that he fhould be ftraighr- 
ly looked unto, He efpying fic opportunity to efcape his keepers, conveyed himfelfe away 
and faved his life: Atlength Ex/ebia the Emprefie finding him by chance lurking in fome 
fecret and obfcure place, intreated’ the Emperour in his behalfe, that he would not onel 
doe him no harme, but alfo grant himhis lawfull favour for to repaireto e4thens for firr- 
ther knowledge in philofophy. To be fhort, hefent for him: made him Cefar : gave 
him his fifter Helen to wife :\ and {ent him into France for to Wage battell with the bar. 
barian nations which rebelled again(t their Chriftian Emperour, For the barbarians whom 
the Emperour Coxffantius had hired alittle before to give battell unto (Afagnentins the 
tyrant,when as they prevailed nothing again{t him,they fell a ranfacking and {poiling of the - 
cities within the Romane dominions : and becaufe Indian had but a greene head and of no 
great yeares, the Emperour gave him charge to enterprife nothing without the advife 
and counfell of his fage and expert Captaines, Whenthat they having this large commit 
fion waxed negligent, fothat the barbarians had the upper hand, J#dianus permitted the 
Captaines to banket, to take their pattime and pleafure, and laid downe a fet and certaine 
reward for every barbarian that was{laine, whereby he did the more incourage the fouldi- 
crs. Bythis meanes it fell out that the power of the barbarians cameto nought, and that 
he himfelfe was greatly beloved of his fouldiers, The tame goeth, that as he entred into 
a certainetowne, a greene garland hanging by a cord betweene pillars (wherewith com- 
monly they are wont to trim their houfes, and fet forth the beauty of their cities) fellupon 
his head, and fitted him very well, infomuchthat all the people then prefent, gave agreat 
fhout thereat, For ir was thought that the falling garland prognofticated unto him the glory 
of the imperiall {cepter following after. Some fay that Conftantins fent him againft the 
barbarians, hoping that in skirmifhing with them he fhould there be difpatched. But whe« 
ther they report truly or no I know not. For after that he had maried him to his fifter,if then 
he fhould pretend him friendfhip and praGtife. mifchiefe towards him, what other thin 
Were that,then to procure vengeance to light upon his owne pate ? But whether it -be thins 
or otherwife, let every man judge as hethinkesbeft, When Jw/an had fignified unto the 
saberour the careleffe and flothfull difpofition. and negligence of the Captaines, he fene 
. Pieper that was valiant, ferviceable, anda man for J/#/ianes owne veine, Julian after 
ens fought manfully with the barbarians; who fent an Embaffadour unto him 
Bol tas 8 an letters patents and commiffion of the Empcrour, that commanded them to 
Sborders ofthe Romane countries, But Julian laid their Embafladour in hold, 
| waged 
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waged battell with the multitude,overcame the enemy,and fent the King of the barbarians 
captive unto the Emperonr ( onStantins. After this lucky and profperous fuccefle, the foul: 
diers proclaime him Empercur, The imperiall crowne was not then prefent,but one of hig 
traine tooke achaine of gold from about his necke, and compafied his head therewith in 
Seed of the crowne.In this fort it was that /#/iazws began hisraigne, What he did in time 
following, whether he became a Philofopher orno, let other men judge that fhall heare 
thereof. For he determined with himfelfe thenceforth to fendno Embaflador. unto (on/fan= 
tizs neither to do homage,or to honour him as his fuperiour, patron, or well willer: butto 
dealeinall matters according to his owne will and pleafure, . He altered the prefidents 
throughout every proyince, he difcredited ConStansins in every city, by reading openly 
anidskolling at his letters written unto the barbarians, fo thatall fell from,.Coxft ant ins and 
followed after J#/ianus.In the end he laid afide all hypocrifie 8 diffembling.of Chriftian re- 
ligion, For ashe pafled throughout every city, he {fet wide open their temples and idol 
roves ,he facrificed to pictures,and intitled himfelfe an highpriefts fo that the Pagans cele- 
brated afrefh their, heathenifh and abhominable feafts. When, thefe things were thus 
brought to paffe, he took occafion to raife civill wars againt Coxtantiws, and'procured (as 
much as lay in him)all mifery,calamity,and mifchiefe( whichaccuftome to follow war )to be 
committted. Neither truly could this philofophers mind have been throughly-knowne with- 
out great flaughter and blood-fhedding unleffe God (who is the only judge of his owne fe- 
cret counfell had without che calamity. of others cut off from hisypurpofe the other adverfa~ 
ty.Por as Z¢lianss continued among the Thracians, tydings were brought him of Cox/fants 
xs death, Thus was the Romane Empire then delivered from civill wars, Immediatly Ju/ia- 
nus got him to Conftantinople,and forthwith devifethhow to win the peoples hearts,and to 
linke them unto him in love and obedience, He compaffed with himfelf this craft.Knowing 
of acertainty that Conftantins was deadly hated of allthem that embraced the creed contai- 
ning the claute of One (ub/Pazce,partly for that he had deprivedthem of their Churches,and 
partly alfo for that he had bawifhed and exiled their Bifhops:underftanding alfo that the &r4- 
nicks could in no wife away with him, becanfe that he kept them from facrificing; and that 
they hoped to fee the day when their idoll groves fhould be frequented, and their altars lo- 
ded with facrifice: feeing rhat both thefe forts of men feverally owed {pite unto the decea- 
fed Conftantizs,and to be {hort that all men abhorred the Eunuches,and detefted the hainous 
fpoile of Exfebivs he craftily applyed himfelf to every fort,and framed his behaviour accors 
ding unto every ones humour. He diffembleth and flatrereth with fome ; others he allureth 
with benefits and {welling pride of hoped promotion. But every where he proclaimeth,and 
ail the world is givento underltand his difpofition towards idolatry. And firlt heinveyethat 
the cruelty of ( on/fantivs, next to the end he might make him odious among the common 
fort of people, he callth home by edict the Bifhops he had exiled; commandiig alfo that 
their confifcated fubflance fhould be reftored them againe.He gave charge-that without ary 
ado the Erhnicks fhould have free acceffe into their temples :.| ,he.made aJaw that the Eu- 
nuches fhould make reftitution of fuch fubftance as they had injurioufly taken away,he com- 
manded that &4/ebius the Emperours chiefe chamberlaine fhould have his head ftricken off 
his fhoulders, not onely for the great injuries he offered to divers men, but alfo.(as he was 
givento underftand) for that his brother Gadus through his, malicious procurement had 
beene put to death, At lengthhe buried Coftantins honorably. Afterwards he rid the court 
of the Eunuchs,Barbours and Cookes: the Eunuchs,becaufe that-by their meanesit came to 
paffe, that Con/tantius being divorced from his wife, maried not-againe : the cookes, ‘bes 
caufe he had ufed a {pare kind of diet : the barbours; becaufe (as he faid) one was enough 
for agreat many. For the aforefaid caufes he banifhed thefe kind of men out of his pallace, 
He turned ont divers of the notaries to their former trades, and'unto fome ke commanded 
thar the ftipend due unto Scriveners fhould duly be payed. Moreover he commanded that 
the ordinary cariage provided for neceflaries,fhould no more be by Mules,Oxen,and Afles: 
but permitted that in fuch publike affiires the onely.ufe of horfes.fhould be retairied, There 
~ be but few which commend thefehis doings, and fure.Iam, there be many that difcom- 
mend them: becaufe that in removing the admiration and glory of the Imperiall trea- 
{ure and fumptuous magnificence whereat. many did’ wonder;, hee brought she Empire 
into an abject port, and contemptuous kinde.of (tate. ...In.the night hee made ora- 
tions, and pronounced them the day following inthe Senate: fo thathee alone of at 
Ass na 
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the E mperots from the taigne of Julius (e/ar unto his time was heard to found orations in’ 
the Senate, Althoughhe favoured greatly and bare fingular good will unto all learned men 
and painefull ftudents,yet above all others he efteemed {uch as profeffed Phylofophy fo that 
the fame thereof being bruted abroad,all fuch kind of men bragging not a little of their pro. 
feffion,frequented the Emperors pallace, of which number many attyred in mantels; were 
more reverenced for their pelting habit then their profefled doctrine. Allthefe fort of men 
became heavy friends unto the Chriftians, as lewd v arlets they alwaies applyed themfelyes 
to the Emperors religion. The Emperor himfelfe being puffed up beyond all meafure with 


_ the {welling pride of vaine glory, wrote a booke the which he intitled Céfares, wherein he 
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bitterly inveyed againft all the Emperors his predéceffors, Beingalfo of the fame mind, and 
having his amatke diftempered with the cankred poyfon of malice; he made declamations 
and invectives againft the Chriftians. _Inthat he banifhed Cookes and’ Barbours out of his 
court, we have to gather that therein he played the part rather of a philofopher then ofan 
Emperor : and in that he opprobrioufly taunted and reviled his anceftors, he fhewed hime 
felfe plainely to be neither Philofopher,nor Emperor, For both thofe fort of men are void 
of malicious backbiting and defpitefull envie. For even as it behoveth the Emperot to feek 
after thofe precepts of philofophy which tend to the moderation and modefty of mind: fo 
the Philofopher if he imitate the Emperontinall things, he fhall paffe the bounds of his cal 
ling, and forget his profeffion. Thus much lyriefly of the Emperor Julians linage, his brin- 
ging up and difpofition,alfo how he came to be Emperor ¢_ now letus returne todifcourfe 
of the Ecclefiafticall affaires within that time, 


Cuap. IT. 
Of the commotion raifed at eAlexandria,and of the death of Georgius, 


T fell out upon this occafion at the beginning, that there arofe a greatuprore at A/exans 
dria, There was a certaine place within the city which of old time lay all wait and open, 
full ofall filth and uncleaneffe,where the Ethuicks( withrites and ceremonies done to the 
honour of A4ithra )accuftomed to offer up men for facrifice., This plat of ground ferving to 
no ufe or purpofe,( 6nftantins gave tothe Church of Alexan:via, Georgius purpofing with’ 
himfelfe to found there a Church, caufech the ground to be rid, and the filth to be carried 
away. Having purged the place,there was found a chancell of great height where the Erh- 
wicks had laidup the reliques of their myfteries. There was alfo found therein an infinite’ 
number of dead mens skuls,both of yong and.old, the which as weare givento underftand, 
were flaine when the Pagans ufed bowels and intrailes for divination and divellith fouth. 
faying,théreby to dazell and bleare the eyes of fimple and ignorant foules, When thefe were 
found in the veftries and fecret clofets of AZithra the Chriltians went about to difclofe unto’ 
the world their practifes, to the end their fond ceremonies might be derided of all men, 
They carry about the bauld'skuls of the dead for the people togaze upon. The Pagans inha- 
biting Alexandria perceiving their drift,ttomaked the Chriftian s,boyled within the mfelves 
for anger,tooke that which firft came to their hands, {et upon them, and flue of them ever 
kind of way : fo that fome were run through with fwords, fome other brained with clubs, 
other fome ftoned to death,fome ftrangled:with halters about their necks, fome other were 
nailed to the tree; ca{ting in their teeth the death of the crofle. Inthe end, as commonly it: 
falleth out in fick hurlyburlies,they held not their hands, no not from their dearelt friends : 
one friend fell upon another,the one brother fought the other brothers life,’ the parents put 


The death of their children to death, and'to be thort the‘one cut theothers throate : fo that the Chriftians

were faine to ceafe from ridding the filch'and foule clofets of Afithra: and'Georgins was of

rionfly fet on fitis fedition., That the Emperour.wrote generally unto the, whole multitude, 
heare out of his Epiftle as tolloweth : Te Emperour Cefar,, Julianus, Maximus, Auguftus, 
unto the people of edlexandria fendeth greeting, SIfit be fo fallen out amen yo, that there 
2s no reverence givem unto, Alexander. the founder of your city, or.( which 4 greater) if ye, 
rand in no awe of the great and most holy god Sexapis: yet dol greatly marvell that you were f@ 
void of common reason, natural affection, and honeft civslity, “and that (which with modesty 
I may adde thereunto) youhad [o littleconfideration of our perfon, whom not onely the great 
god Serapis, but al/o all the other geds have thought worthy to be Emperour of the whole world, 
unto bam, it faonld havebecne your part tobave hadrecourfe, aua,to have givencus the héda 
ving of all {uchinjuries, what(ocver youhad fuftained at. the hands of lewd and difobedient per- 
fons, But peradventure the boyling heate of anger, andthe furious motion of the minde, over- 
fhadowed your wits and blinded your eyes, the which moft commonly, being removed froma 
the (cate,of reafon;,s.wout to commit. [ach cruell and hainons atts, Andthongh. the fond humour 
of feduion feeding on-msualice was hindered a little: yet for all that st brake out tothe. contempt 
andoverthrow of the lawes. You therefore feeing you are numbred among the people and in~ 
babitants of Alescandria, whom neither reafon could per(wade,-nor frame withdraw, from at- 
tempting the things for the which you might have juftly detefted them, I charge yowin the name 
ef Serapistell me, what wicked fiend hath thus furioufly.provokéd you. to feeke-the death. of 
Georgius ? You will fay peradventure, he incen(ed againft you the moft bleffed Emperour Con- 
Rantius ; that he procured a band of armed fotsldiers to be-brought into your facred city: that the 
Lieutenant of eLgypt ranfacked and kept from you the moft holy temple of Ged, caried away 
thence, the images the monuments, and glorious oruature provided for the folemnity of fervice z 
and alfa that when you not digefting thofe hainans atts, endevoured..( and that not without jufd 
cate )to maintaine the quarrel of yaur God,yearathertoretaine the glorious ornansents of your 
great God,the fame Lieutenant contrary to all reafan, both unjuftlyand wickedly, fet npon you 
with armed fouldiers.who fearing more the difplea/wre of Georgius the Bifoop then of Conftanti- 
us the €; mperor thought be ft in lach fore tofave himfelfe, For now of along while,he had behaved 
himfelfe more orderly and civilly then tyrannicallpdi/pofed towards you, For the which canes 
ow wereincenfed againft Georgius, the open adverfarie of the gods; and have thus defiled with 
con{piracie and flaugheér.your holy city;when cs yor might havefued bins in the baw, and branghs 
bim to his tryall and the fentence of the Indges. Infodoing thishaineus offence had not broker 
out into bloudfbedding and‘borrible murther: but would have pacified the matter inequal 
balance, and preferved you without barmee or damage : it would have fearpely punifbed the 
author of (uch lewd prattifes, andkept under all thems which not onely defpife the gods, but 
alfa fet at nought fuch noble cities and famous affemblies, fuppofing the cruelty they exerci/e 
pon them. tobe afurtherance of their power and authority,  Gonferre thu my Epiftle with 
shat which of late I fent unto you,and weigh diligently the difference betweene thers.

-Thanafius at that very time read in the hearing of fuchas were prefent,an Apologie, srbanafivs read 
the which he had written a litle before in his owndefence, when as by reafon of the his Apology

¢o leave al and run away.Whereof I have thought’ good at this prefent,to alledge fome {uch of Alexandria, 
parcell, as may {cemé to bring moft profit unto the loving Reader, leaving the whole ut 
af aS Bb courfe, 
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urfe,being fomewhat over long,unto the labour and induftry of the painefull ftudents. Be. 
The Apology oor Claith 2 he lewd pratt icked perfons, Althoush they are privie unto the/ 
of athanafiue hold Aaith Athanafins) the lewd prattifes of wicke P cheba alge 00 thefe 
writteninhis Aainows offences, yet for all that they are nothing afhamed of the contumaclies and cruel tyr ainn 
owne defence, yy exercifed against us: but charge us (in their opinion) witha foule {pot and blemifh of inf.

himfelfe frou among them, Againe, when he reftored Lazarus to life, from that day forth (faith , 
the Text ) they tooke counfell bow they might put himto death, Jefus therefore after that time, Lohn 114 
Sbewed not himfe'fe openly among the Iewes, but departed unto afolitary place adjoyning unto 

the wilderne(fe, Befide all this; when our Saviour avosched, faying : before Abraham was, Iams: 

the Iewes tooke up flones for to throw at him: but the Lord hid bimfelfe, and went out of the yobn 8, 
temple, and paffing throngh the middeft of the throng, efcaped away, When they (ce thefe ex- 
amples (but they fecing as it is written, do not fee )and bethinke themfelves of thefe prefidents.are 
they not inwardly pricked in confcience, when as they prefume thus unadvifedly to belt out fen- 
tences, and fit in judgement, both wpouthe fayings and doings of eur Saviour? To this purpofe 
was that of Iefus; who underftaxding of the beheading of John the Baptift, and the burying of bis Maras 
body by his Difciples, tooke foippsng and went afide into adefert place, Thus the Lord him/elfe 
both did thee things, and taught the fame, Iwouldto God thefe men would now at length be 
afbamed of their doings, and ceafe even prefently from flandering of true profelfors: and not pros 
ccedon further in thew furious di(pofition, charging yea our Saviour bimlelfe with timorovs 
feare,and faint courage, blafpheming with all might the majefty of his blefedname, But no man 
ban away with (uch kindof perfons that are wholly given over unto all ungracious behaviour, it 
way ealily be proved that they are altogether ignorant what the Evangelifts have left ws.in Wrie 
ting. The caufe that moved our Saviour to flie and go afide (being laid downe in the Gofpell ) fees 
med not onely to be agrecable unto reafon, but was in very deed moft true: we therefore have to 
conjetture that the fame by alt likelihood happened sento all the Saints of God, For whatfoever 
things are written to have chanced unto our Saviour after the manner of men, we have co referre 
the fame unto all mankind: in [o much as he took our nature upon him, lively expreffed is him- 
Selfe the humane affetlions of our fraile conftitution:even os st is written in the Gofpell after John: 
they fought to take him but no man laide hands uponhim, becaufe that bis houre was not as yet ke 
come. Yea before this came about he [aid unte his mother: Mind houre us uot as yet come. He (ohn 2.7. 
Spake alfo unto thens that were called his brethren: Dy time ts not yet come. eAgaine when the aise: 
houre was come,he [aid untohis Difciples:Sleepe ox now and take your ref? , behola the houre + at 

hand, the Sonne of man foall be betrayed into the hands of finners, Therefore neither fuffered 

be bimfelfe to be taken before hes time was cowse : neither hid he himfelfe when the houre was at 

band, but yeelded himfelfe unto the enemie.In like fort the blefjed Adartyrs in the great beate and 
trouble(onse ftormes of perfecution, which often came to paffe, being purfued by men, flea away 

and hid themfelves infeerer and folitary places, but being taken, they valiantly encountred with

One fubftance, Aetius alfo inthe Eaft endevoured to corrupt the fincere doftrine, tea- 
ching the diffimilituce of fubftance in the Fathér‘and the Son : both thefe opinions are ab- 
fard, They unadvifedly and without difcreet judgement oyned in one the diltiné and feve- 
red fubftances of the Father and of the Son, linking it (not well) together under the name 
of coeflentiall or one fubftance: but Aetins parted and devided the propriety of nature 
which the Son hath together with the Father,terming it the unlikeneffe or divertity of fub- 
ftance. © And info mach that both thefe fell inrocontraries and meere extremities, we 
thought good to walke inthe mid way, and hold the meane betweene both, toretaine the 
true and godly opinion, that the Son is of like fubftance with the Father, This was the an= 
fwer of the ALacedonians (as Sabinws writethin his book intitled the collection of the coun- 
cels) exhibited by Sephrontus unto their demand, In that they charge Aetivs as author of the 
diverfity of fubftance in the Father and the Son yand not the Acaciazs they craftily diflemble 
and cloke the truvb:and in fo doing they partly impugne the Arians, and partly the opinion 
of fuch as maintaine the claufe of One /wb stance, But they overthrow themfelyes with their 
owne words, for in difplaying and opening both opinions, they lay downe a new of their 
owne, So farre of thefe things.

ous towards all men, yet in procefle of time he fhewed himfelfe not alike unt. all 

then,but whenf ever any accufation was bronght before him to the difcredit of :(7on- 
frantius then the Chriftians were heard at will: when that againe he heard of ro tuch thing; 
then began he to reveale unto the world the private grudge and malice he conceived againtt 
all the Chriftians every where. For he commanded to build up againe at (yxicum the Novas 
tian Church which Elexfius the Bifhop had pulled downe : threatning E/eu/is the Bifhop 
of that city with grievous punifhment if he builtit nota aine within two moneths upon 
his ownecoft and charges, Furthermore he fet up afrefh Pe rights of the Gentiles : he fet 
wide open (as J faid before) their temples,and offered facrifice in the Cathedrall Church of 
Conftantizople unto the goddeffe of Fortune, where her Idoll was fet up.

him of his fight began to rebuke the Emperour fharply, calling him an impious per= 
fon,an Apoftata & an Atheift He of the contrary anf{wering him opprobri: afly, recompen-= 
ced him with the like,calling hima blind foole,and faid unto him farther:thy God of Galilee 
will not reftore thee thy fightagaine. For Iulianss called Chritt a Galilean, and all Chrifti- 
ans in like fort. AZaré a litle after anfwered the Emperour fomewhat freely, I thanke God 
(faith he) which made me blind, leaft that ever I fhould fet mine eye upon foungracious.a 
face as thine is, Whereunto the Emperor made no anfwer, but handled the Bilhop reughly, 
When he perceived that the Chriftians did highly reverence and honour fuch as {uffered 
tartyrdome under the raigne of Diocletian: when he learned alfo for certaine,divers menta 
be fo well difpofed,that willingly they would fuffer martytdome:he going about to deprive 
the Chriftians of fo great a benefit,devifed another way to afflict them. And although he let 
pafic the unfatiable tyranny pradtifed in the time of Dircletian, yet ceafed he not altogether 
from perfecuting.In mine opinion he is a perfecutor which molefteth any kind of way fuch 
menas leade a quict.and peaceable Jife. J#/ian in this fort affliéed the Chriftians not a litle. 
He madealaw thatthe Chriltians fhould not be trained up in prophane literature. For(faith 
he)fecing they have the gift of utterance fo readily, they fhall eafily be able to averthrow the 
quirks of Logick wherewith the Gentiles do uphold their doctrine.

the Greeke, 21 Of the fire the Emperor. Julian railed againft the Christians, and what device be 
fornd ont to extort money from them. 


‘AX Orcover theE mperor Julian gave out aProclamation,that fich as would not renounee™ 
the Chriftian faith, fhould warfare no longer in the Emperors palace: likewife that 
all fhould prepare themfelves to doe facrifice : that no Chriftian fhould beare office in the 
Zulian'Mande- ~Common-wealth.For their law. (faith he) forbiddeth the ufe of the {word unto fuck as de. 
seth & gibeth ferved-death,and therefore they are not firto be Magiftrates, He allured divers with flatter 
atthe Chrifi- 504 faire offers to factifice. But im«mediatly they that were Chriftians indeed, and they alfa 
“titi which were thought to be nolefle, made themfelves manifeft unto all men, as if they had 
fhewed themfélves upon a ftagé. For they which with heart and good will profefled Chri. 
ftian Religion threw downe their fword-girdles, and fignified they would rathet fuffer any. 
Kirid of torment then denice their Saviour Chrift Jefus.Of which number was Jovianus, Vae 
lentinianis and Valens,who afterwards were crowned Emperors. Other fome who were 
counterfeit Chriftians,and thought that the riches and honour of this world was true felicj_ 
Ecebolinswas ty ir felfe,without any delay fell to facrifice, Of which number E cebolis a Sophif? of Cone 
a turnecoatcs  frantinople was one,who confarming himfelfe ‘unto the humours and difpofition of the Em- 
perors,was an eotneft follower of the Chriftian faith in the time of Conffantius : but when 
Julian fucceeded him in the Empire, he fell to gentility and the idolatry of Pagans ; againe 
after the death of /u/san he became a profeffor of the doctrine of Chrift.He lay along at the 
porch of the Church,and cried unto fuch as cane in: tread me under foot, for that Tam the 
unfavery falt.Ecedolins as he was light & unconttant,{fo he continued untothe end.It came to 
paffe about thar time,thatthe Emperor purpofed torevenge him of the Perfians, for the ine’ 
jury they had done him by invading fome part of the Romane dominions,and determined to 
take his yourney into the Eaft,throngh the coafts of Afia, When that he pondered with him- 
felfe how many evils and inconveniences appertained unto wars, what great fummes of mo- 
ney were needfull thereunto, and how that without ir, it was unpoffidle to bring his pure 
pofe to effect, he devifed a certaine fleight to wring money fromthe Chriftians, For he fet 
a great fine upon the heads of fuch as would not facrifice, and the taxe was very grievous, 
and duly demanded of the Chriftians, So thar every onerateably was feafed at a certaine 
fumme,and the Emperor himfelfe in a fhort while was wonderfully enriched with the ine 
jurious heaps of money unjaftly exacted; "This Iaw was of force not only where he travel- 
Thehorible ledbur alfo in fuch countries‘as:he came not‘néare. Thendid the Gentiles infult over the 
practifes ofthe Chriftians ; the Philofophers celebrated their frequented conferences: they folemnized 
Ethnicks, certaine deteftible rights and ceremonies : they made flaughter of infants, {paring no fexe, 
they ufed their entrails for fouthfaying,they tafted of their tender eth: Thefe horrible pra- 
Cafes were both at Athens.at Alexandria and other places. *

Hey forged at that time a falfe accufation again(t Arhanafiws, and fignified unto the’ 

Emperor that he had fubverted Egypr, and the whole city of Alexandria, and that of 

neceflity it behoved to banith him the city:{o that by the commandement ofthe Em- 

+ Chap.r4, in Peror,the governor.of Alexandria was fore incenfed againtt him.* Arhanafius uttering thefe 
theGreeke, —_ Words unto certaine of his familiars: My friends,let us go afide for a feafon,this is but a litle 
“deems, a cloud which quickly will vanifh away, he fled immediatly, tooke fhipping, and failed into 
cutionto a L&ypt. The enemy purfued after,and made haft to overtake him. When it was underftood 
cloud or mift, thatthe purfuers were at hand, his companions gave him counfell to flie into the defert. He 
| by following their advice,efcaped the enemy. For he petfwaded them to turne back, and to 
mecte the purfuers,the which they did immediatly, As foone as they, who a litle before fed 

away met the perfecutors, there’ was nothing demanded of them, but whether they had 

feene Athanafius : who anfwered againe that he hidhimfelfe in fome buth not farre from 

them,and if they would make quicke {peed, they would be like to take him. So the purfi- 

ers followed after, and the further they run, the further they raunge, but they loft their la- 

bour:for he efcaped their hands,and conueyed himfelfe privily to Alexandria,where he hid 

himfelfe 
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himfelfe untill the kindled flame of perfecution was wholly quenched. Such was the harly- 
burly after {undry ttormes of perfecution, and manifold vexations by the Ethnicks; which 
happened unto the Bifhop of 4/exandria.Farthermore the governors of the provinces, flip- 
poling now that it was high tide for them under colour of the Emperours religion, to make 
up their bagges, vexed the Chriftians far forer then the Emperors proclamations barethem 
eut: demanded greater taxes then they were feafed at, and fometimes tormented their bo- 
dies, The Emperor underftanding of their doings, winked at them, and an{wered the Chri- 
ftians which complained unto him in this fort: It is your part when you have in juries offe- 
reduunto you, to take it patiently; for fo your God commanded you, |

ge. Who commanded that the Idolatricall temple of the Ethnicks which ftood in the city,

his pricked not a litle in confeience the zealous Chriftians, Wherefore Afacedonius, Theadu- 
fs and T atianus, being kindled with fervency of love towards the Chriftian faith, couldin 
no wife away with fuch hortible praGtifes: bat in the burning zeale of their godly mindes, 
brake.in the night feafon into the temple, threw downe their Idols, ahd {tamped thein into 
powder, Whereat when the governor was'wonderfull wroth,& purpofed to execute divers 
of the citizens which were guiltlefle & innocent perfons,the authors therof prefented them- 
felv.es: of their own accord before him,and chofe to die themfelves for the truth, rather then 
anyother for their fakes thould be deprived of their lives. After they were laid in hold, the 
governor commanded that they fhould cleare thémfelves by facrificing unto the Idols, and 
threatned them if they refufed,he would feverely punifh them. They being of'a noble mind 
and valiant courage, fet nought by his threats, made themfelves ready to fufter what tor= 
snent foever were laid upon them, for they counted it farre better to loofé their lives,then to 
achle their foules with thofe impure facrifices; The governour when he had aflayed them at 
all Kind of torments, la{t of all {ec them on the ‘gtéediron, caufed fire to” be made under, and 
broiledthem to death, |And tothe end they might valiantly encounter under the glorious 
garland of victory, they reafon'thus with the governour : If thoulong (O' Amachius) after 
broiled meate,turne up the other fide of us,lealt in the eating we feemerawe unto thee, and 
the bloud runne about thy teeth, This was the end that thefe men had,

~“q liberal {ciencee,made boththe Apollinarinfes(of whom we {pake before)to be of far 
greater fame, For either of them being skilful in ftrch arts as dire our {tile and orati- 
ons;the father a Grammarian,the fon a Rhetorician, profited very much the Chriftians, and 
furthered at that time nota litle the Church of God, For the father as'a profeund Gramma- 
rian, framed the art of humanity unto the furtherance of Chriftian Religion : he turned the 
five books of Mofes into Heroicall verfe, together with other books of the Old Teftament 
which containe Hiftories:partly in Hexameter verfe,& partly after'the forme of comedies 
and tragedies, with the fit application of perfons : he wrote inall Kind of meeter,to the end 
the Chriftians fhould not be ignorant & unskillfullin any rare gift that excelled among the 
Gentiles. ‘The fonne an eloquent Rhetorician, brought the writings of the Evangelifts,and 
works of the Apoftles into Dialogues, as Plato ufed among the Heathens. Although their la-

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thereby the lewd.derifr of the Emperor /was fopped from taking effect: yet the providence 
of God did farre:exceed their carefull ftudiesand.dathed alfothe Emperours wicked device; 
For immediatly.theiE mperours,law (as hereafter it final rhore manitettly appeare)o was 
abrogated, and their workes were as much{poken of; as-ib they hadnever beene written, 
But here peradventure fome manrwill fay unto:me :why thendo yeattribute both theafore- 
{aid ynto the providence of God ?-As touching the fhortning of the bmpetenrs daies, itig 
knowne well inough how availeable it was unto.Chriftiam Religion: butinthat the Poetr 
ofboth the + 4pollinarinfes wasneglected, and that the Chriltians freely applied the Philo- 
fophicall {ciences of the heathens, there is nothanowul grant that it furthered the ferviee of 
God,and the faith of Chrift,For it cannot be without danger,that the Chriftians may wade 
in the doétrine of Ethnicks, becaufe it tedcheththere be many gods, Unto thefe things 
whichaptly may be objected unto us, we will prefently frame fuch anfwers as we can, 
The doctrine of the Gentiles is allowed: neither-by:Ghriftnor by his, Difciples as infpired 
from above, neither altogether rejected for dangerous, And Itake thatto have come to 
paffe not without the {peciall providence of Almighty God. For there were many heathen 
Philofophers which were'not far fromthe knawledge' of God: fuchvas by: publique dif 
tation confured the E picures,& other contentions Philofephers delighted wath the pile 
logicke,and overthrew their palpable error andigiorance,; And though they {toed the“fa- 
vourers of Chriftian Religion in great ftead for their furtherance of learning, -yet ateained 
they not the ground.and principal point of our Religion, infemuch they underftood notithe 
miyitery, of Chrift,which was concealed the continuance ofmany ages and generations, The 
which the Apofltle in his Epi(tle unto the Remaznes fheweth plainely in thefe wordsg 
Thewrath of God ts revealed from heaven, again(t all ungodlineffe and inigusty of men, whieh 
withhold the truth in unvighteoufuefe. For the thing that, may be kuowne of God \%s maanifeft 
amoug them, becaufe God hath fhewed it unto them, Lor hes invifible things being uaderftood 
by, his-workes, are feene through the ereation of thie, world, that wy both nus -eternall pamersaia 
Gob-head, fo that they are without excufey, bgcaufe that when they kutw. God) icwota 
withstanding they glorified hin not as God. - Wherefore they knowing the truth which Goa vex 
vealed. unto them, were worthy of death, becaufe, rhat when they knew, God, they glorified 
him-not as God, Therefore fithence the Apoftle, forbad not the knowledge: of ithesGen- 
tiles doctrines, he gave free licence and libertyunto every man.at his choice and pleafiire 
to. wade inthe underitanding of them. Letthis {ystice for one reafon to the fatisfying ofthe 
former doubts. The fecond is;as followeth. , The -holy Scriptures. inf{pined fromabave 
deliver untous divine precepts, and myfticall doGtrine: they; grafte thothecminds of fach

For he, knew well that the fableés.contained in the’ 
workes of Heathen writers being poyfed in. theequall ballance of indifferent judgement, 
would quickly be found light, and {ubje&ttoreprehenfion and difcredit: the which fond 
invention of theirs when Socrates their principal Philofopher had difallowed, the Judges 
condemned himas if he had gone about to difprave or deftroy their Gods}.nay ravher'theit 
divels, Befides allthis, both Chrift himfelfe.and his Apoftle commanded.us-to bettied éx- 
changers, to the end we might.examine all things and hold that which wigeed, WW ehave alfo 
to,take heed /eaft-any-circumvent us through philofopby and vaine deceipt, This we fhalknot 
beable to do, unlefie.we ,poflefle the armor of the enemy, and in.enj oying-it, notto bee 
affected like unto them, butto reject that which is evill, to retaine that,whichi8 good; and 
to.admit nothing without good}triall, ,, For that whichis good, wherefoever it is found! 
appertainethuntothetruth, .Andif any be difpofed to urge us farther herein, let him'cohs

where the common people derided bias, unto whous after bis departure he 
wrote an oration sntituled Mifopogon, 


of money, proceeding on his voyage againft the Perfians, came to Ansioch in Syria, 

Being there,and defirous to fhew unto the people of Antioch,a tat of his honour,the 
which he fet much by, he fet the market low, made all things very cheape,had no confidera- 
tion of the time : he pondered not with himfelfe how thatan hoft or ariny, wherefoever it 
commeth,bringeth great damage unto the provincials, and turneth plenty of neceffaries to 
fearcity of food. Wherefore taverners and vittailing houfes which provided neceflaries for 
way faring men, not able to beare the lofle of fo weighty a burthen whereunto they were 
enjoyned by the Emperors ediét,gave over their trade.fo that the city was brought to great 
diftreffe, becaufe they wanted neceflary provifion, The Axtiochians an impatient kind of 
People, foone provoked to anger and revengement, could not away with this plague; 
(which they took for no other) without any more ado,they goto meete the Emperor, they 
cty out againtt him, they inveigh at his doings, and play with his beard (it was along thrum 
beard )they bid him go fhave his beard and make halters thereof:they bring him imremem- 
brance of his coine,wherein there was a bull conquering the world with his hornes, For the 
Emperour being wholy given to fuper{tition facrificed buls upon the Idols Altar,and there- 
fore gave charge that both the altar and the bull fhould be ingraven in his coine. The Em- 
perour being incenfed with their {coffes, threatned he would plague the people of Antsoch, 
¢ removed thence unto Tar/ws in Cilicia: as foone as he had provided there fuchnecefla- 
ries as he tood in need of,he went onhis journey. Whereupon Libanins the Sophif? took 
Occafion to write the oration intitled of his embaffie, where heintreated the F mperour for 
thee Futiochians and alfo the oration unto the people of Axtioch,where he laid before them 
the difpleafire which the Emperour had conceived againft them, The report goeth that the 
Sophist wrote the {aid Orations,and yet they never were feene abroad: and that the Empe~ 
ror was appeafed,not by revenging him of fuch as had flouted his beard, but requiting them 
With like contumelious quips. For he defained the city of Aatiech for ever, inthe oration 
which he entitled Antiochian or Mifopogon, dixedted againft the deriders othis beard. So

* Chap.19. iN On of the Ethnicks fhould feverely be punifhed, The Lieutenant although he were a Dale 
the Grecke, nime,yet was he alrogether unwilling to execute his commiffion, But ‘f{eeing there was no 
other choife, hee attached many of the Chriftians, and {ent many to prifon; But one that 
Theedorws2 | Wasa yong man,by name Theodorws,and appeached of the Pagans, he tormented Wich fun. 
confeffor, dry kinds of punifhments, and rent the flefh all his body over with the lath of the whip:and 
Ru fili.1-6.36 inthe end he commanded,that he fhould be let loofe,when in very deed he was thought not 
poflibly able tolive, Yet Godreftored himto his former health,’ for he lived many yeares 
after that confeffion which he yeelded in torment. Reffint#s who wrote the Ecclefiatticall 
Hiftory of his time in the Latine tongue, reporteth that he had conference along time after 
With this 7 seodorus,and demanded of hin whether he had not felt great paine when the lath 
of the whip rebounded from his body : and that he anfwered him againe, that the torments 
were not fo grievous as fome men thought : that there ftood by him a young man which 
wiped away all the falt drops of that fweating combat, confirmed himin the faith, and that 
the houre of torment was unto him, rather a Feleaable pleaftire then adolefull paine, Thus 
much fhall fuffice of the renowned Theodorus.~ ‘At that very time there’came Embaffadors - 
from the Perfians unto the Emperor Juliaz, requiring him to proclaime open wars ¢ he fent 
them backe againe'with this anfwer : You thall {ee me fhortly in mine own perfon, and 
therefor@ I fhall not need to fend any in embaffie unto you for this matter. 
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How the E mperor exhorted the Iewes to [acrifice,Of the wonderfull fignes which God hewed unto 
8 she Iewes,and the utter ruine of their Temple at Iern[alem, vd 
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Vrthermore when the Efnperonr endévotred another Way to.vexe the Chriftians, he 

Ba forth his owne fuperftition to be feené ofall men. For whenhe tooke great pleas 

" fure in facrifice, he did not oncly feed his owne fond humour with the fhedding of 

bloud,but alfo enjoyned penalties for fuch as re¢reated not themfelves with the like, When 

he perceived that he could find but afew men of his difpofitton, he calleth for thé’ Lewes, 

and demandeth of them the caufé why they did not facrifice, feeing that © 1fo/es had.coms 

frfanded them foto doe? After they had anfwered that it w as not lawfull for them to exes 

cute that function in any other place fave at Jerafalem, he commanded-that in all thé haft 

the temple of S'a/omon fhould be builded up againe. After this he taketh his voyage againk 

the Perfians, The Iewes who of long tinie had @reamed they fhonld fee the day when their 

temple fhould be builded againe for facrifice, now thinking that the houre was.come, occue 

pied their heads bufily about the building’: they put the Chriftians in great feare: they infos 

lently crowed over them + they threatned'them the like entertainement as they themfelves 

had of old at the Romanes hands. When by the Einpetors'commandement the coft and char- 

de was awarded out of the publick treafury,all néceflaries were provided, as timber, ftone, 

ricke, clay,lime, together with other things that are required in building, At what time 
The prophecy Cyrillus Bifhop of Lert falem remembred the prophecy of Daniel, the which Chrift shad 

of evil. confirmed and prognofticated tinto many : that the time was now come when there fhould 

Sins, not be one {tone of the temple left upon another, but that the prophecy” of our Saviour 
A great earth Should now: take place “and bee fulfilled: ‘When’ the Bifhop had thus prophecied 
quake, there Was acreat earthquake the night following, which'fhooke the old ne 
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ofthe temple and turned al downe tothe ground,together with the honfes which adjoyned 
thereunto. The Jewes at the fight thereof were taken witha fodaine feare; the fame thereof 
brought many which dwelled in farre countries to {ee it, Againe not onely this, but alfo 
many that were prefent faw with their eyes another wonder; Forthere came downe fire 
from heaven,which burned all their tooles and inftruments. Then might aman have feene 
their hammers,g raving irons,fawes,axes, hatchets, and all {uch things as the workemen oc- 
cupied in the building confumed with fire. The fire ceafed not to burne the {pace of a whole 
day. The Jewes againe being in manner a{tonied at this ftrange fight, confefled againft their 
wils,that Chrift was an omnipotent God : yet yeelded they not unto his will and pleafure, 
but were held backe with the Rtubborne opinion of J#daifme,that was rooted in their minds, 
Neither could the third wonder which enfued after, convert them unto the true faith, The 
night following; there were formes of crofles marked in their garments which fhined like 
the Sun-beames: in the morning when they faw them,and coveted to wipe and rubbe them 
off, they could not by any meanes.W herefore being blinded as the Apo/t/e writeth,they ba- 
nifhed the goodnefle of God from among them.To conclude;the temple at that time infeed 
of raifing up, was ruinoufly throwne to the ground. | 


Cuar.. XVIII: 


Of the Emperour Julians voyage into Perfiayand his miferable end. 
He Emperour underftanding the manner of the Perfians, that in winter they are very 
weake,of finall power and fimple courage, (tor they are akind of people that cannet 
| away with cold:the ede alfo as it.is commonly faid,al winter time never pulletl his 
hand out of his bofome) knowing alfo that the. Romane fouldier is of power and force; 
though the weather pinch never fo muchs. marched forwards alittle before.winter,and led 
his army into Perfa,  Firtt he deftroyed the countries. the villages, and caftles, and after- 
wards he fell aranfacking of their cities, Hebefieged Crefiphon that: great citie of Perjiay 
& pinched therein the King of Perfa very fore, fo that he fent unto him many Embafladors, 
humbly requefting himto take from him fome part of his kingdome to end the warre, to 
raife the fiege,and fo go his way.But J#/ian was nothing moved therewith: pitied them not 
atall ; neither remembred he the common faying: To conquer is praife worthy, but info- 
Jently to triumph over the conquered is adefpitefull at: he put confidence m fond con- 
jectures of South-faying,he trufted too much to fantaltical dreames,the which Maximus the 
Philofopher then prefent put in his head : he hoped verily to countervaile, or rather to fur- 
mount the great glory and noble prowefle of Alexander the Great, fo that he fet nought by 
the humble fute of the Perfians : he dreamed according unto the opinion of Pythagoras and 
Plato, that by the tranfmigration of the foules from one body into another, the foule of 
edlescander was crept into his carkafle, or rather that he was Alexander himfelfe in ano- 
ther body. The which opinion led him into a foule error,and caufed him to make light ofthe 
King of Perfia his requeft. The King underftanding that his embaffie was to no purpo fe, be- 


ing brought to anarrow ftraight and fore plunge,gathered his power the day after this em= 


baffie,& joyned with the Rowsanes holt face to face. The Romanes although they foitnd great 
fault with their Emperour, for refufing the offer and falling to bloudfhed, yet doubted 
they not to deale with the Perfians, who now were come forthto meete them, {0 that in 
the end they put them to flight and won the field. The Emperour himfelfe was on horfeback 
at the battell, to the end he might animate and incourage the fouldiers : but trufting too 
muchto his profperity,and thinking bimfelfe cockefure,went into his campe without com- 
plete harneffe, Therefore an arrow being foddainely fhot athim, pierced through hisarme, 
and ftucke in his ribbes, which gave him his deaths wound, but who did it was never 
knowne, Somereport that he was wounded by a fugitive Perfian: fome other that he 
was flaine by one of his owne fouldiers, which is rife in:every mans) mouth, yet 
Califtus one of the Eimperours houfhold guard, who wrote hislife in Heroicall verfe, 
and the battell which hee gave then unto the Perfans, faith that it was a wicked fiend 
or Divell that raane him through, which peradventure iis fained, after the manner 
of Pocticallinvention, and yet it may very well betrue, for welearne that the faries of 
hell, have oftentimes recompenced fuch lewd perfons, with extcoame puget But 
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howfoever it was,every man knoweth, that for his heady rafhneffe he was fabject to dan. 
ger: for his eloquence and gift of utterance; he was defirons of vaine glory: - and for his 
counterfeit gravity he was contemned and derided of all men. Thus he ended his life in Pera 

julian died —_ fia as J faid before)in his fourth Confulfhip,the which he enjoyed with Saluftius being the 
Anno Dom. fix and twentieth of /#ne,and the third yeare of his raigne : the feventh yeare after he was 
367 made (¢/ar by Conftantins the one and thirtieth yeare of his age, 


CHap. XIX, 


Jovianus 4 created Emperor. A notable confutation of Libanius . 
the Heathen Rhetorician. 


created Empe~ ter the death of J#/ian, without any further deliberation, they proclaime Jovianus q 
a rugs man of valiant and noble courage their Emperour, This man being a Tribune, when 
Se AT ar by proclamation gave the fouldiers in choice, either to doe facrifice or to leave 
warfare, chofe rather to throw away his {word-girdlc, then to fatisfie the wicked and 
deteftable edi& of the Emperour, For all that, Z#/iav, when the neceffity of the wartes 
then in hand conftrained him, retained him-in thenumber of his Captaines, But Jevianus 
being nominated Emperour, refufeth the crowne, and being compelled thereunto againtt 
his will by the fouldiers, breaketh out into loud fpeech,faying : In that he was a Chriftian, 
he would not be Emperour where Erhzickes fhould become his fubjects ; yet when alf 
With one voice confetled themfelves to be Chriftians, he yeelded and was crowned Eme 
perour. Being in Perfia, andifodainely put to his fhifts, his fouldiers alfo being almoft 
famifhed to death, upon certaine conditions he joyned in league with the King of Perla, 
and fo ended the.warres, The covenants as the Romanes thought were unlawful, yet cons 
fidering the cafe of that prefent'time, they were not to be mifliked. For he was contentto 
lofe the dominion of Syria, and to deliver,the Perfizns Nifibis,a city in Me(opotamia. When 
thefe tidings were blazed abroade, the Chriftians conceived_no {mall Joy at the departure 
of Julian: the whole army alfo mifliked very much withhis undifcreeté and heady'rafh= 
nefie, and lay to his charge that the bounds of the Empire were cut fhort, For he bej ng des 
ceived by aPerfian that was a fugitive, fet on firecertaine veflels upon the feas which 
brought them corne, and thereof it arofe thatthe famine grieved them fore, At that time 
Libanius thé Sophift made a funerall oration, wherein he bewailed the death of Iulian, and 
entitled it /#/sana,or the Epitaph of Iulian, In the which he painted forth his life with lofty 
ftile in praife of his perfon,and to his farther commendation reporteth of the bookes he had 
Writen againft the Chriftians,and how that inthem he had proved their dotrine for trifling 
and ridiculous ftuffe.. If this Rhetorician had extolled the Emperour onely for his other 
Acts, I would have proceeded with filence to difcourfe of that which reinaineth of the Hise 
{tory ;_ but in fomuchas he hath mentioned the bookes of Jalan, andlike a erave and wife 
Wrator inveyed bitterly againft Chriftian Religion, therefore Ihave thought good to fay 
# Chap.23. in fomewhat thereof, and fir(t Iwill laydowne hisowne words, * fw the winter feafon (faith 
sheGreeke, he) when the nights.arefomewhat long, the E mperour perufing thofe bookes which affirene that 
Libanius the she man whofe original was in Palaftinats both Godand the Sonne of God, confutea them with 
som < ee many reafons and firon, ig arguments, and condemned them for ridiculous doflrine « affirming 
tionupon the *M#ereever that the glorious religion highly eftecmed of thems, was full of toyes and trifles; where 
death of zulian e proved bim/elfe to be farvewifer theaithe old graybeara of Tyrus. Wherefore let the old man 
the Apoftata, of Tyrus (he meaneth Porphyrius): conceive'po difpleafure at all but patiently weigh, wherein 
his child doth prejudice his.créaitss Thele are the words of Libanius the Sephift. Truly T will 
fay no Ieffe,but that he was anotable Rhetorician, and Tam verily perfwaded that.if he had 
not confented unto the Emperors religion, he would have had no other fj peech inbis mouth 
then the Chriftians have atthisday, and tharby all likelihood, being an excellent’ Rhetori~ 
Clan, he would have extolled Chriftian Rcligion untothe skies,: Forhe-wrote inthe praifé 
of Conftantius while helived,after his deceafe he wroteto his difpraife and made inve@ives 
againit him, Wherefore if Porphyrins had beene Emperour, he would have preferred his 
Workes before the writings of luhian = againe if Iulianhad.beenea Sophist) as he sia 
Q 


Lovianus was a He fouldiers being doubtfull knowing not what was beft to be done,the next day af. 
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of Ecebo/ins inhis ftmerall oration of I”/ian) he would have called him a bald Rhetorician. 
In as much then as he being of the fame religion with the Emperour, being a Rhetorician, 
and alfo his friend, wrote his pleafure of him : wealfo after our hability, will fall toan- 
{wer his flanderous workes. Pirft he faith that in the winter feafon,the nights being fomea 
what long,he tooke great paines in perufing the Chriftians bookes. He fignifieth by taking’ 
of paines in. this place, that histravell was great in writing of invectives, as Rhetoricians 
do ufe,when they traine up youth to the knowledge of their art. A good while ago he read 
thofe books indeed,took great paines,difcourfed at large, not as Libanivs faith with ttrong 
arguments,but with weake.in fo much as they were contrary to the truth, and endevoured 
{cofing wile, to refell fuch things as of themfelves were of force enough, For whofoever 
difputerh with another, laboureth to foile his adverfary, fometime by corrupting and per- 
verting:fome other time by concealing of the truth, W holoever alfo he be that oweth fpite 
and hatred unto any man, he will endevour like adeadly enemic, not onely todoe, but alfo 
to fpeake the worlt of him : he will alfo wreft all the mifchiete which the enemie devifeth 
againft him, upon hisadverfary. Their owne bookes doe manifeftly declare, that both 
Ialian and Porphyrins.( whom he calleth the gray beard of Tyras were raylers and {coffers, 
For Porphyrias in his book intitled the lives of Philofophers, writing of Socrates the chiefe 
ofall the reft,inveyeth againft him bitterly : and writeth to his contumely,rayling {peeches, 
and farre more opprobrious languages, then  Melitus or enytus who of old flandered him 
alike, ever durf{t to revile Socrates withall, Imeane that Secrates, whom the Gentiles have 
in great admiration, for his temperance, juttice, and other his vertues: whom P/ato the 
divine Philofopher, whom Xenophon, with the whole Senate of Philofophers, doe greatly 
reverence. But i#lian following his fathers {teps in all hings, revealed unto the world 
that corrupt humour which troubled his head, wherewith he reviled all the Emperours 
and { e/ars that werebefore him, in fo much that he fj pared not, no not his deare friend the 
Philofopher areas, W herefore let their writings be judge, whether both Porphyrius 
and Iulian were revilers and flanderersor no. Neither have Ineed of great and weigh- 
ty arguments to confirme this my aflertion, but the opinions of divers fage perfonages , 
grounded upon good conjectures, the which I minde toalledge, fhall ftand for fufficient 
proofe, What Gregory Nazianzen haththought of Julian, let us firft of all fee out of his 
owne words, For in his fecond Oration again(t the Gentiles,he writeth thus ;. e-f/éhough 
both hus raigne and alfo experience bath taught other men, thatthefe things were most true in 
him: yet perceived I them long ago, fince the time I was acquainted with him at Athens, 
For hee came thither when the Empreffe had procured licence of the Emperour for bss voy- 
age, when allo bis brother Gallus had con{pired the death of Conftantiusthe Empereur, There 
weretwo caufes that moved him torepatre unso eAthens, The firft was tolerable, the fecond 
of (mall bonefty: the fir5# to fee Greece, andthe {[chooles that flourifhed therein: the fecond 
which was more fecret and knowne unto few ) for to confult with Southfayers and facrificers 
about bis affaires in time to come, becaufe it was not then openly permitted for the authors of 
fech impiety to prattife fuch divellify inventions. e4tnd I my (elfe inconjettaring of him 
at that tine (although I am not of the number of Prophecisrs )was not much deceived: but his 
wavering minde and franticke difpofition made me a Prophet geod enosgh, Fer he which goeth 
neare/t the marke by coujetlure, ss commonly called the beft Prophet, I faw not one. figne 
in hin, that gave me any hope of him, that ever be wonld become an honest man. He bad a 
running head: his fhoulders did never leave wagging, avd lay flat or fiipe wife: hee had 
winking eyes that continually rolledin his head: bis countenance was ftaring : hee had 4 fli 
ding, fippery and lymping pace : his vifage was Scornefull > he had a fleering face of his owne 
tke which bis immoderate laughter and continual feornsng did declare : hw manner was 
without all good order to fay and nnfay: bys words came.tumbling out with vehemency and 
floppes, the fentence broken in the midiest : hes queftions and objettions mere rafh and foo- 
lifh, bis anfwers were little better, which oftentimes followed one after another ; and as there 
was little hold of them, fo were they propofed without order, But what neede I to runoven 
all particulars? I fore[av in bins before he was created Emperour, that which afterwards proa 
ued tobe moft true. If there were prefently in place any of my familiars, which heard me 
thus divining of bins, I ams fire they would teftifie this to be no atherwife then I doe report st: 
in whofe hearing alfo at the foresight of thefe things, I uttered the/e words: O good God, 
what amonfter the Empire of Rome doth nourifo. When I had vttered shefe words, J wei? | 
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°f God, that inthe bebalfe I might be found alyer, For that had beene farre better, then thay 
the whole world fhould have beene vifited with fo many mifchiefes: then that (uch a monfter 
foouldever have beene feene among men, thelike whereof had never beene remembred be 
fore > fecing there happened many deluges, and floods, overflowing the conntreys, the which 
borin young and oldatthis houre doe remembers great loffe by fire : terrible eurthquakes, anf 
Laping of the ground, and men allo of a firange fhape were ae borne in the bs Sas of mize} 
and compound natures, halfe man, balfe beaft. But he purchafed ‘unto himfelfe fuck ain end gp 
bis frantick difpofition by all right deferved. Thefe things did Gregory report of J#lian. Res 
caufethat Porphyvies and Tnlian both, in many their rath allegations, to the flander of Chri. 
{tian Religion, have done great in jury to the truth, partly by petverting certaine places of 
holy Scriptures,partly alfo by reconciling of others after their own foolifh judgement, with 
applying of them to their own-purpofe:many with{tood them,confuted & overthrew theig 
Sophifticall pofitions, yea above all the reft, Origen, who fiourifhed along time before the 
raigne of Julian fifted out firch places of holy. Scripture as feemed to bring the readers into 
doubt, laid downe the obje@ions together with the anfwers, and {atisfied the captious and 
vaine doubts of wicked perfons. «1f Jaan and “Porphyrins had diligently pernfed thefe hig 
workes,they would (I am fire) not only have approved the fame, but alfo applied all their 
gifts to other matters, and never fet their minds to write Sophifticall fallacies, fill of blan 
{phemous impiety againtt the majelty of God. It is manifekt hereby that the Emperour ufed 
thefe cavillations among rudetid unlearned people, and notin the hearing of fuch as had 
learned the manifeft truth out of holy Scripture; ‘For whenhe had heaped together many 
words of holy Scripture, whichiare neceflarily {et forth after a common and ufuall kind of 
phrafe,to expreffe the O¢conomic, the order indoing or difpenfation of God, in the end he 
faith thus’: Verily thele places every one,unleffe the fentence hath fome fecret or bid myftery,( the 
which I take to be moft tree )containe as far forth as the words give ws to under(Pant, many blaf. 
phemies againft God. This was one among other of his argu ments, laiddowne in his third 
booke againft the Chriltians.In his book intitled Cynifme, while he endevoureth to inftrad 
us how farre forthit may be lawfull for us to proceéd in framing of holy fables, or divine 
comedies, his opinion is, that in the handling offuch matters, it beboved usto conceale the 
truth; his words arethefe : KN ature had rather be unrevealed, and the hid andintricate eflence 
ofthe gods, will not in'any wile (uffer it lelfero be beaten with plaine and manifest words tuto. the 
defiled cares of men. Wherefore thie Emperout as farre forthas we can gather by his words, 
feemeth to be of that ‘opinion tonching holy Scripture, becaufe the words are tmyfticall and 
containe fEcretie : but it grievésthim that all men be not of his mind,and theréfore he {Cor- 
nethat fiich Chriftians 4s underftand the faid myfteries fimply, Yet hé fhould not have { 
derided the fimplicity of the common people : ‘feither therefore to have inveyed againtt 
holy Scripture : “ior to have abhorred and detefted the fenfe and notable ‘fentences come 
prifed in the fame, becaufe all thén did not underftand theta he thought good. Now as 
it is very evident, the like happened unto ‘Porphyrius, This Porphyrins being rebuked of 
of certainé Chriftiatis at Cx/area in'Paleftina, being altogether impatient, through boyling 
choller and burning heate of firidts rage, fell from the Chriftian faith,and rafhly tooke pen 
in hand (becaufe of the hatred heé owed unto them which reprehended him) for'to write 
bookes; “wherein lic inveyed ‘bitterly with contumelions file, againft all Chriftians : 4s T 
reade inthe bookes of Eu/ebias Pampbilas which he wrote of the confutation of his works. 
The Emperotr alfo fetting up himfelfe infolently againft the Chriftians, in the hearing of 
unleartied® perfons, and being provoked thereunto by the felfe’ fame frantike and raging 
humour, fell into'the like Apoftafie'with Porphyrivs, Wherefore bothof them, falling of 
their owne accord into‘extreame impiety, and privie in confcience to their blafphemoug 
Practifes;received punifiiment'diieunto their deferving. Furthermore when Libasie the 
Sophift fcornetilly derided ithe Chriftians yin thefe words : They take the man that wai borne 
in Palaftinn for God, and the Sonne of God : me thinkes he forgetteth himfelfe, wher as “in 
the end of his Oration; he numbred Je ian among the gods, inthis fort: | F irft of all (faith 
he) they could not vefraine, for they Poned bins almost to death which brought the first rydings 
of Julians denarture out ‘of this liferasif be bad lyed again? God, Againe alittle afters O'rbow 
Scholter (ith he) of thedivels: Othow difeipleofthedivels =O thou affiftant and affociate of 
the divel>, Although he underftood this otherwifeyyet-in fo rich he efchewed northe equis 
Vocall word which omprifeth alforhe divell,he feemed to vittcknoleffe then the Chriftians 
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accuftomed to do in reproach, Wherefore if he had determined with hi mfelfe to extoll any 
man, he fhould have avoided every ambiguous word, in fuch fort as he re jected another 
phrafe being reprehended for it,and blotted it out of his books. How that man in Chritt is 
made God : how that he is both man openly ,and God in myftery, how that alfo both thefe 
things may be juttified the holy books of the Chriftians doe declare. The Ethnicks before 
they beleeve,are notable to comprehend it. For the faying of the Prophet is true: If yon be- 
feeve not, ye foal not be able to underftand, Wherefore they are not afhamed to number many 
mortal! men inthe catalogue of the gods, I would to God they had offended herein onely in 
taking them for gods who were vertuous livers, jult men,and temperate perfons : but they 
have preferred fuch as were impure, un jutt,and drunken fots: I meane Herculeans sBacchi- 
ans, e/culapians, whom Libanins doth very oft call to witnefle in his writings, whofe 
amorous toyes and wa: ton behaviour both with male and female, if I fhould goe about to 
rchearfe, would compell me to ufe a long digreffion, Such as are defirous to underftand far- 
ther hereof; let them repaire unto Ari/totles Peplus, by interpretation the womans attire 3 
unto Dionyfim garlandunto Reginus Polymnemon,and tothe whole rable of Poets,who wri- 
ting of thefe things, do fet wide open unto the w orld the vaine ridiculous myfteries of the 
ethnick:. But that itis an heathenifh cuftome to account of mortall men as of gods, let us 
confider thereof a little better. The Rhed:ans being in greacdiftrefle received anfwer 
of the Oracle, that they fhould worfhip Atts the P hrygian,who was a prie(t and died fran- 
tick. The Oracle was as followeth : 


Set forth the great god Attis name, found owt his gloriovs praife, 
Whom vertue yoynd with Adon chaft,and Bacchus happy dates. 


This Oracle maketh Areis,who died for love, a god, together with e4donis and Bacchus. 
Moreover when Alexander King of Macedonia cameto e4fia, the people eFmphsitions 
broncht him prefents,of whom the Oracle of Apodo in Delphos made this anfwer,and char- 
ged the peupleas followeth : 


Let altars barne andincenfe powre,pleafe Joue, Minervaeke : 
The potent Prince though nature fraile bis favour you muff fecke. 
For Joue from heaven to earth hin fent, lo Alexander King, 

As God he comes the earth to rule,and juft lawes for to bring, 


Thefe were the words which the divell out of the breaft of Pythia uttered of Alexander, 
The fame Oracle to the end he might flatter great perfonages and Princes of great power, 
numbred them in the catalogue of the gods, and peradventure this anfwer was no other but 
a flatcering of Al-xander.To what end fhall I write of Cleomé des the wraftler, of whom to 
the end he might be canonized a god,the Oracle {pake in this fort : 


Cleoméde interred 1s, his fame let flourifh ftill, 
Advance with feafts and facrifice his name,this 4 our will, 


Diogenes Cynicus and Oinemass the Philofopher,condemned the Oracle of Apollo for this 
aforefaid folly, The people Cyciceni called Adréanus the thirteenth god: Aarianes himfelfe 
counted Axtinous his darling in the catalogue of the gods. Yet Libanius would not once 
open his lips to the reprehenfion of thefe ridiculous toyes and meere folly, Neverthcelefle 
though he perufed thefe Oracles and read over the book of Adrias,intitled The life of Alex- 
ander,vet was not he afhamed to e{teeme of Porphyrius as of a god./ am humbly (faith he)ro 
crave pardon of the old gray beard of Tyrs, in that Ihave preferred the Emsperour before his 
writings Thus have we difcourfed by way of digreffion fomewhat atlarge, to the end we 
might farisfie the defpitetull reports of the flanderous mouth of the Sopiff : yet in fo much 
they feeme to require a feverall volume we will end them here and proceed on in our 
Hiltory, 
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Cuap, XX, 
How that the Bifhops of all fetts and opinions pofted Anto Jovianus the. Emepereur a5 foone as he 
was created, hopitg.every one to finde him according wnto their owne veines, . 
The Emperor S fooneas the Emperor Jovianmiretutned out of Perfia, the Churches immediatly 
Zovianus Was a A were troubled with fedition,The Lifhops likewile whilft they hopeto findthe Ems 
fayourer ot the eror of their own feverall opinions,endevour with al might to prevent one another: 
Nicene Creed. The Emperor for as muchas alwaies he cleaved unto the creed coataining the clanfe of: One 
fubftance,made flat an{wer that he would atwaies further the fame,and encouraged Arhanas 
fiws Bifhop of Alexandria by his letters,who immediatly after the deceafe of Ialian enjoyed 
againe the Bifhoprick of A/exandria.For he being then confirmed by'the Emperors letters, 
laid.afide all feare and faintnes of courage, Moreover the Emperor; called home againe the 
Bifhops whom Conjtantizs-had exiled, whom Talian.alfo had not reftored to their feas, Then 
alfo the Idoll groves & temples of the Ethnicks were thut up: the Pagans themfelves wan- 
dered and hid them here and there: {uchas wore the philofophicall habit, laid itafideand 
wore the common and ufuafl attire, Thofe bloody.and deteftable facrifices wherewiththe 
openly defiled themfelves,and took their fill during the raigne of Julian, werenow wholly 
taken away.

the Greek, How the Macedonians and Acacians affembling at: Antioch,confixmed with 
their fubfcriptions the Nicene (reed, 


fuch as were ringleaders of contrary fa@tions got them unto the Emperor,hoping that 
he would give them free liberty to-feed and fofter among themfelves the fiery humor 
of contention,and licence to deale feditioufly with their adverfaries, And firft ofall the AZae 
cedonians exhibit unto him a fupplication, where they requelt that fuch as avouch the-unlikes 
nes and diffimilitude betweene the Son and the Father, fhould be banifhed the Church,and 
themfelves fub{tituted in their roomes, The authors of this fupplication were Bafilius Bi- 
fhop of Ancyra,Silvanus Bifhop of T ar {ws ,Sophronius Bifhop of Pompeiopolis,P afinicus Bi- 
fhop of Zenum, Leontius Bifhop of Comanug, Callicrates Bifhop of Claudiopolissand Theow 
philus Bifhop of Castabala, The Emperour.receiving their {upplication gave themno 
Zovianus the , anfwer at all, but fent them away with thefe words: I tell you truly I cannot away with 
Emperour contention, but fuch as embrace unity and concord, I doe both honour and reverence 
couldnota- them, Thefe words of the Emperour.comming to the eares of other contentious per= 
i aaa fons, delaid the heat. of {edition that was kindled among them, which fell out right-as 
Caen P the Emperour had. wifhed; Againe at that time alfo the behaviour: of jthe e4cacians, 
a bufie kind of bodies, a {e4 wonderfull feditious was perceived: akindof people they 
are, alwates applying themfelves according unto the veines of the Emperours, Thefe 
men affemble themfelves at eAstioch in Syria together with (WWeletivs, who a little be- 
fore had fevered himfelfe from their ‘communion, they. creepe to familiarity and con- 
ference with him.The caufe that moved them thereunto was for that they faw bim in grear 
e{timation with the Emperour, who then made his abode at. « /utioch, They frame a fup~ 
plication among themfelves with uniforme'confent-of them.all ; they acknowledge the 
faith of One fubftance: theyratifie the Nicene (reed: they exhibit unto the E mperour 
Thefupplica- their fupplication containing the forme as followeth :.° Uzto our mos holy and gracious 
tion of the = Lord Jovianus, victorious, pusffant, Auguftus : the Councell of Bifbaps aflembled at Antia 
sarees och out of fundry Provinces, fend greetinginthe Lord. We have experience and triall fuffici~ 
councell of  ¢%#.( moft holy Emperour ) how that your graces Highneffe with great indufery endeavoureth to 
Antioch,unto ¢S#ablifh peace and unity in the ( burch of Gods. neither are we ignorant, how. that your prudent. 
the Emperor advice thinketh no leffe then that the forme ofthe Catholicke faith will prevaile very much.ta 
Lovianus. the furtherance and confirmation of the afore/aid wnity and concord, T- herefore: lest we fhiould 
be numbred among the corrupters of the.true and fincere charatter of Chriftian dotlrine, swe. 
thought goodto ler your (Majefty understand, that we both allow and retaine unviolably, the 
Creed coufirmed of old in the holy and facred councell of Nice: fithence that the claufe of One 
fubftance (according unto fome mens thinking unadvifedly laid downe) is very well interlaced 
of the fathers, interpreted and expounded both with commmodious phrafes, and fit epithetons :

a He Chriftian affaires were not as yet-pacified, neither enjoyed they.a.quiet end, For 
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the which escpofiticn fheweth forth the Sonto be begotten of the Fathers fubftance: to be hke unto 
the Father according unto his fabftances that no paffion ought to be concomed in his inexplicable 
generation: the word Subltance was not ufed of the holy fathers in that fence which the Graciags 
take it, but to the overthrow of the poifoned dottrine which the bla[phemous mouth of Arius

This fipplication have we found in the book of Sabinws intitledT he colledtion of the Councels, 
The Emperor who determined with himfelfe to pacifie with gentle and curteous languages 
all quarrels and contention, made anfwer that he would not moleft any,what faith or religi- 
on foever they profefled, but above all others that he would honour and reverence fuch as 
fhewed themfelves peacemakers, and went about to maintaine the bond of unity and con- 
cord. Themiftivs the Philofopher doth report thefe things inthis fort of him, For in the 
oration intitled Cov/z/,the which he wrote of him, he extolled him unto the skies, becaufe 
that in granting every man free choice and liberty to profeffe this or that kind-of religion, 
he lopped the mouthes ofall flattering parafites and fychophants, which kind of mén(faith 
he nipping wife) as it is knowne unto the whole world, worfhip not the King of heaven, 
but the earthly crowne and {cepter,imuch like unto Evripus, caried headlong fometimes this 
way,fometimes that way.

The death of Jovianus the Emsperoxr, 


as we have faid before,removed with {peed from Axtioch, and got him to Tar/us in 

Cilicia,where after the wonted folemnity of honorable funerals he buried the corps 
of ulian his predeceffor : immediatly after he is proclaimed Confu/, Thence he tooke his 
voyage toward (on/fastinople and came unto a place called Dadaffana, lying in the middelt 
betweene Galatia and Bithynia, There was he met of Themiftivs the Philofopher together 
with other Senators and noble perfonages,who then pronounced before him his oration in- 
titled ( on/ul, The which afterwards alfo he uttered. at Conftantinople in the hearing of the 
whole multitude. The empire of Rome had enjoyed great profperity: and as well the {tate of 
all people, asthe Ecclefatticall affaires ofthe Church of God, by reafon of fo vertuons an 
Emperor,had flourifhed exceedingly,had not death unlooked for,pierced his breaft with her 
poyfoned dart,and deprived him of all his princely joy: for he died in the aforefaid place in 
Winter,of the longues being Ropped with deadly obftructions,the 17. of Febrsary, he him- 
felfe together with his fon Varonianus being Con/z/, He was Emperor feven moneths, and 
departed this life being three and thirty yeares old. This book comprifeth the fpace oftwo

He agit they difagree in points ofreligion. Valentiniaw embraced the faith eftablifhed by the Coun= 

ae hs cell of Nice : but Valens after a certaine toy conceived in his braines,cleaved unto the Arjan 

368. herefie,the which opinion took root in his breaft,by reafon he was baptized of Exdoxizs the 
Avian Bifhop of Confrantinople, They were both earneft followers of the faith which they 
éttibraced, and being created Emperours, the one was far unlike the other in condition and 
trade of life, For though before that time under the raigne of J#/ian, the one being Tribsue, 
I meane Valentinian, the other being of the ordinary guard and daily about the Emperour,I 
meane Valens,they both declared unto the world the zeale they bare unto Chriftian religion, 
(for being conftrained to facrifice,they chofe rather to fling from themtheir fword girdles 
then to forfake the faith of Chrift,fo that the Emperor I¢/an depofed neither of them Fon 
their dignities,no more he did not /ovian, who immediatly fucceeded him in the Empire, 
perceiving they were profitable members of the Common-wealth) yet afterwards having 
gotten the fupremacie andthe imperial {cepter, notwithftanding their diligence and care 
was alike in the admini{tration of the publike weale at the beginning of their raigne, for all 
that touching the faith(as I faid before)they varied one from another,and fhewed a contra- 
ry and a divers countenance unto the profefiors of Chriftian religion, Valentinian as he hos 
noured and reverenced the favourers of his faith and opinion:fo he molefted the Arians nog 


at all:but Valens endevoured not only to increafe the number of the Arians,but alfo(as here- 
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pie, after {hal more manifeftly appeare) grievoully to perfecute the contrary opinion.About thas 
 iciiat time Libertus was Bifhop of Rome,and at Alexandria Athanafius was over the congregatis 

ons which addicted themfelves unto the faith of O xe fubftance:but over the Arians Was Lita 
Euzoius cis, whom the heretickes chofe to their Bifhop immediatly after the deceafe of Georgizs, 
Paulinus. The Arians inhabiting Antioch had Exzoins to their Bifhop, Suchas maintained there alfo 


Meletius, the faith e fubftar rredevdeds AR th 
Berita: th of One fubjtance were devided into two parts,over the one was Pavlinus over the 


Ee exden other Melevius, Cyriflus was then Bifhop of lerufalem, and Eudoxius the Arian Bifhop of 
Conft antinople, ‘Che defenders of the Creed which contained the claufe of One nb ftance, 
were faineto meete tna litle chappel within the faid city,and there to celebrate their won- 
ted folemnity, The fect of the ALacedonians which varied fromthe Acacians in Seleucia,ene 


joyed their Churches throughont every city. Andthus went the affaires of the Churchin 
thofe dates, Ta Cus 
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Lis. 4. of Socrates Scholafticns.

Waen Valentinianus abode inthe Weft, the ALacedonians repasred unto Valens at Conftahtino- 
ple and obsained of him to fumnon a Councell, How that Valens being an Arian, . 
perfecuted the true Christians, 


He EmperorValentiniaa took his journy withal {peed into the weft, whither he was 

con(ttained by reafon of earneft bufinefle to remove. But Valens as he remained at 

(onftantinople, was vifited of the Bifhops which were of the fee of AfLacedonius, dnd 
requefted to f{ammon another Synod,for the eftablifhing of the true faith, The Emperour 
thinking verily they were of one opinion with Acacivs and Exdoxius, gave them licence to 
callacouncel together, They from every where cited the Bifhops to meet at Lamp/ac#, But 
Valens withall celerity got himrto Aarioch in Syria, fearing left the Perfians fhould breake 
the league of thirty yeares madein the raigne of Jovianss, and invade the Romane domini- 
ons;where he found that the Perfiaas were quiet and ment no harme. The E mperor there- 
fore living in peace and enjoying quietneffe, raifed great and grievous perfecution againtt 
them which embraced the faith of Oe fubftawce. And although he molefted not Pashnw 
the Bifhop,for his rare vertues and fingular gifts,yet banifhed he AZe/erizs. But other of the 
Churches of Autéoch that would not communicate with Ezxoius,he vexed diverfly,and pla- 
sued with fundry penalties and punifhments, Itis reported moreaver thathe threw many 
into the river Orontes which runneth by the city, and there drowned them,

rebelled at Conftantinople:then allo were [eene great carthguakes,and overflowing 
of the fea,which deftroyed many cities, 


EH Hen Valens exercifed {uch practifes in Syria. Procopivs the tyrant rebelled at ( on 
YJ fantinople. Who when in fort {pace he had gathered great power,marched for- 
wards togive battell unto the Emperour. Valeasuaderltanding of this, was in a 
fore talcing,and by reafon of this ftir, his tyranny & cruelty refted a while from perfecuting 
of the true Chriftians. In the meane {pace while the finoke of this tumult waxed hot, there 
rofe upona fodaine a great earthquake, which feattered the building atunder, and deftroyed 
many cities,Moreover the fea kept not within his bounds, brake over the banks and drow= 
ned the countries, For it fell out in many places,that where a litle before men went on foot, 
al then was on flote,botes,barks,and fhips were ufed:againe the fea went fo far fromt felf 
in other places, that it left muchdry land, much fandy ground, awd many fithes to fwimme 
without water. Thefe things happened in the firft Confulfhip of thefe two Emperors,

N the time of the aforefaid calamities, neither enjoyed the Common-weale peace, nor 
were the Ecclefiatticall affaires in profperous eftate. For fuch as had procured licence of 
‘the Emperonr to fummon acouncell,met together at Lawpfacem inthe fame Confulthip, 
that is,the feventh yeare after the councell of Se/eucia, and there, after they had confirmed 
afreth the forme of faith which of old was publifhed at Avtioch.(they had alfo a litle before 
fub{cribed unto the fame at Se/encia) they accurfed the creed of the Bifhops, which with 
uniforme confent in religion,they had lately eftablifhed at Ariminum,Againe they gave fen- 
tenceagaintt Acacius and Ex /oxvius,as of right deferving to be removed, Eudoxias Bifhop 
of Conftantinople could in no wile refit thetr doings, the commotion and wars then in hand 
raifedby the tyrant Procopias, was acaufe and let that he could not revenge him of them. 
Wherefore E/esfius Bifhop of Cyzicum having gotten the upper hand, maintained for a 
while together with his complices the A@scedonian opinion, the whichalfo alittle before 
vas difclofed,and made more manifeft at the councell of Lamsp/acuns. I fuppofe verily the 
faid councell to have been caufe why Hellefpont (for Lampfaczm is atowne on the fea fide 
of Helle/pont toward Ajia)is fo full of the A4acedonian hereticks, ‘The aforefaid Councell 

was ended as you read before. !

fens underftanaing of it removed out of Antioch, and with all {peed went to meet 
Procopius,joyned withhim at Nacofea acity in Phrygsa,and there pitching the battell,in the 
firtt skirmifh his fide wasthe weaker. Ina while after he took Procopizs alive, for Angelo 
and Gomarius his owncaptaines had betraied him, whom (I meaneall three) he executed 
with new and ftrange kindes of t rments, The traitors for neglecting their alleagiance and 
oath paft betweene them,he fawed afunder in the midft. The tyrants thighes he tyed tothe 
tops of mighty boughes growing not farre afunder, the.which firft of all with certaine Ens 
gines he wrefted to the ground,and afterwards loofed them,which lifted Procepius on high; 
and pulled him in peeces, The rebell being thus torne in two parts, died miferably.

The Emperor calledtogether a councell of 4rian Bifhops, and compelled E/eufius to 
fub{cribe unto their faith, Who thonghat the firft he denied utterly that he would agree 
thereunto, yet afterwards being fore threatned of the Emperour with banifhment and con- 
fifcation of all his fubftance, yeelded unto the Arian opinion, Immediatly after his fubfcrip- 
tion he was in great agony and torment of confcience: he turned thence to Cy=icum: inthe 
face of the congregation he made a pitifull complaint,with relation of the in Jury which the 
Emperour had done untohim: how he had condefcended not with his will, but by coms 
pulfion unto the Avian herefie : he requefted they would get them another Bifhop, becaufe 
that he was conftrained todeny his owne opinion, but the inhabiters of Cyzicum for the 
great love and affeCtion they bare towards him, neither would acknowledge another Bi- 
fhop over the,nor yeeld up the governement of their Church.

not comprife neither attaine unto the dritt of the et poftler. ; There are extant certaine ‘other 
books of his not unlike the former, the whichifany be difpofed to perute, he fhall find ma- 
ny words,but little matter.It was this Exmomins that Endoxiis preferred to the Bifhoprick 
of Cyzicum, Whenas he after his wonted manner fed the eares of his” auditors out’ ofthe 
pulpir with fophilticall arguments and reafons of Logick, he amazed ‘his auditory; fo that 
thereupon there. was railed a great tumult at Cyzicwm, For the citizens of Cyzicum when 
they could not away wit) his arrogant and infolene manner. of preaching, they banifhed 
him their city. Thence he got him to (on/fantineple, lived with Exdoxius, and plaid the Bi- 
fhop no longer. Yet le(t we feeme in the way of flander onely to report thefe things of him, 
let us heare the b!afphemous words of Exnomins bimfelfe, wherewith mott impioufly after 
his fophifticall manner he derogated from the majefty of Almighty God), He faid as fol- 
loweth : God of his owne eflenceunderftandeth no more then we doe, neither is the fame 


better knowne or under(tood of him then of us sand whatfoever we know of it, the fame 


knoweth he,and looke what his capacity reachech unto,the fame thou fhalt find in us, Thefe

He Emperor upon difpleafure give commandement that the wals of Chalcedon lying 
over azaintt B yxantinmfhould be overthrowne. For he took an oath that if he got the 
upper hand of Precopsss the tyrant;he would do it, becaufe the citizens: of Chalcedon 
took “Procopius part and reviled him as he paffed by the wals of their city with fpitefull and 
contumelious languages,and fhut up their gates acain(t him.So it fell cut thatthe wals ofthe 
city,by the commandement of theEmperor,wefe throwne downto the ground, The {tones 
therof were caried to the common baths at Conftantinople called (onffantianeIn one of the 
faid ftones there was an oracle found ingraven, the which of old lay in fecret, andthen firtt 
came to light. Whereby it appeared that the wals fhould be taken to the ufeof the bathes, 
When great plenty of waters were feene inthe city ; and that when infinite of che barbarian 
nation$ invaded the’ Romane dominions, they thould wonderfully. moleft: the Einpire of 
Rome.and in the end be overthrowne themfelves: there is no caufe to the contrary, but that 
the reader may have the oracle laid before him. 
When Nymphs with noyfe and royall feasts when mirth ix city raignes, 
When wals with woe keepe freamy bathes, that boyle np filth and fraines 
ef people fivang in number great, hall paffe Danuby ftreames:

This nation fierce though armour fight in armour foyld fhall be. 
The oracle is in this fort. For not long after,the conduit which Valens inade,yeelded great 
(Plenty of water unto the city of Conftantinop ‘e:at the fame time alfo(as hereafter fhal more 
manifeltly appeare) certaine of the barbarian nations tooke armour againtt the Empire of 
Rome, Yet the oracle may otherwife be underftood..: For Clearchus the Lieytenant of the 
city, after. the conveyance of the conduit, made a teat pipe in Theodofius market, the which 
was called: the plentiful! pipe,where alfo for j oy thereof the city keptia folemne fea(t, and 
this peradventure was it which the Oracle ment when it faid «: 
When Nymphes with noyfe and royal feafts,when mirth in citie raignes, 
When wals with woe kee pe freamy bathes thatiboyle up filtlhiand ftaines. 
| But thefe circumftances and knowledge of the oracle fell ont atterwards, W hen the wals 
of Chalecdon were athrowing downe, the citizens of Con/fattinople made humble fute’ an- 
to 
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to the Emperor that he would not fo deface the city of Chalcedon. The like did the Bithynis 
ans,Nicomedians,and Nicaans,who by chance then were at Confiantineple, But the Empe- 
rour being throughly incenfed againft them, tooke thei {ute in very ill part : and to the end 
he nught keepe his oath, he commanded the wall fhould downe, and the foundation fhould 
be filled up with little pelting ftones, fo that as yet there 1s to be feene in fome places of the 
wall how flender.and what new building of no account was raifed upon fo ancient and 
fabftantiall a foundation. Bur of the wals of Chalcedon fo much fhall fuffice,

taining the claute of One fubjfance but banifhed them out of Conffantinople, and toge- 
ther with themthe Novarians, who addicted themfelves unto the fame opinion:their 
Church doores he commanded tobe nailed up : their Bifhop Agefivs a manthatleda pre- 
cife life,and ruled the Church even from the raigne of ( onftahtine,he exiled, This man all his 
life time went barefoot, and according unto the commandement of the Gofpell, he had but 
one coat.At that time AZartianus who fometime was a fouldier in the Emperors pallace, a 
zealous and an eloquent man,appeafed the difpleafure of the Emperor conceived againft the 
Novatians.He was thena Prieft of the Movati-n Church, and trained up Anaftafa and Ca= 
rofis the Emperors daughters in the precepts of grammer+in whofe name the common baths 
builded by Valens at Conftantinople were confecrated,the which as yet are there to be feene, 
bearing the name of the Emperors daughters, Wherefore by reafon of his fute,and becaufe 
of the reverend opinion which theEmperor conceived of this prieft,theNevatian Churches 
being fhut up for a while, were {et wide open and frequented anew, yet were they notrid 
of the Arians, nor delivered from their perfecution, The Arians abhorred them becanfe 
they loved entirely fuch as embraced the faith of One /ub/tance, The {tate of the Ecclefiafti« 
call affaires then was at this point. This one thing we may not leave untouched, how that the 
battell betweene the Emperor and Procoprus the tyrant was fought about the latter end of 
May.inthe Confulthip of Gratianus and Dagalephus. Ina while after the faid battell, the 
aforefaid men being Confuls, the Emperor Valentinianus had a fon borne him in the Weft, 
whom he called after his own name, for his fon Gratianus was borne beforehe was crows 
ned Emperour. } 


Ts Emperor moreover ceafed not from perfecuting fuch as embraced the creed cons

ofa wonderfull bigneffe, like unto 'ftones lighted at (omftantinople, Itis rife in every 

mans mouth,that God fent that great haile in token of his difpleafure again{t the Ems 

perour,for banifhing many Priefts and Bifhops, which refufed to communicate with Eudoe 

xius the Arian.Not long after in the aforefaid confulfhip,the foure & twentieth of 4ugu/f, 

Terrible Valentinianus created his fonne Gratianus Emperor. The yeare following, being the fecond 
earthquakes. confulfhip of Valentinianus and Valens,the eleventh of 0 Sober there wasin Bithyniaa great 
earthquake which overthrew the city of Nice, It was the twelfth yeare after the ruine of 

Nicomedia. Ummediatly after many peeces of Germa a city of Helle/pont were turned upfide 

downe with another earthquake, For all thefe dreadfull fights were beheld in the open face 

of the world,the lewd difpofition of Eudosxius the Arian Bifhop,and the perverted mind of 

the Emperor Valens was nothing moved to incline unto pity and right reformation of true 

religion. For they obferved no meane, but furioufly raged againft all fch as held the contrae 

ry faith and opinion. Thefe earthquakes were no otherwife tobe taken, then for manifelt 

tokens of the {chifme and tumults then raifed in the Church, And though many of the priefte 

ly order were deprived of their dignities, yet ofallthereft Bafiliws Bithop of (¢/areain 

Cappadocia, and Gregorins Bifhop of afimall and meane city bordering upon (+ bal

the true Chriftians, were vexed above meatfure: the ALacedonians alfo were pur 

fued of the wicked and goclefle perfecutors. Thefe men,partly for feare,and part= 
ly for their faith, being brought to their wits end, wrote letters, and fent meflengers trom 
their Bifhopricks one unto the other, fgnifying that of meceffity they muft fly for refuge 
bothustothe Emperors brother,and to Liberivs Bifhop of Rome, and iub{cribe rather unto 
their faith,then'condefcenc to communicate with Exdoxts the Arian, Whertore they fend 
Eustatius Bifh op of Sebaftia,one that had beene oftentimes depofed : Si/vanus Bithop of 
Tar/us in Cilicia and Theophi‘us Bifhop of Caftabala. acity likewite of Cificia: thefe'men 
aré’charged not to difagree as touching the faith with Liberiss but to communicate witb the 
Church of Rome, and to ratifie by their fubfcriptions the faith of One (ubstance, When thefe 
men had received their letters, which impugned the faith at Seleucia in all the haft they polt 
to old Rome. They thew not themfelves unto the Emperor (for he was in France, bufily oc- 
cupyine himfelfe about the battell againt the Sarmsarians) but deliver their letters unto Dé 
berius, Libcrius refufeth to give their letters the reading, he told them they were Arians, 
and therefore in no wife to be entertained of the Church, becaufe they had abrogated the 
creed ofthe DH icene Councel. Unto whom they make anfwer that his words were true,yet 
they repented them afterwards of their folky'# that they acknowledged the ‘truth: that of 
late they had condemned the opinion which affirmeth the Son to be unlike the Father: thae 
they confeffed the Sonne in all things and in all refpects to be likethe Father, and that the 
clanfe of /ikent (fe differed nothing from the'fenfe of One fubftance, When they had made 
_ this proteltation by word of mouth,he requireththem to do the fame in. writing. They im- 
mediatly exhibite unto him a fupplication whrereinthe forme of faith publifhed and eftabli- 
fhed by the Councell of 2 ice was comprifed: And left that I feeme over tedious untothe 
Reader, ‘my purpofe isto omit the letters they wrote from one commpany unto another, 
namely from Smyrnain Afiafrom Pifidia,llauria Pamphylia and Lycias: and, onely here to 
lay:downe the fupplication which Exfarhi fent from his lodging unto Liberivs, it was

our-defired soy and gladnes, And firft of all becaufe that thereby we perceived your faith andopinie 
on to be in all points agreeable, both with mine which am rhe meancft of you all, with the orber 
Bifvops of Italy,and the reft of the Weft countries : may wot one ly this, but alfa your legates have 
confirmed it with the teftimony of their owne hands. This Catholicke and Apoftolicks faith we 
do acknowledge,which from the the Councell of Nice bitherto,hath firmely and unviolably conti- 
nied, Ths was the faith that your legats protefted: in thes faith with notable courage they have 
accurfed all the crooked fteps of cankred opinions, aud quenchedall the. fieryfoarkles that flafhed 
thereof.

andnow they communicate together with us: once I fay againe all they prefently are earneft and ALTIUS, 
xealoufly bent againft the heretical opinion of Aris and his followers.T he which thing when your 
legats had throughly examined and deepely weyed with them/(elves, they freely fubfcribed in your

Godbave you im his tuition 
well beloved brethren, The legats of Eufathins company having gotten th efe letters, tooke 
their. journey into’ Citi/ia:where after that a Synod of Sicilian Bilhops Was calledtogether, <0 & 
they protefted in like fort before them, that they imbraced the faith of One (ubftance: there ° ae 
alfothey ratifie the forme of faith efablifhed by the councell of Nice, W hen they had alfo 
procured thefe Bifhops letters touching the fame matter,together w ith the Epiftle of Zibe- 

rius unto the Ea(t Churches,{traight way they returne home, The Eafterhe Bifhops after the 

receipt of Liberius Epiltle; fent legats into every city of them whichdefended ‘the faith of 

One fubftance requelting them with one confent to aflemble at Paris in Citiera : partly tor 

to tatifie the Nicene creed,and partly for toremove all {chifine and contention ralfedin the 

Church fince that time: The which peradventute had beene done, ifthat &adoxins the Avian 

Bithop who was in great favour with the Emperor,had not withftood it : who alfo fot'the 
fammoning thereof was wotiderfully incenfed, fo that afterwards he divertly vexed them, 

Sabinus alfo in his book intitled the Colle@ion of the Councels, repotteth in like fore that 

the Afacedonians communicated by their legats with Libersas,and ratified the Nicene Creed, 


The councel!

Arians placed Demopilus in his roome.But fuch as imbraced the faith of One fubfiance {ine 
pofing now they had got fit opportunity, chofe Evagrix:,a man of theirowne opinion, He 
was confecrated Bifhop by Ex/ta.hins, who of old had beene Bith op of Antioch, andthe 
Jately had beene by Jovsanns called home from exile, and at that time by chance remained 
(though in fecret )at Conftantinople,for to confirme {uch as were of the faith of One Subfiance 
* This being done, the e4riaxs began againe with furious motion to perfecute the faithful 
Chriftians, fo that tidings thereof came quickly tothe Emperors eares, He fearing greatl 
leaft the feditious tumult of the vulgar fort,(hould overthrow the city,fent out of Wicwnieided 
Into Conftantinople,great power of armed fouldiers : and commanded withall,that both the 
confecrator and the confecrated Bi(hop, fhould be banifhed one to one place, the other‘into 
another country, Wherefore Eu/tathias was exiled into Bszya acity of Thracia, and Evan 
£ri#s was conveyed into another city, When the world favoured the Arians in this fort they 
{et up themfelves,they crowed infolently over the Chriltians, they fcourged,reviled impri- 
foned, merced, and laid upon themall the grievous and intollerable burthens they could de- 
vife. The true Chriftians being thus eppeta with extreame dealing, went. unto the E mpe- 
ror,befought moft humbly ofhim,that ifnot altogether, yet at lealt wife he would eafe them 
of fome part of their troubles ; but where they thought to have found favour, there were 
they fouly deceived,, infomuch they hoped to obtaine Juftice'at his hands which was their 
deadly foe, and the caufe of all the wofull calamity. * For when as thofe god] y and religj- 
ous men of the prieftly order, being in number 80. and fentin the name of all the ret into 
Nicomedia,( as namely the moft famous Urbanus,T heedorus,and Afenedesn ‘) made fuppli- 
cation unto the Emperour, opened unto hinytheir stiefe, certified him of the injuries they 
fuftained at the hands.of the -47tans: he although he was Wonderfully incenfed againtt

"od: fins to lay them in hold,and punifh them with death. The kind of death infomnch it 
Was new and {trange, I thinke beft to paint it forth in paper to the knowledge of the pofte- - 
mtyintimeto come, The Lieutenant fearing greatly leaft ifhe fhould execute them in the 
open face of the Citizens, the common people would be on an uprore, and fet upon him: 
made them beleeve that he would banith them the countrey. They tooke thethreats of 
exile in good part. The Lieutenant commanded them to haften unto the rode to goe 

on bord, and take fhipping, as if they wereto be conveyed into forreine and farre coun- 
tries: yet charged he the marriners, that when they came into the maine fea, they

There arofe by chance a mighty 
eafterne wind,which drave the fhip with violence, fwiftly to fulcate the feas and continue 
fo long until fhe arivéd.at the haven‘called D acidizws: where in the end,together with thofe 
godly men; the was utterly confiumed to afhes. Yet thereport goeth, and rife itis in every 
mans mouth, that this crull and horrible act was not long after unrevenged. Por immediatly 
all Phrygia was plagued with ‘afore and lamentable famine: {fo that many of the inhabi- 
tants of that countrey were conftrained of neceffiry ‘to fly utito Conffantinopte and to other 
provinees forneceflary food. The city of Conftantinople though it find and relieve an infinite 
multitude of men, yet there is great plenty and abundance ofall things, partly by reafon that 
all neceflaties are caried thither by fea,and partly for that Eaxinus is {0 nigh, and conveierh’ 
thither great tore of graine,

the Eafterne parts of the world,but alfo not fatisfied with this punifhment,tormented them 
with divers grievous devices, and executed a far greater number then wee {pake of before, 
with findry kinds ofdeath, but {pecially with drowning of them in the waves of the fea, 
* Furthermore let us here call toremembrance the horrible a& committed by him at Edeffa 
a.city. in A4efopotamia. In that city there is agoodly and gorgeoustemple, called S, Thomas 
the Apoftles, where infinite troopes of men, forthi¢reVerend opinion conecived of the holy 
place;are wont to frequent. Valens being defitous to fee it,although he knew fall well that 
all thofe flocking affemblies detefted his hereticall opinion’: asthe report goeth, gave the 
Lieutenant a blow withhis fit, becanfe he had not feattered thofe conventicles, as he had 
charged him before. When the Lieutenant, for'all this grievous contumely, framed himfelfe, 
thoughunwillingly, to.obey the Emperors-wrath and difpleafare : he gave notice privil 
hereofiunto them .(for it was far from his mind to-fall'a murthering of fo mahy godly citt- 
Zens) that none {hould fhew his face in the teitiple, that none fhould be found raifing ofany 
coliventicle : but not:one made account of his advice,neither weighed of his threatssfor the 


mead He Emperor Valens weighed not at al this erievous famine,went forth on his journ

day following all flocked in great companies tothe temple. And while the Lieutenant hafte+ 


hed with great power of armed fouldiers unto the temple, ‘ to the end he might fatisfie the 
boyling heat of the Emperors ftomacke, a fimple-woman leading a child inher hand, all in 
hat brake the ray, and thrutt her felfe into the throng of armed fouldiers to paffe on her 
voyage. Dhe Lieutenant being moved therewith, calleth the woinan before him, reafoneth 
withherin this fort, Thou fond and unfortunate woman, whither tunneft thou fo rafhly ? 
Thither(faid the)where others do haften. Haft not thou heard(faith he )thacthe Lieutenant 
will execute as many as he finds there?I heard it(faid fhe)and therfore I go thither in all the 
haft,that I may be found there.But whither(faidihe )leadeft thou this child? That he alfo(faid 
fhe)may.be accounted:in the number of Mattyrs. W hen the Lieutenant heatd this,he conje- 
Cured thereafter of thereft, Thereupon he got him unto the Emperor, and giveth bimto 
underftand, that all from the higheft unto the lowelt, prepared themfelves to die in the 
quarrell and defence of their faith:he added moreover,that it was very rath and without all 
reafon,that fo great a multitude, in fo fhort a {pace,fhould fo fodenly be executed, and in fo 
faying hy fella perfwadine of the Emperor fo long untill his words prevailéd; and the Em-

Chriftian Religion,the which colourably he pretended,executed divers whom he fafpetted

prime of his flourifhing youth he difdained of wedlock, yet when he was exhorted by fome MO pid 
of his friends, not to invey fobitterly againft mariage, bue to take a wife, he yeelded unto 
them,and was maried.Immediatly he led the new maried {poufe by the hand otit of the par- 

lour, with the wonted pompe and folemnity, into the bride chamber? when their friends 

were gone, hetooke the New Teftament in his hand, read the Epiftle of Saint Pa#/unto 

the Corinthians + expounded unto his wife out of the Apoftle, fuch doGtrine as concerned 
wedlock:enterlaced many other exhortations borrowed out of other writers: laid before 

her the difcommodities of mariage,how heavy a cafe was the company of manand wife to- 

gether, what bitter pangsand griping gricfes women great with child have at thedelive= 
ranceoftheir burthen, He added moreover unto thefe, the care and forrow incident to the 
education and bringing up of children: laft ofall, he rehearfed the vertues and commodities 

annexed unto virginity : how the pure life, the undefiled and unftanched vefiell, was free 

from all the forefaid annoyances and cumbrances: and that virginity commended us highly, 

and prefented us next unto God, When he had ufed thefe and the like reafons with his 

wife, as yet being a virgin, they prevailed fo much, that fhe was perfwaded before their 
comming together, to forget the wonted familiarity of man and wife. Wherefore both 

they having concluded among themfelves touching the premiffes, got them immediatly un- 

tothe mount Nitria,where for a feafon they led monatticall life in a blind cottage, with- 

out refpect of fexe, not thinking either on man or wife; for they wereas the Apoftle faith, 

one body in Chrift. Ina while after the new maried {poufe, the undefiled virgin, reafoneth 

thus with Ammon, It becommethnot you,infomuch you have vowed temperancie and cha- 

Rity, tohave a woman in your { ight in fo narrow and {trait aroome, Wherefore if you 

thinke my advice any thing to the furtherance of continency and vertuouslife, let us both 
feverally leade folitary and monafticall lives, Thus they agreed betweene themfelves, and 

parting afunder one from the other, {pent fo the reft of their daies. Both abftained from 

wine and oyle : their food was dry bread : they fafted {omtimes one whole day,fometimes 

two, fome other times more. e4ntony who lived in thofe daies (as Athanafins Bifhop of Antony. 
Alexandria writeth in his life) faw the foule of Amon after his deceafe caried up of the 

Angels into heaven, Wherefore many becaine earneft and zealous followers of Ammons 

trade of life: fo that the mount Nitria and Scitis were full of religious men, whofe lives {e- 

verally to pen, would require a peculiar volume, But in fo. much there were of them many 

fingular and rare men, renowned for their monatticall difcipline, and partly alfo for their. 
Apoftolike trade of life, famous alfo for many notable acts and fage fentences, worthy of’ 
immortall memory, it fhall not bee amiffe in my opinion, to cull out, and here lay downe 

divers things which may feeme commodious for the profit of the (tudious readers. The re- 

port goeth that Ammon never beheld his naked body : and that he was wont to fay : that 

it was afhamefall thing in a monk,to delight himfelfe with the fight of his bare sxsn. Of the fame 

man it is reported, that going about by chanceto paffe over ariver, and very loth to fhift 
himfelfe,to have prayed unto God, that he might not be foiled,neither hindred ofhis entet- 
prizeran Angell to have come and conveyed him over unto the further banke.Didymss allo qj Jy mays, 
another monk having lived go.yeares,is {aid in all that {pace, never to have, kept company 

With man, _Arfenins of the fame vocation, was never wont to excommunicate the yONSer 4, /enivs, 
fort when they had offended, but fuch as profited very much in the monaftical difcipline.His . 

reafon was this: 4 yong man when he  chaftifed(faith he )with exconsmunicationforthwith wil 
difdaine,and take she matter in [nuffe:but he that profiterh,will qusckly pe rceive the gricfe and be 

fare pricked with punifomext.Pior was Wont to cate ashe walked & being cegaiarenees whys Piotr

did fo2 madé this anfwer: that he took not feeding for a feverall work,bit as an od or fuperflacus 
thing.Unto another that asked of him the like,he gave this anfwer: Aly behaviour as as yon 
See ,leaft the mind by pampering of the carkaffe be puft up with flefoly pleafure. Ifidorus afirmed 
that for the {pace of forty yeares; his mind had not confented to fin, that he had never yeel- 
ded to ficfhly luft, or furtous anger. Pambo afimple andan unlearned man, came unto his 
friend to learne a Pfalme, and hearing the firft verfe of the thirty and eight Pfalme, which 
isthustead: Ifatd Iwill take heed unto my waies,’ that I offend not in my tongue, would not 
heare the fecond,but went away faying s This one ver[e ts enough for me, if Ilearne it as J 
eught to do,And when as his teachér blamed him for abfenting himfelfe whole fix moneths, 
he anfwered for himfelfe, that as yet he had not well learned the firft verfe, Many yeares af- 
ter that, whenas one of his acquaintance demanded of him, whether he had learned the 
verfe: hefaidagaine: that innineteene yeares he had {carce learned in life to fulfill that 
one line, The fame man when as one delivered him money to the reliefe of the poore, aad 
faid tell the fumme,made anfwer : We need no counsers, but a found mind and a fetled con|ci= 
ence, The report goeth that at the requelt of e4thanafins the Bifhop he came from the de- 
fert into ed/exandria, and feeing there a certaine light woman, fumptuoufly attyred and 
gorgeoully arayed,to feed the eyes of fond people, to have burft out into teares, And being 
demanded what the canfe was, and wherefore he wept,to have anfwered, that two things 
moved him to lament very fore, One was, that he faw the gay and painted woman to run 
headlong into deftruction ; the other was that he was not fo carefull and earneft in plea- 
fing of God,as fhe btified to baite and entrap men already burthened with finne and iniqui= ° 
ty.Another faid:the Adonke that lived idlely and laboured not for his living, was no otherwife 
to be taken, then for athiefe,arcgne,or a vagabond, Petirus atnan ofgréat skillin metaphy= 
ficall and divine conteimplation, gave out one precept or other continually unto fuch as cen- 
ferred with him : “his manner was to conclude every fentence witha prayer, Among the 
forefaid religious men of that time, there were two of equall fame and tenowne, of like 
piety and vertue, of one name and appellation, either was called Wacarias, the one of 
theupper part of Egypr, the other of Alexandria it felfe : both flourifhed and excelled ig 
many things, as monafticall difcipline,inftitution of godly life,right converfation,and (trange 
miracles, The Egyptian Macarius cured fo many men, caft out fo many divels out of fach 
as were poflefled ofthem,that all the wonderfull a@s he wrouglit,defire a peculiar volume, 
He mingled auftere feverity with temperate reverence and gravity towards them which 
reafoned or dealt withhim. The Alexandrian Macarius, although in all other things he 
fully refembled him,yet inthis one point was he farre from his difpofition, for he behaved 
himfelfe cheerefull and pleafant towards all them that talked with him,fo that with his cure 
teous civility ,and comely mirth, he allured many young men unto the monatticall trade of 


(living. Evagrius was adifciple of theirs, who at the firft was a Philofopher in word, bue 


afterwards indeed and truth it felfe. This man was firlt made deacon at Conftantizopleby 
Gregory Naxianzen: thence together with him went he into Egype, & there had conference 
with the aforefaid religious men : he became an earneft follower of their trade of life, and 
wrought as many miraeles as both the Afacarinfes before him, He wrote learned bookes, 
one intitled the monk,or of that trade of life which confilteth of praétifesanother called Gno- 
fricus of {cience or knowledge,devided into fifty chapters : athird Antirreticus, thatis, a 
confutation collected out of holy Scripture, again{t the temptation of divels, devidedinto 
cight parts, refembling very fitly the number of the eight devifes or imaginations of mans 
mind.Moreover he wrote fix hundred problemes, tothe underftanding of things to come, 
Unto thefe are added two bookes in verfe, one unto the monkes inhabiting the monafteries 
and publicke affemblies : the other unto him that leadeth a virgin life: what fingnlar bookes 
thefeare, I referre it unto the judgement of thereader. Yet opportunity ferveth (in my 

opinion) prefently to alledge here, fome part of his booke called the Monke, and tolinke 

it With this our hiftory, for thus he writeth The inflitution and trade of: life laide 

downe by the monkes of old.is ueceffarily to be knowne of us,and furthermore we have to dire 

our waies thereafter. For they uttered many fage fentences, and did msany notable and worthy 

atis Of which number,one [aid,that adrie and {pare kind of diet, at all times precifely kept (ming- 

ling brotherly charity and love withall ) would quickly purge mans mind of all perturbation and 

fond humour of humane and earthly affection. The fame man delivered a certaine brother 
shat was wonderfully tormented in the night fealon with {pirits,for be charged him oe with 

Cvotiors 
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devotion to minifter wato the poore fafting Being demanded why : There ts 10 way (faith he) to 
quench the fiery heate of perturbation, fo foone as by almes and charity, One of them which at 
that time were called wife,came nnto Antony the jaft and reafoned with him; faying : O father, 
how can you prolong your daies, being bereaved of that folace and comfort, which ws by reading 
of bookes, and perufing of holy writers ? My book O Philofopber (faid Anteny ) us the couteme 
plation o f all the creatures under heaven, in the which as often as I ams difpofed, Imay reade the 
swonderfull works and writings of God, The old Egyptian Macarius; the. chofex vef[el, deman- 
ded of me the reafon why, when we remember the injtries that men do unto us, we doe weaken 
the feat of memory ingraffed in the mind: but when we call to remembrance [uch {pite as the dis 
vell oweth us, the memory taketh no burt: and when I maxed what to an[wer, and requefted him 
torefolve me the doube, he (aid: that the former perturbation was contrary to nature, the latter 
agreeable with the heat and anger of nature, Furthermore,when I came unto the holy father Ma- 
carins, about noone time, in the heate of the day being fore a thirft, and requested of hin a 
draught of water:‘Be content (faith be) with the fhade, for many that travell on carth, and many 
that traffick by Sea,have not that. When that Ireafoned with him of continency : God fend thee 
well to do O fonne ((aith he) thefe twenty yeares have not [taken my fill either of bread, or wam 
ter,or fleepe. ForI ate bread by weight, and dranke water by meafure,and flept few boures, my 
manner is to leane unto a wall andfotake anap, Actrtarne Moke underftanding of his fathers 
death, told hin that bronght bins the tydings thus ; Hold thy peace (friend) utter no fach blaf- 
phemie for my father is immortal, A cert aine brother fold the New Teftament, being bw onely 
booke, and gave the money toreleeve the poore,and uttered a worthy faying withall: Ihave fold 
the fame book which faith, Sell all that thou haft, and give to the poore.T here 1 acertaine Ife not 
far from Alexandria northward, fituated over the brook of Marie, where there dwelleda Monkof 
the (ek of Guoftici a notable man, he [aid that all whatfoever the Monkes dia, were done for five 
caufes: for God, for nature, for cuft ome for neceffity,and for hanay work, At another time hefaid, 
that naturally there was but one vertue, Jet becaufe of the powers and faculties of the foule 
where her feate refteth,the fame one was devided into [undry parts and members. The light of the 
Sunne( [aith he) wanteth forme and figure,yet by reafon o the windowes and chinkes, through the 
which it pierceth,it ts [aid to bave afigure. It is reported of him that unto another Monke be faid 
ibis : Ido therefore cet off all occafion and baites of flefhly pleafure, to the end I may expell every 
humorr that tendeth to beate of anger, Lam wersly perfwaded, that this heate of anger conten 
deth for pleafure, difquieteth the quiet difpofition of my wsind, and bereaveth mine anderftan- 
ding of her force; Another fatherly old man fad: That love or charity could never hoord or 
lay up great feore of meate & mony. A ‘gaine he (aid, that to hit knowledge, the divell never deces- 
wed him twife in one thing, Thefeamong other things hath &vagrius remembered in his 
booke entituled,7 be trade of life which confifteth of prattife. In his book called Gzafticus, he 
Writeth thus: That there are foure vertues and fo many offices or funttions belonging unto them, 
we have learned of Gregory the Iuft: Prudence ,Fertitude, Tensperance, and Inftice. The office of 
Prudence, is to contemplate thofe faculties that appertaine nnto the mind, (thefe he afirmedto 
proceed of wifedorse ) without intermedling with words. The office of fortitude, 1 firmely to perfift 
in the truth, and though therefore thoufuffer grievous torment, yet it is thy part never to yeeld 
unto falfhood, The office of Temperance, ii to receive feeds of the higheft and fapreame husbana- 
man,and to put hin by that poppeth in any other feed. Laff of all,the office of Inftice,ts to render an 
account of every thing worthily: he faid that this vertue acknowledged fome things obfcurely, fig 
nified other things darkely, explicated (ome things openly.to the profit of the ignorant andunleare 
ned. Balilins of Cappadocia, the pillar of trath, faid: that the knowledge which ene man lear- 
neth of another,zs made perfect by continual ufe andexercife : but that which through the grace of 
‘God is ingraffed in the mind of man, 15 made abfolute by juftice gent leneffe, and charity: And 
that they which are (ubjeét unto perturbation, may bee partakers of the former, but of the 
batter they onely which are purged of all [ach heate and motion, who alfo while they pray ante 
God, doe behold the proper and peculiar light of the mind [hinsng to the comfort 0 their 
foules, Bleffed Athanafius likewife, the light of all Egypt, faid that Mofes was commanded 
to fet the table northward: let thems therefore which are in contemplation remember alvaies who 
the adverfary is which afjanltecth thems, and fee that they exdure manfelly all temptations? and 
that t bey refrels and relieve cheerefully all fach as frequent Hato thems.  Serapion Bifhop of 
Thmuis [pake much like an Angell, that the mind which feedeth upon frirituall knowledge, muft 
throughly be cleaned : that the parts of the mind, which boile with gy heat of rage, rr

and in the alteration of all the creatures under heaven: the precepts of providence thon (halt pers 
ceive, in thofe meanes whereby we arc drawne from vice and ignorance unto vertne and knowe 
bedge, Thefe things have we borrowed ont of Evagrivs bookes, and alledged here for the 
profit of the (tudious reader. Another monk there was a very notable man called dsmonj 
xs, who by chance being at Rome together with eAthanafius, was nothing curious, he des 
fired to fee nothing of all the gay and gorgeous building of the city,fave the temple of Perep 
and Paul, The fame man being urged with a Bifhoprick,fled away fecretly,cut ofthis right 
eare,that the deformity of his body might be a canonicall impediment, {o that he fhould not 
be chofen Bifhop. Afterwards when that £ vagrins (being chofen Bifhop by Theophilus Biz 
fhop of Alexas ‘ria)had run away without maiming any part of his body,and by chance met 
Ammoxius, whom he merily taunted for committing fo hainous an offence in cutting of his 
eare, and that he fhould anfwer for it before God : Amsmonius anfwered: And doeft thoy 
think Evagrizs to efcape punifhment, for that of felfe love thou haft fhut up thy mouth,and 
not ufed the gift and grace which God hath given thee? There were at that time fundr 
other rare and fingular men of thofe religious houfes,of whom to make rehearfall Would be 
too long, for that in running over their feverall lives, and the ftrange miracles Wrought b 
them,by reafon of their fingular vertue and holinefle,we fhoufd farre digrefle from our for= 
mer difcourfe, Wherfore ifany man be defirous to know farther of their acts,to underftand 
more of their trade of life, to learne their profitable fayings and fentences, to be intruded 
how they ftrove with béafts,and overcame them: let him reade the booke of Paladins the 
monke, who was the difciple of Evagrius. the which he wrote only ofthem, For all that 
appertained unto them, is fully laid downe theré, where alfo there is adifcourfe of the wo- 
men which led the like trade of life with the aforefaid holy men. Evagrius and Palladiué 
flourithed in a while after the death of Valens. But now let us retarne thither where we left,

Of the religions men that were exiled,and how that God wrought miracles by 
them,and drew all men unto him, 


again(t all that maintained the faith of Oxe fubffance throughout tlexandria and 
Egypt,all was deltroyed,whileft that fome were brought before the barre, fome 
clapt in prifon,fome others diverfly tormented ; tor they vexed them with fandry panifh- 
ments which led a peaceable and quiet life. When thefe things were practifed at Alexane 
dria according unto Lucivs his pleafure, when that Fuzoins alfo was come back from en- 
ésech,the captaine with great power toge:her with the company of Lucius the e4rian( who’ 
Was nothing behind, but without all compaffion vexed thefe holy men farre more grievou- 
fly then the fouldiers did) marched forwards, towards the monatteries of Egypt,W hen they 
came tothe place,they fund the men after their wonted manner, powring out prayers un- 
to God, curing of difeafes, cafting out ofdivels. Thefe men making no account of miracles, 
would not fuffer them in their accuftomed places to accomplifh their ufuall lyrurgy,but cha- 
fed them away. Neither were they conrent with this,but proceeded forwards in their mad~ 
nefic,and (tirred up the heady and rath multitude againf{t them, This, Ruffinus reporteth hime 
felfeto have feene, and to have heene partaker with the n of the fame calamity. Then the 
things {ecified by the A poftle,feemed in them to be fulfilled anew. For many of them were 
{et at noughr, fcourged, {poiled of their raiment, fettered in prifon, crufhed with ftones, bes 
headed with bloody fwords, fhut up in the defert, covered with fheepe and goats skins,de- 
tute of aid and fuccour,grievoufly affiided, wonderfully troubled with adverfity, whom 
the world was not worthy to enjoy, neither the earth to beare fo holy aburthen : man: 
Wandred in deferts and dangerous waies,they hidthemfelues in mountaines, in dennes, in 
caves,and hollow rocks, Thefe affli@ions they fuffered for their faith, for their i for 
their 


V Hen the Emperor Valens had by law ordained that perfecution fhould be raifed 
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their gift of healing,the which God miracnloufly wrought by them. Yet as we have to con- 
jecture, it pleafed the providence of Almighty God, thatthey fhould endure fuch gteat ca-~ 
lamities, to the end their mifery might be a medicine to reduce other unto the health of 
their foules,purchafed by God himfelfe. The énd proved that the premifes were no leffe, 
For after that thefe notable men,through their invincible patience and fufferance, had over- 
come thete fimdry and manifold torments, Lucius being deceived of his purpofe,perfwaded 
the captaine to exile the fathers and ringleaders of thefe religious men, by name Adacarius 
the Ezypi jan,and Macarins the Alexandrian, Thefe men were bantfhed into an ifle where 
there was not a Chriftian, In this ifle there was an idoll grove, whom all the inhabitants 
worfhipped for,their god, When thefe holy men came thither, alt the divels that were con 
verfafit there, began to tremble for feare. At that time fach a miracle as followeth is {aid to 
have been wrought. The priefts daughter was faddenly poffefied of adivell, the raged out 
of meafure,and kept a foule ftirre, neither could her fury any kind of way be mitigated,but 
fhe exclaimed and cried out againft thefe godly men;faying : Why came ye hither tochate 
ng away? Tbenthe holy men revealed:and made manifeft unto all thofe inhabitants, the gift 
which God had beftowed upon them. | For they caft the divell out of the maid, they deliver 
her-fafe and found unto her parents, and convert both prieft and people unto the Chriftiar’ 
faith: Immediarly. they changed their religion, and were baptized, and willingly embraced 
the fervice of Almighty God. Wherfore thofe holy men being grievoutly perfecuted for the 
faith of One fubfance, were provedand fufficiently tried themfelves, miniftred both health 
and falvation wnto others, and alfo confirmed that holy and reverend faith. 


Cuare XX. 


Of Didymus 4 blind man.y°t of great skill and knowledge, 

«Bont that tiaie God raifed in the world another rare and fingular man, by whofe 
AN nieanes he made the faith to fourifh : for Didymus a notable man, excelling in all 
LA kind-of literature, was famous at that time, Who béinga yong man,and entring into 
the principles of learning, was Wonderfully plagued with fore eyes, fo long uotill that at 
length he was bereaved of all'his fight. But God in {teed of the outward fence of the eye,en- 
dued him of his poodneffe with rare gifts and winderftanding of rhe mind, For lool what he 
could not atrairiewnto by the eye,that got he by the eare. Becaufe that of a child he was of 
great fowardnes,fharp witted,and of fingulat capacity,he farre excelled all the famous wits 
of his time, For he was quickly feene in all the precepts of @rammer: Rhetorick he ran over 
footierthen theother: it was a wonder to'fee in how fhort a fpace he. profited greatly in 
philofophy : fir he'learned Legick, next Aritometick, then Mufick; afterwards the reft of 
the liberall arts,the which he fo applied,that he'was able to’ encounter with them whe by 
the helpe of their eye-fight had profited very mucli therem. He was {o perfec in the Old 
and New Teftament; that he made thereupon many corimentaries, He publifhed thrée 
bookd of rhe Trinity.’ He interpreted the books of Origen intituled Of principal beginnings, 
left commentaries thereof,commended the books highly;condemned’for fooles fuch as not 
underftanding what he wrote; found fault withthe works,and accufed the writer. W hefe- 
foreifany be defirots to know the profound skilland greatftudy of Dsdymaws, ler hit per- 
afe his works,and there he fhall be fully perfwaded. The report goeth that’ Astony a good 
while-ago,inthe time of the Emperot//a/ens,comming out ofthe defert;becanfe of the 47 
avs,into the city of Alexandria had conference with this Didynens and ufiderftanding of his 
great skill’and knowledge,he faid unto him: Let st nor grieve thee at all (OD sdymus) that 
thon.art bereaved of the corporall eyes and'carnall fight,» for though thou want fuch eyes 
as. commonly -are'given tofii¢s and gnats for fafery, yet haft tho eréatly to reyoyce, that’ 
the eyes wherewith the Angels do behold, «wherewith God hiinfelfe is'{eene, wherewith 
the cleare fhining of the celeftiallGod-head is tomprehénided,: are notidigged out of thy 
head; Thefe as they fay, were the words of Antony unto Didjnens.At that tine Didyma was 
agreat patron,anddefender of the true faith againft the Arians: he withftood them, he dif¥ 

folyed their captious fallacies,and confuted cheix lewd andfalfe arguments. 1 OBS 
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O f Bafilius Bibop of Cc afareain ( appadecia,and Gregory Bifhop of Makiaienin, ; i. 


dyia;{o in other cities did Baftlins of (e(area and Gregory of Nazxianzum,of whomnow 
fit opportunity is miniftred to difcourfe, . Although the fame of themisrife in ever 
mans mouth, and the great profit that arifeth by their works,is of great force,to their praife 
and commendation + yet {eeing tharthen the Chriftian faith was greatly furthered by them, 
as by two great lights, it is our part to fay f{omewhat of them, If in cafe that any will come 
pare Bafilivs with Gregory,and with long difcourfe conferre the life and learning of the one 
with the other, it will be long ere he {hall be able to difcerne whether to preferre of then 
both, They were both equally ‘matched for right trade of life, for each kind of knowledge, 
divine and prophane. Being young men in thefloure of their youth,they heard at Arhenethe 
famous Rhetoricians Hymerius and Proerefiusiafterwards at Antioch in Syrsa,they frequen- 
ted the fchoole of Libavsus in theend they excelled in Rketorick, When they were. thoughe 
worthy men to deliver unto the world the precepts of philofophy,& were intreated of inaz 
ny to take that function upon them: whemas.alfo others perf{waded with them to become 
Orators:they fet nought by both thofe trades,they def{pifed the manner and guife of Rhetoz 
ricians,and gave themifelves untofolitary and monafticall life.. Wherefore as foone as they 
had futticiently. profited in philofophy, under‘a certaine reader who then was a profeflorat 
Antioch they provided for themfelves the commentaries of Origen (who. then was famous 
throughout the world) and learned out of them to expound and interpret the holy & facred 
Scripture, Being exercifed in them, they valiantly encountred withthe Arians, And whén 
asthe Arians alleaged Origens books, forthe confirmation of their hereticall opinion, they 
refuted their ignorance:and fhewed-by plaine demonftrations, that they underftood not the 
mind and meaning of Origen, For Exnomius a favourer of that fed, and as many Arians as 
were of greate{t reputation, and accounted the profoundett clerks, in re{fpect of all the reft, 
when they difputed. with Gregory and Bafil, proved themfelves fooles, and unlearned’per- 
fons. Bafi/ firlt of all being ordained Deacon of ALeletizes Bithop of Antioch, afterwards 
Bifhop of ( ¢farea in Cappadocia, where he was borne : gave himfelfe wholy to the furthes 
rance & profit of the Church of God. W hen he feared greatly lealt the new-device of Arine 
braine would creepé throughout the provinces of Pontus,he got himintothofe parts inall 
the haft,and ordained.there the exercife of monatticall life,infiruéted men in his opinion,and 
confirmed the wavering mind of weaklings in the faith, Gregory alfo being made Bifhopof 
Nazianznm,a meane city of Cappadocia, whereof his father had beene Bifhiop before him 
did the likeunto, Ba/i/s doings, As he pafféd throughout the cities, he-confirmed the faint 
and weake in the faith : by oft vifiting of (onftantinople, he fetled with his graveleffons — 
and great learning,the minds of all them that imbraced the faith of One fubStance. |- Wheres 
forein a fhort while after;he was by the voice and confent of inany Bifhops, chofen Bifho 
of Conftantinople, When the fame of themboth was blazed fo farre that it came to the 
Emperour Valens eares, in all: the halt hee gave forth commandement, that Bajil fhould 
be brought from Cefarea before himtoe4ntioch, He wasno fooner come, but the: Em- 
perour charged he fhould be brought before the tribunall feate of the Prefident. When the 
Prefident demanded of him,why,and wherefore he liked no better of the Emperors relioi- 
on? Bafil-unfainedly and freely. {pake his mind of the Emperouts opinion, yet highly 
commended the faith of One fubftance. Whenthe PreGdent threatned him with prefent — 
death :- I would to, God . (faith Bafi/) it would fall ont {> well on my fide, that Dinight 
leave this carkaffe of mine in the. quarrell of Chrift,in the defence of my head and captaines 
When the prefident advifed him againe and againe, toremember himielfe- better, there.)

Inawhile 
after the Emperour:Va/ens fonne,by name Galates, of youthly and tender. yeares,. fell into’ 
fo dangerous adifeafe; that the Phyfitions gave him up, defpairing of his recovery : whofe 
mother Dominica the Emprefie told her husband. the Emperour, that the fame night-{he® 
Was wonderfully difquieted iti her fleepe with uglefome fhapes,and dreadfull vifions of di 
vels and wicked fpirits: that the child was vifited with ficknefle becanfe of the contu- 
gely and reproch he had done unto Bafil the Bifhop.The Emperour marking diligently the 
ae ee words 
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words of his wife, muzed a while,and pondered them with him(felfe,at length refolved him- 

felfe what was to be done,fent for Ba/id,& becaufe he would know the truth,reafoned thus ¢ 
with him:If thy faith and opinion be true,pray that my fon die not of this difeafe.Then Ba- Ses Baft 
filantwered, If thou wilt promife me to beleeve as Ido, and if thou wilt bring the Church and fhe Aca 
unto wnity and concord,thy child no doubt fhalllive. When the Emperor would notagree gmperor Va- 
nnto this, let God (faith Baf!) deale with the child as pleafeth him. Immediatly after this /ens. 
conference Ba/i/ was fet at liberty,and forthw ith the child died. Thus much have we runne 

over of both thefe mens doings. They both left behind them unto the pofterity many nota-

Nfomuchthat many are deceived, partly becaufe of the name, and partly becaufe of the 
Tivorts attributed unto Gregory: we have to learne that there was another Gregory borne 
AL in Neocafarea a city of Pontus, who was the difciple of Origeu,and far more ancient then 
the former. men we Hat of even now. This Gregory is much fpoken of,not only at Athens, 
and at Berytus but throughout Pontus and in manner throughout the whole world.As foone 
ashe had left the famous fchoole of Athens,he gave himfelfe at Berytws unto the {tudy of the 
civill lawes:and hearing there that Origsen profefied divinity at Cefarea, got him thither in 
all the batt, And when he had been the auditor of the heavenly doctrine, he made no account ? 
ofthe Romane lawes, but leaned thenceforth unto that. W herefore having learned of him Gregory Bithop 
the true philofophie, at the commandement of his parents he returned unto his native coun- of Neocaxfarea 
try. Being alay man he wrought many miracles,he cured the ficke,he chafed divels away by Gregory Bifhop 
h’s Epittles,he converted the Gentiles and Ethnicks unto the faith, not onely with words, 2 Bi aN 
but with deeds of far greater force, Pamphilus Martyr made mention of him in his bookes biothee F B ys 
written in the defence of Origen, where the oration Of Gregory in the praife of Origen is laid fi.

Bout that time the Novatians inhabiting Phrygia changed the daies appointed by the 
councell of Nice for the celebration of Eaffer, but how that came to paffe I will de- 
clare as fooneas Ihave laid downe the caufe arid originall why fo fevere a canon of 
the Novatian Church prevailed {o much with the Phrygian and P aphlagonian nations. No- 
vatus the prielt fevered himfelfe from the Church of Rome, becaufe that Cornelis the Bi- 
fhop received into the communion after repentance the Faithfull that fell from the Church, 
and had facrificed unto Idols in the perfecution under Decins thé Emperour.. When he had 


devided himfelfe from the Church for the aforefaid cainfe, firft he was made Bifhop by fuch 
Bithopsas were of his opinion ; next he wrote epitles unto all Churches every where,that 
they fhould not receive as mete partakers of the holy myfteries, fiuchas had facrificed tinte 
Idols, but exhort them unto repentance, referring the forgiveneffe and re miffion unto God, 
Who is of power and authority fifficient to remit (inne, When theleters were brought 
into every province,every one judged thereof as pleafed him belt. Becatife: Nowarus had 
fignifed that fuchas after bapti{me committed a fin unto death, werenot afterwards to be 
admitted unto the communion,the publifhing of the canon feemed unto fome too fevere,un= 
to others but right and reafon, available alfo for the direction of godly life.

: Bout that time another ftrange act fell out at AZillaine, When Aaxentius, whom the 
fs Arians chofeto be Bifhop of that fea departed this life, all wasthere onan uiprore a= 
bout the election ofa Bifhop,and great ftrife there was, whilft that fome would prefetre this 
man,fome other that man unto the Bifhoprick. The tumult being raifed, Ambrofe Lieutenant 
of the city,who alfo was a Confulll, fearing greatly left that {chifme would breed mifchiefe 
in the city,came purpofely into the Church for to appeafe the fedition.: After that his pres 
fence had prevailed very much with the people, after that he had given them many notable 
exhortations,after he had mitigated the rage of the heady and rafh multitude:al on a fodaine 
with one voice and with one mouthnominated Ambrofe to their Bifhop, For in fo doing 
there was hope that all would be reconciled, and that all would embrace one faith and opt 
nion, The Bifhops that were prefent, thought verily that the uniforme voice of the people 
was the voice of God himfelfe. Wherefore without any further deliberation they take 
e4mbrofe and baptize him (tor he was a Carechumenif?) and (tallhim Bifhop. But when 
e4mbrofe came willingly to the baptifme,yet denied utterly he wotild be Bifhop,they make 
the Emperor Valentinianws privy to their doings. He wondering at the confent and agree= 
ment of the people, fuppofed that which was done to be the work of God himfelfe,and fig= 
nified unto the Bithops that they fhould obey the will of God, and commanded they fhould 
create him Bifhop ; for God rather then men preferred him unto this dignity. When e4m- 
brofe was thus chofen Bifhop, the citizens of Afillaine, whoaforetime were at difcorda- 
mong themfelves,thencetorth embraced peace and unity.

nions,the Emperor raifed great power,and made expedition againft them. The bar- 
barians under{tanding of this,and forefeeing their own weaknefle,that they were not 

able to encounter with fo great a power, fent embafladors unto the Emperor,craving of him 
that he would joyne with them in league, and eftablifh peace betweene them. As foone as 
the Embafladors had prefented themfelves before him, he feeing that they were but abjects 
and rafcals, demanded of them: What, be the re(t ofthe Sarmsatians fuch men as you are ? 
When the Embafladors had anfwered: Yea‘O Emperor, thou feeft the chiefeft of the Sars 
matian: before thee, Valextinianus was wonderfully incenfed againft them, and brake ont 
into vehement language: that the empire of Rome had ill lucke to fallinto his hands, under 
whoferaigne fo beggerly and fo abje& a kind of barbarians could not quiet and content 
themfelves with fafety within their own bounds, but they mnft take armour, rebell againft 
the Romane Empire,and fo boldly proclaime open war. He {trained himfelfe fo much in ex 
claiming againft them,that he opened every veine in his body, aad. brake the arterics.afun- 
der. W hereof there gufhed out fucha ftreame of blood,that he died in the Cattell common- 
ly called Berg iti#a, 10 the third Confulfhip of Gratianus, together with Ecetias, the fix- 
teenth of November.He lived foure and fifty yeares,and raigned thirteene, The fixt day af- 
ter the deceafe of Valentinianus, the fouldiers of Italy proclaimed Emperour Valentinsanus 
the yonget,{o called after his fathers name, who was of very tender yeares, at Aconicum a 
city in Jtaly, The re{t of the. Emperors underftanding of this,tooke the matter very grievou- 
fly,not becaufe Valentinianus who was brother to the one, and brothers fonne to the other, 
was chofen Emperor, but becanfe he was appointed without their confent, unto whom it 
belonged to create him Emperor. But both gave their confents that he fhould be Emperor; 
and thus was Valentinianus the yonger fetin the Imperiall feate of his father, We have to 
learne that this Valentinianus was got upon Iaftiva, whom his father maried for all that Se= 
vera his firft wife was alive,and for this caufe,/«/f#s the father of /#ftina,who a good w hile 
ag0 inthe raisne of Con/tantins the Emperor was Lieutenant of Picexwas, faw in his fleepe 
that his right fide was delivered of the Imperiall purple robe, When that he awoke; he told 
his dreameto fo many,that at length it came to the Emperout ( anStantins care. He thereby 
was givento conjecture, that there fhould one be borne of Juftws, which fhould be Empe= 
ror,and therfore he fent from him that (hould difpatch Ja/#w out ofthe way.W herfore [s- 
flina now bereaved of her father ,continuethavirgine, In procefle of time (he became ac- 


quainted with Severe the Empreffe, and had often conference with her, When that there

A Fter the aforefaid ftirre was ended, when the Sarmatians aflaulted the Romane domi- 
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grtie great familiarity betweene them, they uf ed both one bath for to baine themfelves. Sea 
vera leeing the beauty of this virgin as fhe bained her felfe, was wondertully in love with 
Inftina{he told the Eimperor what a goodly maid fhe was:that the daughter of Ju/tus pafled 
for beaury all che women in the world :that fhe her 4elf,though the were a woman, yet was 
wonderfully enamored with her fweet face, The Emperor printiig in his heart the words 
which feemed only to pierce but the eare, devifed with himfelfe how he might compaffe 
this beautifull /«/fina to his wife,not divorcing Severa, upon whom he had gotten Gratsas 
Awicked lav. ##, whom alfo he made Emperor a litle before. Wherefore he made a law that as many as 
would might law fully have two wives,and proclaimed it throughout every city. When the 
law was proclaimed, he took Juffina to his fecond wife. upon whom he got Valentinianus 
the yonger,and three daughters, /#/ta,Grata.and Galla, Of the which; two led their lives in 
virginity, the third,Ga/a by name, was maried to Theodofius Magnus, on whom he got his 
daughter Placitia, For he gut 4rcadiuzs and Honorius of Placidiahis former wife, But of

of opinions raigning among heathen Philofophers(for there were above three hundred opi- 

nions,and great diflention abont roles and precepts, whereunto every fect neceflarily addi- 

ted themfelves) it would feeme but a very finall thing : and that God would fet forth his 

glory by the diverfity and difcord in opinions, to the end every one might therefore the 

more {tand in awe of his majefty, becaufe it was not eafie for every one to know him per- 

fe@ly, Although he began tobe fomewhat the meeker after thefe and other fuch like pers 

{wafions which the Philofopher ufed,yet laid he not afide all his venimons {pite and angers 

for in fteed of death he punifhed the Cleargy men with exile and banifhment,fo long, untill 

+ Chap.33. in that his mifchievous enterprize was {topped upon fuch occafion as followeth,* The barbari- 
theGreeke, ans inhabiting beyond /#trum,called Goths,by reafon of civill wars, were devided into two 
parts:the one fide was led by Phritigernes, the other by Athanarichus.

How the Goths being driven out of their own country fled unto the Romane dominions, who being the Grecke, 
entertained of the Emperor, fell out to be the overthrow of the Empire,and the deftruction _., 
of the Emperor himfelfe,and how thewars with the Gothes wrought quictneffe 


to the trae Chriftians, 


Na hort while after, the aforefaid barbarians being reconciled and at one among them- 
felves, were overcome by other barbarians their own neighbours called Huxni,& driven 
out of their own countrey, fo that they were faine to flie unto the Romane Empire, they 
crooched unto the Romanes,and protefted loyalty and fubj étion. Valens hearing of this, not 
forefeeing what was like to enfue therof,commanded they fhould curtcoufly be entertained, 
and herein only fhewed himfelte clement. Wherfore he appointed them certaine countries 
of Tbracia to inhabit,and thought himfelfe happy for their comming.He thought to have of 
them at hand alwaies ready an exercifed army and {peedy hoft againft the enemy:Morcover 
that the barbarian guard'would be a greater terror untoadverfary then the Roman fouldiers, 
Thenceforth he negleéted the training of Romane fouldiers in feates of armes, and fetat 
nought old weather beaten warriours, valiant and couragious captaines. In {teed of the fonl- 
diers which were muttered and pricked throughout every village of the feverall provinces, 
he required money,commanding that for every fouldier they fhould pay fourefcore crowns, 
This he did when that he had fir(t releafed them of their tribute. This was the original caufe 
that the Romane affaires profpered not ina long time after,* For the barbarians now poffef- * Chap.35. in 
fing Tbracia,and enjoying with eafe and fecurity the Romane province, were immoderatly erie 
puft up and {wolne with profperity:they took armour again{t the Romsanes which had beene Pagiaektt cy 
their deare friends, and benificted them diverfly: they began to overrun and deftroy all the the Brittaines. 
countries about Thracia. When Valens heard of this, it was high time for himto leave exiling 
of the true Chriftians,and to turne himfelfunto thefe rebbels, Now mufed he,and caft doubts 
with himfelfe,immediatly he left Astioch and got him to Conftantinople, By this meanes the 
heat of perfecution kindled againft the Chriftians was wholy quenched. Then alfo died Ex- 
zaius the Arian Bifhop of Aatioch, the fift Confulfhip of Valens, and the firtt of Valentiniae 
nus the yonger: in whofe roome Dorotheus facceeded.

The Romane captaines hearing 
of this,thought themfelves happy if peace were concluded upon fuch a condition:and laying 
all delayes afide,they command it (hould be fo done. CAfofes therefore was taken from the 
wildernefle and fentto Alexandria for orders. When (Mo/es was come in the prefence of ares the 
Lucius who then governed the Churches of Alexandria, he refufedto receive orders at his Monke reafox 
hands,reafoning with him in this fortsJ think my felf unworthy of the prieftly order,yetifit ned thus with 
be for the profit of the Common-weale that I be called unto the funGtion,truly thou Lucius asi Aas Atie 
thalt never lay hand upon my head. For thy right hand is imbrued with (laughter and blood- pe aad 
fled, When Lucins {aid againe that it became himnotfo contumelioully to revile him, but 
rather to learne of him the precepts of Chriftian religion, AZo/es anfwered : Iam not come 
now toreafon of matters of religion, but fure 1 am of this, that thy horrible practifes againft 
the brethren prove thee to be altogether void of the true principles of Chriftian religion. 
For the true Chriftian ftriketh no man, revilethno man, fighteth withnoman: for the fer- 


vant of God fhouldbe no fighter. But thy deeds in exiling of fome, throwing of others eS

After the retnrne of Valens into Conftantinople being reviled of the people becan[e of the Goths, 
left the city and went againft she barbarians, He joyned with thems at Adrianopolss a city of 
Thracia,and was flaine the fiftieth yeare of his age and the fixteenth of hes raigne, 


He Emperor Valens entring into Con(tantinople,in his fixt Confulfhip,and the fecond 
of Valentinianus the thirtieth of AZay,found the citizens in great heavinefle, Forthe 

barbarians who lately had overrun bracia, now began to fet upon the fuburbes of 
Conftantinople, becaufe there was thenno power prepared to repell their violence. When 
the barbarians were come nigh unto the wals,the city was wonderfully forry, they lamen- 
ted their cafe,and forthwith they ftep unto the Emperor,and charge him that he entertained 
within his owne dominions, fuch as now were ready to cut his owne throate : they blame 
him that he withftood them no fooner : they condemned him becaufe he proclaimed not 
Open warres again{t them. As they run at tilt,and exercifed fuch warlike and triumphant pa- 
ftime,all with one confent ran unto the Emperonr and cried out againfthim, that he had fer 
fuch exercife at nought, faying’: give us armour and we our felves will deale with them, 
While they exclaime in this fort,the Emperour began to boile within himfelfe for anger,he 
left the city the eleventh of Juve,threatning them, that if he returned home againe fafe and 
found,he would plague the city of Conftantinople,partly becaufe they reviled him,and part- 
ly alfo for the treafon they committed againft the Empire, in aiding the rebell Procopins 
When he had threatned he would utterly deftroy the city, make iteven with the ground, 
turne ittoarrable land, for the plough to paffe through the bowels thereof: he tooke his 
volage againft the barbarians,made them recoile farre from the city: he dravethemas farre 
as eAdrionople a city of Thracia, lying in the confines of Afacedoma, As he joyned there 
with the enemy he was flaine the ninth of e4ugust.and the aforefaid Confulfhip, the fourth 
yeare of the 289.O/ympiade, Yet fome fay, that as he fledinto a certaine village, the which 
was fet on fire by the barbarian enemy, he was burned to afhes. Some other fay he threw 
afide the imperiall robe, and thruft himfelfe among the throng of footmen, and when the 
horfemen had yeelded without any great fighting, the footmen after the breaking of the 
array, as they (tood confifedty to have beene all flaine, the Emperor after throwing awa 
of the princely habit, when none could difcerne who he was, alfo to have laine among thets 
unknowne. He departed out of this life the fiftieth yeare of his age,afrer that he had raigned 


Aas Doe, thirteene yeares together with his brother, and three yeares after his deceafe. This booke

(as farre forth as we could learne) mingled therewithall battels and bloody "FS a i 
warres,at feverall times waged in fundry parts of the world,For this have we dio ayy, Ps 
done for divers caufes. Firft that things dongin wars might come to knowledge of pofteri- Dow 397s 
ty: Secondly left the Reader by continuall confideration of the Bifhops affaires, and their 
practifes every where one again(t another,fhould be overcome with tedioufneffe: but chie- 
fly that it may appeare, how when the Common-weale hathbeene tofled and turmoiled 
with troublefome diffention and difcord,the Church of God likewife (as infected with the 
fame contagious difeafe hath beene altogether out of quiet, For whofoever with diligent 
obfervation will remember the aforefaid times,without doubt he fhall perceive,that when 
the common-weale was on hurlyburly.the Church in like fort was fhaken with the ftormes 
of adverfity.For either he fhall find that both at one time were out of {quare,or that the ones 
mifery enfued immediatly after the others misfortune: and'fometime when the Charch be- 
gan to vary about religion, the Common-wealth immediatly followed after with rebellion, 
and fome other times on the contrary: fo that Iam eafily brought to beleeve, that the inter- 
changeable courfe of thefe calamities, commeth not to paffe by hap hazard, but by reafon of 
our horrible finne: that thefe mifchiefes are fent in (teed of punifhments : or as the Apoftle 
writeth: Some mens fins are open before hand, haftening before unto jdgement,and in fonse they 
follow after, For the aforefaid caufes we have mingled temporall with ecclefiafticall, pro- 
phane with divine tories, And though we could not attaine unto the knowledge of fuch 
battels as were waged in the raigne of (on/tanrine,by reafon it is fo long ago : yet have we 
enterlaced fuch acts as befell fince that time, as well as we could learne of aged and long li- 
ved men. We have therfore throughout our Hiftory made mention of the Emperours, be« 
caufe that fince they began to embrace Chriftian Religion, the Ecclefiafticall affaires feemed 
very much to depend of them:{o that the chiefe(t Councels were in times paftand areatthis The councef 
day fummoned by their confent and procurement.

G« cruelty which his uncle Valens practifed again{t the Chriftiansscalled homeagaine 

fixch as he had exiled:made a law that every fect and opinion fhould thenceforth freely 
without any moleftation frequent their w onted affemblies, except the Ewnomians, Photini- 
ans,and Manichees. And when he forefaw that the Romane Empire daily diminifhed, and 
the barbarians waxed ftrong,and roultiplied exceedingly, and that he ftood in great need of 
a valiant and worthy man to governe the Common-wealth,he joyned with him Theodefivs,a 
noble man of Spaine, trained up in feates of armes,,one that was by theuniforme confent

7 Astioch becaufe he was a grave and a godly fathet was not exiled:that 1Zelerins was 
firft called home from banifhment in the raigne of Zulian,afterwards being-exiled by Valews, 
returned in the time of Gratiax, After his returne into Antioch he found*P aulinus fo old that 
he {eeined ready to lie in his grave: ‘Immediatly all the friends of Afelerins endevoured to 
yoyne him fellow Bifhop with Pasliaus When Pantines affirmed itto be contrary unto the 
canons of the Church, that any being creatediof Arias Bifhops fhould be made collegue in 
sny Bifhoprick,the pcople endevoured to compafie itby force, In the end they make pre- 
patation 
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paration to fall him Bifhop in a certaine Church of the fuburbs. When it was done, all the 
city was on anuprore.In proceffe of time the people were reconciled upon {uch conditions 
as follow. All that (tood fer the Bifhoprick were fix in number, whereof one was ‘Flaviae 

- nus, Thefe being called together, they bound: with an oath that none of them fhould afpire 
unta the Bifhopricke during the lives of Paulinus and (Meletius, and when either of them 
departed this life,the Bifhoprick toremaine unto the furviver of them both, When the oath 
was miniftred,the people were quiet,and thenceforth made no {tirre at all, The favourers of 
Lucifer were offended with this manner of dealing, and fell from the Church becanfe that 
Meletins being ordered of the Arians was admitted to the government of that fea, At that 
time when the affaires of Antioch were thus out of frame, and Gregory by nniforme confent 
of all the Catholick Bihops was tranflated from the Bifhoprick of Naxianzum unto the 
{ea of Conftantinople; Then Aeletius got him in all the halt to Cou/tantinople,

How Theodofius the Emperour,after the foiling of the barbarians, came to Ti heffalonica,where 
being ficke he was baptized of Af{cholius the Bifhop. 


upon Gratianus immediatly made expedition into France, becanfe the Germanes had 

deftroied part of thatcountrey: but TZ: heodofins after the erection of the figne, in token 
that the enemies were vanquifhed,made haft towards Conftantinople, and came to T heffalo- 
nica, There falling into a dangerous difeafe,he was very defirous of baptifine, for of old he 
was trained up in Chriftian religion,and addicted himfelfe wholly unto the faith of One (ub- 
ftance.Being fore fick and {peeding to baptifme,he gave charge that the Bifhop of Theffalo- 
nica fhould be fent for to minifter the Sacrament.Being come,firft he demands of the Bithop 
what faith he was of? When the Bifhop made anfwer, that the opinion of Arius prevailed 
not throughout /Ayrium, and that the new found invention or his peftilent. braine was not 
planted in the Churches of that country, but that all the Chriftians throughout thofe coatts 
retained and ever obferved that authentick and ancient faith delivered of the Apoltles, and 
confirmed by the councell of Nice: the Emperor with willing mind was baptized of 4/cho- 
lin ,for {0 was the Bifhop called.A few daies after being fomewhat recovered,he went to- 
wards ( onftantinople the foure and twentieth of November, in his firft Confulfhip and the 
fift of Gratian. 


B Y that time Gratiantws and Theodofius had gotten the victory of the barbarians, where-

Charch within the wals of Con/tantinople, Unto the whichthe Emperor afterwards 
annected a goodly temple,and called it the refurrettion.. Gregory a famous man excel- 

ling inyertue and godlineffe all that flourifhed in his time, when he perceived that fome did 
murmure and object unto him that he was a {tranger and a forreiner; although he rejoyced 
atthe Emperors comming,yet refufed utterly to continue longer at Conftantinople. 1 he Em- 
perour feeing the Church out of {quare, endevoureth with all meanes poffible to reduce it 
unto peace, to eftablifh unity, and to enlarge the Churches, Wherefore immediatly he gi- 
veth Demophilus the Arian Bifhop to underftand his pleafure, and in plaine words deman- 
deth ofhim whether he would embrace the Wscene Creed, fet the people at unity, and em- 
brace concord himfelfe. W hen he refufed fo to do, the Emperor faid unto him » if thou re- 
fufeto embrace peace and unity I command thee to avoid the Church, Demsophilus hearing 
this,and knowing that it booted not for him to with{tand the fentence of the higher power, 
affembled together agreat multitude in the Church, ftood up in the midft,and brake out into 
thefe words: Brethren, it is written in the Gofpell, If they perfecute you in one city,fly into 
another.In fo much that the Emperor banifheth us the Churches : I would have you know, 


that to morrow youmuft meet together out of the city. Wibed he had made an end of {pea

king he went forth, Heunderftood not that fuch as flie that trade of life which wordlings 
follow(for fo mult we take the words of the Gofpell) mutt feeke the higher Jerufalem : but 
he meant it otherwife, and thenceforth raifed conventicles without the wals of the city, 
There departed together with him Lucius, whoas I {aid before was banifhed Alexandria, 

enjoyned to live in exile,and then led his life at (7 on{iantinople, Wherfore the Arians which 
held the Churches for the {pace of forty yeares,refufing the unity and concord which Theow 
dofius the Emperor exhorted them unto, departed the city in the fift confulfhip of Gratian 
and the firlt of Theodofius the fix and twentieth of November, Then fuch as were of the faith 
of One fubftance came in their roomes,and took poffeffion of the Churches,

a Bifhop chofen of Cenftantinople, And in hope to reconcile the Macedonians withthe 
Bifhops which embraced the faith of One /ubstance,he cited all the Bifhops of the c Macedo. 
nian {ect.Wherefore there met there of them whichembraced the Wicene Creed Tinsotheis 
Bifhop of Alexandria: ('yrillus Bifhop of Jerufalem,whothen after his recantation addi@ted 
him wholy unto the faith of One (ubfiance: Meletius who was called thither in a while bee 
fore to the ftalling of Gregory Nazianzen: Afcholius Bifhop of Theffalonica, with many 0- 
thers,tothe number of'a hundred and fifty Bifhops. The chiefe all the A¢acedonian Bifhops 
was Eleucius Bifhop of Cyzicum,and Marcianus Bifhop of Lamp/acum,The number of that 
fect came to thirty fix,whereof the greater part came out of Helle(pont. The Councell met 
together in the confulfhip of &xcharides and Evagrius in the moneth of (May. The F mpe- 
ror together with the Bifhops of his opinion firft nfed all meanes poffible with Elex/ine and 
the relt of the Afacedonians for to reconcile them unto the Catholick Church:they not only 
bring them in remembrance of the Embaffie which En /Pathius together with many others 
did in their names to Liberizs late Bifhop of Rome, but alfo that not long before withontex- 
ception they communicated throughout every Church with fuch as profeffed the faith of 
One fubftance : and that they behaved themfelves neither godly, nor religioufly,fithence that 
aforetime they ratified the felfe fame opinion and faith with them, if now againe they en- 
devoured to overthrow fuch things as they had advifedly decreed before But neither admo- 
nition nor reprehenfion would prevaile with them. They faid flatly, rather then they would 
fub{cribe unto the faith of One /ubStance, that they would hold withthe Arians, When they 
had made this anfwer,they left Con/fantinople, and fent their letters abroad into every city, 
that they fhould in no wife confent unto the faith of the Nicene Councedl; The Bithops that 
Were of the other fide continuing at Conftantinople,confulted together about the election of 
a Bifhop. For Gregory (as I faid before) had refufed that fea and returned to Nazianzum. 
There was at that time one NeGariss of noble linage, whofe anceftors had beene Senatots, 
aman he was of good life and godly converfation, who though he were by office a Prater, 
yet the people chofe him their Bifhop : in the end,by the confent of a hundred and fifty Bi- 
fhops then prefent,he was ftalled Bifhop of Con(tantinople, Then was it decreed, thatthe 
Bifhop of Conftantinople fhould havethe next prerogative after the Bifhop of Rome: the 
reafon was,becaufe that city was called Wew Rome. Againe they ratifie the faithofthe W#s 
cene Councell: they devide provinces, and ordaine Patriarches : they dectee that no. Bifhop 
fhall !eave his owne dioceffe and intermeddle with forreine Churches,for unto that time by 
reafon of the great heat and ftorme of perfecution it was fufferableat every ones choice and 
liberty. Neétarius Bifhop of Conftantinople had that great city together with all Thracia ale 
lotted to his jurifdiction. The Patriarchfhip throughout Poutxs wasaffigned unto Helladine 
Bifhop of Ce/area in Cappadocia after Bafil: unto Gregory the brother of Baftt befell Ny fz 


ate Emperour without long deliberation fummoned a councell of fuch Bifhops as

a city alfoin Cappadocia : and unto Otreins the Bifhopricke of CWeletinain Armenia, Am- 
Philochius Bifhop of Iconinms and Optimus Bifhop of Antioch in Pifidia tooke the Patriarch=

How the Emperour Theodofins casfed the corps of Paulus late Bifbop of Conftantinople so 
be brought from exile with great honour : at what time Meletius Bifop of 
eAntioch departed this life. 


Bout that time the corps of Pas/s the Bifhop(whomas I faid before Philip the Ems 
A perors Lieutenant through the procurement of Afacedonius fent to exile, and caufed 

him to be ftifled at ( wewfnm a city of Armenia) was conveyed by the Emperors com- 
mandement from Ancyrato Conftantinople, and there received with great honoarin the 
Church which beareth his name unto this day ; the which Church was unto that time fre. 
quented of the ALacedonians who fevered themfelves from the Arians,but then were thruft 
out by the Emperor,becaufe they refufed to be of bis faith and opinion, At that time CAfele.. 
tius Bifhop of Axtsoch fell fick and died, Gregory the brother of Ba/il preached at his fine- 
rall, His corps was carried of his familiar friends into Antioch, and there interred. Againe 
the favourers of AZeletinus would not be under Paslinus jurifdiction, but chofe Flavianus 
to their Bifhop in the roome of CMeletins, Whereupon the people againe were at difcord, 
and fell to raifing of tumults and diffention, And becaufe of that, the Church of Autioch was 
devided againe,not about the faith, but about their fond contention in choofing of Bifhops.

How the E mperour, wher bis fon Arcaditis was created Auguttus, fammoned together a Synod of 
all fetls and opinions : He banifhed all herericks, the Novatians onely excepted,becanfe 
they embraced the faith of One fubftance,

fhed about in every congregation. I cannot chufe but wonder at the Emperors 

advice and pollicy therein, For he fuffered not this {edition to raigne very long 
throughout the cities,but with {peed he fummoned a Councell, charging that all fects & opi- 
nions whatfoever fhould meet together, furppofing verily that by conference and communi- 
cation had betweene themfelves they would at length be brought to eftablifh one faith and 
opinion, The which drift and good meaning of his as I fuppofe was caufe and direéter ofall 
his profperous fucceffes. For then it fell out through the providence and procurement of Al- 
mighty God, that all the barbarians were at peace within his dominions, rebelled not atall, 
but yeelded themfelves unto the Imperiall {cepter, for example e4thanarichus the valiant 
Captaine of the Goths came in withall his power, andfhortly after died at Conftantinople, 
The Emperor created Arcadius his fon Augustus in the fecond Confulfhip of ALerogandus, 
and the firlt of Saturninus the fixteenth of Iannary, Shortly afterall Bifhops of every fe@, 
out ofall provinces came thither in the faid confulfhip;but the moneth of Jane, The Empe- 
ror fent for Nectarins Bifhop of Conftantineple, reafoned with him how he might ridthe 
Chriftian religion of that difcord and diffention,how it were poffible to reduce the Church 
untounity: he faid further that the controverfies & quarrels that molefted the quiet {tate of 
the Church,& rent afunder the members of Chrift, were to be fifted out,& the punifhments 
to light upon their pates that were found the authors of {chifme,and difturbers of peace and 
quictnefle, Netarins hearing of this, was wonderfull fad and penfive : he called unto him 
Agelins the Novatian Bifhop, who embraced together with him the faith of One Subftance, 
and opened unto himthe mind and purpofe of the Emperour, He although other wife 
arare and fingular man, yet was he no body in controverfies of religion and difputation of 
Ecclefiatticall matter but appointed Sifinivs a reader of his Church, to reafon with them in 
hisfteed. Sifinins aneloquent man, well experienced im all things, a skillfull interpreter 
of holy Scripure, anotable Philofopher, knowing full well that difpurations would not 
onely not reconcile fchifmes, but alfo fire the flymie matter of contention raigning 


W. Hen the Arians were banifhed the Churches,the flarne of tumult and ff chifme flas 
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inthe rotten bowels of hereticks: therfore he advifed Neétarivs in this fort: that it was belt 

co-avoid the ftrife of bogicall difputation,and to lay flat before them the formes of faith efta- 

ls@ blifhed by our anceftors (for he knew of -afurety that the Elders had taken heed left they 

fhouldaffigne unto the Son of God a beginning of eflence, becaufe they were of opinion 

that the Son of God was coeternali with the Father) and that the Emperor fhould demand 

ot the ringleaders of the hereticks,whether they made any account of thofe ancient fathers, 

who governed the Church godly and.prudently, before the fchidineand dwiien, or whether 

they condemned them as-aliens and far eftranged from the Chriftian faith? If they reje@ 

thein, then ler them boldly pronounce them accurfed: and if they prefume fo bold an enter. 

prize, then will the common people cry out againft them, This being done, the truth after 

{uch triall no doubt will prevaile, Jf chey rejsc not the ancient fathers, ,then let us alledge 

their. works and writings, and confirme the matter in controverfie ourofthem, » iWVeta- 

rins being thus countfelled by Sifinizs, got him with {peed unto the Emperors pallace, and 

made the Emperor privy unto thele circumftances,He thinketh well ofthe advicesand coms- 

pafleth the matter circumfpetly, At the firft he concealed his drift, and required of them to 

tel him whether they efteemed and allowed of the fathers which governed the Church be-« 

fore the divifion, or no2 W hen as they confefled as much in effet, and faid that theyhighly 

reverenced them for their mafters.: che Emperor demanded.of them agaije, whether. they 

would be tryed by their teftimonies touching the true and right faith? The fects and facetious 

Bifhops together with the Logicians then prefent. (for they had brought with them many 

well prepared for difputation )hearing this,knew not what anf{wer to make. They wereide= 
videdamong themfelves, while that. fome held with the Emperor, and fome other affirmed 

that it was altogether contrary to their mind and purpofe, for the divers opinion they con-= 

ceived of the ancient fathers diftraéted their minds one from the other. So that not only the 

opinion was divers among contrary fects, but alfo fuch as were of one opinion were devi- 

. ded among themfelves, Wherefore their linked malice was no otherwife then the confufe 
pocn\24. lanouage of thofe ancient Giants,& the turret of their {pitefull invention was turned downe 
tothe ground. W hen the Emperor perceived their manifold diffention, and that they buil- 

ded not uponthe ancient fathers expofition of the faith, but trufted in their fophifticall 

quirks of Logick,he dealt another way with them, and bad every fe¢t lay downe their faith 
ee and opinion in writing. Jhen the principle of every fect tooke pen in hand and wrote his 
ibaa opinion, There was a day appointed for their purpole, All the Bifhops being called met at 
Theodofius for the Emperors pallace, There came thither We cLarizes and Agelius favouring the faith of One 
the fifung out /4bfPancesDemophilus of the Arians:€unomius himfelfe in the name of the other Eunomians, 
ofthe wuche and E/eu/ius Bifhop of Cyzicum for the ALacedonians, Firkt ofall the Emperor faluteth them 


curteoufly : next he received every. ones writing: then he went a fide and lockt in himfelfes. 
y 


fell downe upon his knees, and prayed unto God that he would affift him. in the choiceand 
revealing ofthe rruth,Laft ofall having perufed every ones opinion,he condemned and tore 
in peeces.all fuch Creeds as derogated from the unity. which is in the bleffed Trinity ; he al- 
lowed and highly commended onely of all the reft, the. creed containing the claufe‘of One 
fubStance,. This was the caufe. that the Novatians were favoured and thenceforth {uffe= 
red to celebrate their wonted aflemblies within the wals of the city. The Emperor wonde- 
ring at their confent and harmony touching the faith, made, alaw that they fhould enjoy 
their own Churches with fecurity, and that their, Churches fhould have fuch priviledges as 
the other Churches of the faine opinion.and faich were wont to have,“The Bifhops of other 
fects becaufe there raigned among them mutuall difcord.and diffention, they were fet at 
nought yea of the people committed to,their own charge, \W ho,though at their departure 
they were all forrow full and penfive, yet fell they acomforting of their charge by letters’: 
exhorting them not to fhrink at all from them becaufe many had. leftthem and fell ro-ems 
bracing the faith of One (uhftance: For many were called but few chofen, This they uttered not 
when the greateft wart of the people cleaved unto the hizher,power,and zealoufly embraced 
the faith, ¥ et for all this were not they which held the faith of One /ub/tance void of diftur= 
bance and moleftation,.. For the controverfie that fell out in the Church of- Antioch deviced 


fuch as were of the Councell in two fadtions, for the Egyptians, Arabians.and Cypriansheld _ 


PEPE ARS thought good toremove F/avianus out-of the-Bifhops fea of Antioch: but'the 
alalitniauss? beenscians.and Syrians took his part, The iffe and end ofthis controverfic I

r Hen the Councell was held at Conftantinople, we have learned fuch ‘a broile as 
VV followeth tohave beenin the Welt partsof the world, ALaximus 4 Brittaine Maximus 2. 
took armour againft the Empire of Rome, and confpired the death of Gratian, Pine 
who now was weakried together wit’) his power, by reafon of the battell he waged with 
the Germanes,Prebus fometimes a Confull, was chiefe governor of Jtaly during the nonage 
of Valentinianus,who with great prudence ruled the Common-weale, /u/tina Valentinianns 
the Emperors mother being infected with the filth of Aréani/me, while her husband lived 
could no kind of way moleft {uch as embraced the faith of Owe /ubStance : yet after his de- 
ceafe removing to Afi/laine, and her fonne being of tender yeares, fhe raifed furch tumults 
againtt Ambro/e the Bifhop,that in the end he was exiled. But when the people,for the fins 
gular love and affeStion they bore unto Ambrofe, with{tood her act, and hindred their force 
that went about to convey him toexile; tidings came that Gratianus through the wiles and 
fleight of A4aximus the tyrant was putto death, Andragathius the captaine of Maximus, 
the eyrant-wasputtodeath, Andragarhins the-captaine of Afaximus, hiding himfelfe in a 
chariot refembling the forme ofa litter borne of Mules, gave his fouldiers charge to fignifie 
unto the Emperors guard,that the Empreffe rode therein, and went to meete the Emperor, 
who paffed over Rhodanus a flood that runneth by Lions acity of France, The Emperour 
‘thinking verily that his wife was there indeed, avoided not the confpiracy but fell unawares 
into the enemies hand,as a blind man falleth into the ditch. For Andragathins lighted downe 
out of the chariot,and flue Gratianus prefently. He died inthe Confulfhip of ALerogandus Gratianusthe 
and Saturninus, after he had raigned fifteene yeares, and lived foure and twenty. The which Emperor died 
newes cooled the heate of the Emperors mother kindled againft ~4mbro/e. Wherefore Va- ee Pont, 
lentinianus the time conftraining him thereunto, received (Waximus with unwilling mind 5 aes the 
tobe his fellow Emperor, Probus the governour of Jtaly fearing the power of ALaxinsxs, Brittaine is 
determined with himfelfe to remove into the Eaft. With all {peed therefore he left Jtaly,and made &mperor 
haltening towards Iéyriam,he made his abode at The f[alonicaa city of Macedonia,

mat Heodofins the Emperour for the aforefaid caufe being wonderfully forry, gathered uno Don. 
great power to go again(t the tyrant,and feared greatly left AZaxisus would confpire 38% 
the death of Valentinianus the yonger. Then came alfo legates from the Perfians, to 
conclude peace bétweene them and the Emperor, it was the very fame time his fon Hoxori- 
#s was borne by his wife Placiathe Empreffe, in the Confulfhip of Richomelianus and 
Clearchws the ninth of September. A litle before, when the aforefaid men were Confuls, 
Agelins the Novatian Bithop finifhed the race of his naturall life. The yeare following beings 
the fir Confulthip of Arcadius, Auguftus and Vadon, after that Timotheus Bifhop of Alexa 
andria departed this life, Theophilus fucceeded himinthe Bifhoprick, The fecond yeare 
when Demophiles the Arian Bifhop had changed this life, the e4rians {ent for (Marinus 
out of Thracia, aman of theif owne crue, and appointed him their Bifhop. AZarinus in 
whofe time the Arians were devided among themlelves, ‘(as it fhallbe fhewed hereafter) 
lived not many daies after, wherfore they call Dorothens out of Antioch in Syria. and afligne 
him their Bifhop. The Emperour leaving his fon Arcadins at Conftantinople, marched for- 
wardsto give battell unto Afaximus. Ashe came to Theffalonica he found the fouldiers of 
Valentinianns all difmaid and quite difcouraged, becaufe that neceffity had conftrained them 
totake the tyrant Afaximus for an Emperor. Theodofias fhewed himfelfe openly to {eeme 
of neither fide, For when (Maximus had fent Embafladors unto him, he neither received 
nor rejected them: yet was he forry that the Empire of Rome fhould be opprefled'with ty- 
ranny, under colour of the Imperiall title. “Fherefore he gathered his power together, and 
made halt to AZillaine,for Maxiusws was lately come thither. . P Caay 
we ss a he .

abroad falfe rumors and reports according to their fond,vaine and toolifh defires,ever that. 
ting,of newes,and harkening after change, The which then was {eene in the city of Conftana 
tinople, For of the wars that were fo far of,they blazed abroad of their own braine,one thig 
thing,another that thi: ig shoping in their traiterous hearts,that the godly Emperor had ever 
day worfe fuccefle then other. For although there was nothing as yet done inthe wars,nes 
vertheleffe they avouch the adings (being coyned in the clofet of their gigled braine) they 
Knew not,to be as trueas tf they had feene them with theit own eyes : they reported that 
the tyrant foiled the Emperors power:that there were {laine fo many hundreds,and fo ma- 
ny thoufands of his fou:diers, and that the tyrant had almoft taken the Emperour himfelfe, 
The Arians being very much troubled in mind, ready to burft for griefe (that they whom 
they perf{ecuted aforetime now enjoyed the Churches within the wals ofthe city) cattered 
fundry falfe rumors abroad. And becaufe that divers other reports perfwaded the firtt au- 
thors of thefe:falfe rumors,that their figments were moft true (for others which learned it 
only by hearefay, atfirmed unto the authors thereof, that it was even as they at the firtt had 
AntoDoie — reported unto the: ) the.

T the fame time we have learned fich things as follow to have been done at Antioch 

A in Syria After the decafe of Pantlinus the people of that Church abhorred F lavianus, 
&therfore chofe Evagrix: a man of their own difpofitid to their Bifhop.He lived not 

Many daies & after him there was none chofento the roome: for F/avianus through his de- 
Vice brought that to pafie.As many then as detefted Flavianus for the breaking of his oth,had 
eheir private conventicles.But Flavianus rolled(as commonly we fay every a wach itd 
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Lis.5. of Socrates Scholafticus. 


device in ure to the end he might bring them under his jurifdi@ion,the which woe long after 
he brought to pafle. For the {pite and grudge betweene him and Theophiles B ifhop of 
Alexandria was laid alide,and by his meanes Damayis Bifhop of Roms: was reconciled unto 
him. They had both beene offended with him, not only becaufe he forfwore himfelfe; but 
alfo for that he was the author of difcord betweene them, which before were at unity, 
Wherefore Theophilus being now pleafed with him, fent Jidorss a prieft forto appeafe the 
difpleafure which Damafus had conceived againtt F/avianne, and to inftrué him that it was 
according unto the ufe and manner of the Church, if( refpecting the unity and concord to be 
retained among the common people) he would not think amiffe of Flavianus for {o doing, 

When Flavianus was thus re(tored unto the communion of the faithfull,the people of An- 
téoch in procefle of time were brought to love and amity one with another, and the affaires 
of Antioch had fich an end as yonheare before. The Arians then being thruft out of ‘the 
Churches,raifed conventicles in the fuburbs. In the meane fj pace when Cyril Bifhop of Ice 
rn falem had departed this mortall life, John came in his roome, 


Cuap, XVI. 
How the Idol groves and temples of the Ethnicks were overthrowne at Alexandria,and 
of the skirmifh betweene the Pagans and the Chriftians, 


By the procurement and indultry of Theophilus the Bifhop,the Emperor commanded 

that all the Idol groves of the Ethnicks within Alexandria fhould downeto the 
ground,and that Theophilus fhould overfee it. Theophilus being thus authorized,omitted no- 
thing that might tend tothe reproch and contumely of heathenifh ceremonies: downe goes 
the temple of AZithra, his foule clofets being full of Idolatricall filth and {fuperftition are 
cleanfed and rid out of the way:downe goes the god Serapi temple,the embrued and bloo- 
dy inylteries of the god AZithra are publikely derided: the vaine and ridiculous practifes 
both of Serapés and others are fhewed forth unto the open face of the world: he caufed firch 
things as among them refembled the yards of men,to be caried throughout the market place, 
to their utter fhameand ignominy. The Ethnieks inhabiting A/exandria, and above the reft 
fuch as ptofeffed philofophy beholding the manner of the dealing, could no lenger containe 
neither rule themfelves : but added new and farre more grievous offences, unto the former 
acts of theirs,being both tragicall and exceeding in cruelty. For all joyntly ran upon a head, 
they fet upon the Chriftians,they fought to difpatch them every kind of way:the Chriftians 
Went about to withftand their violence, they defend themfelves, and fo mifchiefe was hea- 
ped upon mifchiefe:the skirmifh was fo fore, afd the fray continued fo long, untill either 
fide was weary,had their fill of bloodfhed and manflaughter, and could now killno longer, 
There died but a few of the Ethnicks, yeta great number of the Chri(tians: of either fide 
there was wounded an infinite numbér, When all was’ended, the Ethnicks were wonder- 
fully aftaid of the Emperors difpleafare; Wherefore having committed fuch lewd ads as 
their horrible wickedneffe led themunto and having quenched their boyling rage and fury 
with running ftreames of blood and wounded bowels, they run away, and hide themfelves 
fome in one place fome.in another,Many gave the flip out of Alexandria, and being difper- 
fed,led their lives thenceforth in divers other cities : of which number were Helladins and 
eAmmonins both Grammarians, whofe {choller I my felfe was at Conftantinople in my 
youthly yeares, Helladius was faid tobe the prie{t of Iupiter, and Amsmonius the Prielt 
of the e4pe which they worfhipped for god. The flaughter being thus ended,the governour 
of Alexandria and the captaine of the hoft,came to ayd \T beophilus in the overthrow of their 
temples. Therefore the temples went downe,the Idols of the gods were turned into caw- 
drons, and into other neceflary veffels for houfhold ftuffe. For the E mperor had given the 
images of the gods throughout all the Idolatricall temples of Alexaniriato the relicfe of 
the poore. Theophilus going about to deface all the pi@tures of their gods, commanded that 
one of fome certaine god fhould be referved and {et up in fome publike place of the city, to 
the end the Ethnicks in proceffe of time fhold not be able to deny but that fometimes they 
worlhipped fuch gods, I have known e4mmonius the Grammarian to have beené'very 
much offended with that at, and to have faid, that the religion of the Ethnicks {attained 
great injury and reproch,becaufe that one image was not in like fort tranflated, but kept Ba 
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A Bout that time there was alamentable (tirre at Alexandria, in manner as followeth, 
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| fer purpofe to the contumely of their religion. HeWadins bofted in the hearing of many, how 
chat in the skirmith he flue nine men with his owne hands, Thefe were then the broiles at

_ Of the bieroglyphicall letters found engraven in the temple of Serapss, letters they were which™ 
yeelded no fence by conjunction of [yllable,or knitting of fentence Out were to be confirne 
od by the fignification of the beafts which they vefewsbled, 


graven in the {tones certaine letters, which they call Hieroglyphicalt, The maner of their 
ingraving refembled the forme of the crofle, The which when both (briftians and Erh- 

- sicks beheld before them,every one applied them to his proper religion. The Chriffians af 
firmed that the croffe was a figne or token of the paffion of Chrift, and the proper cogni- 
zance of their profeffion: the Ethxscks avouched that therein was contained fomething in 
common,belonging as well to Serapss as to Chrift: that the figrie of the croffe fignified one 
thing unto the Ethnicks,and another unto the Chriftians.W hile they contend thus about the 
interpretation of the letters,many of the Ethnicks became Chriftians, for they perceived at 
length the fence and meaning of the Hieroglyphicall letters, that they prognotticated falvati- _ 
onand the life to come. The Christians perceiving that this made very much for their reli-. 
gion,made great account thereof,and were not alitle proud of it. When as by other Hiero. 
gyphicall letters it was gathered that the temple of Serapes fhould go to ruine when the figne 
of the croffe therein ingraven cameto light (by that, life tocome was forefhewed) many 
more embraced Chriftian religion,confeffed their fins,and were baptized. Thus much have I 
icarned of the crofle, But verily lam notof opinion, that the «£gyprsan prielts forefeeing 
that which fhould come to pafle of Chrift,fhould ingrave in {tone the figne of the crofle(for 
if the miftery of Chrifts incarnation was hid from the beginning of the world,and from ma- 

Coloficr. hy generations, as the Apoft/e writeth, and concealed from. the divell the prince of all im- 
picty,how much more from the egyptian priefts his minifters )but that in fifting out of the 
f{enceand underftanding of thofe characters, it came to pafle by the providence of God as in 
times palt with the Apoft/eS,Paul, For he being indued from above with thefpirit of wife 
dome, dealt withthe Athensans inlike fort, and converted many of them unto the faith,

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How the Emperor Theodofius during the tinse of his abode at Rome, did the city much 
good,by removing the theevifh dennes of the bake-bhoufes and the infamous 
ringing of bels at the deede doing in the frewes.

{pace did he much good unto the city of Rome,both by giving that which was good,& 
| taking away that which was ill, For as he fhewed himfelte bountiful and liberal to- 
wards her in many things,fo hath he removed two things, which were great blemifhes unto 
that city. The one was in this fort. There was at Rome an huge anda great houfe, of ancient 

Abake-houfe building,where all the bread that ferved the city was baked. The matters of this houfe the 
under ground. Romsanes called in their.owne tongue (Mancipes, fuchthey were asferved all with bread by 
gteat, who in proceffe of time turned thofe large roomes to dennes of theeves, For by 

reafon the bake-houfe that belonged unto that building was under ground, and becanfe that 

Blindale-houe ON every fide there were victuallers, taverners aiid tipling houfes full of harlots and naugh- 
Ses, ty packes: many that reforted thither, partly for food and vidtuals,and partly alfo for the 
fatisfying of their filthy luft, were craftily {poiled of all they had, and moft commonly dif- 

patched, fo that their friends could never heare tidings of themagaine. A certaine privie 
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conveyance there was devifed to throw them downe headlong from thofe bawdy taverties 
into the blind bakehoufe. By this meanes many, {pecially of the {trangers which inhabited 
Rome were calt away. For being thus caught in the trap, they were conftrained to srindin 
the bakehoufe:and moft of them were never permitted to depart,but continued all their life 
time in drudgery making their friends beleeve they were not inthis world. It fell outthae 
one of the Emperour Ti heodofius {ouldiers was throwne into this hole: being in the clofe 
bakehonfe,and could not get licence to depart,he drew out his dagger and flue them which, 
topped his paffage,the ret being afraid of their lives, let the fouldier go. The Emperor un- 
derftanding all the circumftance, fent for the millers and bakers, punifhed the matters with 
extreame torment, overthrew thofe blind houfes, which were receptacles of theeves and 
harlots,and thus rid he the princely city of this one fhamefull dealing. The other wasas fol- 
loweth.Ifa woman were taken in adultery, the Rowsanes ufed fuch a kindof punifhment as 
removed not the (in,but increafed the vice. For they fhut her wp in narrow f{tewes,and com- 
pelled her beaftly without all fhame to play the harlot, yea they procured ringing while the 
deed was a doing, that the neighbours might underftand of it, and that by the found of the 
tingling bells,ali might be made privie to that filthy and fhamefull kind of correétion.When 
the Emperor heard of this horrible cuftome, he thought it in no wife to be winked at, but 
caufed Sestra( for fo were the ftewes called) to be overthrowne and fuppreffed, and made 
other lawes for the correction of Adulterers. Wherefore Rome by the benefit of Theodofins 
the Emperonr,was delivered from boththefe beaftly and foule abufes, After that he had fet 
other things in order,he left the government of that city unto Valentinianus took thence his 
voyage together with his fon,towards (‘onjPantinople, and came to his journeys end at that 


time when Tatianus and Symachus were Confuls, the tenth of November,

Of the Prisfts appointed to heare confeffion, and why foriving was forbidden in the Church, 


Bout that time it feemed geod unto the Church to take away the office of {uch priefts 
A: were appointed throughout every Church to receive penitents after the confeffi- 
on of their fins,unto the company of the faithfull,and that for this occafion, Since the 
time that the Novatians devided themfelves from the Cliurch, and refufed to communicate 
with fuchas fell in the perfecution under Decius the Bifhops added unto the Ecclefiatticall 
canon, that in every Church there fhould a prieft be appointed for the admiffion of peni- 
tents: to the end fuchas had fallen after baptifme,thould in hearing of the prieft appointed 
for the purpofe, confeffe their fin and infirmity. This Canon is as yet of force among other 
fe&ts : onely the true Chriftians embracing the faith of Owe /ubstance, together with the 
Novatians which therein hold with them have banifhed this penitentiall funtion out of 
the Church, Neither did the Nowatians at the beginning allow of this addition: yet the 
Bifhops which now adaies governe the Churches, although they retained this cuftome ofa 
long time,notwithftanding removed it out of the Churchinthe time of Netlarives Bifhop 
of Conftantinople, by reafon of an hainous offence committed in the Church in {uch fert as 
followeth, A noble woman came unto the Prieft whofe office was to heare penitents,and 
confeffed orderly the finnes fhe had committed after Baptifme, The Prieft en Joyned her to 
give her felfe wholy to fafting and continuall prayer, that together with her confeffion in 
word, the might fhew forth the works of repentance indeed, As fle continued a while 
longer afhriving, fhe accufeth her felfe of another crime, and declareth that acertaine 
Deacon of that Church had abufed her body. . For which offence by this meanes come to 
light,the Deacon was banifhed the Church, and thereupon there was much adoe among the 
people, They were wonderfully incenfed, not’ onely becaufe of the haynous offence that 
was committed but alfo that thereby the Church was blemifhed with reproch and infamy. 
Whenthe priefts were fharply rebuked,and the aforefaid crime objected unto them, Eude- 
mon Minifter of that Church, by birth of Alexandria, counfelled Nefarivs the Bifhop te 
take away the fun@tion of the thriving Prieft, and grant frée liberty unto evety one as his 
con{cience ferved him, to become partaker of the holy myfteries, For info doing there was 
hope that the Church fhould nolonger be flandéred. Info muchas I heard thele things of 
Eudemons owne mouth, I doubted not to annexe it unto this our Hiftory. Foras Thave 
often admonifhed the Reader, it was ever my drift and pucks, tolearne the alae a 
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fuchas knew them very well, and diligently to fift out the truth, leaft that at any time my 
pen fhould paffe the bounds of a faithfull Hiftoriographer. 1 of late reafoned thus with En- 
demon: Thy adviceand counfell, O Prieft, whether it thall availe the Church or no, God 
Knoweth: yet I fee plainely that thou haft miniftred occafion, that one may not reprehend 
anothers vice,neither obferve the advice of Paul: Have nothin gto do with unfruitfall works 
of darkeneffe but rather rebuke them.Of thefe things thus much fhall faffice.

This title 2 (pecially handled in the 22.and 23, ( hapters following, 


Thinke it neceflary to lay downe in writing fuch things as_ fell out among others alfo, [ 

[oven the Arians, Novatians, Macedonians,and Eunomiaas, Forthe Church being once 

devided, refted not upon one f{chifme and devifion, but men fell ont among themfelves, 

one fevered himfelfe fromanother, and upon light and trifling occafion they brake afiinder 

the bond of love and amity. Wherefore, how, when, and upon what occafion they varied, 

Tamnow abontto declare. Firft of all we have to learne, that 77 heodofins molefted none of 

all the aforefaid fets, Exnomius only excepted: whom the Emperour exiled, becaufe he 

raifed conventicles at his private houfe within Conftantinople, publifhed abroad certaine 

lewd books of his own, and infeéted many with the filth of his heretical] opinion. He dif- 

quieted not the reft, neither conftrained them to his co mmunion, but licenced every of them 

to frequent feverall conventicles, to embrace what opinion liked them beft in Chriftian re- 

ligion.And as he gave leave to all other feéts for to ereét them Churches without the wals 

in the {uburbs:fo he commanded that the Nowatidns (as we faid before) maintaining toge- 

ther with him the faith of Oxe fubstance fhould freely without difturbance and moleftation, 

enjoy and recover their former Churches within the cities, Of whom now occafion is rnj-

Ziving of orders, that he had preferred fiuch vaineglorions perfons and afpiring minds unto 
E ic function of Priefthood :\ he fretted within himfeife for anger, and wifked’ that 
ne hands had. beene fet upon pricking thornes, when they were layd upolt iSabbatine 
ead. To be fhort, he fummoned acouncell of Nevatian Bifhops at encaristhe mart 


Lowne of Bithynia, adjoyning unto Helenopolis : he cited Sabbatini to appeare before 
3 them, 
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them,and expottulated with himjn prefence of the councell, the caufe that gave him occafie 
on of offence. As foone as he had pleaded for himfelfe, the-vartance touching the celebration 
of Eajter which lay upon his ftomack (for he was of opinion that thereinit behoved théin 
to obferve the Iewifh cuftome,and the order prefcribed by-fuch as afore-that. time met for 
the fame caufe at Paz) the Bifhops fufpecting that he had-enterprized the fame in hope of 
a Bifhoprick, made him {weare that he wnldiovet take upon him to be Bifhop. When he 
had taken his oath, they read to himthe Canon containing a matter of indifferency, that it 
was not a fufficient canfe to part afunder the unity of the Church about the celebration of 
Eafter : and that their aflembly at Pazs was no prejudice unto the generall Canon, ' They 
{aid moreover, that the elders which immediatly fucceeded the Apoftles, varied among 
themfelves about this featt, yet brake not afunder the bond of unity:and that the Novatians 
inhabiting the princely city of Rome, though they never retained the manner of the /ewes, 
butalwaies kept Laffer after the equinottiall {pace, yet communicated notw ithftandin 
with fuch as were of the fame faith, and obferved a contrary cuftome, W hen they hadufed 
thefe and other fuch like reafons to the {ame purpofe, at length they concluded, that the ca- 
non of Eater was an indifferent matter :that ic was law full thenceforth for every one to ce= 
lebrate that featt even as he had aforetime determined with himfelfe: moreover there-wasa 
provifo laid downe for the removing of diffention,that if fome varied about the celebration 
of Eafternotwith{tanding they fhould be at unity and concord in the Church of God, Thefe 
things were then in this fort laid down of them for the rooting out of variance from ainong 
them about the celebration of Ealter. Sabb atius being bound withan oath; for that the cele- 
bration of that feat was variable and divers, was beforehand with them alone for fafting 
and vigils,for he kept Eafter upon the faturday : yet met he the day following with others 
in the Church, and was partaker together with them of the holy myfteries, . That did he for ti, 
the {pace of many yeates, and therefore could not be concealed from infinite multitudes of (Ui 
men. By occafion whereof many fimple and ignorant foules, efpecially in Phrygia and Gala- a ys 
tia,hoping verily tobe juftified thereby, became earnelt followers of him, and.obferved in . | 
fecret his celebration of Ealter.In the end Sbbarivs raifed private conventicles,and forget- 
ting the oath he had taken,was chofen Bifhop (as hereafter fhall more manifeftly appeare) 
of fuch as addiéted themfelves to his kind of difcipline.

elders of old,nor the fathers of late daies,I meane fuch as favoured the Jewith cuftome, 
-  failicient caufe,as I gather, fo eagerly to contend about the feaft of Ealter:neither wey- 
ed they deenely withthemfelves,that when Jewith formes and figures were tranflated into 
Chriftian faith;theliterall obfervation of AZo/es law,and the types of things to come wholy 
vanithed away. The which may evidently be gathered, when as there is no law eftabl'fhed 
by Chrilt in the Gofpell,which alloweth of the obfervation of Jewith rites : nay the Apo- 
file hathin plaine words forbidden it, where he abrogated circumcifion, and exhorted us 
not to contend about feafts and holydaies,. For writing unto the Galathians he faith in this 
fort: Tell me you that defive to be under the law, do ye not heare what the law faith ? When'that Gal. 4 
he had difcourfed a while thereof, he concludeth that the ewes were become fervants unto 
the law,and that firch as were called unto the Chriftian faith, were thereby made free:he'ad- 
monifheth us farther not to obferve dzies neither moneths,nor yeares. And. unto the Collo/fi- 
ans.he is as plaine as may be, faying, that the obfervation of fuch things was nothing but a 
fhadow: his words are thefe: Let 10 man therefore judge you in meate or indrinke in a pecce of Col.2. 
a holiday.or of the new maone,or of the Sabbath, which are but foadowes of things to come, Andin 
the epiftle to the He+rewes he confirmeththe fame,where he faith: Jnf>much the Priefthood t0b.7, 
is tranflated.rf neceffity there must be tranflation of the law. W herefore neither doth the: Ape- ) 
file nor the Evancelifts preffethe Chriftians with the yoke ofbondage and fervitude >: Bue 
left the remembrance of the feat of Eafter, andthe obfervation of other holydaies to their 
free choice anddifcretion, which have beene benefitted by {uch daies. And becaufe men 
are wont to keepe holydaies for to refreth their wearifqme a 4 alreadly pining we 


p=: fently me thinks fit opportunity ferveth to difcourfe of Eafter, For neither had the Balter. 
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toileand labour : therefore it commeth to paffe; that every one in every place, of a certaine 
guftome do celebrate of their own accord the remembrance of the Lords paffion. For nei- 
ther our Saviournot his Apoft/es have commanded us any where to obferve it,neither have 
they laid itdowne asalaw: neither havethe Evangelifts and Apoftles threatned us, or en- 
joynedus a penalty or punifhment, as the law of Ado/es hath done untotheJewes ; but onl 
the Evange/s/ts make mention of this feaft,Bartly to the great fhame of the Jewes, who des 
filed their bodi¢s,and prophaned their folemne feafts with blood and flaughter : and partly 
alfo to fignifie that our Saviour fuffered death for the falvation of mankind, in the daies ofun= 
leavened bread. The drift ofthe Aposties was not to lay downe canons and decrees concer: 
ning fea(ts and holydaies; but to become pattcrnes unto us of plety, of good life, and godly 
converfation. Iam of opinion, thatas many other things crept in of cuftome in fundry pla- 
ces: fo the fealt of Eafter to have prevailed among all people of a certaine private cultome 
and obfervation,infomuch that(as I faid before )not one of the Apoftles hath any where pre- 
{cribed to any man as muchas one rule of it, The fuccefle and events have manifeftly decla- 
red unto the world;that of old time it was obferved not by canon,but of cuftome.The grca- 
ter part throughout the lefler fa have folemnized this feat of old upon the fourteenth day 
of the moneth;without any account made, or heed taken ofthe Sabbath day. Notwithftan- 
ding while they did fo,they were not at difcord with fuchas retained a contrary obfervation 
of the feaft,untill that /éétor Bifhop of Reme through boyling heate and choler, had excome 
municated all e4/ia, 1 meane fuch as obferved the feaft of Eafter the fourteenth day of the

feaft : thefe men do folemnize it after the e£ quinoctial! {pace,yet do they deteft the time li- 
tnited by the Jewes for the celebration thereof: for they think that E after is ever to be kept 
when the Sutin is in e Fries after the e4utiochians in the moneth X anthicus, but withthe Re« 
msanes in April. That alfo therein théy followed (as Jo/epbus writéth in his third book of Jw 
daicall antiqustics not the Jewes of the latter age,who fouly erred therein, but the eldeft and 
moft ancient, And as thefe men varied thus among themfelves about the obfervation of the 


feaft of Eafter : foisit manifeft that all other countries throughout the Weft parts of the 


world, whofe banks are beaten with the furging waves of the Oceaw fea, of old tradition, 

and prefcribed cuftome have celebrated this feaft after the o£ quinottial line, And although 

all thefé countries; nations and languages thus varied one from other, yet they never devi. 

ded the communion of the Church,neither brake they afunder the bond of unity. Neither is 

that true which is rife in the mouthes of malicious men, that the councell fummoned in the 

time of Conftantinus Magnus,perverted and fet quite out of order the manner and cuftome 

retained about the celebration of this feat. For Conftantine himfelfe wrote unto fuch as vac 

ried from others,exhorting the lefler multitude to follow the greater number,the which epi- 

stn ef ee ftle of the Emperor, thon fhalt find wholy it Eufebius third book of the life of Constantine, 
Gari cnrind * But fome portion thereof, which {pecially concerneth the featt of bafter,is read in this fort. 
Eujeb lib 3. de 14.my fimeple judgemsent that is a notable cuftoriae, the which all the Churches, Weft, South, and 
vita Coufian. North,togerher with many countries of the Eaft do retaine: and therfore it commeth to paffe,that 
tind. all prefently do thinke very well of it, I my felfe have pre[umed [o rauch upon your difcreete wifen 
domes, that what cuftome foever is obferved with uniforme confent in the city of Rome, Italy, 

Affricke and all A gyptSpaine,France,Brittaine, Libya,and al Greece,in the provinces of Afia, 

Pons ys and Cilicia,you moft willingly would approve the fame: weyin ig with your felves aright, 

boat there are not only more Churches bnt a greater number of peoplein thofe parts,c that all of 

duty Poould wifh andearseftly defire, that thing to be moft religion/ly eftablifued, whech right and 
"eafenveauiresh, which alfo hath ne felomprip with she open perjury of finbborne and fif-necked 


dewes, 
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Jewes, This is a peece of the Emperors epiftle, They that keepe Eafter the fourteenth day of 

the moneth,bring John the Apo/t/e for their author : but fuchas inhabit Rome, and the Welt 

parts of che world,alledge Peser and Pas/ for themfelves, that they fhould leave them fuch 

a tradition, Yet there is none that can fhew in writing any teftimony of theirs for confirma- 

tion and proofe of their cultome, And hereby Ido gather, that the celebration of the feaft of 

Eafter came up more of cuftome,then by any law or canon.Every fe@ and religion hath funs 

dry and divers rites and ceremonies, yet conceive they no werfe opinion of others there- 

fore then of themfelves. For they whichare of one faith and opinion,vary among them- 

felves in rites and obfervations. W herefore occafion is now miniftred to difcourfe of the 

diverfity of ceremonies and cuftumes throughout all countries and Chriftian congregations. 

The manner of fafting ufually obferved before Eafter,as it appeareth unto the whole world, 

hath civerfly beene obferved.Such as inhabit the princely city of Rome,do faft three weekes 

together before Eafter,excepting the Saturday and Sunday: //yrinm,all Greece together with 
Alexandria,egin their fafting daics fix weekes before Eafter, and that {pace they call forty 

daies fafting or Lent, Other fomecontrary to the aforefaid cuftomes, begin to faft feaven 

weckes betore Eafter,yet in all that while they ufe abftinencie but onely fifteene dai¢s pau- | 

fing betweene every of them,and thefe few daies they call forty daies fafting or Lent. So peng 

that I cannot chufe but marvell,that they differing in number of daies, yet all joyntly do call 

every of their obfervations, forty daies fafting,or Lent.Other fome have derived the etymo- 

logy of this word as it pleafed them beft,according unto the invention of their own braine. hy 
Neither is this difference only about the number of the daies,but alfoa great diverfity in the DiverGty of 
Kinds of meate,For fome do abltaine from every living creature, { me other of all the living meates in fa 
creatures feed only upon fith : others together with fifh,’ feed upon;the foules of the aire, "mg 
afirming as Afofes doth write,that their original is of the water : others fome cate neither Gen,1, 
buts, nor apples,neither any other kind of fruitynor egges neither :{ome feed onely upon dr 

bread, fome other receive no not that. There are fome that when they have fafted untill nine 

of the clock, they refrefh nature withdivers forts of meates.Other nations have other cu- 

ftomes, the manner and caufes are infinire.. But info much there is no man able to fhew a 

prefident or record thereof in writing, it is plaine thatthe Apoftles left free choice and li- 

berty unto every man at his owne difcretion, without feare; compulfion and conftraint,to 

addict himfelfe unto that which feemed good and commendable.. We know: for molt cer- 
taine,that this diverfity of fa(ting is rife throughout the world, Againe touching the Com- The Sonics 
munion there are fundry obfervations and cn{ftomes.For though in manner all the Churches pion, 
throughout the whole world doe celebrate and receive the holy myfteries every Sabbath 

day after other, yetthe people inhabiting 4/exandria and Rome, of anold tradition doe not 
ufe it. The-£.gyptians adjoyning unto Alexandria,together with the inhabitants of Thebais, 

ufe to celebrate the Communion upon the Sunday,yet do they not receive the Communion 
as the manner is among the Chriftians, For when they have banqueted and filled themfelves 

with fundry delicate difhes, in the evening after fervice they ufeto cominunicate, Againe 

at Alexandria upon the Thurfday and Friday the Scriptures areread, the Interpreters ex- 

pound them, all the folemnity for the Communion is accomplifhed, yet the Communion 

then not received. And this is an old and anancient cuftome at Alexandria It is wellknowne 

that Origen flourifhed in thofe daies in the Church, who being a wife and difcreet DoGtor 

and expounder of holy Scripture, perceiving that the precepts of CMo/es law could inno 

wife be literally underftood,gave forth of the Pafleover a mylticall and more divine kind of 
interpretation: that there was but one only true Pafleover or Eafter,the which our Saviour 

effeGually {olemnized at his nailing to the tree, when he encountred with the power of 
darknefle,and triumphed over the divell and allhis works, Againe the Readers and Intere Readers, 
Preters ofholy Scripture at Alexandria be they Catechumensfts or baptized, it forceth not 

Whenas the cuftome in other countries and Churches, isto admit none into that function 

unleffe he be firft baptized, Iremember my felte another cuftome, which prevaileth and is 

of force in Theffalia: that there ifhe whichis a Prieft,after the receiving of orders,dokeepe 

company with his wife,the which he maried being a lay man,he is forthwith depofed of the 

miniftery: yea when as all the famous Priefts throughout the Eafterne parts of the world, The lawfoll 
and the Bithops alfo refraine the company of their wives at their own choice, withoutlaw mariage of | 
ot compulfion, For many of them notwithttandiag the adminiftration and governement of picus. 
their Bifhopricks,beget children alfo on theirlawfull wives. The ae and Ls acaaldth 
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that cuftome in Theffalia was Theodorus a Prict of Triva, a city of that countrey, the writer 
of thofe wanton and amorous books, the which he made in the prime of his flourifhine 
youth,and intituled e£thiopica, They retainethe fame obfervation and cuftome at Theffa- 
bowica, Maceaontaand Hellas in Achaia.Lremember they have another cuftome in 77 heffalia, 
that is,they baptize onely on the Eafter holydaies, and therfore very many die without bap. 
tifme, The Church of e4antioch in Syria is {ituated contrary to other Churches, forthe Altar 
ftands: not to the Eaft, but towardsthe Welt. In Hellas, Ierufalem and Theffalia fervice jg 
{aid with candle light, after the manner of the Novatians at Conftantinople, In like fort at 
Cefareain ( appadocsaand at Cyprus, the Prie{ts and Bifhops doe preach and expound holy 
Scripture at evening prayer on the Saturdaies and Sundaies by candle light. The Novatians 
of Heile/pont have not the fame order and manner of fervice as the Novatians of Conftanti-« 
nople, yet for the moft part they imitate the chiefe Churches among them, To be fhort, 
among the cuftomes and obfervations of all fects and religions, we fhall not be able to find 
two which follow and retaine one order of fervice. Moreover at e4/exandria the inferjor 
Prie(t doth not ufe to preach: that order firft began when e473 turned upfide downe the 
quiet eftate of the Church. At Rome they faftevery Saturday, At Cefarea in Cappadocia after 
the manner of the Novatians, they receive not intothe Communion fuchas fin after Bap- 
tifme,Even fo do the Macedonians in Hellefponr, and fuch as throughout Afa do celebrate 


the fealt of Eafter the foureteenth day of the moneth, The Novarians throughout Phrya: 


giaallow not of fecond mariages: fuch of them as inhabit (onfPantinople do neither receive 
it neither reject it : againeefuch as arein the Welt parts of the world admit it wholly, 
The originals and authors of fo great a diverfity were Bifhops which governed the Chur- 
ches at divers and feverall times. Such as like of thefe rites, do commend them unto the po- 
fterity for lawes, Butto pen‘in: paper the infinite and divers ceremonies and cuftomes 
throughout cities and countries, would be avery tedious peece of worke, and fcarfe, ha 

unpoffible to bedon. Thus muchalteady laid downe may feeme a fufficient Treatife tor to 
prove that the celebration of the feaft of Eafter began every where more of cuftome then by 
commandement, either of Chrift or any Apoftle. Wherfore their talke favoureth not of the 
truth, their report is to no good purpofe, which fay that the Nicene councell fet the manner 
of celebrating this feaft out of { uare-For the Bifhops of that aflembly endevoured with all 
might pofficle to reconcilethe lefler number unto the greater, which varied from them, 
Neither were the « 4po/f/es times without fuch broiles and diflentions, neither were the 

themf-lves ignorant hereof, as it appeareth by the Aés of the Apoftles, For whenthe Apo- 
files underftood ofthe tumult and ftirre raifed among the faithfull, through the variety and 
contention of the Gentiles, they all aflembled together : they laid downe a certaine holy 


law, the which they publifhed unto the world in forme of an epiftle, delivering the faith= | 


full from the heavy yoke of bondage, from the vaine and frivolous contention rifing there- 
of. They have taught them a fure and a certaine rule for the direction of good life, prefcri- 
bing them only fuch things as were neceflary to be obferved, And although the Epiftle is to 
befeene inthe 4és of the eApoft/es yet there is no caufe to the contrary, but that the Rea- 
der may find it among thefe our Hiftories.The Apoftles,the elders ana brethren,unto fuch bre- 
thren as of the Gentiles inhabit eAntioch,Syria ana Cilicia,fend greeting. Whereas we are given 
to under Stand,that fome which departed from us have troubled you with words,and cumbred your 

minds, faying ye wtf be circumcifed and keepe the law ,to whom we gave no fach commandement: 

st feemed therefore good unto us being gathered together with one accord, for to fend chofen men 
nto you,with ony welbeloved Barnabas and Paul, men'they are that have jeoparded their lives 
for the name of our Lord Iefus Chrift, Therefore we have fent unto you Tudas and Silas, who by 
word of mouth can declare unto you the famse.For it feemed goo1 unto the Holy Ghost and to 5 to 
charge you with no more then with thefe nec lary things,to wit: that ye abStaine froms things 
offeredto Idols, from blond from ftrangled and fornication, ye fhall 'oe well ix keeping your felves 
undefiled from thefe things ,Farewel, Thefe things were agreeable with the will of God,for fo 
the Epiftle teftifieth: Je pleafed the Holy Ghoft not to burthen you further.then with the obferva= 
tion of thefe nece(faries, But fome negle@ing thefe things, account of fornication as a thing 
indifferent,yet they contend about holydaies as it were for life and death : they defpife the 

commandements of God,and eftablifh them Canons of their owne: they fet at nought,they 

make no account of the law publifhed by the e4poftles, and fo unadvifedly they putin 

practife decrees contrary unto the will of God himfelfe. Furthermore although I could pre-

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fently difcourfe more at large of the feaft of Eafter, and prove with manifelt démonftrati- 
ons,that the Jemes themfelves obferved not diligently neither as they ought, either the time 
orthe manner of the celebration,and that the Samaritans a fect of the Jewes, kept it alwaies 
after the ei guinottiall {pace: yet becaufe it requireth a feverall title and a long Treatife, I 
will here cut it off. Only this I wiil adde,that whofoever they be that are {o much in love 
with the imitation of the Jewes, and fo curious in obfervation of types and figures; it beho- 
veth themto vary from them,no(as commonly we fay )not the breadth of a naile. For i fthey 
addi themfelves unto fuch precife obfervations, of neceffity they mult not onely obferve 
daies,and moneths,and yeares, but alfo whatfoeyer Chrift did after the Jewith manner for 
the fulfilling ofthe law,or the injuries he unjuftly fuftained of the Zewes, or the things he ut- 
tered in figures and parables to pleafe all generally, For example,he taught ina fhip he com- 
manded the Pafleover fhould be prepared in an upper chamber or parlour, he charged them 
toloofe the Affe that was tied, he gave the man bearinga pitcher of water in his hand, fora 
figne unto {uch as went to provide the Pafleover,& infinite other fich like examples written 
in the Gofpell Yet they that think themfelves juftified by the obfervation of this feat, en- 
devour not at all to fulfillany of thefe after the externall manner and literall underftanding. 
Not one of them ever preached out of a fhip unto the peoplesnot one celebrateth the Pafle- 
over in a parlour: not one firft tieth a fhe Affe,then loofeth her againe: not one of them ap- 
pointed the cariage af a pitcher of water for the fulfilling of all circumftances appertaining 
unto thefe myfteries. They think that thefe things belong rather unto the Jewes then unto 
the Chriftians, For the Jewes retaine fuch ordinances more with the outward and corporall 
obfervation, then withthe inward and fpirituall underftanding.. Wherefore they are held 
accurfed, becaufe they think that 4/o/es Jaw confifteth rather in figures and types, then in 
truth and the things themfelves. Such as favour the Jewes although they conceive thefe 
things after a myfticall and divine kind of interpretation, yet raife they a foule ftirre about 
daies and moneths,and tread under foot the inward and high knowledge ingraffed within 
them, and therefore of neceffity, they are in this point tobe condemned alike with the 
ewes: for they purchafe unto themfelves the fentence of curfe andcondemnation, But of 
thefe things inough and inongh,

Of the ftirre betweene the Arians at Conftantinople,and how they were called Pflathyriant, 


to difcourfe haw the Church being once devided; refted not with the firft devafion, 

but fuch as were fevered into fundry fects and {chifines, fell from their fellowes,and 

upon light and trifling occafions,difagreed among themfelves. The Novatians (as Lfaid be= 
fore)were devided about the obfervation of the fealt of Eafter, neither yet were they con» 
tent with one devifion, For throughout fundry provinces,they fometimes jarred, and fome- 
times joyned together,not only about the moneth,but alfo the day of the weeke, and other 
fuch like matters of {mallimportance. The Arians were devided upon fuch an occafion as 
followeth, Continuall arguing and broaching of intricate quirks brought their difputations 

tovery abfurd and horrible opinions, W hereas the Church beleeveth that God is the Fathes 

of the Son. who is the Word, they call into controverfie whether God might be called a Fa- 


NJ let us returne unto our former purpofe & drift mentioned a litle before, thatis, 


ther before the Son had his being, And becaufe they were of opinion that the Word of God ° 


was not begotten of the Father, but had his being of nothing, erring in the chiefe and princi- 
pall,no marvell though they plunged into abfurd opinions, Derothexs whom they Had tran~ 
flated thither from Aztioch, faid that the Father couldbe neither in effence nor appellation, 
if the Sonne had no being. A4arinus whom they had called out of Thracia before Dorothens 
time (ftomaking that D orothens was preterred before him) fuppofed now that it was high 
time for him to worke his feate,fet himfelfe oppofite, and maintained the contrary opinion, 
Wherfore they were devided,and by occafion of the vaine and frivolous queftion propofed 
among them,they parted companies: Doretheus with his followers continued in their for- 
mer roomes, Afarinus with his traine erected them chappels, & there had private meetings, 
their conclufion was that the Father was ever a Father, yea before the Sonne had his being, 
Thefe followers.of AZarinus werecalled Pfathyriani,becaufe that one Theottift us a wafcrer 
borne in Syria, wasan carneft majntainer, of that. fide. OF that opinion was oe 
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Bithop of the Goths,a mungrell,by father a Goth, by mother a Phrygian, and therefore was 

Marinus the he ableto preachin the Churchin both thofe languages, This fect alfo not long after was 
Avan thouzht Givideds for Marinus contended with Agapias,one whom he himfelfe had lately advanced 
sie Pg tana tothe Bifhoprick of Ephefus. The controverfie was not of religion but of primacy, they 
i ienriats ftrove whether of them fhould be chiefe, The Goths went of Agapins fide. Wherefore ma- 
wasnofon. ny Clergy men under thefe Bifhops jurif{dictions, perceiving the ambition,the rankor and 
Pyatkyrians. malice of thefe proud Prelats,forfook quite the Arian opinion and embraced the faith of One 
fubftance, The Arians being devided among themfelves the {pace of thirty and five yeares,in 

the end as many as were P/athyrians through per{wafion which prevailed with them,made 

an end of brawling, inthe Confulfhip of 7: heodofies the yonger, and Plinthus the Pretor, 

Who after their reconciliation and agreement,made a law, that the queftion which was the 

principall canfe of that ftirre, fhould never againe be called into controverfie. Yet for all 

they could do, that decree of theirs could take no place, fave at Conftantinople, for in other 

cities where the Arians do raigne,the {tirre is rife.So far of the divifion among the Avians, 


Chap.24.i2 Cuap., XXIII.

fes of the mind Wherefore he was hated of his owne fect, and counted of them an Apoftata : 

he raifed thenceforth private conventicles,and left behind him an herefie, entituled with his 

Eutycbiss, Appellation. Againe at (onftastinople one Eutychins upon light and trifling occafion fell from 

the Exnomians,and unto this day frequenteth feverall meetings, The followers of Theophro- 

sins were called Exnomsotheophronani,and fuch as were of the fect of Ent ychies were termed 

Exnomieutichiani, WV hat vaine and fond things they brawled about, I think it not needfull 

to lay downe in writing, lea(t we fhould digreffe from the Hiftory we have in hand. Yet in 

fo much they have corrupted baptifine, I mult in no wife tun that over with filence, They 

Macedonians. baptize not in the Trinity,but in the death of Chrift.

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Emperours chamber ontheir fide. Thefe men gaping after promotion and dignities, being 
promifed faire, fell upon the Emperor as he flept, and ftifled him to death, Exgenius having 
got the fupremacy in the Welt parts of the world,behaved himfelfe after the wonted guile 
of tyrants. 7 beodofins the Emperor underftanding of this, was forry at the heart : he thought 
it high time for him now to make expedition for the fecond battell, for the firt he had Waged 
with AZaxinsus.W herfore gathering together a great army,and creating Emperour his fon 
Honoris in his third Confulfhip and the firft of Abundantins the tenth of lanuary,he tooke 
his journey towards the Weft parts of the world, leaving both his fonnes the Emperours at 
Conftantinople, As he went to wage battell with Eugenius many of the barbarian nations in- 
habiting the countries beyond J/frwm,came of their own accord to aide the Emperor againtt 
the tyrant.Shortly after he came into France with great power, for there the tyrant had ga- 
thered infinite multitudes of fouldiers and fortified himfelfe. The campe was pitched and the 
battell was fought by acertaine river called Phrigdus. * And as the battell was doubtful 
where the Romanes dealt band to hand withthe Romanes, fo among the barbarians which 
came to aide the Emperor Theodofius, Exgenius had the upper hand. The Emperor fecing the 
barbarians foiled and overthrowne,was wonderfull penfive, and fell downe proftrate upon 
the ground,prayed unto God for aide and affiftance,and obtained his fute.For ALacurivs his 
captaine put on venturous & valiant courage,got him to the fide where the barbarians were 
foiled,came to the ftandard,joyned with him the chiefe captaines, encountred withthe ene- 
my, brake the aray,and in the end made them to flie which before purfued the flight. Imme- 
diatly after this there enfued another ftrangeacét, For there arofe fuch bluftering blatts of 
Wind as turned the darts of Exgenizs the ufurpers fouldiers to light in their owne fides, and 
drave with forcible and violent flight the arrowes of the Emperours fouldiers to pierce the 
armed pelts of the rebels.Of fuch force and efficacy werethe Emperors prayers. Wherfore 
the variable courfe of that bloody battell being brought to that paffe,the rebell came grove- 
ling at che Emperors feet and craved for mercy, but as he kneeled the fouldiers of T heodofj« 
ws cameand ftroke his head off his fhoulders.Thefe things were done the fixt of September,in 
the third Confulthip of Arcadixs, and the fecond of Honorius, Arbogaftes the author of {o 
great aflaughter, twodaies after the end of the battell, fecing that by flight there was no 
Way poffible for him to fave his life, ran upon a naked {word and difpatched himfelfe,

How immediatly after this battell the Emperor Theodofius /ickned, and departed this 
efe afore the triumphs were fully ended, 


thofe wars,began to be very ilkat eafe, And when that nis difeafe gave him to under- 

ftand that the mortall race of his naturall lite was then to be finithed, ‘care and doubts 
appertaining unto the government of the Common-weale troubled him more then the 
fraile departure or the feare of death, yea when he confidered with himfelfe how many ¢a= 
lamities do commonly happen unto the Empire when the Emperour and {cepter be parted 
afunder. Wherefore he fent in poft haft for his fon Honorins to Constantinople, purpofing to 
eftablifh through him peace and tranquillity in the Weft parts of the world, At the com. 
ming of his fon to AZiMaine.the father was fomewhat recovered, and began to celebrate ex- 
ercife of triumph for joy of the victory gotten of the tyrant.In the morning he felthimfelfe 
fo well,that he honored the triumph with his prefence. In the afternoone he was {0 fodaines 
ly taken with his difeafe, that he was not ableto go and behold the folemnity, but charged 
his fon to fee all the royalty accomplifhed,and the night following departed this.life,It was 
when Olybrius and Probinus were Confuls,the feventeenth of Jansary,the firtt yeare of the 
two hundred ninetie and fourth Olympiad, . This Theodofius the Emperour lived threefcore 
your raigned fixtcene, This book containeth the Hiftory of fixteene yéares and eight

ledge and the truth of the Hiltory, Wherfore leaft that our tory fhould halt ofboth fides, & 
difpleafe the learned in that it doth not countervaile the artificial skill and profound know- 
ledge of ancient writers :the unlearned, inthat their capacity cannot comprehend the fub- 
flance of the matter by reafon of the painted Rhetorick and picked fentences,I have tied my 
felfe unto fuch a meane, as though the handling befimple, yet the effe& is foone found and 
quickly under{tood. Furthermore now entring into difcourfe of our fixt book, I muft needs 
tell you the truth,that Iam even in a manner difmayed when I take pen in hand te paint 
forth unto the pofterity the famous acts of thefe our flourifhing daies,leatt ic fall out that we 
Jay downe in writing {uch things as may offend fome kind of men,or(as commonly we fay) 
leaft truth be conftrained to trie her friends, when as we publifh not with praifes and come 
mendations the names of fuch as they like well of, ¢or extoll not unto the skies their noble 
and famous acts, The favourers of Prelats and Patrons of Clergy men will blame us for not

intitling the Bifhops, moft godly, moft holy and fuch like epithetons. Other forts of men, 


fomewhat more curious then the reft, will mifconftrue our meaning for not calling the Em- 
perors, Lords, and moft vertuous, with other fuch like honorable titles ufually given them 
of men.But feeing that I am able to prove and jutftifie out ef ancient Writers,that the fervant 
in their books hath called his Lord and Mafter no otherwife then after his chriftened name,I 
will lay afide thefe lofty titles, and tie my felfe as my bounden duty requireth,unto the truth 
ofthe Hiftory: and keeping my felfe within the compaffe and limits of faithfull Hiftorio- 
graphers which covet a fimple and a plaine kind of ftile,I wilk now tothe matter,and write 
of {ach things as I have partly feene,and partly learned of fuchas faw them withtheir eyes, 
the which I have better liking of,becaufe the reporters varied not among themfelyes, I had 
much adoe and great labour in fifting ont the truth, becaufe that fundry men of divers forts 
made relation thereofunto me: whereof fome affirmed that they had beene prefent, fome 
other that they had occafion te fearch out all circunaftances,

V Hen the Emperour Theodofies had departed this life,in the Confulfhip of Ofbrins 


hy and Probsnse the feventeenth of Jansary,his fons took in hand the governement of 
the Romane Empire. Arcadins ruled the Ealt,and Honorits the Welt. Then was D arsa/us 
RS RR ERIS tas 0 eo 
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Bithop of the princely City of Rome: Theophilus of Alexandria: Iohn of Iernfalem: Fla- 
vianus of Antioch : and of Conftantinople; otherwife called new Rome, WN ellarius was Biz 

fhop, as I remembred in the former booke. The eight of November he be ine Confull himé 

felfe, the corps of Theedefius was brought to his grave, and folemnely enterred with noble 

funerall by his fonne Arcaatws. Shortly after,being the eight and twentieth day of the fame 

Moneth, the Emperor Theodefiws army, which overthrew Exgenims with all his hoft, was 
comethither, Whenthe Emperor Arcadias went forth as the manneris unto the gates of 

the City to meet the army, the fouldiers prefently laid hands upon’ Raffinus the E mpe= Ruffinus. 
rours Embaflador, and beheaded him, for he was {ufpected of treafon, and the report went 

ofhim, that he procured the Hazes a barbarous Nation to invade the Romane Dominons; 

For at that rime they deftroyed efrmenia with other countries of the Eaft. The fame day 

when Reffins was beheaded, Marcianus the NX pvatian Bifhop departed this lifein whofe ararcianue.

Hortly after, Necarius Bifhop of Con/tantinople departed this life, in the Confalfhip anno Dom. 

of Cefarins and eAtticus,the eight and twentieth of September. Immediatly there was 401 

nuch adoe about the eleétion ofa Bifhop. And when fome thought on this man, fome 
onthat man, after long advifement and deliberation, in the end it feemed good to them to 
fend for Iohn, a Prieft of Antioch : for thereport went of him, that he was a profound In- 
terpreter, and anotable Rhetoritian. Wherefore not long after the Emperour Arcadins 
withthe cenerall confent both of Prieft and people fent for him. And tothe end his confe- 
cration mieht be of more authority, by the commandemeént of the Emperor there was pre- 
fentam ong many. other Bifhops, Theophilus Bifhop of ef lexandria,who went about by all 
mearies to difcredit Johx, and to preferre unto. the Bifhopricke one Jédorus a Prieft of his 
owne Church, Theophilus made very much of this J/dorss, becaufe that for his fake he had 
faken a perillous piece of worke inhand. And what the fame was I am now abont to de- 
clate, When the Emperor Theodafims waged battell with AZaximns the Ty rant,7 beophilas 
fent prefents by forms unto the Emperor,together with two letters, charging him with- 
all to prefent him that had the upper hand with the gift and one of the letters, dors being 
carefull of his bufnefle,went diligently about this feat,got him to Rome,and harkenethafter 
thé victory. But his fetch wasnotlong ete it was found out : for his Reader that kept him 
company {tole away his letters. Whereupon Ifidoras being afraid to be taken withthe man- 
her.tooke his keeles inall the haft to Alexandria. This was it that made Theophilus to labour 
{oearneftly for Ifderss. But all that were of the Emperours court,preferred John tothe Bi- 
fhoprick. “And afterwards,when as many charged Theophilus with hainous crimes,and pre- 
fented unto the Bifhops then prefent libels and articles againft him, fome for this thing,and 
fome for that’s. Extroni#s one of the Emperors chamber having gotten the articles and en- 
ditéthents, fhewed them to Theophilus, bade him chufe whether he would create Johx Bi- 
fhop,or fand at the barre and anfwer to the crimes that were laid to his charge, Theophslus 
was fo afraid with this,that by and by he confented to the ftalling of Joby; He was confe- 
erated to execute the Prieftly funétion of a Bifhop,and ftalled in the fea of ( onffantinople,the 
fixe and twentieth day of Febraary, the Confulfhip following when as the Emperor Hono- 
yins governed the common-weale of Rome, and Extychianus the Senator in the Emperours 
fleed riled Conftantinople,

The linage and education of tohn Chryfoltome Bi/rop of Conftantinople. 


N'{6 much that Zohn was a Famous man, partly for the bookes he penned and left unto the 
pofterity, partly alfo for the great perils and perfecution which befell ulito him: it {eé- 
meth very necéflary unto us not to run over with filence, but briefly to rebearfe’ fick 
things as ofhim might largely be intreated.and fo to declare out of what countrey he came, 
what parents he had,how he came by Priefthood, and wherefore he was thereof deprived, 
| lac ofall how chat ater his death he purchafed more fame and renowne then ever he did in The countrey 
his life time. ohn was bornein Awtioch a city of (/elefpria, his father wascalled Seenndns, and pacencs of 
+ dna ae Gia his Chyjofomes 
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his mother Astbufa, he defcended of the noble race of Senators he was the difciple of Libas 
wins the Sophiftand the auditor of Andragathins the Philofopher. When that he had purpo= 
fed with himfelfe to apply bis mind unto the law and publike affaires of the cominon weal, 
and perceived how lewd and unrighteous a trade of life they led which bufie themfelyes 
therin,he left that troublefome trade,and transformed himfelf unto a quiet& folitary kind of 
life. The example of &vagriws as I thinke allured him thereunto, who being brought up under 
the fame teachers and fchoolimafters,addicted himfelfe'a little before unto a folitary life,void 
of alltrouble and moleftation: Immediatly he changed both habite and bebaviour, and gave 
himfelte wholly to the ftudy of facred Scriptures : he devifed with himfelfe how by all 
meanes poffible he might become a profitable member in the Charch of God : he perfwa- 
Theodorus. ded Theodorus and Maximus his fellow ftudents, who together with him frequented the 
Maximus. {choole of Libaniws,to forfake that trade of life, which was wholly fet on lucre and gaine, 
and to follow that which was fatisfied with alittle : of thefe men one was afterward Bi- 
fhop of Aopfieftiaa city in Cilicta.the other was Bifhop of Se/encia in Ifauvia. Thefe men 
being then wonderfully inflamed with godly zeale and defire of vertue,learned the Monatti- 
call trade of Diodorus and ( arterius who then were overfeers of the religions conventicles, 
falas sa but afterwards D iodorws being made Bifhop of Tarf#s wrote many bookes, and while he | 

lA addicted himfelfe only unto the bare and naked letter of holy Scripture,he erred fouly in the 

fenfe and myfticall underftanding thereof : but of thefe things fo much fhall fuffice. John, 

. when that he had of a long time accompanied Ba/i/; who then was made Deacon by .14e/e- 

tins but afterwards Bifhop of Cefarea in ( appadocia,was made Reader inthe church of Aq, 

Gbry/sfFone tioch by Zeno Bifhop of Iernfalem. Being Reader, hé wrote that booke which he intitled 

ig cle againft the Jewes, Ina while after Meletias made him Deacon, at what time he wrote the 

ii A Deacon. bookesintitled of Prieft40cd,with them alfo which he made againft Stagirius. Moreover the 
books of the racomprehenfible nature, with the tracts he made of clofely kept womex, In pro- 
) ceffe of time when that AZe/erins had deparred this life at Conffantinople (the election of 
/ Gregory Nazianzene had driven himthither) /ob» torfooke the Meletsans,left alfo the com- 
munion of P.as/inus, and for the {pace of whole three yeeres he led a folitary life fevered 

from all the tronblefome affaires of the world. Againe ina while after that, Evagrias who 

fucceeded Paulinus in the fea of Axtiock.made him Prieft.His manner of living and behavi- 

A Prick our before he was made Bifhop, that I may ufe few words, was in fuch fort as followeth, 
He was a man by reafon of his marvellous great temperance,in life very auftere,and(as one 
that knew him from his youth up did report) more ruled by choler then given to courteous 
civility. A man he was of nogreat forecaft,he made no account of the world,and becanfe of 
his plaine and fimple meaning, he was foone deceived. Hee wasvery copious and free of 
{peech withall fuch as had conference with him, ands he was very painfull, to the end by 
teaching he might reforme the manners and lives of his auditors : 0 againe of fuchas were 
not acquainted with his behaviour,. he was accounted in his exhortations very arrogant 
and infolent..

How that by the procurement of bis Deacon Serapion, John was greatly bated of hu Clergie, 
A Bithop. Ohn being thus conditioned, and preferred unto the Bifhoprick of Coxftantinople,putpoe 
fing to reforme the lives of his Clergie (for fo he had determined with himfelfe) prati- 
fed greater feverity towards them then right and reafou did require. So that immediatly 
after his ftalling in the Bifhops fea, becanfe of his great aufterity he was hated of his Cler- 
gic : many of them were offended with his dealing, and began to fettle themfelves out of 
is danger, as one that was altogether out of {quare, And in few words ta utter the truth, 
Serapion Deacon of that Church. made him incur all that difpleafure,who in prefence of all 
the Clergie faid thus unto him » O Bifhop, thou fhalt never be able to rule all thefe as thou 
wouldeft, unleffe thou’ make them all tafte of one whip. The which faying of his procured 
great hatred unto the Bifhop.The Bifhop fhortly after thruft many ont of the Church, forhe 
for one thing, and fome for another, They as it commonly falieth out where fuch Lordly 
Prelates put fuch devices in ure, confpired againft him, and of {pight difcredited him with 
the common people. The reports that went of him,to wit,that he would never eat or drink 
With any man, and being invited toa bariquet that he would not eome, perfwaded the hea- 
ers» 90 that the landers raifed of him increafed more and more, The reafon why he would

mons he made in the open audience of the Church, wherefore they. made no account of the 
accufations and {landers that were laid to his charge, The fermons he made being penned of 
{wift Scriveners, as he uttered them ont of the Pulpit, what they were, how excellent, and 
with what force they perfwaded, I need not prefentlyto rehearfe, info much they are ex. 
tant abroad in the world, for every man to perufe, and thereof to gather sreat profit,

reports and flanders were bruted abroad of him, next they were increafed, for atale isnot - 


twice told but is.twice as long :.at length his auditors conceived an ill opinion ofhim © lat 
of all the invective he made againit Extropins augmented the (lander. For £ utropius the Ey- 
nuchand chicte of the Emperors chamber, made great fite unto the Emperor, forto havea 
law. made by the Emperors,that none might take the Church for his fahctuary,but that fuch 
as fied thither for refuge might be pulled out by the eares. The talte of which law he him- 
felfe-firft tried : for as foone as the new found law was enaéted and pubhlifhed abroad in the 
hearing of all the people of Conftantinople, Estropius incurred the high difpleafure of the 
Emperor,and took the Church for his fantuary, John the Bifhop feeing Eatropins lie along 
atthe foore of the Altar, and as it were befotted oramazed for feare, fitting in his Pulpit 
where he was wont to preach,to the end his voice might bethe more audible,made a whole 
fermon in difpraife and reprehenfion of him, Wherefore many milliked of him very much, 
that he not only not pitied the man lying in that lamentable plight, but alfo inveyed againkt 
bim bitterly, The Emperor comanded E«tropins who then was Confal. for certain haynous 
crimes to be beheaded : that his name fhould be blotted out of the Catalogue of Confulls, 
and that the title of his honour and dignity, fhould only be given unto his collegue and fel- 
low Eunuch Theodoras. Thereport goeth moreover, that John the Bifhop rebuked freely 
after his wonted guife, Gainas the captaine,becanfe that he went about to beg of the Empe- 
rour onéof the Churches within the City for the Arians his fellow hereticks, Againe, for 
other matters, he inveyed freely againft other Magiltrates of the common-weale, which 
turned in the end to his great difpleafure. Theophilus alfo Bifhop of Alexandria,immediat. 
ly after he had confecrated him Bifhop, began bufily to devife how he might worke him 
mifchiefe. And as in prefence he practifed privately by word of mouth : {0 in his abfence 
he wrote and fignified by jetters unto fuch as dwelled in forraine countries, what he withed 
might-be brought to paffe. The wonderfull boldnefle and liberty of {peech which Zohn 
ufed, fretted T; heophilus,and vexed his minde : neither only that, but alfo becaufe his mali- 
cious practifes tooke. no profperons fucceffe, for he had purpofed to place [fdorus a Prick 
of his Church in the Bifhops fea of Conftantinople, Thus went the affaires of John the Bi- 
fhop, who was continually hated. ever fince he began to enjoy the Bifhopricke., But of 
him we fhall have occafion to {peake more hereafter,

‘Vy Ow I goe about to declare a certaine hiftory of thattime, which is worthy of memo- 

N ry among all pofterity intime tocome:I willdeclare how the City of Conftantinople 

‘It {elfe,and the profperity of the Roman Empire were delivered out of extreme peri 

and utter overthrow by the wonderfull providence of Almighty God. Now hearken to the 
circumftance. One Gainas,by birtha barbarian,yeta fubject of the Empire of Rome, was fe ,

trained Up 1” warlike exercife and feats of armies, that at length through the daily credit he 
purchafed by valiant acts, he was of the Romanes made captaine both ot horfemen and foote 
men, When he had got unto his perfon {uch honour, and fo great a powerat his becke and 
commande ment, he forgat himfelfe, and could mot moderate the afpiring pride of his fwel- 
ling ftomacke, but devifed every way, and rolled as commonly wee fay every ftone, for to 
bring the Romanes undet his girdle, “And therefore he fent for all she Gotths out of their 
countrey, determining with himfelfe to entertaine and ftay with him as many as were fit 
for feats of armes, Tribigildus tribune of the fouldiers in Phrygia being fomewhat a kinhe 
unto him, and alfo of his con{piracy, fabdued all the Phrygian nation : Gainas then made 
earne(t fute nnto the Emperor in his owne behalfe, that he would make him Lieutenant of 
Phrygia. The which Arcadins the Emperor without fore ght of that which was likely to 
enfue, granted unto him witha willing minde, He immediatly (as it was thonght) went to 
Trivigildss. give battell:to Tribigildus, but as trath was, toplay the tyrant, and brought at his taile 
Phrygia fub- thoufands of the barbarous Gotths, He was no fooner entred into Phrygia,but all thecoun- 
duced. trey yeelded unto him. The Romanes were ina wofull plight, partly becaufethat fo great 
4 multitude of barbarians Followed .after Gaines, and partly alfo becaufe that the Eafterne 
parts of the Empire were in great danger of invafion, Then the Emperor yeclding tnto the 
neceffity of the time,advifed himfelfe,dealt fabtily with the Barbarian,fent unno him Em- 
bafladors, and fought by all faire meanes to pacific him. And when that hée requefted the 
Emperor to {end unto him Saturnsnus and Aphelanus, who were Confulls and head Sena-' 
tors, whom he fufpected to be thehinderers of his enterprifed confpiracy, the Emperor 
though unwilling, yet becaufe of the time ycelded unto his requeft. They being of anoble 
‘and valiant courage, defirous alfo of death in the quarrell and detence of their countrey, 
H| obeyed the Emperors ccommandement. To be fhort, they met the Barbarian in a plaine 
it greene, where they ufed to jutt and runne at tilt a good way of Chalcedon, and ready they 
ty were to endure what torment foever were laid upor them. But he did them no harme, for 
| he diffembled his drift and got him to Chalcedon; there efrcadins the Emperor met him. 
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The Emperor andthe Barbarian being together in the Temple where the corps of Exphe- 

miathe Martyr lieth interred, {ware one to the other, that neither would confpire nor pro- 

eS, _ eure the others death. But although the Emperor a man both godly and zealous, made 
- helbgale SE reat account ofhisoath, and kept it inviolably : yet Gainas forfware himfelfe, brake the 
“nda ttucte  icague,and ceafed not to proceed on in his formertreafon and confpiracy : but devifed with 
breaker. himfelfe how hee might fer the City of Conftantinople on fire, and over-runne the whole 
Empire of Rome. Wherefore ( onffantinople by reafon of the infinite number of Barbari- 

ans which abode there, became in manner a barbarian city : of the citizéns and inhabitants, 

there was no other account made then of captives and bond-flaves. Thecity was in fo great 

A Comer. danger,that a wonderfull great Comer reaching in manner from the skie unto the earth (the 
like whereof was never rernembred to have beene feene before) prognofticated the fame. 

Gainas firtt of all laying fhamefaftneffe afide, and (teeling his face with impudency, purpo- 

fed in his minde to rifle the fhops of the bankers'and exchangers. But when as the report 

thereof prevented his lewd purpole, and the bankers removed their exchanging tables, and 

conveyed away their moncy : he endeavoured to compaffe another m {chievous act: for he 

tonfizntinople fent inthe night feafona multitude of Barbariansto fire the palace of the Fmperor, At 
was faved by  whattime it appeared unto the whole world how carefull God was over that city. Foran 
Angelis infinite number of eFngels refembling men of monftrous bod’es, all in gliftering armour, 
were feene of thefe rebells that went about to'fet the palace on fire : the Barbarians fup- 

pofing they had beene a great army and a mighty hott, were *'- onied and ran away. Gainas 
hearing of this, thought tt a thing ‘acredible. He knew for certainty that fo greata power 
of Romane fouldiers could not poffibly be there, for they were appointed feverally through- 

outevery city. The night following he fent thither others, and that not once not twice t 
when as the fouldiers being often fent of him reported the fame (for the »4ngells of God 
were alike in the fight of the traytors) at jength he went thither himfelfe with great 

power to know the certainty of the wonderfull fight. He perceiving of a furety that it was 

an army of fouldiers, hiding themfelves in the day time, and wiehlandliog his violence in 
the night feafon, went about to compaffe a crafty feat as hee thought, whereby he might 

greatly hurt the Romsanes, but as the event declared, it availed them very rauch. Hee 
fained himf{elfe to be poffeffed ofa Divell, and therefore he got kim to the Church of Saint 
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Lis.6. of Socrates: Scholafticus. 
John the A poftle,which was notfatre from the city,there for to pray, The Barbarians wene 


forth with him,conveying armor privily in tunsand veflels, covering them alfo with other 
ficights and devices. When the watch and porters of the City gate perceived theit wile and 


treafon,they commanded them to carry forth noweapons:the Barbarians hearing this;drew 


their {words anddifpatched them every one,Immediatly-all the City was on an uprorejand 
death feemed to {tand at every mans doore. “Yet for all that, the City was fafe, the gates on 
every fide being {hut and well fortified. The Emperor advifing himfelfe in time, proclaimed 
Gainas attaytor,and an open enemy: he cominanded that the Barbarians which remained ih 
the city fhould be flaine every one : this wasthe day after the death of the porters’: the 
fouldiers within the walls of the city nigh the Gotthick Church(for there all the Barbarians 
were affembled together )dealt hand to hand:with the Barbarians, fet the Church on fire,and 
Acw-many of thei, Gainas hearing that as many of his complices as he left behind within 
the city were executed,and perceiving thavhis traiterous confpiracy had no profperous fixc- 
ceffe,left his hypocritical prayers,and got him to the coafts of Thracia, And comming into 
Cherronefus he tooke fhipping thence in all the halt to Lampfacum, for to fubdue from that 
place forward,all the ygelterne parts of the world. When the Emperor had prevented him 
in thof countries,by fending thither great power both by:fea and land, it fell out that God 
of his providence fhewed there his wonderfull: power the fecond time. For when the Bar- 
barians wanted flips, ’ they fell a fraiming of new veffells, and fo to tran{port fouldiers in 
them, The Romane navie came thither,and arrived at the very pinch,or as commonly we fay, 
in the'nicke, for they had wind and faile at will, the Wefterne Z ¢phyrus blew on chit fide, 
Andias the Romane power conveyed themfelves thither witheafe and pleafure:fo the grea- 
ter part of the Barbarian navie,both horfeand man, fhipsand all were toffed to and fro,{cat- 
tcred one fromthe other,and funcke in the deepe gulpheeof the {urging feas, Divers alfo of 
the Romans were dtowned alike, And thus there was then an infinite number of the Barba 
riansideftroyed. But Gasnas removing thence, taking his flightby 7; hracia,lighted by chance 
into the hands of the Romax fouldiers, who difpatched both him and alfo as many Barbarians 
as werein hiscompany. Thus much by the way of Gaivas, If any be difpofed to know all 
the citcumftances of that warre, let himteade the booke of Exfebius Scholafticas, intitled 
Gainas who at that time was the difciple of Troylus the Sophift. This man being prefent in 
the warres, wrote in Hexameter verfe all that therein-was done, and devided it into foure 
bookes. And becaufé the acts thereof were frefh in memory, his Pocme was of great price 
and eftimation. | Ammonins alfo the Poet of latedaies wrote the fame argument in verfe,the 
which he read inthe hearing of the Emperor; ‘about the eleventh Conful thi p of Theodefras 
the Younger, the whichhe enjoyed with Faw/tus, andtherefore was highly commended, 
This:warre was ended in the Confalthip of Sts/ichon aud Aurelianus, The yeere following 
Phravitus was made Confull, who though he were a Getth borne, yet was he greatly belo- 
vediof the Romanssand behaved himfelfe {0 valiantly in that battell, that the Romans t ought 
him worthy the dignity of aConfall, The fame yeere and the tenth of Aprill,the Emperor 
Arcadius had a fontie;to wit,the good T heodofins, So farre’of thefe things,

q T Hile the commonweale’of the Roman Empire was toffed with thefe troublefome 
(tormes of rebellion, fuch as were promoted unto the reverend function of prick- 


~ hood were at diffention among theinfelves,to the great (laader of Chriftian reli 
gion: Then was one fer againtt the other, the originall of which peftilent {chif{me came from 
E¢ypt;and the occafion was as followes. There was a queftion brocheda little before, whe- 


thet God were 4 body, made after the likeneffe & form of man?Or whether he were with= 


out body,and not only without the forme of man,but alfo (to utter the whole in one word) 
void of all corporal fhape? Hereof there arofe fundry conteéritions and quarrels, whilft that 


fome affirmed this, other fomie that. Certaine of the rudeft and unlearned fort of religious. 


men thought that God was corporeall,and that he was of the forme & figure of man,but thé 
greater part condemned them with their hereticall opinion,affirming that God had ho cor- 


poreal fubftance;that he was void of all bodily thape.Of the which opinion was Theaphi/we 
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Bifhop of Alexandria, fo that in the hearing of the whole congregation he inveyed bitterly 
againtt fuch as. attributed unto God the forme of man;proving that he had no body at all, The 
worthippers of Egypt underftanding of this;left their religious houfes,camne to edlexandviz, 
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flocked about T heophilws, condemned himor 4 wicked perfon; and fought to bereavethith 
‘of his life. Theophilxs being made privie unto their confpiracy, was wondertull penfive, |

forget him= 


devifed with himfelfe how he might efcapethieir hands and fave his life. As foone ashe 
came into their prefence,he faluted them courteoufly, and faid thus unto them: Whenthat 
I faften mine eyes upon yousme thinkes I'doefee the lively face of God, W ith thefe words 
the rath heat of the unruly Monks was delaied. Againe, they reply in this fort::Ifthat be 
erie that thou fayf, chat the countenance of God is no otherw ife then ours, accurfe then the 
works of Origen. For divers of his bookes doc impugne our opinion. Bur if thou refute to 
doe this, affure thy felfe to receive at our hands the punifhment dite unto the impious and 

" open enemies of God.Nay faith T beophilus, Iwill doc that which fhall feeme goed in-yout 
eyes, I pray you benot offended withme,for Ihate the books of Origen,& think theni.wor- 


felfe, athy of great reprehenfion whichallow of them. When he had thus appeafed the Monks, he 
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man, 


{ent them away quietly. This queftion peradventure had laine in thgduft unto this day shadit 
not. been blown up andrevived upon another occafion,in fuch fort as followeth. Theireligi: 
ous houfes in Egypt were overfeene of foure worthy men, Dsofcorus, Ammonis, Enfebsus 
and Euthymins, Thefe men were natural} brethren, and by-reafon of the goodly ftature of 
their tall bodies,they were called Longe.Men they were of great fame for their doctrin and 
godly trade of life,and therefore at. Alemandria they were much fpoken of. 7 beophilws Bi- 
{hop of Alexandria loved them entirely,and, made much of them, Wherefore one of them 


whofe name was D iefcorus, he insmanner conftrained to leave the defart, and made him Bis 
Chop of Hermopolis other two he entreated to lead their lives with him, The whichhe could 
hardly with faire meanes dbtaine; yet as Bifhop he compelled them. Thefe men malting & 
vertue of neceffitys for that.they could not otherwite chufe;: applied themfelves about the 
Ecclefiafticall affaires ¢ yet itgrieved thém very much, that they could not at their pleafure 
addi@ themfelves unto the folitary life,and the wonted exereife of true Philofophy. W her 
that in proceffe of time their.confcience was pricked, perceiving that the Bifhop was fet up= 
on heaping and hoording of money,ahd that all his labour tended to gathering, they. would 
no longer dwell with him,but got them into the defart;affirming the folitary life tobe farre 
better then the trade and converfation ufed: in the cities: Peophilus all that while not 
knowing the caufe that moved them to depart, intreated them earneftly to continue with 
him: but as foone as hee underftood they abhorred his mannner of living, he wa; won+ 
derfully incenfed,and promifed toworke thema difpleafure.. When they had made light of 
his threats, and departed into the defart, Theopbilys as it eemed being prone of nature to 
anger and revenge, beftirred himfelfe againft them, and endevoured by all: meanes to worke 
them mifchiefe. Wherefore he began to {pite Diefcorss their brother, :whom he had made 
Bithop of Hernsopolis, For icerieved him to the guts, thar the worfhippers made fo much 
of Diofcorus | reverenced him fo highly.. And knowing that hecouldno kind of way 
moleft thofe godly men, unleffe that he alienated and withdrew the mindes of fuch Monkes 
ds were fubject unto their government from favouring of them,he wrought fuch a kinde of 
feat as followeth. He called to memory thatin. conferring with them,they had affirmed that 
God was without body, and void of hamame forme or figure : for had he the fhapé of man, 
it'would follow neceflarily,that he could fuffer after the manner and guife of man : and that 
Origed with other ancient writers had exquifitly fifted out the truth tk ercof, But Ti roe 
althongh he was himfelfe ofthat opinon, yet to the end he might revenge him of. his ‘ene- 
mies, {ticked not to oppugne their fincere opinion and found doétrine +, yeas, he perfwaded 
many Monkes, fimple aad plaine foules, fushas were ideots, and divers.alfo of them which 
were altogether unlearned, to cleave unto his fide, Hefentuntothe religious-houfes of the 
defart,that they fhould obey neitherD io/corss nor his brethren, in fo much their opinion was 
that God had no body. For God (faith he) as holy Scripture doth witnefleshath cyes,eanes, 

hands and feete,even as men have, Dio/cor#s and his followers (faithhe). are ofa wicked 

opinion : they deny with Origen,that God hath ¢yes,eares; feet and hands, With this fubtle 

and crafty (leight he allured to his fide many religious men; forhat there arofe:much.ado.and 

great diffention among them. Such as were not bewitched, but guided themfelues aright, 
cleaved unto the opinion of Diofeerns and Origen : but the fmpler fort, which indeed see 
oi ae . “i thé

the greater nitmber, being kindled with the firie flame of contention, and feta gaint cheit 
brethrev,fell for aleogether from their found opinion. Wherefore they were devided; and 
reviled each other for lewd andimpious perfons, The confederates df 7 heophilus called 
their brethren Ovigenifts and wicked men; againe, the complices of T heopnilus Were cal- 
led enthrepomorphites, by interpretation fuch as attribute to God the forme of man : fo 
that there arofe no {mall bickering among the Monkes, nay, it fell out to be a deadly battell, 
Theophilus perceiving that his fetches framed at length after his will, went with great 
power towards the mount Witréa, where their religious honfes {tood; and aided the Monks 
both againft #e/corws, and alfo again{t hts brethren. The religious men being befet with 
great danget had much adoe to fave their lives,

Of the Conventicles and Hymnes which both the eArians and profeffors of One fubfance fung ia 
the night feafon,and their skirmifhing : allo how the finging of Antermes was fir? ordai- 
ned by Ignatius the difciple of Saint John the Evangelift and A poftle, 


tention raifed in the defarts of Egypt: he was a man that excelled in thofe daies for the 

gift of utterance,and was alfo of great eftimation. He hinifelfe augmented evening pray- 
er, I meane fuch fervice as ufually is faid'in the night, and that upon fuch occafion as fol- 
loweth. The Arians, as we {aid beforeshad their conventicles without the walls of thé ci- 
ty in the fuburbs. Wherefore when the feftivall meeting throughout every weeke was 
conie,I meane the Saturday and the Sanday, upon which daies the Chriftians are wont fo- 
lemnly to affemble in the Church,they (I meanethe Arians)gathering themfelves together 
in the porch of the city gates, fting interchangeably flich fongs as they had made themfelves, 
and favored ofthe Arian opinion,and this they did almoft thronghout the whole night. Firft 
ofall they are wontat the dawning of the day to goe out at the gates, and to fiig a ntepte 
wife {uch lewd'fongs through the midft of the city, untill they came to the place of their 
aflembled congregation. But info much they ceafed not to found out contumelious fenten- 
ces againtt fuch’as favored the faith of One /xbfance,( for among divers others this was one; 
Where be thefe fellowes which affirme three to bé but one power?) /ohn fearing left any of 
thé fimpler fort fhould be {nared, ‘and left thefe opprobrious rimes would be tumbling 
bloéks atid occafions to fall fromthe faith, ordained of the contrary certdine of his owne 
people, which in like fort fhould occupy themfelves in the night in finging of hymnes,part- 
ly for to quell the infolency of the Arians, and partly alfo to confirme their owne fide in the 
faith. And thoughthe meaning of Jobn was good, and his drift available, yet the end proved 
very troublefome and perillous. For when the hymnes extolling the faith of One fubftance, 
purchafed greater majefty and reverence, becaufe of the melodious concent and {weet har- 
mony in the night feafon,(for there were filver candlefticks after the manner of crofies, dé- 
vifed for the bearing:of the tapers and wax-candles, all which Eadoxia the Emprefle found 
untothem) the Arians flocked together, burned with emulation, and for to revenge them- 
felvés,fet upon their adverfaries.And becaufe that a little before their fide had prevailed and 
got the upper hand, they were then fwolne with pride, and cagerly bent to take armor, and 
made to account at all of {uch as favored the faith ot Ove fubtance, Wherefore without fur- 
therdeliseration; on a'certaine'iight they made an uprore. In this skirmifh 2ré/e an Eu- 
nuclofthe Emprefle,' anda fovorer of the hymnes that were fung in the commencation of 
the'clanfe of One /ub/tance,was ftticken on the forhead with a ftone:and divers of the com- 
mot fort were flain of either fide. The Emperor anderftanding of the ftir, was wonder filly 
incehted; gave the Arians {traight cOmandement they fhould openly (ing no more hymuaes, 
Thefethings were then in this fort, Now let us record’ whence the hyimnes that are 
fong ititerchangeably in the Church,commonly called Antemes had their original. Zex-rine 
Bithop'of Anrioch in Syria,the third Bifhop by fucceffion from Perer the Apoft/e, who was 
converfant,and had great familiarity with the Apof/es, fawa vifion of Angels, which extol- 
Jed the blefled Trinity with hymnes: that were fung interchangeably : and delivered unto 
~ the Charch of Antiocy the order and manner of finging expreffed in the vifion. Thereof, ic 
came'to pafle,that'eyery Church received the fame tradition. So much of Antensss. 


[er Bi fhop of Conflantinople was altogether ignorant of thie aforefaid great ftir and cone 
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af Cuap. IX. : 4ods 
Of the Afonkes that were called Longe,and how that about them Theophilus Bifvep of Alexan- 
dria pur[wed John Bifhop of Conftantinople with deadly hatred, and fonght ta depofe him : 
ow Epiphanius Bifbop of Cyprus; being wonne through, the wiles of Theophilus; 
cahed.a Councell at (yprus, condemned the workes of Origen; and re- 
buleee John for perufing of thems, 


WC Hortly ofter the Monks left the defere, and came together with Dio/cerss and his bre- 
S thren unto Confantinople, There came thither alfo with them J/dorus the great friend 
fometime of 7 beophilus but then his deadly foe,and fo became upon fuch an occafionas 
followeth.T heophilus conceiving great difpleature againft one Peter ;head prieft in the church 
of Alexandria,determined to banith him the Church he charged him that he had received 
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ted her: But when Veter avouched that hee both withdrew her from the hereticali 
opinion, aad admitted her alfo into the Church with the confent of Theophiles, making 
him privie thereunto : Theophilus (tomacked the dealing, as if Perer had done it in 
{pite ofhim. For he, {aid that he knew nothing of it. Wherefore Peter called Jfdorusto 
Witnefle, that Theophilus the Bifhop knew of the womans admiftion, J/dorss then was 
atthe princely City of Rome, for. Tbeophilws had fent him unto Damafus Bifhiop of Rome, 
for to reconcile unto him Flevianws Bifhop of eAstioch. For as many as were of Aelerins 
fide fell from Flavianuws, becaufe he kept not his.oath, as we faid before, Jfdorus then im-= 
mediatly after his returne from Rowse, being called of. Peter to beare witnefle, affirmed 
plainly, that che woman which had beene of the Manichees opinion, was received, by the 
confent of Theophilxs the Bifhop, and that. he himfelfe had miniftred the communion unto 
her, Theophilus hearing this, fretted within himfelfe for anger, and thruft them both out of 
the Church, This was the caufe'that made [fdoreto accompany Diofcorus into Conftauti- 
wople:that both in prefence of the Emperor and Jobx the Bifhop,the fleights and wiles which 
Theophilus practifed againft them might be revealed. Jobs underftanding thefe circumftan= 
ces of them, entertained the men with great reverence, made them pattakers of their com- 
mon and publike prayers, but he would not receive them into the communion, before thae 
firlt he had throughly examined their caufe,. When thefe things were thus come to paffe, 
it was falfely reported unto Theophilus, that Job» both received theminto the commu. 
mion, and was alfo ready to take their part.. Wherefore Theophilus endeavoured with 
might and maine, not onely to revenge him.of Déofcorus and J/dorns, but alfo to thru 
John befides his Bifhopricke, and thereupon he fent letters unto the Bifhops throughont 
every City, where he concealed his principall drift, pretending onely unto them, that he 
mif-liked withthe workes of Origen, whence e4thanafins before his time borrowed tefti- 
monies to the confutation of the e4rsans. * Moreover, he, reconciledand linked himfelfe 
with Epiphanins Bilhop of Conftantia,a city of Cyprus,with whom.aforetimehehad jarred 
and beeneat variance. For Theophilus had charged hima little before,.that hee thought of 
God bafely and abjectly attributing to him the forme or fhape of man. And though Theoe 
philus was of this opinion,and accufed them which believed that God had the figure of mans’ 
ct for the hatred and {pite he owed unto others, he denied openly in-word, that which he 
believed fecretly in mind : and linked unto him pipbansss in the league of friendfhip, who’ 
lately had beene his foe, but then as it were repented him of. his folly, joyned with bim in 
one faith and opinion of God. Through his aid and furtherance he purpofed to fixmmon a 
Councell at Cyprus,for the condemning and rooting out of o rigens works. Epsphanius being 
a vertuous and a godly man,was ca(ily perfwaded thereunto by the letters of Theophilvs.To 
¢fhort, the Bifhops of that Ifleaflembled together; and decreed that thenceforth none 
Should read the works of Origen:morcover they write unto Jobe Bifhop.of Conftaatinople, 
exhorting him to,abftain from perufing the books of Origen requefting him alfo to fummon 
a Councell, and to.ratifie the fame with uniforme confent of them all. When Theophilas 
had {nared Epiphansus (aman of great fame and renowne) to his fide, and perceived that his. 
¢tches now framed according unto his owne defire, he dealt more boldly, and fummoned' 
a Synod within hisowne Province, where (evenas E piphanins had done before) he con- 
demned the workes of Origen, which had departed this life about rwo hundred yeeres be- 
fore him = this was not his principall drift, but he purpofed verily to revenge him this 
7 way 
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_ way of Diofcortis and his brethren, Zohn made {mall account of the things which Epiphanius 
and Theophilus had fignified unto him by their letters, for he occupied himfelfe tothe fur- 
 therance and profit of the Churches;and therein he excelled: as for the confpiracy and mif- 
chiefe intended againft him,he made very light of it,As Loone as it was openly knowne and 
manifeftly perceived, that Theophilws bent all his might to depofe Jofx of his Bifhopricke, 
divers that bare Joém ill will; felladevifing and a forging out of falfe crimes and accufations 
againft him. Many of the Clergie,findry alfo of the Magiftrates which were in great favour 
with the Emperor, fuppofing now they had gotten fit opportunity to revenge them of Joby, 
determined with themfelves partly by writing of letters, and partly alfo by fending of mef- 
fengers, to fummon together at ( onjfantinople a Councelh of Bifhops.

Of Severianus and Antiochus the Syrians: how, and upon what 
occafion they fell from John, 


fort as followeth. There were two Bifhops by birth Syrians which flourifhed at one 
time, the ones name was Severianus, thé others Autiochus ; the one was Bifhop of 
Gabale in Sjria,the other of Ptolemais in Pbenicta: both excelled in the gift of uttérance,but 
Severianns although he was learned, yet pronounced hee not the Greeke tongue diftinctly, 
neither skilfully,for he {pake Greeke as a Grecian,yct pronounced itlike a Syrian, Antiochus 
comming from Ptofemats to Conftantinople, continued there a while, and preached with 
reat diligence : after that thereby he had got unto himfelfe good {tore of mony, he turned 
oime to his owne Church, Severianes hearing that, Antiochus had got much mony by prea- 
ching at Con/?antinople,was very defirous to do the like himfelfe,He exercifed himfel fe dili- 
gently,he patched together a great company ofbofome fermons,and cametoCenffantinople. 
Being there friendly and lovingly entertained of John, hee applied himfelfe craftily fora 
while to pleafe /ohx,and got grcat favour by flattery. He was much fet by and in great e{ti- 
mation : and as he was highly commended for preaching,fo in like manner purchafed he un- 
to himfelfe great credit withthe chiete Magiftrates and with the Emperor, In the meane 
fpace, becaife that the Bifhop of Ephe/us was departed this lifes John of neceffity was con- 
ftrained to take his voiage into Ephe/us for to chute therea Bifhop. After his comming thi- 
ther when that fome would have this man,'and fome that man preferred to the roome,and, 
thereupon fell to bitter words and contention, whilft thatevery one would have his friend 
advancedto the dignity; John perceiving that they were ail fet on tumults, and that by no 
meanes they would be ruled by him, endeavoured to end the quarrell without offending of 
either fide. He afligned one Heraclides a Deacon of his Church, yet borne in (/ypras, to be 
Bifhop. With that both parts were pleafed, and gave over contention. John was faine for 
this matter to continue a great while at Ephe/us. In his abfence Severianus had brought his 
auditors at Con/tantinople to beare him far better gocd willthen ever they did before, nei- 
ther was John ignorant of this, for it was told him quickly, When Serapion of whom I fpake 
before,had (ignified nto Toba, that Severianus had devided the Churches, he forthwith was 
kindled withthe flame of contention, Wherefore when as he had not fully ended all {uch 
things as he determined with himfel fe (for he had deprived both the Nowatsans, and fuch as 
celebrated the featt of Eaffer the fourthteenth day of the moneth,of many Churches) he re- 
turned to Conftantinople, and applied hi mielfe after his ufuall manner unto the overtight oF 
the Ecclefafticall affaires. The infolent difdain and hauty ftomack of Serapion was intollera- 
ble, for he boldened himfelfe upon John, and inveyed contumelioufly. without all modefty 
and fhamnefaftneffe againtt all men, which turned to the increafe of the {pite and hatred borne 
unto John, Moreover,when Severianss on acertaine time came to the place where Serapion 
fate : Serapion gave him not the honour and reverence due unto a Bifhop, neither rofe up; 
thereby declaring that hee regarded not the perfon of Sewerianns, This contempt and 
difdaine of Serapion was not taken patiently of Severianns, for hee exclamed againtt him 
inthele words + If Serapion dieth a Chri(tian, then was Chriff never incarnate. Serapton 
tooke this as a fit occafion miniftred unto him, made John to become his foe: whilef 
that he concealed the firft fentence, to wit, If Serapion dieth a Chriftian, and repeated the 
latter, to wit, that Chriff was never incarnate, affirming that hee heard it of Severianms 
owne 


| A Nother thing gavé.occafion to increafe the hatred and illwill owed unto Tohx,in fuch 
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owne mouth, And to the end he might juftifie the report,he brought forch men of hits ewne 


degree and calling to teftifie that they heard the words. To be fhort, /o4x without any More 
ado,barifhed Severianus the city: Exdoxiathe Emprefleunderftanding of the circumfance, 
found great fault with Johx, caufed Severianus to be fent for out of Chalcedon in Bithynia, 
who came immediatly. John kept himfelfe out of his company,and would not be brotighe b 
any mans per{wafion to become friends with Severianus. At length when that Enddxia the 
Emperors mother,in the Apeftles Church, had throwne ber fonne T heodofins the Emmperour 
(who though he were then of tender Yeers,yet governed he the commonwealth With goed 
fuccefle and profperous overfight) at the feet of Joh, and craved of him with folemne pro- 
teftations,that of all love and friendfhip he would not deny her requeft: with much adoe he 
was won to embrace Severianus againe. but though outwardly they bare a fhew and coun- 
tenance of friendfhip,neverthelefle inwardly they continued their {pite and hatred one to- 
wards the otherseThe caufe thatdevided Joha.and Severiantés was in fuchfort,

How that Epiphanits comeing to Conftantinople, celi brated the commpnion, and gave orders 
without the licence of lohyi, therein to gratifie Theophilus, if 


Hortly after, Epiphanias the Bifhop caine from Cyprus to Conftantinople at the reguelt 
S of Theopbilws,and brought thither with him the decree of the Bithops,whereia he had 
not excommunicated Origen,but only condemned his books. Wherefore after.his.com- 
ming into the Church of Saint Johx,which was not farre from the walls of the cityshe cele. 
“brated the communion,made.a-_Deacon,went forth out of the Church,and came to Conftana 
tinople.When that Jobn had invited him,requefting he would take a piece ofa lodging with 
him,he for to feed the humor'of Pheophilus, refufed his courtefie, and tooke up an Inne by 
himfelfe. After that he had called together the Bifhops:;which then by. chance Werelat {on= 
flantinople, heread in their hearing the decree; wherein he had condemned the workes of 
Origen, Of the bookes I have nothing to fay; but thus thuch, thar it pleafed Epiphanius and 
Theophilus to condemne them, Of the Bifhops,foine for reverence of Epiphanius {ubfcribed 
unto the decree,fome other denied it utterly. Of which number Theoriasus Bifhop of Scy= 
thia made Epiphanus this aniwer : I of mine owne part, O Epiphanius, will not fo much injure 
the man,who ts departed toreftimany yseres agoe : neither dare 1 prefume once to enterprife fo 
haynows an offence, for to condenane the bookes which our anceftors have not condemned, {pecially 
fecing Iunderftand not as yets neither read any parcell of the dottrine therein contained, And 
When that a certaine booke of Origex was brought forth,he read it,and fhewed there the in- 
terpretation of holy Scripture.agreeable unto 6 faith of the Catholike Church : Jat ofall» 
he concluded with thefe words : They that reprehend thefe tnings doe wo leffe then miflike mith 
the matter whereof the[e books doe intreat.This was the anfwer of Théotimus unto. Epiphanins, 
a man he was of great fame both for found doctrine, and godly converfation, 


Cuap, XII. 
eA kinde of A polovie inthe bebalfe of Origen. 

'N fo much that many were drawne headlong through the procnrement of malicious flane 
[ccrersmuch like a blaft of hurlewind, ro revile Origen, ‘t {hall not be amifle to fay fome- 
what of them. Obfcure men,odde fellowes, ‘fuch as have no pith or fabltance in them to 
the end they might become famous,goe about mokt co mmmonly to purchafe unto themfelves 
glory and renowne by difpraifing of fuch men as farre excell them inrareand fingular ver- 
tues. Of which fort of backe-biters firft I remember “Methodius Bifhop of Olimpus,a city 
of Lycét: next Exftathins,who fora while was Bifhop of e4nzioch: thirdly, Apollizarius s 
laft ofall, this Theophilus. This mefle of trailers (if | may fo terme them) fell a flandering of 
Origen neither yet all for one thing, One charged him with this, another with that,where- 
by they all feverally declared unto the world, that they allowed wholly all fach things ia 
himas they had not reprehended’by name. For in as much as they blamed him feverally 
for {everall doétrine, it appeareth they tooke that for truth in him which they concealed 
and mifliked not withall : and they approved in very deed that which they denied notin 
Word, Aeshodins thoughat the beginning he inveyed bitterly againit Origen,yet afterwards 
as’ 
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as it were by way of recantation, he extolled’ him unto the skies, in that dialogue which he 
intitled Zezo. Their reviling in mine opinion increafed therenowne and fame of Origen.For 
while they had charged him with hainous crimes as they thought. and yet: finding no faule 
‘with him as touching the blefied Trinity , they are witnefles themfelves that he was of the 
right and found faith, And as thefe men being not able Ju(tly to accufe him, beare witnefle 
with him of his trnebeliefe: fo Arhanafius void of all partiality, a zealous maintainer of the 
claufe of One (ubftance,alledging him for a witnes of his faith in the Orations which he wrote 
tothe confutation ofthe 4rzans,citeth his words for teftimonies aiong his works, and faith 
thus of him : That notable man and painfull writer Origen, confirmeth in plaine wards the faith 
and opinion we have of the Son of God,in that he avoucheth him to be cocternall with the Father, 
Wherefore fuch as goe about to revile Origen, they unawares do flander Athanafius, who 
highly commenceth him. Thus muchby the way of Origex, andnow againe to the ftory. 


 Cuap. Xiit, 
How that John fent for Epiphanius to come unto bim, and charged him that hee had behaved 
hinfelfe contrary tothe Canozs of the Church: after that they had brawled awhile 
together, Epiphanius returned homewards, 


Ohm at the firft tooke not the matter very grievoufly, though Spiphanins contrary to the 
| Canon had made a Deacon in his Church,but requefted him to accept as afimple lodging 
a piece of the Bifhops pailace. Epiphanivs anfwered himin this fort s I will neither lie 
with thee,nor pray together with thee,unlefle thou both banifh Vio/eorus with his brethren 
ont of the city,and alfo fub{cribe with thine owne hand,unto the decree which condemneth 
the workes of Origex, Whenthat Joh» paufed upon the matter, and faid that he ought not 
rafhly, neither without good advifement determine any thing of that matter, afore that he 
had generally examined,atid that narrowly,the whole cireumitance : the adverfaries of John 
fet Epiptanins otherwife on worke. For at the celebration of the blefled and holy Commu- 
nionin the Church commonly called the eA4poffles, they fet Ep iphanius in the mid(t : they 
caufe him in the open audience to condemue the works of Origen, to excommunicate Diof~ 
eorus and his brethren, laft of all, to rebuke Zeb for taking of their part. When John heard 
of this,he fent unto Epiphanizs,who the day following was at Church, this meflage by Sera- 
pion: Epiphanins,T hou doft many things contrary to the canons: firft.in that thou haft prefumed 
to make Miniftirs within my Diocelfe: fecondly, in thar thou haft miniftred the communion of 
thine owne head withont my licence: agasnetn that thou aids refufe it when I requefted thee, 
and now thou doft it of thy (elfe, Wherefore take heed left the people fremacke thy dealing and be 
fet onan uprore : if ought come amilfe, thon haft thy remedy in thy band. Epiphanins receiving 
this miflag>. was ftriken with {udden feare, left the Church; inv eyed bitterly againft Joba, 
and tooke fhipping towards (yprxs. Thereport goeth, ‘that as he went downe to the rode 
to take fhpping,he prophecied thus of John: I hope thou halt never die a Bifhop,and that John 
anfwered him thus againe: J bope thou fhalt never come alive into thy conntrey, Whe- 
ther they that told me thefe things,reported truly, ammnor able to fay : but fure I am that it 
fell to either even.as each one wifhed to the other.: For neither came Epiphanius alive'to 
Cyprus, (he died on the feas by the way) neither died Johna Bifhop, tor he was depofed, 
and banifhed the Church, as hereafter fhall more manifeftly appeare, 


Cuap. XIIII, 
Flow that after'the departure of Epiphanius, John made a Sermon againft all wemen,which made 
> both the Emperor and the Empre|f- to fummon a Councell ai Chalcedon, where 
John ws depofed: Inhis abfence the people made much ado, and to 
appeafe them, John 1 called home to Conftantinople againe. 


S foone as Epiphanius had hoifed up faile, report came into Tobm that Exdoxia the 
A Empreffe had bol(tered Epiphbanius againtt him,.He being very hot, and a hafty man of 
nature, ever ready, for his gift of utterance did fo ferve him,immediately went up in- 
tothe Pulpit, made a whole fermonin the difpraife of all women, The multitude tooke 
it in the worft part, as if thereby he had determined fectetly to pay home the Emprefte, 
The férmon was borne away of illwillers, and broughtto the Emperor + the Emprefléalfo 
hearing thereof,complained unto the Emperour} that therein fhe was contumelioully ia 
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withall, and that the reproch thereof rédounided alfo unto hita. W hérefore the w orketh 
through Theophilus to fummon'a councell againtt Joba. Severianns likewile went about the 
{ame,ncither wasgbe dealing of John towards him as yet gone out of his'ftomacke, Shortly 
after Theophilus came thicher, who called together at the Emperors commandement man 
Bithops out of divers cities. Butabove ali other meh, ‘they came thither apace, which for 
divers quarrels owed Iohnadilfpleafure, They allo came thither whom Joha had depofed 
and put by their Bifhopricks. For he had deprived inany of the Bifhops in Aas inthe 
voiagehe made to Ephe/us, at what time he mace Heraclides Buh 32, W herefore with one 
confent they met at Chalcedoma city of Bit aynia. At that time Cyriniss ann Egyptian boineste 
ing Bifhop of Chalceder, inveyed bitterly againtt Jobn in pretence otal che Bithops <a 
reported of him that he was a wicked man, that he was anarrozant aud fullen Bifhop, The 
reft of the Bifhops were glad of that: But Marsha: Bithi Xp of At:foporamiatro de At 
his will on Cyrians foot, and hurt him fore, The brute {0 increafed and pained Cyrinus fo 
muzh,that he could riot go with the rett ofthe Rifhops to Conffan:inople, but carried behind 
at Chalcedon sthe ret failed to Conftanrinople. W Len as none ofthe Clergie of Comftanrincple 
went forthto meet 7 heophilas neither exhibited unto him the accultomed Honour and reve- 
rence, (for then all began to hate him)che mariters of Alexan:7'a,who then by chance were 
there; and had brought. corne:to Conftantinos l, went to meet him, ahd réceived him with 
gladfome fhouts. He went not to the honfe cf'prayer,but unto the Empreffz pallace called 
Placidia. Then the adver fatids of Jobs went abont to forge many faile deculationsagaitil 
him: they brabble nolonger about the bookes of Ovigen,but they take other abla dn eae 
in band. When thefe thines were'thus a doing,the Bifhops afiembled to ether mi the duburbs 
of Chalcedon in a place called the ok: immediately they cite thither Job» for to aniwer une 
to ‘uch crimes aslie was charged Withall, Befide him they charge Serapiony Tyg is the Bus 
nuch Prieft, and Paulus the Reader (for they were alfo accufed) to appeare before him, 
When John had excepted agaiift ficivas had cited him thither,as his open enemies,he appeae 
ted from them unto a generall Goumeell : they without any other cireumftance called him 
foure times ; and feeing that he would not come; ‘but fent them {iill the ame anfwer, they 
proceed azainft him, they condemned & depofed him of his Bifhoprick,for no other crime; 
but becaufe he’ being cited would not appeare. W hen tidings thereof about eventide were 
brought to Cortanrinop/e, the-whole city was on an uprore. » Wherefore they watched all 
night,they would not fufter him to be thrutt cutof the Church,they exclaimed thai his caufe 
ought to have beene heard iaa sreater aflembly of Bithops, But the Emperors commandé= 
ment was, that as {gue as he'were removed, he fhould be conveyed toexile, This being 
knowne forcerraiuty, [ohn the third day after his depofition,abont noone unknowing to the 
miltitude (for Ke was loth there fhould be any adoe for his fake) yeelded himfelfe volun= 
tarilyinto the hands of his adverfaries,and fo went away. '* The people were all fet on firy 
feditons ad as it comuonly falleth ourin fach ha liburlies, many bEcheenteabich dimen mis 
purfued him with deadly batred; then changing their minde, ‘pitied his cafe « many others 
vho lately defired to fee his deprivation, reported then, that he was craftily deale wichall, 
aud.fa'fely accufed. Many cryed out again(t the Emperor,and exclaimed atthe:Councell: but 
above all others,they inveyed agaiult 7 b:ophilzs, who was known to‘have +t corti annals 
of all that treckery and malicious Manders ratfed of Johu. For the confpiracy-and waithe laid 
for John could no longer be concealed. And though it was d.verfly found out, yet efpecially 
in that he communicated with Diof/cdrzs and hissbrethren called Longe, immediately after 
the depofition of hx. Severianns aifo ashe preached ini the Church;thought now he had'fit 
opportunity givex him to invey againtt John: bedfaid plainly, though Joba Were convicted of 
no crime,yet was he juttly depofed: for his infolent and taaghty behaviour:tliat all fins were 
to be forgiven, yetas holy Scripture bare witnes\shat God/rdlifted the proud. With the hea- 
ring of thefe and and fuch like contumelious phrafes, the people were the more incited to 
cotention, Wherefore the Emperor in allthelhaft can fed /ohy againe\to. be fent: for) and to 
retumne to Canftantineple. Brif o-being the mefienger (he was anEuonch of the Emiprefle) 
found him at Prenetema mart townelover againkt Wicomedia; and broughthim to Cenftar- 
tinop/e> But thong le was thus’called home from exile, yet punpofed she with himfelfenot 
totread within'the city, before he were prove and foud-inhocent by the cenfure of the 
higher Indges : therefore he cdntinued a°while.iw the: faburbs called CMarrane. When 
that hee lingeréd from returning: ‘intg ithe: Citie, | the anultitude: tooke it gtievo ty 
al 
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and forthwith fell a reviling of the Magiltrates. Wherefore of neceffity he was conftrained 
cocome homes the people went forthto meet him, they bring him to the Church with 
great reverence, they requeft him to continue their Bifhop, and thenceforth after the uifuall 
manner to pray for the peace and profi perous eftate of the Church of God, When that he res 
filed {0 to doe, and pleaded for himfelfe,thar ic muft not fo be afore his caufe were heard of 
indifferent Judges,and the depofers had changed their minde and abfolved him : they were 
the more defirous, for they longed to fee him ftalled againe in the Bifhops fea, and preach 
afreth unto the people. To be fhort, the people compelled him fo to doe. Whenthat John 
was placed in the Bifhops feat, and prayed after the accuftomed manner,for peace unto the 
the people and congregations throughout the world,he was conftrained alfo to preach, The 
which thing miniftred occafion unto the adverfaries to accufe him againe, although for a 


while they fuffered it to lie for dead. 
CHarP. XV, 


How that when Theophilus wowld have Heraclides matter beard inhis absence, and John rea 
fijted ie: the cirizens of Conftantinople and Alexandria went together bythe eares,fo 
that Theophilus with other Bifnops were faine te leave the city and flie away. 


ting of Heraclides : tothe end he might thereby, if it were poffible, find matter to charge 

Tobx afreth,and fo to depofe him the,fecondtime. Heraclides though he was not prefent, 
yet they proceede againft him : they lay to his charge,that he had unjuftly punifhed certaine 
perfons, imprifoned them, and laft of all led them thorow the open ftreets of Ephe/us to be 
ignominioully derided. When John made an{wer, that of right no man ought to be judged 
in his abfence without the prefence of the party, and the hearing of his owne caufe : the 
people ofe dlexandria urged very earneftly that the accufers of Heractides were to be heard 
although he bimfelfe were abfent. Hereupon there arofegreat (trife & contention between 
the citizens of Con/tantinople and the inhabitants of etlexandria, And while they skirmith 
one with the other, many were fore wounded, and divers alfo prefently difpatched, When 
the heat of this combat was paft, and the cruth cometolight, Theophrlws got him inall the 
halt to ef lexandria, the other Bifhopsran likewife away, few onely excepted which held 
with John, and repaired every one to his owne Bifhoprick. After that thefe things were 
thus come to paffe, every man was ready to {peakeill of Theophilus, The hatred grew and 
increafed againft him daily, becaufe he {ticked not ftudioufly to perufe the workes of Origen 
fecretly,though openly he condemned them. And being demanded why he made fo much of 
the bookes he had lately condemned : his an{wer was, that the bookes of Origen were like 
meddowes clad with every kinde of flowres : therefore (faith he) if I finde in them 
ought that is good, I cull it out, if otherwife briers or brambles, I fet nought by them, 
becaufe of their pricks. This was the anfwer of 7 heophilas when he called not to remem- 
brance the faying of the wife man: that the words and counfels of fages refemble very 
much pricking thornes,and that firch as are touched therewith, ought not to kicke againft the 
pricke, The aforefaid caufes made Theophilus to be hated of allmen, Diofcorns Bifhop of 
Hermopolss. one of thofe religious men whichcommonly were called Lowge, departed this 
life fhortly after the departure of Theophilus into eflexandria, and enjoyed an honourable 
funeral at the Church called the Oke, where the Councell was fummoned for the hearing of 
Johns caufe, John gave himfelfe wholly to tzach and preach untothe people : hee made 
Serapion, who had procured unto him greathatred, Bifhop of Heracleaa City of Thracia, 


[e the meane {pace Theopbilws went craftily about for to call into queftion the confecra-

great flander and infamly of Chri(tian religion not forgetting hiswonted audacity and libers 
ty of {peech, prepared:himfelfe for the authorsthereof: and infteed ofthe exhortation hee 
fhould-haveufed to the perfwation, or rather the reformation of the Princes and Magi- 
rates, he fcofted with nipping taunts at fuchas had canted thofe vanities to be foleminized 

The Emprefie likewife applymg thefe things to her felfe, fuppofing thatall was uttered te 
her difgrace and reproch,procured another Councel of Bifhops to be called togethe# aeaintt 
him, ae underftanding of this,made that famous and notable fermon in the Church, Which 
beginneth in this fort: Herodias rageth afrefh, fromacketh anew,daunceth againe: feeketh as yet 
the bead of J ohn in a platter. Thisfermou made the Emprefle miad,fet her on fire againtt him, 


Not long after the Bifhops met there together, Leowtius Bifhop of Ancyrain Galatiathe 


leflet : eAmmonixzs Bilhop of Laodiceaa cityin P ifidia : Brifo Bifhop of Philippis in Thraz 
cia: eAcacins Bifhop of Berea in Syria, with divers others. The accufers which lately 
charged John with hayuous crimes, are now brought forth before thefe Bifhops, Johx tru- 
fting to the juft dealing of the Bifhops, sréquireth of them that the accufations may indiffe- 
rently. be examined, By that time the fealt of our Saviours Nativity was come,on which day 
the Emperor went not to the Church after the wonted manner,but fent Zohn this meflage : 
that he would not communicate with him, before he had cleared himfelfe of the crimes laid 
to his charge.And when as the accufers feemed to miftrut themfelves,and that Joh through 
the uprightnefle andiequity of his. canfe. boldned himfelfe;the Bithops then prefent affitied 


they ought not to examine any other offence; fave onely whether he’ of himfelfe had ‘taken 
pofleftion of the Bifhopricke after he was depofed; without the fentenceand'admiffion ofa. 


Councell. When 7o4x:made an{wer that he had the confent af fitty Bifhopswwhich commu- 
nicated with him, Leontivs repliedagaintt him : But more (faith he) 6f the @ouncell withe 
ftood thy admiffion. Againe, when Joba faid that the Canon which contained {uch’a dite 
appertained not unto their Church, but was’ to’ be executed where the w4rians did raisne 


(for fiichas aflembled at Axtioch toltoot out the’faith of One fb fance, laid downe that cq 


non againtt e4rhanafiu’s) theyneverthelefle making no account of his anfwer, proceeded 
and gave fentence againit him, not weighing with themfelyes, that fuchas were authors of 
this Canon,were alfo depofersiof Athan afins, Thefe things were done alittle before Eafter 
Then alfo the Emperor fent unto Joba,that he had no authority to goe into the Church,in fo 
much hee was depofed and condemned in two feverall Councels, Wherefore Johs gave 
over executing of the ecclefjalticall funttion,and refrained from going into'the Church, Ime 
mediately alfo fuch as favoured him departed the Church, they keepe Eag#r in the com- 
mon bathes called Conftantiane,together with many Bifhops,Prielts,and other ecclefiatticall 
perfons,who thenceforth, becaufe-of their fevérall conventicles were called Tohannits. For 
the {pace of two moneths John was never feene abroad, tntill that by the Emperors com- 
mandement he was brought to exile and {6 at length being banifhed the @harch,he was bez 
reaved of his country foile. The fame day certaine of fuchas’ were called Yohannsts, fet the 
Charch on fire. With that the Eafterne wind ‘being up, blew the flame tnto the Senators 
Court,and ceafed not burning until all was'confumed to afhes. This wasdone the twentieth 
of J#ne,in the fixt confulfhip of Howorius, thewhichhe en joyed together with Arifenetus 
For which confpiracy and treafon,what heavié penalties aud grievous punifhments Optatus 
Governour of Conftantinople,in religion a Pagan,and therefore a fore placuer of Chriftians, 
made them endure, I thinke it beft to overskip them with filence, 


Cuapre XVI: 
How that after the depofition of John, -Arfacius was nlade Bifroprof Conftantinaple, 
Of Cyrinus Bifhop of Chalcedon,that was pained with the fore foet, and 
of the death of Eudoxia the Empreffe. 


Rfacies arnold man, aboye the age of fourefcore yeeres, who,fometime governed 

the Bifhoprick of Conftantinople before the daies of John ,was {hortly after made Bi- 

fhop of that fea. In his time when as the Church enjoyed great eafe and quietnefle, 

by reafon of his fingular modefty and meeke behaviour. Cyrinus Bifhop of Chalcedon, whofe 
foot Maruthas Bifhop of A4e/oporamia had trode on} and hurt againft his will, had firch in- 
fortunate fucceffe, that his foot rotted of the brufe, and therefore of neceffity he was con- 
ftrained to {aw it off, Neither fuffered he that once,but twice and oftner too. For the putre- 
faction ran over his whole body, and fell at length into his other foot: then washe faine to 
. EM eee es , lofe 
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lofe both. I have therefore remembred thefe things becaufe it wasrifein every mans mouth 

that Cyrinws {uffered this plague or punifhment for reviling of Joh», and terming him (asl i Bap 
faid before) a ftubborne Bifhop. Againe when as great haile (the bignefle whereof was not a idee 
remembred to have beene feene betore)feil into the fuburbs of Conftantinople the 30.day of reviling . of 
Septensber, and the aforefaid Confulfhip, the report likewife went, that it wasatoken of Chry/o/fome. 
Gods wrath for the depofition and banifhment of Jobs, Thedeath of the Empreffe which Great baile in 
followed immediatly after, confirmed this ramor, for the departed this life the fourth day sinages ie 
after the fall of this haile. Some there were alfo which {aid that John was juttly depofed : chars 
becaufe that in the voyage when he made Heraclides Bifhop of Ephefus, he thrutt many out 

of their Churches,namely the Novatians,and fuch as celebrated the feaft of Eaffer the fours 

teenth day of the moneth,with many others both in Afaand Lydia, But whether John was 

jultly depofed, as they faid which bare him ill will : whether (yrisus was plaoued for his 

opprobrious languages and flanderons reports: laft of all, whether the haile and the death of 

the Emprefle were fignes of Gods high difpleafure for banifhing of Johx : or whether they 

happened for fome other caufes, God alone knoweth, which fearcheth the fecrets of mans 

heart, and pronounceth hereof the right fentence of ju(t judgement, I of mine owne part 

coinmitted to writing fuch things as then were rife in every mans mouth.

Ere occafion is offered to fay fomewhat of Sifizias. A man he was (as I have remem- 

3 bred oftentimes before) very eloqueut,and a profound Philofopher ; and as he was a 
~ * skilfull difputer,fo was he alfoa cunning interpreter of holy Scriprure;fo that for his 
notable wit,f«nomius the heretick refufed often times to reafon with hin, He was no {pare 
man of diet,but liberall & a great {pender,yet with good order and temperancy.He feemeéd 
riotous,and to exceed in fenfuality partly in that he araied himfelfe in white, and partly for 
bainine himfelfe twiceaday, When be was demanded‘on a certaine time, why hebeing a 
Bifhop.bained himfelfe twice a day, his anfwer was : becaufe I cannot doe it the third time. 
At another time going of reverence to vifit Arfacius the Bifhop, one of Arfacias familiars 


asked of him why he ufed firch attireas was uncomely for a Bifhop ? ‘and where he found 
Hh 2 written 
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written that a Prieft ought to weare white ? Tell thou me (faith he) firft where je is Writ- 
ten that a Bifhop fhould weare blacke. And when as the other muzed what anfwet hee 
fhould make, Sifinus prevented him and faid : Thon art not able to fhew me that a Bifho 
ought to goe in blacke,but Lam able toalledge Salomon for my felfe,where he faith ; Zee thy 
garments be white. Againe our Saviour,as we reade in the Gofpel wore white,and moreover 
he fhewed unto his Apoffles, Afofes and Helias clad in white, With thefe and other fitch 
like anfwers he brought all that heard him into great admiration. When that Leontius Bi. 
fhop of eAacyrain Galatia the leffer, had deprived the Nevatians of acertaine Church, 
andthen as it fell ont, remained at Conftantinople, Sifinias went unto him, requefting hina 
tore(tore them their Church againe : Leontsus in a great chafe made him this anfwer : Iris 
pitty that you Movatians fhould enjoy any Church, infomuch you take away repentance, 
and deprive men ofthe benefits which God hath beftowed upon them, After that Leontine 
had uttered thefe with other fuch like fentences,to the reprehenfion of the XN 9vatians,Sifie 
aints replied: Noman repenteth more then I. Woy faith Leextizs, and how doft thon re< 
pent ? Becaufe faith Siinsus that ever I faw thee, Againe, when Jehz the Bifhop had taun- 
ted him,and faid that one city could not hold two Bifhops,his anfwer was,no more it doth, 
John taking this anfwer in ill part,faid againe,1 fee thou wilt be Bifhop alone : Not fo(faith 
Sifinins ) but with thee alone Iamnot Bifhop, thongh others doe fo take me. John being 
grieved with this anfwer, told himagaine : I will forbid thee to preach, for thon art an he- 
reticke, Sifxins replied merrily in this fort : Then will I doe thee a good turne,ifthoneafe - 
meof fo greata labour. John was fomewhat pleafed with that anfwer, and faid : N ay then 
will T not (tay thee from preaching, if it bea griefe untothee. So witty and fo pleafant was 
Sifinius in his an{wers.But it were too long to rehearfe all his pithy and fage fayings, Wher- 
fore I thinke it fufficient in thefe few lines to declare what kind of man he was. Yetthus 
much further I am able to avouch, that by the report of all men, he excelled for learning all 
the Bifhops which fucceeded him,count all one after another : and therefore was he much 
made of;and in great eftimation, yea the chiefe Senators made great account of him,and had 
his vertues in coed though he wrote many bookes, and furnithed them with rhe- 
toricall phrafes, and poeticall fentences,yet was he commended more for Pronouncig then 
for enning. For he had anotable grace in his countenance, voice, behaviour, and looke, 
with all other his bodily geftures, forthe which he was honoured of all feés and religions, 
but above all others of e4#ticns Bifhop of Conftantineple, So farre by occafion of Siftsine 


Cuar. XXL 
Of the death of Axcadius the Emperour, 


Hortly after the death of John, the Emperour Arcadins departed this life, a quiet and a 
S curteous man he was, who in the latter end of hislife was thought to be a very godly 
\— man,upon fuch an occafionas followeth. In Conftantinople there is a great pallace cal- 
Jed (arya,and in the porch there ftands a hazell trée,on the which report goeth,that Acacine 
the Martyr was hanged, Wherefore there was a Church erected at that tree + the Emperor 
pafling by was defirous to fee it, went inyand after he had {aid his prayers,came forth againe, 
All the parith ran forth to fee the Emperor : fome left theit houfes,and tooke up their ftan- 
ding in the open ftreet, thinking verily to fee the Emperors face as he pafied by with all his 
port and traine : other fome followed the Emperor out of the Church, untill that both men, 
women, and children, had all gone out of the houfe which adjoined nato the Church, They 
were no fooner gone, butthe honfe where they flocked together fell downe. Immediatly 
the fame of the Emperor was {pread abrode with great admiration, that fo great a multi- 
tude of people was faved by the meanes of his prayers, The end of that was in this fort, 
e4rcadius \eaving behind him his fonne Theedofins of the age of eight yeeres, departed this 
life in the Confulfhip of Baffus and Philip, the firk of AZay, the fecond yeere of the two 
hundred ninety and feventh Olympiad, He raigned together with his father Theodofius the 
{pace of thirteene yeeres, and beginning with the one and thirty yeeres of his age, hee 
raigned fourteene yeeres after the deceafe of his father, This booke containeth the Hiftory 
of twelve yeeres and fixe moneths, yi .

. cight yeeres old,governed the Eaft parts of the world by the direction of An- 


~~» themins his chiefe Magiftrate. This «/nthemins was Nephew to Philip,which 
in the time of Con/fantins thrutt Paulas the Bifhop out of the Church, and placed ALacedo- 
mis in his roome, The fame man compafted the city of Con/tantinople witha {trong wall : 
he feemed and was indeed a man accounted among the wileft fort of that age : hee never 
tooke any thing in hand without good advifement : he would conferre with fome of his fa+ 
miliars of the bufineffe he went about, but above all others,he ufed the advice of Troilus the 
Sophift,a man very wife,of reat experience and fingular policy ; hee was nothing inferiour 
to edutheminus, and therctore eAnthemins retained him of his counfell in all his affaires, 


Cuap. II. 
Of Atticus Bifhop of Conftantinople. 

Y Henthe Emperor Theodofias went on the eight yeere of his age, the third yeere 
VW of Atticus Bifhop of Conftantinoples confecration (which he enjoyed With great 
commendation )was expired : a man he was (as I faid before) of meane learning, 
yet in life godly, and of great wifdome, and therefore the Churches in thofe daies increafed 
and flourifhed exceedingly. He reconciled not only fuch as were favorers of his owne faith, 
but alfo made the hereticks to have his wifdome in admiration: whom he would in no wife 
moleft,but when he had ratled them,againe he would fhew himfelfe loving and amiable tos 
wards them, He wasa painfull (tudent,for he beftowed great labour, and {pent the greater 
part of the night in reading over the works of ancient writers, fo that there was no ground 
of Philofophy, nor quirk in Sophiftrie that could blanke or aftonifh him. He was gentle and 
curteons unto fuch as conferred withhim, and with the forrow full he feemed to forrow 
himfelfe.In few words,he became(as the Apoftle writeth) all unto all men.Firlt as foone as he 
Was made Prieft,the fermons which with great labour he framed together,he learned with. 
out booke,and pronounced in the Church.In procefie of time by daily exercife & diligence, 
he fo boldned himfelfe,that he preached ex temspore,his manner of teaching was very plaine, 
is fermons were fo fimple, that the auditors thought them not worthy the beating away, 
neither the writing in paper to the knowledge of the pofterity following, Thus much of his 

conditions behaviour, learning,and gift of utterance, now to the hiftory of that time, 


Cuap. III. . 
Of Theodofius and Agapetus Bifhops of Synada, 


Heodefius Bifhop of Synadaa city of Phrygia Pacatiana, was afore {courge unto the 
hereticks(for in that city there were many of the ALacedowian et) he banifhed them 
not only the towne. but alfo the country. Neither did he this according unto the rule 
of the Catholike Church, which accuftomethnot to perfecute men,neither with zeale of the 
right and fincere faith, but in hope of filthy lucre, and foule gaine, forto wring money from 
the hereticks, Wherfore there was no way that might grieve the ALacedonians left unaflaied:

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he maitained his owne Clergy againft them : there was rio device but he practifed for to af. 

i& them with - he (ticked not to bring them in fetters, to hold up their hands at the barre, 

but above all others, he plagued their Bifhop Agapetis with fundry griefes and vexations; 

- “Agapetus 2 And when as hee perceived that the chiefe Magiftrates within that Province were not of 
Se escaen authority fufficient,and that their commiflion extended notto the punifhment of the AZace- 
the faith of  donians, he got him in all the haft to Conftantinople, and fued outa commandement from the 
Onefubftancee Lieutenant of that Province for the fharpe correction of them. Whileft that Theodofivs the 
Bifhop made friends at ( onftantinople for the furtherance of his fate, Agapetus whom I ter- 

med the Afacedonian Bifbop, was converted, and fell to embrace the right and found faith. 

or after he had aflembled together all the Clergy avid Laity within his j urifdiion,he per- 

{waded them to receive the faith of Oxe [ubfiance. This being done,he went with {peed to« 

gether witha great multitude,nay with the whole city,into the Church,where after praiers 
and folemne fervice, he got him into the feat of T heodofius. Immediatly after the linking of 

the people together in the bond of love and anity,thenceforth he maintained the faith of Oxe 

fubftance, fo that he obtained the government ot the Chirches belonging unto the Dioceffe 

and city of Synada.Shortly after 7 heodefius came home to Synada,and brought with him au- 

thority from the Lieutenant, whereof he bragged not a little, and being ignorant ofall the 

things that were done in his abfence, ftraight way hee got him into the Church,{where hee 

found but f{inall welcome,for all the doores were made faft again{t him, and after that he un= 
derfteod of their dealing againe he pofteth to Conftantinople.. There hee bewailed his ftate 
before Attics the Bifhop, and opened unto him, how that he was injurionfly thraft befide 


he his Bifhopricke. Atticus undet{tanding that all fell out to the great profit and furtherance of 
Hi the Church.of God, began to pacific him with mild and curteons languages, exhorting him 
1 |e thenceforth to embrace 4 quiet life void ofall trouble and moleftation, and not to prefer his 


i owne private gainé and lucre before the profit and commodity of the whole Church, Rice 
wrote moreover unto Agapetus, willing him to enjoy the Brhoprick,and not to feare at all 
” the difpleafure of Theodofivs,

nit Ven as the aforefaid circumftance which fell out inthe daies of e4tticus was a great 
BE furtherance to the Church of God: fo likewife mitacles with the gift of healing which 

raigned in thofe times, turned to the glory of God, and the profit of his people. Fora 

ri : id ea certain Jew being held the {pace of many yeeres witha palfie,was faine to keep his bed, who 
ie t having tried all the falves and medicines, and all the practifes and prayers of the Jewes, was 
not a jot the better:at length he fled for refuge unto the baptifime miniltred in the Church of 
Chrift,perfwading himfelfe for furety,that by the meanes of this,being the true phyficke of 

the foule,he might recover the former health of his body. Artscses was immediatly made pri- 

vie unto this his devout mind and godly difpofition : he inftructed the Jew in the principles 

and articles of Chriftian religion,laid before him the hope that was to be had in Chrift Jeu, 

and bids that Jew, bed and all fhould be bronght unto the font, and place appointed for the 

The cife of miniftration of baptifime. This Tew being Briony taken with the palfey, was no fooner 
healing inthe baptized in the faithof Chrift,and taken out of the font,but his difeafe left him,fo that he re- 
daies of So- covered his former health. This gift of healing being wrought by the power of Chri(t,pre- 
crates. vailed in the world among the men of thefe our daies. Many of the Gentiles hearing the fame 
of this miraculous power,received the faith and were baptized : but the Jewes although they 

fought after fignes and wonders, yet could they not with fignes bebrought to embrace 

the Chriftian faith. 
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Cuap. V, 
How that Sabbatius 4 Jew borne,being Prieft of the Novatian ( burch,fel from his owne fect, 


Lbeit Chrift the Son of God, beftowed the aforefaid graces and benefits upen man- 
A kind of his fingular love and goodneffe, yet the greater part making no reckoning 
a. thereof (more is the pity) wallow {till in the puddle of finand incredulity, Neither 
were the Iewes onely they which made light account of the fignes and wonders wrought a- 
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Sabbatia 4 mong men ; but othersalfo which are proud of their rites, yea and are proved tobe no leffe 
Panta then plaine Zewes in faithand religion, Sabbatins of whom! {pake alittle before, could not 
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quiet himfelfe witl the inferiour degree of priefthood, but coveting to climbe up tinto the 
roome of a Bifhop,tooke occafion then of the Jewifh obfervation of the feaft of Eafer, and 
fevered himfelfe from the Nowatian Church, W herefore as he frequented feverall and pri- 
vate conventicles from his Bifhop Simi ;in a certaine lace of the city called the dry hikock 
where now the market of Arcadins is kept,he prefume {o haynous an oftence,that hanging 
micht feemeto be too fmall a punifhment for his labour, For on the day appointed for the 
celebration of the communion, as he read a certaine piece of the Gofpell which began with 
thefe words : The feaft of fweet bread drew nigh, which ss called Eafter, he added of his owne 
that which was never found written, or ever heard of before, inthefe words : Cirfed be 
every one that keepeth Eater without {weet bread. Which words ftucke in the mindes of 
many men, fo that divers of thefimpler fort of the Novatian laity being thus drawne from 
the faith, addiéted themfelves unto his fond opinion. But this his crafty and fubtle forgery 
fell otherwife out then he hoped, for fuchas prefume to corrupt the Word of God, have 
ever an illend and unfortunate fuccefle. For fhortly after, when as he kept the feaft of Eafer 
according unto the corrupt opinion conceived in his mind, whenas many flocked unto him 
after the wonted manner;and folemnized throughout the whole night the accuftomed vigils, 
they were all fet ona furious and franticke kind of tumult. They imagined with themfelves 
that they faw Sifnius their Bifhop fet upon them withan infinit multitude of men. Where- 
fore the throng being great,,andas it 1s very like in the night feafon, being fhut up in a 
narrow roome, {mothered one another, fo thar there died above threefcore and tenne 
perfons, This being done, many {brinked from Sabbatins, but divers others neverthelefle 
cleaved earneftly unto the foolith and fond opinion they had conceived of that celebration 
of Eafer, But how this Sabbatius forfwore himfelfe a little before,and afpired unto the cal~ 
ling of a Bifhop,we will declare hereafter. . 


Cuap. VI. } 
Of [uch as were the Captaines and Ring-leaders of the Arian opinion, 


Orotheus an Arian Bifhop, whom we have remembred before to have bin tranflated 
I) by the Arians from Antioch to Conftantinople, departed this life when he had lived a 
hundred and nineteen yeeres,the firft of November,in the feventh Confulfhip of Ho- 
noriusand the fecond of Theodofius Auguftus After his deceafe the Arian feet chofe Barbas 
to their Bifhop, in whofe time the Arsans had amongft them twonotable men, by whofe 
meanes their herefie began to revive againe : the ones name was Tiaotheus, the other was 
called Georgizs, but Priefts both : Georgius excelled in prophane literature, Témothe of the 
contrary gave himfelfe wholly to the reading of the Word of God.Georgius was never feen 
without Arifforle or Plato in his hand, Timothe againe was a great man in Origen, and as he 
expounded holy Scripture, hee fhewed himfelfe to be well feene in the Hebrew tongue. 
Timothe was aforetime of the P /athyrian {et,and Georgius was made Prieft byBarbas.] my 
felfe by conferring with Timotheus perceived how ready he was to fatisfie and refolve eve- 
ry doubt that was demanded of him,and plainly to fet wide open the obfcure places of holy 
Scriptures:he was ever wont to cite Origen for witneffe,to teltifie that his fayings were no 
other then true, Wherefore I cannot verily but marvell,why thefe two men continued Ari- 
ans {eeing that the one was a great reader of Plato,the other ever a perufing of Origes, For 
Plato affirmed that the fecond and third cafe (fo he was wont to terme them) had no be- 
ginning of effence: Origen likewife confeffeth every where the Sonneto be coeternall 
withthe Father. And although they perfevered in their Church, yet privily, and by little 
and little they reformed the e4rian opinion, and purged their doctrine of many pernitious 
and peftilent blafphemies of Aris, Of thefe men fo farre. Shortly after when Sifnizs the 
DN evatian Bifhop had departed this life in the aforefaid Confulfhip, Chry/anthas (of whom 
Lminde to fpeake more hereafter) was chofen to be their Bifhop,

How that Cyrillus fweceeded Theophilus +s the Bifhopricke of Adexandria. 


Hortly after Theopbilas Bithop of e4/exandrid being fallen into a lethargic, depatted 
this lite the ninth Confulthip of Hovorins, the fifth of Theodofins. and the fifteenth of 

—~ Otteber, Thenthere arofe a great ftirre and contention about the election of a agin

418. fute ; yet three daies after the deceafe of 77 heophilus,Cirillus was chofen Bifhepand en joyed 
The Bithop of op. Bufhopricke : and withall he chalenged unto himfelfe more authority then ever Theo. 

enti philus had betore him. From that time forth the Bifhop of «Alexandria befides the over. 
andaMagi- _ fight and jurifdi€tionof his Clergie and Ecclefiafticall matters took alfo the government of 
ftrate. temporall affaires. Wherefore Cirs#us immediatly after he had {hut up the Novatias Chyr- 
ches within .4/exandria,not only rifled them of all the treafire,but alfo bereaved Theopemp= 

sus their Bifhop of all his fubftance. 


Cuap. VIII, 
OfMaruthas Bifbop of Mefopotamia,and how that by his meanes the faith of 
Christ tooke great increafe in Perfia, 


hondt iva, T fell out in thofe daies that the faith of Chrift florithed in ‘Perfia, and thatupon fach an 
qi8. J occa as followeth, Betweene the Romanes and the Perfians commonly do pafle many 
" Embafladors,fundry caufes conftraining each of them to fend in Embaflie unto the other, 
That very inftant did require that (Maruthas Bifhop of «Mefopotomsa (of whom I made 
mention before) fhould be fent from the Emperor of Rome unto the King of Perfa, The 
King perceiving by him that he was a godly inan, had him in great reverence, was ruled by 
himas by arare and fingular man, This grieved the Magicians which were much made of; 
and in great credit with the King of Perfia. For they were wonderfully afraid,left the King 
I through the counfell of A¢aruthas would become a Chriftian, AZaruthas by the meanes of 
Ni prayer had rid the King of his continuall head-ach,which the Magicians and Sorcerers could 
A not doe, Wherefore they devife a certaine fleight for to delude the King withall, And be- 
ait caufe the Perfians worthip the fire for their God, the King is alwaies accuftomed.ina cere 
taine houfe to adore fire which continually burned : under the ground they convey a man, 
ty whom they make to rore and cry-out as followeth when the King is at his prayers ; The 
King mutt be thruft out of bis Kingdome : he behaveth himfelfe lewdly in taking the 
ifdigerdes king Chriftian Prieft for a godly perfon. Tfdigerdes (for fo was their King called) hearin 
of Perfia this dreadfull voice, although he reverenced (Marsthas, yet purpofed hee to fend him 
away. Then Aaruthas being aright godly man, gave himfelfe wholly to prayer, wheres 
by he found out the fraud and deceit of the Magicians. Wherefore he reafoneth thus with 
the King ; Beno longer deceived, O King, but getthee into the houfe, caufe the earth to be 
digged up, andthon fhalt eafily perceive their guile : for the fire {peaketh not, it is acer- | 
taine device invented by men for that purpofe. The King yeeldeth unto the counfell of 
The Magici- _AZaruthas, goeth againe unto the houfe where the fire continually burned. When the voice 
ans do fuller. was heard the fecond time, he commanded the earth fhould be ¢aft up, and there was hee 
found which f{pake, and cried out, whofe clamour they tooke to be the commande- 
ment of God himfelfe. The King when hee c{pied their lewd treachery, was exceeding 
wroth, and gave charge that every tenth of the Magicians kindred fhould be executed : hee 
turned himto A4aruthas,and willed himto build Churches where it pleafed him beft. Vpon 
this occafion it fell out, that the faith in Chri flourithed exccedingly in the Kinedome of 
Perfa. For that time Aaruthas left Perfia, and tooke his voyage to ( onftantineple, Shortly 
after he went again in Embaflie into Perfia: by that time the Magicians found out other de- 
ceitfull devices, anda freth they falla forging,to the end the Kings mind might be alienated 
from him. OF fet purpofe they infected the aire of a certaine place where the King was wont 
to frequent, with a ftinking favor, and withall they flander the Chriftians that it was featte- 
red by them,But the King having jut canfe to fufpect the Magicians for their former wiles, 
made great inquiry who fhould play fo fluttith a partrat length by long Gifting it was known 
that the Magicians themfelves had caufed this corrupt odour for the nonce tobe fpread all 
Over the place :_ wherefore againe hee executed many of them, but (Maruthas hee had in 
great eltimation. Thenceforth he loved the Romanes entirely, and embraced them in league 
, Of peace and friendfhip. The King was almoft become a Chriftian, when Afaruthas toge- 
Ablatus Bifhop ther with Ablarus the Perfan Bifhop ‘publifhed unto the world another experiment or 
of Perfia. triall of the Chriftian faith: for they both being continually given to watch and to pray,caft a 
divell out of the Kings fon which tormented him out of meafure; But death prevented ee

Bout that time when F/avianns Bithop of e Antioch had departed this life, P orphy= 
A rius was chofen in his roome,and after Porphyrivs, Alexander was made Bifhop of 
} that fea.In the Church gf Rowme,when that Dama/us had governed the Ecclefiatticall 
affaires the {pace of eighteene yeeres, Siricius fucceded him in the Bifhopricke. Againe, af- 
ter that Siricius had continued there the terme of fifteene yeeres and departrd this life, 
Anaftafius was Bifhop three yeeres ; after his deceafe Junocentins (who firft drove the Ne- 
vatians outof Reme, and deprived them of many Churclies) was made Bifhop of that Sea. 


Cuap. X, 
How that Alarichus tooke Rome, and made it fubjeBl unto the Barbarians. 


T fell out in thofe daies that Rome was taken of the Barbarians. For one A/arichus a Bar- 
| being in league with the Remanes, and fometime aided the Emperor Theodofixs in 
™ the warre again{t the tyrant Exgenins, and therefore was advanced into great honour by 
the Romans, when he could not patiently content himfelfe with the profperous faile of for- 
tunate fuccefies, although he af{pired not unto the Imperiall Scepter,yet left he Cvn/antino= 
p/e,and pofted in all the haft into the Weft parts of the world, He was no fooner come into 
TAyrium, but he fubdued unto him all that countrey. As hee went forwards on his journey, 
the Theffalians withftood him about the entries of the river Penews,the ready way by Mount 
Pindus unto Nicopolisacity of Epirus : the field being there pitched, the Theffalsans (lue 
above three thoufand men. After that the Barbarians which accompanied A/arichms ran- 
facking and {poiling both towne and countrey as they went, tooke at length the City of 
Rome. They ranfacked the city : they defaced and fired many worthy monuments they vio- 
lently {poiled the citizens of their money, they executed many of the Senators with fundry 
kindes of torments. e4/arichus to the end he might bring the Royall port and majelty of the 
Imperiall Scepter into contempt and derifion, proclaimed Emperor one whofe name was 
eAttalus : this naan by his procurement walked abroad the {pace of one whole day guarded 
witha troope of fouldiers, the next day after, in the attire and habite of a fervant. When 
thefe things prevailed then in fuch fort as you heare. Alarichus tooke his heeles and ranné 
away : forthe report that was bruted abroad of T heedefius the Emperors great power.mar- 
ching to give him battell, aftonied his minde, aud put him in great feare. Neither was ita 
fable or a forged rumor, but a moft certaine truth, that the Emperors hoft made expedition 
to wage battell with him. He when as hee could in no wife away with the fame, betooke 
himfelfe to fight. The report goeththat ashe went towards Reme a certaine Monke met 
him, who admonifhed him not to delight himfelfe with perpetrating of fuch haynous and 
horrible offences, neither to rejoyce in committing of (laughter and blood-fhed. Whom 
eMarichus anf{wered inthis fort : [ God knoweth, doe take thu voyage againft my will, There 
58 one which molefteth me daily, nay he compelleth me by force, and faith thus untome: Goe os 
thy journey, deftroy the city of Rome, So farre of eA larichus, 


Cuap. XI. 
Of the Bifvops which in thofe dates governed the Church of Rome. 


Fter Lenocentius,Zofimss soverned the Church of Rome the fpace of two yeeres:after 

AM tiscccet Bonifacius was Bifhop three yeeres, whom Celeffinus fucceded. This 
man banifhed the Nowatians out of Rome,deprived them of their Churches, and cofi- 
Rrained Ruficula their Bifhop privily to raife private’ conventicles, For unto that time 
the Novatians fourifhed at Rome, enjoyed there many Churches, and had under them great 
congregations, But then they began to be hated out of meafure, when as the Bifhop of 
Rome (no otherwife then the Bifhop of e/exandria) palling the bounds of his Prieft- 
ly order, prefumed now to challenge unto himfelfe fecular power and shoe > 
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ty. Therefore thofe Bifhops permitted not {uch as held withthem the faith of One fubftance; 
freely to frequent their wonted affemblies : and althoughthey commended them for their 
uniforme confent as touching the faith,yet they deprived them ofall their fubftance, Bre the 
DN evatians which inhabited Conffantinople, were not fo dealt withall. Por the Bifhops of 
Couftantinople befides that they embraced them for their uniformity in faith, they fuaffered 
them (as I {aid before) to have their Churches within thé City, 


Cuarp. XII. 
Of Chryfanthus Bijhop of the Novatian Church is Conftantinople, 


deceflor of Sifixius in the Novarian Bifhoprick,was in manner compelled to be their 
Bithop. This man almoft from his youth up was a fouldier in the Emperors Court « 
after wards in the raigne of Theedofius Magnus ,Licutenant of Italy: againe the Emperors 
vicegerent in the Iflles of Brittaine,where he purchafed unto himfelfe great commendation 
for his politicke government,being well ftricken in yeeres, hecame to Conftantinople, and 
labouring to be Governour or Magiltrate rather in that city,then in farre and forreine coun« 
tries, he wasconftrained againft his will to be Bifhop of the Novatians, For when Sifinins 
being at the point of death, made mention of him as a fit man to fucceed him in the roome : 
the Xyvatian people taking the cenfure of Sifinins as a canon or law, compelled him to be 
their Bifhop., But when Chryfanthws had conveyed bimfel fe out of the way, left he thould 
take upon him that function, Sabdatins thinking verily that now he had found fit opporiu- 
nity for to creep into the Bifhops fea: defpifed the dreadfull proteftations he had folemnely 
vowed,and the oathhe hadtaken : got him a company of obfcure Bifhops to confecrate 
him, and forth he {tepsa Bifhop. One of the confecrators was Hermocenes whom he him- 
felfe had afore time exco:nmunicated for the bla phemous bookes which he publithed unto 
the world. But all the fetches of Sabbatius framed not aright. For the people detefting his 
corrupt and intolerable ambition (there was no way unaflayed of him for to attaineunto 
the Bifhoprick ) fought out both coat and countrey for Chryfanthes : when they had found 
him lurking in Bithynia,they forced hin thence and ftalled him Bifhop. He wasa man that 
excelled all others, not onely in politicke wifedome, but alfo in modeft behaviour : by this 
meanes the XN yvatsan Churches in (onftantinople flourifhed exceedingly. He was the firft 
that of his owne fubltance gave gold unto the poore:he tooke nothing fave only two loaves 
every Sunday of the blefled bread : he was.a man that was very diligent in his Ecclefiafia 
call function ; he tooke Ab/abiws the Rhetoriciana very wife man of the Novarian Church, 
out of Troilus the Sophifs {choole, and made him Minifter. There are extant notable and — 
excellent fermons of this Chry/anthus, Ablabins was afterwards made Bifhop of the Nova= 
tian Church at Nice, where alfo he profeffed Rhetoricke. | 


Cy ap, X iri. 
Of the ftirre at eAlexandria betweene the Chriftians and the Tewes « of the contention 
betweens Cyrillus the Bifbop, and Oreltes the Lieutenant. 


Bout that time the Jewes were banifhed Alexandria by ( yrsilus the Bifhop,upon fuch 
an occafion as falloweth. The people of A/exandria above all other men are prone 


to {chifme and contention : for if that any quarrell at any timearife among them,im- 
mediatly haynous and horrible oftences' are wont to énfue, the tumult is never appeafed 
without great blood-fhed. It fell out that the great throng and multitude of people con- 
tended among themfelves, not about any neceffary matter, but who could approch neereft 
unto the dauncers, which lewd cuftom® is now creot Into all cities, Fora great multitude 
affembled together onthe Saturday to patime themfelves with the beholding of acertaine 
dauncer,. And becaufe the Jewes {pent not that day inthe hearing of their Law being their 
Sabbath. day, but gave. themfelves wholly unto the,hearing of comedies and interludes, 
to the beholding of fhewes and {pectacles, that day-was the oecafion of great {chifme 
and diffention among the peuple, And-though the.tumult was partly appeafed by the 
ieutenant of Alexandria: yet nevertheleffe the Jewes gave not over their quarrell, for 
the fpite they owed unto the one part of the faQion, For the ewes as they werealwaies 
found deadly foes mato. fuch as prefefled the Chriftian faith: fo then above all other 
times 
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times they were iricenfed againft them becaufe of the dauncers. Wherefore When as Orefies 
the Lientenant at Alexandria had nailed up@mthe theater the writ of politicke governance 
(for fo doe the people of Alexandria terme the publike proclamations of the Lieutenant) 
fome of (yrilles the Bithops familiar friends (tepped forth to examine what the Lieutenant 
had written.Of which number gne was Hierax a Schoolmafter and profeffor of Grammer, 
a diligent auditor of Cyrillas the™Bifhop, and one that was greatly delighted with his fer- 
mons. The multitude of the Jewes feeing this Hierax upon the ftage, exclaimed immediatly 
again{t him, that he came thither for no other caufe, but onely to fet the people together by 
the eares. Oreffes although heretofore he envied the authority of Bifhops, becanfe that the 
creditand powet which the Emperors granted the Magiftrates and Lieutenants, was by 
reafon of them abridged and cut fhort: yet then he {pited him above all other times, becaufe 
that ‘Cyrifles would prie into his writings,’ and curioufly fift out the contents and meaning 
thereof. Therefore he canfed Hierax openly to be apprehended in the midft of the theater, 
and to be punifhed extremely. Cyrillvs under{tanding of this, warned the chiefe ofthe Lewes 
to appeare before him,and told them plainly, ifthey would hot give ouer their rebellion and 
traiterous con{piracy againtt the true Chriftians,he would punith them according unto their 
deferts. The Jewes (tomacking the Bifhops threats, fretted the more,and boiled within them- 
felves for anger, they fell to devifing of fleights for to mifchiefe the Chriftians, which in the 
end caufed all the Jewes to be banifhed e4/exandria: the circumftance was in fuch fort as 
followeth. The /ewes after confultation laying downe a figne for each of them to know the 
other, to wit, the carrying ofa ring made of the rinde or barke of the palme tree, purpofed 
to fet upon the Chriftians in the night time. Wherefore ona certaine night they fent abroad 
throughout the whole city fuchas fhonld cry fire, fire, and where fhould it be but inthe 
Church called Saint Alexanders, The Chriftians hearing of this, rofe up, left their houfes, 
ran to fave the Church from burning,fome out of this ftreet,and fome out of that, Then the 
ewes {tepped forth fnddenly from under the penthoufes, fet upon the Chriftians and flue 
them. And as they endevoured to keepe their hands that their rings might not be feene = fo 
they difpatched out of the way as many Chriftians as met them, When the day appeared 
and the Sunne was up,the anthors of this horrible murther were knowne well enough, Cy- 
rillws underftanding of the circu nftance, was wonderfully incenfed again(t them: got him 
Straight with great power into the Synagogues of the Jewes, (for fo were their Churches 
called) and executed prefently fome of the Jewes, fome other he banifhed the City, other 
fome he bereaved of their fubftance. Wherefore the Zewes which inhabited «4lexandria 
fince'the raigne of Alexander King of Macedonia, were then banifhed the city and difper- 
fed over all Countries. «4damantins a phyfitian,one of the feattered Zewes.gothimunto A¢- 
ticus Bifhop of Couftantinople, became a Chriftian, and dwelt afterwards in «4/exandria, 
Oreftes the Lieutenant of that City tookein very ill part that deed of (yri/: and was very 
forry that fo noble a City fhould be deprived of fo great a multitude of men. Wherefore 
he certified the Emperour of all the doings there, Cyrifas likewife painted forth in paper 
the traiterous confpiracie of the Zewes,and fent it in writing unto the Emperor : yet never- 
thelefle he laboured to become friends with Oreftes, for fo the citizens of Alexandria did 
advife him. But when Ore/fes would not as much as once heare the motion of reconciliation 
betweene them,Cyri/reached into kis hand the new Teftament, fuppofing verily he would 
reverence the booke, and remember himfelfe the better. When that the minde of Grefes 
could not be turned, neither. any good ‘mood found inhim, but that deadly enmity grew 
‘Detweene them, fucha calamity enfued thereof as I minde hereafter at large to declare,

when as Theophilus the Bifhop had armed them again{t D iofcorus & his brethren,gave 
thefelves contentioufly to partaking,and purpofed of their owne accord to maintain 

the quarrel of Cyril, Wherforeto the number of fifty Monks leaving their monafteries,came 
to Alexandia, compafled the Licutenant as he rode in his chariot, affaulted him, ‘pg as a 
acrificer, 


DD) Iversofthe Monks inhabiting mount itria being hotly difpofed,as they lately were, 
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facrificer,an Ethnicke,with fundry. other contumelious languages. He fuppofing with him- 
felfe that (pri had wrought this confpiracy again{t him, cried out that he was a Chriltian, 
and that Atticus Bifhop of ¢ on/fantixople hadPaptized him.But when as the Monks weigh- 
ed nothis words, one of them whofe name was e4mmonius, tooke the Lieutenant on the 
head with aftone. The Lieutenant being fore wounded wath the blow,for the blood ranne 
about his cares, the fergeants and fuch as guarded the p@fion of the Lieutenant fecing the 
ftones flie about their eares,fled away, few only excepted ard held down their heads,among 
the multitude. Inthe meane while the people of Alexandria came about them, and in the 
Lieutenants behalfe fet upon the Monks ; in the end thefe Monks ran all away, eSmsmonins 
onely excepted, Him they tooke and brought before the Lieutenant. He openly according 
unto the Lawes, reafoneth with him of the matter, pronounceth again{t him the fentence of 
juttice,and tormented him as long as breathremained in his body, All thefe circumftances 
fhortly after were opened unto the Emperors. Cyré/alfo certified them of the fame matter 
though in another fort.He tooke the corps of Amsmonins,and buried it in a certaine Church, 
calling him not eAmsmsonius but Thamnafine, Inthe Church he extolled the noble courage of 
this man, the great combat he endured for godlineffe, and commanded he fhonld be called a 
Martyr. But the modeft and graver fort of Chriftians allowed not of Cyrs/s doings herein, 
for they knew that e4mmonius died not in torment becaufe he would not deny Chrift, bur 
fuffered due punifhment for his rafh enterprifes. Wherefore (9r7/himfelfe fuff-red at 
length this haynous offence by little and little to fall into oblivion. Neither was the conten. 
tion and quarrell betweene Cyrs/and Oreftes put up as yet, for there enfued another cala- 
mity not muchunlike this, the which Iam now about to declare. 


CHuap, XV. 
Of Hypatia 4 woman which excelled in Philofepby. 


the Philofopher, who profited fo much in profound learning, that fhe excelled all the 

Philofophers of that time : and not only fucceeded in P/ate his {choole,the which ex- 
ercife Plorinees continued, but alfo expounded toas many as caine to heare her the precepts 
and doétrine of all forts of Philofophers, Wherefore as many as gave their ftudy to the 
knowledge of philofophicall difcipline flocked unto her leffons from every country.More« 
over for her grave courage of mind, the which fhe gathered out of the fountaines and boe 
wels of philofophicall literature,for her mode(t and matronlike behaviour, the {ticked not to 
prefent her felfe before Princes and Magiftrates.Neither was fhe abafhed to come into the 
open face of the affembly. All men did both reverence and had her in admiration for the | 
fingular modefty of her mind. Wherefore fhe had great {pite and envie owed unto her,and 
becaufe fhe conferred oft, and had great familiarity with Or-ftes, the people charged her 
that fhe was the canfe why the Bifhop and Greffes were not become friends, To be fhort, 
certaine heady and rafh cockbraines whofe guide and captaine was Peter a Reader of that 
Church, watched this woman comming home from fome place or other, they pull her one 
of her chariot : they haile her into the Church called (¢/ariam : theyftripped her ftarke nae 
ked: they raze the skin and rend the flefh of her body with fharpe fhels,. untill the breath 
departed out of her body : they quarter her body : they bring the quarters untoa place cal- 
led Cinaron and burne themto afhes, This haynous offence wasno {mall blemith bothto 
Cyril and to the Church of e4/exandria, For the profeflors of Chriftian religion fhould be 
no fighters, they ought to be far fromcommitting of murther and bloodfhed, with other 
fiich horrible offences. Thefe things came thus to paffe the fourth yeere of Cyrs/s confecras 
tion, the tenth confulfhip of Honorins, and the feventh of Theodofius, in the moneth of 
(March, and on the ember daies, 7

"Tier was in Alexandria a Woman whofe name was Hypatia, the daughter of Theom 
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moved reafon out of her feat, andlike mad men they contumelioufly derided in thei¢ playes 

not only the Chriftians but alfo Chrift Jefus himfelfe:they {cofted at the crofle,and mocked 

as many as put their truft in him that was crucified thereon. The manner was as followeth, 

They lay hold on a child of the Chriftians, they naile himto a tree, and lift him up on high, The Jewes 
When they had fo done, firft they deride and laugh at him : immediatly after, like madd men sie a le? 
they fcourge him as long as breath remained in his body. For this caufe there was great con- chats 
tention bet weene them and the Chriftians. Moreover the Emperors were certified what an ans. 
horrible act the Jewes had committed, who wrote againe unto the Lieutenant and Magi- 

ftrates of that province,that they fhould make diligent fearch and inquifition for the authors 

and workers of fo great a mifchiefe,and punifh them feverely, Therefore the Jewes inhabi- 

ting that region, for the fhamefull aét they had committed in jeft, were punithed in earne(t. 


CHap. XVII. 


Of Paulus the Novatian Bifvop, and the miracle wrought at the baptizing 
of the deceitfall lew. 


, Bout that time (hryfanthus the Novatian Bifhop, after he had governed fuch congre- Chry fanthus. 

A. cations as were under him the {pace of feven ycares,depatted this life in the Conful- 
4  thip of ALozaxia and Plyntha,the fixe and twentieth of Anguft,whom Paulus faccee- Paulus. 
ded. This Pls a good while ago was fchoolematter and reader of the Latine tongue,after- 
wards he left that kind of ftudy, and framed himfelfe to the monafticall life. He founded a 
monaftery of {uch men as gave themfelves to the Rudy of vertue and godlineffe, not unlike 
unto the monafteries of the Monks inhabiting the defert.. knew the man my felfe to be fuch 
aone as Evagrivs writeth the religious men living in the wilderneffe ought tobe, For he 
imitated his precepts,he gave himfelfe to continual fafting: he fpake litle:he accuftomed to 
abftaine from living creatures, and oftentimes from wine and oyle : he was very carefull in 
relieving of the poore:he vifited continually fuch as lay in fetters and clofe prifon: he was a 
great fitter unto temporall magiftrates for the afflidted and fuccourleffe, which alwaies with 
willing minds granted him his requeft,for the great reverence, and fingular opinion of god- 
lineffe they conceived ofhim, But whatneed I ufe many words in the récitall of his ver- 
tues? one hotable act of his I am now about to declare; which fhall fuffice inifteed of many, 
and worthy it is to be printed in marble,tothe memory of all pofterity intimetocome. A : 
certaine diffembling Jew faining he would embrace the Chriftian faith, was often baptized; 
through the which wiles he got much money, After he had suilefully deceived many 
men of fiundry fects and opinions, (for he had beene baptized of the Arians and Macedoni- 
ans having no more whofe eyes he might bleare,at lengthhe comesto Pas/us the Novati- 
an Bifhop,and protefteth unto him that gladly he would be baptized,and praicth him that he 
may obtaine it at his hand, Paz/us liketh well of his fute,but he faid unto him, that he would 
not baptize him afore he had learned the articles and principles of the faith, and given him- 
felfe to falting the {pace of many daies. The Jew againtt his will being conftrained to faft, 
called npon them every day to be baptized. Pas/us {eeing that he was fo earneft to be bapti- 
zed, thought beft not to difpleafe him with delay, but made all things ready for baptifine, 
When he had provided for him a white garment, and caufed the font to be filled. with wa- 
ter, he fent for the Jew thither to be baptized. But all the water by a certaine divine power 
and fecret operation which the outward eye could not attaine unto, was fodainely dried up, 
And when as neither Bifhop’ nor firch other as wete prefent perceived the manner how it 
was gone, but thinking that it ran through the holein the bottome of the font (where at 
other times they were wont to let the water go) they ftopped all the holes and chinks on 
every fide, and filled the fontafrefh. But when the Jew was brought the fecond time,and 
hanged his head over the font,the water againe vanifhed away every drop. Paulus wi 
this, {aid untothe Zew:O man thou diffembleft egregioufly, ‘or elfe thow halt beene baptizeo 
nnwittingly,In the end when as the rumor and report of this miracle caufed many to runne 
unto the place, one by chance among the reft knew/the Jew by his favour; and affirmed that 
he {aw him baptized of Atticus Bifhop of Canfantineple, This miracle was wrought under 
the hand of Paulus the Novatian Bifhope 
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Cuap., XVII, 


Flow th at after the deceafe of V{digerdes K ing of Perfia the league was broken betweene the Row 
ae meancs and the Perfians, andhow the Perfiansin the end-were foyled “ 
and the city preferved, 


the Chriftians inhabiting his dominions his tonne Baratanes being crowned in his fa- 
thers (teed, was driven thereunto through the perfwafion of M agicians and fouthfay. 
ers,fo that he vexed the Chriftians out of meafure,and punifhed them with sundry torments 


A Fter the deceafe of U/digerdes king ef Perfia, which inall his life time perfecuted noe 


after the manner of Perfia. Wher fore the Chriftians which dwelt in Perfia were conftrained 
to flic unto the Romans for refuge: they humbly crave of them that they will pitie their cafe, 


that they will not {uffer them in fuch fort lamentably to be oppreffed, Atticus the Bi fhop ene 


tertained thofe futers courteoufly:furthered their {ute as: much asin him lay,and opened un- 


tothe Emperor Theodofins their cafe, The Romanes at the {ame time were offended with the 
Perfians for another matter,the quarrel was as followeth. The Perfians had borrowed of the 
Romans certaine fearchersand diggers of gold mines, thefe men they would not onely not 
deliver back againe, but {poyled alfo the Romane merchants of their wares and merchan= 


‘dize: the refuge of the Chriftians augmented the unkindnefle,and increafed the difpleafure, 


For immediatly after their flight the king of Perfia fent Embafladors requiring them back - 
againe as fugitive perfons. The Romans-becanfe they ranunto them for ficcour, would not 
reftore them: nay they purpofed not only to aide them which were {imple futers, but alfo 
with all might poffible generally to maintaine the quarrell in the behalfe of Chriftian relioj- 
on. Wherefore they chufe rather to wage battell withthe Perfians,then fufter the Chriftians 
fo miferably to perith.To be fhort, the league was broken and open wars proclaimed, bue 
in mine opinion it fhall not be amiffe briefly to run over fome things thereof. The Emperot 
of Rome firftof all fent an holt of armed fouldiers a part one from the other again{t the 
PL erfians whereof Ardaburius was generall, He paffing through Armenia entred with force 
into the Perfian dominions, and de{troyed the province called Axaxena, Narfaus the king of 
Perfias captaine went forth to meet him with great power of Perfian fouldiers:they joyned 
together:the field was fought: Narfaus was foiled and fled away to fave his life, Afterwards 
when he faw his time he deterntined'ta enter unlooked for into the Romane dominions 
through 24e/ potamia, wherethere was iio power to refilt them, and purpofed to revenge 
him of the Romans.But the Roman captaine was quickly made privy unto the policy & fetch 
of Narfeus,for he facked and rifled Azazena with all {peed, and got him in pofthaftto Afe~ 
{opotamia,W herfore though Nar/eus had gathered a wonderfull great power together, yer 
could he not invade the Romax-countries, W hen he cameto N ifibis a city of Perjfia, yet fitue 
ated jut in the midft betweene the Romaz and ‘Perfian dominions, he fent unto Ardaburius 
that he would gladly come to.parly with him,touching the time and place,when and where 
the battell fhould be fought. Ardaburius anfwered the legates in this fortstell Nar/eus from 
me,that the Emperors of Rome ufe not to wage battell at Narfeus his pleafure. Wherefore 
the Emperor of Rome under(tanding that the king of Perfia had gathered a great army toge- 
ther for to wage battell with him,put his whole trut and confidence in God.and fent of the 
contrary a great holt againfthim,. And hereby it will evidently appeare unto the whole 
Wworld,that the Emperor enjoyed immediatly a fingular benefit for ca{ting his care and affi« 
anceupon God. For when as the citizens of Conftantinople were very fad and heavy, mis 
ftrufting the donbtfull end of the variable chances incident to wars, a company of edtugels 
appeared unto certaine in Bithynie,whom neceflary affaires conftrained to travell into Con- 
Stantinople.and willed them to falute the citizens of Conftantinople, andbidthem be of good 
cheare : exhorting them to pray and put their truft in God : that the Remanes fhould foile 
the enemy and become conquerors, and that God had fent them as governours and fove~ 
taigne captaines of the warres, ‘This being heard, not only the city was recreated, but alfo 
the fouldiers hearts were lighted and the More encouraged to fight. When the campe was 
removed, and the watres tranflated out of Armenia into ALefoporamsia, the Ramans got the 
Perfianfouldiers into the city of Nsfib2s,& there bgfieged them:they fet to the wals wodder 
curretsrefembling ladders rolled upon wheeles arid winded ups they {luc many of es 
’ a an f whic 
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which foright on the wals,defended their city,and withftood their skaling. Baratanes king of 
Perfia underftanding that his countrey Azazena was deftroyed, and that his fouldiers were 
fhut up of the Romanes, and befieged within the wals of Nifibss, went himfelfe with all his 
power againft the Romsanes.But becaufe he feared greatly the force of the Romane {ouldiers, 
he craved aide of the Ssracens, whofe governor then was Alamandarus a'man of valiant 
courage and noble prowefle, which brought with himan infinite multitude of Saracens, and 
encouraged the King of Per/ia.and promifed moreover that ina fhort while after he would 
not only conquer the Romanes, but alfo take Antioch of Syria and deliver it into his hands, 
But his promife was not performed, it fucceeded not according unto his defire,for God upon 
a fodaine fo tertified and aftonied the Saracens,that they imagined the Roman fouldiers were 
linawares come upon them : and whilft that they beftirred themfelves for feare, and knew 
not whither to fly,they caft themfelves headlong as they were al in armor into the river €4= 
prates where the number of one hundred thoufand was drowned.Such a misfortune befell 
unto the Saracens, The Romans whichlaid fiege to Nifibws,hearing that the king of Perfia was 
comming again(t them witha great number of Elephants, were wonderfully afraid,gathered 
together all the engines they had prepared for fiege, burned them, and retutned backe to 
their countrey.But what battels were afterwards fought: how Areobindus another captaine 
of the Romans, {lue a mighty Perfian dealing with him hand to hand: how Ardaburius dif= 
patched through wiles and {tratagems feven of the nobility of Perfia, and how Vitianus a 
third captaine of the Romans, foiled the remnant of the Saracens power : I think it my duty 
to overskip them with filence, left I feéme to make toolong a digreffion from the pur pofe,

could fo foone underftand of matters done in countreys fo far diftant,I am now about 

to declare, He had a man whofe name was P aHadsus, one that had rare gifts both out- 
wardly in body,and inwardly in mind.He was able in three daies to ride in fuch poft,as was 
to be wondered, unto the furtheft places and bounds of the Romane and Perfian dominions, 
and backe againe in fo many daies to Conftantinople, Moreover he went with marvellous 
great {peed throughout the world whither foever the Emperour fent him, fo that a wife 
man faid once ofhim: This fellow with his celerity maketh the Empire of Rome, which is 
very wide to be narrow and ftraight, When the King of Pera heard the fame ofhim, he 
could not chufe but wonder, So farre of Palladins. | 


T= e aforefaid newes were quickly brought unto the Emperor Theodofius, but how he

tory that was given him, behaved himfelf fo gracionfly,that he defired greatly the ens 
joying of peace and quietneffe, although his fouldiers had fuch profperous fucceffe in 

all their adventures: Wherfore he fent He/iox,one that was in great credit with himin Em- 
bafly unto the king of Perfia to conclude a league betweene the. Helion coming to ALe/opota- 
mia, & the place where the Romans had trenched themfelves,fent ALaximinus a valiant man, 
& fellow captaine with Ardaburius,as Embaflador to intreate for peace. As foone as he had 
prefented himfelf before the king of Perfia,he faid that he came not from the Emperor, but 
from his captaines,to fee whether it would pleafe him to make trace:that the Emperor was 
ignorant of all the circumftance and events of that warre, and if peradventure it were told 
him,he would make {mall accountofit. The king as he purpofed with himfelfe to receive 
this embafly with moft willing mind, (for his army was almoft famifhed to death) the foul- 
diers whom they call [vsmortall (their number mounted to re. thoufand of moft {trong and 
valiant men) came and perfwaded him that he fhould not confirme any league, before that 
they firft of ‘all had affaulted and fodainly fet upon the Romanes, who now as they thought; 
Were unprovided, The king yeelded unto their advice and councell: delivered the Embaflae 
dor in the meane whileto be kept in hold: and fent thofe Zesmortall fouldiers to affault the 
Romans They went on their voiage, and devided their company into two armies; pape

Te e Emperor of Rome abiding at Conftantineple,and under{tanding for truth of the vis 
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to befet and compaffe fome part of the Rersane hot. The Romane when as they might fee 
bat one only army of the Perfians,fet uponthem:for the other had not as yet appeared, but 
fodainly rufhedin upon the Komanes, Butas they skirmithed together,a Romane captainé 
that was fet by Procapius forthe purpofe,looking downe(as God would) from the top ofa 
hill,beheld bis feHlow fouldiers in great perill,went behind the Perfians and kept them in:{o 
that they which a litle before befet the Romanes,were now befet themfelves. Wherfore the 
Romans when asin fhort {pace they had foiled the foremen,they turned themfelves back toe 
wards them which rufhed upon them through wiles,and in like fort difpatched them every 
one, Thus it came to pafle,that they which called themfelves Tesmortall, proved themfelves 
mortal : and thus Chrift revenged hin of the Perfians, becaufe that they had executed many 

odly men and holy faints which ferved him devoutly, The king of Perfia underftandir g of 
this flaughter and overthrow, fained he knew of nothing: accepted of the Embaffie,and 
reaioned thus with the Embafladour: It isnot forthe Romanes fake that now I eflent unto 
peace,but onely to gratifie and pleafiwe thee, whom I havetried by experience to be for po- 
licy and wifdome of the chiefett atnong the Romans, To conclude, by this meanes the wars 
which the Romans held withthe Perfians,in the quarrel and defence of the perfecuted Chri- 
ftians,were ended in the thirteenth Confulfhip of Howerivs, andthe tenth of Theadofius, thé 
fourth yeare of the three hundred Olympiad : and alfo the fiery flame of perfecution kindled 
there again{t the Chriftians,was wholy quenched.

Of the piety and compajfion which Acacius Bifbop of Amida had 
owthe captives of Perfia, 


A, Cacius Bifhop of Amida.was renowned and much fpoken of for a notable work of 

Np A mercy which he wrought in thofedaies. When the Romane fouldiers purpofed inno 
‘wife to reltore againeunto the king of Perfia, fuch captives as they had taken at the 

\ . _ Winning of A4zazena, being in‘number about feven thoufand (to the great griefe of the 
ep geaias Bie) Ainewar Perfia)al which were almott ftarved for food: Acacius lamented their {tate & condj= 
Ws aluep Of pesca tion, called his Clergy together,and faid thus unto them: Our God hath no need either of difhes 
Hi, or of cups, for he neither eateth nor drimketh, thefe be not his necelfaries, Wherefore fe cing the 
iy Charch bath many precious Iewels both of golaund filver, beftowed of the -free will and liberality 
of the faithfull, it os requisite that the captive (ouldiers fhould be therewith redcemed and delives 
red ot of prifon and bondage, and that they alfo perifaing with famine. foould with fome paré 
therof be refrefbed and relieved. When he had ufed thefe and other fuchlike reafons, he com- 
manded that the treafure fhould be caft and tranflated, he made money thereof, and fent the 
Whole price partly for to redeeme the captives out of prifon,and partly forto relieve them, 
that they perifhed not with famine. Laft of all,he gave them their coftage, to wit, neceflary 
provifion for their voyage,and fent them back to their king, This notable aét of the tenows 
ned Acacius brought the king of Perfia into great admiration,that the Romanes endevoured 
to win their adverfaries bot! with wars and with wel-doing, The report goeth moreover 
that the king of Per/ra defired greatly the fight of Acacivs, and coveted the prefence of his 
perfonsand thatthe Emperor Theodofius commanded Acacins the Bithop to gratifie the king 
therein, When that fo famous a vi ‘tory was given from above; many notable writers laid 
Pen to paper,and publifhed unto the world the practifes and vertues of the Emperor, extol 
ling bis name unto the skies. The Empreffe alfo being the daughter of Leowtius the Athenian 
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: fap Soph: f,inftruted of her father,and trained up in all kind of literature, fet forth a Poeme of 
learned. the fame argument tn heroicall verfe, When the Emperour tooke her to his wife, e4tticus 
the Bithop which chriftened her, in fteed of Arhenas called her Exdocia at the time of

% Lthough many writers,as I faid before,publifhed abroad the praifes of the Emperor; 
of which number fome endevored by that meane to creep into his favour,fome other 
defired thereby to blaze abroad in the world the fame of cheir skill & known ae 
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the learning which they had gotten withlong ftudy fhould be troden in the duft of oblivion: 

J of mine own part, though I defire not to be knowne of the Emperor, neither covet arro- 

gantly to give the world a taft of my learning, have determined with my felfe fimply with- 
out the glorious and painted fhew of Rhetorick, to publifh abroad the vertues of the Em- 
peror. For ifthat I fhould paffe them over with filence, being as they are both noble and 
fruitfull, containing many examples for the amendment of life, I fhould in my opinion in- 
jurenot alitle the pofterity intimetocome, Firft ofallthough he was borne and brought 
up in the very pallace of the Emperor, yet notwithftanding he was nothing given unto light 
and idle behaviour: but fo wife anddifcreet, that he feemed unto fuchas had conference 
with him,to be a man of great experience. Againe he was a man of fuch hardinefle and fuffe- 
rance both inwardly in mind, and outwardly in body, that he could indure with great pati- 
ence the pinching cold of winter,and the parching heate of fommer.He was wont often to 
faft,but {pecially on the wednefdaies and fridaies, This did he to the end he might lively ex- 
preffe the Chriltian trade of living, His pallace and court feemed no other then a religious 
houfe,For at the dauning of the day his manner was to fing hymnes & pfalmes interchange- 
ably together with his filters, He was able to repeate holy Scriptures out of the booke : he 
reafoned of them with the Bifhops,as if he had beene a prieft of great continuance : he was 
more earneft and farre more diligent in gathering together the books of holy Scripture and 
the works of the ancient fathers,then we read of old Prolomaus Philadelphus, Furthermore 
he excelled all men in patience,curtefie and clemency, The Emperor J#/iaz though he pro- 
feffed the ftudy of philofophy, yet could he not put up the hatred of fuchas reviled him at 
Axtiocb,but punifhed extreamely one of them whofe name was Theodorus, But Theodofius 
laid afide the fubtilties and quirks of Ariftor/e, and practifed daily in life the profeflion and 
ftudy of true philofophy.He learned to bridle anger: to take gricfe and forrow patiently:to 
revenge him of none that did him injury, nay there is not the man that ever {aw him angry, 
When that one of his familiars had demanded of him, why he never executed any that had 
done him injury,his anfwer was: I would to God it layin me to revive them that be dead, 
Unto another that demanded of him the likeshe faid:It is no hard matter to bereave a man of 
his life,but when he is gone,there isno man be he never {o forry for him,that can reltore him 
to life againe,fave God alone. He was alwaies of that mind, that ifany committed treafon, 
he would not fuffer him to goas far as the gates of the city towards the place of execution, 
but ofhis clemency he called him back againe. Againe, when he publifhed fpectacles ona 
certaine time at Conftantinople, with the bickering and fighting of beafts in compafle of the 
theater, and the people fhouted unto him requiring that one of the {trongef{t men fhould be 
turned unto the favage bealt which ranged about, his an{wer was in this fort: Doe not you 
know that we cannot away with cruell {pe¢tacles? When the people heard this,they learned 
thenceforth to refraine from crnell fhowes.Moreover he was {0 religious,that he honoured 
all the priefts of God,but {pecially fuch as he knew did excellin godlinefle. The report go- 
eth, thathe made fearch for the fackcloth which the Bifkop of Chebram wore that died at 
Conftantinople,and being found,they fay he wore it how homely foever it was,thinking vee 
ily to get unto himfelfe thereby fome of the dead mans holinefle, Ashe folemnizedon a 
certaine tempeftuons and ftormy time of the yeare,(the people requiring the fame) the nfu- 
all and wonted f{peétacles and fhowes inthe place called Circus, environed with a wall and 
galleries round about,when the roome was full of people,and the tempeft waxed fore,there 
fell upon them fodainly a great Qorme of fnow,then the Emperour revealed unto the world 
what affection and zeale he bare towards God: he willed the beadles in his name to fay thus 
untothe people; It is fatre better for us to lay afide thefe fhowes and paltime, and with one 
Voice to fall a praying unto God, that he will deliver us out of this prefent(torme, The 
words were no fooner fpoken,but all joyntly fell downe to the ground and poured out car- 
neft and zealous prayers unto God, fo that the whole city was become like one Church, The 
Emperor himfelfe in the midft of the affembly ,araied in common and ufuall attire, began the 
hymnes,neither failed he of his purpofe. Forthe weather became faire againe, the great 
dearth and {carfity was turned by the goodnefle of God into plenty and abundance of all 
things, If warres at any time were proclaimed, he followed the example of Davia,he made. 
God his refuge, perfwading himfelfe for certaine that God ruled and governed all battels : 
and by the meanes of prayeryhe obtained ever aprofperous ficceffe.

foiled the rebell and tyrant Zohn, immediatly after the Perfian warre and the deceafe 
of Hoxerius inthe Confulthip of Afelepiodorus and Marianns,the fifteenth of Auge, 
In mine opinion the ats of thofe daies are worthy the writing,and fuch they areas of right 
fhould be recorded to the knowledge of polterity in time to come. For the like things which 
happened unto the Hebrews tinder Afofes as they pafled through the red fea,now beféllunto 
the Emperors captaines being fent againft the tyrant, the which I miud briefly to run over, 
leaving the large difcourfe, becanfe it requireth a feverall volume, unto others, Although 
Theodofies knew that Honoris theEmperor had departed this life,yet concealed he his death 
from others,fo that another device which hereafter thal be fpoken of,beguiled many there-= 
in. He fent privily a fouldier unto Salone a city of Dalmatia to give warning that ifany no- 
velty were attempted in the Weft parts of the world, there fhould be fuch preparation aé , 
might quickly fuppreffe the authors therof.When he had brought that about,he opened unto 
all men the death of his uncle. In the meane while John one of the Emperors chiefe Secre- 
taries, when he could not conterit himfelfe with his fortunate profperity, chalenged the 
Empire, and fent Embafladors tinto the Emperour Theedofius, requiring him to proclaime 
him Emperor. Theodofius took his legats, laid them in hold,and fent unto John, Ardabur ins 
the captaine, who of Jate had behaved himfelfe valiantly in the battell againft the Perfians. 
He comming to Salone, failed into Aquileia, whence (as itis thought) he took a wrong 
courfe: the chance was as followeth. Being tinder faile in the maine fea, the wind blew a 
gainft himiand brought him ere he was ware into the tyrants clawes. The tyrant laying hand 
on him,was now in good hope that Fheodofius would be brought of neceffity (if he tende= 
réd the life of his captaine Ardaburins )to create and proclaime him Emperor. When thefe 
things came tolight, both Theodofius himfelfe and his army alfo, which marched forwards 
againft the rebell, were wonderfully forry left _Ardaburins fhould take any harme at the ty- 
rants hands, 4/par alfo the fon of Ardabwrius {eeing both his father taken captive, and alfo 
hearing for certainty that an infinite:power of barbarians went to aide the rebell, knew not 
what to do,he wasat his wits end. Tobe fhort, the prayers of the godly Emperor then alfo 
proved themfelves againe to be very effectuall.For an Angel of God in the forme of a fhep- 
heard guided A/par on his journey; and led his army by a lake adjoyning to Ravenna (for 
there it it was that the tyrant kept captaine Ardaburius in hold) which way it was not ree 
membred that ever man found paflage. But God opened a way to e4/par where it was 
thought others could not go.He led then his army through the lake,which then as it fell out: 
was dried up by the handy worke of God : he rufhed in at the gates of the city which lay 
wide open,and difpatched the tyrant.At what time the moft godly Emperor underftanding 
of the tyrants death, as he celebrated thofe (howes and f pectacles in Circus, made manifeft 
his fingular zeale and piety Godwards,for thus he fpake unto the people: Letus give over 
this vaine paftime and pleafure:let us rather repaire unto the Churchand ferve God devont= 
ly, powring unto God zealous prayers, and yeelding unto him harty thanks, who with his 
own hand hath bereaved the tyrant of his life, He had no fooner made an end of fpeaking, 
but they gave over their {peCtacles and fhowes,paffed thronehout the theater founding out 
thank{giving with one voice together with the Emperor,and going ftraight to the Church, 
{pent there the whole day,fo that all the city feemed to be as one Church,

How Theodofius the Emperour after the execution of John the tyrant, proclaimed V alentinie 
anus (the fon of Conttantius and Placida the Aunt of Theodofius )Emperour at Rome, 


: Hen the tyrant was difpatched out of the way,7 beodofius began to confider with 
: himfelf whom he fhould proclaime Emperor of the Weft parts of the world. He 
had to his kinfman oneValentinianns,a very yong gentleman,begotten on Placidis

his aut; for fhe was the daughter of Theodofius Afagnus the.Emperor,and fifter to Arcaditia 
and Howorius the Emperors, Con/tantius that was made Emperor by Honorius and govers 
ned the Empire with him a very fhort fpace(for he died immediatly ) was the father of /%- 
hentinianus Theodofius made this his cofin. C¢/ar,fent him into the Weft, and put his mother 
Placidia in tru withthe Imperiall affaires. After wards when he determined to go himfelfe 
into Italy for to proclaime his cofin Empéeror,and in his own perfon to counfell the /talians 
that they fhould not lightly give care unto tyrants and rebels,he came asfar as The ffalonica, 
and there was hindered with fickneffe,fo that he could go no, further. Therefore he fent a 
Imperiall {cepter tinto his cofin by Helion the Senator, and returned himfelfe back againe to 
( onftantinople But of thefc things thus much fhall fuftice.

ned with great wifdome, and exhorted the people diligently wich heavenly doétrine 

to vertuous and godly living, When he faw the Church devided, and that the . /o= 
hanuites. uled their private meetings and conventicles, he commanded. that the memoriall 
of John fhould be folemnized at fervice time, as the manner is of other Bifhops that are de. 
ceafed, For by that meaneshe hoped verily it would come.to paffe; that many of them 
would returne unto the Church. He was fo bountifull and liberall, that he provided not 
onely forthe poverty of his owne Church, but alfo fent money unto the next Churches to 
fupply. the want of theneedy, Forhefent unto Cafiopius minifter of the Church of Nice 
three hundred peeces of gold; and withall letters containing this forme: Atticus axto Cale 
liopius fendeth grecting in the Lord.1 am given to underftand that there ts an infinite number in 
jour city ready to perilh with famine, and ftandin need of the almes and charity of godly and well 
di/pofed perfons, Where I write an infinite number,I meane agreat multitude the certaine nim. 
er whereof I doe not readily know, Therefore [eeing Ireceived money of him which beftoweth 
abundance and plenty of riches upon thems which fe it pies: : feeing alfo daily experience tea= 
cheth ws that forse do want to the end that {uch as be wealthy, and miniSter not unto them, may 
throughly be tryed :. my will 2s (well beloved brother ) that thou receive froms me thefe three 
bundred peeces of gold, and diftribute thems at thy difcretion among the poore people of thy pari/p. 
See that thou deale the fame not among [uch as refpett onely the belly, and make a living or trade 
throughout their life time of beg ging, but among (uch as are afhamedto beg, Neither would J 
have thee herin to refpect any opinion or felt whatfoeverneither to prejudice them which prattife 
in dotirine acontrary faith unto us,but only to hare confideration of this, that thou relieve them 
which hunger and thirst.and have not wherewithak to helpethemfelves, Thus was he carefull 
of the poverty of fuch as dwelt from him in farre and forreine countries, Againe when 
he underftood that fuchas fevered themfelves from the Newatéans about the keeping of 
Eater, had tranflated the corps of Sabbatizs out of the Ifle Rhodos, (for there he died in 
exile) buried it folemnly and prayed upon his tombe: he fent certaine thither in the night 
time,charging them to remove the corps of Sabhatiws, and bury it in another fepulcher.Such 
as ufed to frequent the place, when they faw the grave digged up, ceafed thenceforth to 
Honour the tombe of Sabbaties, The fame Atticus did pafle in aligning of proper naines 
tothings, For the rede inthe mouth of Pontus Eaxinus which of old was called Poyfor,he 
called Afedecin,left he fhould there raife an affembly & appoint thereunto a place called after 
a foulename.Moreover he termed a peece of the fuburbs of ConStantixople; Argyrople upon 
fuch an occafion as followeth, Chryfopleis arode inthe head of the fea Bo/phorus. Many 
ancient writers make mention thereof, namely Strabo, Nicolaus, Damafcenus, and the fa- 
mous writer Xesophon, who both in thefixt booke of Cyrus expedition,and in the firft of the 
acts ofthe Grecians remembreththe faid towne, that Alcibiades walled it about, and how 
there is.a place therein affigned for the paiment of tyth and tribute. For fuch as loofe ont of 
the maine fea and arrive at that place,do ufe thereto pay tyth. Wherfore Atticus {eeing the 
place aver again(t him had fo worthyaname, procured this rode thenceforth to be called 
, iS Dida gt etrgyropie,

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Argyrople.As foone as he fpake the word the name was immediatly changed, Againe when 
as fome men {aid unto him that the Wevarians fhould not have their conventicles and aflem- 
blies within the wals of the city: what do ye not remember (faithhe) what troubles and 
vexations they endured, when we were tofied with the grievous ftorme of perfecution in 
the raigne of Con/tantius and Valens, and how that at fundry other times they teftified toge- 
ther with us the true faith which we maintaine ?. Moreover though they were of old devi- 
ded from the Church, yet attempted they toeftablifh no novelty as touching the: faith, 
Againe this Atticus being at Nice about the ordaining ofa Bifhop,and {eeing there Afclepias 
| des a Novatian Bifhop who was avery old man,he asked of him how many yeares he had 
beene a Bifhop? when the other had anfwered fifty yeares: Thou art truly ahappy man 
(faith he) in that God granted thee to enjoy fo worthy a function folongatime. He faid 
againe unto A/clepiades:verily I commend Novatus,but I allow not of the Novatians. A/- 
PE pede marvelling what he {hould meane in fo faying,replyed : How fo OBifhop? 4r- 
ticws made anfwer: Ido commend him (faithhe) for refufing to communicate with fich 
as had facrificed to Idols’: for I would havedone no leffe my felfe. But I like not of the 
Novatians, becaufe they exclude from the communion fuch as of the laity have lightly of- 
fended. A/clepiades replied againe unto thefe things: Befides the fin of facrificing unto Idols, 
there are (as holy Scriptures do witneffe) many other fins unto death: for the which you 
deprive only the clergy and we the laity of the communion, referring unto God alone the 
power of remitting their fin. The fame Attics had the forcknowledge of his death, Por tas 
king his leave of Nice, he faid unto Calliopivs the Minilter of that Church: Make haft to 
Conftantinople before Autumne, that thou maiftagaine fee mealive, for if thoulinger and

Proclus who alfo was a Minifter preferred to the roome:but all the people with uni- 
forme confent defired Sifinius, He was likewife a prieft,not of any of the Churches within 
the wals of Conftantinople,but of Elza a Church in the fuburbs over againft the city, where al 
the people of Conffantinople are wont to celebrate the feaft of our Saviours afcentson, All the 
laity laboured by al meanes to have him to their Bifhop, partly becaufe he was counted a ve~. 
ry godly man, & partly alfo for that he endevored to relieve the poore beyond the reach of 
his fub{tance.To be fhort,the laity got the upper hand,& Si/isins was confecrated the eight 
and twentieth of Febrwary,in the twelfth confulthip of Theedafins 8 the fecond of Valenti 
ssianus Augufiws the yonger, Philip the Minifter feeing that Sifinius was preferred before 
him,{tomacked the matter wonderfully,and inveyed bitterly againft his confecration, in the 
work which he wrote and intitled the ( briftzan hiftory. While he inveyeth againtt Sifinins 
that was confecrated, againft the Bifhops who were confecrators, and efpecially againft the 
laity who were eleétors,he wrote fuch things as Iam loth to report, for I cannot chufe but 
blame him greatly thatever he durft be fo bold to lay downe ‘fo rafh and fo unadvifed reas 
fons, Yet in my opinion it will not be amiffe prefently to fay fomewhatofhim, 


A Fter the deceafe of Atticus there was great contention in the Church of Conftantines 
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ve Cuap. XXVIII. 
| Of Philip 4 Prief,bred and brought up in Sida 
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Hilip of whom we {pake before was borne at Sida a city in Pamphilia, where alfo Troe 
philus the Sophift had his original,of who Philip boafted not a litle that he was his kinf- 
man. This Pbilip being a Deacon,and of great Agullasity with Jebn the Bifhop, was as 
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it were driven to beftow epreat labour and diligence in the ftudy of geod leatning,fo that he 
wrote many books of divers forts, His ftile was Afiaticall,proud,and lofty,and to the end he 
might confute the works of /#/ian the E mperor, he compiled a volume, and. titled it The 
Coriftian Hiftory, the which he devided into fixe and thirty books, every bookhath fundry 
tomes,the number of al amounteth very nigh to athonfand; the argument prefixed to ever 
one,is in manner as big as the tome it felfe. This work he entitled not the Ecclefiatticall but 
the Chriftian Hiftory,where he patched together many matters, to let the world underftand 
that he was feene in Philofophy, Wherfore he alledgeth very oft precepts and rules of Geo- 
metry, Aftronomic, Arithmetick and Mufick, Moreover he deferibeth Iflessmountaines,trees, 
with other things of {mall importance, {9 that it grew to a huge volume full of pride & vaine 
oftentation, In my fimple judgement it isa work that is profitable neither for the learned 
nor unlearned, For the learned wil condemne the often repetition of the fame wotds,which 
is rife throughout the book : the unlearned have not the capacity to comprehend the info. 
lent ftile and affected fentences of his arrogant mind. But let every one Judge of thofe books 
as he {hall think good, I dare aftirme that the order he followed in laying downe of the 
times, is both confufe and farre from good order, For when he had run over the raigne of 
Theodofins, back againe he gets him to difcourfe of the times of Athanajius the Bifhop, the 
which Tnote to be his ufuall manner, But of Phitip fo far. Now to the hiftory of Sifinins 
time.

F A Frer the deceafe of the Bifhop of (yaicums,Sifinins appointed Proclué to be their Bi- 
#e-. fhop. The citizens under{tanding of his comming, prevented him and chofe Da/mas 
tans a religious man to governe the Bifhoprick.This they did, neglecting the law and 
canon which commandeth that no Bifhop be appointed and ordained without che confent 
and authority of the Bithop of (n/Pantinople. They made no accouyt of that canon, becauife 
that it commanded, namely {as they thought) that the {aid authority fhould be given unto 
eftticus alone, Whertore Proclzs being not admitted to execute the function of a Bifhop 
in the Church where he was ordained, continued at (on/Pantinopl-, where he occupied him- 
elfe in preaching,and purchafed unto himfelfe thereby great fame and commendation. Bat 
of him] fhall have occafion to {peake more hereafter, Situs had {carce beene Bithop two 
yeares but he died, it was in the Confulfhi pot Hterius and Ardaburivws, the foure and twen- 
tieth of December, He was aman highly commended for temperancy, for godly and ver= 
tuotis life, and to be fhort,for his liberality beftowed upon the poore. He was a man both 
gentle and familiar, plaine without fraud or guile, and therefore he never molefted any 
in his life, He was a great enemy to bufic bodies and to quarrellers, and therefore taken of 
many for a coward.

efter the deceafe of Sifinius Bifbop of (, onftastinople, Neftorius was (ent for to Antioch 
for to enjoy the Befhopricke,who immediatly revealed himfelfe 
what kind of man he was, 


T feemed good unto the Emperor after the deceafe of Ssfiniew, becaufe of divers vaine 
glorious perfons,to'chufe none of that Church to be Bifhop,(though many made fite for 
Philip,& many againe for Proelw )but determined with himfelf to fend for a ftranger out 
of Antioch, There was in thofe daies there, aman whofe name was Neftorinus, by birtha 
Germane, of a loud voice and aneloquent tongue, and therefore as it was thought a fit man 
to preach unto the people. They put cheir heads together, fent for Neftorins, and brotight 
him from +Antioch to Constantinople three moneths after who though his temperance 
was highly commended of many, yet the wifelt fort and fageft people perceived welle- 
nough his other conditions when he firtt began to preach, For immediatly after his ftalling 
‘ : In 
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inthe Bifhops Sea the tenth day of Aprill and the Confulfhip of Felix and Taurus, he eave 
forth inthe hearing of all the people, fuch a faying as followeth, at the pronouncing of his 
oration before the Emperor: Reftore thon unto me O Emperor the earth weeded and pur. 
ged of hereticks,and I will render heaven unto theesaide thou me in foiling of the hereticks, 
and I wil affift thee in the overthrowing of the Perfiams. Although fuch as detefted the here- 
ticks took thefe words in good part, yet fuch as by his outward behaviour gathered the in- 
ward difpofition of his mind, could not chufe but efpie bis hauty ftomack, his hafty and rune 
ning braine, his foolifh feeding on vaine glory, {pecially feeing that by and by he bolted out 
fuch rafh and unadvifed fayings. Nay we may fay (as the common proverbe goeth) that the 
city had not drunk before he began to blow the {moke & the burning flame of perfecutions 
for the fift day after he was chofen Bifhop, when he determined with himfelf to overthrow 
the Church ofthe Arians ,where they had their fervice privily and by ftealth,he fo troubled 
and difquieted their minds, that when they faw their Church muft needs downe, they put 
to their own hands,and fired it themfelves, the which fire fell upon the next houfés and bur- 
ned them to afhes, fo that there was much ado in the city, and the Arians rofeup to revenge 
them of their enemies. But God the defender and conferver of the city, fuffered not that pe= 
ftilent infection of rancor and malice to run any further, From that time forth not only the 
hereticks,but fuch as were of his owne faith and opinion,called Nefforius a firebrand. Nei= 
ther refted he with this, but deftroyed as much as in him lay, the whole city, while he went 
about to mifchiefe the hereticks.Againe he fell a molefting of the Nowatians, tonely becanfe 
Paulus their Bifhop was famous and much fpoken of for his zeale and godlinefle, But the 
Emperor bridled and with{tood his enterprize with fharp admonitions and nipping words, 
IT think it beft to run over with filence the vexations and injuries he did unto fuchas celebra 
ted the feaft of Eafter the fourth day of the moneth throughout A/a, Lydia and Caria, and 
how many were ca{t away in the fedition which he raifed at AZiletum and Sardis. But as for 
the plague and punifhment he fuffered,partly for the aforefaid caufes, and partly alfo for his 
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malapert tongue, I willlay downe in another place.

~— “YOw amT about to declarea worthy Hiftory which happened at that time, There is 4 
certaine barbarous nation inhabiting beyond theriver of Rheyne, whom we com- 
monly do call Burgonions, Thefe people led a life fare from magiftracy and governe= | 

ment of the Common-weal,for they are al carpenters,and therby get their living. The peas 
ple called Hani breaking oftentimes into their regions,have deftroyed their countrey, and 
difpatched very many at fundry times out ofthe way. Wherfore they determine withthem- 
{elves not to fly for refuge and fuccour unto any mortall man or living creature,but to yeeld 
themfelves wholy unto fomegod or other, And when they called to mind that the god of 
the Romanes never failed fiuch as feared his name and put their affiance in him, joyntly with 
one heart and mind they turned themfelves to embrace the faith of Chrift : they took their 
voyage into a certaine city of France, and there they require of the Bifhop to baptize them 
in the Chriftian faith, The Bifhop having enjoyned them to faft {even daies, and inftruéted 
them in the principles of Chriftian profeffion,did baptize them'the eight day following,and 
bid them farewell. They put on valiant conrage, and went on boldly to encounter with the 
tyrants,neither was their hope fruftrate,neither did it failetheminthe end. For the Burgo- 
mons, When Uptarus King of the Hanes crammed himfelfe with vi@uals on a certaine 
night untill he burft inthe midtt,fet upon the Hannes now wanting a head and captaine,few 
of them again{t many ofthe other, (to wit, three thonfand againft tenne thoufand,) they 
fought valiantly and got the vitory, From that time forth the faid nation was a zealous 
maintainer ofthe Chriftian faith. About that time Barbas the Arian Bifhop died, it was the 
thirteenth Confulfhip of Theodofius, the third of Valentinianus and the foure and twentieth 
of Inne. whofe roome Sabbarins fuccecded. So farre of thefe things, ,

N Gece: infomuch he practifed many things prejudiciall unto the quiet ftate of the 
fufficiently unto us.Antonins Bifhop of Germaa city in Helle/pont,feeding the humor

and cruelty of Ne/forsss in the rooting out of hereticks, began to vexe the ALace/onians out a 


all meafure,and for to cleare himfelf he fained that the Patriarke, to wit,the Bifhop of Cons 
ftantinople bad commanded him the fame. Wherefore the Afacedonians although they fuffe. 
red for a while griefes and vexations,yet feeing that Antony keptno meane,but exceeded in 
cruelty,they could no longer beare the weight of fo intollerable a burthen of in juries,but in 
the mad fury of their mind,preferring the rafh motion of revengement before all right and 
reafon, procured thedeath of Axtony to be done by fach men as they had fent for to worke 
the feat. This hainous offence which the A/acedonians committed,was an occafion to kindle 
and fet on fire the cruelty of Nestorius, For he perfwaded the Emperor to deprive them of 
their Churches, Wherefore the AZacedonians were put by one Church which lay without 
the old wals of (onftantinople : by another at Cyzicum, hefides many others throughout 
Helle/pont, fothat many of them returned into the Church, and embraced the faithof One

and bufy-bodies never want woe.Ne/forizs who endevoured with might & maine to 
bereave others of their Churches,was by chance thrult out of the Church himfelf,the 
Occafion was as followeth. Anaftafius the prieft who came with himthither from Antioch, 
kept him alwaies company, was highly efteemed of him, & his counfellor in all his affaires, 
taught on a certaine time in the Church that none ought to call (Mary the mother of Goa, 
becaufe that fhe was but a woman, and that God could not be borne of 4 woman, Thefe 
words of his difquieted out of meafure the minds both of Clergy & laity. For they had lear- 
ned of old that Chrift was true God, and not to be fevered becaufe of the myftery of his ine 
carnation, as man alone from his divinity, and that according uno the mind of the Apofde 
where he {aith: Although we have knowne Chrift after the flefhy yet now do we know him [0 40 
more. WV herfore for this caufe Iet us ceafe to reafon any longer of Chrift,and let us endevour 
to attaine unto his perfection. When as fchifme and contention was hereofrifen (as I faid 
before) inthe Church, Neftorius going about to confirme the opinion of e4naftafi “(for he 
Would in no wife have him whom he made fo much of to be rebuked,as one that had uttered 
blafphemies again{t Chrift) difcourfed very oftofthat matter as he preached inthe Church: 
laid down very contentioutly certaine pofitions,and condemned utterly the claufe that figni- 
fied the bearing of God, And becaufe that divers men, to a divers end and purpofe difputed of 
this queftion,the Church was devided, & the members parted afunder.For much like blinds 
folded perfons,and men brawling and fighting in the darke, they were earied here & there; 
now they affirmed this,anon they faid that,and look what they avouched a little before, the 
fame they denied immediatly after, Many thought that Neftorius was of opinion that Chrift 
was but only man,and that he went about to revive and toraife up afrefh the herefy of Pa- 
lus Samofatenus and of Photines, There was fo much ado about this matter, that the fum- 
moning ofa generall Councell feemed needfull for the deciding of the controverfie, and 
she appeafing of the people. I of mine owne part by perufing, the works of Ne/forius, 
do find the man ignorant and altogether unlearned, I f peake this from the heart and unfaix 
_ hedly. Forit isnot of hatred I owe him that I fall a ripping of his crimes and infamy, nei- 
ther have I determined by fiattery and feeding of fome mens humors, to report lefle of him 
then I found tras, Ne/forivs in mine opinion followeth neither Paslus Samofatenusy nor 
Photinus, neither thinketh he that our Lord Te(us Chrift is onely man: but.only ayaudees

ble error and ignorance. For though of nature he had a {mooth and an eloquent tongue, and 
therefore was thought learned, yet to fay the truth,he was altogether unlearned, Moreover | 
he difdained to perufe the works of the ancient Fathers, He fo vaunted himfelf with his ro. 
ling tongue and eloquent fpeech,that in manner he contemned the old writers, and prefer 
red himfelfe before themall. Againe he was ignorant of that which was written in the old 
gJohn4 - eopies of S.Jobns Catholick Epittle: Every /pirit which devideth Jefins 1 not of Gol, As many 
~« as went about to fever the Divinity fromthe Humanity of Chrift, fticked not to raze and 
blot this fentence out of the ancient copies. Wherefore the old writers fignified no leffe,then 
that certaine men had corrupted that Epittle, to the end they might devidethe humanity of 
Chrift from the Divinity of God. His Man-hood is joyned with the God-head, neither are 
they two but one,in which fence the ancient writers were not affraid to call Mary, the moa 
Euftblib.3: ther of God. Even fo wrote Enfebins Pamphilas iw bis third book of the life of Confiantine : 
devit.conf,  Godamong ws was borne on earth for our fakes, and the place of bis nativity is called of the He- 
brews after a proper name Bethlehem, Wherefore Helen the most holy Esnpreffe hath fet forth | 
she travelling of the mother of God with goodly ornaments, and bedecked that hollow rocke with 
fundry notable monuments, Origen hath written no leffe in his firft Tome of Commentaries 
uponthe Epiftle of S.Pax/ unto the Romanes, where he difcourfeth at large of this matter, 
and alledgeth the caufe why \Mary was called rhe mother of God, Therefore Ne/torrus {ee 
meth never to have read the works of the ancient Fathers, and for that only caufe‘he invey= 
ed (as I faid before) againft this claufe,the mother of God, For he faith not that Chrift is only 
man,as Photinws and Paulus Samofatenus aftirmed : neither taketh he away the fubfiftencie 
of the Sonne of God, but confeffeth every where that he hath his being, and that he is in the 
Nh Trinity: neither denicth he his eflence ag Photinus and Samo/atenus did, (fo didalfo the 
Tlie Manicheesand Montanifts) as it appeareth by the fermons which he publifhed unto the 
We world, But though I find that Ne/ferius was of that opinion, partly by his books which I 
have perufed, and partly by the report of his familiar friends, yet his foolifh and fond dae 
| @trine'difquicted not a litle the whole world.

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Hen thefe things were done in fuch fort as I faid before,a certain hainous offence |

Thus was the Councell of Ephefws at that time 

broken up, it was inthe Confulfhip of Baffusand Anriochus the eight and twentieth of 
Lene.Iohn Bifhop of Antioch after his returne unto his proper fea,called many Bifhops toge= 
ther,and depofed Cyrilizs who now was gone to Alexandria, Shortly after for all that,they 

laid afide all {pite, grudge and enmity, they became friends, and reftored each to other their 
Bifhopricks againe. After the depofition of Nefforins, therearofe a great {chifne inthe 
Church of Conf-antinople, for the vaine and foolith dogtrine of Ne/torivs parted the people 
afunder,All the Clergy with uniforme confent accurfed him openly, for fo we Chriftians do 

call the fentence which we pronounce againft the author of blafphemy, whereby we mind

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tipon them to jultifie that faying in mine opinion did not report the truth:but either of envié 
againtt Procius forged fucha decree, or of wilfull ignorance confidered not then of tre Cas 
nons and other conftitutions oftentimes eftablifhed for the profit and commodity of the 
Church of God. For Exfebins P amphitus in the fixt book of his Ecclefiafticall Hiltory repor= 
teth that one Alexander Bifhop of fome city in Cappadocra,taking his voyage towatds Jern- 
fale, was of the citizens of Jer#/alem caufed to tarry and ftalled Bifhop in the roome of 
Narciffus, where he continued untothe end of his life, It was an indifferent matter of old 
time among the ancient fathers as oft as the Ecclefiafticall affaires fo required, to tranflate 
Bifhops from one fea unto another, If it be any thing availeable to annect the Canon de- 
creed in this behalfe unto this our prefent Hiftory, let us fee how fhamelefle thefe then’ 
were who therefore thrult Proc/us befides the Bifhoprick of Cox/ftamtinople,and how untru- 
ly they reported of the Canon,for it is read as followeth, /f any Bifbop be affigned to governe 
any Church whatfoever,and goeth not thither ,the fault being not in himfelfe, but either that the 
people repelled bim,or forse other neceffary canfe do fay him: unto him be it lawfull to enjoy the 
honour and the pric|tly funttions fo thot be be not troublefome unto the Chitrch whereof he ts Ap- 
pointed Bifhop,but avprove whatfoever the provincial ( ouucell hall determine of the matter cal- 
Led in controverfie, Thefe be the words of the Canon,But that it may appeare more evident- 
ly that many Bifhops were tranflated from one city unto another, upon neceflary and ur= 
gent caufes,I will here lay downe the names of fuch as were removed. Perigenes being cho- 
fen Bifhop of Patras in Arbaia and refuled by the citizens of that place, was by the com- 
mandement of the Bifhop of Rome placed inthe AZerropolitane fea of Corinth, to fucceed 
the late deceafed, where he continued all the reft of his life. Gregory Naxianzene was firft 
Bifhop of Saft num a city in Cappadociamext of Nadiansum, afterwards of Conftantinople, 

laft-of all he went back againe to Nazianzum, (Meletins was chofen Bifhiop of Scbastizin 

e-frmenia,but afterwards removed to Antioch, Dofirheus Bifhop of Seleucia was by Alex- 

ander Bifhop of eAntioch,tranflated unto Tar/us in Cilicia, Berentinus Bithop of e4rcein 

Phanicia was brought thence into Tyr#s.

Of Silvanus who being Bifsop of Philippopolis was removed to Troas. 

Ow I thinke it not amifle to write a few lines of Silvanus whom we faid a litle be- 
Nex to have beenctranflated from the Bifhoptick of Philippopolis in Thracia unto 

Troas. This Silvanus firft {tudied Rhetorick inthe ichoole of Troilus the Sophift: who 
though he was an earneft embracer of Chriftian religion,and exercifed the Monafticall trade 
of living, yet wore he ftill the Philofophicall habit. In proceffe of time Articus'the Bifhop 
fent for bim and made him Bithop of Philippopolis. Who having continued in Thracia the 
{pace of three yeares, when he could no longer away with the pinching cold of that country 
(for he had a thin anda weake body) he requefted «4#ticus to fubftitute another Bifhop in 
his roome,protefting that he left Tbracia for no other caufe but only to avoid the extreame 
cold. §:/vanus then having procured another Bifhop to fucceed him,remained at Conftantine- 
ple and exercifed continually the Monafticall trade and difcipline. He was fo farre from pride 
and hautinefle of ftomack, that often times in great aflemblics and folemne meetings of the 
citizens he wore fandals and buskins of rwifted hay,Shortly after the Bithop of Treas depar- 
ted this life,and immediatly the people of of roa came to Conftantinople to {eek a Bifhop. 
Attiew mufing with himfelf whom he might prefer to the roome, Si/vanus by chance came 
by: as foone as Atricus ef{pied him, he'ceaffed to bethink him{elfe, and tarned unto Silvanus 
With thefe words: Thou maift no longer excufe thy felfe,but of neceffity thou muft take up 
onthee the governement ef the Church: for in Teas there is no'chilling cold, behold i 

at 
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hath provided forthe infirmity of thy body adeleétable and pleafant foyle;make no rote a 
do brother, but in halt ger thee to Troas,.To be fhort Silvanus went thither Flere I think vé- 
ry fit to lay downe the miracle which he wrought. A great fhip or hulke (for the brearl 
thereof called maw) being fraighted and laden with great pillours, newly made upon the 
fhore or rode of Treds,could not bee drawne from the land to take feasno,though the Pylot 
together with a great multitude of men drew her with cable ropes fhe would not move, 
When they had the {pace of many daies affayed what they could do,’and nothin prevailed, 
they thought verily that fome divell held the hulke from moving. Wherefore they go unto 
Silvanus the Bifhop,and requeft him to pray in that place, for fo they hoped it would come 
to pafle that the {hip might be drawne into the fea, But he excufed himfelfe very modeftly, 
faying, he was a finner,and told them that he could not helpe them,that it was the office ofa 
jut man, But feeing they were fo importunate upon him that they. would not be anfwered, 
he came to the fhore,there he prayed unto God,took the rope by the end,and bad the re(t-do 
their endevour. The fhip then being fhaken with a litle violence,was fodainely brought in- 
tothe maine fea. This miracle whichSi/vanus wrought allured many of that province toem- 
brace with fervent zeale the Chriftian faith. Si/vanss alfo expreffed no lefle in other acts 
and dealings of his, the good motion of his godly mind. For when he perceived that the 
Clergy refpected nothing but gaine in deciding the controvéerfies of their clients,he fuffered 
thenceforthnone of the Clergy to be judge, but took the {upplications and tequefts of ‘fu- 
tors, and appointed one of thelaitie whom for certainty he knew tobe a jult and godly 
man; gave him the hearing of their caufes,and fo ended quietly all‘contentions arid quarrels. 
For the aforefaid canfes Si/vanus became renowned and famous among al men. And though 
thefethings of Silvanus, may feeme to be from the purpofe, yet have we remembred them 
for the profit and commodity of the reader. But now let us returne where we left, When 
Maximianus was chofen Bifhop of Conftantineple inthe Confulfhip of Bafas and entice 
chus,the Church enjoyed peace and quietneffe, 4 


Chap, XXXVIL

_ Bout that time many Jewes inhabiting Crete received the Chritian faith, being 
brought thereunto by fueh acalamity as followeth. A certaine Jew being a fubrill 


knave,fained himfelfe to be AZofes, and faid that he came downe from heaven for to. 


leade the Jewes which inhabited that Ifle through the fea into the firme and'maine land:'that 
he was the fame who of old did fafe conduct Z/rze/ through the red fea. For the {pace of one 
whole yeare he did nothing elfebut wander from one city to another throughout the Ifle, 
ufing all meanes poffible to perfwade the Jewes which dwelt there to credit him,and exhor- 


ting them to leaveall their wealth & fubftance behind them. For he promifed tobringthem 
through the fea dry footed into the land of promife, When thathe had bewitched them with 


fuchvaine and deceitfull hope,they left their work and trade of life:they fet nought by their 
wealth and fubftance: and they gave licence to him that lifted for to pofleffe them, When 
the day appointed of the falfe lew for the voyage was come, he led themthe way,all the reft 
began to follow after,together with women and children. He brought themto ‘a certaine 
mountaine which lay as it were: an elbow into the feaward, and thence he bad them calt, 
themfelves into the fea. Wherfore fich as firtt came unto the fall did fo, whereof fome were 
crathed tumbling downe the hill,fome other were drowned in the fea and died immediatly, 
& had not the providence of God provided better for them,many more had perifhed. For as 
God would there were nigh them many Chriftians, wherof fome were fifhermen,and fome. 
other merchants: thefe drew up fome which were almoft choked with’ water, and faved 
their lives, who being in this lamentable plight, acknowledged their folly :' they ftayed 
others from plunging themfelves in the waves of the fea, laying before their eyes the death 
of the Jewes which led themthedance, Then they perceiving the guile, blamed them- 
{elves for being fo credulous, and went about to kill the couiiterfait Alofes. But they could 


not catch him, for he conveyed himfelfe privily’ from among them. Whereupon divers 


men did conjeQure chat ie wasa divell, which ¢eadevored by parerens (ape of man te .

Wherefore 
that calamity. {chooled the Jewes which inhabited Crete, made them forfake Indaifme, and

At (oxftantinople there happened fuch a fire the like 
whereot was not remembred before. For the greater part of the city was confumed to 
Hy athes, the famous graynard, the market houfe called Achilleus were quite burned, Laft of 
| all, the fire,crept into the Novatian Church which adjoyned unto the figne of the Stophe, 
| W herefore Panius.as foone as he perceived the Churchto be in great danger, fell proftraté 
before the Altar, réferred unto God in his prayer the prefervation of the Church, neither 
| ceafed he to inculcate as well the remembrance of the city as of the Church, God as 
}| it proved in the end gave eare utito his prayers. For though the fire flafhed into the Church 
| both by dore.and window,yet was there no harme done : nay though the building routid a- 
Bout was on firey thoughthe Church was invironed with burning flames, by the powerof 
God the Church was preferved,and overcame the fury and rage of the fire.It was not quen- 
ched the {pace of twodaies and two nights,thecity burned all that while] n the end,though | 
many parts of the city were utterly come tonought, yetthe Church (as I faid before) efca- 
ped tha: lamentable overthrow.

applied it with fingular commendation to have beéne forefhewed of God, and then to have 
taken place to the wealth of the Ronsan Empire.

Ot long after they had interred the corps of Joh» in the Apoftles Church, Pawlws the 
N Novatian departed this life : it was in the aforefaid,Confulfhip the one and twenti- 
eth of Jn/y,His hearfe reconciled in.manner. unto the Churchialithe varying fects and 
opinions, For all came together to his buriall; and brought his corps:to the grave with fin- 
ging of Pfalmes, He was the man that was gteatly beloved throughout his life time for his 
fincere and upright behaviour, And infomuch he did a Worthy acbalitle before his depare 
ture,I thought good to’pen it inthis our prefent Hiftory to'the profit of the Rudious reader 
in time to come, But that he ufed his wonted dietiof the Monafticall difcipline all the-while 
he was fick, without any change or alteration thereof,that he ceafed not to pray continually, 
Ihave determined to run over with filence,leatt while I linger about'the-recitall of thefe, F 
inay fecme any kind of way todeface the A@of his, both worthy (asIfaid) ofmemory, 
and the profit of the Reader. It was as followeth, Paulus being ready to depart out of this

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_ their hands, firft he lifted himfelte a little out of his bed, next he wrote fecretly, within the 
bond, unknowneunto them that were prefent, the name of AZarcianus, who was 4 pricht,

_ not prefent.Laft of all he fealed ir, he willed the chiefe Priefts to do the fame, he delivered 

| itunto Afarcus the Novatiagn Bifhop of Seythia,who then was in the city,and faid unto him 

_ as followeth: If1t pleafe God that I may recover and lengthen my daies yet a while longer 
in this world,. deliver me this bond which I give thee to keeping, but if his pleafure fo be 
that I muft neéds depart arid finith the race of this fraile and tranfitory life, thou fhalt find 
his name written inthis bond whom Thave nominated to be my fucceflour inthe Bifho- 
prick, Thefe words were no fooner uttered but he gaveup the gholt. Three daies after his 
departure oyt of this lite, the bond was opened in the pretence ofa great multitude : when 
they found that (Warcianus wastherein nominated, all with one confent lifted their voices 
and faid he was a fit man for the funétion,arid:immediatly they fent to feeke him out. W hen 
they had happily met with him at 7abcriopoles acity in Phrygia,they take hitn and bring him 
thence, in the end he was placed in P awdus roome the one and twentieth day of the forefaid 
mioneth.Bur of thefe things thus much fhall futfice.

When Procls mufed with himfelte whom-he fhould afligne 
to be their Bifhop,by chance on the Sabbath day as he {ought a fit nan forthe roome all the 
Senators came to the Church for to fee whom he would ele@, of which nunber Thala/fis 
was one, Lieutenant and governor of the nations and cities throughout Jdyrium. W ho as re- 
port goeth being commanded of the Emperor to governe certaine countries of the Eaft,was 
confecrated of Proclas and in {teed of a Lieutenant made Bifhop of Cefarea, And thus the 
Ecclefialticall affaires of thofe times enjoyed peace and tranquility. But here I will cut : ftand 
make an end of my Hiftory, praying for continuance of the peace and prof; perous eftate of 
all Churches under heaven,for the wealth of all people,for the concord and unity of al cities 
and countries, For when peace prevaileth, there is no matter for an Hiftoriograp’ er to oc- 
cupie his pen, For (moft holy Thee “erus which halt in joyned me this taske, now at length 
performed in thefe feven buoks of the Ecclefiafticall Hiftory :) there would have beene no 
matter miniftred for my pen, if {uch as fet their minds on fedition and difcord had beene at 
peace and unity among themfelyes, This feventh book continueth the Hiftory of two and 
thirty yeares,our whole Hiftory being devided into feven bookes comprifeth the compafie 
of one hundred and forty yeares, beginning at the firlt yeareof the two hundred and firft 
O/ympiade, when Conftantine was proclaimed Emperor, and ending the fecond yeare of the 
three hundred and fift O/yuspiade, being the feventeenth Confulthip of Theodo/ins the Em-

I would have thee know, thatat one time with Sou 
crates there wrote two other Grecians, Sozomenus 4nd Theodoret, be- 
“oS ginning where Socrates beean, and ending their Hiftories with him at 
Theodofius Junior. Their argument ts one, tomit : The Ecclefiafticall Hiftory, 
their language one;they wrote all in Grecke, their yeares one, for they flourifhed the fame 
time, Litle difference there ws bet weene them in fubftance, faving where the one ws long 
the: other fhort, -where the one ts obfcures theother plane, where the one is tedious, the 
other pleafant. To tranflate them all three, would not in my opinion be fo profitable as 
painefull, the volume both would be too huge, and the Reader foone wearied with the of 
repetition of one thing. Caffiodorus the Senatour and compiler of the Tripartite Hifto. 
vy» preventing this inconvemence, and fecing that thefe three Writers agreed in fb. 
fiance, devifed with himfelfe how to eafe the Reader of fo great a labour, and how ta 
vidde him from fo tedious a ftudie, He made an Epitome or briefe collection of them all 
three, I meane Socrates, Sozomenus; and Theodoret, and called it the Tripartite, 
Hiftory.

V acrius anoble manof Antioch, a learned Writer, and 

continuer of this Ecclefiafticall hiftory may not lightly 

be over-skipped without commending his vertues with 

praifeto immortall memory, and rehearfing of them to 

the encouragement of all ftudions nobility, to the profit 

of the loving Reader, and the furtherance of Chriftian 

profeffion. His honour was nothing impaired,his bloud 

nothing blemifhed at all, inthat he being a temporall 

man, acquainted himfelfe with Ecclefiatticall shies: 
Sabellicus writeth, that Bartholomew the Apoftle came of anoble race, forfooke Sabellicus: 
the bravery of Courtiers; and became the follower of Chrift.’ Peter, Dororhens Ps 
and Gargonius being pages unto the Emperour Dioclefian, in great credit, and of biftlib, 8eap6 
noble parentage, bade Court farewell, weighed little their honour, made leffe Eufeb,Ecclef. 
account of the Emperour, and forfook their own lives, rather than they would Ba jn ra 
forfweare Chrift. The Treafurer, together with the Lieutenant of a’ certaine hiftliy § c.t4. 
town in Phrygia, choferather for the truth in Chrift, with fireto be confumed | 
to afhes, than here to enjoy all worldly treafire. 4udaétus anoble man of Ita- 
lie, preferred the garland of Martyrdome before all the glory and pomp of this | 
cranfitory life. A noble man of Nicomedia rent in peeces 2 wicked proclama- ai 
tion in the face of all the foure Emperours. CAfPyrius a Senator of Rome, Eulch.Beclef. 
thought it no flaining of his honour, to take upon his fhoulders the dead body of *#-lib.7.cap. 
ablefled Martyr, and provide for it a funerall. Iovianus, Valentinianus,and Vaz Seoakrnlce 
Jens, noble-men, and afterwards Emperours one after the other; threw away hilt,b.3.¢, 126 
their {word-girdles, left their offices, departed the Court of Ivlian the Apofta- 
ta, rather than they would deny Chrift. Yet S.Pawl faith that, not many wife 1 Cor.k. 
men according unto the flefh, not many mighty, not many noble men/arecalled, 
True it is in re{pect of a greater number of the contrary, or rather we may fay 
that thefe were not flefhly-minded, their difpofition was not carnall, their wift 
dome was not worldly. How great acomfort is it unto Chriftian profeffion, 
when Princes become fofterers, when Queenes become nurfes, and noble men 
become favourers of the Chriftian faith 2 In fome countreyes we fee that noble 
men moft of all {pend their time in ftudy and learning. Itis not decent in fome 
countries for the peafants fonne, the farmour, the franklin,or howfoever yeterm 
him, to forget his fathers rufticall toyle, and forthwith addi@ himfelfe to the 
gentlemans trade. The Pope moft commonly calleth noblemen to his Col- 
ledge of Cardinals: Dukes and Earles yongeft fonnes he ufedto make Cardi- 
nals,fomtimes in their cradles. Bifhops and Archbifhops in many countries de- 
fcend of noblehoufes. 0 forivs Bifhop of Lufitatia in Portingall, writing againft 

M. Haddon, fticketh not to give us an inkling of his parentage. Neither’do I 
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miflike with this inthe Church of Rome, fi cetera effewt paria : for I read that 
Socrat.Ecclef. Neéfarins anoble man, by officea Pretor of Conftantinople, was chofen to be 
hift.s.68- — Bithop of that fea by an hundred and fifty Bifhops, which then affembled toge- 
ther at Conftantinople, partly for that, and partly for other things. <mhbrafea. 
{o Lieutenant of a province was made Bifhop of Millaine. Chry/o/tome Bifhop 
of Conftantinople defcended of the Senators of Antioch. Thalafius Senator of 
Socrat.Beclef (> onftantinople, Lieutenant of Ilyrium, was made Bifhop of Cefatea in Cap- 
ee. padocia.

Now that my pen hath over-ruled me, and rin fo farre with the race of mine 
authors nobility, I will returne unto Evagrins againe, ‘that we may be the better 
Bg. libs, 2Cquainted with fo fingular a man that hath miniftred the occafion of fo fingular 
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time of the Emperour Jwfizmian, about the yeare of our Lord, 565. He was fo Byag lib, s. 
carefull over the ftudious reader; that he recited unto him about the latter end of «ap.25- 
his fift book, all the hiftories both divine and prophane, from the beginning of 

the world unto histime. He wasa great companion of Gregory Bifhop of Anti- 

och, he bare him company to Conftantinople; when he wentto cleare himfelfe; 

he reporteth of himfelfe, that he was maried in Antioch’ with great pompand 

royall folemnity, when the great earth-quake the night following, {hook the 

whole city. His ftate and condition I do gather where he writeth of the peftilenr 

and contagious difeafe which raigned throughottt the world the {pace of two 

and fifty yeares: the words he wrote are thefe: The ereateft mortality of all fell Evagylib.s.cap, 
npon maikind the fecond yeare of the revolution which comprifed the terme of fifteen * 

yeares ; [othat 1 my felfe which write this hiftory, was then troubled with an impoftume, 

or felling about the privy members; or fecret parts of the body... Moreover in proceffe 

of time, when this ficknefe waxed hot , and d. [patched diver|ly and fandry kind of 

waies,it fellout (tomy great eriefe and forrow) that God tooke from me many of my 

children, my wife allo, with diverfe of my kins folks; whereof [ome dwelled in the city, 

and fome in the countrey. Such were my adventures, and fuch were the calamitics 

which the courfe of thofe lamentable times di ftributed unto me. When I wrote ths ,I was 

eight and fifty yeares old. Twoyeares before, this fickne(Ce had been foure times in An- 

tioch, und when as at length the fourth revolution and compafse was palt, befides my 

aforefad children, God tooke away from me a daughter and a nephew of mine. The 
judgement that Nicepborus giveth of his hiftory isinthis. fort: Evagrius 4 noble 

man wrote his Ecclefiafticall hiftory, the which he continued unto the raigne of Tuttinus, Nicephor.£c.

Conftantinus made me Treafurer , and Mauricius Tiberius made me master of the 

Rolles, where the noble men and Magiftrates with their monuments were regiftred. The 

authour endeth his hiftory aboutthe yeare of our Lord 595. wanting onely five 

yeares of fix hundred. Thereare many odde things inthis hiftory, whereby the 

Reader may note the change and diverfity of times, how abufes crept in by little 

and little. Whofoever he be that is fo difpofed to fettle his mind, and reft upon 

the plainetruth by perufing of thefehiftories, may have great furtherance. In 
Eufebius he may behold the eftate of the Primitive Church from the Apoftles gutebius:

This Phocas murthered the Emperour Mayriciis , obtained 
the Empire throughtreafon, a fit manto be founder of fo worthy an act. Note I 
befeech you how that in his time God feemed utterly to withdraw his bleffing : 
France, Spaine, Germanie, Lombardie, and the greateft part of the Eaft fell 
fromthe Empire for ever, fuch a wreck to the {tate as never had been feen be- 
fore. Not onely this, but there enfued in the temporalty no feare of God, no 
(hame of the world, no love towards the brethren, nocare of the Church, no 


confideration of Clergy-men. Inthe fpiritualty, Pride of Prelates, pampering 


of their panches, flefhly pleafure; they turned devotion into fuperftition, faith 


into fained works, plaine dealing into hy pocrifie,carefull zeale into careleffe fe. 
curity : inftead of the Bible they bring into the Church legends of lies, 
inftead of the true and pure fervice of God, they brought in peevifh 


and pelting ceremonies: wherefore the feafon requireth that 
we watch and pray, and continually wait for the 
Lords comming. All is now in the 
extreme.

U/ebins Grnamed Pamphilus, a man without all peradventure, as in other 
things profound, fo in penning excellent, is of fuch efficacy in his works, that 
although he cannot make the readers perfec Chriftians, yet can he fo draw, 
| them by perfwafion,that with prompt and willing ininds they will embrace 
the Chriltian faith, Eufebins Socrates, Zozemenus and Theodoret have writ= 
ie “' ren molt exquifitly ofthe incarnation of our moft loving Saviour, of his af 
cention intothe heavens,of the famous acts of the Apoftles,of the combats and perfecutions 
of the holy Martyrs,and what other thing foever was thought worthy the noting, or other- 
wife, unto fome part of Theodofius [antor his raigne. Seeing therefore fuch things as enfued 
after feeme nothing inferior unto the reft,and have been hitherto recorded inno perfect or= 
der, although alfo I my (elfe feeme unfit by reafon of my {mall hability to take fo great an 
enterprife in hand,yet | take it to be my duty to imploy what labour and induftry liethin me 
for the compiling of this worke,and to put my w hole truft and confidence in him which en- 
dued the Fifher-men with heavenly wifdome, and filled the rough tongue for ready delive- 
ry and founding of every fillable, to the end I may revive the famous ats which now doe 
(lumber in the duft of forgetfulneffe, and fo ftirre them with my peti, and print them to im 
mortal] memory,that not only every man may know what hath happened until this our age, 
when, where, in what fort, again{t whom, by what men, but alfo that no worthy act by 
retchleffe fecurity, and languifhing flothfulnefle the filter of oblivion, be cleane put out of 
remembrance, Wherefore by the helpe of Almighty God, there will I beginneto write, 
where the aforefaid writers made an end of their hiftories. When the outragious cruelty of 
Ialian had fiacked his fill of the bleffed Saints and Martyrs blood, when the mad fury of 
Arius falfeand countefeit doétrine was bridled with the found Canons of the Nicene Coun- 
cel, when both Exnomius and Macedonins were fore pricked at Bofphorus with the power 
of the holy Ghoft, and utterly foiled at the famous city of Conftantinople : when the holy 
Church had purged her of her filth and infeétion, (the which fhe lately received) and now 
recovered her former glory, being as it were all laid over with gliftering gold, and gorge- 
oufly arayed for her lover and bridegrome ; Satan the {worne adverfary toall godlineffe,be- 
caufe he could not away with thefe graces and benefits beftowed from above, raifed againfe 
us a {trange battell contrary to the courfe of nature. And when he faw that the idolatry of 
Pagans was trode in the puddle of contempt,and that the fervile and abject opinion of Ariss 
was quite banifhed the Church,although he ftaggered and (taid openly from oppugning the 
Chriftian faith, {pecially feeing it was confirmed and fortified by fo many ancient and godly 
Fathers(for in befieging and affaulting of it,his power was very much diminifhed }fecretly 
and by ftealch he wrought his feats,he devifed certaine objeations and refolutions,and labo- 
red to convey the error, after his new found invention, unto the Jewith fuperftition, for=

{et againtt it this faying, the mother; or bearing of Chrift; lewdly forged of his owne ical 
and filled the Church of God with fedition,civill wars and crnell blood-fhed : I thinke ve. 
rily my pen cannot watt matter to paintiand orderly to continue the hiftory, and fo to pros 
ceed unto the end, if that firhhof all through the helpe of Chrift the aider of all men, ‘I begin 
with the blafphemies of Ne¢forizs. Thefchifme which then arofe inthe Charch) had fach 
a beginning asfolloweth., Amaf-afius a certaine priettof a'corrupt anciperverfé opinion, ain 
earnelt maintainér of the Jewith doctrine of Neftorius and bis companion inthe voyage he 
tooke from edatioch to be Bithop of Cor/tantinople, when hee heard the lewd reafons and 
conference which HN eforius had with'Theodulas at Adopfoveftia in ( teilia; he fell from the 
right faith,and (as Theodorus writeth of that matter inacertaine E piltle) hee prefuniedia 
the openaudience of the Church of Conftantinople, inthe hearing of fach people as ferved 
God devoutly, tofay thefe words = let noman call (Mary the mother of God for Mar 
(faith he) was'a woman, and it is unpoflible that God fhould be borne of a woman? "Wher 
the religious people mif-liked with his reafons, and counted, not without caufe, of hisdo- 


. rine a3 of blafphemy : Neforivs the Ring-leader of his Impiety not only not forbad him, 


neither maintained the right opinion,but firlt of all confirmed his fayings to be triiejand was 
very earne(t.in the defence of them. Wherefore after he had annexed and linked therewnto 
his owne opinionsand the device of his owne braine;when he had powred into the Church 
of God the venim of his poifoned dostrine, he endevored to eRablifh.a farre mote blafphe- 
mous fentence to his owne deftruétion. Hee faidas followeth = I verily willnot call him 
God who grew to mans {tate by two moneths, three moneths, and fo forth,éven as Socrates 
Scholafticas and the former councell held.at, Ephe/is, have informed of him, lors te

nion of Nefforius in feverall letters ;_ yet nevertheleffe DN ftorius tify withtood his 

confutation,yeelded not one jot.neither unto Cyri/,nor unto 
Rome : but vomited out the vinime of his cankred ftomacke upon th 
unto 7 heo lofius the younger; who was Emperour of the Eaft, that by his authority the firtt 
councell of Ephe/iw might be called together, Wherefore the Emperor wrote unto Cyril, 
and to all the other overfeers and Bifhops of the Churches throughont every city, giving 
them to underftand that the day of Pentecof was prefcribed for theiraffembly;on Which day 
the living and holy {pirit defcended from heaven and fhined amongus. But Weforius by 
reafon that Epbefis is not farre from Comftantinople, was theré before them, Cyril certian 
with his company came thither alfo before the day appointed. John Bifkiop of « 4nrioch and 
his company wasabfent ; not of fet purpofe, according nto their'report which defend his 
doings ;but becanfe he could not in fo fhort a {pace call together the Bithops of his Provinces 
for many of their citigs were diftant from e4utioch (of old forcalled; but now 7 heopolis')

together ; whenas Cyril alto moderated the councell in {teed of Cele/tinus (who, as Ifaid, 
before; governed the fea of Rome )they, called 2 eftorizs before them,and willed himto an- 
{wer unto the crimes that were laid to his charge. And whereas the day before he promifed 
to come,if the cafe fo required, and being afterwards thrice cited to appeare; made light’ack 
count of his promife; the Bifhops that were’ prefent called the matter into controverfie; ay 
and began toreafonthereof, Wherefore atter that AZemnon Bifhop of Ephefws had nutn= | 
bred the dai¢s that were palt fince the prefcribed time, to wit feventeene ; after they 
had read the Epiftles of the reverend Cyri/unto Nefforins, and fuch ashe wrote unto Cyril 
againe, together with the holy Epiftle of the renowned (¢ e/e/finws, fent in like>fort unto 
Neftorsus : after that Theodotus Bifhop of Axcyra, and Acacius Bifhop of (Melitiva, had 
made relation of the blafphemous fentences which Ne/forivs bolted out at Ephe/as : and af- 
ter that many notable fayings to the jultifying of the fincere faith, were uttered in that af= 
fembly of holy and learned fathers, enterlacing fometimes the unadvifed and blafphemous 
phrafes of Ne/fori#s; the holy councell pronounced this fentence againlt ZC efforsus in man~ 
ner as followeth : Gmitting other hainous crimes of the reverend Neftorius 5 4/6 much as hee 
was cited and would not appeare, neither entertaine the moft holy andreligious Bifbops which we 
had fent unto him, wee were driven of neceffity to fift and examine his lewd andwicked dofrine : 
eind feeing we found him to have belecued impiou/ly, and to have taught heretically, partly by Nejforius the 
perufing of his bookes and Epiftles, and partly alfo by the blafphemous fentences he uttered of late hereticke. 
tn this noble city; we were moved both by the ( anons of the Church, and the grave cenfare of 
the moff holy father, aid our Collegue Celeftinus Bifbop of Rome (yet not without redding of 
many teares) to pronounce again{f him this fevere and harp fentence.

The comming of Paulus Bifoop of Emifainto Alexandria, and the commendation 
which Cyril gave unto him, andtothe Epiftle of John 


ced inthe Church the fermon,which at this day is extant in the world,and beareth his 

name; Cyril Bifhop of Alexandria, extolled the Epiftle which Jobs had fent unto 

him and wrot backe againe as followeth: Let the heavens rejoyce, and let the earth be glad: 

the midwall of rankor ts battered downe : the boiling choller, which bereaved the mindes of quiet= 

neffe, ws purged from among 15, and all the ovcafion of difcord and diffention 1 banifbed away : 
for our Saviour Iefus Chrift hath granted peace unto the Churches under heaven, and the moft 

vertuous and holy Emperours have per[{waded, yea and compelled us thereunto: who,by imitating 
with great xeale, the godly fteps of their anceftors, doe firnsely retaine in their minds the true and 

TheEpiftle of fncere faith, providing with fingnlar care for the profit and furtherance of the holy Church ; fe 
Gyril Bihop of shat thereby they purchafe unto themfelves an itsmortall fame,and fer forth the glory of their im- 
geet periall Scepter, whom the Lord of hofts doth fo liberally reward, and fo bountifully recompence 
N. fat Ich P with divine graces & benefits that they are wont not only to foile the enemies, but alwaies to wir 
of them the renowned garland of victory, Nesther ts it poffible that God fhould lie, which faith, 
As truly as I live, I doe glorifie thems which glorifie me, But whenthe Lord Paulus our brother, 
and moft godly fellow Bifhop came to Alexandria, I was wonderful glad, for Icoula not other= 
wile chufe: becanfe that he being a notable man, became ameane, laboured in preaching beyond 

the reach of bus Strength, to the end be mig ht overcome the envie of Satan,conple together in love 
the loofe and fevered members of the Church, and reduce our Church,in like fort with yours, unto 
peace and unity, Immediatly after he wrote asfolloweth » Now J am fully per[waded that the 
quarrell which arefeinthe Church was fond, and began upon light occafion;infomuch as my moft 
vertuons Lord Paulus the Bifhop brought letters unto me, comprifing a found and fincere prote= 

ftation of the faith which be avouched to have beene written of your holinef{e,and of the moft god- 
Ly Bifoops which are of your province, The forme and phrafes of (yri/s Epiftle were as is afore- 
faid ; buttouching the claufe which fignified the mother of God, there was written as fol- 
loweth: When hee had pernfed the godly fentences and claufes within contained, and perceived 
plainly that you were of one minde and opinion with us (that there ts but one Lordone faith, and 
one baptifme) we rendred unto God divine praifes, whe ts the conferver of the whole world: and . 
prejently we conceived exceeding joys fecing shat as well your Churches as ours, being drivers 
thereunto, partly by the force and power of the holy Scriptures, and partly alfe by tradition delj. 
vered unto us of our molt holy fathers, doe embrace one faith and opinion, Whofoever will di=- 
ligently fift out the trne hiftories of thofe times, fhall eafily attaine unto the knowledge of 

the aforefaid, 


A Bout the fame time, when Pau/as Bifhop of Emifa came to Alexandriaand pronotn-

Of many things which Ne{torius reported in writing of himfelfe : and how ix the end his 


songue which uttered blalphemy, was eaten up of wormes in the Ifle Oafis, 
where hee departed this life. 


Ow Neftorins was exiled,what afterwards became of him, the maner of his end,and 

- the punifhments he endured for his bla{phemous opinion, are not laid down in writ 

ting of fuch as delivered his life unto the world ¢ all which in procefleand continu- 

ance of time would quite have been forgotten and not once remembred;had not I by meere 

chance lighted ona certaine pamphlet written by Ne/forivs himfelfe, where the aforefaid 

are rehearfed atlarge, Wherefore Mefforins the father of blafphemy builded not upon the 

waiet.'9: fureand fetled foundation.but upon the fand,which according unto the parable of our Savi-~ 
our, 1s fubject to fpeedy ruine and overthrow : befides fundry other fhifts, whereby he la- 

boured to detend his blafphemous fentences, hee wrote unte fuch as charged him withthe 

raifing of rath and unadvifed novelties, and with his fond requelt for the fummoning of the 

councell at Ephe/us ; that he was driven of neceffity to doe as he did,feeing the Church was 

Nefforiysthe ivided,and that the one fide affirmed Afary was to be called the mother of man, the other the 
hereticke ex. smother of God, (Laid he) of my part doc (peake nnfainedly, to the end I might not erve in either 


fide, 
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| fide, by affirining either that he was not mortall and fubjett to death, or of the other fide, by faying 


he was not immortal, bave devifed that Mary fhould be called the mother of Chrift, Further- 


more inthe aforefaid pamphlet of his: firtt ofall he declareth how T heodofins ratified not his 
deprivation, becaule ofthe entire love and affection he bare towards him : againe,after that 
certaine Bifhops of either fide were fent in Embaflage from Ephe/us unto Theodofius the 
Emperor (for fo the Emperour had willed, \ that hee had licence given him to returne unto 


i . 


his Monaftery, being before the gates of Antioch whichnow 1s called T heopolis . the name 


wheseof Nefforius hath not laid downe, yet as Ilearne, it was called Exprepins Monaftery : 


| and {ure Lam it ftood before the gates of Antioch not two furlongs of, Nefforivs reporteth 


that he made there his abode the terme of foure yeeres, that he was highly reverenced; that 
he received many prefents; and afterwards thar by the commandement of T heodofies he was 


| banifhed thence into Oafs. But the chiefeft thing of all he quite overskipped. Neither for- 
fooke he his bla{phemy,though he lived there ; fo'that Joh» Bifhop of Antioch gave of hitn 


this fentence in the open face of the world: to wit, that Neftorius was to be banifhed for 
ever, Moreover KN eftorivs wrote fubtilly another pamphlet unto a certaine €¢yptian,where 
at large,by occafion of his banifhment into Oa/is,he difcourfeth of the aforefaid matters, But 
the plagues and punifhments which lighted upon him, for the blafphemy he had conceived 
(feeing there is nothing fo fecret but the Majelty of God feethit) we may eafily gather out 
of the letters which he wrote unto the governour of Thebas ; for there we may fee though 
he efcaped the hand of man,yet the vengeance ofGod overtook him,led him like a bédflave, 
and ca(t him into a lamentable plight, When as he deferved farre greater punifhment,being 
ferat liberty of the people Blemmyes in Lybia, and Theodofius having ordained by his editts 
hee fhouldreturne ; as hee wandred from one place into another about the tartheft part of 


| Thebais bruifing and beating himfelfe to the ground, hee enjoyed fuch an end as was corre- 


{pondent tothe life that went before,and fhewed himfelfe at his end a fecond Arivs:wheré- 
by it is evident and knowne for certaine unto the whole world, What recompence is fet 
for fuch as bolt out horrible blafphemies, to the derogation of the divinity of Chrift, Fort 
both Arivs and N ¢fforius blafphemed him alike,the one affirming he was a creature, the o= 
ther taking him for man. Wheteas Neftorins complaineth that the a&ts of the Ephefine 
Councell were eftablifhed not as right and reafon required, but after the futtle aad in- 
jurious fetches of Cyri/, who went about to worke him mifchiefe 5.1 would gladly learne 
of him wherefore it came to paffe, fecing Theodofius loved him fo entirely. (as he faid ) 


| that hee. was conftrained to goe from one countrey to another, without any compaf- 


fion, enjoyned to endure fuch grievous banifhment, and happened upon fo unfortunate an 
end? Or what other thing was it then the divine cenfure laid downe by © ‘yri/,together with 
the Priefts of his aflembly,feeing both of them now are departed this life,.and (as it pleafed 


_ an heathen Philofopher to fay ; hee is ever honoured of ali men with heart and good will, 


where theré is no juft caufe to the contrary) Nefforins is adjudged the author of blafphemy, 
and the {worne enemy of God : but Cyril‘is highly commended for one that preached the 
word of God faithfully, and for an earneft maintainer of the true and fincere doctrine. But 
left we be charged with forgery and faining of crimes, let us heare Neftorias himfelfe, who 
can inftruc us further herein.Go to Nefforius, let me heare thee repeat fome part of the E- 
piltle which thou wroteft of late unto the governor of Thebaxs touching the facred Canons 
ofthe Ephefine councell. [was conftrained (faith he) by the Emperors edict to depart into Oafis 
otherwise called Ibu, Againe after a few lines he faith : When the afore{aid Oalis was taken of 
the Barbarians and all defiroyed with fire,fword and flanghter, of a [udden the Barbarians pitied 
my cafe,why and wherefore I know not; and fet me at liberty, charging me with dreadful threats, 
that with all [peed I hould get me out of that country : For they faid, the people Mazici after my 
departure were like immediatly to take the city. I came therefore into T. hebass together with cer= 
taine captives whom the Barbarians brought in my company: what their meaning mas I could not 
Jearne. Laft of all (ach as came in my company, got themto their own home,ana I with (peed went 
to Panspolis, [feared greatly left any quarelled with me, or picks occafion to mole(t me,for that I 
was acaptiveor charged me that I was afugitsve,or otherwife how foever (malicious mouths aré 
never to feeke flanders )to the end through fraud and deceit they might bring me snto trouble ana 
vexation : wherefore I humbly requeft your honor, that asthe lawes have provided,yort wil have 
care of my captivity, and that you fuffer no prifoner and banifued man to fallinto the hands of 
wicked varlers, lef the pofterity in time to come do cry vengeance, anal ound ont this lamentable 
Mm 3? faying 
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Saying: better it 0s to be led captive of Barbarians,then to fly for (uccour unto the Empire of Rome: 
Againe with folemne proteftations he requefted as followeth: Aly (ute ts thar by your pers 
msffion it may be lawfull for me here to make mine abode ,whereunto I came from Oafis, when the 
Barbarians fet me at liberty, that now at length I may enjoy what God hath Appointed for mee 
In the fecond Epiftle which Nef orizs wrot unto the aforefaid governour, there was iiP2 
ten as followeth : Thefe letters which Iwrite anto your noble minde, if yee accept of thems as a 
token of my love and hearty good will towar 's you, or as an admonition of a Father fent unto his 
Sounes I befeech you weigh the contents thereof; matter there 1 great frore comprifed in as 
fem words as pofftrle I could, Oajis, otherwife called Ibis, was lately over-runne and deftroyed 
by a great multitude of Nomades, Andalittle after + Which thing being thus brought to paffe, 
jour honour gave commandement, (I wot not what moved you thereunto) that certaine Barbas 
rian fonldiers fhould bring mee from Panopolis to Elephantina; an‘ Ife fituated in the furtheft 
part of Thebats, aud thither mas [violently hailed of them, after a lamentable fort, Bet ae I 
was overcome with the long journey, and now altogether wearied ; againe I heard from you by 
word of mouth, that I fhould returne to Panopolis Wherfore being feeble & faint by reafon of the 
great vexations which befell unto me in that wearifome andtedions voyage.my body being wafted 
with fickeneffesand weakened with age and gray haire,the fle(h of my hands being forunke, and the 
ribs broken in my fides: I came the [econd time to Panopolis, and there partly with wil=fortune ; 
and partly with the paines of the bruifed wounds, I was ready to yeeld up the Ghoft. After all his 
your Lordfhip gave forth a commandentent in writin le by vertue whereof I Sis faine toremove 
from ‘Panopolts unto acertaine countrey that bordered thereupon, But while/t that now at lenerh 
Lhoped the editis publifhed againft me, would have an end, and waited the pleafure of the ik 
wertnous and pHiffant Emsperours touching my exile and mifery; unlooked for, there enfued ( I 
fheake unfainedly) a cruell commandement, that now I flould be banifbed the fourth time 
Againe after afew lines: Be content, I befecch you with thefe circumftances : let it fuffice for 
one body to have endured [uch change of banifoment: céafe now LT humbly requeft ie se hs 
from injuring mee any longer, refer the fentence which 1 to be given of mee uxtothe moft puif- 
Sant Ensperourss let me havejuftice, it appertainerh unto them to deale with mee according Oc 
to their pleafure, take thefe mine advices as procecding froma fatherly affection unte ‘you 45 my 
loving fonne, If you prefently take rhe matter in dudgeon as you have heretofore, goe on a Gods 
name, if reafon cannot.bridle your rage,’ Thus doubted not Neforius with letters as with 
fitt and foot,to kicke as well again{t the Emperors as their M agiltrates, and torevile them 
all to nought; neither could he be brought to modeft behaviour for all his 
His end and departure out of this life, Ilearned of acertaine writer to 
loweth, to wit, his tongue to have beene eaten up of wormes, and fo 
ment of God to have paffed from thefe bodily to ghoftly, 
punifhments.

vianws and Exfebius Bifhop of Doryleum,they were depofed of their Bifhopricks.The fame 


councell excommunicated alfo,and deprived Ibas Bifhop of Edeffa,D anie/ Bifhop of Carra, 
Trenens Bifhop of Tyrasand Aquilinus Bifhop of Biblus, They laid downe moreover cer- 
raine decrees againtt Sophronias Bifhop of Conftantinople: they removed T heedoritus Bi- 
fhop of Cyre/fe:, and Domnss Bifhop of eAntioch,ot whom what became afterwards,I doe 
not learne. And thus was the fecond councell of Ephefus broken up. 


CHapr, XI, 
The eApolegie of Evagrius touching the variety of opinions among the Chriffians,and 
of the ridiculous vanity of the heathen gods. 


Would have none of all the Ethnickes which dote over their idolatricall fervice, to de- 
] ride ns Chriftians, becaufe the later Bifhops have ane ted the fentence of their prede- 

ceffors, and feeme al waies to adde fomething unto the forme of our faith. For we of our 
part, though we fift out with great care the long fufferance of God, which may neither in 
word be exprefied, nor in deed be found ont s yet are we fo affectionated, though we leane 
either to this Gide ar tothat fide, that wee alwaies honour it, and-extoll it above all other 
things, Neither was there any one of all the heretickes among the Chriftians, that of fet 
purpofeat any time would utter blafphemy,and fall of his owne accord fo revile the Majefty 
of God; but rather perfwaded, himfelfe in avouching this. or that opinion, that: there- 
in hee was of a founder do@rine then the fathers that went before him.. As tou- 
ching the grounds and principles of Chriftian Religion which alwaies ought unviola- 
bly to be retained, we are alll of one opinion,. For the God-head which wee adore, 
is thetrinity, and the perfons whom we {o highly praife are in unitie : The Word of 
God alfo was begotten before the foundations of the world were laid, and wee be- 
leeve that inthefe later daies hee tooke fleth, becaufe of the favour. and compaffion he 
had on the worke of his owne hand. If in cafe that novelties be found out as touching 
other matters, they come to pafle freely of mans owne accord, feeing it pleafeth God 
fo to difpofe of them, and to grant them liberty to thinkeasit pleafeth them belt ; to 
the end the holy Catholike and Apoftolike Church may reforme what is found amiffe, de= 
termine of both fides, suide unto true godlines,and direct her felfe according unto the plain 
charadter of found and fincere do@rine. And therefore it was faid of the Apaftle ». Zt mut 
needs be that herefies do raigne among yor,that they which are perfect among yor may be hee 
: Herein 
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The Eeclefiafticall Hifttorie List 
Herein verily wee have to wonder at the fecret wifedome of God, which faith this into 
Saint Paul: Ady ftrength w made perfett in weakneffe.’ For looke what the things be which 
devide the members of the Church of God, even ott of thefame, found dottrine is culled 
out; void ofall reprehenfion; polifhed more curioufly, and laid up more fafely : the Catho- 
like Church increafeth thereby more and more every day, -and 1s extolled in. manner’ unto 
the skies. Butthe Ethnicks favorersand fofterers of error, which imploy no labour and jn- 
duttry for the fifting out of the truth in God; neither to underftand of his care & providence 
over mankind,thefe men, I fay, doe abolifh both their old decrees and their new-found con- 
fticutions ; fometimes by inventing new gods one after another,fome other times by confe- 
crating for gods their vaine imaginations,and the fond affections of their minds, attributing 
into them the names ofgods + and to be fhort by fathering upon the gads the practifing of 
{uch things,to the end their intemperate defires may e{capeunpunifhed. And therefore tru- 
ly it commeth to paffe; that he which is honoured of them for the chiefe God the Father,to 
wit,of God and man,being transformed into the fhape of an Eagle, fnatched away through 
wantonnefic a Phrygian boy, delivered him acup in reward of the filthy haynous « ffence; 
licenfed him for love faketo begin unto him; to the end either of them jointly with the 
Near might fucke fhame and reproach. The fame god committed infinite other wicked. 
nefles;very odious to the feeming of the vulgar fort of people. For by taking upon him the 
forme of every unreafonable creature, hee becatne both male and female, and though his 
womb bare no burthen, yet they fay he caufed by the act of venery,that firch a thing feemed 
to have beene done by him contrary to nature. ‘They fay that Bacchxs was his fonne, and 
thathe was alfo Azdrogynus, both nan and woman, a great {lander to both fexes ; a Ringe 
leader of drunkerineffe, quafting, furfetting, vorniting, and all the mifchiefe tha. enfueth 
thereof. They report of this eA giochus and thundering Jove another haynous aét, that hee 
murthered his father, which ‘crime ought feverely to be punifhed of all the nations under 
heaven. For Saturue which begat him to hisowne deftruction, is faid by him to have beene 
thruft out of his kingdome.W hat fhall I {fpeake of the whoredome and lechery that raigneth 
among the gods, where they appoint Venus Cypria begotten in the thell of ‘a fith to be the 
chiefe author thereof,which detefteth chaftity as an haynous and horrible oftence,delighteth 
in all lecherous and beaftly ats; and will be pacified with {uch facrifices. With whom 
when AZars had cémitted adultery, and V/can her busband taking him in his fares, Afars 
and Venus were brought forth doing the deed. to paftime and recreate the gods. Who is 
it that will not contemne with laughter their Phalli,Ithyphalli, Phallagogia, the mif-fhapen 
and deformed Priapus, the god Pa» honoured for his filthy member, and the myfteries ce- 
Iebrated in Eleajis, yet to be commended for this one thing, that the Sunne beheld not 
their {hamefull acts : for they were done in the night feafon, But leaving thefe foule facri- 
fices and facrificers, let us returne where wee left, and paint forth unto the pofterity that 
Which remaineth of Theodofius raigne. 


| Cuap. XII. | 
How Theodofius the Emperor condemned the herefe of Neftorins. 


—e—t T heodofins laid downe a godly decree which is found in the Code of luftinsas, the 
third law of the firft title, where he condemned Nefforius for ever, and pronounced 

_ him to be held for accurfed,being moved thereunto no doubt by the inftin@ of the ho= 

ly Ghoft : neverthelefle Nefforivs himfelfe bragged thatthe Emperor bare him entire and 
fingular good will. For thus he writeth : We decree moreover,that whofoever doe embrace the 
wicked opinion of Ne{torius, and give care unto his lewd dottrane, if they be Bifhops, that they be 
banifhed the holy Churches : if lay perfons, that they be accurfed, There are other lawes of his 
made in the behalfe of our religion to be feené extant, which plainly fet forthhis fervent 
maind and éarneft zeale to the furtherance of the Chriftian faith, 


Cuap, XIII, | 
Of Symeon a religious man which lived in a pillar, 


N thofe daies there was of great fame and renowne one Symeon, a godly man and much 
{poken of s' he was the firft that taught to dwell ina pillar, and made therein his lodging 
{catfe two cubits wide. Atthat time Downs was Bifhop of datioch,who comming unto 
at 7 ae ee aa 


Liat. , of Evagrins Scbolaflicus. 


Symeon wondered at his manfion and trade of life, defired of him very earneftly to unders 
(land the fecrecy and myfteries thereof, They went both in together, confecrated the imma= 
culate body of Chrift,and became partakers of the lively communion, This Symeon being in 
the fefh, imitated in life the trade of the Angelicall powers, withdrew ‘himfelfe from 
worldly affaires, forced nature, which of her felfe leaneth downewards, and followed af- 
ter lofty things ; being placed as it were in the midft betweene heaven and earth, he fought 
conference with God, hee praifed him together with the Angels, hee lifted the prayers of 
men up from the earth unto heaven, and offered them to God, hee brought the goodneffe 
of God from heaven to earth, and made the world partaker thereof. His life is written by 
one which faw him with his eyes, alfo by Theodoritus Bifhop of Cyres, who among other 
things omitted this one hiftory, which I have found recorded among the inhabitants ofthe 
holy defart, and learned of them for certainty. When this Symeon, who lived on earth as an 
Angell and in the flefh much like a citizen of the heavenly Jer#/alem, had begun this trade of 
life both trange,and fuch as the world was not before acquainted withall,the religious men 
of the defart {ent a meflenger unto him forto demand of him what he meant by that new- 
found and unknowne kinde of life, and wherefore he forfooke the wonted trade, the fteps 
and traces of the Saints which went before,and devifed to himfelfe a forrain and unknowne 
way : they exhort him moreover by their meflenger to come downe from his lodging, and 
to follow the holy fathers which were his predeceffors. They had moreover commianded 
their meflenger, that if he faw him yeeld and come downe,he fhould licence him to goe on 
fill on his owne way ‘(they perfwaded themfelves that his obedience would declare whe- 
ther God had guided hin to lead fucha life, andto take upon him inthis world fo weigh- 
ty a combat for to chattife his carcaffe) but if he ftubbornly refitted, if he were froward and 
wiifull,not yeelding with all {peed unto their councell and advice,he fhould pull him downe 


) 


witha vengeance. When the meflenger that came to him, exhorted him as the fathers had 
willed, and {aw that immediatly he began to rife, yeelding unto their exhortation ; he per- 


mitted him to proceede on and continue as he began, faying unto him as followeths Be of 


good cheere and behave thy felfe manfully thy manfion no doubt is ordained of God; Thefe 
things, though othet writers have omitted them, yet have I thought them worthy the pen- 
ning unto the knowledge of the pofterity. The grace of God being refiant in the clofet of his 
breft, he was fo fervent that he wrote freely unto the Emperour Theodofivs, who had made 
4 law thatthe ewes inhabiting 4xtioch fhould enjoy againe fuch Synagogues as the Chrifti- 
ans had taken from them; rebuking him fo fharpely (for he feared onely God who was his 
Emperor )thatT beodofius for to pleafe the Chriftians,called in his proclamations,dspofed the 
Magiftrate which put in his head the reftoring of the Synagogues, intreated this holy man 
and celeftiall Martyr to pray for him unto God, and to make him partaker ofhis bleffing. 
This Symcon leading fo aultere a life, continued his mortall race fixe and fifty yeeres. For 
he lived nine yeeres in the Monafterie where hee was trained up inthe divine precepts of 
vertuous life ; andin Mandria, (fo was the place called) feven and forty yeeres < ten of 
thefe he {pent in a very narrow roome : feyen in a ftraighter pillar, and thirty yeeresina 
pillar of forty cubites. After his deceafe his holy corps was brought to Antioch, in the 
raigne of Leo the Emperor, A4artyrias being Bifhop of Antioch : unto that time Ardabari- 
us captaine of the F afterne gat ifon remained in Mandriatogether with his power,kceping 
the corps of holy 5 ymeon,lett the bordering cities fhould by force carry it away.Wherefore 
theholy corps of Symeon is brought to Antioch, after the working of many miracles by the 
way : the which Lee the Emperor afterwards requefted of the people of Antioch ; but the 
Antioebians of the other fide made humble fute unto the Emperor in fuch fort as followeths 
Tufommuch as our city ss not invironed with walls(the Emperots furious rage had overwhelmed 
them to the ground) We have tran{ported hither (O Emperor ) the holy corps of Syimeon , that 
st may be both unto 5, aud to our city in freed of a fortified wall. Leo being thus intreated of 
them, yeelded unto their requeft, and granted them their fute. Many parts of his carcaffe 
were referved unto thefe our daies : I my felte faw his skull,at what time Gregory a man of 
great renowne Bifhop of that Church, and Phitippicus required that the reliques of the 
Saints, for the {peedier expedition of his martial affairesin the Eaft, fhould be fent unto 
him, And that which was greatly to be marvelled at, the haire of his head was not 
worne away, but remained whole as if hee had béene alive, and converfant among men. 
The skin of his forehead being onely fhrunke into wrinkles and withered, yet was not

confumed : many alfo of his teeth being not pulled out by the hands of the faithfyl 

red unto the World, the fhape and ftature of holy ee Moreover js ae : 
yron chaine which hung about his necke, and with it the corps fo much renowned ofall 
men, for enduring fuch great hardnefle and miferie, was honoured with divine praifes

Of Ifidorus the Pelufian, and Synefius Bifbop of Cyrene 


. PP Nder the raigne of the fame Emperor there flourifhed one Tfdorus the fame of whofe 
fayings and doings is {pred farre and nigh, and rife in every mans mouth : he fo tamed 
the fleth with continuall toile and labour, and fo fed the mind with myfticall and hea 

venly doétrine,that he led on earth the life ofan Angel,and commended unto the world he 
lively and expreffe forme of the monalticall and contemplative trade of living. Hee wrote 
befide many other notable works of his great labour and ftndy,one unto Cyril 
gather that hee lived at onetime withthe renowned Cyril, Now that I ha 


, that the 
things would follow after his other vertues,and that the grace of God would father “cilihe 


€o Want in him that appertained unto his foules health,and falvation. Which hope of theirs 
was

was not fruftrate. For how exceilent hee proved, both the learned Epi(tles hee wrote 
after the’ receiving of Prieft-hood, and the booke which hee dedicated unta Theodofius, 
with other notable monuments of his induftrie, doe declare, 


Cuaprp. XVI, 
How Ignatius was tranflated by Theodofius from Rome, and buried at eAntioch, 


g~tHe bigger fort of holy Zgnativs bones, which the beafts left undevoured (after the 
lefled martyr, as John the Rhetorician with others doe accord, had (according unto 
his defire enjoyed the bowells of beafts, in (teed of his refting grave at Rome in the 
Amphitheater ) were tranflated into the Church-yard at Antioch,in the raigne of Theodofius., 
which was a long time after his martyrdome, For it was Almighty God (no doubt) thae 
infpired Theedofias with that good motion, highly for to reverence that godly martyr, and 
to confecrate the Temple where of old divels were honoured (called the temple of the god 
deffe Fortune junto Ignatius the holy martyr. That which of old was dedicated unto Fortune, 
is now become a fanctuary and a famous temple to celebrate the memory of Iguatins whofe 
holy bones were carried in a chariot with great folemnity, and buried within the temple. 
For which caufe there is aholy day kept with great joy even at this day, the which Gregory 
the Bifhop hath fet forth with greater magnificence, Thefe things came there to pafle in 
this fort, becaule God would have the memoriall of his Saints celebrated there with ho 
nour and reverence, For that wicked and ungodly tyrant Ze/ax then ruling the Empires 
enquiring ofthe Oracle of Apallo( w ho prophecied in Daphnzs,and received utterance from 
the fountaine called Caftalia) who then had no power to open his mouth (for holy Bahylas 
the martyr, whofe corps was hard by interred, had tied his jawes together) /#/ian I fay a< 
gaintthis will, and as it were forced thereunto, tranflated véry hondurably the tee corps of 
Babyla and buildeda goodly Charch,which ftandsat this day without the gates of Antioch: 
this he did, to the end the divells afterwards might accomplith their wonted trecheries, as 
itis faid they promifed before unto J#/iax : but this came to pafle through the providence 
of God, partly that the force and vertue of martyrs might be feene of all men, and partly al- 
fo that the holy bones of this bleffed martyr fhould be buried in hallowed ground, and beaue 
tified with fo gorgeous a building. 


Crepe XVI 
Of Attilas King of Scythia,bow he deftrayed both the Eafterne and Wefterne parts of the worlds 


of the great earthequake and firange wonders thar were feene in the world, 


much fpoken of : but Prifeas Rhetor declareth at iarge with flowing ftile, how he inva- 
Me ded both Eat and Welt, how many, and what great cities he wonne, and how nobly hee 
behaved himfelfe unto the finall end of his fraile life. Furthermore in the time of the afore- 
{aid Theodofins raigne, there was @ marvellous great earthquake, the (trangenefle whereof 
exceeded all the wonderfull earthquakes that ever were before, which went in manner 
throughout the whole world : fo that many turrets within the pallace were overthrowne 
to the ground: the long wall of (1 herronefis came to ruine : the earth opened and fwallowed 
up inher gulphes many villages ; many wofull mifchances befell unto mankinde both by 
fea and by land: many wel-{prings were dried up : againe, where fountaines were never 
eene before, it howed out: many trees were plucked up by the roots : the vallies became 
high mountaines : the fea threw out fifhes for dead: many Iflands were drowned; the 
fea overrunnine the bankes,ard overflowing the countries, many fhips that had gone inthe 
maine feas were feen on ground ; the fea falling backe not yeelding his wonted ftreames, 
many countries through Bythynia, Hellefpout, and both the Parygazs, endured fuch calamie 
ties that they were utterly undone. This mifery endured'too too long, yet did it not pro- 
ceede with fuch vehement annoyance as It began ; forit fell and flaked by little and little, 
untill at length all was ended. :

Areruantas, Bout the fame time Memnonins, Zoilus, and Calixtus, great patrons of the true piety 
Ax Chriftian profeftion, were fent from 7; heodojius the Emperour to governe the 
noble city of Antioch, Of whichnumber Afemnonius builded from the ground with 
gorgeous and goodly workmanthip, the place which we call Pfepbium, leaving in the midft 
Siatfae. a court open to the tempered ayre under heaven,Zoilus creed the princely porch fo ealled 
unto this day, and curionfly wrought, whichis toward the South-fide of the palace; called 
Ruffize. Moreover Calixtus founded a goodly monument, which both of old and of late 
Calixtas, dates is called Calixtus porch, afore the fhire hall and the judgement feats, over againft the 
market and the princely houfe where the captaines of the garifons are wont to lie, After 
Anatolias. all thefe, -4#atohvs prefident of the Emperors power in the Eaft, being fent thither, buile 
the tower which beareth his name, and fet it out with fundry kihdes of buildings, Though 
thefe things {ceme from the purpofe, yet in mine opinion the knowledge of themis profi-

TP Hile Theodefius was Emperor, there was ereat fedition throughout E nrope, yea 

W when Valantinianus governed the Remaze Dominions:all which 7; heodofins with 

; great power of horfemen and foormen by fea and by lard fupprefled. And fo 

quelled the hantineneffe and furions rage of the Perfian blood, whofe King was Idigerdes 

the father of Bararanes, or (as Socrates writeth) Bararazes himfelfe : for when they had 

fent Legats unto him to intreat for peace,he granted it, the which continued unto the tweft 

yecre of Anaffafivs raigne : which things are alfo mentioned by other Writers,partly com- 

pendionfly cathered by Exftathio Syrus ourof E piphanius, who in like fort fheweth how 

Claudian the. Amida was taken, It is reported moreover, that then Clandiag and Cyrus the famous 

Poet, ~ Poets did flourifh : and that Cyras was made chiefe prefident (which our anceftors doe 

Cyrus the terme the head officer of the hall) and then appointed generall captaine of the Romane 

eer as pre= power inthe Weft Dominions, when Carthage was won of the Vandals, and Genzerichsus 
captaine of the Barbarian hoft,

for firch as have written her life (who in mine opinion have not reported thetruth) 
“wherefore, upon what occalion, and to what end fhee did it : yet it is knowne'welf 
enough,that during her abode in that holy city of Chrift; fhe wrought many worthy acts to 
the fertmg forth of the glory of God. For fhe founded religious houfes, and made the ftreet 
commonly called she great caufeys in which, though the manner of religious houfes living 
be divers, yet their rule and difcipline tends toone end, and thefame very godly. For, foime 
of them live in’a fociety.enjoying not one jot of the things which commonly allure and car- 
ry away the mindes of mortall men after worldly affaires ; as muchas tofay, they have no 
gold: but whathave I faid, gold? Nay, they have not a ragge of their owne to cover the 
bare,neither food to fatisfie nature. For the cloake or coat which one now weareth,another 
in a while after puts on the fame ; fo that the garments of all feemed to be one mans, ‘and 
ones clothingin common toall. Moreover they all had but one table, not furnifhed with 
dainties, or other kinde of food whatfoever, but only with herbs, roots, and pulfe ; and fo 
much only as fufficed nature, and preferved life, Furthermore in prayers only, which they 
powred jointly unto God,they {pent day and night ; they fo wafted their bodies,and morti- 
fied themfelves, that they feemedas dead men lying unburied upon the face of the earth, 
Some of them doe more then their decrees and ftatutes doe enjoyne them ; for they faft the 
{pace oftwo daies, yea, and three daics alfo. There are of them which abftaine five daies 
and over, and {carce then doe take as much foodas fafficeth nature, Other fome follow an- 
other rule and order of living farre otherwife then the former men ; for they fhut up them- 
felves{éverally in little cabins, which are of fich height and breadth, that they cannot ftand 
ftraight upright, neither bow themfelves downward at their pleafure. OF which number 
fome, as the e4po/#/e faith, live all the daics of their lives in caves and dennes together 


F Cdocia went twice from (onftantinople to Ierufalem. And although I purpofe to leave 
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with bruit beafts, and pray unto God in certaine fecret and unknowne dennes of the earth. 
But czin‘*of them have found out anether Kinde of life, which exceedeth all patient 
fufferance. For menand women hide themfelves in the drie defart whiclt fcaldeth with 
{corching heat, covering only fuch members as are of neceffity conftrained to ferve nature ; 
the other part of the body they yeeld all bare, both unto the parching heat of the Summer, 
and pinching cold of Winter, contemning either of them alike. Thefe men moreoverlay- 
ing afide fuch nourifhment as other men ufed, fed upon greene grafie, and were called fora- 
gers or pafturers,and lived only upon that ; fo that in procefie of time they becaine as bealts, 
and differed trom meén both in bodily fhape and behaviour of minde, If peradventure they 
fee men, immediatly they runneaway ; and ifany purfue after them, either their feet with 
fwiftnefle carry them away, or they hide themfelves in fuch hollow places of the earth, 
where others cannot come untothem. Anotherthing yet will Irehearfe, whichthough it 
feemeth to paffe allthereft, I had almoft forgotten. Although there be not many in num- 
ber of this fort, yet fome there are who being void, through vertuous difpofition, and free 
from all perturbations of the minde, come abroad into mens company, mingle themfelves 
with the thronging multitudes, and faine they are mad ; and fo they tread vaine glory un- 
der foot, which the foule (according unto the faying of wife Plate ) ufeth to fhake off as 
the lat cover of fhame and reproach. They take fo littledelight in feeding of themfelves, 
and therein ufe fuch auttere difcipline, that if neceflity conftraine them to hoft at a tipling 
houfe, or inthe (tewes. they neither reject the place, nor cover their faces, neither there- 
at bluth at all, Moreover they bathethemfelves very oft, and moft commonly they are 
converfant with women, and bath together; and fo they feeme void of all carnall affecti- 
ons, as if they had brought nature captive unto them : infomuch that they cannot be led nei- 
ther with the wanton lookes, nor with the toying and daliance, neither with the amorous 
clipping and embracing of a woman, tothe naturall motion of venery. But With men, 
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they areas men, and with women they liyelike women ;:and though they refufe not the 
company of bothfexes, yet know they onely the ufe of one. To be fhort, in this moft hol 

and divine kinde of life,vertue hath prefcribed lawesfor nature, and-made peculiar decrees 
for her, felfe, ro wit: that not one of them all have their full of neceflaries = for by their 
Jaw they muft hunger and thirft, and thereafter attire themfelves as neceflity conftraineth, 
Their order is fo meafured with{uch fingular cémendation, and their dict fo moderate, that 
if they fall into the contrary part and farre different from the cther, they feele in themfelves 
no change at all. Contrarieties are fo tépered in them,the grace of God maketh fiach a come- 
mixtion of things differing jand againe diffolveth the fame; that life and-death,two things in 
nature and effect, farre fet one again(t the other,feeme to joyne hands together.and dwell in 
them : and looke wherein perturbations doe raigne in others, in them th 
the roots,and lie for dead:and where continual praier is to be made,ther 
yceres, {trong bodies,and ftrength invincible, Thefe men live both Waies,partly asit were 
by fhaking ofthe flefh, they feeme to live for ever: partly againe by companying with 
men, and applying medicines unto their bodies, they call to God for mercy, and performe 
fuch devout fervice as may fitly agree with the former life. Yet want they no neceflaries, 
neither are they bound to ons place: for all may heare alike, and company alike; theynfe 
often, yea continuall kneeling, againe wearifome ftanding : only defirerefretheth age,and 
the voluntary weakneffe they brought themfelves unto, They are champions without fleth 
on their backs,they are wrattlers,yet have they no blood in their faces, who though in fteed 
of dainties and fet dinners, they ufe folemne falting ; yet had they rather take nothing, if in 
fo doing they could poffibly live, then cram themfelves with delicates, And againe, if ie 
fo fall out, that a ftranger come among them, though it be very earely inthe morning, they 
entertaine him very courteoufly,offering him both meat and drinke : fo that they devife an- 
other kinde of fa{ting, that is to eat by compulfion, and in fo doing, men have themin great 
admiration ; who though they want many things to the fuftentation of nature, yet are they 
contented with little, being enemies to their owne will, and to nature, They refemble in 
their doings, the will and pleafure of their elders ; in_bridling the alluremeénts of fiefhly 
luft, the foule hath the maftery, and performeth fiuch things as are pleafing and acceptable 
unte God with great difcretion and diligence : but inthe meane while, happy are they, and 


happier when they depart hence : for they bend thither all their might and haften to en joy 
their withed defires, |

He wife of Theodofixs had conference with many of thofe kinde of men we {pake of 
before,and founded (as Ihave likewife made mention) many {uch religious houfes ¢ 
fhe repaired the walls of Zer#/alem and made them farre more beautifull then the 
were before: fhe founded alfo a goodly Church in remembrance of Stephan the fart Deacon 
and Martyr, nota furlong off the city Jer#/alem, where {he was buricd, after her departure 
unto immortall bliffe. 7 heedofias alfo(as fome thinke )befere the deceafe of Endocia.depar= 
ted to reft when he had raigned here on earth thirty eight yeeres.In his roome fucceeded- 
Martianus, aman renowned inall things ; whofe famous aéts whilehee 
governed in the Eaft, we will lay downe, by the helpe of 
| God in the fecond booke following, 


The end of the firlt booke of Evagrius S cholafticus. 
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Cuap. I | 
Of Martianus the Emperor, ana the fignes which forefhewed his raigne, 


RN the firft book going before we have difcourfed of the Acts done in the raigne 
Yopy ot Theodofins the Emperor of famous memory :now it remaineth we take pen 
2@ in hand and plainly fet forth unto pofterity,the vertues of the renowned Aar- 
tianus the noble-and puiffant Emperor of Rome, his country,hts parentage,and 
how he attained unto the Romane Empire. In obferving this method, we fhall 
be able the fooner to contrive every of his famous aés in their fit and convenient place. P a-~ 
trifcus Rbetor, with many others hath written at large of the life of AZartianus. By birth he 
was of Thracia, the fon of a valiant captaine,who having a mind to his fathers trade of life, 
gothim ftraight toP hilippepolss and there'was entertained in the number of fuch as exercifed 
themfelves in the feats of armes.It fel out in his voyageas he took his journey thitherwards, 
that he faw in the way a dead corps whom death had newly bereaved of his life. Heftood 
(ill and was amazed thereat (for as he was vertuoully inclined every way; fo was he prone 
to compaffion) and continued there folong, untill he had.finifhed all things whatfover be- 
longed unto the finerall. But when fuch as dwelled in compafle had feene his doings, they 
made relation thereof unto the magiftrates of P hilippopolis: They laid hands upon Martianus, 
and charged him with the murder. But when fignes ahd-conjectures prevailed more with 
the Magiltrates, then the truth or the proteftation of Afartianas denying that ever hee had 
murdered the man:and when Afartianws was now ready to endure the penalty of an homi- 
cide,upon a fudden unlooked for(God no doubt of his goodrieffe providing for him the beft) 
the author of that haynous act was found, confeffed the fact, was immediatly executed, and 
(Martianus proved innocent. Being thus wonderfully delivered out of trouble, he got him 
unto a certaine garrifon not farre off,and reque(ted they would entertaine him among them, 
and regifter his name in their catalogue, They had the man in admiration, and prognoftica- 
ted of him by certaine guefles,that he would prove a worthy man : received him with wil- 
ling mindes, entered his name in their booke : neither placed they him in the lowelt roome 
as alate commer, after their law and cuftome; but preferred him to an honourable office,the 
which one whofe name was 4 noutys eryoyed before him,but then was lately deceafed,and 
entitled him ALartianus Augufius; fo that togetherwith his preferment he received the Im- 
periall ritle(for the Emperors are called Angufti Ybefore he was proclaimed Emperor.Nei- 
ther truly could the name ret in him without the dignity, neither againe did the Imperiall 
title require any other name to expreffe the honour thereof; {o that the felfe fame name was 
both proper and appellative,and being once founded.it gave forth the fignification, both of 
the dignity and the borrowed name, Another thing moreover happened, which forefhewed 
sinto ( Vartianus the Imperiall Scepter. When together with eA/par he warred againft the 
CUandals ; eA (par being overcome of them, (Marrianus with many others was taken and 
brought with other captives into a plaine green, where Genzerichus would needs fee them 
alive. Being brought together ,Genzerichus as he fate in an upper roome took great delight 
in beholding the number of captives. The captives continued in the greene as long as every 
one of themfelves lifted : for Genzerichus had commanded their keepers to knock off their 
fhackles, Wherefore as they all fpent the time diverfly, AZartianns laid himdowne on the 
ground,& took a nap in the hot fan, which burned more vehemently then the feafon& time 
of the yeere didrequire. As he flept an Eagle flew over him, fet her felfebetween him and 
the fun, {pread abroad her wings, fhadowed him as if it had bin a cloud, and in fo doing €a- 
fed him greatly :{o that Genzerichus wondring at the circumttance,con} ectured aright of the 
things that were to befall him: he called Afartianus unto him, reftored him his liberty; and 
bound him withan oath, ifever he came te be at that he would joine in league ps 
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the Vandals, and never make war againft them; the which(as Procopius writeth) ALartiansy 
performed in deed. But omitting fuch things as.may feeme im pertinent; let us returne unto 
the hiftory. This A4artianzs as he excelled in piety towards God, fo he pafled in juttice toe 
Wards his {ubjects, He deemed that tobe richés,not which confifted in tréafiine and raifing of 
tribute : but only that which fupplied the want of the needy, and yecleda fafe and a fecure 
life unto fuch as en Joyed great pofleffions; He wasa terror unto his people,notin punithing 
offenders, but in threatning, left at any time they fhould offend : and therefore the Empire 
was unto him no inheritance, but the reward of vertue, the which hé obtained with the ge. 
neygiponten of all,both Senators, fiabj ects,and all forts of people ; Pulcheria the Empreffe 
perfWading themto do no leffe, whom he entertained in his palace as an Emprefle,yet knew 
her n@t as aman knoweth his wife; for fhecontinned a Virgine unto her laft honre. Thefe 
things were done before that Valantinianns the Romane Emperour ratified the eleGion of 
Martianus;who afterwards underftanding of his vertions dif pofition, condefcended there- 
to. fartianus Jabouired with all might poffibletharall men jointly fhould.laud God, and that 
| thofe tongues whofe languages impiety had confounded, fhould devoutly. now at leneth 
agree together, and found out with harmony and confent, the praife of the living God,

Arttanus therefore being of the difpofition mentioned before, there came unto him 
Mites from Leo Bithop of old Reme,fignifying that Diefcorus had made light of the 
™ decree which Leo had laid dewnein the fecond Councell- of Ephe{usjagreeable with 
the true and right faith:there came,others alfo reporting what injuries and contumelies Dz: 
ofcorus had done unto them, requelting that a councell might be called together for the hea: 
ring of their caufes, .-The which: fgte ‘as chiefe of all others; Sufebins Bifhop of Doryleum 
made unto the Emperor, and followed it hard,opening unto.bim how that both he and Flas 
vianus were depoted of their Bifhopricks through the fraud and wiles of Chryfaphies one 
fometime of Theodofins guard : that F/avianus (at what time Chry/aphivs ent unto himrée 
quiring gold for his admiffion unto the Bifhopricke) fent unto. hin the holy veffells ofthe 
-Church,for to make him throughly afhamed of his demand: and that Chryfaphius wallowed 
alike in the heretical] puddleand blafphemous impiety of Extyches. He certified him mores 
over that F/avianws was lamentab] y “laine by the procurement of Diofcorus, who thru 
him violently out of the- Church, and difdainfully trode on-him with his feet, The Councell 
of Chalcedon was fuinmoned for the hearing of the aforefaid accufations, Legats and pofts 
Were fent into every province, ‘the holy clergie was called together by letters containing 
Stave and godly matter, firft of all to mect- at Nace; {o that Lee Bithop of Rome Wrote unto 
them by Pafcafianus, Lucentits and-others whom hee {ent thither to fupply his roome, in 
fuch fort as followeth + Vure the Bifhops affembled at Nice, Leo fendeth Erecting: afterwards 
at Chalcedona city in Bithynia,where Neftorivus was cited to appeare,as Zachary Rhetor doth 
favourably report of him, But itis plaine it could not be fo sfor Nefforins was commanded 
under paine of being accurfed, not to thew his face inthe Councell, The which thing alfo 
Euffathius Bifhop of Beryrums writeth plainly in the letters-which hee fent to John the Bis 
thop,and to another John the Prieft,touching the Canons laid downe by that Gouncell. His 
words are thefe: There came tothe Councell fach as diligently fearched for the reliques of Nex 
ftorius, and with open months they exclaimed upon the Councells what redfon and confcience ts 
there that holy men fhould be aceurfed?Se that the &, mperor was greatly incenfed againft themand 
commanded his guard they frould fend them packing. Wherefore 1 cannot fée hovy Ne ftoriws 
after he had deceafed, fhould be called to the Conncell,

The difcription of the temple of the holy Adartyr Euphemia within the city of Chalceday, 
and the miracles wrought therein, : 
He Bithops from every place met in the holy Templeot &uphemiathe Mar

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neath thei, as even ground and plaine vallies, flourifhing with greene gtafle, loden with 
corne and covered with goodly woods of all{orts, very dele&able to behold : moreover 
they fee high hills and craggic rockes rifing prettily by degrees vp into the skies: divers 
forts of feas,{ome yeelding ablewifh and skie colour, by reafon of the cleere weather play- 
ing as it werecalmely and gently with the fhores, while the adjoyning regions are void A 
tempelt, fome other tofled with buttering blafts of windandragivie Qormes, Hucling up 
pible ftones,foming out filth and paltrie weeds, cafting fhelfifh upon the banks with whir- 
line waves. Furthermore this remple ftands right over againft Conftamtinople, fo that the 


beholdi ng of fo worthy and fo noble a city, brings unto it great majefty : this temple is of 
three forts of goodly & largs building,the firt lying wide open with a long porch receiving 
the tempered ayre ofthe skie, borne up with goodly pillars on every fide, The fecond in 
length and breadth like unto the former,adorned likewife with little pillars differing onely 
in height,andraifed top, On the North fide of which fecond building there is a round Ife, 
and a great window unto the Eaft : the pillars within are cunningly wrought archwife, of 
the fame (taffe,and one bigneffe after the forme ofa circle. Vnderneath thefe, there is a loft 
overcatt with the like roofe where it is lawfull for every one to pray unto the Martyr, and 
to be prefent at the holy myfteries. Within the Ifle Eaftwards there is a veftery artificially 
builded, where the reliques of the holy Martyrsare chefted in along coffin cunningly made 
of filver, the which fome men for the length thereof doe call. Longe, asif the proper name 
were fo, ‘The miracles wrought at certaine times by this blefled Martyr are knowne lam 
fare of every Chriftian. For oftentimes cither fhee appeareth unto the Bifhops in tkeir 
fleepe, which orderly ficceed in the govenment of that Church, or fheweth her felfe unto 
fome other that are of great fame for their vertuous life and godlinefle, charging them to 
celebrate a featt in that Church of dainty and delicate food. The which thing being fignified 
unto the Emperors,unto the chiefe Prieft and whole city, all run thither both Prince, Prieft, 
and people to be made partakers of the myfteries, After all this in the fight ofthe whole af- 
fembly,the Bifhop of Conftantinople accompanied with his Clergice itereth into the velte, 
ry where the corps of this holy Martyr (above named) was interred, Thereis on the left 
band of this coffin and chefted corps, as it werea little wicket very ftrongly roade of little 
lattifes, through the which they ufe to let downea long yron witha {ponge tyed about thie 
end, they dip and foke it round about in thedead corps, afterwards pull up the fponge all 
imbrued with coageled drops of blood. The people fecing this, worfhip God immediatly, 
and magnifie his holy name, ‘There are {o many drops of congeled blood drawne up, that 
they fuftice the religious Emperors, the whole aflemby of Priefts gathered there together, 
and all the flocking multitude, not onely to participate thereof themfelves, but alfo to fend 
unto the other faithfull throughout the world, that full fain would be partakers with thei. 
Bot the congeled drops continue {till the fame, neither doth the holy blood change,the hew 
or colour thereof at all. All whichthings art not to be feene at any certaine,{peciall,or ap- 
pointed time, but thereatrer as the Bifhop of that place is in life, and as itagreeth with his 
vertues. For they report when any fingular man of godly difpofition is chofen Bifhop of 
that Church, that then moft commonly this miracle is to be {eene : but when a lewd'petfon 
is crept into enjoy the roome,then thefe things very feldome come to pafie. Another thing 
yet I will rehearfe which is (tayed and hindred neither by time nor by occafion, neither. ma- 
kethany difference betweene faithful and infidell, but {heweth it felfe alike unto all men. 
When any commeth into the veftery wherethe corps of the holy Martyr 1s chefted, he is fo 
ravifhed with fuch fragrant odours, that all other perfumes in comparifon of that, feeme 
worth nothing. For it is like neither the {weet {melling fowres gathered in the greene me- 
dowes, neither any other redolent favor whatfoever, neither {uch as is made of pleafant 
oyles : but itis ftrange, and paffing all the reft, breathing out of the Martyrs dead body,

verall provinces were prefent. There fate with them the chiefe Senators, unto whom the 
fubltitutes of Leo faid, that Diofcorus ought not to fit with them in the Councell, that Leo 
‘their Bifhop had charged them no lefle, and if they would pot yeeld untoit, that the 
Would leave the Church and bid them farewell, When the Senators demanded What 
crimes Diofcorss was to be charged withall, their anfwer was, that hee who contrary to 
all right and honefty played the part of a Jadge, was to abide the fentence of judgement 
himfelfe for the cenfure hee had pronounced of others, Thefe things being {poken, and 
Diofcorws alfo being appointed to ftand in the midtt ,Eu/ebins Bifhop of D ory lat requelted 
that the {upplication hee had fent unto the Emperor, might be Openly read in their hearing, 
and withall he added thefe words - 7 proteft unto you, that Diofcorus hath injured mee not a 
Little, hee hath alfo brought our Religion into

tation and exquifit difcourfe thereof both 


laid downe among the acts of the Councell of Chalcedon, 
pen for the reader(who peradventure will be defirous to underftand the fi- 


nall 
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nall end ofall their doings) without doubt I fhould feeme to pofte him over with de- 
layes : I will therefore referre it to the end of this booke, where as many as will 
have all things (after the common faying) at their fingers ends, may both reade all, 
and carefully commit the whole to memory, But now let us proceede on in the 
things which we have chiefely purpofed to handle, that is to fay; how Diofcorus bee 
wrayed himfelfe, partly by rejecting the Epiltle of Leo Bithop of old Rome, and part- 
ly alfo by depofing Flavianas Bifhop of new Rome ; all which hee. did in one day, 
and crattily devifed that the Bifhops which affembled together, fhould fubcribe unto a 
blanke, wherein afterwards hee caufed the deprivation ‘of Flavianus to be written. 
When thefe things were done, the Senators decreed as followeth. The next day af 
ter when the Councell advifed themfelves fomewhat better, we doe perceive that they rea- 
foned more exquifitely of the true and Catholike faith, Wherefore fecing that Flavianus 
the Bifhop of worthy memorie, and Evfebius the moff reverend Bifhop of Dorylanm, were 
Found not to have erred in the faith, after wee had fearched the atts and decrees of the 
Conncell, and alfo by the report of fuch as were chiefe in the Conncell, and therefore un- 
juftly to have beene depofed, (for they confeffed shemfelves foully deceived, and wrongfully 
te have deprived ¥lavianus and Enfebius ) it feemeth good anto ws, and no doubt God ap- 
proveth the fame; that Diofcorus the moft reverend Bifhop of aAlexandria, (if it [o pleafe our 
Lordthe Emperor ) Juvenalis the moft reverend Bifhop of lerufalem, Yealaflius the moft reve- 
rend Bifbop of Cafarea in Cappadocia, Eufebius the moff reverend Bifhop of Armenia, Euftas 
thius the most reverend Bifbop of Berytus, and Bafilius the moff reverend Bifbop of Seleucia in 
Tfauria (who were then of authoritie and chiefe of the Councel) fhould be punifoed alike, depofed 
of their Bifbopricks by the cenfare andjndgement of the councell, as the Canons of the ( burch doe 
require, and be at the Emperors pleasure. Immediatly there were other bills exhibited againgt 
Diofcorus both of the crimes hee committed, and the money hee had received : but when 
Dio/eorus being called the fecond and the third time of the Councell,fent fained excufes for 
himfelfe, and came not ; the Legats of Leo Bifhop of old Rome, ftood up inthe Councell, 
and {aid as followeth : The hainous offences which Diofcorus late Bifbep of the noble Cutie of 
etlexandria committed againft the (anons of the CounceHs, and the Ecclefiaftscall Difcipline, 
are throughly knowne of i all, partly by fifting out (uch things as were heard inthe former 
feffion, and partly alfo by examining [ach things as we decided this day. And that wee may omsit 
many other things, this man of hes owne authority contrarie to the Canon of the Church, re- 
ceived Eutiches into the communion, an herericke of the (ame opinion with him, and one that was 
uf ly depofed by hes owne proper Bifhop, to wit, the moft holy father, and our Bifoop Flavianus - 
andthis he did before he foewed his face in the Councell which he held with the moft holy Bifbops 
at Ephefus, But the Apoftolike fea pardoned the Bifhops, becanfe they were confiraimed againft 
their wills to doe that which they did: who yeelded themfelves unto this prefent houre both to 
Leo, the moft holy Bifoop, and to the whole fatred and generall affembly of Bifhops ; and there. 
fore as men of one opinson with him, hee received them into the communion, As for this 
Diofcorus, hee ceafeth not as yet to glorie of the things for the which he onght to mourne, 
lament, and lie groveling upon the ground in facke-cloth and afbes, Not onely this, but 
alfo hee forbad the reading of holy Pope Leo his Epiftle written unto Ylavianus of godly 
memorie, yea being oft entreated of the Legats, nay, when hee himfelfe hal promifed with 
ax oath hee would procure tt te be read, The default in not reading of which Epiftle, bath 
beene both an offence and hinderance unto the holy Churches under heaven, Although he was pri- 
vie tofuch lewd pratlifes yet bave we aflembled together,to the end we might deale formewhat fa- 
vourably both with him for all his former lewdneffe,ana alfo in like fort with the other godly Bi~ 
foops which were not of equall authoritie with him in judgement. But feeing that his later mifde= 
meanure exceeded his former impictie (for hee flicked not to excommunicate Leo the moft holy 
and woft religions eArchbifsop of Rome : moreover, when fhamefull bills were exchsbited 
againft bins, and be him/elfe being cited once, twice,.and the third time, as the (anon of the 
(buch hath commanded, by the godly Bifoops, to appeare before the Conncell; yee wenld hee 
not come, for his owne con(csence accufed him: but entertained contrarie unto Law, fuch 
as were jnftly depofed by divers Conncels , and (et at nought fundry conftitutions of the

" the {eat,there arofelamong the people through heat of contention,a wonderfull great 
tumult and uprore, For as it-falleth out in fuch hurliburlies, {ome would needs call home 
Diofcorus, fome others very earneftly cleaved unto Proterins, fothat there enfued thereof 
great {laughter and bloodfhed, For Pri/cws the Rhetorician writeth how the Lieutenant of 
Thebats came then to Alexandria, {aw all the people on an uprore, and fet upon the Magi- A lameanaele 
ftrates, how they threw ftones at the garrifon which endevoured to keepe the peace, how fedition at 
of force they made the fouldiers flie unto the temple,of old called Seraphzs; how the people Alexandiia 
ran thither, ranfacked the templeand burned the fouldiers quicke. That the Emperour un- about the ele~ 
derftanding hereof, fent thither immediatly two thonfand chofen fouldiers : who having ionof a Bix 
wind and weather at will,arrived at Alexandria the Gxt day after. Againe when the fouldiers ‘°P: 
ravithed the wives, and defloured the daughters of the citizens inhabiting Alexandria, that 
the latter skirmifh and cambat exceeded the former in cruelty. After al this how the people 
aflembled together at Circus where their fhowes were folemnized,& there to have reque- 
fed Florus who was captaine of the garrifon & governor of their city in civill affaires,that 
he would reftore unto them the priviledged corne which he had deprived them of, their 
baths, their folemne fhowes, and other things whatfoever were taken from them becanfe 
of their infurre@ion and tumults. The aforefaid author reporteth that Florusappeafed their The Monkes 
Wrath with his prefence and gentle exhortation,and reftored peace for a while. But inthe inhabiting the 
meane {pace the Monks which inhabited the deferts adjoyning unto Jeru/alem, could not deferts borde- 
fettle quietneffe within their brefts. For fome of them which had been at the Councell and bs Upon Je- 
diffented from the decrees,came to Paleftina complained of the forme of faith delivered by a ohlae 
the Councell, and laboured to ftirre up other monks to fitie fedition, . But when Tuvenals condemned 
returned fromthe Councell to his Bifhopricke, and was compelled by fuch adverfaries a8 thecouncell of 
laboured to bring him into the contrary opiniop,to confute and deteft his own mrs Chalcedon.

whipped for fedition; fet hpon a Camell as‘malhefactors ate ufed, ‘ahd carted throughout the 
city3! tifo'this Theodopms there camétany orivof the cities of Pa/efma, requelting him to 
appoint theih Bifhops; of which nititiber Perrwsthé Tberian was made Bifhop of (fatamsn 
hard by Gaza, W hes'the truth of thefe treacheries came to light, AZartianus the Emperour 
comnianded firft'oF all that Pheodefus {hould be brought unto him with power of armed 
fouldiers ,fetoridly He fent thithet I#veralss, to the end he {hould refortne thé difordered 
ftare ofthe Churchyand reduce all'to peace and quietneffe; moreover he commanded him to 
depofe.as many as Theods/izs had preferred to the'prieftly funGion. After the returne of v= 
wenalss tnto lérafalemmany grievous calamities and mifchievous devices, fuch as molt com- 
morly(throngh the inftigarion of the envious divell, and Satan the fwornk enemie to God 
and hail) are wont to taighe in the minds of mortall men,enfued by meats of the contra- 
ry-faétione, For the'divell by changing of one letter and lewd interpreting thereof, broughe 
to'pa fe that it fhould be pronotiticed either way for to eftablith a contrary opinion: the 
which fentenée as divers do think; fs fo repugnant, and inférteth flich contradictory fence 
and wieaning, that the one {eemeth utterly to fhbvert and overthrow the dther. For he that 
confeffeth Chriftto be 1 w two fhatures, faith no‘ lefle but that he confifteth o ® two na- 
tures’; for by granting that Chriftis both 1 w divinity and humanity, isté confefle thathe 
confifteth o F divinity and humanity, He againe that faith that Chrift confifteth o F two 
natures ,affirmeth plainely that he is 1 w twonatures,for by avouching that he confiftethof 
divinity and bumanity,he teftifieth him to be indiviniy and humanity : yet not by converfi- 
on of the fiefh into the God-head (whofe uniting is inexplicable) neither of the God-head 
into fleth: fothat when we fay OF Two, We.underftand withall 1~ Two, and by faying 
IN TWO, We meane OF TWO, hot parting the one from the other; Forit is moft plaine 
that the whole, not onely confifteth of the parts, but that the whole is underftood in the 
parts ; yet for all rhat,fometnenbe of the opinion that they are farre fevered a funder, bes 
caufe their minds and heads are fo occupied before, or elfe becaufe they maintaine foe 
ftifte opinion concerning God ,and felfe will; that they had-rather endure'any kind of death, 
then yceld unto the plaine and manifeft trath. By occafton of this fubtletie of Satan the afore- 
faid mifchiefes enfued, But fo much of thefe things in this fort, ;

Bout thattime there was fuch fcarfity of raine in both Phrygiaes, Galatia, Cappadocia 
A and Cilicia that men wanting neceflaries received poyfoned nourifhment,and deadly 

food:upot this there arofe a great peltilence, and’ men after change and alteration of 
diet,began to ficken, their bodies fwelled, the inflammation was fo gréat that it made them 
ftarke blind they had withall furch a cough that they died thereof the third day, Although 
there could no medicine be had neither remedy be found for this peftilence, yet by the pro- 
vidence of Almighty God,the famine was affwaged to fuch as were left alive: forit is re- 
ported thatin that deare and barren yeare there came downe food from the aire, no other= 
wife then A/anna of old unto the U/raclites,and the yeare following the earth of her owne 
accord brought forth fruit.) Neither was onely this mifery rife throughout Palefina, 
but alfofundry calamities raigned in many and infinite other regions, mye

treafon of ALaximss who afpired unto the Empire;and therfore wrought their deftrntion, 
becaufe the wife of Afaxinsus had beenc ravithed by Valentinianus, and forced to commit 
adultery. This AZaximus married Exdoxia the wife of Valentinianus againft her will, Shee 
(neither without good caufe)took this as a great contumely and reproch,devifed every way 
how to revenge her husbands death (for as fhe was a woman, fo exceeding outragious far 
ftayning the purity ofher veffell,ofan intractable mind,her chattity being {poiled, {pecially 
by fiicha one whofe cruelty bereaved her husband of hislife) fhe fends to Libyaunto Gen- 
zerichus;makes him faire promifes,puts him in good hope of profpetous fucceffes, requelts 
him that unlooked for he would invade the Empire of Rome, and promifed to yeeld all into 
his hands. This being compafled, Rome istaken. Genzerichus being a barbarian;of behaviour 
unconftant, and of litle truttgave no credit unto her words, fet the city on fire, caried away 
the fpoile; tooke Exdoxia with her two daughters, returned, got him to Libya and married 
Exudoxiathe elder daughter to his fon Honortchxs, But he fent Placidia the yonger daughter 
together with Eudoxiaher mother, accompanied with a princely traine unto (Martranvs, 
hoping thereby to mitigate his wrath and difpleafure : for he was offended not alittle at the 
burning of Rome, and the abufing of Valentinianus the Emperors daughters, Afarttanus af- 
terwards gave Placidiato wife unto Olybrius a noble man and a Senator of Rome; who 
when the city was taken, fled to Constantinople, After the death of ALaxtmus, Avitus was 
Emperos of Reme the {pace of eight moneths : when the plague had difpatched him, “Za~ 
gorinus the yeare following took the governement ofthe Empire : againe when Kbecime= 
rs 4 Romane captaine had procured through treafon the death of Majorinus, Severus be- 
came Emperor of Rome the {pace of three yeares, .

' P Hile Severses continued his raigne in the Empire of Rome, Martianus having go- 
W verned only feyen yeares,changed his kingdome,departed toa far more excellent 
* habitation,and left unto his fucceffors a princely example ofrule. Ths people of 
“Alexandria underftanding of bis death,renued their {pite witha farre greater rage and fury 
again(t Preterins. The people are wont upon light and trifling occafions'to raife tumults and 
{edition,but {pecially at 4/exrandria:who boldening themfelves with their great multitude, 
being in very deed but raskals and abjects, take nponthem like blind bayards great enter- 
prifes. And therfore they fay that every ack ftraw(ifit fo pleafe him may give the onfet,fer 
the city all on an uprore, draw the people here and there at his pleafure, infomuch that they 
arenot afhamed (as Herodotus writeth of Amafis)to fight divers times with their fhadowes 
and for matters ofnoimportance atall, In {uch things this is their difpofition, but in other 
matters not fo. The people of Alexandria watching the abfence of Dionysius captaine of the 
garrifon and his abode in the upper parts of Egypr, confented together, and chofe Ténsathers 
firnamed «&/urus to be their Bifhop, who lately had beene amonke, but now one of the 
prietts of Alexandria: and after they had brought him into the great Church called (‘4/ars, 
they proclaime him their Bifhop,though Protersus asiyet lived and executed the prieltly fun- 
Gtion.€«/ebins Bithopiof Pelufiums,and Peter the Iberian Bilhop of Maiuma were prefentat 
the cleGtion of Timorhee,which things are rehearfed by the hiftoriographer, who wrote the 
life of Peter, where alfo he reporteth that Proterius was flaine, notof the people, butby a 
fouldier For when Dionyfias being driven wich the rumour of the horrible practifes comnit- 
ted there,came’in poft halt to Alexandria for to quench the firie fame of fedition;certaine ci- 
tizens(as it was credibly enformed unto Leothe Emperor through the perfwafion of Tima. 
thee, ran Proterins through with a naked fwordas he paffed by, and fled towards the holy 
font,tied him with arope,and trailed him to the fowre porches for all men to gaze at him,and 
there with fhouting & laughter they reveale the murthering of Preserins. _Afterw ards they 
drew his carkaffe throughout the city,and burned it to afhes, neither abftained they (like fa- 
vage and bruite beats as they were) fromtalting of his bowels, even ss 1f18 manife(t un- 
go the whole world by the complaint; which the Bifhops throughout Egypt, With allthe

Ina while after they fay. When the peace which raigned among the godly people,both here with 
us and within the erty of Alexandria, was removed out of the Church of God, Timothens then 
being a Prieft immediatly after the councell of Chalcedon was diffolved, onely with foure or five 
Buhops,together with afew Monks.fell from the fasth,and devided himJelfe from the Catholick 
Church, Thefe his companions were infected with the pernicious dotkrine ef Apollinarius, and 
the peftilent error of Timothee him/elfe : all they were then depofed of their prie/tly dignity (aca 
cording unto the canon of the Church ) both by Proterius of worthy memory, and the councell of 
Bifhops heldin Egypt, and alfo exiled by the Emperours, whofe difpleafure they bad procured, 
Againe after a few lines. The fame Timothee,at what time Martianus the E mperor of famous 
memory changed this fraile life for blufullreft inthe celestial paradife, ficked not moft impi= 
dently to revile him with railing and opprobrious (peeches ,as if he had beene fubjeE 10 no law : he 
Staggered not, like a foameleffe caytiffe, at accurfing the facred and generall affembly of Bifbops 
which met at (halcedon : he led after him arable of thofe that make fale of all things, and /editin 
ous people: he fer up him/elfe againft the holy canons, the decrees of the C herch, the Common- 
wealth and lawes: he intrsided himfelfe into the holy Church of God, which bad both a Paffor and 
ateacher,to wit,our moft holy Father and Archbifhop Proterius,as he celebrated the wonted my~ 
fteries,and offered up the facrifice of prayer unto Chriff le(as the Saviour of ns all,for your holy 
Empire, for your Chriftian religions palace, Againe they fay.The next day after,as Prote- 
rius the moft holy father executed (as the manner is )the funttion of a Bifbop, Yimotheus took wn= 
20 bim two Bifbops depofed of their dignities with fome banifbed priefts, as we faid before, and was 
confecrated Bifhop by.swo of them,when as none of all the (atholick B sfhops throughout the pro- 
vince of Egypt (as the ufe 1 in confecrating the Bifbop of Alexandria )was prefent : and fo tooke 
poffesfion (as he per(waded himfelfe) of the eArchbifhops chaires but versly it was nothing elfe 
Save plaine whoredome again§t the Spoufeof Chrift, andthe Church of God, which had an huf- 
band of her owne, that celebrated therein the holy myfteries, and governed the fame according 
wnto the canons of the Charch.. Whenthey hadenterlaced afew lines,they went onas fol- 
loweth., Blefed Proterius could do no other than (as it 15 written )osve place unto wrath : and to 
the end be might efcape the fury of fuch as ran headlong to aifpatch him out of the way,be made his 
refuge unto the reverent Font: the which place of all orhers. yea the barbarians and bruitife peom 
ple being altogether ignorant of the vertue and grace which iffueth thence, are loth to prophane, 
Yet thefe men purpofing to performe in deed shat which from the begsnning they had deviled for 
Timothee, faved not the life of Proterius, no not in thofe privile ige> places of the temple : reves 
venced wot the religious place : honored not the time (for it was onthe high feaft of Eafer ) food 
an 20 awe of holy priefthood, which ts a mediation berweene God and man: flewhim being inno= 
cent and difpatched with him fixe others for company, They brought with them the wounded cara 
caffe drew it throughou¥ the city, they fer it ont , piteoufly tobe (corned at, they crselly rent with 
the laf of the whip the fenceleffe corps, they unjoynted the members throughout the body, neither 
refrained they (after the manner of bruite beafts ) from tating of his bowels, whom they lately 
tooke for a Mediator betweene God and man, Last of all, that which remained they burned to 
afbes,(cattering and hurling into the aire the afhes thereof,exceeding therein the favageneffe and 
cruelty of bruit beasts, The author and ringlea ‘er of all thefe mifchicfes was Timotheus Zaq 
charie who difcourfed in like fort of thefe things, being perfwaded as it is like withthe 
letters of Timothee which he wrote unto Leo, reporteth many other things to have happe- 
ned,and that throughthe mifdemeanute of Proterins,who made thuch ado (as he faith) and 
great troubles inedlemandria : and that the people wrought not allithofe mifchiefes, bue

theas firnamed «£/urss ; he wrote generally unto all mén, and fent with all copies of the 
fupplications exhibited unto him both by the favourers of Prorerins and the faction of Ti- 
mothee, The letters he fent every where contained fucha forme as followeth, 


The copie of the godly letters of Leo the moft vertuous Emperor unto Anatolius Bifbop of (on- 
frantonople, with all other eArchbifhops and Bifhops wherefoever, 


nato Anatolins the Bifbop fendeth greeting It was ever our defire that both all the moft boly 

and Catholick Churches, and moreover the cities fabjeth anto the Romane dominions fhould 
enjoy peace and tranquillity,and that nothing foould befall them, which might mole|? their quiet 
effate, What ftirre there was of late rifen at Alexandria, we are fare thy holineffe knoweth full 
well, but tothe end thou mailt underftand the whole, and the occafion of fo great a tumult and 
burliburly,we have fent unto thy fatherhood the copies of the complaints and fupplications exbia 
bited unto our Highneffe, againft Timothee, beth bythe moft holy Bifbops and Priests of the 
afore/aid city and province of Egypt ,atter their comming unto the princely city of Conftantinople, 
as alfofuch fupplications as certaine citizens [ent from Timothee out of Alexandria unto our 
campe have delivered unto us: to this end andpurpofe, that thou maift perfeétly know what Ti- 
motheus hath prattiled, whom the people of Alexandria, the wortbieft perfonages, the citizens 
and fhipmafters requefted to be their Bifhop, and what other things were contained in the (upplia 
cations,and moreover touching the councell of ( halcedon a corzie unto divers mens confciences,as 
the complaints here within snclofed do declare, Wherefore our will 4 that thy nolinelfe do affemble 
nll the the religions and (atholicke Bifhops which prefently remaine in this princely city,and with 
them, all the facred Senate of Clergy men (for our principall care sto delever Alexaniria 
fromtumults and fedition to peace and quietnef[e) that after the fifting and exquifite handling of 
all controverfies,we may learne what your opinion is of the aforefaid Timothee 44d the councelt 
beld at Chalcedon; laying afide all feare of man,all (pite and favour, having only the feare of Al- 
mighty God fixed before your eyes( you remember I am [ure, that for thefe things you fhallrender 
an account before the majefty of God) that we being certified by your letters of all the premifes, 
may publi (ach an edit as fall be agreeable unto the fame. Thefe were his letters unto Ana- 
tolius. The Emperor wrote other letters differing very litle in {tile from the aforefaid, both 
unto other Bifhops,and unto other famous men,who then (as I faid before) led a poore life, simeon. 
and had not wherewithall to maintainethemfelves, of which number was Simeon (above Baradatus. 
mentioned )che firt that ever made his abode ina pillar,and found out that kind of manfion; 44”** 
thereftwere Baradatus and Iames,learned men of Syria.’ ,

which £eothe Emperor wrote generally unto all men, but I omitted them, leaft I fhould 
weary the Reader with interlacing too many of fuch kind of writings. Moreover other Bi+ 
fhops in like fort maintained very earne(tly the canons of the councel of (halcedon and con- 
demned with one voice the confecration of Timothee, But Amphilochius Bifhop of Sida 
alone of a)l the other Bifhops wrote an epiftle unto the Emperor, wherein he inveyed bit- 
terly at the election of Timorhee yet approved not the councell of ( ha/cedon: which things 
are laid downe in writing by Zacharie Rberor,together with the epiftle of Amphilochius Si- 
meon alfo a man of worthy memory, wrote touching the aforefaid controverfies two epi- 
{tles, one unto Leo the Emperor, another unto Bajilias Bifhop of Antioch: of both which, 
the Epiftle written unto Ba/ilixs being but very briefe, I think beft to lay downe for the lo- 
ving Reader,it was as followeth, CWxto the moft religions, moft holy and dearely beloved of 
God,my lord Bafil the Archbs/bop, Simeon an humble finuer fendeth greeting inthe Lord, Now 
we may very wellfay:Bleffed be God, which hath not turned away our petition,ncither withdrawne 
his mercy from us miferable finners, When I had perufed the letters which your Holineffe 


Bafiltus Arche fext unto me,I fell into an admiration of the fingular care and piety of our moft holy E mperor¢cs 


vealed and waade manifeft unto the world bythe affection he bare not only unto the holy fathers, 
but alfo by the zeale he foewed unto the faith confirmed by them. But this commeth not of our 
felves it 13,46 the hely Apoftle writeth,the gift of God,who by the meanes of your prayers granted 
unto him fo prompt and willing amind, Againe after a few lines he faith: Wherefore I,being 
an abjetl and vile creature, as it were the untimely birth of the monks, fignified unto our Empen 
rour what I my felfe thought of the creed lard downe by the fix hundred and thirty holy fathers, 
which afjembled at Chalcedon, affirming that I held with that faith publifoed no doubt by the in- 
Stinth and motion of the Holy Ghost.For if our Saviour be inthe midft of two or three gathered 
together in hss name bow can he chufe but be prefent at the alfembly of fo many holy fathers, feen 
ing the Holy Ghoft bath beene with them from the beginning? After this againe: Wherefore be of 
good cheere and defend ftoutly the trne faith,in (uch fort as lefws the fonne of Nave fervant of the 
Lord of hofts,governed and defended the people of Ifrael, I befeech you falute from me all the 
Clergy of your province with the holy and faithfull people.

Of the earthquake which happened at Antioch three kundred forty feven yeares 
after that which was inthe time of Trajan. 


N the fecond yeare of Leo the Emperors raigne,there wasfich a marvellous great earths 
[ous and fhaking of the foundations at Avtiocb, that it cannot fufticiently be deferibed: 
Before it began,certaine people that were borne within the city waxed mad,raved above 
meafure,and feemed unto us farre to exceed all furious rage of brutith fiercenefle and cruel- 
ty,as a preamble forerunning fo great a calamity: This grievous earthquake happened in the 
five hundreth and fixth yeare after the city was.called Antioch, the fourteenth day of-the 
moneth Gorpieus, after the Romans, September, about the fourth houre of the ni ht, three 
hundred forty feven yeares being expired aftér the earthquake under T?ajah, | ‘That "earth 
quake was an hundred fifty and nine yeares after the granting of the charter: and incotpota- 
tion of the city: but this fell in the raigne of Leo,the five hundreth and fixth jeare,as the hi- 
ftoriographers who diligently defcribed the circumftances thereof have left ns in writing. 
Jeturned upfide downe in manner all the buildings of this hew citys being well peopled; 
Without

without 4 waft cotner;or ruinous peece of building,but all adorned and gorgeoufly fet forth 
by the bountifullneflé of the Emperours, contending among themfelves fucceflively who 
fhould paffe other, Moreover as ye go in,the firft and fecond lodgings of the pallace were 
overthrowne,the reft ftanding up with the bath adjoyning thereunto,which bath aforetime 
ferved to nonte,yet then of neceffity by reafon the other baths went to ruine,f{upplied their 
want,and {tood the city in great {teed, The portly gates of the pallace, the place called the 
foure porches, the utter turrets and galleries nigh the gates where their ftage playes were 
kept,and foine porches that came out thence;fome part of the baths of Trajan, Severus and 
Aarian,the adjoyning Oftraciva, together with the porches, and Nympheum were turned 
downe tothe ground sall which John Rberor hath largely difcourfed of. He faith further that 
in confideration of the premifes, the Emperor forgave the city a thoufand talents of gold of 
the tribute which they payd him, and releafed fiach citizens as fultained lofle, of their rent ; 
laft of all,that he took upon him,to repaire the publique edifices,

Of the fire that raged at Conftantinople, 


Here fell moreover at Conftantinople acalamity not much unlike the former, nay far 

more grigvous, it began in that part of thecity which lay to the fea, and is called the 
Oxe fireet. The report goeth that a defpitefull and wicked divell in the forme of a wo- 

man, or a poore woman through the inftigation of the divell (both is reported) went about 
the time of candle-lighting, witha candellin her hand, unto the market for to buy fome 
falt-fith,left her candle upon a ftall and went away. That the flame of the candle took hold on 
towe,made an exceeding great fire, confumed in a moment the building that {tood in the 
market place,it took hold alfo of the houfes that were next, not only fuch as ealily might be 
fet on fire,but alfo the {tony buildings and burned them to afhes. They fay this fire lalted the 
{pace of foure daies,no man was able to quench it,it flafhed throughout the midft of'the ci- 
Aaa from the North part to the South end all houfes, five furlongs in length and 
ourteene in bredth,left no building either publique or private,no pillars, no ftony arches or 
vaults in all that time and in all that compaffe unburned to the foundation, but to have pier- 
ced the flint {tone and hard metrall as if it had beeee tubble or {traw. On the North part of 
the city where the haven lieth ,this lamentable deftruction reached fromthe Oxe fireet (fo 


is the place called unto the old temple of pode: inthe South fide from the haven of Iulia 


unto temple of Coxcorde,in the midit of the city from (onftantines market unto the market 
of Taurus, a pitifull {hew and dreadfull to behold. The goodly places and gorgeous hich 
buildings that had been within the city, the coftly carved timber yeelding heretofore great 
majefty unto the eye of man, both publique and private;were then become like craggie hils 
and rocks that no man could paffe through,confufed heaps of filth and all kind of ftufte full of 
deformity,that the owners themfelves could not difcernethe bounds of their pofleffion, nor 
{ay this or that place ftood thus before the fire confumed them. 


Crap. XIIITI. 
Of fundry calamities that raignedin divers countreys, 


the Efterne parts of the Empire,waxed hot ; Thracia, Hele/pontus, and Lonia were 

wonderfully fhaken with earthquakes:no lefle were the fifty Iles called'( yelades, in 
the fea. £geum,Cni tos in Caria and Coo,fothat many of their buildings were overthrowne 
to the ground. P7i/c#s moreover writeth, that there fell at Conftantinople and in Bithynia 
fuch formes of raine and water,that for the {pace of three or fouredaies it powred ddwne 
like whole freames and floods, beate downe the hils and mountaines with the violence 
thereofand made them plaine valleys: that the villages were all on flote and in danger of 
drowning:that in the lake Boan not farre from Nicomedia,by reafon of the filth and kind of 
baggage which the water brought thither,there were feene Ilands, But thefe things caine 
to pafic in a while after. Dom mot 7

Thefe things being fpoken, and D io/= 
corus alfo being appointed to ftand in the midft; Ex/ebius Bifhop of Dorsleum requefted thar 
the fupplication he had fent unto the Emperour might be openly read in their hearing, and 
withallhe .dded thefe words: I protef? ento you that Diofcorus hath injured me not a little,he 
hath alfo brought our religion sto great infamy, he procured the death of Flavianus the Bifbop, 
and wrong fully depofed him together withme. Caufe I befeech you, my /upplication to be rea/, 
When he had made an end of {peaking, his fupplication was read; containing fuch a forme 
as followeth. 


The humble [application of Enfebius Bifbop of D orilaum,exhtbited unto the most vertions Ens 
perors,requefting he may be heard pleading both for himfelfe, for the Catholicke faith, 
and for Flavianus Bihop of Conftantinople, 


T behoveth your Mayjefties (moft noble and puiffant Emperours) to provide carefully for the 
| ee of ali your loving (ubjetts and to defend from (uffering injurses both all other men,and 
rm e/pecially the facred Senate of prieftbood, And herein verily the divine God-head, which gran 
ted unto you the rule and domination of the whole world, ts truly honoured, Wherefore [eeing the 
Chriftian faith, andwe our (elves alfo have been opprefled and diverfly molefted with extreame 
wrong by Diofcorus the most reverend Bsfbop of the most noble city of eAlexanuria, we are 
come unto your wonted clemency most humbly to crave justice at your hands, The occafion of 
our complaint 1 as followeth, In the councell lately held at the famous city of Ephe(us ( I 
would to Godit had never beene called together, then had it not brought into the whole world 
fach horrible mifchiefe and hurlibsrly) the aforefaid Diofcorus whotrodright and reafon unm 
derfoot, who fet the feare of God farre out of his fight, who maintained one and the fame ab- 

[ard opinion with Eutyches that vaine and heretical varlet, who of a long while revealed not 
unto many the venim of his cankredftomacke, yet bewrayed himfelfe in proceffe of time, partly 
by occasion of the crimes we laid to Eutyches hes charge, and partly al/o by occafion of the fen- 
tence which Flavianus the Bifhop of worthy memory pronounced againft hin: gathered toge- 
ther a great multitude of [editions perfons, raifedwith his money no [mall power, laboured as 
much as lay in his to overthrow the Catholicke religion aud godly faith of the ancient fa- 
thers, and to eftablifh the bla[phemous opinion of Eutyches the ALonke, whofe opinion was 
ever condemned of the holy Fathers, fromtheeApoftles times uutothis day, Wherefore fecsng 
the hainous offences he committed, both impudently to the derogation of the Chriftian faith, and 
uncharitably againft us, be of no [mall importance ; we are moft humbly to crave upon our 
bare knees of your graces, andto request that by vertue of your authority the molt reverend Bie 
Soop Diofcorus may be enjoyned to an[wer unto fach crimes as we have laid to his charge, to wits 
unto fuch prattifes of his, and records, as he brought forth againft ws in the holy councel, wheres 
by we fhall be able plainely to prove that he u eftranged from the Catholicke faith, that he main- 
taineth ax opinion which ws nothing elfe but blafphemy it felfe: thar be both depofed us unjuftly; 
and injured us diverfly befides, We befeech you moreover to vouch{afe the fending of your gract- 
ous letters unto the holy and gencrall coancell of the moft odly Bifbops, tothe end both our do- 
ings and his may indifferently be heard, andthat your Hig seffe may be certified againe of all that 
is handled by the councell, hoping that therein we fhall plea[e our smmort all head Christ Tefws. If 
we may obtaine (msoft holy Emperours ) this our humble [ute at your Mayjesties hands, we wilt 
sot ceafe day and night to pray for the pro/perons fate af your Empire, and the continuance of 
your raigne, The canons concluded upon by the Bifhops in the fecond councell of Exhefus 
were openly read at the requeft as well of Diofcorus as of Exfebius,where it appeareth that 
the Epiftle of Leo was not read at all, yea though fome had fpoken of it againe, and againe. 
Diofcorus being demanded why it was not read, anfwered for himfelfe, that he had moved 
the Bifhops and that oftentimes todo it: J#venalis Bifhop of Jerufalem, and Thalaffius Bi- 
fhop of Ce/area in Cappadocia, who together with Diofcerus chalenged unto themfelves aus 
thority inthe councel of Chalcedon,required that al fhould: be read and revealed. Invenalis a= 
vouched and faid plainely that the Emperor admonifhed Diofcorws by his letters to read the 
epiltle of Leo,yet afterward that there'was nota word fpoken of it. 7halaffins pleaded in like 
fort for himfelfe,that he hindred not the reading of it, and that he had not fo much authority 
of hinifelfe as to command the reading of it. Wherefore the atts of the councell being pei 
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pena | fome of the Bifhops efpied therein certaine fained and cotinterfeit hands,and amone the reft 
Stevén Bifhop of Ephe/us was demanded of the councell, who théy were that fabferibed 

Hi with exceptions? he made anfwer that Julian (who afterwards was made Bithop of Lebj- 

HI dum) and Crifpinus had done fo: nevertheleffe that {ich as fub{cribed at the requeft of Diz 
ofcor#s {aftered it not fo to ftand, but wrung the fingers of fuch as wrote, and dire@ed their 

pens,to their great fhame and infamy. Inthe end Steven confeffed that the deprivation of 

Flavianus was ratified with fub{criptions the fame day. For Acacias Bifhop of Ariarathia 

compelled all the Bifhops by force, and made them of neceflity to fubfcribe unto a blanke, 

molefting them infinitely with fouldiers,who ftood by with naked {words ready to difpatch 

them, if they yeelded not. Againe they read another accufation,whereunto Theodorus Bifhop 

of (Yasdinopols made antwer that there was no fuch thing {poken, As they proceeded on 
ea {till in reading the acts of the councell, where any thing was motioned which concerned 
My €atyches,and fuch as affirmed that the flefh of God our Lord and Saviour Je/#s Chrift came 

| downe from heaven, they brought forth the records of the councell; where Ex/ebins had 
Hi anfwered, that Extyches had faid indeed from heaven, but not to haveadded whence he 
took it: that Diogenes Bifhop of Cyzicum urged him at that time, inthis fort 5. Tel us then 
| whence trooke he flef ? but that they were not fuffered to reafon further thereof. After all this 
ii they brought forth the records, Then Bafilins Bifhop of Seleucia in Ifauria faid: I adore out

admitted not Eu/ebius into their company and conference, when he requefted it of them : 
Whereunto Diefcorus anfwered that E/pidins brought letters to warne them,& that he pro- 
ved unto them how Theedofins the Emperor charged them they fhould not permit him {to 
come into the counel;the aéts do witnes that Jevenals made the fame anfwer.7 halaffius {aid 
that fach things as the Emperors had condemned,were of no force &authority after the con- 
demnation,neither was this any defence of the faith, Whereupon the records do declare 
that Diofcor#s reprehended their doings with thefe and fuch other like words : I pray you 
" what manner of canons are now obferved? W hen Theodoritus came in among them, it is ree 
res the Senate fhould fay, that he came in for anaccufer: and that Diofcorus anfwered, 
¢ was to take the roome of a Bifhop. The Senate then replied,that both Es/ebins & Theodow 
vstes were to ftand in the roome of accufers no otherwife then Diofcorss was to {tandat the 
barre and to be arraigned. All theacts of the fecond councell held at Ephe/us were read, and 
the fentence which they had pronounced again(t Flavianusand Enfebias untill they came to 

acertaine claufe,at the hearing whereof,Hilarins the Bifhop begantofpeake. The Bitho 
of the Eaft and fuch as were of their fide,cried : Let Diofcorus be accurfed, Is the very fame 
The Bithops owre ( briff deprived Diofcorus,whex Niofcorus depofed Flavianus. O holy Lord, we'befeech 
of the Eaft thee chaftife thon him, and thew O (atholicke Emperour, be revencged on him: God ‘grant Leo 
cricth thus 2- syay Live many yeares; God [exd the Patriach a long life. Lalt of all when the ats were read, 
gainih Die(o- which declared that all the Bifhops affembled at Ephe/ws,had fub{cribed unto the deprivati- 
2: on of Flavianws and Eufebins-the mok fage and worthy Senators fay as followeth: Tbe next 
day after when the councell advifed themsfelves amewhat better, we perceive that they reafoned

med at ConStantinop/e,by a hundred and fifty Bifhops,and no otherwife then the Epiftles of 

the holy fathers, Gregorie,Bafil, Hilarie, Athanafius, Ambrafivs, and the two Epiftles of Cy- 

vil read in the fart councell of Ephe/is have directed him z and that: Leo the: ‘moftreverend 

Bithop of old Rome, depofed Euryches for the contrary. After the breaking upof this feffion 

in fach fort as you heare,when the holy Bifhops had: met againe and fate together. Eu/ebine 

Bithop of D ori/eum exhibited unto them bils of complaint, both in his owne name and in 

the perfon of Flavianus, where he charged Diofcorws that he maintained the fame herefje 

and opinion with Extyches, and that he had depofedthem of their priefthood, He added 

moreover that Dio/eorus had falfified the records by laying downe certaine words which 

were not atall uttered in the councell then affembled rogether:that through wiles and craft 

he had procured blanks for them to fubferibe unto, ‘He made fute unto themvagaine,that all 

the aé&s and canons of the fecond councell held at Ephe/vs by their fentence and authority 

might be abrogated : that they wouldreftore them unto their prieftly funtion : that they 

would accurfe the deteltable doctrine of Eatyches, and lalt of all he requefted that after the 

reading of the records,his adverfary might be brought beforethe councell, When this was 

granted,« 4erivs the head notary ftood upand faid that he had beene with Dsofcorss as with 

the reft,and that Dio/eorus had anfwered him, that his keepers would not licence him to 

come unto the councell. It was faid. moreover that Diofcorws was fought for before the 

councell fate and could not be found,and that. 4narolins Bifhopiof Conftantineple fhould an-

the Counce, yet wonld he not come, for his owncon{cience accufed bim, but entertained contrary 

sento law [uch as were juftly depofed by divers Councels, and fet at naught fundry conftiturions 

of the Charch , condemning as it were himfelfe with his owne doings: ) fecing I fay thefe are found 

to be his latter prattifes Leo the msoft holy Archbifhop of great ana old Rome by us, and this fa- 

ered affembly together with the moft bleffed eApoftle Saint Peter, who rs the rocke, the ground of 5. Paul faith 
the Catholicke Church,and the foundation of the true faith, bereaved him of all dignity that be. ieee fa 
fongeth to a Bifbop, and deprive A him of the pricftly funtion, Wherefore let this holy Conmccl the rock.and 
give the fentence of Diofcorus (of whom we have hitherto fpoken) according unto the canons of foundatiggto 
the Church, When Anatolins, Maximus, with the reft of the Bifhops(thofe onely excepted >ulld upon.

Councell certified 7fartianus the Emperour of their decrees, and fent adeprivation unto 

Dio(corus in {uch fort as followeth, Becaufe thon haft de[pifed the holy canons of the Church: The depriva- 
Becaufe thou haft not-obeyed this holy & generall councel: Becaufe thou art mereover convinced tion of Diofca 
of many other hainons crimes: Becaufe thou being thrife called of this fansows affembly, to anfwer 1 ae 
unto ich things as were laid unto thy charge,camelt not ,esew,that for all the afore(aid, thou art ald ea rae 
depofed by this holy and generall councell,the thirteenth day of this prefent Ollober, of thy Bifho- 

pricke, and bereaved of all Ecclefiafticall right and title, Thefe things being regiftred and fent 

alfo unto the godly Bifhops of the moft holy Church of e4/eandria, and the decree againtt 

Diofcorus openly proclaimed, that feffion brake up,and fo ended. But afterwards they fate 

againe,and firft they anfwered the Senators, who had defired to be fatisfied as touching the 

true and right faith: next they afirmed that there was nothing to be done concerning Ew#- 

tyches,for the Bifhop of Rome had made a finall end and conclufion thereof, and therein they 

were all agreed. Moreover when all the Bifhops feemed very willing, and the Senators ex- 

horted every Patriarch,that one or other of every their {mall provinces fhould {tand up, to 

the end the opinions of them all might throughly be knowne, Florentizs Bifhop of Sardw 

craved their favour that with advice, an@fter deliberation taken, they might attaine unto 

the truth, and Cecropius Bifhop of Sebaftopolis faid: The faith is both notably fet forth by three Gecropius. 
hundred and eighteene holy Fathers, confirmed afterwards by the godly F athers, Athanafius,Cy- 
rill,Celeftinus, Hilarius, Bafil and Gregory,and now againe approved by moft holy Leo.Where- 
fore our requeff is,that the (reed of the three hundred holy Fathers, and of the moft holy Leo may 

be read,Being read, allthe Councell cried: This ts the faith of the true profelfors, we are all of 

this faith, This is the faith of Pope Leo, this 1s the faith of Cyril thus hath the Pope interpreted. 

Againe when they had reafoned among themfelves for the reading of the faith which the 

hundred and fifty holy Fathers publifhed in the Councell held at Conftantinop/e, it was alfo 

tead. Then the whole councel cried againe:T has # the faith of the true profelfors,thus we do all 

beleeve, After the finifhing ofallthe premifes, 4etiws the Arch-deacon faid, I have here at 

hand the Epiftle of holy Cyri/, written unto Neftorius, the which all the Bifhops inthe 

Councel held at Ephe/us confirmed with their feverall fubferi ptions: Ihave here alfo ano« 

ther Epiftle of the fame Cyri/,written unto Tohw Bifhop of Antioch,and confirmed likewife, 

will it pleafe you to give them the hearing. When every one had {poken his pleafure of 

them,they were both read, We have thought good prefently to lay downe here fome por- 

tion of the former, it was read as followeth. 
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Unto Neltorins the moj? reverend and his most holy collegne, 
Cyril fendeth greeting, 


mae ARE CE gether to.difcredst me with your Holineffe : this they do [pecially when they fee worthy men 
Nefforins & Magiffrates ofteutimes meeting together,/uppofing peradventure that you will be plea- 
Acchbithop of fed with hearing of fach things, Againe after a few lines he faith: The boly and famous councell 
Conftantino- affirmeth,that he which zs naturally begotten of Godthe Father,w the onely begotten Sonne, true 
ple and antes Go of true God, light of light, by whomthe Father made all things, that he came downe from 
reticke. heavensthat he was incarnate and made man: that be fuffered,rofe againe the third day,and afcen- 
ded into the heavens, It behovedus to yeeld and condefcend unto thefe articles, unto this dottrine, 
andta fearch out with all the gifts we have what ts meant by being incarnate,and what is under= 
flood by faying that the Word of God became fiefb, For we do not fay that the Word of God by 
changing the nature thereof became flefo, neither by converfioninto whole man, which conjifterh 
of boay and foule: but this rather, that the Word according unto the fabjiftencie or being thereof, 
coupling unto it felfe living flefh endued with areafonablefoule, became man: in (uch [art as may 
neither be expreffed in word, nor concesved by thought, and that he was called the fonne of mak, 
not according unto will onely, or in that it fo pleafed his goodnel[e, neither onely by taking up= 
on him the per(on,or becaufe coutrary natures were coupled together in true wnity : bat that one 
Chrift and one Sonne confisted of two natures: not that the difference of natures was taken away 
by the reafon of unity, but that the divinity and humanity after an un[peakeable and [ecret con 
pling and meeting together, made one LordyChrift,and the Sonne. After the enterlacing of cer 
taine other things he annexed thereunto as followeth: Becan/e he came of awensan,and coum 
pled mans nature unto bimfelfe according unto his [ubfiftencie, and that for our fake, and for our 
Salvation therfore ts he fasd to have been borne after the fleth:F or he was not firft of all( after the 
common generation ) borne of the VirginMary, and then the Word of God entredinto him: * bur 
mas coupled with the flefein the matrix, and u {aid tohave beene borne after the flesh, as one that 
mate the birth of his flefh proper to himfelfe, In like [ort we [ay,that he [uffered,and role againe, 
sot that God the Word /uffered in hrs owne nature, eigher ftripes, or the print of nailes, or other 
vexations,(for the God-head being without body is tmpatible ) but that the body being maze pro- 
perunto him [uffered,and fo us he fardto have fuffered thefe things for our fakes, For there was in 
the body which fuffered,that which could not fuffer. But fo much out of the firt Epiftle. Tou= 
ching the fecond we laid downe a good part thereof in the firft booke of our Ecclefiafticall 
Hiftory which went before,in the Epiftle of Jobx Bifhop of Autioch,where fucha protefta- 
tion is laid downeas followeth,and confirmed withthe teltimony of Cyril.we confeffe thae 
Thewords of she holy Virgin ts the mother of God, beeaufe God the Word tooke flelh and manhoodof ber, and 
Zotn Bithop coupled unto hinsfelfe by the conception, the temple which he tooke of her, Neither are we igno- 
Bhan oC See that godly mex infpired from above, have partly affirmed, that the phrafes which concerned © 
the Lord,and were laid downe by the E vangelifts and A postles, were uttered of one perfon.e 4nd 
partly devided them into feverall portions,as written of two natures:and partly alfo confelfed thas 
they were divine, and fpoken onely of the divinity of Chrift, Unto this of John, Cyriladdeth of 
Cyril unto his own: When we had perufed thefe your godly fentences andclaufes within contained, and per- 
dobn Bithop ceived plainely that you were of one mind and opinion with us, (for there is but one Lord, one 
of Antioch, “fuith, one baptifmse ) we rendred unto God divine praifes,who is the conferver of the whole werlds 
and prefently we conceive exceeding joy, feeing that as well your Churches as ours being driven 
thereunto partly by the force and power of the holy Scriptures, and partly alfo by tradition delim 
vered unto us of our moft holy fathers, do embrace ene faith and opinion. Afterthe reading of 
thefe Epiftles,they that were in the Councel cried inthis fort: We all are of that faith: Leo the 
Pope beleeveth (o:curfed be. he that devideth Chrift that confoundeth hes natures: this ts the faith 
of Archbifbop Leo:thus beleeveth Leo,Leo cAnatolius are of this faith We are al of this faiths 
Cyril 1s of thes faith Let Cyril never be forgotté Let the Epiftles of Cyril be ever had in memory 
Thes ts our opinion thus we both have beleeved and do beleeve, Thus doth Archbifhop Leo be- 
beeve,thus hath he written, They reafoned a while whether the Epiftle of Leo fhouldbe read, 
in the end they read it with the interpretation annexed thereunto, which is extant among 
the acts ofthe Councell. When the reading was ended, and the Bifhops had cried s This as 
toe 
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the faith of the Fathers, this is the faith of the Apoftles, we are all of this faith.the true profeffors 
are of thes faith,cur[ed be he which beleeveth not thus, Peter in the perfon of Leo faid thus, thes 
have the eApoftles taught,Leo hath godly and trasly taught thefe things,Cyril bath taught thus, 
Leo and Cyril have taught alike curfed be he which holdeth not this faith,this is the trae faith, 
this ts the opinion of the true profelfors, this ts the faith of the Fathers: why were not thee things 
readin the councel of Ephe(is? what ment Diofcorus to conceale thefe things ? When the Bi- 
{hops had made an end of crying in this fort,the records of the councel do declare that when 
this parcell of Leo his Epiltle was read : Ir was to pay the ranfome of our nature that the God- 
bea joyned with the patible nature, tothe end one andthe fame Mediator of Godand mar, 
the man Chrift lefts (the which thing was fitly applied unto our [ores and maladies )might die of 
the one nature and not the other: whenthis I fay was read, and the Bifhops of Tkyrium and 
Palefiva had doubted of the fenfe & meaning of the words, Aeti#s Archdeacon of the moft 
holy Church of Conftantinvple alledged openly the opinion of Cyril out of his own words, 
as followeth: Becaufe his proper body through the goodueffe of God, as S.Paul writeth,tafted of 
death for us all,therefore is he (aid to have died for us: not that he (uffered death touching his na- 
ture(for to fay or thinke fo,is meere madnes )but that in (uch fort as I [aid before his flefhtafted of 
death, Againe out of the Epiftle of Leo they read thus: Both natures accompanied together, 
do that which ts proper to either of them: the word bringeth to paffe [uch things as belong 
unto the word, the body worketh [uch things as appertaine unto the body, the one worketh mi- 
racles,the other (uftaineth reproches,Againe when the Bifhops of Ilyrism & Paleftina doub- 
ted alfo of this fentence,the fame 4etivs read the words of (yrilas followeth: Some phrases 
of holy Scripture which concerne the Lord do beft agree with bis divine nature, [ome other with 
his humane nature, and fome other the middle betweene both; affirming that the Sonne of God es 
together both God and man, After all this, when they doubted againe of another part of the 
aforefaid Epiftle of Leo the Bifhop, which was read in this fort: Althongb ix very deed there 
14 one perfon of God and man in the Lord Iefus Chrift: yet there ts one thing wherein esther of 
thems doth participate in contumely, and another thing wherein they both communicate in glory, 
It ts of us that his humanity is inferiour tothe Father,and of the Father it 2 that his divinity zs 
equall with the Father, Theodoritus remembred himfelfe that Cyri/ had written the fame 
thing almoft inthe fame words: When be was made man, he laid not afide his propricty, but con- 
tinued as he was: andthe one nature dwelled in the other, that 28,the divine nature in the humane. 
Thefe things being expounded, when the worthy Senators had demanded if any among 
them doubted any further,all made anfwer that they were fully refolved. After this Articus 
Bifhop of Nicopolss requefted they might all have a day given them to deliberate, to che end 
they might with firme and fetled minds eftablifh fuch things as were pléafing unto God, and 
agreeable with the doctrine of the Fathers: he craved moreover the Epittle which / yriZ 
wrote unto Nefterius,wherein he had exhorted himto yeeld unto the twelve points of faith 
that were confirmed of all the Bifhops. The Prefidents conferred of this matter among 
themfelves, and granted them five daies to deliberate, that then they fhould come together 
with Avatolins Bifhop of Conftaxtinople: this being done, they all agreed, and faid with one 
Voice:We beleeve thus,we all beleeve thus, as Leo beleeveth (0 beleeve we, there ts not one of us 
that doubteth,we have all (ubfcribed, Unto thefe things they replyed againe in this fort, It is 
not need full that all fhould come together, but infomuch it feemeth very expedient that firch 
as waver and are not as yet refolved may be confirmed, let the moft reverend Bifhop Axa- 
tolixs appoint whom he fhall think good of them that have already fub{cribed,to fatisfie and’ 
confirme the reft. After this the councell faid: We crave of the Fathers that the Prefidents 
and chiefe of this councel do intreat the Emperor and the Emprefle for us, we have all done 
amiffe,let us be pardoned, The Clergy ofthe Church of ( onflantinople cried : Few do cric, 
We heare not the whole councell {peake, Then the Bithops of the Eaft lifted up rheir voices 
faying: Let rhe «Lgyptian be depofed, And when the Bifhops of Myrinm requefted the fame, 
the Clergy of Con/tantinople cried : Let Diofcorus be banifhed, let the Egyptian be exiled, let 
the hereticke hefent away, (rift bath deprived Diofcorns, Againe the Bifhops of Ihyrsans 
and fuch as were of their fide,cried : We have all offended, we befeech you pardonus. Ridthe 
Councell of Diofcorus,away with Diofcorus ost of the Churches, After they had toffed thefe 
and other fuch like things to and fro,they rofe up, The next feffion following when the Se= 


nate had reafoned among themfelves about the publifhing of their aéts and decrees, Confiane , 
tine the Secretary read out of a fchrole as followeth : The next day after when the conncell 
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had better advifed themfelves, we do perceive they reafoned more exquifitly of thetrue and Cas 
tholick faith, Wherefore feeing that Flavianus the B ifhop of worthy memory, and Eufebius rhe 
molt reverend Bifhop of Dorileum, were found not to have erred in the faith , after we had fear= 
chédthe atts and decrees of the conncel, and alfo by the report of (uch as were chiefe in the coun 
celland therefore unjuftly to have been depofed (for they confeffed them/elves fouly deceived, and 
wrongfully to have deprived Flavianus and Eufebius, ) it feemeth good unto us,and no doubt God 
approveth the fame, that Diofcorus the moft reverend Bifbop of Alexandria (if it fo pleale our 
ford the Emperour ) Tuvenalis the moft reverend Bifvop of Jernfalem, Thalaftius the mof? reves 
rend Bifhop of Cefarea in Cappadocia, Eufebius the moft reverend Bifoop of Armenia, Euvlta- 


thins the moft reverend Bifbop of Berytus, and Batilius the most reverend Bifhop of Seleucia ix 


Tfauria( who were then of authority and chicfe of the comncell } fhould be punifoed alike, depofed of 
thesr Bifhopricks, by the cenfure and judgement of the councell as the'canons of the Church do ree 
quire and be avthe Emperors pleafure, After other things were read, the Bifhops then pre- 


dent being demanded whether the Epi(tles of Leo were agreeable with the faith of the 


three hundred and eighteene holy Fathers affembled of old-at Nice in Bithynia,and withthe ’ 
creed of the three hundred and fifty Fathers in the councell held at Conftantinople,? e4nge 
tolius Bifhop of Conffantinople with all the affembly made anfwer that the Epiftle of Leo 
Was no other then the faith of the aforefaid Fathers,and fubfcribed unto it. Immediatly the 
councell cried: P¥e are all content, we do all alow the fame,we are all of one faith,we are ak of 
one opinion, we do all beleeve fa, Thus have the Fathers which ave prefent tn the conncell beleen 
ved, thus have they fubfcribed, God grant the Emperour along life, God grant the Empreffe a 
bong life, God grant the Fathers of the ceuncell many yeares, God preferve the lives of (uch as are 
of one faith and opinion with the councell, We wifythe E mperour many yeares,we ws/h therm thag 
hold with the councell many yeares, Godfendthe E mperor to fee many yeares, We have [abfcri- 
bed nto the faith, this w the opinion of Leo,thts us onr opinion, Laft ofallches faid: C oncerning 
thofe things we have fent unto the moft holy and eur religions lordthe Emperour, and now we 
waite for his Eighnelfe anfwer, Againe when fome told them in this fort + Your reverence 
and wifdomes have to render an account unto God for Diofcorws whom you have depofed 
unknowne unto the Emperors moft excellent majelty, ‘unknowne unto us in like fort, and 
for all the things you have complained of, and for the aéts of this councell, they cried: God 
hath deprived-Diofcorus, Diofcorus # j#/? ly d-pefed, Chrift hath deprived Diofcorus, After 
all this, when the Prefidents had brought forth (Martianve the Emperours anfwer, where 
he had fignified unto them his pleafiire touching the Bifhops that were depofed,the Bifhops 
requefted and faid : . we pray youas many as be of one opinion, as many as hold with the 
councel,as many as fubfcribed in the’ councell unto the Epiltle of Leo,come into the councel, 
Immediatly they came,and downe they fate, The fupplications which the Bifhops of Egype 
had exhibited unto \Vartianus the Emperor were read, which befides {undry other things, 
contained in them as followeth: We beleewe as the three hundred & eighteene Bijfbops which ik 
at the councell of Nice have delivered unto us,and we bold with the faith of holy Athanafius and’ 
holy Cyril, accurfing every herefie beth of Arius, Eunomius, Manes, Neftorius, and of there 
which fay that the flefh of our Lord cawse downe from heaven,and was not taken of the Virgin Ma- 
ry and mother of God, which coutinued alwaies a Virgin,and that the fame ts like unto our flcloiw 
all things, fin onely excepted, Then all that werein the councell cried; W hy have not thefe 
men accurfed the opinion of Eutyches ? let them fubfcribe unto the Epiftle of Leo, and lee 
them accurfe Extyches with his herefie, let them condefcend unto the Epiftle of Leo « 


_ peradventure they go about to deceive and beguile us, The Bifhops of Egypt made anfwer, 


that their province had many Bifhops, and that they would not take upon them to anfwer 
for fuch as were abfent: they requefted of the councell to ftay for their Archbifhop, that ac- 
cording unto their manner and cuftome,they may uphold his cenfure and opinion. They faid 
moreover that if they would decide ought afore their Metropolitane were cleed, the Bi- 
fhops of Egypt would make an infurreéction againft them. When they had oft intreated,and 
the councell withftood them, motion was made that the Bifhops of Egypt fhould havetime — 
untill their Archbifhop were chofen, Next the fupplications of certaine Monkes were 
brought forth, the fimme wherof was,that not one of them would take pen in hand to -fub-= 
{cribe, before the generall affembly met, which the Emperor had determined to call toge- 
ther,and before they underftood their decrees. Withthe reading thereof Diogenes Bifhop 
of Cyzicwm remembred that Barfimas was one of them which made an infarreétion and

murthered Flavianus, and that he had cried, killhim. And now not havin g his natne in the 
fiipplication, contrary to order,to have prefumed to come unto the councel. All the Bifhops 
cried at this, 3ar/amas hath perverted all Syria,and raifed againft us a thou/land Monks When 
it was moved that as many as were there fhould waite the councels pleafure and decree,the 
Monks required that their fupplications might be read. The effe@ of them was, that Diofcos 
rus and the Bifhops of his opinion might be prefent at the councell, All the councell was 
moved with this,and cried’: Let Diofcorus be aceurfed, Chrift hath depofed Diofcorus, ont 
with thefe Monksyremove foame from the conncell, take away force and injury,let not thefe inepia 
ons and lewd fayings come to the Ermperours cares, let not the councell be difcredited, away with 
snfamy, The Monkes hearing this criedof the contrary: take away contumely from 
Monalteries. When the councell had the {econd time repeated the former exclamation, they 
confulted that the reft of the fupplications were to be read, where it was {aid that Diofcorus 
Was injurioufly depofed,and that it behoved them of neceffity feeing the controverfietoy- 
ching the faith was to be decided, to have his prefence in the councell: and unleffe they 
would do this, that they would thake offthe dutt from their feetyand forfweare the commu= 
nion of the Bifhops that were prefent. After they had made an end of {peaking, Aetins the 
Archdeacon read them the canon that ‘concerned fich as devided themfelves froin the 
Church. Againe when the Monks would not give care,neither be ruled by the moft holy Bis 
fhops, nor by the intreaty of Aetins the Archdeacon, when the one halfe of the councell 
Would needs pronounce Neftorins & Entyches accurfed,and the other halfe withftood them, 
the Prefidents thought good that the {upplication of Fauftus and the other Monks fhould be 
read,wherein they craved of the Emperor that the Monks which impugned the true faith 
and fincere doétrine fhould not be received againe ; for why, Dorotheus the Monke, called 
Estyches atruc profeffor.. Againtt whom there were fundry points of Extyches dotrine 
toffed to and fro, and difcuffed in prefence of the princes, Inthe fift feffion the Senators 
commanded them to fet forth the decrees and canons of religion after the plaineft fort, e4/- 
clepiades Deacon of Conftantinople read acertaine canon the which they thought beft nor to 
be recorded, whereunto fome gave their confents, and fome other would not, When they 
had fuppreffed the contrary voices, the Senators affirmed upon Dio/corws owne report, that 
he had depofed Flavianus for faying there were two naturés in Chritt, and that the decree 
bore witnefie that he confilted of two natures, Then replied Anatolins ; Diofcorus was not 
depofed for herefie, but becaufe he excommunicated Leo, and being thrife called unto the 
councell would not come. After this,the Senators would have the Epiftle of Leo laid downe 
among the decrees but the Bifhops faid no, it fhould not be, they would not draw any other 
forme,for that was perfect enough: in the end they referred that unto the Emperour, who 
commanded that three Bifhops of the Eaft Churches,three out of Ponts three out of eLfias 
three out of Thracia, and three out of Ilyrium, together with Arnatolins and the fubftitutes 
of the Bifhop of Rome, fhould meet at the Church, and orderly reafon of the faith, that ei- 
ther they fhould lay downe their feverall Creeds, or elfe know of a {urety that he would 
calla councell to decide that controverfie inthe Weft. Being demanded whether they 
Would hold with D io/cor#s, who affirmed that Chrift confiftted of two natures, or fubfcribe 
With Lee, who faid that there were two natures in Chrift, they cried, that they beleeved 
With Leo,and held fuch as faid the contraty for Extychians. The Senators replied, that Leo 
himfelfe affirmed there were two natures fo coupled in Chrilt, that they could be neither 
changed,devided nor confounded. With this faying they went into the temple of Exphemiay 
accompanied with Asatolsus, the fubltitutes of Leo, Maximus Bithop of e4ntioch, Invenaa 
4s Bithop of Ier#[alem, Thaffalins Bifhop of ( efarea in Cappadocia,and many others.Being 
fet,the canon of the councell was read : Our Lord and Saviour Tefus Chrift,e@c.as we have 
Written before, After it was read,they cried: This # the faith of all the Fathers, weare ak 
followers of this, we are all of this opinion, Then faid the Senators: The decrees and canons of 
the Fathers are to be referred unto the Emperors moft excellent ma jetty. ALartianus the 
Emperour was prefent at the fixt {effion, made an oration of peace and anity unto the Br 
fhops, and commanded Aetivs Archdeacon of Cenffantinople to reade in his hearing that 
which was decided : whereunto they fubfcribed every one, Fhen the Emperor asked them 
whether the decree was eftablifhed by their generall confent, they all the fecond timean+ 
fwered,yea, Aeainethe Emperor madeunto them two orations, which were highly com- 
mended of them all, Inthe end the canons by the meanes of the Emperor were aes, 
ae Fe id Pp 3 ane 
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arid the fea of Chalcedon wasmade'an Archbifhoprick, The Emperor moreover commanded’ 
the Bifhops to.continue there three or foure daies, and to: propofe before the Princes and 
Senators what every one thought. good. to:be decided, ‘and that they fhould decree that 
whichfeemed expedient. Then the feffion brake up, There were, other decrees and other 
canons eftablifhed, and there was another councell held by lzvenalis and Maximus, where 
it. was decreed that the Bifhop of Amtioch {hould have both the Pheeniciaes, and Arabia an- 
nexedumto his province, and the Bifhop-of Jera/alem, all the three Paleftinas, the which af- 
ter confultation had both by the Prefidents and Bifhops was confirmed. In the ninth feffion’ 
the caufecof Fheederitus was heard, who accurfed Nefforivs in thefe words: ,Carfed be Ne- 
Rorius and whofsever befides bins denieth Mary the Vargin to be the mother of God, and deviderly 
she onely begotten Sonne into twa Sonnes. v (faith he) have fubfcribed unto the sanons of the 
Gouncell, and the Epiftle of Leo. . After deliberation had among themfelves, they reftored 
Ihas. | himuntothe Bifhoprick. Inthe tenth feffion the fute of I6as was heard, and the fentetice 
which Photius Bifhop of Tyrus, and Eaftathins Bifhop of Berytws had pronounced againft 
him was read,but the finall end-was deferred unto the next day.In the eleventh feffion when 

many Bifhops would havebim reftored, divers Bifhops were againft it,and faid,that his ac- 

euifers were at the dore and ready.to come ins Atlengththey read what they had decreed 

totiching him. Yet the Senators moved the councell thar the Acts of thecouncell of Epbefus 

which concerned Jéas fhonld be tead, and thatall the acts of the {econd councell of Ephefas 

fhould be abrogated,the creatiomof ALaximus Bifhop of Antioch onely excepted, they in- 

treated therein the Emperout that nothing whatfoever was decreed fince the firft councell 

of Ephefus where holy Cyril Bifhop of Alexandria was chiefe, fhould be of force, and they 

gave fentence that AZaximus {hould enjoy his Bifhoprick. In another feflion Bafianus the 

Bafianus. Bifhop of &phe/its matter was called,and decreed that Bafianms fhould be removed out of his 

Bifhoprick,and Steven placed inhis roome, Inthe thirteenth feflion Eusemius Bifhop of 

Nicomedia & Anaftafius Bifhop of Nice were called,for they contended among themfelves 

about their cities. The fourteenth feffion was held for the hearing of Bafianus, Laft of all,ic 

was decteed that the fea of Conftantinople fhould enjoy the next prerogative after Rome.

How Zeno the Emperor governed and lived. 


eee Hen Zeno after the deceafe of his fon had attained unto the Imperiall feepter, 
WW AVAF asif he werecertainely perfwaded ‘he could not injoy the Empire of the 
(7% ~ whole world unlefle with outrage and riot he yeelded himfelfe unto all flefh- 
ly pleafure whatfoever, gave himfelfe at the beginning fo much unto fefua- 
; FSS - lity, that he left no filthy or fhamefull a&,nor-hainous offence unpractifed,but 
fo wallowed in them,as if he thought it the part ofa bafé mind to commit themin thedark 
andin fecret; but to do them openly in the face of the whole world was princely part, and 
fuch an at as becamie only the Emperor. His difpofition herein was both lewd and férvile, 
forthe Emperor isnot to be counted of thereafter as he governeth others, bue as he oe 
an 
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and gnideth: himfelfe.. It behoveth him to fuffer no lafcivious motion to roote within his “Princes. and 
brealt,but valiantly. to-encounter-with intemperancy,and to make his life. a patterne of ‘vers ‘Magiftratcs 
tue,or a lanterne for hisfubjects to follow after:thereby toleade them unto. godly inftructi- fhould be pas 
on, Butthis man gave bimielfe over unto voluptuoufnefie, and fell by little and littléirito beso amas dy 
fach fervitudesthar he could:by no meanes be withdrawne fromut: ‘he changed oftentimes ae (ibidéts ‘ei: 
fuch enormitics.as mattred him, no otherwife then. unthrifts and caftawates do ufe; \whony common: pees!

Exo in the beginning of hisraigne led fucha life as Lhave defcribed before. Hisfub-- 
7 jects throughout the Eaft and W eft dominions were vexed out of meafure,and fuftai= 
— ned great loffes:for the barbarians called Scenite deftroyed all places,and a great mul- 
titude of Hunues called of old AZaffagete,invaded Thracia,and paffed over the river Dann bins 
without let or flay.Zevo alfo was by force after a barbarian fort bereaved of the other parts 
which remained of the Empire.

How Bafilifcus the tyrant tooke armour againft Zeno,and put 
the Evsperour to flight, 


His Zeno, when Baflifcas the brother of Bernia made preparation to take armour a- 
gain(t him,was of fo faint a courage,that he fled away,giving unto Baflifens the Impe- 
riall honour & victory without any travel.( For he was fo odious unto his fubjects that 
they detefted his abhominable life, for that he had no fhew of anoble mind, but all luskith 
and lither, ofa naughty condition, the which his fenfuality declared, bearing rule over his 


coward mind and floathfull difpofition.) Wherefore this Zeno together with Ariadne his 
wife, whom he had with him, who alfo had fled away from her mother (and if there were 
any other that bore him good will) got him into J/aria whete he had beene brought up; 
and there he was befieged. Thus Bafilifexs came to be Emperor of Rome,proclaimed his fon 
Marcus, Cefar, and laid downe a platforme of governement farre contrary both unto the 
manner of Zenos raigne,and fuch as were Emperours before him.

How Bafilifcus called Timotheus Alurus Bifbop of Alexandria home from exile, 
and by hws per{wafion fent letters into every coast wherein he condemned 
the conncell of Chalceaon, 


His Bafilifcus ({poken of before) at the requeft of certaine citizens of Alexantria that 

were fent unto him, called Timorthee home from exile, where he had continued ¢igh- 

teene years, Acacius then being Bifhop of Canftantinople 7 imothee after his comming 

to Conftantinople perf{waded Bafili/cus to {end letters univerfally unto all Prielts throughout 

the Churches under heaven, and therein to accurfe both the. acts of the Councell held at 
Chalcedon and the decree of Leo as touching the faith:the whichletters were written 1 this wierd ke 
forme.The Emperor Cxfar Bafilifcus,Pious, Victiorious,7 rinmphant chief Lord,perpernall Aus ine aa 
uftus,and Marcus the mo/t noble Cafar,unto Timothee the moft reverend an! most holy Aretr Cy yer of the 

Fifbop of the noble city of edlexandria fendeth greeting, The lawes and C. anons hitherto Ym periall 

compiled in defence of the fincere and elpoftolicke faith, by the moft holy il ae crowne fens 
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thelewicked predeceffors, wha worfhipped aright the bleffed, eternal, and Livi 
lettersinto all godly decreed, and have ever beene found wholfome for the wealth 
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ng Trinity, [ering they were 
: of the whole world, we will 
never have cancelled: nay rather onr will as they foould be publifhed for our owne proper decrees,

How Balilifcus fearing bim/elfe in the infurrettion nsade by the Monkes; 
through the per{wafion of Acacius,ealled in bis 
former letters, 
Gainethe aforefaid author writeth how Acaci Bifhop of ConfPantinople canvafed 
Aes matter about, raifed beth Monks and people of (onftantinople againlt Bafilifeus 
as one that wasan hereticke :_ made him deny he had written his letters univerfally 
‘unto all men,and decree that fuch things as he had rafhly and unadvifedly publithed, fhould 
be called inagaine,& to havealfo brought to paffe that the fame Emperor fent every where 
unto all men contrary letters, wherein he approved the coiincell of Chalcedon, The fame Za= 
charie fhewing himfelfe very partiall throughout his Hiftorie, and led very much with affee 
étion,omitted the faid contrary letters, They wete written as followeth. 


The repealing letters of Bafilifcus the Emperons, 
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wea ae He Emperours Cefars Bafilifcus and Marcus, We charge and command that the Aposto. 
by reafon of licke and true faith from the beginning hitherto retained in the Church, continued unte

achap, of this ring ovr raigne either unto all men or otherwife how/oever, or what befide this bath beene pub- 
Boole: lifoed by u8,be henceforth cancelled and abolifhed:that Netorius,Eutyches with all their complin 
ces andevery herelie be aceurfed: thar no councell be called together neither any decree or reafo~

cla not only provoking, but alfo promifing him tobe reftored againe unto the Impe- 

“riall robes, led his army towards Conftantinople, And having allured with gifts 
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fuchasbefiezed him, he thruft Ba/lifcus (who had raigned two yeares) befide the fcepter, 
tooke him out of the Sanctuary he had fled unto,and delivered him unto the hand of the ene- 
my.For which canfe Zeno dedicated at Seleucia in Ianria a goodly temple gorgeontly buil- 
ded unto the renowned martyr Theela, and beautified it with many Princely monuments, 
which were preferved unto this our age. But as for Baflifcrs he fent him away to fiffer 2 
Cappadociz, where together with wife and children he was put todeathin an Tone called 
Acoufon Immediatly atter Zeno made alaw,whereby he abrogated the decrees of Bafilifous 
the tyrant, comprifed in the letters he had generally written unto all men ; banithed Peter 
firnamed Cyapheus out of Antioch; and Paulus Bithop of Ephe/us. SS oe

Zachary reporteth, that the 
Emperor charged him,he went about to procure it unto himfelfe, but to cleare himfelfe of 
this {ufpition,he {ware and protefted with folemne oathes, he would never be Bifhop if it 
were offered him, and fo got him home. Whereforethe Emperour decreed that after the 
death of Tinsothee he {hould be Bifhop whom both Clergy and Laity would ele@. Shortly 
after Zimothee died, Johx gave a peece of money(as Zacharie doth write neglected the oath 
he made unto the Emperor,and was chofen Bifhop of Alexandria. W hen this was knowne, 
the Emperor banifhed him 4/e+andria, wrote by fome mens procurement an Epiftle unto 
the people of Alexandria, ofunity and concord, and commanded that Peter fhonld be re- 
ftored unto the Bifhoprick,conditionally ifhe fub{cribed unto the Epiftle,and received into 
the communion fuch as held with Prorerins,

Alandio Bifhop of Axtisch,wrote unto Zeno the Emperor,and unto. Acaciys Bifhop

councell of Chalcedon at his being in Alexandria, Yet afterwards this Calandio was 
banifhed into Oafs for holding with I/es, Leo and Pamspreps againlt Zeno. Petey firnamed 
Crapheus,who was Bifhop of Antioch before Calandioand Steven, recovered his Bifhop- 
ricke againe, fabfcribed unto Zenas Epiltle of concord,and wrote fynodall letters unto Peter 
(Mogeus Bithop of edlexandria, -Acacins Bifhop of (onftantinople was after wards recon- 
ciled unto this Peter: Afartyrins likewife Bithop of Iernfalems wrote f ynodall letters unto 
him. Yet afterwards divers withdtew themfelves from Peters comtounion, and thereupon 
it fell out that Peter openly accurfed the Councell of Chalcedon, eAcacius Bifhop of Cox- 
feantinople hearing of this, was very forry., wrote unto divers of his friends for to under- 
ftand the truth : Peter being defirons to fatisfie them to the uttermoft, wrote backe againe 
to purge himfelfe that hee had committed no fich a@, yct Lome doe report that they knew 
certainly that Peter wrote ne fuch thing.

Of the things which Peter Bifbop of eAlexandria wrote unto Acacius, who 
maintained the Councek of Chalcedon, 


He aforefaid Peter being a wavering perfon,and a time-ferver, continued not long in 
one minde, but now accurfed the Councell of Chalcedox, and anone recanted him of 
~ his folly,approving in all points the fame Councel. Wherefore he wrote unto Acacine 
Bifhop of ( onftantinople in manner as followeth: The maft bigh God recompence your holje 
nelle for your great travell and carcfulneffe, who not onely your felfe many yeeres agoehave kepe 
the fatth of the boly fathers, but alfo confirmed the Same by continuall preaching and publike fer= 
mons. For the confirmation of which faith, we {ee that the Creede of the three hundred and tighs . 
teene holy fathers hath very well been framedsin it we were baptized, in st we have believed. and 
now doe believe : the which faith alfa was confirmed by aw hundred and fifty godly Bifbops oe the 
councel of Conf antinople Wherefore you leade all men continually as a guide : yop bring the holy 
Church of God into wnity : laft of all you per/wade us with invincible arguments that nothix 
was decreed in the moft holy ana general councell of Chalcedon prejudiciallunto thefe Canons of 
the fathers, but that {ach things as of old were eftablifhed by the holy fathers in the councell of 
RKice mere cofrmed in this councell with uniforme confent of all, We of our owne part fecing wee

am fure ts not ignorant how both people and Monks contend bere with us,who can brit devife any 
fondnovelty, they determined to fall againe from the Church, together with certaine other lewd 
perfons, and to draw the people after thens, Wherefore being holpen with your prayers, wee have 
devifedthefe letters as a (alve for this milchiefe, which derogate nothing at all from the councell 
of (halcedon,fully (atisfying our felves that there was no noveltie cftablifhed therein. This have 
wee done moreover, partly for to per[wade the fimpler fort of men; and partly allo for their fakes 
which remaine here with us, thar they may have [omewhat for themfelves to ftop the adverfaries 
mouth withall : and by tmploying in thu bebalfe our continuall travell and induftrie, wee have 
Supprefjed in fhort. (pace the furious difpofition of the people, I would have your holinefe yet to 
learne one thing more how the Monkes ceafe not at this houre to fow tares among the wheat bow 
they linked unto them certaine men which never livedin the Monafteries,as infiruments of their 
wicked pratlifes ; how they rogue about and [pread falfe rumours both Againft us and the quiet 
frate of Chrifis Church: how they fuffer us to doe nothing decently as the Canons of she holy and 
Catholike Church of Chriff doe require, but rather bring to paffe that the people will fooner con- 
trele us then be commanded of us, nay all their doing ts dete ftable in the ficht of God and man. I 
hope your holineffe will fignifie all the afore[aid unto our moft hely Lord the Emperor; aud brin

On who fled to Rome after Zeno bad depofed him, certified Felix the fucceffor of Simpli- 
Je in the Bifhopricke of Rome,of Peters doings : exhorted him (as Zachary writeth ) to 
“ fend e4cacius adeprivation, becaufe he had communicated with Peter : the which a& 
of Felix being contrary to the Canons of thé Church, Acacixs would not approve. The 
meflengers that brought this Epiftle unto e4caciuvs, were the painfull and vigilant Monkes, 
called Acoimete:, Zacharie is the author of the premifes, who as farre as Ican fee. knew 
nothing of the whole circumftance perfe@ly, but heard it only as it were over the fhoulder, 
and {o reported it. Wherefore I my felfe will now write the {tories as they were indeed. 
W hen Jobx had exhibited accufations and bills againtt Acaci#s unto Felix, that contrary un- 
to the Canons of the Church he had communicated with Peter, and of other haynous offen- 
ces which he had done againft the decrees of the Church : Felix fent Vitalius and Ai Gt, 
two Bifhops, unto the Emperor Zeno, partly to confirme with his authority the councell of 
Chalceden, partly alfo to depofe Peter of his Bifhopricke as an hereticke, and latt of all to 
fend e4cacis unto him for torender an account, and to purge him(elfe of fiach crimes'as 
John (of whona Wee made mention before) laid to his charge. |

and to corhmit every kinde of facriledge : that Peter was advanced unto the prieftly fiinctj- 
on not without good triall of his faith: that he fubfcribed with his owne hand, and appro- 
ved the faith of the three hundred and eighteene holy fathers in the councell of Nice,which 
faith was afterwards ratified by the councell of Chalcedon, Thefe were the words of Zeno = 


We would ave you allure your felfe that onr highneffe with moft holy Peter (mentioned before ) 


and all the Chriftian congregations, doe embrace and reverence the facred councell of ( hak edon, 
which councell 2 one in effect with the Nicene (reed, There are Epiftles to be feene among the 
atts of theaforefaid councell, partly of (yri/ (mentioned before) and partly of other go- 
vernours of the Monafteries of Conffantinople, and of the Bifhops and Clergie within the 
Province of Egypt, unto Felix Bilhop of Rome, againlt Peter as an hereticke, and againft all 
them that c6municated with him.As many of the vigilant Monks as came to Fe/ix,rebuked 
Mifinus and Vitalis, becaufe that untill their comming to Conftantinople, the name of Perer 
‘was fecretly ufed to be read in the holy catalogue, but fince that time continually unto this 
prefent houre Mifinus and Vitals communicated with Peter. The Epi(tle which the Bifhops 
of Egypt wrote, fi nified this much of Peter,and that Jobz was of the true faith,and confecrae 


_ ted according tothe Canons ofthe Church : that Peter was ordered onely by two Bifhops 


infected with the fame error with him,and that immediatly after the flight of Jobx,he left no 
punifhment unpractifed upon the true profeffors. All which circumftances are faid to have 
beene fignified unto Acacins,and that Acacins aided Peter in all whatfoever he went about, 


| CHap. XXI. 
How Symeon one of the vigilant Afonkes went to Rome, aceufed them that came from Rome 
to Conftantinople, that they had communicated with beretscks, 
and procured their deprivation, 


tHe aforefaid accufations were augmented at the report of Syseon one of the vigilant 
Monkes whom Cyri/had fent unto Felix, Fot AZifinus and Virals were reprehended 
of him becanfe they communicated with hereticks, {pecially feeing the name of Peter 
the hereticke was openly read in the holy catalogue 3 and that in {0 doing,many fimple men 
were {nared of the heretickes, who fticked not tobrag, that the Bifhop of Rome received 
Peter into the communion, Symeon faid moreoversthat when certaine queftions were asked, 
Mifiuus and his company would fiot conferre withthe true Catholikes, nor receive their 
Writings, neither exquifitely fift out fich things as were done to the prejudice of the true 
faith. Sylvanus the Prieft, who accompanicd Adifinns and Vitalisto Conftantinople, was 
brought forth, and he avouched that the Monkes allegations were true. They read more- 
over the Epiftle of efcacins, where he gave Simsplicivs to under{tand that Peter was lately 
depofed,and pronounced the child of darkeneffe, To be fhort, Adifinus and Vitalis were de- 
pofed of their dignities, and cut off from the holy and undefiled communion,and that by the 
cenfure of the whole afiembly, which pronounced of Peter as followeth: The Charch of 
Rome doth wot communicate with Peter the hereticke, who was lately condemned by the Apofto~ 
like fea, exconsmunicated the Church, and held for accurfed: although there were no other crime 
ro charge him withall, yet ts this of force fufficient, that hee cannot governe the fasthfull people of 
God, becanfe be was ordered of heretickes. In the fame decree this alfo was comprifed : Zt Ap- 
peared evidently thar Acacius Bifbop of Conftantinople was greatly to be blamed, becaufe thowugle 
he wrote wuto Simplicius, andeaHed Peter an hereticke, ‘yet hee would not make Zeno privie 
thereunto, wher as in very deed if he had borne good will unto Zeno, he foould have done it, But 
be defired rather to pleafe the Emperor then to provide for the faith, But let us returne to dif= 
courfe of the hiftory. There is extant an Epiftle of e4cacius unto the Bifhops of EF gypt, 
Priefts, Monks, and all the people, wherein he endeavoureth to bring fuch as raife {chifme 
and diffention to embrace peace and unity. Of the fame macter he wrote unto Peter,Bifhop 
of eAlexandrin.

¥ Hen the {chifme waxed hot, and the fedition grievous within the city of Aexan- 

dria, Peter perf{waded certaine Bifhops and Governors of Monafteries to commu- 
‘Ricate with him, There he condemned and accurfed the decrees of Lee,the eet

fany others he banifhed their Monafteries when hee could not allure them to his heretical] 
opinion, Wherefore DN ¢phatius tooke his voiage to Conft antinoplerevealed the whole un- 
to Zeno; who therefore was wonderfull forry, and fent thither Cofmas one of his guard for 
to threaten and rebuke Peter very fharply, partly fot contemning the Epiftle of Zeno in- 
titled of Concord, and partly alfo becanfe that through his rough dealing fo ereat a fedition 
was raifed. But when Cofmas could prevaile in nothing, fave only that the expulfed Monks 
were reftored by his meanes unto their Monafteries; backe againe he got him to the Empe- 
rour, Wherefore the Emperour the fecondtime fent e4r/enins Lieutenant of Egypt, and 
Captaine of the garrifon amongft them, who together with Nephatius went ttraight to 
eAlexandria,and intreated them to keepe the peace : but when hee could not obtaine his 
purpofe; hee fent fome ofthem to Con/fantinople, And though there was great reafoning 
in the prefence of Zeno about the Councell of (halcedon, yet was there nothing concluded, 
for that Zeno did not confent unto it.

of his naturall life; P bravitas was chofen to fucceed him in the Bifhopricke.He wrote 

letters of amity unto Peter, but Peter anfwered him againe, and enveyed bitterly a- 
gainft the Councell of Chalcedon, This Phranitas contimied Bifhop no longer then foure 
moneths but he died; and left Eaphemius to fucceed him, When Peter wrote anto him alfo 
letters ofamity,and Expbemins perceived that in them he accurfed the councel of (halcedox, 
he was all out of quiet, and would inno wife communicate with Peter, Both their Epiftles 
are extant, Phranitas unto Peter, and Peter unto Phranitas, the whichI will omit, becaufe 
they are long and tedious. When Euphemmius and Peter contended among themfelves, and 
while they purpofed to call fynods together one againft the other, it fell out that Peter de- 
parted 'this life, in whofe roome Arhanafins fucceeded, which labotired with all might to 
reconcile fuch as were at difcord and diffention ; but he could not prevaile, becaufe their 
minds were fo drawne into divers and different opinions. The fame e4thanafius wrote af- 
terwards letters of ainity-unto Paladins the fucceflor of Peter inthe Bifhoprick of Anrsoch, 
{pecially concerning the councell of Chalcedon. So did Johx the {ucceffor of Athanafius in 
the fea of Alexandria, Moreover when Pd#adius Bifhopjof e4ntioch had departed this life, 
Flavianus {ucceeded him, and fent Salomon Prielt of Astioch to Alexandria with letters of 
amity unto Joha, requiring an anfwer by the fame meffenger, After the deceafe of John,an- 
other John fucceeded him inthe Bifhopricke of Alexandria Thefe things continued in this 
fort the raigne of Anaftafius (for he depofed Eaphemins of his Bifhopricke) yet was I faine 
here to rehearfe them in order for the plainer deliverance and better underftanding of 
the ftory,

—W Exothrough the procurement of Z/zs difpatched out of the way e4rmarms the coufin 
of Berina the Emprefle, whom Bajili(cws fometime had made captaine againft him, 
yet he won him to his fide, made him in {teed of his enemy his companion,and created 

his fonne Bafilifcus (afar at Nice. Notwithftanding thefe great benefits, hee got him to 
Conftantinople,and conf{pired the death ofe4rmatus : his fonne Bafilifeus in Reed of Ca/ar 
he made Prieft, who afterwards was preferred to be Bifhop,

The death of {Theodorichus the Scythian, which tooke armour again/? ZENO 
\ Boutthattime Theodorichus a Scythian borne, prepared himfelfe to give Zeno the 
Emperour battell, raifed a wonderfull great army in 7hracia, and marched fore 
wards towards Conftantinople: hee deftroyed all the countrey before him unto the 
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entry of Pontus, and verily hehad taken Conftantinople, bad not fome of his deareft friends 
beenedifpleafed with him, and confpired how to bereave him of his life, He himfelfe be. 
ing given to underftand of the hatred that was borne unto him, gave backe,yet not long after 
he died,but what kinde of death I am now about to declare. There hung on high before his 
campe, after the Barbarian manner, a fpeare cleft in the end. Hee being defirous to revive 
his {pirits, and exercife his body, commanded they fhould bring hima horfe, In all the haft 
(as he was in otlier things altogether impatient) up he gets him ; the horfe being unbroken 
and fierce, pranced about, fet divers careers ere Theoderichus could fettle himfelfe in hig 
faddle, hee fanned the ayre with his forefeet, and Itood bolt upright on his hinder feet; 
fo that Theodorichus had much adoe to ftruggle withhim, yet durlt hee not pull the bridle, 
left hee fell upon him, neither was hee faft on his horfe, but was tofled to and fro, fo that 
the point of the {peare which hung over his head touchedhim, and at length ftucke inhis 
ribs, that hee was dangeroufly wounded ; wherereupon hee was conftrained to keepe his 
bed, and fhortly after died, 


Cuap, XXVI. 


How Martianus raifed bartell againf? Zeno, and what became 
of him in the end, 


Fter the death of Theodorichus, Afartianus the fonne of Anthensivs E mperor fome« 

A time of Rome, and allyed unto Leo the Emperor,rebelled again{t Zeno, Hee havin 
married Leontiathe younger daughter of Leo, fell to paactife tyranny, When they 
had fought in the palace, and many fallen on both (ides, (Martianus foiled his adverfaries, 
and had taken the palace, had hee not let flip the opportunity that was offered him, by 
pofting over his device to the next day : for occafion is flipperie, and being once paft, per- 
aps will not come againe ¢ being gone out of our hand, it fieth with the ayre; laugheth the 
purfuers to {corne, and bids fooles farewell. For he that will not when he inay, when hee 
will he fhall have nay, Poets and Painters,the fathers of glofies and vizards, ufe to portra® 
the forepart of the head with a buth of haire, andto leave hehind the bald {cull ; giving 
Us very wittily to underftand, that while occafion is before us, Wee may lay hold on her 
hayrielocke ; but being paft, there is no hold to be taken of her bald hinder part. Which 
verily happened unto Aartianus, who as hee refufed time when time was offered, fo 
afterwards could hee not get it to turne againe. For the day following hee was bea 
trayed of his ownefmen, left defolate, and conftrained to fie unto the Temple of the 
holy Apofiles : but being driven out thence, he removed to Cafarea in Cappadocia: and 
while he fought to hide himfelfe there among certaine Monkes, hee was taken and fent by 


the Emperor as farre as Thar/us in Cilicia, there {haven and made Prielt. Ex/fathins Syrus 
hath exquifitly difcourfed of thefe things, 


Cuar. XXVIT, 
The con/pirasy and tyranny of Uus and Leontius. ~ 


He aforefaid Euftathins doth write how Zeno confpired divers times the death of 
: Berina his wives mother, banifhed her into Cilicia, removed her thence aeaine into 
acaftle called Papirivm, where Ils played the tyrant, and there thee departed this 
life. Ex/tathirs handled very artificially the doings of ids, how hee efcaped the hands of 
Zeno, and how Zexo executed him whom he had {ent to difpatch the other, taking his head 
from off his fhoulders for failing of his purpofe. For to cloake his doings, hee made Tus 
captaine of his power and army in the Eaft, He acquainting himfelfe not onely with 
Leontius, but alfo with Varfus a worthy man, and with “Pampreps remained ftill in 
the aft. Againe, how Leontins was proclaimed Emperour at Thar/us in Cilicia: what 
end thefe tyrants enjoyed: how Theosorichss a Gotth of great honour among the Ree 
manes was made generall captaine, and fent again(t them with great power both of 
out owne men and of Barbarians ; how Zexo executed the poore wretches in recom= 
pence of the good will they bare unto him, ‘and the travel] they had taken in his affaires ¢ 
and how Theedcrichus underftanding of Z:nos malicious purpofe pretended againft him, 
got him to old Rome + the fame Euftathins hath excellently laid downe in writing for the

knowledge of the pofterity. Yet fome docreport that Theodorichas through tha procures 
ment of Zeno, overcame Odoacer, {o conquered Rome, and called himfelfe King. is

Of Mammianus and his doings, 


Obn Rhetor declareth that (Mammianus lived in the daies of Zeno, who though hee weré 
Teatty borne, yet came he to bea Senator : that he builded Antiphorsm in the fuburbs of 

Daphue,a place before time where vines did grow, being arable ground, over againft the 
publique bath where there {tands a brazen picture with this infcription, Vammianus lover 
of the City. The {ame John» writeth how hee builded inthe City two princely gates very 
gorgeous, both for the magificencie of the building,and curious work manfhip of the (tone: 
how he erected Tetrapy/on as adiftance or feperation of both the gates artificially fet up 
with brazen pillars, Wee our felves have feene thefe gates retaining as yet not onely the 
name,but alfo reliques of the ancient beauty ,1n that there are now {tones there which were 
carried thither out of the Ifle Proconne/us, wherewith the floore is paved, As for the buil- 
ding it felfe, it is nothing as it was. For of the old {tone there is new building made,yet fet- 
ting forth in no point the ancient erection.As for Z etrapylon builded by MVammiann there 
ftands not a foot of it to be {eene. 


Cuar. XXIX. 
The death of Zeno the Emperour, and the creation of Anattafius, 


Hen Zeno without iffue had departed this life of the falling ficknefle in the fea 
VV scitcenst yeere of his raigne: Loncinus his brother raifed great power, was in 
good hope of abtaining the Empire, yet miffed ot his purpofe. For «raadne 
tooke the Imperiall Scepter and crowned therewith e duaftafivs, \: ho as yet was not mace 
Senator; but only enrolled in the {choole of fuch as were ¢alled Slentiar it. & ftathivs more- 
over remembreth that from the raigne of ‘soe/etian unto the death of Zee, and the creatt- 


on of Anaffafivs, there were two hundred and feven yeeres ; fromthe Impirc of dugu/Pus 
who raigned alone, five hundred thirty two yeeres and feven moneths : fom the raigne of 


Alexander Magnus King of Macedonsa,cight hundred thirty two yeeres and feven months: 
from the building of Rome and the kingdome of Romu/us one thoufand fifty two yeeres and 
{even moneths : from the deftruétion of Trey; one thoufand fix hundred eighty fix yeeres, 
This Anaftafivs was borne in Epidamnum, now called Dyrrachiem, he tooke not onely the 
Imperiall Scepter after Zeno, but alfo Ariadne his wife : and firlt of all hee fent into the 
countrey Lenginus the brother of Zeno, who executed the office anciently called Prefident 
of the Courtiers ; andto divers others of Z/auria which reque(ted the fame,he gave leave to 
depart unto their owne home. 


CHap. XXX. 


How Anattafius the Emperor wouldin no wife alter any thing of the Ecclefafticall pate, but 
perfecnted and banifhed [uch as difturbed the quiet fiate of the Church, 
and fought to thrujt in novelties, 


| Naftafies was a great maintainer of peaceand tranquility, he would have nothing al- 

tered either touching the regiment of the common-weale, or the government of the 

Ecclefiafticall affaires : nay, endeavoured with all meanes poffible thar the moft holy 
Churches fhould be void of tumults and diffention, and that all his fubjeéts fhould enjoy 
peace and quietneffe, ridding as well Clergie as Laytie from all difcord and diffention. As 
touching the Councell of ( balcedon, it was then neither openly preached in the moft holy 
Churches, neither generally rejected, For every governour of the feverall congregations 
did therein as it feemed good unto himfelfe. And as fome maintained earneftly the Canons 
of that councell, not adm tting the change of one fillable, bue rather avoided the company 
of fuch as rejected the fame, and refiufed to communicate with thein ; fo other fome not 
onely condemned that Councell, withthe decrees thereof,but alfo accurfed it with Leos des 
termination of the faith, Some other cleaved wholly unto Zenes Epiltle of vnity, yea when 
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they were at bitter contention amongft themfelves, whether there was one or two na- 
tures in Chrift. Some of them were deceived in the very joyning of the letters together; 


fome others were rather difpofed to reconciliation and maintenance of peace, infomuch 
that all the Churches were divided into fundry factions, and the Bifhops themfelves 


tefufed to communicate one with the other. So that there arofe therof great adoe in 


the Ealt, Welt, and Lybia, while the Bifhops of the Eaft would communicate neij« 
ther with the Wefterne Bifhops, neither with the Bithops of Lyéia; neither among them= 
{elves, but fell every day to exceed more then other in malicious centention. For the 
Bifhops of the Eaft would not be reconciled among themfelves,neither would the Bifhops 
of Europe, neither of Lybia be at one either with themfelves or with forreiners. Where-= 
fore e4naftafius the Emperor underftanding of this hurlibutly, depofed all the anthors of 
novelties, and all fuch as contrary to the cuftome of the place either preached the Councell 
of Chalcedon, or accurfed the fame ; and firlt hee banithed Exphemius out of Conftantinople, 
after him Zacedonins whom Timothie fucceeded ; and befides thefe he drave Flavianns 
out of edutioch. nie is Sudha. 


Cuar. XXXI, 


How the (Vonkes of Paleftina wrote unto Alcifon of 
Xenaias the Afonke and others. 


fort as followeth : When Peter had departed this life, Alexandria,E Lypt ana Lybia were 
at variance among them{elves, and other countries of the Eaft contended within them 
Selves : for the Weft Churches would inno wile communicate with them [ave upon this condition, 
that they would aceurfe Neftorius,Eutyches,Diofeorus, Peter, /irnamed M. ogeus,end Acacius, 
Wherefore feeing the Churches throughout the world were at this point,the fovourers of Diofco-= 
rus and Eutyches were brought to a narrow ftraight.e4nd now being as it were every one rooted 
and weeded from off the face of the earth,one Xenalas after the Et ywaologte of his name far eftran= 
£04 from God, wee know not what wicked fiend had bewitched bis minde, er what malice he owed 
vnto Flavianus, under cloake of religion, (as réport gocth ) made an infarrettion againft him, 
and charged him with the herefie of Neftorius. When hee had accurfed Neftorius with his here« 
tical opinion, hee left him and turned to Diofcorus;and Theodorus,and Theodoritus,and Ibas, 
and Cytus,and Eutherius.and John,and to others,we wor nor who,neither out of what comntrey s 
of which number (ome in very deed were Neftorians, (ome others to avoid the ftefpition of that hee 
vefte aceurfed Neltorius,and returned unto the Church. Untleffe thou accurfe (aid Xenaias) all 
thofe which favor of Neftorius filthy finke of hereticall dottrine, thou thy felfe fhalt feeme to be of 
Neftorius opinion, although thou accurle both him and his dofrine. yea a thonfand times, Tha 
fame Xenaias moreover dealt by letters both with the complices of Diolcorus; and the favourers 
of Eutyches,per/wading them to hold with him againft Flavianus,not that they fhould accurfe the 
Councell, but onely the perfons above mamed. After Ylavianus the Bifhop had withftool thems a 
long while, and faw that others held with Xenaias againjt him; namely ¥ leufinus Bifbop of fowse 
city or other within ( appadocia the leffe, Nicias Bifhop of Lacdiceain Syria,with ethers of other 
countries (whofe accufations. proceeding of abje& mindes wee will paffe over with filence, and 
give others leave to report them) at length percerving they would be pacified, if the afore(aid 
perfons were accarfed,he yeelded unto them, And after he had condemned thofe men,with his owne 
hand, he wrote unto the E mperor,for thee mex had (et hins up agatnft Plavianus,asif he bad beer 
patron of Neftorius herefie, DQReither was Xenaias [atisfied with this bue againe required 
Flavianus to condemne both the councell and {ach as affirmed there were two natares in Chriff, 
the one humane, the other divine, who for refufing todoe this, ts charged afresh with Neftorins 
opinson, Laft of all, after much adoe, when the P atriarch had pxblifoed a forme of faith, 
wherein hee had unfainedly given to vaderftand, thatthe cotincell as touching the deprivation of 
Neftorius ad Eutyches, was to be approved, but not for their decree of the faith and dotlrine : 
they threaten to take him in band Againe; as one that feeretly favoured of Neftorius, #ule(fe 
hee would accurfe both the councell it felfe, and them that affirmed there were two natures 
12 Chrift, one divine, the other humane, (Moreover with flattery and fallacies they allared the 
dfanriaps to their fide, aud patchea bogether a forme of faith, wherein they accurfed both the 
a ae 3 Conncell, 


Tt Monks of Paleftina wrote unto Alcifon touching ALactdonius 8 Flavianus in {uch 
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Councell, and (ach as affirmed there were two natures in Chrift : in the end they aivided rhe. 
felves from Flavianus avd Macedonitis, and joyned with them whohad {ubfcribed unto that pat 
ched faith, In the meane fpace they requefted the Bifhop of Terufalews to lay downe his faith 
in writing, the which he did, ana fent it by the fattion of Diolcorus anto the Emperour; 
This faith at length with fhame enough they brought forth, accerfing (uch as [aid there 
were two natures in Chrift, But the Bifhop of Ierufalems charging them that they had cor= 
rupted hy faith, wrote another, wherein there was no uch accurfe. eAnd no warvell at 
all: for they have corrupted oftentsmes the bookes and writings of the holy Fathers, by 
changing their titles and infcriptions, and fathering many of the workes of Apollinarius 
the hereticke #pox Athanafius, Grégorie the renowned, and Julius, fnaring many of the 
Simple people with the(e their wiles and [ubtilties in their heretical opinions, They craved 
alfo of Macedonius that they might fee his belicfe in writing, who protefted that hee only 
allowed the faith publifhed of old at Nice by three hundred and eighteene holy Fathers, 
and afterwards ratified at Conftantinople , accurfing Neftorius , Eutyches, with fuch as 
faid there were two Sonnes, or two (hrifts, or divided the natures: yet fpake hee not a 
word of the Ephefine Councel, which depofed Neftorius, neither of the (1 halcedon Councel, 
which deprived Eutyches. wherefore the Menkes of Conftantinople were wonderfully mo. 
ved with this, and divided themfelves from Macedonius. el thu while Xenaias and 
Diofcorus having linked unto their fide many other Bifbops; behaved themfelves intole- 
rably towards (ach as would not accurfe whom they would have accurfed, infomuch that 
they procured divers, becanfe they would not yeeld unto them, to be banifhed, Thus they 
made Macedonius, John Bifbop of Platum, and Flavianus to leave the cawntrey. So farre 
of the Monkes letters.

mgt He things which fecretly vexed the minde of Anaftafivs, were farre otherwife, For 
when Ariadse purpofed to prefent e4sastafive with the Imperiall robe, Eaphemsins 
the Bifhop would in no wife confent to his coronation, untill that dna/*a/ims delive- 
ted him his hand writing confirmed with an oath, wherein he plainly declared ifhee were 
Emperor he would maintaine the true faith,and bring no noveltie into the Church of God 
which hand-writing he gave AZacedonius the treafurer to keepe. Exphensins did this becaufe 
Anaftafius was fufpected to bea Manichee, When Macedonias was advanced to the reve- 
rend office of Prie{t-hood, Asaftafins called for his hand-writing: It is (faith he) a great dif- 
credit unto our {cepter,that our hand fhould be kept to teftifie againft us, or that wee fhould 
be tied to penand paper. But Afacedonins denied him very {toutly, and affirmed plainly it 
fhould never be faid of him.that he betrayed the faith: thertore 4uaffajias the Emperor de- 
vifed how to worke him mifchiefe, to the end he’ might colourably depofe him, At length 
there came forth young men, flandering both themfelves and Macedonius alfo with falfe ac- 
cufations.But he being kno wne to have wanted the member of generation,they turne them- 
{elves to other fubtilties : neicher refted they uatillat length through the fetches of Celer 
Captaine of the courtiers,they had privily wrought his deprivation, There enfued after this 
confpiracy againft F/avianus, other troublefome bufinefic. For we our {elves have learned 
of old men, who remembred very well fuch adventures as befell unto Flavianus, how the 
Monks of Cynegica which inhabited the chiefeft countrey of Syria, being perfwaded by Xe- 
#aias Bifhop of Hierapolss pages upon Antioch,and firnamed after the Grecians Philox- 
enus, made an infurrection, came all upona head to Antioch, purpofing to force F lavianws, 
both to accurfe the Councell of Chalcedon, and Leos decree of the faith, When F lavianus 
tooke the matter very grievoufly, and the Monks urged him with violence, the cituzens by 
reafon of that great he and fedition, made fucha flanghter of the Monkes; that many of 
them, nay, an infinit number,in (teed of quiet earth and till grave,were buried in the {wift 
waves of the river Orontes, There happened another thing that was nolefe lamentable then 
the former. The Monkes which inhabited Calofyria, now called Syria Minor, bearing 
Singular good will and affection unto F/avianus, who fometime led a Monafticall life ih 
the Abbey of Téhwoginns, cameinall thehafeto eAuriech for to ait F lavianis, ee 
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there enfued thereof great: mifchiefe, Wherefore Flaviaius, whetket it were for the 
former (laughter, or: the latter calamity, or peradventure for both, -was-banifhed the Pro- 
vince, and enjoyned to inhabite the craggie defarts in the furtheR part of Pale/fina,

pk Rotiach ec now,that is,the time I penned this hiftory, the fixe hundred and forty firlt yeére, 


ap heretique. This. Severus was borne in Soxepolsacity of P ifidia: before they made him Bithop,he plea. 
ded Law at Berytns. Butas foone as hee was’ baptized in the Church of Leontins the hol 
Martyr, whom Tripol/ss a city lying onthe fea-coalt of Phenicia doth honour; hee tranflated 
his ftudy from Law tanto monatticall life, the which heled ina Monaftery ying inthe mid 
between Gazaand A¢ajamsa,where Peter the Iberian, Bifhop fometime of Gaza, and the 
companion of Ttmotheus e-Llurus, bothin {nftaining of banifhment, and fabftance of do. 
ctrine, was much {poken ef. Furthermore,Severas (of whom I purpofeto intreat) ‘con- 
ferring with Dcphalis (who fometime was of one religion with him, to wit, thatthere 
Was one nature in Chrift, . yet afterwards held with the councell of Chalcedon, and fuch as 
faid there were two natures in our LordChrift Iefus )was expulfed theMonaftery by Nepha- 
4iws-and his complices, together with many others of his opinion, Thencehe Went {traighe 
to Conftantinople, both for himfelfe,and in the name of all the ret that were expelled with 
him, and fo became acquainted with the Emperor Anaftafias, as it is reported by him that 
Wrote Severus life, Wherefore he wrote lettérs tinto the patrons of his opinion, of their 
mucuall love and 4greeinent, where by naine he condemneth the counicel of Chalcedon This 
Which I fpeake of, is laid downe by the Monkes in their Epiftle unto Atcifon, The Epiftle 
i which Timothy now Bifbop of Conftantinople, wrote untothe Monkes here in Paleftina of mu 
‘The Monks of buall love and agreement was received: but the de rivation of Macedontus and Flavianys 
4 Paleftinaunto - af . f als, Pee : Ppa tag 
Alcifon. Lether with the letters of Severus, were rejected, eAl{o the melfengers that brought the lettérs, 
were (as they deferved) contumelioufly intreated, (for the Citizen and Morkes confpired their 
deaths ) that they were faine to runme away for to fave their lives,, Andthus it went with is in 
Paleftina, But of the Provinces of Antroch,they were partly Jed smto error with others namel, 
Martinus, Bifbop of Berytus, ana partly conftrained to (ab/cribe unto Severus letters of Mutt 
all love and agreement, which accurfed not only the ( ouncell, but allo whofoever Affirmed there 
were two natures-in Chrift, the one divine, the other humane, Bat fach as were compelled ta 
Sive their confent, repented them afterwards, andreturned uso the Charch.namely the Bifbops 
throughous the Province of Apamia, There were other [ome that would in no wife agree, of 
which number Julianus Bifbop of Boftra was [aid to be, Epi phanius Bishop of Tyras, with other 
Biftops. The Ifaurians after repentance condemned their former error and folly, andacccurfed 
Severus with all that favoured him, Other B whops and Priefts within Severys jurifdittion, 
Sorfooke their Churches, namely Julianus Bifbop of Boftra, Peter Bifbop of Daméafcus, whe 
live here withus : Mamas alfo with one of the two Diofcorians, who affirmed there were two 
watures from the beginning, whofe wilfull frowardueffe made Severus whether hee would or uo 
to condemne them. After a few lines : The Monafteries both here and at Lerufalem (God be 
praifed for it) doe hold with the right faith, even fo doe many cities and Bifhops, For all 
shich, and for our elves, vouch/afe molt holy Lord, and our right honowrable farher, 10 pray 
shat we Sak not into temptation, -

How Cofmas and Severianus, two Bifgops within the Previnee of wAntioch, 
Sent Severus their Archbifvop a deprivation, | 


Nfomuch the aforefaid lettets make mention how the Province of Apamia fell ftom 
Severs snow we thought good to Jay down a certain hiftory delivered tinto us by our el- 

© ders, which w¢ found no where recorded. Co/rs.2¢ Bifhop of our Epiphaniaupon the river 
OAS SOE ie Mea ale artes hd * Orontes, 
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Orentes, and Severtanus Bilhop of «4rethufa-a bordering city, being very much offeride re 


with Severus letters of mutuall love and agreement, firft, of all divided themfel ves from his 
communion, next fentunto hima Libell of deprivation, although he governed the Bith op- 
ricke of Antioch, delivering it unto Aurelianus chiefe Deacon of Epiphania, who becaufe 
he feared Severs, and reverenced the authority of fo worthy a Bifhopricke, at his farft 
comming to Arntioch arrayed himfelfe in womansattire, andfo gothim to Severus: he be- 
haved himfelfe fo fofily and fo effeminately, that they teoke him to be a woman indeed - 
he muffled himfelfe, and pulled the veile over his head as farreas his breaft ; hee whined 
witha fhrill and pitifull voice; he Gghed deeply : he crooched like a poore futer : and as 
Severus pafled by, hee reached into his hand the bill of deprivation : when hee had fo 
done, he privily conve yed himfelfe away from the traine that followed Severus,and fo was 
out of their reach ere Severs could learne what was contained in the Libell. But Severn 
though he received the Libell, and perceived what they had written therein, continued ne- 
vertheleffe in his Bifhopricke unto the death of Avaffafiws the Emperor. When Ana/lafine 
underftood of the circumftances which happened unto Severus (I cannot chufe but record 
" in this place the good nature and clemency of e4uaftafius) he charged Affaticus Lieutenant 
of Libec{a in Phenicéa to remove Cofmas and Seversanus from their Bifhopricks, becanfe 
they fent vnto Severus the Libell of deprivation, After his comming into the Eaft, and per= 
ceiving how that many were of Seversanus and ( e/mas opinion,and that they defended their 
cities manfully.he wrote backe unto Anaffa/ims that there was no difplacing of them with- 
out laughter and blood-fhed. Wherefore there was fo much mercy and pity in the mind of 
eAnaftafins, that he fignified unto Afraticus in plaine words, hee would have no enterprife 
taken in hand, were it never fo noble or fo worthy, if it did coft him as much as onc drop of 
blood. In this (tate were the Eccefialticall affaires during the raigne of Axaftafizs, whom 
fome men have blotted out of the facred catalogue as enemy unto the Councell of Chalce= 
dou, for at Ierufalem hee was accurfed. 


CHuar. XXXV. 
The foile and overthrow of the Ipakrian tyrants, 

ry Eradventure we fhall not otherwife chufe but performe that which we promifed be- 
De , 1£ wee annexe unto the aforefaid hiftory other famous acts that were done in the 
daies of e-4naftafins, Longinus the brother of Zeno, after his comming (as I faid be- 
fore) into his native foile, made preparation to proclaime open wars again{t the Emperor s 
gathered great power fromevery place together with the J/asrians, and he himfelfe being 
an I/aurian, marched forwards to battell. There came to aid him the Bifhop of Apamia in 
Syria, Shortly after the warre was ended, partly becaufe the I/aurians which fought with 
Longinus were foiled every one,and partly alfo becaufe the heads of Lowginus and T heodorns 
were fent of John the Scythian to Conftantinople, and there by the commandement of 
the Emperour ftickt up on poles beyond the water, over againlt Conftantinople, in a 
place called Syce. It was a goodly fight unto the citizens of Conftantinople, for. Zeno 
and the //2u»ians had grievoufly vexed them divers times before. A fecond Longinas fir- 
named Selinuncizs one of the chiefe rebels,and Indus were fent alive by John firnamed Cyr- 
tus, unto Anaftafias the Emperor, which made both the Emperor and the citizens of Con- 
fantinople marvellous glad : for Lenginus and Indus were tied with yron chaines about 
their necks and wrifts oftheir hands, led throughout the {treets and about their ftage and 
theater, as the guife is intriumphs. Immediatly upon that, the J/asriax tribute which 
mounted to five thoufand pound, and was yeerely paid unto the Barbarians, thenceforth 

was brought unto the Emperours treafuric, 


CHuap., XXXVI. 


Of the Barbarians called Scenera,how they rebelled,yet afterwards joysea 
in keague with the Romanes. 


Cenete, Barbarians fo called, becaufe of their dwelling in tenes and tabernacles, 
were fo puffed up with pride that they tooke armour againit the Empire of Rome,yct 
to their greac hurt apd damage : they deftroyed JZé/opotamra, both P sian and 
nein ‘aa i Aleftinae’ 
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Palaftina, In the end they were fo placued’of ‘the Captaines and Lieutenants throughout 
every Province, that thenceforth they cryed truce, and joyned ia league withthe Romanes, 


CHuap. XXXVIL 
The befieging of eAmida, and building of Daras, 


"Tw Perfians moreover breaking their league,and pafling beyond their proper bounds, 
were led by Cabades their King into Armenia: they overcame the countrey : they 
™ tooke Theodofiopolis, andcame to Amida a {trong city in Aefopotamia, and befieged 
ity the which was afterwards recovered by the Emperor of Rome, not without great paine 
and trouble, Ifany be difpofed to know exquifitely all the circumftances thereof, and as 
commonly we fay to have all at his fingers ends, let himreade &uftathiws, where the whole 
islaid downe in writing with great skill and diligence : who when he had continued the 
hiftory unto thetwelfth yeere of Anaffafims raigne, and the time which our pen doth now 
profecute, he knit up his ftory, and departed this life. When this battell was ended, 
eAnaftafivs made of a wilde countrey a civill towne, ina place of MMcfopotamia called 
Daras, \ying in the furtheft parts of the Remane Dominions, as a bound betweene 
one countrey and another: walled it very ftrongly about : erected goodly and got= 
gcous buildings : founded holy Churches, princely towers, publique bathes, with divers 
other fuch monuments wherewith cities are fet forth and adorned. The report goeth that 
the place was called Daras, becaufe Darius was there overcome by Alexandr King of 
(Macedonia, the fonne of Philip. 


Cn AP eR VLE 
Of the place called the Long wall, builded by AnaftaGius, 


the Long wall, fituated in a goodly foile, from Conftantinople at the furthet two 

hundred and fourefcore furlongs, the Sea cornpaffeth either of them about foure 
hundred and twenty furlongs, in breadth much like a narrow Sea, and maketh of the 
City an Mand, being all in manner invironed with water : it tranfporteth with great 


{peed fuch as faile from Pontus to Propontis, andthe Thracian Seas lat of all it repel- 


T Heaforefaid Emperor made a noble and a princely piece of worke in Tbracia, called 


eth fuch Barbarians as make inrodes out of the Sea Evxinum, Colches, and the fenne of 


(Meotis, and out of the defarts beyond the hill (‘aneafis, and out of Exrope. 


Cuarp. XXXIX, 


Of Chryfargyrum the tribute for bandrie, which Anaftatus 
the Emperour tooke away, 


taking away the tribute Chry/argyrum, which is to be recorded of us to the 
knowledge of the poftenity in time to come, And to {peake thereof fufficient 

ly, wee have neede of Thacidides tongue, or fome other more eloquent and copious, 
yet F will difcourfe thereof, being not fo much encouraged with my fimple ftile and 
flendet words, as withthe noble minde of the author, and the worthinefle of the act. 
There was a wicked tribute, odious to God and man, unfeemely-among the Barbarians 
themfelves, and no lefle abhominable to be {poken of among Chriltians throughout the Ro- 
meane Dominions, fet and demanded of the. ample and renowned common weale of Rome, 
not {poken of vnto the tine of Anaftafius, anid why fo Iam not able to declare, the which 
his noble and vertuous mind tooke away, not without the great commendation of all the 
people under heaven, This tribute was fet (omitting divers forts of people) upon fachas 
lived by filthy lucre and gaine upon naughtipackes, which made faile of thamefaftnefle, 
haunted brothelhoufes, and proftrated themfelves in blindé ‘corners of the Citie : to 
be {hort, upon all fiich as were not atharmed to commit whoredome, who. injured na- 
ture not a litele,-and:brought the common weale to great reproach and infamy, capaci 
that 


See is befides another worthy act, or rather divine, done of this Emperour in 
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that the filthy gaine gotten thereby allured thereunto fuch as: burned with brutith luftand 
concupifcence, no otherwife then alaw or proclamation. Againe, the gatherers of this im- 
pious and abhominable tribute accruing by reafon of fuch hainous offences/brought it every 
fourth yeere unto the chiefe Magiftrate, fo that it was thought to be one of the chiéfelt tri- 
butes that belonged unto the crown, and laid it up in the Gardiviance or ptivie coffers. The 
ceafers were not of the fimpleft fort and meaneft perfons,neither the office numbred among 
the bafeft in the common weale, Azaftafius underftanding the whole, made the Senate pri- 
vie thereunto, told them what an haynons and an horrible act it was, commanded it (hould 
nite betakenaway, and burned the roles which directed them unto the céafed ard taxed 
pols. Furthermore when he purpofed with himfelfe to offer facrifice unto God in rooting 
out that filth and abhomination, to the end it might be unpoffible for any after him to re. 
‘ vive thofe olddregs of Lecherie : he fained himfelfe to be in a great agony, accufed himfelfe 
of rafh dealing, and meere madnefle, faying he was too vaine-glorious, and by that meanés 
weighed not the utility and profit of the commonweale,in that he had taken away both foo- 
lifhly and without advifement,fo large a tribute, begun fo many yeeres agoe, and continued 
fo long atime, not forefeeing thé difcommodities that enfied by reafon of the want there- 
of, nor the charges for maintenance of {ouldiers,who are as the walls of the comon-weale : 
nor of thofe which of the liberality arifing thence, were maintained in the fervice of God. 
Laft of all, making no man of his counfell, hee proclaimed that his will was, the tribute 
fhould be wholly reftored againe : therefore he called unto him the old receivers, hee told 
them that he was forry forthe burning of the records, that he knew not what to doe, how 
to excufe his folly, neither what to devife, feeing their regifteries were confumed to afhes, 
When as they unfainedly and from the very heart bewailed their loffe, and the want of the 
ill gotten goods w} ich camethereby into their hands, and told him plainly it was in man- 
ner unpoffible to reftore the tribute againe ; hee requefted them to doe all their indeavour, 
and to fearch if haply they might finde omong all the records, that were in any place pre- 
ferved, the order of demancing thetaxe and tribute. Wherefore he fent unto every one of 
them his charges for fearching the countries and records, and commandedthat every deed 
or fcrole which made mention thereof, wherefoever it were found, fhould be brought unte 
him, to the end this taxe might be reitored againe in fuch good order that it could never fall 
afterwards into decay, Shortly atter when thefe meflengers of truft brought tidings what 
they had found, e4naffafivs:was wonderfull glad, and feemed to tickle at the heart for 
Joy: he rejoyced indeed becaufe now hee had brought about that which troubled him fo 
much, What (faith hee unto them) have yee found any records ? Where found yee them? 
Be they to any purpofe? Doe yee thinke there are any where any more lett behind? They 
anf{wered that their travell had beene great, that they rode about day and night, that rhey 
had fearched bothtowne and countrey, and {wore by the lite of the Emperour, that there 
- was not left in alltheEmpire of Rome, not as much as a patch of any {crole that was not 
brought unto him. Then the Emperor commanded a pile to be made, all the papers,regifters, 
records, bills, and bawdy notes to be fet thereon,and burried'to afhes. “When the fire had 
done his part, hee gave commandement they {hould throw water upon theafhes, either 
quite to drowne them, orto ctive them away with the ftreame, purpofing fully by this 
meanes for ever to tread under foote the fcroles of the bawdy tribute, that neither fparkk, 
neither afhes,neither letter,neither any memoriall fhould remaine after the firing of the res 
cords, But while wee commend Anaftafivs fo highly for banifhing this ‘fhamefull tri« 
bute, Jeft wee feeme ignorant what diversirien of old being wedded to theit owne affedi- 
onshavereported of him, wee thought good. heere to lay downe their {ayings, and con- 
vince them with their owne words. |

what Zofimus wrote of Chryfargyfum the fbemefull tribateand 
of Conftantine the Emperour,’° : 
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vice of Pagans, being incenfed againft Conftantinesbevaute hie was the firtt Emperour 
7“ which forfooke the deteftable Idolatry of the Gentilés,and inibraced Chriftian retis 
ons reporteth that the eribuce Chry/argyrwm Was firlt devifed by him,and that he saptt 
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fhould be paid every fourth yeere, Withinfinite otherflanders; hee goeth about to defame 
the godly and noble Emperour ‘Conffautine, For he faid, that he devifed mifchiefes againft 
all forts of men,.of what degree or calling fo ever they were that he flew his fone 
Crifpxs very lamentably ; that he difpatched his wife Fau/ta, by fhutting her up ina 
boyling baths that when hee would have had his Priefts to purge him by facrifice of 
thefe horrible murthers, and could not have his purpofe, (for they had anfwered plain~ 
ly, it lay not intheir power to cleanfe him) hee lighted by chance uponan Egyptian Which 
came out of Iberia, and being perfwaded by him thar the Chriftian faith was of force 
to.Wipe away every (inne were it never fo haynous, he embraced willingly all what. 
{oever the Egyptian told him, , Lat of all, that he forfaking his countrey religion, cleaved 
‘unto impiety,. as this lewd varlet reporteth, But that all thefe reports be no’other 
then lies and (landers, I will immediatly declare: and fo much be {poken in the meane 
while of Chryfargyrum. 


CHAP. ONLI ‘ 
etn invettive againft Zofimus the Erhnicke, for reviling of Conftantine, aud 
railing at the Chriftrans. 


Br? Hon fayelt (O wicked fpirit and Fiend of Hell) that Conftantine purpofing to 
build a Citty comparable to Rome, laid the foundation of an ample and worth 
City, firt in the countrey of Trey, and palace of Priavens > bit after the ftohes 
were laid, and the wail erected on high, to have perceived that Byxantium was a coods 
lier foile for his purpofe, to have invironed it with a wall, to have enlarged the old 
and ancient City, to have adorned it with goodly and gorgeons building, thateit fees 
med not much infertour to Rome, which grew by little and little for the fj pace and 
continuance of many yeeres to that perfection thee is at: Thou fayelt_ moreover that 
he gave to the citizens of Byxantiwm a meafure of graine : that fuch as departed thig 
world at Byzantium left him great fummes of gold for to build and ereé& his palaces, 
Againe thou reporteft (i will ufe thine owne words ) that the Imperiall Scepter befell tins 
to. Conflantiws after the death of Conftantinehis father; and the deceafe of his brethren 3 
that. Confiantias (at what time Magnentius and Bretannion rebelled) endeavoured to per= 
{wade Bretannion to fhake offarmor : that when both armies joyned together, he made an 
oration, and put them in remembrance of the libérality and bountifulneffe of his father tox’ 
wards them, under whofe banner they had foyled many an-hoft; and received of him larce 
rewards : that the fouldiers immediately atter the heating of his ération; tooke away the 
princely robe from Bretanuson,and led himlikea private man unto Confiantius, whol though 
thou revile(t him with his father) did him no hurt at all. How it can be that {o liberall and 
bountifull a prince could be fo. great a karle and pinch peny, as to raife of his fubje@s % 
Wicked atribute,I cannot fee, That he murthered neither Fasfa nor Crifpaus; neither was 
inftructed in the myfteries of our Chriftian religion by any E gyptean at all, heare Lbefeech 
thee what Exfebsus Grnamed.P ampbilas, who lived the fame time; both with ( onfauitue 
and Crifpas.and had great familiarity with them,wrote of that matter-As for thy felfe,thouw 
writet fuch things as thou never heardft of, and are farre from being true, for thou wrotef 
long.after,to wit.in the time of Arcadissiarid Honorivs,or after their raigne, €ufebivsinthe 
Sight booke of his Ecclefiatticall hiftory writeth in this fore: Not long after,Conftantius the 
Emperor paffing all other throughout bu lifetime in clemencyand goodnelfe towards his fubjetis, 
Singular ly affettedtowards Gods Word,ended atcording unto the law of nature the common rice of 
his mortal life leaving behind him hw natural onne Conftantine: Emperar and Cefarto fripaly 
hisroome, Alittle after, Has fonne Conftantine being proclaimed fall Emperour and ( afar, b 
the army, and long before by God himfelfe the waiverfall K ing, became a follower of hes fathers 
piety in Chriftianreligion. And about the latter end ofthis.fory he writheththus : Conftane 
tine the mighty and puil[ant Emperor being renowned for everynare vertue and godlineffe, togte 
ther with hts fonne Crifpus the mol? godly Emperor,like unto bis father in all things, [ubdued the 
Eaft parts of theworld. No doubt,En{ebies wholived after Gonftantink, would not {ohighly 
have.commered (7#/p4s shad, be been {laine ofhis father Againe, TZheodorites writeth low 
Cauftancine about hislatter-end.was baptizedat Nicomedia,and that'thetefore he.deferred it 


- Antoshatrime,becaufe-he had a great, defire.to be baptized.in Jordans Bucthou mokavicked 
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Zofimus reportelt, that fince Chriftian religion was publifhed througout the world the ftate 
of the Romdue Empire decayed and came to nought,the which proceeds from thee either of 
ignorance,that thou halt not read over the ancient writers,or of malice, Forthe contrary A 
foone proved,that the Empire of Rome increafed together with our faith, Remember J be. 
feech thee, how about the time of the incarnation of our Saviour Chrift Ie/us, many of the 
( Macedonians were by the Romanes fubdued : Albania, Iberia, Colcht, andthe Arabians : 
moreover the Frenchmen, the Germanes, the Britraines, in the 1 23. Olinspiad after Caius 
Cafar had overcome them with great and grievous battells, and made the five hundred ci- 
ties which they inhabited, tributaries (as Hiftoriographers doe write) unto the Empire of 
Rome. This Caixs was the firft which after the Con/#ls governed the Empire alone: hee 
made the way fure for the fetting up of the gloriotis AZonarehy, and in {teed of the popular 
and common regiment,brought intothe world that kind ofraigne.No doubt it came to pafle 
through the providence of God, becaufe that the Afonarchy of (hrift was fhortly after to 
talie place. All Judea befides,and the bordering countries were annexed unto the Empire of 
Rome:fo that the firft taxing where (bri? alfo was to be taxed,then firft began,and Berhlecus 
like wife laid before their eyes, how that which of old was prophecied of her,was then ful- 
filled, For thus hadthe Prophet Aficheas toretold of her : And thon Bethleems Inda; art not 
the leaft among the Princes of Inda, for out of thee there foal come unto mee the Captaine that 
fall governe my people Ifrael. \When Chrift our God was borne into the world, Egypt was 
joyned unto the Empire of Rome in the time of Axguftus Cafar,( for then it was that Chrif 
appeared in the flefh) who overcaine Antonius and ( /eepatra, which afterwards difpatched 
themfelves. After their death, Cornelius Gallus was by 4 uonfius Cafar made Lieutenant of 
Egypt: andafter the Ptolomees decayed,he raigned over Egypt., What coutitrits were won 
from the Pezfians by Ventidims and (urbulon the captaine of Nero, by Severus, Traianus, 
Carus ,Caffius and Odanathus of Palmyra,by Apollonius and fundry others: how oft Seleucia 
and Crefiphon were taken : how oft Nifbss was now the Romaves.anon the Perfians,and af- 
ter what fort »4rmenia with other bordering Nations became uncer the Empire of Rome, 
thon thy felfe haft penned it as well as others. And yet I had almoft forgotten what thou 
Writeft to have been done by (onftantine, (who by meanes Of our religion governed the 
Romane dominions with valiant mind and noble proweffe :) alfo what befell unto Inlianvs, 
nouzled up in thy wicked myfteries, what wounds and {cars hee left in the common weale, 
As for the prophecies which concerne the end of the world, or whether it hada beginning, 
and whether it fhall have an ending, it is an higher matter then can finke into thy braine, 
Therefore let us fee if thou wilt, how the Emperours which were Ethnickes and Panims, 
maintainers of Idolatry and Paganifine, and how of the contrary fuch as cléaved unto the 
Chriftian faith, ended their raigne, Was not Cains Iulius Ce/ar the firft Emperor flaine by 
confpiracie ? Didnot certaine fouldiers with naked {words difpatch (ius the nephew of 
Tiberius ? Was not Nero murthered by one of his familiar and deare friends? Had not Galba 
the like end, Orhoand Vitelias who all three raigned only fxteene moneths ? What fhall I, 
fpeake of Titas, whom Domitianys poifoned, although he was his owne brother ? What. 
fay(t thou of Commodus,did not Narciffus difpatch him out of the way? What thall I fpeake 
of Pertivax,and what of Ju/ian,enjoyed not both they one kinde of death? What, did not 
Antonins the fonne of Severas murther his brother Geta ? And did not (Martialys requite 
him with the like ? What fhall I fay of AZacrinus ? Did not the fouldiers ufe him lise a cap- 
tive about Byzaxtiem,and cruelly put him to death ? Was not Aurelius Antoninus of Ewselfa 
murthered together with his mother ? Was not Alexander immediatly after him, together 
With his mother likewife put to death ? What fhall I fay of Maximinus; whom his ow ne 
army difpatched ? or of Gordiaxzs who through the treafon of Philip was in like fort by his 
owne fouldiers put to death? Tell me I pray thee thy felfe, O Zofimus, what happened unto 
P hilipand after him unto Decigs,were they not {laine by the enemy ? Take Gadus and Vola- 
franus with them,were they not murthered by their owne armies? What of eFmilsanus.had 
not he the like miferable end 2 W hat Valerian#s;was not he taken by the Perfians in battell, 
and led about of them in triumph? What Galienas ? was he not flaine through treafon,and 
Carinus beheaded when Diccletian came to be Emperor, whom Diveletian cut off left they 
fhould raigne withhim? After whom Herculias Maximsanus, his fon Maxentins and Lics- 
nius died with contumely and fhame enough. But fince the time the moft noble Emperor 
Conftantine beganto raigne,fince he cenfecratéd ynto God the City he had built,and aie it 
SS eee ee oP Re gs after 
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after his owne name,look about I pray thee and {peak indifferently, was there any one Em- 
peror in that city(/#/saz.a man of thine owne religion and thy Emperor only excepted that 
was murthered,cither by his owne fubjedt,or by the enemy ; or any one tyrant that vanqui- 
fhed the Emperor, Bajilifews excepted ; whoalthough hee thrult Zeno befide the Imperial 
Sceptershe was overcome of him againe,and loft his head? As for Valens that perfectited the 
Chriftians,I will yeeld, take him to thee,thou{peakeft of none other. Let no man take this 


our difcourfe for impertinent to the Ecclefiafticall hiftory, afwell becaufe it is profitable to 


the reader,alfo for that the heathenifh Hiftoriographers of {pite and malice,have endevored 
to corrupt the truc hiftories, But now let us returne unto the reft of Anaftafius raigne. 


Cuap. XLII. : 
Of Chryfotelia; a kinde of tribute devifed by Anaftafius, 


Venas the acts mentioned before were nobly done of Avaftafins, and agreeable with 
Fe Majefty of an Emperour : fo there enfued immediatly after, ather doings of his 

which darkned the commendation and renowne of the former. For he devifed thetri- 
bute called Chryforelia. He made merchandife of the fouildiers ftipend and wages,not with- 
out great damage unto the common-weale. Hetooke away from the coutts and places of 
judgement their tribute and revenewes, and appointed throughout every city fach ag they 
call Pro¢tors or atturneys,through the procurement, as they fay of ALarinus Syrus the chiefe 
Magiltrate,called Prefident ofthe Court. Thereof it came to paffe, that the greater part of 
the tribute and revenewes wasloft, the worfhip and honour of cities decayed. For unto 
that time the names of the Senators or Aldermen were matticulated,and every city counted 
of the benchers as of a Senate. 

Cuap, XLIII. 
The rebellion aud tyranny of Vitalianus, 

K Pf ltalianws a Thracian rebelled againtt Anaftafius, overran Thracia and Myjdia, as farre 
Vi: Odyfjus and Anchialws, marched towards Conftantinople witha gteat multitude of 

people, which had no certaine dwelling, but rogued about and lay in the fields : the 
Emperor fent Hypatius to give him battell. But when Hypativs being betrayed of his owne 
fouldiers, was taken alive,and ranfomed witha great fumme of moncy,@yrillus made expe- 
Hition againft him,fought a dangerous and doubtfull field,fo that many began to fie. Againe 
when Cyrilus by purtuing after the enemy,and calling againe his owne fouldiers,feemed to 
have the upper hand, /talianus turned him unto Cpri/,and as the fouldiers recoyled of {pite, 
he took him in Ody/us.Latt of all,he invaded the whole countrey unto Syce,deftroying with 
Iword & confuming with fire all that lay in his way, purpofing fully totake Conftantinople, 
and to be crowned Emperor. As he pitched his campein Syce, A¢arinus Syrus (mentioned 
before) went fromthe Emperor witha great navie to give him battell.. Wherefore when 
their armics came nigh together,the ones front was towards Syca; the others towards Coxe 
frautinople, Firlt, for a while they ftirre not, next they skirmith and flourith upon the water, 
no otherwife then in dalliance : in the end they clofe their navies, and fought a fore battelt 
about Bytharia, where Vitalianus having loft the greater part of his power, was altogether 
difcouraged and tooke his flight. Away went his fouldiers withall {peed, fo that the day af 
ter there could not one of the fouldiers be feene either paffing over the feas, or wandeting 
about the city. The report goeth,that Vitalianus abode a while in A nchialusand there lived 
quietly. Furthermore another fort of Barbatians,who likwife lived abroad,cut over the fea 
and invaded Py/as acity in Cappadocia. About the fame time Rhodos on acertaine night now 
the third time was fhaken with a wonderful greatearthquake,& in manet all overthrown.

‘JA. Bout that time there was among the citizens of Conffantinople a fore tumult and fedi- 
1 cE becanfe the Emperour had added unto thei Trifaginms whomas crucified for ont

fakes, as if the interlacing of that clanfe had beene an overthrow unto Chiiftian eligion: 
The captaine and ringleader of this hurlyburly was AZacedonius with the Priefts of his dio= 
ceflc.as Severas writing unto Soterseus doth remember. This Severus was not then made 
Prieft, but lived in the Emperors palace, being not expulfed his monaftery with the reft, as 
Ifaid before. I take that Afacedonins was banifhed, not onely for the crimes he was fatly 
charged withall,'but alfo for this prefent fedition. And when the people were furioufly dif= 
pofed,becaufe of the former claufe,not only the nobility were in great danger of their lives 

but alfo many goodly buildings were fet on fire. The people in their rage found a certaine 
Monkea rude and fimple fellow, in the honfe of Aarinus Syrus, firft they ftrike his head 
offhis fhoulders, faying, that through his procurement the aforefaid claufe was interlaced = 
afterwards they tyed him to a long poll, and lifted him on high, with great thouting in deri- 
fon of him : Hereis he that confpired againft the Trinity. The flame of fedition did foflath 
about, and their behaviour was fo outragious; that the Emperor forforrow wilt not what 
to doe,he threw afide the Imperiall Scepter,came unto the Theater, fent the Bedels about to 
proclaime that with good willhe would be Emperor no longer; that’ many in no wife 
were to be preferred to that roome,for the place allowed but of one which was to fiicceed 
him in the Empire, The people hearing of this, changed their mindes upon a fudden, re- 
quefted Anaffafius to take the crowne, and in fo doing they would be quiet. e4nafrafus 
fhortly after this {tire departed this life, when he had beene Emperor of Rome twenty {e- 
ven yeeres, three moneths and fo many dales,

’Hen Fitalianus who fometime attempted to vanquith Anaftafivs the Empetour, 

Wie his life in Thracia,[u/tinus {ent for him to Constantinople, For hee feared not 
onely his power, but alfo the variable chance of warre, the fame of his perfon, 

which-was rife in every manus mouth, and his afpiring mind unto the Empire. And when 

he forefaw by conjectures, nay perceived without all doubt, that hee could by no meanes 

overcome him, unlefle it were under cloake of fained friendfhip : he put ona diffembling 

Difimulation, yjfage, which eafily may not be cfpied, and made him one of the captaines called Prefent. 
And to the end Viralianus might build the more boldly upon him, and be fnared the fooner, 

, he advanced him to be Confzll. When he was made Con/zl, and had his convet{ation in the 

Bload willbe palace,he was by confpiracy {laine in a certaine gate behind the Emperors Court, and faffe-.

For immediatly,the feventh yeere of Jnffinws, inthe moneth Artemifins, called of 

the Romanes May, the nine and twentieth day, being Friday, in the afternoone, there was 

fuch affhivering, ratling and fhaking of the foundations, which in manner ouerthrew the 

whole City, after thefe came fire againe,joyning as it were in league with the former cala- 

mities, and ready to makea hand ofall. For whatfoever the earth-quake had not deftroyed, 

that did the fire takehold of, flathed about very horribly to be feene, and burned thé whole 

to.afhes. What parts of the city came by this means to utter. ruineshow many men perifhed

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(as itis very likely )with fire and falling of houfes what lamentable mif-fortunes fo ftrange 
that they cannot futticiently with any {tile be expreffed,happened in thofe difmall daies, John 
Rbetor hath very lamentably bewailed them,fo that the reader by petufing of his hiftory ,can- 
not chufe but be moved to fhed teares, and with the rehearfall of them he ended his ftory.

Of Euphremius, who fucceeded Euphrafius sx the fea of Antioch, 


He carefull and loving providence of God towards mankind;which accuftometh be- 

fore the plague lighteth to provide remedy, and to flake the {word of wrath with 

clemency, and when things grow unto a defperate point, to fet wide open the foun- 

taines of his mercy, raifed up Eaphremins Lieutenant of the Eaft countries, to be carefull of 

the city that fhe might want no neceflaries, whom the people of Antioch reverenced high- 

ly therefore;and chofe to their Bifhop. Wherefore inrecompence and reward of fo great 

a care over the City, he was prefented with the Apoftolike fea. Againe two yceres and fixe 

mioneths after that city wasfhaken withan earth-quake, at what time in fteed of eatioeb 

fhe was called Tbeopols, and enriched by the Emperours bountifulnefle with divers great 
benefits, 

Cuap. VII. 
Of Zofimas and John Chuzubites,who were famous about thar time for 
their life and miracles, 


thereunto certaine other things worthy of memory, credibly reported unto vs by fuch 
as faw them with their eyes. One Zofimas a Phoenician borne in Sinda a village upon 
the fea coalt of Phenicia, not twenty furlongs of Tyru#s, leading a monafticall life, had the 
grace of God foaboundantly beftowed upon him, ‘partly by abftinence from meates, and 
partly by receiving of them, with other vertuous and godly living; that he not only forefaw 
things to come, but was void of all perturbation. When by chance he wasin company at 
Cafarea in Paleftina witha noble Senator and a wife man by name Arce/i/aus, one that was 
of great honour and renowne, even in that very moment when ¢4ytioch fell,upon a fudder 
he began to mourne and lament, to fet fobs and fighes from the heart root : he fhed teares 
fo infinitly that the earth was moiftened therewith : next he called for a cenfar and filled the 
wire where they fate with the favour of the incenfe = he fell groveling upon the ground 
{eeking to pacifie the wrath of God with earneft arid zealous prayer. efrcefilaus {ecing him 
in this taking, faid unto him ; What is the matter that makes yon fo much ont of quict? 
Oh (faith he) the ratling found of e4utiech falling to ruine, hath now pierced mine eares, 
efrce/i/ans withas many as were prefent, hearing this, were amazed, wrote the houre he 
{pake it, and found it to be true as Z ofimas told them. There are many other ftrange 
things wrought by him, but the greater part of them I will paffe over with filence (for they 
¢an hardly be numbred) and fome I willlay downe for the knowledge of the pofterity, At 
the very fame time when Zofimas flourifhed, there lived one with Zofimas of equall vertue 
and renowne, by name John of Chuzicalasra, (a place in the further vale upon the North- 
fide. of the highway which goeth ftraight from Lernfalem to Tericho’) one that led'a monatti- 
calllife, fevered from all worldly affaires, and governed the Bifhopricke of the aforefaid 
(‘tfarea. This Zohn Chnzubites hearing that the wife of «1 reefslans ({poken of before) had 
one of her eyes {tricken out with a weavers fhittell, wherewiththee throweth yarne into 
the web, came immediatly unto her for to fee the wound, When he efpied that rhe apple 
of the eye was fallen, and quite removed out of his feate, he called to one of the Phyfitians 
then prefent for a fponge, bad him put in the fallen eye againe as well as he could, and tye 
the {ponge that was laid thereto, Arcefilaus was not then at home,for he was with Z ofimsas 
in his Monaftery, (tanding in Sinde, at the furtheft five hundred furlongs from Cefarea, 
There went meflace inall the hat to: Arcefilaus to certifie him thereof: as the mefienger 
came Arcefilaus fate with Zofesas, and {pent the time in communication. Hearing of the 
circumftance, hee began to lament, to pull the rane off his heady and thtow it te 
r+ —

time by thefe two juft men.Moreover as Zofimeds on a certain time took his journey towards, 
Cefarea,driving before him an Afle, witha fardeil of neceflaries upon his backe, there met 
him a Lyon,whichtooke from Zofimsas his Afle and went his way.Zofimas purfued after the 
Lyon through the midft of the thicket, fo long untill the Lyon had eaten his fill of the Affes 
carkaffesand beholding him with a cheerfull and {miliag countenance,he faid : O friend thou 
haft now hindred my journey for aleogether,I am heavie and old,not ableto beare the bur- 


then laid upon the Affes backe. Wherefore come thy waies contrary to thine owne nature, 


for of neceffity thon muft beare me this burthen,if thou wilt have Zo/imas to goe hence: yet 
afterwards thou {halt returne againe unto thine old fierce and favage nature. Thenthe Lyon 
laying afide his rage and fury, began to fawne, and very gently to come unto Z ofimas, Prox 
fering himhis fervice. Zofimas laid the Affes burthen upon the Lyons backe, and led him 
unto the gates of Ce/area,to the end he might declare the power and might of God, and that 
all things were for the ufe and fervice of man,fo long as we behave out felves after his will, 
and abufe not the grace and gift hee hath beftowed upon us. But left I feeme over tedious 
inrehearfing of thefe things, will returne where I left, :

Of the calamities which befellin many places throughout the world, 


VV sie as yet In/tinus held the Imperiall Scepter, the towne now called D WY d= 


chium,but of old Epidamnes was fore thaken with an earthquake.So was Corinth 

in Greece, Anazarbus an head city in Cilicia the leffe,which endured that calami- 
ty now the fourthtime : but J#/finus repaired them not without great fummes of money, 
About the fame time Edeffathat noble and bleffed city of the Ofroenians was overflowne 
with the {treames of the river Scértns which flided by, infomuch that many houfes were 
carried away with the voilence thereof,and infinite multitudes of men were drowned with 
the. water, From that timé forth Edeffz and e4uazarbus had new names given them by 
Anfisnus, for either of them was called Zufinopelis. 


Cuap, IX. 
How Jultinus maze Jultinianus hes fellow Emperour, 


Hen Inftinus had raigned eight yeeres, nine moneths and three daies, hee called 
W Inftinianus his fitters fonne to be his fellow Emperour, and proclaimed him the 

firft day of the moneth Panthicus, after the Romanes, April, in the five hun- 
dred feventy and fift yeere after Autioch was fo called. This being finifhed Ja/finus died} 
and left the Empire the firkt day of Losus after the Romanes, Auguft, when he had raigned 
together with Juffinianus foure moneths. Iuffinianas now being Emperour alone, and the 
councell of Chalcedon’ preached every where throughout all the moft holy Churclies (ast 
faid before) by the commandement of Ju/finus, the Ecclefiafticall afaires in fundry places, 
{pecially at Conftantinople and Alexandria, enjoyed not quietneffe. For Anthimus was 
Bifhop of Conftantinople and Theedofius of Alexandria,who both maintained that in Chrift 
there was one nature. 

Cuap, X. 
How Juftinianus embraced fuch as approved the conncell of Chalcedon, and 
Theodora his wife on the contrary detefted thens, 


Ven as Inflinianws was a creat favourer of the Chalcedon’ Connell andthe dectees 
therofsfo his wife Theedera held with fisch as'affirmed that in Chrift there was one na= 

m= Gute, Whether they werethroughly of this opinion (for when the faith is called into 
ee Ae eit i 
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controverfie, we fee that the father is againft the fonne, and the fonne againtt the father the 
wife again{t her husband, and the husband againft his wife) or of fer purpofe had covensita 
ted afnong themfelves, that he fhould defend fuchas faid there were two natures in Citi 
our God after the uniting of the divinity and humanity : and that fhe fhould hold with the 
maintainers of one nature, fure 1 am of this, that the one would not yeeld into the other. 
For hee was very earneft in defence of the Chalcedon Cowace® : and thee of the other fide 


was very carefull for the patrons of one nature,infomuch that fhe lovingly and friendly en- 


teained her owne faction, {pecially her owne countrey men : and if they were ftrangers,fhe 
fent them prefents & gifts, nay, fhe perfwaded uftinianws to callhome Severus from exile, 


Cnuap, XI. 


Severus the Hereticke corrupted Anthimus Bifhop of Conftantinople, and Theodofius Bifhop of 
etlexandriasbut the Emperor depo fed them,and placed others in their voomes, 


Here are extant Epiftles which Severs wrote unto Juftinianus the Emperour and 
Theodora his wife, whereby wee may learne how that at the firft when he fled from 
the Bifhopricke of Aztioch, he went not ftraight to Con/fantinople, but a good while 
after ; that being at ( omffantinop/e he conferred with Anthimus,found him of his owne opi- 
nion, and perfwaded him to leave his Bifhopricke. Hee wrote of the fame matter yito 
Theodofias Bifhop of edlexandria, and gloried (as I faid before) that hee had perfwaded 
eFnthimns to make more account of that opinion then of worldly honour and Bifhoplike 
dignity. There are moreover to be feene touching that matter,the Epiltles of Anthimus un- 
to Theodofius, and of Theodofius againe unto Severs and eAuthimus, all which I purpofely 
omit, le(t I fhould {eeme to ftuffe this prefent volume with too many fuch allegations, lea- 
ving them for fuchas are defjrous to fift them out themfelves. Both thefe Bifhops when 
they had withftood the Emperors edicts,and rejected the Canons of the Chalcedon Councel, 
were depofed of their Bifhoprickes : in the fea of Alexandria Zoilus did fucceed,and Epi- 
phanies in the Bifhopricke of ( onftantinople, to the end from thenceforth the councell of 
Chalcedon might openly be preached in all Churches, and that none might be fo bold as to 
accurfeit; andifany were found of thecontrary opinion, they were by all meanes pof- 
fible to be perfwaded. For Ju/fixianus puplifhed an edict wherein he accarfed both Severs 
and as many as held with him, and enjoyned great penalties, for fuch as maintained their 
opinion,to this end, that from that time forth there might no diffention take roote in any of 
all the Churches throughout the world, but that the Patriarches of every Province might 
hold together, and the Bifhops of every city obey their Archbifhops, and that the foure 
councells, the firft held at Nice, the councell of Conftantinople, the firft held at Ephe/ws, and 
the councell of Chalcedon, fhould be preached in the Churches. There was a fift Councell 
fummoned by the commandement of Jaftinsan, whereof what fhall {eeme convenient I 
will declare when occafior fhall ferve, Inthe meane {pace we have feverally ro difcourfe 
of the worthy acts done about thofe times, 


Cuarp. XIt. ac 
Of Cabades King of Perfia, and his fonne Chofroes ont of Procopius bifory, 


3) a Rhetor who penned the life of Belsfaries, writeth that Cabades King of 
Perfia purpoted to bequeath the Kingdome unto Chofroes his youngeft fonne, and 
that hee tooke councell how hee might procure the Emperor of Rome to adopt 
him, hoping by that meanes to affure him of the regall Scepter : but ‘when hee could 
by no meanes bring his purpofe about, Proe/us one that was alwaiés' converfant with 
Iuftsnian, and by office his Treafurer, was the caufe that there arofé greater cnimity 
betweene the Romanes and Perfians then ever was before.’ Furthermore the {aid Pro- 
coptas difcourfeth at large of the Romane and Perfian affaires, of the bloody battells 
that were betweene then, when Beliffarins was captaine of the Fafterne power. And 
firft hee reporteth how the Romanes had the vidtory at Daras and 7b, what time 
Beliffarins and Hermogenes were chiefe over the Romane armies. Vuto thefe hee ‘an- 
nexeth the {tate of Arasenia, and the mifchiefe which e4/amundarss a i! the 
ae arparians 
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Barbariatis called Scenete, wrought in the borders of the Romane Empire, how the 
tooke Témoftratus the brother of Refinus alive, together with his fouldiers, and afters 
wards tooke for them a great ranfome, and let them goe,

Of Alamundarus a#d Azerethus,and the edition at Conftantinople, where the 
people had this watchword Nica, that %, overcome, 


"tHe aforefaid author handleth very learnedly, how Alamundarus ({poken of before) 
and Azerethus invaded the marches of the Romane dominions ; how as they returned 
into their countrey, Beliffarivs was compelled of his army to joyne with thema little 
before Ealter day, befide Exphrates: how the Romane power for not following Beliffarins 
counfell,was utterly foyled,and how Ruffinus and Hermogenes concluded a perpetuall league 
with the Perfians, fo that he moveth the reader Very much. I mmediately hee intreatéth of 
the popular {edition raifed at Confantinople; called 2 ica, by interpretation overcomé : for 
that was the watchword which they had chofen to difcerne and know their friend from 
their foe. In which infurrection Hypatins and Pompeins were of the people éonitaited ce 
rebell, yet afterthe rebells were overcome, Jxftisian commanded they two fhould be be. 
headed and throwne into the fea. Procopins writeth,that in that skirmith thete were flaing 
thirty thoufand perfons. 


CHAP. XIITI,

A. Gaine the faid author commiting toletters the hiftory of the Vandals, reporteth flict 
Avie as are worthy of memory, and the printing in Marble, the which Iam now az 
bout to declare, Honorichus the {ucceflor of Genzerichus in the Kingdome, being an 
efrian hereticke,raifed great per{ecution againtt the Chriftians which inhabited Libya. Fot 
{uchas maintained the found and fincere faith, he compelled to embrace the » 4ridis herefie, 
and {uch as would not yeeld, he burned to afhes, and executed with fundry kinds of lamen. 
table death, pulling out from fome their tongues : of which numbet, after their flight to 

Conftantinople, Procopins faith he faw certaine of them with his owne eyes, and that the 
{pake as if they had no fiach mifchance : and though their tongues were pleckt up by the 
rootes, yet talked they very plaine and diftinétly,;which was very {trange,and in manner ine 
credible, Of thefe kinde of people there is mention made in the Edit of Iuffinws + two of 
them (faith Precopins ) loft their fpeech; for immediatly after they went about to talke 
to women, their voyce was.taken frony them, and the Martyrs gift remained no lone 
ger with them. '

N other miracle (befides the aforefaid) worthy of admiration, is remembred of him 
Ae have beene wrought by the power of our Saviour among men, who thongh the 

were fnch men as werenot of oné opinion with us, yet led they agodly life. Hee 
faith that Cabaon was governout of the ALaurufians,inhabiting about Tripols, This Cabaom 
€I willufe the proper words of Procepius, who orderly difcourfed hereof) as foone as hee 
perceived that the Vandals tooke armour again(t him; did as followeth; Firft, he comman- 
ded all the fubje&ts within his dominions, to refraine from ail unrightéoufnefle, to ab- 
ftaine from {uch meates which provoked to fenfuality,’ and efpecially to forgee the 
company of women. Next he made two trenches, pitching in the one his owne tent 
and. pavilion, with all his men + in the other he, fhut up the women; threatnirig’ that 
whofoever repaired unto the.womens trench,- fhould dié the death. Afterwards hee 
fent to Carthage afcout-watch, commanding that aS foone as the Vandals made’ éxpe= 
dition, and profained any Chriftian Temple worthy of honour and reverence, they fhould 
sare well what-was done,. and themfelves after the Uasdals departure, parge and rid 
away the filth with reverence of thofe Temples, The report is: moreover, hee fhould fay, 


that he knew not the God of the Chriftians, yet that it wasvery like, if hee was fo mighty 


as

as fame went of his, hee would be revéenged on them that contumelionfly deale with him, 
and that hee would aid and affitt his fervants and fich as honoured his bleffed namés The 
{cout watch coming to (arthage, laboured to know throughly the Vandals expedition. And 
when the Vandals marched towards Tripoli; the {pies came dragling after in beggers weed 
and bafe attire. The Vandals even the firlt day {poiled the Temples of the CHrifans : filled 
them with horfes and other beafts ¢ left no bealtlinefle or contumely unptatifed : tooke 
their fill of fenfeality and intemperancy : laid the Prieits in hold, fcourged their fides,-rent 
their backs with the lafh of thé whip,made many of them to fervethem, arid become their 
drudges. After their removing, Cabaons {cout-watch did as they were commanded, For 
they fella purging of the Temples,they carried out the dung, they lighted all the tapers, they 
honoured the Priefts, they behaved themfelves honeftly.laft of allthey gave money unt the 
poore which fate about thofe Tetples. This being done, they trudged after the Vandals in 
all that voyage, andas the Vandals continued in their haynous acts, no léfle did they in their 


humanity and godly deeds, Comming nigh to 7ripels, the {pies prevented them withall 
fpeed, they tell Cabaon what both the Vandals and themfelves had done as touching 
the Chriftians Temples, and that the enemy was at hand. Cabaon hearing this, made 
ready for battell, in the which many of the Vandals were lainé; many taken’ by the 
enemy, and very few returned backeto bring tidings of the battell. This did the AZan- 
rufians plague Thrafineundus, Whoafter he had raigned over the Uandals {even and twenty 
yceres departed this life,

How Beliftarius made expedition againft the Uandals,and overthrew ther, 


&  thuslamentably afflided in thofe countties, and proclaimed warres again{t the Van- 
* dals,yet changed his minde by the perfwafion of Joh» préefed of the Courtiers s after 
this againe that he was admonifhed by a vifion to take that voyage in hand. that by reven- 
ging the injuries which the Chriftians faftained, he fhould utterly foyle the Vandals, Being 
animated with this vifion, the feventh yeere of his raigne, he fent Bel farivs unto Carthage 
to givethe Vandal battell, The Admiralls {hip appointed fot Bel.ffarins was brought to 
fhore aver againft the palace, about the Calends of July: Epiphanius Bifhop’ of Conftanti- 
nople prayed asthe manner was, baptized certaine of the fouldiers, la(t of all brought them 
to the Admiralls {hip. Moreover, the faid author reporteth certainé thirigs tonching Cy- 
prian the Martyr which neceflarily muft be interlaced in this our hiftory, hee writeth thus+ 
ed the people of Carthage every one doe honour the moft holy Cyprian, and have dedicated wr~ 
to. him a worthy Temple without the walls of the. (ity upon the fea hore, and béfides other 
godly reverence, they yeerely keepe a holy day in remembrance of him, which rbey call Cyprianas 
Ana the marriners call the tempest which commonly arifeth about the timewhen the Libyans 
celebrate this their holiday, Cyprians foowers, The Vandals ik the time of Honorichus tooke by 
Force this Temple from the Chriftians, thrust out the Prsefts very contumelioufly, and thencea 
forth gave it untothe Arians to enjoy as their owne. Whenthe Libyans concerved no fmall for 
row, and were in great heavineffe therefore, the report goeth that Cyprian Appeared wnto them 
in. their fleepe, and faid, thar the Chriftians ought not to be forry at all,~or-penfive there 
fore: for afier afew yeeres he would be revenced of themfor that injury. Which prophecy tooke 
place in the time of Beliffarins : for the fame Cyprian and martyr foretold, that after the 95. 
peeve when Garthage was taken andvanfacked of the Vandals, tt fhonldbe conqnered by Belifla: 
rius the Romane Captaine, the Vandals utterly foyled, the Ariaw opinion rooted ont of Libya, 
andthe Chriftans reftored unto their Temples, ' binoihg= de peel 


ae He fame writer declareth that J¢finianus had compaffion on the Chriftians that were

Eliffarius the valiant Captaine, after his returne to (onflantinople, and the vidtory 
he-got of the Vandals, led about the City the fpoyles and captives : and, Gelimeres hime 
felfe:Capraine of the Vandals wasled about the Theater in triumph with great admiration, 
Of thefe {poiles there ‘were many precious ornaments,’ to wit, of Gewasrsehus, who 
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had rifled (as I faid before) the palace of Rome, when as Eudoxia wife to Ualentinianws 
Emperor of the Romanes inhabiting the Welt dominions of the world, loft her husband 
through the treafon of (aximines, was her felfe very contumcliontly defloured, fent for 
Genzerichus, and promifed to deliver the city into hishands. Then came Genzerichus, 
fet Rome on fire, and brought Edoxia with her daughters into Vandalia, At the fame 
time together with other monuments hee tooke away fuch things as Titus the fonne 
of Uefpafian after the winning of Jerufalem had carried to: Rome, that is to fay, fuch 
monuments as Salomon had confecrated unto God whom hee honoured greatly, All 
which Juftimanus {ent backe againe to Jersefalem, for to fet forth the fervice of Chrift 
our God, and therein verily (as it was very meete) hee did God good fervice, {eeing 
they were confecratedto him before. Procopius remembreth that then alfo Gelsmeres be~ 
holding all that was done, fell proftrate upon the ground before Ja/ténianus the Empe- 
rours feet, and repeated in his mother tongue that divine fentence of Selomon: Ua- 
nity of vanities, and all is but vanity.

was not written before his time. He'faith, that the 22aurx/tans a Libyan nation were 
driven out of Paleftina and catneto Libya: that thefe were the Gergefits,Gebufits with 
other nations, whom holy Scripture teftifieth to have been overcome by Jofee the fonne of 
Nave: that it may be jultified for truth by the Epigram he faw with his owne eyes engra- 
ven in Phamjcian letters, hard by a font where there {tood two pillars of white {tone, The 
words were thefe : W+e are they which fled from the face of Jotue the robber, the fonne of 
Nave. Thus it came to pafle, that thefe things were forgotten when Libya the fecond time 
“was fubdued.of the Romanes, and payed yeercly tribute, as in times paft. Itis reported that 
Inftinianns repaired againe a hundred and fifty cities, of which number fome had beene ut- 
terly deftroyed, fome other for the moft part gone toruine ; that hee fet them forth with 
fuch majefty, with fich ornaments, and with fuch workemanfhip both of publique and pri- 
vate building, environing them with {trong walls, and other goodly building wherewith 
cities areadorned, andthe divine Godhead honoured in his throne of majelty, laft of all 
with{fo many conduits partly for profit, and partly for fhew,whereoffome were then firft 
erected; and fome other repaired, that nothing could poffibly be dene. more excellent; Now 
_ Icome to difcourfe of the affairesin Italy, whereof fome part is artificially handled by Pre- 
copins Rhetor,.. As foone as Theadorichus (mentioned before) tooke Rome,vanquifhed Odo= 
acer the tyrant, governed the Remane Empire for a whileand departed this life, e4ma/a- 
f{uathahis wife governed the cammon weale infeed of 4falarichus her fonne whom The. 
odorichus begateupon her, and foruled the Empire with fuch circamfpetion, that in her 
' doings fhe feemed rather. aman then a woman.She firft of all perfwaded.Juftinianus to be fo 
willing to warre with the Gorths, and fent Embaffadors unto him touching the confpitacy 
that was wroughtagainft her, But when Ajfalarschus being of very tender yeeres departed 
this life, Theodatus the kinfman of Theoderichus obtained the Wefterne Empire. He at the 
comming of Bel: farins intothe Welt,delivered up the ctowne, for.heehad more mindeto 
ftudy then skill to wage battelk. At that time. allo Wirtigesa valiant man was capraine of 
the Romane power in the Weft dominions. Yet weehave to learneby the hiftory of Pre. 
copius, that when Belif/arins came to Italy, Vittiges left Rome : that Beliffarivs came with 
his army into the city of Rome: that the Romanes opened their gates, and received him moft 
willingly, for Siverivs the Bifhop had brought this to patie, and had fent as touching 
that mattér Fédelins the Surveyor of eAftalarichus unto Beliflarius, Wherefore the City 
was-yeelded unto BeUiffarses without fhedding one drop.of biood;and Rome agdine was 
fubdued by, the, Romanes threefcore yeeres after the, Gatths had taken\ity stheninth 
Of e4pellens, atterthe Romancs, December, and the. eleventh yeere of, Jeefinianus taighe. 
Precopies writeth moreaver, how that after all this, yhen the Gerehs befieged aa 
bol afrefh,

It was reported 
moreover by fuch as accompanied Narfis in that voyagestiow that when he prayed un~ 
to God,and offered unto him his bounden duty and fervice, the Virgin AZary the mother or 
God appeared unto him,prefcribed the time when he fhoulddeale with the enemy,and that 
he fhould not gird himfelfe to battell before he had a figne given him from heaven. Many

How Chofroes fretting with envy at the profperous affaires of Jultinianus tooke arssouy against 
the Romans, defroyed many cities, and among others, great Antioch, 


Tis laid downe in writing by the fame Precopins,that (hofroes hearing of the profpérons 
Picci which befell unto the Empire of Rome both in Libya and Italy, fretted within 

himfelfe for envy, and charged the Emperour that he had done certaine things contrary 
unto the covenants agreed upon betweene them, and therfore that their league was broken: 
that Je/tisianus at the firtt fent Embafladors unto Chofroes, intreating himnot to breake the 
perpetuall league that was concluded, neither to diffolve that linke of love & peace that was 
knit betweene both countries,but if there were any rafh enterprife committed,or any quar= 
rellous occafion given, it might friendly and lovingly be putup : that Chofroes of {pite and 
malice which boyled within his brea(t, would by no meanes be brought to: any good order, 
but gathered a great army, and affaulted the marches of the Romane dominions in the thir. 
teenth yeare of Juftiniancs raigne. He writeth moreover how that Chofroes took: Surv 4 
city upon the fhore of Ezphrates but covenanting with them one way,dealt with them ano-=j 
ther way,and that moft lewdly,for look what he promifed that would he never performes 
he won that city more with falfhood and {ubtlety then by force of armes, Alfo he fet Berea 
on fire,and came with violence againft Antioch when Eupbremius governed the Bifhoprick: 
who left at that time the city, becaufe none of the e{pies which he had fent forth were re- 
turned unto him: whofe politick forefight,as report goeth;preferved the Church and all that 
belonged thereto, For he adorned it with goodly monuments, thereby to redeeme it frona 
the violence of theenemy. The fame author declareth with: a vehement ftile,eafie to move 
any reader, how the faid Chofroes took Antioch, deftroyed all with fword and fire,and how 
afterwards he came to Se/eucia, then to Daphne the {aburbs thereof, lat of all to. eA pamia, 
whofe Church Thomas governed,a man very famous both for life and learning. This Thomzs 
fticked not to accompany Chofrees unto the Theater, thereto behold the running at tilt 
(though the Canon of the Church forbad it) tothe endin fo doing he might ufe all meanes 
poffible to mitigate and aflwage his fury. The report goeth, when Chofroes demanded of 
him: Would ye fee me in your city? That he anfwered: I fpeake unfainedl and as I beare 
faith unto God,I would not oladly fee you there, Chofroes marvelled at his liberey of {peech, 
and reverenced the man highly,as he deferved, for the truths fake, mg

Eing that by difcourfe of our Hittory we are fallento intreate of this matter,ie fhal not 
S be amiffe here to remember a certaine miracle worthy the noting,and Wrought at 4pa- 

msia.\AAs foone as the Citizens of Apamia heard fay that Antioch was fet on fire,they re- 
quefted 7 Gomsas({poken of before )to bring forth(althongh it were contrary unto order and 
cultome)the wholefome & lively Croffe,and to fet it before them all,to the end they might 
behold and embrace it when their la(t houre came, for therein the only health of man conf- 
ftedsand now taking their voyage into another world,they might have the reverend Croffe 
for their wayfare to fafe conduét them into a better foyle. W herfore Thomas did as they re= 
quefted him, and after the limitation of fome certaine time for the preparation thereof, he 
brought forth the lively Tree of the Croffe,that al the neighbours might come together and 
participate of the health that proceeded thereof. Thither went my parents together with 
others,and took me in their hand being a child, and then going to {choole. After we were 
licenced to honour and embrace the reverend Crofle, Thomas lifted up his hands, and letall 
{ee the wood of the Crofle, whereby the old curfe of fin was wiped away,and compaffed the 
Sanctuary,as the nfe was upon high and folemne feafts. But as 7- homas pafled from place to 
place, there followed hima great flame, not of burning, but of fhining fire, in fo much that

tomeiis feeming all the place where he ftood and fhewed unto péoplethe reverend crotle; 
was inflamed, This was done not once not twifejbut oftener, when Thomas went aboutzand 
the people gathering together,tequelted him fo to do. Which fight forethewed unto the ci« 
tizens of Apamia,the health and fafegard that was to énfue after. Wherefore there wasa pi- 
ture fet inthe roofe of the San@uary, at the foot wherof this miracle was written for fuck 
as Were ignorant thereof. This picture was preferved untill that Adaarmanes; and the Perfi- 
ans invaded that countrey,and burned both Churchand city., Thus ended all that circiim- 
ftance,' Chofrees in that voyage of his, having prophaned the holy league, committed at his 
pleafiwe other hainfous acts agreeable with his light and stiddnkeatt behaviour, yet not'de 
ceotifor a man endued with reafon; much leffe fe fora Prince; which hath regard of his 
wordand promife, 2

The expeiition of Chofroes made againft Edeffa, 
“Silrthermore the fame Procopivs hath laiddowne in writing the things which of old 
} were remembred, touching Edeffa and Agbarus, and how Chrift wrote an Epiftle unto 
eAgharis: agairic how Chofroes made another invafion, and determined to befiege 
Edefja, hoping to difprove the report and fame that was fpred farre and nigh of that city, 
to wit, that no enemy-would ever be able tofubdue Edeffz, Which thing is not mentioned 
atallin.the Epiftle which Chrift our God wrote tinto Agbarns(as it is to be feene inthe Hic 
{tory of Eufebins P amphilas, where the Epiftle is laid downe word by word yet itis not ons 
hy noyfed, but beleeved of the faithfull, and the event falling out confirmed the report tobe 
true. For when (40/roes went about to take the city, although he made many an affault,and 
raifed. a wonderfull great countremure, fo that he might eafily fcale the wals of the cir 
with fundry other engines, yet went he away and could not prévaile, And how it fo fell 
out I willdeclare, Chofroes firft commanded his fouldiers to carie thither agreat pile of 
timber; how foever they were for to befiege the city;which was in manner as foone done as 
{poken, The timber being framed toand, and earth heaped in the middeft, it was fet right 
over againft the walles, and raifed by litle and litle, with timber and other filling (tuffe, un- 
till it catfie to a great height, that the top thereof was higher then the wals of the city:from 
whence they fhot at the city, and at fuch as hazarded their lives in defence of the wals, 
The citizens feeing this countremure much like an high mountaine to draw nigh their 
city, and that by alllikeljtiood the enemy would'come in on foot, they got them very early, 
and madeéa ditch over againft their hillock,threw fire therein,that the flame might take hold 
of their timber, and make their countremure even withthe ground, This being done and 
fire ca(tin,it fell not out as they wifhed, becaufe the fire could not breake our, and take in- 
to the aire for to confume the pile of timber. Laft of all when as they feemed now to 
yeeld, difpairing of their fafery,they bring forth an Image which God himfelfe, and not the 
hands of man,had fhaped,the which Chritt had fentunte 4gbarus;when Agbarus defired te 
fee him. This holy pi@ture they drew through the ditch they had made,and conveyed in wa- 
ter: of chis water they threw upon the pile and heape of timber, fo that by the providence 
of God aiding and affitting the faith of fachas practifed the circumftances, that which they 
could not bring to paffe before, is now eafily compafled. Forimmediatly the undermoft 
wood took fire, and was quickly burned into coales, the flame flafhed upwards;and fet the 
whole pile on fire. The Ede(feans being befieged, and efpying at length that both {moke and 
flame broke out,devifed this (leight which followeth for to deceive the enemy. They called 
for litle flagons, filled them full of tow, hirds, brimftone, with other kind of ftuffe that eafily 
would take fire,and threw them upon the enemies pile or countremute. The flagons being 
violently throwneand chafed, tyeelded forth fuch clouds of {moke, as darkened altogether . 
the fmoke and flame that rofe of the enemies pile, fo that as many as were ignorant of 
the policie, thought verily there was noother finoke fave that which proceeded from the 
flagons.But the third day after, the ames were efpied to flath out of the earth, and then the 
Perfians which fought on the countremure, pereéived the danger they ftood in- Notwith- 
ftanding all this, Chofroes going about to withftand the might and power of God, bronghe 
the conduits which were without the wals of the city, unto the pile, hoping thereby to 


quench the fire, But the fire received the water as if it had beene oyle, brimftone,or ie

here downe in writing, which is both worthy the penning and the knowledge of the 
» potterity, Cho/roes made:preparationtoaffault this city alfo,and to befiege it. Bein 

come to the walles,the citizens within & the enemy without fell to parlie,& concluded that 
the city was to be redeemed with the holy treafure and monuments,among which one was 
the croffe fent thither by Ju/finian and Theedorus.. .Whenthefe things were brought unto 
Chofroes,he demanded of the prieft.and Perfians which were {ent for that parpofe,whether 
there were any more left behind ? To whom, one whofe lips were not acquainted with the 
truth, made.anfwer, that there remained. ¢ettaine other munuments, which afew citizens 
concealed. Yetthe meffengers that brought away the treafure with other jewels, had left 
behind nothing that was of. gold or filver, but of {ome other ftuff that was farre more preci= 
ous, and confecrated unte God, namely the holy reliques of Sergius the valiant martyr of 
Chrift,which lay in a long cheft that was overlaid with,ilver.Wherfore Chofroes being per= 
{waded with the atorefaid words,let his holt go to befiege the city andto win it, But the 
ef{pied upon a fodaine a great multitude of men upon the walls, fenced with thields,and ree 
dy to fight for the city:theywere amazed,and wondering at the multitude and armour,they 
went back unto (e/rees,and told him the whole. When he was againe given to underftand 
that there were but very few left in the city, and thatthey were either {pent with age or of 
tender yeares(for all that were of ripe yearesand mans ftate, had beene rooted out )he took 
that of a furety to bea miracle wrought by the holy martyr: ‘he was ftricken with feare,and 
had the Chriftian faith in admiration:he returned home, and (as report gocth) was baptized 
in his latter daies,

Of a peftilent difeafe which continued two and fifty yearés, 


Ow Iam about to declarea cértaine Hiftory which was not penned unto this day: it 
N: ofa certaine peftilent difeafe, which plagued mankind the fpace of two and fifty 
yeares, and prevailed fo much, thatitdeftroyed in manner the whole world, for 
it is reported that this contagious difeafe lighted upon Aztioch, two yeares after the’ Per. 
fans had takenthe city : infome part mach like that which Thacydides hath deferibed, in 
other refpects farre unlike: it began in -£thiopia, evenas that which Thucydides wrote 
of, and fpred it felfe afterwards throughout the whole world, neither was there almoft 
any one that efcaped the infection thereof, It raged fo vehemently in fome cities, that all 
the inhabitants thereof were difpatched: with other townes it dealt more gently and mild- 
ly. Neither began it at any one certaine timeof the yeare, neither did it ceafe and relent 
after one manner and order : for in fome places it entred with winter, in fome other places 
about the end ofthe {pring, in certaine countries about the mids of fommer, in certaine 
others in Autumne, In fome regions when it had infeéted fome part of one city or other, it 
leftthe reftuntouched. Then might aman have feene very oft where this malad raigned, 
certaine families wholy difpatched, at another time one or two rooted out, and all the citie 
befides not once vifited. Moreover (as we have marked diligently) the families which efca- 
ped this yeare, werealone and none others difpatched-the next yeare, And that whichis 
moft of all to be marvelled at, if any which inhabited the infected cities fled into other coun- 
tries where the fickneffe was not, they onely were vifited, although theyremoved (hoping 
that way to fave their lives) out of the contagiousinto the cleare. This calamity durin 
the terme and compaife of thefe yeares which they -call revolutions, paffed through bot 
towneand countrey, but the greateft' mortality ofall fell upon mankind the fecondyeare 
of the revolution which comprifed the terme of fifteene yeares: fo that I my felfe which 
Write this Hiftory (for it will not be amiffe to enterlace this, that the confequents may 
agres with the premifes) while as yet I frequented the fchooles, was then troubled with 
ay 
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an impoftume or {welling about the privy members,or fecret parts of the body. Moreover 
in procefle of time when this ficknefle waxed hot, and difpatched diverfly and fundry kinds 
of waies,it fell out to my griefe and forrow, that God took from me many of my children, 
my wife alfo,with divers of my kinsfolks, whereof fome dwelled in the city,and ome in the 
country.Such were my adventures, and fuch were the calamities which the courfe of thofe 
lamentable times difttributed unto me, WhenI wrote this I was 5 8, yeares old.” Not two 
yeares before, this fickenefle had beene foure times in Aatioch, and when as at length the 
fourth revolution and compafle was palt, befides my aforefaid children, God took away 
from me a daughter and.anephew of mine. This difeafe was compound and mixt with ma- 
ny othermaladies. Ittook fome men firft in the head, made their eyes as redas blood, and 
puft up their cheeks: afterwards it fell into their throte, and whomfoever ittook it difpat- 
ched him out of the way. Itbegan in fome witha flixe, and voiding of all that was within 
them,in fome other with {welling about the fecret parts of the body,and thereof arofe bnr- 
ning fevers, fo that they died thereof within two or three daies at the furtheft, in fuch fore 
and of fo perfecta remembrance, as ifthey had not beene fick at all. Others died mad, and 
carbuncles that arofe of the flefb killed many.It fell out oftentimes that they which had this 
difeafe and efcaped the firtt and the fecond time,died therof afterwards, The order and mane 
ner that men came by this difeafe,was fo divers that it canhot with pen be expreffed. Some 
had it by keeping of company and lying together: {ome other only by tonching and frequen- 
ting the infected houfes:fome againe took it in the market, Many of them which fled out of 
the contagious cities,and were not vifited themfelves, infected where they came. Others 
which kept company with the fick,and touched not only the fick bat the dead alfo,were not 
fick at all. Other (ome, who gladly would have died for the forrow they conceived becanfe 
their children and deare friends were departed, and therefore thruft themfelves among the 
fick,could not have their wils,the fickneffe did as it were flie away from them. This peftilent 
difeafe as I faid before, raigned throughout the whole worid the {pace of two and fifty 
yeares,and exceeded all the difeafés that ever had beene before. Philoftratus wondred at the 
plague which was in his time, becaufe it continued fifteene yeares.But the things that are to 
come,are uncertaine and unknowne unto men,and they tend to the end which God hath ap- 
pointed, who knoweth both their caufes, and what fhall become of them, , Now let us re- 
turne where we left, and profecute the reft of Ju/tinsanus raigne.

Further- 
more he was fo liberall and bountifull, that he builded many holy and gorgeous Churches, 
that he erected many other houfes,where both men and women,old and young, and fuch as 
Were vilited with fundry difeafes,might be diligently looked unto:and to bring thefe things 
about,he layed afide great fummes of money.He wrought many other good deeds,nodoubt 
very holy and acceptable unto God, if that either he, or others whofoever that bring fuch 
things to paffe.caufed or do procure themto be done of their own proper goods, and offe= 
red unto God for facrifice their lives and converfation void of {pot and blemith,

He aforefaid Juftinianus befides fundry other holy churches of goodly work manfhip, 
ereéted to God and his Saints,founded in Conftantinople the notable and worthy buil- 
ding,I meane the gorgeous Church of Wifedome, {uch a oneas the like whereof bt 
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not beerte {eene heretofore, the which fo paffed for beauty and ornature,as may not for the 

worthineffe thereof fufficiently be exprefied. Yet will Ido mine endeavour to defcribe the 

fame. The roofe of the fan@tuary being liftedup on high with foure arches, was of fiich 

height,that they which ftood beneath on the ground and looked upwards, could hardly fee 

the ridge &the top of the valted circle:againe they that were above, were they never fo cou- 
ragious,durft not look downe,neither once behold the foundations. The arches from ground 

to the roofe (fo farre do they reach)are wide open, and empty.On the right fide of the tem- 

ple,and the left hand as y¢ go in,there are goodly pillars fet in order,and made of {tones that 

were brought out of Theffalia, There are alfo high lofts underfet and ftaid up with other 

fuch like pillars, where they that are difpofed may fee and heare the my(lteries*handled, 

There the Empreffe ufeth to fit upon the holydaies, when the bleffed Communion js cele 

brated. Thefe pillars though they reach up both onthe Baft and Welt fide of the temple,hin- 

der not at all the fight of fo worthy a building, and unto thefe follars there are porches of 
pillars,whofe tops are likewife wrought and turned with little arches. But to the end I may 

lively paint forth the portra€ture of this worthy building, I thinke ibeft here to lay downe 

how many foot it was in length,how many in breadth,and how many in height : in like fort

putin ure the penalty which the law had ordained for fuch malefa@tors, was himfelfe han- 

ged on the gallowes,and endured this punith ment for his good confcience and execution of 

the lawes.Hereupon it fell out that fuchas were of the other faction, being driven to leave 

their dwelling places, and could no where be lodged, but were toffed hither and thither as 

fhamefull mifcreants, fell to affault travellers, to rob and to {teale, and to murther every one 

that met them; untill it grew unto fuch outragioufneffe, that all places founded of untimely 

flaughter,of {poiling and other fuch like hainons offences, Yet at length fome good mood 

was found in him that made him to change his mind, and to execute furch kind of men, fuffc-

: Fter the deceafe of Euphremius,D omninus was chofen Bifhop of Antioch.Now thers 
A fore when Vigilivs was Bifhop of o/d Rome, Menas at the firft Bifhop of new Rome, 
whom Eatychins fucceeded: eApolinarins Bifhop of Alexandria, Dominus Bifhop 
of Antisch:and Exftochius was Bifhop of Jeru/alem: Infiinianus fummoned the fift Councell 
ttpon fuch an occafionas followeth, When the patrons of Origens opinions prevailed in ma- 
ny places,but {pecially at New Lasra(fodid they call it) Ea/Pochins imployed his whole care 
and induftry to the banifhing of them. He made avoyage into New Laura, drove them all 
out of that coatt, and in fo doing, he feemed to put to flight the common plague and deftru- 
étion of them all. They being {cattered abroad into frie countries, perfwaded many to 
embrace their opinions. There favoured them Theodorus firnamed A(cidas, Bifhop of Ce- 
Jareathe head city in Cappadocia, who was continually with I#/tixian; as one both faith- 
full and neceflary, When this Theodorus incenfed the Emperors court and’ pallace againit 
Ex ftochins, making relation unto them as of an hainous and horrible matter : Ea/fochiss fent 
he Abbot of Theodofius Monattery, and Conon Abbot of Sabato Conftantineple: both 
which, partly for their vertue and excellency, and partly alfo for the Bane of their Moe 
nafteries, were counted chiefe and principall of the Monkes which inhabited thedeferts, 
There accompanied them alfo other religious men, not much inferiour unto them for 
worthinefle, Thefe menas their {peciall drift, called into controverfie the opinions o 
Origen, the behaviour of Evagrius and Didynsus, But Theodorus Bifhop of (efareain Cappae 
docia, being defirous to bring them from that argument, propofed the caufe of Theodorms 
Bithop of Mop/ove tia, Theodoritus and Ibas : neither did he this without the providence 
of Almighty God, who difpofed all the circumftances fo notably, to the end every pro- 
phane and wicked opinion, of whether fide fo ever it were,might be rooted out, Firlt of 
all when the queftion was propounded whether it were lawfull to aceurfe the dead or no, 
Entychius then prefent, a man very well feene in holy Scripture, yet none of the famous 
perfonages,or of great authority (for Afenas was yetalive, whom he fucceeded in the Bi- 
fhoprick) who at that time fate to anfwer for the Bifhop of Amafiaswhenhe perceived that 
the Councell went not right,but rather the wrong way,he told them plainely there was.no- 
thing to be doubred in that queftion,ncither any thing that required deliberation at all, "That 
King Jofias not onely executed the Idol Priefts then alive, but caufed alfo the tombes of fuch 
as were lately deceafed tobe digged up. Thefe words of Eutychins being fo well applyed; 
pleafed them all,and fatisfied them fully. Ia/tinianvs alfo hearing of this grave cenfure of 
his, preferred him tothe Bifhopricke of ( onftantinople immediatly after the death of Mee" 
nas, Vigiline Cent his confent in writing unto the Councell, but came not thither himfelfe.

cell by Eulogins,Conon,Cyriasus and Pancrativs the Monks, againft the do¢trine of Or; en, 
Adamantizs and {uch as embraced his errots, Juftinianus asked of the ‘Councell what they 
minded to do as touching thefe things ? He annexed alfounto the forefaid, the copy of one 
certaine bill together with the letters of Vigi/ivs written in that behalfe, W hereby we may 
Jearne how Origen endevouired to ftuffe the plaine and {imple doGrine of the Apoftles with 
the tares of Gentiles and Manichees, Tobe {hort when they had cried againft Oriven.and as 
gaint all them that wallowed in the like error with him,the controverfie was referred unto 
Lufisnianes by an Epittle, whereof fome part was as followeth + Thon moft ( briftian Empe= 
ror, that retainest the vertnots wind, agreeable with ancient nobility, And alittle after . We 
abborre and deteft this dotrine, we acknowledge not the voices of Strangers and aliens unta the 
Church: nay rather if there be any one (uch found, we bind hins [ure with the bond of excomsmap- 
wication as athiefe or robber,and banife the Church of God, Againe after a few lines: ony d= 
jefty may foouzunderftand all that hitherto we have decided, by the view and reading of thee our 
és, Unto thefe their letters they annexed the articles which the Patrons of Origers errors 
had learned,wherein they revealed not onely their confent,but alfo their diffention and ma- 
nifold abfurdities. Of which articles the fift contained the blafphemy of certaine monks in: 
habiting the Monaftery of New Laura,laid downe inthefe words: Theodorus cabled A{cidas 
Bifsop of Cefarea faid: If the Apoftles and Martyrs which now worke miracles,and enjoy fo great 
an honenr, be not made equal with Chrift at the general refurrettion, what are they reftored una 
to? Sundry other blafphemics of Didymsus, vagrius and Theodorus were rchearfed by them 
that diligently colleGted thefe things, Within a little after the Councell was diffolved Euty- 
chius Bifhop of Conftantinople was depofed, and John of Sirinsts a village of Cynegia bordes 
ting upon e4atioch,fucceeded him inthe Bifhoprick.

more he fo governed his nature, that neither for his foftnes he would eafily yeeld unto fich 
things as were unreafonable, neither againe for his bluntnes and aufterity would he with- 
ftand where right and reafon did not fo require, He gaye diligent eare to the recitall of 
grave mattets,and as he flowed in {peech, fo was le acute and quick witted in diffolving of

doubts and queftions. He would not once fo much as vouchfafe the hearing of vaine and idle 
Tgatters : but as for his tongue he fo bridled it,that he moderated his talke with reafon, and 
held hts peace where it fo behoved him. /#/Piniauus took him in hand with all policy,as if he 
had beene to batter a well fortified hold, per{wading himfelfe verily if he might win him, 
that he might eafily take the whole city, yoke the true faith as it were in fervitude, and laft 
of all Jeade the fheepe of Chrift captives out of the Church, But Anaftafius was of fo divine 
a courage (for he {tood upon the fure rock of the faith) that he wrote letters freely againft 
Juftinianus the Emperor, proving both plainely and wifely,that the blefled Apoftles and ho- 
ly Fathers confeffed and delivered unto them,the body of the Lord to be fubject unto death, 
and partaker of the unblameable affections naturally impreffedin the mind. Inlike fort he 
anfwered the Monks of the greater and lefle Syria which reafoned with him as touching this 
matter:and confirmed the minds of all men to fight in defence of the truth, Tobe fhort, he 
read daily in the Church that fentence of Paw/the elect veffell of God: If any preach nnto 

on any other Gofpell befides that which ye have received, yea if he be an Angell from heaven, let 
him be beld for accurfed,W hereunto al(few only excepted4eave their confents,and fignified 
their endevour and ftudy indefence of the faith. Moreover the faid Anaffafius under{tanding 
that the Emperour would banifh him, wrote an exhortation untothe people of Axtioch, to 
confirme their minds in the faith: the which partly for the fine ftile and flowing fentences, 
and partly alfo for the infinite teftimonies alledged out ofholy Scripture, and the Hiltory 
therein fitly applied, is highly to beefteemed. 


A Naftajivs was a man of fuch profotind skillin holy Scripture; and fo wary in all his

Of Gregorius who fucceeded Anaftafius'in the fea of Antioch, 


Regorins after the deprivation of Avaftafins,was preferred to the holy Bifhoprick of 

Antioch,a man of great fame for his gift in poétry.He led a monafticall life of a child, 

behaved himfelfe therein fo uprightly and fo ftoutly, that he was no fooner come to 
mans eftate, but he attained unto the higheft and moft perfect degree and was made govers 
nor of the monatftery in ¢ onffantinople, where he leda poore and an auftere life. After that 
againe by the commandement of Ju/tinus, he was appointed chiefe of the monaftery in 
mount Sina, where he {toad in great perill, by reafon the barbarians Sceneta, a nation of 
Avabia,befieged that place. And when as by his meanes peace was there concluded, he was 
called from thence to be a Bifhop.He was aman that excelled & pafled others both for wif- 
dome and vertue: what thing foever he took in hand,that would he do with great diligence: 
and as no feare could difmay him,fo could no other meanes allure him to contrary his owne 
faying no not the threats and.authority of the higher power.) Furthermore he was wont to 
diltribute fuch latge firms of money (for his liberality and bountifulneffe extended unto eve- 
ry ‘Soe that whither foever he went, a marvellous great multitude befides his ordinary 
traine followed after him, and they that either heard or {aw he would go to any place,came 
flocking after. This onething againe may be added as a fecond ornament unto his dignity 
and calling, that the people were oftentimes very defirous of themfelves, either to behold 
his goodly perfon,or to heare the notable grace he had of utterance and pronunciation. He 
was of all others the man that fooneft could’ bring’ men in love with him, reafoned they 
with him of what matter foever they would: te had an amiable and gracious face, his talke 
very gentle and pleafant. And as he was quick witted to perceive any matter, were It never, 
fo profound, fo paffed he in wife counfell and: svave judgement, belonged it either to him- 
felfe or to others, And thereof it came to paffe; that he compaffed fo many noble acts : he: 
was the manthat would poft over no bufineffe unto the nextday. “He made not ohtly the” 
Emperors of Rome,but alfo the Kings of Perfia to have him in great admiration: becaufehe 
knew how tonfe all men,as both neceffity conftrained, and occafion which he never omit- 
ted,didrequire, All his rare and fingular a@ts can teftifie this which I fay to be no leffe then 
true. He was very fevere,and formtimes angry: and againe fomtimes very gentle and meck, 
fo that the witty faying of Gregory the devine was lively exprefled in him, to wit, Severity 
was fo tempered with fhamefartneffe: that nothing could take hurt by reafon of either of 
thems but both,being joyntly linked together, purchafed great commendation.

Wherefore they fent Embaffadors fecretly unto 
Juftinus requefting they might become fubjects unto the Empire of Rome, that thenceforth 
they might freely ferve God without let or hinderance, When J#/finuws had entertained and 
accepted of the. Embafly,certaine articles being explicated in the letters he fent backe unto 
them, and when the league was folemnly concluded,the Armenians flue their owne princes, 
and yeelded themfelves with all they had unto the Empire of Rome, Not only they, but the 
bordering countrey,inhabited partly of that nation, and partly of forreiners with thetr cap-~ 
taine Varda»,( who both for his noble parentage, and proweffe in martiall affaires, was ho- 
noured of them for their Prince offered their {ervice and foyalty unto the Imperial feepter. 
When Chofroes King of P erfia charged the Emperor with thefe injurious dealings, 7u/tinns 
puthim of with this anfwer,faying: that the date of the league was expired, and that it was 
not for the profeflors of the Chriftian faith,to leave fuccourleffe fuch Chriftians as fled unto 
them for aide in time of wars,butto relieve and cherifh them. Although /u/tinus gave Cho/~ 
roes this anfwer,yet made he nopreparation for battell, but wallowed himfelfe in his won- 
ted fenfuality,and preferred pleafure before all,

N the meaneé while he fent captaine A4artianus his kinfman into the Eaft, not furnifhing 
ce with fouldicrs and armour, and other neceffary provifion to give the enemy battell 

fo that he came into A4efopotamia,not without plaine danger and wrecke to the ftate, ha- 
ving with him a few naked fouldiers, of which number fome were tributary ditchers and 
carters. He gave certaine Perfrans a very {lender batcel(God wot )about Nifbis,while as yet 
the other Perfiaas were not inarmour, and by chance getting the upper hand, he befieged 
the city. But the Per/ans thought good not to fhut their gates at all, they reviled Very con- 
tumelionfly the Roman holt, and made no'accownt of them, as if they had beene fet thereto 
Keepe fheepe. For all this there were many ftrange monfters feene abont that time, which 
prognofticated the calamities that were fhortly toenfue, and among others a calfe newly 
calved;was feene to have two heads, yet but one neck. |

Fofrees being now furnithed to battelly brought Adaarmanes on his way as far as the 

_, other fide of Exphrates,which was within his own dominions » fent him with an army 
into the marches of the Empire of Rome, & commanded him to break into the towne 
Circefum, Circefinm is atowne very commodious for the Romans, fituated in the farthett 
parts of the Roman. dominions, not only fortified with trong wals, raifed up toa marvel- 
lous great height,but alfo environed with rworivers, Expbrates and Aborassand become by 
reafon of themas it were an Ifle, Then he himfelfe went withhis power over the river 74= 
grand got him Qraight to Nifibes. But the Romans of a long time undérftood not of thefe 
voyages, fo that Ju/finus gave credit to’a falfe report that;was blazed abroad,how Chofroes 
was cither dead,or at the point of death. They fay againe,that he was fore difpleafed,becauife 
the fege of Nifibss was lingered, and that he fent certaine men for toegge Martianus for- 
wards,and with all {peed to bring the keyes of the city., When their affaires tooke no pro- 

{perous fiiccefle,but Juftinus bore away great fhame and reproch,becaufe he would feeme to 

attempt that which was unpoffible for him to do,that is,to befiege fo great and fo wide a ci- 
ty,{pecially with fo (imple an army: firft of all Gregory Bithop of e4utioch, was certified of 
the whole, For the Bifhop of Nifhés was his deare friend,and liberally rewarded of him, & 
therfore being very forry that the Chriftians. fiaftained fuch Josles and fuch vexations of the 
Perfians, being alfo defirous that the city whereof he was Bifhop, were part of the Romas 
dominions, fignified unto himal.that was done about WVi/ibes,;without the bounds of rhéiEnt 
pire of Rome, Gregorius wrote immediatly of thefe tydings unto Je¢ftinws;and told him with 
alk fpecd how @hefrees invaded the. countries, But he wallow ing ftill: in the filth of his 
Wonted voluptuoufneffe, neither gave eareunto Gregorienletters, nor béleeved oe - 
if gf thought 
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thonght that only to be true, which his own fick braine had conceived, For he imitated the 
manner of intemperate and riotous perfons, whoas they are lither and retchleffe, fo the 
build too much upon profperous fucceffe and fortune : and if any thing happen contrary to 
their mind,they will in no wife be brought to beleeve it.for true. Wherfore he wrote back 
againe unto Gregory,rejecting his letters for falfe reports.1f they weretrue,that the Perfians 
fhould not win the city and raife the fiege before his power came’: or if they won it before, 
they fhould be met withallere they left the countrey, Afterwards he fent eeacins a proud 
man,of a difdainfull condition unto’ AZartianus with this com mandement,that if AZartianaés 
had before put one foot into the city, he fhould put him befide his honour and dignity. The 
which hedid in all the haft ro the great hurt of the Common-weale, thereby to fatisfie the 
Emperors will, For he went into the Roman campe, and took Afartianws being out of the 
F mpire,and deprived him of all martiall dignity unknowing unto the army. The captaines 
of the bands,and Centurions,atter their watch was ended, underftanding that their captaine 
was put out of oilice, fhook off their armour, ftole away privily, fcattered chemfelves here 
and there in their flight,and left the fiege,to the great laughter of all men, Adaarmanes ther- 
fore who had a mighty army of the Perfians and barbarians called Scenete, palling by Circe- 
Jfim,dettroied all the Roman countreys before him with fire, {word, and every other fort of 
Jamentable invafion,fhewing no mercy at all,neither in word nor indeed. He took caftles 
and many villages,and no man with{tood him:firft,becaufe the Roman holt wanted a head or 
captaine : next for that Cho/roes had befet all the fouldiers about Dara, and therefore the 
countrey was overrun and deftroied freely without any feareatall, Furthermore ( bo/roes 
Javaded Antioch by his fouldiers only (for he himfelfe was abfent) who were repulfed be- 
yond all expectation, when as very few remained in the city, when as alfo the Bifhop fled a- 
way,and conveyed with him the holy treafure of the Church, becaufe the greater part of the 
wall lay on the ground,and the people as it falleth out at fuch times, were up all on rebelli- 
on:and when they were gon, the city was left defolate, neither was there any one that de- 
vifed engines to repell the violence of the adverfary, or that was difpofed to refift the ene- 
my any kind of way.

The winning of Apamia and Daras, 


A Fter that the aflault of Adaarmanes took no profperous ficceffe at e4ntiech, and the 
bet, City Heraclea,atterwards called G agalica, Was by him fet on fire, he made his voyage 
" ftraight into Apamia,the which Se/eucus.the fon of Nicawor builded, a city fometime 
flourifhing,yet by long tract of time falne to great decay and ruine. And when he had gotten 
the city upon covenants concluded betweene them, (for the citizens could not refift, their 
wals being {\) old that they fell to the ground )he burned the city, bereaved them of all their 
fubltance, deftroyed all, contrary unto the covenants drawne betweene them, fubdued not 
only the city,but the countrey about, went his way and took with him not only the Bifhop, 
but alfo the Lieutenant of the city. Again in his journey homewards he wrought great mif- 
chiefe without let or refiftance,a few fouldiers only accepted, whom Ja/tinws had fent thi- 
ther, whofe captaine was AZagnus, malter fometime of the exchange at Conffantinople, and 
afterward by the commandement of J#ftinws, put in trult with one of the E mperors places, 
the which fouldiers were fo difcomfited, that they fled away and were almoft taken. Thefe 
things being brought to this pafle, 4/aarmanes returned unto Chofs rees, who as yet had not perene 
taken the city which he befieged.As they joyned powers together their army became ve- “°° 

ry ftrong,the fouldiers were animated, and laft of all,the enemy terrified and altogether dif- 
maied.He found the city trenched about, with’a great contremure raifed nigh the wals, all 
warlicke engines prepared for the winning of the city,as the great hollow catapelts, which 
fhoote the darts from aloft, commonly called brakes or flings. Chofroes with thefe helpes 
‘won the city by force in the winter feafon, when as Jobn the Maior of the towne tooke no 
thought at all how he might repell the violence of the enemy,nay rather he betrayed the ci- 
ty, for both is teported, Chofrees had belieged the city above five moneths, and in all that 
while there was not one that with{tood him, lat of all when they had ranfacked the city of 
all that was init,and (laine many after a lainentable fort,and taken many alfo alive,he fortifi- 
ed the city,lying very commodioufly both for him and his fabjeéts,and fo returned home,

WV iinus underftanding that his dominions were invaded in fuch fortas we have declared 
[ectorey reafon of his overmuch infolency and pride; banifhed wit, removed reafon out 
"of her feat,took his infortunate fuccefle farre more grievous then the common courfe of 
nature could beare, and fell into frenfie and madneffe, fothathe had no fenfe or underftan= 
ding of any thing that wasdone. Wherefore Tiberius a Thracian borne, one that was of 
chiefeft authority and eftimation with Iustinus, took inhand the governement of the Eme- 
| 1 igh pire. This.man had larely been fent by Ja/tinus with great power to give bartel unto the peo- 
Nt ple Abari: who when as his fouldiers could not find in their hearts to behold the barbarians 
vA in the face,had without all peradventure beenc taken;had not the divine providence of God 

| beyond all mans expectation faved and reftored him alive into the Reman dominions,Forb 
following the rath and heady advifement of J#/tinws,he together with the whole Commone 


Weale of Rome, was in great danger of utter foile, and of loofing unto the barbarians the 
great renowne of the Roman Empire, 


that was fick and bedred, and to invade a Common-weale that was deftitute of aid and fic- 
cour. That he of old being difeafed had not only the like humanity fhewed unto him, but al- 
fo of the belt Phyfitions fent unto him fromthe Empire of Rome, which might eafe him of 
his griefe. Cho/roes being perf{waded with thefe circumftances,although he had determined 
immediatly to overrun the Romane dominions, yet confirmed he a league for three yeares 
{pace coricerning the Eaftcountreys, anddecteed withall that *4rm-nia fhould enjoy the 
like benefit, that no battell fhould be fought there, and that none throughout the Eaft coun- 
treys fhould be molefted at all, While the affaires of the Eaft {tood inthis fort, Serminm,was

It felt out that this Avatolins was found to have 
Sacrificed to Idols, and being examined,he was manifeltly proved a wicked nian,an enckan- 
tér,and entangled with divers other enormities, Yet this Magiftrate together with his com- 


-panions (for he had others that held with him, and were convinced of Idolatricall facrifice 


had almott efcaped without punith ment, had not the people made an infurrection,and fet all 
ontumults, that the hearing and examination of their impiety would by that meanes have 
beene quite omitted, Morcover,they exclaimed at Gregory the Bifhop, and faid openly that 
he was altogether of Anatolivs counfell. For the curfed divell, difquicter of mankind, per- 
fwaded many of the citizens to accompany Anatolius in his abhominable factifice, Hereup- 
onit arofe that Gregory was in great fufpition: thatthe people were fo earneftly bent a- 
gain(t him: and hereupon he was fo vehemently fafpected, that the Emperor Tiberizs him- 
delfe laboured to fift out the truth of Anatelius owne mouth, Wherfore he gave ont com- 
mandement,that both Asatolivs and bis company fhould with all {peed be brought to @on- 
fantinople.* Anatolins hearing of this,van unto the picture of AZary the mother of God that 
hong aloft inthe prifon by a cord,fet bis hands behind him,made fixpplication and praid unto 
it, The image detefted him asa wicked perfon and one that God abhorred,and turned it felf 
from him,a fpettacle very Rrange,and worthy of everlafting memory. The gailer and kee- 
pers with the tke fouldiers of the garrifon faw it.and reported it to others. Theholy Vir- 
gin appeared unto divers of the faithfull,and fer them againft wicked Anatolius, faying that 
he had reviled her Son. Anatolius being brought to (on/fantinople, and there chaftized very 
extremely,could not charge the Bifhop with any thing,but together with his company,was 
airoccafion that thecity was on far greater fedition and uprore. For when fome of thefe 
idolatricall facrificers were condemned, not to die,but to perpetuall banifhment: the people 
ofa godly zeale boiled with anger,and would not-faffer them to be banifked,but took them 
in a fifherbote where they were fet,and withuniforme confent of all the people they were 
burned quick. They cried out alfo againft the Emperour and Exrycbins their Bifhop,as trat~ 
tors to the faith, For without doubt they had difpatched both Extychins and {uch as were in 
commiffion to arraigne Axatolius and his company (for they fought them in every place, 
and befetthem on every fide) had not the providence of God which preferveth his people, 
taken them out of their enemies clawes,and appeafed by litle and litle,the rage of fo furious 
a multitude.So it camic to pafle,that they committed no horrible a@tsthat dearolins was firft 
throwne to the ravenous beafts in compafle of the theater, of them to be'torne in peeces, 
next hanged onthe gallowes, Neither ended he his life with thofe punifhments, but the 
wolves came, pulled his carkaffe tothe earth (which was never feene before) and cruelly 
rent it in peeces with great ravening. There was a Chriftian thar faid before thefe things 
came to paffe,that in his (leepe he faw the people pronotnce the fentence againkt Anarolies, 
And againe,a noble man prefident of the Emperors pallace, one that made great friends for 
Anatolius, {aid he faw (Mary the mother of God, and that the fpake unto him in this fort : 
How long doeft thou take part with « ¢matoli#s, who dealt contumelioutly, not only with 
me,but with my fon alfo ? But this much of thefe things fhall fuffice. 


Cuap. XIX. 

Of Mauricius the valiant Captaine,and his vertues. 
the Imperial robe,after the deceafe of Juftinus depofed Inftinias 

nus of his dignity ,becaufe his later enterprifes againft the barbarians took tiot fuch pro- 
{perous fuccefle as afore time, andappointed ALawricius Captaine of the Ealterne power,’ 
who by birth and by name was of o/d Rome,yet becaufe of his anceftors and parents, he took 
Arabiffusa city of Cappadocia for his countrey.. He was a politicke and wife man,very dili= 
gent and carefull in all his affaires,of'a firme and conftant mind, of good governement in life 
and converfation,and well difpofed.He fo bridled flethly defires, and feedirig of the panch, 
that he abftained not only from neceflaries, and fich things as might eafily be gotten, but 
alfo from other things whatfoever provoked to intemperate luft and fenfuality. He would 
not give the common fort of men the hearing neither hearkned he to every mans tale. ae 
he knew that the one bred contempt,and the other brought nothing but flattery. He woul 


ptoriabeing clad with 


very feldome grant his prefence unto any, yea and that to, when he was earnettly befought 


unto. : “he {topped his cares from hearing of idle talke; not! with waxe ‘(as the Poet coun- 


{elleth) 
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as felleth but with wifdome and reafon,which was unto him in feed of a key,both to open & 
We to fhut them as time and occafion did require. Ignorance the mother of boldnes (for none is 
more bold then blind bayard) & faint courage her next neighbour,he fo banifhed from him; 
that he thought verily in rafhnes there was perill.and in paufing great fecurity.For wifdome 
and fortitude which were refiant in his brelt;{o ruled his affaires as time and occafion requi- 
red, without giving appetite the bridle, that meafure and moderation both fet them up and 
pulled them downe. But of this more at large hereafter.Rule and government do moft com- 
Amanin of- monly declare how excellent a man is, and what his nature and manners be : and this onel 
fice is foone thing plainly fheweth what mans is: for when life hath liberty and power to do what her 
elpied. lift,then revealeth the the fecret clofets of her mind, and fets them wide open tothe face of 
the whole world. This A¢auricims waging battell in forréirie cuntries, took both cities and 
caltles that lay moft comimadions for the Perfianssand carried thence fo great a prey,that he 
filled with the captives he had brought with him,Ifles,townes and countreys,that lay along 
time defolate and not inhabited:the land alfo that was unmanured, he caufed to be tilled and 
made arable foile; of thefe men he had to ferve his turne gteat armies, which both valiant! 
and couragioufly fought againft other nations, and latt of all he ftored every family of {ere 
vants,for then there were captives great {tore,and cheape enough, 
Rigs pp icei Cte gy ORE 
Mauricius foiled borb Choftoes and Adaarmanes, which led the Perfidn armies; 
Vrthermore,the fame ALauricins waged battell with the head and chiefett ofall Pera, 
he E:: mely; 7 awsochofroes and Adaarmanes, which led great armies tothe field, But after 
ey what fort,when,and how profperoufly his enterprifes went forwards, either we give 
other men leavé to commit them to letters,or peradventure we our felves(feeing that in this 
prefent volume we have promifed to difcourfe of other matters) will intreate of them in a- 
nother feverall work. Y et thus miuch will now fay that Tamsochofroes was overthrowne in 
the front of the hoft, not with the fortitude of the Roman army, but with the only piety of 
the Captaine,and his faith in Gods that. Adearmanes was foiled with plaine force of arines, 
and after great loffe of his power, put to flight, yea and that not onely when Alamundarus 
captaine of the barbarian nation called Sceneta, betrayed ALauricinus, inthat hée.would not 
come over theriver Exphrates,and aidehimi again(t Scesete,which fought againtt him(thefe 
Sceneta are {o {wifton horfeback that they can hardly be taken, yea though theit paflage be 
ftopt:but when it ftands them upon, they far outrun the enemy) but alfo when Theaderichis 
Captaine of the Seyehians durlt not tarie within their reach, but fhewed themimmediatly a 
faire paire of heeles together with his fouldiers. | . 
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Cuap. XXI, : 
Of the fignes prognofticaring the raigne of Mauticius, 


Wt Here were fignes which went before,& forefhewed that Afanricius fhouldbe crow- 
ned Emperor. Ashe offered frankincenfe very late in the night, within the chancell of 
_S, Marieschurch,which the people of Antioch docal the temple of Zu /tinian,the curtein 

or canopie was all fet on fire,and therewith he fell into fuch a dumpe,that he feared the vifi- 
olexceedingly, Gregory Bifhop.of that city ftanding by, faid that without all peradventure

fLory,it is come to paffe by the goodneffe of God, that we havé it at this day compen- 
dioufly delivered unto us by the works of fuch famous Hiftoriographers as have 
written the faid Hiftory unto the pofterity following, For Eufebius P amphilus hath writ- 
ten from the birth of Chrift unto the raigne of Comftantinus Magnus: Socrates.T. heodoret and 
Sozomsen have continued the tiinés froin Conftantine, unto Theodofins Iunior, of which Em- 
perours doings, this worke alfo of ours hath fomewhat difcourfed, As forthe divine and 
prophane hiftories from the beginning of the world unto this day, they are orderly continu- 
ed by painefull writers. And firft of all <Wo/es began to write, (43 itis declared of them 
which compiled thefe thingstogether) of the'things that were done from the creation of 
the world, even as he had truly learned of God in mount Sina. Againe others followed bim, 
fhewed the ready way to attaine unto our feligion,and committed to writing the acts done 
fince his time. Moreover Iofephus wrote avery large ftory, full of every Kind of good mat- 
ter. What fabulous things foever'are reported to have beene done either’ by the Grestans 
or barbarians of old time, who either were at civill warres within themfelves, or waged 
battell with forreine enemies or if any other thing can be remeinbred fince the firft mold of 
man was catt, all I fay befide fundry othet writers is laid dowiie by ‘Characes, Theopoupis 
and Epherus. Asfor the ‘Romane Hiltory, comprifing’ ia manner the acts of the whole 
world, orifany other thing fe'l out by reafon of their civill difeord of of quatrels rifen be- 
rweene themand forreine nations, it is exquifitely handled by Diowyiivs Halicarnafians, 
who began his ftory from the time of the people called eAborigenes, ‘and continued itunta 
the raicne of Pyrrhus King of Epirus; Prom thence unto thé overthrow of Carthage, 
Polybins Megapolitanus hath excellently difcourted: all which Treatifes though occafioned 
; at 
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at divers and Sundry times; \Appianus with grave judgement hath contrived into order and 
compacted togethersadding thereunto of his own, firch things as were worthy of memory 
after their daies unto histime. Diodorus Sicalus Wrote unto the time of Julius Cafar, Dion 
Caffits likewife continued his (tory unto the raigne of Antoninus of Eme/a,The like matter 
and order hath Herodian in manner followed,ending with the death of Maximus Nicoftra- 
tws alfo a Rhetorician of 7; rapexms, began with the raigne of ‘Philip the fucceffor of Gordia- 
wus, and Wrote unto Odenatiz of Palmyra,and the igtrominious expedition of Valerianus a- 
gainft the Perfians, Of the fame thing intreated Dexippus at large, beginning withthe 
raigne of the ALacedonians,and ending with the Imperie of (Vaudins, the fucceflourof Ga. 
lienus.. The faid author laid downe the warres of the Carpians, and of other barbarians in 
Helladra, Thracia and Ionia, Eafebins continued his ftory from OGavianns the Emperours 
raigne; unto the time of Traian,‘ Marcus, and the deathof Carus, e4rianss and Afinins 
Qaadratus, wrote {ome what alfo of thofe times, The times following, reaching unto the 
raigne of Arcadins and Honorins the Emperours,Zofiimus hath profecuted:and of the things 
which happened fince their times, Prifeus Rhetor with others hath difcourfed. All which 
Hiftories Exfathins of Epiphania hath briefly run over, but very excellently, and devided 
the whole into two volumes 3 the firft containeth the aéts from the beginning of the world 
unto the deftru@tion of Troy,and the pallace of Priamus: the fecond continuerh the ftory 
from that time unto the rwelfth yeare of Avaftafins the Emperors raigne. There began Pro. 
copias Rhetor;and.ended with the daics of Jufiinian, What happened fince unto thefe our 
daies, although Agathinvs Rhetor,and John both my fellow citizens and kinfmen,have order= 
ly written of, unto the time when Cho/roes the yonger both fled unto the Romans, andalfo - 
was re{tored unto his kingdome by Aauricizs, (who went not therein faintly to worke, 


but couragioufly as it became an Emperour, and brought ho/roes into his kingdome with

great treafure and armed fouldiers,) yet have they not as yet publifhéd their Hiftories, Of 
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The folemne mariage of.Mauricitis and Augutta, 


> Auricins being crowned Emperor, firtt of all made preparation for the folensa 
puity of bis mariage; next celebrated {uch rites as became the Imperiall {cépter, 
Band.coupled unto him in mariage. duguffa-otherwife called ‘Cosftantia, with 
Meg &8r eat pompe and royalty:laft of al he made fumptuous feaftsiand coftly bankets; 
~~,» ,Withgreat glory.and renowne, .Theofebia and the. Emprefle came to this fod 
lemne mariage. with a portly traine and rich-prefents, The one brought with her noe onely 
the father.and the mother of AZauricins (which was neverfeene to have happened -to any 
Emperor betore)for ta honour the mariage with their'comely horenefle-& reverend wrins 
cles;but alfo his brethren of goodly ftature-and proportion;to fet forth that royal folemnitys 
the other prefented a garmét al of cloth of gold,carnifhed with purple;& pearls of Jxdiacthe 
brought alfo crownes covered with gold and precious {tonesof divers forts and fundry cos 
lonrs; together with all the nobility, as well {uch as were renowned for Martiall prowefie, 
as 
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as they that were nade of, for their honorable order of the hall and pallace, All they bare in 
their hands burning torches, ftood very maieftically in the fight of all men, vpholding the 
glory of that gorgeous {pectacle,fo that there was never feene among men amore excellent 
anda more royall thew. Plutarchus Charoneus ( faith Damophilusa Romane hiftoriogra- 
pher ) faid very well,that the puiffance and profperous fucceffe, the fauour and fortune of 
Rome ioyned hands together; but I had rather fay, that true pietie and felicitie fo met to- 
gether in AZauricius alone, that true pietic forced felicity to be prefent, and would in no 
wife fufter her to be foyled and overthrowne, Thefe things being finifhed, A¢auricine 
covered not onely his head with the crowne, and clad not onely his body in purple, but 
alfo his mind with precious ornaments, For in manner he alone of all the Emperours felf 
a governing of his ohe perfon,and fo became an Emperour indeed : fir(t he drove from his 
mind the popular {tate of affeGions, next placing the order of his peeres and nobilitie in 
the feate of reafon, he made himfelfe alively patterne of vertue for his {ubiects to imitate 
and follow. Neither do I repore this of him, to the end I might footh him with faire words 
and flattery ( for to what purpofe I befeech you fhould Ido fo, feeing he knoweth not of 
the things which do write? )out becaufe the gifts which God hath fo bountifully bettewed 
upon him. and the affaires, which at fundrie times enioyed fuch profperous fuccefles, do 
manifeftly prove it to be moft true, All which will we nill we, we mutt confeffe and ac- 
knowledge tobe the goodnefle of God. 


Cuap. II, 
Of Alamundarus the Saracen and his fonne Naamanes. 


His Emperour aboueall other men was carefull over fuchas had beene attainted of 

high treafon,that none of them fhould be executed, & therfore he beheaded not Ava- 
mundarus captaine of the Scenete in Arabia,who(as I mentioned before)had betrayed 
him,but was driven out of one onely Ifle with his wife and certaine children, and banifhed 
for punifhment into Sici4ia, And moreover Naamanes his fonne,who wrought infinite mit 
chiefes azainft the common weale,who had deftroyed the two Phenicias and P ale/tina,who 
aft of all fubdued the fame regions withthe help ofthe Barbarians round about him, yea at 
what time his father A/awundarus was taken, when all men craved his head, he kept him 
onely in free ward,and enioyned him no other punifhment, The like clemencie he fhewed to 
Infinite ocher perfons, the which feverally fhall be fpoken of when fit accafion is miniftred. 


Cuapr. ITI. 


Of \ohn and Philippicus Romane captaines, and their doings, 


but ill-fauouredly in fome batrailes, infome others againe patching that which wasa 

difcredit vnto him before,did(as truth is nothing that deferved any greatcommendation, 
Next after him Philippicus, one that was allied vnto the Emperour(for he had maried one 
of his (ifters )made a voyage into forraine countries,deftroyed all that lay before him,tooke 
great {poile, and flew many ofthe nobles and peeres of Nifibs, and of others on this fide 
of the river Tygr#. He fought hand to hand with the Perfians, and giving thema wonder- 
full fore battell,he overthrew many that were of the chiefelt of Perfia,and tooke many alive, 
A band alfo of {pearemen which fled to an hill, lying very commodious for them, he tooke 
not,but let them go untouched, which promifed him they would fend to their king with all 
{peede to perfwade him to peace, Other noble aéts did he while he led the Romaz power, 
he brought the fouldiers from riot and pleafure, and acquainted them with temperancie 
and diligent fervice. All which circumftances, we giue other men leave(if they pleafe) who 
either hane written,or are about to write, fo far to wade into,as they haue learned by heare= 
fay, or conceived by felfe opinion; who moft commonly by reafon of ignorance are decei- 


[ise a Thracian borne,was fent by Mauricius to guide the Ealterne army,who prevailing 


ved and fo halt, or through too much partiality are negligent, or by occafion of {pite and 


hatred are fo blinded that they cannot vtter the truth, “e 
| we

Of captaine Prifcus, and the infurrettion of the fouldiers againft hin, 


could fpeake with him unlefle it were about weightic and great matters. For he was 

of the opinion, that ifhe ufed little familiaritieshe might doe what himfelfe lifted, and 
that his fouldiers underneath him would ftand in awe of him, and the fooner obey his com- 
mandement. But comming onacertaine time unto his armie with high lookes, and han- 
ty difdaine, with his whole body fet upon too arrogant geftures, he made them an oration 
of fouldiers patience in perill of warres,of fine and picked harnefle, and laft of all, of the re- 
wards they were to reape of the commonweale for their travell and fervice. They knowing 
thefe things as wellas he,began openly toreveale their wrath and conceived difpleafure 
againtt him.and rufhing in thither,where he had pitched his tent,as pf they had bene Barba- 
rians,they {poiled him ofall his fraptuoys {tore and precious treafure : and not onely this, 
but without doubt they had alfo difpatced him, had he not with allfpeed taken horfe and 
fled unto Edeffa, Y et they befieged this citysand commanded that Pri/cus fhould be delivered 
unto them.

Cuap. V. 
Of Germanus whom the fonlarers made Emperour againft his will, 

t Hen the citizens of Edeffa would not bring forth Pri/cws, the fouldiers left him, 
V\ and by force tooke Germanus captaine of the fonldiers in Phinicia of Labanefia, 
and proclaimed him their captaineand Emperour. While hee rafufed the office, 

and they urged itupon him,there arofe great contention on either fide, for he would not be 
conftrained,and they would needes compeil him : they threatned to execute him unlefle he 
would willingly accept of the dignitie,he on the contrary protefted openly he was neither a- 
fraid,neither would yeeld one iote. At length they went about to lath him with whips, and 
to maime the members of his body : which torments they perfwaded themfelves verily he 
would not endure, fuppofing there was in him no more hardnefle to beare ftripes, then na- 
ture and his yeares aftoorded him. They tooke him in hand; and knowing what he was able 
to fuffer, deale very circumfpectly, acaution being given left they fhould wound him fore, 
untillin the end they forced him to condefcend, and with an oath to promife them his faith 
and fidelitie, Wherefore thus they compelled him whom they had ruled to rule, and whom 
they had-governed to governe, and whom they had led captive to become their captaine, 
Furthermore they difplaced all other officers,as captaines, tribunes, centurions, decnrions, 
and placed in their roomes whom pleafed them belt, and reviled the Empi#e with rayling 
{peeches, And though they bare themfelves towards fuch as were tributarie milder then the 
common ufe and manner is of Barbarians, yet were they altogether alienated from their 
companions,and members with them of one common weale.For they tooke nottheir way- 
faring victuals by weight and ineafure,neither were they pleafed with fuch lodging as was 
appointed for them,but tooke their owne luft for lawes, and pleafure for prefcribed order,

The Emperour fent Philippicus. againe among the fouldiers, but 
the armie refufed him, 


Henthe Emperour fent Philtppices to redrefle the aforefaid enormities,the fouls 
VV ser not only reieéted him, but menaced and confpired the deaths of fachas 
feemed to take his part.

Of Gregorie Bifbop of eAntioch, how he proved the report that was raifed of 


himto be ameere flaunder., 


He affaires of the common-weale being at this point,Gregorde bifhop of Antioch retur= 

. A ned from Conftantinople,after the ending of a bitter conflia,the which I] am now about 
to declare, When Afferius was Lieutenant of the Eaft, and contention rifen betweene him 
and Gregorie,firft,all the head citizens tooke part with 4ferias,next the artificers ftucke uno 
to him, faying that Gregorie had iniured them euery one, lalt of all it was permitted for the 
| common 
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common people all to tevile Gregorie, Both high and low confpiréd together, and ceafed 
not either in the (treet or on the Theater to raile very contumeliontly at Bifhop Gregory,nei- 
ther was their {caffoldand interludes without {coffes. Therefore Aferius was devoted of 
his Lieutenantfhip,and Johz eleéted to fucceed him,whom the Emperor charged diligently 
to examine the circumftances of that feditious controverfie, This John Wee a man: unfe 
for the hearing of trifling caufes, much more for the examining of fo Weighty a matter, and 
tlie executing of fo worthy a funGion, Wherefore when he had fet the whole city on tu- 
mults, and publifhed an edict, whereby it waslawfull for him that could fay any thing to 
come forth and accufe the Bifhop : acertaine exchanger accufed him that he had companied 
with his owne filter, whom he married unto another, Againe others of that kind of people 
charged him that he had difturbed the quietand good eftate of the City, and that not once, 
but very oft. But Gregory purged himfelfe of that flander, and appealed unto the Emperor 
and to a Councell for the hearing of other matters. I was my felfe in his company, and pre-~ 
fent when he purged him of thefe crimes at (9n/Pantinople, And when as all the Patriarches 
either by themfelves, or by their {ybftitues were at the hearing of Gregories purgation; and 
the canfe heard of the holy Senate and of many holy Bifhops, after great (tire and much 
adoe, the fentence went with Gregory,that his accufer fhould be racked,carted about the ci- 
ty,and banifhed the countrey, After all this Gregorie returned unto his Bifhopricke againe 
and in the meane while the fouldiers ceafed not from raifing of {edition, for Philippicus the 


Captaine made then his abode‘about Berea and the city of Chalcis,

Oure tmoneths after the returne of Gregory from Conftantinople in the fix hundred thir- ' 
. 


ty and feyenth yeere after Antioch was fo called,andjthe threefcore and firlt yeere after 

the earth. quake which went next before, when as I my felfe the latt day of September 

had taken to my wife a virgine of tender yeeres, and the City therefore kept holy day and 
flocked with great pompe and {olemnity to my wedding chamber and feafting houfe, about 
the third houre of the night,there arofe fuchan earth-quake,that with the violence therof it 
fhooke together the whole city. It {fo tofled the foundations, that all the buildings about the 
moft holy Church were turned downé to the ground,except only the Hemifphericall roofe 
that Sepbremius had made of bay trees, which alfo was fore hurt of the earth-quake in the 
time of [#/tinus, and fo toffed by other earthquakes after that again,that it leaned very much 
intothe North, and thruft out of their place the mighty woodden beames which fell with 
marvellous great cracking, and immediatly the Hemifphericall roofe fhrinked to his owne 
place,and ftood perpendicular wife, as it did before without bowing to either fide.. W any 
places of Offracina and P fephia#m mentioned before,all the parts called Brifa,and moreover 
the buildings of $. AZaries Church were quite overthrowne.fave one middle porch that was 
marvelloufly faved. Allthe turrets that {tood on the plaine ground came tumbling downe, 
when as the reft of the building (the battlements of the wall excepted ) (tood till, Yet the 
ftones of the battlements were driven backe and not throwné downe.Other temples more- 
over,and both the publike baths that were ufed at feverall times, were alfo partakers of that 
calamity, and came toruine, The people perifhed confufedly one with another (as it was 
conjectured by the bread which was {pent in that citte) about threefcore thoufand perfons, 
But the Bifhop efcaped very (trangely when the whole lodging he fate in came to ruine,and 
all that were about him were onely faved, otherwife none, for they lifted him up with all 
{peed, when the earth-quake the fecond time fhooke the placé, and as it were opened the 
lodging, fo that they let him downe by arope, and delivered him out of danger. In that in- 
fortunate fuccefle, there fell out one thing moft profitable for the city. For it came to pafle 
by the goodneffe of our merciful God, mitigating his fury, and correcting with the rod of 
pity and mercy the finnes of his people, that no fire followed after, when as great flames 
flathed up out of herthes and lights both publike and private, out of kitchins, bathes, and in- 
finite other fitch like places in compaffe ofthe whole city. There died in this_earth-quake 
many noble and famous perfonages, and fo dide-4ferins, Bur the Emperorrepaired with 
money this lamentable ruine of the City. . :

When thefe things went in this 

fort, the people eAbari came twice as farre asthe Lovg-wall, invaded the countrey before 

them fubdued Singedon, Anchialus, all Helada, with other cities and caftles ; deftroyed all 

with fire and {word, yea, although the Romanes had a great army in the Eat: wherefore 

the Emperor fent e4ndreas captaine of his guard, to perfwade the army totake a gaine fuch 
officers and captaines as they had over them before.

dren; anid certaine of the nobles of Perfia which accOmpanied him of their owne accord, 
hee fent Embafladours unto Afasvicius the Emperor. Hee after deliberation and advife- 
ment taken in that matter, pondering with himfelfe the mutable race and variable courfe of 
mans life, the fudden change and alteration not only of his ftate, but of other things in like 
fort, accepted of his fute and Embaffage, and made Chofroes in fteed of a banifhed man his 
gueft, in (teed of a forrow full fugitive, his loving fonne, and gave him royall prefents for to 
allure himto roote his love in his breft,” Neither did AZamricius only fend him fuch bounti- 
full gifts, but the Empreffe alfo unto the wives ot Chofroes, and the fonnes of Manricins 
fhewed the like humanity unto his fonnes. wild 


A Fter the death of Hormrifda the Perfians crowned Chofroes his fonne to raigne over

I Choftoes King of Kings, 
ee 1p, the fonne of Hormifda, have fent this croffe, For when we were conftrained to flie unio the domi-

ten them, fortunate Barames and hes armed horfemen, and by reafon of Zade{pram the traitor his coma

paffe by the providence of God, that Pagans fhould pronounce godly fentences.

flew men with bis owne hands for facrifice to Divells,came to be baptized,canfed the 
. golden picture of Venus to be melted with fire, and turned to the ufe of the poore :

Chriftian faith. Gregory after the croffes were given by Chofroes, was commanded of the 
Emperor to vifit all the Monafteries called Limeta throughout the wilderneffe,but {pecially 
where the wicked do@trine of Severus raigned ; fo that he expounded unto them the fincere 
and true faith, and converted many Townes, Villages, Monafteries, and whole nations unto 
the Church of God. 


A Bout that time Naamanes Tribune of the people Scenete, fo wicked a perfon that he

for him no hope of longer life. Gregory being by me certified thereof, made all the {peed 

he could to be prefent when Symeon gave up the Gholt, But he had not his defire. For 
this Symcon in rare gifts and excellent vertues paffed all the men of his time: he led ina pil- 
lar a fevere life even from his tender youth, infomuch that he changed his teeth in that 
manfion, He was per{waded to live in a pillar upon fuch an occafion as fclloweth. Being 
of tender yceres,playing leaping and skipping to and fro about the tops of hills and greens, 
as the manner is of children, he lighted by chance upona Lybard, tooke his girdle, and tied 
him about the neck,led the beat which now had put off his fierce nature by the girdle, as if it 
had been a bridle,and brought him home to his Monaltery. His Mafter who led his life ina 
pillar, feeing this, inquired of hin what he had in his girdle : the boy anf{wered it was acat. 
His Maftcr gathering hereby, that he would prove hereafter a worthy man, trai! 1ed him up 
tolead his life ma pillar, Inwhich pillar, together with another alfo ftanding upon the top 
ofan hill, he lived threefcore and eight yeeres, replenifhed with all graces from above : he 
caft out Divells : he cured every difeafe and infirmity : he faw things to come,as if they had 
beene prefent : he foretold Gregory that he fhould not be prefent at his death, and that he 
knew full little of the things which were like to entue after his death. And when as I alfo 
mufed with my felfe after the lofle of my children, and examined what the eaufe was, why 
the Gentiles which had children at will were not vifited in like fort, Symeou although I ut- 
tered my fecretstone man, wrote unto me that I fhould refraine from fuch cogitations, ' 
in as much as they offended God. Furthermore, when the wife of my Clerke had her 
milke after fhe was delivered fo topped in her brefts, that there would not a drop come 
forth, and therefore the infant was like to die, Symeon tooke her husband by the hand, 
bade him goe and layit on his wives breft. This being done, immediatly the milke came 
r : fee running: 


ie the meane {pace when moft holy Symeon was fo dangeroully ficke,that there remained 
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running outas if ithad beene a ftreame, ahd wetall the womans garments. Vato thefe 
that went before we may adde this alfo,how certaine travellers, in whofe company Synseon 
was, left behind thema childe about midnight : a Lyon came and tooke up the child on 
his backe, and brought him to Symeons Mona(tery, Symeon bad the fervants goe forth, and 
take inthe child which the Lyon had carried thither, He did many other notable a@s,which 
have need of an eloquent tongue, leafure convenient, and a peculiar volume, all which are 
well knowne, and rife in every mans mouth. There reforted unto him of all nati- 
ons, not onely Romanes, but allo Barbarians, and obtained their futes. This Symeou in 
feed ef meate and drinke, fed upon certaine branches of fhrubs that grew in the 
mountaine hard by him,

Hortly after Gregory Bifhop of Autioch being fore pained with the gotit; tookea cer- 
S taine medicine made of Hermodattylus (for Lo was it called) the which a certaine Phy- 
\—' itian miniftred unto him, and after the drinking thereof died immediatly. He departed 
this world when Gregory the fucceflor of Pelagius was Bifhop of old Rome, Iohn of (ons 
Stantinople, Eulogius of Alexandriaand Anaftafius of eAntioch,who after twenty and three 
yecreswas reftored unto his Bifhoprick, and alfo when Jobn was Bifhop of Jers/alem, 
which died fhortly after, and as yet there was none chofen in his roome, 3 

Here doe I mind to cut off and make anend of writing, to wit, in the twelfth yeere of 

the raigne of Adauricins Tiberins Emperor of Rome, leaving fuch things as follow after for 
them that are difpofed to penne them for the pofterity in time tocome. IfI have omitted 
ought through negligence, or lightly run over any matter, let no man blame me therefore ; 
remembring with himfelfe that 1 gathered and colleted together a {cattered and difperfed 
hiftory, to the end I might profit the Reader,for whofe fake I tooke in hand fo great and fo 
wearifome a labour, I have finifhed another worke,comprifing Reports, Epiftles,Decrees, 
Orations, Difputations, with fundry other matters. But the relations therein contained are 
for the moft part of the perfon of Gregory Bifhop of e4ntioch, For which I was preferred 
unto two honourable offices: Tiberius Conffantinus made me Treafurer,and I was preferred 
to be Mafter of the Rolls, where the Lieutenants and Magiftrates with their monuments are 
regiltred, by (Mauriciws Tiberius : during whofe raigne I compiled the reports, at what 
time he brought to light Theedofizs, who was both unto him and to thecommon-wealea 
preamble or entrance to all kind of felicity. Ai,

Orotheus was arare and fingular man, well feenein the Latine, Grecke, 
and Hebrew tongues. He flourifhed inthe time of Diocletian,Conftan- 
tinus Magnus, Conftantius , avd Julian the U4 poftata. Eufebius 
Pamphilus, one that knew him very well, and heard bis gift of utte- 

Eufeb.Ecclef, [MS vance, writeth thus of him: Dorotheus  Minifter of the Church of 

hiftib,7.c.31. snrigch, was a very cloguent and fingular man. He applied holy Scripture diligently : 

he fiudied the Hebrew tongue, fo that he read with great skill the holy Scriptures in He- 
brew. This man came of anoblerace. He was expert in the chiefe difcipline of the Gre. 
cians, by nature an Eunuch, {0 difpofed from his nativity. For which caufe the Empe. 
rour for rarcne(se thereof appropriated him, placing and preferring him to be Magiftrate 
in the city Tyrus, anato over fee the dying of purple. We heard him our elves expound. 
ing holy Scripture with great commendation in the Church of God. So farre Eufebius. 

Democh.in. Antonius Demochares faith of him, that he was exiledin the perfecution under Dio- 

fi.Chriftre. Cletian, and that he returned from banifhment after the death of Diocletian and Lici- 

lig. nius, and recovered his Bifhopricke againe, where he continued untill the ragne of Juli- 
an, about the yeare of our Lord 365, And becanfe Julian per{ecuted not the Chriftians o- 
penly himfelfe, but fecretly by bis governours and Magiftrates, Dorotheus was faine 

Petr,denatali- azarneto flieunto the citie of 0 difsus, where (as Petrus denatalibus writeth) the offi- 
bus.lib.6.de cers of Julianapprehended him, and tormented lim to death for his teftimome of Chrift 
feck Iefus.

low after: unto which Prophets it was alfo declared, that not unto themfelves, 
but unto us they fhould minifter the things which are now fhewed unto you of 
them.

And yetwhenthe enemy triumpheth, that 
at leaftwife he feemeth to have brought his purpofe about, we may comfort 
our felves with this faying: Sanguis Martyrum femen Ecclefie, The bloud of the 
Martyrs isthe feed of the Church. Chrift himfelfe foretold that whofoever 
would be his Difciple, muft take up his croffe and follow him. Thefe Pro- 
phets, and thefe Apoftles , and thefe Difciples have done no leffe. cAbel 
was murthered by Caiz. Thechildrenof Ifrael were opprefled under Pharoah. 
Elias was perfecuted by TeXabel. The Prophet Joath was threatned by Ieroboam, 
and flaine ofa Lion. Zacharie the fon of Iehojada was ftonedto death. Micheas 
was throwne downe, and hisneckebroken. 40s was {mitten with a club on 
the temples of the head, and fo brained. Efaas was fawed afunder intwa 
parts with a wooddenfaw. Tomas was inthe Whales belly , yet having efcaped 
that danger, he was not without mifery. ereme was perfecuted oftentimes ; 
imprifoned very fore, throwne into the deepe dungeon , where he ftood in mire 
up to the eares, at length {toned to deathin Aigypt. EXechiel was flaine in Ba- 
bylon by the Dukeofthe people. Daniel was throwne among the hungry Li- 
ons, yet God prefervedhim. The three children werethrowne into the fiery 
furnace, but the fire didthemno harme. Baruch was faine to flic away to fave 
his life from king Zoachas hands. The Prophet /réas was flaine with the {word 
by King Joacim. Iohn the Baptift was beMeaded of Herodthe Tetrarch. Steven 
was ftoned to death. James was beheaded by Herod Agrippa. Peter was crucifi- 
edat Rome under Nero with his headdownewards. Paul was likewife behead- 
edat Rome under Nero. Andrew was crucified by Aigeas King of Edeflaat Pa- 
taras a city in Achaia. Lames Alpheus that was Rifhop of Jerufalem , was 
throwne downe from on high, and brained witha fullers club. Thomas was 
(laine at Calaminaa city in India: the Painims ran him through with a dart, the 
which fome doe calla fpeare or javelin. Philip was crucified at Hierapolis in 
Afia. Bartholomew was flayne alive in India , his skin pulled over his eares, and 
after allbeheaded. Matthew was run through with anaked {word in Aithiopia. 
Simon was crucified. Inde wasflaine. Iohn was{courged and often perfecuted : 
itis {aid that Domitian the Emperour caufed him to be throwne into a. tun of 
hot fcalding oyle, yet he tookeno harme. Matthias was knock’d on the head 
with anaxe,and immediately beheaded. Marke the Evangelift had arope tied 
about his necke, and by that drawne through the ftreet of Alexandria, that his 
flefl was rent in peeces, the ftones coloured with bloud, and in the end he was 
burned toafhes. Barnabas hada rope about his necke, and therewith pulledta 
the {take and burned.

" daies of old, That they may feeke the Lord which are the remnant of men, avid all the heathen up- 
on whom my name 2 called, faith the Lord which doth this, Tames made mention of this pro- 
pheciein the Acts of the Apoft/es, This Amos was of Thecna, eAmafias King of Iuda perfe- 
cuted hin very oft,chaftized him many times,at length the fon of Amafias ftroke him witha 
club on the temples of the head, and killed him. While as yet he drew breath after his 
wound, they brought him to his owne countrey, and within two daies after he died, and 
was there alfo buried, 


Efaias, 
His great Propheté/ay the fonne of Amos, forefaw in a figure the miftery of Chrilt,whe 
he faw the Lord fitting upon a high and glorious feate, where (faith he ) the Seraphins 
ftood about him, whereof one had {ix wings, and the other had fixe wings, wherewith they 
covered their faces,and cried one to the other in this manner: Ho/y,boly, holy, is the Lord of 
hoafts: the whole carth is full of bis glory, Then was there one of the Sevapbims {ent, which 
tooke from the altar an hoat cole with the tongs, and touched his lips, faying : thes taketh 
away thine unrighteou/neffe. He was fo fully inftruéted by the vifion he faw, and perfwaded 
of the type and figure, that he forefhewed the miftety of Chrift, Againe. he was fo endued 
with grace from above,that he prophecied of the miftery of Chrifts paffion in this fort: He 
was led as a fhcepe to be flaine,yet was he as ftil as a Lazwsbe before the fhearer,andopencd not hes 
mouth, The Eunuch of e€thiopiareading this prophecy, requefted Philip to expound it un- 
to him,who immediatly declared that theProphet had faid this moft truly of brift our Lord. 
Againe he faith, He #s (uch aman as hath good experience of forrowes andinfir mities, And a- 
aine, Hewdsd none evil, neither was there gsile found in his mouth,yer the Lord will clenfe bin 
of his wound, and fhew light unto him, Againc. Thus faith the Lord: Behold I lay in Sion for 
a foundation a ftone, even atried Stone, a precious corner flone, a [ure fountation, And who (a 
beleeveth on bint,foall not be confounded. Againe.T he /pirit of the Lord ts upon me,therefore hath 
he annointed me,céc.WWhen the Lord read this in the finagogue on the faboth,he faid : Vers/y I 
fay unto you, this day is this (eripture fulplledin your cares, This Efay was of Ieru(alem, He 
died at Ieru/alem under king Adanaffes, being fawed afunder in two parts, and was buried 
under the oke, nigh the well of Ragel, hard by the place where the waters ranne which 
king zechias dammed up.It was by this Prophet that God wrought the monument, and 
memoriall of the place called Si/oam,For when breath failed him before death came,he cal- 
led for a little water to drink, which was immediatly fent unto him out of this brooke, and - 
therefore the place is called Si/eam,which is by interpretation as muchto fay as fent, In the 
time of Fzechias before this lake or pond was made, there came out alittle water at the 
praicr of €/ay. For the people were then in the plaine countries of the Moabites, who were 
aliens &left the city fhould perifh for want of water(for the enemies enquired where they 
might drink, the city being befet, they befieged alfo the brook Siloam which was dry unto 
them)there came forth water when the Iewes praied together with E/ay : therefore it run- 
neth continually after a fecret fort unto this day, for to reveale this great miraccle, And be- 
caufe this was done by E/ay,the Jewes for memoriall thereof, buried him with great care & 
honour nigh Si/oam, that by his holy praiers they might in like fort. enioy the benefit of this 
water after his departure out of this world: for he had ananfwer from above to do as he did. 
His fepulcher is nigh wher the kings are buried, behind the’ buriall of the Zewes,towards the 
South, Solomon built the tombe of D vid unto the Eaft of mount Siva, having an entrance 
to goin from the way which commeth out of Gabaon,out of the city abouttwenty furlongs. 
He madeit fo crooked and fo awry that it can hardly be perceived,fo that many priefts, and’ 
ina manner the whole nation of the Zewes could not unto this day find the way that goeth in, 
King So/omen had laid up there gold that came out ofe £thiopia,and fpice. And becaufe Exe- 
chias (hewed and difhonored the bones of his fathets,thereforeGod bad him affare himfelf 
it would come to paffe that his {eed fhould ferve his enemies, and he made him barren and 
fruteles from that day forth, ae Zoek,

earth beneath,bloud and firc,and the vapour of (moke:the Sun foal be turned into darknes,and the 
Moone into bloud, before the great and notable day of the Lordcome. Andit hall come to paffe 
that whofoever fall cal upon the name of theLord [ball be [aved.S Peter rehearfed this prophe~ 
cie in the Aéts of the Apoftles, that it was even then fulfilled when as the holy Ghoft cama® 
downe from heaven and refted uponthe Apoftles on the day of Pentecof, This Joel wasa 
neighbour unto the city Bethoreéron in Ru ees where he died, and was alfo buried in peace. 
ond. 
I Onas hath not barely in word,but truly in deed forefhewed the miftery of our Saviors re- 
furrection. For Chrift faithin the gofpel : Even as lonas was three dases and three nights in 
the belly of the whale, fo foall the [oane of man be three daies and three nights inthe bowels of the 
earth. Even as the whale caft up Joxas uncorrupt, fo hath the fepulcher reftored theLord to 
the better life. This Jowas was of Cariathmaus nigh e4zotus,a City lying on the fea colt to- 
wards the Gentiles, After he came out of the whales belly, taking his way to the City of 
Ninive,he taried not in that land,but took his mother,and foiourned in Aff#r a forraine {oile, 
He thought with himfelfe, by this meanes I fhall take away the infamy which I have pur 
chafed unto my felfe by prophecying falfly againft the city of A nive. Elias having prophe- 
fiedin thofe daies again{t the houfe of -4#chab, and called for a famine to light upon the 
earth, fled away, and being come to a widdow which had a child, he tarried there (for he 
could not abide among the uncircumcifed ) and blefled her. When Jonas died, God raifed 
him to life by Elias, for he would have him then know, that he could not flie fromthe hand 
and power of God. After the famine was ended, Jonas left that countrey, and got him to the 
Jand of I#da, and when his mother died by the way, he buried her by mount Liganws, He 
died alfo himfelfe in Saar, and was buried in the cave of Cexxeum, who had beene made 
Judge over one tribe in his countrey, what time the land wanted a Prince. This Prophet 
gave {trange tokens unto [erz/alem and the whole land, to wit a ftone crying very lamen- 
tably that the end was athand, That'when Jer#/alem was troden and frequented of all na- 
tions, then the City fhould be deftroyed.

O phoxie was alfo thought worthy to prophefie of theLord Ze/as Chrift. For thus he fayths 
The Lord fhall be terrible uatothem,and deStroy all the gods in the land, and all the Iles of the 
heathen foall worfbip bim, every man in bis place, Andagaine : I will clenfe the lips of the people 
that they may every one call upon the name of the Lor !,an)ferve himunder one yoke: from be- 
yond the river of Ethiopia wil T take my dilperfed, and they foall bring me an offering... And a- 
gaine: Reioyce O daughter of Sion, be ioyfuk O I/racl, reioyce and be glad for thy whole heare 
O daughter Ierufalem for the Lord bath wiped away thy unrighteou/nelfe, he hath redeemed thee 
From the hand of thine enemies, the Lord himfelfe will raigne in the middeft of thee, fothat then 
Soalt no more fee any milchiefe befall unto thee, Thefe things do properly appertaine unto the 
Lord Zefus Chrift: This Sophonias was of the. tribe of Simeon, and the land Sabarthatha. He 
prophefied of the Citie, the end of J/rae/; and confufion of the wicked.

Ae foréfaw the 
taking of Jerw/(alem before the captivity, and'theretore lamentéd greatly, And when Neb 
chadonofer came up againft Iera(alemhe fledinto o \tracia, and dwele in the land ofthe If 
maelstes. \W hen as fiich captives as werein Chaldea teturned againe,and fuchas were Jeft in 
Terufalem went downe to U£ gypr, he dweltin hisown land, And wheli on a certaine time 
he miniftred food unto the reapers ofhis land,and took pottage, he prophefied unto his fer- 
vants, faying,I will go into afarre conntrysbut I will returnie quickly againe:if ye fee that I 
tarry too .ong.give youunto the réapers'theit meate, When he had béen in Babylon,and gi- 
ven the Prophet Danied his dinner, immediatly he was by the reapers as they fate at meate; 
neither made he them privie ‘to any thing that was done, He knew that the people would 
thortly returne out of Baby/ox,and two yeares before their returne he died, and was buried 
in his owne land. Heprophefjed alfo of the deftruétion of the temple, that a nation fhould 
come out of the W eft and deftroy it. Then (faith he): the Cypres filke rob of the inner tem- 
ple fhall be fet abroad,and the pinnaclés.of the two pillers fhall be taken away, and no mar 
fhall know whete they fhall be laid. They thall-be:caried by an‘Angell into the defert. 
from whence the Arke of covenant did afcend atthe firft, And about the end the Lord thall 
be knownein them,andhe will lighten them that fit inv darkneffe,and fiuch as fuffered perfee 
cution of the Serpent,ashe did fromthe beginning, ie 
Ezechiel, 
: His Exechiel prophecied in Babylon, and wasendued with grace from above to pro. 
# phefy of the myltery of Chrift, Forhe faith: Iwill deliver thems ont of all their trou. 
ble and iniquities: and I will cleanfe them, and they hall be my people, and Iwill be rheiv God 
efs for my fervant David, he shall be a Prince in the middeft of them, and there hall beone 
Jhepheavd over them all: for they will walke in my commandements, And acaines Thefe 
waters flaw ont into the [ea towards the Eaft,and run downe into Arabia, and come inte the fea 
comming thither the water hall be wholefomeYea it wil come to palfe, thatall which live and 
move where thy river commeth, fhall be preferved. This Exechiel was of the countrey Sez 
ra, and of the line of priefts : he died in Chaldea in the time of the captivity ait ae had 
prophefied very much unto the inhabitants of Judea, The prince of the people of I/rae/ flue 
him at Babylon, becaufe he reproved him of idolatry, and the people buried him in the field 
(Mazr, in the fepulcher of Ses and Arphasad, the progenitors of eAbrabam 
ment is a dowblecave: for Abraham built in Chedyon a fepulcher unto Sara after that 
fathion, It is called double, becanfe it is made of turnings and windings, ftanding upon the 
plaine ground, yet hanging ina certainerocke, He gavethe people a ftrange token, that 
they fhould note, when the river Chobar dried up, thento perfwade themifelves that the 
hooke or fieth of deftruction was at hand, evento the eds of the earth: and when it over- 
flowed the city of Ternfalem, that their returne wasathand. For the holy Prophet dwelt 
at that river, and thither it was that many reforted unto him, It fell out that when there 
was a great multitude of people about him,the Chaddeans (tood in oréat feare of the Hr- 
brewes left they fhould moleftthem ; and when they fet upon them for to flay them, the Pro- 
phet caufed the water of the river to devideit felfe,and to give them paflage to flie unto the 
further banke, and thatas many of the Chaldeans as purtued after them that fled thould be 
drowned, 
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drowned, (I he fame'Prophet prayed unto God inthe time of {carcity and dearth, and th fo 
doing pracutedints the people-great fore Of fifth #and-againe, when many of them died,he 
intreated-the Lord thatthey might be reftored tolife? When the people were ina manner 
deltroyedshe wroughrdach wonder fulkmitdéeles that He difcouraged their enemies and that 
God {mote them Fromabove. Wherthe podple faldiiatohin, we perith there rebinechnd 
hope fons; he perfwaded them bp'prophelying of dead bones, that there was comfort 
Inough leftvor Tfrae?, both for the prefent: aiid! forthe tiie ‘to come, * This Prophet judged 
Jfrart,and {hewed what {hould become both of Ferufalens and the Temple. He was taken 
fromBxbpfon, and he cane to Je*#falem the faine' houte'to febuke {uch as beleeved notin 
God. This Prophet faweven'as Avojerdid before him, the figure of the Temple,the Walland 
what was thereabout;and the gate through whichthe Lord was’ to’enter in, andto go out ; 
and thatitwoedd come to pafleithat the fame gate would be {hut;and that all nations thonld 
put their trult in.ehe Lord.In Babylon he judged the tribe of Dan and of Gad; and becaufé 
they wrought wickednefle in the fight of the Lord, in perfecuting them that kept the law, 
he gavethemd terrible token, for Adders deftroyed their children, and allitheir cattell, ‘for 
their fin and.iniquity:He prophecied alfo, tharforitheir fakesthe people fhould not returne 
unto their ow,i courtrey;but fhould:remaine in c4fedia untillthey had repented them, And 
one of thefe flue this Prophet; HED . 
ro. Bags Daniel. St ; 
*‘HeProphet.D anie/ prophefied in Babylonjand was accepted of} as one that was fit to 
_ prophefis of Chrif?. Know therefore and understand (faith he) that from the going forth of 
the commandensent to bring againe the people, amdto build lerufalem, unto M effias the Prince, 
there hall be fever weekes andthree(core and twoweekes coc Againe in dnother place: There 
was. aftonecut without hands,anl the tone (mote theimage;it became alfo a great mountainesand 
filed the whelecarth:Acaine: Andbehold, there came one in the clouds of heatien like the Sonne 
of man which wentunto the ancient of daies, and nto him there was given honour and power : 
with other things that there are laiddowne, This Daniel was ofthe trib of Jada, a noble 
man borne: being a yong child be was led.inta captivity out of Jndea into the land of the 
Chaldees: He was.imthe upper Betheron, and fo'chaft a mati; that the Lewes thought he had 
beene gelded. Hébewailedvery much boththe people andthe holy city Jerafatem. He 
brought himfelfe. very low and weake by falting and abftaining from delicate food, feeding 
uponthe fiuitof the earth. Informe of body he was drie and leane,but ia the favour of God 
he wes moilt and.of good liking: At the reque(t of Baltha/ar the Kings fonne, this Prophet 
prayed wery much for King Nebachadonoxer (who was transformed into the figure of a 
monftrons bea(t) that he fhould not be calt away. For in thefore parts andthe head he was 
like an Oxe,the hinder parts with the feet refembled the Lyon,his haires wereas Eagles fe- 
thers,and his nailes like birds clawes or talents, It was revealed unto this holy man, that the 
King for his brutith fenfualicy'and ftif-neckednefie {hould be transformed into a beaft: that 
is.to {ayshe fhould be made fabje& unto Belial like an Oxe urider yoke,and refemblea Lyon 
for his raveviig,tyranny,and cruelty. Thefe are the properties of Potentates in their youth, 
untill at length they become brute beafts,ravening,flaying, practifine of tyranny and all kind 
ofiimpiety, andiin the end they receive of the jutt judgement of God the reward of their 
wickednefle: The Spirit of God gave this holy man to underftand thar like an Oxe he would 
feed upon hay, which was his food, Wherefore Nebuchadonoxor after he had digefted this 
meate,and recovered the fenfeand underftanding of man, he wept, and made fupplication 
unto the Lord day and night s he prayed unto’ the Lord forty times : and being come unto 
himfelfe,yet forgat he that he had beene madea man. The ufe of his tongue was taken away, 
that he could not {peake ; and he underftanding of that, immediatly he fell'a mourning. His 
eyes by reafotvof his continuall lamentation gave forth a déad locke; Many went out of thé 
city tofec him: yet only Danie? would not ‘goe, For all the whilehe was fo transformed, 
Danitl-coafed not to pray forhim: his faying was, he will become'a man againe, and then 
will Ifechim ; but they gave nor credit unto his words. Dasiel by praying. unto the moft 
high,brought to paffe that the-feven yeares, whom he called feven times, were tuted into’ 
fevén moneths,and that the myftery of the feven times flhiould in them be finifhed. Within 
the {pace of feven moneths he was reftored unto himfelte, the fixe yeares that were behind 
and the five moneths he proftrated himfelfe before the Lord,confeffing his fins and iniquity.’ 


And when he had obtained remiffion of fins,he gave his kingdome unto the Prophet,he eate 
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Dorothens of thé Prophets, 


neither bread riot fleth,nor drink wine,but confeffed his finsunté thé Lord, For Dawie/ had 
commanded him to feed upon pulfe & herbesjand fo to pleafe the Lord: Wherfore he called 
Daniel Balthafar,and would have made himcoheire with his fons.But as touching thé kinp= 
dome,the holy-Prophet would none of its'-hisianfwet was, Be favourable unto me Lord, .

Sophonias, Aggeus, Zacharias and Afalachias, There are alfo foure called the great Pro- 
phets, E/ay, Ieremy, Exechiel and Daniel, Allthe Prophets prophefied unto the ewes, 
and admonifhed them ofthe promifes of God madeunte the fathers ; wherein he promi- 
fed to bleffe all nations in the feed of e4braham, through the falvation that was to come 
by our Lord Je/us Chrift, Againe, how he with a mighty and ut(tretched arme brought 
them out of their bondage ine £gypt, and gave them the land of promife. Lattofall, how 
they were led captivesinto Babylon by Nebuchadonoxer, and thence brought backe againe 
with honour, Moreover, how they were afflicted by e4ntiochus, and the nations round 
about them, yet for all that, by the providence of God, they proved conquerors in the end. 
And'to fhut up the whole in few words,how he that was looked for &promifed of the feed 
of Abrabamsto be the Saviour of the world, fhould come according to the promifes which 
went before him.

at this day extant any Ecclefiafticall Chronographie continued from fo longa 
time. Well we may have catalogues of Kings, recitall of Bithops, pedegrees of 
our gentries, with other private and particular fummaries feverally handled by 
fundry men: but the general! Antiquitie; the joynt contriving , the relation to 
the fountaine, the fearching of the original! out of farre and forreigne countries, 
{{feeing the Gofpell was not firft preached here in England) I find not extant in 
our mother-tongue. Therefore orderly to proceed, as the aforefaid learned 
Writers have layed downe their example, I will begin with the birth of Chrift, 
penning in the firft. columne fuch worthy acts asthe Evaneclifts have recorded 
of him during his abode here onearth, afterwards the yeares of his incarnation. 
The next room is an abridgement of the raigne of the Emperours. Luke the 
Evangelift thought good, even inthe very'entrance of his difcourfe, to lay down 
the birth of Chrift in the raigne of Avgu/tws the Em perour, and the preaching of 
John the Baptiftto have begunin the fifteenth yeare of Tiberius: Caefar. Socrates 
inthe fift booke of his Eccleftafticall hiftory tooke the catalogue of the Empe- 


Ss 


rours to be one of his principall drifts: his reafon was, becaufe the Ecclefiatti- 
call affaires feemed alwaies to depend very much of the Emperours and Princes. 
Thethird place containeth the famous men, withthe favourers of the truth, the 
Martyrs and Saints of God. The gladfometydings of the glorious Gofpell was 
not firft revealed unto Princes and Prefidents, unto the mighty and wife of 
this world (for God needed not their aid and power) but unto'the weak, fimple, 
ignorant, foolifhand contemptible inthe fight of men: fuch 4s flepheards, fith- 
ermen, tole-gatherers, and tent-makers... The fourth riglet ‘continueth the 
raigne of the Kings of Judxe1. Matthew and Luke began their Gofpels with the 
raigne of Herod. But they lafted not very long. Inthe dayes of Hered Chrift was 
borne inthe flefh, after him came Archelaus, thethird was Herod the Tetrarch, 
which beheaded John the Baptift, the fourth was Herod Agrippa,which behead - 
¢d James the brother of John withthe fword, and died miferably himfelfe.- The

Whereit ap- 

peareth manifeftly unto the whole world, that the -Bifhop of Rome had as little 

to dotherein as other Bifhops: For, Emperours,Princes,andfometimesthe Bi- 

fhops of fome province or other within themfelves, have fummoned Councels, 

called Bifhops together, and decided fuch matters as werecalled into controver- 

gocrardib ;, fie, without the advice of the Bifhop of Rome. For (faith Socrates) the chiefeft 
Eeletbit,  CGouncels were fummoned, and are unto this day called together, by the com- 
pe dakie mandement and confent of the Emperours. Befidesall the aforefaid,I have laid 
downethe fucceffion of Bifhops in the foure moft famous Churches, as Jerufa- 
lem, Antioch, Rome, Alexandria. Though other writers addié themfelves 
wholly unto the Catalogue of the Church of Rome, omitting no not one, Jeane: 

the fhe-Pope onely excepted ; fome will marvell why I preferre Jerufalem and 
Antiochbefore the Sea of Rome: the reafon is, becaufe thofe Churches had 

Euteb.Eedet, their Bilhopsbeforethe Church of Rome. Clemens Alexandrinus writeth,that 
bifl,lib.2.cap.t rapes called the brother of Chrift, was.immediately after the affumptionof our 
Saviour chofen Bifhop of Jerufalem by Peter, Tames and John the‘ Apoftles.

Emperours, dignity, fo now.in regard oftheir fingular piety and goodnefie, having aflumed\unto 
the reprefentative Image of their Father, are declared Kings, €xfars, and Emperours, 
and invefted with all their Fathers dignities. But I am amazed when I contemplaté 
and behold him, who not long fince wearing the upper garment of mortality, did con¢ 
verfe amoneft us to the admiration of us all, and now alfo after his deceafe (when all 
thefe outward things fall fromus, as being of a heterogenous nature) refiding ftill in 
his royall Palaces andas much honoured.and prayfed as when hee lived.’ Moreover, 
when I looke upto Heaven, and in my mind behold his bleffed foule living in Gods 
prefence, having put of thisfraile and mortall covering, for a bright and fhining Robe 
of glory, never more to be confined within the narrow limits of a mortall condition, 
An ‘amplifies. 204 there invelted witha bleffed and flourifhing Crowne of Immortality : confidering 
vomof the dif. TS» Lam opprefied with ‘an amazed filence, and my weakeneffe makes mee dumbe; 
feulty ofthe Yefigning all ability of {peech to the immortall God, who can onely give him fufficient 
prefent fub- | praife, and beeing himfelfe the true Word, can confirme his owne words, who hath 
}c&. promifed that thofe that live to his honour and glory, and doe worfhip him, fhall bee 
rewarded with grace here, and glory hereafter : but thofe who are his enemies and 
doé oppofe him, thal at length procure their owne deftruction. And hee hath ratified 
and approved his owne faithfull promifes made in his facred Word, both by infli@in 
Godhonou. borrible and deteftable kindes of deaths on Tyrants that have fet themf{elves againtt 
reth good him ;_and hath granted to his fervant, not onely a famous life, but alfo a glorious death, 
Princes,and Worthy to be remembred of gratefull pofterities, worthy to bee memoriz'd and engras 
confoundeth yen, not on fading, but immortall Pillars ; for nature confidering her fraile and decay 
Tyrants. ing condition, invented an antidote or prefervative againft the oblivion of the grave, | 
thinking to eternize the memory of former worthy men, by erecting Statues and Mo- 
___,... buments unto theirimmortall honour, And fome thought to commend the vertues of 
ies famous men to the memory of pofterity, by.fhadowing forth the outward lineaments 
vereembred Of their bodies in pi€tures of waxe garnifhed with divers flowers, others by making 
by pofterity, artificiall Statues of fome inanimate matter, lively reprefenting their outward fhape, 
others, by engraving words in great Capitall Letters on fquare Tables and Pillars. But 
albeit all thefe devifes were mortall, decaying and wearing away in proceffe of time, 
(being fhaddowes of fhaddowes, and not refemblances of the immortall foule) yet 
they were fifficient for them, who had no hope ofany other happineffe after their exit 
Gal made Out of this fraile life. But God, God (I fay) the preferver of this world, hath laid ap 
onfantine  fakre greater and more glorious rewards than man can conceive, for thofe that love pie- 
an example of ty and true religion, and gives them here, a tafte of thofe rewards , thereby to.confirme 
vertwe and their hope of immortality by making it vifible ina fort tomortall men, For fo. the an- 
picty tofuc~ cient Oracles of the Prophets have foretold, and the lives of pious men, who formerly 
oe m=" excelled in divers kindes.of vertues, being left to poflerity doe manifeftly declare. And 
eae this isclearely evident in our age, in which Conjtaxtine alone of all the Romane Empe- 
rours, beloved of God the Moderator of all things, hath left the Jdea of his owne pious 
and religious life, as an imitable example for all men to follow. And this, that God 
himfelfe, whom Conftantine did ferve and worfhip, hath confirmed by cleare and evi- 
dent teftimonies, in regard that he did fo eracioufly ayd and affift him, not onely in 
the entrance into His Raigne , but alfoin the middle, and end thereof, inftruéting all. 
men in him, to livea holy ana religious life, Having therefore fet him up amonglt oa

moft famous Emperours, as a great and famous light of true piety, -and furnithed hia; - 
with fuch glorious ie as did attract the eyes of all men unto him, he permitted him 
to raigne 30. compleat yeares with great renowne and admiration. .

y \ 7 Hen certainé cruell Tyrants did grievonfly affli@ the Hebrewes. (as it is ane 
V ciently recorded) with labour and tortures ; God beholding their mifery, 
had compaflion on them and:provided that the Prophet #o/es,being a Child fhould 
be trayned ap inthe Tyrarits hotrfes, that his greene yeares might bee feafoned with 
their wifedome, Butafterward when this Prophet of God grew to mans eftate;and 
that divine vereeance' was réady to punifh: thefe pnjuft. oppreflors : hee forfaking 
the Tyrants’Palaces, willingly obeyed the counfell and purpofe of God, and as hee 
becan to difaffeet-thofe Tyrants by whomhee was brought up and educated, fo hee 
joyed himéelfe in familiarityand: friend{hip with, the Hebrewes his: naturall bre 
thren and kinfmen: And God ‘afterward! making him Captaine of the Hebrewes, 
freed them by his’ meanes from that yoake of fervitude; wherewith their enemies 
had oppreft them, ‘and infli@ted’ heavie and noyfome punifhments on the Tyrants. 
And as God performed many wonders by the hand of .Mo/es, fo God hath fhewed 
teary mitaculous deliverances th this age. Foralbeit Tyrants in our memory have 
miferably vexed the Church with warres:s; yet Con/tantine {pringing up inthe midft 
of thefe tyrannical times (to {ppreffe thofe Tyrants,), when he was a young man, 1m 
iy tender age, before the firft haire appeared on his fmooth chin, to change his {weet 
afpec into a more manly countenance; hieelived as +Mo/es that fervant of God did

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ousdifpofition, by the affitance of Gods grace, and the divine inftin€ of his holy fpi- 
rit, thade him forfake their converfation, and to lead a holy and religious life.

Here being foure Copartnersin the government of the Empire, Conftantins once 
TT ly having madea contra& with God, framed his life ina contrary mannerto the 
re(t. For they endeavoured to demolifh and ruinate all Gods Temples and Churches 
but hee kept his hands from flich impiety, being farre unlike them, They polute 
the Provinces fabje€&t unto them, with murthering and maflacring the godly men 
and womenliving therein, buthee kept a white foule not {tained with fuch impie= 
ties, They to heighten their wickedneffe , did both themfelyes worfhip Divels, 
with certaine execrable formes of prayers made unto their Images, and did compel 
others to thelike adoration : but hee governing his Subjects in peace and tranquility, 
gave them liberty to ferve the true God, and exercife the crue Religion. Moreover 
fome did lay grievous heavy taxations on their Sub jects,but ConPantine raigned graci- 
oufly, and mildly,tike an indulgent loving Father carefull, providing for his Subjects.’ 
But (ince his vertuous actions are fo infinite, and fo well knowne, haying given you a 
glimpfe of the luftre of fome of them, whereby you may conceive the reit which are 
omitted, wee will proceed forward in our intended Narration or Difcourfe.

How bis Father Conftantius, being reproched by Dioclefian for bis poverty, filled has 
Treafury by laying a taxation on his Subjetts, and afterward gave every one bis 
owne money backagaines 

V V Hen fame had divulged and noifed abroad that, the Emperour Coxftantius | 
. was of ameeke and gentle fpirit, his fanCtimontous and holy kinde of life, 
4nd his gracious clemencie towards his Subjects having hindred him from gathe- 
ring treafure: thechiefe Emperonr then raigning {ent Embafladours unto him to 
chide him for hisdiffolute and negligent government of the Common-wealth, re- 
proaching him'with poverty, becaufe his treafury was empty. But Conftantins ha- 
vinig intreated the Embaffadours to tarry with him, hee fummond a Convocation or 
Parliament of the wealthiel? men in all his Dominions,declaring unto them his need 
ofmoney, and moreover, that now a fit occafion was offered unto them, to expreffe 
theirlove and affection to their’ Lord and King. Having thus faid, their hearts 
were inflamed with adefire toteftifie their good wills towards him, fo that without 
any delay, they {trove and contended to fill his Exchequer prefently with gold 
and filver, and brought great fummes with great alacrity and cheerefulnefle : which 
béing done, ‘Conftantivs (hewed the Emperours Ambaffadours this maffe of his trea- 
fire. and bid'thiem declare unto their Matter-what: theyihad {eene, and withall told 
thern, that the'treafure which he had now colle@ed and gathered into his Treafary; 
was formerly in the hands of his Subjects, as it were by By many Treafurers kept to 
Kis'wfe. The Enibaffadonrs wondring at his words ; the moft royall Emperour afies 
their 
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their departure, fummoned thofe apaine that had fent in cheir Subfidiary money, and 
after many expreflions of his royali fayour towards. them, hee reftored them backé 
their money, and fo difmift them.

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V Hen the Magiltrates in every Province by the Emperouts command did cfy- 
V lly and grievoufly oppreffe godly men, and the holy Martyrs thar lived: if 
the Emperours Palaces, did firft undergoe this tryall by {word, fire, and other deaths: 
fome being beheaded, fome burnt, fome caft into the Seay allwhich they fuffered 
with fuch alacrity and cheerefilneffe of minde, that godly men were very thin and 
{cant in Court, wherewith God was much offended to fee his Saints thus maffacred, 
Conftantine anon began wifely to confider, and to contrive a {trong and admirable 
plot : For he gave and granted to all his officers and men of dignity, free leave and 
licence to offer facrifice to Divels , and yet give their attendance in Court, and keépe 
their places, and thofe that would riot performe ‘thofe ‘accuftomed facrifices fhould 
bee difcarded and difmiffed from Court. His Courtiers hereupon being divided ine 
toa double faction, prefently difcovered their mindes and affeCtions. Whereupon 
this worthy. Conftantins difcovering his owne plot, hee reproved thofe ‘thar were 
fearefull and defirous to fave their lives, approving and commending others for thefr 
couragious conftancy inGods caufe, rejeéting the other as Traytors to God, and not 
worthy ofhis{ervice. For how (faidhee) can they bee faithfull unto mee their Em- 
perour, who have revolted from God: -So that hee banifht them from Court, and 
made thofe that had beene approved to bee conftant in giving teftimony to ‘the 
faith, neare officers unto him , for the fecuring ‘and government ‘of his perfon 7A 
faying that fuch men were tobee accountéd of as moft ‘neare and familiar friends, 
and to beeefteemed more than any treafure.’ Thus ‘wee have briefly chara@eriz’d 
the father of Conffantine by the actions of his life, by which any one may clearely 
difcerne that God gave him profperous fuccefle in his affaires, an gave hima diffe. 
rent heart from his Predeceflors, For having a long time performed many vertuous 
and royall actions, at length having fuppreffed the fuperttitious adoration of their 
Heathen gods, hee acknowledged the onely true God, governour of all things, and 
ftrengthned his family by keeping religious men to ptay for himand his, and {pent 
the refidue of his life with great commendations in peace and tranquility , living 
without troubles, or bein troublefome, which the vulgar account a great happineffe, 
fo hee governed his wife children, and family very quietly, and peaceably all the 
time of his raigne, and devoted them and himfelfe to the fervice of God, {0 that his

Conftantins was the chieteft Emperour 
of all the reft, and the firft chat wascalled Anguftms, who having received the Im- 
periall Diadem, being made chiefe Emperour, and carrying himfelfe equall to the 
dignity of his place (tor honours are the tryallof man,) hee was by the Romanes 
to great honours, made the chiefe Emperour, and called Auguftws, Moreover, hee 
excelled the other Emperours in his numerous and royall Progeny, leaving behind 
him many Princely Sonnes and. Daughters. He at lait growing very old; and be- 
ing ready to pay the commen debt of nature, and to depart out ofthis life,,God mi- 
raculoutly preferved him alive, untill his eldeft Sonne Conftantine was fit to take ups

C Onftantine (asis aforéfaid) was educated and brought up in the Tyrants Courts, 
as CMofes that ancient Prophet of God, and having attained to manseltate, they 
dignified. him-with great honours For, forwee beheld him, when hee-traveld with 
the chicfe Emperour thorow the holy Land, And being as it were at his right hand, 
hee {hewed himfelfe very courteous to thofe that defired acceffe unto him, in. whom

T He figure of the Croffe was inthis manner, The Staffe was ftreight, long, and 
inlayd with gold, the croffe-barre was figured in the forme of a Croffe, on the 
toppe whereof wasa golden Crowne befet with Pretious ftones. In which was 
our Saviours name infcribed, and exprefled ini two letters ( for the letter ¢ was 
curioufly inferted into the middle of the letter x ) which did perfpicuoufly expreffe 
thename of Chrift, Which letters the Empérour afterward did nfe to carry in his 
Helmet. At oneof the-corners of the croffe barre hunga thinne Banner_of Lawne, 
curioufly embroidered with Gold and*Pretious f{tones, ina {trange and admirable 
manner, this Banner faitned to the Pendant, was as long and broad as the Croffe, 
The Stemme or Staffe was longer than the Colours or Banner , and under. rhe 
Croffe at the fide or border of the Banner , there were the Pictures of the 
Emperour and his children drawne to the.middle or breaft high’ So that the 
Emiperour ufed’ this falutary Badge as a defenfive or divine charme againft hig 
eriemies. And hee commanded that his Army fhould carry and beare the like 


Croffe in their-Colours.

Hefe things thus hapning, at the fame aforefaid time Conffantine being amazed 

with that wonderfull vifion, hee refolved onely to worfhip that God who had 
appeared to him, hee fent for divers Prielts, and religious men , enquiring of them 
whothis God was, and what was the meaning of that vifion or revelation concer- 
ning the figne of the Croffe. They anfwered hina that the Chrift which hee had

the-Croffé which appeared unto him, was a token and Trophie of the immortality 
and victory which hee gained over death.

into a new life, their mindes being illuminated with a new light, and all the We- 
fterne Maritime Nations, having obtained liberty, they kept feftivals in honour of 
Conftantine, {tiling hina Conqueronr, and their gracious Protector and Defender, 
and all in generall faying, that Gods gracions goodneffe had given them fo good 
an Emperour. Befides’, hee publifhed his royall Editts and Proclamations ,' 
whereby hee reftored his Subjects to thofe Lands which had beene injurjoufly 
¢aken from them, and called others home from banifhment, and freed others frory 
Bonds and captivity, which the Tyrants had imprifoned.

M Oréover, the Emperour now began to get religious mén about him, and to 
honeur them with eminent dignities, and to be¢ very gracious towards 
rhem, bothin words and a&tions,as men confecrated and devoted to God, For 
although they went. in poore, meane, and defpicable habits, yet hee accounted 
them above rich men, and not confidering or looking on their outward man, but 
on the Image of God charatred infome fort in their hearts, (as farre as mortall 
colours may expreffe it) hee made them to fit athis owne Table. They went 
with him wherefoever hee went, that hee might enjoy the. benefit of their pray- 
ers, which hee beleeved did call downebleffingsuponhim. Befides, hee repaired 
divers Churches, built others, and adorned their Quires with Monuments, and 
releeyed many poore men with bountifully donations and gifts,

_ EE fhewed himfelfe very bountifull and gracious towards ftrangers ¢ 
And to the poore that begged in the ftreete, and at the Court gate , hee cau.

younger yeares in profpericy,and had afterward by wrongs, oppreffions, or the 
anjattice of fortune, fallen into adverfity, hee both allowed them penfions, for 
their better maintenance, and warm’dthem with the beames of their favour, that 
their vertues being cherifht, might grow up, and {pread abroad: Vnto fome 
whereof (according to their particular deferts) hee gave lands, and dignified o- 
thers withhonours. Hee.was alfoa Father tothe fatherlefle, anda Husband to 
poore Widowes, providing carefully for them. And moreover, hee married 
young Maides that were Orphanes, to honeft wealthy men, and gave them por- 
tions to make the matritnoniall knot more loving and lafting. For as the Sunné 
tifing above the Earth, doth diffufe and {pread abroad his cleare-fhining beames, 
even fo did Conftantine (like a royall Sunne) thine forth in his Court with the 
gracious and glorious rayes of vertue and religion, to the comfort of his Subjects. 
For every one that was admitted to his prefence, was difmiffed with fome re< 
ward, and in generall hee was gratious to all Petitioners, and diftrefled Sutors;

How Conftantine called a Synod or Councell of Biftops, and graced it with bn 
owne prefence ; en . 


f ® Ndalthough he fhewed himfelfe fo gracious towards all men: yér hee had 
agreat and fpeciall care forGods Church, perceiving that there was much 
Bifcord and various opinions in matter of religion, hee asif God had ordained 
him to bee an univerfall Bifhop , called a Synod or Councell of the Clergie , 
whereat hee was prefent himfelfe, and fo fitting in the midft of them, hee de- 
clared unto them the controverted points, whereof they were to confult and de- 
rermine, being hereby defirous to fettle the Church in peace and unity. Thus hee 
fate inthe mid& of the Clergie, difmiffing his Guard, which hee thought to bee 
fuperfluous, hee being environed with a many learned and religious men. And 
afterward hee greatly approved of thofe Bifbops that were of a more quiet and 
peaceable temper , and feemed now willing to embrace unity and agreement, 
declaring that hee fhould bee glad to fee the Church fettled in peace and concord, 
hating thofe that were a ftabborne,refractory and non-conformable minded.

H EE gave way to factious furious mindes, wifely forbéaring them in their 
errours,gently and gracioufly admomifhing them to behave themfelves moré 
snodeftly, and not to ftirre up fedition ' to others that were madly obftinate , hee 


thewed no cruelty, but left them to Gods calling, Atlength fom¢ feditious per- 
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fois grew fo boldand atidacious, that the Divell envying the happineffe of the 
Chriftians, ftirred them up to commit firch abfurd actions, that they thereby in- 
cenfed the Emperour againft the Chriftians. But yet the Divell did not obtaine 
his purpofe, for the Emperour efteemed their fury to proceed from meere folly, 
and to bee the phanaticke delufions of Satan, For their aGions proceeded rather 
from a foolifh, factious, or divellifh minde, and therefore hee efteemed them»wor- 
thier of pitty, than punifhment. For hee faid, that.as it fhewed clemency to 
grieve for them, fo to punifh mad men, was extreme madnefle, |

Hy Vittories over the Barbarians. 


Hus the Einperour having made Gods glory the objeé& of his actions, was 
7 ee difcouraged. by. thefe difcenfions and difcords, in that care which. hee 
tooke; for the goad of the Church. So God to réquite his care. of his Houfe, 
sade all the Barbarous Nations to proftrate themfelves at his feete, and erected 
many Trophies of ViCtories obtained againft them, Hee made him a Conque- 
rour, and terrible to his enemies, being in his owne nature, of a moft gentle, cour- 
teous, and gracious difpofition, 
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How Maximinus and others Con|piracie and treafon againft Conftantine was by Gods 
Providence detected and difcovered. 
£8 Onftantine being thus {carce warmely feated in his Empire, 4Leximinus cons 
Ora treafon again{t him, which being difcovered, hee was. pnt to death in 
a difgracefull manner... And, his Statues with their Infcriptions, and other Mo- 
numents of honour, which formerly had beene decreed unto him, were after 
his death taken from him, as being an impious wicked tyrant. After his death,fome 
other of his kinred, con{pired treafonagainkt Conffantine, and were detected and 
apprehended, by the mercy of God, who ina wonderfull manner revealed all their 
Councels to-his Servant Conffantine by vifions and revelations, For in vifions hee 
oftentimeslet himbeholdfome glimpfes of his divine glory, and fhewed him’ 
many. fupernaturall matters, and gave him the fore-knawledge of divers future 
events. Belides, God vonchfafed him the fight of many ineffable objects + nei 
ther can words expreffe the favours which God fhewed to his Servant Conftane- 
tine, And thus keeping himfelfe within the circle of Gods proteCtion, hee fpent 
the reft of his life in peace and fafety, delighting inthe love of his Subjects, and 
Bi his peaceable raigne , but chiefly to fee the.Church of God in a flourifhing 
eftate, , 2

How Licinins vexed the Eafterne parts of the world. 


Nd as hee tooke delight inthefe holy exercifes, fo hee was grieved to hearé 
“FX how the Eafterne parts were vexed, For hee underftood that the cruell 
Monfter Licinivs began to diftarbe the Church of God , and the Provinces (the 
Divell ftriving alwayes to hinder the Emperours defignes) that fo the Empire 
Was divided into two parts, as it were into light and darkenefle. ‘The Eafterne 
parts were'under darkeneffe, thofe in the other parts injoyed the cleare light of 
the day. But the Divell could not withany patience behold the many bleffings 
which they enjoyed, in their happineffe ¢ neither could the Tyrant that governed 
the other part o! the world endare to behold it, who enjoying a happy raigne, 
and having married the Sifter of Cax/tantine fo famous’an Emperour , hee tcf 
to imitate the exemplaty vertues of others, and began to emulate the vicious : 
and did rather follow their wickednefle, whofe.aét of life had ended with an un- 
happy £xit, than to continue in love and friendfhip with fo excellent a man as 
Kvafantines:: ) roe SE

ui! ‘Flow Licinitis plotted the death of Conftantiné: 


‘©: that neither lawes of friendfhip, nor the ftreight ‘tyé of affinity, could ré- 
ftraine him from waging a cruelk peftilene warre again{t his Father-in-law, 
For as Conftantine being a moft courteous Prince, fhewed him much favour, and 
married his Sifter unto him, and efteemed him asa Brother and Copartner in the 
Empire ; fohee on the contrary plotted treafon againft that good man (onftane 
tine, requiting his favour with ungratefnll treachery : thus excefle of favour of- 
tentimes makes a Traytor, Andfirlt, he attempted him with a crafty and trea- 
cherous fhew.of Friehdthip,and thought: therewith to. hide and dafken his plot. 
But God revealed to Con/tantine his fecret con{piracy. Hee being difcovered in 
his firft plot, betakes himfelfe.to, another-s and fometimes hee began to pretend 
reat good, will and affection towards him fometimes to/enter into league with 
Ber and {wearing to, bee,faithfull: unto him ,:and-then fiiddenly breaking the 
Jeague, and violating his oath ;then againe hee would falyeup all againe by Em- 
baffadours, and then proving falfe and treacherous againe,at length hee made open 
warres, and ont of a madde.temerity and rath infolency hee oppofed himfelfe: as 
gainft God and hisfervant Confiautines.: 3: r

7 Or firlt with great cunhing and diffimulation, hee fained crafty and falfe.ae= 
Pcuhtions again(t the Bifhops in his Empire, who had never committed. any 
offence againfthim. In fo much that having no criminal matters to object a. 
gainft them, hee made alaw, whereby Bifhops were prohibited and forbiddento 
confult about Ghurch matters, or to meete at any Synod or Councell for the deli« 
berating, and determining of matters concerning their.owne benefit, or the good 
ofthe Church, And from hence hee tooke occafion to perfecute us Bifhops. For 
either wee muft bee obnoxious and liable to punifhment, by violating and brea« 
king this law, or elfe by obeying this law, wee muft over-throw the lawes and 
ceremonies of the Church. For great and weighty, deliberations.of matters in 
controverfié,cannot be held but in Councels where all points may be fairely recon- 
ciled. But Licinivs being envious, and fo feeking to crofle Conffantine, enacted 
fiicha law againft' us. For as hee endeavoured to bring the Minilters of that 
God, whorn ‘Hee worfhiped, to péace and concord in matter of opinion, fo hee 
ftriving to hinder his pious defigne, fonght by all meanes to interrupt. and. breaké 
of the harmonious agreement of the Church. Tae ae ad

TM Nd becaule Conftantine the deare Sérvant of God, did téceive Godé SGX 


“% vants into his Court and Palace, Licinius being an enemy to God, rooke 4 
contrary courfe, banifhed all the religious men out of his Court. And thofe whom 
Conftantine had formerly honoured, hee degraded from their dignity, and employ- 
edthemin fervill offices. And firlt; hee tooke. away their meanes to enrich 
himfelfe, and afterward threatned them with death, if fo bee at any time they 
profefled the faving namic of Chrift, And moreover, being of ‘a turbulent and ine 
temperate nature, having committed many wicked adulterous atts, hee held thar 
noman could live chaftly, meafuring others difpofitions by his. owne, vicious ir. 
Clinatiofe: 2 cr. pas. sa ce St 
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“Promen aré prebibited and forbidden to goeto Chirch with wet 


© Nd therefore heé made-a fecond law that nién’and women fhould not goé 

if } together to Church’; or bee prefent at Divine fervice ; and that Bifhops 
fhould not €xpound the Scripture to women, but women fhould choofe women 
tobee their Inftructors and Preachers, © But when thefe inventions were deri- 
ded, hee invented another {tratagem to overthrow the Church, which was that 
the whole congregation of the people fhould'affemblé themfelves together with- 
out the Gates ina large Plaine, becaufeit was wholefome for themto bee in thé 
freth ayre, than to bee crowded and fmothered for want ofayre in Churches.

Thofe that refufed to facrifice to the Idols, hee difcarded from millitary offices, and 
permitted none to relieve thofe whom hee had caft into Prifon, . 


O that thofe Souldiers that were in the City, if they would not facrifice to 

Divels, hee commanded them to bee put out of thofe, dignities which they 
enjoyed. And as the religious Captaines and Cohorts were difplaced ; So the 
Tyrant that made thofe lawes, was deprived of the prayers of religions men. 
What {hould I mention how hee commanded that none thould beltow their 
charity to releeve thofe that lay in prifon, and were almolt famifhed, neither 
would fuffer any one to doe any good, even where nature enclined them to pitty. 
And this was a fhameleffe wicked law, tranfgreffing the bounds of humanity, 
infli@ing punifhment on thofe that fhewd commif€ration to others, making their 
charity an offence, and imprifoning them that did any way helpe or releeve Pris 
foners.

Vch were Licinius his Decrees and Statutes. It were needleffe to mention 

his lawes concerning marriages, by which hee did difanull the ancient wile 
Romane Lawes, and in ftead thereof enacted barbarous and bloody Statutes. 
What fhould I reckon up infinite kindes of oppreffion, which hee devifed againft 
his owne Subjects, or his meafuring of Land to. fatisfie his exaGting covetous de- 
fire, whereby that Land that was leafed & occupied for a {mal rent, was improved, 
and the rent raifed, befides his taxations on Tillage ? For his avarice and cove= 
roufnefle was unfatiable. So that having filled his Treafury with Gold and Sil- 
ver, and maffes of moneys yet like Tantalus thirfting in the midft of water, hee 
complained ofhis poverty. What thould I rehearfe his. injurious and unjuft ba- 
nifhments, and the confifcation of their goods ; or his falfe accufations which heé 
fained againft the Senators or Nobles, making his fervants abufe their wives, 
and afterward accufing them. ‘What fhould I ipeake ofhisunlawfull marriages, 
or of thofe Virgins, which hee in the weakenefle ofhisage defowred, But why 
doe Ireckon thefe things, fince his former a€tions were but {mall,petty, {mall im- 
pieties, in refpect of his laft, wherein hee went beyond himfelfe, and mounted to 
the higheft ftep of impiety.

pty, hee bégan to oppreffe the Church, and thofe Bifhops that did moft op- 
pofe them, accounting both all religions men, and thofe that the Emperout 
favoured, tobee hisenemies. And thus enraged with madneffe, not regarding 
the unhappy fucceffe of thofe that had perfecuted the Chriftians, having feene 
how God had punifhed thofe authors of mifchiefe, and thofe grand Tyrants.

How Maximianus being punifhed with paine of an ulcerous fiftula, and wormes 
feeding on his body, began to write in favour of the C briftians, 


H EE béginning thus to expreffe his rage againft the Church; before he could 
fatisfie his thirft with the blood of juft religious men, God began to lay 
judgements on him, and began to invade his body, foto recover his minde, For 
anulcerous fiftula did breed in his fecrer parts, which in time did eate into his 
bowels, having a numberof wormes which did breed in it, and yeelding adead- 
ly ftinke, becaufe before hee fell into thisdifeafe, hee grew through his intem- 
perance extreme fat, and fo being full of corruption and difeafes, hee became a - 
lamentable fpeGtacle to allmen. And thus being full of paine and mifery, and 
troubled in confcience for oppreffing the Church, prefently in all hafte hee con- 
feffedhis fault to God ; defifted from perfecuting the Chriftians, and began to 
re-edifie their Temples and Churches, and commanded them to make their 
accuftomable {upplications and prayers for him toGod, And thus was hee pu- 
nifhed for perfecuting the Chriftians. But Liciniws having beene a Spectator of 
thefe judgements inflicted on ALaximianus , on a f{udden forgate them all, not 
confidering that God in his juftice had inflicted thefe punifhments and judge- 
ments, 


Cuap. LI. 


How Maximinus after hee had perfecuted the Chriftians, was faine to flie, ana lide 
himfelfe in afervile difguife. Pte 


Vine ftriving to exceed the others in wickedneffe, began to invént new 
V wicked proje&s againftus, putting the Chriftians to death by fire and 
fwotd, by Barrels full of nayles, by expofing to wild beafts, or cafting them into 
the Sea, and befides all thefe, hee invented anew kinde of torment, which was to 
put out their eyes, So that multitudes of men, women, and children, had their 
eyes firft put out with hot Irons, and afterward were tortured in divers ftrange 
manners; for which Gods revenge afterward overtooke him. For hee trafting 
in thofe Divels which hee efteemed to bee Gods, brought a great Army into the 
field, where wanting the true Gods afiftance, hee vas overthrowne, and fo pul- 
ling of his royall apparell, which indeed hee was unworthy to weare, hee chruft 
himfelfe amongft the commion Souldiers,and afterward betooke himfelfe to flight, 
and afterward having difguifed himfelfe in the habit ofa fervant , hee hid, him- 
felfe in Townes and Villages. But hee could not hide hide himfelfe from the 
watchfull eye of divine Providence. For after hee thought himfelfe in fafety, 
hee was ftruck witha Thunderbolt to the ground, his body being fo withered and 
fhrunke up witht, that it could hardly be knowne to bee the fame, for it looked 


like a dryed Carkaffe, 
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M Oreover, when hee intended to plage the Church of God more vehdment= 
ly‘his eyes dropt out ofhis head, and left him flarkeblind, And:that punifh- 
ment which hee had invented againft the Chriftian’ Martyrs, the fame by divine 
juftice was infliGted on himfelfe ; who at laft living in this miferable manner, 
hee began to confefle and acknowledge the Chrittians God, atid’ to ‘make a ‘Pala- 
nody or recantation for thofe warres which he had wagéd agaih(t God, andipub~ 
lifhed by his Edits and Proclamations, to make knownehis error.in.worfhipping 
falfe'Gods, affirming that hee had found by experience that the Chriftians God 
was. the true God.) AlthoughLicsins had jiot,onely heard of the former Tyrants 
wickedneffe, and of the heavie judgement inflicted on. them, bue Knew them to 
bee true; yet his judgement being blinded, hee was fo infenfible, that they could 
hot worke ayalterationinbim, i

DRG His Licsnivs wasas cruell a perfecutor of thé Church as the 
former, and following their example, whofe fatall death 

and ruine hee had beheld , hee perfecuréd the Church a- 
%}:freth, and his cruelty was like a fame long fuppreffed, 
which when it breaketh forth, ‘blazeth higher, fo hee was 
, more fietce and out-ragiousthan the other Tyrants, And 
ZG? like a wilde Beaft, or cunning Serpent, rowled up toge« 
@ ther, hee at firft did onely breath forth hideous threatnings 
again{t God, and his Servants, before hee durft attempr 
any thing againft the Churches in his Dominions, for feare of Conftantine ; and 
therefore hyding the poyfon of his envie, hee contrived fecret plots againft the 
Bifhops, For by the Governours of Provinces, who wete the Inftruments of his 
cruelty , hee murthered the chiefe of them. And his tyranny began at home, 
reacht to forraigne Countries, for Tyrants havelong hands. Sothatthofe bloody 
maflacres which hee perpetrated and committed in efiafiay apart of Pontus, 
were moft eruell, inhumane, and beyond all example, 
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Gar. IT; 


How hee demolifoed the Churches, and murthered the Bifbops, 


Vreher, fome Churches that were before partly plucked downe, hee utterly 

demolifhed and levild with the ground : fome the Governours of Provinces 
did keepe (hut, that the congregation which ufed to frequent them, -might not 
meete tliere at divine fervice. For hee thatgave this command, thought that no 
prayers or fupplications were made there for him (being fo perfwaded by his 
wicked con{cience) hee conceived that wee prayed onely for Con/tantine, and of- 
fered up our daily facrifice of prayerunco God for him, For Licinias his Syco. 
phantsand Flatterers (that they might gratifie and pleafe the Tyrants humour) 
did put to death the chiefe Bifhops. So that the innocent and guiltleffe were pu- 
nifhed, as if they had beené murtherers, Moreover, his cruelty was witty, in 
inventing new kindes of tortures , for fome were minced by the fword, and cut 
into {mall peeces, and after this moft tragycall and cruell punifhment, thofe peeces 
were throwne into the Sea to bee devoured of the fifh. The religious men after 
this,asthey had formerly done, fled away, andthe Servants of God hid them- 
felyes in Defarts and folitary places, The Tyrant (matrers fucceeding thus accor- 
ding to his defire) intended to proceed in perfecuting the Church, And hee had 
gone forward without any rubbe or interruption ; if God who alwayes defen- 
deth his fervants, had not prevented him, and brought Cox/tantine, who with a 
cleare light fhined forth to expell that thicke darknefle, wherewith Lucinius cru= 
elty had over-fhaddowed them, and to oppofe himfelfe againft him.

Conftantines zxtention andrefolution, when tne Chriftians were pexfecuted, 


F & Nd feeing that Fame now through feare grew tongue-tyed, and durft not 
: divulge or fpread abroad the Tyrants aéts,which fhewed that he was growne 
ftrong and powerfull in wickedneffe, hee began to confider with himfelfe with a 
fevere kinde of clemency concerning the Chriftians oppreffion, refolving with 
{peed to eafe them of their afflictions : efteeming it a fanétimonious and godly 
duty, to fave a great many by the death of one man. For confidering that his 
great courtefie and commiferation fhewed to Licinius, that deferved no pitty, 


could not worke upon him to reclaime him from his wickedneffe, hut had rather. 


made him tatyrannize more over his Subjects, groaning under the weight of his 
oppreffions without any hope of delivery, hee refolved with all acceleration and 
fpeéd, to weigh upfuch as were declined and fallen into fuch miferable eftates, 
arid'to reachthem his hand to pluck them out of the mire of adverfity. And here- 
upon hee prefently rayfes millitary Forces, fo that great troupes of Horfemen 
and Footmen reforted unto him, which followed his Chriftian Standard, wherein 
the figure of the aforefaid Croffe was lively quartered and embroidered, 
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CHuap, 1V. 


Conttantine #/th prayers, and (o prepareth for his warres, Licinius 0” the contrary 
hath recourfe to Charmes and Incantations. 


H EE underftanding that prayer (asit is at alltimes) fo now it was moft ef- 
pecially neceflary, hee defired the converfation of religious men, and their 
attendance about his perfon, efteeming them as his foules guard. On the contrary 
the Tyrant, when hee heard that Conffantine had undertooke by Gods affiftiance to 
free the Chriftians from his tyranny, and had gotten religious men to bee alwayes 
about him,and did beare the faving figne of Chrifts Croffe in colours, hee derided 
his aGtions, and both mocked and reproached Conftamtine, So that hee fent for 
the Egyptian Angures and Prophets, and alfo Conjurers, Magicians, and the Priefts 
that facrificed to his falfe gods,and having canfed them to offer oblations and facri= 
fices unto them,he enquired of them concerning the fuccefle of his warre, They all 
with one confent anfwered him, that hee fhould bee profperous in his warres, and 
have the victory over his enemies, and all the miftique Oracles did confirme their 
opinion. The Augures by flight of Birds did prognofticate that hee fhould ‘bee 
happy and fortunate, the Prietts by their facrifices doe read him the fame fortune, 
And thus repofing truft in their deceitfull promifes, hee marcheth forth of his 
Tents, and makes ready to joyne Battell,

Icinivs being ready to joyne Battell, hee called his chiefelt. Friends and Favo- 
L rites; intoa placeby them efteemed facred. In which there Wasa thick’ wood 
watered with fome coole {treames, and divers Statues of ftone courioufly carved, 
which were ereéted in honour of his gods :to whom having lighted np -waxe can- 
dles, and offered his ufuall facrifices, hee made this {peech to thofe about him. 
Friends and companions, thefe are Country gods, which our Anceftors taught, us 
to reverence, and which wee doe rcligionfly and holily worfhip.. Hee that.is.to 
_joyne battell with us, violating our Countries cuftomes, and blinded with ¢rrour, 
worfhippeth aftrange.God, whom, hee having entertained a wicked opinion, cons 
ceiveth to bee the true God, under whofe Colours hee intendeth to fight, and beas 
reth his Standard before his Army. In confidence of whofe affiftance hee brings 
eth forward his Forces, and intendeth to make warre, not onely againft us, buta- 
gaintt our'Gods, whom hee hath traiteroufly forfooke and relinquifht the adoray 
tion ofthem. Now therefore it will manifettly appeare, whetherof us are in_an 
errour, and whether the gods which wee reverence, or thofe which our advetfas 
ries adore, are to bee preferred. For either wee fhall obtaine the victory, and fo 
wee fhall know that our gods doe preferve and affift us ;. or if (on/tantines ftrange 
God doe give them the victory over us, who are more than they, and doe farre 
exceed them in number and multitude of men, wee may without doubt Know 
which God ought to bee reverenced, and may addiét our felves to his fervice, and 
give him the prayfe , who is able to difpofe of the victory. For if this ftrange 
God, whom wee now defpife , doe make our enemies victorious ever us, wee 
ought to acknowledge him, to reverence him, and to forfake thefe gods to whom’ 
wee have lighted up thefe waxen Tapers. But if our gods give us the victory 
( which is not to bee doubted of) after wee have obtained this victory, let us ha- 
fien to make warre again{t Con/tantine and his wicked adherents. Thus he {poke 
to 
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to his Souldiers and Friends. And we intending to write this Hiftory, have (from 
the relation of others) fet downe his owne words. The Tyrant having made this 


briefe Oration , commanded his Souldiers ftraightway to give battell to thé 
enemy.

1A Frerthis chere appeared a moft ftringe and wonderfull vifion about, and in 

; A thofe Cities which were fubje& to Licisivs, For the Citizens thought they 
had feene divers Troupes and Bands of ‘armed men, of Conftantines Army, march- 
ing at noone-day thorow the City, as ifthey hdd gotten the victorie. And this 
apparition was feene when not any body was really prefent, for this divine vifion 
did onely informe them of the future event of matters. Both their Armies being 
drawne up together, the Tyrants Forcés gave the firlt onfet. Here Conftantine, 
having firft prayed unto God for his affiftance , obtained the victory in the firft 
fight; and not long after had the better in a fecond Battell, and fo carrying our Sa- 
‘wviours Croffein his Colours and Standard, hee got many famous victories » and 
carryed away many victorious Trophies from Licinius.

How hee that forfooke the Standard and fled away, was firaightway killed, but hee 
that flood tothe Colours of the Croffeswas preferved from danger. 


Or (faid heé) ifthe Army weredifcouraged or difmayed by any fidden af 

fright, fo that hee that bore the Standard of the Crofle, began to fhrinke from 
the Bartell, and leave itto another, and fobetake himfelfe to flight. After ano- 
ther had tooke it of him, and that hee was fled out of the Army, and from the pro- 
tection of the Crofle-bearing Standard, hee was ftraightway fhot into the belly 
with an Arrow, and foflaine. And asthe coward that forfooke his Colours was 
thus punifhed, fohee that couragion{ly bore up thofe victorious Colours , wag 
preferved from danger, fo that hee efcaped all the fhot, which were efpecially 
made againft him, fome of the Shot lighting on the Standard, and {ticking therein 
that narrow compafle, which was very wonderfull; hee himfelfe that bore the 
Standard being as it were fhot-free, and preferved from danger : fothatthe Stan- 
dard-bearers {lill came off without little or any hurt. Neither doe wee write 
this our félves, but from the Emperours report,who amongft other things related 
this alfo unto us, who after hee had obtained thefe two vittories, drew up his 


. Armie into good order, and fo marched forward.

| A Feerward when Licinivs faw that hee was deftitute of Conmimanders., and 

that his owne Army, and his auxiliary Forces: were over-throwne, and that 
hee had found by experience that his hope and confidence which hee repofed. in 
his faife gods was fruitleffe, and of none effed,theri hee betooke himfelfe to flight, 
and fo efcaped without any danger of life’, becaufe GonfPantine had commanded 
his Soldiers that they fhould not purfuie him in his flight,for he hoped that the fence 
of his prefent calamity, would make him leave off his rath defignes, and convert 
him toa milder temper, and to entertaine better thoughts. And albeit hee out of 
his courteous and milde difpofition, had determined to put up Licsnius his injury,

How Conftantine after hee had prayed in bis Tent, obtained the vittory, 


Aving thus hardned his minde in wickedneffe , and deepely engaged him- 

felfeto ruine and deftruction , Conftantine perceiving that a fecond warre 
was neceflarily to bee undertaken, hee devoted himfelfe for a certaine time to 
prayer unto our Saviour, and haying erected a Tabernacle. of the Croffe, farre di- 
ftant from his Tents, hee gave himfelfe there to pious and godly meditation, and 
to prayer like chat ancient Prophet 4o/es,who as it appeareth in Scripture, fet up 
the Tabernaclebeyondthe Tents, And fome other faithfulland religiousmen did 
“ffociate him in thefe godly exercifes. This being his ufvall cuftome before hee 
fought his Battels. For as wifedome taught him to bee flow in his affaires , fo 
Religion inftructed him to acquaint God by. prayer with his intendments. And 
wiitile hee rhus prayed, God alwayes honoured him with fome divine vifion: and 
Afterward being filled (as it were) with divine infpiration, heé came forth of his

Ty Frerward when Licinins underftood the great, divine, and unfpeakable pow- 


er of the Croffe, being the Badge of Chrifts paffion (which ftrengthned Cone 
fiantines Armi¢, and gave him the-wittory) hee commanded his: Souldiers that 
they thould not fight againft ie, nor looke towards it. For hee affirmed thac there 
was great vertue init, and that it had)beene alwayes fatall to his over-throw, and 
therefore they. fhould not oppofe themfelves againft it. Having thus compofed 
and -fettled his affaires, hée makes warre againeagaink (onitantine, w o had faa 
ved his life, and fought to. fubdue and'winne him by the faire way. of mercy and 
clemency. And as his Souldiers trafting in the numberof their gods,and the multi 
tnde of their men, carryed:beforechem:the Images of dead men (whom they

T Hefe wicked men being taken away, and the power of tyranny extinguithéd; 

_ the world now thefe clouds were paffed over, began’ to ¢njoy a faite Sunnés 
fine of profperity, and all thofe parts of the world, which were fibject to the 
Romane Empire, were united together, and became one body, whereof the Em= 
perour wasthe Head, and univerfall Governour 3 and now religion being: fairely 
gotup, did fpread abroad her bright beamés; to illuminate and give light to thofe 
that fate indarkenefle, and in the fhaddow ofdeath. ' So’ thar-all' forme miferies 
were forgotten = men celebrating the Gonquerours' prayfe with’ Panegyricalf 
Hymnes, and afcribing his prefervation and fortunate’ fuccefle unto God.

mT Ow his Edis or Proclamations were publifhed amoneft ns, as they had fore 
N mierly beene in the other part of his Empire ; and hee made good religious 
Lawes,not onély commodious and profitable for all Nations and Provinces, but alfo 
for Ecclefiafticall government. For by thefe Lawes they were recalled home, 
the Governours of Provinces had banifhed out of their owne Country, becanfe 
they would not facrifice to Idols ; thofe that had beene condemned to flavery 
were freed, and their goods which had’ beene confifcated were reftored to them. 
Moreover, thofe who inthe times of perfecution had beene conftant fufferers, and 
had beene wracked or banifhed to defart Ilands, or inforced to undergoe any fla 

very, by the farne lawes were freed from all their former miferies. And thofe 

who inregard of their conitant profeffion of religion were difcarded and put out 

of their millitary ‘offices, the Emperonr ont of his gracious favour reftored them 

againe to their places ; giving them their'choife, whether they would enjoy. their 
former honours, or {pend their age ina peaceable retirednefle from aCtion, .And 

thofe that were condemmed to the fervility of feminine imployments, hee infran-

Mace were the Ediéts and Lawes which thé Empérour made to rédrefle the

of thofe that had beene Martyrs; fhould come to the: Martyrs kinred; and: if they’ 
fad no kinted, to the Church.

and had loft theif goods in hope of the everlalting Treafure of Heaven, and fuch 
as had beene banifhed, and had loft their goods, becaufe no perfecution could com- 
pel! tem to deny their faith, wee command that the kinred of thofe thar are de- 
ceafed, (hould inherit their lands and goods, which wee freely beftow upon them. 
For itis eafily knowne to whom the inheritance ought to def{cend, which by Law 
ought to come tothe next of the kinred, efpecially feeing the faid Martyrs were 
not convicted ofany crime; but did voluntarily, and willingly fuffer death,

To thofe that had no kinred, the Church became Heire ; provided that what/oever 
they gave in their life time, foould ftand firme. 


Vtif there bee none of the kinred that can fucceed as Heire to any of the 

Martyrs, Confeffors, or banifht men, it is enacted that the Church {hall bee 
‘their Heire, which cannot choofe-but bee fitable to the defire of the deceafed, 
that the Church for whofe fake they had fuffered fo much affli@ion and perfe- 
cution, fhould bee their Heire.

For hee made a Jaw that all Governours of Provinces, if they were Chriftians, 
Should behave themfelves in fuch manner as became that glorious appellation, and 
title ; or if they were otherwayes affected, hee commanded them that they fhould 
not facrifice to Idols. :

Bawes for the reftraint and prohibiting of Sacrifices, and for the building of * 
Churches, 


A Frérward heé promulgated and enaGted two Lawes to that purpofe, the one 
prohibiting deteftable Idolatry, which had beene ufed in every City and 
Country ; and that none fhould dare to fet up any Images, or ufe any Idolatrous 
facrifices. The other commanding that Temples fhould bee built, and Churches 
enlarged, that at length Superttitious and Heathenith Idolatry being {uppreft, all 
men might acknowledgethe true God. This was the fubftance of that which the 
Emperour out of his religious piety towards God, enatted and publifhed by his 
Letters fent to the Governours of Provinces. Moreover; it was contained in this 
Law,that they fhould not {pare any coft,but that he would defray the charge there- 
of out of his owne Treafury. Befides, hee fent Letters to this effet to all the Bi- 
fhops and inferiour Governours of Churches, and firft hee fent unto mee this 
Letter following. | |

the people from unity of Religion, to Sects and Herefies, » Icould. finde no other, 
remedy to bee applyed to this {cifmaticall difeafe, thanto. fend fome religious men. 
of your Order to reconcile thefe fatious fpirits : that this envious difagreeing in 


matters of Religion, which is the common enemy of the whole world, and di- 
fturbing the good fucceffe of our holy Synods and Conncels, might bee extingui- 
(hed, and reftrained.

How hee tookecare to fupprelfe Sedition, and to eftablifh an univerfall peace. 


Vt O the great and and divine Providence of God: how much. was I grie- 

ved when I heard by fad report , that a factious fedition was {prung up a- 
mongtt you, which did increafe my forrow more than all the reft : {eeing the Pro- 
feffors of your Church, by whom I hoped to have cured.and converted others, 
were themfelves growne more braine-ficke than the other, And.when I confi- 
dered the caufe and beginning of thefe innovations in matters of opinion, I. found 
that they were very weake, and farre unworthy to bee the ground and occafion of 
fo great contention, wherefore being neceffarily inforcedto writethis Epiftle, 1 
doe not onely write to your grave wifedomes to reconcile thefe matters, but I 
truft that Gods divine Providence will affift mee herein, feeing I doe offer to ar- 
bitrate and moderate your mutuall difcentions, and eftablifh an univerfall Peace. 
So that although your differences were greater, I doubt not but by Gods affiftance, 
and by perfwading the religious, I fhall move the reft to imbrace that which will 
redound totheir good, So there being fuch a weake {mall caufe of that factious 
difagreement,which hindereth the flourifhing eftate of your Common-wealth, it 


encourageth us that there may be a {peedy and eafie courfe taken for the correcting 
and reconciling of thefe difcentions. : 
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Whence the point of Controverfie betweene Alexander and Arius did arife, and that 
. _ fuch queftions are not to bee difcuffed. | ee 


A’ I underftand that this wastheoccafton of this prefent controverfie, name- 
“Bly, becaufe thou Alexander did{t aske the Priefts concerning the interp:etation 
of acertaine place in Scripture, and didft ftir up many vaine and curious quettions, 
toknow their opinion therein ¢ and thou Ariws didft inconfiderately and rafhly, 
fuch things as thou oughteft to have conicealed; whence difcord arofe amonglt yor, 
and the Ecclefiafticall Convocation was diftutbed, and the people being divided 
by your factions, did fall away and forfake the univerfall Church. Therefore fer 
both of you pardon one another, and confent unto that, whereunto your fellow 
fervant fent by mee, doth admonifh you. But what is that? Namely, that you 
scither aske queftions concerning fuch mattets ; nor _anfwer unto fich queftions. 
propounded. For fuch queftions, which: no law Ecclefiafticall doe prefcribe, 
but are the idle Cobwebs of contention fpun by curious wits, thus they are pro- 
pounded to exercife the ftrength of reafon, and the fharpenefle of underflanding, 
yet they ought tobe fuppreft,& not to be commonly difcuft before the vulgar peo- 
ple,thereby to diftraét the people,or make them more faCtious,nothing being more 
violent than opinionated ignorance, For who is.able either accurately to difcerne 
or unfold, or diftinguith {ach deepe and hidden myfteries. Or if any one be con- 
fident in his owne ability, yet how few. of his audience can hee make docible, and 
intelligible of his meaning -? Or who in the difcuffing {ach curious queftions fhall 
mot runne into fome érrour ? wherefore loquacity and much talking is to bee re- 
ftrained, fecing that doubts and matters urged and not proved or explained, or not 
rightly apprehended by the dull underftanding of the audience, doe bur inftruct 
the people either to fpeake blafphemy, or to bée factions in matters of difputation. 
Wherefore yotr ought to pardon one anorhers rafh queftions,and inconfiderate an- 
fwers. Neither ought you to take occafion to contend about any part of the fa- 
cred Scriptures, or to introduce any new errour in matters of religion, but to-bee 
of one and the {ame faith and beleefe, and fo come toagreement. For itis not fit 
that the people fhould bee divided into factions, by your private contentions a- 
bout matters of {mall moments. But that I may. perfwade you.by an. example ; 
youremember (I fuppofe) that the Philofophers did all agree together in the 
chiefe parts of their profeffion, and yet they held fome different opinions, in main- 
taining whereof, though they difagreed in matter of difcipline, yet they harmoni- 
oufly agreed together in one profeffion. And therefore isic not much more cott- 
venient, that wee that are the fervants of one God fhould agree together in that 
Religion which wee profeffe ? Ought you therefore where to doubt, whether ir 
bee convenient that brethren fhould {trive withbrethren ina vaine and idle con- 
tention about words, and that wee fhould difagree about fome unneceffary points, 
to the difturbance of the univerfall peace? Thefe are eee? childifh wranglings, 
mot befeeming wifemen, nor the gravity of the Priefthood., |

ef2 Exhortation to Concord. ; 
V 7 EE thinke it meete therefore to fhunne thefe Diabolicall contenti- 
ons. And feeing ourgreat and gracious God the Preferver of all things 

hath given us the common light of his Grace : therefore I intreate’ you that by 
his divine afliftance and your favour, may bring my endeavours for the propaga- 
tion of this light of Grace, to a profperous and happy end, and that by perfwafion 
and admonition, I may induce his people to imbrace peace and concord, And fee- 
ing you profeffe one faith, and one law, and which are the finewes of the body of 
the Church, keeping it from fchifmes, and tying it togetherin one bond of love, 
feeing your contentions doe arife from points not concerning’the maine ftructure 
of Religion , but by-matters they fhould breed’ no difagreement in your affe- 
&ions. Neither doe I fpeake this to perfwade you to an agreement in abfurd and 
foolifh queftions. For though you difcent abont matters of {mall moment (feeing 
all are not of one minde and affection) yet concord and peace may bee preferveds; 
an unanimity amongft men, being of one faith, and beleeving in one God,

ACS though you contend about words,and difpute fubtilly and fharpely about 
curious queftions, and though after fuch difputations you are not of one opi- 
nion, you ought to fupprefle your owne fancies; or receive them in your owne 
minde, that the Bond of common friendfhip, the true faith, Gods worfhip, and 
the obfervation of the law may bee ftill maintathed by you. Agree therefore, and 
let there bee mutuall concord betweene you, that the people may live in peace 
and unity, and having banifhed all contentious thoughrs out of your mindes, bee 
mutually reconciled : for when enemies become friends, that friendfhip is {wee-

S V ffer mee therefore to {pend my dayes quietly without care and trouble, that 
I may enjoy the happineffe of a quiet and peaceable raigne, which if I cannot 
obtaine, I fhall bee much grieved, that I cannot {pend the reft of my life in a fet- 
led calme manner, For aslongas Gods people, who with mee doe reverence 
one God, are divided into pernicious factions, and doe difagree, how can my mind 
bee quiet ? Not long fince comming tothe City of Nicomedia, 1 determined pre- 
fently to make ajourney toward the Haft. And as I was comming towards you, 
and had travailed the greater part of my journey, the receipt of your Letters did 
divert my intentions, being unwilling to behold that, which 1 was grieved to 
heare of, namely your contentions, Therefore by your concord and agreement 
open mee a paflage into the Eaft, whence your difcentionshave fhut mee out, and 
let mee fee concord betweene your felves, and a joyfull agreement cee 
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the people ; that all of us being reconciled together, may praife and glorifie

Hus this good Emperour fent this Epiitle to eftablifh a peace in the Church. 
T And this faithfull meflenger, did not onely deliver his Letters, but alfo dealt 
very earneftly with them in the Emperours behalfe, that hee might effect his de- 
fire, And though hee was (as wee have formerly faid) a very godly man, yet his 
Letters nor his endeavours could not bring matters to any good fucceffe, in regard 
that this fa&tion grew ftronger , and had overfpread all the Eafterne Provinces. 
And thus through the malice ofthe Divell, who envieth the happinefle- of the 
Church, difcord and difcention continued. 
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Conftantines Piety and goodueffe, compared withthe Perfecutors impiety and wicked. 
ne (fe, by an Antithefis or contrary Comparifon, 


9] 9 the Divell the enemy ofall goodneffe, envying the profpe- 
=| rity of the Church ; and the peace thereof, ftirred up {tormes 
of edition. Sothe Emperour Conftantine , Gods deare fer- 
py vant fhewed himfelfe moft worthy his Imperiall dignity, in 
d providing for the Church, and fuppreffing her enemies , and 
4 inthe generall abolifhing of the former tyrannicall govern- 
"ment. And as the Tyrants that forfooke the ttue God, did 
compell men by violent manners to worfhip falfe gods : fo hee having by words 
and actions confuted their opinion concerning their falfe gods, exhorted them to 
acknowledge the true God. Moreover, they derided Chrift the Sonne of God 
with contumelious and reproachfull {peeches : hee onthe cantrary gloried in that 
pretious Trophie of his Paffion, and though the wicked endeavoured to difgrace 
it, yet hee acknowledged the Croffe to bee the badge of falvation they banifhed 
Chrifts fervants from their owne houfes and dwellings: hee recalled them home, 
and feated them in their owne habitations : they did difgrace and reproach them: 
but hee honoured them with dignities : they put godly men to death, and expo. 
fed their goods to fale : he mofi munificently beftowed gifts upon them, received 
them into his favour, and reftored them unto their former eftates : they made E- 
dicts againft the Governours of Churches, and accufed them of falfe and apes 
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ded crimés : but hee publithed Proclamations in favour of them, and advanced 
them to dignity and honour, : they did demolifh holy Oratories, and confecrated 
Churches, laying them levell with the gronnd : hee repaired thofe which were 
yet ftanding, and commanded that others fhould bee built at his owne royall char- 
ges: they commanded that facred Church Bookes fhould bee burnt, but hee gave 
order that they fhould at his owne colt bee richly bound and beantified , and that 
their number {hould bee increafed : ‘they prohibited the Bifhops from calling of 
any Counfell : hee fent for learned men out of all Nations,and admitted them into 
his Palace and prefence, and fuffered them to fit at his owne royali Table : they 
hononred the Devill, and erected his Image: hee difcoverd their delufions, and 
converted the materials whereof thofe Images were made, to better ufés : they 
beautified and adorned their Devils Chappels : hee pluckt them downe, and de- 
molifht their glorious foundations, efpecially fuch as the fuperftitious Idolarers 
moft of all efteemed : they punifhed and tortured Gods fervants: hee punifhed 
{iach as had beene the Inftruments of their perfecution, and by inflicting fo much 
punifhment on them, as by Gods affiftance ferved to convert them. Hee fought 
to prefervethe memory of Godsholy Martyrs. They expelled godly men out of 
their Palaces : hee repofed great truft in them, being perfwaded that they were 
more faithfull, and true hearted towards him than others, they were flaves to their 
owne covetous defires and obeyed money: but he(fuch was the magnificence of his 
minde ) beftowed many bountifull donations and gifts out of his owne royall Trea- 
fury, they.made their way to riches through blood , and put divers to death for 
their wealth, but during all ConfPantines raigne, his fubjects did obey the lawes, 
rather for love of goodneffe, than for feare of punifhment, fo that the {word ofJu- 
ftice wherewith Magiftrates did ufe to punith offenders, was feldome ufed. So 
that if wee confider thofe times, wee may conclude that the world was wonder- 
fully happy under his raigne, and after the darkeneffe of errour was ftrangely illu- 
minated and enlightned, and wee muft confeffe, that all this was Gods worke, 
who had raifed up this godly Emperour, to oppofe himfelfe again{t the wicked- 
nefle of chofe times. |

F Or féeing the Tyrants had committed {uch out-ragions acts againft the Church, 
as had never beene heard of in former ages : God not without caufe raifed up 


- this admirable Prince : by whom hee effeGted_fuch ftrange matters, as had never 


beene heard, or feene before. This vertuous Emperour was given to the world 
forthe good ofall mankind, whofe actions were the objects of admiration. For 
hee openly declared and profeffed Chrift tobee the Sonne of God, neither was 
hee afhamed of the title of a Chriftian, which hee had deferved, but rather glo- 
ried in that profeffion,{ometimes marking his face with the figne of the Croffe,and 
fometimes rejoycing in his victorious Standard of the Croffe.

Efides his owne Picture or Statue was placed in open view over. his Palace 
£ # Gate, having the figne of the Croffe over the head thereof, with the figure of 
a wounded Dragon lying couchant underneath his feete, to declare his victory o- 
ver thofe favage Tyrants that had opprefled and perfecuted the Church. For the 
facred Scripture in the Bookes of the Prophets doth call the Divell (the inftigators 
ofthe Tyrants cruelty) a Dragon, And therefore the Emperour to fhadow forth 
his Conqueft over the Divell, the fecret enemy of mankinde, and to declare that 
by the power of the Croffe, which was over his head, hee and his fubjects had {ub- 
dued him, and trod him under their feete, hee caufeda Dragon wounded thorow 
the belly to bee drawne in lively colours underneath his Statue, And this was his 
Emblematicall device to expreffe his owne victories‘ being more Wonderfull in 
regard his invetition'was agreeable to the words of the Prophets concerning this 
Beaft ; That 

And fo this pilure which the E mperour deviled, did Emblematically fhadow out the 
words of the Prophets, :

f A Lthough hee rejoyced in the happy fucceffe of thefe matters, yet the envious 
£ \ difagreement of the Church of Avexandria, and the peltilent divifions nouri- 
{hed among the Thebans and gyptians, did trouble his minde very much: foras 
much as the Bithops in every City did oppofe the Bifhops, and the people grew 
tumultuous, killing one another like a {warme of Gnats fighting in the ayre, fo 
that they grew fo defperate, that they began to commit all kinde of outrages, and 
difgracefully to abufe the Emperours Statue or Image.. But their furious actions 
did not offend him fo much, as they grieved him, for hee’ pittied their’ mad- 
nefle.

Oreover there was another ficknefle of opinion, which much: troubled the 
Church, namely a difcention concerning the Pafchall Peaft, or the feat of 
Eafter. For fome would celebrate it according to the Iewwes cuftome, foine againe 
would bee very punctuall in the obfervation of the time » but they nor imitate 
their ceremonious celebration thereof, who being blinded with error,had alienated 
themfelves from the covenant of Grace, The people being thus a long time di- 
vided betweene divers opinions, it produced a mifcellanious confufion in Reli+ 
gion, fo that the differences and variety of opinions concerning the time and man- 
ner of the celebration of this feaft, was very tronblefome to the more peaceable

{ort of Chriftians, for fome did punifh themfelves with fafting and corporall au- 
{terities, others gave themfelvesto feafting, and {porting- But when this malady 
of opinions feemed to bee growne incurable, becaufe of the equall ftrength and 
fiffeneffe of the factions, yet Gods unlimited power found out are medy ‘So that 
hee ftirred up Con/tantine, as a man that tooke pleafure in goodneffe, and therefore 
more fit to effet thisgreat worke. Whoas foone as hee heard of, and under 
flood the occafion of the aforefaid difcention, and perceiving that his Letters fent 
to . “lex andriahad not prevailed, hee refolved totakea new courfe,ind by power 
and ftrength to fupprefle thofe fecret enemies, and difturbers of the Church. 
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How hee called the Councell of Nice. 


Herenpon hee levied as it were an Army of Gods Servants, and calleda 

VV een Councell , and writ Letters to the Bifhops to fummon themto 
repaire to this Convention or {pirituall Parliament. Neither did hee onely give 
command for the affembling of a generall Councell, but fought to further it by his 
Imperiall authority, permitting fome to take up his Horfes in his name for the 
performance of his journey , and provided for their convenient travell by 
Waggons , and other meanes, The City of Bithynia, whichis called Nicaner 
Nice, iso rie vinns, that is, from aGreeke word fignifying victory, was defigned as 
a fit place forthe holding of this generall Councell, Writs of Sammons being 
fent intoevery Province, they repaired very cheerefully, and willingly to this 
Synod, For fome hoped that a univerfall peace would bee eftablifhed, and fome 
came out of a defireto behold the Emperour. But when they were once aflem- 
bled together, they found that Gods providence had ordained this Syned. For 
not onely the faétious in opinion , but alfo others from farre remote Countries 
repaired thither, and were aflembled in one Gouncell, and in one City, fo that this 
Councell was like a {pirituall Garland compofed of the choifeft Howers,or chiefett 


learned men of ‘(everall Nations.

Of this general Councell , to which Bifbops aut of all parts of the world repaired, 


Or out of all the Ghurches of Evrope, Affricke and Afia,he affembled the chiefe 
and moft learned men there together. So that the Temple of Nice, ( which 
was the place appointed for the Synod, received both Syrians, and Cilicians, Phee- 
nicians, Arabians, and Paleftinians, Agyptians; Thebans, Africans, and others that 
came from AZefopotamia. The Bifhop of Perfia alfo was prefent at this Counfell, 
to which there came learned men from Scythia, Pontus, Galatia, Pamphilia, Cap- 
padocia, (Macedon, Achaja, Epirata, and other fasther remote Countries, Out of 
Spaine there came Ofiesa famous Bifhop of Corduba, and many others. And 
though the Bifhop,of Rome being very aged, could not bee prefent at this generall 
Counfell, yet hee fent his Legats in his ftead. Thus Conftantine was the firft Em- 
perour that calléd a generall Councell, and this hee did that hee might fhew his 
relicious gratitude to his Saviour, hee offered up his victorious name inthe mid{t 
of this affembly, which reprefented the Apoftolicall Synod.

E7Or it is faid in the Sacred Scriptures, that in thofe times godly men came toge- 

ther out of all Nations, that are under Heaven, So that there were both Par- 
thians, Medes, Elamites, Mefopotamians, lewes and Cappadocians, Pontinians 
and Afians, Phrigians and Pamphilians, Egyptians, Libians, Cyreneans, {trangers 
from Rome ; Iewes, Profelites, Cretians, and Arabians, But they that repaired 
thither, were not of the Miniftery, as thefe were. 
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Cuar; IX, 
Of the vertues and age of two hundred and fifty Bifhops there affembled, 


] N this aflembly there were two hundred and fifty Bifhops, befides a great ma- 
ny Priefts, Deacons, and other followers which went withthem. And ofthefe 
Bifhops and Minifters, fome were famous for their do@trine, fome for their gra- 
vity of life, and conftancy, and others both for do@trine and life, equally partici- 
pating of thofe fpirituall indewments, Some againe were honoured for their ex- 
perience and age ; and {ome young Divines were re{pected for their fharpneffe of 


wit, andingenuity. Andall of them had their Diet allowed them every day at the 
Emperours charges

verfies in Religion, all the Bifhops and learned men met together in the Hall 
of the Emperours Palace, where feates being fet on both fides, they tooke their 
places according to their degree and dignity. And when all the Clergy were thus 
orderly feated, the expeCtation of the Emperours prefence caufeda generall filence 
amongft them. At length the Emperour came, having no Gard to make way be- 
fore him, but afew Chriftians whom hee chiefly favoured. At the Emperours 
comming into the Synod, they all {tood up. And fo having invelted himfelfe 
with rich purple robes, embroidered with Gold and Pretious tones, came like a 
bright Angell thorow the midft of them, andafcended to his royall Throne. So 
glorious was his outward prefence : But his minde was more richly adorned with 
the feare ef God, and true piety and godlineffe, which his humble countenance, 
his modeft a{pec, and his flow gate did declare. Befides, he was ofa moft come- 
ly prefence, both for the beauty of his afpect, and the {trong proportion of his 
body, which was joyned witha modeft and curteous {weetnefle. of, difpofition. 
And as fooneas he came to the higheft part of the Synod, hee food a while in the 
middle ofthe Aflembly, and when a golden chaire was brought him, hee would 
not fie downe, before hee had given a figne unto the Bifhops to fit downe 
alfo. 


T He day appointed for the holding of this Councel,and the deciding of contro- 
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Cuar. XI, 
A filewce in the Councell, after the Bifoop Eufebius had made a bricfe lbeech, 


He Bifhop that had the chiefe place on the right hand, rofe up and made a 
t. fl briefe fpeech to the Empérour, and recited his hymne of Thank{giving unto 
God, After hee fate downe againe, they looked earneftly upon the Emperour, 
and were filent. Whereupon the Emperour looking on them with a cheerefull 
countenance, collected himfelfe, and began with a foftand gentle voyce to fj peake 
unto them in this manner.

| T was my defire (deare Friends) that you fhould meete together ina generall 
Councell, and now you being affembled here,| ought to give thankes unto God, 
that hee hath favoured mee fo much, that I fhould behold fuch an unanimous 
Synod, Let not therefore any private envie deprive us of that good, which may 
arife from this Councell, And fecing God hath made the Chriftians vi@orious 
over the Tyrants. Let not the Divels tares of difcention {pring up amongft you, 
to the difturbance of the Church, for feditions in the Church are of worfe confe- 
quence than warre, for the one kills the body but the other deftroyes the foule. So 
that having by Gods affiftance gotten the victory over my enemies, and intending 
to give thankes unto God, and rejoyce with my people whom I have reftord to 
their liberty, as foone as I heard of your difcentions I was much troubled in mind, 
and being defirous to finde a remedy for this malady, and to compofe your diffe- 
rences, I have called you tothis Councell. And albeit I rejoyce to fee you here 
affembled together : yet I fhould beé much more pleafed to fee a unity in affecti- 
on, and concord umongft you, which yon being men devoted to. Gods Worfhip, 
ought to defire, and to encourage others by your example, to embrace peace and 
concord. J entreat you therefore, beloved Minifters of God, and Servants of our 
Lord and Saviour Iefus Chrift, to take away the caufes of your difcention, and 
difagreement, to cut of the heads of this Hydra of herefie, and to eftablith peace 
amongft you, For fo you fhall both pleafe God, and mee your fellow feryant in 
the Lord.

C Onftantine having {poke thusin Latine, his Interpretor imparted the famé 
{peech to all the Councell in feverall languages, Whereupon fome began to 
accufe thofe.that fate next, and others began to defend themfelves, and lay the 
blame on their adverfaries, So that many queftions being propounded on either 
fide, and the beginning of their difputations growing hot and turbulent : the Em- 
perour with much patience attended unto their agreements, approved of fome, 
moderated others, carrying himfelfe in an indifferent manner, and reafoned and 

argu= 
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argued courteoully with them, giving them his owné opinion in Greeke, wherein 
hee was not unskilfull, His Speech was {weet and eloquent, per{wading fome, 
pacifying others, prayfing others that had {poken elegantly, and endevouring to 

-bring them all to concord and agreement, fo that at length hee brought them all to 
fich a unity in opinion, in all points of controverfie, that they did not onely agree 
in matter of faith, but alfo about one certaine time, for the celebration of the feaft 
of Eafter, Andto that which they had decreed by common confent, they all fet 
their hands, and they were engroft as determinate Canons.

How Conftantine the twentieth yeare of hu raigne made a feaft for the Bifbops 


which hee graced with hus owne prefence. 


‘A Frer thefe matters were thus happily concluded , the Empefour affirming 

now that hee had obtained a fecond vitory againft the enemy of the Church, 
hee made a great feaft tothe honour and glory of God. Hee had now raigned 
twenty yeares compleate , at what time there were many particular Nationall 
Councels. Having thus eftablifhed a peace amongft the Cleargie, the Empe- 
rour madd a royall fealt of joy and exaltation, and envited the Bifhops thereunto, 
who camte to honour this Feftivall, which was held with great folemnity. For the 
Guard ftood with their drawne {words at the Court Gate, thdrow whom the 
Bifhops and Cleargy men paffed without feare, and fo went forward into the 
Palace Some of them fate with the Emperour himfelfe.& fome fate on either hand 
at fide Tables, therein ftriving to reftore Chrifts Kingdome, fo farre did he ftretch 
conceit, that exceedeth common beleefe or capacity.

VV Hen the Banquet was ended with great ceremony and magnificence, that 
hee might expreffe his royall liberality, heegave Gifts and Prefents unto 
every one of their Bifhops according to their dignity and degree. And by his 
Letters certifyed thofe that were abfent concerning this CounfeH; which wee 
will here infert , and ingrave onthis Hiftoricall Pillar : the Letters were to this 
effect.

Conftantine ¢o the Churches, Health. 


Aving fettled the Common-wealth by Gods gracious affiftance in a profpe- 

fous and flourifhing eftate. I purpofed chiefly to eftablith in the univerfall 
Church, one faith, and a charitable and loving agreement in matters of religion. 
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But becaufe this could not bee compaffed, unlefle the moft of the Bifhops were 
affembled together, to difcufle and difpnte of controverted points, I called a Synod 
or Councell, and did not refufe to affift their confultations with my prefence, 
wherein matters were fo accurately handled, that their agreement in points of re- 
ligion wasno doubt acceptable and well-pleafing unto God; fo that hcreafter 
there fhould be no difcord, or controverfie in matters of faith. 


Cuarv. XVII. 
The confent of the Synod concerning the celebration of Eafter, againft the opinion of 
the Iewes. : 


Controverfie arifing concerning the feaft of Eafter, it was held fit by com- 
mon confent, that all men fhould celebrate it on one and the fame day. For 
what could bee more glorious or excellent, than that this fealt which wee celebrate 
in an aflured hope of our refurretion, fhould by all generally be obferved in one 
manner, and at one time? And not to keepe it according to the cuftome of the 
Yewes, who having defiled their hands with innocent blood, are blinded with an 
érronious beleefe, Let us not therefore follow the Iewes, but walke in their 
courfe of life which our Saviour hath taught us. Let us agree in maintaining the 
truth of his do&trine, and forfake the traditions of the Iewes, although they boaft 
of their owne doétrine. For after they had put our Saviour to death, grew infatua- 
ted in their underft andings, and are carried away by the violence of their owne 
blindneffe and unbeleete ? So that wee cannot agree with them about the exqui- 
fite time of the celebration of this feaft, feeing they keepe their Pafchall feaft twice 
a yeare. Why therefore fhould wee imitate their errour ? fince this feaft is to bee 
celebrated but onceayeare, And although I had not proceeded in thefe matters ; 
yet you ought diligently to have defired and wifhed, that the integrity of Chriftian 
profeffion might not be corrupted with their errours, and therefore it is unfit that 
there fhould bee any controverfie concerning the folemnizing of fo great.a Chri- 
{tian Fealtivall. For our Saviour Chrift hath commanded us to keepe this feaft in 
memory of our falvation and his holy paffion,-and hath ordained that there fhould 
bee one Catholicke Church, whofe members although they are difperfed in di- 
vers places,vet they are all united together by one fpirit Let your holy wifedomes 
therefore confider how perillous, and unfit a matter it is that on the fame day 
fome fhould faft, and others fhould celebrate a Feaft. Wherefore one feaft of Ea- 
fter, according to Chrifts ordinance ought to bee inftituted and appointed, 


Cuar. XVIII. 


An exhortation to follow the Catholicke and univer{all confent of the whole 
World, 


Nd feeing in the eftablifhment of this matter, wee are not to have any 

agreement with the Iewes, who put to death our Lord and Saviour, and that 
wee ought to celebrate this Beaftin the fame manner asthe univerfall Church 
{pread over the whole world hath done, therefore this prefent Councell hath a- 
greed thereunto. And! perfwade my felfe that your wifedomes will eafily aflent 
thereunto and approve of that, whichthe City of Rome, Italy, Affricke, Egypt, 
Spaine, France, Brittanie, Lybia,Greece, Afia, Pontus, and lafily Cihcia, doe all 
generally confent unto: confidering that the greateft part of the Church is in - 


thefe places aforefaid, and becaufe an eftablifhment of matters according to So

fon ought to bee defired, though contrary to the Opinion of the Tewes. Briefly 
to fumme up all, it hath beene generally adjudged fit, that the'holy Feat of Ealter 
fhould bee celebrated on one and the fame day, fo that there fhould beé no con- 
troverfie concerning fo facred and folemne a matter. Therefore you may wil- 
lingly embrace this decree, as Gods ordinance fent downe from Heaven. For 
whatfoever the Bifhops have decreed in this holy Councell, is to bee ob{erved as 
agreeable tothe will and pleafure of God : wherefore when you have pablifhed 
to all our beloved brethren the matters handled in this Counfell, and the Decrees 
and Canons therein eftablifhed concerning the obfervation of this holy Feaft, you 
your felves ought to approve thereof, and to bee conformable thereunto : that fo 
as fooneas I fhall difcerne your orderly and right difpenfation of all matters, 
which I have long defired, that I may keepe tliis feaft with you on one and the 
fame day, and may for your fakes rejoyce : which I fhall doe when Iunderftand 
that by your actions you have by Gods affiftance put difcord to filence, fo that 
peace andcontord being eftablifhed , our faith may univerfally flourifh, God 
(deare Brethren) preferve you,

Hee admonifheth the Bifbops at their departure, to preferve peace and concord, 


A! laft when the Councell was to bee difmiffed, hee made a f{peech unto them 
4& Xconcerning their orderly difpenfation and government, They being all one 
day aflembled together, hee earneftly admonifhed them, to take care to preferve 
mutuall peace and concord among themfelves, and to avoyd contentious wrang- 
lings : and that they fhould not envie one another for naturall gifts or wifedome, 
but efteeme their abilities asa common good, neither fhould they that were en- 
dowed with fuch gifts carry themfelves infolently towards the reft. Since none 
but God can difcerne, and judge who are beft, And befides they ought with all 
lenity and gentleneffe to fubmit unto, and pardon others weakeneffe , fince abfo- 
lute perfection’ is rare and unufuall, and’therefore they ‘fhould paffe over , and 
pardon light offences, and remit errours proceeding from humane frailty : and to 
live in concord and unity, left the Word of God and Chriftian religion fhould 
bee {candalized, and ill {poken of by their difcentions, which they might eafily 
fhunne if they would efteeme and approve of our confultations, Befides, all men 
doe not feeke to benefit themfelves or others, by the Scripture. For fome doe fall 
ontheir pleafure for a time, fome doe infinuate into the favour and knowledge of 
great men, fome love for friendfhip fake, or worfe worldly ref{pects, but few love 
true religion, or are friends untethe truth. Wherefore it is neceflary that wee 
fhould bee fpirituall Phyfitions to heale and helpe one anotherin wants, necef- 
ficies, or infirmities, to the honour and advancement of Religion. The Emperour 
having thus admonifhed them, defired their prayers to God in his behalfe, and 
fo concluded. Hauing thus inftruéted thema, hee difmift them, who with much 


joy 
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joy returned backe. And thus they who had beene long divided in opinion, were 
united againe into one body, fo that the Emperour confirmed their agreement 


and union,

Oreover, the Emperour being glad of the profperous fucceffe of matters, 
M fent Lettersto thofe that were not prefent in the Councell, and comman- 
ded that a great deale of money fhould be given and diftribured amonglt the peo- 
ple, both in Country and City, to honour his royall feftivall which he celebrated 
in memory of the twentieth yeare of his raigne, then prefent.

Eace being thus generally eftablifhed, the Egyptians onely did nourifh fediti- 

ous contentions, which although they were very troublefome to the Empe- 
rour, yet they could not move him to anger ; for hee reverenfing them as Fa- 
thers, and Prophets to God, offerd the fecond time to arbitrate and decide their 
controverfies, and fent them gifts, fignifying his royall pleafureunto them by 
Letters, and confirmed the Decrees of the Councell with his owne Seale. 
Admonifhing them to preferve concord, and not to difturbe the Church by their 
difagreements, as they would anfwer it at the Day of Judgement. So much the 
Emperour fignified unto them by his Letters. 


Cua XXIII. 


How hee afterwards writ piows and godly Letters to the people, and the

Hi E writ much more to this purpofe, and fent many Lettérs to the Bifhops 
of the Church, and fometimes by his Letters and Proclamations communica~ 
ted his minde to the common people, whom in a bleffed manner hee ftiled his 
brethren and fellow fervants, Butit will bee convenient to treat of thefe things 
at leafure by themfelves, left we fhould hinder the progreffe of our Hiftory.

Or the Heathens aigg Infidels endeavoured to extinguifh the memory of this 
divine Monument of Chrifts buriall and refurre@tion. Where the bright An- 
gell that de{cended from Heaven, roaled away the ftone, not onely from the Se- 
pulchre,but alfo from them,that their hearts might be foftned to beleeve; when he 
told the women that hee was not dead, but that hee lived, and wasrifen. The 
wicked Infidels fought to deface this Sepulchre, thinking thereby to obfcure the 
truth of his refurrection, fo that they caft earth and rubbidge into it go fillit up,and 
to hide the Sepulchre : And laftly,they built over it a Chappell to Venus ,and offered 
their deteftable facrifices unto her ontheir impure Altars, thinking thereby to ex- 
tinginifh the memory of Chrifts Sepulchre. For thefe wretches could not under- 
ftand thatthe Sunne might fooner bee obfcured, than’ Chrifts pretious Paffion, 
and renowned victory over death, could bee concealed. For this myftery of our 
falvation , which illuminateth the underftanding , hath enlightned the whole 
world. Yetthetruth a longtime was fomewhat ecclipfed and overfhaddowed 
by their wicked endeavours. For none of the former Emperours could {uppreffe 
their intentions, but onely Conf£antine, who being beloved of God; and ‘zealous 
of his divine favour, moved by the infpiration of his holy Spirit, would not faffer 
thofe wicked Infidels to hide or deface Chrifts holy Sepulchre, but in defpight of 
them, hee commanded that the place fhould bee cleanfed and kept in memory, 
which hee efteemed.a worke acceptable to God. So that hee commanded that 
their Idolatrcus Chappels fhould bee pulled downe to the ground, with their 
divellith Idols. And afterward the Emperour commanded, that the wood, ftone, 
and rubbidge, fhould bee carryed farre from thence, which was accordingly-per-

For God for us was borne on earth, and the place of his Nativity was by the He- 
brewes called Bethlehem, and therefore the moft holy Empreffe thought to a- 
dorne the place of his birth'in honour ofthe Virgin Wary, And afterward the 
Emperour beautified the fame with an addition of more coftly ornaments, to in- 
creafe his Mothers bounty, enrichingyt by.the acceffion of many royall donations, 
as gilding, Arras, and the like, And.moreover, in honour of our Saviours afcen- 
fion into Heaven, thee canfed a Churchto bee built onthe toppe of the Mount’of 
Olives. And thee builta Temple over the Cave, wherein Chrift did inftrué his 
Difciples in the Rudiments and Principles of divine and heavenly myfteries, 
which the Emperour alfo adorned. And thefe two memorable Temples, the molt 
gracious Helena, the Emperours Mother, did found and build over two obfcure 
Caves to the honour of our Lord and Saviour, and her Sonne the Emperour by his 
royall power and authority furthered her in fo pious a worke. And not long after, 
God rewarded her according to her good workes. For being growne aged, ha- 
ving lived alwayes in great happineffe and profperity, having beene fruitful in 
good workes, according to our Saviours command, and having beene alwayes 
free from troubles, and enjgyeda long time of felicity; her life was crowned with 


a happy &xit,or death, as a reward of all her good workes.

her gracious and holy charity to releeve fome with money , to cloath others , to 
free others from imprifonment, from digging mettall, and from other oppreffions,

{elfe gracious towards men, and diligent in performing her duty to God.

Hellena when free. was fourefcore yeare old, made her will and dyed, 


AL aft having lived as long as nature defired, fhee was called to a better life, 
and being fourefcore yeare old, her line of life was ready to bee terminated 
with the full point of death : and therefore fhee purpofed to make her will in the 
prefence of the Emperour her Sonne, the moft Potent Prince of the world, and 
his royall Progeny, and give them her poffeffion and treafure. Being fo refolved, 
the Emperour ftanding by to affitther, held her hand while thee writ and figned 
nnto her Will, and fo thee feemed to dyein {uch a happy manner, that the judici- 
ous did not efteeme ita death, but a'changing of a fraile mutable life, for an eter- 
nall and celeftiall life of glory. And her foule bein freed from the imprifonment 
of her body, was made an Angell, and received by her Saviour. 


CHAP: 
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Cuarp. XLVI. 


How Conftantine buried his Mother moft magnificently, and how hee honoured her 
after ber death, 


M Oreover, her Funérall was moft magnificent : for her body was carryed by 
; the chiefeft of his Noblemen, to the Imperiall Gity, and there laydin a roy- 
all Sepulchre, And thus the Emperours Mother ended her life, whodef rved ime 
mortall memory, not onely for her ownt pious and graciouslife, but for thar fhee 
was the Mother of the moft famous Emperour Con/tantine, who as hee was moft 
Noble in all his other a€tions, fo alfo in honouring his Mother, whom hee both 
brought firlt to the knowledge of Chriftian Religion, and adorning, her with roy= 
all Titles, commanding all men, and efpecially the millitary Orders, to call her 
soft gracious Emprefle, and ftamped her figure or impreffe upon his coyne and 
money. And gave her free power to command what {ummes fhee pleafed out of 
his royall Exchequer, and give away what fhee thought fit, thereby to increafe her 
power and dignity. So that his munificent love to his Mother, doth advance his 
glory, who by (hewing fo much affe@tionate duty to his Mother, did thereby obey 
the divine will of God, who commandeth us to honour our Parents. 


Cuar, XLVII. 


How Conftantine having eretled Churches at Conftantinople, abolifhed the adora= 
tion and worfbip of Images, 


He Emperour having performed thefe aforefaid pious workés in Paleftine, or 
T the Holy Land, fo alfo hee founded and ercéted faire Churches inall the Pro- 
vinces, fairer than thofe had beene formerly built. And purpofing to beautifie 
Conftantinople, becaufe it was from him fo denominated ,as it were the City of 
Coxftantinople, hee adorned it with many Temples and Churches, and ‘confecrated 
themto divers Martyrs, which were built partly in the City , and others in the 
Suburbs, to the honour of the Martyrs, and confecrated the whole City tothe ho- 
nour of God. Laftly, being moved by divine infpiration, hee purged the City 
which was called after his name, of all fuperftitious Idolatry, that the Images of 
the Heathen Gods fhould not bee worfhipped in their Temples, nor their Altars 
defiled with impure burnt facrifices,nor Demoniacall feafts celebrated, but thatall 
fuperftitions ceremonies fhould bee abolifhed.

Of the figne and figure of the Croffe drawne in the Palace, and of Daniell in the 
Lyons Denne, 


es are alfothe Armes and Creft of our Saviour, which was the Croffe, 
_& ftanding ona Conduite inthe Market place. And the Stor y of Daniell inthe 
Lyons Denne figured in Braffe. And moreover, fuch was the Emperours divine 
zeale and affection to piety, that in the very entrance to his Palace, hee caufed 2 
rich Croffe to bee erefted of Gold and pretions ftones, as a defenfiye and divine 
charme againft the machinations and eyill purpofes of his enemies.

How hee built Churches in Nicomedia, and in other Cities, 


Nd thus hee adorned his owne City : and moreover, hée built at his owne 

charge a faire Churchinthe City of Béthyvia : and there hee dedicated to 
our Saviour the trophies of his victories, which hee had gotten over Gods enemies. 
And hee adorned the faireft Cities in other countries, with magnificent and beau- 
tifull Temples : as may yet bee {eene in Antioch, the chiefe City of the Eaft, where 
(it being the Metropolis of thofe parts) hee built and dedicated a molt {pacions and 
faire Church to the honour of God » with Cloifters round about it, and raifed the 
Quire or inward part of the Sanétuarie , in the figure of an octangular or eight 
cornered throne, with many private Oratorics belonging to it, and neceflary 
ie vaults under ground, which were gilded: and beautified with braffe 
worke. |

How hee built a Church at the Oake of Mambre. 


vch were the Temples that the Emperour built. But hearing that our Saviour 
S who fometime converfed in the world ; did heretofore appeare to certaine 
holy men of P aleftine  neare the Oake of (Mambre, hee commanded that a Tem- 
ple (hould bee built there to the hononr ofGod, And the Emperour fignified his 
royall pleafure by Letters to the Governdurs of Provinces, willing and requiting 
shem to fee his command performed. Hee fenralfo an accurate Epiftle tous who 
writ this Hiltory. A copy whereof I thought good here toinfert, that the &mpe- 
rours zealous diligence in fo good a worke may bee more cleerefully underftood. 
Moreover, concerning that which hee had formerly heard, hee writ to know our 
opinions in this manner following. 
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CHAP. 1 


Confantines Letters to Macarius concerning Mambre, where it thought our 
Saviour appeared to Abraham. : 


The Vitkoriows and Mighty Conftantine to Macarius, and other Bifhops of 
Paleftine. 


Account it a great happineffe, and a reward of my care towards you, that I 
can give you intelligence of the madneffe of wicked men, which hath hitherto 
beene ob{cured : that errours creptinby neglect, may at lait be diligently corre- 
Ged. For itisa great impiety that facred holy places fhould bee wickedly pro- 
phaned. “But what is it deare breathren, which having efcaped your knowledge, 
Ebeing carefull to advance the worfhip of God, have obferved, and cannot omit 
infilence ; So itis that the piace called the Oake of Whambre, where Abrabam 
had a houfe, ismuch prophaned and defiled by thofe that are addicted to Idola- 
trous Paganifme. For Heatheni{h Idols. which cught to bee quite abolifhed , are 
there erected, and an Altar placed neare unto them, whereon impure offerings are 
continually factificed.. Which being a difgrace to out Imperiall government, 
and an indignity to the holineffe of the place, I thought good to certifie yout gra- 
vity, that wee have fignified by Lettersto the illuftrious Earle Acatiws, out trufty 
Friend, that hee fhould without delay burne the Heathenith Idols, which were 
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found there, and pulldownethe Altars. Moreover, wee have commanded that 
punifhment fhall bee inflided on fuch, who after our royall pleafure is made 
Knowne and publithed, {hall dare to commit any wickedneffe, or prophane a@ in 
this place : which place wee intend to adorne, by crecting there a faire Temple, 
that holy men may there preferve religious duties. Butif any thing bee commir- 
ted contrary to the Tenor of thisour command, it is fit that you fhould certifie us 
by your Letters, that fo the delinquent may receive due punifhment according to 
our command. For you know that God firlt appeared there unto »~brabam, and 
conferred with him, and that the Law was there firft kept and obferved. And 
there our Saviour with the two Angels fhewed him/elfe, and appeared to Abraa 
bam, There God began to permit mento beholdhim. There hee foretold Aéra- 
ham concerning his Seed, and ftraightway perfermed his promife. There hee told 
him that hee fhould bee the Father of many Nations. And therefore it feemeth 
fit in my judgement, that you fhould carefully and diligently provide, that this 
place fhould bee kept from any prophanation, and onely dedicated to holy ufes, 
and to the honour of God and our Saviour: which you ought diligently to pro- 
vide for, and obferve : not doubting but your Grace will cheerefully performe 
thofe things which tend to the Religious worfhip of Ged, Deare Brethren the 
Lord preferve you, 
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Tdolatrous Temples with their Images are pulled downe, 


rr 


ye e Emperour endeavoured and laboured to effeé thefe things tothe glory of 
God, which nat onely advanced Chrifts honour, but alfo fupprefled the fu- 
perftitions errours ofthe Heathen. So that fome of the Cha ppels by his command 
were unflated, and the Gates pulled downe. Others were quite demolifhed, and 
the Tiles and Timber carryed away. And fome Brazen Images (which the Hea- 
thens hada long time ignorantly adored) were erefted in the Marker place of 
Conftantinople,as approbrious {pectacles. Here Pythius was placed, there Smin- 
thins, in the Cirque the Delphian Tripods, and the Heliconian Mufes in the Palace. 
So that Conflantinople (as 1 {aid) was full of Brazen I mages, which the Pagans had 
erected in honour of their falfe gods: But made thofe Images the objeéts of con- 
tempt and derifion, which were erected to honour their gods, and to which men 
out of erronious ignorance, did offer infinite Hecatombs, and burnt facrifices, and 
now at laft difcerned their blind folly. But hee tooke another courfe with the 
golden Images. For when hee underftood that the multitude, like children, ftood 
in feare of thefe golden and filver Images , he thought to abolith them, and take 
away thefe ftumbling blockes of error, and to lay open hereafter, as it were a roy- 
all highway to Heaven, Having thus refolved, hee did not thinke fit to efe@ his 
defires by any Hoftile violence, but hee made choife of fome trufty and approved 
men for this bufineffe, and fent'them with authority unto all Nations, And they 
being moved by the Emperours fanctimonious holineffe, and their owne piety to- 
wards God, went amongft divers people, fuppreffing their inveterate and anci- 
ently received errors, firlt commanding the Priefts of the Idols to bring forth their 
gods, out of the darke Caves, into the light, and afterward having defaced their 
outward beauty, hee fhewed them their inward deformity : and fo having bro- 
ken them in pieces. hee melted them, and kept the mettall, and gave the Heathens 
the fuperfuons rubbidge, to let them fee of what matter their gods were made. 
Moreover, this following aéts of his did parallel the former. After hee had thus 
defaced thefe dead Images, compofed of pretious and rich materials, hee attemp- 
ted to demolith the Brazen Statues ere@ted to perpetuate the memory of men, and 

carryed away their fabulous gods, 
C wap.

How hee demolifoed and pulled downe the Devils Temple built by the Aphacians, a 
People of Pheenicia. ~ 
Oreover, the Emperour did diligently endeavour a totall fuppreffion of 
errour, For as an Eagle mounted high in the ayte,is fharpfighted in. difcer- 
ning any thing a farre off on the eround: {0 hee living in his Palace, which hee 
buile at Conftantinople, that the Devill had clofely hid his Nets in Phenicia to rake 
the foules of men, namely a Wood and Chappell dedicated to Venis, not in any 
City or {treet, but out of the highway, and feared in a remote bufliy place, on the 
coppeof Mount Libanow, Andit wasa certaine Schoole of wickednefle to thofe 
chat were addi@ed tolutt, and had walted their bodies with effeminated pleaftres. 
For menufing one another like women, and thereby contracting difeafes, did fa- 
ctifice to this Devill:Venzs. And befides, it wasa wicked meeting place for wo- 
men, where they fecretly untyed their marriage vowes, and committed adultery, 
and befides many other wicked aéts were committed in this impure and filthy 
Chappell, © Neither did any one take notice of their wickednefle, becaufe no ho- 
ne(t mandurft come thither, Bat thefe wicked ads could not bee hid from. the 
Emperour, whofe royall providence having found it out, thought it unfit that the 
Sunne fhould behold fucha finfull Conventicle ; fo that hee fent a Band of Soul- 
diers to fuppreffe their la{civious impurity, And the Emperour threatning thofe 
that lived.in luxurious wantonneffe, made them afterward learne to grow more 
continent, And in like manner the fuperftitious Gentiles, who were wife in their 
owne opinion, began to marke and perceive their owne folly.

The Demolifhment of fculapius Temple. 


pb Or when the error of the wifeft of the Cilicians, in worfhipping ‘the Devall, 
had {pred it felfe abroad,having drawne many to admire and reverence him as 
their Protector and Phyfitian , becanfe hee fometimes appeared unto them in 
dreames and vifions,and fometimes reftored the fick to health »which was the craft 
of the Impoftor , who by this meanes did with-draw the mindes of men fromthe 
knowldge of their true Saviour. But the Emperour who had refolved alwayes 
to (tand in defence of the honour of God and his Saviour, commanded that the 
Temple fhould be plucked downe'to the ground. And fo this Chappell, fo often 
mentioned by Phylofophers, where the Devill had along me deluded men, was 
upon the Emperonrs fignification of his royall pleafure, by a Band of Souldiers 
pulled downe and and quitedemolifhed. ‘And that God which pretended thar 
hee could helpe others of their miferies and maladies, had no more power to de- 
fend himielfe than, (as it isinthe Fable) when hee was thunder ftrucken. But that 
which our Emperour did herein performe to the glory of God, is not to bee fabu- 


lized, for in honour of our Saviour, hee caufed it to bee utterly defaced, and raced 


downe, fo that no memory or ruines might remaine ofthis wicked Temple.

How the Heathens were perf aded to forfake their Idols, and converted to the koow- 
ledge of God, 


O- that of thofe; who had formerly addicted themfelves to fuperftition, when 

they faw their errours more unvayled and clearely refuted, and when they be- 
held the ruines of their Temples and Images ; {ome of them began to embrace the 
knowledge ofthe true God, others beganto difrelith the hereditary ignorance of 
their Anceftors, and began to fcorne thofe Images which they formerly efteemed 
to bee gods, And whenthey faw of what rotten bafe {tuffe their outwardly faire 
Images were compofed’, and how their beggerly veltments were patched and 
pieced, they difcerned the vaine impofture of Idols, andthe madneffe of their Pres 
deceflors in adoring them, efpecially when they perceived, that there was no De« 
vill, God, or Prophet, as they were formerly perfwaded that did inhabit and dwell 
inthofe Temples and Images. Sothat they, whom the Emperour had fent about 
this bufineffe, had eafie accefle unto thofe obfcure Caves and Temples. And Soul- 


. diers entred into thofe devillifh holy places, which were prohibited to bee trod 


upon, fothat the blindnefle of minde which had a long time poffefled the Gen- 
tiles, was manifettly difcovered unto them by thei labour and induftrie. So that 
they cleerely difcerned their errour,

Nd as the Emperours pious actions ought in generall to bee commended to 

Pofterity, fo alfo thefe particular acts which hee performed in feverall Nati- 
ons, as alfo that which hee did at Heliopolss in Phenicia, In which City fomeado- 
ring their owne obfcene and luftfull pleafure for a Goddeffe, under colour of Re- 
ligion they gave liberty and opportunity to Wives and Maides to put their defires 
in act, without any regard of fhame or honefty. But now the Emperour promul- 
gated and enacted a new law for the prefervation’ of modett chaftity, ftricktly 
prohibiting the commiffion of any accuftomed wickednefle which had beene for= 
merly ufed. And hee publifhed certaine documents of inftruction, as if hee had 
beene ordained by Gods appointment to inftru¢ct men in the lawes of temperance 
and vertue. Wherefore hee vouchfafed to fend Letters unto them, admonifhing 
them to imbrace the knowledge of God. And his pious deeds did ftrengthen and 
confirme his words, for hee founded there a faire Temple ; fo that their City 
which was blinded with fuperftition, was become the Church of God, and filled 
with Priefts and Deacons, and they had a Bifhop to governe them. Moreover; 
the Emperour carefully endeavouring to convert many to the knowledge of Gods 
W ord, did give continuall almes, andreliefe unto the poote, and thereby conver 
ted them to Chriftianifme, ufing the words of Saint Pa#/, Let Chrift bee declared 


either by occafion,.or by preaching. 


CHAP. 
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Car, LNAIT. 


Of a fedition which arofe at Antioch concernin 7 Enftatius. 


Vt now when the Church had attained toa profperous.and flourifhing eéftare 

through all Nations, the Devill began to envie the felicity and profperity 
thereof,and thinking by ftiring up {editions amongft us,to alienate the Emperours 
favour from us, hee rent and vexed the Church of Astioch with fuch tragicall 
{chifmes, as had almoft ruinated the City. For the people were divided into two 
factions, fo that the common people,the Magiftrates and the Souldiers, brake forth 
into fach hoftile tearmes, that if Gods providence, and the feare of the Emperour 
had not affwaged the violent multitude, and his gentle {peeches and perfwafions 
like lenitive Phyficke had allayd and coold the hot diftemper of their rage, they 
had certainely killed and maffacred one another. Whereupon hee fent an honou- 
rable and trufty Embafladour unto them, to treate with the people, and pacifie 
their fury. Advifing then by his Letters to preferve and maintaine peace and con- 
cord amonett themfelves, and approve themfelves dutifull {ubjects, Moréover, 
hee per{waded, and entreated them to referre unto him the hearing and determi- 
ning of their controverfies : which learned and profitable Letters, if they might 
not feeme to difcredit the parties ingaged in this faction, I had inferted into this 
prefent Hiftory. Wherefore Ihave omitted them , that their wickednefle might 
not bee remembred to their fhame; and I willonely fet downe a copy of thofe 
Letters, which the Emperour himfelfe, who was alwayes defirous to eftablifh 
peace and concord amongf{t men, did write, in which hee admonifhed thofe of 
Antioch that they fhould not feeke to the Bifhop of another Church, but accor= 
ding to the cuftome and manner ofthe Church , fhould choofe him for their Bi- 
fhop, whom God had appointed them out of his gracious Providence. | And fo 
hee writ to the Bifhop and people of Axtioch , thefe two feverall Letters fol- 
lowing. 


CHa, LVF: 


Conftantines Letters to the People of Antioch, that rthey fhould not defire to with» 
draw Eufebius from Czfaria, but fhould chufe another Bifhop, 


The High and Mighty and Victorious Conftantine tothe People 
of Antioch, Health, 


yt a your concord was very gratefull and acceptable to all judicious men, fo 
efpecially to thee, who moved partly by the divine Law, and by your godly 
life, and love towards mee, have alway fhewed my goad will towards you bre- 
thren. And feeing this is certaine that honeft aGtions are truely profitable, and 
that a man fhould ufe an upright integrity of minde in whatfoever hee doth, what 
can bee more agreeable unto you, than unity and concord, Wonder not if I {peake 
thetruth, which commonly procureth hatred, but from you it,deferveth favour 
rather than hatred) And whatis better than that you brethren fhould live hap- 
pily and peaceably together,and embrace concord,who doe expect to gaine Elea- 
ven by living in an affe@ionate and religious brotherhood, and are made fellow 
Souldiers and Citizens of the holy Church ? feeing the divine Lawes doe com- 
mand you to moderate your will and affettions; and wee earneftly defire fo to 
confirme your judgements by reafon, that you bee able to judge truely and a 
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cerely ofall matters. But perhapsfome doe admire whether my {peech jis dire- 
cted. Wherefore I will make a declaration of myyminde. ! confeffe that Iread 
certaine Letters wherein I undeérftood by your approbation and commendation 
of Enfebivs Bifhop of Cefaria, (whom 1 alfo doe much favour for his learning 
and modefty ) that you doe much affeé& him, and would willingly elect him to bee 
Bifhop of your City. What trouble doe youthinke I futained, how carefull was 
I to fatisfie your defire, that in earneft fecking and providinga good man to bee 
your Bifhop ?'T call faith and charity to witneffe, by the rules and lines whereof 
our Saviour hath pourtraied ‘the Idea of a holy and perfect life, and being fo pow- 
erfull, chat true faith impofes a neceffity on the confcience of doing good workes. 
And I will account that hee hath gotten the victory in this controverfie, who doth 
readily imbrace peace and'concord , feeing all men delight in peace, that is not 
prejudiciallto themfelves. Therefore I defire you brethren, that feeing of the 
Brethren are growne factious and contumelious, in fecking to obtaine their owne 
private ends and defires, therefore let us hereafter follow and embrace peace and 
unity, which wipe off the {taine of the Chriftian faith. For although I praife the 
mati whom you doe fo much honour and affect ; yet the Canons of the Church; 
which ought to remaine firme and inviolable, fhould not*bee infringed or -viola- 
ted, for the fatisfaction of particular opinions and defires. For in the doubtfull 
election of this man, by comparing him with others, all men fhould freely deliver 
their opinions: becaufe Ecclefiafticall honours fhould bee obtained and conferd 
without trouble, or difcord, therefore the generall fuffrage of all men fhould bee 
equally waighed and confidered. Neither is it any reafon , that your purpofé to 
elect En/ehins, (hould bee a prejudice to the other; feeing none, whether Supe- 
riour or inferiour, that doe obferve the orders and difcipline ofa religious life, ac- 
cording tothe rule of the ‘divine Law, ought not to have unequall eftimation. 
Moreover, if wee will ingenioufly confeffe the truth, I muft grant, and you muft 
acknowledge, that you endeavour rather by force to get €4/ebim from Ce/aria, 
rather than out of any défite ofhis owne, whichis rather violence; than a lawfull 
Ele@ion.And whether thie people doe {o'conceive or not, I dare freely and boldly 
affirme, that this election will not onely occafion a great tumult amoneft you, but 
will admini{ter matter of contention, while one layeth the blame and fault on an- 
other, For you doe herein refemble fheepe, who ftragling from their accultomed 
Shepheard, and fo wanting their ufuall food, doe ftray abroad into the corne, 
Wherefore it behoveth you brethren ‘diligently to confider, that you be not decei- 
ved, or led away with opinion, for it isa matter of great confequence , and wor- 
thy of confideration. ° Firft, becanfe it will bee an occafion of difcord. And alfo 
becaufe that hee that is éleGted to a Bifhopricke, by the generall fuffrage and con- 
fent of wife men affembled to deliberate thereof; hee ought by Gods Lawes toen- 
Joy it, and'teceive the fait thereof; feeing hee was by your free confent and ap- 
probation formerly elected. And moreover, that according to your former con- 
verfation, that you fhould diligently endeavour with upright and uncorrupted 
mindes to fearch ont a man fit to. fupply that place, without raifing any: feditions, 
or turbulent commotion.- Fortumultary actions are alwayes unjuft, and when 
men contend together, the collufion, of opinions. doth. ftrike. forth {parkes” of 
envie, whence proceedetha great flame of difcord.. But toend my {peech, as I.de- 
fire to pleafe God, and as.J live, Idoe love you, and defire to bring you to the 
Haven of peace, and to fettle your. mindes in an. unanimous concord, that. your 
fayles being filled with the gentle and foft gale of.Brotherly love, you may, fteere 
a celeftiall courfe here on earth, untill you.arrive at Heaven the: Land of eternity; 
That your love and amity, may bee.more firme, after. your former difcord:: For 
now Thope. you have emptied, your mindes of the {tinking dregges of fedition, 
Wherefore doe you proceed to fettle matters in fuch a.manner, that you inconfide- 
rately insroduce no unprofitable innovations in the-Charch, God preferve you deare 
Brethren.”

The High and Mighty, and Victorious Conftantine, to 
Eufebius, Health. 


Have diligently read your Epiftle, whereby { underftand that you have ftrickt- 
] ly obferved the Canon of the Church. For 1t is religious piety, to obferve thofe 
things which are pleafing to God, and agreeable to Apoftolicall doctrine. You 
have to gratulate your owne happineffe, that you are chofen by generall confent to 
bee the univerfall Bifhop, and moreover it isan acceffion and addition to your fe- 
licity, that they defire you fhould bee refident with them. Moreover, you have 
done wifely, inthat you have obferved the commandement of our Lord, and the 
Apoftolicall Canon of the Church, by refufing the Bifhoprick of the Church of 
Antioch, defiring to continue in that. Epifcopall Seate , where you are placed by 
Gods providence: I have writ Letters concerning this matter: both to the people, 
and the Minifters of the Church, who have againe declared théir opinions unto 
mee by writings Which Letters when your Hotineffe hath read, you will eafily 
under{tand, that I have written unto themina juft caufe, who had need of your 
Counfell and wifedome, in determining and deciding this matter concerning the

And af- 
ter {ome confideration, I wrota Letter to the people of Antioch, declaring unto 
them what was moftacceptable to God, and agreeable to the Canons of the 
Church. A copy whereof Ihave fent you with thefe Letters, that you may 
underftand'what I moved with the confideration of right and equity, have writ- 
ten tathe people of Antioch, Andin regard your Letters did fignitie your defire 
joyned with the peoples venerall confent, that Eu/elins the holy Bithop of the 
Church of Cefaria, fhould bee Bifhop of the Church of Aztioch, and fhould take 
the charge thereof, J thoughtit meete to declare unto you the contents of Ex/ebina 
Letters, who feemed very -carefullto obferve the Decree.of the Church, and to 
deliver my opinion therein. . And becaufe, Euphronius‘a Prielt of Cefaria , and 
Georgius a Prielt of the Arethufians, whom e4lexander advanced to the order of 
Priefthood at Alexandria, men of faithfull integrity, came unto mee, I thought 
good to fignifie unto your wifedomes, not onely that thefe men doe make fute 
for the Bifhoprick, but that there are others whom you your felves thinke worthy 
to be elected to a Bifhoprick, that fo you may decree and refolve of that which is 
agreeable to the Apoftolicall Canons. Which men being propounded unto your 
choife, your wifedomes may moderate and governe your election, according ih 
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Eufebius Pamphilus bis Hiflory, L 13.3, 
the Ecclefiafticall Canon, and Apoftolicall Doétrine, and agreeable to Ecclefiafti- 
call Conftitution. God preferve you my deare Brethren, 

The Emperour having given this charge to the Bifhops of Churches, hee admo- 
nifhed that they fhould doe all things according to the Prefcript of Gods 
Word.

How hee endeavoured to extirpate and roote out berefie, 


A Frer hee had by fuppreffing difcord fettled the Church of God in a peaceable 
#4, Meftare, hee thought roduppreffe another fort of men, who were the bane and 
poifon of humane fociety.,,And thefe were certaine hyppocrites who like Cater- 
pillers and Locufts under acounterfeit fhew of religion , did devoure and roorte 
up Cities. Of whom our Saviour prophecied, calling them falfe Prophets, and 
ravening Wolves, whenhee faith, AZatth.7, Beware of falfe Prophets, who come 
ming unto you in fheepes clothing, but within are ravening Wolves ; you fhall know them 
by their fruits, The Emperour therefore by an Ediét, fent to the Governours of 
Provinces, endeavoured to fuppreffe fach kinde of men. And moreover, hee en- 
deavoured with wholefome admonitions to exhort them to timely repentance. 
Promifing that upon their change and.converfion they might bee received into the 
Church, ifthey would bee conformable thereunto. Marke therefore how he dealt

Now therefore by this Law which I have eftablifhed, yea Moravians, Valen-

followed and maintained, Know (I fay) that your doétrine is both vaine and 
falfe. O yee enemies of truth and eternall life, yce authors and ‘councellors of 
death, whofe tenents and opinions are contrary to truth, confonant to wicked. 
heffe, and full of vanity and fabulous fictions. Whereby you doé fpread abroad 
lyes, opprefle the innocent, and hide from the faithful the light of truth. ‘For you 
wandring after a falfe Idea, and fhape of piety, you poifon others with your con- 
tagion, and you lay heavie burthens on the confcience, and ftrive-almoft to take 
the daylight from man. “But why fhould I infift on particulars, feeing brevity of 
time, and my owne affaires doe not permit mee to defcribe your wickednefle in 
{ach colours as it deferves. For your wickednefie is fo great and immenfe, aboun- 
ding with all kinde of cruelty, that it'requiresa large defcription and explication, 
Befides it is better to hide {uch ations from the knowledge of men, left the expla- 
nation thereof might difgrace the Chriftian faith and religion. What then ? thalf 
wee fufter this evill contagion to {pread further, feeing the whole and found are 
daily infected with this peftilent difeafe ? why fhould not wee rather withall ce-

you fhall not keepe any factions, and {uperftitious meetings , neither in publike 
places, nor in private honfes, nor remote places, But rather, ifany of you have a 
care of the true and fincere religion, let them returne to the Catholicke Church, 
and bee partakers of the holineffe thereof, whereby they may come to the know- 
ledge of the truth, and that upon fradulent and perverfe craftinefle, namely your 
wicked and wretched feditions and herefies, may not difturbe the profperity of our 
times, Foritis agreeable to that profperous and flourifhing eltate, which wee 
by Gods providence enjoy, thatthey who livein fuch an age of knowledge and 
hope, fhould bee converted from all wandering blindneffe of errour to the right 
way, from darkenefle to light, from ignorance to truth, and laftly from death to 
{alyation. And that our carefull providence for curing thefe errours may be more 
powerfull and effectuall, wee have commanded as aforefaid, that all your fuper- 
ftitious places of meeting, I fay, all your hereticall temples (if 1 may.fo call them) 
fhall bee without all delay or contradi@ion pulled downe, and confifcated to the 
Catholicke Church, and other places (hall’ bee converted to the ufe of the Com- 
mon-wealth, that fo hereafrer you may hav¢.no places of meetings or Conventie 
cles.

How many Heretickes, after their wicked Bookes were found, returned to the 
Catholicke (1 hurch. ss 


Nd thus the Emperours Edict difcoveréd.the Dens and uniforme Cages of 

thefe Heretickes,and alfo threatned their Lords with punifhment. But of 
chofe that hadbeene led into errour, and feduced by them, fome terrified with 
the Emperours comminations and threatnings, began cunningly to creepe againe 
into the Church, in a diffembling crafty manner, to yeeld to the times: and be- 
canfe the Law commanded that their Bookes fhould bee fearched out, they were 
found out that had beene the authors of thofe feditious herefies, and the reft of the 
Heretickes that diffembled their Profeffion , were difcovered by thefe Bookes. 
Others were truely converted to the right knowledge of God. So that the Gover- 
nours of Churches endeavouring to diftinguith them, the falfe and unfound 
converts, but thofe whofe converfion was unfained and approved by tryall and 
continuance of time, they received into the Congregation. By this meanes, fuch 
 gmaintained do@trines and opinions contrary to the Church, were fupprefled, 
And the better fort of Heretickes, who had onely by joyning with the Schif- 
maticks, separated themfelves from the congregation of the Church, without any 
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delay were received againe intothe Church. So that thefe retutning as it were 
from fome Colony, were received againe into their owne Country, and acknow- 
ledged their Mother Church, And having long gone altray from her, they retur~ 
ned unto her againe with great joy and gladnefle, fo that all the members of rhe 
Church were united in one body, and ftrongly knit together in a firme concord : 
and then the Catholicke Church began to flourifh, when all Schifmes and 
Herefies were fupprefled, The effecting whereof the Church afcri- 
bed to Gods gracious providence , who favoured this 
Emperour more than all his Predeceffors, and 
~ made him the happy inftrument to 
advance his glory.

So that the vigils of 
this fealt were made as light as day, by hanging forth great waxen lights thoro' 
the whole City,and Lampes myfticall, éxprefling the light of falvation, which 
was thenready to fhine forth. But as foone as it was morning, hec imitating ouk 
Saviours bounty, hee extended his royall liberality and bounty to all the peaple, of 
whatfoever degree, and gave them great gifts. And thusheelikea Prieft offered 
the facrifice of prayers to God, and almes and charitable donations to his Suybe 


jects. 
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How hee prohibited the adoration of Images, and how hee honoured Helidages kept 
sx memory of the Martyrs, and other Feaftivals, 


j Becca! was fupprefied thorow all the Romané Empire and the Legions, and 
all kinde of facrificing to Idols abolifhed. And befides the Emperour fent an 
Edi& to all Governours of Provinces, that they fhould forthwith obferve the 
Lords Day. That they fhould honour Holidayes confecrated to the memory of 
the Martyrs, and folemnely obferve arid celebrate the Feafts of the Church, all 
which was performed according to the Emperours command.’

Nd for the propagation and advancement of religion in the Common- 
nf wealth, hee p srohibite d by many Lawes and E didts, all facrificing to Idols, 
or enquiring of somdle ;: and moreover, that they fhould nor dedicate Statues, nor 

er private {ac aneaen nor pollute their Ci ity withthe cruell and wicked flaugh- 
cer of Sword-players, Andinregard the Agyptians and Alexan ele se after 
their Country manner worfhip.a certaine River ; hee made.a ee reltr 
them; by putting them to death when they were deptehended in tl c fad > Ol 
manding alfo that no man fhould converfe with them, and fovas it were buried 
themalive. But when the {fuperftitious thought that the River Niles hereafter 
would not as it was wont, overflow the fields : God favouring the Emperotrs 
Law, made the River {well to a greater inundation, than they expected. For 
when thofe wicked cuftomes that had cormptéd the City were t: 
River flowed witha gre eater ftrength than before, and {welling with an abundane 
plenty of water, overflo we ed th e fields tonnd about ; fhewing that ic was ie 
mighty worke of God ; andthat hée was well pleafed with the fuppreffio ion of 
thofe wicked men, w! ho form ly Worthipped the River. But in regard the Em- 
perours actions in this kind performed in divers Provinces are fo infinite, it would 
require much time and leafure co infift on them in particular, 
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How hee e corretted the Law c oucerning th hofe that were chil [dleffe « a - and alfo mended t} 
formes: of Pills and Te eftaments, 


N A‘ Dreover, hee made the old Lawes more conformable to equity, and chan- 

gedthemtonew Lawes. From thofe that had no children’, the ancierit 
Lawes.concetning iffue tooke away all right of {uéceflion:or inheritance. Which 
was ahard and fevere law, punifhing the childles, as if they had committed fome

offence. But hee difanulling the former lawes, enacted a law, that the inheritance 
fhould defcend and fall to the kinred : fhewing great moderation and equity in 
correcting this law, for in regard fome were childlefle through their owne w fick 
edneffe and lafcivioufneffe, 0 others through an unfrnitfulneffe in nature, others 
were iffuéleffe, not becaufe they defired no fucceffion of oF pring , but becaufe 
they loved Phylofophié more than women, and moreover in regard many wo- 
men had refolved to keepe their virgin ) chafticy i slates nd to dedicate both 


their foules and bodies ro'reli igion; and tothe feryice of God ; hee thought thac 
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Eufebius Pamphilus bis Hiflory, L1B.4. 


they rather deferved admiration and approbation, then punifhment : for an incli- 
nation of the will, to a chafte and holy kinde of life is to bee cherifhed, burto live 
{o inact, even to the end of life, is adivine gift, and farre above nature. And be- 
fides nacurall barrenneffe deferveth rather pitty than punifhment.' Whereupon 
the Emperour mended this Law, and made it conformable to equity, And be- 
fides whereas the ancient lawes commanded, that men ready to depart this life, 
fhould make their laft Will and Teftament, in fucha fet forme of words, as were 
prefcribed by the aforefaid lawes, whereby the Teftators will and intent was of= 
tentimes deceived and wronged : the Emperour wifely confidering hereof, did 
abrogate this aforefaid Jaw, and ordained that every mans Will fhould.bee writ- 
ten in his owne words, fpoken at the time of his death, or elfe if hee pleafed hee 
might make anunwritten Will, ora will parroll by word of mouth, before faith- 
fulland approved witnefles, 


Re 
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Hew hee enatted a law that no Chriftian fhould ferve any lew ; and ordained that the 
determinations and pofitive opinions of the Synod fhould bee confirmed and rati- 
fied = and bee as a rule for the deciding other matters. 


Oréover, hee enacted a law, that no Chriftian fhould ferve a Iew, eftee- 

ming it a wicked matter, that they who had flaine the Prophets,and cruelly 
put to death our Lord and Saviour Jefus Chrift, that they fhould hold and keepe 
in fubjection thofe that were redeemed with the blood of our Lord and Saviour, 
Or if any one lived already in that fervile condition, that hee fhould bee enfran- 
chifed, and the Iew fined. Moreover, hee confirmed with his royall-anthority, the 
Canons and determinations of the Bifhops, which they had decreed in their pub- 
like GonGiftories, that fo the Princes} of other Nations might not abrogate their de- 
crees. For the judgements of the’ Priefthood in Ecclefiafticall, matters, is to bee 
preferred befpre the opinion of a Secular Tudge, Moreover, hee enaéted many 
other wife lawes, which: would.bee too tedious toinfert, what fhould I mention 
his holy converfation of life, even from morning to night, or how he familiarized 
him/elfe with good men; not difdaining the meaneft fort,but extending his bounty

Oreover, hee wonderfully endowed, and enriched the Churches of God : 

giving fome ofthem Lands, and others corne, for the releeving and main- 
tenance of poore People, Orphanes, and women, Hee was carefull alfo to clothe 
the naked, And hee chiefly favoured thofe that ftudied divinity, and heavenly 
knowledge: So that hee much refpected the holy fociety of the vowed Virgins, 
for hee beleeved that the Spirit of God, to whom they had devoted themfelves, 
dwele in theit mindes,

» Conftantines Prapers and freeches, 


O that his minde being fometimes filled with divine infpirations; hee-would 
ee all. night’ without fleeping :,and when hee-had. Jeature hee would 
write prayers, and difcourfe often withthofe that were familiar with him, For 
hee thought it his datie to governe his Empire by the reines of reafon, 
and that reafon might governe him in governing the Empire. So that 
great multitudes of People reforted to him to heare him difcourfe of Philofophie. 
And ifhee chanced inhis difcourfe to have occafion to fpeake of Divinity, hee 
would ftand up, and with a modeft countenance, and grave voyce, and with great 
wifedome and moderation, hee endeavoured to inftruct them in heavenly know- 
Iédge. And when the people applauded him with gratefull acclamations, hee 
would advife them tolooke up to Heaven, and reverence and praife God the 
King of Kings. But when hee would fpeake.diftributively of any matter, firft hee 
refuted objections, ufed for the defending of plurality of'gods, proving that Hea- 
thenith fixperftition was the caufe thereof, and that there was but one true God, to 
whom hee commended the protection of his Empire “Of whofe providence hee 
difputed generally, and particularly ; and afterward defcending to the Incarnation 
of our Saviour, hee fhewed that it was moft neceflary for the falvation of man- 
kinde. Afterward hee would difpute of the Tribunall of God, which kinde of dif- 
‘courfe did {trike a terrour into the mindes of his audiencé, when hee fevereiy re- 
prehended theeves and robbers, falfe dealers, and greedy coverous men : and 
fometimes hee would fo chaftife his familiar friends with his admonitions, that 
they being ftrucken with his words, and the guiltineffe of their owne confcience, 
did witneffe their fhame, by the dejetedneffe of their countenance , when hee 
plainely told them that they fhould give an account to God ofall their actions, 
affirming that hee himfelfe muft bee accountable to God, for the government of 
his Empire, and that all men at length mult givean account to God-of their lifé. 
Thefe cruths hee confirmd, and preft, and taught. And moreover, hee faithfully 
beleeved and followed that whith hee delivered'to others : but his dull audience 
flowly intelligible of {ach divine tnyfteries, alchough they applauded him with 
outward acclamations, yet inwardly they'‘contemned them, being blinded with 
their infatiable coverouineffe., And it ig reported that hee faid thus to a coverous 
man, When, O good man, will thy thirft of coveton{nefle bee fatisfied ? i

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How at three feyerall ten yeares of his Raigne, hee had three Sonnes enftalled with 
the title of Cafar, and how hee con(ecrated the Martyrs Church at Teru- 
falem. 

Sy He Emperour in thirty yeares of his Raigne, had three Sonries at divers times 

& created Ce/ars. The eldeft who bore his Fathers name, obtained the honour 
in the tenth yeare ofhis Fathers raigne. The fecond Sonne who was called. after 
his Vnkles name Conftantius, was enttalled with publike folemnity in the twenti- 
eth yeare of his Fathers Raigne. The third called ,Conféieps;.as a prefage: of his 
future conftancy, was honoured with this title inthe thirtieth yeare of his Fathers 

Raigne, Having thus every tenth yeare adorned one of his three Sonnes with the 

royall Diadem : he thought good in the thirtieth yeare of his age, to give thankes 

unto the King of Kings, for his former profperity, and profperous Progeny, by 
confeerating to the férvice of God the Martyrs Church built at Ler/alem, 
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How hee called a S ‘ynod at Tyre, in regara of certaine controverfies [brung up in 
4 o = >) 1 


Egypt. 


Vr the common enemy of vertue and Religion, the Devill, interpofed fome 

darke cloulds of fa@tion to gbfeure the light of the Gofpell, and caufed fchif- 
maticall controverfies to {pring up inthe Charches of -£gypt. But the Emperour 
being follicitous and carefull of the advancement of Gods glory, gathered toge- 
thera great affembly of Bifhops, as 4 {pirituall Army again(t the Oevill, comman- 
ding them firlt, that they frould {peedily determine, ana end thefe controverfies 
and that afterward they fhould confecrate the aforefaid Martyrs Church, and that 
they fhould {uppreffe all factious {chifmes in the Metropolis of Phenicéa, For thofe 
that were of divers opinions, ought not to bee aflembled in one congregation : 
becaufe the divine Scripture faith, that thofe who are at dilcord, fhould not offer 
their gifts before they are: mutually reconciled. The Emperour taking pleafure 
in thefe godly and gracious intentions, writ letters unto the Bifhops, to: put his 
purpofe inact, and that with one unanimous confent they fhould endeavour the 
{uppreffion of herefie : the Letters were to this effect.

The High and Mighty and Victorious Conftantine,to the holy Synod 
affembled at Vyre. 


T were very convenient and commodious for thefe times, that there fhould be 
no contentions in the Catholicke Church , and that there fhould bee no diffen- 
tion or difcord amongft Chriftians, But in regard fome contentious fpirits, dif 
gracing their profeffion, have endeavoured to trouble the Church with private 
opinions, therefore I exhort you to that which you are willing to i a 
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your owne accord, that without all delay , and with as much {peed as you can, 
I that you calla Synod, for the releeving the religious, and the reducing of the re- 
With fractory brethren, that thefe {eparatifts may bee reduced to an unity in opinion, 
Wi as alfo that errours crept into the Church may bee rectified, that the Provinces may 
live in peace and concord, which the arrogant pride, and idle folly of fome men 
hathdilturbed. For I fuppofe that this will bee acceptable to'God, moft delecta- 
a ble and pleafant to us, and much honour and glory willredownd unto you by the 
‘hk confent of all judicious men, if you fhall eftablifh a fettled peace and concord. 
-Doe not therefore delay it, but cheerefully endeavour to end and determine thefe 
prefent controverfies, that you may retaine the ancient Chriftian faith, which our 
Saviour chiefly requireth in the Church,making unity a badge of the true Church. 
And wee will performe our parts, in furthering your defigne. For I have tooke 
care for the effecting thofe things fignified unto mee by your letters, and according 
| to your defire have written to thofe Bifhops, that they fhould joyne with you,and 
Hi ftrive with all carefull diligence to further your indeavours, I have fent alfo the 
Confull Déony/ixs, both to informethe Synod what they are to doe, and to fee or- 
derkept inthe affermbly. Butifthere bee any one, as I fuppofe there will not, 
who in contempt ofour command refufeth to come unto the Synod, wee have 
given power to our Deligate ont of our Royall authority to banifh him, for it be- 
commeth no private man to refift the Emperours command for the eftablifhing of 
che ancient true Religion.’ Concerning other matters your holineffes may correct 
and reétifie all errours without hatred or favour, according to the Ecclefiafticall 
and Apoftolicall Canons ; that you may free the Church from all difturbance, and 
mee fromcare, and you by fettling matters in quietneffe, may gaine much honour 
and glory. God preferve and protect you, beloved Brethren,

performing the Emperours command, and entertained this learned aflembly with 
banquets and other honourable ceremonies. Anid hee beftowed money and clo« 
thing to cover the naked, and releeved an infinite number of ‘miferable poore peo- 
ple, And gave many magnificent and royall gifts, for the adorning of the Temple, 
And inthis manner hee difcharged his office.

N the meane tine the Bifhops thus affembled beganto.ufe frequent Prayer and 

difputations. Some of them did extoll the Empctours love and affection to his 
Saviour : others praifed the magnificence of the Martyrs Church : other feafted 
their eates and underftanding, with a divine Banquet of {pirituall AZanna, gathe- 
red out of the holy Scriptures. Some expounded the Scriptures, illuftrating and 
explaining the darkeand difficult places, the reft offered bloodleffe myfticall {a 
crifices, and made prayers and fupplications to God for the peace and happineffe 
of the Church, and for the Emperour and his royall Progeny, And here alfo wee 
our felves, on whom many too honourable employments for my abiliry were im- 
pofed; did make inthis famous aflembly , divers publike Orations: fometimes 
magnificently fetting forth the Emperours actions, Sometimes expounding the 
Prophets, and raifing emergent doctrines. Such was the folemnity of the confe- 
cration, and dedication of the Martyrs Church, which was performed with great 
joy and celebrity in the thirtieth yeare of the Emperours raigne, 3 
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Cuar, XLVI. 


Enfebius his Oration concerning the Martyrs Church bail: by Conftantine, and 
of the thirtieth yeare of Conftantines raigne, which Oration bee afterward 
[poke and delivered in the Emperours Prefence. 


Oreover,in a particular voluine,which we dedicated to the Emperour, wee 
de{cribed our Saviours Temple, our Saviours Cave,& the Emperors bounty, 
with the gifts of Gold,Silver, and precious {tones, which have bin beftowed there- 
on, which wee will publifh when we have finifhed this prefent worke ; joyning 
thereunto an oration in praife of the thirtieth yeare of his reigne , which comming 
afterward to Conftantinople, wee {poke in the Emperours prefence, it beeing the 
the fecond time that 1 had oportunity toglorifie God in the Emperours Palace.

World, hee divided his whole Empire amongft his three Sonnes, which the 
good Father left as an inheritance to his deare Children, giving his ancient.domi- 
nions to his eldeft Sonne ; the Eafterne parts to his fecond Sonne ; and the inter- 
jacent Countries to his third Sonne; .And being defirous that they fhould bee pro- 
{perous in the managing of their fortunes ; hee {owed in their mindes the {eeds of 
vertues, both by his owne divine precepts, and by the diligerice of Tutors, Which 
hee provided to inftruct them in vertue, and hee got the moft skilfull in\other dif 
ciplines, to traine them up to millitary affaires, to inftruct them in matters of po= 
licy, andin the Lawes.

AN plaifterworke, fromthe foundation to the roofe, which hee framed of

keepe off raine and tempeltuous {tormes, whichalfo was gilded, fo that the refle- 
tive beames of the Sunne beating on it, made it thine and glifter, fo thar it was 


-beheld afarre off. The inward part. ofthe roofe was arched, and covered Witha 


Kinde of Networke made.of Gold and Brafle. And. in this manner this Church 
bythe Emperours great care and coft was beautified. And moreover, ithad’a 
faire open Church-yard round about it, On fourefides whereof there were Gatés 
with Porches, and neare unto thema royadll Palace, with Baths, walkes, andother

A Nd here againft the day of his death hee provided him(elfe a place of buriall, 
for hee beleeving that hee fhould bee called after his death an Apoftle of 
Jefus. Chrift, hee thought alfo that hee fhonld partake of the benefit of thofe 
prayers, which were made tothe Apoftles. So that hee built his Tombe in the 
midft of twelve pillars, in honour and memory of the twelve Apoftles, which 
ftood on each fide of his Tombe, fixe ona fide, wifely as I faid conceiving that the 
tabernacle of his body might there decently and werthily reft, And having long

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before confidered this, hee dedicated this Church to the Apoftles, thinking there.

tation, for after hee had celebrated the next pafchall Feaft following, and he hime 
felfe and his people with great joy and folemnity had kept this day of falvation ; 
the celebration of this day concluded his owne dayes: fothat God was pleated 
at this holy time to tranflate him to.a better life.

And though I purpofed to re- 
etive it in the River Jordan, in which our Saviour for our example was baptized ; 
yet God knowing what is fitteft for mee, hath appointed that I thall receive it in 
this place, therefore let mee not bee delayed. And ifhee in whofe power life and 
deathare, will permit mee to live any longer among{t you, and to joyne my pray= 
ers in the Church, with the prayers of the congregation of Gods people, will live 
in fucha regular manner, as may become the fervant of God.

After 
this facred Ceremony was performed,being clothed now in Robes of light, in ftead 
of his robes of regallity, hee went home, and refted himfelfe upon his royall Bed, 
putting off his royall robes, which hee would not any more Piatt totouch, And 
after witha cleare diftinét voice he gave thankes unto God, and prayd thes.

N Owl know that Iam happy, that I thall enjoy an immortal] life, and the 
prefence of God. The privation and loffe of this happinefle is the greateft mi- 


~~ fery. But when the Centurions and Captaines admitted to his prefence did de- 


plore and mourne for his approaching death, becanfe they fhould lofe {0 good and 
graciousa Prince, wifhing that he might live longer with them, hee anfwered 
them ; that hee now onely began tolive, and that hee now onely began to bee 
fenfible of happineffe, and therefore hee defired to haften rather, than to flacke or 
ftay his paflageto God. Afterward hee made his Jaft Will and’ Teftament, and 
hereby gave honourable annuall penfions to the Citizens of Rome. Hee left unto 
his children the inheritance of his Empire for their patrimony, and difpofed of o- 
ther matters in éxpreffe words as hee thought convenient.

a, Hofe things were performed inthe time of the celebration of the holy Feaft 
4 of Penticoft, beginning on the feventh Sunday atter Eafter; in a holy remem- 
brance of the confirmation of the Scriptures, by the afceuding of Chrift into Hea- 
ven, and the defcending of the holy Ghoftupon men. On the laft day of this Fe- 
ftivall, the Emperour having thus difpofed of all matters, dyed about Noone. tyde, 
leaving his mortall part tothe earth ; but his intelligible and divine part went to 
God.

How hee was carryed from Nicomedia, to his Palace at Conftantinople; 


¥ Ere the Souldiers did lay his body in a golden feare-cloth, and having co. 
H vered it witha rich purple hearfe-cloth, they brought him to Conftanrinople, 
And having fet it downe inone of the chiefe roomes of the Empetours moft 
magnificent Palace , they fer waxen Tapers in golden Candleftickes round about 
the Hearfe, which made a brave gliftering fhow ; the like whereof had never 
beene feene. For inthe midft of the royall Palace, the Emperours body appar- 
relled with his Imperiall Robes; and his Crowne on his head, lay on a high 


golden Bed , and many were appointed ‘day and night to watch about the 
Hearfe.

Ow the Nobility and Commanders of ‘the Army, who did reverence thé 

Emperour in his life time ; to preferve their former cuftome, would come in 
at certaine {er times, and make low and humble obey{ance to the Emperour as hee 
lay on the Hearfe, as if he had beene alive. Alfothe Senate and other Magiftrates 
would fhew the like reveren¢e unto his Hearfe, whichian infinite number of peo- 
ple came to behold and fee, inregard of the magnificence thereof. And in this 
pompe hee was kept many dayes, by the appointment of the Army ,.untill his 
Sonnes could come to honour their Father, by catrying his Hearfe,. This blefled 
Emperour onely raigned after hee wasdead, fecing hee had all accuftomable ho- 
nours done to him, as ifhe had beene living. For in regard that hee alone of all the 
Emperours, did in his life time in a holy religious manner reverence God’ and his 
Sonne Chrift Iefus, God did remunerate and reward him with this -honour , that 
hee fhould raignein Heaven in glory, and on earth in the memory of his Suyb- 
jects : that fo God mightdeclare unto us; that religious and good Kings can never 


waxe old, dye, nor their raigne over the affections of their fab jects can never end,

And not long after, they would not onely have them called Cafars, but 
Avgufti, which is atitle of Imperiall dignity, folely belonging to Emperours. And 
chis decree of the Army was prefently divulged abroad ; and having communicated 
their intent by letters, all the Legions did confent thereunto.

The forvow and mourning in Rome for the death of Conftantine, and what Statues 
were evetbed in honour of him after bss death, 


with the Senate and people of Rome, heard of 
id report thereof made them to lament and 
mourne, In an immoderate manner. For they fhut up their Baths, and prohibited 
all publike P layes and Spectacles, and all other recreations wherewith in quiet 
happy times they did ufe to refrefh their mindes. For now thofe that were moft 
happy, put on a habit and countenance of forrow, praifing the Emperour, and his 
godly and gracionsraigne, Neither wasthcir forrow exprefled onely by words, 
but aGtion, for they reverenced his Pidture as if hee had beeneliving. For having 
drawne the Heavens in proper lively colours , they drew his Picture above the 
clouds, where hee feemed to live and converfe with the bleffed company « f Saints 
and Angels. Moreover as is aforefaid, they called his children Avex tz, and they 
éarneftly defired that they might have the honour of the Emperours Funerall, and 
that his body might reft and bee buried in their Im periall City.

! &\ Nd thus'the Legions honoured this religious Emperonr. But his younger

carryed to (onftantinople, the Cohorts of Souldiers went before in troupes, and 
an infinite namber of people followed, and on both fides the Hearfe there went 
troupes of Pikemen, and armed Souldiers. But as foone as they came to the 
Church of our Saviours Apoftles, they fet downe the Hearfe. And thus the 


young Emperour Conftantins did grace his Fathers Funeral with all Princely and 


royall folemnity. 


Of (ome ceremonious funerall folemusties performed inthe Martyrs C burch, after 
the deceafe of Conftantine- 


Vt when Conftantins was departed with the Cohorts of Souldiers, the Priefts 
anda great number of pious and religious people ; made prayers and fuppli- 
cations unto God, and fpoke in praife of the Emperour. And moreover , the 
Priefts and people with teares and lamentations prayed unto God for the Em- 
rours foule, which prayers though they were not much availeable, yet God fo 
Bietted and favoured his Servant Conffantine, that his Sonnes fucceeded him in his 
Empire,and as hee defired hee had his Tombe in the Apoftles Church,and en joyed 
the benefit of the Maffes and Prayers read therein, and befides hee raigned in his 
farviving Sonnes, who were all three ftiled high aad mighty Emperours.

_ all shereft s hee alone abolifhed the wicked adoration of Idols, and oe 
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tore hee alone, both in his life, and after his death, hath beene crowned ed 
{ach honours,as no other hath obtaisied, neitheramong the Gracians or ‘Batba- 
‘gians, nor in former times among the Romanes ; fince no Age hath produced 
one that might bee paralleld or compared to Conftantine,

CHAP. | I. 


The Preface entreateth of the Pafchall Feaft; and 
that Gods gracious providence for the good of -all 
men bath beene molt oppofed by them, to whonr bee 
hath beene moft favourable. erik * 


OST deare Governours of Churches, and the reft my 
beloved friends, and you the congregation of the reli- 
gious, who doe worfhip God the obje@ ofall true -reli- 
gion, bothin opinion and outward profeflion ; accor- 
ding to the prefcript of the Oracles of the Prophets 
the holy feaft of Balter is come, which wee ought holily 
and religioufly to celebrate , this day being’ as it. were 

‘the light of rhe'dgy, and the Surine, affording. us the firlt 

|| fruits of the refitrection of the body and thé flefh the 

| : ~~ pledge of promife; and the path leading to erernall life, 

O Nature, the Parent ofall things!’ When didft thou produce any’ thing fo com- 

“to diows to the world ? but'yet what was thy worke herein’? For hee that) 1s the 
author of all things, as thou art, was the author of this. Hee hath alfo adornéd 
thee, for the beauty of nature, is a life regulated by nature, But thofe pee 
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Which are committed contrary to nature, are the caufe thatno man doth decently 
and religioufly worfhip and feare God, the Creator of all things; bur rather ima- 
gineth that all things are not governed by divine Providence, but by rafh and in- 
confiderate fortune. And although the Prophets (who ought to bee beloved) have 
particularly foretold by divine in{piration, that matters fhould fo come to pafle, 
yet the Devill the friend of all wickednefle and impiety , hath refifted the truth, 
and hath indeavoured and laboured to obfcure the light thereof by envious detra- 
tion, and to poffeffe the mindes of men withthe darkeneffe oferror, And hee 
hath advanced his purpofe with violence and cruelty, making the Potentates the 
ring-leaders and maintainers of the peoples rafh and impudent madneffe. So that 
this kinde of life contiuning many ages, thofe who lived in thefe times endured 
many miferies :-but not long after when our Saviour fhewed himfelfe unto 
men, a calme of juftice {ucceeded after thefe turbulent {tormes,and all things were 
ful filled which the Prophets had foretold. But after hee had afcended againe to 
his Fathers Throne, and had illuminated the earth with the beames of his, divine 
wifedome and knowledge, hee conftituted and cftablifhed an everlafting Church 


here on earth, wherein hee ordained thofe things whichare agreeable and plea- 


fing unto God his Father, and himfelfe, But how did the wicked Heathen op- 
pofe themfelves againft it, rejecting Chrifts benefits,and endeavouring the ruine 
ofthe Church yet their impious feditions, their warres, difcentions, delicacy of 
life, and covetoufnefle, did overthrow their owne fuperftitions, and rheir wicked- 
nefle, according to the nature thereof, fild them with deceitfull hope and feare. 
But let vertue winne the viétory of vice, and throw downe wickednefle to the 
ground,that her power may be demolifhed.And fo let us proceed to {peake of di- 
vine matters, anes

Hee fpeaketh to the Clergie and his audience, that they weald correct and rettifie his 
fpecch if hee effended therein, — 


H®* mee therefore thou defender of Virgin chaftity, and thon O Church, the 
| nurfe.of this tender rude age, who haft a care of trath,and clemency, from 
whofe cleare fourtaine the River of falvationdothflow. And you that doe fin- 
cerely ferve God, and are therefore beloved of him, hearken with favour and at- 
tention, and bend your mindes to marke, not fo much the elegancy of my {peech, 
‘as the truth of the matter, not fo much to mee fpeaking, asto mee handling a fnb- 
ject full of piety and religion. But what frnit'can bee reaped by that Oration, 
where the intention and minde of the {peaker , is not evidently knowne ? for it 
may bee that I attempt to fpeake of matters of great waight and moment, but-the 
love of God implanted in my minde, is the caufe of my prefumptuous boldnefle, 
enforcing my modelty thereunto. Wherefore you who are feafoned with the 
knowledge of heavenly myfteries, affilt mee, and let your attention goe along 
with mee, that if I erre in my {peech you, may correct mee, not waighing nor ap~= 
proving the learnedneffe, but the faithfull intention and fcope of my {peech. “And 
let the holy in{piration of God the Father and his Sonne, bee prefent with mee, 
that I may fpeake that which hee hath put into my minde. For-as muchas he thac 
thinketh by the Art of Rhetorick, or any other Science, todoe anything ;withouc 
Gods fpeciall affiftance, hee hall but fhew his owne ignorance, and produce an 
imperfect _worke. “Wherefore thofe who defire to bee{ucceffefull-in- their en- 
deavours, ought not negligently to contemne diyine infpiration. But left I fhould 
Piatt ‘your attentian, I will,procced in the chiefe. matter of this prefent 
speech. ?

That God was the Father of the Word, and the Creator of all Creatures, and that 
Liings could not bave exiftence, if they fhould exift from divers cafes, 


He Good, to which all things arereferred, and which in effence is the ¢rer- 
“TD nallGod, hath no originall or beginning. But God is the beginning ‘of alf 
things. Heethat was derived from him, is againe united with him, ‘And this 
f{eparation and conjunction was not locall, but divine and intelle@tuall, Fer ‘thar 
which was begotten, did not proceed from any Fathers loynes, as that which is 
begotten of naturall feed, but our Saviour who now ruleth the world, and all 
things therein contained, by the appointment of divine providence, came downe 
intothe world. Andheeisthe caufe of all things that have being, and life in 
this world. from hina proceedeth the foule, and all the fenfes ; and the reafon- 
able faculty which judgeth of fenfuall objeéts. But whether rendeth our {peech,? 
to wit that it may appcare, that there is one Governour of all things, and that all 
things are governed and ordered by his appointment, whether they bee celeftiall 
bodies, or terreftriall, and all the workes of nature and art. But if the moderati« 
on and ruling of all things fhould not bee referred to one governour, but to ma- 
ny, the diftribution of the Empire, of the Elements, and envie and ambition, 
(which alwayes ftrive for the victory) and are defcribed in ancient fables, would 
difturbe the concordance and harmony of things, in regard that every one would 
soverne his owne part ina feverall manner. And in regard the whole world con- 
tinues alwayes in one and the fame eftate, therefore it doth exift by chance or for- 
tune. If wee grant there are many gods, who can exquifitly know the Author 
and Architect of the procreation of every thing ? To which fhould wee offer our 
prayers and fupplications, firft, or lafl? Which fhould I worfhip without offence 
to the reft? Or fuppofe that I ftand in neceffity of any neceflaries belonging to this 
life, fhall I give thankes unto him that helpeth mee, and accufe him that will nor 
fupply mee ? Whom fhall I befeech, in confidence that hee doth know mee and 
my mifery, and can deliver mee out ofit? Suppofe that an{weres fhould bee gi- 
venus by the Oracles, yet they have no force or ability in themfelves, but doe:ap- 
pertaine unto fome God, fo that what fhould become of Gods mercy.; and his 
providence towards man ? unleffe one of the gods more inclinable to clemency 
than the reft, being well affected towards him , who maketh no difference be« 
tweene the gods, fhould helpe him againft: the others’ will. ‘But frohi héhée 
would arife hatred, fedition,and difcention,in regard they could not governé their 
owne affaires without contention, and ambition would not permit theri'to beé 
content with their owne dominions, And foat laftagenerall diforder and'con= 
fufion would follow. And what afterward ? It is plainely manifeft, that the in- 
feriour terreftiall bodies would bee deftroyed by the difcord and difacreerient of 
celeftiall bodies, So that there fhould bee no order or viciffitude and chanséof 
times, no fruits which {pring and ripen in their due feafons, and there: fliould bee 
nodaynor night. But of thefe matters enough. Letusreturne to fpeake of other 

infallible truths, which cannot bee confuted. |

what an error they are in, who doe worfoip Idols, 


Rye thing that hath a beginning hath alfo an end. Their beginning, whichis 
intime, is called their originall. Butall things rhat have a beginning doe decay 
and perifh, for length of time doth blot out and extinguifh the formes of all things. 
And therefore how can itbee that that which proceeds from a mortall original, 
fhould bee immortall ? Yet it is an opinion held amongft the ignorant multitude, 
that the gods doe marry, and beget children. But if thofe who are procreated, 
bee immortall, and that new gods fhould bee alwayes procreated, their Progeny 
would bee fo numerous by their daily ofspring, that Heaven nor Earth could not 
receive fucha trayne or fwarme, as I may fay, of gods, Moreover, what fhall 
wee fay ofthofe men that doe affirme that Brothers and Sifters have made acele- 
ftiall marriage, making the gods guilty of intemperance andadultery.. And that 
thefe men honour them with gifts and wanton wicked facrifices: Moreovers 
every excellent Statuary or Stone-carver, have conceited a certaine fhape and fie 
gure in his minde, can make an artificiall worke, and afterward in procefle of time 
forgetting it, hee reverenceth his owne worke, and worfhippeth it, as an Immor- 
tall God, when yet hee confeffeth that hee himfelfe who: is mortall, was the 
Architect, and maker of this Statue. Befides, they fhew the Tombes and Monu~ 
ments of thofe who after death became immortall, being ignorant that whatfo- 
éver is really bleffed and immortall, needs no mortall honour. For which can onely 
bee conceived and comprehended by the underftanding, hathno forme whereby 
itmay bee knowne, nor doth admit of any Figure, Image, or Bfhgies. Yetall 
thefe things are ufedin honour ofthe dead, For while they lived they were mens 
and had bodily fhapes. :

That Chrift the Sonne of God created all things, and gave every one of thems a certaine 
time of life, 


Vewhy doe I defile my tongué with impure words / Since I intend my 
B {peech to the praifeand glory of the true God, Therefore I will allay the 
bitternefie of this pation, with {peaking of Gods power; who is the fountaine of 
all goodnefle, and whofe praifes wee intend. For I efteeme ic my duty to cele« 
brate the name of Chrift, both by the regularity of my life, and by giving thankes 
unto him for his many and great benefits towards mee. J affirme that hee created 
the world and mankind, whom as foone.as hee had made by his Word , hee put 
them in a bleffed place, flourifhing, and full of all kindes of fruits, and hee made 
them ignorant of the knowledge of good and evill.. Afterward hee gave them 
the earth for their habitation, as a feate fit for a reafonable creature : and after- 
ward when they enduiéd with reafon andunderftanding, hee revealed unto them 
the knowledge of good and evill. Afterward their Of-fpring fo encreafed, that 
they filled all the Land even to the Sea-fhore. And when mankinde was thus 
multiplyed and increafed, profitable and commodious Arts and Sciences were in= 
vented. And befides the irrationalf creatures, by the power of generation, which 
God gave them, did exceedingly increafé and multiply. Hee gave meekeneffe 
and gentleneffe to tame creatures, that fo they might bee obedient toman ; and to 
the wild beafts, ftrength, {wiftnefle, and a naturall fagacity and providers to 

preferve

preferve theinfelves from danger. More, God'gave'‘man dominion over all the 
tamer, and gentler kind of Creatures, and put a! kind of enmity betweene him, 
and the wild beats: Afterward, hee created all kinds of Birds, infinite in number, 
different in nature,fhape,and color, and gave them naturall and miuficall noates. 
And{o, having orderly ranked, and difpofed all Creatures, contained inthe 
world, and given every one of them a certaine definite tearme of life, he beanti- 
fied che whole world with compleate perfection.

Of Fate, Chance,and Fortune, and divers opinions concerning them, prooved falfe 
both by humane lawes, and the law of nature, which doe proceed not wgfuaily, 
or accidentally but orderly, ana thereby declare'a divine Providence, 


V T the moft, and thofe the unwifeft doe affirme that Nature produceigg and 
caufeth all things, others affirme the fame of, Fate, and Fortune. Bur they 
who attribu:e the power thereof to Fate, they underftand nor what Fate meanes, 
they produce a name, but doe not fhew the actions and nature thereof. For 
what fhall Fate be, if nature doe procreate all things? Or what is nature, if the 
law of Fate cannot be infringed and violated, If we affirme that there is acer- 
taine fatall law, then we affirme that this law was made by him, by whom it 
was firft promulgated. Burif the law of Fate was ordained by God then all things 
are fubject to God, andall things from him doe proceed, atid thar Fate 1s onely 
the will of God. Moreover how can Iuftice, Temperance,and other vertues agree 
vith Fate, or their contraries, Injuftice, and intemperance ; But if wickednefle, 
and vice, proceedeth from free will not Fate, then alfe vertue, and the right re- 
" enlarity of life proceedeth from thence ; But finnes, or good actions which pro- 
ceed from a good and well difpofed will, if they fometimes come cafuall, are 
they to be afcribed to Fortune or Fate ? alfo how can actions of Iuftice, and E- 
quity, be referred to Fate? doe not all lawes, exhortations to vertue, difwafions 
fromvice, praife and difpraife, punifhments, and all thingsthar allure tothe ftud- 
dy of vertue, andideterre from wickedneffe, rather from the rule of Iuttice, which 
is proper onely to God, who governeth all things,then from the incon{iderate For- 
tune and chance ; For matters happen here according to the deferts of our lives : 
fometimes. plague, peltilence, and fedition, fometimes dearth.of Corne, .an 
{ometimes plenty followeth, which doe plainely appeare, to be the confequent 
Judgements, or bleffings of our good or bad lives. For.God is well pleated, to fee 
the willes and affe@tions ofmen rightly difpofed, and hateth all wickedneffe, he 
liketh a moderation of onr defires, and hateth tranfitorineffe of minde, and beaft- 
ly intemperance, Of which although we have cleare and evident demonltrations 
in our fight, yet as often.as we aflemble, and collect our thoughts together, and 
doe contrac the beames of our underftanding, tolooke narrowly into the caules 
thereof, they appeare more cleare and evident. Therefore.it behooveth us ro 
live modeftly and quietly, and notto let our mindesa(pire above the defires of na- 
ture: but.continually to thinke, thar-God is alwayes,prefent, and matkech-our 
actions. Andthus we may-fearch whetherit be true, thatall thingsare governed 
by Forturie and.chance. For fhould we, beleeve that;the ordérly motion of the 
_celettiall bodies, andthe Starres, thae the Earth, the Sea, Fire, Wind, Water, 
Ayre, the changes. of times, | the.Viciffitudes of Summer, and; Winter, were all 
_ qnade and ordained rather by. chance, then fabricated and fafhioned by any Archit- 
tec. But {ome doe madly affirme, that men did invent many of thofe things, for 
their owne ufe and benefit, For nature having dealt abroad, her riches ofall kinds, 
withialiberall hand, this opinion may feeme fomewhat reafonable in mortall re 
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reftiall matters. But can thofg. things which are immortal; and immutable, bee 
thought tobe the inventions, of, men? For thefe and the like things, abf'raéted 
from fenfe, and apprehended onely.by tke undeiftanding, man confifting of con- 
crete matter could not procreate,, but the.eternall and onely intell gible eflence of 
God, Moreover, the reafon.and wifedome which 1s difcerned in the order of 
things, isa worke of providence; namely, that the day fhould be enlightned with 
the beames of the rifing Sunne, andithat night fhould follow after the Sunne fet- 
teth, and that the fucceeding night fhould be fomewhat illuminated witha mule 
titude of Starres. What isto be faid ofthe Moone, which when itis oppofiteto 
the Sunne, iris filled with greateft light, and when itcommeth neerer the light 
thereof decreafeth. Doe not thefe things declare the wonderfull wifdome of 
God. Befidesthe warmth and heate of the Sunne fhining at certaine feafons 
with beames which doe ripen fruites ; the wholefome gales and blafts of Wind 
the refrigeration of coole fhowres, and the whole univerfall Fabricke ordered and 
difpofed in an accurate manner, the perpetuall motion of the Sphares with the 
certaine revolution of the Planets, what doe they declare but that God hath pre- 
{cribed the Starres their courfe which they muft obey. Alfothe fteepe height of 
Moufttaines, the concave hollownefle of valleyes,and the large Champian Plaines 
doe fet forth and exhibitt a faire Pi@ure of the divine Providence, not onely plea- 
fant and beautifull to behold,’ but alfo profitable for ufe. Alfo the Seaand Rivers 
which are neceffary for the importation and exportation of commodities, doe net 
they evidently demonitrate Gods wonderfull Providence: asalfo the Mountaines 
which containe the water, which falleth downe into the levell Plaines,and having 
fertilizd the Eatth by refrefhing and watering it, it runneth into the Sea, and from 
thence into the Oc: an : and'yet we doubt nor to afcribe thefe things, to Chance 
and Fortune, When we cannot demonftrate what this Fortune is : inregard it hath 
no effence that can be apprehended either by the Intelle& or Senfe; bur is a cer- 
taine invented name blazed abroad.

That the wifedome of the Creator cannot be concetved by the Intellect or under- 
ftanding : and that be is the cafe of all things, and not rafo Fortune, or 
's hance, 


OR the opinion of an automaticall exiftence; proceeded from rafh inconfi- 

4 derate men. that did not conceive the reafon for their owne affertions, but 
in regard of the weakeneffe of their capacity, thought thefe things were gover- 
ned without reafon, whofe caufes they knew not. These are fome fecret quali- 
ties in nature, toaffigne the caufes, whereof isa very ablirufe and difficult matter, 


“asthe fecret vertue of warme Bathes. ‘Forno man can eafily render a caufe “of 


their heate. Itis wonderfull that the water fhould not quench the innate heate 
of that fubftance which warmeth the water. There are {ome few like rarities: in 


‘the world, by which (I am perfwaded) men may eafily underftand the force. and 


efficacy of Divine Providence, who.can thus reconcile contraries, to make them 
refide in one Subject. Befides God hath afforded man many infinite gifts for his 
folace and delight, efpecially the fruite of the Olive and the Vine, forthe one hath 
a yertne to refrefh the minde, and to exhilerate, and make it merry, the other ts 
wholefome for the body, and Phyficall, Moreover, the continuall courfe of Ri- 
vers is very Wonderfull, which foweth Night and Day, ‘like the perpetual mo- 
tion of the Heavens, And the conftant fucceffion isno ‘lefle worthy of confide- 
ration.

That God hath given Man all nece[[aries abindantly, but voluptuous Superfinis 


ties more fparingly, yet fo fitly difpenfing both of them, that they may be the 
more beneficial. 2 3d 


Itherto our {peech hath beeneé directed, to make it evidently appeate, that 
H nothing was made inconfiderately, butall things by the Counfell and Pro- 
vidence of God: who produced and created fich plenty of Gold, Silver; Braffe; 
and other mettals, as fhould be neceflary for this life. But he furnithed man with 
thofe things which were more ufefull ina more plentifull manner: but for things 
belonging to delight and delicacy, he made them faire, but few, affording hin 
them neither in too {paring nor toolargea manner, But if he had granted man 
abundance of thefe pleafurable delicacies : thofe who digge mettall out of the 
Earth, would have neglected the getting of Iron, and Brafle, which are neceffa- 
ry fortillage, andhusbandry, for building of houfes and Shippes, becanfe they 
could have gotten the, Whereforeis it more difficult to digge forth Gold and 
Silver, than other mettalls ? the greatneffe of the labour, might be oppofed to 
the largenefle of defire. How many other workes of Divine Providence ‘may 
we reckon, which may be difcerned in thofe things which are copioufly and plen- 
tifully afforded unto us, whereby men areinforced to modeftye, and other ver- 
tues, ‘and reftrained from forded bafe‘covetouftiefle. To fearch out the caufe and 
reafon, whereof it isa very hard and difficult-matter. For how can the weake 
thoughts of man make a {crutiny into thehiddénand’eternall will of God ? 
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OF Philofophers, whawhile they would be ignorant of nothing, diderre in 
their opinions, andrunne into many dangerous concetts, 


by Platoes Doétrine, 


V V Herefore we ought to attempt thofethings which we might performeé 
by our owneftrength, and which are agreeable to our owne nature, for 
probabilitie incontroverfies, doth withdraw many from the truth of matters, 
which hath happened to divers Philofophers, who have trifled in fubtility of dif- 
putation, and in the fearch of the nature of things. For how oft when the abftrufe 
difquifition of matters, did exceede their capacity,did they obfcure the truth there+ 
of by diverfe cunning arguments *’ wheteby enitied contrariety of opinions, and 
oppofition one of another,that they might gaine tothemfelves an opinion of wife- 
dome : whence proceeded {editions among the people,and judgements by the Po- 
tent were paft againft them, for while they endeavoured to overthrow the habi- 
tinted cultomes of their Country, they overthrew themfelves, and occafioned 
their owne deftruction. For Secrates afluming to himfelfea liberty of {peech, by 
his contradictory cavillations, and difputations, hee was flaine by his owne Ci- 
tizens, And Pythagoras, who feemed more'than the reft to affecta filent modefty,' 
was accufed of Inpofture. For thofe things which the Prophets had foretold, hee 
delivered to the Italians, asif God had particuldtly revealed them to him, while 
he was converfant in Egypt, And Plato himfelfEwho was of a more mild’ and 
gentle difpofition than the reft, who firft raifed' mens mindes above-fenfuall ob- 
jects: and did bend his mind to apprehend intelle@uall matters,which are alwayes 
k 3 coudant, 
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conftant, and caught men how to advance their mindes to the confideration of 
higher matters, he placed the firft God, and that righzly, above the eflence of 
nature, and made two diftinét effences in number, but equall in perfection, and 
that the effence of the fecond God, did proceede from the effence of the firft, who 
was the chiefe Creator,’ and moderator ofall things.. But to the other who was 
fecond unto him, hereferred the caufes ofall things, Let there be one therefore 
as rightreafon requireth, who governeth all things by his Providence: and let 
there be God the Word, who difpenfeth and orderethall things; for the word it 
felfe being God, isalfo the Sonne of God ; what name can any one attribute un- 
to him withouterror; but the name of the Sonne. For he that is the Father of alll 
is alfo the Father of bisowne W ord... And hitherto Pétces opinion was right and 
wife, Butinthat, which followes, he erred from the truth, while he induceda 
multitude of Gods, and attributed unto them feverall formes, whereby the igno- 
rant did fall into greater errors, who becaufe they did not difcerne the Provi- 
dence of God, they werfhipped the images of men and of other creatures. And 
thus his moft praife. worthy naturall contemplations were corrupted. Yet P/ate 
reprooving himfelfe, feemerch to corre¢ét his owne {peech, whenhe evidently de- 
monftrateth that the {pirit of God, isa Mindecapable ofreafon, and doth decho- 
romize and divide all things into two Kindes, the one comprehended onely by 
the underftanding, the other bythe fenfe being corporall : the former is the ob- 
ject ofthe intelle&, the other of opinion. Therefore the intellect, being ca- 
pable of the holy Spirit, and being feparated from all concretion of matter, doth 
obtaine eternall eyerla(ting life : but the fenfible part is uncapable of eternall life, 
being fubject to diffolution and corruption, as wellas it was coagmentated, and 
generated. Thofe things which, he delivers afterward are admirable : namely 
that faire heavenly Manfions, are referyed for their foules, who have walked in 
an upright integrity of life, whereas fooneasthey arefreed from the Prifon of 
the body, they fhall live in eternall bleffedneffe. And this contemplation of his, 
was not onely admirable but alfo profitable. For who that gives credence there~ 
unto and expecteth this felicity, will not ftrive to live well, to ufe Iuftice, and 
Temperance, and diligently fhunne all wickedneffe ?. And moreover he addes at 
laft, chat the mindes and confciencés of the wicked are toft onthe waves of +/- 
cheronand Phlegeton, like the wares and fright of a Shipwrackt veffell.

Of thofe who have not enely difpifed the Scriptures, but alfo the opinions of ~ 
Philofophers., 


Vt fome men are fo blinded in underftanding, that when they reade thefe 
things, they neither care nor feare: but.doe rather contemne, and deride 
them, as if they heard {ome fained fable. They praife the vanity and elegancy 
of their {peech,» but they hate the feverity of their doctrine, and they beleeve 
poeticall fictions, filling fo all/Greece and other Countries with fabulous {tories. 
Butas concerning the Poets, they affirmethat men, whoare the Sonnes of the 
gods, doe judge departed foules, they praife their judgements, and Tribunals, 
they fet judges over the dead, and they fing ofthe warres of the Gods: they tell 
of certaine millitary lawes obferved amongft them, and of their fates: and they 
affirme that fome of the gods are ofa harfh nature, others careleffe of the goodof 
mankinde, {ome hard and froward, and they bring in fome lamenting the death 
of their owne children, fo that they cannot fufficiently defend themfelves nor o- 
thers, alfothey. bring them.in troubled, with humaine paffions and perturbations, 
and they fing of their warres, theirywounds, their joy, and their mourning. And 
they will needes have their affertions credited and beleeved. But if, as they fay, 
they doe poetize, and exercife poetry, by divine infpiration, they oie h. PF 
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+ Neither is it a wonder that. they fhould fpeake thus much, who being growne int- 
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beleeved and obeyed, efpecially inthefe things of which, they difcerne by ‘di- 
yine infpiration, They mention alfo the calamities of the gods, and the de+ 
vils, wherein they ayme at divers truths, an divers matters, But fome will 
fay, that Poets may fainc, For it is the property of poetry, . to delight the 
mindes of the audience, ,with {weete inventions :...but of truth, to {peake 
that which is truce And alfo it is the property of Poetry to. mingle truth 
with fidions. But there are many caufes.to induce thole who faine lyes, :ei+ 
ther for gaine fake, or they hide the truth, for feare of punithment by: the law, 
for {ome wicked deed, of which themfelves are confcious. For in my opinion, 
he that intendeth to {peake nothing but the truth concerning nature, may both a- 
voyde lying, and evill doing, But ifany onebe confcious and guilty to himfelfe, 
of his owne unworthy wicked life, let himreturne into the way, and looke up 
unto God, that the eyes of his minde being enlightned, he may reclaime himfelfe 
from that wicked and depraved courfe of life, which he hath long followed. And 
itis tobe defired that thofe who are aged, would yer feeke to obtaine wife- 
dome. But,no humane doétrine proceeding from mans invention hath beene e- 
ver profitable for us. But the true dodtrine for Inftrution and governement of 
manners, which wife men doe follow is the gift of God. I have an invincible 
Buckler wherein I ufe to defend my felfe from the devils poifoned darts, namely 
the knowledge of thofe things which are acceptable and pleafing unto God, And 
I haye chofen thofe things to be the fubje& of my prefent {pecch, that I might 
extoll and praife the Father ofall things, by his gracious affiftance of my pious 
intention, Andnow © Chrift, the Saviour of the world, beautifie my fpeech 
which entreateth of thy power, and dire@ me to fet forth thy praife, in a grave 
and {erious manner, and let no man expe@ to heare words polifhed and fet toge- 
ther with artificiall eleganey. For I know that a pleafant fluent kinde of {peéch, 
is batt troublefome to wife and underftanding Iudgements : when the fpeakers doe 
rather ftrive to gaine applaufe, than to difpute wifely of matters propounded. 
Some mad wicked men, doe fay that Chrift was. malefa@tor, and condemned by 
fentence of Iudgement : and that he who gave life to others, was put to death. 


pudent, feare nothing, when wickednefle is increafed with gracelefleneffe.More- 
over itis an extreame folly in them, to perfwade themlelves, that the immortall 
God {uffered a violent death by mans compulfion, and not of his owne volunta- 
ry good willand pleafure, and his mercy to mankinde, never imagining, that the 
invincible magnanimity and patience of God, couldnotbe changed by any reproa- 
ches, neither could any contumelies alter his determinate Counfell, fo that his di- 
vine fortitude conquered the inhumaine cruelty of his enemies. For God in his 
mercy had refolved, toextingnifh injuftice, and advance Equity and Modefty, 
- Wherefore Chrift inftructed men in the do@trine of life: that thofe who would 
be good and happy men, might behold and admire his providence in his office of 
difpenfation and adminiftration, which was a moft admirable happineffe, that 
God fhould teach mento. adminifter Iuttice, and to make them like himfelfe by 
his do@trine, and inftruction, that all men might attaine to goodneffe, in this life, 
and happineffe, and felicity hereafter. This was the chiefe vi€tory, the true Em- 
pire, the greateft worke, and moft agreeable to life, that all people might live 
moderately, and modeftly. To thee therefore O God, the Saviour of all men, we 
offer thefe praifes, as Trophies of thy vi@tory. But thou oh moft wicked and 
execrable blafphemy, ( which art grounded onlyes) and ftrengthened by rumours 
andreports, thou.doftentice young men intoerror, and doft flatter the Ignorant 
with faire perfwafions, and doft withdraw them frem the worfhip of the true 
God : and doft make and erect images, and doft adore and pray unto them, that 
{o being deceived through error;: they may-receive the reward of their owne ig- 
norance. For they dare vanté Chrift who isGod, and the Sonne of God, andthe 
Authour of all goodneffe;: Doth not this: God deferve to be reverenced by the 
wifeft Nations, who bein gpoflelt ofall power, and vertue, afd-being conftant 
to 
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fo his owne willand purpofe, contintie’ in his mercifull refolution to efe& the 
Salvation of mankind. Depart therefore ye wicked (for without fenfe of your 
finne, you may offer facrificejand celebrate banquets, and drunken feafts,) depart 
I fay, and follow religion witha pretended fhew, give your felves to pleafure, 
and to fatisfie your voluptuousand intemperate defires: offer private facrifices, 
and laftly ferve yout owne lufts: For there isno goodneffe in your mindes, not fo 
much as the firft precept, thee our great and good God, who hath prefcribed rules 
of life:unto mankind, and hath given power unto his Sonne, to governe and regu- 


. late their lives, that thofe who live rightly, and moderately, according as his 


Sonne hath appointed, and decreed; fhall enjoy another happy and bleffed life.

“Re 


VT I intended toprofecute the etérnall decrée and purpofe of God, con: 

B cerning the reftauration of mans corrupted life, notignorantly as many does 
neither trufting to opinion or conjecture.. Andto returne ‘to my purpofe, fome 
perhaps will fay, whence is the appellation,and name of the Sonne, what was his 
manner of begetting ?:"For there is butionely one God of'a pure effence free from 
commixtion.or compofition. But it is'to be underftood, that there is a twofold 
manner of begetting, one bythe common way of our birth : the other from the 
eternall will,and wifedome of God, : which he affordeth onely to his Ele. For 
wifedome feekes to know the caufes of the difpenfation of univerfals, Seeing 
therefore nothing is without a.canfe, -it is neceflary that the caufe, muft precede 
the thing caufed.. And feeing the world and all things contained therein, have an 
exiltence, and prefervation ;. itmuftneedes be, that hee that preferveth them, 
did neceflarily exift before them; fo that Chrift is the authour of prefervation, and 
his prefervation is the caufe of the exiftence of things, For as the Father is the 
caufe of the Sonne, fo the Sonne is begotten of that canfe, who had exiftence be- 
foreall things, as we have demonttrated. But how did he defcend to men on 
earth, this was out of his owne determinate will, becaufe (asthe Prophets had 
foretold ) he had a generall care ofall men, For needes mutt the workeman have 
acate of his worke.. But when he came into the world, by afluming a bodily pre- 
fence, and was toftay and converfe fometime on earth, (for fo the'worke of mans 
falvation required) he founda way.ofbirth, different from the common birthof 
men, For there was a conception without a marriage, a birth ofa chafte Virgin, 
while a Virgin.was the mother of God, by the power of the holy Ghoft, in the 
fulneffe of time: the divine effence which was onely before intelligible, wasnow 
comprehenfible to fenfe :. and incorporeall divinity was now united under a ma- 
teriall body. He was like the Dove whichflew out of Noahs arke, and refted at 
length ona Virgins bofome,' After his birth the wonderfull wifedome and Pro- 
vidence of Gad protected him, ‘even from his Cradell or Cratch.The River Jordin 
was honoured,with his baptif{me, he had the royall unétion befides,by his doétrire 
and. divine power he wrought Miracles; and healed incurable difeafes, He was 
ready to. grant whatfoever, men befoughtiof him, and: he beftowed ‘all his life ‘in 
doing good to mankind. He delivered:alfo a doGrine, whereby he: inftracted 
his difctples not in, humane knowledge, but in heavenly wifedome : whereby they 
might learne;not civillvertnes, but theiwdy which leadeth to the Kingdome «f 
heaven,, and thar, they fhonld by attentive contemplation ftrive to ‘obraine the 
knowledge of everlalting andeternall matters, and {hould daily ferve their aa 
h ther 
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therinheaven, Afterward he wrought many good and gracious Miracles, ré- 


{toring the blinde to fight, the weakeand ficke to health, and the dead to life,. 


and his fatisfying of'a great multitude in the Wilderneffe with a little foode,

Of thofe who underftood not this myftery, and how they were wilfully iguorani 
thereof : and what rewards remaine for thofe who did acknowledge it, efbeci- 


ally thefe who for the profeffion thereofdyed Martyrs. 
. ! 


EE. give thee all poffible thankes O Chrift, otir God and Saviour, the 
V wifedome of the Father, who both deliveredft as outof mifery, and 
didft inftru@ us with thy holy doétrine,neither do I {peake it to declare thy praife, 
but our thankefulnefle. For who can {ufficiently praife thy Majelty? For thou 
did{t create all things whichare out of nothing, thou gavett them light, and didft 
{eparate the elements out of the confufed Chaos, and didft affigne them feverall 
places, by orderand meafure,’ and out of thy fingular grace and mercy thon didft 
provide that men fhouldftrive to attaine everlafting happineffe, that there is a 
kind of fpirituall trading, and marchandizing by good’ workes, when men doe 
wifely and charitably, out of their abundance, relieve many others: that living 
temperately, honeltly, and charitably, they receive an eternall reward, that they 
fhould be mercifull, and compaffionate, that fhould faithfully expe their pro- 
mifed reward, that they fhould embrace modefty, and all kinde of vertues, 
both mo: talland fpirituall, which are attributed and inherent in Chrift. For there 
was no fit Phyfitian that could heale the maladies and injuftice of thofe times, bur 
the divine providence did helpe thofe diftempers, not fecretly but by open cure, 
Alfohe knew, that fome would wifely difcerne of matters, by comparing them 
totheir owne abilities, others more irrationall would difcerne onely things, that 
appeared ina neerer diftance to the fenfe. Neither let the good or bad doubr, bur 
that God in Chrift, made Heaven : and the cure of finne vifible unto their fight, 
when he raifed againe the dead tolife, and fenfe to the fenfeleffe. He made alfo 
the liquid Sea, follid as a pavement to walke on, he changed the Tempett intoa 
Galme ; and laftly when he had wrought many wonderfull miracles; and had re- 
called men from infidelity to a conitant faith, he afcended into Heaven: all which 
were workes ofadivine power, Moreover: the time his Paffion affo-ded many 
wonders, when the Sunne was darkened, and darkeneffe obfcurd the light of the 
day. For the people in all places did greatly feare,leaft the end and confummation 
ofall things were come, and all things fhould returne unto that &rft Chaos, which 
was before the Creation of the world. And they {tood wondering what wick- 
edneffe committed by man againft God had occafioned it, untill God contemning 
the conrumely of the wicked in crucifying his Sonne, did againé enlighten all the 
heavens witha multitude of ftarrés,and made it as liglit and re{plendent as before. 
Sothat the face and afpect of the world, whichfeemed before fad and monrnefull, 
begat to grow clearé and chearéfull, But fome who delight to fpeake blafphemy 
may fay, that God might have given man integrity, uprightnefle, and freedome 
of will, Yet what better way wasthere'torectifie the evillneffe of mans minde, 
than that God fhould come in perfon;- and envite him to goodneffe. Did not he 
inthe fight of all men, teach the way of living honeftly and uprightly * But if the 
precepts of God when he was prefent could not availe, how could his precepts 
in hisabfence, which onely ftrike the eares of men, be powerfull to touch thé 
heart ? What hindred his holy doétrine 2? Even the froward perverfeneffe of men. 
For when we hate wholefome and profitable precepts, then paffion blindeth 
Indgement. 
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Tudaeément. Nay they contémmned his precepts, and unwillingly hearkened unto 
His do@trine, whereas ifthey had not carelefly defpifed it, they had received for 
their attentive hearing him, worthy rgwards, both in this prefent life, and in 
that to come, which is the true life. For the reward of obeying God is immortal 
andeternalllife, which they may challenge that know God, and doe imitate 
him, in their life and converfation, and doe propofe him as an example to guide 
thofe that runne in the race of this life.. But the Do¢trine is committed to the lear- 
ned and wife, that others fhould {tudioufly and diligently obferve thofe precepts, 
which they deliver, but a pure fouleis the receptacle of Gods divine precepts, 
whence through the immutable power ofa fincere faith proceedeth the contempt 
of death, A foule thus fortified doth ftoutly oppofe it felfe againft the ftormes of 
this age, and being armed with divine ftrength, undergoeth this conflict, and fuf- 
fereth martyrdome: and having magnanimoufly overcome the feares of death, 
fhee receivetha Crowne of glory from him, who himfelfe fuffered martyrdome, 
neither doth this honour make her infolent. For thee knoweth that God giveth 
the ftrengthboth to keepe his commandements cheerefully, and to obferve them 
carefully, For fame here, and eternall glory hereafter, doe differ, And therefore 
in as much as the Martyrs did leade a godly and modeft life, and were mindefull 
of the obfervation of Gods commandements, therefore they exprefled much gra- 
cious and generous magnanimity in their deaths. Afterward Hymnesand Pfalmes 
were fing to the praife and glory of God the Creator ofall things, while menof- 
fered this bloodleffe, and peaceable facrifice of thankefgiving, Neither did they 
neede fire, {weete Frankincenfe, and other Odors, but onely the light of fpiritu- 
all grace to illuminate their under{tandings while they prayed. Their Fealts were 
inftituted for the charitable releifeof the poore, and to-make collections for the 
releife of Captives and bannifhed men : which ifany one doth eiteeme abfurd, 
he doth beleeve that which the divine and holy Scripture requireth of us. 
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7) VT. foméin accufing God, doe follow vaine trifles, feeking what fhould be 
(>) thecaufe, that he didnot frame the natures of men one and the fame, bur 
created divers and various faculties-thereof, repugnant and contrary to nature, 
whence proceedeth the difparity unlikeneffe of our difpofitionsand will. It had 
beenc better in regard of yeelding obedience te Gods Commandements, for. the 
accurate comprehefifion of his eflence, and for the confirmation of every ones 
faith, ‘ifall nen had beene endued with the fame manners, and courfe of life. But 
yet it is ridiculous to thinke'that all men might have beene alike in manners and 
difpofition. For they doe not confider, that the world and the things therein, 
are ofa divers conftitution ; Forthereis great difference berweene thofe things 
which belong to nature, and thofe things which appertaine to manners, neither 
are the affections of the body, the fame with the affections of the minde, So man 
is not altogether voide ofdivine goodneffe, neither isthe nature of every ont ca- 
able thereof; but of thofe who fearch into the divine nature, and have deyoted 
‘themfelves tora divine life, and the, contemplation of divine matters,

That created nature differeth much from the uncreated ; and that man com 
meth necreft therenato, if he live a vertuous life, 


7p V1 itisextreame madnefle to compare thofe things which are created with 

thofe which are eternall. For they have neither beginning nor end, but the 
other as they were created, and began to have to exilt in time, mutt alfo.neceffari- 
ly have anend, But how can the things created compare with their Creator And 
although it be a madneffe to compare them with him, yet his commandement 
for their creation, doth fomewhat agree.unto his effence. For neither.the Hea- 
vens areto be compared with him, nor the world which is fubject tothe fenfes, 
can be compared with him who is onely apprehended by the Intellect and un- 
derftanding; for Images are not to be compared to their Patternes, to whofe re= 
femblance they were tafhioned. Doth not this confufion feeme ridiculous,when 
the divine Majefty is obfcured and darkened, by comparing it either with.men or 
beafts. For itisa mad defire of men, who thinke to make their Dominions on 
earth, equall to Gods. For if we beenflamed with the love of divine happineffe, 
wee mutt live according to Gods Commandements, for having followed 
that rnannet of life, which his divine law prefcribeth, after death we fhall live 
eternally, in immortall manfions in Heaven. This is only the vertue in man, which 
isanfwerable to the vertue of God, namely to worfhip him purely and fincerely, 
to obey him diligently, and to contemplate'and meditate on thofe things which 
are pleafing unto God. Neither let our mindes, gravell on the earth and earthly 
objeéts, but mount them {elves to the high contemplation of divine matters. For 
fucha life giveth us victory here over our fpirituall cnemyes, and is to be prefer= 
red before riches or wealth. And this is the reafon that there is fo great difference 
in the dignity and the diffimilitude and unlikeneffe of things, whichthe wife doe 
thankefully obey, but the ftupid and ungratefull are defervedly punifhed for their 
arrogancy. : 


CHAYEXY. 


What precepts our Saviour delivered, and what Miracles he wrought, and what 
benefits they received from him, who [ubmitted themfelves to his goveru- 
ment. 


M Oreover we certainely know that the Sonne of God became a Matter to 
infiru@ the wife in the dodtrine of Salvation, and envite all men to vertue, 
neither can we forget or be ignorant, that he for our good, and the falvation of 
tnankinde vas fometime convetfant on earth, and that he called unto him, honeft 
induftrious men, and inftruéted them in modelty of life, and he taught them 
faith, and juftice which are repugnant to the envy of their adverfary the: devill, 
who defireth to enfnare and deceive the ‘ignorant, "So that hee beheld the ficke 
with compaffion; and cured-their difeafes > he comforted the poore, approoving 
a thoderation of difcreete wiledome, he advifed them ftoutly and patiently to 
beare all kinde of contumeliés, ignonimies, and contempt, teaching them that it 
was his Fathers comimanid,; that they fhould’ with a couragious minde, beare all 
kindes of misfortunes and adverfities, fhewing that aconftancy of minde jyoyned 
with wifedome was the greateft ftrength : which is nothing elfe but the know- 
ledge of truth, and of goodneffe, which accuftoreth men that have great cc +s 
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juttly gotten riches, tobeftow their goods ina liberall manner, for the releife of 
the poore. Healfo forbiddeth Lordthipand Dominion, and fheweth that as he 
came to helpe the meeke andhumble. So he will forfake thofe that doe forfake 
them, anddoenot releeve them, And having thus tryedthe faith of the people 
which ferved him, he made his Difciples contemne the world, and put their truft 
and confidence in him, and he reprehended one of his Difciples, namely Peter, 
when he grew wrathfull andangry. For he fetting upon one of the Officers, de- 
termined to {pend his owne life inthe defence of our Saviour, but our Saviour 
commanded him to be quiet, andto lay by his {word, and fharpely chidde him, 
becaufe he did diftruft his owne defending of himfelfe: and made alaw, that he 
that layed violent hands on another, or invaded him, or that he that did another 
injury, or began to ufethe {word, fhould perifh by the fword. This is heavenly 
and divine wifedome, that we fhould rather fuffer injury than doe any, and when 
neceffity requireth, we fhould rather receive loffe, than doe another any wrong. 
For feeing it is a great faulttodoe aninjury ; not he that fuffers it, but he that 
doth the injury fhall receive the greateft punifhment, But he that ferveth God 
fhali neither doe nor receive any injurie, iffo be he truit inGod, whois alwayes 
prefent to defend and proteé his Servants. Let no man therefore preferre uncer- 
taineties before certaineties. But how could he that had paffed through fo many 
troubles and dangers, doubt of Gods prefent affilance, when God alwayes freed 
and delivered him out of his troubles. | And how could he doubt alfo, who led the 
people through the red Sea, which by Gods command divided it felfe in two,and 
fuffered them to'paffe through it. This in my opinion is the firme Bafis of faith : 
and the foundation of confidence, when we underftand that thefe admirable and 
incredible matters, were performed by Gods efpeciall providence and command. 
For from hence it proceedeth, that when any one falleth intoadverfity, his hope 
which he repofeth in God, remaineth firme andimmutable, neither doth he res 
pent him of this his faithand confidence. And when fucha habit is implanted in 

the mind, the fpirit of God dwelleth in him. And thisman cannot be overcome, 
for the foule that hath embraced and received God, who cannot be overcome, 
cannot alfo be overcome though befiged onevery fide with dangers and troubles, 

Moreover, we have learned this by experience,even by Gods owne victory, whofe 
providence is above all his workes,who being unjuftly contumelioufly reproached 
by wicked men, fuffered no loffe by his fuftering, but obtained an everlafting 
Crowne of glory, asa Trophie of his victory, over their defpightfull wickedneffes 

and having vanquifhed and fubdued the cruelty of his wicked enemies, he finifhed 
the worke of his providence and love toward the Inft, in effecting their Salvas 
tion,

The conming of Chrift was foretold by the Prophets, for the {uppreffing of Idols; 
and Cities that did adore Idols, 


was foretold’; the time of his Incarnation was’ foretold: and how Inftice 
and honefty:of manners fhould vanquith arid overthrow injuftice and all wicked-. 
neffe, andthapthe world fhould be made capable of wifedome and modefty, and 
that.our Saviours Gofpell thould be propagated and planted in all mens mindes, 
that fincere piety and godlinefle fhould be {trengthened and encreafed, and that 
vaine {uperftition {hould be quite fupprefled. For the performance whereof, not 


onely beafts butalfo men were facrificed, and wicked Altars devifed; and tae 
1d a 


B V T his paffion was foretold before by thé Prophets, and his corporeall birth 
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by the lawes of the ea f[yrians and ei gypriaz:, who did offer juft and pious men 
in ftead of {acrifices to their Idols made of Brafle, or other mettall: “And therefore 
they were rewarded according to the deferts of their religion, as the Prophet 
Tfaiah teftifiech, Memphis and Babylon (hall be wafted, and the inhabitants with 
their gods fhall abandonit, and leave itas a folitary defert. Neither doe I {peake 
thefe things by report, for I was prefent and beheld them with mine’ eyes, and I 
beheld the miferable fortune of thofe Cities.. Moreover’ Woyfes by Gods com= 
mandement did overthrow Phar4ehs powerful and potent dominions,and fubdued 
him being puffed up withinfolency, and overthrew his {trong and victorious 
Armye,not by throwing of darts or any outward ftrength,but onely by fupplication 
and Prayer unto. God, 
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Of Mofes w:fedome, which the wifemen of ether Nations both admired, and imi- 
tated : andof Daniel, and the three children, 


N O People was, nor had beene now more happy then they, ifthey had not 
rejected the SpiritofGod. Bnet what can I fpeake of AZo/es, that may equa- 
lize his defert, Who redyced the tumultuous people unto order : who by his mild 
and gentle perf{wafions pacified their mindes: who freed them out of béndage, 
and changed their forrow intojoy : and fo advanced their mindes, that on the 
contrary through their happinefle and profperity they grew infolent and proud 
whoalio fo farre excelled his: Predeceflors in wifedome, that. the chiefelt wife 
men and Philofophers among the Heathens, did emulate and. imitate his wife- 
dome. For Pythagoras having imitated his wifedome, was fo famous. for his mo- 
defty, thar #4ato propofed his continency to himfelfe, as an example for his imi- 
tation. Moreover Daniel was a Prophet, who performed his office with much 
magnanimity and courage, his manners and life were excellent, what labours 
and affictions did he endure, by the command of the. Tyrant Nebuchadnexzar, 
whothen ruled and raigned over the Syrian Empire +. whofe time being extinct, 
the F mpire was tranflated to the Perfians. The wealth and Idolatry of that Tyrant 
is {till famous... Moreover, alfo the magnificent richneffe of his idol gods, his high 
built Temples, and his deteftable and cruell lawes: All which Danie/ contemning, 
through his entire and inviolable piety cowards the rue God, prophecied that the 
Tyrants Idolatry fhould be caufe of his enfuing mifery, But he could not perfwade 
the Tyrant to a better minde;, who was confident in hisriches, fo thathe fhewed 
his cruelty, by commanding thet this juft man fhould be throwen unto wild beatts 
to be torne to peeces by them.” What {hall 1 {peake'of the generous conftancye of 
the three children inundergoing marryrdome, which Pofteritie hath imitated to 
the glory of the Chriftian fairh, ..Fer they remained unfenged or.toucht in the 
Fiery furnace, fo that the flame could:.not feaze on their innocent bodies. Bue 
Daniel after the A[fyrian Empire was.exting, came by divine providence to (4- 
byfes King PerGa, But thither alfo purfued him, and the Magicians fought his 
deftrnction. And alfo many perilfousdangers happened unto him, out ofall which 
Chrifts divine providence ‘id deliver him, forhat for his approoved vertue, he 
was advanced to great dignity. For becaufe hee prayed thrice-every'day, and 
wrought many wonders ;the Magicians-accufed him for his frequent praying.And 
firft the eminency of his vertues made them informe the Prince, that hee was a 
dangerous man (for great.vertuies are: furfpected) and after ward they began to 
perfwade him, that he that had done fo: much-good to the\ Common-wealth of 
Perfia, hould be condemngd.to be caft sinta Lions, fo to be, devoured of em. 
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But Damiels condemnation to death advanced his perpetual fame and glory, for 
being fhut up amoneft the Lions, he found them more mild and gentle then they 
Who had there fhut him up. For albeit they were naturally fierce and ravenous, 
yet by Prayers which was his onely defence, he made them tame and gentle. OF 
which when Camby/es, was certified ( for fuch a divine and miraculous matter 
could not be concealed, ) atthe relation thereof, he wasamazed with admirati- 
on, andit repented him that it had beene fo eafily infenfed againft him, by the en- 
vious calumnies of the Magicians, yet being defirous to behold this {pectacle him- 
felfe, when he faw Daniel with his hands erected to heaven, praying unto Chrift, 
and the Lions proftrate before him, as it were in reverence and adoration of him, 
he {traight condemned the Magicians, who had perfwaded himhereunto, to the 
fame punifhment, and commanded them to be caft into the denne of Lyons. And 
the cruel! Beafts, which before had fawned ‘on Daziel, tore the Magicians in 
peeces, and as their nature is, devoured them.

Pere we mult needes mentiona certaine teftimony of Chrifts divinity, fet- 
H ched from thofe who were Aliens and ftrangers from the faith, For thofe 
who doe contumelionfly detra@ from him, if they will give credence to their 
owne teftimonies, they may fufficiently underftand thereby, that hee is God, and 
the Sonne of God. For Sybilla Erythrea, whoaffirmeth that fhee lived in the fixt 
age after the flood, being a Prieft of Apolloes, and wearing a wreath of Bayes, like 
that god whom fhee reverenced, and obferving the Tripos, round about whicha 
Serpent was wrapped and rowled, thee anfwered thofe that came to enquire any 
thing of her, that through her Parents Ignorance {hee was devoted to this office 
and religion which contained nothing that'was honeft in it, but doe ravifh and 
violate the modelty of mens mindes, in like manner as Hiftorians doe report of 
Daphne: this Syéilla J fay, being at a certaine time {hut within her Cave, where- 
in fhe nfed to practife her abfurd and idle fuperftitions, by the power of the divine 
infpiration, fhee prophefied of future matters, that were to come concerning 
God, and bythe firlt letters ( which is called an Acrofticke) fhe declared the Hifto- 
ry of the comming of Iefus, the Acrofticke is, Ie/us Chriflus Des Filius Servator 
Crux, Her verfes we have fubfcribed and inferted,underneath.

infcribed, and reckoned among the Oraclesof Siby//4: {eeing they conteine very 
profitable fentences bothto reftrainethe licentiou{nefle. of immoderate plea{ure, 
and fo perfwade to a modeft continency of life. But the truth of this matter doth 
manifeftly appeare,for our men have with great {tudy,fo accurately compared the 
umes, that none can fufpect, that this Poeme was made and carne forth after 
Chrifts comming and therefore they are convinced of falfehood, who blaze abroad 
that thefe verfes were not made by this Siby//z. Forit is manifeft that Cicero having 
read this Poeme did tranfiate into Latine, and joyned it to his workes, who was 
afterward put to death by the Emperour Aatonius and) Intenues was overcome by

accultomed manner: and faich that Altars fhould be builr, Temples prepared and 
facrifices offered tothis new Birth.

Nothing canbe {poken more true, or more expreffive of osr Saviours vertue, 
For he was full of the (weet flowers of {piricuall graces, even from his cradle. But 
the Serpent, by whom our firft Parents were deceived, enticed by his al'arements 
to fall from their firftintegrity, and to pullupon themfelves mifery and ruine,this 
Serpent was vanquifhed and his fting tooken from him. For as before our Saviours 
comming all men faving the luft were ignorant of the hope of Salvation : fo when 
he had fuffered,and that the body wherewith his Divinity was cloathed,had beene 
feparated a while from the communion of cheholy {pirir, the power of his refur- 
rection wasrevealed to men. And originall finne was partly wafhed away and 
purged by Baptifme. Thenhe commanded his Servants to be ofa good courage, 
and that by hisrefurreétion,they fhould beleeve and hope their owne refurrection, 
So that he wasthe deathofdeath, and our refurrection was as it were’ fealed and 

-confitmed. But when he faith that A/fyrian thall grow every where, he meaneth 
the _a(fyrians, and the multitude of the religious, who.as boughs proceeding from 
one ftocke fhould bloome, and flourith. Therethe wife Poet Virgil, {poke lear- 
nedly, and thae which followes is furabie unto the relt: 7

His fathers workes, and what the-Herves did, 


By the praifes ofthe Heroes, he meaneth the upright workes of jalt ‘hen: by

to laft everlaftingly. Perhaps alfo he meaneth thofe lawes, which the holy Church 
ufeth, conforming mens lives to the Rules of Suftice and Temperance. Moreover, 
it is wonderfull that men, whofe lives aré in the midft, berweene the objets of 
good and evill, and are not capable of a'fuddaine change, could leave their rude 


kinde of life, for a celeCtiall and divine life, which confifteth onely in the contem- 
plation of intelligible objects.

And therefore to avoyd danger he openeth and declareth the truthina 
clofemanner; and blaming the Towres and warres then fo frequent, he peinteth 
forth out Saviours comming tothe Zrajan warre, and by Troy he allegoricall fige 
nifieth the whole world. For being fent by his owne Providence, and by his Fa- 
chers command tothe Earth, he oppofed himfelfe. and fought againft the wicked- 
neffe of the world, and wicked men. But what faiththe Poet afterward ?

V T ftri@ly and accurately compare your religion with ours, Have nottrue 
B concord ? continnall bounty and liberality ? reprehenfion of errors, ‘which 
admonitions doe not tend to deftruction, but toinftru@ion: not to cruelty butto 
health, and the confirmation of fincerity of faith towards God, and of naturall fo- 
ciety and loveamongl{t men? Alfo mercy, to thé miferable and opprefled : alfo 
a fimple and fincere life, not covering and hiding wickednefle under the vaile of 
craftineffe, Alfoan acknowledgment of one God, and one Power is heere pro- 
fe(t? and allthis 1s true Piety, thisis pure and undefiled religion = this isthat mo- 
deft life, which thofe that follow, fhall walke as it were in the Royall high way 
to Heaven, 

For no man dyeth that liveth in this manner : but having put off the upper gare 
ment of his body, he rathertunneth to be tranflated to God, thanto'dye. For he 
that ingenionfly confefleth God, doth not angerly {ubmit himfelfeto death, but 
generoufly undergoeth the neceffity thereof, asatryallofhis patience, and love 
towards God, Neither is it tobe doubted but God doth embrace and delight in 
the vertue and honefty of men. For it would feeme abfurde, ifhe that excelleth 
all, and is the Prince of all, and is goodneffe it felfe ; thould rlegle& the requitall 
of goodneffe, feeing poore men will fhew their gratitude by their thankefulnefle, 


and remunerating of a benefit: althoughthofe whom they gratifie, ftand inno | 


want thereof. But the goodnefle of God accompanieth us. through all. our life, 
and is prefent with us when wedoeany good. And thonghGod approoving us 
for our fortitude and good inclination of affections, doe not -ftraightway reward 
us with fome benef, yet heedeferres the bountifull remunerating thereof unto 
fome other time,when he will take accompt of our whole life. And if we have 
lived rightly,we fhall obtaine the reward of eternall life: bue the wicked fhall 
have due punifhment. .

Wouldaske of thee, O Deci#s, who didft fometime perfecute the jult, who 
did@t hatethe Church, who didft infli&t punifhmenton thofe that lived pioufly. 
and holily, what cruelty doft thou now. ufe after thy death?or. rather, how cruelly 
art thouthy felfe tormented. That time {ufficiently declared thy miferable condi- 
tion, when in Scythia, thou and thy Army being overthrowne; thou did expofe 
the famous Romane Empire to the contempt © the Geres. And thou Valerianus,, 
fhewing the like cruelty to Gods Servants, Gods juftand. righteous judgements, 
did overtake thee in the fight of all men, when thon wert taken captive, and led 
bound in thy royall robes: and at laft Sapor King of the Perfians, commanded that 
thou (houldett be feaed, and falted, and thus thou wert made a publicke {pe¢tacle 
of miffortune. Andthoualfo Avrelianus, the incendiary of all hisriatigas so 
chou wentett to make warrein Zhrace, thou wert flaine in the middle way, and: 


didft fill the Cart-ruts with thy wicked blood. 
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How Dioclefian depofed him/elfe trom the government of the Empire, and for 
vexing the Church, was firucke with Ti hander, : 


Ioclefian alfo after his cruell and bloudy perfecution, having madly accufed 
D and depofed himfelfe, he betooke himfelfe toa retired life, and lived in a 
poore meane houfe, What did it therefore availe him, to fiirre up warre againft 
our God? So that in my opinion the reft of his life was very miferable, being al- 
wayes affraid left he fhould be ftrucke with Thunder. Nicomedia can witnefle as 
much, and thofe who were eye witnefies, and ny felfe amongft the reft, that his 
Pallace and houfe was beate and burnt downe with thunder and lightning. Which 
{ad events wife men had foretold, and did not hide their griefe conceived, for the 
wicked outrages, committed againft the Chriftians, but rhey difcourfed freely 
and openly thereofamongft themtelves. What fury isthis, and what infolency, 
when men dare provoke God with warre, and madly infule over Religion, and 
deftroy fuch an infinite multitude of juft men, without any caufe! O modefty, thou 
that inftru@ett thofe who are fubjeéts untothee, O Providence, thou that cut: 

celt Armies, they have wounded their owne Cittizens, who never faw the backes 
of their enemies inthe Field, And therefore the divine providence did at laft re- 
venge their wickedneffe, to the detriment and loffe of the Common wealth,and 
to great effufion of bloud, as might have wrought a Peace amoneft the Barbarians. 
For } faid before the Emperours whole Army,which was fubject to the command 
of abafeignoble fellon, that gaped after the Empire, was diffipated and ovet- 
throwne in many Battailes, while God delivered the Citty, and fet it at liberty. 
Let therefore the oppreffed and thofe that have obtained liberty, give praife and 
thankes unto God for their deliverance, and for his Providence,and fingular love 


towards them,

That God bleffed the Emperour for his Piety: and that we ought to have recourfe 
anto him for affiftance in alt good aétions, and to acknowledge the /ucceffe 
thereof to praceede from him, and that errors doe proceede from our felves, 


ry VT whenthey praife my raigne, which I began by divine appointment, 
doe they not confirme God,to be the authour of all my good and famous a@i- 
ons? Yes verily. For it is proper unto God, to produce the beft effect, and for 
man to obey God, And moreover I beleeve, it isanexcellent duty, for every one 
before he attempt any thing, fo to prepare himfelfe, that he may fecurely compafle 
his defignes. And every one knoweth that we ought to lift our hearts and hands 
to God with fincerity of affection, and that prayers and fupplications doe make — 
all good actions pro{perous and fucceffefull, and that itis very profitable for pub. 
licke and private ufe, while men pray for themfelves and their friends, The Gen- 
tiles have feene and beheld thofe battailes and warres, wherein Gods Providence 
hath given us the victory, and they have marked that God mooved by our Prayers 
hath helped us. And truely there is akinde of violence ina juft Prayer, and reli- ——_——— 
pious Preyers doe never goe unrewarded, neither doe they receive any repulfe, 
unleffe they want faith. For God embracing the honeft affection of man, is al- 
waiesready to fhew mercy onhim, Error belongs to humane frailety, but in hu- 
mane errors,God is blameleffe. Wherefore it is meete that all the religious, fhould 
give thankes to our Saviour for their Salvation, and for the profperous {tate of the 
Common-wealth, and frequently tobefeech Chrift that he would be pleafed to 
beftow onus his gracious benefits. For he is the invincible defender of the juft, 
their {trong Fortrefle : he is the great Iudge, and laftly hee isthe Doner, and gi- 
ver of Immortality, and eternall life. ,

A Preface to the Orationin praife of Conttantine 
the Great, 


T HE caufe of my commirig to this place, (Friendsiand Priefts of God) was not 
to delight your mindes with fabulousinventions, orto pleafe your cares with 
elegancy of fpeech, as the Syrens, with their fweete fongs; nor that I might pre- 
fent unto you in golden cups to fpeake poetically, thatis, infaire and fhining o- 
ratoricallfowers, beautified’with the neate ftructure and.compofition of words, 
the flatceries of pleafure : but partly toadmonifh youare led by the {pirit of wile- 
dome, tobe the holy Minifters of Chrift, that in preaching, you decline and fhanne 
thofe vulgar wayes of Rhetoricians , and alfo that you diligently beware, that you 
doe not frame your fpeech to the humour of'the ignorant multitude ; and partly 
that I might celebrate the Emperours praifeina new Oration, And though ma- 
ny other doe travaile with me in magnifying his vertues, and contend with me 
in this happy emulation. I fhunning the common path, will follow an unufuail 
way, which I mutt not enter into, with unwafhed fcete, or without reverend pre- 
paration ; that others following a popular kind of fpeech, full of childifh conceits, 
delighting in the neate elegancy of an Oration, doe pleafe mens eares with narra- 
tions of humane matters, and (trive onely to delight them : but thofe who pro- 


feffe a generall wifedome, in the knowledge of divine and humane matters, Pe 
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caufe they make a divifion betweene things that are good, therefore they perferre 
the Emperours divine vertues, and his pious duties performed unto God, before 
his deferts towards men, whichthey call {econd goods, and leave them to bedi- 
lated on, by afecond fort of Rhetoricians. Therefore in regard the Emperours 
wifedome is difcerned in the knowledge of divine, and humane matters, the ob- 
je& of the former whereofis God, the latter men, and their actions ; let thofe 
who areno divines, fo be it they are fitly qualified for that office, make the Em- 
perours humane regall vertuesthe {nbject of their praifes: which although they 
will be beanitifull and profitable (for allthings in the Emperour were eminently 
excellent) yet they are farre inferiour to thofe his. divine vertues, wherewith hss 
minde was beautified. But thofe who are the Minilters of the word and facred 
profeffors of Scripture, let them open the fecrets of {tate, concerning the Empe= 
rours beginning and initiation, and that tothe profeflor of divinity, But thofe 
whofe knowledge pietie hath purged and refinsd, and mounted itto a higher 
pitch of underftanding by foaring on the wings of contemplation, let them 
undertake to celebrate the praifes of this moft mighty King and Emperour, and 
make a fcrutinie into his divine vertues. And let us explicate and unfold the per- 
fect myfteries of Heaven,of thehigh and mighty Emperour, ofhis {pirituall guard 
of the Clergy ; who were alwayes abont him, of trne and perfect,and of falfe and 
onely coulourable manner of governement, and laftly, of the confequences of 
both, out of the divine Oracles of the Prophets, delivered by the infpiration of the 
Holy Ghoft, not fromthe madneffe of Divination, And fo much being {poken,by 
way of Preface to illuftrate the prefent matter, letus proceede to the explication 


of thefe divine myfterics. 
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Which he delivered in the thirtieth yeare of the ratgne of the afores 
aide Conftantine.

HE occafion of this affembly. and meeting, is. to cele- 
| brate the Praifes of the mighty Emperour, in which, we 
' who are the Emperours Minifters, and illuminated with 
| the knowledge of divinity, doe exultand rejoyce, And 
|| from this great Potent Emperour, wee will deste our 
L-exordium,- Icallhimheerethe great Emperour, who 
7 din indeed, arid himI underftand (being certainely 
aflured that the Emperour who is prefent, will not 
blame my fpeech, butrather praife it fince it concerneth 
God ) him I fay I underftand, who governeth the 
ft;higheft, and greateft ofall: whofe feate isin heaven, 
and the earth is his footeftoole, whom humane conceipt cannot comprehend; 
becaufe it cannot with the eye of contemplation behold the glorious beames of his 
divinity, whom caleftiall Armies doe encompaffe, whom powers and Angels doe 
environ, acknowledging :him.to be their. Lord and Emperour. | Moreover, 
infinite multitudes of Angels, troopes of Archangels; and Quires of Saints and 

holy Spirits, are enlightned with the beames of his divine Majefty, who is the Ss 
Fountaine of light,. The incorporeall lights ofthe Angels doe praife this Em- 
perour with divine Hymnes, and fo doe the corporeall Luminaries and Lights, 
He draweth over the {pacious Heayensiablue Curtaine, and thereby feparaterh 
thofe which are without, from thofe whichare within his Pallace, And here the 
na, SRN, 
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Sunne, the Moone, and other czleftiall luminaries are rowled and carried about; 

which fhiningin the entrance of his Pallace; doe honour the Creator of the Vnir 

ver{e, and by his command doe enlighten the darke places ofthe earth, with dar- 

lylight. Ihaving determined to praife this our great Emperour, and Chrilt, to- 

gether with our victorious Emperour, Ithinke it fit to begin with the former, in 

regard I both know andam aflured that he authorizerh all thofe powers and prin= 

cipalities to which we are {ubje@ ; and that the Cefars the Emperours Sonnes, 

having learned it from their Father, doe acknowledge him the fountaine of all 

goodneflé, - W hon Armies, and great maltitudes of people in feverall Countries 

and Citties, and the Prefidents of Provinces in their provinciall meetings, doe 

holily reverence, as they having been trained up and indoétrinated, by that famous 

preferver of the Common-weaith; the mighty Conftantine. Moreover, all fortsof 

men, and all nations, of what tfibe or language foever, although they difagreé 

about other matters, yetthey confent in acknowledging that all pra fes belong 

unto God, and they beiri@ mooved by certaine haturall principles. and notions. iit 
*Allthe  harent in him,yedoe afctibe glory and praife unto, him..* What doth not the 
Creawres do Whole earthacknowledge the power ofthe Lord, and thew obedience unto him, 
acknowledge bY producing plants and vegetables for the good of the Creatures therein contai- 
Geds glory. ned. Himthe hafty courfe of Rivers and Torrents, him the ftreames of cleere 
Foun‘aines flowing from infinitly deepe Aby les and bottomes of Mountaines, doe 


confefleto be the Creator of this divine and admirable,Fabricke. "The high-gos 
ing waves ofthe deepe Sea, whofe waters he hath gathered together, and-fet 
bounds into it, when thé raging billdwgs thereof dde rewle unto the fhoare, and 
make the earth tremble,~yet are: aftaid “of him. Moreéver, the weeping win- 
ters raine, the loudnefle of thunderclaps, the flaming of lightning, the violence 
of winds, the wandring mogion’ ofthe clouds through the ayre, doe declare his 
power to their contemplation, who can no other wayes behold him, Moreover, 
the Sun,who filleth all things withhis light, and meafureth out times and ages, 
doth acknowledge him to be his onely Lord and Creator,and obeyeth his will, by 
keeping that conftant courfe which he hath affigned and appointed unto it. The 
Moon alfo whofe light is more obfcure than the Suns, which by revolution of time 
increafeth. and decreafeth, doth al(o obey ‘his divine will” Befides the adorne- 
ment of che heavens being beautified with {tarres, and mooved about in an order- 
ly circular courfe, untill they have finifhed their motion, doe witha ‘filent voice 
declare that God is the Father of lights. Alfoall thecaleftiall Luminaries, which 
by his command’ doe hatmonioufly agree, and-finifh their long courfes by theit 
daily revdltitions,' and have'contrarie influences, and afpects, alfo the viciffitudes 
‘and changesofday and night, the anniverfary mutations of times, and laftly, the 
orderlyand'proportionable har mony of the world, doe declare his manifold and 
wonderfull wifedome, Moreover, ‘all sinvifible powers and {pirits:doe aferibe 
wavs hiavall'ftand due Honour and revérence. And therefore all the world apalne 
doth praife chi great Emperour ; the highelt heavens,and all the caleftiall Sphates 
doe honour hi, Armies of Angelsdoe praifeshim with hymnes, all Spirits and 
fonles thar proceede from hint, ‘doe praifehim as their Father. Infinite ages be- 
forethe Creation ofthe world; andallthe Ages fince’ doe acknowledge himto 
bethe only Lord'and God.: Alfo his ternall and onély begotten word, that is, 
and was ifall}béfore all;and-after‘all,' the great High Prieft of the high God, 
_ before all timesand ages, ‘and’ partaker ofhis Fathers slory did alone‘ pacifie him, 
fot the falvation ofall men!’ W-ho hadequall honour to his ‘father, both in this 
world) and iihid fathers kingdome. (Por he wasthat heavenly light, which pro- 
ceeded frond the Father, whofe perfon “did conftiute a divine ‘Species different 
from all mortal €fferices'# ’ ‘and {0 proceeding frontGod, who is Without end and 
beginning; ‘he came downe and’ with: the beamesof his'Divinity, enlightned 
both heaven andearth. ‘Hebeing the wrord of God, doth nile the whole world: 
he is above alfthirgs, andiit’all things, whither vifible, orunvifible, Prom whom, 
andby: whofe providence, ‘this ourEmperour belovédsof God, “doth rale and 
ore: raigne 
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raigne over the whole world,the Portraiture of the whole Empire doth in fome 
fort refemble Gods czleftiall Empire. The on¢ly begotten word of God taigned 
with the Father from all eternicy:our Emperour was alwayes beloved of him, and 
being by him appointed to take the raines of governement, he hath raigned many 
yeares over the whole world,moreover the one made the world and theheavens fit 
to réceive his Father: he ashis friend, brought and induced all his fubjects to'ace 
knowiedge the only begotten word of God,and our Saviour: the one did drive a- 
_ way the invifible {pirits of delufion and error, which like wilde beafts did moleft his 
Hocke. The other alfo did by his divine affiltance obtaine many victories over his e- 
nemies,and having by war fubdued thofe that were refractory againft the truth, he 
at laft made them conformable thereunto. The eternall word of God, fowed inthe 
hearts of beleevers,the f{eedes of falvation,and in{tructed them in heavenly know- 
ledge of his Fathers kingdome, he being as it were his friend,and a Prophet of the 
word of God, did invite and call all men to the knowledg of God,and did inculcate 
it into their eares and underflanding,and openlypublifhed and made knowne to all 
the inhabitants of the earth, the laws of fincere religion and truth: He the proteétor 
of all mankinde, opened the gates of his fathers kingdome, to thofe that would 
pafle from hence to heaven : he being enflamed with zealous love towards God, 
hath purged ont all wicked errors out of his terreftiall kingdome, he got a com 
pany of holy and religious men into his pallace ; and earneftly fought the good of 
his fubjects : he alone of all the former Romane Emperours, having raigned by 

the appointment of God the chiefe Emperour thirty yeares, doth now celebrate 

" this convention or aflembly, not to the Infernall gods (as antiquity did) nor de- 
vilsthat deluded men, nor to falfe gods andimages fetupin high places, which 
wicked men did worfhip: butthat he’may give thankes unto him who hath ad- 
vanced him to hononr, and acknowledge himthe authour of that good: which he 
hath received : neither did he after the example of the ancienc Emperours pollute, 
and defile his pallace with bloud, neither did he offer facrifice to infernall devils, 
but he offered unto God the gratefull, and acceptable * facrifice, of his heart, and « What fac 
afteGtiions which he cenfecrated unto God, For this facrifice is onely pleafant and crifices are ace 
precious in the fight of God, whichthis our Emperour from the fincerity of his ceprableto 
inward affections offered oft, without fire or blood:namely by planting the true re- God. 

ligion in mens mindes, by advancing Gods glory, by imitating God in his royall 

bounty, and committing himfelfe wholly unto him ; and be the firft of the Em- 

perours that dedicated himfelfe to the fervice of God, This. moft excellent facri- 

fice the Emperour offered and like a good fheepeheard he did not facrifice firftling 

lambes, but he reduced the reafonable foules, of the flocke thac was under his 
charge, to the knowledge and true worfhipof God. So that Godbeing deligh- 
ted with fucha facrifice, and willingly embracing the guift, honoured the royall 
Pricit that oftered this famous facrifice, and made him Emperour : and that hee 

might remunerate his fanétimony, he conferred on him more ample honours, 

and gave hin power tocelebrate divers feftivals to the profperous advancement 
and.good of his Monarchy. | At every feftivall or convention celebrated every 
tenth yeare of his raigne : God affigned one of his Sonnes tobe participant with 
him inthe Imperiall dignity, that like greene and flourifhing plants, they might 
grow and increafe in honour. 
} Therefore hiseldef{t fonne called after his Fathers name, atthe end of the firft 
ten yeares of his raigne was enftalled as an affociate to his father inthe Empire. 
His fecond fonne was advanced to the fame honour inthe twentieth yeare of 
hisraigne. And the third doth now obtaine that dignity, at this prefent feftivall, 
celebrated inthe thirtieth yeare of his raigne. So that now if by Gods grace 
his Empire laft forty yeares, as the time of his raigne encreafeth, fo his off-{pring 
willbee enlarged: and by thedeclaration of the Cefars, the prophefies of the 
Propkets fhall bee fulfilled, who heretofore openly fo foretold. And the Saints 
of the higheft.God ‘fhall take and rule.the kingdome.' Thus God the chiefe 
Emperour hath blefled this our Emperour, withlength of dayes and a numerous 
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Progeny, and hath preferved his Empire, to which all the nations of the world 

are {ubject, inas profperous and flourifhing aneltate; as fromthe beginning of 
hisraigne,. Moreover, for his fake hee hath appointed this affembly, and hath 

made him victorious over all his enemies, anda famous example of true pietie 

to all the inhabitants of the earth for their imitation. Hee by the bright and farre 

{preading beames of his fonnes the Cefars; as the Sunne with his light, doth 
illuminate forraigne Countries. Sothatas hee hath honoured us thar inhabite 

the Ealt, with his owne prefence, to our great goodand commodity, fo hee hath 

made one of his fonnes Emperour over the Eafterne people , and hath placed 

his other twoin other parts as light and luminaries proceeding from him(elfe, 

Moreover hee hath laid the yoake. of the Empire on himfelfe, and his three 

fonnesthe Cafars, heeruleth and moderateth them with the raynes of concord ; 

hee extendeth his power through all the world, hee is every where prefent, and 

viewerh allthings. Moreover his Empire refembleth the celeftiall Empire, fo 

that lifting up his eyesto heaven, hee governeth his fubjects in this inferiour 

Empire according to the patterne and forme of the heavenly Empire. For Law. 

which is the King of all, hath preferibed a Monarchy tobe a government moft 

©The Com-{uitableto aPrince, and people, * kor a Monarchy. doth exceed all other kinds 
mendation of of Common-wealths and manners of government : for that government is 
a Monarchy « yarious which confifieth of an Arittocracy,or government of menequal inriches, 
and dignity, alloa Democracy or government of the people ; whichis oppofed 

to a Monarchy, is rather a feditious confufion than a government, And therefore 

as there is ofie God, not two, nor three, nor more, (for to intorduce a multitude 

of Gods, isto take away the eflence of God ) fo there is one univerfall King 

and Emperaur, and one word of his, and one royalllaw, whichis not expreffed 

in words, nor likethat which is written. on Tables and Pillars, doth weare out 

in length of-time , but doth live and flonrifh perpetually, being the Word of 

God which openeth the kingdome of heaven to all that ferve him, W hom hea- 

venly Armies, and ininite thoufands of Angels, that are obedient to the Will of 

God, and infinite bands of miniftring Spirits doe encompaffe. Moreover; this 

* Divinesis Royall Word of God doth governe all the miniftring {piritsin heaven, * Di- 
robetaken  yines doe call him the chiefe Captaine, the high Prieft, the Prophet of his Fa~

ee: the vation, toall thatdoe obey him. Hee alfo adminiltrech all matters, is every 

oe | where, difpeniceth his fathers cifts, communicateth unto men the knowledge 
of the heavenly Kingdome, and doth beantifie a foule fafhioned to his Image 
with divine gifts andgraces. And doth communicate all thofe graces unto us; 
which flow from his divinity. For heeis onely wife, onely God; onely good in 
Effence , and lattly onely {trong and powerfull: the originall of Iuftice, the Fa- 
ther of reafon-and wifedome, the fountaine of light and life, the treafury of 
truth and vertue, the moderator of all Empires, powers» and principalities: 
But whence are thefe things knowne unto men? who hathdeclared this to mor- 
tall men ? what tongue of fiefh, can expreffe thefe things which are {piricuall 
who by’contemplating of the invin&ible King, hath found that thefe powers 
and graces areinhim ? For by the fenfesthe elements, and bodies compounde 
of them, and other concrete fubftances are conceived and difcerned. Butno 
man can boaft that with. corporall eyes hee hath beheld God. “For mortall:man 
cannot comprehend or:behold the beauty of his wifedome. For who hath fen- 
fibly beheld the ' face of his fuftice ?- Whence doe: men apprehend the motions of 
his power and providence, How can men clothed with flefh and bloud: conceive 
aright of his power and. dominion? Who could have revealed to men on earth 
his incorporeall Effence, “if the Word of: God had but beene the onely Interpre- 


rer and difcoverer thereof, whoisthe Effence of his Father, and onely compre= 
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henfibleto mans reaforiand underftanding. Whobeing one ineflence with the 
Father, Coth water the mindes of his children with the {treames of his fathers 
divine grace, From this fountaine proceeded the light of nature engrafted in our 
minds, andthe wifedome of the.Grecians, and Heathens. Hence alfo procee- 
ded the notions of reafon, and wifedome : the feedes of prudence and luftice ; 
the principles of arts: the knowledge of vertue, and the acceptable and pleafant 
name of wifedome: the reverend love of Philofophy, the vifion of God him- 
felfe, and-piety and Godlinefle of life, alfo all knowledge of goodneffe and 
honefty, and the eftablifhment of humaine Kingdomes and Empires. This W ord 
of God was the Father of our foules, and did tramethem at firft tothe likeneffe 
and * {imilitude of God, and made him onely of allthe creatures fit for governs * Phe like. 
ment and dominion. And afterward hee inplanted in his mind prefcence and nc fi: of God 
foreknowledge, anda hope of a celeftiall Kingdome ; for the effecting whereof, in man. 
hee who is the father of allus that are his children, vouch{afed to come into the 
world, and to conferre and di{courfe with men, and like a Husbandman to fow 
the feede of his word in our minds, and torenew our fpirituall graces, and make 
all partakers of the Kingdome of heaven. Moreover, hee called all men, and 
admonifhed them to provide themfelves for their celeftiall journey, and to walke, 
worthy of theircalling. And moreover hee filled the whole world with his 
* doctrine, and hee fhaddowed out unto us the kingdome of heaven, exhorting * Chrifts do- 
every one to ftrive to obtaine it, and encouraging them with a hope ther eof, Of étrine waste 
which this our Emperour beloved of God, is made partaker even inthis life Pics ofthe 
both in regard that God hath endued him with his divine graces, and adorned his ii tk ss 
mind with divine gifts. For Chrift the Word of God hath beftowed on him e- F 
loqnence, wifedome and divine knowledge: hee hath made him good by com- 
municating of his goodnefle: jaft by participation of his Iuftice : temperate 
by imitating his temperance, and {trong by his heavenly affiftance. - * Moreover * Who defer- 
hee may be truely calledan Emperour, whofe minde being furnifhed with ver- veth to bee

which are his lords? * For hee is the fervant of obfcene pleafure, the fervant of * A Prince a 
intemperate luft wich women; the fervant of his unjuftly gotten money: the Servant. 
fervant of wrath and anger : the fervant of feare, the fervant of Divels, and of 
ail uncleane tempting fpirits, Wherefore our Conffantine onely is approoved by 
the teftimony of truth * worthy. the title of an Emperour, whois joyned in a « confantine 
league and band of love with God the chiefe Emperour : who alone is tree = who deferved the 
is oncly a true Lord and Soveraigne : who is not overcome with covetoufoeffe or tirle of Em- 
lng, but overcommerbhis naturall affections and pleafures : who conquereth his P*tout» 
awne paffion and anger, and is not fubdued by it, and laftly hee isonely worthy 
the title of an Emperour, whofe actions an{wer the expectation and dignity of 
fohigh atitle, Heeis that Conquerour that obtaineth victory over all hamane 
perturbations and affe@ions. Hee isthat Emperour who in fome fort by thofe 
{piritualleraces which God hath powred into his mind,is the reprefentative glaffe

the dignity of an Emperour, Heeis thatEmperour, who night and day doth 
invocate and pray unto his heavenly Father, who by prayer doth befeech his helpe 
who iszealoufly enflamed with an earneft defire of the Kingdome of Heaven. 
For underftanding that all things in this world are mortall, fraile, and like a Ri- 
ver pafling away, and falling to nothing, were all vaine in refpect of God, hee 
was wonderfully enflamed withthe defire of the Kingdome of God; ‘which 
neither decayethin length of time norcommeth to an end, and fo hee directed 
his counfels and thoughts to the obtaining thereof, and his mind was alwayes 
fixed on heaven, and his brealt burned with the love of light which fhined there, 


* Worldly to whichall the light in this world compared is but darkeneffe. * For confide~ 


Principalitics ring that humane principalities, in regard of the brevity of mans lifelaft, and 
ate yanliits. ¢ontinue buta fhorttime, hee efteemed it no better thenthe dominion which 
goate-heards, fheep-heards, and oxe-heards have over their cattell, which is not 

fo laborious and troubiefome asthe other. When hee heard the flattering accla- 

mations of the people (which proceed rather from a delight in novelty, than 

any Iudgement of the Princes merit ) his Subje@s preffing round about him, and 

infinite trodpes of horfe and foote, andthe whole multitude of his Commons 

thronging about him, hee flightly efteemed it, nor grew infolentin his Empire, 

but looking inward into himfelfe hee contemplated the nature and condition of 

allmen, elteeming his Imperiall robes and Diademeas the externall fhaddow 

of regality. And though hee obferved that the common people'did admire thefe 

things and gaze upon the outward formality of Majefty : but hee not elteeming 

thereof, butthe knowledge of God, as hee outwardly wore Imperiall roabes, fo 

hee appatreld his mind with the roabes of temperance, juftice, ‘piety, and other 

*Thetrue _vertues. * Moreoverasfor money, goldand filver and pretious ftones, which 
eftimation of the common people fo muchdefire, hee confidered that they were by nature an 
a ifs unprofitable matter, which could not cure nor helpe any mifery. For what 
power have they either to helpe difeafe, orto avoyde the neceffity of death, 

And yet though hee underftood thefe things, yet hee nfed them, that his Sabjects 

might reverence him, and bee the better kept in awe and obedience: but difdaj- 

*Lusurie — yeth thofe who ignorantly dee reverence andadorethem. * Moreover hee ab- 
avoyded. — flaineth from drunkeneffe and glutrony,and fuperfluous delicacy of dyet, wherein 
Epicures delight, efteeming them not becomming others much leffehim. For hee 
anderftandeth that firch intemperance is very hurtfull tothe body, and doth dull, 

and darken the underftanding. Wherefore our good and gracious Emperour 

being enflamed with a defire of thofe fpirituall graces, which doe farre exceed 

all the graces of this life, dothdaily pray unto God, and that hee may bee recei- 

ved into his Kingdome, hee performeth all kind of pious and religions duties, 

and likea skill Mafter or Tutor hee inftructeth his Subjects in the knowledge of

received the fame rewards: others being enforced to difhonefty, chofe rather to 
die than to violate their chaftiry, Others whofe chafte mindes {corned to give 
entertainement to any unlawfull fuite, did valiantly and witha manlike courage 
{uffer the torments which the governours of Provinces inflicted on them, and 
evendeath it felfe. Sotharthefe beingas it were Gods Champions, did with a 
firme con{tancy of minde fight againft the Idolaters. But thofe devils, and ene- 
mies of God, and mans falvation, moft barbaroufly and cruelly, were much 
delighted with thofe bloudy humane facrifices, Thus they feafted their gods with 
humane bloud, and withthe bloudy banquets of mens bodies. Matters being thus, 
what ought God to doe, the King of thefe his affidted, and oppreffed fubjetts ¢ 
fhould he neglect his deare Servants, thus wronged and tyrannized over by his 
enemyes ? Hecannot be faid to be a wife Pilot, ifhe fuffer his Ship to be drow- 
ned and to finke into the Sea, and doe not endeavour to fave both it and the Paffen- 
gers, neither is he a valiant Captaine that fufters his men to be overthrowne by 
the enemy ; nor he agood Sheepeheard, that knowing one of his fheepe were 
frayed, would not leave all the reft in fafety, and take fome paines to looke ont 
the {trayed (heepe, andifneedebe torefcue him from the jawes of fome: wild 
beaft: So God was carefull of his locke, and tohelpe thofe that fuffered for his 
fake, and having approoved of their {triving for the teftimony of the truth, and 
agood confcience even to death, he gave to themthat for his fake had fuffered 
martyrdome, Crownes of Glory, and placed them in the celeftiall Quire of An- 
gels, and preferved fome on earth to derive the feede of goodnefie to polterity,that 
they might behold the punifhments that fhould be inflicted on the wicked, «and 
relate his Indgements.

God appointed toraigne over us, asthe Image ofhimfelfe, They being wicked 
men did put to death the godly : he imitating the example of his Saviour, endea- 
vouring onely the prefervation of mankind, faved alfothe ungodly, and hath in- 
ftructed chem in true Piety, and religion. Moreover, he being indeed a true con- 
querour did fubdue a twofold kind of Barbarians, for he reduced the wilde rude 
people to obedience, by counfell and admonitions,. delivered unto them by Em- 
bafladours, and forced their rulers to acknowledge the truth, and -brought-them 
from wickedneffeto civility, and fupprefledall kinde. of devillifh deaths. 
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and the powers of darkeneffe,. which God himfelfe had: before overcome.: Fer:

Far '¢o,faueine 
when he faw the multitude, like foolifh children,dreading and fearing :golden and mketh away 
filver Images, he thought fit that thofe: fumbling blockes of errour fhouild:be ta- the tumbling 
ken away, andthehigh wayto heaven’ made knowne,: Having thus refolved, pocket 
he confidered that he needed not to raife a great Army',for the reformation here- gecna 
of, but that two or three faithfull chofen men might effect his. defirey » whom he 
{ent with authority to feverall Nations : They executing the Kings religious pur- 
pofe, and our of their owne piety, went amongft the people, andin feverall . 
Cities, and Countries caft out inveterate errors. And firit hee commanded the The abolifa- 
Prielts of thé Idols to’ bring forth their gods, aud plucking off their. exterior a+ ing of Idols 
dornement, they fhewed them their inward: deformity, And having tooke offan¢ fawues, 
that, they tryed the mettell of them, and keptit, andtheparts which were of no 
worth they gave the fuperfticious people. 

Moreover this which followes, which was not unlike the former, the Emperor 
performed, After hee had thus tooke the pretious matter. wherewith chefe dead 
Images was compofed, hee attempted alfo thedemolifhing the brazen Statues 
and Images of men, erected to perpetuate their memories, and the defacing of all 
, fabulous gods. And looked diligently that no relickesof {uperftition and errour 
fhould lurke any where. Foras an Eagle flying in the ayre, is fharpe fighted in 
difcerning things farre diftanton the earth: fo hee ont of’hisroyall Pallace, be- 
held from thence. as froma watch-Towre, that there wasa netifpred'in Phanictay 
to enfnare mens foules ; namely a wood and aChappell,not to beautifie any City, 
but in a by-place out of the way, were confecrated to Venus that wicked Devill, 
on the top of mount Libanon,as a Schoole of wickedneffe to thofe that were given 
to wickedneffe,and by fuch intemperance did weaken their bodies; For fofteffe- 
minate men, without all modefty did know one another as if they had been wo- 
men,and fo delighted the Devill. What wicked meetings were thereof women, 
what fecret violation of marriage vowes and other wicked: Acts were committed 
in that impure, and wicked Chappell. Neither did any one take notice of this 
wickednefle to punith it, forno honeft mandid ever come thither.» But yet our) /enusChap- 
Emperour foone difcovered it,and out of his gracious/providence, heethoughe it Pell on the 
unfit that the Sunne fhould fhine on'fuch a Chappell , and therefore he comman= 7 of Moune 

, : “om . ,, Libanon dew 

ded that it fhould beedemolifhed, together with the Statuesand Images therein; molithed by 
which was prefently performed by a band of fouldiers. And fuch ashad beene’ con/antine. 
hitherto addi@ed to Luxury, by the Emperours: comminations, and threatnings; 
werereducedtocontinency, and mode(ty? ‘Arid in this manner, when the Em- 
perour hadexpofed tothe view of all men, thefe Impoftures of wickedneffe, 
wherewith mens minds were blinded, then hee freely made’knowne' his Saviour 
untoallmen, Neither could any Divell, Southfayer, or Prophet; hinder him from 
detecting cheirerrors. Sothat méns minds were no longer darkened with error’; 
but being illuminated with the firicere beames of true religion, they condemned 
theit Anceftérs ignorance, they-pittiéd . their ‘blindneffe,and thought themfelves 
happy, that théy’ were ‘freed ftom their errours.' And thus the Emperour by 71.7 yranny 
Gods: affiftance’did quickely- vanquifh all’ his enemies both vifible, and invifible} ccated when 
{6 that all the world injoy’d a fettléd quiethefle,and peace, \ There wasno'wartes; Idolatry was 
nor plurality of gods; nor diffention in Cities; ‘as’ before when the Divels were abolithe:. 
worfhipped ; nor arly effufion' of bloud, as before when the mad Adoration’ of 
many gods flourifhed, : ics ei Ptah } eoimarg t i] OW FO ai } 

‘But we nay: confider the new Cominon-wealth with the ancient, dnd che ftate 
of matters changed from the worfe to the better, and to confider how artificially; 
the Porchés; Temples, and: Chappels weré builtin feverall Cities, the'Chappels 
adorned and beautified, ard how the Tyrants ‘did then efteeine their gods’: aiid 
the heathen people did reverence, and perforine' the Country rites, and ceremonies 
LOTS to 
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co Statues and Images erected in fields, ‘and other places, and alfo in their honfes. 
and Bed-chambers, For which they were not rewarded as we have becne, with 
a mutuall peace and concord, but the contrary, as warres,and feditions,, whereby, . 
their Countries were wafted by maffacres and flaughters.. And although che 
gods whom they'did reverence, did by their Oracles promife the Emperours, 2. 
The vanity foreknowledge of allevents, yet they could not prophefie of their owne de- 
ofthe hea. {truction, nor forefee their owne ruine. Which isa chiefe argument to continue 
chen gods and them of fraud and deceit. Neither could any of:them who. were formerly for : 
oracles. their Oracles greatly admired, foretell of our Saviours comming into the worlds, 
The Divels por of his preaching the Gofpell unto all men: yea neither Pythins him{elfe un- 
ignorant of derftood, nor any other of thofe powerfull Divels could foretell their owne de- 
ters, firution, or who fhould deftroy them. Moreover what Southfayer or Propher 
did foretell, that the Idolatrous worfhip of thofe gods fhould bee fuppretled, 
when a certaine child fhould bee borneintothe world, and that the fincsre wor= 
fhip and knowledge of God fhould bee declared unto allmen. —W ho had fore- 
knowledge of the advancement of our Empire to this height of Piety, or of. 
our Emperonrs victories, and fubduing the powers of the Divell, and the {up- 
preffing of their Images, reverenced in high places: W ho knew that the Statucs 
of the ancient Heroes fhould bee molted, and beftowed' and converted to necef=. 
fary ufes, Whichof the gods hath made mention of the demolifhing of their 
Images, and expofing them to derifion? Where are thofe gods, that cannot 
defend their owne Images from devaftation ? Where are thele defenders, who 
made warres before in their defence, and doe now behold their enemies living in, 
peace and profperity ? | 
Where are thofe beleeversin thefe gods, who being pufted up with vaine per- 
{wafions, endevoured to advance errour tothe height, and maintained warres 
againft the defenders of the truth? Truely thofe miferable men perifhed mife- 
rably, andunhappily. - Where are now thofe Gyants that warred again{t God ? 
Where are thofe hiffing Dragons, who having whetted their tongues, did caft 
forth blaf{phemous {peeches againft God himfelfe ? They truly trafting in the mul~ 
tide of their gods, and carrying into. the field the effigies and ftatutes of dead 
men, their whole Army was overthrowne by Gods power. And heere our Em- 
couftantines Perour being armed with the breaftplate of Piety, having ereGted the. falutary 
viGorie over figné of the Crofle, asa terrour tovhis €riemies, obtained the victory over them. 
Chriftsene-- And afterward hee gave thankes unto God, the giver of victories, and by erecting 
athe Pillars,and by fpeech, hee declared the. great vertue of this triumphant. figne, 
pees and in the'midft of the royall Cicy hee caufed this trophy to bee erected, and com- 
Cenffantine mmanded openly thar all fhould acknowledge this folitary figne, which could ne- 
erccth the ver be abolifhed, and which was the defence of the Romane Empire, which hee 
pigs _ taught all men to doe efpecially his Souldiers, and that they ought not to put their 
of the Crolic. truft in Speares, or other kinds of Armcur whatfoever, nor in ftrength of body, 
but to confeffe God to bee the giver of victory, and all good things. ‘Wherefore 
inthis manner the Emperour.(oh;wonderfall to beheard: ) inftru&ed his Army 
in the difcipline of Prayer, and delivered them. pious precepts concerning prayer 
agreeable tothe facred word,  Firft chat they Should lift their hands up to heaven. 
afterward thatthey thould lift their-thoughts and cogitations.up to God, and 
praying unto him whois.the giver of vi@tory, the preferver, keeper, and defender 
of allthings, andthey fhould chiefely.efteemethe Lords day, as aday fet aipart 
for prayer, and his fervice, and thatie,was fo called from him},,who isthe Lord of 
light, life, immortality, and all.goodnefle. And moreover hee putteth in pra- 
ice his owne precepts, fometimes in his Court worfhipping our Savioury,.and 
praying unto him, fometimes hee, inftru@ted himéelfe by hearing the. Scripture 
read. ? (a : iow 99 f seca 2 
Moreover thofe whoarehis Minilter are men,confecrated to. God:and the kee- 
pers of his pallace are grave vertuous men, and his guard defigned for the defence 
of his body, being armed with faithfull loyalry,.doe. acknowledge that the/Em- 
perours 
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perours pious and religious life isexemplary unto them: Moreover the Em perout’ . 
honoureth the pritagohal figne of the Crofle, having really experienced and found’ 
the divine power that is therein. For by ic the multitudes of his enemies were put? The vertue o€ 
to flight ; by it the waine oftentation of the enemies of God was fuppreffed, the the figne of 
petulant tongues of evil {peakers,and wicked men were filenced:: by it the barba- th¢ Croffe. 
rous people were fubdued, by it the invifible powers of the divel, were vanquifhed 
and driven away, and by it the {uper{titious errotirs were confuted, and abolithed, 
Alfo the Emperour laftly acknowledging that hee had received all'that abundance 
of felicity, and happinefle which hee enjoyed by the power thereof: hee ere@ted . 
every where in honour thereof triumphane Pillars, And commanded that Temples, 
Churches, and Chappels fhould bee buile at his owne royall charge. So that the 
Emperour fuddenly raifed many royall workes, which pious workes did filently 
upbraid the wickednefle of the Tyrants, For they formerly out of their blind mad- 
nefle, waging warre againft God, like mad-dogs thewed their raging {pight to the 
Churches, which they could not doe againft God, which were quite detaced and 
demolifhed, as Cities thac aretaken by an enemy. For while they playing their 
Comedy of wickednefle, they were punithed for their mad refiltance of God. For 
not long afterward they were all ftracken dead with thunder from heaven, fo that 
none ot their feede, nor generation, norno memory of them remained, butall of 
them (although they were many) were punithed with divine ludgements, And - 
for their mad refiftance of God, they came to fucha fatall end. But our gracious 
Emperour (¢n/tantine, trufting onely in the Salucary Trophy of the Croffe, hee 
alone, yet nota'one (for the King of Kings affifted him) built new Temples and 
Churches, fairer than thofe that were demolifhed. And firft he beautified (onftan- 
tinople with divers Churches, afterward hee adorned the chiefe City of Bithynia 
witha faire beautifull Temple, and other chiefe Cities inthe like manner, and he 
began to build two famous Monuments in the Ealt, becau(e from thence as it were 
from a tountaine the River of Salvation did’ flow toall Nations, * the other in = The buil. 
the Afetropolitan City of the Ealt called Antioch, in which being the principall ding of the 
City of that Countrey hee confecrated and dedicated a faire Church to God, both Church at 
for largenefle and beauty, And hee encompaffed the Templeiround abont with Antioch, 

long Cloifters, and hee raifed the San@tuary very high, and built it inan O@an- 
_ gular or eight cornerd forme, with many buildings round about it, and made it 
very faire and beautifull. Thefethings were thus performed by our gracious Em- 
perour. Bucthae which followes hee performed in Paleftine. In the mid(t of the Another at 
City of Ierufalem, ‘hee adorned ina coltly manner a faire Church, confecrate to Lerufalem, 
theimemory of our Saviours Paflion, and another dedicated tothe figne of the 
Croffe, asaifo hee beautified our Saviours Monument as aMonument to remaine 
to polterity of his conqueft over death, “And befides he honoured three Myfticall confanrine 
Caves, by building over them three Chappels.  Firlt the Cave wherein Chrift built three 
firft appeared to the world. Alfo in memory of, his afflumption, hee built another ene, a! 
Monument on the top of the Mountaine, And laft hee built a faire Temple, where Ci). 
our Saviour by his paifion did conquersthe world, and wrought our falvation, 
All thefe places the Emperour beautified ; who declareth the vertue of the Crofle 
toall men, and doth ingenioufly acknowledge’ that God hath rewarded himb 
inlarging his family, and Empire, and hath given hima long raigne, and eftabli- 
fhed the hope of fucceflion to his Progeny. For moreover this declareth the 
power of God whom Conftantine reverenceth, that hee diftributing the talents 
of his Iuftice, doth equally remunerate all forts of men. For on thofé who had 
oppofed his Church,the juftrewards of their wickednefle were infli@ed, for they 
and their pofterity were {uddainely extinguifhed, But our gracious Emperor, who 
honoured and ferved God, and built Churches to his glory, and other Monuments 
tothake him knowneto his Subjeés, found God a gracious Protector; both to 
defend his Empire; and Progeny. And thus the wonderfull workes of God wera 
exposed to the view ofall by the divine vertue of the faving figne of thé Croffe.’ 
Jn praife whereaf thofé who have devoted themfelvesto the holy ftudy of divi- 

: n nity 
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Theefficari. Hity may {peake moreat large. For this was that true falutary figne (which is 
ous power of both incredible and wonderfull) which affoone as it. was (eene on the earth, dif: 
the Gene of . covered the vanity of thofe fabulous factions invented concerning, the falfe gods,, 
the Croflt. and as it banifhederrours, foitenlightned the mind and underftanding with the 
knowledge.of the onely trne God. Sothatevery one being converted unto God, 

did {pit upon the ftatues and Images of dead men, and did tread under their 

feete, thofe execrable rites, whetewith they were wont to reverence the Divell, 

and derided the errours of thtir Anceftors. And Divines inftruéted menin whole- 

{ome dostrines, that they fhould not hereafter worfhip,or reverence any vifible 

creature: and that they fhould notlift up their eyes to the Sunne, Moone, and 

Starres, and admire them ; butthat they (hould confefle him to bee the: Creator 

of the world who dwelleth in the Heavens and is invifible, and fnould learne 

onely to .worfhip. and reverence him. And thus this wonderfull figne of the 

Croffe was beneficial to mankind,by vertue whereof evil was abolifhed,and mens 

minds were more enlightned with the beames of Piety and religion. For precepts 
admpnitions, and exhortations tending to modeftie and godlinefle of life, were 

in culcated into the eares of all:Nations, and the Emperour himfelfe did inftruct 

them therein. And truely it is wonderfull, that fo great and potenta Prince, as 

it were a Pophet of thehigh God, dothdaily cry unto the world, andenvire them 

to the knowledge of the true God, And moreover ‘in his royall Court, thereare 

not as formerly vaine wicked men, but religious Prielts, and Minifters of God dee 

fing Hymnes and praifes unto God, and hee is glorified of allmen. The Gofpell 

which promifeth all good thingsunto us, doth reconcile God unto mankind, »and. 

~ fheweth that our heavenly Father isand will bee propitious and gracious tohis 
children on earth. Whom celeftiall Quires doe praife with all kind of trium- 

phant hymnes, whom all men together with the Companies of the bleffed An- 

gels doe praifejand laud. Both thofe who inhabite the Welt,and thofe who dwelt 

Vuonima _ Eattward were inftruéted by his precepts to honour God. And: thofe who :dwell 
confent inte- Northward and Southward doe all praife him, doe leade a godly life according 
ie hehe tothe prefcript of Scripture, doe praife God the Father, the Creator of the world, 
hole el 1, and his onely begotten Sonne our Saviour: and doe acknowledge our Emperonr 
3 to be the fole governour of the world, .andhisfonnes the Ce/ars., But-heelike 
a wife and gracious Emperour and governour, doth governe our age, walketh in 

aright. way, and holdeth the {terne.of government, and doth bring his fubjects 

with a faire wind tothe fafeand quiet Haven of profperity. And Gad himfelfe

of God, which are generally praifed, yet the gratefull monuments whichto' ex- 

preffe your gratitude to your defender and Saviour;»you have jeer in our Coun- 

trey. Paleftine inthe City of Jernfalem, whence’ as it were om afonntaine the 

W ord of God did flow unto dther rations; the trophiés of “his vctory over dgxth 
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erected in Churches and Temples confecrared to God: and your royall and mag= 
nificent workes, built to Gods glory, doe manifeltly declare your pious mind and 
intention. And as thofe who being illuminated by the irifpiration of the holy 
Ghoft, doe underftand and acknowledge divine matters, and doe therefore ad- 
mire your Grace, and acknowledge you moft happy, that your thind was fturred 
up by divine infpiration to performe thefe actions, fo fome who altogether igno- 
rantof divinity, doe f{cofte and laugh at them, thinking it an unfitand unfeemely 
matter, that fo Potent an Emperour fhould bend his ftudy and endevour to build 
the Monuments and Sepulchers of dead bodies. Moreover fome will fay, were 
itnot better to maintaine his Countries rights, orders , and Ceremonies, and 
doe reverence to thofe Heroes and Gods, which other nations doe worfhip, not 
deteft or fhunne them for that violence which hath beene of late offerd them, 
For either wee ought to account them godsas well as Chrift; feeing hee fuffered 

like calamities, or if they are to bse rejected becaufe they were obnoxious to 
adverfity and Paffion, the fame opinion is to bee held concerning Chrift: Thus 
{ome of them perhaps will fay with bended browes: who feemeth wife in his 
opinion, and doth arrogantly boaft of his vaine infolence.. But the moft gracious 

Sonne of the mott mercifull Father, the Word of God, pardonerh not onely his 
ignorance, but the ignorance of all others that fall into errour : who hath (owed 

the precepts and feeds of his divine do@rine, through the whole world : who 

hath called men of all Countries, Townes, Villages, and Cities, nay thofe dwel- 

ling in wilderneffe tothe knowledge of divine matters : who being the merci- 

fall Saviour and Phyfitian of Soules hath commanded Grecians, and Barbarians, 

wife and foolifh, poore and rich, matters and fervants, Princes and Subjects, nay 
wicked, unjutt, ignorant * finnersand bla{phemers, t> come to the knowledge of 

God, and make hafttoknowhim. For hee promifing that hee will forget wic- pyar si 
kedneffes whichare already committed, faith * Come unto mee al you that labour, Maho. 
and are heavy laden, and Iwillrefrefh jou. Andagaine, Icame nor to call thejuft but 
froners torepentance: for thofe that are well have noneed of the Phyfitian, but 

thofe thatare ficke. Andinanother place. Iwill not the death of a finner but that 

hee repent, Hence hee that waigheth the aforelaid cautes, may ealily conceive and nat 
bee per{waded that our gracious Emperour, by furpernaturall infpiration learned ©°7:*"*, 
divinity : andalfo to admire hisgreat piety, and to beleeve; that hee bettowed 

bis paines and labour in building our Saviours Monument, mooved thereunto by 

divine infpiration, and by Gods appointment, whofe Servant hee profeffed him- 

felfe, and gloriedto bee made the Inftrument of fo pious a worke, “Being per- 
{waded (moft potent Emperour) that the remembrance of thefe ations are moft 
pleafant and acceptable to your Grace, I intended im this prefenc {peech to de-, 
clarethe reafonsand caufes of thefe your graces pious, and religions a@tions; for= 
afmuchas'I defired to be the Interpreter of your graces mind and intention, thar 

fo I might declare unto all that are zealous and-defirous of knowledge the pro- 
mifes of the Gofpell , and of falvation by our Saviour Chrift, for which he who’ 
wasbefore alltime, and governed and ruled the world » came'downe at length 
fromheaven tous: for which hee cloathed himfelfe with-our humane nature : 

for which hee lattly ofterd him(elfe to death, and taught the ignorant the know- 

edge of that immortall life whichis tocome, and demonftrated in himfelfe the 
inyltery of the refurreétion from dead. But now the timé feemeth to require, 

that wee fhould now begin to difcourfe thereof. “They tritely, who have given 

that Worfhin which is due:torhe Creator and ‘governour-of the world, tothe 
Creature, and have receivedsthe:Sunne; the Moone,-and other parts of the world, 

as the firft Elements, earth, water, ayre, fire'in’ {tead of the Creator, and have 

called them Gods, which could have had noexiltence, effence, or name, except 

the Word of God; ‘whereby:the:world was made) had created them, are like 

unto thofe who containe the: Architeét of faire tru@ure or Pallace, and doe ad- } 
mire;the roofe the wals, the Pictures drawne with artificial colours, ‘the guile 
worke, and the carving of ftones'; and doe attribute ‘them to the honour and” 
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name of the worke, when it’s juft and meete, to afcribe the wonde rfull curtefie 
of both not to the vifible peece of worke, but to the workeman, and to acknow- 
ledge his wifdome in the Creation of all his workes. Moreover they are but 
children in judgement, who admire a Harpe,being an Inftrament of (even {trings, 
when it yeeldeth a {weet harmonions found, and never confider the wifdome 
and Ingenuity of the Inventor thereof: or thefe, who negledting the Captaine 
by whofe meanes they obtained the victory inthe warres, doe crowne his fpeare 
and Buckler with triumphant Garlands ; or like thefe Cittizens, who honour 
their market-place, their ftreetes, houfes, inanimate Temples, and Schooles, 2s 
much as the potent King who founded and buite cheirCiry : efpecially when they 
ought not to reverence the Pillarsand Stones, but the wife founder, who raifed 
facha worke,, and provided Lawes and Statutes for the government thereof. In 
the fame manner they who doe behold the univerfall world, oughtnot to attri- 
bute the Creation thereof tothe Sunne, or any other celeftiall body, but to ac- 
knowledge it to bee the workemanthip of Gods wifdome : to praife the Creator, 
and maker thereof, to honour and reverence him, and preferre him before all 
his Creatures,by renuing them,and to praife and glorifie the W ofd of God the mo-=: 
derator of the world, who cannot corpotally, but {piritually bee difeerned.. For 
none doe call the eyes of a.wife man wife, or hishead; hands, feete or other parts 
of his body ; much leffle his mantle wherewith hee is cloathed, or his houfe ot 
houfholdituffe, or any of his utenfils : buta wifcman doth admire. the invifible 
ingenuity, and wifedome of his Soule, * And by this rea/on, we ought to admire 
the onely begotten Word of God, whois invifible, who framed and fafhioned 
the world, and governethit by his providence, befo:eall_ the vitible workes of 
cthe Creation (whichare created fubftances, fined. out of the concretion of one 
matter ): whence God the moft excellent effence, and Creator of all things 
begot, and made him the Governour of the world. Forin regard it was im- 
poffible, thatthe fraile and brittle effence of bodies,-and the nature of reafonable 
creatures asof man, fhouldbee able to approach unto the prefence of God the 
Father, the, Creator of the world,\inregard of his. incredible excellency above 
him (for hee is unbegotten-or uncteated, {eared farre above the world. ineffable, 


a rimot8. and unapproachable. * Who dwellethin inacceflable light, as the facred Scrip- 


tures {peake ; but man was created and made of nothing; farre inferiour unto the 
effence of God which was unbegottenand uncreated } and therefore not without 
caufe God the governour. of this'world;out of his mercy and gracious clemency, 
made his onely begotten Sonne a powerfull mediator, who is next and neereft une 
tohim, and partaketh of all his counfells, whocame downe tous who were falne 
from heaven in Paradife, and wasin {ome fort confyrmable to our nature. For 
God the Father. could notbee.joyned with the nature of fraile matter, ora mor- 
tallbody. . And therefore Godthe Word undertooke the adminiftration of this 
world,’ and taking the raynes thereof in his owne hands, by hisdivinity, hee did 
coverne it, asit. pleafed him, by his.wifdome, whofe force and power may bee 
hence difcerned. For if thofe parts-of the world, which we call the firtt elements, 
earth, water, ayre, fire, which are vifible, doe fubfit by themfelves: if there bee 
one effence or matter of all things, which Philofophers skilfull in nature: doe 
ufually call ¢arom. that.is a matter capable of all formes, orthe mother and nurfe 
of .all. things: .if itbee voyde of forme or kind;::and without foule and reafons 
whence may fome fay hath itthis ingenerated beauty ?. whence isthe diftribution 
ofelements in it 2 : whence is-the coherence, :andagreement of contraries ? who 
hath commanded the. follid earth to: fwimme,asit were, -and hang in the follid 
ayre. Who hathcompelled the watertwhich naturally tendeth downeward, to 
mount up by a contrary motion intothe clouds ¢ who hath fo lockt up the natu 
rall force of fire, that it fhould lye hide in ftones?' and-who hath mingled it with 
contrary qualities? whohath focoupled thefire and ayre together, fo that they doe 
not refit or fight againft each other, but mutually agree ? who-hath enlarged the 
dayes of mortall men-yieventoan ages length? who hath created the male - 
tre 
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the female, and fo coupled them together by mutual! agreement, that dil crea= 
tures fhould by thembe generated ? who hath given to the feede which by na- 
turets fluent, andcorruptible, power to animate a body ? Who hath effected all 
thefe things and infinite more, which deferve more admiration? Who hath given 
every day and ev: ry houre anaturall power for the production of all things? True- 
iy the wonderfull word of God is the authour of all thefe things, and the trué 
caute thereof. ¥ or the omnipotent word of God diffufing it felfe threugh all parts 
of the world,doth hold and comprehend it as it were in his hand, and by his powet 
collecting all homogeneous matter, doth by hisgreat power, forme and fafhi- 
on of bodies, cloathing their naked effence with forme and fhape, and thofe bo- 
dies which are disjoyned by nature he gathereth into one diftiné@ {pecies and kind; 
as men gather {tones out of one part of a worke which belong to another. And 
moreover in acertaine ineffable manner he governeth the Sunne, Moone, and 
other celeftiall luminaries, and guideth their motions to the univerfall benefit ofs 
the world. Andthe fame word dof God defcending downe unto the earth doth 
procreate divers leinds of living Creatures, and many faire and beautifull kinde 
of Plants. 

And moreover penetrating into the profound depths of the Sea; he fafhioned The wotd of 
all kinde of {wimming fithes, and produced their infinite and innumerable formes Godthe — 
and forts of all kindes of living creatures. Alfo that which is conceived in the Creator of al 
woibe, he perfecteth within, as it were in the fhop of nature, and beftoweth "8 
on it the forme and fhape ofa living creature, Moreover he maketh the fluent and 
heavy {ubflance of water mount up into the clouds by exhalations, and there gi- 

Ving ita new {weetnefle, in fit times and feafons he fendeth ic downe againe to 
the earthin moderate raine: and like a good husbandman at convenient times 
he watereth the fields ; and foby tempering drowth with moyfture, he adorneth 
them with an equall diftribution of his gifts, fometimes he apparrels them in a 
greene mantle of of grafle, embroidered with flowers, fometimes he perfimeth 
them with fweete odours, fometimes beantifieth them with divers kindes of 
fruites, and makes them pleafant to the tafte, But why fhould I endeavour to 
declare the power of the word of God, feeing mortalitie is not comprehenfible 
thereof, and therefore our attempt is unpofhible ? Some truely doe ufually call 
him the nature of the world,fome the foule of the whole world, others fate, others: 
God the governour of the world: and thus by confounding divers things and dif= 
ferent, they affirme thatthe power of the father, which governethall and is un- 
begotten, defcending from heaven toearth, mingled it felfe with bodies and 
fraile matter, and fo fd conftitute a middle effence betweene mortall and immor- 
tall {ubltances. And this is their opinion, . 

But the divine doétrine of the holy Scriptures doe affirme that hee is the caufe The word of 
and authour of all goodneffe, and dothexceede all humane comprehenfion : and God the au- 
therefore cannot be defcribed by words,nor expreffed by {peech, nor called by any tour par 
appellation, nor conceived by thought, and that he is not circumfcribed within ee a 
any body, nor intheayre, norin any part of the world, but that hee is every” 
where, aboveall, andincomprehenfible,, Him the divine Scriptures doe deliver 
tobethe onely true God, being feparated from all corporall effence, obeying 
none,. but governing all. Wherefore allthings are {aide to proceede from him, 
pot by him, But-he like an Emperour in his fecret Pallace, dwelling in inac- 
ceflible light, doth moderate and governe all things according to his owne free 
pleafure, and power, Forall thingsthat have being, have their being from him; 
and when he pleafeth they haveno being.. He willeth all: good things, becaufe 
he himfelfe is goodneffe it felfe.. But God.the word by whomall things are; pro= 
ceedeth from all eternity frona his gracious Father, like a River flowing from a 
cleere and large fountaine, tothe good and prefervation of the world, And that 
1 may-prefent it unto you by a familiar example ; our * Soule ( which is invifible, Theiminic 
and whofe eflence no. man knoweth)is as it werea King, who refideth in his roye ,. cit : 
all Chamber of'prefence, and confulteth with himfelfe, of matters to be done ; 
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fpeech which proceedeth by an ineffable manner from the foule, as froma Parent, 
and is brought forth by an unexpreffible power, doth declare unto all her Parents 
counfels and thoughts, and doth divulge ‘his fecret deliberations and intentions, 
chatall hearing them; may receive fruite, andbenefitthereby. And yet no man 
hath ever beheld the foule which dwelleth in fecret, and is the Parent of fpeech. 
* In the fame manner ( though indeed it cannot be defcribed by any refemblance 
or example,,). He is the perfect word of God, who is the onely begotten Sonne of 
*Whoisthe the Father, which is not formed of words'or fyllables, nor 1s exprefied by out- 
word of Go NWR. é eZ % 
and the onely Ward pronunciation : but is the living and powerfull word of God, the fame 
begotten Son, with himin effence, and asthe power and wifedome of God proceedeth from the 
" " divinity of the father : who is the good off-{pring of his good father,the common 
Saviour of all men, refrefhing all living creatures with the ftreames of his grati- 
ous favour,powring forth out of his fulneffe Rivers of reafon,wifedome light, and 
all good things, and enlivening therewith all things neere him, and things farre 
diftant onthe Earth, or inthe Seay or wherefoever, Towhichhe hath prefcri- 
bed certaine, bounds,limits, lawes, and as it were naturall inheritances: and out 
of hisroyall power, giveth to every one of them that which !s meete, and conve- 
nient : and hath affigned fome of them their feates in the orbes, which are above 
the world, fomehe hath placed in heaven, fomehe hath ordained to livein the 
ayre, and fome onthe Earth : afterward he rancketh them in their feverall or= 
ders, diftinguifhing living creatures into feverall kindes, and beftowing on them 
feverall qualities and properties. He provideth food and nourifhment not onely 
for man, butalfo for irrationall creatures, procreated for the ufe of man, andbe- 
ftoweth upon thefe a mortall life, and maketh the orher partaker of eternall life, 
and he being the word of God, worketh and effecteth all things according to his 
pleafure, he is prefentevery where by his divine power, and according to his 
fathers divine will and power he governeth all inferiour things in fit, and conve- 
nient manner, and by communicating his power, joyneth mortall effences with 
the eternall in the genus of fubftance. For Gad the word is as it were a firme 
band, whereby things farre differentdo meete, and are bound together, fo that 
they cannot fail farther afunder. ‘He is that providence, by which all things are 
adminiftred, he is the governour of the world, he is the onely begotten Sonne 
of Godthe father, God the Word. For in the beginning was the Word, andthe 
Word was with God, and God was the Word: ~All things were made by him, and with- 
out him nothing was made, that was made, asthe words of the holy Scripture doe 
teftifie,, He fowed'the feedes, from whence all things in the world doe fpring, 
and waxetipe, and being watered with fhowers fent downe from him, doth 
cloth the world with a freth coloured greene, and with beautifull habiliments, 
He holding the rainesof the government of the world in his hands, doth rule ic 
according to his fathers pleafure, and according to his compaffe doth guide and 
fteere the Ship of this world. Therefore God the Father, having out of himfelfe 
begotten his onely begotten Sonne, by him created the world :_ and did in 4 man- 
ner enclofe him being his word like a Soule in an inanimate body,and that eflence 
which was voyd of forme, fhape,Soule, and figure, ‘by his divine power he illne 
minated, and enlinened. For we muftunderftand and conceive that he madeand 
gave life to all materiall concrete bodies, compounded of the elements : and 
that he is that light that proceeded from the ineffable light of his father, with 
whom, though he be one in effence, as proceeding from the father, yet hee hath 
many diftinét offices. And yet although there are many parts of the world, wee 
mutt not thinke thatit is governed by many powers, ‘nor becaufe there are many 
Creatures, we otight'to conceive that there are many gods. For theit off-{pring 
and pofterity, who introduced a multitude of gods, like children did runne inte 
Pluralityof grievouserrors, while they attributed-the parts of the world to féverall gods, 
ee ae and fo divided one world into many, ‘asifany one, ‘a man being fet before him, 
y inttoduced: Arould fay, ‘that his eyesalfo: were a maw, and’ his éares another man, and his 
headanother, and fo his necke, brealt, ‘fhoulders, feeré) and hands, and in 
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his diftin€& members, andlimbes, and\alf6 the faculties of his enfes) arid jn Briefe 
fhould affirme that one man were many mens whereby his ignorance would be- 
come ridiculous to wife men. And the fame may be faid of him, who out of the 
diverfe parts of the world doth raife an infinite number of gods; Or he that the 
world having an originall and beginning, and confifting of many parts, is a god, 
not knowing thaw the divine nature is indivifible in parts.» For if it fhould {ubGtt 
by concretion, it muftbe with fome other {ubftance : but it cotild not be adivine 
eflence if it fhould confilt of many parts. For if it (hould be compounded cf parts, 
fome better, and fome worfe, how could it be fimple, and farre more excel- 
"Tent than the vifible world ? Wherefore that Herau/d of triith faith thus s the 
word of truth, who is before all things, he onely is the Saviour of all men, But Colof‘t: 
(Sod the authour of generation, who cannotbe exprefled, is the onely caufe of all 
things, and is the Father of the word, being his on:ly begotten Sonne, and 
there isno fuperiour caufeabove him. Therefore he isonely, and his onely be- 
gotten Sonne our Saviour proceeding from him, the onely word of God; whois 
allinall, Forasa Harpe doth confit of many {trings, and thofe unlike, whereof 
fome are trebles, fomebafes, the one founding high and fhrill, the other dee pe 
and bigge, the other are Tenors, and all of themare fitly ufed in Muficke: fo this 
vifible world is made and framed of many parts, whofe natures are partly cold, 
partly hot; partly mouft, and partly dry, which are qualities repugnant and cor- 
trary oneto another : out of whofe equall temperature the world is framed, {6 
that it is,as it. were,an harmonious inttrument which God himfelfe hath tuned. 
But the divine word neither confiteth of parts, nor is concrete of contrary quae 
lities, but being without parts, and conctetion,doth skillfully; as I may fay, play 
onthe inftrument ofthe world, and makeit yeelda fweete harthony to his F4- 
ther, For as many limbs and parts are compacted, and joyned in one body, and 
as one incorporeall foule doth animate them all, andis wholly in every part: fo 
there is one world confifting of divers parts,and allo one word of God, whois all 
in all and the authour,and caufe of all things. Whe thou cafteft thy eyes upward to 
behold the whole world, doft thounot fee one heaven, contayning in it an inf- 
nite multitude of ftarres, which are rowled and carried about in theit orbes > And 
againe, that there is one Sunne, that with his plenteous light obfcureth, and 
darkeneth the refplendant brightneffe of the other ftarres. In the fame manner 
there is one word of one father, and one gracious Sonne, of one gracions fathers Perfettion in 
But ifany one aske why there are not mote, he may as well aske why there aré unity, 
hot more Sunnes,more Moones,or more worlds, like a madman endeavouring to 
pervert the order ofnature. Moreover asin fenfible matters, oné Sune enligh- 
tens and illuminates the whole world: fo in intelligible matters, one inviftble 
word of God, whichis omnipotent, doth illuminate all things.’ Moreover, in 
man there is onefoule, and one reafonable facultie, which efeteth divers matters, 
for it is endued with variety of knowledge, fo that it contriveth how to plough 
and till the ground, to build fhips,and fteere them, and to build houfes. And be- 
fides man by reafon is capable of infinite Arts and Sciences. For it conceiveth and 
apprehendeth Geometry, and Aftronomy, and it delivereth precepts and princi-~ 
plesofGrammer, Rhetoricke, and Phyficke, and alfo it invented manual} trades, 
and handicrafts. But never any man yet thought, that there were many fouiles in 
one body, or that there were many effences in man,becaufe he is capable of many 
{ciences : If any one finding alump ofelay; fhould foften itand worke it with 
his hands, untill he had brought it to the fhape of {ome creattire, and fhould by 
his art fafhion his head in one fhape, his hands and feete in anothtr; his eyes in 
another, and his cheekes, cares, mouth, nofe, breaft, inanother fhape ; although 
there were many figaresand formes, many parts and limbs artificially fabricared 
andunired inone bodys “Yet we mult not thinke there were fo many workemen 
to fathion it as there were figures, but tather acknowledge it the workemanfhip 
of one Artift, ‘andto praife and admire his Art onely, that could finifh and per- 

ect fo great'a worke, ‘by the ftrength and ability of his owne reafon. The fame 
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142 Eufebius Pamphilus, bs Oration tn 
fay bé faid alfo of the whole world, which being one, although it confilt of ma- 
ny patts, that it was fabricated by many gods, but by the onely power of God, 
and by the onely wifedome of God, whereby all things were creaced, and fra- 
med, whofe power penetrateth the world, procreateth all things, enlifeneth 
them, by which the elements of all bodies compounded thereof doe fubfift.. In 
like manner there is one bright Sunne, which doth both enlighten the ayre, and 
givelight tothe fight, and warme the feeling, and make the Earth fertile and 
fruitefull, and caufeth plants to increafe, and produceth the viciffitudes,and chan- 
ges of times, and ruleth the courfe of the ftarres, and maketh the heavens moove 
ina circular motion, and aderneththe world with his bright beames, and doth 
evidently declare the infinite power of God. And yet he performeth all afo efaid 
The nature by the power of one nature, Befideg the nature of ire is the like, for the heate 
of fire. thereof purifieth gold, melteth lead, {oftneth waxe,; hardneth clay, and hu- 
mid moift matter ishardned, {0 many effects are produced from the naturall ef- 
ficacy and power of fire. Inthe fame manner we may {peake concerning God 
the Word, governour ofthe world. Forhe peirceth through all, is in all, pe- 
The power netrateth through all things celeftiall and terreftiall, governeth all ocenlt qualities 
ofGodthe and invifibilities, and by a fecret and inexplicable power ruleth the Sunne,the Hea- 
Word. vens, and the whole world, is vertually and efficacionfly in all things, aud actu- 
ateth them by his power. Moreover, hee enlightneth the Sunne, Moone; and 
Starres, with light derived from the fountaine of eternal light. He hath fafhi- 
oned the wide and capacious heavens asa fhaddow of his owne creatneffe, and 
he rulech it continually and everlaflingly, were the Angels {pirits, and intelligen~ 
ces, and the powers oflight, and life, wifdome, vertue, honefty,and goodneffe, 
which are placed in heaven above the world, he fillech with the treafures of his 
owne wifedomeandriches. Andby his conftant Art of Archite@ure, he repatreth 
the effence of the elements by their muruall tran{mutations, and affordeth matter 
for the procreation of other bodies by the mixture and compofition of the ele- 
ments, And giveth feverall diftinguifhing formes, figures, fhapes; and «uali+ 
ties, tomen, beafts and plants, his power produceth all things, andthereby ma- 
keth it appeare, that this world fo fitly and neately compacted and framed, was 
the worke of the word of God, whois called the workeman of the world. 
The Word oF Moreover, letus now unfold the caufe, why the potent powerfull word of 
Gaddefen. 0d defcended unto men, Men through ignorance not confidering that this word 
det untamen of God did governe heaven andearth, and that he proceeded fromthe fountaine 
of his fathers divine effence, thathe wasevery where prefent, and that his-care 
and providence was extended towards man, therefore they attributed the facred 
name of God tothe Sun,Moone, the Heavens,and the Starres. Neither did they 
Saence ce ftay here,but they accounted the earth,and the fruites proceeding from thence and 
multitude of their corporall food, tobe gods, for they made the Images of Ceres, Profeerpine, 
heathen gods Bacchus, and the like. Neither were they contented herewith, but their owne 
proceeded. thought, and f{peech the interpreter thereof they called gods: they called the 
epee: minde (Minerva, and {peech Afercary, and the faculties of the foule, whereby 
Mercury,  Sciencesare apprehended and conceived they attributed to ~Aaemo/yne and the 
Maemofyne. ©Mu/es, Neither did their folly end here. but they proceeded in their impiety 
UM ufes. increa(ing their perverfe opinions, efteeming. the affe@ions and paffions of their 
mindes, (which they fhould havebridled, and {uppreffed by reafon) tobe gods 
| and began to call their lu{t, and the intemperate fickneffe of their defires, gods, as 
rie, namely Love, Priapus, and Venus, and the like furtherers of cheic obfcene plea- 
vena,  fures, Neither didthey ceafehere, forthey confecrated mortall men afer their 
Duden death, and eftecmed them as Heroesand gods: imagining that fome immorrall 
honouredas and divine power did hover about their Monuments and Sepulchers. Neither 
ce ae, did their madneffe hereend, but proceeded farcher, fo that they honored all kinds 
trae of Creatures, and poifonous Serpents with the title of gods, Neither did they 
cea(chere, forthey madethe Images ofmenand women, and of wilde bealts, 
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and Serpents in wood, ftone, iron, braffe, and other mectals, and did yee 
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and adorethem, Neither, didtheir wickednefle here terminate, for they offe- 
red facrifices to Images, and to devils. Alfo they proceeded further,-and fought 127s of 
Charmes, Incantations, and Conjurations, the favourand affiftance of the {pis Pane 
rits of the ayre, Alfo divers of them deified divers mortall men. For the Greciazs 
called Bacchus, Hercules, 4 fculapius, Apollo,and other men Heroes and gods. The 
cA gyptians {uppofed that Horus, Ifis, O/yris, and the like men, were gods: who _, 
although by their admirable and fingular wifedome, they invented <seomerry, a a Egyptian 
Aftronomy, and Arithmeticke : Yet albeit they were wife men, they knew Per 
not nor underftood the. mea{ure of a divine power, neither did:they confider what 
difference there is betweene a mortall, and immortall nature. Wherefore they 
were not afhamed to call all kindes of deformed beafts, all kindes of creatures, 
and alfo poifonous Serpents, and wilde beafts, gods. The Phexicians efteemed )>¢ Phenici- 
Metcantharus, and Vforus, and other mortall men, and thofe ignoble, bafe and aie a 
A : i 1¢ 4rabi- 
abject perfons, tobe gods. The e4rabians alfo did reverence as gods one Du/a. thie Gr teh 6b 
ris,and Obdus: the Getes one Zamolxis, the Cilicians one Adopfius, and the Thee ticrans,T hes 
banes Amphiaraxs. And inother places, other mortall men were reverenced and 6% g005. 
adored. Andto conclude, thee4:gyptians, Phenicians, Gracians, andall the Na- 
tions under the Sunne, alrhough they knew the parts of the world, the elements, 
and. fruites which proceede out of the earth, their owne perturbations, and paf- 
fions,the devill, and the adulteries of their gods, their wicked copulations with 
males, and their ravifhing of women: Yet they filled every Citty. Country and 
Village, withimages and Chappels dedicated unto them, and deftroyed their 
mindes by conforming their manners to their gods. So that they had thofe whom 
they called gods, and others who approached neere unto the nature of gods, whom 
they called Heroes and good Gen, although their names and nature were repug- 
nant. For they attributed honour, to filthy obfcene things, As ifone that thew 
another the Sunne and the Starres, fhould not looke up to heaven, bat would point 
downeward to the earth, and there ftrive to finde out of the mud and durt, thofe 
_ heavenly bodies: fo men through ignorance and the deceit of the deuill, that the 
divine effence, which is onely intelle@tuall, whichis feated above the world, in 
the Heavens, was and did refide in naturall generation, in motrall affections and 
paffions, and indeathitfelfe, And fome were fo mad that they facrificed amto 
them that which they efteemed deereft, neither did they {pare ina mad fury to 
offer their onely begotten deare childrenunto them, And what could bea grea> 
ter madneffe than to facrifice men, and whole Citties unto them, and to pollute 
their Chappels with the flaughter and blood of their friends offered unto themi'f 
Are not the Gracians witnefles hereof? Doe not their Hiftories mention the the fore. 
fame ? For the Pehnicians did yearely facrifice their deare and onely children to cing of men,’ 
Saturne : and the Rhodians alfo often did the fame: for they offered ‘humaine faz The Phenisi. 
crifices the day before the Nones of AZay.. among the Salaminians in Muiervaes re ae Sed i 
Chappell, aman was enforced togoe thrice round about it, and then the Prieft 70" °° 
{tabbed him witha fpeare, and afterward burnt him on the Altar.* Moreover Silairiniziy 
who can reckon how many men were flaughterd and. facrificed in Egypt? “Rot! to Mixerva. 
at Heliopolis, three men were facrificed every day: in ftead whereof their King The cuftome 
ef mofes, underftanding that it was a.cruell, and bloody facrifice, commanded of feed acing 
that fo many waxen men fhould be facrificed, Moreover, in Chios’ they ‘offered ais 
amanto Bacchus, and {o in Tenedos, Moreover, in Lacedemon they oftered hu~ rhe chianste 
maine facrifices; and fo did the (retexfians who facrificed'a man to Saturae, Bacchus 
Loadicea alfo, which is aCitty of Syria, did ufe every yeare tooffer a Vir= 
gin to Afimerva;. butnowa Heart. Moreover the Lybians and Carthaginians; The Laodices 
did {acrifice men unto their gods and devils, The Arabians alfo every yeare did ae 
facrifice a Boy, whom they buryed under the Altar. Befides Hiftories doe relate i 
thar it was acommon cuftome among the Grecians, to facrificea man before they 
wentto warres The Tbraciensalfo and the Scythiaws did the fame, The Atheni~ 
ans are reported to have facrificed Leons daughters, and the daughter ‘of Erethevs. 
Befides it is well knownethat at Megabpola they did avery Thurfday facrifice 2 
man, 
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man. Andapprooved Philofophers, doe confirme the fame by their teftimony, 
Diodorus, whofe hiltory isbriefly epitomized out of others, doth report, thac 
the Lybians did openly facrifice 200. boyes ofnoble birth, and added 3¢0. others 
to the facrifice. 

Moreover Dionifius a Roman writer doth relate thatthe Italians were admoni- 
fhed by the gods to facrifice men to Jupiter and Apollo, but they not eranting their 
defire, did {acrifice to thofe gods the tenth of ali their fruits, butbecaufe they re= 
fufed to offer humane facrifices they fell into divers calamities, out of which they 
were freed, before they had facrificed every tenth man. And having tithed their 
men by facrificing them, they loft all trading and commerce with other nations, 


and grew hateful anto them. With fo many miferies mankind was heretofore vex- - 


edand opprefled. Neither were thefe afflictions grievous enough, butthey were 
brought into fervitude,and infinite other troubles. For all the nations of the world, 
as well Grecians,and Barbarians, provoked to fury by the power of the devill, 
grew feditions, and factions, fo that there was no fociety or concord amoneft 
men, Forafmuchas the body of humane fociety was diftracted and torne in 
peeces, and the combinations of ftates unglued, in regard of their divers formes of 
governements, and of Common-wealths, fo that they grew cruell and {editions ; 
and they maintained civill warres as long asthey lived, nerther could journeyes 
be undertaken by any one with any fafety, unleffe he had gone well provided 
and armed,as being amongtt enemies. For husbandmen ufed to have their fwords 
buckled about them in the fields, and villages, and to goe plow well armed + and 
it was counted vallour to rob their neighbours, and get pillage from them. Be- 
fides they corrupted and infected their mindes with fabulous fi@tions concerning 
their gods, from thence taking occafion to live wickedly, and to ufe all kinde of 
intemperance. And yetthis feemed not bad enough, fo that tranfgreffing the 
bounds. of nature, likedrunken men they began to commit unfpeakeable, and 
uncredible wickedneffes one with another. For the men with men (asthe facred 
Scriptures fpeake ) wrought filthinefle, and receiving in themfelves that recom- 
ence that was meete, Neither did their wickednefle.end here, bute razing and 
biting out all notions of God engrafted by nature in their mindes, they beleeved 
that the world was not governed by any Providence, or {upreame moderator, 
bur they afcribed the Creation, and governement thereof to nature, and Fate: 
And moreover they polluting both their minds and bodies by wicked actions, did 
live a falvage and beaftly kinde oflife. For they never endeavonred to fearch out 
the nature of their foule, nor did expe@any divine fentence or judgement, nor 
conceived that there were any rewards of vertue, and punifhments of vice. And 
whole Nations polluted themfelves with all kindes of vices, living like beafts, 
Some did ufe to commit inceft with their mothers,others marryed their fifters,ma- 
ny violated their daughters : fome did behead and murther ftrangers that cameun- 
tothem: fomiedid cate mansflefh: many did ftrangle thofe were growne aged, 
and afterwardeate their flefh : fome they caft to be devoured of dogges. The 
time would faile me if I fhould endeavonr to reckon up the miferies wherein 
thofe erronious times enwrapped men, there being infinite others like thefe al- 
ready mentioned ; with which the mercifull word of God being mooved, began 
go. commiferate the eftateiof mankind : and heretofore by his Prophets, and after- 
ward by other godly men, who tooke care to call them that were fallen away, 
and by theirexhortations and'doétrine implanted in their minds the Principles and 
{eedes of piety:and religion. —But when all mankinde wandred in errors, and 
were deluded by the devill and wicked fpirits, fo that it could not be helped by 
any humane power, fo that it feemed to implore the ayd of a divine helper : in 
regard hereof the. word of the moft mercifull God obeying his Fathers will,came 
cheerefully.into.the world; cloathed with our nature, But the caufes of his de- 
{cending into the world, \were thofe béfore mentioned: in regard whereof he 
vouchfafed to conferre and converfe with men. Neither was this an ufuall worke 
which henfedtoperforme, who before being incorporeall, yet was every where 
| efficacionfly

efficacionfly and: vertually, but now he came to fhew his. great power |in thofe 
divine workes and miracles which he wrought on earth, and to change:naturé 
into Gracey For he aflumeda mortall body'to, conferre and converfe’ with mor- 
tall men, that mortality being made like; andconformable to him might receive 
Salvation. ! | | en 7 
. Bnt hereafter let us proceed tounfold-the caufle, why, the Word of God whe 
was incorporeall, did affume an. originall body, thar foyhe might: converfe and 
conferre with men. And becaufe the divineeflence being inmateriall, and invi-+ 
fible, could by no other meanes,declare and thew himfelfe unto them;who fought 
for God innature: efpecially inregard they would not or could not behold ‘the 
maker, and Creator of all things but ina humane figure and fhape. Wherefore 
he affumed an organicall, to the end that he might converfe with men. And bes 
caufe he knew it would be gratefull and pleafantunto them ¢ for like: hoveth like) 
who delighted onely in vifible fenfuall obje€ts, making :graven flatues and ima 
ges for gods, thinking divinity to be corporeall, and fo deifying mortall men e 
therefore the word of God did {hew himfelfe to men in this forme. ‘Wherefore 
he framed the holy temple of his body, whichbeing endued with fenfe and rea- 
fon, it wasa facred and ‘divine Image farre more excellent than any inanimate 
ftatues =. for that isa fhape fafhioned of a dead matter, framed of.brafle, iron, 
gold, ivory, wood, or ftone, by the handiworke of fome bafe artificer, and it 
is the receptacle of devils, But this divine Image, artificially framedby the wife» 
dome of God, and adorned with diverfe graces and gifts,’ had in it bothlife, and 
Divinity: this Image I fay, was endued with all kinde of vertue, an Image in 
which the word of God dwelt and inhabited : andlaftly the holy Temple. of the 
holy Ghoft, in which the word of God inhabiting, arid dwelling,» by this affus 
med body he converfed with men, and made himfelfe knowne unto them. Nei+ 
ther did he differ from them in the affections of his body and mindé; whofe cour 
fes are bound unto the body; and.corrupted thereby, but his divinity’ received no 
diminution :of glory from his body. -For asthe brightrayes and beames of the 
Sanne, which enlighten all the world, though they ‘touch dead and ‘impure 
bodies, ‘yer they arenot-polluted or defiled thereby:s fo the more: powerfull 
word of:God, being incorporeall, did: fuffer no diminution of ‘his eflentiall 
and incorporeall: glory, by cloathing and apparrelling it with abody, And 
thus our Saviour by affuming an organicall. body, wherewith hee. invefted 
himfelfe, became a Saviour unto all men, by working their Salvation. Ovphexs, 
asthe Grecian Fables report, ‘could tamé:all kind of wilde beafts with his me- 
lodious fongs, :and by playing on his Harpe could foften and take off the cruelty 
of their nature: Which the Grecians doe often mention and beleeve to:be ttue, 
that by the fweete harmony of his Harpe, bea{ts wese wont.to' grow gentle; 
and that the Beech trees delighted with the fweetenefleof his Muticke world 
moove from their places, to liften to his muficke. Inthe fame manner therefore 
the moft wife Word of God, by whofe power all things {nbfitt, : did apply divers 
medicines, to the mindes of men infected with all kindes of vices, ‘curing the 
ede my of mans nature be muficall inftruments fafhionedby his divine wifedomes 
and. ‘tamed mens mindes with his heavenly leflons, and by the foveraigne powet 
of his heaveiily doctrine: he foftned the mde falvage mindes of the Grecians, and 
Barbarians, and changed their:mannerscand cruell affections, into: a milder tem+ 
per. ‘ And God being thus apparrelied and :cloathed, with a. humane body, likeam 
excellentand skiilfull Phyfitian, did apply’ fic and: convenient remedies to their 
- ficke mindes; who did aferibe all divinity.donature. | And afterward: taking care 
aswell for the health of their bodiesas theirfoules,, he made his divine power vi4 
fible unto all men by his wonderfull miracles which he wrought, and he preached 
unto men the doétrine of Salvation; iconfirthing it! by his practices: And having 
aflumed mars nature he performed all thofeichings!for: mans fake; “who ‘could by 
no other meahes perceive andinderftarid div iniy;anditwall things he obeyed the 
will and determinate counfell of hisfather,. and yerhe reinained free: from et 
| | | fs | material! 
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hee fulfilled the promifes contained in hisowne Word: nor fulfilled: thofe things 
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matetia'l or: mortall concretion, as hee was before’ with his father. Neither was 


his effence any:way changed or his natute obfcured, neither was hee confined 
within the bands of the body. Neither was hee onely convertantthere, where 
his body whichhee had aflumed was prefent, butat the fame time that hee con- 
verfed amongft men, hee filled all chings, and was then prefent with the Father, 
and in him: fo that hee tooke care ‘for all things both in Heaven and Earth : 
though hee affumed ournature which is circumtcribed by place, yet it did not 
hinder his ubiquity: neither didit hinder him in performing hisdivine: office : 
bur {ome things hee performed by his affumed humane nature, and other matters 
by his divinity without the affiftance of his humane nature, and though hee gave 
a divine power and ability to his mortall body, yet it communicated not unto him 
by participation of any quality. For his Divimity was not {tained by the body 
which heeaffumed, nor when hee had uncloathed: him{elfe of his mo:tality did 
hee fuffer in his effence, for that was impaffible: for {oa Harpe being {trooke by 
chance, if the brittle ftrings do¢ breake, hee that flrooke itdoth not tuffer : and 
fo when a wife manis tortured, thatthe wifdome which isin him, or the Soule 
which dwelleth in hisbody is either cut or burnt: in the fame manner it may bee 
{aid concerning the vertue and power of the Word of God, which much leffe 
could receive any loffe by the affections of the body. As for example, the fhining 
beames of the Sunne, when they doe reflect upon a durty dunghill are not {tained 
thereby. For though wee may fay that the Beames of the Sunnedoe fhine upon 
them, yet wee cannot fay ‘that the light is defiled or pol.uted, orthat the Sunne 
is blemifhed thereby. And yet if it fhould fo happen, it {eemeth agreeable to 
nature. But whatfoevet our Saviour, and the Word of God, whois incorporeall, 
the life, and the light onely intelligible, fhall touch by his Divine power ; that 
fhall liveeternally in eternall light. . And therefore whatfoever is touched by the 
incorporeall Word of God, itis filled with holinefle and light, and freed from 
all difeafes,’ fickeneffes, and perturbations, Wherefore hee framed his life-in 
chis manner; fhewing himfelfe in the body fometimes affected like us: and often- 
times heeevidently declared: himfelfe rabies God the Word, when hee wrought 
gmany incredible workes,-as God, and foretold things to come, and did mani- 
feltly thew himfelfe to bee the Word of God, which many did not difcerne; by 
his admirable and’ wonderfull fignessand miracles;-by his power, and by his 
Ralagen whereby he ftirred up men to prepare themiclves for the Kingdome'of 
¢eaven, ; 
. Now itremaineth that wes {peake of the'caufe ofhis comming whichis a chiefe 
point, what it was, and of’ the end of hislife fo often mentioned and {poken of, 
and of the manner of his paffion, andthegreat miracle of his refurrection after 
death, Which being declared, we will contirme the certainety and truth there= 
of by evident teftimonies. Hee having thus aflumed for his ule an organicall body, 


for thofe reafons afore mentioned, hee came like an Embaflador from the potent . 


King of Heaven to de'iver unto men inftru@ions of life, anc-performing his othce 
retained {till the dignity of his divine perfon. Moreover if after hee had lived 
and converfed amongft men, hee hadfuddenly and fecretly departed, and fecretly 
returned,and had endeavoured to avoyde and (hunnedeath: if he had not offered 
his body which hee affumed to death, ‘and was made a {pectacle to all: men when 
hee finifhed the worke of falvation, _ Moreover if hee who was'the life it felfe, 
the W ord and power of God,. had fecretly departed, hee had obtained the ticto= 
ry over death and the divell:: neither hadit beene knowne whetherhe had gone, 
neither would they have beleeved in him, if they hadnot with their-eyes beheld 
his a{cenfion;: neither would it have appeared'thathee by his owne nature over- 
éame death, -and changed his mortality toimmortality + neither had the fame of 
him beene {pred over the whole world, neither had hee taught his Difciples'to 
contemne death; neither: could hee have confirmed thofe which followed his 
do@trine inthe hope of refurreGion, and life everlafting after death, neither had 


as 
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as it was meete, which the Prophets had foretold ‘of him, neither had hee. finifhed:; 
his laft combate againft death. :Andfor thefe caufes becaufe it was fit'thar his 

body after it had fully performedits office’of miniftery, in preaching the Word 

of God, fhould have a glorious deveftment and putting off, therefore he fiyftened 

death ithis manner. For hee having two wayes in his choice of going. otit of 
this life, either to deliver up his mortality:to death and deftruction, .and to’ make 

himfelfe a Conqueronr over death, by changing his mortality by-his divine power 

into immortality : the former was not ‘agreeable unto his promite.. For.asit/is 
notthe property of fire to-waxe cold; nor of light tobee darke or ob{cure,, fo 
neither of life to fubmit it felfe to death, nor of the divine Word to doe any thing 
ab{urdly or contrary toteafon, And therefore irhad beene abfurd, that heewho 
fhould promife life toothers, fhould {after his body to bee annihilated, and deli- 
verit to death and difolution, andthat hee who had promifed immortality.to 
thofe that come unto him, fhould fuffer the principall Interpreter of his divinity 
todye. Wherefore the latter reafon was moftneceflary, namely that hee fhould 
declare himfelfe the conquerour of death, “But how will that bee performed ? 
Clofely and {ecretly, or that it might bee evidently and manifeftly knowne toll ? 
For as that which hee performed, if it nad ftill laine hid, and beene obfcured. ir had 
beene tinknowne, and unprofitable : fo being openly divulged, and inculcated n- 
tothe eares and underftandings of all men, in regard of the wonderfuilnefle 
thereof, it was very profitable and commodionsto all, And therefore becaule it 
was neceflarie that hee fhould by his body openly and in. the fight of all men 
overcome death : therefore hee never fhunned death) / for if hee had fhunned it, 
ithad argued feare, and hee had beene overcome by’ death ) bat-by his conflict 
with death asit were with an adverfaryshe made that wclnwas morta'l inmortall, 
and this combate hee anderwent for the immortality and falvation of all men, 
Asif aman would thew acertaine veffell, thatcould neither bee burnt, nor-con- 
fumed with fire, hee fhould not excite admiration and wonder, unlefie heedid 
firft caft it into the fre,and afterward>take it ont againe whole and found. Sothe 
Word of God, when hee would fhew that-his mortall body, which hee had 
aflamed for the falvation of mankind, .was ftronger and more powerfull, than 
death, and make it partaker of life and’ immortality, hee tooke a prudent, and 
convenient way therein ¢ ’and firft hee forfooke it for.a little time, and delivered 
it’to death, that his humane nature might thereby bee perceived, and difcerned: 
afterward, afid long after, hee delivered it againe from death whereby hee decla- 


red his divine power and divinity, whereby: hee {hewed that eternall life of 
which hee had {poken could overcome death, And this was an evident. caufe of 


his fuffering. “For f{eeing it was neceflary, that his.Difciples.{hould behold his 
manifett refirrecion to lifeafter death (for hee taught them to repofe firme. and 
conttant hopetherein, thatthey mightbee Conquerours over death) therefore 
hée made it the object of. their rightand contemplation. -For in regard others 
that were to leade a godly life, ought tq behold ‘and: {€e his refurrection, to thefe 
efpecially, who were to preach of him through the whole world; and to de- 
clare untéalPmen the knowledge of 'God, whichhee bimfelfe had {pread abroad 
among the Gentiles, who were to bee certainely perfwaded of rhe refurreétion 
and life everlafting, that the feare of death being expelled oucof their mindes, 
they readily end cheerefully might undertake to oppofe and overthrow theerrors 
of the Gentiles in worfhipping many gods. For unlefle they. had beene refolved 
before to contemne death; they could never have beente fortified ;and furnifhed to 
undergoe and endure {ackrgrievous tortures.’ » Wiherefore hee armed them again{t 
the force and power of death,’ not onely by his {peech and. precepts, neither,ac- 
cording to the manner of humane difcourfe, did-hé ground his fpeech concerning 
the immortality of the Souleson: likelihoods and probabilities,’ but hee demon- 
{trated irunto them by his owne victory: over.death. And this, was the .chiefe 
catife of out Saviours combateagainft death.’ For hee fhewed that death; which 
isufually fearefull and terrible unto ally ought not to bee fearedis- and hee a 
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the life which hee had promifed, vifible unto them by his refurrection, which 
hee made the firft fruits of our common hope, and of our life and immortality 
which is laid up for us with God, Another caufe of his rifing from the dead 
was, that his Divinity which was vayled and infhrined within his body, might 
bee cleerely difcerned. For becaufe men did formerly account thofe that were 
mortall and overcome by death, as Gods, and calledthofe who were conquerd 
by death Heroes, and Gods, therefore the bounteous Word of God declared his 
effence and who hee was, and manifefted unto all men that his divine nature was 
farre above the power of death. And not onely after the feparation of his foule 
from his body, did hee glorifie his body and bring it to everlafting life, but by 
his death hee erected Trophies of his victory over Death: andheetaughe them 
that hee was to beeacknowledged the onely true God, who by his death got 
the victory over Death. ° 

Moreover a third caufe of our Saviours death may bee added. Hee was a 
Sacrifice offered unto God the Father for all mankind ; a facrifice offered for 
all the people, a facrifice which demolifhed and tooke away all the errours of 
reverencing and worfhipping devils. For by that one recious facrifice of the holy 
body of our Saviour offered up for mankind, an payed for the redemption 
of the Gentiles, who before erronioufly worthipped Divels, all the force and 
power afterward of thofe impure and wicked devils was overthrowne and ex- 
tinguifhed,and all ancient delufions were weakened and difcovered. And therfore 
this was a wonderfull miracle declared in the fight of allmen, this was the body 
of the divine Word offered up for all mankind, this was the facrifice offered to 
death. Which the facred Scripturesdoe mention in one place, in thefe words 
Bebold the Lambe of Gody that taketh away the finnes of the world: and in another 
place thus: Hee was brought like a fheepe to the flanghter, and like a Lambe, More- 
over they fhew the caufe of his death and paffion. Hee bore our finnes, and 
{a ffered for us ; and wee know that hee was in labour, in ftripes, and in affliction. 
Hee was wounded for our Gnnes,and faffered for our wickednefle. Hee wrought 
our peace, and by his wounds healedus. Wee have all wandered like fheepe, 


_ every one hath wandered in hisowne way, and the Lord hath delivered himap 


for our fines. - So that for thefe caufes the mortal body of the divine Word was 
facrificed. Hee wasthe great high Prieft, confecrated to God the Father, whoas 
hee was a facrifice; fo hee was befide the Word of God, the power of God, and 
the Wifedome of God : hee raifed his mortall body prefently from death : and 
offered it to his father as the firft fruits of our.common falvation, and made ita 
triumphall Trophy of his victory over death andhell, andby it hee abolifhed 
tHe old facrifices which were wont to bee’ offered, and raifed it from death for 
the benefit of allmen. Thefe things being thus, the time doth now call upon ns 
to confirme them by certaine arguments. Butif the truth hereof needeth any de+ 
monftration, and that the te(timonies to confirme them, need to bee ftrengthened 
by any evidentarguments, receive my proofes thereof, and grant a favourable 
attention to my {peech. All theancient nations of the earch were heretofore 
divided, and fo diftributed into Provinces, Prefecturefhips, Tyrannyes, and many 
kinds of goverment. Hence arofe continual warres,hence depopulation and fer- 
vitnde both in Countrey and Citty did (till affli@ them. Hence proceeded infinite 
arguments for writing of Hiftories, and alfo adulteries and ravifhment, and rapes 
of women, hence proceeded the deftruction of Troy, andthe Arguments of the 


ancient Tragedies : for the caufe hereof was their erronious worfhipping of 


many Gods, Butaffoone as Chrift affumed a body tobee a Champion as it were 
again(t the power of the Divell, affoone as it was beheld and feene, allerronions 
worthipping of Divels ceafed, and their. power was overthrowne, and affoone 
‘as the Image of that body, whereby hee had {ubdued and got the vi€tory over the 
powers of darkenefle, waserected asa defenfive againit the Divell : ftraightway 
not onely the Divels endeayours and attempts were fappreffed, butalfo all Pre- 


fecturefhips, all tyrannies, and popular powers, all depopulations and: devafta- 
' tions 
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tioris both in City & Countrey that proceeded from them ceafed:for then one God 
was preached among all men,. and then one univerfall Romane Empire flourifhed. 
And {uddenly the cruell hatred of Nations among(t. themfelves which had contt- 
nued many ages, was extinguifhed. And as one knowledge of God, one'rcligion, 
and one faving Gofpell of Chrifts was delivered unto all men: fo when one Em- 
perour did atone time governe all the Romane Empire, tranquility and Peace 
raigned every where, Neither was thisall, for at one and the {ame time, as it 
were by one divine appointment, the Romane Empire and Chriftian Religion be- 
gan to bee eflablifhed. For before that time others poffefied the Kingdome of 
Syria: others enjoyed the Empire of e4/a: others governed Macedon : others 
ruled «£gypt : and others governed Arabia: Padeftine was under the jurifdiction 
of the Iewes: Andinfeverall Citiesand Townes, men were wont to commit 
outragious maffacres, and daily to fight and warre one againft another. Bucall 
thefe contentions were appeafed and reduced to concord by two powers, the one 
was the univerfality of the Romane Empire governed by one, and the other 
Chrifts do@rine both which at one time began to flourifh. 

Butas our Saviours power did overthrow the Divells multiplicity of principa- 
lity, and the worfhipping of many gods, fo it openly declared the Kingdome of 
God, to Grecians, Barbarians, and other the remoteft Nations of the worla: fo 
the Romane Empire, havirg tookeaway the caufes of multiplicity of principa- 
lity, made all the world {ubjeét to itfelfe, and diligently endeavoured to bring 
it to an univerfall peace andconcord. And having reconciled divers {undry Natt- 
ons, not long after it united the moft remote unto the re{t: for the doctrine of 
falvation by Gods power and affiftance had foftned and prepared their minds ther- 
unto. And this they who fought to know the truth and not to envie it did account 
agreatmiracle. For notonely the Divels craftinefle was vanquifhed and fup- 
preffed , but all-enmiry long before nourifhed betweene Nations, was quite 
extinguifhed. And againe then one God, and one knowledge of him was prea- 
ched unto all men, then one univerfall Empire was eftablifhed, and all the world 
was reduced to peace and concord, fo that-they acknowledged them{elves to 
bee one by nature, and brethren, Foras it were children of one Father, that is 
of one God, and of one Mother, thatis of true Piety, they ftraightway embra- 
ceda mutuall peace, fothat! from that time the whole world feemed to bee bur 


one well gowerned Family, fothat any one might travell fafely,and without dan- « 


ger: fo that thofe that dweltin the Weft might travell tothe Eaft, and thofe that 
dwelt Eaftward might travell Weftward, that as other ancient Oracles and pro- 
phefies which would, bee too tedious to mention, were fulfilled concerning the 
Word of God, foefpecially that prophefie which doth thus foretell of him: 
Hee (hall have dominion al[o from Sea to Sea, andfrom the River , wate the ends of the 
earth: and againe, In his dayes fall the righteous flourifh in abundance of peace, 
Pfal,72. Andagaine, And they shall beate their (words into plough-fbares, and their 
fpeares into pruniag-hookes, N ation [bak not lift up {word againft Nation, neither fhall 
they learne warre any more, As thefe predictions were foretold concerning our 
Saviour, and delivered in Hebrew many ages before ; fo in our times they were 
really fulfilled, and the ancint te(timonies of the Prophets confirmed, . If you 
defite more certaine arguments, I will ere you not verball but reall proofes. 
Open the eyes of ‘your underflanding, and the doore of your reafon, and argue with 
your feife, queftion with yourfelfe, and confider and weigh diligently the nature 
of things, and thus rcafon with yourfelfe, What King inany age, or Prince, or 
Philofopher, or Law-maker, or Prophet; or Grecian, or Barbariau,. hath obtained 
{ach renowne and fame, not-onely after death, but while. hee lived, that his 
naire fhould bee univerfally knowne and {pred over the whole world. None 
hath attained this but our Saviour alone after his vi@tory obtained over death ; 
who foretold it to his Difciples, and fulfilled it: namely, Goe teach all. Nations in 


my name : and heealfo foretold, that his Gofpell fhould bee preached to all Nati- 4/47 


ons, ‘as a teftimony to ali Nations : ashee foretold icin words, fo hee f naleeve in 
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deeds. For not long after, allthe world was filled with his Word and do@trine. 
‘And therefore what canft thou anfwer untothis who didft feeme-to inveigh a- 
gainftus in the beginning of our oration : feeing ocular demonftration is more 
powerfull than any reafon. But now leaving of the former. argument waigh the 
latter, and confider with thy felfe,ewho hath ever except Chrift with an invifible 
power, driven away as it were wild beafts from the flocke of mankind, thofe per- 
nicious Divels, who had corrupted mans nature, and by. their moving in Statues, 
did performe many jugling trickes among{t men and who befides our Saviour 
alone, hath given power unto godly religions men to caft uncleane fpirits out of 
men, by invocating him with holy prayers, which he offered and prefented to 
God the Father : and who befides onr Saviour alone, hathtaught his Difciplesto 
offer reafonable facrifices, and bloodlefle, with prayers and fupplications, Where- 
upon Altars were built through the whole world, faire Churches were founded, 
and all Nations did offer unto God myfterious facrifices apprehended onely by rea- 
fonand faith. . And who but hee couldiby the power of his divinity; {0 utterly 
overthrow and abolifh, thofe*bloody facrifices , and cruell buttchering of mens 
that as Heathen Hiftories doe report, thacthe cuftome of facrificing men was not 
abolifhed ,-untillour Saviours divine doctrine was publifhed through the worlds 
inthe time of the Emperour edrian, And therefore fince our Savionrs power 
and Divinity declared after his death, may be confirmed by fuch certaine and,e- 
vident Arguments, who is fo obftinate.as not to beleeve the truth, and ingenionfly 
to confefle our Saviours Divinity 2 Forthe famous actions of the dead. doe furs 
vive amoneft the living, and vertue though ecclipfed fhines forth in the end. 
For of laté certaine Tyrants making warre againft Goddid greivonfly trouble the 
whole world, eftablifhing and changing matters at their pleafure, being rich and 
powerfull : but as foone as they were dead, they were laid into their contemned 
graves, being more bafe than the rubbidge and earth that covered them, fo that 
there was no mention ior memory of them. Forfuch is the condition..of the 
dead : and he that is not hath nobeing; and he thatvhath no being, what can he 
effet? But he thatis ttillin action;and can aftect more than thofe,who are living, 
though he be remooved from out fight,: why fhould we fay that-he 1s dead ?. For 
we cannot fenfibly perceive the judging faculty of the fenfes,’ nor reafons framed 
by Art, nor the Principles of {ciences. Neither hath any one,at any time. vifibly 


© beheld the Souile that isin man, muchieffe the power and Divinity of God, for 


fich matters are to bee underftood a Poferiori, and from their effects. So that our 
Saviours Divinity is to beé weighed and confidered by theeffeéts : and the quefti- 
onis, whether thofe'actions which hee yet performeth , doe proceed from one 
that liveth, or from himthat hath rio being, or whether this queftion bee vaine ? 
fince tis an generall pofition that that'w hich is not, and hath no being cannot ope= 
Lie or effect any thing,» But the'dead have no:being, and are contrary to,the 
iuing, | | onana | ~ 3 

But heere wee have opportunity to profecute thofe workes and. actions whicli 
our Saviour performed invour time,’ and to takea diligent review of our Saviours 
actions, whichare ftill frefh in memory. Are they not the actions of oneliving ? 
Yes the actions themfelves doe live; and are to bee efteemed! the workes of God, 
who really liveth.’ “But if you aske what they are underftand thus much.-Cer- 
taine Tyrants being not afraid to wage warre with Godsnot long fince did demo- 
lith Temples dedicate to prayer, and intending to deftroy: and deface all Churches, 
they began to oppofe ‘themfelves sgainft the invifible God, andte blafpheme his 
Majefty. Burhee that dwelleth in fecret, did by his fecret power vindicate bis 
owne cafe, and fruftrate their attempts. For fome who had lived before foftly 
and delicately , efteemed mofthappy , and accounted, Demy gods, by God power 
were extinguifhed. And others who many yeares’had beene fucceffefull in their 
actions becaufe they reverenced and -worfhipped God, after they attempted to 
make warre againft God, and had oppofed themfelves in confidence of their 
falfe gods, againft ovr God sin an inftant by Gods davine power were prinitlaes for 
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their wickedneffe, fothat they were overthrowne in Battaile, and.enforced'td 
yeeld to him whom they had oppofed, and alfo to betake themfelvestg flight,and 
so acknowledge his Divinity,and to be converted. Our Saviour therefore provided 
thatthe Trophies of his victory fhould bee every where erected, and that all 
Cities; Townes and Countries fhould bee adorned with facred Temples, and 
faire Churches, and thatin all Barbarous places, Temples fhould bee dedicated 
and confecrated to God. Whence alfo Temples confecrated to him were called 
| after our Lords name Dominicalls, or Churches. And now let any one come 
| forth and fhew us, who reedified thofe ruinous Churches, and who built thofe 
| Temples ina more faireand magnificent manner than before, not after the Ty- 
rants death who waged warre with God, but while they lived that defaced them, 
fo that the Tyrants both by fpeech and writing did acknowledge their owne wic- 
kedneffe in committing thofeoutrages ; which they did not in the ‘midft of their 
| pleafure and profperity (for fo it might have beene efteemed an act of their owne 
bounty and clemency, ) but when they were compelled by divine Plagues and 
| Judgements infli€tedon them. Or whoafter fuch great and-greivous perfecuti- 
| ons, and inthofe turbulent times, didnot onely convert an infinite multitude of 
men to Piety and Religion, and tothe worfhipof God: but alfocaufed women 
to devote themfelves to chaftitie, and during life to remaine Virgins, and being 
inftgucted in the precepts of his divine doctrine, to abftaine from meate and wine, 
and:to faft many dayes ; to live temperately, and tolead arauttere and fevere 
Kind of life ? or who hath enforced men and women to defire the food of the 
Soule which is to bee gotten by reading the holy Scriptures, more than that.of the 
body ? And who hath taucht the Barbarians; and both womenand children, and 
many Nations, not onely to contemne death ; but alfo tobeleeve the immortality 
| of their Soules; and that there is one God who beholdeth all things, and to ex- 
pect a Iudgement day wherein God thall give fentence on the godly and the wic* 
ked, and that'therefore we ought to live a juftand temperate life. F or thofe'that 
arenot this affe@ed cannot take on'thém the‘yoake of religion : all which noné 
bue our Saviour hath fully performed.> Butletus omit thefe matters, 
It remaineth that we fhould bring thofe’ who are refractory tothe truth, to thé 
knowledge thereof, by fuch like interrogatories, asking him in this manner, 
Anfwere me wifely and underftandingly. Which of all the wife men, fo famous 
inallages, was {o magnified and praifedas our Saviour was by the Hebrew Pro. 
phets from the beginning. Who foretold the place of hisbirth, the ‘time: of ‘his 
comming, his holy: manner of life,his divinity ,his doctrine,and his works,as appea= 
eth in the holy Scriptures, And who hathbeene fo {peedy in revenging wicked» 
‘neffe, Fornot long after his Paflion, the People of the Iewes were grievonfly 
‘atfitteéd, and their royall Citty was deftfoyed, and their Temple with all the 
‘ornaments thereof rac’d andlevelled ‘with the ground. Who but our Saviour 
hath prophecyed of the deftruction of the Tewes,and of the planting of his Church 
through the whole world,anid of the events of matters, and afterward hath fulfil 
fed them , who firft {pake’ thus of the Temple of the lewes, Behold, your hox/e 3 
wu left unto you defolate, and a ftone foak not-bé left upon a flone in this place, cee, Mat-23¢ 
“And afterward of his Church & V pon this rocke I will build my Church, and the Gates LUK.1 zy 
‘of Hel, fhall not prevaile againff it, Wasitnot wonderfull, that hee fhould call 
fuich poore unskilfull men from fithing, afd make them preach the Gofpell to al] 
‘Nations ? What could moré evidently declare his Divinity, than his: promife to 
‘make them fifhers of menj' which he not onély performed, and gave them power 
alfo to write Bookes of {iich sreat‘autherity, ard eftimation, tharthey were tran- 
flated into’ Greeke,’ and all heathen languages, ‘and all Nations: did ftuddy 
them, and beleeved that the Oracles of ‘divinity were ‘comprehended and de- 
Hivered in them. Whatmore divirie’theh to foretell farure events, and to 
thew his Difciples that théy” fhould be brought before Kings and Governours, 
‘and fhould' endure matty’ tortures, *and fHarpe’ punifhments, and rhat ner 
‘for any offence, but ‘onely for his iamefake; and confeffing the faith ? Whar 
Bie 93 ; is 
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is More incredible, then that they fhould cheerefully prepare themfelves to fuffer 
I thefe afflictions, and having put on the armour of Piety, fhould goe forth with 
it fach courage amonglt their enemies ?. What is more wonderfull, that not onely 
ae | his Difciples, butalfotheir fucceffors, and thofe that f{ucceeded them, and thofe 
: - that livedinourtimes, fhould be fortified and ftrengthened, (though they had 
committed nothing worthy of death ) to fuffer all kindes of punifhments and tor- 
tures for the love of God, andthe confirmation of the truth ? What King hath . 
ever raigned fo long. What King hath warred after his death,and erected {uch il- 
luftrious trophies of his victories over his enemies, that hath fubdued all Coun- 
tries both Grecian, and Barbarian, and byan invife power conquered all his ad- 
verfaries, And, whichis the cheife point of our {peech, that univerfall peace 
formerly mentioned which the whole worldby his power enjoyed, may filence 
blafphemous detractors from his Divinity. Forafmuch, as the generall peace and 
concord of the world and our Saviours preaching of the Gofpell fhould concurre 
together, and thar there fhould bea generall peace through the whole world:as 
the Prophets had foretold, when the word began to be preached to the Nations, 
The time would faile me,moft illuftrious Emperour, if] fhould collec the evident 
arguments of his. Divinity, which may be drawne from thofe efte@s which we may 
yet behold. Fornomaneither Grecian, or Barbarian, hath fhewed fo much 
Divine poweras our Saviour. But why doe I call him a Man, feeing none of the 
heathen gods had fuch a power and nature, or if any had let them produce them ¢ 
- Let thePhilofophers come forth,& tell us ifthey can, if they haveever heard of fuch 
a God, who hath delivered the doctrine of life eternall and the kingdome of hea- 
yell unto men,’ as our Saviour hath done, who hath made all the world by his do- 
rine willing to embrace an auttere kinde of life: and hath perfwaded them to 
feeke the kingdome of heaven, and to hope. for manfions in heaven. Or what 
God or Heroc hath there beene, that hath illuminated the whole world from Eaft 
to Welt, with the refplendent beames of his doétrine, fhould afcribe unto one 
God one and the fame worfhip, Or what God or Heroe, hath abolifhed all the 
Gracian, and Barbarous gods and Heroes, and hath eftablifhed a law that none of 
them {hould beefteemed a god, andhath fo perfwaded the people, and being 
generally oppofed, hath alone ovetthrowne all hisenemies : and hath of all the 
ancient godsand Heroes prefcribed, pnto all Nations, that they fhould affemble 
themfelves together every weeke to) keepe the Lords Day, that as their bodies 
were nourifhed by food, fo their Soules fhould bee refrefhed with divine do- 
@rine, Or what God or Heroe hath beene fo vehemently oppofed as our Savi- 
our, or obtained fuch famons victories over his enemies. For they did alwayes 
impugne both his Doétrine and his people: bue hee flill comforted his afflicted 
Servants, and propagated his Church:in defpight of her enemies, But what 
| availethit to fpeake of the ineffable divinity of our Saviour, feeing his workes 
if wee were filent would {peake themfelves, and doe powerfull infinuate into 
che affe&jons of men. For it is wonderfull that a man {hould effect thofe workes ; 
and that hee who was the true Sonne of God, and that was from all eternity 
fhould bee feene on earth. Yetthat which wee have declared (moft invincible 
: Emperour) isneceflary to bee heard efpecially of you, who have fo often expe- 
rienced the power and ‘divinity of our. Saviour, and have by words and actions 
propagated. and declared the truth... Bee pleafed therefore, when you have lea- 
fare to relate unto'us our Saviours divine. apparitions, and vifions which hee hath 
vouchfafed you, and thofe divine infpirations , from whence wee may draw 
fome profitable. doctrine for inftruction concerning Gods Providence. Neither 
‘will it misbecome your Majefty, to declare by fpeech how God your great 
Protector and defender did defend you in your warres, and alfo how hee deftroy- 
ed your enemies, how hee comforted you in dangers, how hee delivered you in 
your moft difficult exigents, how hee affifted you when your friends forfooke 
you, how heecounfelldin doubrfull affaires, how hee gave you prefcience of 


farure events, providence. to. govyern€ your Empire, wifedome in all occafions, 
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andalour t arempt difficult defignes, civill Pollicy, wifedome to governe your 
Ary; 40d t rétifieerrours, and toeftablifh Canons and Lawes by anuniver- 
{aiCounfell ind moreover you may mention thofe particularities of Gods 
grcious 200lpfie tawards you, which are beft knowne to your felfe, and are 
Kor in tte rafary of your royall memory : the confideration whereof, and of 
Carifts Dviriy, hath mooved you to ere&ta Temple as a Trophy of his victory 
cer deat, tat the faithfull and Infidels may behold fo glorious a worke of Piety; 

and havroke care to beautifie it with many royall Monuments and the vi- 

orasigne of the Croffe, includedinthat Temple dedicatedto the 

enoty of Chrifts Refurretion, by which wee have aflured 
lope of immortality: to the end, that all Nations might 
there behold the Image of Chrift the great Trium- 
phant Conqueror lively pourtrayed, and alfo 
might confeffe his Divinity and be- 
leeve in his Name.
